This  Year, 

Resolve  to  Imitate  Mary 


As  we  begin  a  New  Year,  many  of  us  make  resolu- 
tions. Often,  they  revolve  around  the  need  to  lose 
weight  and  to  exercise  more  frequently.  Obvious- 
ly, these  intentions  are  to  be  encouraged,  since 
we  are  Temples  of  the  Holy  Spirit  who  must  remain  strong 
in  body,  soul  and  spirit. 


Yet  I  believe  we  have  the  opportunity  to 
consider  another  resolution  for  the  New 
Year:  to  strive  each  day  to  imitate  Mary 
our  Mother  in  our  daily  lives.

Sister  Chris  Gellings 
is  a  member  of  the  Sister 
Servants  of  the  Immaculate 
Heart  of  Mary,  headquartered 
in  Monroe,  Mich.  The  Sisters 
are  Catholic  women  bound  to- 
gether in  faith,  serving  God  as 
disciples  of  Jesus.  They  follow 
a  call  rooted  in  their  found- 
ers' mission  to  respond  to  the 
world's  most  pressing  needs. 
"The  cry  of  our  times  compels 
us  to  embrace  a  spirituality  of 
kinship  that  includes  all  living 
beings.  We  recognize  the 
interdependent  nature  of  all 
members  of  the  Earth  com- 
munity and  understand  that 
justice  for  the  Earth  is  insepa- 
rable from  justice  for  those 
who  are  poor  and  excluded. 
Today  we  are  called  to  speak 
for  the  voiceless,  to  celebrate 
the  diversity  within  our  unity 
and  to  educate  for  the  citizen- 
ship on  our  planet." 


Sister  is  a  licensed  clinical 
social  worker  and  spiritual 
director  who  integrates  her 
knowledge  of  spirituality  and 
psychology  to  guide  clients  to 
deeper  levels  of  human  free- 
dom. The  call  of  the  Gospel  to 
heal  the  broken  hearted,  to  lib- 
erate captives,  and  to  be  with 
others  as  they  journey  to  new 
places  of  truth  and  freedom 
in  their  lives  speaks  to  her 
experience  and  expresses  the 
mission  of  her  community. 

Sister  grew  up  admiring  the 
faith  of  her  grandmother,  es- 
pecially her  love  of  the  Eucha- 
rist. Having  the  IHM  sisters  in 
high  school  led  her  to  choose 
this  group  with  whom  to  spend 
her  life.  She  was  attracted  by 
their  spirituality,  vitality,  care 
for  one  another  and  care  for 
those  in  need.  Sister  began 
her  ministry  as  a  classroom 
teacher  in  grade  school  then 
high  school  and  eventually 
at  Duke  Divinity  School.  In 
1976  she  began  ministry  in 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  as 
a  part  of  a  pastoral  team  in 
Greenville,  NC.  Subsequently, 
she  established  the  Office  of 
Spiritual  Growth  and  Develop- 
ment in  the  Diocese  of  Ra- 
leigh and  opened  Avila  Retreat 
Center  before  beginning  her 


therapy  and  spiritual  direction 
practice. 

Sister  is  sustained  in  her 
commitment  by  the  Eucha- 
rist, prayer,  nature,  creative 
activities,  spiritual  reading  and 
being  in  dialogue  with  other 
women  and  men  who  share 
her  faith  journey.  She  would 
encourage  women  exploring 
the  life  of  a  vowed  religious 
Sister  to  reflect  on  the  aspect 
of  the  Gospel  that  draws  them, 
to  explore  where  they  see  that 
aspect  of  the  Gospel  being 
lived  most  faithfully,  and  finally 
to  discern  if  they  too  are  being 
called  to  live  that  aspect  of  the 
Gospel  in  a  community  that 
shares  that  call.

Ms.  Joanne  DeGidio,  a 
member  of  Madonna  House 
in  Raleigh,  did  not  search  for  a 
community  in  which  she  could 
dedicate  her  life  to  God,  but 
instead  God  led  her  to  Ma- 
donna House.  She  mentioned 
to  a  friend  that  she  wanted  to 
go  away  someplace  for  the 
summer  to  sort  out  alternatives 
before  her  marriage:  continu- 
ing on  with  graduate  studies,  a 
career  that  would  involve  travel- 
ing. He  told  her  about  Madonna 
House,  a  place  in  the  beautiful 
countryside  of  Ontario,  Canada 
where  there  was  a  community 
of  somewhat  "strange  but  inter- 
esting people."  She  went  and 
spent  a  month  working  in  the 
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Msgr.  John  Wall  Celebrates 
Golden  Jubilee 

Msgr.  John  Wall,  Pastor  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  Newman 
Center  Parish,  celebrated  his  50th 
year  of  Priesthood  with  a  Mass  Friday 
evening,  December  1 0th  at  St.  Michael 
the  Archangel  Church  in  Cary.  Msgr. 
Wall  was  joined  by  the  Most  Reverend 
Michael  F.  Burbidge,  priests  of  the 
Diocese,  family  and  friends. 

"For  me,  a  Catholic  Priest  celebrating 
fifty  years  of  Priesthood,"  Msgr.  Wall  said 
at  the  beginning  of  his  homily,  "it  can't 
get  any  better  than  this."  He  talked  about 
growing  up  in  North  Carolina  when  the 
Catholic  population  was  few  in  number. 
He  began  thinking  of  the  Priesthood 


when  enrolled  at  Georgetown  University 
in  Washington,  writing  to  then  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  Bishop  Vincent  S.  Waters.  He 
said  when  he  received  a 
return  letter  he  hid  it  under 
his  mattress  not  wanting 
others  to  know  what  he 
was  contemplating. 

Msgr.  Wall  noted  that 
through  the  years,  his  de- 
sire was  always  to  serve  in 
North  Carolina  and  he  got 
his  wish.  In  his  fifty  years, 
he  has  served  as  pastor 
of  numerous  parishes, 
served  in  Diocesan  offices  and  as  well 
as  campus  minister  of  four  universities; 
Wake  Forest,  Duke,  North  Carolina  State 
and  nowUNC-Chapel  Hill. 


Referring  to  one  of  the  Gospel  read- 
ings of  the  Mass,  Msgr.  Wall  said,  "I  know 
that  the  way  the  laity  received  me  has 

brought  joy  in  my  life."  He 
concluded,  "It's  all  about 
doing  what  God  asks.  I'm 
glad  He  asked  me,  through 
the  Church  fifty  years  ago, 
to  become  a  priest  and  for 
your  acceptance  of  me  in 
that  vocation." 

In  his  remarks  at  the  end 
of  Mass,  Bishop  Burbidge 
noted  that  the  two  most  im- 
portant qualities  in  a  priest 
are  holiness  and  joy.  "Knowing  that,"  the 
Bishop  said,  "it's  no  surprise  that  so  many 
are  here  tonight  to  express  gratitude  for 
the  Priesthood  of  Monsignor  Wall." 


gardens  and  asking  herself 
why  she  was  overstaying  her 
planned  time  and  working  so 
hard.  Gradually  she  realized 
that  if  she  really  wanted  to 
live  the  Gospel  and  not  just 
philosophize  about  it,  this  was 
the  place  to  do  it. 

She  describes  Madonna 
House  as  a  community 
called  to  live  the  "Nazareth 
life,"  called  to  love  one 
another  in  a  way  that  would 
extend  beyond  their  own 
community  and  bring  others 
into  it.  The  Madonna  House 
community  tries  to  do  this 
by  living  simply,  praying 
together  and  trying  to  live 
the  Gospel  in  an  authentic 
way.  Joanne  was  attracted 
by  the  atmosphere  in  the 
community  created  by 
the  charismatic  Catherine 
Doherty,  the  foundress  of 
Madonna  House.  Joanne 
says  Catherine  was  on  fire 
the  Spirit  and  deeply  in  love 
with  the  Lord,  whom  she 
uncompromisingly  pro- 
claimed with  her  life. 

One  of  Joanne's  most 
treasured  times  was  the  23 
years  spent  in  a  poustinia/ 


listening  house  on  the  plains 
of  western  Canada.  She 
continues  to  be  sustained 
by  community  meals  and 
conversations  with  visitors, 
even  more  importantly  by  the 
community's  day  of  quiet  each 
week  when  each  member 
prays  in  solitude,  knowing  that 
the  others  are  praying  as  well. 
If  someone  feels  called  to 
experience  Christian  com- 
munity life,  she  says,  they  are 
welcome  to  "come  and  see 
Madonna  House  in  Comb- 
ermere,  Ontario  and  live  our 
life  with  us  for  a  week  or  even 
a  year.  Many  young  people 
come  for  a  time  during  our 
annual  summer  program."

Ms.  Echo  Lewis  has 
been  a  member  of  Madonna 
House  in  Raleigh  for  the  last 


ten  years.  Bishop  Goss- 
man  asked  the  Madonna 
House  Community  to  send 
women  to  Raleigh  thirty-two 
years  ago  to  be  a  house  of 
"Prayer  and  Listening"  for 
the  Diocese.  The  Madonna 
House  community  is  made 
up  of  laywomen,  laymen  and 
priests,  canonically  referred 
to  as  an  "ecclesial  com- 
munity." They  make  prom- 
ises of  poverty,  chastity  and 
obedience  and  aspire  to  live 
in  dependence  on  God  in 
the  model  of  St.  Francis  of 
Assisi.  The  first  line  of  their 
mandate  is,  "Arise  -  go! 
Sell  all  your  possessions  . . . 
give  it  directly,  personally  to 
the  poor."  Raleigh  seemed 
a  good  fit  for  Madonna 
House  since  it  was  a  mis- 
sionary Diocese  and  had  no 
community  with  the  main 
ministry  of  praying  for  the 
Bishop,  priests  and  people 
of  the  Diocese.  In  addition 
to  their  frequent  daily  prayer, 
their  chief  service  is  to  be 
present  for  and  listening  to 
the  people  who  come  to 
their  door  -  to  offer  them 
"hospitality  of  the  heart." 


Echo  and  her  companions 
live  on  the  generosity  of 
the  people  who  offer  them 
food,  clothing  and  assis- 
tance with  other  necessities 
of  life.  Echo,  a  convert  to 
Catholicism,  was  attracted 
to  the  Madonna  House  by 
the  simple  lifestyle,  living 
by  begging  and  among  the 
poor.  "It  is  where  I  discov- 
ered my  faith." 

All  ministry  flows  from  the 
Madonna  House  commu- 
nity life,  whether  it  is  from  a 
house  with  a  soup  kitchen 
and  clothing  room  or  the 
more  contemplative  house 
of  prayer  and  listening. 
Echo  has  done  both  and 
they  are  equally  honored 
and  loved.  She  is  sustained 
by  prayer,  both  private  and 
in  community,  meals  in 
common  with  guests,  and 
by  the  people  who  come 
to  have  someone  listen  to 
them.  To  a  woman  attracted 
to  this  way  of  life,  Echo 
recommends  coming  to 
a  Madonna  House  com- 
munity and  sharing  the  life 
for  a  time  to  see  "what  God 
has  to  say."

Silver  Jubilarians  Celebrate  Mass 
at  St.  Thomas  More 

On  Monday,  December  6th,  five  priests  who  have 
served  or  are  serving  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  celebrated 
25th  anniversaries  of  Ordination.  The  jubilarians  are  Mon- 
signor  Matthew  Hendrick,  retired;  Monsignor  Phillip  Leach, 
retired  (unable  to  attend);  Father  Thomas  Tully,  Pastor  of 
Holy  Family  Parish  in  Hillsborough;  Father  Fernando  Tor- 
res, Pastor  of  St.  Bernadette  Church  in  Fuquay-Varina;  and 
Father  Martin  Restrepo,  Parochial  Vicar  of  Maria,  Reina  de 
las  Americas  Parish  in  Mt.  Olive. 

A  bilingual  Mass  of  thanksgiving  was  offered  at  Saint 
Thomas  More  Catholic  Church  in  Chapel  Hill.  Father  Tully 
was  the  principal  celebrant  and  delivered  the  homily  in 
English  and  Spanish;  Msgr.  Hendrick,  Father  Torres  and 
Father  Restrepo  were  principal  concelebrants.  The  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  presided  and  numerous 
priests  of  the  Diocese  were  in  attendance. 

In  his  homily,  Father  Tully  noted  that  the  five  jubilar- 
ians represented  1  25  years  and  some  46,000  days  of 
priestly  service.  That  service  would  not  be  possible,  he 
said,  without  "the  support  of  the  people  of  God,  the  grace 
of  the  sacraments  and  the  urgency  of  the  call  from  the 
Holy  Spirit." 

"It  is  always  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  and  humil- 
ity that  any  of  us  can  talk  about  the  Priesthood,"  he  said. 
"Because  of  Jesus,  our  imperfections  can  be  brought  to 
perfection.  Through  our  dependent  obedience  to  God 
we  can  become  agents  of  the  possible,  the  graceful  and 
the  holy." 

In  brief  remarks  at  the  end  of  Mass,  Bishop  Burbidge 
spoke  of  the  gratitude  of  the  Diocese  and  its  people  for  the 
priestly  service  of  the  five  men.  "We  thank  you,"  he  said, 
"and  pray  that  Our  Lord  Jesus  will  continue  to  bless  you 
and  help  you  to  be  dedicated  and  holy  priests." 

A  reception  in  St.  Thomas  More's  newly  constructed 
Friends  and  Family  Hall  followed  the  Mass. 


Bishop 
Celebrates 
Feast  of 
Immaculate 
Conception  as 
Novena 
Concludes 

On  December  8, 
the  universal  Catholic 
Church  celebrated 
the  Solemnity  of  the 
Immaculate  Concep- 
tion. The  Feast  Day 
is  uniquely  Catholic. 
It  marks  Mary's  con- 
ception, without  sin, 
which  was  officially 
established  as  dogma  in  1  854  by  Pope  Pius  IX  in  his 
Papal  Bull  Ineffabilis  Dei.  The  Papal  document  explains 
that  Mary  was  conceived  free  of  the  stain  of  original  sin 
since  she  was  to  serve  as  the  pure  vessel  for  God- 
made-flesh. 

December  8  is  a  Holy  Day  of  Obligation  for  Catholics 
worldwide.  In  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  the  Most  Rever- 
end Michael  F.  Burbidge  celebrated  the  Solemnity  with 
Mass  at  Cardinal  Gibbons  High  School  in  Raleigh.  In  his 
homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  spoke  of  Mary  accepting  God's 
request  "to  do  something  mysterious  and  far  greater 
than  she  ever  imagined,"  and  that  "through  the  grace  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  she  said  'yes'  to  God's  will." 

Bishop  Burbidge  spoke  to  the  students  about  Di- 
ocesan seminarian  Phillip  Johnson,  who  has  been 
diagnosed  with  an  inoperable  brain  tumor.  The  Bishop 
noted  how  December  8  is  the  final  day  of  a  nine-day 
prayer  Novena  for  Philip  that  the  Bishop  requested  of 
all  Catholics  in  the  Diocese  that  would  culminate  on  the 
Feast  of  the  Immaculate  Conception. 

"We  have  prayed  for  Philip  through  the  intercession  of 
Mary  asking  Our  Lord  Jesus  to  bless  Him  with  amazing 
graces,  and  Philip  asked  me  to  thank  each  one  of  you," 
Bishop  Burbidge  said,  adding  that  while  Philip  has  not 
received  a  physical  cure  at  this  point,  "God  has  already 
responded  to  our  prayers."  The  Bishop  said  Philip  has 
grown  "stronger  in  his  faith,  reflecting  serenity,  courage 
and  perseverance,  while  inspiring  and  helping  others 
who  are  struggling.  He  has  never  lost  hope,"  the  Bishop 
said,  "and  renews  his  'yes'  to  the  Lord  each  day,  ready 
to  accept  whatever  God  asks  of  him.  In  God's  will,  we 
always  find  our  peace!" 

Following  the  homily,  Sr.  Laura  Downing,  a  faculty 
member  at  Cardinal  Gibbons  High  School,  renewed  her 
vows  to  religious  life  as  a  Sister  of  Immaculate  Heart 
of  Mary.  At  the  conclusion  of  Mass,  Bishop  Burbidge 
asked  the  1 ,200  students  and  faculty  to  join  him  in  the 
Novena  prayer  for  Philip. 
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Diocese  Celebrates 
Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe  Feast  Day 


On  December  12,  Catholic  churches 
throughout  the  Western  Hemisphere 
celebrated  the  Feast  of  Our  Lady  of 
Guadalupe.  In  what  began  primar- 
ily as  a  religious  feast  day  in  Mexico,  the  day  is 
now  celebrated  in  countries  throughout  Latin 
America  and  in  the  United  States.  In  1945,  Pope 
Pius  XII  proclaimed  Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe 
"Queen  of  Mexico"  and  "Empress  of  the  Ameri- 


ln  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  wor- 
shipers gathered  at  more  than  30 
churches  to  celebrate  the  feast.  The 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
made  a  pastoral  visit  to  Sacred  Heart 
Church  in  Whiteville,  NC,  and  joined 
hundreds  who  gathered  to  process 
around  the  church  grounds  and  partic- 
ipate in  a  prayerful  reenactment  of  the 
apparitions  and  miracle  at  Guadalupe. 
A  meal  in  the  parish  hall  followed. 
Although  heavy  rain  hampered  atten- 
dance at  some  celebrations,  especially 
in  the  Triangle,  hundreds  of  Hispanic 
faithful  from  the  St,  Bemadette  Parish 
and  the  surrounding  area  also  joined 
in  prayer,  singing  and  a  procession  on 
Sunday  afternoon. 


The  feast  of  Our  Lady 
of  Guadalupe  commem- 
orates the  appearance 
of  Mary  to  Juan  Diego, 
a  poor  Mexican  laborer, 
on  Dec.  9,  1531.  When 
Mary  appeared,  she 
identified  herself  as  the 
Mother  of  the  True  God, 
Creator  of  all  things, 
and  asked  Juan  Diego 
to  request  the  Bishop  of 
Mexico  to  build  a  church 
on  the  site  of  the  appari- 
tion. The  Bishop  at  first 
hesitated,  telling  Juan  Diego  he  would 
like  to  see  a  sign  from  the  Virgin  Mary 

Three  days  later,  she  again  ap-

peared  to  Juan  Diego,  sending  him  to 
the  top  of  the  hill  to  gather  an  assort- 
ment of  roses  miraculously  blooming 
in  mid-December.  Juan  Diego  placed 
the  flowers  inside  his  tilma,  a  poor 
quality  cactus  cloth,  and  went  back  to 
the  Bishop.  Standing  before  him,  Juan 
Diego  opened  his  garment.  As  the 
roses  fell  to  the  floor,  they  revealed  an 
image  of  the  Holy  Mother  on  the  tilma. 

The  Bishop  was  convinced,  and 
built  the  first  sanctuary  in  1  533. 
The  current  Basilica  of  Our  Lady  of 
Guadalupe  was  built  in  Mexico  City 
in  1  976.  According  to  a  web  site 
dedicated  to  Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe, 
an  estimated  10  million  people  visit 
the  site  every  year,  making  it  the  most 
popular  Marian  shrine  in  the  world. 
Juan  Diego  was  canonized  a  saint  by 
Pope  John  Paul  II  in  2002,  with  his 
feast  day  celebrated  December  9. 
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St.  Mary,  Mt.  Olive,  Breaks 
Ground  for  New  Church 

On  November  20,  the  Most  Rev- 
erend Michael  F.  Burbidge  and  mem- 
bers of  St.  Mary  Parish  in  Mt.  Olive, 
NC,  broke  ground  for  a  new  church. 
The  church  will  be  the  first  build- 
ing funded,  in  part,  by  the  Diocesan 
Home  Mission  Society,  which  Bishop 
Burbidge  established  in  2007  to 
support  the  construction  and  furnish- 
ing of  mission  churches  and  chapels 
in  the  mission  areas  of  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh. 

The  Home  Mission  Society  places 
special  emphasis  on  building  church- 
es and  chapels  in  areas  where  the 
parishioners,  because  of  economic 
circumstance,  are  not  able  to  fund  the 
construction  of  sacred  worship  space 
in  the  traditional  manner  of  capital  campaigns,  bank  loans,  and  parish  savings. 
The  Society  will  fund  25  percent  of  the  estimated  $1.2  million  total  cost  of  the 
new  church. 

The  new  building  is  overdue.  The  current  church  seats  85  people.  St.  Mary 
was  formed  in  1  9 1  6  as  a  mission  of  St.  Mary  in  Goldsboro.  Its  little  wooden 
chapel  looked  like  many  others  in  North  Carolina  towns  of  the  time.  In  1  947  it 
was  burned,  allegedly  by  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  to  protest  the  wedding  there  of  two 
African-Americans.  Parishioners  immediately  rebuilt  their  church  in  brick,  but 
some  charred  timbers  from  the  original  structure  remain. 
Over  the  years,  responsibility  for  the  mission  was  switched  to  Newton  Grove 
and  then  to  Clinton.  In  1  998,  St.  Mary  became  a  parish  in  its  own  right,  reflect- 
ing the  recognition  by  the  Diocese  of  a  profound  demographic  change  in  the 
area.  Migrant  workers,  who  had  populated  the  area  seasonally  for  many  years, 
were  more  and  more  becoming  immigrants,  settling  permanently  with  their 
families  in  the  counties  of  Duplin,  Wayne,  Samson  and  Lenoir. 
The  administrators  and  pastors  of  St.  Mary  saw  the  evangelization  of  this  new 
population  as  an  urgent  necessity.  Through  their  efforts,  the  parish  at  one  point 
supported  three  missions  of  its  own. 

The  new  church,  which  will  rest  on  1  4  acres  of  land  off  Highway  117,  will 
seat  nearly  300  people.  Stained  glass  windows  have  been  recovered  from  the 
old  St.  Thomas  More  Church  in  Chapel  Hill.  An  important  feature  of  the  new 
church  will  be  that  it  is  entirely  devoted  to  worship  space.  "Our  people  are  in 
love  with  the  sacred  ambience  of  their  little  chapel,"  Fr.  James  Garneau,  Pastor 
of  St.  Mary,  said.  "They  don't  want  a  multi-purpose  building."  Fr.  Garneau  be- 
lieves the  new  church  will  be  important  in  establishing  "a  strong,  clear  presence 
of  Jesus  Christ  in  the  community;  a  strong  church  where  people  can  receive 
Jesus  and  take  Him  home  and  proclaim  Him." 

The  groundbreaking  ceremony  took  place  on  the  Solemnity  of  Christ  the  King. 
Bishop  Burbidge  began  the  day  by  celebrating  Mass  at  St.  Mary  in  English  at 
the  current  church,  then  celebrating  a  second  Mass  in  Spanish  at  the  Mount 
Olive  College  chapel,  followed  by  the  groundbreaking  ceremony.  Fr.  Garneau 
was  the  concelebrant  for  both  Masses  and  homilist  at  the  Spanish  Mass.  On 
weekends,  St.  Mary  celebrates  two  English  Masses  and  three  Spanish  Masses. 
The  1 0:30am  Sunday  Mass  in  Spanish  is  held  at  the  Mt.  Olive  College  Chapel 
to  accommodate  the  large  congregation. 


St.  Catherine  of  Siena 
Youth  Gather  to  Serve 

Approximately  1  50  youth  and 
40  adult  volunteers  gathered  on  the 
first  annual  Youth  Service  Day  at  St. 
Catherine  of  Siena  in  Wake  Forest. 
Their  goal:  to  give  back  to  their  parish 
and  community. 

The  group  began  the  day  by  joining 
for  prayer  in  the  sanctuary.  The  stu- 
dents were  then  assigned  to  service 
stations  on  campus  and  throughout 
the  neighborhood.  In  the  neighbor- 
hood, the  teens  went  door  to  door, 
asking  neighbors  if  they  needed  yard 
work.  They  worked  on  1  5  neighbor- 
ing homes,  raking  leaves  and  washing 
windows. 

In  addition  to  cleaning  up  St. 
Catherine  campus  and  the  rectory 
grounds,  the  group  assembled  1  50 
bags  of  traditional  Thanksgiving  food, 
gift  certificates  and  homemade  cards 
for  the  Brown  Bag  ministry. 

The  youth  ministry  sponsors  eight 
"woodcut  families"  who  live  in  Youngs- 
ville  and  Franklinton.  The  group  cuts, 
chops  and  delivers  a  supply  of  fire- 
wood to  these  families  each  month. 
On  Saturday,  they  delivered  four 
truckloads  of  wood  and  Thanksgiving 
meals  to  those  families.  "Many  kids  I 
spoke  with  asked  if  we  could  do  this 
again  next  week,"  said  Tim  Ligowski, 
Director  of  High  School  Youth.  "They 
truly  stepped  up  and  showed  their  true 
Christian  colors.  I  couldn't  be  more 
proud  of  them  all!" 
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St.  Stanislaus 
Dedicates  New 
Administration  Building 

On  Saturday,  December  1  1 ,  the 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
blessed  and  dedicated  a  new  Parish 
Administration  Building  on  the  cam- 
pus of  St.  Stanislaus  Catholic  Church 
in  Castle  Hayne,  NC. 

The  Catholic  community  of  St. 
Stanislaus  is  more  than  a  century  old. 
It  began  with  three  Polish  immigrant 
families  who  arrived  in  1 907  to  start 
vegetable  farms.  Those  founding 
families  and  many  of  their  descen- 
dants rest  today  in  a  small  cemetery 
on  the  parish  grounds.  At  first,  Mass 
was  celebrated  in  their  homes  by  a 
priest  who  traveled  from  St.  Mary  in 
Wilmington.  By  1916,  though,  with 
help  from  a  development  company 


and  the  Catholic  Extension  Society, 
the  by  then  1  8  families  in  the  commu- 
nity had  acquired  land  and  a  church. 

St.  Stanislaus  remained  a  mis- 
sion of  St.  Mary  until  1  933,  when  it 
became  a  parish  under  the  care  (by 
1  935)  of  the  Conventual  Franciscan 
Friars  of  Immaculate  Conception 
Province.  Over  the  next  three  de- 
cades, the  Franciscans  and  their  Sis- 
ters from  Syracuse,  NY,  cared  for  St. 
Stanislaus,  bringing  a  rectory,  parish 
hall,  convent  and  school,  and  in  1  951 
an  Army  chapel  from  Camp  Davis  in 
Holly  Ridge,  which  Bishop  Vincent 
Waters  dedicated  as  the  new  church. 

The  school  closed  in  1  962,  but 
Franciscan  friars  would  continue  as 
pastors  for  many  years.  Meanwhile 
Castle  Hayne,  and  St.  Stanislaus, 
continued  to  grow  as  retirees  and  new 
businesses  discovered  the  Wilmington 


area.  By  the  mid-'90s,  the  old  church 
building  was  clearly  inadequate.  The 
building  couldn't  even  be  sold,  so  it 
was  donated  to  the  local  fire  depart- 
ment for  a  training  exercise.  In  1  997, 
then-pastor  Fr.  Douglas  Reed  held 
two  services:  one  as  articles  were 
removed  from  the  church  and  another 
before  the  church  was  burned.  Con- 
struction of  a  new  church  had  already 
begun,  and  the  building  was  dedicated 
by  Bishop  Gossman  on  December 
13,  1998. 

Father  Ryszard  Kolodziej,  Pastor  of 
St.  Stanislaus,  expressed  his  gratitude 
to  the  Bishop  and  to  all  the  parish- 
ioners celebrating  the  long  awaited 
addition  to  the  parish  facilities.  The 
decision  to  undertake  the  construction 
was  made  at  a  town  meeting  three 
years  ago,  and  ground  was  broken  for 
the  project  last  February. 

"The  parish  is  growing,"  Fr.  Ryszard 
said,  "and  we  needed  to  manage  a 
larger  population,  add  more  modern 
office  equipment  and  work  procedures. 
This  new  building  also  enhances  the 
beauty  of  the  St.  Stanislaus  campus. 

"This  happened  through  the  gener- 
osity and  prayer  of  many  people,  and 
we  give  thanks  to  God."

I'm 
not  planning  to  sit  and  read  her  email  every 
night;  I  just  don't  think  we  should  be  locking 
each  other  out  of  parts  of  our  lives. 


Maybe  the  first  question 
asked  should  be,  "Is  this 
the  only  instance  where 
privacy  is  demanded,  or 
are  there  other  areas?  For  example,  do  Sam 
and  Sandy  open  postal  mail  and  packages 
addressed  to  each  other,  or  is  that  considered 
private?  Do  they  have  individual  bank  ac- 
counts, individual  credit  cards,  etc.?  If  email 
is  the  only  "privacy"  issue  and  the  other  areas  are  shared,  we 
can  understand  why  Sam  is  confused  with  the  inconsistency 
in  the  rules. 

To  start,  Sam  and  Sandy  should  talk  about  the  feelings 
involved.  How  does  Sandy  feel  about  Sam's  request?  How 
does  Sam  feel  when  Sandy  does  not  wish  to  share  it?  Then 
each  of  them  should  answer  the  question,  why  do  I  feel  that 
way?  It  appears  that  trust  is  at  the  root  of  this  issue.  If  Sandy 
has  Sam's  email  password,  then  it  would  be  appropriate  for 
Sam  to  have  hers  -  if  you  trust  each  other,  why  does  it  mat- 
ter? 

On  the  surface,  it  appears  that  Sam  does  not  trust  Sandy; 
he  needs  to  know  her  every  detail  about  her  life.  Likewise, 
it  appears  that  Sandy  does  not  trust  Sam  with  the  conversa- 
tions she  has  with  her  friends.  It  looks  like  there  is  a  lot  of 
distrust  going  on  in  Sam  and  Sandy's  relationship.  One  way 
to  successfully  discover  the  root  of  the  problem  is  to  ap- 
proach it  together  and  to  do  so  prayerfully.  Take  a  lead  from 
Scripture,  James  1:19-20:  "Be  quick  to  listen,  slow  to  speak, 


and  slow  to  become  angry. . ."  Sharing 
your  deepest  thoughts  and  feelings 
with  each  other  requires  each  to  listen 
without  interruption. 

After  listening,  gently  paraphrase 
back  what  you  heard  and,  if  needed, 
let  the  one  speaking  clarify  any 
misperceptions.  Then  switch  roles  and 
repeat  the  process  until  both  people 
understand  the  other's  feelings.  During 
the  process,  Sandy  and  Sam  should  be 
mindful  of  the  respect  and  honesty  owed 
to  each  other.  They  will  experience  a 
deeper  level  of  trust  in  their  relationship 
and  discover  their  communication  skills 
will  improve  on  other  topics  as  well. 

We  believe  the  lack  of  trust  is  a  result 
of  some  deeper  issue  that  is  not  being  dealt 
with;  the  email  is  only  a  manifestation  of  the  deeper 
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friendly  advice

One  of  my  friends  keeps 
tagging  my  photo  on 
Facebook.  I  don't  want  my 
picture  all  over  the  Internet 
-  how  can  I  get  her  to  stop  without 
damaging  our  friendship? 


The  unauthorized  publication  of  photos  in 
the  different  social  networks  of  the  Internet 
is  becoming  more  and  more  a  concern  for 
many  people.  Many  people  believe  it  is  a 
matter  of  common  courtesy  and  common 
sense  to  request  permission  before  publishing 
any  information  about  another  person  online. 

All  social  networks  in  the  Internet  have 
privacy  policies  to  be  followed  by  its 
members  and  that  are  enforced  by  the  social 
network  organization.  So,  first  of  all,  you 
should  familiarize  yourself  with  Facebook's 
privacy  policies. 

After  that,  you  will  be  ready  to  sit  down 
with  your  friend,  not  only  to  discuss  your 
feelings  regarding  your  photos  being 
exposed  in  the  Internet,  but  also  to  firmly 
request  that  she  move  your  photos  to  a 
private  category. 

I  don't  believe  that  your  friendship  will  be 
damaged  by  doing  so,  but  if  it  happens, 
remember  that  you  have  the  right  to  have  ( 
your  personal  integrity  respected,  and 
having  unauthorized  photos  of  yourself 
published  on  the  Internet  falls  into  that 
category.

Ql  was  adopted  when  I  was  just  a  baby  and  raised  in 
•  a  wonderful  family.  Although  I  consider  my  adoptive 
parents  to  be  my  real  parents,  I  would  like  to  meet  the 
•  woman  who  gave  birth  to  me.  I  have  so  many  questions. 
However,  my  adoptive  mother  seems  apprehensive 
about  the  idea  of  me  meeting  my  birth  mother.  Is  it  wrong  for  me  to  do 
this?  If  not,  how  can  I  minimize  the  hurt  to  my  adoptive  mother? 

A When  I  was  little,  I  would  ask  my  Grandma  Esta  to  tell  me  her 
#  "whole  name."  Orphaned  early  in  life,  she  was  adopted  by  her 
mother's  best  friend,  who  changed  her  first  and  last  names. 
•  Her  story  was  heart-tugging,  but  she  ended  up  in  just  the  right 
family,  with  just  the  right  name.  Your  desire  to  know  about  your  own  story  is 
natural;  you  and  your  mom  may  be  able  to  provide  emotional  support  for  one 
another  since  you  don't  know  where  the  answers  to  the  questions  will  lead. 

Reasons  behind  apprehension.  As  children  reach  the  end  of  the  teen  years 
and  enter  young  adulthood,  parents  need  to  do  a  lot  of  letting  go.  They  say 
goodbyes  at  college  or  help  children  adjust  to  real  jobs.  A  sig- 
nificant person  enters  your  life  and  they  watch  you  fall  in  love. 
Parents  feel  a  sense  of  satisfaction  launching  children  into  the 
world,  but  also  a  sense  of  loss  that  they  are  not  needed  in  the 
same  way.  Your  desire  to  seek  the  woman  who  gave  birth  to 
you  adds  another  layer  of  change  during  this  time  of 
transition. 


Mom  will  always  be  Mom.  There  are  some 
things  in  life  that  go  without  saying  -  but  why  not 
say  them  anyway?  Your  mom  carried  you  in  her 
heart  through  all  the  minor  events  in  your  life  ("No, 
you  can't  see  that  movie  or  you'll  have  bad  dreams 
all  night!)  and  the  major  traumas  ("Mom  will  be  right 
there  when  you  wake  up  after  Dr.  Jones  fixes  that 
broken  bone.")  One  way  to  minimize  the  chance  for 
hurt  is  to  focus  on  what  the  two  of  you  share. 


W  Don't  become  too  preoccupied.  Remember  to 
J    devote  time  to  your  parents  while  you  are  searching 
for  your  birth  mother.  Continue  your  family  rituals  and 
favorite  activities.  Keeping  your  mom  in  the  loop  will 
be  of  mutual  benefit;  she  may  be  able  to  provide  use- 
ful information  regarding  specific  details  of  your  birth 
and  will  feel  less  apprehensive  about  the  process. 

Whatever  the  outcome  of  your  quest  to  find  your  birth 
mother,  you  have  your  mom,  who  will  be  there  for  you 
with  the  memories  of  your  childhood  stored  in  her  heart, 
following  the  example  of  Our  Blessed  Mother:  "She  kept 
all  these  things,  pondering  them  in  her  heart."  (Luke  2:19)

Maturity 
in  Relationships 
and  Prayer

Several  years  ago,  a  friend  shared  this  story  with  me: 
Raised  a  Roman  Catholic  and  essentially  faithful  in  go- 
ing to  church  and  in  trying  to  live  an  honest  moral  life, 
he  found  himself,  in  his  mid-forties,  plagued  by  doubts, 
unable  to  pray,  and  unable  (when  he  was  honest  with  himself)  to 
even  believe  in  the  existence  of  God. 


Anxious  about  this  and  looking  for  spiritual  guidance,  he 
went  to  see  a  Jesuit  priest  who  had  a  reputation  as  a  spiri- 
tual director.  He  anticipated  the  usual  counsel  about  dark 
nights  of  the  soul  and  how  these  are  given  to  us  to  purify 
our  faith  and,  already  familiar  with  that  literature,  he  wasn't 
expecting  much.  Certainly  he  wasn't  expecting  the  advice 
he  received. 

His  Jesuit  guide  didn't  try  to  engage  him  in  any  deep 
theological  reflections  on  doubt  and  dark  nights  of  faith. 
Instead,  like  Elisha  to  Naaman,  the  Syrian  leper,  he  gave  my 
friend  a  counsel  that  sounded  so  simplistic  that  it  triggered 
irritation  rather  than  hope:  The  Jesuit  simply  told  him: 
Make  a  promise  to  yourself  to  sit  in  silent  prayer  for  a  half 
an  hour  a  day  for  the  next  six  months.  I  promise  you  that  if 
you  are  faithful  to  that  you  will,  by  that  time,  recover  your 


sense  of  God. 

My  friend,  beyond  being 
upset  with  what  he  felt  was 
an  over-simplistic  bit  of  ad- 
vice, protested  that  the  big- 
gest part  of  his  problem  was 
precisely  that  he  couldn't 
pray,  that  he  couldn't  talk 

  to  a  God  whom  he  didn't 

believe  existed:  How  can  I  pray  when  I  no  longer  believe 
that  there  is  a  God? 

The  Jesuit  persisted:  "Just  do  it!  Show  up  and  sit  in 
silent  prayer  for  half  an  hour  a  day,  even  if  you  feel  like 
you  are  talking  to  a  wall.  It's  the  only  practical  advice  I 
can  give  you." 

Despite  his  skepticism,  my  friend  took  the  Jesuit's  advice 
and  faithfully  sat  in  silent  prayer  for  half  an  hour  a  day  for 
six  months  and,  by  the  end  of  that  time,  his  sense  of  God 
had  returned,  as  had  his  sense  of  prayer. 

This  story,  I  believe,  highlights  something  important: 
Our  sense  of  God's  existence  is  very  much  linked  to  fidelity 
to  prayer.  However,  and  this  is  the  catch-22,  it  is  hard  to 
sustain  a  life  of  prayer  precisely  because  our  sense  of  God  is 
often  weak.  Simply  put,  it  is  not  easy  to  pray.  We  have  easy

words  about  prayer,  but  we  struggle  to  sustain, 
long  term,  real  prayer  in  our  lives. 

Prayer  is  easy  only  for  beginners  and  for  those 
who  are  already  saints.  During  all  the  long  years  in 
between,  it  is  difficult.  Why?  Because  prayer  has 
the  same  inner  dynamics  as  love  and  love  is  sweet 
only  in  its  initial  stage,  when  we  first  fall  in  love, 
and  again  its  final,  mature  stage.  In  between,  love 
is  hard  work,  dogged  fidelity,  and  needs  willful 
commitment  beyond  what  is  normally  provided  by 
our  emotions  and  our  imagination. 

Prayer  works  in  the  same  way.  Initially  when 
we  first  begin  to  pray,  like  someone  young  and  in 
love,  we  tend  to  have  a  period  of  fervor,  of  pas- 
sion, a  time  when  our  emotions  and  our  imagina- 
tions help  give  us  a  sense  that  God  exists  and  that 
God  hears  our  prayers.  But  as  we  grow  deeper 
and  more  mature  in  our  relationship  to  God,  just 
as  in  a  relationship  to  someone  we  love,  reality 
begins  to  dispel  an  illusion.  It's  not  that  we  become 
disillusioned  with  God,  but  rather  that  we  come 
to  realize  that  so  many  of  the  warm  thoughts  and 
feelings  we  believed  were  about  God  were  really 
about  ourselves.  Disillusionment  is  a  good  thing. 
It's  the  dispelling  of  an  illusion.  What  we  thought 
was  prayer  was  partly  a  spell  of  enchantment  about 
ourselves. 

When  that  disillusionment  sets  in,  and  this  a 
maturing  moment  in  our  lives,  it  is  easy  to  believe 
that  we  were  deluded  about  the  other,  the  person 
we  had  fallen  in  love  with  or,  in  the  case  of  prayer, 
God.  The  easy  response  then  is  to  back  away,  to 
quit,  to  see  the  whole  thing  as  having  been  an  illu- 
sion, a  false  start.  In  the  spiritual  life,  that's  usually 
when  we  stop  praying. 

But  it  the  opposite  is  called  for.  What  we  need  to 
do  then  is  to  show  up,  just  as  we  did  before,  minus 
the  warm  thoughts  and  feelings,  bored,  uncertain, 
and  stripped  of  our  enchantment  about  ourselves. 
The  deeper  we  go  in  relationships  and  in  prayer, 
the  more  unsure  of  ourselves  we  become,  and 
this  is  the  beginning  of  maturity:  It's  when  I  say,  I 
don't  know  how  to  love  and  I  don't  know  how  to 
pray,  that  I  first  begin  to  understand  what  love  and 
prayer  actually  are. 

Hence,  there  is  no  better  advice  than  that  given 
by  this  Jesuit  priest  to  my  friend  who  thought  him- 
self an  atheist:  Just  show  up!  Sit  in  humility  and 
silence  long  enough  so  that  you  can  begin  to  hear 
someone  else,  not  yourself.

Another  year.  Another  chance  to  take  better  care  of 
our  bodies  and  souls  -  right?  While  I'm  making 
resolutions,  though,  I'm  going  to  keep  something 
in  mind  that  I  read  in  December.  Pope  Benedict 
XVI  granted  a  series  of  interviews  to  journalist  Pete 
Seewald,  and  they  were  published  as  a  book:  Light  of  the  World: 
The  Pope,  the  Church  and  the  Signs  of  the  Times  (Ignatius  Press  2010,  www. 

lightoftheworldbook.com). 


One  of  the  questions  the  in- 
terviewer asked  the  Holy  Father 
was  this:  "Has  your  faith  changed 
since  you  became  Pope?" 

The  Pope  answered:  'As  Pope 
one  has  even  more  cause  to  pray 
and  to  entrust  oneself  entirely 
to  God.  For  I  see  very  well  that 
almost  everything  I  have  to  do  is 
something  I  myself  cannot  do  at 
all.  That  fact  forces  me  to  place 
myself  in  the  Lord's  hands  and  say 
to  Him:  'You  do  it,  if  You  want  it!' 
In  this  sense  prayer  and  contact 


with  God  are  now  even  more  necessary  and  self-evident  than  before." 

I  see  very  well  that  almost  everything  I  have  to  do  is  something  I  my- 
self cannot  do  at  all.  I  want  to  hang  that  up  somewhere  as  a  reminder. 

That  conviction  surely  must  have  been  shared  by  Father  Thomas 
Price,  the  co-founder  of  the  Maryknoll  Society,  the  first  native-born 
Diocesan  priest  in  North  Carolina,  and  the  subject  of  this  month's 
cover  story  (page  16).  His  impressive  legacy  came  out  of  an  even 
more  impressive  devotion  to  the  Lord,  to  Our  Lady  and,  as  you'll 
read,  to  St.  Bernadette  of  Lourdes,  whose  visions  of  Mary  occurred 
just  two  years  before  Thomas  Price  was  born. 

As  201 1  begins,  I  also  take  special  inspiration  from  these  words 
recited  each  morning  in  the  Liturgy  of  the  Hours.  I  hope  they 
describe  the  coming  year  for  all  our  readers: 


In  the  tender  compassion  of  our  Lord 
the  dawn  from  on  high  shall  break  upon  us, 
to  shine  on  those  who  dwell  in  darkness 
and  the  shadow  of  death, 
and  to  guide  our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace. 
Canticle  of  Zecharia,  Luke  1:  78-79.

Feast:  Jan.  25  (Conversion  of  St.  Paul) 

Who  was  St.  Paul? 

Prior  to  his  famous  conversion,  St.  Paul,  or  Saul,  was  a  distin- 
guished Pharisee,  lawyer  and  rabbi.  He  was  aggressive,  assertive, 
learned,  dominant  and  full  of  authority.  For  example,  the  crowd 
who  stoned  Stephen  first  looked  to  his  approval  and  then  laid  their 
cloaks  at  his  feet  in  (Acts  7:58.) 

More  importantly,  St.  Paul  himself  believed  that  because  he  knew 
the  law,  or  the  Torah,  he  "knew"  God.  He  was  convinced  that  he 
was  the  instrument  of  God's  will  through  his  persecution  of  followers 
of  "the  Way"  -  and  no  one  was  more  committed  to  this 
work  than  he. 

All  this  changed  on  the  road  to  Damascus.  First  and 
foremost,  St.  Paul  encountered  a  Person.  He  encoun- 
tered the  Truth.  The  great  revelation  that  day  was  con- 
tained in  the  simple  question  Jesus  asked,  "Why  are  you 
persecuting  Me?" 

Notice  Jesus  did  not  ask  St.  Paul  why  he  was  perse- 
cuting Jesus'  followers  or  people.  He  asked,  "Why  are 
you  persecuting  Me?"  At  that  moment,  Christ  revealed 
Himself  to  St.  Paul  as  a  communion.  St.  Paul  realized 
that  Christ  was  not  separate  from  his  people,  but  was 
present,  among  and  within  them.  Truly,  the  scales  fell  off  as  St.  Paul 
then  spent  the  next  three  years  studying  and  living  in  Christian  com- 
munity. 

How  did  St.  Paul's  life  change? 

St.  Paul's  conversion  did  not  change  his  commitment  to 
doing  God's  work.  God  was  still  his  top  priority,  but  he  now  un- 
derstood God  differently  through  Christ.  He  learned  that  Christ, 
rather  than  the  law,  is  the  key  to  "knowing"  God.  The  choice  St. 
Paul  faced  was  no  longer  whether  or  not  to  comply  with  the  law, 
but  whether  or  not  to  live  in  communion  with  God  through  com- 
munion with  the  Church. 

St.  Paul  himself  describes  this  state  of  communion  in  Philippians 
2:2  as  a  state  of  "being  of  the  same  mind,  with  the  same  love,  united 
in  heart,  thinking  one  thing."  This,  in  turn,  is  possible  only  through  hav- 
ing the  attitude  of  Christ  so  that  the  mind  of  Christ  can  well  up  within 
us  and  carry  us  into  communion  with  the  Trinity  through  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

How  does  this  change  our  lives? 

St.  Paul's  life  and  ministry  were  efforts  to  remain  in  this  com- 
munion. This  can  clearly  be  seen  in  his  many  letters  manifested 
by  his  aversion  for  all  that  breaks  communion  and  harmony  within 
the  body  of  Christ  the  Church.  It  is  to  this  same  life  of  communion 
that  we  are  all  called  by  this  same  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the  same 
yesterday,  today,  and  tomorrow.

Antes  de  su  famosa  conversion,  San  Pablo,  o  Saul,  fue  un 
distinguido  fariseo,  abogado  y  rabino.  El  era  dinamico,  asertivo, 
dominante  y  lleno  de  autoridad.  Por  ejemplo,  la  multitud  que  ape- 
dreo  a  Stephen  primero  busco  su  aprobacion  y  luego  tendieron  sus 
capas  a  sus  pies  en  Actos  7:58. 

Aun  mas  importante,  Pablo  mismo  creia  que  porque  el  conocia  las 
leyes,  o  el  Tora,  el  «conocia»>  a  Dios.  El  estaba  convencido  de  que  el 
era  el  instrumento  de  la  voluntad  de  Dios  por  medio  de  su  perse- 
cution de  los  seguidores  de  «EI  Camino»,  y  nadie 
estaba  mas  comprometido  con  su  trabajo  que  el. 

Todo  esto  cambio  en  el  camino  a  Damasco 
Primera  y  principalmente,  Pablo  se  enfrento  a  una 
persona.  Se  enfrento  a  la  Verdad.  La  gran  revelation 
ese  dia  provino  de  una  simple  pregunta  que  Jesus 
hizo:  «iPor  que  me  estas  persiguiendo?» 

Tenga  presente  que  Jesus  no  le  pregunto  a  Pablo 
por  que  el  estaba  persiguiendo  a  los  seguidores  o  a 
la  gente  de  Jesus.  El  pregunto:  «<LPor  que  me  estas 
persiguiendo?»  En  ese  momento  Cristo  le  revelo  a 
Pablo  a  si  mismo,  revelo  a  Dios,  ante  Dios  como  una 
comunion.  Pablo  se  dio  cuenta  que  Cristo  no  estaba  separado  de  su 
gente,  sino  que  estaba  presente,  entre  y  con  ellos.  Ciertamente  se  le 
cayeron  las  escamas  puesto  que  Pablo  paso  los  siguientes  tres  anos 
estudiando  y  viviendo  en  la  comunidad  Cristiana. 

c Como  cambio  la  vida  de  Pablo? 

La  conversion  de  Pablo  no  cambio  su  compromiso  con  obrar 
para  Dios.  Dios  aun  era  su  primera  prioridad,  pero  el  ahora  entendia 
a  Dios  de  manera  diferente  por  medio  de  Cristo.  El  aprendio  que 
Cristo  es  clave  para  «conocer>  a  Dios  en  lugar  de  la  ley.  La  election 
que  Pablo  tenia  ya  no  era  si  cumplir  o  no  con  la  ley,  sino  si  vivir  o  no 
en  comunion  con  Dios  por  medio  de  la  comunion  con  su  vecino. 

San  Pablo  mismo  describe  este  estado  de  comunion  en  Fili- 
penses  2:2  como  un  estado  de  «tener  la  misma  mente,  el  mismo 
amor,  unidos  de  corazon,  pensando  en  una  cosa.»  Esto,  a  su  vez, 
es  posible  solo  a  traves  de  la  imitation  de  la  actitud  de  Cristo  para 
que  la  mente  de  Cristo  pueda  desbordarse  en  nosotros  y  llevamos 
a  la  comunion  con  la  Trinidad  a  traves  del  poder  del  Espiritu  Santo. 

<L Como  esto  cambia  nuestras  vidas? 

La  vida  y  el  ministerio  de  San  Pablo  pasa  a  ser  entonces 
el  tratar  de  permanecer  en  esta  comunion.  Esto  se  puede  ver 
claramente  en  sus  muchas  epistolas  manifestadas  por  su  aversion 
por  todo  lo  que  interrumpe  la  comunion  y  harmonia  con  el  cuerpo 
de  Cristo  en  la  Iglesia.  Es  por  esta  misma  vida  de  comunion  que 
somos  llamados  por  ese  mismo  Jesucristo,  quien  es  el  mismo  de 
ayer,  hoy  y  manana. 
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"Amaras  Maras 
Crashing  al  Inmigrante  Como 

the  Parade  a  Ti  Mismo"  (Lev.  19, 34) 


Recently  St.  Joseph  Parish  had  its  annual 
celebration  of  the  Feast  of  St.  Martin  De 
Porres.  Msgr.  Williams  sent  me  a  copy 
of  a  picture  which  included  Father  Otis 
Carl.  He  was  a  Dominican  assigned  to  St. 
Monica  for  some  years.  Father  Carl  was  well  known  in 
the  African  American  Community  because  he  visited  the 
homes  of  students  and  parishioners. 


On  one  occasion  he  was 
injured  on  the  play- 
ground and  had  someone 
take  him  to  St.  Agnes 
Hospital.  These  were  the 
days  of  segregation,  and 
St.  Agnes  was  a  black 
hospital.  When  the  police 
got  wind  of  this,  they 
came  to  the  hospital  and 
tried  to  force  Father  Carl 
to  transfer  to  Rex,  but  he 
refused. 
Father  Carl  was  well 
versed  in  music,  and  he  formed  a  band  from  the  students  of  St 
Monica.  I  was  a  drummer  in  the  band,  and  he  would  lead  us 
as  we  marched  around  the  neighborhood  for  practice.  In  those 
days,  while  black  people  could  be  present  for  city  parades, 
black  bands  were  never  invited  to  participate,  not  in  the  Christ- 
mas parade  or  any  other  parade. 

For  one  inaugural  parade  of  the  State  Governor,  however, 
Father  Carl  decided  our  band  should  be  included.  He  instruct- 
ed our  parents  to  assemble  a  little  early  along  a  block  between 
Fayetteville  and  Wilmington  Streets.  Our  band  stood  in  forma- 
tion behind  the  adults.  As  Father  Carl  saw  the  Governor  and 
his  entourage  approach,  he  gave  the  parents  the  signal  to  move 
aside  and  let  the  band  fall  in. 

We  marched  out,  performing  as  never  before.  And  the 
governor  and  his  entourage  stopped  until  our  entire  band  had 
joined  the  parade. 

Our  band  soon  became  regular  invitees  to  parades.  When 
World  War  II  started,  a  number  of  the  band  members  joined 
various  military  bands.  Others  went  on  to  major  in  music  and 
become  teachers  of  music. 

Father  Carl  was  a  great  inspiration  for  those  he  knew  and 
served.  As  Black  History  Month  approaches,  it's  good  to  re- 
member people  like  him,  people  whose  genuine  love  saw  the 
injustice  wrought  by  the  prejudice  of  their  time,  and  who  did 
what  they  could  to  overcome  it. 


En  junio  del  2004,  la  Conferencia  de  los  Obispos 
Catolicos  de  Estados  Unidos  (USCCB)  decidio 
hacer  una  prioridad  el  proyecto  de  la  Reforma 
Migratoria  Integral,  con  especial  enfasis  en  la 
legalizacion.  La  USCCB  disefio  asi  la  Campana 
Justicia  para  los  Inmigrantes:  Una  Jornada  de  Esperanza  para 
unir  y  movilizar  una  creciente  red  de  instituciones  catolicas, 
individuos  y  otras  personas  de  buena  fe  en  apoyo  a  la  Reforma 
Migratoria  Integral  y  a  un  programa  amplio  de  legalizacion.  Su 
objetivo  es  maximizar  la  influencia  de  la  Iglesia  sobre  este  tema, 
coherente  con  los  principios  biblicos.  Sus  objetivos  principales 
son:  educar  al  publico  acerca  de  la  ensenanza  de  la  Iglesia  sobre 
la  migracion  y  los  inmigrantes;  promo ver  politicas  para  una 
reforma  positiva  de  inmigracion;  promulgar  reformas  legislati- 
vas  y  administrativas  basados  en  los  principios  articulados  por 
los  obispos;  y  organizar  redes  para  ayudar  a  los  inmigrantes 
calihcados  a  obtener  los  beneficios  de  las  reformas. 


En  el  2003,  los  obispos 
de  Estados  Unidos  y 
Mexico  emitieron  la  carta 
pastoral  Ya  No  Somas 
Extranjeros:  Juntos  en  el 
Camino  de  la  Esperanza. 
En  ella  pidieron  una  "glo- 
balization de  la  solidari- 
dad"  y  una  revision  del 
sistema  de  inmigracion 
estadounidense.  Ademas 
esbozaron  varios  crite- 
rios  para  la  Reforma  del 
sistema  de  inmigracion 
estadounidense:  una  amplia  legalizacion  de  los  indocumenta- 
dos  de  todas  las  nacionalidades;  la  Reforma  de  nuestro  sistema 
de  inmigracion  basada  en  la  familia  y  en  el  empleo;  abandonar 
la  estrategia  de  aplicacion  del  "bloqueo"  de  la  frontera;  y  restau- 
rar  las  protecciones  procesales  para  los  inmigrantes. 

Los  obispos  reconocen  que  deben  abordarse  las  condiciones 
que  obligan  a  las  personas  a  abandonar  sus  paises  por  la  deses- 
peracion  y  la  falta  de  oportunidades.  Por  lo  tanto,  la  Campana 
Catolica  para  la  Reforma  Migratoria  colabora  con  la  Campana 
Catolica  contra  la  Pobreza  Global.  Ambas  estan  relacionadas 
integralmente  ya  que  una  aborda  los  derechos  y  necesidades  de 
los  migrantes  en  Estados  Unidos,  mientras  que  la  otra  atiende 
los  derechos  y  necesidades  de  las  personas  que  viven  en  sus 
paises  de  origen. 

Participemos  activamente  en  esta  Campana  para  vivir  solidar- 
iamente  con  los  empobrecidos  y  poder  decir  "Padre  Nuestro".

tion  was  established  which  would  forever  link  North 
Carolina,  one  of  the  least  Catholic  regions  of  the  coun- 
try at  the  time,  with  fie  spiritual  destiny  of  millions  of 
people  around  the  world.  A  priest  and  native-son  from 
Wilmington,  North  Carolina,  then  working  in  Raleigh, 
became  an  instrument  in  the  hands  of  God  that  fur- 
thered and  deepened  the  presence  of  the  Catholic 
Church  in  Asia,  Africa,  and  South  America.  From  the 
shores  of  the  Cape  Fear  River,  a  missionary  impulse 
spreaC^A/nich  continues  to  shine  the  light  of  the  Gospel 
Ear throughout  the  world.  ► 


In  September  1 91 0,  while  at  an  international  Eucharis- 
tic  Congress  (a  gathering  for  prayer  and  study  on  the 
mystery  of  the  Holy  Eucharist)  in  Montreal,  Canada,  the 
first  native-born  priest  from  North  Carolina,  Fr.  Thomas 
Frederick  Price,  joined  forces  with  a  Boston-born  and  bred 
priest,  Fr.  James  A.  Walsh,  in  a  resolution  to  form  the  first 
mission-sending  society  of  priests  from  the  United  States.  Until 
that  time,  the  United  States  had  always  been  the  recipient  of 
missionary  labors.  Having  secured  the  support  of  Cardinal 
Gibbons,  the  Archbishop  of  Baltimore  and  an  old  friend  of  Fr. 
Price  and  his  family,  and  of  the  Archbishop  of  Boston,  William 
O'Connell,  a  former  seminary  classmate  of  Fr.  Price,  the  two 
mission-minded  priests  received  the  support  of  the  nation's 
archbishops  at  their  annual  meeting  in  Washington,  D.C.,  on 
April  27,  1911.  And  on  June  29,  1911,  in  Rome,  they  obtained 
the  approval  of  the  Congregation  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Faith  (an  organization  created  by  the  papacy  to  direct  the  uni- 
versal missionary  efforts  of  the  Catholic  Church).  And  so,  the 
Catholic  Foreign  Mission  Society  of  America,  known  through- 
out the  world  as  Maryknoll,  was  born. 


Price  was  bom  in  Wilmington,  N.C., 
on  August  19,  1860,  just  prior  to  the 
start  of  the  Civil  War.  His  mother,  Cla- 
rissa Bond,  had  been  a  Methodist  but 
was  received  into  the  full  communion 
of  the  Catholic  Church  at  the  age  of 
eighteen.  As  a  result  of  her  conversion, 
she  was  dispossessed  and  disinherited 
by  her  family,  and  was  subsequently 
welcomed  to  live  with  a  local  Catholic 
family.  His  father,  Alfred  Lanier  Price, 
editor  of  the  Wilmington  Daily  Journal 
and  an  Episcopalian,  became  a  Catholic 
later  in  his  life.  Clarissa  and  Alfred  Price 
had  ten  children,  two  of  whom  became 
Sisters  of  Mercy.  Thomas  Frederick, 
known  as  Fred,  was  their  sixth  child, 
and  was  attracted  to  the  priesthood  at 
an  early  age.  The  family  lived  next  to 
St.  Thomas  Church,  where  Clarissa  and 
the  children  attended  daily  Mass.  Freds 
vocation  to  the  priesthood  was  encour- 
aged by  the  first  Vicar  Apostolic  (a  kind 
of  missionary  bishop)  to  North  Caro- 
lina, Bishop  James  Gibbons. 

When  Fred  set  off  for  the  seminary 
in  Baltimore  in  1876,  at  the  age  of 
sixteen,  he  nearly  lost  his  life.  The 
steam  packer,  Rebecca  Clyde,  which 
carried  the  new  seminarian,  was  sur- 
prised by  a  sudden  and  violent  storm, 


hit  the  Hatteras  shoals  at  Pamlico 
Sound,  and  began  to  break  up  and 
sink.  Price,  who  did  not  know  how  to 
swim,  cried  out  in  prayer  to  God.  Years 
later,  he  recounted  that  he  then  saw  a 
woman,  whom  he  recognized  as  the 
Virgin  Mary,  standing  in  the  air  above 
the  storm-tossed  waves.  She  calmly 
pointed  to  a  large  plank  from  the  ships 
deck,  which  was  floating  beside  him. 
He  grabbed  onto  it,  at  which  point 
the  apparition  vanished.  Six  hours 
later,  he  was  washed  up  at  Plymouth, 
NC,  where  he  was  nursed  back  to 
health.  He  returned  home,  until  the 
next  semester,  when  he  travelled,  by 
land,  to  St.  Charles  College  Seminary 
outside  of  Baltimore.  During  the  years 
of  study  and  formation,  all  noted  the 
intense  devotion  that  Fred  had  for  the 
Holy  Mother  of  God,  but  only  one 
classmate,  William  O'Connell,  ever 
learned  the  story  of  his  encounter  with 
her.  Price  was  ordained  a  priest  for 
service  in  the  Vicariate  Apostolic  of 
North  Carolina  On  June  20,  1886,  six 
months  after  his  mothers  death. 

At  the  time  of  his  ordination,  there 
were  only  about  8  other  secular  priests 
who  had  been  ordained  for  the  vi- 
cariate (a  mission  territory,  which  then 


included  the  entire  state),  and  about  a 
dozen  Benedictine  priests,  all  monks 
of  Belmont  Abbey.  In  order  to  provide 
for  ecclesiastical  leadership,  Rome  had 
named  the  Abbot  of  Belmont  to  be  the 
Vicar  Apostolic.  In  light  of  this  respon- 
sibility and  of  his  evident  holiness,  Ab- 
bot Leo  Haid  was  eventually  ordained 
a  Bishop.  But  tensions  often  existed 
between  the  secular  priests  and  the  reli- 
gious priests  and  their  abbot,  who  had 
responsibility  for  them  all,  as  well  as  for 
the  young  Belmont  Abbey  College. 

Fr.  Price  was  ever  inspired  by  the 
idea  of  converting  all  of  North  Carolina 
to  Catholicism,  despite  the  fact  that 
at  the  time  only  800  people  identi- 
fied themselves  as  Catholic  within  the 
entire  state.  He  began  his  priestly  work 
in  Wilmington,  was  soon  transferred 
to  Ashville,  and  in  1887,  was  named 
pastor  of  St.  Paul  Church  in  New  Bern, 
with  its  seventeen  missions  in  an  area 
of  over  three  hundred  square  miles.  As 
a  native  Tar  Heel,  he  was  not  hesitant 
to  share  his  Catholic  Faith  with  his 
fellow  citizens.  He  remained  at  the  task 
of  evangelizing  Eastern  North  Carolina 
from  New  Bern  for  nine  years,  at  which 
time,  in  1896,  he  asked  his  Bishop  for 
permission  to  start  a  magazine  and 
begin  missionary  activity  on  an  even 
greater  scale  throughout  the  state. 

Given  permission,  but  no  money, 
the  son  of  an  editor  began  to  publish 
Truth  magazine,  in  Raleigh,  in  1897. 
There  were  some  17,000  subscribers 
by  1905,  from  throughout  the  country. 
Defending  the  Catholic  Faith  during 
a  time  of  virulent  anti-Catholicism 
throughout  the  nation,  Price  also 
travelled  throughout  the  state  as  an 
itinerant  preacher.  Encountering  the 
poverty  of  the  time  and  a  great  number 
of  orphans,  he  decided  to  establish  an 
orphanage,  and  bought  property  in 
his  own  name,  without  his  Bishop's 
permission,  in  the  midst  of  a  small 
African  American  community  just  west 
of  downtown  Raleigh.  He  called  his 
orphanage  Nazareth.  One  of  his  own 
sisters  and  four  other  Sisters  of  Mercy 
from  Belmont,  NC,  were  assigned  to 
assist  him  in  his  labors  for  the  children 
in  1899.  And  to  support  the  effort 
financially,  he  established  another 

By  Father  James  F.  Garneau,  Ph.D. 
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magazine,  The  Orphan  Boy  (in  1903). 

On  the  same  property,  this  extremely 
disorganized  man,  often  in  arrears  with 
regard  to  bills  due,  and  behind  in  all 
manner  of  administration,  established, 
in  1901,  a  training  center  for  seminar- 
ians and  priests,  Regina  Apostolorum 
(Queen  of  Apostles),  in  order  to  pre- 
pare men  for  the  arduous  task  of  mis- 
sionary work  in  North  Carolina.  It  was 
evidently  Price's  hope  to  have  a  form 
of  common  life  among  the  priests  and 
seminarians  he  was  recruiting  for  this 
work,  and  for  Price  to  function  as  a 
kind  of  superior,  with  authority  to  as- 
sign particular  ministry  to  each  mem- 
ber. Haid  would  have  none  of  this,  and 
so  a  certain  distance  between  the  men 
continued  and  deepened.  It  was  at  this 


point,  in  1910,  when  Price  began  talks 
in  Montreal  with  Walsh,  who  was  at 
the  time  the  Diocesan  director  for  the 
Society  of  the  Propagation  of  the  Faith 
in  Boston.  Together,  they  hoped  to 
establish  a  missionary  seminary,  whose 
purpose  was  no  longer  to  evangelize 
only  North  Carolina,  but  the  world. 
When  Price  and  Walsh  went  to  Rome 
to  seek  papal  approval  for  their  new 
missionary  society,  Price  made  two 
visits  to  Lourdes,  in  France,  where  he 
found  himself  drawn  to  what  might 
be  described  as  a  "mystical  marriage" 
to  St.  Bernadette,  the  visionary  of 
Lourdes.  As  a  sign  of  this  union,  after 
making  a  visit  to  her  tomb,  he  began  to 
wear  a  silver  wedding  band  which  he 
wore  until  his  death.  He  also  contin- 


ued his  practice  of  writing  a  daily  letter 
to  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  3,087  of 
which  have  survived.  He  requested 
that  after  his  death  his  heart  be  buried 
in  Nevers,  near  the  tomb  of  his  spiri- 
tual friend,  where  it  is  found  today. 
There  were  also  struggles  between  the 
visions  of  Price  and  Walsh,  for  shortly 
after  having  begun  the  work  of  form- 
ing the  new  missionary  society,  which 
had  begun  by  looking  primarily  to 
China,  Fr.  Price  favored  the  inclusion 
of  the  Philippines  and  Latin  America 
among  Maryknolls  mission  fields. 
(These  regions  would  eventually  be 
part  of  Maryknoll's  work,  but  only 
after  Fr.  Price's  death.)  This  differ- 
ence nearly  led  to  Price's  withdrawal 
from  the  Society  in  1914  and  again  in 
1916.  However,  he  choose  to  remain 
on  both  occasions,  and  spent  his  time 
"preaching  the  missions"  primarily  in 
parishes  of  the  Midwest  and  East,  as 
well  as  in  providing  conferences  and 
spiritual  direction  to  the  seminarians 
in  the  Maryknoll  Seminary  that  had 
been  established  on  the  Hudson  River 
in  New  York.  In  1918  Price  departed 
for  China  with  the  first  group  of 
Maryknoll  missionaries  who  had 
been  assigned  to  work  in  Yeungkong, 
China.  While 
he  quickly 
grew  to  love 
the  Chinese 
people  and  his 
new  ministry, 
he  soon  died 
of  an  infected 
appendix,  in 
Hong  Kong,  on 
September  12, 
1919,  the  feast 
of  the  Holy 
Name  of  Mary. 
His  body  was 
brought  back  to 
New  York  and 
he  is  buried 
beside  the  re- 
mains of  the  co- 
founder,  Bishop 
James  A.  Walsh, 
in  the  crypt  of 
the  chapel  at 
Maryknoll. 
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Hace  algunos  anos,  un  amigo  mio  compartio  con- 
migo  esta  historia:  Criado  como  catolico  romano 
y  basicamente  fiel  en  ir  a  la  misa  dominical  y  en 
tratar  de  vivir  una  vida  moral  honesta,  se  encon- 
tro,  hacia  sus  cuarenta  y  cinco  anos,  atormentado  de  dudas, 
incapaz  de  orar,  y  (siendo  honesto  consigo  mismo)  ni  siquiera 
podia  creer  en  la  existencia  de  Dios. 


Preocupado  por  esto,  y  para  buscar 
consejo  espiritual,  fue  a  ver  a  un  sacerdote 
jesuita,  renombrado  director  espiritual. 

Mi  amigo  esperaba  la  reflexion  habitual 
sobre  las  noches  oscuras  del  alma  y  como 
estas  se  nos  dan  para  purificar  nuestra  fe 
y  conocedor  ya  de  esa  literatura  espiritual, 
no  esperaba  mucho  fruto  de  la  consulta. 
Ciertamente  no  esperaba  el  consejo  que 
recibio. 

Su  consejero  jesuita  de  ningun  modo 
trato  de  entablar  profundas  reflexiones 
teologicas  sobre  la  duda  espiritual  y  las 
noches  oscuras  de  la  fe.  En  su  lugar,  como 
hizo  Eliseo  con  Naaman,  el  leproso  sirio, 
le  dio  a  mi  amigo  un  consejo  que  sonaba 
tan  simplista  que  provoco  en  el  irritacion 
mas  que  esperanza:  El  jesuita  le  dijo:  "Pro- 
metete  a  ti  mismo  quedarte  en  oracion 
silenciosa  media  hora  cada  dia,  durante 
los  proximos  seis  meses.  Te  prometo  que, 
si  eres  fiel  a  eso,  para  entonces  recobraras 
tu  sentido  de  Dios". 

Mi  amigo,  ademas  de  sentirse  disgus- 
tado  -ya  que  penso  que  el  consejo  era 
demasiado  simplista-,  protesto  que  la 
parte  mas  relevante  de  su  problema  era 
precisamente  el  no  poder  orar,  que  no 
podia  hablar  a  un  Dios  en  cuya  existencia 
no  creia:  ^Como  puedo  orar  cuando  ya  no 
creo  ni  que  haya  Dios? 

El  jesuita  insistio:  "jHazlo,  sin  mas! 
Presentate,  y  quedate  en  oracion  silen- 
ciosa media  hora  cada  dia,  aun  cuando 
te  parezca  que  estas  hablando  a  un  muro. 
Es  el  unico  consejo  practico  que  puedo 
darte". 

A  pesar  de  su  escepticismo,  mi  amigo 
siguio  el  consejo  del  jesuita  y  se  sento 
fielmente  en  oracion  silenciosa,  media 


hora  cada  dia,  durante  seis  meses  y  al 
final  de  ese  tiempo,  su  sentido  de  Dios 
habia  reaparecido,  asi  como  su  sentido  de 
la  oracion. 

Creo  que  esta  historia  resalta  algo 
my  importante:  Nuestro  sentido  de  la 
existencia  de  Dios  esta  muy  ligado  a  la 
fidelidad  a  la  oracion.  Sin  embargo  -y  esta 
es  la  paradoja-,  es  dificil  mantener  una 
vida  de  oracion,  precisamente  porque 
nuestro  sentido  de  Dios  con  frecuencia  es 
debil.  Digamoslo  sencillamente:  orar  no 
es  facil.  Es  facil  hablar  sobre  la  oracion, 
pero  tenemos  que  luchar  para  mantener, 
a  largo  plazo,  una  oracion  real  y  autentica 
en  nuestra  vida. 

La  oracion  resulta  facil  solamente  a  los 
principiantes  o  a  los  ya  santos.  Durante 
todos  esos  largos  anos  intermedios,  la 
oracion  es  dificil.  ^Por  que?  Porque  se 
rige  por  las  mismas  dinamicas  interiores 
que  el  amor,  y  el  amor  es  agradable  y 
dulce  solamente  en  su  fase  inicial,  cuando 
nos  enamoramos  por  primera  vez;  y 
de  nuevo,  en  su  fase  madura  y  final.  En 
el  tiempo  intermedio,  el  amor  supone 
trabajo  arduo,  fidelidad  tenaz,  y  necesita 
un  compromiso  deliberado  por  encima 
de  lo  que  normalmente  proveen  nuestras 
emociones  y  nuestra  imaginacion. 

La  oracion  funciona  de  la  misma 
manera.  Inicialmente,  cuando  comenza- 
mos  a  orar  por  primera  vez,  como  ocurre 
a  cualquier  joven  enamorado,  tendemos  a 
gozar  de  un  periodo  de  fervor,  de  pasion, 
un  periodo  en  el  que  nuestras  emociones 
e  imaginaciones  nos  ayudan  a  sentir  que 
Dios  existe  y  de  que  Dios  escucha  nuestra 
oracion.  Pero,  conforme  vamos  profun- 
dizando  y  madurando  mas  en  nuestra 


relacion  con  Dios,  exactamente  igual 
que  en  la  relacion  amorosa  con  alguien 
a  quien  amamos,  la  realidad  comienza  a 
disipar  una  ilusion.  No  es  que  nos  desi- 
lusionemos  de  Dios,  sino  mas  bien  que 
llegamos  a  damos  cuenta  de  que  muchos 
de  los  pensamientos  y  sentimientos 
fervorosos  que  creiamos  se  centraban  en 
Dios  en  realidad  se  centraban  en  nosotros 
mismos.  La  desilusion  es  algo  bueno.  Es 
disipar  una  ilusion.  Lo  que  pensabamos 
que  era  oracion  era  en  parte  un  hechizo 
sobre  nosotros  mismos. 

Cuando  empieza  este  desencanto  -y 
este  es  un  momento  de  maduracion  en 
nuestras  vidas-  es  facil  creer  que  nos  hici- 
mos  ilusiones  con  respecto  al  otro,  la  per- 
sona de  la  que  nos  habiamos  enamorado 
o,  en  el  caso  de  la  oracion,  con  respecto 
a  Dios  mismo.  Entonces  la  reaccion  mas 
comoda  es  retirarse,  abandonar,  mirar 
todo  el  proceso  como  si  hubiera  sido  una 
pura  ilusion,  un  mal  comienzo.  En  la 
vida  espiritual,  es  entonces  normalmente 
cuando  dejamos  de  orar. 

Pero  lo  que  se  requiere  es  precisamente 
lo  contrario.  Lo  que  debemos  hacer, 
entonces,  es  acudir  a  la  oracion,  exacta- 
mente como  lo  hicimos  anteriormente, 
pero  sin  los  pensamientos  y  sentimientos 
rebosantes  de  fervor;  llenos  de  dudas, 
aburridos  y  despojados  de  nuestro 
encanto  sobre  nosotros  mismos.  Cuanto 
mas  profundizamos  en  las  relaciones 
amorosas  y  en  la  oracion,  nos  volvemos 
mas  inseguros  de  nosotros  mismos,  y  esto 
es  el  comienzo  de  la  madurez:  Es  precisa- 
mente al  reconocer  que  "no  se  como  amar 
y  no  se  como  orar",  cuando  comienzo  en 
primer  lugar  a  entender  en  que  consiste 
realmente  el  amor  y  la  oracion. 
Por  tanto,  no  hay  mejor  consejo  que  el 
dado  por  el  sacerdote  jesuita  a  mi  amigo, 
que  se  consideraba  ateo:  "jAcude  a  orar, 
sin  mas!  jSientate  y  quedate  con  humil- 
dad  y  en  un  silencio  suficientemente 
largo,  de  forma  que  puedas  oir  al  Otro,  no 
a  ti  mismo!"

El  Padre  Thomas  F.  Price:  Apostol  de  Carolina 

del  Norte  para  el  mundO  La  sociedad  de  Maryknoll, 
co-fundador  por  nuestro  hijo  nativo  diocesano,  celebra  su  centenario 


Este  mes  de  Septiembre  hace  cien 
anos,  una  fundacion  fue  estab- 
lecida  vinculandose  para  siempre 
con  Carolina  del  Norte,  una  de 
las  regiones  menos  catolicas  del  pais  en  ese 
tiempo,  con  el  destino  espiritual  de  millones 
de  personas  en  todo  el  mundo.  Un  sacerdote 
y  un  hijo  nativo  de  Wilmington,  Carolina 
del  Norte,  que  trabajaba  en  aquel  entonces 
en  Raleigh,  se  convrrtio  en  un  instrumento 
en  las  manos  de  Dios  que  promovio  y  pro- 
fundizo  la  presencia  de  la  Iglesia  Catolica 
en  Asia,  Africa  y  America  del  Sur.  Desde  las 
orillas  del  rio  de  Cape  Fear,  un  impulso  mis- 
ionero  se  extendio  y  continua  brillando  la  luz 
del  Evangelio  en  todo  el  mundo. 


En  Septiembre  de  1910, 
en  un  Congreso  International 
Eucaristico  (una  reunion  de 
oration  y  de  estudio  sobre  el 
misterio  de  la  Santa  Eucaristia) 
en  Montreal,  Canada,  el 
primer  sacerdote  nativo  de 
Carolina  del  Norte,  el  Padre 
Thomas  Frederick  Price,  unio 
fuerzas  con  un  sacerdote 
nacido  y  criado  en  Boston, 
el  Padre  James  A.  Walsh,  en 
una  resolution  para  formar  la 
primera  sociedad  misionera 
de  sacerdotes  de  Estados 
Unidos.  Hasta  ese  momento, 
los  Estados  Unidos  siempre 
habian  sido  receptores  de 
trabajos  misioneros.  Tras 
haber  asegurado  el  apoyo  del 
Cardenal  Gibbons,  Arzobispo 
de  Baltimore  y  un  viejo 
amigo  del  Padre  Price,  de  su 
familia  y  del  Arzobispo  de 
Boston,  William  O'Connell, 
un  ex-companero  seminarista 
del  Padre  Price,  recibieron  el 
apoyo  de  los  arzobispos  en  la 
reunion  anual  en  Washington, 
D.C,el27deabnlde  1911. 
Yel  29  de  junto  de  1911, 
en  Roma,  obtuvieron  la 
aprobacion  de  la  Congregation 
para  la  Propagation  de  la  Fe 
(una  organization  creada 
por  el  papado  para  dingir 
los  esfuerzos  de  misioneros 
universales  de  la  Iglesia 
Catolica).  Y,  por  tanto, 
la  Sociedad  de  Misiones 
Extranjeras  Catolica  de 
America,  conocida  en  todo 
el  mundo  como  Maryknoll, 
nacid 

El  Padre  Price  nacio  en 
Wilmington,  NC,  el  19  de 
agosto  de  1860,  poco  antes 
de  comenzar  la  Guerra  Civil. 
Su  madre,  Clarissa  Bond,  fue 
metodista  pero  fue  recibida 


en  la  plena  comunion  de  la 
Iglesia  Catolica  a  la  edad  de 
18  anos.  Como  resultado 
de  su  conversion,  ella  fue 
desposeida  de  la  herencia  por 
su  familia  y  fue  posteriormente 
bienvenida  a  vivir  con  una 
familia  catolica  local.  Su  padre, 
Alfred  Lanier  Price,  editor  del 
diario  del  Wilmington  Daily 
Journal  y  un  Episcopal,  se 
convirtieron  en  catolicos  mas 
tarde.  Clarissa  y  Alfred  Price 
tuvieron  diez  hijos,  dos  de 
los  cuales  se  convirtieron  en 
Hermanas  de  la  Misericordia. 
Thomas  Frederick,  conocido 
como  Fred,  fue  el  sexto  hijo 
y  atraido  al  sacerdocio  a  una 
edad  temprana.  La  familia 
vivid  junto  a  la  Iglesia  de  St 
Thomas,  donde  Clarissa  y 
los  ninos  asistieron  a  la  misa 
diariamente.  La  vocation 
de  Fred  al  sacerdocio  fue 
alentada  por  el  primer  Vicario 
Apostolico  (una  especie  de 
obispo  misionero)  de  Carolina 
del  Norte,  el  Obispo  James 
Gibbons. 

Cuando  Fred  partio  para 
el  seminario  en  Baltimore 
en  1876,  a  los  dieciseis  anos 
de  edad,  casi  pierde  su  vida. 
El  barco  de  vapor,  Rebecca 
Clyde,  que  llevaba  al  nuevo 
seminarista,  fue  sorprendido 
por  una  repenuna  y  violenta 
tormenta,  golpeo  los  bancos 
de  arena  de  Hatteras  en 
Pamlico  Sound  y  comenzo 
a  romperse  y  a  hundirse.  El 
Padre  Price,  que  no  sabia 
nadar,  Uoraba  y  oraba  a  Dios. 
Anos  mas  tarde,  el  relato 
que  vio  a  una  mujer,  a  quien 
identifico  como  la  Virgen 
Maria,  que  estaba  de  pie  en 
el  aire  por  entima  de  las  olas 
que  arrojaba  la  tormenta.  Ella 
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Por  el  Padre  James  F.  Garneau,  Ph.D. 


con  calma  senalo  un  tablon 
de  la  cubierta  del  buque,  que 
flotaba  junto  a  el.  Se  agarro  del 
tablon  y  en  ese  momento  se 
desvanecio  la  aparicion.  Seis 
horas  mas  tarde,  fue  llevado  a 
Plymouth,  Carolina  del  Norte, 
donde  cuidaron  de  su  salud. 
Volvio  a  casa,  hasta  el  proximo 
semestre,  cuando  viajo  por 
tierra  al  seminario  St.  Charles 
fuera  de  Baltimore.  Durante  los 
anos  de  estudio  y  formation, 
todos  sehalaron  la  intensa 
devotion  que  Fred  tenia  a  la 
Santa  Madre  de  Dios,  pero 
solo  un  compariero  de  clase, 
William  O'Connell,  conocia 
la  historia  de  su  encuentro 
con  ella.  Price  fue  ordenado 
sacerdote  para  el  servicio 
del  Vicariato  Apostolico  de 
Carolina  del  Norte  el  20  de 
junio  de  1886,  seis  meses 
despues  de  la  muerte  de  su 
madre. 

En  el  momento  de  su 
ordenacion,  solo  habia  ocho 
sacerdotes  seculares  ordenados 
para  el  Vicariato  (un  territorio 
de  mision,  que  entonces 
incluia  todo  el  Estado)  y  cerca 
de  una  docena  de  sacerdotes 
benedictinos,  todos  monjes 
de  la  Abadia  de  Belmont.  Para 
poder  brindar  un  liderazgo 
eclesiastico,  Roma  habia 
nombrado  al  Abad  de  Belmont 
como  Vicario  Apostolico.  A 
la  luz  de  esta  responsabilidad 
y  de  su  santidad  evidente,  el 
abad  Leo  Haid  eventualmente 
fue  ordenado  obispo.  Pero  las 
tensiones  a  menudo  existian 
entre  los  sacerdotes  seculares 
y  los  sacerdotes  religiosos 
con  su  abad,  quien  tenia  la 
responsabilidad  de  todos 
ellos,  asi  como  de  la  joven 
Universidad  de  la  Abadia  de 
Belmont. 

El  Padre  Price  siempre 
fue  inspirado  por  la  idea  de 
convertir  a  todo  Carolina 
del  Norte  al  catolicismo, 
a  pesar  del  hecho  de  que 


en  ese  momento  solo  800 
personas  se  identificaban  como 
catolicos  en  todo  el  Estado. 
Comenzo  su  labor  sacerdotal 
en  Wilmington,  pronto  fue 
transferido  a  Ashville  y  en 
1887  fue  nombrado  parroco 
de  la  Iglesia  de  St.  Paul  en 
New  Bern,  con  las  diecisiete 
misiones  en  un  area  de 
mas  de  trescientas  millas 
cuadradas.  Como  un  nativo 
de  Tar  Heel,  no  se  reuso  a 
compartir  su  fe  catolica  con  sus 
conciudadanos.  Permanecio 
en  la  tarea  evangelizadora  en 
la  parte  Este  de  Carolina  del 
Norte  de  New  Bern  durante 
nueve  anos,  momento  en  que, 
en  1896,  pidio  a  su  obispo 
el  permiso  para  iniciar  una 
revista  y  comenzar  la  actividad 
misionera  en  una  escala  aun 
mas  grande  en  todo  el  Estado. 

Otorgado  el  permiso, 
pero  sin  dinero,  el  hijo  del 
editor  comenzo  a  publicar  la 
revista  Truth,  en  Raleigh,  en 
1897.  Habia  algunos  17.000 
suscriptores  en  1905  de  todo 
el  pais.  Defendiendo  la  Fe 
Catolica  durante  un  tiempo  del 
anti-catolicismo  virulento  en 
toda  la  nation,  Price  tambien 
viajo  a  todo  el  Estado  como 
un  predicador  itinerante. 
Encontrando  la  pobreza  de  la 
epoca  y  un  gran  numero  de 
huerfanos,  decidio  establecer 
un  orfanato  y  compro  la 
propiedad  a  su  nombre,  sin 
el  permiso  de  su  obispo, 
en  medio  de  una  pequena 
comunidad  afroamericana 
justo  al  oeste  del  centra  de 
Raleigh.  El  llamo  al  orfanato 
Nazareth.  Una  de  sus  propias 
hermanas  y  otras  cuatro 
Hermanas  de  la  Misericordia 
de  Belmont,  Carolina  del 
Norte,  fueron  asignadas  para 
asistirle  en  sus  labores  para 
los  nirios  en  1899.  Y  para 
apoyar  el  esfuerzo  financiero, 
establecio  otra  revista,  The 
Orphan  Boy  (en  1903). 


En  la  misma  propiedad, 
este  hombre  desorganizado, 
atrasandose  a  menudo 
con  sus  pagos,  y  con  todo 
tipo  de  administration, 
establecio  en  1901  un 
centra  de  formation  para  los 
seminaristas  y  sacerdotes, 
Regina  Apostolorum  (Reina 
de  los  Apostoles),  con  el  fin 
de  preparar  a  hombres  para 
la  ardua  tarea  del  trabajo 
misionera  en  Carolina  del 
Norte.  Era  evidente  el  deseo 
de  Price  de  tener  una  forma 
de  vida  comun  entre  los 
sacerdotes  y  seminaristas  que 
estaba  reclutando  para  esta 
labor,  y  para  Price  funcionar 
como  un  superior,  con 
autoridad  para  asignar  un 
ministerio  particular  a  cada 
miembro.  Haid  no  tendria 
nada  de  esto,  y  tal  distancia 
entre  los  hombres  contintio 
y  se  profundizo.  Fue  hasta 
ese  punto  en  1910,  cuando 
Price  comenzo  platicas  en 
Montreal  con  Walsh,  quien 
en  ese  tiempo  era  el  director 
diocesano  para  la  Sociedad 
de  la  Propagation  de  la  Fe 
en  Boston.  Juntos,  deseaban 
establecer  un  seminario 
misionera,  el  proposito  era  de 
no  solo  evangelizar  Carolina  de 
Norte,  sino  todo  el  mundo. 

Cuando  Price  y  Walsh 
fueron  a  Roma  para  solicitar 
la  aprobacion  papal  para  su 
nueva  sociedad  misionera, 
Price  realizo  dos  visitas  a 
Lourdes,  en  Francia,  donde 
encontro  una  serial  a  lo  que 
podria  ser  descrito  como  un 
"matrimonio  mistico"  con 
St  Bemadette,  la  visionaria 
de  Lourdes.  Como  signo 
de  esta  union,  despues  de 
hacer  una  visita  a  su  tumba, 
comenzo  a  usar  una  banda 
de  color  plateado  hasta  que 
murid  Tambien  continuo  su 
practica  de  escribir  una  carta 
diariamente  a  la  Santisima 
Virgen  Maria,  3.087  de  los 


cuales  sobrevivieron.  Pidio 
que  despues  de  su  muerte 
enterraran  su  corazon  en 
Nevers,  cerca  de  la  tumba  de 
su  amigo  espiritual,  donde  se 
encuentra  hoy  en  dia. 

Tambien  hubo  luchas 
entre  la  vision  de  Price  y 
Walsh,  poco  despues  de 
haber  comenzado  la  labor 
de  formation  de  la  nueva 
sociedad  misionera,  que 
habia  comenzado  mirando 
principalmente  a  China, 
el  Padre  Price  favorecio  la 
inclusion  de  las  Filipinas 
y  de  America  Latina  entre 
los  campos  de  la  mision  de 
Maryknoll.  (Estas  regiones 
eventualmente  serian  parte 
del  trabajo  de  Maryknoll,  pero 
solo  despues  de  la  muerte  del 
Padre  Price).  Esta  diferencia 
casi  condujo  a  la  retirada  del 
Padre  Price  de  la  sociedad  en 
1914  y  de  nuevo  en  1916.  Sin 
embargo,  opto  por  permanecer 
en  ambas  ocasiones  y  paso 
su  tiempo  "predicando  las 
misiones",  principalmente 
en  las  parroquias  del  Medio 
oeste  y  el  Este,  tambien 
ofreciendo  conferencias  y 
direction  espiritual  a  los 
seminaristas  en  el  seminario 
de  Maryknoll  que  se  habia 
establecido  en  el  no  Hudson 
en  Nueva  York.  En  1918, 
el  Padre  Price  partio  para 
China  con  el  primer  grupo 
de  misioneros  de  Maryknoll, 
que  habia  sido  asignado 
para  trabajar  en  Yeungkong, 
China.  Rapidamente  crecio  su 
amor  por  el  pueblo  de  China 
y  su  nuevo  Ministerio,  pero 
pronto  murio  de  un  apendice 
infectado,  en  Hong  Kong,  el 
12  de  septiembre  de  1919,  en 
la  fiesta  del  Sagrado  Nombre 
de  Maria.  Su  cuerpo  fue 
llevado  de  vuelta  a  Nueva  York 
y  fue  enterrado  al  lado  de  los 
restos  del  co-fundador,  obispo 
James  A.  Walsh,  en  la  cripta 
de  la  capilla  de  Maryknoll.

Annual   Financial  Report 


January  2011 


Dear  Brothers  and  Sisters  in  Christ: 

Each  year  at  this  time,  I  write  to  report  on  the  finances  of 
the  Diocese  and  to  provide  some  statistical  information  that 
indicates  the  health  of  our  local  Diocesan  church.  As  we 
reflect  upon  this  past  year,  we  are  beginning  to  see  parish 
giving  improve  across  the  Diocese.  We  also  realize  that  it  has 
been  a  challenging  economic  time  for  some  of  our  parish- 
ioners. Please  know  that  we  continue  to  work  proactively 
to  ensure  that  Diocesan  finances  are  stable  and  well 
positioned  for  the  future.  The  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
continues  to  experience  many  blessings,  some 
of  which  will  be  summarized  in  this  letter. 
I  continue  to  give  special  thanks  for  the 
faithful  Priestly  service  to  the  people  by 
the  priests  of  our  Diocese.  I  also  express 
gratitude  for  the  dedicated  service  of  our 
deacons,  consecrated  religious,  pastoral 
administrators,  and  laity.  God  has  blessed 
us  with  our  seminarians  and  with  the  men 
preparing  for  service  as  Deacons.  We  are 
enriched  by  the  diversity  embodied  in  the 
Catholic  faithful  in  our  Diocese.  We  are  also 
blessed  by  the  many  faithful  in  our  Diocese  who  live, 
practice,  and  share  their  Catholic  values  with  great  zeal. 

Through  the  sharing  of  time,  talent,  and  treasure  by  our 
parishioners,  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  has  received  the  gifts 
of  resources  to  be  used  wisely  and  prudently  to  advance 
the  mission  of  the  Church.  1  convey  my  deep  appreciation 
for  these  gifts  so  generously  shared.  As  your  Bishop,  I  am 
entrusted  with  ensuring  the  proper  stewardship  of  all  of  our 
resources,  including  our  financial  resources.  As  part  of  that 
stewardship,  1  present  this  letter  regarding  the  finances  of  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  2010. 

Diocesan  Finances 

The  independent  accounting  firm  of  Williams,  Overman, 
Pierce  and  Company  LLP  audits  the  finances  of  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  annually.  Those  financial  statements  can  be  found  on  the 
diocesan  website  at  www.dioceseofraleigh.org/who/diocese/audit/ 
so  that  all  parishioners  can  have  access  to  them.  Those  without 
access  to  a  computer  who  would  like  a  hard  copy  of  the  financial 
statements,  or  those  who  have  questions  on  the  audited  financial 
statements,  can  contact  Mr.  Russell  C.  Elmayan,  Diocesan  Chief 
Financial  Officer,  at  919-821-9703  or  at  715  Nazareth  Street, 
Raleigh,  NC  27606.  As  in  past  years,  the  audit  report  is  ac- 
companied by  an  unqualified  opinion.  This  indicates  that  the 
auditors  believe  that  the  financial  statements  fairly  and  accurately 
present  the  financial  picture  at  the  Diocese.  It  is  our  policy  to  op- 
erate within  our  means  and  to  operate  with  a  balanced  budget. 


The  Diocese  of  Raleigh  remains  financially  stable,  and  the 
Diocese  ended  the  year  with  a  small  surplus  from  its  day-to- 
day operations.  The  surplus  was  enhanced  by  unrestricted 
estate  proceeds  that  came  to  the  Diocese  during  the  fiscal  year 
and  by  unrealized  gains  on  investments  and  endowments. 

With  the  advice  and  recommendations  from  the  Diocesan 
Finance  Council,  we  continue  to  take  steps  to  prudently 
manage  the  finances  of  the  Diocese.  Those  steps  include  1) 
actively  investing  surplus  short  term  Diocesan  and  par- 
ish funds  into  insured  or  the  safest  financial  in- 
struments; 2)  maintaining  liquidity  to  provide 
for  parish  loans  that  have  been  approved 
but  not  yet  drawn  and  for  parish  loan  re- 
quests expected  to  be  made  in  the  coming 
years;  3)  working  closely  with  an  invest- 
ment committee  of  Catholic  investment 
professionals  which  advises  the  Diocesan 
Finance  Council  on  the  investments  in 
its  endowments  and  pension  plans  and 
which  continues  to  implement  strategies 
in  diversifying  Diocesan  investments;  4) 
continuing  to  implement  a  plan  to  provide  more 
funding  to  the  priest  pension  plan  in  order  to  keep 
its  funding  ratios  at  a  prudent  level;  5)  implementing,  begin- 
ning January  2011,  a  new  retirement  plan  for  lay  employees, 
which  will  continue  to  provide  retirement  benefits  for  eligible 
parish,  school  and  Diocesan  staff  while  containing  costs  for 
parish  and  schools,  and  6)  continuing  our  program  of  parish 
and  school  audits  and  internal  control  reviews. 

Virtually  all  of  our  Diocesan  expenditures  are  in  support  of 
parishes  or  parish  ministry  in  some  form  or  fashion  -  from 
the  expenditures  for  pastoral  ministry,  to  the  support  from 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  for  our  local  Catholic  Charities,  to  the 
grants  given  to  parishes  and  charitable  institutions,  to  the 
parish  loan  and  insurance  fund.  All  of  our  resources  come, 
in  some  manner,  from  parishioners,  either  from  gifts  to  the 
Bishops  Annual  Appeal  (gifts  which  continue  to  be  the  larg- 
est single  source  of  income  for  Diocesan  ministries),  parish 
assessments,  fees  for  services  provided,  or  wills,  bequests  or 
other  planned  gifts.  Therefore,  as  stewards  of  those  resources, 
we  are  accountable  to  you,  our  parishioners. 

We  have  challenges  to  meet  in  the  coming  years.  Those 
challenges  continue  to  be  1)  operating  with  a  balanced 
budget  while  providing  necessary  ministry  and  adminis- 
trative services,  2)  protecting  the  Diocesan  assets  during 
these  economic  times,  3)  continuing  to  provide  retirement 
benefits  to  eligible  lay  employees  without  negatively  impact- 
ing finances  at  parishes  and  tuition  at  Catholic  Schools,  4) 
adequately  funding  the  costs  of  pensions  and  post-retirement 
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medical  costs  for  priests,  5)  helping  to  fund  the  construction 
of  mission  churches  where  the  parishioners  are  unable  at  the 
present  time  to  pay  for  the  construction  of  facilities,  and  6) 
having  access  to  capital  so  that  all  parishes  can  borrow  the 
funds  necessary  to  construct  needed  facilities  if  they  show  the 
ability  to  repay  construction  loans.  All  of  these  challenges 
continue  to  be  addressed  in  a  planned  and  prudent  manner 
with  the  consultation  of  the  Council  of  Priests  and  the  Dioc- 
esan Finance  Council. 

Diocesan  Growth  and  Initiatives 


In  addition  to  our  financial  prudence  amidst  challenging 
times,  there  are  many  signs  that  our  Diocese  is  healthy  and 
vibrant: 

•  The  registered  Catholic  population  of  the  Diocese  stands 
at  214,066,  which  is  28%  higher  than  just  ten  years  ago. 
This  growth  does  not  include  an  estimated  number  of  over 
200,000  Hispanic  parishioners. 

•  Catholics  comprise  4.6%  of  the  population  in  an  area 
where  the  Catholic  population  was  below  1%  of  the  popu- 
lation just  two  generations  ago. 

•  In  the  last  year  in  our  Diocese,  there  were  over  6, 1 18  bap- 
tisms (vs.  4,261  in  2000),  4,706  first  communions  (vs.  2,878 
in  2000),  and  over  2,000  confirmations  (vs.  1,470  in  2000). 

•  Our  Catholic  Schools  are  currently  educating  over  8,984 
students.  Pope  John  Paul  II  High  School  opened  in  Green- 
ville in  the  fall  of  2010. 

•  Over  30,000  children  and  adults  are  actively  involved  in 
faith  formation  programs  in  parishes  across  the  Diocese. 

•  Responding  to  our  call  as  disciples  of  Jesus  to  serve  all, 
especially  the  least  among  us,  in  the  past  year  Catholic 
Charities  served  over  58,000  people,  regardless  of  religious 
affiliation  or  station  in  life. 

•  The  Diocese  continues  to  enhance  its  efforts  to  communi- 
cate among  its  parishioners,  via  the  NC  Catholics  maga- 
zine, the  Diocesan  website,  Catholic  Voice  North  Carolina, 
and  new  social  media  tools  such  as  Facebook  and  Twitter. 

•  As  of  June  2010,  the  Diocesan  Deposit  and  Loan  program 
had  9 1  loans  totaling  over  $46  million  to  parishes  through- 
out the  Diocese  in  support  of  construction  of  new  schools, 
churches,  and  education  buildings.  Parishes  in  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  have  over  $46  million  on  deposit  in  440  savings 
accounts  with  the  Diocese.  In  addition,  even  in  these  tight 
credit  markets,  the  Diocese  has  secured  outside  financ- 
ing from  banks  in  order  to  provide  funding  for  loans  to  be 
made  to  parishes  in  the  near  future. 

•  Even  after  two  decades  of  unprecedented  expansion  of 


facilities  to  serve  the  people  of  God,  during  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  2010,  there  were  eighteen  parishes  in  the 
planning,  design,  or  construction  phase  for  new  facilities  to 
meet  the  needs  of  our  expanding  Catholic  population. 

•  As  of  November  2010,  13,756  clergy,  employees,  and 
leadership  volunteers  have  been  screened  as  part  of  our  on- 
going commitment  to  the  protection  of  children  and  young 
people  and  to  provide  a  safe  environment  in  our  schools, 
parishes  and  ministries.  Our  Diocese  continues  to  provide 
training  to  over  2,000  people  annually  in  recognizing  and 
reporting  child  abuse  and  neglect. 

•  The  Diocese  of  Raleigh  Home  Mission  Society  contin- 
ues to  secure  funding  to  help  support  the  construction 
of  mission  churches  and  chapels  in  parts  of  the  Diocese 
where  the  Catholic  population  is  growing  but  where  the 
parishioners  are  not  financially  able  at  this  time  to  pay  for 
the  buildings  needed  to  accommodate  the  growing  popu- 
lation. The  first  grant  of  $300,000  was  approved  to  assist 
in  the  construction  of  a  mission  parish  church  and  it  is 
expected  to  be  disbursed  before  the  end  of  the  current 
fiscal  year. 

•  A  Pro-Life  Office  was  started  this  fiscal  year.  It  will  focus 
on  protecting  the  sacredness  of  life,  especially  the  unbom 
and  all  whose  lives  are  threatened.  Education  will  also  be 
provided  on  Catholic  Church  teaching  on  issues  such  as 
embryonic  stem  cell  research,  euthanasia,  and  the  death 
penalty.  At  the  same  time,  this  will  allow  our  Peace  and 
Justice  Office  to  enhance  its  efforts  to  address  just  immi- 
gration, hunger,  homelessness,  and  parish  social  ministry. 

God  continues  to  richly  bless  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  and  we 
are  privileged  to  be  His  instruments.

Our 
thirteen-member  Council  meets  monthly  and  comes  from 
parishes  across  the  Diocese.  It  is  composed  of  three  priests 
and  ten  lay  professionals  who  graciously  give  their  time  and 
expertise  in  service  of  the  Church.

Migrant  Families  Focus  of  201 1  National  Migration  Week 


Renewing  Hope,  Seeking  Justice 
was  the  primary  theme  for  the  20 1  1 
National  Migration  Week,  to  be  held 
January  2-8  in  parishes  and  Dioceses 
around  the  country. 

Following  the  lead  of  Pope  Bene- 
dict XVI,  who  has  focused  on  migrant 
families  in  his  201  1  World  Day  of 
Migrants  and  Refugees  message,  the 
U.S.  Catholic  Bishops  focused  this 
year's  National  Migration  Week  mes- 
sage also  on  the  family  by  highlighting 
the  stresses  and  strains  that  migration 
has  on  families  and  the  effects  that 
economic  underdevelopment  has  in 
this  process. 

"Systemic  poverty,  economic  instabil- 
ity and  a  lack  of  viable  employment  are 
fundamental,  root  causes  of  unregu- 
lated migration,"  said  Archbishop  Jose 
Gomez,  coadjutor  Archbishop  of  Los 
Angeles.  "Given  the  economic  inequali- 
ties that  separate  the  developed  from 
the  developing  nations,  and  the  impor- 
tant role  that  these  differences  play  in 
migration  patterns,  the  Catholic  Bishops 
have  repeatedly  stressed  that  an  open- 
door  immigration  policy  is  not  a  solution 
to  the  problem  of  illegal  immigration. 
International  economic  development  is 
a  crucial  component  in  the  management 
of  migration  patterns." 


Archbishop  Gomez,  who  is  chair- 
man of  the  United  States  Confer- 
ence of  Catholic  Bishops  (USCCB) 
Committee  on  Migration,  stressed  the 
need  to  work  for  economic  and  social 
development  in  sending  countries  so 
that  people  won't  be  forced  to  migrate 
in  order  to  sustain  or  find  a  better  life 
for  their  families. 

"The  Bishops  of  the  United  States, 
in  their  pastoral  letter  Strangers  No 
Longer,  called  on  the  United  States  to 
work  in  solidarity  with  the  international 
community  to  help  raise  the  standard 
of  living,  uphold  human  rights  and 
implement  complementary  political  in- 
stitutions in  the  underdeveloped  world 
so  that  people  can  have  the  chance  to 
prosper  in  their  homelands,"  Arch- 
bishop Gomez  said. 

Domestically,  other  steps  can  be 
taken  to  help  regulate  illegal  immigra- 
tion, such  as  Congress  developing 
policies  that  provide  legal  avenues  of 
entry  for  low-skilled  workers  that  better 
match  fluctuations  in  the  marketplace. 

The  observance  of  National  Migra- 
tion Week  began  over  a  quarter 
century  ago  by  the  Bishops  to  provide 
Catholics  with  an  opportunity  to  take 
stock  of  the  wide  diversity  in  the 
Church  and  the  ministries  serving 


Diocese  Preparing  for  April  Pilgrimage 

►►  Diocesan  faithful  are  already  making  plans  for  the 
second  Diocesan  Pilgrimage  to  the  Basilica  of  the  National 
Shrine  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  in  Washington  D.C. 
j  They  will  gather  in  Washington  on  Saturday,  April  2,  for  a 
j  day  of  prayer,  culminating  in  the  Diocesan  Pilgrimage  Mass 
offered  at  the  Shrine  by  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Bur- 
bidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh. 

The  first  pilgrimage,  in  2008,  drew  some  1  500  Catholics 
from  the  Diocese  and  filled  the  upper  church  of  the  Basilica. 
Nearly  400  departed  Friday  night  on  buses,  spending  the  night 
in  a  hotel  outside  Washington. 

In  a  letter  to  the  faithful  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  Bishop 
Burbidge  noted  how  the  Diocese  was  placed  under  the 
patronage  of  our  Holy  Mother  by  Bishop  Vincent  S.  Waters, 
third  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  "The  upcoming  Pilgrimage  will 
be  a  witness  to  our  faith  as  we  gather  around  the  Shrine  of 
Our  Blessed  Lady  and  pray  together  for  our  Diocese,  for 
our  nation  and  for  peace,"  Bishop  Burbidge  wrote.  "Once 
again,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said,  "I  envision  people  of  all  ages, 


them.  As  the  face  of  the  local  church- 
es continues  to  change,  the  availability 
of  materials  explaining  the  plea  and 
celebrating  the  contributions  of  im- 
migrants and  refugees  is  becoming 
increasingly  important.  They  provide 
an  important  educational  resource 
that  can  be  used  throughout  the  year 
by  individuals,  families,  schools  and 
parishes  to  learn  about  the  complex 
issues  surrounding  migration. 

In  conjunction  with  The  Catholic 
University  of  America,  USCCB  will 
develop  a  new  educational  website 
that  will  focus  on  the  important  role 
that  the  Catholic  Church  has  played 
in  the  area  of  refugee  resettlement  for 
nearly  seven  decades.  The  site  is  ex- 
pected to  be  operational  in  the  spring 
and  will  be  hosted  at  http://libraries. 
cua.edu/achrcua/packets.html  where 
other  resources  are  already  posted. 
These  resources  are  directed  to  assist 
teachers,  directors  of  religious  educa- 
tion and  others  interested  in  migration 
and  refugee  issues. 

In  a  letter  to  the  faithful,  Bishop 
Burbidge  expressed  the  hope  that 
"our  observance  of  201  1  Migration 
Week  renew  our  commitment  to  seek 
further  formation  in  our  Catholic  faith 
and  how  it  may  strengthen  our  nation 
by  giving  renewed  hope  and  justice 
for  migrants."

Not  a  Place,  But  a  People 

Holy  infant,  Durham 


Situated  between  Research  Triangle 
Park  (RTP),  UNC-Chapel  Hill 
and  Duke  University,  Holy  Infant 
Catholic  Church  embraces  its 
diverse  and  changing  community. 

In  1970,  Msgr.  James  E.  McSweeney,  pastor  of  Immaculate 
Conception  in  Durham,  anticipated  the  influx  of  northern- 
ers as  companies  began  to  relocate  to  RTP.  He  proposed  a 
new  parish  on  15  acres  of  land  the  Diocese  had  originally 
intended  for  a  high  school.  With  a  gener- 
ous donation,  the  proposal  became  reality 
and  Holy  Infant  was  dedicated  on  Octo- 
ber 4th,  1970.  Fr.  Edward  J.  Friel,  of 
the  Oblates  of  St.  Francis  de  Sales  of 
the  Wilmington,  DE-Philadelphia  Province, 
was  named  the  first  pastor. 

Holy  Infant  grew  steadily  but  faced  a  crisis 
in  1981.  During  a  summer  storm,  lightning 
struck  the  church  building,  causing  a  fire  that 
damaged  the  roof  and  destroyed  the  altar. 
The  following  morning,  the  pastor  celebrated 
Mass  outside  and  explained  to  parishioners 
that  "the  church  is  the  people,  not  the  build- 
ing." Bishop  E  Joseph  Gossman  re-dedicated 
the  renovated  Holy  Infant  the  next  year.  The

church's  new  altar,  ambo 
and  credence  table  were 
created  out  of  wood  pre- 
served from  the  old  church. 

Due  to  its  location,  Holy 
Infant  has  a  transient 
membership  and  thus  a 
fairly  high  turnover  rate. 
"It  is  part  of  the  dynamic 
we  have  to  deal  with  in 
order  to  maintain  our 
vitality,"  said  Blaine  Short, 
Parish  Administrator  and 
parishioner  for  eighteen 
years.  "Its  a  challenge  but 
also  a  blessing  to  us  be- 
cause it  brings  us  a  lot  of 
really  talented  people  from 
all  over  the  country." 

Fr.  Joseph  T.  Brennan, 
OSFS,  current  Pastor  of  Holy 
Infant,  added,  "We  need  to 
recognize  ways  to  address  growth  issues  and  yet  keep  the  sense 
of  community  and  intimacy  that  is  so  important  here." 

In  2004,  the  parish  introduced  HI-Life,  an  intergenerational, 
life -long  faith  formation  program.  Its  whole-catechesis  approach 
focuses  on  one  theme  a  year  and  offers  faith  formation  for  all 
ages.  Several  ministries  have  been  born  out  of  HI-Life.  Just  Faith, 
a  ministry  devoted  to  learning  and  implementing  Church  social 
teaching,  came  to  Holy  Infant  as  an  offshoot  of  the  HI-Life  year 
devoted  to  social  justice.  "Its  a  community  builder,"  says  Fr.  Bren- 
nan. "We've  learned  and  grown  as  a  parish  since  HI-Life  began." 

Stewardship  and  ecumenical  efforts  are  hallmarks  of  Holy 
Infant.  There  is  a  high  level  of  participation  in  social  justice 
activities  in  the  parish  and  outreach  into 
the  community.  "I  am  so  impressed  by 
how  people  embrace  and  take  their 
faith  seriously  here,"  said  Brennan. 
Becoming  involved  enriches  your  faith 
experience." 

The  Oblates  have  served  Holy  Infant  for  all 
of  its  forty  years.  "Salesian  spirituality  is  what 
makes  Holy  Infant  unique,"  said  Fr.  Brennan. 
With  that  spirit,  Holy  Infant  is  a  parish  where 
the  laity  are  strongly  committed  to  the  mission 
of  Holy  infant  and  to  assisting  their  pastor. 

"With  this  great  commitment  of  the  com- 
munity," Fr.  Brennan  continued,  recalling  the 
words  of  an  earlier  pastor,  "Holy  Infant  is  not 
a  place  but  a  people."

e  Are  a  People  on  Pilgrimage 


As  we  enter  the  sacred  Season  of  Lent,  our  Diocese 
is  preparing  for  our  Pilgrimage  to  the  Basilica  of 
the  National  Shrine  of  the  Immaculate  Concep- 
tion in  Washington,  DC,  on  April  1st  and  2nd. 
We  will  journey  together  to  honor  our  Blessed  Mother,  to 
seek  her  powerful  intercession  on  behalf  of  our  intentions 
and  the  needs  of  our  Diocese,  and  to  pray  especially  that 
the  peace  of  her  Son  may  reign  in  our  hearts,  our  families 
and  our  great  nation.  It  is  my  hope  and  prayer  that  many  of 
you  will  participate  in  this  event  and  avail  yourselves  of  the 
abundant  graces  that  the  Lord  will  bestow  upon  us. 


The  Season  of  Lent  itself  powerfully  re- 
minds us  that  we  are  a  people  on  pilgrim- 
age. As  we  are  marked  with  ashes  on  our 
foreheads,  we  are  told  that  we  are  dust 
and  unto  dust  we  will  return.  These  words 
are  not  spoken  to  invoke  fear,  but  rather 
to  keep  us  mindful  of  the  reality  that  our 
life  here  on  earth  is  merely  a  journey  that 
leads  us  to  a  life  without  end  in  the  King- 
dom where  evil,  suffering  and  death  have 
no  more  power. 

As  we  make  this  Lenten  pilgrimage, 
we  are  told  of  the  essential  need  to  turn 
away  from  sin  and  to  be  faithful  to  the 
Gospel.  I  encourage  you  in  this  sacred 
time  to  confess  your  sins  and  to  cele- 
brate God's  infinite  mercy  in  the  Sacra- 
ment of  Penance. 

Our  Lenten  pilgrimage  also  invites  us  to 
embrace  with  renewed  vigor  the  spiritual 
practices  of  prayer,  fasting  and  almsgiving. 
They  help  us  to  keep  our  eyes  focused 
on  our  ultimate  goal.  Allow  your  prayer  to 
include  periods  of  silence  so  you  can  hear 
the  Lord  gently  speaking  to  your  heart. 
Fast  from  the  constant  motion  that  can 
consume  us;  from  the  excessive  seeking 
of  material  comforts  and  from  unchari- 
table words  that  we  too  often  utter.  May 
your  almsgiving  be  done  with  renewed 
conviction  that  whatever  we  do  for  the 
least  of  our  brothers  and  sisters  we  do  for 
the  Lord  Himself. 

As  we  make  this  Lenten  pilgrim- 


age, we  are  made  aware  that  we  do  not 
travel  alone.  We  travel  in  the  company 
of  one  another.  Thus,  we  must  pray  for 
each  other  and  with  special  concern 
and  compassion  for  those  in  most  need. 
We  must  invite  others,  especially  those 
who  have  grown  lukewarm  in  the  faith  or 
maybe  even  abandoned  it,  to  join  us  in 
this  journey,  and  to  assure  them  that  they 
will  be  embraced  by  a  loving  God  and 
by  a  parish  community  who  will  receive 
them  with  open  arms.  Your  invitation  could 
make  a  powerful  difference  in  the  spiritual 
life  of  another  person.  If  we  are  to  walk 
together,  then  we  must  be  reconciled  with 
one  another.  Lent  is  the  perfect  time  to 
forgive  those  family  members,  friends  or 
any  person  who  has  offended  you,  and  to 
restore  the  relationship  you  once  enjoyed. 

Of  course,  as  we  travel  together,  it  is  the 
Lord  our  God  who  leads  us.  Through  the 
intercession  of  Mary  our  Mother,  may  we 
walk  in  His  ways  and  give  Him  glory  as 
we  renew  our  commitment  to  turn  away 
from  sin  and  to  be  faithful  to  the  Gospel. 
We  seek  His  divine  assistance  throughout 
this  sacred  season  and  always,  and  our 
prayer  can  echo  the  words  of  the  psalmist 
that  we  hear  on  the  First  Sunday  of  Lent:

of  Congress.  "I'm  here  to 
protest  any  federal  money 
that  would  be  used  to  take 
life,  whether  at  conception 
or  natural  death,"  Dr. 
Glover  said.  Reflecting 
upon  the  Mass,  Dr.  Glover 
added,  "It  was  beautiful 
to  hear  people's  voices  in 
prayer  and  song  and  to  be 
supported  by  such  a  strong 
Bishop  as  Bishop  Burbidge. 
And  to  see  young  Catholics 
standing  up  for  their  faith 
and  for  life  brings  me  and 
my  family  great  hope." 


Present  for  the  Mass 
and  March  were  the  2 1 
seminarians  in  the  Diocesan 
formation  program.

Jewish  people."  The  Car- 
dinal reflected  that  the  New 
Covenant  is  God's  gift  to  all 
the  people  of  the  world.  "As 
we  rejoice  in  God's  plan  for 
salvation,"  he  said,  "we  ask 
how  does  this  relate  to  each 
of  us?"  He  explained  that, 
like  Simeon  and  Anna,  we 
should  be  open  to  receive 
God's  word,  so  we,  too, 
more  readily  will  respond 
to  the  people  in  our  midst: 
the  poor,  the  sick,  the  im- 
migrant. "We  are  also  called 
to  share  Jesus  with  others," 
the  Cardinal  told  the  faithful 
in  attendance,  many  of  them 
students.  "As  disciples,  we 
should  point  others  to  the 
way  of  Jesus." 
In  the  evening,  Cardinal 
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Sunday,  the  first  Sunday  after  Easter.  The  Holy  Father's  ac- 
tion was  taken  during  a  January  1 4,  201  1 ,  audience  with 
Cardinal  Angelo  Amato,  the  head  of  the  Vatican's  Con- 
gregation for  the  Causes  of  Saints.  The  announcement  of 
the  beatification  follows  five  years  of  investigation  into  the 
life  and  writings  of  the  late  Pope,  who  died  in  April  2005. 
It  was  culminated  by  Pope  Benedict  when  he  approved  a 
miracle  attributed  to  John  Paul  ll's  intercession. 

The  Vatican  said  it  took  deliberate  care  in  verifying  the 
miracle,  which  was  the  healing  of  a  French  nun  from  Par- 
kinson's disease,  the  illness  suffered  by  Pope  John  Paul 
in  the  later  years  of  his  life.  Sister  Marie-Simon-Pierre 
was  diagnosed  with  the  illness  in  2001 .  Following  Pope 
John  Paul's  death,  as  her  condition  worsened,  the  sisters 
in  her  religious  order  began  praying  to  the  late  Pope  to 
intervene  with  God  on  her  behalf.  Several  months  later, 
her  condition  began  to  improve  to  where  she  became 
cured  of  her  illness. 

Cardinal  Amato  stressed  that  there  were  "no  conces- 
sions given  in  the  procedural  severity  and  thoroughness" 
of  the  investigation  conducted  by  three  separate  Vatican 
panels,  which  included  medical  and  theological  experts. 
Cardinal  Amato  said,  on  the  contrary,  Pope  John  Paul's 
cause  was  subject  to  "particularly  careful  scrutiny,  to  re- 
move any  doubt." 

"This  is  a  great  day  for  our  Church  and  for  the  many 
people  worldwide  who  were  touched  by  Pope  John  Paul 


ll's  love  of  all  humankind,"  the  Most  Reverend  Michael 
F.  Burbidge  said.  "Pope  John  Paul  II  provides  inspires 
us  with  his  example  of  Christian  fidelity,  charity,  forgive- 
ness, kindness  and  courage.  He  proclaimed  the  Gospel 
of  Life  with  conviction  and  compassion.  He  consistently 
spoke  on  behalf  of  the  most  vulnerable  and  weak,  espe- 
cially the  unborn.  He  proclaimed  the  dignity  of  each  and 
every  person  and  challenged  us  to  live  in  unity  with  one 
another.  His  great  love  for  Our  Lord  and  the  encourage- 
ment he  constantly  gave  to  live  life  in  union  with  Christ  had 
a  profound  effect  on  generations  of  people  throughout  the 
world,  especially  our  youth,  with  whom  he  had  a  special 
relationship,  providing  them  with  hope  and  inspiration.  May 
we  now  continue  to  seek  his  intercession,  as  we  strive  with 
courage  to  enthusiastically  follow  Christ  in  holiness  of  life.  " 

The  beatification  of  Pope  John  Paul  II  will  take  place  on 
Divine  Mercy  Sunday,  a  day  instituted  by  the  late-pontiff 
in  2000  at  the  canonization  of  Saint  Faustina  Kowalska. 
The  Pope  had  a  special  devotion  to  Saint  Faustina,  who 
promoted  prayer  beseeching  the  divine  mercy  of  God. 

Prior  to  the  beatification,  the  Vatican  plans  to  move  Pope 
John  Paul's  body  from  the  crypt  of  St.  Peter's  Basilica  to 
the  Chapel  of  St.  Sebastian  in  the  basilica's  upper  level. 
The  chapel  is  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  church,  adjacent 
to  Michelangelo's  Pieta.  Officials  say  this  will  make  it  easily 
accessible  to  the  thousands  of  pilgrims  who  come  to  visit 
and  pray  at  the  Pope's  tomb. 


Mahony  delivered  an  ad- 
dress titled,  "For  Goodness 
Sake:  Why  America  Needs 
Immigration  Reform."  The 
Cardinal  was  invited  to 
UNC  by  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  Institute  for 
the  Study  of  the  Americas, 
Parr  Center  for  Ethics  in 
the  philosophy  department, 
Center  for  Global  Initiatives, 
the  political  science  and  re- 
ligious studies  departments, 
and  the  Center  for  the  Study 
of  the  American  South. 

Using  verses  from  the 
Old  and  New  Testaments, 
Cardinal  Mahony  illustrated 
what  he  termed  "wise  and 
urgent  teachings  to  care  for 
the  stranger  and  alien." 

"As  a  Christian,"  he 
stressed,  "there  are  no  prior 
commitments  than  can  over- 
rule, or  trump,  this  biblical 
tradition  of  compassion  for 


the  stranger,  the  alien,  and 
the  worker." 

On  Thursday,  February 
1 0,  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
conducted  a  Priest  study 
day  on  the  subject  of  im- 


migration and  the  need  for 
comprehensive  immigration 
reform  in  the  United  States. 
The  sessions  were  conduct- 
ed by  the  Most  Reverend 
Nicholas  DiMarzio,  Bishop 


of  Brooklyn,  and  Mr.  Kevin 
Appleby,  Director  of  the 
United  States  Conference 
of  Catholic  Bishops  (US- 
CCB)  Office  of  Migration 
Policy  and  Public  Affairs. 


Transitional  Deacon  Ordained 

at  St.  Eugene  in  Wendell 


Rev.  Mr.  Ryan  Zamora  Camecer,  of  the 
missionary  society  of  the  Congregation  of 
the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary  (CCIM),  to 
the  transitional  diaconate.  The  transitional 
diaconate  is  the  next  to  last  step  in  ordina- 
tion to  the  Priesthood. 


Born  in  the  Philipines  in  1  981 ,  Deacon  Carnecer  at- 
tended Maryknoll  High  Catholic  High  School  in  Panabo 
City.  Upon  graduation,  he  joined  the  CCIM  seminary.  He 
studied  philosophy  and  theology  at  LaSalle  University  in  Ba- 
colod  City  and  Maryhill  School  of  Theology  in  Quezon  City. 
Since  arriving  in  the  United  States,  he  has  continued  his 
studies  and  served  as  chaplain  at  Presbyterian  Hospital  in 
New  Mexico.  He  spent  time  in  Mexico  learning  Spanish  and 
ministering  in  San  Antonio,  Texas,  before  coming  to  North 
Carolina. 

Deacon  Camecer  recalls  "falling  in  love"  with  his  vocation  in 
the  seminary.  "The  challenge  is  always  to  remain  in  love,"  he 
said,  a  love  the  Lord  sustains  with  what  Deacon  Camecer  calls 
"moments  of  conversion."  He  recalls  a  family  in  the  slums  of 
Manila.  When  he  visited  them  they  were  counting  coins  they 
had  begged  on  the  streets.  They  had  just  lost  their  infant  daugh- 
ter, and  they  were  hoping  to  have  enough  to  bury  her. 

"Moments  like  this  move  my  heart,"  Deacon  Carnecer  said, 
"and  they  provide  me  with  continuous  food  for  reflection  and 
questions  for  God." 

Ministering  to  the  poor  in  the  slums  and  factories  in  Philip- 
pines, Deacon  Carnecer  says  he  could  see  the  effects  of 
Christ's  presence  through  his  apostolate.  "But  it's  not  just  me 
ministering  to  them,"  he  said.  "They  challenge  me  to  live  my 
vocation,  to  live  as  a  Christ  for  them." 

Deacon  Carnecer  is  scheduled  to  be  ordained  a  priest  in 
the  Diocese  of  Bacolod,  Philippines,  in  May.  Until  then  he  will 
continue  to  serve  at  St.  Eugene. 

a  culture  of  life." 

At  its  core,  the  goal  of  CSFL  is 
to  save  lives  that  are  threatened  by 
induced  abortion  and  the  destruction  of 
human  embryos  for  research,  accord- 
ing to  Ms.  Faur.  Secondary,  but  critical 
goals  include  promoting  respect  for  life 
at  UNC-Chapel  Hill  and  on  local,  state 
and  national  levels,  providing  education 
on  issues  relating  to  the  preservation 
of  life,  and  helping  those  in  need  to 
choose  life. 

Students  for  Life  of  America  is  a  non- 
denominational  pro-life  organization  with 
584  chapters  on  campuses  nationwide. 
"The  fact  that  CSFL  isn't  religiously  affili- 
ated is  important  on  a  campus  as  secular 
as  ours,"  Ms.  Faur,  a  Catholic,  explained. 
"It  shows  students  that  Natural  Law,  not 
just  the  Bible  or  a  particular  Church,  sup- 
ports a  pro-life  position."

Students  for  Life  of  America  Confer- 
ence has  awarded  Carolina  Students  for 
Life  (CSFL)  of  UNC  Chapel  Hill  their 
20 1 0  Group  of  the  Year  Award. 

"CSFL  exemplifies  all  that  a  pro-life 
campus  group  should  be,"  the  organiza- 
tion announced.  "In  the  201 0  school 
year,  they  creatively  promoted  their  club 
using  Life  Saver  candies  and  baby  Tar 
Heel  footprints  buttons  with  their  slo- 
gan 'Pro-woman,  pro-child,  pro-life.' 
Their  screening  of  the  award-winning 
movie  Bella  also  brought  in  many  new 
members.  Their  activities  during  201 0 
included  the  Wash  for  Life,  regular 
volunteering  for  at  the  local  Pregnancy 
Help  Center  (PHC),  bringing  pregnancy 
support  services  speaker,  a  holiday  gift 


drive,  sidewalk  counseling,  a  baby  bottle 
campaign,  a  Bake  sale,  political  literature 
drops,  the  Life  Chain,  a  Roe  v.  Wade 
flags  display,  and  screenings  of  Maafa  2 1 
and  Blood  Money  with  guest  speakers... 

"This  August,  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  system  was  forcing  students 
to  buy  health  insurance  that  covers 
abortions.  CSFL  educated  their  fellow 
students,  distributing  fliers,  writing  letters 
to  the  editor,  and  conducting  media 
interviews.  Because  of  their  vocal  protest, 
the  university  system  agreed  to  create  an 
opt-out  option  for  students." 

Carrie  Faur,  president  of  CSFL  called 
the  award  "a  huge  thrill.  All  of  CSFL  has 
worked  incredibly  hard  this  year,  but  I 
think  more  than  anything  else,  it's  motiva- 
tion for  us  to  work  harder.  I  look  around 
and  there's  so,  so  much  to  be  done  on 
campus  and  in  the  community  to  promote

John  Wall,  Pastor  of  the  UNC-New- 
man  Center  Parish;  and  Father  John  Forbes,  Pastor 
of  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes,  were  Concelebrants. 

Those  recognized  were  Sister  Christine  Gellings, 
IHM,  a  member  of  the  Sister  Servants  of  the  Im- 
maculate Heart  of  Mary,  and  Ms.  Joanne  DeGidio, 
MHM,  and  Ms.  Echo  Lewis,  MHM,  vowed  members 
of  Madonna  House,  a  Society  for  Apostolic  Life.  Sis- 
ter Christine  and  Ms.  DeGidio  celebrated  50  years  of 
religious  service.  Ms.  Lewis,  who  was  unable  to  attend 
due  to  illness,  is  celebrating  40  years.  (See  story  in 
January/February  201 1  issue  of  NC  Catholics.) 

"We  gather  to  give  thanks  to  God  for  the  vocations 
of  Consecrated  and  Apostolic  Life,"  Bishop  Burbidge 
said  in  his  homily.  "We  honor  our  Jubilarians  for  their 
powerful  witness,  wonderful  example  and  generous 
service  in  our  midst." 

Reflecting  on  the  theme  of  this  year's  Bishop's  An- 
nual Appeal,  Our  Gifts.  Our  Call.  Our  Mission,  Bishop 
Burbidge  said,  "You  are  truly  gifts  to  the  Church,  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  and  all  those  you  have  served 
and  those  you  continue  to  inspire.  You  have  faithfully 
served  and  continue  to  serve  the  Lord  in  your  calling. 

"Faithfulness  to  this  mission,"  the  Bishop  added,

New  Yorker  cartoon  from  last  year  stuck  with  me, 
and  now  that  Lent  is  here  it's  particularly  on  my 
mind.  Its  just  a  guy  in  a  bar,  explaining  a  sudden 
insight.  "You  know"  he  says  to  the  bartender,  "I'm 
really  nothing.  And  yet  I'm  all  1  can  think  about." 


On  Ash  Wednesday  the  priest 
says,  "Remember,  man,  that 
you  are  dust,  and  unto  dust 
you  will  return ,"  or,  "Turn  away 
from  sin,  and  be  faithful  to  the 
Gospel."  Those  words  about 
cover  the  condition  of  the  guy 
in  the  cartoon,  and  they  serve  as 
a  corrective.  The  season  of  Lent 
reminds  me  that,  too  often,  I'm 
way  too  much  on  my  own  mind, 
and  it  gives  me  very  specific 
instructions  or  how  to  change 
that.  Prayer,  fasting  and  almsgiv- 
ing have  this  in  common:  They  are  not  about  me.  Prayer  points  me 
to  God,  almsgiving  to  my  neighbor,  and  fasting  turns  my  attention 
to  both,  by  reminding  me  that  earth  is  not  my  final  home  and  that 
meanwhile  my  brothers  and  sisters  are  hungry. 

That  Lenten  lesson  is  one  that  students  at  Cardinal  Gibbons 
High  School  in  Raleigh  have  had  the  opportunity  for  years  now  to 
learn  from  the  example  and  leadership  of  Agnes  Penny,  the  school's 
full  time  Director  of  Outreach.  That's  why  we're  featuring  Agnes 
and  her  ministry  in  this  issue  of  NCC. 

In  this  issue  you'll  also  see  photos  of  the  Masses  and  Marches 
for  Life  in  both  Raleigh  and  Washington,  D.C.  Washington  was 
very  cold  this  year,  but  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people, 
so  many  of  them  youth,  brought  a  warmth  of  conviction  and 
enthusiasm  to  their  winter  witness  for  life  that  transcended  the 
weather.  Several  people  expressed  surprise  that  this  event,  which 
unmistakably  demonstrates  the  sentiments  of  so  many  Ameri- 
cans, is  barely  covered,  if  at  all,  in  the  secular  press.  One  has  to 
wonder  why. 

Another  person  expressed  surprise  that  the  annual  March  for 
Life  still  happens,  since  after  nearly  four  decades  Roe  v.  Wade  has 
not  been  overturned.  But  the  conviction  of  those  who  defend  life  is 
matched  by  their  patience  and  perseverance,  and  their  understand- 
ing of  something  Mother  Teresa  expressed  this  way:  "The  success 
of  love  is  in  the  loving,  not  in  the  result  of  loving."

Dios  quiere  que  seas 

Lecciones  de  Sta.  Crescencia  Hoess 


A  flower  can  only  be  itself  -  The  story  of  St.  Crescentia 
(1 682-1  744)  brings  to  mind  an  image  of  a  flower  in  a  field  an 
Eastern  mystic  once  used.  The  flower  is  there  full  of  beauty  and 
give  off  its  fragrance  to  the  world.  It  does  this  independent  of 
whether  any  human  being,  or  any  other  creature  for  that  matter, 
ever  sees  its  glory  or  partakes  of  its  perfume.  Why?  The  flower 
cannot  do  otherwise.  It  simply  is  itself. 

Sometimes  you  have  to  be  determined  in  order  to 
follow  God  -  St.  Crescentia  was  like  this  flower  in  many  ways 
even  though  she  earned  the  title  of  "little  angel"  from  her  home 
town  near  Augsburg  because  she  had  mastered  the  truths  of  her 
religion  at  a  very  young  age.  However,  when  she  tried  to  enter  a 
convent  of  the  Tertiaries  of  St.  Francis,  she  was  refused  admis- 
sion because  she  was  poor  and  had  no  dowry. 

When  she  received  help  from  the  Protestant  mayor  of  the 
town  who  cashed  in  a  favor  owed  to  him  by  the  convent,  the 
community  resented  Crescentia's  presence.  They  made  her  life 
miserable,  giving  her  only  menial  tasks.  They  also  were  unable 
to  "see"  the  beauty  of  her  cheerful  spirit  instead  interpreting  it 
as  hypocrisy. 

The  support  of  another  can  make  all  the  difference  in 
your  life  -  One  day,  a  new  superior  was  elected  who  recognized 
the  gift  that  Crescentia  was  to  the  community.  After  being  ap- 
pointed mistress  of  novices,  Crescentia  was  unanimously  elected 
to  succeed  this  superior  upon  her  death.  The  financial  state  of  the 
convent  improved  under  her  leadership  and  soon  she  was  sought 
out  by  royalty,  Bishops  and  Cardinals  for  spiritual  advice. 

►►  God  can  bring  you  peace  even  through  pain  and 
affliction  -  Throughout  the  many  highs  and  lows,  Crescentia 
remained  joyful  and  at  peace.  Even  when  she  was  faced  with  the 
affliction  and  pain  of  a  disease  that  robbed  her  of  her  ability  to 
walk  and  forced  her  into  a  fetal  position,  she  retained  the  same 
joyful  spirit  that  did  not  depend  on  her  external  circumstances  or 
on  how  many  people  "saw"  or  "experienced"  her.  She  eventually 
succumbed  to  her  illness  three  years  after  becoming  her  com- 
munity's Superior  -  on  Easter  Sunday  in  1  744. 

►►  It  doesn't  matter  if  anyone  else  recognizes  your 
beauty;  God  does  -  St.  Crescentia's  witness  reminds  all  the 
faithful  that  God  has  created  each  and  every  unique  human 
being  in  the  image  and  likeness  of  their  Creator.  Trusting  in  this 
allows  one's  beauty  to  overflow  into  the  world  and  to  share  the 
fragrance  of  his  or  her  life  with  any  passer-bys.  It  also  safe- 
guards one  from  falling  into  dependence  on  someone  else's 
recognition  of  this  beauty  for  its  existence  and  from  comparing 
and  judging  one's  own  value  according  to  the  beauty  of  the 
other  "flowers"  in  the  field. 


►►  Una  f lor  solo  puede  ser  una  flor  -  La  historia  de  Sta. 
Crescencia  (1 682-1  744)  nos  recuerda  la  imagen  de  una  flor  en 
un  campo  que  una  vez  utilizo  un  mistico  oriental.  La  flor  esta  ahi 
con  su  radiante  hermosura  y  le  brinda  su  fragancia  al  mundo.  Ella 
hace  eso  ya  sea  que  un  ser  humano  o  cualquier  otra  criatura  vea  o 
no  su  belleza  o  disfrute  de  su  aroma.  iPor  que?  La  flor  no  tiene  otra 
opcion.  Simplemente  es  una  flor. 

►►  A  veces  nosotros  tenemos  que  ser  determinados  para 
poder  seguir  a  Dios  -  Sta.  Crescencia  se  parecia  mucho  a  esta 
flor  aunque  se  gano  el  titulo  de  «angelita»  en  su  pueblito  cerca  de 
Ausburgo  porque  ella  domino  las  verdades  de  su  religion  a  una  edad 
muy  temprana.  Sin  embargo,  cuando  ella  trato  de  ingresar  a  un 
convento  de  las  Terciarias  de  San  Francisco,  le  negaron  la  admision 
porque  era  pobre  y  no  tenia  dote. 

Cuando  ella  recibio  ayuda  del  alcalde  protestante  de  la  ciudad 
quien  cobro  un  favor  que  le  debian  en  el  convento,  la  comunidad 
resintio  la  presencia  de  Crescencia.  Le  hicieron  la  vida  imposible 
dandole  solamente  tareas  insignificantes.  Tampoco  pudieron  «ven> 
la  belleza  de  su  jovial  espiritu.  En  su  lugar,  la  interpretaron  como 
hipocresia. 

El  apoyo  de  otra  persona  podna  ser  la  mayor  diferen- 
cia  en  su  vida  -  Un  dia,  eligieron  a  una  nueva  madre  superiora 
que  reconocio  que  Crescencia  era  un  regalo  para  la  comunidad. 
Despues  de  ser  nombrada  maestra  de  las  novicias,  Crescencia 
fue  elegida  de  manera  unanime  para  ser  la  sucesora  de  la  madre 
superiora  cuando  falleciera.  La  situation  financiera  del  convento 
mejoro  bajo  su  liderazgo  y  pronto  la  buscaron  la  realeza,  los  obispos 
y  cardenales  para  pedirle  consejos  espirituales. 

Dios  puede  traerte  paz  aun  a  traves  del  dolor  y  el 
sufrimiento  -  Durante  todos  sus  momentos  buenos  y  malos 
Crescencia  se  mantuvo  alegre  y  en  paz.  Aun  cuando  se  enfrento  al 
sufrimiento  y  dolor  de  una  enfemnedad  que  le  robo  su  capacidad  de 
caminar  y  la  forzo  a  estar  en  position  fetal,  ella  mantuvo  su  espiritu 
alegre  que  para  nada  dependia  de  sus  circunstancias  extemas  ni  de 
como  la  gente  la  «veia»  o  «percibian»>.  Eventualmente  ella  sucumbio 
ante  su  enfermedad  tres  anos  despues  de  convertirse  en  la  madre 
superiora  de  su  comunidad,  el  domingo  de  Pascua  de  1 744. 

►►  No  importa  si  nadie  mas  reconoce  tu  belleza;  Dios  si'  lo 
hace  -  La  testigo  de  Sta.  Crescencia  nos  recuerda  a  todos  los  crey- 
entes  que  Dios  ha  creado  a  cada  ser  humano  a  la  imagen  y  seme- 
janza  de  su  Creador.  El  confiar  en  esto  permite  que  nuestra  belleza 
se  desborde  en  el  mundo  y  que  compartamos  la  fragancia  de 
nuestras  vidas  con  cualquiera  que  nos  pase  por  el  lado.  Tambien  nos 
protege  de  tener  que  depender  de  que  otros  reconozcan  esta  belleza 
para  validar  su  existencia  y  de  comparar  y  juzgar  nuestro  valor  propio 
conforme  a  la  belleza  de  las  demas  «flores»  en  el  campo.

My  preparation  for  this  article  coincided 
with  the  celebration  in  January  of  Dr. 
Martin  Luther  King's  work  and  martyr- 
dom. Dr.  Kings  unflinching  dedication 
to  equality  for  all  Americans  led  to 
his  death.  But  the  gift  of  his  life  in  order  to  open  American 
Society  to  African  Americans  is  a  cause  for  joy  not  only  for 
African  Americans  but  for  the  entire  nation. 


In  my  lifetime  we  have 
seen  the  walls  of  segre- 
gation crumble.  African 
Americans  have  taken 
places  in  society  for 
the  benefit  of  all.  Ralph 
Campbell,  who  served 
North  Carolina  as  an 
elected  official,  brings  to 
mind  how  our  society 
has  grown  and  pros- 
pered. We  should  look 
around  and  see  others 
whose  work  continues 

the  legacy  of  Dr.  King. 

One  of  these  pioneers,  who  challenged  segregation  in  the 
Catholic  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  was  Bishop  Vincent  S.  Waters. 
He  opened  our  churches  and  schools  to  all,  regardless  of 
race.  He  accepted  young  men  to  study  for  the  priesthood 
and  after  they  were  ordained  to  serve  here  in  our  Diocese.  I 
was  one  of  those  young  men  who  was  accepted  as  a  candi- 
date for  the  Priesthood. 

Bishop  Waters  sent  me  to  Rome  to  prepare  and  study  for 
ordination,  and  I  was  ordained  in  Rome  in  December  of  my 
final  year.  When  I  returned  home,  I  served  in  various  parishes. 
In  1973,  Bishop  Waters  assigned  me  as  Rector  of  the  Cathedral, 
the  first  African  American  to  be  given  that  assignment. 

As  we  look  around  the  Diocese  now,  we  see  Africans  and  Af- 
rican Americans  in  various  parishes.  Also  we  are  blessed  with 
three  African  priests  who  minister  in  our  Diocese.  Father  Pius 
Wekesa  is  the  Chaplain  to  the  Swahili  speakers  and  Adminis- 
trator of  St.  John  the  Baptist  in  Roanoke  Rapids.  Fr.  Oji,  who 
is  the  Chaplain  of  the  Igbo  and  the  Nigerian  people,  is  also  Pa- 
rochial Vicar  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel  in  Cary  Father  Roger 
Malonda,  Parochial  Vicar  of  St  Mary  Mother  of  the  Church  in 
Gamer,  is  also  the  Chaplain  to  the  French  speaking  Africans. 

The  work  of  Dr.  King,  so  well  begun,  must  go  on  in  our  soci- 
ety, and  in  our  Church,  through  the  works  of  those  inspired  by 
the  same  ideals  of  equality.

Agnes  Penny  teaches  students 
at  Cardinal  Gibbons  High  School 
about  prayer,  sacrifice  and  giving 


To  speak  with  Mrs.  Agnes  Penny,  the  Director 
of  Outreach  for  Cardinal  Gibbons  Catholic  High 
School  (CGHS)  in  Raleigh,  is  to  be  won  over  by 
her  cheerful  faith,  her  energy  and  her  enthusiasm 
for  teenagers  and  for  service  to  the  needy  and 
vulnerable.  Yet  you  also  may  find  yourself  fighting 
tears  when  she  describes  the  effect  of  her 
students'  efforts  on  those  they  serve. 


i  coma  snow  you  a 
picture  of  one  of  our 
young  men,  looking 
into  the  eyes  of  a 
92-year-old  woman  as 
he  prayed  with  her. 

"He  was  17,  and  afterwards  he  told 
me,  'I've  never  done  that  with  my  own 
grandmother.  But  she  asked  me  to  read 
Scripture  to  her  and  to  read  her  mail 
-  she  has  cataracts  -  and  tell  her  what 
was  going  on  with  her  family."' 

Many  high  schools  require  of 
their  students  a  number  of  hours  of 
"community  service."  That  used  to  be 
the  case  at  Cardinal  Gibbons.  But  eight 
years  ago,  Mrs.  Penny  and  the  Cardinal 
Gibbons  administration  came  up 
with  a  plan  that  more  fully  integrated 
service  into  the  school's  curriculum 
and  Catholic  mission. 

"By  investing  in  a  full-time  Outreach 
Director,"  explains  Jason  Curtis, 
Principal  of  Cardinal  Gibbons.  "We 
were  able  to  better  show  our  students 
the  connection  among  our  core  values: 
Faith,  Service  and  Leadership." 

Each  year,  every  one  of  the  school's 
1200  students  will  participate  in 
outreach  with  Mrs.  Penny. 

On  Tuesdays,  she  takes  freshmen  to 
one  of  several  early 
childhood  or  daycare 
centers,  where 
the  young  people 
interact  with  even 
younger  people  - 
infants  and  toddlers. 

Sophomores  focus 
on  poverty,  hunger 
and  the  homeless. 
Every  Monday, 
they  accompany 
Mrs.  Penny  to  the 
Shepherds  Table 
Soup  Kitchen  in 
downtown  Raleigh, 
where  they  prepare  and  serve 
nutritious  meals  to  the  city's  homeless. 
Mrs.  Penny  has  been  helping  at 
Shepherds  Table  for  thirty  years,  and 
she  always  begins  those  Mondays  with

instructions  that  don't  involve  food 
preparation:  "Look  at  the  people  when 
you  serve  them,"  she  says,  "smile  at 
them,  ask  how  they're  doing.  Treat 
them  with  the  dignity  you  would  treat 
anyone  you  serve.  Watch  them  to  see 
if  they  have  any  special  needs  that  you 
can  help  with.  If  they  have  trouble 
walking,  find  them  a  table  and  bring 
their  meal  to  them." 

CGHS  juniors  go 
with  Mrs.  Penny  on 
Wednesdays  to  be 
companions  to  senior 
citizens  in  low-to- 
middle  income  senior 
centers.  They  meet 
and  speak  with  the 
elderly,  who  may  have 
Alzheimers  or  other 
disabilities,  and  organize 
activities  like  Bingo  or 
dancing. 

"In  senior  year,"  Mrs. 
Penny  explains,  "our 
students  learn  about  the  working  poor. 
One  of  our  activities  is  volunteering 
with  Habitat  for  Humanity. 

"We  learned  early  on  that  teens  may 
not  be  able  to  learn  to  build  a  house 


in  one  day,  but  we're  very  good,"  she 
smiles,  "at  tearing  them  down.  So  when 
they  need  a  wrecking  crew,  we're  there." 

Seniors  also  have  the  responsibility 
of  being  organizers  and  leaders  for 
fundraising  projects  like  the  annual 
Box-a-thon  or  the  Catwalk  for  Cancer 
fashion  show.  The  students  recently 
made  over  200  Valentines  for  senior 
citizens.  On  Lenten  Fridays,  Soup 
Sales  collect  funds  for  Catholic  Parish 
Outreach,  and  also  remind  Catholic 
students  of  their  Lenten  fast. 

On  Fridays  throughout  the  year, 
students  do  service  projects  at  the 
school. 

Mrs.  Penny  a  North  Carolina  native, 
was  baptized  Catholic  but  attended 
both  Catholic  and  Baptist  churches 
growing  up.  She  began  her  work  as 
a  teacher  at  Enloe  High  School,  but 
reached  a  crisis  point  in  1989.  Both 
her  husband  and  her  mother  were  in 
the  hospital  and,  she  recalls,  "I  was 
stretched  out."  She  told  her  pastor  at  St. 
Raphael,  Msgr.  Gerald  Lewis,  that  she 
was  at  a  breaking  point,  and  he  offered 
her  a  job  as  the  parish's  youth  minister 
-  at  a  $15,000  pay  cut.  He  also  directed 
her  to  get  her  Master's  in  Theology.  After 
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three  years  at  St.  Raphael  and  then 
three  years  as  Director  of  the  Diocesan 
Office  of  Youth  Ministry,  Mrs.  Penny 
was  asked  to  come  to  Cardinal  Gibbons 
as  campus  minister. 

"I  organized  prayer 
services  and  retreats  and 
peer  ministry  projects  for 
the  community  and  the 
church ,"  she  recalls.  And 
she  realized  she  loved 
teenagers.  "Teens  are  so 
open,"  she  says.  "They 
keep  me  young.  They're 
willing  to  take  risks  and 
they  like  a  challenge.  Like 
working  with  the  elderly 
for  example.  Many  of  them  are  afraid 
at  first,  but  they  take  the  plunge  and 
discover  how  much  they  are  needed 
and  how  much  the  elderly  give  back  to 
them.  There  is  so  much  to  be  shared 
and  given." 

Fr.  Scott  McCue,  CGHS  Assistant 
Principal  for  Spiritual  Life,  talks  about 
Mrs.  Penny's  ministry  in  the  context  of 
Lent,  when  the  Church 
calls  Catholics  to  prayer, 
fasting  and  almsgiving. 
"Those  actions  teach  us 
that  life  isn't  all  about  us," 
he  says.  "Our  baptism 
intrinsically  connects 
us  to  each  other.  We 
do  service  because  the 
Gospel  demands  it  of  us, 
reminding  us  of  what 
our  relationship  with 
God  is  all  about. 

"Agnes  has  one  of  the 
most  important  jobs 
here  because  she  teaches 
students  one  of  the  most 
important  parts  of  life, 
to  live  out  our  baptismal 
call  as  Catholics  by  loving 
God  and  God  in  our 
neighbor.  That  is  obeying 
the  core  commandment." 

Mrs.  Penny  makes  sure 
her  students  understand 
the  spiritual  basis  for  what  they  do. 
"Real  service?"  she  asks.  "If  you  don't 
have  prayer  behind  you,  I  don't  know 
how  you  could  do  it." 

By  fasting  from  personal  time  in  order 
to  serve  others,  students  also  learn,  like 


the  young  man  who  prayed  with  the 
92-year-old  woman,  that  "alms"  usually 
means  something  different  from  and 
much  greater  than  money. 

Grace  Turner,  a 
junior,  has  done 
service  with  Mrs. 
Penny  all  four  years 
at  CGHS.  This  year 
MMP       she  chaired  the 
K[\  !       Box-a-thon.  Students 
SjF/t, j       raise  $300  each  to 
B8s'it  f       participate,  then 
spend  a  day  in 
service  -  this  year 
at  a  men's  shelter  in 
Wilmington  -  before 
spending  the  night  in  boxes  on  the 
campus  to  get  a  physical  understanding 
of  homelessness.  What  meant  the  most 
about  the  project,  however,  wasn't  the 
amount  of  money  raised.  "During  the 
day  we  had  a  Mass, "  she  says,  "and  it 
really  helped  us  to  realize  that  we're  all 
together  in  wanting  to  do  God's  work 
by  helping  the  needy.  We  acknowledge 
that  we  are  living  out 
Gods  mission,  by 
serving  His  people." 

Junior  Fei-lm 
Scruggs  agrees  that 
service  at  CGHS  is 
integrated  with  her 
spiritual  life.  She 
has  learned  that  "It's 
important  to  spend 
time  with  Christ  before 
going  out  to  others." 

Ryan  Milroy  is  a 
junior,  and  is  President 
of  the  Cardinal 
Gibbons  chapter  of 
Franciscan  Youth 
International.  His 
group  is  involved 
i     ^^"7!       in  organizing  and 
•m        ^  |    carrying  out  the 

Lenten  Soup  Sales  on 
Fridays.  He  remembers 
his  first  visit  to  the 
Shepherd's  Table  with 
Mrs.  Penny.  "The  thing  about  serving 
others,"  he  says,  "is  that  it  makes  me 
more  grateful  to  God  for  the  things  I 
have,  and  for  surrounding  me  with 
people  like  Mrs.  Penny  and  the  students 
I  work  with."

Senior  Maddie 
Hooper  was  ac- 
tive in  the  Catwalk  for 
Cancer  fashion  show. 
Each  year  a  cancer 
survivor  speaks  at  the 
benefit,  and  Maddie 
recalled  a  woman  who 
had  four  children  at 
Gibbons,  two  of  whom 
Maddie  knew.  "Everyone 
at  CGHS  really  wants  to 
be  involved  in  service,"  she  said, 
of  who  we  are." 

It's  clear  from  talking  with  CGHS 
grads  that  Mrs.  Penny's  lessons  about 
putting  faith  into  action  go  beyond 
high  school. 

Jim  Palmer,  Class  of  2003,  still  takes 
time  off  from  graduate  studies  to  help 
Mrs.  Penny  at  the  Shepherds  Table  or 
with  Habitat  for  Humanity.  "I  think  the 
service  I've  done  with  Mrs.  Penny  has 
given  me  a  different  understanding  of 
life,"  Mr.  Palmer  says.  "She  taught  us  the 
importance  as  Catholics  of  giving,  and 
giving  back  for  the  blessings  we  have." 

Crystal  Olu-Taylor,  another  '03  Gib- 
bons graduate,  is  planning  a  career  in 
service.  She's  currently  working  on  a 
Masters  degree  in  Social  Work  at  NC 
State  University.  "I'm  still  in  touch  with 
Mrs.  Penny,"  she  says.  "I  really  enjoyed 
all  the  projects  at  Cardinal  Gibbons, 
and  Mrs.  Penny  has  had  a  great  impact 
on  my  life.  I  always  try  to  remember 
that  the  service  I  perform  has  a  spiritual 
basis.  That's  what  Mrs.  Penny  taught  us." 

"If  we  look  at  the  gospels,"  Fr. 
McCue  says,  "we  see  Jesus  always 
reaching  out  to  the  marginalized. 
The  imperative  to  love  others  as  Jesus 
has  loved  us  comes  from  our  Catho- 
lic identity.  Agnes  teaches  students 
that  faith,  service  and  leadership  are 
interwoven:  faith  inspires  service,  and 
service  calls  us  to  lead  others  in  pray- 
ing, sacrificing  and  giving." 


El  Ascetismo 

de  la  presion  y  del  debe 


as  ultimas  semanas  han  sido  unas  de  las  mas 
tensas  de  mi  vida.  He  intentando  equilibrar  pre- 
siones  varias:  impartir  un  curso  entre-semestres 
de  tres  horas  diarias,  cumplir  mis  obligaciones 


como  administrador,  atender  a  una  serie  de  emergencias 
relacionadas  con  las  muertes  de  unos  amigos,  junto  con 
intentar  mantener  algo  de  vida  de  oracion,  y,  en  todo  este 
tiempo,  tratar  de  superar  un  resfriado  viral  de  mucho  cui- 
dado.  Ha  sido  un  tiempo  tenso. 


Todos  hemos  tenido  epocas 
semejantes  en  nuestra  vida  -  de 
vez  en  cuando  duran  anos,  no 
solo  semanas.  Algunas  veces  las 
presiones  de  la  vida  nos  ponen 
simplemente  en  una  rutina  de 
la  que,  durante  algun  tiempo  al 
menos,  no  vemos  salida.  Lo  que 
ocurre  en  esos  casos  es  que 
tendemos  a  reprocharnos  por 
dejarnos  atrapar  por  esa  situacion. 
Con  frecuencia  tambien  nuestros 
amigos  y  directores  espirituales 
se  unen  a  nuestro  propio  reproche 
regafiandonos  por  no  cuidarnos 
mas,  por  no  saber  decir  no  a  otras 
cosas,  y  por  no  ser  suficientemente 
disciplinados  en  programar  la 
oracion  regular,  el  ejercicio  fisico  y 
el  tiempo  libre  en  nuestra  vida. 

Su  reto  no  deja  de  ser  valioso. 
Necesitamos  cuidarnos,  y  no 
siempre  es  virtud  el  responder  a 
todas  las  necesidades  que  se  nos 
presentan.  Pero,  dicho  esto,  hay  que 
decir  tambien  que  a  veces,  quizas 
casi  siempre,  las  presiones  de  la 
vida,  esas  obligaciones  y  deberes 
que  nos  roban  nuestro  tiempo 
libre,  nuestro  descanso  y  nuestro 
tiempo  para  una  oracion  formal,  no 
son  necesariamente  perjudiciales. 
Existen  tambien  un  ayuno  y  oracion 
"obligados". 

Los  evangelios  nos  dicen 
que  Jesus  fue  una  vez  al 
desierto  durante  cuarenta  dias 


y  cuarenta  noches,  sin  llevar 
comida  y  alimentacion.  Ayuno. 
Fundamentalmente,  esto  quiere 
decir  que  se  privo  de  las 
comodidades  y  de  las  ayudas 
economicas  normales  de  la  vida 
ordinaria  humana.  Se  sometio 
voluntariamente  a  un  ascetismo 
concebido  como  una  ayuda  que 
le  impulsara  a  lograr  un  nivel  mas 
profundo  de  comprension,  amor  y 
madurez  (motivo  de  todo  ascetismo 
voluntario).  Jesus  busco  activa  y 
voluntariamente  el  desierto. 

A  veces,  sin  embargo,  es  el 
desierto  el  que  nos  encuentra  a 
nosotros.  Siempre  que  una  etapa 
de  nuestra  vida  este  tan  cargada  de 
presion  de  forma  que  nos  niegue  las 
comodidades  y  apoyos  normales  de 
la  vida  ordinaria,  entonces  tambien 
estamos  nosotros  en  el  desierto  y 
se  nos  proporciona  la  oportunidad 
de  utilizar  esa  privacion  como  un 
ascetismo  que  nos  puede  ayudar 
a  impulsarnos  hacia  un  nivel  mas 
profundo  de  comprension,  amor  y 
madurez;  salvo  que  en  este  caso 
el  ascetismo  es  "obligado",  y  no 
elegido  libremente. 

Las  espiritualidades  antiguas 
trataban  de  ensenarnos  esto  por 
medio  de  un  concepto  llamado  "vivir 
nuestras  obligaciones  de  estado". 
Simplificando  excesivamente,  se 
trataba  de  esto:  Dios  nos  coloca  en 
esta  tierra  no  solamente  para  gozar 


y  disfrutar  de  la  vida,  sino  tambien 
para  servir  a  los  demas  y  para 
entregar  nuestra  vida  movidos  por 
un  deber  desinteresado  y  generoso. 
Nuestra  felicidad  personal,  y  desde 
luego  nuestra  santidad  personal, 
no  constituyen  nuestra  meta  mas 
elevada.  Una  vez  aceptamos  esto 
y  comenzamos  a  entregar  nuestra 
vida  en  servicio  a  los  demas, 
las  obligaciones  innatas  propias 
del  matrimonio,  de  la  familia,  de 
la  vocacion,  de  la  iglesia,  de  la 
sociedad  y  de  los  necesitados,  a 
veces  nos  acapararan  en  formas  que 
durante  largos  periodos  de  tiempo 
pueden  quitarnos  nuestra  libertad, 
nuestro  disfrute,  nuestro  descanso 
y  hasta  nuestro  tiempo  para  orar 
como  idealmente  debieramos.  Pero 
esa  respuesta  al  deber  es  tambien 
un  sano  y  saludable  ascetismo, 
aunque  "obligado",  que  puede 
producir  en  nosotros  el  mismo  buen 
efecto  que  producen  la  oracion 
personal  y  el  ayuno  voluntario,  a 
saber,  empujarnos  mas  alia  de  una 
vida  centrada  en  nosotros  mismos. 

Biblicamente,  se  capta  esto  en 
la  advertencia  de  Jesus  a  Pedro  al 
final  del  evangelio  de  Juan:  Despues 
de  que  Pedro  afirmo  tres  veces  su 
amor  y  su  compromiso,  Jesus  se 
volvio  a  el  y  le  dijo:  Hasta  ahora  tii 
mismo  te  cenias  tu  vestido  e  ibas  a 
donde  querias,  pero  ahora,  despues 
de  este  compromiso,  otro  te  cenira 
y  te  llevara  a  donde  no  quieras.  Lo 
que  Jesus  quiere  decirle  a  Pedro 
es  que  los  deberes  y  obligaciones 
que  surgiran  ahora  a  causa  de 
su  compromiso  de  fe  y  amor  le 
privaran  no  solo  de  su  tiempo  libre, 
de  su  disfrute  y  de  sus  propios 
planes  para  su  vida,  sino  tambien,  le 
privaran,  en  definitiva,  de  su  libertad 
y  hasta  de  su  vida  misma.  El  deber 
puede  hacer  eso,  y  de  hecho  lo  hace 
con  frecuencia.

y  en  nuestra  gran  nation.  Es  mi  esperanza  y  mi  oration 
que  muchos  de  ustedes  participen  en  este  evento  y  apr- 
ovechen  de  las  abundantes  gracias  que  el  Senor  derra- 
mara  sobre  nosotros. 


El  tiempo  de  Cuaresma  nos  recuerda 
poderosamente  que  somos  un  pueblo 
en  peregrinacion.  Al  marcar  con  cenizas 
nuestras  frentes,  se  nos  dice  que  somos 
polvo  y  al  polvo  volveremos.  Estas  pal- 
abras  no  se  dicen  para  invocar  el  miedo, 
sino  mas  bien  nos  mantienen  consci- 
entes  en  la  realidad  de  que  nuestra  vida 
aqui  en  la  tierra  es  simplemente  un 
viaje  que  nos  lleva  a  una  vida  sin  fin  en 
el  Reino  donde  el  mal,  el  sufrimiento  y 
la  muerte  no  tienen  mas  poder.

Mientras  emprendemos  esta  peregri- 
nacion Cuaresmal,  estamos  conscientes 


de  que  no  viajamos  solos.  Viajamos  en 
compania  de  unos  y  otros.  Por  lo  tanto, 
debemos  orar  el  uno  por  el  otro  y  con 
preocupacion  y  compasion  especial  por 
los  mas  necesitados.  Debemos  invitar  a 
otros,  especialmente  a  los  que  han  cre- 
cido  tibios  en  la  fe  o  tal  vez  incluso  han 
abandonado  la  fe,  a  unirse  a  nosotros  en 
este  viaje  y  asegurarles  que  seran  bien 
recibidos  por  un  Dios  de  amor  y  de  una 
comunidad  parroquial  que  los  acogera 
con  los  brazos  abiertos.  Su  invitation 
podria  marcar  una  diferencia  poderosa 
en  la  vida  espiritual  de  otra  persona.

hijos  son  ahora  ya  mayores,  que  me 
confeso  una  vez  que,  cuando  sus 
hijos  eran  todavia  chiquitines,  a  veces 
paso  largos  periodos  en  los  que  no 
podia  ni  sacar  tiempo  suficiente  para 
si  misma,  como  para  ir  al  bano,  y 
mucho  menos  encontrar  tiempo  libre 
para  disfrute  sano,  o  tiempo  para 
orar  o  para  sentarse  en  soledad.  Hoy 
esta  mujer  es  una  de  las  personas 
mas  generosas,  desinteresadas  y 


dedicadas  a  la  oracion  que  conozco. 
Obviamente,  el  tiempo  en  el  desierto 
de  su  propio  hogar,  sus  pies  atados 
al  fuego  por  el  deber,  por  necesidad 
ayunando  del  disfrute  ordinario  de 
la  vida,  hicieron  en  su  favor  lo  que 
el  desierto  hizo  en  favor  de  Jesus  y 
lo  que  la  cuerda  "obligada"  hizo  en 
favor  de  Pedro. 

Si  aceptamos  sin  resentimiento  la 
presion  molesta,  el  cansancio  que 


no  hemos  tenido  el  lujo  de  abordar 
y  las  obligaciones  que  nos  llevan 
mas  alia  de  nuestros  propios  planes, 
todos  estos  elementos  pueden 
funcionar  como  anzuelo  ascetico  y 
"obligatorio"  de  Dios,  que  nos  lleva, 
como  contra  nuestra  voluntad,  a 
lugares  de  mucha  mas  profundidad 
y  madurez.

Agnes  Penny  ensena  a  los  alumnos 

en  Cardinal  Gibbons  High  School  sobre  la 

oracion,  el  sacrif  icio  y  efdar 


Para  hablar  con  la  Sra.  Agnes  Penny, 
la  Directora  de  Outreach  de  Cardi- 
nal Gibbons  Catholic  High  School 
(CGHS,  por  sus  siglas  en  ingles)  en 
Raleigh,  es  disfrutar  su  fe  alegre,  su  energla 
y  su  entusiasmo  por  los  adolescentes  y  por 
su  servicio  con  los  necesitados  y  vulnerables. 
Todavia  usted  puede  encontrarse  luchando 
con  las  lagrimas  cuando  ella  describe  "el 
efecto  de  los  esfuerzos  de  sus  alumnos"  a 
quienes  sirve. 

"Me  gustaria",  dice  ella,  "poder  mostrar  una  fotografia  de 
uno  de  nuestros  jovenes,  mirando  a  los  ojos  de  una  mujer 


de  92  anos  de  edad,  como  le  frotaba  la  locion  en  sus  manos 
y  oraba  con  ella". 

"El  tenia  17  anos,  y  despues  me  dijo,  'nunca  he  hecho 
esto  con  mi  propia  abuela.  Pero,  ella  me  pidio  que  le  leyera 
las  Escrituras  y  su  correo  -  ella  tiene  cataratas  -  y  le  dijera  lo 
que  estaba  sucediendo  con  su  familia.'" 

Muchas  escuelas  secundarias  requieren  de  sus  alumnos 
un  numero  de  horas  de  "servicio  comunitario".  Este  solia  ser 
el  caso  de  Cardinal  Gibbons.  Pero  hace  8  anos,  la  Sra.  Penny 
se  acerco  a  Jason  Curtis,  el  Director  de  Cardinal  Gibbons, 
con  un  plan  mas  completo  de  servicios  integrados  en  el  cur- 
riculo  de  la  escuela  y  la  mision  Catolica. 

"Invirtiendo  en  un  Director  de  Outreach  a  tiempo 
completo",  explica  el  Sr.  Curtis,  "hemos  podido  mostrarle 
mejor  a  nuestros  alumnos  la  conexion  entre  nuestros  valores 
principales:  Fe,  Servicio  y  Liderazgo". 

Cada  ano,  cada  uno  de  los  1,200  alumnos  en  la  escuela 
participara  ayudando  al  necesitado  con  Mrs.  Penny. 

Los  martes,  ella  lleva  a  los  del  noveno  ano  a  uno  de  los 
centros  infantiles  o  guarderias,  donde  los  jovenes  interac- 
tuan  con  personas  aun  mas  jovenes:  bebes  y  ninos  peque- 
nos. 

Los  alumnos  del  decimo  grado  se  centran  en  la  pobreza, 
el  hambre  y  en  las  personas  sin  hogar.  Todos  los  lunes, 
acompanan  a  la  Sra.  Penny  al  Shepard's  Table  Soup  Kitchen 
en  el  centro  de  Raleigh,  donde  preparan  y  sirven  alimentos 
nutritivos  a  las  personas  sin  hogar  de  la  ciudad.  La  Sra. 
Penny  ha  ayudado  a  Shepherds  Table  por  treinta  anos,  y 
siempre  comienza  los  lunes  con  las  instrucciones  que  no 
incluyen  la  preparacion  de  la  comida:  "Miren  a  la  personas 
cuando  les  esten  sirviendo",  dice  ella,  "sonrian,  pregunten 
como  estan.  Tratenlos  con  la  misma  dignidad  que  tratan 
a  los  demas.  Miren  si  tienen  alguna  necesidad  en  especial 
donde  ustedes  puedan  ayudar.  Si  tiene  dificultad  para 
caminar,  busquenles  una  mesa  y  traiganles  la  comida". 

Los  alumnos  del  tercer  ano  en  CGHS  (por  sus  siglas  en 
ingles)  van  con  la  Sra.  Penny  los  miercoles  para  acompa- 
nar  a  las  personas  de  la  tercera  edad  con  bajos  ingresos  en 
centros  para  personas  mayo  res.  Se  reunen  y  hablan  con  los 
ancianos,  que  padecen  de  Alzheimer  u  otras  discapacidades, 
y  organizan  actividades  como  Bingo  o  bailes. 

"En  el  ultimo  ano",  explica  la  Sra.  Penny,  "nuestros 
alumnos  aprenden  sobre  los  trabaj  adores  pobres.  Una  de 
nuestras  actividades  es  ser  voluntarios  con  Habitat  for  Hu- 
manity" (Habitat  para  la  Humanidad). 

"Hemos  aprendido  hace  tiempo,  que  los  adolescentes 
no  pueden  aprender  a  construir  una  casa  en  un  dia,  pero 
somos  muy  buenos,"  ella  sonrie,  "en  derribarlas.  Asi  que 
cuando  necesitan  una  equipo  de  demolition,  estamos  alii". 

Las  personas  mayores  tambien  tienen  la  responsabilidad 
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de  ser  los  organizadores  y  lideres  de  proyectos  para  recau- 
dar  fondos  como  la  annual  Box-a-thon  o  la  Catwalk  for 
Cancer  fashion  show.  Los  alumnos  recientemente  recauda- 
ron  200  tarjetas  de  San  Valentin  para  personas  de  la  tercera 
edad.  Los  viernes  de  Cuaresma,  las  ventas  de  sopa  recaudan 
fondos  para  Catholic  Parish  Outreach  y  les  recuerdan  a  los 
alumnos  catolicos  sobre  el  ayuno  en  el  tiempo  de  Cuaresma. 

Los  viernes  a  lo  largo  del  ano,  los  alumnos  realizan 
proyectos  de  servicio  en  la  escuela. 

La  Sra.  Penny,  originaria  de  Carolina  del  Norte,  fue 
bautizada  en  la  Iglesia  Catolica  pero  durante  su  desarrollo 
asistio  a  la  Iglesia  Catolica  y  a  la  Bautista.  Ella  comenzo  su 
labor  como  profesora  en  Enloe  High  School,  pero  llego  a  un 
punto  de  crisis  en  1989.  Ambos,  su  esposo  y  su  madre,  se 
encontraban  hospitalizados  y,  recuerda  ella,  "estaba  yo  muy 
estresada".  Le  dijo  a  su  parroco  en  St.  Raphael,  Monserior 
Gerald  Lewis,  que  estaba  a  punto  de  quebrantarse,  y  el  le 
ofrecio  un  trabajo  en  el  ministerio  juvenil  de  la  parroquia- 
con  un  sueldo  de  $15,000.  El  tambien  la  guio  para  que  ob- 
tuviera  su  Maestria  en  Teologia.  Despues  de  tres  anos  en  St. 
Raphael  y  despues  tres  anos  como  Directora  de  la  Oficina 
de  Ministerio  juvenil  diocesano,  a  la  Sra.  Penny  se  le  pidio 
venir  a  Cardinal  Gibbons  como  ministra  del  campus. 

"Organice  servicios  de  oracion,  retiros  y  proyectos  del 
ministerio  para  la  comunidad  y  la  iglesia",  recuerda  ella.  Y 
se  dio  cuenta  que  amaba  a  los  adolescentes.  "Los  adolescen- 
tes  estan  muy  abiertos",  dice  ella,  "me  hacen  sentir  joven. 
Estan  dispuestos  a  tomar  riesgos  y  les  gustan  los  desafios  - 
como  trabajar  con  los  ancianos,  por  ejemplo.  Muchos  de  el- 
los  tienen  miedo  al  principio,  pero  se  arriesgan  y  descubren 
cuan  necesarios  son  y  cuanto  los  ancianos  les  devuelven. 
Hay  mucho  para  compartir  y  dar." 

El  Padre  Scott  McCue,  CGHS  Asistente  Principal  para  la 
Vida  Espiritual,  habla  sobre  el  ministerio  de  la  Sra.  Penny 
en  el  contexto  de  la  Cuaresma,  cuando  la  Iglesia  llama  a 
los  catolicos  a  orar,  ayunar  y  a  dar  limosna.  "Esas  acciones 
nos  ensenan  que  la  vida  no  es  solo  sobre  nosotros',  dice  el. 
"Nuestro  bautismo  intrinsecamente  nos  conecta  el  uno  con 
el  otro.  Servimos  porque  el  Evangelio  asi  lo  demanda." 

'Agnes  tiene  una  de  las  labores  mas  importantes  aqui 
porque  ella  ensena  a  los  alumnos  una  de  las  partes  mas  im- 
portantes de  la  vida,  vivir  nuestra  llamada  bautismal  como 
catolicos  amando  a  Dios  y  a  Dios  en  nuestro  vecino,  eso  es 
obedecer  el  nucleo  del  mandamiento." 

La  Sra.  Penny  asegura  que  sus  alumnos  comprenden  la  base 
espiritual,  por  lo  que  hacen.  "^Servicio  real?"  pregunta  ella.  "Si 
no  tienes  oracion  detras  de  ti,  no  se  como  lo  podrias  hacer." 

Con  el  ayuno  personal  para  servir  a  otros,  los  estudiantes 
tambien  aprenderan,  como  el  joven  que  oro  con  la  mujer  de 
92  anos  de  edad,  esa  "limosna"  generalmente  significa  algo 
distinto  y  mucho  mayor  que  el  dinero. 

Grace  Turner,  del  grado  once,  ha  hecho  servicio  con  la 
Sra.  Penny  los  cuatro  anos  en  CGHS.  Este  ano  ella  presidio 
la  Box-a  thon.  Los  alumnos  recaudaron  $300  para  participar, 
despues  pasaron  un  dia  en  servicio  -  este  ano  en  un  refugio 
para  hombres  en  Wilmington  -  antes  de  pasar  la  noche  en 


cajas  en  el  campus  para  conseguir  una  comprension  fisica  de 
las  personas  sin  hogar.  Lo  mas  importante  del  proyecto  no 
fue  la  cantidad  de  dinero  recogido.  "Durante  el  dia  tuvimos 
la  Misa",  dice  ella,  "y  realmente  nos  ayudo  a  darnos  cuenta 
de  que  estamos  todos  juntos  para  hacer  la  obra  de  Dios,  ayu- 
dando  a  los  necesitados.  Reconocemos  que  estamos  viviendo 
la  mision  de  Dios,  al  servir  a  Su  pueblo". 

Scruggs  de  Fei-lin,  del  grado  once,  esta  de  acuerdo  en 
que  el  servicio  en  CGHS  se  ha  integrado  a  su  vida  espiritual. 
Ella  aprendio,  que  "es  importante  pasar  tiempo  con  Cristo 
antes  de  salir  a  ayudar  a  otros". 

Ryan  Milroy  esta  en  el  grado  once,  y  es  el  Presidente  de  la 
section  o  capitulo  de  la  Juventud  Internacional  Franciscana 
en  Cardinal  Gibbons.  Su  grupo  esta  involucrado  en  organi- 
zar  y  realizar  las  ventas  de  sopas  los  viernes  de  Cuaresma. 
El  recuerda  su  primera  visita  a  Shepherds  Table  con  la  Sra. 
Penny.  "La  cosa  de  servir  a  otros",  dice  el,  "es  que  me  hace 
sentir  mas  agradecido  con  Dios  por  las  cosas  que  tengo  y 
por  rodearme  de  personas  como  la  Sra.  Penny  y  con  los 
alumnos  que  trabajo". 

Andrew  LaPointe,  del  grado  once,  esta  de  acuerdo  con 
Ryan.  Es  por  esto  que  el  esta  activo  en  el  servicio  de  su  par- 
roquia  y  escuela  de  St.  Francis  of  Assisi. 

Maddie  Hooper,  del  grado  doce,  fue  activa  en  la  Catwalk 
for  Cancer  fashion  show.  Cada  ano  una  sobreviviente  de 
cancer  habla  en  la  presentation,  y  Maddie  recordo  a  una 
mujer  que  tuvo  cuatro  hijos  en  Gibbons,  a  dos  de  los  cuales 
conocia  Maddie.  "Todos  en  Cardinal  Gibbons  High  School 
realmente  quieren  participar  en  el  servicio",  dijo  ella,  "esto 
es  parte  de  lo  que  somos". 

Hablando  con  los  graduados  de  Cardinal  Gibbons  High 
School  queda  claro,  que  las  lecciones  de  la  Sra.  Penny  acerca 
de  poner  la  fe  en  action  van  mas  alia  de  la  secundaria. 

Jim  Palmer,  clase  del  2003,  todavia  toma  tiempo  libre 
de  los  estudios  de  posgrado  para  ayudar  a  la  Sra.  Penny  en 
Shepherds  Table  o  con  Habitat  for  Humanity  (Habitat  para 
la  Humanidad).  "Pienso  que  el  servicio  que  he  realizado  con 
la  Sra.  Penny  me  ha  dado  un  entendimiento  diferente  de  la 
vida",  dice  el  Sr.  Palmer.  "Ella  nos  enseno  la  importancia, 
como  catolicos,  de  dar,  y  devolver  por  las  bendiciones  que 
recibimos". 

Crystal  Olu-Taylor,  otra  graduada  de  Gibbons  en  el  2003, 
esta  planeando  una  carrera  en  servicio.  Ella  actualmente  esta 
trabajando  una  Maestria  en  Trabajo  Social  en  NC  State  Uni- 
versity. "Todavia  estoy  en  comunicacion  con  la  Sra.  Penny", 
dice  ella.  "Disfrute  todos  los  proyectos  en  Cardinal  Gibbons, 
y  la  Sra.  Penny  ha  tenido  un  gran  impacto  en  mi  vida.  Siem- 
pre  trato  de  recordar  que  el  servicio  que  realizo  tenga  una 
base  espiritual,  esto  fue  lo  que  nos  enseno  la  Sra.  Penny". 

"Si  vemos  los  Evangelios",  dice  el  Padre  McCue,  "vemos 
a  Jesus  siempre  acercandose  a  los  marginados.  El  impera- 
tive de  amar  a  otros  como  Jesus  nos  ha  amado  proviene 
de  nuestra  identidad  catolica.  Agnes  ensena  a  los  alumnos 
que  la  fe,  el  servicio  y  el  liderazgo  estan  entrelazados:  la  fe 
inspira  el  servicio,  y  el  servicio  nos  llama  para  guiar  a  otros 
en  la  oracion,  en  el  sacrificio  y  el  dar". 


Bishop  Marks  Catholic  Schools  Weel 

with  Visit  to  Two  Diocesan  Schools 


Catholic  Schools  in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  began  celebrating  Catholic 
Schools  Week  on  Monday,  January 
31.  This  years  theme  was  "Catho- 
lic Schools:  A+  for  America,"  reflecting  the  fact 
that  Catholic  schools  are  an  added  value  for 
the  nation,  and  that  because  of  their  schools' 
high  academic  standards,  graduates  make  sig- 
nificant contributions  to  American  society.

Following  Mass  he  joined  Father  Mark  Reamer,  O.F.M.,  Pas- 
tor of  St.  Francis;  Father  John  O'Connor,  O.F.M.  Provincial;  the 
St.  Francis  Franciscan  Friars  and  guests  and  proceeded  to  the 
dedication  of  the  parish's  new  Siena  Center  for  Life-long  Learn- 
ing. The  Siena  Center  houses  The  Franciscan  School's  middle 


school,  and  also  serves  as 
a  venue  for  faith  formation 
events  for  all  ages  throughout 
the  week.

The  Bishop  marked  the  final  day  of  Catholic  Schools  Week 
with  a  visit  to  St.  Michael  the  Archangel  Catholic  School  in 
Cary,  where  he  celebrated  Mass  for  the  students,  faculty,  staff 
and  families  of  the  school.  Msgr.  Tim  O'Connor,  Pastor  of  St. 
Michael,  and  Father  Steve  Smith,  OR,  concelebrated.  In  ad- 
dition to  observing  Catholic  Schools  Week,  the  Mass  also  was 
in  recognition  of  the  school  being  named  a  2010  Blue  Ribbon 
School  of  Excellence  in  the  United  States.

►►  Once  a  month,  eighth- 
graders  at  St.  Raphael 
Catholic  School  have  a 
chance  to  give  up  their  out- 
door lunch  break  to  discuss 
Catholic  Social  Teaching 
over  a  bowl  of  soup  with 
their  classmates.  More  than 
half  of  the  class  routinely 
chooses  this  opportunity, 
and  none  of  them  considers 
it  a  sacrifice.

8th  grade  religion  and 
moderates  the  program, 
called  Soup  &  Substance. 
Each  session  begins  with 
a  prayer,  followed  by  soup 
and  a  roundtable  conver- 
sation.. "Catholic  Social 
Teaching  is  a  part  of  our 
curriculum,"  she  explained,

cipal Barry  Thomas  said 
that  the  first  year  of  Soup  & 
Substance  was  "a  learning 
year,"  in  which  teachers  de- 
termined that  the  8th  grade 
was  the  right  level  devel- 
opmentally  for  youngsters 
to  engage  more  deeply  in 
social  justice  topics.  "Soup 
&  Substance  is  a  great  en- 
vironment for  the  students 
to  learn  to  examine  their 
own  views  and  to  question 
contemporary  values,"  Mr. 
Thomas  said.  "This  year 
abortion  was  an  issue  that 
mobilized  intense  interest. 
We  had  almost  twice  as 
many  students  as  expected 
for  that  discussion." 

In  the  second  semester, 
the  students  will  study  and 
discuss  poverty  and  the 
dignity  and  rights  of  work- 
ers. 

Several  students  spoke 
about  their  reasons  for 
participating  in  the  Soup 
&  Substance  roundtable. 
Daniel  Craig  saw  it  as  an 
opportunity  to  learn  beyond 
what  is  presented  in  the 
classroom.

Process  Continues  to 
Determine  Feasibility  of  New 
High  School  in  Wilmington 

Steps  toward  establishment  of  a  new 
Catholic  high  school  in  Wlmington  con- 
tinue. The  Diocesan  Office  of  Catholic 
Formation  and  Education  announced  this 
week  that  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  is  in 
the  process  of  identifying  an  appropriate 
site  for  the  proposed  school.  In  a  letter 
to  the  faithful  in  the  Cape  Fear  Deanery, 
Dr.  Michael  J.  Fedewa,  Superintendent 
of  Catholic  Education  and  Formation, 
explained  that  prior  to  purchase,  the 
Diocese  always  undertakes  a  process  of 
ensuring  that  any  property  meets  all  of 
the  criteria  necessary  in  order  to  build. 
Upon  completion  of  this  due  diligence 
and  contingent  upon  positive  results  of 


the  required  tests  and  analysis,  the  prop- 
erties are  then  secured. 

The  process  to  determine  the  vi- 
ability of  a  high  school  in  Wilmington 
began  two  years  ago.  It  included  a 
comprehensive  enrollment  feasibility 
study,  which  indicated  there  is  signifi- 
cant support  for  a  Catholic  high  school 
in  the  Wilmington  region. 

The  subsequent  step  will  be  to 
convene  a  meeting  for  potential  parents 
and  students.  The  purpose  of  this  meet- 
ing will  be  to  convey  all  of  the  relevant 
information  related  to  the  school  and  to 
subsequently  obtain  enrollment  com- 
mitments. Should  the  required  level  of 
commitment  be  reached  and  all  of  the 
other  necessary  check  points  cleared, 
the  opening  of  the  school  would  be  the 
201  2-201 3  school  year. 


a  doctor,"  she  said,  "and 
encourage  women  not  to 
have  abortions.

How  can 
we  know  how  we'll  react  if 
we  are  really  in  that  situa- 
tion?" 

"And  the  answer  that  the 
students  came  up  with," 
Mrs.  Clary  said,  "was, 
'That's  why  we're  here.'" 

The  proposed  school  would  follow 
the  path  taken  by  the  new  Pope  John 
Paul  II  High  School  in  Greenville,  which 
opened  in  August  201 0  with  a  ninth 
grade.  In  Wilmington,  a  possible  start- 
up could  include  a  tenth  grade  should 
there  be  enough  interest.  The  cur- 
riculum will  generally  follow  the  same 
comprehensive  college  preparatory 
model  used  by  Cardinal  Gibbons  High 
School  in  Raleigh. 

The  letter  stated,  "The  planning  and 
due  diligence  that  has  taken  place 
thus  far  is  essential  for  the  opening  of 
a  successful  high  school.  Parents  and 
students  alike  must  be  confident  from 
the  outset  that  the  school  will  provide 
for  the  spiritual  growth  and  academic 
success  of  those  students  that  it  will 
serve."

Cathedral  School  Launches 
1 :1  Laptop  Initiative 

At  the  start  of  the  2010-11  school 
year,  Cathedral  School  in  Raleigh 
issued  each  5th  grade  student  a  per- 
sonal laptop  computer  to  use  during 
class  and  to  carry  home  to  do  home- 
work. "Studies  indicate  that  by  the  time 
our  5th  graders  reach  high  school,  stu- 
dents will  be  required  to  have  laptops 
much  like  what  is  expected  now  for 
college  students,"  explained  Cathedral 
Principal  Donna  Moss.  "Our  school 
made  this  Initiative  a  priority  as  the  first 
step  in  preparing  our  students  for  using 
these  technologies  in  the  future." 

The  1 : 1  Laptop  Initiative,  as  it's 
called,  was  showcased  Thursday, 
February  3,  during  the  celebration  of 
Catholic  Schools  Week. 

The  laptop  is  viewed  as  a  tool  to  en- 
hance the  current  classroom  program. 
Teachers  have  the  ability  to  "control" 
each  laptop  while  instructing  the  entire 
class  from  the  SMART  Board.  The 
laptops  provide  the  opportunity  for  the 
teacher  to  deliver  dynamic  lessons  on 
curriculum  content  to  the  student. 

Currently,  students  are  using  the 
laptops  to  begin  development  of  "real 
time"  organization  and  file  manage- 
ment during  their  daily  classroom 
activities.  The  laptop  initiative  teaches 
students  to  use  the  basics  of  an  operat- 
ing system  (Windows)  and  software 
programs  (Microsoft  Office).  In  ad- 


dition, students  learn  to  interact  with 
the  lessons  through  the  use  of  their 
SMART  Notebook  software.  A  teacher 
can  send  students  files,  allowing  them 
to  work  math  problems,  enter  informa- 
tion from  a  web  site,  or  respond  to  a 
review  quiz.  Students  now  have  the  ca- 
pability to  design  pieces  of  a  project  on 
their  laptop  from  a  variety  of  programs 
and  combine  the  work  into  a  presenta- 
tion at  home  and  in  the  classroom. 

In  future  grades,  students  will  have 
the  capability  to  do  everything  on 
the  laptop  -  agendas,  class  work, 
and  homework.  Collaborative  group 
projects  will  move  beyond  meeting 


face-to-face,  and  students  will  be 
able  to  work  and  merge  collaborative 
documents  from  home. 

Cathedral  5th  grade  teachers  Mrs. 
Mundorf  and  Mrs.  Wheeler  are  imple- 
menting the  program  in  the  classroom 
while  training  middle  school  teachers 
to  continue  the  program  in  grades  6-8. 
Cathedral  Director  of  Curriculum  and 
Instruction,  Diane  McGrady,  reviews 
online  resources  (learning  tools,  text 
books,  etc.)  and  consults  with  the 
teachers  on  curriculum,  while  Director 
of  Information  and  Educational  Tech- 
nology Kim  Seder  provides  technology 
integration  and  technical  support.

The  Asceticism  of  Pressure  and  Duty 


The  past  several  weeks  have  been  some  of  most  pres- 
sured weeks  in  my  life.  I  have  been  trying  to  balance 
the  pressures  of  teaching  a  three-hour-a-day  Interses- 
sion  course,  my  duties  as  an  administrator,  a  series  of 
emergencies  to  do  with  the  deaths  of  a  couple  of  close  friends, 
along  with  trying  to  sustain  some  kind  of  prayer  life,  all  the  time 
nursing  a  nasty  viral  cold.  It's  been  a  pressured  time. 


We've  all  had  similar  seasons  in  our  lives,  sometimes 
lasting  for  years,  not  just  for  a  couple  of  weeks.  Sometimes 
the  pressures  of  life  simply  put  us  on  a  treadmill  from 
which,  for  awhile  at  least,  there  is  no  stepping  off.  What 
happens  at  those  times  is  that  we  tend  to  beat  ourselves  up 
for  getting  caught  in  that  situation.  Frequently  too  friends 
and  spiritual  directors  join  in,  berating  us  for  not  taking 
better  care  of  ourselves,  for  not  saying  no  to  more  things, 
and  for  not  having  the  discipline  to  schedule  regular  prayer, 
exercise,  and  leisure  into  our  lives. 

Their  challenge  is  not  without  value.  We  do  need  to  take 
care  of  ourselves  and  it  is  not  always  a  virtue  to  respond  to 
every  need  that  presents  itself.  But,  that  being  said,  it  also 
needs  to  be  said  that  sometimes,  perhaps  most  of  the  time, 
the  pressures  of  life,  those  duties  and  demands  that  rob 
us  of  leisure  and  rest  and  time  for  formal  prayer,  are  not 
necessarily  a  bad  thing.  There  is  a  fasting  and  prayer  too, 
by  conscription. 

Jesus,  the  Gospels  tell  us,  once  went  into  the  desert 
for  forty  days  and  forty  nights,  taking  no  food  and  no 
nourishment.  He  fasted.  In  essence,  what  this  says  is  that 
He  deprived  Himself  of  the  normal  comforts  and  supports 
of  ordinary  human  life.  He  voluntarily  submitted  to  an 
asceticism  designed  to  help  move  Him  to  a  deeper  level 
of  understanding,  love,  and  maturity  (the  purpose  of  all 
voluntary  asceticism).  He  actively  sought  out  the  desert. 

Sometimes,  however,  the  desert  finds  us.  Whenever  a 
season  of  our  life  is  so  full  of  pressure  so  as  to  deny  us  the 
normal  comforts  and  supports  of  ordinary  life,  then  we 
too  are  in  the  desert  and  afforded  the  opportunity  to  use 
that  deprivation  as  an  asceticism  that  can  help  move  us  to 
a  deeper  level  of  understanding,  love,  and  maturity;  except 
in  our  case  the  asceticism  is  conscriptive  rather  than  freely 
chosen. 

Former  spiritualities  tried  to  teach  this  through  a 
concept  they  called  living  out  our  duties  of  state.  In  an 
oversimplification,  the  idea  was  this:  God  puts  us  on 
this  earth  not  just  for  leisure  and  enjoyment,  but  also  to 
serve  others  and  to  give  our  lives  over  in  unselfish  duty. 


Our  private  happiness, 
and  indeed  our  private 
sanctity,  is  not  our  highest 
goal.  Once  we  accept  this 
and  begin  to  give  our  lives 
over  in  service,  the  duties 
innate  within  marriage, 
family,  vocation,  Church, 
society,  and  the  needy 
will,  at  times,  consume  us 
in  ways  that  can  for  long 
periods  of  time  take  away  our  freedom,  our  leisure,  our 
rest,  and  even  our  time  to  pray  as  we  ideally  should.  But 
that  response  to  duty  is  also  a  healthy  asceticism,  albeit  a 
conscriptive  one,  which  can  do  for  us  the  very  things  that 
private  prayer  and  voluntary  fasting  can  do,  namely,  push 
us  beyond  a  self-centered  life. 

Biblically,  this  is  captured  in  Jesus'  remark  to  Peter 
at  the  end  of  John's  Gospel:  After  Peter  had  three  times 
affirmed  his  love  and  commitment,  Jesus  turned  to  him 
and  said:  Up  to  now,  you  have  girded  your  belt  and 
walked  wherever  you  wanted  to  go,  but  now,  after  this 
commitment,  others  will  put  a  belt  around  you  and  take 
you  where  you  would  rather  not  go.  What  Jesus  is  telling 
Peter  is  that  the  duties  that  will  now  follow  upon  his 
commitment  of  faith  and  love  will  rob  him  not  just  of  his 
leisure  and  his  own  plans  for  his  life,  but  ultimately  too 
they  will  rob  him  of  his  freedom  and  his  very  life.  Duty 
can  do  that,  and  often  does. 

I  know  a  woman  whose  children  are  now  grown  who 
once  confessed  to  me  that,  while  her  children  were 
toddlers,  she  sometimes  went  through  long  periods  when 
she  could  not  even  carve  out  sufficient  time  for  herself  to 
go  to  the  bathroom,  let  alone  find  time  for  leisure  or  time 
to  pray  or  sit  in  solitude.  Today  she  is  one  of  the  most 
unselfish  and  prayerful  persons  I  know.  Obviously  her 
time  in  the  desert  of  her  own  home,  her  feet  held  to  the 
fire  by  duty,  fasting  by  necessity  from  ordinary  leisure, 
did  for  her  what  the  desert  did  for  Jesus  and  what  the 
conscriptive  rope  did  for  Peter. 

Unwelcome  pressure,  tiredness  that  we  haven't  the 
luxury  to  address,  and  duties  that  take  us  beyond  our  own 
agendas,  if  accepted  without  resentment,  can  function  as 
God's  conscriptive,  ascetical  hook,  taking  us,  as  if  against 
our  own  will,  to  deeper  and  more  mature  places.

At  the  time,  it  served  five  local  Catholic  families.  St.  Mary 
School  was  started  in  1  927.  Today,  the  parish  serves  ap- 
proximately 700  families  and  the  school  remains  a  vibrant 
entity  in  the  community. 

Since  1 990,  the  parish  has  been  staffed  and  administered 
by  the  Oblates  of  Saint  Francis.  In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge

"It  is  a  great  testimony  of 
faith  that  you  all  have  as  a 
community  that  has  sacrificed 
and  prayed  and  worked  so 
hard  to  come  to  this  day,"  said 
Monsignor  Brockman.  "This  is 
indeed,  as  Psalm  1 1 8  said  to 
us  today,  'the  day  that  the  Lord 
has  made,  let  us  rejoice  and 
be  glad.'

St.  Elizabeth  Ann  Seton  Parish  in 
Fayetteville  was  started  in  1980 
by  Fr.  Corbin  Ketchersid,  a  retired 
military  chaplain.  Not  surprisingly 
more  than  half  of  the  75  original  families 
in  the  parish  had  ties  to  the  military.  They 
worshipped  at  a  former  Seven-Eleven 
store  and  in  the  chapel  of  Adcock  Funeral 
Home  until  an  all-purpose  building  was 
completed  in  1982. 


The  parish  grew  quickly,  and  Bishop  E 
Joseph  Gossman  dedicated  the  current 
church  in  1992.  On  Fr.  Ketchersid's 
retirement  in  1996,  Fr.  Willard  Rucinski,  an 
Oblate  of  St.  Francis  De  Sales  (OSFS),  became 
pastor.  Fr.  Rucinski  retired  last  year,  and  Fr. 
John  Kelly,  OSFS,  succeeded  him. 

Today  the  parish  serves  some  500  families, 
and  a  growth  spurt  is  expected  when  U.S. 
Forces  Command  and  U.S.  Army  Reserve 
Command  move  to  Fort  Bragg  this  year.  Fr. 
Kelly  estimates  that  75%  of  his  congregation 
is  military  personnel.  Although  many  are  re- 
tired, the  parish  still  notices  significant  turn-

over  every  three  years.  The 
pastor  notices  the  spiritual 
needs  associated  with  mili- 
tary life  as  well:  A  soldier 
about  to  be  deployed  calls 
to  request  Confession.  A 
woman  engaged  to  a  soldier 
must  put  marriage  prepara- 
tion or  even  a  wedding  on 
hold  when  her  fiance  is  de- 
ployed or,  on  the  contrary, 
quickly  schedule  a  wed- 
ding for  the  two  weeks  the 
couple  is  together  between 
deployments. 

On  his  arrival,  Fr.  Kelly 
discovered  various  efforts 
at  St.  Elizabeth  to  serve  the 
larger  community.  Parishio- 
ners provide  rides  to  church 
and  other  errands  for  the 
sick  and  elderly,  visit  the 
sick  at  home  and  in  the  hospital,  and  conduct  Thanksgiving 
food  and  clothing  drives.  The  parish  holds  a  bazaar  each  year 
and  donates  many  of  the  proceeds  to  those  in  need  outside 
their  own  congregation,  including  Catholic  Charities  and  the 
mission  of  St.  Isidore  in  Stedman.  The  Knights  of  Columbus 
conduct  activities  to  benefit  the  local  Hispanic  community  as 
well  as  hospitalized  veterans  and  developmentally  disabled 
children  and  adults. 

The  church  also  makes  an  annual  donation  to  the  CARE  Clinic 
in  Fayetteville,  a  favorite  charity  of  the  founding  pastor.  When 
the  clinic  was  still  struggling  to  be  established,  "Father  K"  often 
volunteered  his  time  for  whatever  needed  to  be  done.  Volunteers 
who  have  been  with  the  clinic  a  long  time 
still  talk  about  the  time  the  priest  drove 
the  bulldozer  to  tear  down  an  old  ware- 
house on  the  clinic  property  to  make 
way  for  a  new  board  room. 
Christie  Yencho,  the  parish  administrative 
assistant,  has  been  a  member  of  St.  Elizabeth 
Ann  Seton  for  27  years.  She  describes  the 
church  as  uniquely  "friendly  and  open  and 
spiritual." 

"The  thing  that  makes  you  feel  good,"  she 
says,  "is  when  a  former  parishioner  calls  back 
and  says,  We've  been  to  six  churches  looking 
for  another  St.  Elizabeth,  and  we're  still  look- 
ing.' It  makes  you  feel  like  the  parish  is  doing 
what  it's  supposed  to  do."  i

A priest  friend  tells 
the  story  about  vis- 
iting a  man  in  an 
infirmary  staffed 
by  Blessed  Teresa  of  Calcutta's 
Missionaries  of  Charity. 

The  man  asked  to  be  baptized.  The  priest 
asked  the  man  why  he  wanted  to  be 
baptized  and  received  this  response:"For 
three  months  I  have  been  here  dying. 
Through  it  all,  I  have  noticed  that  these 
Sisters  are  always  happy.  When  I  yell  at 
them,  they  look  at  me  with  compassion. 
Even  when  they  clean  and  bathe  my 
sores,  they  are  smiling  with  radiance  in 
their  eyes.  All  I  know  is  they  have  joy  and 
I  do  not.  When  I  ask  them  in  desperation 
why  they  are  so  happy,  all  they  answer  is, 
'Jesus,  Jesus  Christ.'  I  want  this  Jesus. 
Please  baptize  me  and  give  me  joy  and 
hope.  Give  me  Jesus." 

We  rejoice  in  knowing  the  great  num- 
ber in  our  Diocese  who  will  be  baptized 
this  Easter.  In  fact,  there  are  approxi- 
mately one  thousand  catechumens  and 
candidates  who  will  be  fully  received  into 
the  Catholic  Church  at  Easter  through 
a  profession  of  faith  and  the  celebration 
of  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism,  Confir- 
mation and  Eucharist.  We  offer  sincere 
congratulations  to  them,  their  sponsors 
and  family  members. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  many  of  those 
being  baptized  and  confirmed  could  tell 
similar  stories  as  to  the  impact  others 
living  the  Catholic  faith  had  upon  them. 
Through  the  witness  of  others,  they  saw 
the  peace  and  joy  that  only  Christ  can 
give.  In  addition,  such  witnesses  invited 
and  encouraged  our  catechumens  and 
candidates  to  learn  more  about  our  faith, 
to  reflect  upon  the  Word  of  God  and  to 
understand  the  power  of  the  Sacraments, 
most  especially  the  Holy  Eucharist. 


As  our  Readings  on  Easter  and 
throughout  the  Easter  Season  tell  us, 
faith  in  the  Risen  Lord  continued  to  grow 
through  the  witness  of  believers  who  went 
forth  bursting  to  share  the  Good  News 
with  all  those  they  meet.  In  word  and  deed 
they  proclaimed  that  Jesus  Christ  is  alive 
and  with  us  and  that  He  has  scattered  the 
darkness  of  sin,  turned  suffering  into  glory 
and,  yes,  even  death  into  life. 

There  are  so  many  people  in  our 
world,  right  in  your  midst  each  day,  who 
greatly  need  joy  and  hope  and,  most  es- 
pecially, Jesus  Christ.  Know  that  you  can 
bring  these  gifts  to  others  by  your  daily 
witness  and  example.  In  fact,  through 
your  Baptism,  you  are  called  to  do  so! 

As  we  reflect  upon  the  Readings  at 
Mass  throughout  the  Easter  Season  we 
are  reminded  how  to  respond  effec- 
tively to  that  call.  We  must  participate  in 
the  process  of  ongoing  conversion  by 
repenting  of  our  sins  with  utter  confi- 
dence in  God's  mercy  and  forgiveness. 
We  must  follow  the  Lord's  commands 
and  teachings  even  when  difficult  and  not 
accepted  by  others.  We  must  consistently 
practice  our  faith  and  find  our  strength 
in  the  Eucharist  and  faithful  participa- 
tion in  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass. 
In  the  midst  of  any  of  our  sufferings  and 
crosses,  others  must  see  that  we  do  not 
despair  but  rather  are  confident  that  the 
victory  of  Jesus  is  our  victory. 

If  you  live  in  such  a  way  you  can  be  as- 
sured that,  with  God's  grace,  you  will  be 
authentic  witnesses  to  the  Easter  truths 
that  unite  us.  You  will  be  the  answer  to 
the  prayers  of  so  many  people  in  your 
family,  in  your  neighborhood  and  in  your 
midst  who,  in  words  spoken  and  unspo- 
ken, cry  out,  "Give  me  hope,  give  me  joy, 
give  me  Jesus." 

It  is  my  prayer  that  the  peace  of  the 
Risen  Lord,  the  Way,  the  Truth  and  the 
Life,  will  be  with  you  and  all  those  you  love 
throughout  the  Easter  Season  and  always.

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The  Rite  of  Christian  Election  was  celebrated  in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  in  March,  with  liturgical  services  held  in  four  loca- 
tions. This  year,  approximately  500  Elect  (formerly  Catechu- 
mens) will  receive  the  Sacraments  of  Initiation  during  the 
Easter  Vigil  in  their  parishes.  The  Sacraments  are  Baptism,  Eucharist 
and  Confirmation.  In  addition,  more  than  500  Candidates,  baptized 
in  other  Christian  traditions,  will  receive  full  Communion  with  the 
Church  through  the  Sacraments  of  Eucharist  and  Confirmation. 


The  Most  Reverend  Michael  E  Burbidge 
presided  at  two  of  the  ceremonies:  at  St.  Patrick 
Church  in  Fayetteviile  for  those  in  the  Fayette  - 
ville  and  Newton  Grove  Deaneries  and  at  St. 
Andrew  the  Apostle  Church  in  Apex  for  Candi- 
dates and  Catechumens/Elect  in  the  Raleigh  and 
Piedmont  Deaneries.  Msgr.  David  D.  Brockman, 
Vicar  General  of  the  Diocese,  celebrated  the  rite 
at  St.  Peter  Church  in  Greenville  for  those  in  the 
Albemarle  and  Tar  River  Deaneries  and  at  St. 
Paul  Church  in  New  Bern  for  individuals  in  the 
New  Bern  and  Cape  Fear  Deaneries. 

This  portion  of  the  RCIA  process  is  called 
The  Rite  of  Election  and  The  Call  to  Continuing 
Conversion.  The  Rite  of  Election  is  a  celebration 
of  being  elected  or  CHOSEN  by  God.  In  the  cer- 
emony the  Bishop  or  his  designate  stands  before 
the  local  Church  and  acknowledges  through 
the  public  prayer  of  the  Church  that  God's  call 
has  been  addressed  to  these  Catechumens  and 
Candidates  for  Full  Communion  in  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church.  Just  as  the  Elect  and  Candi- 


dates must  respond  to  this  call,  so  also  must 
the  local  Church,  through  Her  Bishop,  Priests, 
Deacons,  Religious,  Catechists,  Godparents,  and 
Sponsors  give  testimony  and  affirmation  of  Our 
Lords  call  in  Christ. 

In  the  Rite  of  Election,  those  who  had  been 
called  "Catechumens"  are  declared  "Elect"  by 
the  Bishop.  In  being  so  declared,  the  Elect  en- 
ter into  a  stage  in  their  journey  of  conversion: 
the  Period  of  Purification  and  Enlightenment. 
Similarly,  those  who  are  Candidates  for  Full 
Communion  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
also  enter  into  the  Period  of  Purification  and 
Enlightenment. 

In  Fayetteviile,  Bishop  Burbidge  reminded 
those  in  attendance  that  All  of  us  who  gather 
today  with  the  catechumens  and  candidates  are 
provided  with  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  be 
strengthened  in  our  faith... It  is  a  grace-filled 
moment  to  make  sure  that  our  words  and  deeds 
reflect  our  belief:  The  Lord  Jesus  is  the  founda- 
tion, the  rock  and  the  fortress  of  our  lives."

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►►ABOVE:  Catholics 
throughout  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  attended  Ash 
Wednesday  Masses,  marking 
the  beginning  of  the  Lenten 
season.  During  the  Mass,  the 
faithful  receive  ash  on  their 
foreheads  in  the  sign  of  the 
cross,  a  symbol  of  penance 
and  continuing  conversion. 
The  Most  Reverend  Michael 
F.  Burbidge  celebrated  Ash 
Wednesday  Mass  at  Sacred 
Heart  Cathedral  in  Raleigh.  In 
his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge 
told  the  faithful,  "Lent  reminds 
us  of  what  we  must  do:  turn 
away  from  sin  and  be  faithful 
to  the  Gospel."  The  Bishop 
said  that,  in  order  to  turn  away 
from  our  sins,  we  must  first 
acknowledge  them  and  then 
"give  them  to  the  Lord  in  the 
Sacrament  of  Penance  so 
that  you  may  celebrate  His 
infinite  mercy  and  receive  His 
amazing  graces." 


Vatican  Announces 
Canonization  and 
Beatification  Details 

►►  It  was  announced 
February  2 1  that  Pope 
Benedict  XVI  will  create 
three  new  saints  this  year, 
including  the  founder  of 
the  Xaverian  Missionar- 
ies, Blessed  Guido  Maria 
Conforti.  The  canonization 
ceremony  will  take  place 
October  23.  The  Vatican 
has  also  issued  a  caution 
to  individuals  planning  to 
attend  the  beatification  of 
Pope  John  Paul  II  on  May 
1 .  It  noted  that  unscrupu- 
lous people  were  offering  to 
sell  tickets  to  the  beatifica- 
tion. In  announcing  the 
schedule  of  events  for  the 
ceremony,  the  Vatican  said 
there  is  no  charge  to  attend.

Death  of  Father  J.  Paul  Byron 


Father  J.  Paul  Byron,  who  served 
in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  for 
64  years,  died  following  a  brief 
illness  in  Pinehurst,  NC,  on 
March  15.  He  was  89.  The  Most  Reverend 
Michael  F.  Burbidge  celebrated  his  Funer- 
al Mass  at  St.  Raphael  Parish  in  Raleigh 
on  March  19. 


Fr.  Byron  began  his  priestly  ministry  in  June  1946,  im- 
mediately following  his  ordination  to  the  Priesthood  in  the 
Diocese  of  Albany.  He  had  been  recruited  to  serve  in  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  by  Bishop  Eugene  J.  McGuinness,  but 
by  the  time  of  his  ordination  Bishop  McGuinness  had  been 


named  Coadjutor  Bishop  of  Oklahoma  City.  So  Father 
Byron  received  his  first  assignment  from  Bishop  Vincent  S. 
Waters,  who  sent  him  to  Whiteville  as  part  of  the  Mission- 
ary Apostolate,  a  ministry  designed  to  bring  the  Catholic 
faith  to  North  Carolinians  in  rural  areas  of  the  state. 

In  1947,  Father  Byron  was  appointed  Assistant  Pastor  of 
Saint  John  the  Evangelist  parish  in  Waynesville,  the  first 
of  12  churches  at  which  he  would  serve  until  his  retire- 
ment in  July  1996,  when  he  was  Pastor  of  Saint  Raphael 
the  Archangel  Parish  in  Raleigh.  For  many  years  following 
his  retirement,  Father  Byron  remained  active  in  priestly 
ministry,  celebrating  weekend  Mass  at  Holy  Family  Parish 
in  Hillsborough,  St.  Matthew  Parish  in  Durham  and  later 
at  Saint  Bernadette  Parish  in  Butner,  where  he  served  as 
Priestly  Minister  from  2000-2009. 

"Even  going  back  to  the  '60s,  he  had  a  special  love  for 
St.  Bernadette  Parish,"  said  Sr.  Carol  Loughney,  IHM, 
Pastoral  Administrator  of  that  parish  since  1999.  "In  his 
retirement,  he  called  our  church  his  'Sunday  place.'"  Sr. 
Carol  called  him  "a  wonderful  priest  and  a  wonderful 
friend." 

Father  Byron  was  instrumental  in  several  major  initia- 
tives and  programs  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  both  during 
the  time  the  Diocese  encompassed  the  entire  state  and 
following  the  creation  of  the  Diocese  of  Charlotte.  In 
1956  he  directed  the  construction  of  St.  Egbert  School 
in  Morehead  City;  in  the  late  1950s,  he  built  and  was  the 
first  Pastor  of  St.  Gabriel  Church  in  Charlotte;  in  1962, 
with  Bishop  Waters'  approval,  he  began  what  is  now  the 
Bishop's  Annual  Appeal;  and  in  the  late  1960s  he  intro- 
duced the  Cursillo  Movement  into  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 
He  was  a  strong  advocate  of  the  creation  of  pastoral  ad- 
ministrators in  the  Diocese  and  of  broadening  the  role  of 
laity  in  the  Church. 

He  was  also  active  in  helping  the  U.S.  Church  to  carry 
out  the  mandates  of  the  Second  Vatican  Council,  serving 
on  the  National  Liturgical  Conference  and  the  Bishops 
Advisory  Board  on  Music.  Liturgical  music  was  a  special 
interest  of  Fr.  Byron's  from  the  time  he  sang  as  a  boy  so- 
prano in  his  Albany  parish.  He  sang  for  years  with  a  choral 
society  in  Chapel  Hill. 

"He  loved  all  the  arts,"  Sr.  Carol  said.  "He  was  widely 
read,  and  often  quoted  poetry." 

Father  Thomas  Davis,  Administrator  of  Good  Shepherd 
Parish  in  Hope  Mills,  who  first  met  Father  Byron  in  1969, 
recalled  his  "deep  love  of  the  liturgy."  Not  only  was  he 
recruited  by  the  second  Bishop  of  Raleigh,  he  also  repre- 
sented the  Diocese  at  the  funeral  of  the  first  Bishop,  Bishop 
Hafey,  who  had  gone  on  to  the  Diocese  of  Scranton  as  its 
Bishop."

Father  Donald  Staib,  Pastor  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene  Par- 
ish in  Apex,  met  Father  Byron  in  1957.  "He  loved  celebra- 
tions," Father  Staib  said.  "Celebrating  Mass  and  celebrating 
life.  He  loved  getting  people  together."  In  his  homily  at 
Father  Byron's  funeral  Mass,  Father  Staib  quoted  Father 
Byron's  homily  at  the  Funeral  of  his  brother  Father  Joe 
Byron,  words  that  described  the  speaker  just  as  accu- 
rately: "It  became  his  life  to  try  to  implement  the  teachings 
of  Vatican  II  that  were  meant  to  renew  and  reform  the 
Church.  His  pastoral  theology  went  beyond  academics  and 
was  rooted  in  compassion,  the  final  virtue  for  the  exer- 
cise of  all  authority  that  comes  from  God;  he  was  deeply 
respectful  of  the  rights  and  place  of  the  people  of  God,  in 
their  baptismal  priesthood  and  in  the  inviolability  of  the 
well  formed  conscience." 

In  an  interview  with  NC  Catholics  in  2009,  Father 


Byron  recalled  telling  his  family  at  the  age  of  seven  that  he 
was  going  to  be  a  priest:  "All  that  I  knew  then  was  that  the 
priest  said  Mass,  and  I  dearly  wanted  to  do  that."  He  said 
he  never  doubted  his  calling  for  one  day.  He  began  as  a 
priest  who  loved  bringing  the  sacraments  and  the  Word  of 
God  to  the  people.  As  he  grew  older,  he  said,  his  ministry 
grew  to  include  involvement  in  peace  and  social  justice. 

Father  Byron  said  that  no  matter  where  his  Priesthood 
took  him,  "I  always  knew  that  God  would  enable  me, 
because  it  was  His  will  that  directed  the  path." 

In  his  concluding  remarks  at  Mass,  Bishop  Burbidge 
said,  "Father  Byron  reflected  a  deep  love  for  Our  Lord 
Jesus  and  was  always  generous  in  his  service  to  God's 
people.  We  honor  him  by  praying  fervently  that  more  men 
will  respond  to  the  call  to  serve  as  priests  in  this  wonderful 
Diocese."

Death  of  Sister  Mary 
Charles  Spalding,  SP 

►►  Sister  Mary  Charles 
Spalding,  SP,  97,  died  on 
March  1  1 ,  in  Mother  Theo- 
dore Hall,  St.  Mary-of-the- 
Woods,  IN.  She  was  born 
in  Washington,  IN  on  Janu- 
ary 7,  1914,  entered  the 
Congregation  of  the  Sisters 
of  Providence  on  December 
24,  1 930,  and  professed 
Final  Vows  August  1 5,  1  938.  She  earned  a  Bachelors 
degree  from  Saint  Mary-of-the-Woods  College  and  a 
Masters  degree  from  Ball  State  University.  In  her  80  years 
as  a  Sister  of  Providence,  Sister  ministered  in  education  for 
58  years  in  Indiana,  Illinois,  Washington  DC  and  Oklahoma, 
and  taught  at  St.  Patrick  School  in  Fayetteville  from  1  938- 
1 943.  Retiring  from  teaching,  she  tutored  for  a  number  of 
years  in  Chicago  and  in  1  995  moved  to  the  Motherhouse 
where  she  gave  volunteer  service  at  Providence  Center. 
Beginning  in  2000,  she  committed  herself  totally  to  the 
ministry  of  prayer.  Until  her  last  days,  she  was  deeply  in- 
terested in  people  and  events  and  when  her  eyesight  failed, 
several  sisters  ministered  to  her  as  readers  so  that  she  could 
stay  current  on  community  and  world  happenings. 

Death  of  Sister  Mary  Thelma  Gutt,  IHM 


Sister  M.  Thelma  Gutt,  IHM,  of  the  Sisters,  Servants  of  the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary 
died  on  Monday,  March  2 1 ,  at  Our  Lady  of  Peace  Residence  in  Scranton. 

Sister  Thelma  was  born  on  February  2,  1  9 1  5  in  Renovo,  PA.  She  entered  the  IHM 
Congregation  in  1  933  and  made  her  final  profession  of  vows  on  August  2,  1  939.  She 
received  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  education  from  Marywood  College  and  served  as  a 
teacher  for  nearly  fifty  years,  including  two  years,  from  1  964  to  1  966,  as  principal  at  St. 
Paul  Catholic  School  in  New  Bern,  NC. 

From  1 994  until  the  time  of  her  death,  Sister  Thelma  was  a  prayer  minister  at  the  Mar- 
ian Convent  and  Our  Lady  of  Peace  Residence  in  Scranton. 


Embracing  Change 
in  the  Liturgy 


For  many  people,  change  does  not  come  easy.  Change 
requires  us  to  stop  doing  things  a  certain  way  in  order 
to  do  something  else.  Many  people  find  comfort  in 
familiar  routines  and  known  ways  of  acting.  Change 
interrupts  those  familiar  routines.  But  change  is  also  an  oppor- 
tunity to  stop  and  reflect  on  what  we  are  doing  and  to  come  to  a 
better  understanding  of  God,  who  does  not  change. 


Why  does  the  Church 
change  the  Liturgy? 

In  its  Liturgy,  the  Church 
always  attempts  to  follow  the 
"norm  of  the  holy  Fathers." 
This  effort  "requires  not  only 
the  preservation  of  what  our 
immediate  forebears  have 
handed  on  to  us,  but  also  an 
understanding  and  a  more 
profound  pondering  of  the 
Church's  entire  past ...  this 
broader  view  allows  us  to  see 
how  the  Holy  Spirit  endows 
the  People  of  God  with  a 
marvelous  fidelity  in  preserv- 
ing the  unalterable  deposit  of 
faith,  even  though  there  is  a 
very  great  variety  of  prayers 


and  rites"  (Genera!  Instruction  of  the 
Roman  Missal,  no.  9). 

The  Liturgy  must,  therefore, 
always  celebrate  and  make 
present  the  Paschal  Sacrifice 
of  Christ — his  saving  Pas- 
sion, death,  Resurrection,  and 
Ascension.  However,  over 
time,  it  may  become  necessary 
to  make  certain  changes,  such 
as  adding  prayers  for  recently 
canonized  saints  and  adding 
texts  that  reflect  the  needs 
that  the  People  of  God  wish 
to  bring  to  God  in  prayer.  The 
third  edition  of  the  Roman 
Missal  makes  such  additions 
and  provides  a  fresh  transla- 
tion of  the  Latin  texts  of  the 


existing  content  of  the  Missal. 

Who  decides  that  the 
Liturgy  should  change? 

Pope  John  Paul  II  approved 
the  promulgation  of  the  third 
edition  of  the  Missale  Roma- 
num,  the  Latin  text,  on  April 
20,  2000.  The  final  Latin 
edition  of  the  revised  text  was 
published  in  March  2002.  The 
Congregation  for  Divine  Wor- 
ship and  the  Discipline  of  the 
Sacraments  was  responsible 
for  preparing  the  text.  The 
Congregation  is  the  Vatican  of- 
fice that  the  Pope  has  charged 
with  overseeing  all  matters 
related  to  the  Liturgy  and  the 


sacraments.  Any  changes  in 
the  words  of  the  sacramental 
formulas — the  essential  words 
in  the  celebration  of  each  of 
the  sacraments  (either  in  Latin 
or  in  vernacular  translations  - 
must  be  approved  by  the  Holy 
Father  personally.  In  addition, 
Church  law  also  gives  to  con- 
ferences of  Bishops  (such  as 
the  United  States  Conference 
of  Catholic  Bishops)  as  well 
as  individual  Bishops  certain 
responsibilities  with  regard  to 
the  Liturgy. 

What  exactly 
is  changing? 

The  structure  of  the  Mass 
(the  order  of  the  elements, 
the  actions  of  the  priest 
celebrant,  and  so  forth)  re- 
mains unchanged  in  the  new 
edition  of  the  Roman  Missal. 
However,  the  translation  of 
the  prayer  texts  will  change 
to  more  closely  reflect  the 
original  Latin  texts.  In  some 
cases,  new  options  for  prayers 
may  be  available,  and  some 
old  options  may  no  longer  be 
present. 

Will  the  changes 
be  noticeable? 

In  the  third  edition  of  the 
Roman  Missal,  almost  every 
prayer  in  the  Mass — those 
spoken  by  the  priest  and  those 
spoken  by  the  people — has 
been  retranslated  from  the 
Latin  to  English.  Some  prayers 
now  recited  by  memory  will 
need  to  be  relearned,  and  the 
familiar  language  of  many 
prayers  recitedby  the  priest 
will  change. 

In  preparing  the  new  trans- 
lation, the  translators  were 
asked  to  make  the  English 
texts  conform  more  closely 
to  the  Latin  originals  and  to 
retain  traditional  theological 
vocabulary  that  communi- 
cates important  concepts  of 
the  faith.  The  language  that 
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the  faithful  will  hear  and  pray 
is  more  formal  and  some- 
what more  complex  than  the 
language  of  ordinary  conversa- 
tion. It  conveys  rich  theo- 
logical concepts  and  retains 
biblical  language  and  images. 

How  can  I 

prepare  for  the  change? 

There  are  many  ways  in 
which  you  can  prepare  for  the 
changes  in  the  Mass: 

■  Make  a  conscious  effort  to 
participate  more  fully  in  the 
Mass  each  Sunday  and  holy 
day. 

■  Take  advantage  of  any 
special  catechetical  sessions 
offered  by  your  parish  or 
Diocese. 

■  Visit  the  Roman  Missal 
Web  site  (www.usccb.org/ 
romanmissal)  to  study  the 
new  texts  and  to  learn  more 
about  the  changes. 

■  Read  the  new  texts  of  the 
people's  parts  at  Mass. 
Begin  to  study  them  so  that 
you  will  be  able  to  pray  them 
well  when  the  new  Roman 
Missal  is  implemented. 

■  Pray  for  a  renewal  of  love 
for  the  Liturgy  in  your  parish 
and  in  the  Church. 


What  difference  will 
these  changes  make  in 
my  parish? 

Some  of  the  differences  will 
be  obvious  immediately.  We 
will  have  to  learn  new  musical 
settings  for  the  various  pans 
of  the  Mass.  We  will  learn  new 
words  for  common  prayers, 
such  as  the  Creed.  Those  of 
us  who  began  saying  the  Mass 
prayers  by  heart  long  ago  will 
need  to  rely  on  printed  texts 
again,  at  least  for  a  while.  In 
the  early  months  of  the  transi- 
tion, we  may  find  it  more 
challenging  to  pray  with  one 
voice  as  people  adjust  to  the 
new  texts  and  gradually  com- 


mit them  to  their  hearts. 

But  these  surface  differ- 
ences will  give  way  to  deeper 
and  more  significant  changes. 
If  we  use  the  time  of  prepa- 
ration well,  we  will  make 
the  changes  with  a  deeper 
understanding  of  the  Liturgy 
and  a  renewed  reverence  for 
and  appreciation  of  the  Mass. 
We  will  hear  the  prayers 
with  new  ears  and  with  new 
hearts.  Our  Liturgy  will  be 
filled  with  new  life  and  new 
spirit  as  we  celebrate  the  Pas- 
chal Mystery  of  Christ  made 
present  for  us. 

Where  can  I  turn  for  help 
in  understanding  these 
changes? 

The  first  stop  for  catechesis 
and  formation  regarding  these 
changes  is  your  parish  and 
diocese.  All  the  faithful  are 
encouraged  to  take  advantage 
of  parish  efforts.  You  can  at- 
tend catechetical  sessions,  read 
articles  in  the  parish  bulletin 
or  newsletter  or  the  Diocesan 
newspaper,  listen  closely  to 
homilies  that  help  explain  the 
changes,  and  come  early  to 
Mass  to  practice  new  musical 
settings  for  the  prayers. 

In  addition,  many  Dio- 
ceses, schools,  universities, 
and  retreat  centers  will  offer 
programs  to  help  people 
understand  and  appreciate  the 
new  translation.  You  can  take 
advantage  of  these  programs 
where  possible. 

The  official  Web  site  for 
the  third  edition  of  the  Roman 
Missal  is  found  at  wwwusccb. 
org/romanmissal.  A  variety  of 
resources  will  be  posted  that 
may  help  you. 

Catholic  publishers  and 
national  organizations  will 
publish  many  resources,  in 
print  and  online,  to  help  you 
negotiate  this  time  of  change. 
Check  out  your  parish  book 
rack  or  your  local  Catholic 


bookstore  to  see  what  is 
available. 

What  if  I  don't  like  the 
new  translation? 

For  most  people,  the 
unfamiliar  is  always  uncom- 
fortable, at  least  at  first.  The 
more  familiar  the  old  is,  the 
more  challenging  it  may  be 
to  accept  and  embrace  the 
new.  It  is  completely  normal 
to  feel  uncomfortable  as  you 
begin  studying  and  reading 
the  new  texts.  Taking  steps  to 
become  more  familiar  with 
the  texts  can  help  a  great  deal. 
At  the  same  time,  be  open  to 
the  possibility  that  you  will 
find  things  to  appreciate  in  the 
rich  language  of  the  new  texts. 
The  more  you  read  them  and 
study  them  and  pray  them, 
the  more  familiar  and  com- 
fortable they  will  become  and 
the  more  you  will  appreciate 
the  theological  depth  they 
convey. 

Taking  the  time  to  leam 
more  about  your  faith,  includ- 
ing the  Mass  and  Scripture, 
can  help  you  appreciate  the 
new  texts  more  fully.  Using 
the  catechetical  opportunities 
made  available  by  your  parish 
and  Diocese  can  help  you 
overcome  concerns  about  the 
changes. 

Finally,  you  can  take  your 
concerns  to  God  in  prayer. 
Pray  for  a  deeper  understand- 
ing of  the  meaning  of  these 
texts  and  for  an  open  heart  to 
grow  in  communion  with  the 
Church. 

What  can  I  do  to  make  the 
process  of  change  a  good 
one  for  my  parish? 

Everyone  has  a  role  to  play 
in  preparing  to  use  the  new 
translations: 


■  Study  the  new  texts  with 
an  open  heart  and  an  open 
mind  so  that  you  will  be 


ready  to  use  them  in  the 
Liturgy. 

■  Take  advantage  of  oppor- 
tunities to  leam  more  about 
the  new  texts  by  attending 
catechetical  programs  and 
reading  articles  about  the 
new  texts. 

•  Offer  to  assist  your  pastor  or 
parish  director  of  religious 
education  in  preparing  par- 
ish catechetical  events. 

■  If  you  are  a  parent,  teach 
your  children  the  new 
prayers  and  help  them  to 
understand  the  changes.  En- 
courage them  to  participate 
in  the  Mass  fully  and  to  leam 
more  about  their  faith. 

■  Be  very  intentional  about 
celebrating  the  Liturgy  each 
Sunday  and  holy  day.  Arrive 
on  time  (or  a  bit  early).  Pray 
and  sing  with  attentiveness. 
Stay  focused  on  the  action 
of  the  Liturgy  rather  than 
letting  your  mind  wander. 
Hold  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Eucharist  in  great  reverence. 
Finally,  give  thanks  to  God  in 
your  heart  for  so  great  a  gift. 

Times  of  change  are  always 
a  challenge.  But  from  this 
challenge  can  come  a  deeper 
appreciation  of  who  we  are  as 
the  Body  of  Christ,  gather- 
ing to  celebrate  the  Paschal 
Mystery  of  the  Lord.

Church  concelebrated.  Father  Michael 
A.  Butler,  Pastor  of  the  parish,  was 
unable  to  be  present  due  to  sickness. 

The  anniversary  celebration  took 
place  five  years  to  the  day  of  the 


dedication  of  the  new 
St.  Gabriel  Church 
building  on  Febru- 
ary 27,  2005.  The 
liturgy  was  held  at 
Rock  Spring  Center, 
an  event  facility  in 
Greenville,  in  order 
to  accommodate  the 
parish  community.  A 
reception  at  the  center  followed  the 
Mass. 

Bishop  Burbidge  extended  gratitude 
to  Father  Butler,  the  former  pastors 
and  all  who  served  the  church  since 
its  establishment  in  1  936.  At  that 
time,  Bishop  William  J.  Hafey  re- 
quested Father  Maurice  Tew,  a  young 
Passionist  priest  from  Boston,  to  build 
a  Catholic  community,  which  he  did 
with  the  help  of  contributions  from 
benefactors  in  the  North.  In  1  956, 
Father  Tew  added  a  Catholic  school 
and  convent.  The  Sisters  of  Christian 
Charity  served  at  the  school  for  the 
next  30  years.  Father  Tew  left  Green- 
ville in  1  964,  and  the  Diocese  staffed 
the  Church  until  1  987,  when  the  Pas- 


sionists  returned  for  another  20  years. 
Today,  it  is  staffed  once  again  by  the 
Diocese. 

"It  is  wonderful  to  see  your  diversity 
and  the  unity  that  is  ours  as  brothers 
and  sisters,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said  in 
his  homily.  "You  are  a  special  gift  to 
me  and  our  Diocese.  I  am  very  proud 
of  all  of  you  and  extend  my  sincere 
congratulations." 

Noting  that  an  anniversary  of  a  par- 
ish is  a  grace-filled  moment  providing 
the  opportunity  to  renew  our  promise 
to  be  faithful  witnesses  and  followers 
of  the  Lord,  Bishop  Burbidge  said, 
"Be  trusting  in  the  promise  of  the 
prophet  of  Isaiah:  The  Lord  our  God 
will  never  forget  us."  He  added,  in 
order  for  us  to  be  trustworthy,  "Our 
actions  must  reflect  our  words  or  we 
will  not  be  taken  seriously." 

In  closing,  Bishop  Burbidge  ex- 
tended his  prayer  that,  "Through  the 
intercession  of  Mary  our  Mother  and 
Saint  Gabriel,  may  the  Lord  continue 
to  shower  His  blessings  upon  you  at 
this  historic  moment  in  the  life  of  your 
parish  and  always."

St.  Patrick  Parish 
Breaks  Ground  for 
New  Church  Building 


On  Sunday,  March  6, 
the  oldest  Catholic  parish 
in  North  Carolina  broke 
ground  for  construction  of  a 
new  church  building,  which 
will  accommodate  1 , 1 00 
people  in  the  worship 
space.  The  new  structure, 
with  a  total  cost  of  $8.6 


million,  is  scheduled  for 
dedication  in  1  8  months. 

The  groundbreaking  was 
held  following  1  1 :30  a.m. 
Mass,  celebrated  by  the 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge.  Concelebrants 
were  Msgr.  Michael  Shu- 
grue, Pastor  of  St.  Patrick, 
and  two  former  Pastors, 
Msgr.  David  D.  Brock- 
man,  Vicar  General  of  the 
Diocese,  and  Fr.  Jack  Kelly. 


Fr.  Michael  Cassabon, 
Parochial  Vicar,  also  con- 
celebrated.  The  Gospel  was 
proclaimed  by  Rev.  Deacon 
Vince  Mescall. 

In  his  homily,  Bishop 
Burbidge  spoke  of  the 
importance  of  having  a 
strong  foundation  in  the 
construction  of  a  building. 
He  noted  in  the  Readings  of 
the  day,  that  Moses  and  Je- 
sus taught  us  that  our  lives 
must  be  built  solidly  on  the 
"statutes  and  commands" 
given  to  us  by  God. 

Bishop  Burbidge  encour- 
aged the  faithful  to  use 
the  coming  Lenten  season 
as  a  time  to  inventory  our 
lives  and  work  to  overcome 
obstacles  that  may  be 
hindering  us  in  our  rela- 
tionship to  God.  "If  Jesus 
is  truly  our  foundation," 
the  Bishop  said,  "then  we 
will  allow  more  time  each 


day  for  quiet,  solitude  and 
prayer.  If  Jesus  is  truly  our 
foundation,  we  will  fast  from 
material  things  we  do  not 
need. ..and  reach  out  in  love 
to  those  who  require  our 
assistance  and  are  so  often 
forgotten." 

A  heavy  downpour 
occurred  during  Mass 
but  let  up  in  time  for  the 
groundbreaking,  with  some 
400  people  attending, 
many  with  shovels.  Bishop 
Burbidge  turned  over  the 
first  shovel  of  dirt,  followed 
by  Msgr.  Shugrue,  Father 
Kelly,  Msgr.  Brockman  and 
Fr.  John  Durbin,  Pastor  of 
St.  Thomas  More  Church 
in  Chapel  Hill  and  former 
Pastor  of  St.  Patrick.  Par- 
ish leadership  and  those 
involved  in  the  capital 
campaign  for  the  building 
project  also  participated  in 
the  ceremony. 
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Our  Lady  of  Lourdes 
Hosts  Annual  Deacon 
Convocation 


The  annual  Diocesan 
Deacon  Convocation  was 
held  Saturday,  February 
26,  with  approximately  100 
Deacons  and  wives  attend- 
ing. The  gathering,  which  was 
held  at  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes 
Catholic  Church  in  Raleigh, 
began  with  prayer.  The  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Bur- 
bidge  spoke  to  the  gathering 


about  the  importance  of  their 
ordained  ministry  and  their 
service  to  the  people  they 
serve  and  to  the  Diocese. 

Bishop  Burbidge  thanked 
them  for  their  great  rever- 
ence and  witness  to  the 
Gospel.  He  explained  that, 
because  of  the  needs  of  the 
Diocese,  their  ministerial 
assignments  can  sometimes 
take  them  to  places  other 
than  their  home  parish.  The 
Bishop  discussed  several 
topic  issues,  such  as  the 


Choose  Life  license  plate 
bill  that  was  introduced  in 
the  North  Carolina  Senate 
February  2  1  and  the  recent 
immigration  study  days 
that  were  conducted  in  the 
Diocese.  Bishop  Burbidge's 
remarks  were  followed  by 
an  informal  question  and 
answer  session. 

The  Convocation  ended 
with  the  celebration  of  Mass 
with  Bishop  Burbidge  pre- 
siding. Concelebrating  were 
Msgr.  David  D.  Brockman, 


Parish  Leaders  Discuss 
Justice  for  Immigrants 
Initiative 


►►  As  part  of  an  ongoing  effort  by 
the  Diocese  to  educate  Catholics  on 
Catholic  Social  Teaching  on  Migration, 
a  leadership  study  day  on  Justice  for 
Immigrants  was  held  on  February  24  at 
Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Church  in  Raleigh. 
Approximately  1 00  pastoral  administra- 
tors, deacons,  parish  staff  and  parish 
leaders,  as  well  as  the  Most  Reverend 
Michael  F.  Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh, 
attended  the  gathering.  Bishop  Bur- 
bidge welcomed  the  attendees  and  led 
the  Opening  Prayer. 

Addressing  the  theme,  "Renewing 
Hope,  Seeking  Justice,"  were  keynote 
speakers  Sister  Rose  Marie  Tresp, 
RSM,  and  Mr.  Antonio  Cube. 

Sister  Tresp  is  Director  of  Justice 
for  the  1  7-state  South  Central  Com- 
munity of  the  Sisters  of  Mercy  of  the 
Americas.  She  is  stationed  in  Belmont, 
NC,  and  has  worked  most  recently  in 
Laredo,  Texas,  with  immigrants  and 
border  issues.  In  a  talk  titled  "Immi- 
gration: Why  Is  the  Catholic  Church 
Involved?",  she  spoke  about  separating 
myths  about  immigrants  from  facts, 
rebutting,  for  example,  the  perception 
that  immigrant  groups  have  a  higher- 
than-average  crime  rate.  Mr.  Cube, 
National  Field  Manager  for  the  Justice 
for  Immigrants  office  of  the  United 
States  Conference  of  Catholic  Bishops 
(USCCB),  spoke  on  "Parish  Possi- 
bilities and  Resources,"  providing  the 
attendees  with  ideas  and  strategies  for 


educating  people  locally  on  what  can 
be  an  extremely  polarizing  issue. 

Following  the  keynote  presentations, 
those  in  attendance  discussed  in  small 
"Table  Talk"  groups  the  challenges 
facing  them  in  their  various  settings 
and  ministries.  They  considered  three 
questions: 


1 .  As  Catholic  Christians  we  are 
called  to  "Welcome  the  Stranger" 
in  our  midst.  What  are  the  chal- 
lenges with  regard  to  immigrants 
and  immigration  that  face  your 
parishes? 

2.  Which  of  these  challenges  is  your 
parish  ready  to  take  on  immedi- 
ately because  you  already  have 
the  resources? 

3.  What  resources  might  you  still 
need  to  meet  the  challenges 
head-on? 


"This  was  one  of  the  most  important 
parts  of  the  day  for  the  people  who 
came,"  said  Sr.  Joan  Jurski,  OSF,  Di- 
rector of  the  Diocesan  Office  of  Peace 
and  Justice  and  a  member  of  the  Dioc- 
esan Justice  for  Immigrants  Committee, 
which  organized  the  event.  "Afterwards 
they  mentioned  repeatedly  the  value  of 
recognizing  that  others  face  the  same 
challenges  and  of  sharing  solutions." 

The  day  culminated  in  a  large  group 
discussion  by  all  in  attendance. 

"The  motto  of  the  National  Justice  for 
Immigrants  initiative,  'We  are  one  family 
of  God,'  was  so  evident  in  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  at  the  Immigration  Study 
Day,"  Sr.  Jurski  said.  "I  found  the  enthu-

siasm  and  the  serious  dialog  among  the 
participants  regarding  immigrants  in  our 
Diocese  very  encouraging.  Hopefully, 
we  can  continue  with  similar  deanery 
and  parish  sessions  throughout  the 
Diocese. 

"We  were  blessed  in  many  ways: 
Bishop  Burbidge's  presence  and  prayer, 
the  informative  speaker  presentations 
and  most  especially  the  participants' 
eagerness  to  share  and  leam  from  one 
another.  Our  Diocesan  Justice  for  Im- 
migrants Committee  is  grateful  for  the 
success  of  the  day." 

The  study  day  was  part  of  an  ongo- 
ing series  of  educational  efforts  in  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  on  the  issue  of 
Justice  for  Immigrants,  pursuant  to  the 
Diocesan  Pastoral  Plan  promulgated  by 
Bishop  Burbidge  last  year.  As  another 
part  of  this  effort,  the  Diocese  con- 
ducted a  Priest  study  day,  Thursday, 
February  1 0,  on  the  subject  of  immigra- 
tion and  the  need  for  comprehensive 
immigration  reform  in  the  United  States. 
The  sessions  were  conducted  by  the 
Most  Reverend  Nicholas  DiMarzio, 
Bishop  of  Brooklyn,  and  Mr.  Kevin 
Appleby,  Director  of  the  USCCB  Office 
of  Migration  Policy  and  Public  Affairs. 


God  never  overpowers,  never 
twists  arms,  never  pushes 
your  face  into  something  so 
as  to  take  away  your  free- 
dom. God  respects  our  freedom  and  is 
never  a  coercive  force. 

And  nowhere  is  this  more  true  than  in  what  is  revealed 
in  the  resurrection  of  Jesus.  The  Gospels  assure  us  that, 
like  His  birth,  the  resurrection  was  physical,  real,  not 
just  some  alteration  inside  the  consciousness  of  believers. 
After  the  resurrection,  we  are  assured,  Jesus'  tomb  was 
empty,  people  could  touch  Him,  He  ate  food  with  them, 
He  was  not  a  ghost. 

But  His  rising  from  the  dead  was  not  a  brute  slap  in 
the  face  to  His  critics,  a  non-negotiable  fact  that  left 
skeptics  with  nothing  to  say.  The  resurrection  didn't 
make  a  big  splash.  It  was  not  some  spectacular  event  that 
exploded  into  the  world  as  the  highlight  on  the  evening 
news.  It  had  the  same  dynamics  as  the  incarnation  itself: 
After  He  rose  from  the  dead,  Jesus  was  seen  by  some,  but 
not  by  others;  understood  by  some,  but  not  by  others. 
Some  got  His  meaning  and  it  changed  their  lives,  others 
were  indifferent  to  Him,  and  still  others  understood  what 
had  happened,  hardened  their  hearts  against  it,  and  tried 
to  destroy  its  truth. 

Notice  how  this  parallels,  almost  perfectly,  what  hap- 
pened at  the  birth  of  Jesus:  The  baby  was  real,  not  a 
ghost,  but  he  was  seen  by  some,  but  not  by  others  and 
the  event  was  understood  by  some  but  not  by  others. 
Some  got  its  meaning  and  it  changed  their  lives,  others 
were  indifferent  and  their  lives  went  on  as  before,  while 
still  others  (like  Herod)  sensed  its  meaning  but  hardened 
their  hearts  against  it  and  tried  to  destroy  the  child. 

Why  the  difference?  What  makes  some  see  the  resur- 
rection while  others  do  not?  What  lets  some  understand 
the  mystery  and  embrace  it,  while  others  are  left  in  indif- 
ference or  hatred? 

Hugo  of  St.  Victor  used  to  say:  Love  is  the  eye!  When 
we  look  at  anything  through  the  eyes  of  love,  we  see  cor- 
rectly understand,  and  properly  appropriate  its  mys- 
tery. The  reverse  is  also  true.  When  we  look  at  anything 
through  eyes  that  are  jaded,  cynical,  jealous,  or  bitter,  we 
will  not  see  correctly  will  not  understand,  and  will  not 
properly  appropriate  its  mystery 

We  see  this  in  how  the  Gospel  of  John  describes  the 
events  of  Easter  Sunday.  Jesus  has  risen,  but,  first  of  all, 
only  the  person  who  is  driven  by  love,  Mary  Magdala,

goes  out  in  search  of  Him.  The  others  remain 
as  they  are,  locked  inside  their  own  worlds.  But 
love  seeks  out  its  beloved  and  Mary  Magdala 
goes  out,  spices  in  hand,  wanting  at  least  to  em- 
balm His  dead  body.  She  finds  His  grave  empty 
and  runs  back  to  Peter  and  the  beloved  disciple 
and  tells  them  the  tomb  is  empty.  The  two  race 
off  together,  towards  the  tomb,  but  the  disciple 
whom  Jesus  loved  outruns  Peter  and  gets  to  the 
tomb  first.  He  doesn't  enter,  though;  he  waits  for 
Peter  (authority)  to  go  in  first. 

Peter  enters  the  empty  tomb,  sees  the  linens 
that  had  covered  the  body  of  Jesus,  but  does  not 
understand.  Then  the  beloved  disciple,  love, 
enters.  He  sees  and  he  does  understand.  Love 
grasps  the  mystery.  Love  is  the  eye.  It  is  what 
lets  us  see  and  understand  the  resurrection. 

That  is  why,  after  the  resurrection,  some  saw 
Jesus  but  others  did  not.  Some  understood  the 
resurrection  while  others  did  not.  Those  with  the 
eyes  of  love  saw  and  understood.  Those  without 
the  eyes  of  love  either  didn't  see  anything  or  were 
perplexed  or  upset  by  what  they  did  see. 

There  are  lots  of  ways  to  be  blind.  I  remember 
an  Easter  Sunday  some  years  ago  when  1  was  a 
young  graduate  student  in  San  Francisco.  Easter 
Sunday  was  late  that  year  and  it  was  a  spectacu- 
larly beautiful  spring  day.  But  on  that  particular 
day  I  was  mostly  blind  to  what  was  around  me. 
1  was  young,  homesick,  alone  on  Easter  Sunday, 
and  nursing  a  huge  heartache.  That  colored 
everything  I  was  seeing  and  feeling.  It  was  Easter 
Sunday,  in  spring,  in  high  sunshine,  but,  for 
what  I  was  seeing,  it  might  as  well  have  been 
midnight,  on  Good  Friday,  in  the  dead  of  winter. 

Lonely  and  nursing  a  heartache,  I  took  a 
walk  to  calm  my  restlessness.  At  the  entrance 
of  a  park,  I  saw  a  blind  beggar  holding  a  sign 
that  read:  "Its  spring  and  I'm  blind!"  The  irony 
wasn't  lost  on  me.  I  was  blind  that  day,  more 
blind  than  that  beggar,  seeing  neither  spring  nor 
the  resurrection.  What  I  was  seeing  were  only 
those  things  that  reflected  what  was  going  on 
inside  my  own  heart. 

Christ  is  risen,  though  we  might  not  see  Him! 
We  don't  always  notice  spring.  The  miraculous 
doesn't  force  itself  on  us.  It's  there,  there  to 
be  seen,  but  whether  we  see  or  not,  and  what 
precisely  we  do  see,  depends  mainly  upon  what's 
going  on  inside  our  own  hearts.

For  those  who  are  entering  the  Church  on  Easter, 
and  for  all  other  Catholics  as  well,  the  period  fol- 
lowing Easter  is  supposed  to  be  a  time  of  ongoing 
conversion.  Traditionally  known  as  the  mystagogia, 
this  is  a  time  when  we  deepen  and  renew  our  un- 
derstanding of  our  Catholic  faith. 


Preparing  for  this  month's 
cover  feature,  I  spoke  to  the 
members  of  the  Young  Adult 
Mission  team  as  they  were 
packing  for  their  trip  to  Hon- 
duras. Hearing  about  past  trips 
from  the  veterans,  and  learning 
about  the  hopes  and  goals  of 
the  first-timers,  I  couldn't  help 
but  see  how  their  time  in  San 
Juan  Pueblo  would  be  -  again 
this  year  -  a  kind  of  mystagogia 
for  each  volunteer.  When  they 
returned,  the  leaders  from  past 


trips  assured  me,  every  missioner  would  be  changed;  each  one 
would  have  a  new  understanding  of  the  mystery  of  his  or  her 
participation  in  the  Body  of  Christ. 

Harriet  Johnson,  the  leader  of  this  year's  mission,  posted  on 
the  group's  blog  the  day  they  left  Honduras  for  home:  "Today 
we  go  back  to  our  homes.  We  take  with  us  the  gifts  we  received 
from  this  community  and  country.  The  love  of  the  people,  the 
ease  with  which  we  are  able  to  walk  into  the  lives  of  strangers 
and  the  new  perspective  on  how  we  live  our  lives  will  be  with 
us  for  a  long  time." 

"The  new  perspective  of  how  we  live  our  lives"  can  come 
from  a  missionary  experience,  or  a  person.  A  week  before  this 
issue  went  to  the  printer,  our  Diocese  lost  Father  J.  Paul  Byron, 
a  wonderful  priest  for  almost  65  years.  At  his  Vigil  and  fu- 
neral Mass,  we  heard  about  his  dedication  to  Priesthood  and 
his  important  initiatives  in  the  Diocese  and  the  wider  Church. 
What  came  through  especially  strongly  though,  was  the  joy 
and  wholeheartedness  with  which  he  embraced  his  life  and  his 
vocation.  His  admirable  confidence  in  God's  love  and  guidance 
freed  him  to  be  all  he  could  be  for  the  Lord.  That  trust  that  Fa- 
ther Byron  exemplified  taught  us  all  something  important  about 
how  we  could  live  our  lives.

J  Altisimo,  Jesucristo, 
verdadero  . .  .y. . . 

in  Atanasio 


The  Catholic  Church  has  often  been  referred 
to  as  the  Church  of  the  "Great  both. .  .and. . ." 
Understanding  the  meaning  of  this  title  is  crucial  to 
understanding  the  Church's  teaching  on  innumer- 
able issues,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  person  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Simply  put,  this  principle  maintains 
that  the  human  person  is  called  to  reject  all  that 
is  false  and  affirm  all  that  is  true  -  even  when  the 
two  choices  seem  to  be  mutually  exclusive. 

Is  Jesus  created  by  God?  Or  is  he  God? 

St.  Athanasius  faced  one  of  the  greatest  chal- 
lenges to  this  principle  and  paid  for  his  defense 
of  it  in  the  form  of  multiple  banishments.  Arius,  a 
presbyter  from  Alexandria  in  Egypt,  and  his  follow- 
ers had  declared  that  Christ  was  not  of  the  same 
"substance"  of  God  the  Father.  Instead,  Jesus  Christ  was  the  highest 
creature  created  by  God,  not  God  himself. 

Fully  human  and  fully  divine  - 
the  origin  of  the  Nicene  Creed 

At  the  First  Council  of  Nicaea  (325),  Athanasius  argued  ve- 
hemently against  this  denial  of  Christ's  divinity.  Jesus  Christ  was/is 
both  fully  human  and  fully  divine.  To  deny  either  pole  of  this  dialectic 
was  to  lose  the  fullness  of  truth  about  Jesus  Christ.  He  continued  his 
defense  of  the  Incarnation  in  and  out  of  exile. 

Ultimately,  he  was  found  to  be  innocent  of  all  the  false  accusa- 
tions that  his  enemies  had  leveled  against  him  and  used  to  justify 
his  banishment.  This  Doctor  of  Orthodoxy  died  peacefully  in  his 
own  bed. 

What  does  this  mean  for  you? 

The  "Great  Both. .  .And. . ."  that  St.  Athanasius  spent  his  life 
fighting  for  continues  to  be  a  principle  that  invites  each  Catholic  to 
live  in  and  embrace  the  tension  inherent  in  the  Church's  understand- 
ing of  the  truth.  Pope  Benedict  XVI  identified  a  number  of  these 
dialectic  poles  in  his  recent  encyclical,  Cartas  in  Vertate. 

For  example,  the  title  itself  points  to  the  reality  that  both  charity  and 
truth  must  be  held  together  and  affirmed  in  order  for  the  fullness  of 
truth  to  be  discovered.  Other  examples  include  the  need  to  hold  to- 
gether both  justice  and  mercy,  both  rights  and  duties,  both  technical 
progress  and  ethical  interaction  of  consciences,  both  transcendence 
and  immanence,  both  social  ethics  and  life  ethics,  both  science  and 
religion,  both  matter  and  spirt,  both  intelligence  and  love,  and  both 
"how"  and  "why." 

St.  Athanasius'  life  witnesses  to  the  arduous  nature  of  this  chal- 
lenge. However,  his  faithfulness  to  this  principle  prevented  the 
Church  from  reducing  reality  to  only  one  aspect  of  the  truth  at  the 
expense  of  the  fullness  of  the  Truth,  who  is  Jesus  Christ,  an  "indivis- 
ible" person,  both  human  and  divine.

en  lo  que  concieme  a  la  persona  de  Jesucristo. 
En  pocas  palabras,  este  principio  sostiene  que  la 
persona  debe  rechazar  todo  lo  falso  y  afirmar  todo 
lo  verdadero;  aun  en  los  casos  en  que  las  dos 
selecciones  parezcan  ser  mutuamente  exclusivas. 

►►  San  Atanasio  enfrento  uno  de  los  mayores 
desafios  a  este  principio  y  pago,  por  defenderlo, 
con  multiples  exilios.  Arrio,  un  presbitero  de  Ale- 
jandria,  Egipto,  y  sus  seguidores  habian  procla- 
mado  que  Cristo  no  era  de  la  misma  «sustancia» 
de  Dios  Padre.  En  su  lugar,  Jesucristo  era  la  criatura  mas  excelsa 
creada  por  Dios,  no  Dios  mismo. 

►►En  el  primer  Concilio  de  Nicea  (325  A.D.),  Atanasio  impugno 
vehementemente  esta  negation  de  la  divinidad  de  Cristo.  Jesucristo 
era  y  es  ambas  cosas;  completamente  humano  y  completamente 
divino.  Negar  uno  u  otro  extremo  de  esta  dialectica  era  perder  la 
plenitud  de  la  verdad  acerca  de  Jesucristo.  El  continuo  su  defensa 
de  la  Encamacion  dentro  y  fuera  del  destierro. 

Finalmente,  se  le  hallo  inocente  de  todas  las  calumnias  que  sus 
enemigos  habian  esgrimido  difundido  contra  el  para  justificar  su 
destierro.  Este  Doctor  de  la  Iglesia  murio  serenamente  en  su  propio 
lecho. 

►►  El  «Altisimo,  Jesucristo,  verdadero  ...  y ...»  por  el  cual  Atanasio 
lucho  toda  su  vida  sigue  siendo  un  principio  que  exhorta  a  todo 
catolico  a  vivir  en,  y  abrazar  la  tension  inherente  en  la  interpre- 
tation de  la  iglesia  de  esta  verdad.  El  Papa  Benedicto  XVI  serialo 
un  numero  de  estos  extremos  dialecticos  en  su  reciente  enciclica 
Caritas  in  Veritate. 

Por  ejemplo,  el  titulo  mismo  seriala  la  realidad  que  tanto,  la  caridad 
como  la  verdad,  deben  sostenerse  y  apoyarse  juntas  para  que  se 
revele  la  plenitud  de  la  verdad.  Otros  ejemplos  incluyen  la  necesidad 
de  sostener  tanto  la  justicia  como  la  misericordia,  tanto  los  derechos 
como  los  deberes,  tanto  el  progreso  tecnico  como  la  interaction 
etica  de  las  consciencias,  tanto  la  transcendencia  tanto  la  inma- 
nencia,  tanto  la  etica  social  como  la  etica  de  la  vida,  fanfo  la  ciencia 
como  la  religion,  tanto  la  materia  como  el  espirtu,  tanto  la  inteligencia 
como  el  amor,  y  tanto  el  «como»  como  el  «por  que». 

La  vida  de  San  Atanasio  da  testimonio  de  la  naturaleza  ardua  de 
este  desafio.  Sin  embargo,  su  fidelidad  a  este  principio  evito  que  la 
iglesia  limitara  la  realidad  a  solo  un  aspecto  de  la  verdad  a  expensas 
de  la  plenitud  de  la  Verdad,  que  Jesucristo  es  una  persona  "indivis- 
ible", tanto  humana  como  divina.

Anticipating  the  Feast  "Los  Amo  Hasta 
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As  we  point  ourselves  toward  the  celebra- 
tion of  Easter,  we  reflect  on  the  most  sol- 
emn of  the  Church's  liturgical  celebrations, 
the  commemoration  of  the  passion  death 
and  resurrection  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 


As  a  student  in  Rome 
I  relished  the  liturgi- 
cal celebrations  that 
prepared  us  for  this 
solemn  season.  They 
were  held  at  desig- 
nated churches  called 
Stational  Churches  in 
ancient  parts  of  Rome. 
A  Stational  Church 
was  the  place  to  go  for 
prayer  and  confession  to 
prepare  for  the  Feast  of 
the  Resurrection. 
The  Holy  Father  began  Lent  by  attending  Vespers  at  the 
Abbey  of  Saint  Anselmo,  the  motherhouse  of  the  Benedic- 
tine monks,  the  residence  of  the  Orders  Abbot  Primate  and 
of  young  monks  who  were  studying  in  Rome.  After  Vespers 
the  monks  would  escort  the  Holy  Father  to  the  neighboring 
Church  of  Santa  Sabina,  the  first  Stational  Church. 

In  the  ensuing  days  and  weeks  people  would  go  to  a 
different  Stational  Church  each  day  to  pray  and  spiritually 
prepare  for  the  great  Feast  of  the  Resurrection.  Each  after- 
noon we  seminarians  would  do  likewise,  heading  out  in  the 
afternoon  for  whichever  church  was  designated  for  prayer 
that  day. 

As  a  child  in  Raleigh,  I  lived  across  the  street  from  St. 
Monica  Church  and  School.  The  Sisters  Servants  of  the 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary  from  Scranton,  PA,  would  enlist 
the  children  who  lived  nearby  to  help  prepare  the  church 
for  the  celebration  of  the  Easter  Liturgy.  My  mother  grew 
various  kinds  of  flowers,  and  the  first  cuttings  would  always 
be  given  to  the  Sisters. 

It  seems  that,  wherever  I  have  lived,  from  childhood 
through  the  seminary  and  during  more  than  fifty  years  of 
priestly  ministry,  the  days  leading  up  to  Easter,  while  they 
call  us  to  prayer,  fasting  and  almsgiving,  have  also  been  a 
time  of  increasingly  joyous  anticipation.  A  time  to  look  for- 
ward to  the  day  when  flowers  and  candlelight  and  church 
bells  and,  most  importantly,  the  joyous  celebration  of  the 
Eucharist  proclaim  with  us  all  the  central  fact  of  our  faith: 
"He  is  Risen!"

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It's  three  days  until  Ash  Wednesday,  but 
there's  an  Easter  anticipation  in  the  air  at 
St.  Luke  the  Evangelist  Church  in  Raleigh. 
Twenty  men  and  women,  young  adults  and 
experienced  leaders,  along  with  their  friends 
and  families,  are  packing  supplies  for  the  an- 
nual Young  Adult  Mission  Trip  to  San  Juan 
Pueblo,  Honduras.  The  parish  hall  is  littered 
with  plastic  tubs  containing  shoes,  eyeglass- 
es, medicine  and  medical  supplies,  tooth- 
brushes -  a  myriad  of  gifts  that  will  improve 
life  for  the  poor  with  whom  the  missioners 
will  be  reunited  in  a  few  days.  ►► 
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The  missioners 
include  medical 
doctors,  a  nurse, 
a  dental  student, 
software  engineers,  teachers 
-  all  people  who  felt  called 
to  make  this  trip.  They  began 
raising  funds  and  collecting 
supplies  and  donations  in 
September  2010.  Throughout 
their  week  in  Honduras,  they 
will  conduct  medical  clinics, 
ESL  classes  and  construction 
projects  at  the  parish  of  Fr. 
Marcos  Ayala  and  the  sur- 
rounding small  communities 
he  serves. 

The  trip  was  founded  and  led  for  ten 
years  by  Dr.  Lori  Schweickert,  who  is 
helping  this  years  missioners  to  pack.  The 
leader  of  this  most  recent  delegation  is 
Harriet  Johnson,  who  has  participated  in 
five  of  the  ten  previous  trips. 

Harriet  explains  that  the  trip  has  both 
a  practical  and  a  spiritual  aspect,  but  the 
two  are  never  really  separate,  and  not  even 
close  to  being  equal. 

"One  of  the  things  we  do,  for  example, 
is  trying  to  fit  people  with  donated 
reading  glasses,"  she  said.  "When  you're 
helping  people  to  see,  you  can't  help  but 
realize  that  in  a  way  you're  representing 
Jesus.  Whatever  you  wind  up  doing,  you 
just  feel  God  there,  you  know  that  you 
and  everyone  you  serve  and  work  with 
are  His  family" 

Among  the  practical  tasks  this  year: 
•  Building  grain  silos,  so  that  Padre  Marcos 


can  store  grain  and  give  it  to  his  parishio- 
ners or  sell  it  at  a  fair  price  in  an  unstable 
economy  that  always  penalizes  the  poor. 

•  Distributing  shoes,  eyeglasses,  as  well  as 
toothbrushes  and  other  personal  hygiene 
items. 

•  As  always,  tending  to  the  medical  and 
dental  needs  of  hundreds  of  villagers  in 
need. 

•  Teaching  English  and  computer  skills. 

•  "Whatever  Padre  needs." 

The  last  category  may  involve  construc- 
tion, painting,  electrical  repair,  or  even 
visiting  the  houses  of  Padre's  parishioners 
to  solve  problems.  In  2010,  missioners 
installed  solar  panels  to  bring  electricity  to 
a  small  church  on  a  nearby  mountain. 

"Unless  you  are  a  doctor  or  a  nurse, 
there's  really  a  fair  amount  of  mystery  until 
you  get  there  about  just  what  you'll  be 
doing,"  Harriet  said.  'We  actually  send  a 
couple  of  members  ahead  in  case  there's 
something  we  didn't  anticipate  that  we 
need  to  bring  supplies  for." 

Harriet  said  that  one  of  the  most  inspir- 
ing things  about  the  trip  is  seeing  the  way 
the  missioners  themselves  are  changed. 
"People  come  for  all  kinds  of  different 
reasons,"  she  said.  'But  they  get  the  same 
kind  of  fulfillment  from  it.  And  they'll  all 
tell  you  it's  hundreds  of  times  more  than 
what  they  gave." 

Jessica  Smith,  a  teacher,  wrote  about 
her  2010  experience:  "Our  team 
members  all  came  from  different  points 
in  our  lives,  levels  of  faith,  and  various 
directions.  But,  our  common  thread 
was  serving  Him.  We  were  all  "called  to 
mission."  We  all  rose  and  shined  the  light 
of  Jesus' love...  It  is  only  by  giving  that 
we  gain  what  truly  matters  -  love.  Love 
is  ultimate,  unconditional,  universal,  and 
non-verbal.  God  is  love!" 

Not  every  person  on  the  trip  is  Catho- 
lic, Harriet  said.  This  year  there  are  three 


non-Catholics.  "But  I  know,  because  IVe 
seen  it  happen,  that  by  the  end  of  the  trip 
they  will  have  a  new  respect  for  our  faith," 
she  said.  "We  make  a  good  example.  There 
was  a  guy  on  an  earlier  trip  who  began 
with  very  little  interest  in  religion,  and  the 
way  we  changed  him,  and  the  way  we 
made  him  think  about  God  was  amazing. 
I  wouldn't  be  surprised  if  he  joined  the 
Church  at  some  point." 

Every  mission  trip  takes  a  spiritual 
director  -  this  year  Deacon  Mike  Walsh  - 
and  prayer  and  Eucharist  are  a  part  of  each 
day.  Staying  close  to  God  is  what  gives 
deeper  meaning  to  the  services  the  team 
members  perform,  and  opens  them  to 
recognize  Jesus  in  the  Honduran  people 

On  the  current  trip,  missioners  posted 
on  a  blog  to  keep  friends  at  home  current 
with  their  work.  Dennis  Moya,  who  is 
bilingual  and  often  acts  as  a  translator  for 
the  group,  wrote: 

"Imagine  yourself  in  a  line  with  dozens, 
if  not  hundreds,  of  people.  Outside  in  the 
sun,  then  later  in  the  heat  of  a  crowded 
room.  Imagine  standing  in  these  lines  for 
over  six  hours  just  to  get  the  most  basic  of 
medical  care.  How  do  you  think  you,  and 
those  around  you,  would  behave  and  react 
throughout  the  day? 

"That  is  what  the  poor  people  of  San 
Juan  Pueblo  endure  to  see  our  medical 
team.  And  they  struggle  with  their  pov- 
erty on  a  daily  basis  for  so  many  things 
others  (and  I)  take  for  granted.  They  are 
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Two  NC  Parishes 

Reaching  Out  to  Honduras 


►►  Many  parishes 
in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  support  and 
send  missions  to 
poor  parishes  in  other 
countries.  Having  a 
"sister  parish"  is  often 
called  "twinning." 
The  American  par- 
ish helps  the  poorer 
parish  financially,  and 
the  poorer  parish 
provides  missionary 
opportunities  for  laity 
from  the  American 
parish.  Both  parishes 
pray  for  each  other. 
At  least  two  parishes 
in  the  Diocese  have 
"twins"  in  Honduras. 

St.  Mary  Parish  in 
Wilmington  has  a  ru- 
ral sister  parish  in  the 
mountains  of  Hondu- 
ras in  the  Departmen- 
to  Francisco  Morazan 
(FM).  St.  Mary  Pastor 
Fr.  Bob  Kus  explains 
that  "unlike  American 
parishes  that  have 
one  church  and  one 
location,  parishes 
in  Honduras  have 
many  churches;  they 
are  more  like  mini- 
Dioceses.  Our  sister 
parish  is  called  San 
Francisco  de  Asis  and 
is  in  the  Archdiocese 
of  Tegucigalpa,  capital 
city  of  Honduras.  The 
seat  of  the  parish  is  in 
Reitoca,  FM. 

"All  of  the  roads 
of  the  parish  are 
treacherous  mountain 
roads,  and  it  can  take 
up  to  four  hours  by 
truck  to  get  from  the 
main  church  to  one  of 


the  outlying  churches. 
Some  churches  are 
accessible  only  by 
horse  or  burro.  When 
the  people  learn  that 
the  priest  will  be  at 
their  little  church,  they 
often  walk  for  hours 
on  the  wild  mountain 
trails  to  get  there.  In 
between  visits,  the 
little  churches  are 
cared  for  by  lay  lead- 
ers called  'Delegados 
de  la  Palabra.' 

"Sister  parishes 
pray  for  each  other 
and  keep  in  com- 
munication. St.  Mary 
Parish  takes  up  a 
second  collection 
twice  a  year  for  the 
sister  parish,  and  it 
sends  lay  missionar- 
ies from  St.  Mary's 
for  immersion  experi- 
ences. The  purpose 
of  'immersion  mission 
trips'  is  to  provide 
Americans  a  glimpse 
into  the  lives  of  the 
people.  When  they 
return,  they  set  on  fire 
the  missionary  zeal 
in  the  hearts  of  their 
fellow  parishioners. 
'Working  mission 
trips,'  on  the  other 
hand,  are  designed 
to  help  with  spe- 
cific projects  such  as 
building  churches  or 
homes,  digging  wells, 
etc. 

"Currently  St.  Mary 
Parish,  under  the 
direction  of  parishio- 
ner Dr.  John  Cromer 
of  St.  Mary  Parish,  is 
working  to  establish 


a  health  care  system 
for  the  sister  parish. 
We  have  money  for 
a  full-time  Honduran 
physician  and  a  nurse 
who  will  be  the  direc- 
tor. Lay  people  from 
the  various  towns  will 
be  trained  to  provide 
basic  care.  Every 
few  months  they 
will  come  together 
in  a  central  location 
for  more  and  more 
education  so  that  they 
will  be  more  useful 
to  their  communities. 
Eventually  they  will  be 
able  to  do  basic  diag- 
noses and  treatment, 
vaccinations,  and  the 
like.  This  model  has 
worked  very  well  in 
other  areas  of  Central 
American  nations." 

St.  Michael  the 
Archangel  Parish 
in  Cary  is  a  "sister" 
to  the  parish  com- 
munity of  Nuestra 
Senora  de  Suyapa, 
Olancho,  Honduras. 
The  alliance  formed 
in  2000.  St.  Michael 
sends  yearly  del- 
egations to  its  sister 
parish  to  provide  for 
its  medical  and  other 
needs,  and  the  mis- 
sioners  now  produce 
an  annual  DVD  of 
their  activities  to  help 
raise  funds  for  the 
program.  Parishio- 
ners say  that  seeing 
pictures  of  the  Third 
World  makes  them 
realize  how  much  they 
have,  and  what  Christ 
is  calling  them  to  do. 


battered  by  inequity,  but  they  have  the 
calm  of  Christ  in  them.  Rather  than  de- 
spair they  have  become  strong;  they  stand 
in  line  patiently,  they  are  always  respectful 
of  one  another  and  continuously  express 
gratitude  for  what  they  receive,  even  if  it 
did  little  to  help  with  their  needs.  They 
smile,  they  are  proud  of  their  children.  In 
their  struggle  they  remain  confident  that 
the  Lord  will  provide,  and  you  see  peace 
and  joy  in  them;  poor  in  goods  but  rich 
in  spirit. 

"How  might  things  change  if  we 
could  take  even  just  a  little  of  their  faith 
home  with  us  and  share  it  with  as  many 
as  we  can?" 

Joel  Stroot,  a  dental  student  at  UNC 
and  a  former  seminarian  with  mission 
experience,  made  a  similar  observation. 
"To  people  who  have  nothing,  Christ  is 
everything.  Their  faith  is  so  much  more 
concrete  than  ours  in  America.  They 
absolutely  believe  God  will  provide,  and 
He  does." 

Tom  and  Gwen  Konsler  are  two  of  the 
older  leaders  on  the  mission  trip.  Tom 
often  heads  up  the  construction  projects, 
while  Gwen,  a  nurse,  works  at  the  medi- 
cal clinic.  When  he  was  asked  what  was 
the  most  challenging  part  of  these  trips, 
Tom  answered  without  hesitating:  "Com- 
ing back." 

"It's  really  a  culture  shock,"  he  said.  "Peo- 
ple in  Honduras  manage  to  be  so  happy 
with  what  little  they  have.  They're  humble 
and  they  really  appreciate  what  you  do." 

Dennis  Moya  agreed.  "We  all  go  home 
so  enriched  when  we  leave  San  Juan 
Pueblo,"  he  wrote.  And  invariably  every 
year  after  corning  home  the  mission  team 
members  seek  each  other  out  to  talk  about 
the  experience  and  relive  the  brotherhood 
we  shared  in  Christ.  The  challenge  for  us 
all  is  to  keep  that  flame  alive  and  share 
it  with  our  friends  and  family  at  home 
through  our  personal  witness." 


Dios  nunca  sofoca,  nunca  tuerce  los  brazos  de 
nadie,  nunca  presiona  despoticamente  hacia 
algo  de  forma  que  te  quite  la  libertad.  Dios 
respeta  nuestra  libertad  y  nunca  se  convierte 
en  fuerza  coercitiva. 


Y  en  ninguna  otra  instancia  es  esto  tan 
verdadero  como  en  lo  revelado  en  la 
resurrection  de  Jesus.  Los  Evangelios 
nos  aseguran  que,  como  su  nacimiento, 
la  resurrection  fue  fisica,  real,  no 
precisamente  una  especie  de  alteration 
interior  en  la  conciencia  de  los  creyentes. 
Despues  de  la  resurrection  -se  nos  ase- 
gura-  la  tumba  de  Jesus  estaba  vacia,  la 
gente  pudo  tocarle,  el  comio  con  ellos, 
no  era  un  fantasma. 

Pero  su  resurrection  de  entre  los 
muertos  no  fue  como  una  bofetada 
brutal  a  sus  criticos,  o  como  un  acontec- 
imiento  no-negociable  que  dejara  a  los 
escepticos  sin  palabra.  La  resurrection 
no  causo  gran  sensation.  No  fue  un 
acontecimiento  espectacular  que  estal- 
lara  en  el  mundo  como  la  noticia  mas 
sorprendente  en  el  noticiero  de  la  noche. 
Este  hecho  tuvo  la  misma  dinamica  que 
la  encarnacion:  Despues  de  resucitar  de 
entre  los  muertos,  a  Jesus  le  vieron  al- 
gunos,  pero  no  otros;  le  comprendieron 


algunos,  pero  no  otros.  Algunos  entendi- 
eron  su  significado  y  eso  cambio  sus 
vidas,  otros  permanecieron  indiferentes 
ante  el,  y  algunos  otros  comprendieron 
lo  que  habia  ocurrido,  pero  dejaron  en- 
durecer  sus  corazones  en  contra  de  ello, 
e  intentaron  eliminar  la  verdad. 

Hay  que  notar  como  esto  muestra  un 
paralelo  casi  perfecto  con  lo  ocurrido 
en  el  nacimiento  de  Jesus.  El  nino  de 
Belen  era  real,  no  un  fantasma;  algu- 
nos lo  vieron,  pero  otros  no,  y  algunos 
comprendieron  el  acontecimiento, 
pero  otros  no.  Algunos  entendieron  su 
significado  y  esto  cambio  sus  vidas; 
otros  permanecieron  indiferentes,  y  sus 
vidas  siguieron  como  antes;  mientras 
otros  (como  Herodes)  percibieron  su 
significado,  pero  dejaron  endurecer 
sus  corazones  en  contra  e  intentaron 
eliminar  al  nino.

Hugo  de  San  Victor  solia  decir: 
iEI  amor  es  el  qjo!  Cuando  miramos 
cualquier  cosa  con  los  qjos  del  amor, 
vemos  correctamente,  comprendemos, 
y  nos  apropiamos  adecuadamente  de 
su  misterio.  Lo  contrario  es  tambien 
verdad.  Cuando  miramos  cualquier  cosa 
con  ojos  cansados,  cinicos,  celosos,  o 
amargados,  no  vemos  correctamente, 
no  comprendemos,  y  no  nos  apropiamos 
adecuadamente  de  su  misterio. 

Percibimos  esto  claramente  en  la 
forma  como  el  Evangelio  de  Juan  de- 
scribe los  acontecimientos  del  Domingo 
de  Pascua.  Jesus  ha  resucitado,  pero, 
en  primer  lugar,  solamente  una  persona 
impulsada  por  amor,  Maria  Magdalena, 
sale  en  su  busqueda.  Los  otros  per- 
manecen  como  estan,  encerrados  en 
su  propio  mundo.  Pero  el  amor  busca  a 
su  amado,  y  Maria  Magdalena  sale,  con 
los  perfumes  en  la  mano,  queriendo  al 
menos  embalsamar  el  cuerpo  muerto 
de  Jesus.  Encuentra  la  tumba  vacia  y 
regresa  corriendo  a  Pedro  y  al  discipulo 
amado,  y  les  anuncia  que  la  tumba  esta 
vacia.  Los  dos  se  echan  a  correr  juntos, 
hacia  el  sepulcro,  pero  el  discipulo  a 
quien  Jesus  amaba  deja  atras  a  Pedro  y 
llega  a  la  tumba  primero,  pero  no  entra, 
espera  a  Pedro  (autoridad)  para  que 
entre  el  primero. 

Pedro  entra  en  la  tumba  vacia,  ve  los 
lienzos  que  habian  cubierto  el  cuerpo 
de  Jesus,  pero  no  entiende.  Entonces 
el  discipulo  amado  -iamor!-  entra  en 
el  sepulcro.  Ve  y  comprende  realmente. 
El  amor  capta  el  misterio.  iEI  amor  es  el 
ojo!  Es  el  que  nos  permite  ver  y  com- 
prender la  resurrection. 

Por  eso,  despues  de  la  resurrection, 
algunos  vieron  a  Jesus,  pero  otros  no. 
Algunos  entendieron  la  resurrection, 
mientras  otros  no.  Los  que  tenian  ojos  de 
amor  vieron  y  comprendieron.  Los  que 
no  tenian  ojos  de  amor  o  bien  no  vieron 
nada  o  se  quedaron  perplejos  o  contrari- 
ados  por  lo  que  realmente  vieron. 

Hay  muchas  maneras  de  ser  ciegos.

bello.  Pero  ese  mismo  dia  yo  estaba 
ciego  mayormente  a  todo  lo  que  me  ro- 
deaba.

Solo  y  afectado  por  la  angustia,  me 
di  un  paseo  para  calmar  mi  inquietud  y 
congoja.  A  la  entrada  de  un  parque,  vi 
un  a  un  mendigo  ciego  mostrando  un 
cartel  que  decia:  "Es  primavera  y  soy 
ciego".  iQue  ironia!  Y  la  ironia  me  fui  util. 
Yo  estaba  ciego  aquel  dia,  mas  ciego 
que  aquel  mendigo,  sin  poder  ver  ni  la 
primavera  ni  la  resurrection.  Lo  unico 
que  yo  veia  eran  las  cosas  que  reflejaban 


lo  que  estaba  pasando  dentro  de  mi 
propio  corazon. 

i  Cristo  ha  resucitado,  aun  cuando 
no  le  veamos!  No  siempre  nos  damos 
cuenta  de  la  primavera.  Lo  milagroso  no 
se  impone  a  si  mismo  sobre  nosotros. 
Esta  ahi,  ahi  para  que  lo  veamos,  pero 
depende  principalmente  de  lo  que  esta 
pasando  en  nuestro  corazon  para  verlo 
o  no,  o  para  percibir  exactamente  lo  que 
vemos. 


Faltan  tres  dias  para  el  Miercoles  de 
Ceniza,  pero  hay  en  el  aire  una  an- 
ticipation de  la  Pascua  en  la  igle- 
sia  de  St.  Luke  the  Evangelist  en 
Raleigh.  Veinte  hombres  y  mujeres,  jovenes 
adultos  y  lideres  experimentados,  junto  con 
sus  amigos  y  familias,  empacan  suministros 
para  el  viaje  anual  de  la  Mision  de  Jovenes 
Adultos  a  San  Juan  Pueblo  en  Honduras.  El 
Salon  de  la  parroquia  esta  repleto  de  cajas 
plasticas  con  calzado,  lentes,  medicamentos 
y  suministros  medicos,  cepillos  de  dientes 
-  un  sinffn  de  regalos  que  mejorara  la  vida 
de  los  pobres  con  quienes  los  misioneros  se 
reuniran  en  pocos  dias. 

Entre  los  misioneros  hay  doctores,  una  enfermera,  un  estudi- 
ante  de  odontologia,  ingenieros  de  software,  profesores  -  todas 
las  personas  que  sintieron  el  llamado  para  hacer  este  viaje.  Co- 
menzaron  a  recaudar  fondos,  suministros  y  donaciones  en  sep- 
tiembre  del  2010.  Durante  su  semana  en  Honduras,  se  llevaran 
a  cabo  clinicas  medicas,  clases  de  ESL  (estudios  del  ingles  como 
segundo  idioma)  y  proyectos  de  construccion  en  la  parroquia  del 
Padre  Marcos  Ayala  y  en  las  comunidades  pequenas  a  las  cuales 
sirve  el  Padre  Marcos. 

El  viaje  rue  fundado  y  dirigido  durante  diez  anos  por  el  Dr. 
Lori  Schweickert,  quien  esta  ayudando  a  los  misioneros  para 
empacar  este  afio.  El  lider  de  esta  delegation  mas  reciente  es 


Harriet  Johnson,  quien  ha  participado  en  cinco  de  los  diez  viajes 
anteriores. 

Harriet  explica  que  el  viaje  tiene  ambos  aspectos  espirituales 
y  practicos,  pero  los  dos  realmente  nunca  estan  separados,  y  ni 
siquiera  cerca  de  ser  iguales. 

"Una  de  las  cosas  que  hacemos,  por  ejemplo,  es  tratar  de 
encontrar  personas  que  necesiten  lentes  para  leer  que  han  sido 
donados",  dijo  ella.  "Cuando  estas  ayudando  a  las  personas  a  ver, 
no  puedes  ayudar  pero  te  das  cuenta  que  en  cierta  manera  estas 
representando  a  Jesus.  Lo  que  termines  haciendo,  simplemente 
sientes  a  Dios  alii,  sabes  que  tu  y  todos  a  los  que  sirves  y  con  los 
que  trabajas  son  Su  familia". 

Entre  las  tareas  practicas  este  ano  estaremos: 

•  Construyendo  graneros,  para  que  el  Padre  Marcos  pueda 
almacenar  el  grano  y  regalarle  a  sus  feligreses  o  venderlo  a  un 
precio  justo  en  una  economia  inestable  que  siempre  castiga  a 
los  pobres. 

•  Distribuyendo  zapatos,  anteojos,  como  tambien  cepillos  de 
dientes  y  otros  articulos  de  higiene  personal. 

•  Como  siempre,  atendiendo  las  necesidades  medicas  y  dentales 
de  cientos  de  aldeanos  (habitantes)  necesitados. 

•  Ensenando  ingles  y  computation. 

•  "Lo  que  sea  que  el  Padre  necesite". 

'A  menos  de  que  usted  sea  un  doctor  o  una  enfermera,  hay 
realmente  un  buen  numero  de  misterios  y  hasta  que  llegas  alii 
sabras  lo  que  estaras  haciendo",  dijo  Harriet.  "Nosotros  enviamos 
un  par  de  miembros  antes  de  nosotros  en  caso  de  que  necesite- 
mos  Uevar  algun  suministro  que  no  habiamos  previsto. 

Harriet  dijo  que  unas  de  las  inspiraciones  sobre  el  viaje  es 
ver  la  manera  como  los  mismos  misioneros  son  transformados. 
"La  gente  viene  por  muchas  razones  diferentes",  dijo  ella.  "Pero, 
obtienen  el  mismo  tipo  de  satisfaction,  y  todos  ellos  diran  que  es 
cien  veces  mas  de  lo  que  ellos  dieron". 

Jessica  Smith,  una  maestra,  escribio  sobre  su  experiencia  en  el 
2010:  "Los  miembros  de  nuestro  equipo  vinieron  de  diferentes 
puntos  en  nuestras  vidas,  nivel  de  fe,  y  varias  direcciones.  Sin 
embargo,  nuestro  objeto  comun  fue  servirle  a  El.  Todos  es- 
tabamos  "llamados  a  la  mision".  Todos  nos  levantamos  e  hicimos 
brillar  la  luz  del  amor  de  Jesus. . .  Solamente  dando  es  que  ob- 
tenemos  lo  que  realmente  importa-  amor.  El  amor  es  definitivo, 
incondicional,  universal  y  sin  palabras.  jDios  es  amor!" 

En  cada  viaje  de  mision  nos  acompana  un  director  espiritual 
-  este  ano  el  Diacono  Mike  Walsh-y  la  oration  y  Eucaristia  son 
una  parte  de  cada  dia.  Estar  cerca  de  Dios  es  lo  que  da  sentido 
a  los  servicios  de  los  miembros  del  equipo  en  su  funcion,  y  los 
ayuda  a  reconocer  a  Jesus  en  la  gente  de  Honduras. 

En  el  viaje  actual,  los  misioneros  publicaron  un  blog  para 
mantener  a  los  amigos  en  casa  con  su  trabajo  actual.  Dennis 
Moya,  quien  es  bilingiie  y  con  frecuencia  trabaja  como  traductor 
para  el  grupo,  escribio: 
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"Imaginate  a  ti  mismo  en  una  fila  con  docenas  o  cientos,  de 
personas  afuera  bajo  el  sol,  y  mas  tarde  pasar  a  un  cuano  abar- 
rotado  y  caliente.  Imaginate  estar  de  pie  en  estas  filas  por  mas  de 
seis  horas,  solamente  para  conseguir  lo  mas  basico  de  una  aten- 
cion  medica.  ^Como  cree  que  usted  y  aquellos  a  su  alrededor,  se 
comportarian  y  reaccionarian  durante  todo  el  dia? 

"Esto  es  lo  que  la  gente  pobre,  de  San  Juan  Pueblo  resiste  para 
ser  atendido  por  nuestro  equipo  medico.  Ellos  luchan  con  su 
pobreza  diariamente  por  tantas  cosas  que  otros  (y  yo)  damos  por 
hecho.  Ellos  estan  destrozados  por  la  desigualdad,  pero  Uevan  la 
paz  de  Cristo  en  ellos.  En  lugar  de  desesperarse  son  mas  fuertes; 
esperan  en  la  fila  pacientemente,  se  respetan  mutuamente 
siempre  y  expresan  continuamente  su  gratitud  por  lo  que  han 
recibido,  aunque  haya  sido  poca  la  ayuda  para  sus  necesidades. 
Ellos  sonrien,  y  se  sienten  orgullosos  de  sus  hijos.  En  su  lucha 
permanecen  confiados  que  el  Senor  les  proveera,  y  puedes  ver  la 
paz  y  la  alegria  en  ellos;  pobres  en  bienes  pero  ricos  en  espiritu. 

"iComo  cambiarian  las  cosas  si  nos  llevaramos  tan  solo  un 
poco  de  la  fe  de  ellos  con  nosotros  a  casa  y  la  companimos  con 
todos  los  que  podamos?" 

Joel  Stroot,  un  estudiante  de  odontologia  en  UNC  y  un  ex 


seminarista  con  experiencia  en  las  misiones,  hizo  una  observa- 
cion  similar.  "Para  las  personas  que  no  tienen  nada,  Cristo  lo  es 
todo.  La  fe  de  ellos  es  mucho  mas  concreta  que  la  nuestra  en 
America.  Ellos  creen  absolutamente  que  Dios  proveera,  y  El  lo 
hace". 

Tom  y  Gwen  Konsler  son  dos  de  los  lideres  mayores  en  el  viaje 
de  mision.  A  menudo,  Tom  dirige  los  proyectos  de  construccion, 
mientras  que  Gwen,  una  enfermera,  trabaja  en  la  clinica  medica. 
Cuando  se  les  pregunto  cual  es  el  desafio  mas  grande  de  este 
viaje,  Tom  respondio  sin  dudar:  "Regresar". 

"Realmente  es  un  choque  cultural",  dijo  el.  "Las  personas  en 
Honduras  logran  ser  tan  felices  con  lo  poco  que  tienen.  Son 
humildes  y  realmente  aprecian  lo  que  haces". 

Dennis  Moya  esta  de  acuerdo.  "Todos  volvemos  a  casa  tan 
enriquecidos  cuando  dejamos  San  Juan  Pueblo,"  escribio  el. 
"Invanablemente  cada  ario  al  regresar  a  casa  los  miembros  de 
la  mision  se  buscan  mutuamente  para  hablar  de  la  expenencia 
y  revivir  la  Hermandad  que  compartieron  en  Cristo.  El  reto 
para  todos  nosotros  es  mantener  viva  esa  llama  y  compartir  con 
nuestros  amigos  y  familia  en  casa  a  traves  de  nuestro  testimonio 
personal".

Dos  Parroquias  en  NC 
Ayudando  a  Honduras 


Muchas  parroquias  en  la 
Diocesis  de  Raleigh  apoyan 
y  envian  misiones  a  las 
parroquias  pobres  en  otros 
paises.  Tener  una  "parroquia 
hermana"  es  frecuentemente 
llamado  "hermandad".  La 
parroquia  norteamericana 
ayuda  a  la  parroquia  mas 
pobre  economicamente, 
y  la  parroquia  mas  pobre 
proporciona  oportunidades 
a  los  misioneros  laicos  de  la 
parroquia  americana.  Ambas 
parroquias  oran  una  por  la 
otra.  Por  lo  menos  dos  par- 
roquias de  la  diocesis  tienen 
"parroquias  hermanas"  en 
Honduras. 

La  parroquia  de  St.  Mary 
en  Wilmington  tiene  una  par- 
roquia hermana  rural  en  las 
montanas  de  Honduras  en  el 
Departamento  de  Francisco 
Morazan  (FM).  El  Parroco 
de  St.  Mary  Bob  Kus  explica 
que  "a  drferencia  de  las  par- 
roquias norteamericana  que 


tienen  una  iglesia  y  un  local, 
las  parroquias  en  Honduras 
tienen  muchas  iglesias;  son 
como  mini-Diocesis.  Nuestra 
parroquia  hermana  se  llama 
San  Francisco  de  Asis  y  esta 
en  la  Arquidiocesis  de  Tegu- 
cigalpa, la  capital  de  Hondu- 
ras. La  Sede  de  la  parroquia 
esta  en  Reitoca,  FM". 

"Todos  los  caminos  de  la 
parroquia  son  caminos  rusti- 
cos  de  montana,  y  se  puede 
tomar  hasta  cuatro  horas, 
en  camioneta,  para  llegar 
de  la  iglesia  principal  a  una 
de  las  iglesias  en  las  areas 
perifericas.  Algunas  iglesias 
solo  son  accesibles  a  caballo 
o  burro.  Cuando  la  gente 
escucha  que  el  sacerdote 
estara  en  la  pequena  Iglesia, 
a  menudo  caminan  varias 
horas  por  los  caminos  de  las 
montanas  para  llegar.  Entre 
visitas,  las  Iglesias  pequenas 
son  atendidas  por  los  lideres 
laicos  llamados  'Delegados 


de  la  Palabra'". 

"Las  parroquias  hermanas 
oran  unas  por  otras  y  se 
mantienen  en  comunicacion. 
La  parroquia  de  St.  Mary 
toma  una  segunda  colecta 
dos  veces  por  ano  para  la 
parroquia  hermana,  y  envia 
misioneros  laicos  de  St. 
Mary  para  experiencias  de 
inmersion.  El  proposito  de 
'viajes  de  mision  de  inmer- 
sion' es  proporcionar  a  los 
norteamericanos  un  vistazo 
en  la  vida  de  las  personas. 
Cuando  regresan,  encien- 
den  el  celo  del  misionero 
en  los  corazones  de  sus 
fieles  companeros.  Por  otro 
lado,  los  'viajes  de  mision 
de  trabajo',  estan  disenados 
para  ayudar  con  proyec- 
tos especificos,  como  la 
construccion  de  iglesias  o 
casas,  excavar  pozos,  etc.". 

"Actualmente  la  parroquia 
de  St.  Mary,  bajo  la  direc- 
tion del  feligres  Dr.  John 
Cromer  de  la  parroquia  de 
St.  Mary,  esta  trabajando 
para  establecer  un  sistema 
de  salud  para  la  parroquia 
hermana.  Tenemos  dinero 
para  un  medico  en  Hon- 


duras de  tiempo  completo 
y  una  enfermera  que  sen'a 
la  directora.  Los  laicos  de 
las  diversas  ciudades  se 
prepararian  para  brindar 
atencion  basica.  Cada 
cierto  mes  se  reuniran 
en  una  ubicacion  central 
para  mas  y  mas  education 
para  ser  mas  utiles  en  sus 
comunidades.  Finalmente 
podrian  hacer  diagnosticos 
basicos  y  tratamientos,  va- 
cunas  y  cosas  por  el  estilo. 
Este  modelo  ha  trabajado 
muy  bien  en  otras  areas 
de  las  naciones  de  Centra 
America". 

En  la  parroquia  de  St.  Mi- 
chael the  Archangel  en  Cary 
es  "hermana"  de  la  parro- 
quia de  Nuestra  Senora  de 
Suyapa,  Olancho,  Honduras. 
La  alianza  se  formo  en  el  ano 
2000.  La  parroquia  de  St. 
Michael  envia  delegaciones 
cada  ano  a  su  parroquia 
hermana  para  proveer 
con  medicamentos  y  otras 
necesidades,  y  los  misione- 
ros ahora  producen  un  DVD 
anual  de  sus  actividades  para 
ayudar  a  recaudar  fondos 
para  el  programa.

Mr.  Jack

Lewis  Award  for 
Excellence  in 
Teaching 

Mr.  Jack  Viorel,  a  1  st 
Grade  teacher  at  St.  Mary 
Catholic  School  in  Wilm- 
ington, has  been  named 
the  winner  of  the  20 1 0- 
2011  Monsignor  Gerald 
Lawrence  Lewis  Award 
for  Excellence  in  Teach- 
ing. The  announcement 
was  made  by  the  Lewis  Award  Committee  on  March  4. 

Mr.  Viorel  came  to  North  Carolina  from  San  Mateo,  Califor- 
nia, where  he  was  a  Master  Teacher  in  an  elementary  school 
there.  He  has  been  teaching  1  st  Grade  at  St.  Mary  for  four 
years.  Mr.  Viorel  uses  his  passion  for  surfing  and  promoting 
environmental  care  of  the  oceans  in  a  wide  variety  of  com- 
munity activities.  Through  his  surf  school  business,  he  offers 
opportunities  to  individuals  with  disabilities  as  HIV/AIDS, 
blindness,  diabetes,  wounded  veterans,  and  autistic  children, 
among  others,  to  experience  the  enjoyment  of  participat- 
ing in  activities  not  readily  open  to  them.  Some  of  his  other 
civic  pursuits  include  his  involvement  with  the  Boys  and  Girls 
Clubs,  JDRF,  Wounded  Warriors,  and  the  East  Coast  Wahue 
Surf  Championship.  Mr.  Viorel's  surfing  outreach  was  featured 
in  the  April  201 0  issue  of  NC  Catholics  magazine. 

"I  feel  blessed  and  honored  to  be  a  teacher  at  St.  Mary 
School,"  Mr.  Viorel  said,  "One  thing  that  makes  St.  Mary  so 
great  is  that  our  focus  is  on  teaching  students  to  treat  others 
with  respect  and  kindness  and  I  think  that  translates  into  good 
students.  Joyce  our  principal  and  Father  Kus  both  make  St. 
Mary  an  incredibly  great  place  to  teach. 
"The  school  feels  like  family,"  Mr.  Viorel,  whose  daughter 


attends  St.  Mary,  said. 
"Before  I  came  here  I  was 
really  wondering  whether  I 
should  continue  teaching, 
but  the  kids,  my  colleagues 
and  all  the  people  I  met 
here  rejuvenated  me." 
Mr.  Viorel  was  chosen 
from  among  three  finalists 
nominated  for  the  award 
in  January  by  the  Lewis 
Award  Committee.  The 
other  finalists  were  Mrs. 
Mary  Barber,  5th  Grade, 
St.  Egbert  School,  More- 
head  City,  and  Mr.  Alan  Johnston,  6-8th  Grade  Science,  Our 
Lady  of  Lourdes  School,  Raleigh. 

Mrs.  Mary  Barber  has  been  in  teaching  1  1  years,  6  of 
them  in  her  current  position  at  St.  Egbert.  She  holds  a  Master 
of  Education  in  Science  Education  from  Clarion  University 
of  Pennsylvania  and  serves  as  Co-Leader  of  the  Girl  Scouts 
of  Coastal  Carolina.  Along  with  her  daughter,  Megan,  she  is 
member  of  the  Outer  Banks  Chapter  of  the  National  Charity 
League.  Mrs.  Barber  also  volunteers  with  the  First  Presbyte- 
rian Youth  Group,  where  she  is  involved  with  their  Community 
Fall  Festival  and  Art  of  the  Season.  Other  activities  include 
serving  as  a  Lector  at  St.  Egbert  Parish,  as  the  Director  of  the 
St.  Egbert  School  Christmas  Pageant,  and  as  Coordinator  of 
the  school  Science  Fair. 

Mr.  Alan  Johnston  is  in  his  eighth  year  of  teaching  at  Lourdes. 
He  holds  a  Master  of  Secondary  Education  from  the  University 
of  Cincinnati  in  Ohio,  and  serves  in  a  number  of  positions  at 
Lourdes  and  in  the  community.

He  runs  the  K-8  School 
Science  Fair,  is  chair  for  Lourdes  accreditation  report  and  is 
involved  in  the  8th  Grade  graduation  exercises.  He  also  plays 
the  flute  for  the  school  Mass.  Additionally,  he  hosts  astronomy 
nights  for  all  grade  levels,  and  operates  a  summer  camp  for 
students,  Grades  4-8,  who  are  interested  in  science.

Teen  Center  Opens  in 
Old  St.  Monica  School 

►►  Recently,  the  City  of  Raleigh  held 
a  formal  opening  ceremony  for  the 
St.  Monica  Teen  Center.  The  Center, 
which  will  serve  as  a  safe  place  for 
teens  from  East  Raleigh  and  through- 
out the  city  to  gather  for  recreation, 
study  and  conversation  with  peers 
and  adults,  was  originally  the  Catho- 
lic school  serving  the  largely  African 
American  parish  of  St.  Monica.  St. 
Monica  closed  in  1 968,  as  part  of  an 
initiative  of  the  then  Bishop  of  Raleigh, 
The  Most  Rev.  Vincent  S.  Waters,  to 
integrate  parishes  in  the  Diocese.  The 
land  and  buildings  were  sold  to  the  City 
of  Raleigh,  with  the  school  building  re- 
cently being  used  as  a  daycare  center. 

Two  and  a  half  years  ago,  however, 
when  a  1  6-year-old  neighborhood 
boy  was  shot  to  death,  residents 
petitioned  the  City  of  Raleigh  and  the 
City  of  Raleigh  Police  Department  to 
do  something  to  make  the  area  safer 
for  young  people.  The  city  decided  to 


renovate  the  St.  Monica  building,  and 
the  St.  Monica  Teen  Center  was  born. 

The  Center  has  a  computer  lab  with 
six  computers,  a  homework  assistance 
area,  a  lounge  and  three  multi-pur- 
pose rooms.  It  will  be  operated  by  the 
Raleigh  Parks  Department  and  have  a 


full-time  Director  on  site,  and  a  youth 
advisory  board  made  up  of  teens  will 
provide  input  on  the  programs  and 
activities  the  Center  will  offer. 

Hundreds  attended  the  ceremony 
to  open  the  Center.  It  was  a  celebra- 
tion of  cooperative  efforts  among 
neighborhood  residents,  the  city  and 
the  police,  and  many  in  attendance 
expressed  hope  that  it  would  be  the 
first  of  more  neighborhood  centers  in 
Raleigh.  Raleigh  Police  Chief  Harry 
Dolan,  Raleigh  Mayor  Charles  Meeker 
and  others  spoke  to  these  hopes  and 
to  the  effort  and  perseverance  involved 
in  making  the  Center  a  reality.  Sr.  Betty 
Bullen,  I.H.M.,  a  former  teacher  at  St. 
Monica  School,  was  in  attendance,  and 
Monsignor  Thomas  P.  Hadden,  Dioc- 
esan Vicar  for  African  Ancestry  Minis- 
try and  Evangelization,  and  a  graduate 
of  St.  Monica  School,  was  one  of  the 
speakers.  He  also  led  the  Benediction 
for  the  ceremony  and  prayed  that  the 
Center  would  continue  the  tradition  be- 
gun at  St.  Monica  School  of  educating 
and  empowering  neighborhood  youth. 


Catholic  Schools  Harvest  Honors 
at  Regional  Science  Olympiad 

►►  This  year's  Raleigh  Regional  Science  Olympiad  saw 
four  Catholic  elementary  schools,  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes,  St. 
Michael,  St.  Mary  Magda- 
lene, and  Cathedral,  win  43 
medals  in  the  varsity  middle 
school  division.  Lourdes  and 
St.  Michael  also  sent  JV  teams 
and  captured  many  medals. 
Cardinal  Gibbons  High  School 
and  St.  Thomas  More  Acad- 
emy won  1 5  medals  between 
them.  Winners  from  five  of  the 
schools  advanced  to  the  State 
competition  held  the  last  week 
of  April. 

The  day-long  competition 
was  held  in  the  gymnasium  at 
Green  Hope  High  School  in 
Cary.  More  than  a  thousand 
students  and  their  coaches 
from  the  six-county  Raleigh  re- 
gion attended  as  the  regional  medal  winners  were  announced. 

North  Carolina  Science  Olympiad  (NCSO)  is  a  nonprofit 
organization  with  the  mission  to  attract  and  retain  the  pool  of 
K-1  2  students  entering  science,  technology,  engineering,  and 


mathematics  (STEM)  degrees  and  careers  in  North  Carolina. 
Every  year  NCSO  hosts  tournaments  on  university,  community 
college,  and  public  school  campuses  across  the  state.  Each 
year,  450  K- 1  2  schools  representing  over  8,000  students  and 
60  counties  in  North  Carolina  participate  in  NCSO  activities. 

The  teams  spent  months  preparing, 
four  months  after  school  and  on  week- 
ends training  and  studying  for  events  in 
areas  such  as  Anatomy,  Meteorology, 
the  Solar  System,  and  Food  Science. 

Chuck  Elms,  one  of  the  St.  Michael 
School  coaches  for  the  past  several 
years,  finds  working  with  the  students 
very  rewarding.  "It's  especially  fulfilling 
to  see  them  working  hard,  learning, 
and  getting  so  excited  when  they  win," 
Mr.  Elms  said.  St.  Michael  students 
built  catapults  and  cars,  identified  birds 
and  fossils,  and  used  their  deductive 
reasoning  skills  to  solve  problems  like 
how  to  recreate  a  LEGOTM  structure 
without  instructions  and  how  to  build  a 
working  model  of  a  bridge  and  tower 
using  junk. 

Donna  Moss,  Principal  of  Cathedral  School,  said,  "I've 
gone  to  many  of  these  award  ceremonies  over  the  years  and 
I  can  honestly  say  that  our  schools  did  better  this  year  than 
ever  before." 


St.  Michael  School  8th 
Grader  Headed  to  National 
Spelling  Bee 

Catherine  Wagner,  a  1 3-year-old 
8th  grade  student  at  St.  Michael  Cath- 
olic School,  spelled  the  word  talcum 
and  won  the  Wake  County  Spelling 
Bee  in  late  February.  Her  win  quali- 
fies her  to  represent  Wake  County  in 
the  Scripps  National  Spelling  Bee  in 
Washington,  DC  ,  this  June. 

The  local  event  is  open  to  schools 
in  the  Wake  school  system,  charter 
schools,  private  schools  and  home 
schools,  and  was  held  on  the  campus 
of  N.C  State  University.  Catherine 
beat  77  other  competitors  in  the 
contest.  The  competition  lasted  more 
than  4  1/2  hours  and  23  rounds, 
exhausting  the  list  of  words  students 
had  learned  beforehand  and  forcing 
the  judges  to  improvise. 

The  St.  Michael  student  credited 
a  love  of  reading  with  helping  her  to 
build  vocabulary  and  spelling  skills.  "I 
studied  about  a  half  hour  each  night," 
she  said,  "and  my  brother  Ethan 
would  quiz  me." 

Catherine  will  be  the  first  represen- 
tative of  Wake  County  in  the  National 
Spelling  Bee  since  1  997. 


Third  Option  Marriage  Program  Expands 

►►  The  Diocesan  Office  of  Marriage  and  Family  is  expanding  the  Third  Option 
program  to  the  Fayetteville  Deanery  at  St.  Patrick  Catholic  Church.  The  pro- 
gram is  currently  offered  in  Raleigh  at  St.  Francis  of  Assisi. 

Third  Option  is  a  skills-based  group  program  that  helps  married  couples  build 
stronger,  more  fulfilling  marriages.  While  not  a  counseling  program,  it  combines 
skill  building  and  mentor  sharing  to  provide  ongoing  support.  Facilitated  by 
trained  volunteers,  it  comprises  1  5  stand-alone  sessions.  Couples  can  start  at 
any  time  in  the  process. 

"Marriage  reflects  the  image  and  likeness  of  God,"  said  Beth  O'Leary, 
Coordinator  of  Family  Life  Ministry  at  St.  Patrick.  "Offering  programs  such  as 
Third  Option  is  a  great  resource  to  strengthen  and  reinforce  marital  love  for  our 
parishioners." 

The  program  was  conceived  by  Patricia  Ennis,  who  had  a  friend  going 
through  a  divorce  in  the  1 980's.  Her  friend's  experience  led  her  to  think  the 
about  the  two  options  available  to  struggling  couples:  counseling  or  divorce. 
She  realized  that  couples  also  need  hope  and  help.  Ms.  Ennis,  who  has  a 
Masters  in  Social  Work  from  Syracuse  University,  began  working  on  the  skill- 
building  workshops,  and  The  Third  Option  was  born. 

The  Third  Option  has  programs  throughout  the  United  States  and  in  the  Ba- 
hamas. In  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  and  St.  Patrick  Catholic 
Church  host  sessions  twice  a  month.

A  former 
Lutheran  who  convened  to  the  Catholic  Church  in  2004,  Dr. 
Huetter  described  his  faith  journey.  Other  presenters  spoke  on 
diverse  topics,  from  Catholic  Bioethics  to  the  Jewish  Roots  of  the 
Eucharist  to  our  baptismal  call  to  be  evangelizers.

And  at  the  conclusion  of 
this  day,  we  are  reminded  that  we  are  called  to  go  forth  and  to 
bring  the  Truth  to  others  not  only  in  words  but  most  especially 
through  the  holiness  and  integrity  of  our  lives.  We  must  do  so 
in  our  homes,  workplaces,  campuses,  schools  and  communities 
and  to  all  those  places  God  sends  us  each  and  every  day."

To  God's  Greater  Glory 

St.  Raphael  the  Archangel,  Raleigh 


In  1964,  Msgr.  Michael  A.  Carey, 
pastor  of  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes, 
purchased  35  acres  of  farmland, 
including  Beddingfield  farmhouse, 
in  North  Raleigh.  He  planned  to  build 
a  chapel  there  for  weekly  Mass.  But  in 
1965,  IBM  built  a  development  and 
manufacturing  site  in  Research  Triangle 
Park  and  enough  Catholics  came  with  it  to 
require  a  church  instead  of  a  chapel.  With 
help  from  the  Catholic  Church  Extension 
Society,  St.  Raphael  the  Archangel  Parish 
was  born.  Reverend  John  L. 
Richardson  was  the  founding 
pastor.  The  renovated 
farmhouse,  built  in  1810, 
became  the  priests  rectory  and 
parish  office. 


As  Raleigh  grew,  the  Catholic  population 
grew  with  it.  In  ten  years,  the  150  founding 
families  had  become  600  families.  In  1978 
Fr.  (now  Msgr.)  Gerald  L.  Lewis  became  St. 
Raphael's  third  pastor.  He  would  serve  for  the 
next  eleven  years,  and  under  his  leadership  the 
parish  responded  to  its  growth,  dedicating  a

Parish  Center  and  an  Early 
Childhood  Center  in  1980. 
Seven  years  later,  the  original 
church  became  Raphael  Hall 
and  Bishop  F  Joseph  Goss- 
man  dedicated  a  new  church 
with  the  capacity  to  seat 
1000.  St.  Raphael  Catholic 
School  opened  in  1994. 
In  1996,  the  Maryland  prov- 
ince of  the  Society  of  Jesus 
accepted  the  administration 
of  the  parish  and  Father 
Robert  Curry,  SJ,  became  the 
first  Jesuit  pastor.  "Tradition- 
ally, Jesuits  have  not  been  in 
parishes,"  said  Father  Robert 
Hussey  SJ,  current  pastor  of 
St  Raphael.  "St.  Ignatius  of  Loyola,  our  founding  father,  believed 
our  real  mission  was  to  be  available  to  underserved  popula- 
tions." Two  years  after  the  Jesuits  arrived,  St.  Raphael  offered  a 
weekly  Mass  in  Spanish.  "Once  that  happened,"  Fr.  Hussey  said, 
"Hispanic  ministry  became  an  important  component  of  our 
work  here." 

The  parish  is  currently  offering  a  speaker  series  on  liturgical 
topics,  featuring  prominent  Jesuits.  "We  wanted  to  focus  on 
the  Liturgy  in  preparation  for  the  New  Roman  Missal,"  said  Fr. 
Hussey. 

St.  Raphael  continues  to  respond  to  growth.  Bishop  Michael  E 
Burbidge  dedicated  Ignatius  Hall  of  the  Parish  Activity  Center 
in  2010,  providing  space  for  the  parish  and  school  to  come 
together.  With  the  building  project  completed,  Fr.  Hussey  has 
turned  to  enhancing  the  many  ministries  of  this  welcoming  and 
diverse  parish  community. 

As  he  spoke  about  the  past  and  future  of 
the  parish,  Fr.  Hussey  reflected  on  the 
recent  death  of  Reverend  Deacon  Robert 
I  T.  Madey  Deacon  Madey  was  the  first 
permanent  deacon  in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh.  He  began  serving  under  Fr.  Lewis 
and  worked  in  many  capacities  over  the  years 
at  St.  Raphael.  "His  passing  is  a  real  loss  to  the 
history  of  ministry  and  presence  in  the  par- 
ish," said  Fr.  Hussey. 

'As  we  continue,  though,  I'm  always  consoled 
on  Sundays  during  the  procession,  when 
people  from  different  backgrounds  and  ages 
are  singing  and  have  come  together  to  give 
glory  to  God  and  share  our  faith.  Those  are 
incredible  moments  for  me."

As  the  universal  Church,  we  are  blessed  to  celebrate  the  beatification  of  our  be- 
loved Pope  John  Paul  II.  Beatification  is  a  recognition  accorded  by  the  Catholic 
Church  of  a  persons  entrance  into  Heaven  and  the  ability  of  the  individual  to 
intercede  for  all  of  us  who  draw  in  faith  upon  his  or  her  intercession.  A  person 
who  is  beatified  is  given  the  title  "Blessed."  We  eagerly  await  the  next  step  for  John  Paul  II 
which  is,  God  willing,  being  canonized  and  declared  a  Saint! 


Among  the  greatest  blessings  and 
memories  in  my  life  are  the  occa- 
sions on  which  I  was  privileged  to 
be  in  the  company  of  Pope  John 
Paul  II.  The  first  time  was  shortly 
after  he  was  elected  Holy  Father 
when  he  visited  Saint  Charles 
Borromeo  Seminary.  I  was  only 
in  my  third  year  of  priestly  forma- 
tion. Never  will  I  forget  going  into 
the  chapel  that  particular  October 


evening  in  1  979  and  awaiting  the 
arrival  of  the  Pope.  The  chapel 
doors  opened  and  there  he  was:  the 
Successor  to  Peter!  At  that  time, 
he  was  vibrant  and  strong  and  he 
walked  down  the  aisle  with  a  bright 
smile  and  arms  outstretched,  as  a 
sign  of  his  desire  to  embrace  all 
of  us.  It  seemed  like  the  thunder- 
ous applause  from  enthusiastic 
seminarians  lasted  an  eternity.  Then 
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Divine  Mercy  Sunday

there  was  silence  and,  through  us, 
he  addressed  seminarians  through- 
out the  world. 

The  words  of  the  Holy  Father 
that  evening  deeply  inspired  me.  I 
still  remember  the  encouragement 
and  challenges  he  conveyed.  In 
particular,  these  thoughts  remain  a 
source  of  reflection  for  me:  Pope 
John  Paul  II  told  us  to  develop 
internally  those  attitudes  which  are 
so  desirable  in  a  priest,  such  as 
joyful  obedience,  generosity  and 
self-sacrifice.  He  also  encouraged 
us  to  ratify  daily  in  our  hearts  the 
obedience  we  owe  to  Christ  and 
His  Church,  especially  through 
prayer  and  abandonment  to  God's 
will  and  always  with  the  conviction 
of  Saint  Paul:  "There  is  nothing  that 
I  cannot  master  with  the  help  of  the 
One  who  gives  me  strength"  (Phil. 

4:13). 

In  addition  to  his  words  that  eve- 
ning, I  remember  his  joy.  Obviously, 
it  was  rooted  in  his  love  for  Christ 
and  in  recognition  of  the  great  privi- 


wear  with  my  black  suit  almost  dai- 
ly. Despite  his  immense  suffering, 
I  saw  the  joy  that  I  first  witnessed 
when  he  visited  the  Seminary  as 
the  newly  elected  Pope.  Every  time 
I  touch  the  pectoral  cross  given  to 
me  by  the  Pope,  I  remember  the 
serenity  and  peace  he  reflected 
even  in  his  time  of  great  need.  He 
taught  by  example  that  when  we 
embrace  the  sufferings  of  Christ 
we  are  with  Him  in  a  profound  and 
intimate  way.  More  important,  it  is 
Christ  who  is  with  us! 

This  truth  was 
clearly  conveyed 
by  John  Paul  II 
in  his  encyclical, 
The  Christian 
Meaning  of  Hu- 
man Suffering. 
He  said:  "And 
Christ  through 
His  own  sal- 
vific  suffering, 
is  very  much 
present  in  every 


tion.  May  all  who  are  carrying  heavy 
burdens  and  crosses  throughout 
our  Diocese  be  encouraged  and 
uplifted  by  the  faith  and  joyful  hope 
reflected  in  the  life  and  ministry 
of  Blessed  John  Paul  II  and  be 
strengthened  at  every  moment 
by  the  divine  assistance  of  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Suffering  Servant  and 
our  Risen  Lord.

lege  of  being  His  servant.  After  the 
Holy  Father  told  the  seminarians 
how  much  the  Church  needed  us,  I 
only  wished  I  could  have  been  or- 
dained that  same  day.

As  I  greeted  him,  he 
handed  me  a  pectoral  cross  which  I

An  Estimated  2,000  Attend 

Pilgrimage  at  National  Shrine 


They  came  from  large  parishes  and  small,  from  across  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh,  for  the  Diocesan  Pilgrimage  to  the 
Basilica  of  the  National  Shrine  of  the  Immaculate  Con- 
ception. Basilica  officials  estimate  approximately  2,000 
men,  women  and  children  attended  the  one-day  pilgrimage  on  Sat- 
urday, April  2,  joining  with  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  E  Burbidge 
for  a  day  of  prayer,  Rosary,  a  Holy  Hour  and  Holy  Mass. 


More  than  400  Diocesan 
faithful  began  the  journey 
on  Friday,  April  1 ,  with 
most  taking  buses  from  sev- 
en locations  throughout  the 
32,000-square  mile  Diocese. 
Others  traveled  by  personal 
vehicle.  The  Friday  group 
had  overnight  accommoda- 
tions at  a  hotel  in  suburban 
Virginia,  joining  together  for 
Friday  dinner  followed  by 
Evening  Prayer,  with  Bishop 
Burbidge  presiding. 

In  his  remarks  at  the 
Prayer  Service,  Bishop 
Burbidge  asked  the  faith- 
ful to  remember  that  on 
"this  Lenten  journey,  we 
are  sinners  and  in  need  of 
Gods  forgiveness.  Acknowl- 
edge the  sins  in  your  life," 
he  continued,  "that  are 
weighing  on  you,  keeping 
you  from  the  closeness  to 
God  that  He  wishes  for  each 
of  you."  Bishop  Burbidge 
added,  "We  have  profound 
trust  in  God's  promise  that 
no  sin  is  greater  than  His 
mercy."  He  encouraged  the 
people  as  they  brought  their 
day  to  a  close  to  reflect  on 
the  question  Jesus  posed  in 
the  Gospel:  "What  is  it  that 
you  want  me  to  do  for  you?" 
Bishop  Burbidge  asked, 
"How  would  you  answer 
that  question?" 

On  Saturday  morning, 


another 
group 
of  buses 
left  from 
parishes 
in  the  Dio- 
cese, once 
again  with 
hundreds 
of  other 
Catholics 
driving  in 
their  cars. 
All  came 
together 
at  10:00 
a.m.  at  the 
Shrine  for 
Morning 
Prayer,

op Burbidge  presiding.  That 
was  followed  by  a  history 
and  description  of  the  Shrine 
by  Father  Vito  A.  Buonanno, 
Director  of  Pilgrimages. 
Father  James  F  Garneau,  VF, 
Pastor  of  Saint  Mary  Church 
in  Mount  Olive,  led  the  Reci- 
tation of  the  Holy  Rosary. 

The  afternoon  began  with 
Holy  Hour.  Msgr.  David  D. 
Brockman,  Vicar  General  of 
the  Diocese,  presided  in  the 
presence  of  Bishop  Burbidge. 

The  Pilgrimage  con- 
cluded with  the  celebration 
of  Mass.  Bishop  Burbidge,

expressed 
heartfelt 
gratitude 
to  those 
who  sac- 
rificed to 
make  the 
journey, 
Bishop 
Burbidge 
noted 
that,  "In 
a  special 
way,  we 
are  united 
today  in

Diocese,  especially  those 
who  are  unable  to  be  with 
us  due  to  illness  and  hard- 
ship." 

Reminding  those  gathered 
that  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
was  placed  under  the  patron- 
age of  the  Virgin  Mary  at  its 
establishment,  he  explained 
that  the  Pilgrimage  Mass 
was  dedicated  to  Mary,  the 
Mother  of  Reconciliation. 
"My  brothers  and  sisters  in 
Christ,"  Bishop  Burbidge 
said,  "throughout  this  day 
and  especially  at  this  Mass, 


we  ask  our  loving  Mother  to 
intercede  for  us  so  that  we 
may  be  'reconciled  to  God.'" 

Father  Justin  Kerber,  CP, 
VF,  co-chair  of  the  Pilgrim- 
age Committee  with  Father 
John  McGee,  O.S.FS.,  said 
he  was  very  pleased  with 
the  attendance,  especially 
with  the  commitment  so 
many  people  made  by 
coming  from  far  and  wide 
across  the  large  Diocese.  Ms. 
Reginna  Ford,  a  parishioner 
at  Immaculate  Conception 
Church  in  Rocky  Mount, 
explained  the  spirituality 
she  experienced  coming 
together  in  "this  space."  She 
said  three  non-Catholic 
friends  joined  her,  each  in 
need  of  the  religious  dimen- 
sion the  Pilgrimage  offered. 

Sophia  Figueroa,  a  youth 
leader  at  St.  Mark  Parish 
in  Wilmington,  said  her 
purpose  in  attending  was  to 
grow  closer  to  God  so  He 
would  help  her  in  spread- 
ing her  faith  to  others.  Sr. 
Arcadia  Rivera  Gutierrez, 
D.S.M.G.,  Pastoral  Admin- 
istrator of  St.  Joan  of  Arc  in 
Plymouth,  said  27  parish- 
ioners made  the  journey 
representing  the  62  families 
in  her  small  community.  Mr. 
Bob  Troy,  a  parishioner  at  St. 
Thomas  More  Parish  in  Cha- 
pel Hill,  explained  that  he 
was  making  the  Pilgrimage 
as  part  of  his  faith  journey. 
Mr.  Troy  is  in  his  second  year 
of  formation  in  the  Dioc- 
esan Diaconate  Program. 
"The  feeling  of  being  with 
so  many  Catholics  from  so 
many  parishes  in  the  Diocese 
is  inspirational,"  he  said.

Brendan  J.  Buckler 

to  Be  Ordained  to  the  Priesthood 

On  June  4th,  Brendan  Joseph 
Buckler  will  be  ordained  to  the 
Priesthood  by  the  Most  Rever- 
end Michael  ¥.  Burbidge,  Bishop 
of  Raleigh,  at  10  a.m.  in  St.  Catherine  of  Siena 
Church  in  Wake  Forest. 


Mr.  Buckler  was  bom  in 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  is  the  son 
of  Michael  and  Carol.  He  has 
one  older  brother,  Mickey. 
Mickey  and  his  wife  Sara  have 
two  children,  Patrick  and 
Emily.  Both  his  parents  and 
his  brothers  family  reside  in 
North  Carolina. 

Brendan  grew  up  in  Atlanta 
and  from  there  his  family 
moved  to  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  New 
Jersey  and  finally  North  Caro- 
lina. In  2001  he  graduated 
from  Towson  University  in 
Maryland  with  a  Bachelor  of 
Science  Degree  in  Computer 
Information  Systems  and  a 


minor  in  Business  Adminis- 
tration. During  his  university 
years  he  had  worked  during 
the  summers  at  Centennial 
Campus  at  NC  State. 

"I  never  really  thought  of  a 
vocation  before  college,"  Mr. 
Buckler  says.  "But  in  the  last 
years  of  college  I  began  engag- 
ing more  fervendy  in  the  spiri- 
tual life  of  the  Church,  thanks 
to  a  good  friend  and  the  grace 
of  God.  During  this  period  I 
was  discerning  marriage  and 
was  spending  a  lot  of  time 
in  prayer  before  the  Blessed 
Sacrament.  This  was  when 
the  thoughts  of  priesthood 


first  entered  my  prayer.  Over 
the  next  few  years  the  call 
strengthened  and  became  un- 
deniable. After  many  discus- 
sions with  spiritual  directors 
and  prayer  before  the  Blessed 
Sacrament,  I  embraced  the  call 
to  priesthood." 

In  2003  he  entered 
formation  for  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  and  completed  a 
pastoral  internship  year  at  St. 
Thomas  More  in  Chapel  Hill. 
In  2004  he  attended  semi- 
nary at  the  Theological  Col- 
lege at  Catholic  University  of 
America  in  Washington,  D.C. 
After  completing  Philosophy 
studies,  he  took  some  time 
off  to  discern  and  work.  Dur- 
ing this  time  he  worked  for  a 
contractor  for  the  Department 
of  Defense.  He  was  on  the 
Navy/Marine  Corps  contract. 
He  got  to  travel  to  many  of 
the  Marine  Corps  bases  and 
work  with  the  Marines.  He 
also  took  some  Philosophy 
classes  at  the  Dominican 


House  of  Studies  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

He  reentered  formation  for 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  in  2007 
and  was  sent  to  St.  Charles 
Borromeo  Seminary  in  Phila- 
delphia. After  his  ordination 
to  the  Transitional  Diaconate 
in  June  2010,  Deacon  Buckler 
served  a  summer  assign- 
ment at  St.  Gabriel  Church  in 
Greenville  before  returning  to 
Saint  Charles  Borromeo  Semi- 
nary for  one  more  academic 
year  while  he  completed  his 
preparation  for  the  Priesthood. 

Deacon  Buckler  described 
himself  in  a  recent  interview 
as  "absolutely"  ready,  "by  the 
grace  of  God,"  to  be  ordained 
a  priest.  "I  approach  ordina- 
tion with  great  trepidation 
at  the  responsibility  I'm 
taking  on,"  he  said,  "but  with 
great  joy  and  trust  in  God. 
I'm  deeply  grateful  for  the 
prayers  of  all  those  in  the 
Diocese  through  my  years 
of  formation."

On  May  21st,  Don  Edward 
Maloney  will  be  ordained  to 
the  Transitional  Diaconate  by 
the  Most  Reverend  Michael  E 
Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh,  at  10  a.m.  in 
St.  Luke  the  Evangelist  Church  in  Raleigh. 


Don  Edward  Maloney 
was  bom  in  Indianapolis 
Indiana, and  is  the  son  of 
Phillip  and  Sherry  Maloney. 
He  grew  up  in  Brownsburg 
Indiana.  He  has  one  brother 
and  one  sister;  they  are  twins, 
both  two  years  older  than 
he  is.  He  attended  parochial 
school  at  an  Irish  parish.  In 
1996,  at  the  age  of  10,  his 
family  moved  to  Raleigh, 
North  Carolina.  His  parents 
and  sister  reside  in  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  and  his  brother 
resides  in  Maryland. 

Mr.  Maloney  attended 
public  high  school,  then 


Seton  Hall  University  in 
South  Orange  New  Jersey.  In 
2008  he  earned  his  Bachelor 
of  Arts  degree  in  Philoso- 
phy, Classical  Studies,  and 
Catholic  Studies.  During  his 
university  years  he  worked 
for  the  North  Carolina  State 
University  Forestry  Depart- 
ment during  the  summers. 

Mr.  Maloney  completed 
pastoral  assignments  at  St. 
John  the  Baptist  in  Roanoke 
Rapids  and  St.  Marys  in  Lau- 
rinburg.  After  his  ordination 
in  May,  Deacon  Maloney  will 
serve  for  the  summer  as  Dea- 
con in  one  of  the  parishes  in 


the  Diocese.  In  the  fall,  he 
will  return  to  Saint  Charles 
Seminary  for  a  final  academ- 
ic year  in  continued  prepara 
tion  for  the  Priesthood. 

"Confirmation  marked  a 
turning  point  in  my  life,"  he 
wrote  in  a  short  biography 
for  NCC.  "The  graces  of  the 
sacrament  impelled  me  to 
seek  the  Lord  both  in  study 
and  in  prayer.   I  began  pray- 
ing the  Rosary.  During  Lent 
one  year,  my  friends  urged 
me  to  give  up  music  and 
entertainment,  after  which 
point  my  ability  to  enter 
into  prayer  changed  dra- 
matically. My  attendance  at 
Mass  became  more  fervent. 
It  was  this  habit  of  prayer 
which  enabled  me  to  hear 
the  call.  I  decided  to  enter 
the  seminary,  in  spite  of  not 
being  completely  certain  of 
a  vocation.  It  was  not  until 
after  I  had  taken  the  leap 
of  joining  seminary  that  I 
found  confirmation  in  my 
vocation. 


"Everyone  has  a  natural 
desire  for  marriage;  it  takes 
an  active  discernment  to 
discover  if  you  have  a  sacred 
vocation.  And  so  I  would 
encourage  every  Catholic 
man  who  is  discerning  his 
vocation  to  pursue  virtue, 
prayer,  and  study.  Keep  the 
rosary  ever  in  hand.  Make 
an  offering  of  yourself  to  our 
Eucharistic  Lord  in  the  Most 
Holy  Sacrifice.  Say  to  the 
Lord  Thou  art  my  God.  My 
happiness  lies  in  you  alone' 
(Psalm  16)  and  you  will  not 
hesitate  to  answer  the  call 
when  it  comes." 

In  his  biography  Mr. 
Maloney  quoted  St.  John 
Vianney:  'All  the  good  works 
in  the  world  are  not  equal  to 
the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass 
because  they  are  the  works  of 
men;  but  the  Mass  is  the  work 
of  God.  Martyrdom  is  nothing 
in  comparison  for  it  is  but  the 
sacrifice  of  man  to  God;  but 
the  Mass  is  the  sacrifice  of 
God  for  man."

Bishop  Confers  Confirmation 
on  Adults  in  Three  Locations 


►►  The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
conferred  the  Sacrament  of  Confirmation  on  42 
adults  Sunday,  April  1 0,  during  Mass  celebrated 
at  Immaculate  Conception  Church  in  Wilming- 
ton. Fr.  John  McGee,  O.S.F.S,  Pastor  of  the 
Church,  and  Fr.  Donald  Baribeau,  M.S.,  Pastor 
of  St.  Mildred  Church  in  Swansboro,  concel- 
ebrated. 

Those  receiving  the  Sacrament  represented 
1  0  parishes  from  the  Cape  Fear,  New  Bern  and 
Newton  Grove  Deaneries.  The  newly  confirmed 
are  practicing  Catholics  who  previously  re- 
ceived the  Sacraments  of  Baptism  and  Eucha- 
rist. Through  the  Sacrament  of  Confirmation, 
they  are  now  fully  initiated  into  the  Catholic  faith. 

Prior  to  conferring  the  sacrament,  Bishop 
Burbidge  explained  to  the  candidates  that  their 
being  chosen  by  God  to  enter  into 
the  "one,  holy,  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
Church"  is  "part  of  God's  divine  plan." 
Referring  to  the  First  Reading,  Bishop 
Burbidge  said,  "Perhaps  your  faith 
journey  also  had  moments  of  doubt  and 
confusion.  Yet,  the  promise  the  Lord  our 
God  made  to  those  in  exile  is  the  same 
one  He  made  to  you:  Through  it  all  He 
has  been  and  always  will  be  present  to 
sustain  you." 

The  adult  Confirmation  was  the 
second  of  three  being  celebrated 
in  the  Diocese.  Bishop  Burbidge 
conferred  the  sacrament  on  72  men 
and  women  during  a  Mass  at  St. 
Andrew  Church  in  Apex  on  March  28. 
He  confirmed  2 1  university  students 
Monday  evening,  April  1  1 ,  during 
a  6:30  p.m.  Mass  at  Sacred  Heart 
Cathedral  in  Raleigh. 


Death  of  Sister  Mary 
Rosaiian  Armbruster,  IHM 

►►  Sister  M.  Rosaiian  Armbruster, 
IHM,  of  the  Sisters,  Servants  of  the 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary,  died  on 
March  26  at  Our  Lady  of  Peace 
Residence  in  Scranton.  She  was  born 
on  December  8,  1  926  in  Pittsburgh, 
PA  and  given  the  name  Helen  Mary. 
She  entered  the  IHM  Congregation  in 
1 944  and  made  her  final  profession 


of  vows  in  1  950. 

Sister  served  as  a  teacher  for  58 
years  at  schools  in  six  states,  includ- 
ing service  at  St.  Mary  Elementary 
School  in  Goldsboro,  NC,  from  1 947 
to  1  948,  and  Our  Lady  of  Perpetual 
Help  Elementary  School  in  Rocky 
Mount,  NC,  from  1 948  to  1 952.  From 
2004  until  the  time  of  her  death,  Sister 
Rosaiian  served  as  a  prayer  minister  at 
the  Marian  Convent  and  Our  Lady  of 
Peace  Residence  in  Scranton. 
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Off  Forestville  Road  in  Northeast  Raleigh,  parts  of  one  trailer  home  were  thrown 
into  a  tree  by  the  tornado.

Catholic  Charities, 
Parishes  Come  to  Aid 
of  Tornado  Victims 

As  this  issue  of  NC  Catholics  went 
to  press,  relief  efforts  by  Catholic  Chari- 
ties were  underway  to  aid  the  victims 
of  the  April  1 8  tornado  outbreak  that 
brought  widespread  damage,  death  and 
injuries  to  eastern  North  Carolina. 

In  the  Raleigh  Deanery,  Catholic 
Charities,  through  Catholic  Parish  Out- 
reach, its  local  agency  in  Wake  County, 
was  providing  assistance  to  the  impacted 
mobile  home  community  that  sustained 
major  damage  and  the  loss  of  four  young 
children,  members  of  St.  Raphael  the 
Archangel  Parish  in  Raleigh. 

In  Bertie  County,  staff  members  from 
the  Albemarle  Deanery  were  working 
with  the  Glenmary  Missioners  and  the 
Catholic  Community  of  Bertie  County,  to 
assist  local  government  agencies  in  as- 
sessing damage  and  providing  services, 
including  trauma  counseling. 

Rick  Miller-Haraway,  Director  of  the 
Raleigh  Regional  Office  of  Catholic 
Charities,  said  he  was  amazed  by  the  im- 
mediate, "incredible"  response  of  people 
offering  volunteer  time,  clothing  and 
money  to  help  those  whose  lives  were 
disrupted  by  the  storms. 

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge  requested  the  faithful  in  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  to  include  in  their 
prayers  a  special  intention  for  the  victims 


and  survivors  of  the  tornadoes.  The 
Bishop  also  asked  pastors  and  pastoral 
administrators,  at  the  time  they  deem 
most  appropriate,  to  offer  their  parish- 
ioners an  opportunity  to  contribute  to  a 
special  collection  for  the  relief  efforts. 

In  a  telephone  conversation  on  the 
day  of  the  funeral  Mass  for  the  four 
children,  Archbishop  Pietro  Sambi, 
Apostolic  Nuncio  to  the  United  States, 
informed  Bishop  Burbidge  of  the 
prayers  of  Pope  Benedict  XVI  for  the 
young  victims:  Daniel  Quistian-Nino,  9; 
Osvaldo  Coronado-Nino,  8;  Kevin  Uriel 
Coronado-Nino;  and  Yaire  Quistian- 
Nino,  6  months.  The  Apostolic  Nuncio 
also  conveyed  that  the  Holy  Father  and 
he  will  continue  to  pray  for  all  victims  of 
the  storms  and  for  all  who  have  suffered 
devastation  and  loss.  Bishop  Burbidge 
also  reported  that  Bishops  from  across 
the  U.S.  had  phoned  to  express  their 
solidarity  and  prayerful  support  for  those 
impacted  by  the  storm.

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Making    Sense    Out    of  Bioethics 


Defending  the  Dignity 

of  Those  with  Dementia 


Ionce  heard  a  remarkable  story  from  a  woman  named  Cecilia  sitting  next  to  me  on 
a  long  flight.  She  told  me  how  her  mother  had  suffered  from  dementia  for  many 
years,  eventually  reaching  the  point  that  she  could  no  longer  recognize  any  of  her 
children  when  they  would  visit  at  the  nursing  home.  She  then  changed  the  tone 
of  the  conversation  immediately  when  she  added,  "But  there's  always  someone  in  there." 
When  I  asked  what  she  meant,  she  continued: 


-  Rev.  Tadeusz 
Pacholczyk,  Ph.D. 
earned  his  doctor- 
ate in  neuroscience 
from  Yale  and  did 
post-doctoral  work 
at  Harvard.

"I  love  singing,  and  as  an  African -American,  I 
have  a  strong  voice.  I  sometimes  visit  nursing  homes 
near  my  house  just  to  sing  for  the  patients,  to  do 
something  different  and  break  up  their  routine 
a  little.  I  still  remember  f  2  years  ago,  I  decided  I 
would  sing  for  my  Mom.  She  didn't  have  a  clue 
who  I  was,  and  didn't  respond  to  much  of  anything, 
because  the  dementia  was  so  advanced.  She  seemed 
almost  catatonic.  By  chance  I  had  come  across  one 
of  her  old  hymnals  with  the  Baptist  songs  we  used 
to  sing  in  church  as  kids.  She  used  to  know  most 
of  them  by  heart.  Well,  those  old  hymns  stirred  up 
something  inside  her,  and  after  I  started  singing,  she 
suddenly  picked  up  and  began  to  sing  along  with 
me!  Yup,  there's  always  someone  in  there." 

Cecilia's  story  about  her  mother  runs  against  a 
cultural  tendency  today,  which  is  to  dismiss  those 
struggling  with  dementia  as  if  they  were  no  longer 
persons.  These  patients,  however,  clearly  deserve 
much  more  from  us  than  the  kind  of  benign  neglect 
(or  worse)  that  they  occasionally  receive. 

Many  of  us  fear  a  diagnosis  of  dementia.  We 
worry  about  "surrendering  our  core"  or  "losing  our 
true  self"  to  the  disease.  Many  of  us  wonder  how 
our  loved  ones  would  treat  us  under  such  circum- 
stances. 

Steven  Sabat,  writing  in  The  Journal  of  Clinical 
Ethics,  challenges  the  reduced  expectations  for  qual- 
ity care  for  those  with  dementia: 

"Is  his  or  her  personhood  recognized  and  sup- 
ported, or  neglected  in  favor  of  the  assumption  that 
it  barely,  if  at  all,  exists. .  do  we  assume  that  the 
afflicted  rarely  if  ever  recognizes  the  need  for  com- 
pany, for  stimulation,  for  the  same  sort  of  treatment 
he  or  she  would  seek  and  be  given  as  a  matter  of 
course  in  earlier,  healthier,  days?" 

Sometimes  we  may  view  the  situation  more  from 
our  own  vantage  point,  rather  than  the  patient's.  In 
a  report  on  care  for  the  elderly  physicians  Bernard 
Lo  and  Laurie  Dombrand  put  it  this  way:  "Fam- 
ily members  and  health  professionals  sometimes 


project  their  own  feelings  onto  the  patient.  Life  situ- 
ations that  would  be  intolerable  to  young  healthy 
people  may  be  [made]  acceptable  to  older  debili- 
tated patients." 

Sabat  notes  how  this  raises  the  prospect  of  reduc- 
ing the  patient  to  a  kind  of  object: 

"The  dementia  sufferer  is  not  treated  as  a  person; 
that  is,  as  one  who  is  an  autonomous  center  of 
life.  Instead,  he  or  she  is  treated  in  some  respects 
as  a  lump  of  dead  matter,  to  be  measured,  pushed 
around,  manipulated,  drained,  filled,  dumped,  etc." 

The  medical  profession  in  particular  faces  a 
unique  responsibility  towards  each  individual  with 
dementia,  a  duty  to  approach  each  life,  especially 
in  its  most  fragile  (and  uncooperative)  moments, 
with  compassion,  patience  and  attention.  When  our 
ability  to  think  rationally  or  choose  freely  becomes 
clouded  or  even  eliminated  by  dementia,  we  still 
remain  at  root  the  kind  of  creature  who  is  rational 
and  free,  and  the  bearer  of  inalienable  human  dig- 
nity. We  never  change  from  one  kind  of  being  into 
another.  Parents  who  have  children  born  with  a  seri- 
ous birth  defect  or  behavioral  problem  would  never 
suggest  that  their  defect  or  impediment  transforms 
them  into  another  kind  of  being,  into  an  animal  or  a 
pet.  It  never  renders  them  "subhuman,"  even  though 
their  behaviors,  like  those  of  advanced  dementia  pa- 
tients, may  at  times  be  frustrating  and  very  hard  to 
bear.  As  Cecilia  reminded  me  on  the  plane,  "there's 
always  someone  in  there." 

Pope  John  Paul  II  in  a  beautiful  passage  from 
Evangelium  Vitae  (On  the  Gospel  of  Life)  speaks  of 
"the  God  of  life,  who  has  created  every  individual  as 
a  'wonder.'"  We  are  called  to  foster  an  outlook  that 
"does  not  give  in  to  discouragement  when  confront- 
ed by  those  who  are  sick,  suffering,  outcast  or  at 
death's  door."  Those  suffering  from  dementia  chal- 
lenge us  in  a  particular  way  towards  the  beautiful, 
and  at  times  heroic,  response  of  love,  "perceiving  in 
the  face  of  every  person  a  call  to  encounter,  dialogue 
and  solidarity."

Bishop  Joins 

40  Days  for  Life  Prayer  Vigil 

►►  On  Saturday,  April  1  6,  201  1 ,  the  Most  Rev- 
erend Michael  F.  Burbidge  joined  some  75  people 
who  braved  the  rain  to  pray  the  Rosary  in  front  of 
the  Planned  Parenthood  abortion  clinic  in  Chapel 
Hill.  The  gathering  was  part  of  the  semi-annual 
40  Days  for  Life  prayer  vigil,  which  began  on  Ash 
Wednesday  and  ended  on  Palm  Sunday,  April  1  7. 

This  year,  in  addition  to  the  vigil  in  front  of  the 
Chapel  Hill  clinic,  pro-life  advocates  have  also 
prayed  at  clinics  in  Fayetteville  and  Wilmington. 
Pro-life  witnesses  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  have 
joined  in  solidarity  with  others  throughout  North 
America,  Australia  and  Northern  Ireland  to  pray 
the  Rosary  in  what  is  the  largest  and  longest  coor- 
dinated pro-life  mobilization  in  history.  In  addition 
to  prayer,  the  40  Days  for  Life  focuses  on  fasting, 
peaceful  vigil  and  community  outreach. 

Mrs.  Jacqueline  Bonk,  Director  of  the  Diocesan 
Office  of  Pro-Life,  was  present  at  the  vigil.  She 
explained,  "The  location  of  this  year's  vigil  was 
openly  visible  to  the  public  from  Highway  1  5-501 , 
so  it  caused  an  impact  on  the  community  as  well  as 
debate  among  university  students.  The  vigil  had  the 
effect  of  creating  the  necessary  community  aware- 
ness that  Planned  Parenthood  is  in  the  business  of 
performing  abortions,  which  is  not  only  the  killing 
of  innocent  and  the  most  vulnerable, but  also  an 
injustice  to  women  and  all  humanity." 

Bishop  Burbidge  noted  that  many  in  the  group 
praying  on  Saturday  were  under  25.  "In  addition 
to  the  individuals  who  for  many  years  have  been 
vigilant  witnesses  on  behalf  of  the  sacredness  of 
human  life,"  he  said,  "it  gives  me  special  hope  to 
see  so  many  young  people  here  witnessing  by 
their  prayer  to  this  cause.  For  them  and  for  all  of 
us  who  defend  life,  our  hope  is  rooted  in  Christ. 
United  to  Him,  we  are  powerful  instruments  who 
can  conquer  the  darkness.  Through  Him,  we 
believe  that  prayer  that  will  change  the  hearts  of 
elected  officials  who  forge  they  are  at  the  service 
of  life;  of  those  contemplating  abortions  or  those 
who  perform  them  and  of  those  who  fail  to  protect 
the  most  vulnerable  in  our  midst." 


The  three-day  Beatification  celebration  of  Pope  John  Paul 
II  drew  throngs  to  Rome,  and  to  computers  and  TVs 
around  the  world.  Undoubtedly,  however,  throngs  were 
also  rejoicing  from  another  location,  and  watching  the 
ceremonies  with  special  interest.  During  his  pontificate, 
Blessed  John  Paul  II  canonized  482  saints,  more  than  any  other  Pope. 


Among  those  canonized:  St. 
Maximilian  Kolbe,  Polish  priest, 
journalist  and  martyr;  St.  Lo- 
renzo Ruiz  of  the  Philippines;  117 
Vietnamese  martyrs;  St.  Andrew 
Kim  of  Korea;  St.  Rose  Philippine 
Duschesne,  founder  in  America 
of  the  first  houses  of  the  Society 
of  the  Sacred  Heart;  St.  Maria 
Faustina  Kowalska,  the  visionary 
behind  Divine  Mercy  Sunday,  the 
day  of  John  Paul's  beatification; 
St.  Katharine  Drexel,  an  American 
heiress  whose  crusade  to  bring 
Catholic  faith  and  education  to  Afncan  Americans  and  native  Ameri- 
cans touched  several  parishes  in  our  Diocese;  St.  Josephine  Bakhita,  an 
African  slave;  and  Padre  Pio  of  Pietralcina,  the  Italian  mystic  who  bore 
the  stigmata  in  the  20th  century. 

Those  482  saints  were  only  part  of  the  crowd.  Surrounding  Blessed 
John  Paul  on  that  day  were  the  more  than  1,300  men  and  women  he 
proclaimed  Blessed.  They  included  Native  American  Blessed  Kateri 
Tekakwitha;  Mexicans  Blessed  Juan  Diego  and  Blessed  Fr.  Miguel  Pro; 
Blessed  Damien  de  Veuster,  apostle  to  the  lepers  of  Molokai;  Blessed 
Pope  Pius  IX  and  Blessed  Pope  John  XXIII;  Blessed  Mother  Teresa  of 
Calcutta;  and  Blessed  Francisco  and  Blessed  Jacinta  Marto,  two  of  the 
three  children  to  whom  Mary  appeared  at  Fatima.  (Lucia  dos  Santos, 
the  third  visionary,  died  just  a  few  weeks  before  Blessed  John  Paul.) 

The  number  and  cultural  diversity  of  the  holy  people  recognized  by 
Blessed  John  Paul  in  his  26  years  as  Pope  is  an  emblem  of  his  enthusi- 
astic embrace  of  the  entire  Church,  and  of  all  Gods  children.  He  was, 
as  many  saints  have  been,  a  man  who  lived  each  day  knowing  he  was 
blessed  and  could  bless  others.  Not  just  the  exceptionally  holy,  but  all 
he  encountered,  even  the  man  who  tried  to  kill  him. 

In  this  issue,  several  of  those  he  touched  talk  about  what  Blessed 
John  Paul  meant  to  them.  You'll  also  learn  some  interesting  facts  about 
this  most  gifted  and  holy  man.

Sixty-five  from  Diocese 
Preparing  for  World  Youth 
Day  Pilgrimage 

►►  On  August  1  2,  more  than  five 
dozen  men,  women  and  teenagers 
will  depart  on  a  pilgrimage  to  Madrid, 
Spain,  to  take  part  in  World  Youth  Day 
201  1 .  The  group  will  join  the  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  for  a 
five-day  event  hosted  by  the  Catholic 
Church  of  Spain  and  the  Archdiocese 
of  Madrid.  World  Youth  Day  (WYD)  is 
a  semi-annual  event  in  which  Catholic 
young  people  from  throughout  the 
world  join  with  the  Holy  Father  for 
prayer,  the  Way  of  the  Cross  and  the 
celebration  of  Holy  Mass.  More  than 
one  million  Catholics  are  expected  to 
attend  this  year's  event. 

World  Youth  Day  was  begun  by 
Pope  John  Paul  II  as  a  way  to  engage 
young  Catholics  to  learn  more  about 
their  faith  and  to  gain  an  understand- 
ing of  the  universality  of  the  Church.  It 
provides  them  with  an  opportunity  to 
be  with  the  Vicar  for  Christ.  Sponsors 
note  that  the  pastoral  and  apostolic 
experience  in  years  of  WYD  cel- 
ebrations has  been  overwhelmingly 
positive,  adding  that  WYD  not  only 
demonstrates  the  Church's  presence 
in  the  world,  but  also  a  sign  of  com- 
munion among  its  members. 

Those  making  their  way  to  Madrid 
from  the  Diocese  will  first  make  a  stop 
at  one  of  the  world's  most  famous 
Catholic  shrines,  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes 
in  France. 

In  an  interview  on  Catholic  Weekly, 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh's  radio 
program,  Diocesan  Youth  Ministry 
Director  Patrick  Diener  discussed  the 
pilgrimage  and  impact  World  Youth 
Day  has  had  in  every  country  that 
sponsored  the  event. 

"Pope  John  Paul  began  WYD," 
Mr.  Diener  explained,  "because  he 
realized  that  youth  were  not  just  the 
Church  of  tomorrow  but  an  impor- 
tant part  of  the  Church  of  today." 
The  WYD  pilgrims  will  represent  1  3 
parishes  in  the  Diocese,  he  said,  and 
include  35  young  adults,  1  6  teens 
and  1  4  adults  who  will  act  as  chaper- 
ones.

The  campus  ministry  delegates  welcomed  Gibbons  students  planning  to  at- 
tend their  schools  and  handed  out  information  about  campus  ministry  events  and 
opportunities  for  service.  Al  Drago,  a  senior  planning  to  attend  Elon  College,  said, 
"Having  students  from  Elon  coming  and  welcoming  me  to  their  Catholic  ministry 
program  allowed  me  to  find  out  how  to  get  involved  early  and  continue  to  live  out 
my  faith  throughout  college."  All  the  groups  do  outreach  projects  in  their  campus 
and  local  communities,  and  even  internationally,  for  example  through  mission  trips  in 
the  spring  and  fall.

John  Wall,  Pastor  of  the  Catholic  Newman  Center  Parish  at  UNC-Chapel 
Hill,  said  that  campus  ministry  service  gives  Catholic  students  important  insights 
into  the  lives  of  their  neighbors  and  opens  their  eyes  to  ways  they  can  help.  Con- 
tinuing faith  formation  of  young  adults  is  another  crucial  task  for  campus  ministry,  he 
said,  citing  the  numerous  prayer  and  Scripture  study  and  discussion  groups  at  the 
Newman  Center. 

Fr.  McCue  expressed  the  hope  that  by  involvement  in  campus  ministry,  Gibbons 
students  would  continue  to  develop  the  faith,  service  and  leadership  in  Church  and 
community  instilled  throughout  their  Catholic  high  school  education.

The  recent  pilgrimage  to  the  National  Shrine 
of  the  Immaculate  Conception  brought  to 
my  mind  how  much  the  shrine  church  has 
meant  to  me.  1  visited  it  often  even  before 
it  was  finished.  For  a  long  time  only  the 
basement  was  built  and  open. 


Our  Blessed  Lady 
should  always  be  in  the 
forefront  of  our  life  of 
faith  and  prayer. 

When  I  was  a  student 
at  St.  Meinrad,  I  always 
took  the  train  to  D.C. 
There  I  would  detrain 
and  take  the  trolley  to 
Our  Lady's  national 
shrine  and  attend  Mass 
in  the  crypt  Church. 
As  a  student  in  Rome 
I  visited  all  the  Marian 
Churches  regularly.  I  did  the  same  in  Italy  and  Switzerland 
and  the  other  places  in  Europe  where  I  spent  time. 

The  month  of  May  should  remind  us  of  the  role  of 
Mary,  our  mother  in  the  life  of  the  Church.  Our  Blessed 
Lady  must  be  in  the  heart  of  our  being.  It  is  she  who  loves 

us  and  cares  for  us 
and  watches  over  us. 
Our  Lady  is  always  in 
my  heart  and  in  my 
prayers. 

My  mother  died 
when  I  was  young. 
She  died  in  the  month 
of  May  just  before  my 
birthday.  I  remember 
waking  up  to  the  sound  of  my  godmothers  voice  and  her 
brother's  voice.  He  was  our  family  doctor.  My  bedroom 
door  was  opened  and  they  both  came  in  to  tell  me  of  my 
mothers  death.  It  was  at  that  time  that  I  took  the  Blessed 
Mother  as  the  guardian  of  my  faith  and  life.  I  still  visit  my 
mother's  grave  in  the  cemetery  next  to  Washington  School 
in  Raleigh. 

My  last  parish  was  St.  Mary  in  Wilmington.  I  was  over- 
joyed when  I  was  assigned  to  that  parish. 

I  say  all  of  this  to  encourage  every  one  of  you  to  make 
Mary  a  prominent  person  in  the  your  life,  and  to  make  her 
image  prominent  in  your  home  and  your  church.

person's  holiness  is  based  only  in  part  on  the  effects  of  their  words  and 
deeds  and  personality  on  earth.  Much  passes  between  God  and  his 
saints  that  no  other  person  can  see,  much  less  judge.  Still,  as  Church 
officials  examined  the  life  of  Karol  Wotyla,  Pope  John  Paul  II,  in  con- 
sidering the  cause  of  his  beatification,  they  must  have  heard  many 
testimonies  like  the  ones  offered  by  Catholics  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
when  NCC  asked  them  to  recall  the  now  Blessed  Holy  Father. 
NC  Catholics  told  stories  of  a  person  who  influenced  them  intel- 
lectually and  spiritually,  someone  whose  charisma  and  courage  in  the  face  of  suffer- 
ing inspired  them  to  seek  a  closer  relationship  with  Jesus  in  their  own  lives.

NC  CATHOLICS  RECALL 
A  BELOVED  POPE

Dr.  Paul  Griffiths,  Warren  Professor 
of  Catholic  Theology  at  Duke  Divin- 
ity, was  Anglican  when  he  first  became 
aware  of  Pope  John  Paul.  The  elec- 
tion of  a  Pole  as  Bishop  of  Rome  was 
startling  news  in  1  978.  "I  began  to  read 
his  writings,  Griffiths  recalled,  "and  I  was 
impressed.  His  early  encyclicals  like  Dives 
in  Misericordia  (Rich  in  Mercy)  on  the  need  for  human  mercy 
and  Laborem  Exercens  (On  Human  Work)  on  the  dignity  of 
Labor  were  quite  powerful.  But  I  was  fascinated  not  just  by  his 
magisterial  texts  but  by  his  persona." 

Dr.  Griffiths  called  blessed  John  Paul's  impact  on  his  own 
life  "huge.  I  think  he  was  the  main  influence  in  moving  me 
toward  becoming  Catholic  in  the  mid-'90s. 

As  a  scholar,  Dr.  Griffiths  found  Blessed  John  Paul  intel- 
lectual formation  especially  interesting:  "He  was  more  than 
another  Thomist  [one  formed  in  the  writings  of  St.  Thomas 
Aquinas];  he  was  also  formed  in  phenomenology  and  what 
later  came  to  be  called  'personalism'  in  philosophy.  He  could 
write  about  what  it  meant  to  be  a  human  being  in  ways  that 
were  new  to  me  and  I  think  to  the  Catholic  world." 


Dr.  Griffiths  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  the  Holy  Father  in 
March  200 1 .  "Through  the  good  offices  of  my  local  Bishop 
I  was  invited  to  a  Mass  in  the  Pope's  private  chapel,"  he  re- 
called. There  were  about  twenty  people  there.  He  celebrated 
Mass,  and  then  we  got  to  talk  with  him  for  about  one  minute." 

More  than  the  content  of  the  brief  audience,  Dr.  Griffiths 
recalled  the  Pope's  focus.  "When  he  talked  to  me  it  actually 
seemed  as  if  I  mattered  to  him.  He  was  genuinely  interested." 

Asked  which  of  Blessed  John  Paul's  encyclicals  had  the 
most  impact  on  the  Church,  Dr.  Griffiths  hesitated.  "That's 
very  difficult,"  he  said.  "I'll  tell  you  about  the  encyclical  for 
which,  over  time,  I  have  the  most  hope.  It's  Ut  Unum  Sint 
(That  all  May  Be  One).  I  think  that  in  time,  perhaps  much  time, 
that  encyclical  might  actually  have  a  transformative  effect  in  a 
deep  way  on  the  project  of  Christian  unity."

Bishop  Michael  Burbidge  said  he  was  blessed  to  have 
met  Blessed  John  Paul  as  a  seminarian,  as  a  priest  and  as  a 
Bishop.  "At  all  the  stages  of  my  life  he  spoke  a  message  that 
was  inspiring,"  the  Bishop  said. 

"When  I  was  a  seminarian  he  welcomed  us,  he  told  us 
how  much  the  Church  needed  us.  As  a  priest,  I  read  avidly 
his  Holy  Thursday  letters  to  priests,  telling  us  of  the  things 
we  must  seek  to  do  for  God's  people,  and  reminding  us  that 
there  was  no  more  important  gift  we  could  give  them  than 
our  prayerfulness,  holiness  and  our  close  relationship  with 
the  Lord.  I  always  felt  challenged  by  these  letters;  I  still  read 
them  frequently.  As  a  Bishop,  John  Paul  taught  taught  what  it 
means  to  be  a  shepherd,  to  know  God's  people,  to  love  them 
and  to  be  joyful  in  service." 

Bishop  Burbidge  believes  Blessed  John  Paul  had  a 
tremendous  impact  on  vocations  to  the  Priesthood.  "If  you 
ask  young  priests  who  was  the  most  influential  person  in  their 
vocation,"  he  said,  "most  will  include  John  Paul  II.  He  spoke 
to  that  generation,  and  he  had  an  incredible  connection  with 


young  people." 

In  addition  to  the  Pope's  Holy  Thursday  letters,  the  Bishop 
takes  special  inspiration  from  Gift  and  Mystery,  the  Pope's 
book  on  the  occasion  of  his  50th  anniversary  as  a  priest.  "It's 
a  beautiful  reflection  on  Priesthood,"  he  said.  "Reading  it  is 
like  going  on  a  'retreat'  for  all  priests."  He  also  cited  Rise,  Let 
Us  Be  on  Our  Way.  "He  addressed  Bishops  and  spoke  of  the 
essential  need  to  imitate  Christ,  the  Good  Shepherd." 

Among  Blessed  John  Paul's  encyclicals,  the  Bishop,  like  Dr. 
Griffiths,  cited  Dives  in  Misericordia:  "I  believe  that  more  than 
ever  our  Church  and  all  the  faithful  need  to  be  convinced  of 
God's  infinite  love  for  us  and  how  He  longs  to  embrace  us  in 
mercy,  a  free  and  generous  gift." 

Bishop  Burbidge  also  mentioned  Evangelium  Vitae  (The 
Gospel  of  Life)  and  Ecclesia  de  Eucharistia  (The  Church  of 
the  Eucharist).  "The  first  contained  the  message  that  John 
Paul  II  consistently  preached  and  that  our  world  needs  to  hear 
each  and  every  day:  all  of  human  life  is  sacred  and  all  persons 
are  to  be  treated  with  dignity.  The  second  reflected  Blessed 
John  Paul's  profound  love  for  Jesus  in  the  Blessed  Eucharist 
and  reminded  us  that  the  Eucharist  is  the  source  and  summit 
of  our  lives  and  of  all  pastoral  ministries." 

Finally,  the  Bishop  spoke  of  Theology  of  the  Body,  ar- 
ticulated by  the  Pope  in  a  long  series  of  lectures  early  in  his 
pontificate.  "The  lectures  began  in  1 979,  the  Bishop  said. 
"But  today  they  are  studied  in  more  depth  than  ever."

That  point  is  seconded  by  Linda 
Gaviria.  Mrs.  Gaviria  is  Director  in  Raleigh 
of  Family  Honor,  a  program  which  attempts 
to  instill  respect  for  life  and  sexuality  in 
youngsters  approaching  adolescence.  "All  of 
Family  Honor's  parent-child  programs  are 
grounded  in  an  age-appropriate  presenta-

of  the  Body,"  she  said.  "The  late  Pope's  writings  have  been 
instrumental  in  our  work  with  families  as  we  promote  this  new 
'language  of  love'  and  respect  for  the  dignity  of  the  human 
person.  Parents  say  to  us  constantly,  'If  only  I  had  heard  this 
message  when  I  was  growing  up!'" 

Growing  up  with  Blessed  John  Paul  was  the  experience 
of  an  entire  generation  of  young  Catholics,  now  in  their 
20s  and  30s,  many  of  them  parents  of  young  children,  and 
committed  to  their  identity  and  responsibilities  as  Catholics.

Kathryn  Chapman  Diener,  MTS,  a 

wife  and  the  mother  of  two  children,  said, 
"Pope  John  Paul  II  revealed  to  me  the  beauty 
of  marriage,  the  beauty  of  my  vocation  as 
wife  and  mother  and  most  importantly,  helped 
reveal  to  me  what  it  means  to  be  human. 

"When  I  was  2 1 , 1  felt  a  calling  to  grow 
deeper  in  my  faith.  My  search  led  me  to  the 
John  Paul  II  Institute  for  Studies  on  Marriage  and  the  Family  in 
Washington  DC.  There  I  spent  two  years  plumbing  the  depths 
of  our  Father's  love  by  reading  and  studying  not  only  Pope  John 
Paul  II 's  writings  and  teachings,  but  also  the  2,000  plus  years 
of  collective  wisdom  that  is  our  faith.  It  was  as  if  my  soul  had 
struck  gold.  In  a  world  where  the  dignity  and  sacredness  of  hu- 
man life  is  met  with  opposition  at  every  turn,  Blessed  John  Paul 
emphatically  fought  for  an  understanding  of  the  human  person 
as  made  in  the  image  and  likeness  of  God  -  made  in  Love  and 
called  to  Love  as  revealed  in  the  person  of  Jesus  Christ." 

It  was  at  the  John  Paul  II  Institute,  Mrs.  Diener  said,  that  she 
discovered  the  importance  of  the  vocation  of  parenting.  "It  was 
also  where  I  began  a  deep  and  holy  friendship  with  the  man  I 
would  one  day  marry.  Our  second  son,  Charlie,  is  named  after 
Karol  (Polish  for  Charles)  Wojtyla.  Our  family  has  a  special 
relation  with  Blessed  John  Paul  and  we  call  on  him  often  to 
intercede  on  our  behalf.  We  feel  the  graces  every  day." 
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Beyond  his  teaching  and  his  cha- 
risma, many  who  encountered  John  Paul 
II  were  impressed  by  what  Msgr.  David 
D.  Brockman,  Vicar  General  of  the 
Diocese,  called  his  "generosity  of  heart." 
Msgr.  Brockman  related  this  true  story: 
"When  Bishop  Gossman  asked  me  to 
pursue  studies  in  Canon  Law  in  Rome, 


a  priest  friend  of  mine  arranged  for  a  friend  of  his  there  (I'll 
call  him  Stefan)  in  Rome  to  meet  with  me  every  week  and 
to  practice  my  Italian.  So,  I  met  Stefan  my  first  week  there 
and  quickly  came  to  know  that  he  was  the  longest  serving 
member  of  the  Swiss  Guard  still  on  duty,  with  over  twenty 
years  of  service  to  the  Holy  Father. 

"Stefan  was  married  and  had  one  child,  a  son,  who  was 
about  nine.  The  boy  was  severely  handicapped  -  not  being 
able  to  walk  or  even  talk.  About  five  weeks  into  our  friend- 
ship, Stefan  seemed  unusually  distracted,  not  speaking  too 
much.  I  asked  him  what  was  wrong  and  he  said  that  he  had 
found  out  that  week  that  he  had  begun  to  show  signs  of 
Parkinson's  disease.  His  wife  was  not  taking  the  news  well 
and  with  the  prospect  of  being  the  caregiver  to  yet  another, 
had  gone  back  to  Switzerland. 

"Moreover,  given  what  his  physical  limitations  would  be 
as  the  Parkinson's  progressed,  it  was  clear  that  it  might  be 
best  for  him  to  retire. 

"We  talked  extensively  about  it  for  weeks,  me  doing  my 
best  to  counsel  him  in  Italian.  Then,  one  day  Stefan  showed 
up  just  beaming.  He  said  he  had  gotten  a  surprise  call 
from  his  superiors.  Stefan  could  hardly  get  out  the  news: 
He  said  he  would  be  staying  on  in  the  barracks  and  doing 
a  newly  created  job  of  archivist  for  the  Guard! 

"'How'?'  I  asked. 

"Stefan  said  that  when  he  thanked  his  superiors,  he  was 
told,  'I  am  very  grateful  this  provision  could  be  made,  but 
I  am  not  the  one  to  thank.  The  gratitude  goes  to  the  one 
you've  guarded  for  over  twenty  years,  and  who,  in  what  you 
are  suffering,  walks  with  you  now.'"

The  Beatification  of  John  Paul  II 


The  Pontificate  of 
John  Paul  II 

by  the  Numbers... 


One  of  the  most 
influential 
leaders  of  the 
20th  century, 
Pope  John  Paul  II  was 
instrumental  in  bringing 
an  end  to  Communist  rule 
both  in  Poland  and  the 
whole  of  Europe.  His  pon- 
tificate was  also  marked 
by  tremendous  strides  in 
ecumenism  and  interreli- 
gious  dialogue  as  he  was 
the  first  pope  to  visit  both 
a  mosque  and  a  synagogue. 


Under  his  watch,  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  issued  its  first  new 
catechism  in  almost  500  years  and 
saw  a  record  number  of  canonizations 
to  sainthood.  In  1981,  his  popularity 
grew  after  he  survived  an  assassination 
attempt  by  Turkish  gunman,  Mehmet 
Ali  Agca,  whom  he  quickly  forgave. 

At  his  funeral  in  2005,  the  faithful 
filled  St.  Peter's  Square  with  banners 
and  shouts  of  "santo  subito,"  or  "saint- 
hood now."  In  response,  Pope  Benedict 
XVI  waived  the  traditional  five-year 
waiting  period  for  the  canonization 
process  to  begin  thereby  putting  John 
Paul  II  on  the  fast  track  to  sainthood. 

After  investigations  concluded  that 
he  had  indeed  lived  a  life  of  heroic 
virtue,  Pope  Benedict  XVI  proclaimed 
John  Paul  II  to  be  "Venerable"  on 
December  19,  2009.  The  next  step 
toward  sainthood  for  John  Paul  II  is  his 
beatification  which  has  been  scheduled 
for  May  1,  2011.

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The  Miracle 


Before  someone  can  be  beatified,  it 
must  be  proven  that  a  miracle  has  tak- 
en place  through  his  or  her  interces- 
sion. The  belief  is  that  such  a  miracle 
is  evidence  that  the  person  is  enjoying 
the  Beatific  Vision  because  God  has 
performed  the  miracle  in  response  to 
his  or  her  prayers. 

In  the  case  of  John  Paul  II,  the 
required  miracle  occurred  in  France  in 
June  2005  when  a  French  nun,  Sister 
Marie  Simon-Pierre,  was  suddenly  cured 
of  her  Parkinson's  disease  after  praying  to 
John  Paul  II  for  his  intercession. 

After  careful  study  and  extensive 
consultations  with  physicians  and 
theologians,  three  separate  Vatican 
panels  determined  that  her  recovery 
was  inexplicable  and  was  the  result  of 
the  intercession  of  the  late  pontiff,  who 
also  happened  to  suffer  from  Parkin- 
sons. Pope  Benedict  XVI  then  signed 
the  official  decree. 

This  first  miracle  clears  the  way  for 
John  Paul  IPs  beatification  on  May  1 , 
2011,  by  Pope  Benedict  XVI.  A  sec- 
ond miracle  will  be  required  for  his 
canonization  but  his  beatification  will 
become  the  fastest  on  record,  coming 
a  little  more  than  six  years  after  his 
death  and  beating  out  Mother  Teresas 
record  beatification  in  2003  by  a  few 
days. 

The  Path  to  Sainthood 
at  a  Glance... 

The  current  procedure  for  causes  of 
beatification  and  canonization  can  be 
found  in  the  Apostolic  Constitution 
Divinus  Perfectionis  Magister  promulgat- 
ed by  Pope  John  Paul  II  in  1983.  The 
various  stages  leading  to  canonization 
are  as  follows: 

Servant  of  God 


The  process  begins  at  the  dioc- 
esan level  after  at  least  five  years 
have  passed  since  the  death  of  the 
candidate.  Usually  the  bishop  of  the 
diocese  in  which  the  candidate  died  is 
responsible  for  beginning  the  investi- 
gation after  he  receives  a  request  from 


the  faithful  through  the  postulator, 
generally  a  priest  who  presents  a  plea 
for  a  beatification  or  canonization.  In 
response,  the  bishop  forms  a  diocesan 
tribunal  for  this  purpose  once  the  nihil 
obstat  (a  decree  that  no  impediment 
exists  that  would  prevent  the  investiga- 
tion) of  the  Holy  See  is  obtained. 

The  tribunal  calls  witnesses  to 
recount  concrete  facts  concerning 
the  candidates  exercise  of  Christian 
virtues  considered  heroic,  i.e.  the 
theological  virtues  (faith,  hope  and 
charity),  the  cardinal  virtues  (pru- 
dence, justice,  temperance  and  forti- 
tude), and  other  virtues  specific  to  the 
candidates  state  in  life.  Additionally, 
all  documents  regarding  the  candidate 
must  be  gathered  for  review.  At  this 
point  the  candidate  is  entitled  to  the 
title  of  Servant  of  God. 

When  enough  information  has 
been  gathered,  the  congregation  will 
recommend  to  the  pope  that  he  make 
a  proclamation  of  the  Servant  of  God's 
heroic  virtue.  From  this  point  the  one 
is  referred  to  by  the  title  of  Venerable. 
A  Venerable  is  not  given  a  feast  day, 
no  churches  may  be  built  in  his  or  her 
honor,  and  the  church  has  made  no 
statement  on  the  person's  probable  or 
certain  presence  in  heaven.  With  that 
said,  prayer  cards  and  other  materials 
may  be  printed  to  encourage  the  faith- 
ful to  pray  for  a  miracle  wrought  by  his 
or  her  intercession  as  a  sign  of  God's 
will  that  the  person  be  canonized. 

Blessed  (Martyrs) 


The  investigation  is  then  passed  on 
to  the  Congregation  for  the  Causes  of 
Saints  in  Rome.  A  summary  report,  or 
the  Positio,  is  prepared  that  proves  the 
heroic  exercise  of  virtue.  The  report 
undergoes  an  examination  by  nine 
theologians  who  give  their  vote.  If  the 
majority  of  the  theologians  are  in  favor 
the  cause  is  passed  on  for  examina- 
tion by  cardinals  and  bishops  who  are 
members  of  the  Congregation.  If  their 
judgment  is  favorable,  the  Prefect  of 
the  Congregation  presents  the  results 
of  the  entire  investigation  to  the  Holy 
Father,  who  gives  his  approval  and 
authorizes  the  Congregation  to  draft 


the  relative  decree  of  beatification.  The 
public  reading  and  promulgation  of 
the  decree  of  beatification  grants  the 
candidate  the  title  of  Blessed. 

Beatification  is  the  permission  to 
venerate  the  candidate  within  a  limited 
sphere.  Typically,  it  means  that  the  per- 
son can  be  venerated  by  a  particular 
region  or  group  of  people  for  whom 
the  person  holds  special  importance. 
In  other  words,  it  is  not  universally 
binding  to  the  entire  Church. 

Blessed  (Confessors) 


If  the  candidate  was  not  a  martyr  but 
rather  a  confessor  who  died  peacefully 
after  a  life  of  heroic  virtue,  a  miracle 
attributed  to  the  Servant  of  God  veri- 
fied after  his  or  her  death  is  necessary. 
The  miracle  must  be  proven  through 
another  canonical  investigation  in  a 
procedure  that  is  comparable  with 
that  required  for  heroic  virtues.  If  the 
investigation  comes  to  a  satisfactory 
conclusion,  a  second  decree  is  promul- 
gated that  with  the  decree  on  heroic 
virtue  grants  the  candidate  the  title  of 
Blessed. 

Saint 


In  order  for  the  Blessed  to  be  canon- 
ized and  acquire  the  title  of  Saint, 
another  miracle  is  required.  This 
miracle  must  be  attributable  to  the 
intercession  of  the  Blessed  and  must 
have  occurred  after  his  or  her  beatifica- 
tion. The  miracle  is  verified  according 
to  the  same  methods  used  during  the 
beatification  stage. 

Once  conferred,  the  title  of  Saint 
indicates  that  the  person  lived  a  holy 
life,  is  in  heaven  enjoying  the  Beatific 
Vision,  and  is  to  be  honored  by  the 
universal  Church.  Saints  may  be  pub- 
licly invoked  and  mentioned  officially 
in  the  liturgy  of  the  Church,  especially 
in  the  Litany  of  the  Saints.  The  Saint 
is  assigned  a  feast  day  which  may  be 
celebrated  anywhere  within  the  Catho- 
lic Church,  although  it  may  or  may 
not  appear  on  the  general  calendar  or 
local  calendars  as  an  obligatory  feast. 
Churches  may  also  be  built  in  his  or 
her  honor.

En  esta  generosidad,  el  sol  refleja  la 
abundancia  de  Dios,  una  largueza  que 
nos  invita  a  nosotros  a  ser  tambien  gen- 
erosos,  a  tener  buen  corazon,  "corazon- 
grande",  a  arriesgarnos  mas  entregando- 
nos  en  auto-sacrificio,  a  dar  testimonio 
de  la  abundancia  de  Dios. 

Pero  esto  no  es  nada  facil.  Instinti- 
vamente  nos  inclinamos  con  mayor 
naturalidad  a  la  auto-preservacion  y  a 
la  seguridad  personal.  Por  naturaleza 
sentimos  temor  y...  acaparamos.  Por  eso, 
seamos  pobres  o  no,  tendemos  a  pensar 
y  obrar  con  un  sentido  de  escasez, 
siempre  con  el  temor  de  que  no  ten- 
emos  bastante,  de  que  no  hay  suficiente; 
siempre  con  la  actitud  restringida  de  que 
tenemos  que  andar  con  cuidado  en  lo 
que  regalamos  o  entregamos,  de  que 
no  podemos  permitirnos  el  lujo  de  ser 
demasiado  generosos. 

Pero  Dios,  y  lo  mismo  la  naturaleza, 
demuestran  que  eso  no  es  cierto.  Dios 
es  prodigo,  tiene  en  abundancia,  es 
generoso  y  rumboso  por  encima  de 
nuestros  pequenos  miedos  y  temores 
imaginarios.  Tambien  la  naturaleza  es 
increiblemente  esplendida  y  prodiga, 
hasta  lograr  abrumarnos.  El  ambito  y  las 
posibilidades  de  nuestro  universo,  aun  en 
la  reducida  medida  en  que  lo  conoc- 
emos,  resultan  casi  inimaginables.  Asi 
es  tambien  la  abundancia  y  el  caracter 
prodigo  de  Dios. 


Vemos  esto,  por  ejemplo,  en  la 
parabola  biblica  del  sembrador:  El  Sem- 
brador,  Dios,  a  quien  Jesus  describe,  no 
es  una  persona  calculadora  que  siembra 
su  grano  solo  en  terreno  bueno  y  abo- 
nado,  con  cuidado  y  discrimination.  Este 
Sembrador  siembra  semillas  a  boleo  en 
todas  partes  sin  distincion:  En  el  camino, 
en  la  maleza,  entre  piedras,  en  terreno 
baldio,  asi  como  en  buen  terreno.  Parece 
que  este  Sembrador  tiene  incontables 
semillas  y  asi  trabaja  con  una  generosa 
sensibilidad  de  abundancia,  mas  que  con 
un  sentido  restringido  de  escasez.  Vemos 
ese  mismo  sentido  de  abundancia  en  la 
parabola  del  propietario  de  la  vina,  en 
la  que  el  amo,  Dios,  da  un  mismo  jomal 
completo  a  todos,  hayan  trabajado  o  no 
durante  todo  el  dia.  Dios,  se  nos  dice, 
posee  riqueza  ilimitada  y  no  es  tacano  en 
el  momento  de  compartirla. 

Dios  es  igualmente  prodigo  y  gen- 
eroso en  perdonar,  como  vemos  en  los 
Evangelios.  En  la  parabola  del  Padre  que 
perdona  a  su  hijo  prodigo  percibimos  a 
una  persona  que  puede  perdonar  ba- 
sado  en  una  riqueza  que  pareceria  que 
minusvalora  su  dignidad  y  el  calculado 
coste  de  si  mismo.  Y  vemos  esta  misma 
largueza  tambien  en  Jesus,  cuando 
perdona  tanto  a  los  que  le  estaban  eje- 
cutando  como  a  los  que  le  abandonaron 
durante  su  ejecucion. 

Dios,  segun  podemos  ver,  es  tan 


rico  en  amor  y  misericordia  que  puede 
permitirse  ser  derrochador,  archigen- 
eroso,  no  calculador,  no  discriminador, 
increiblemente  dispuesto  al  riesgo,  y  de 
buen  corazon  (de  "corazon-grande"), 
mas  de  lo  que  podamos  imaginar. 

Y  esa  es  precisamente  su  invitation: 
Nos  invita  a  tener  una  perception  y  sen- 
tido de  la  abundancia  de  Dios  para  poder 
arriesgar  siempre  con  un  buen  corazon 
y  con  generosidad,  mas  alia  del  miedo 
instintivo  que  nos  hace  creer  que,  porque 
parece  que  las  cosas  estan  escasas, 
necesitamos  ser  mas  calculadores. 

El  Evangelio  de  Lucas  nos  ofrece  uno 
de  los  mensajes  mas  fuertes  de  justicia 
social  en  toda  la  Escritura  (cada  seis 
lineas  encontramos  un  reto  directo  a  la 
justicia  para  con  los  pobres),  y,  sin  em- 
bargo, en  el  Evangelio  de  Lucas,  Jesus, 
aun  cuando  nos  previene  contra  el 
peligro  de  la  riqueza,  no  condena  al  rico 
o  a  las  riquezas.  Mas  bien  distingue  entre 
los  ricos  generosos  y  los  ricos  tacanos 
o  avariciosos.  Los  primeros  son  buenos, 
porque  irradian  y  encarnan  la  abundancia 
y  generosidad  de  Dios;  mientras  que  los 
segundos  son  malos  porque  niegan  la 
abundancia,  la  generosidad  y  el  inmenso 
corazon  de  Dios. 

Jesus  nos  asegura  que  la  medida 
con  la  que  medimos  es  la  medida  que 
recibiremos  a  cambio.  En  esencia, 
con  eso  quiere  afirmar  que  el  aire  que 
exhalamos  sera  el  aire  que  volveremos 
a  inhalar.  Eso  es  correcto  no  solo 
ecologicamente;  es  tambien  una  amplia 
verdad  util  para  la  vida  en  general.  Si  al 
respirar  exhalamos  tacaneria,  volver- 
emos a  inhalar  tacaneria;  si  exhalamos 
mezquindad,  inhalaremos  mezquindad; 
si  exhalamos  amargura,  entonces  la 
amargura  sera  el  aire  que  nos  rodea. 
Y  si  exhalamos  una  sensibilidad  de 
escasez  que  nos  hace  calcular  y  tener 
miedo,  entonces  el  calculo  y  el  miedo 
seran  el  aire  que  volveremos  a  inhalar. 
Pero,  si,  conscientes  de  la  abundante 
riqueza  de  Dios,  exhalamos  generosi- 
dad y  perdon,  inhalaremos  tambien  aire

Recordando

Como  Iglesia  universal,  estamos  bendecidos  al  celebrar  la  beatification  de  nuestro 
amado  Papa  Juan  Pablo  II.  La  beatification  es  un  reconocimiento  otorgado  por  la 
Iglesia  Catolica  de  la  entrada  a  una  persona  al  Cielo  y  la  capacidad  del  individuo 
para  interceder  por  todos  nosotros  que  nos  acerca  a  la  fe  por  medio  de  su  interce- 
sion.  Una  persona  que  es  beatificada  se  le  da  el  titulo  de  "Beato".  jEsperamos  con  impaciencia 
el  proximo  paso  para  Juan  Pablo  II  que,  Dios  mediante,  sera  canonizado  y  declarado  Santo! 


Entre  las  mayores  bendiciones  y  recuerdos  en  mi  vida  son 
las  ocasiones  que  tuve  el  privilegio  de  estar  en  compafria  del 
Papa  Juan  Pablo  II.  La  primera  vez  fue  poco  despues  de  ser 
elegido  como  Papa,  cuando  visito  el  seminario  de  Saint  Charles 
Borromeo.  Estaba  en  mi  tercer  ano  de  formacion  sacerdotal. 
Nunca  olvidare  aquella  tarde  en  octubre  de  1979,  cuando 
entre  a  la  capilla  para  esperar  la  llegada  del  Papa.  Se  abrieron 
las  puertas  de  la  capilla  y  alii  estaba:  jel  sucesor  de  Pedro!  En 
ese  tiempo,  el  estaba  vibrante  y  fuerte,  camino  por  el  pasillo 
con  una  sonrisa  brillante  y  con  sus  brazos  extendidos,  como 
una  serial  de  su  deseo  de  abrazar  a  todos  nosotros.  Parecia  que 
los  estruendosos  aplausos  de  los  seminaristas  entusiasmados 
duraron  una  eternidad.  Luego  hubo  un  silencio  y  a  traves  de 
nosotros,  hablo  a  los  seminaristas  de  todo  el  mundo. 

Me  inspiraron  profundamente  las  palabras  del  Santo  Padre  esa 
tarde.  Todavia  recuerdo  el  animo  y  los  desafios  que  transmitio. 
Estos  pensamientos,  en  particular,  siguen  siendo  una  fuente  de 
reflexion  para  mi:  El  Papa  Juan  Pablo  II  nos  dijo  que  desarrol- 
lemos  intemamente  esas  actitudes  que  son  tan  deseables  en  un 
sacerdote,  tales  como  la  obediencia  gozosa,  generosidad  y  el  sac- 
rificio.  Tambien  nos  animo  a  ratificar  todos  los  dias  en  nuestros 
corazones  la  obediencia  que  debemos  a  Cristo  y  a  Su  Iglesia, 
especialmente  a  traves  de  la  oracion  y  abandonarse  a  la  volun- 
tad  de  Dios,  siempre  con  la  conviccion  de  San  Pablo:  "Todo  lo 
puedo  en  Aquel  que  me  fortalece"  (Flp  4: 13). 

Ademas  de  sus  palabras,  esa  tarde,  recuerdo  su  alegria.  Ob- 
viamente,  estaban  enraizadas  en  su  amor  por  Cristo  y  recono- 
ciendo  el  gran  privilegio  de  ser  Su  siervo.  Despues  de  que  el 
Santo  Padre  les  dijo  a  los  seminaristas  lo  mucho  que  la  Iglesia 
necesitaba  de  nosotros,  yo  solo  deseaba  ser  ordenado  ese  mis- 
mo  dia.  Sin  embargo,  el  Santo  Padre  me  inspiro  a  perseverar 
en  mi  formacion  al  sacerdocio  con  celo  y  dedicacion  renovada. 
Desde  entonces,  esa  noche  y  cada  dia,  he  orado  de  una  manera 


de  generosidad  y  perdon.  Inhalamos  lo 
que  exhalamos. 

Jamas  me  he  encontrado  un  hombre 
o  una  mujer  verdaderamente  generosos 
que  no  afirmen  que,  siempre,  recibieron 
a  cambio  mas  de  lo  que  dieron.  Y  nunca 
jamas  me  he  encontrado  un  hombre 


especial  para  seguir  el  ejemplo  del  Papa  Juan  Pablo  II  y  servir  al 
Sefior  y  a  Su  Iglesia  con  alegria,  fidelidad  y  santidad. 

La  ultima  vez  que  estuve  en  compania  de  Juan  Pablo  II  fue 
en  una  situacion  radicalmente  dife rente.  Fue  poco  antes  de  que 
falleciera.  El  estaba  sin  fuerzas,  debil,  y  no  podia  comunicarse 
verbalmente.  Al  saludarlo  me  entrego  una  cruz  pectoral  la  cual 
llevo  con  mi  traje  negro  casi  a  diario.  A  pesar  de  su  inmenso 
sufrimiento,  vi  aquella  alegria  que  presencie  la  primera  vez 
cuando  visito  el  seminario,  recien  elegido  Papa.  Cada  vez  que 
toco  la  cruz  pectoral,  otorgada  por  el  Papa,  recuerdo  la  sereni- 
dad  y  la  paz  que  el  reflejo  aun  en  su  tiempo  de  gran  necesidad. 
El  con  su  ejemplo  nos  ensefio  que  cuando  abrazamos  los 
sufrimientos  de  Cristo  estamos  con  El  de  una  manera  intima  y 
profunda.  |Lo  mas  importante  es  que  Cristo  es  quien  esta  con 
nosotros! 

La  verdad  esta  claramente  transmitida  por  Juan  Pablo  II 
en  su  enciclica,  El  Significado  del  Sufrimiento  del  Humano.  El 
dijo:  "Y  Cristo,  a  traves  de  Su  propio  sufrimiento  salvifico,  esta 
muy  presente  en  cada  sufrimiento  humano  y  puede  actuar  en 
ese  sufrimiento  con  los  poderes  de  Su  Espiritu  de  verdad,  Su 
Espiritu  consolador". 

Juan  Pablo  II  nos  ensefio  claramente,  como  vivir,  como 
sufrir  y  como  morir!  Que  todos  nosotros  en  nuestras  vocacio- 
nes  particulars  nos  esforcemos  a  diario,  con  la  gracia  de  Dios, 
a  reflejar  su  santidad,  celo  y  dedicacion.

La  santidad  de  una  persona  solo  se  basa  en  la  parte  de  los 
efectos  de  sus  palabras,  hechos  y  personalidad  en  la  tierra. 
Mucho  pasa  entre  Dios  y  sus  santos  que  ninguna  otra 
persona  puede  ver,  juzgar  menos.  Todavia,  mientras  los 
oficiales  de  la  Iglesia  examinaron  la  vida  de  Karol  Wotyla,  Papa  Juan 
Pablo  II,  considerando  la  causa  de  su  beatification,  deben  haber 
escuchado  muchos  testimonios  como  los  que  ofrecieron  los  catolicos 
en  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh  cuando  NCC  les  pidio  recordar  al  que  es 
ahora  Beato  Santo  Padre. 


NC  Catholics  cuenta  historias  de  la  persona  que 
influyo  intelectualmente  y  espiritualmente  en  los  demas, 
alguien  cuyo  carisma  y  valentia,  que  durante  el  tiempo 


de  su  sufrimiento,  inspiro 
a  buscar  una  relacion 
mas  cerca  a  Jesus  en  sus 
propias  vidas. 

El  Dr.  Paul  Griffiths, 

Profesor  de  Teologia 
Catolica  en  Duke  Divinity, 
era  anglicano  cuando  se 
dio  cuenta  quien  era  Juan 
Pablo  II.  La  eleccion  de 
un  Papa  como  Obispo  de 
Roma  comenzaba  a  ser 
noticia  en  1  978.  "Comence  a  leer  sus  cartas",  recuerda 
Griffiths,  "y  quede  impresionado.  Sus  primeras 
enciclicas  como  la  de  Dives  in  Misericordia  (Rico 
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en  Misericordia),  en  la  necesidad  de  la  misericordia 
humana,  y  Laborem  Exercens  (Trabajo  Humano)  sobre 
la  dignidad  del  trabajador,  fueron  bastante  poderosas. 
Yo  estaba  fascinado  no  solo  por  los  textos  magisteriales, 
sino  por  su  persona". 

El  Dr.  Griffiths  llamo  "enorme",  al  impacto  que  hizo 
el  Beato  Juan  Pablo  en  su  propia  vida.  Creo  que  fue 
la  influencia  principal  en  mi  para  convertirme  en  un 
catolico  en  los  90. 

El  Dr.  Griffiths,  como  erudito,  encontro  la  formacion 
intelectual  del  Beato  Juan  Pablo  especialmente 
interesante:  ""Fue  mucho  mas  que  otro  Tomista  [uno 
formado  en  los  escritos  de  Santo  Tomas  de  Aquino]; 
el  tambien  se  formo  en  la  fenomenologia  por  lo  que 
mas  tarde  paso  a  llamarse  'personalismo'  en  filosofia. 
El  podia  escribir  sobre  lo  que  significa  ser  humano  en 
formas,  que  para  mi  y  creo  que  para  el  mundo  catolico, 
eran  nuevas". 

El  Dr.  Griffiths  tuvo  la  oportunidad  de  conocer  al  Santo 
Padre  en  marzo  de  2001 .  "A  traves  de  los  buenos 
oficios  de  mi  Obispo  local  fui  invitado  a  una  misa  en 
la  capilla  privada  del  Papa,",  recuerda  Griffiths.  "Hubo 
alrededor  de  veinte  personas.  El  celebro  la  Misa,  y  luego 
nos  pusimos  a  conversar  con  el  alrededor  de  un  minuto". 

El  Dr.  Griffiths  recuerda  mas  el  enfoque  del  Papa 
que  el  contenido  de  la  audiencia  breve.  "Cuando  el  se 
dirigio  a  mi  realmente  parecia  como  si  yo  le  importaba. 
El  estaba  verdaderamente  interesado". 

Cuando  se  le  pregunto  que  enciclica  tuvo  mas 
impacto  en  la  Iglesia,  el  Dr.  Griffiths  lo  penso  antes  de 
responder.  "Eso  es  muy  dificil"  dijo.  "Les  dire  acerca 
de  la  enciclica  que,  con  el  tiempo,  tengo  una  gran 
esperanza,  y  es  la  carta  de  Ut  Unum  Sint  (Que  todos 
sean  uno)  Yo  creo  que  con  el  tiempo,  tal  vez  mucho 
tiempo,  esa  enciclica  ciertamente  pueda  tener  un  efecto 
transformador  en  forma  profunda  en  el  proyecto  de  la 
unidad  de  los  cristianos". 

El  Obispo  Michael  Burbidge  dijo  que  fue 
bendecido  por  haber  conocido  al  Beato  Juan  Pablo 
II  como  seminarista,  sacerdote  y  obispo.  "En  todas 
las  etapas  de  mi  vida  hablaba  un  mensaje  que  fue 
inspirador,"  dijo  el  Obispo. 

El  Obispo  Burbidge  cree  que  el  Beato  Juan  Pablo 
tuvo  un  impacto  tremendo  en  las  vocaciones  al 
sacerdocio.  "Si  usted  le  pregunta  a  los  sacerdotes 
jovenes  quien  fue  la  persona  mas  influyente  en  su 
vocacion",  dijo,  "la  mayoria  incluira  a  Juan  Pablo  II".  El 
le  hablo  a  esta  generacion  y  tuvo  una  conexion  increible 
con  los  jovenes". 

Ademas  de  las  cartas  de  Jueves  Santos  del  Papa, 
el  obispo  toma  una  inspiracion  especial  sobre  el  libro 
Don  y  Misterio,  del  libro  del  Papa  en  ocasion  de  su  50 
aniversario  como  sacerdote.  "Es  una  hermosa  reflexion 
sobre  el  sacerdocio",  dijo.  "Leerlo  es  como  ir  a  un 
'retiro'  para  todos  los  sacerdotes". 


Entre  las  enciclicas  del  Beato  Juan  Pablo,  el 
obispo,  al  igual  que  el  Dr.  Griffiths,  citaron  Dives  in 
Misericordia:  "creo  mas  que  nunca  que  nuestra  Iglesia 
y  todos  los  fieles  deben  estar  convencidos  del  amor 
infinito  de  Dios  para  con  nosotros  y  como  el  anhela 
abrazar  en  misericordia  un  don  gratuito  y  generoso". 

Crecer  con  el  Beato  Juan  Pablo  fue  la  experiencia 
de  toda  una  generacion  de  jovenes  catolicos,  ahora 
en  sus  20s  y  30s,  muchos  de  los  padres  de  hijos 
jovenes,  comprometidos  con  su  identidad  y  sus 
responsabilidades  como  catolicos. 

Kathryn  Chapman  Diener,  MTS,  esposa  y  madre 
de  dos  ninos,  dijo,  "El  Papa  Juan  Pablo  II  me  revelo  la 
belleza  del  matrimonio,  la  belleza  de  mi  vocacion  como 
esposa  y  como  madre,  y  mas  importante,  me  ayudo  a 
descubrir  lo  que  significa  ser  humano. 

"Cuando  tenia  2 1  anos,  senti  el  llamado  de  aumentar 
mas  mi  fe.  Mi  busqueda  me  condujo  al  Instituto  Juan 
Pablo  II  para  estudiar  sobre  el  Matrimonio  y  la  Familia 
en  Washington  DC.  Alii  pase  dos  anos  profundizando 
el  amor  de  nuestro  Padre  por  medio  de  la  lectura  y 
estudiando,  no  solo  los  escritos  y  las  ensenanzas  de 
Juan  Pablo  II,  sino  tambien  los  mas  de  2000  anos 
de  sabiduria  colectiva  de  nuestra  fe".  Era  como  si  mi 
alama  habia  golpeado  al  oro.  En  un  mundo  donde  la 
dignidad  y  la  santidad  de  la  vida  humana  se  reunio 
con  la  oposicion,  cada  vez  el  Beato  Juan  Pablo  lucho 
enfaticamente  por  la  comprension  de  la  persona 
humana  hecha  a  imagen  y  semejanza  de  Dios— en  amor 
y  llamado  a  amar  como  se  revelo  en  la  persona  de 
Jesucristo". 

Fue  en  el  Instituto  Juan  Pablo  II,  dijo  la  Sra.  Diener, 
que  ella  descubrio  la  importancia  de  la  vocacion  de 
ser  madre.  "Tambien  fue  cuando  comence  una  amistad 
santa  y  profunda  con  el  hombre  con  quien  contraeria 
matrimonio  un  dia.  Nuestro  segundo  hijo,  Charlie,  es 
nombrado  despues  de  Karol  (polaco  para  Charles) 
Wojtyla.  Nuestra  familia  tiene  una  relacion  especial  con 
el  Beato  Juan  Pablo  y  con  frecuencia  le  pedimos  que 
interceda  por  nosotros.  Cada  dia  sentimos  la  gracias". 

Mas  alia  de  su  ensenanza  y  su  carisma,  muchos 
de  los  que  conocieron  a  Juan  Pablo  II  quedaron 
impresionados  cuando  Monsenor  David  Brockman, 

Vicario  General  de  la  Diocesis,  lo  llamo  "un  corazon 
generoso".  Monsenor  Brockman  relato  esta  historia 
verdadera: 

"Cuando  el  Obispo  Gossman  me  pidio  que  estudiara 
en  Roma,  un  amigo  sacerdote  hizo  los  arreglos  con 
un  amigo  (lo  llamare  Stefan)  en  Roma  para  que  nos 
reunieramos  cada  semana  y  practicaramos  mi  italiano. 
En  la  primera  semana  de  mi  llegada  conoci  a  Stefan,  y 
rapidamente  me  entere  que  el  era  un  miembro  activo 
de  la  Guardia  Suiza,  con  mas  de  veinte  anos  de  servicio 
al  Santo  Padre. 


Keynote  Speaker  Mr.  Carlos  Proano. 


Parish  Leaders  Attend  Regional  Stewardship  Day 


►►  Some  300  parish  leaders,  fundraisers  and  clergy  attend- 
ed the  annual  Regional  Stewardship  Day  Conference  held  at 
the  Sheraton  Imperial  Hotel  in  Durham  on  Saturday,  April  9, 
201 1 .  The  conference  was  sponsored  by  the  Archdiocese 
of  Atlanta  and  the  Dioceses  of  Charleston,  Charlotte,  Raleigh 
and  Savannah,  with  the  goal  of  informing  and  inspiring  those 
entrusted  with  leading  stewardship  efforts  in  parishes  through- 
out the  region.  Twenty-one  parishes  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
sent  delegates. 

The  Conference  opened  with  a  keynote  address  by  Carlos 
Proano,  one  of  the  founders  of  Guidance  in  Giving,  Inc.,  and 
Executive  Vice  President  of  the  company's  Hispanic  and 
Multicultural  Division.  Guidance  in  Giving  has  been  involved 
in  conducting  parish  and  Diocesan  stewardship  campaigns 
throughout  the  U.S. 

Mr.  Proano,  a  native  of  Quito,  Ecuador,  spoke  about  his 
journey  as  an  immigrant  to  the  U.S.,  his  introduction  to  the 
Church  in  North  America  and  the  lessons  his  developing 
faith  had  taught  him  about  the  nature  of  stewardship.  One 
delegate  described  his  address  as  "refreshing,  uplifting  and 
empowering." 

Following  the  keynote,  Mr.  Proano  conducted  one  of  the 
six  breakout  sessions.  Topics  included  "Recruiting,  Manag- 
ing and  Communicating  With  Volunteers,"  "Starting  a  Parish 
Stewardship  Effort"  and  "Stewardship  in  a  Multi-Cultural 
Parish." 

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  E  Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Ra- 
leigh, celebrated  a  Vigil  Mass  at  the  conclusion  of  the  confer- 


ence. In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  compared  earthly  life  to 
a  pilgrimage.  "A  pilgrimage  reminds  us  that  here  and  now  we 
need  not  travel  alone,"  he  said.  "It  is  my  hope  and  prayer  that 
this  weekend  reinforced  that  reality  for  you  as  you  spent  time 
with  your  colleagues  in  ministry. 

"In  your  generous  service,  you  invite  people  to  share  their 
gifts  and  blessings  with  the  Lord  and  His  Church,"  the  Bishop 
continued.  "You  have  many  skills  and  abilities  to  assist  you  in 
that  work,  yet  the  most  effective  means  is  for  you  to  reflect  for 
others  joyful  hope." 

Many  of  the  delegates  to  the  Conference  expressed  their 
appreciation  for  the  program.  One  multi-year  attendee  called 
it  one  of  the  most  inspiring  such  meetings  to  date. 
Mr.  Timothy  Breslin,  Director  of  Stewardship  and  Advance- 
ment for  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  expressed  gratitude  to  his 
staff  for  its  role  in  organizing  the  meeting.  "To  successfully 
gather  nearly  300  leaders  from  parishes  in  five  Dioceses 
across  the  South  to  share  best  practices  in  all  aspects  of 
stewardship,  I  would  have  to  say  the  conference  was  a  re- 
sounding success,"  he  said. 

"While  no  two  parishes  are  identical,  the  sharing  of  successes 
and  failures  from  the  presenters  as  well  as  fellow  attendees 
creates  a  greater  opportunity  for  future  success  across  our 
Dioceses,"  Mr.  Breslin  added.  "The  conference  hopefully  will 
assist  parishes  across  the  South  to  foster  a  greater  sense  of 
community  and  increased  involvement  from  parishioners,  so 
that  their  time  and  talents  can  be  used  to  most  effectively  cre- 
ate and  grow  the  many  ministries  alive  in  our  churches."

On  Wednesday,  April  1 3th,  following  a

parish  profile 


One  of  the  earliest  pockets  of 
Catholicism  in  North  Carolina, 
Wilmington  was  first  visited 
by  Bishop  John  England  of 
Charleston  in  1821 .  Already  an  important  port 
city,  Wilmington  was  the  residence  or  stopping 
place  for  merchants  and  sailors  from  many 
Catholic  countries  in  Europe.  Bishop  England 
continued  visiting  Wilmington  for  more 
than  twenty  years,  and  in  1845  his  successor 
officially  established  a  parish  there 
and  appointed  Father  Thomas 
Murphy  to  be  its  full  time 
pastor.  Under  his  supervision 
the  Church  of  St.  Thomas  the 
Apostle  was  constructed  by 
1847.  When  North  Carolina  was 
designated  an  Apostolic  Vicariate 
in  1868,  Father  James  Gibbons 
took  up  residence  there  as  Vicar 
and  the  church  was  named  a  pro- 
cathedral.

The  community  flourished  and  Father  Christopher  Dennen, 
a  pastor  of  St.  Thomas,  encouraged  the  formation  of  a  new 
parish  in  the  1890s.  The  cornerstone  of  St.  Mary  Church  was 
laid  in  1909  and  the  first  Mass  was  celebrated  there  on  De- 
cember 17,  1911.  On  April  28,  1912,  St.  Mary  was  dedicated 
a  Pro-Cathedral  by  Cardinal  Gibbons,  who  had  become  Arch- 
bishop of  Baltimore  but  kept  a  continued  interest  in  Wilming- 
ton. St.  Mary  Pro-Cathedral  returned  to  being  St.  Mary  Church 
in  1924,  when  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  was  established. 

In  a  very  short  time  after  St.  Mary's  dedication,  the 
congregations  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Mary  were  racially 
segregated:  White  Catholics  attended  St.  Mary,  Black  Catho- 
lics St.  Thomas,  until  Bishop  Vincent  S.  Waters  merged  the 
parishes  in  1966. 

Today  St.  Mary  is  a  parish  of  about  6,000  people  from 
every  continent  of  the  world  except  Antarctica,  according  to 
Father  Robert  Kus,  the  current  pastor.  About  1,000  of  the 
parishioners  are  immigrants.  And  while  the  church  is  no 
longer  a  cathedral,  it  is  a  Shrine  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 

The  parish  is  noted  for  its  strong  commitment  to  edu- 
cation, missions,  and  service  to  the  poor.  In  addition  to 
the  parish's  four  different  schools,  the  campus  serves  as  a 
preceptorship  site  for  students  from  UNC-CH  School  of 
Dentistry.  One  of  its  schools,  CEPI  de  Santa  Maria,  is  a  joint 
effort  with  the  Mexican  government. 

St.  Mary  Parish  serves  the  poor  via  its  Social  Outreach 
Ministry,  created  and  currently  overseen  by  Sister  Mary 
Isaac  Jogues  Koenig,  S.U.  (See  NCC,  December  2009.)  The 
ministry  serves  about  9,000  people  per  year,  and  the  St. 
Mary  Health  Center  hosts  both  a  medical  and  a  dental  clinic 
for  the  poor. 

Father  Kus  relates  that  St.  Mary  is  the  only  parish  in  the 
world  with  two  Maryknoll  Affiliate  Chapters.  The  English- 
speaking  Chapter  runs  a  CARE  Ministry  serving  400  people 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Coast  with  HIV/AIDS, 
k  and  the  Spanish-speaking  Chapter 
works  in  an  area  of  Wilmington  called 
mmr    "Little  Mexico." 

The  parish  also  does  mission  work 
in  an  80-church  rural  mountain  parish  in 
Reitoca,  FM,  Honduras.  Currently  St.  Mary 
is  working  to  establish  a  health  care  system 
to  this  parish  of  50,000  parishioners. 

An  article  on  St.  Mary  Parish  is  incom- 
plete without  mention  of  the  church 
building  itself,  certainly  one  of  the  archi- 
tectural and  artistic  gems  of  the  Diocese. 
In  one  year,  this  beautiful  structure  will 
be  the  site  for  the  celebration  of  St.  Mary's 
centennial.

At  the  Easter  Vigil  and  on  Easter  Sunday,  we 
renewed  our  baptismal  promises.  In  doing 
so,  we  recalled  in  a  special  way  that  all  of 
us  baptized  in  Christ  have  been  called  and 
anointed,  have  the  Holy  Spirit  dwelling  within  us  and 
have  been  claimed  as  God's  own  sons  and  daughters.  In 
renewing  our  promises,  we  rededicated  ourselves  to  go 
forth  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  and,  in  imitation  of 
Him,  to  bring  glad  tidings  to  the  lowly  and  to  heal  the 
brokenhearted.  We  do  so  in  all  those  places  the  Lord 
sends  us  each  and  every  day,  ever  mindful  that  our  bap- 
tism requires  a  daily  renewal  of  our  promises. 


How  edifying  it  has  been  to  see  so 
many  people  live  out  their  baptismal 
call  in  the  aftermath  of  the  tornadoes 
that  resulted  in  death  and  devastation 
throughout  our  Diocese  and  many 
parts  of  our  country.  In  the  midst 
of  such  suffering,  countless  people 
continue  to  share  their  resources, 
to  offer  their  service,  to  assist  in  the 
rebuilding  efforts  and  to  offer  fervent 
prayers.  As  one  young  gentleman 
stated  to  me,  "There  has  been  so  much 
darkness  in  our  lives.  Yet,  because 
of  all  these  good  people,  the  Light  of 
Christ  continues  to  shine."  Isn't  that 
exactly  what  it  means  to  live  faithfully 
our  baptismal  promises:  to  bring  His 
light,  presence  and  power  to  others, 
especially  in  their  time  of  need? 

We  live  out  our  baptismal  call  in 
the  particular  vocations  the  Lord  has 
entrusted  to  us.  In  recent  weeks,  our 
Diocese  celebrated  two  particular 
vocations  in  the  life  of  the  Church. 
It  was  a  great  joy  and  privilege  to 
celebrate  the  Sacrament  of  Holy 
Orders  and  ordain  our  newest  priest, 
Father  Brendan  Buckler.  One  of 
the  most  powerful  moments  of  the 
Ordination  ceremony  is  when  the 
candidate  prostrates  himself  on  the 
floor  as  a  sign  of  his  willingness  to 
give  his  entire  life  in  service  to  the

Please  continue  to  pray  for  Father 
Buckler  that  he  may  always  imitate 
the  Good  Shepherd  and  bring  His 
infinite  love  and  mercy  to  others, 
most  especially  in  Word,  Sacrament 
and  through  a  life  of  selfless  service. 

In  May  we  also  celebrated  the 
beautiful  gift  of  the  Sacrament  of 
Matrimony  at  our  annual  Wedding 
Anniversary  Mass,  at  which  over 
3,455  years  of  faithful  married  love 
were  represented.  Married  love  is 
a  sacrament  because  it  is  a  sign  of 
the  love  the  Lord  Jesus  has  for  His 
Church.  It  is  a  love  that  is  permanent 
and  faithful  and  one  that  never  counts 
the  cost.  In  keeping  the  promises 
made  on  the  day  of  their  wedding, 
through  good  times  and  bad  and 
through  the  joys  and  sorrows  of  life, 
our  married  couples  have  shown 
and  continue  to  show  us  the  love 
that  Christ  has  for  each  one  of  us. 
We  thank  them  for  the  precious  gift 
they  are  to  their  families  and  to  the 
Church! 

All  of  us  who  are  baptized  in 
Christ  share  a  common  vocation:  to 
grow  in  holiness,  to  live  in  Christ 
and  to  bring  His  healing  and  abiding 
presence  to  others,  most  especially  to 
those  in  need  of  our  assistance.  We 
do  so  specifically  in  the  particular 
vocation  God  has  given  to  us.

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Sister  Joan  Jurski,  OSF,  to  Retire 


►►  Sister  Joan  Jurski,  O.S.F.,  Coor- 
dinator of  the  Peace  and  Justice  (and 
until  recently  Respect  Life)  Office  of 
Catholic  Charities  of  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh,  will  retire  effective  July  of 
this  year. 

A  Toledo  native,  Sister  Joan  pro- 
fessed her  vows  with  the  Franciscan 
Sisters  of  Sylvania,  Ohio,  in  1  953. 
She  next  worked  in  education.  As  a 
high  school  teacher  in  the  '70s,  she 
took  her  students  on  annual  outreach 
missions  to  Appalachia,  an  unusual 
effort  in  those  days.  After  years  of 
teaching,  she  coordinated  the  Peace 
and  Justice  efforts  of  her  Community. 
In  the  '80s  she  directed  volunteers 
at  a  Franciscan  shelter  for  homeless 
people  in  Boston.  She  has  promoted 
peace  and  justice  in  the  Raleigh 
Diocese  for  nearly  twenty  years.  In 
2009,  she  was  named  Diocesan 
Director  of  the  Year  by  the  Catholic 
Campaign  for  Human  Development 
(CCHD),  which  she  has  coordinated 
for  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  since 
1992. 

In  her  years  with  the  Diocese,  Sis- 
ter Joan  has  provided  resources  and 
training  in  parishes  in  the  Diocese, 
educating  people  on  the  social  teach- 
ing of  the  Church,  raising  awareness 
and  alerting  people  to  opportunities 
to  advocate  for  those  in  need. 

Sister  Joan  said  her  years  in  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  have  been  a 
"wonderful  time"  of  joy  and  growth, 
"ministerially,  spiritually  and  pro- 
fessionally." She  cited  her  work  in 
parishes,  "seeing  people  becoming 
more  aware  of  the  social  mission  of 
the  Church  and  acting  on  it. 

"Spiritually,"  she  said,  "my  work  is 
connected  to  my  identity  as  a  Fran- 
ciscan woman.  The  relationships  with 
people  here,  from  the  Bishop  and 
the  people  in  our  Diocesan  offices  to 
those  I've  met  in  the  parishes,  have 
helped  me  grow  in  understanding 
of  our  mission  to  follow  St.  Francis 
by  being  among  the  people  in  joyful 
servanthood." 

Professionally?  Sister  Joan 
laughed:  "I  can  remember  twenty 


years  ago  coming  in  and  seeing  this 
machine  -  the  computer  -  on  my 
desk.  We  used  Word  Perfect  and  the 
paper  in  the  printer  had  those  holes 
on  both  sides.  Over  time  I've  learned 
to  use  technology  as  a  valuable  tool 
in  teaching  and  presenting  the  social 
mission  of  the  Church." 

Sister  stressed  that  there  is  still 
much  work  to  be  done  in  the  areas 
of  peace  and  justice.  "Most  impor- 
tant," she  said,  "is  continuing  to  help 
people  understand  what  advocacy 
is  all  about  and  how  they  can  work 
to  change  the  structures  that  keep 
people  in  poverty  or  oppression." 

Another  goal  she  noted  was  devel- 
oping the  Just  Faith  program  in  more 
parishes.  "I've  seen  Just  Faith  create 
real  change  in  people  in  the  parishes 
where  it's  been  implemented,"  she 
said.  "I'd  like  to  see  it  expanded 
to  our  rural  parishes.  We  have  to 
catechize,  not  just  in  doctrine,  in  word 
and  worship,  but  also  in  witness." 

Finally,  Sister  would  like  to  see 
more  parishes  establish  social 
ministry  committees.  "The  commit- 
tees don't  do  all  the  work,"  she  said. 
"The  whole  parish  is  called  to  do  that 
work.  But  the  committee  can  help 
the  various  groups  in  the  parish  work 
collaboratively  to  make  the  social 
mission  of  the  Church  more  public." 

From  Raleigh,  Sister  Joan  will 
move  to  her  Community's  head- 
quarters in  Sylvania,  and  take  on  the 
developing  job  of  Director  of  Francis- 
can Spirituality  Experiences.  "In  the 
Franciscan  Village  in  Sylvania,"  she 
explains,  "we  have  the  Motherhouse, 
our  health  care  system,  a  university 
and  an  academy.  We've  collaborated 
in  the  past  on  a  business  level,  but 
leadership  believes  we  need  to  de- 
velop our  spiritual  collaboration.  How 
do  we  help  our  sponsored  ministries 
grow  in  our  Franciscan  charism?  So 
I'll  be  organizing  retreats,  speakers 
and  events  to  help  accomplish  that. 
I  also  hope  to  offer  parishes  in  the 
area  opportunities  for  education  in 
Church  social  teaching." 

Commenting  on  Sister  Joan's 


service  in  the  Diocese,  Ms.  Kathleen 
Walsh,  Executive  Director  of  Catholic 
Charities,  spoke  of  Sister's  "great 
gift  for  relationship.  She  shares  with 
every  one  she  meets  her  own  joy 
in  God's  call  to  act  in  love  through 
service  and  advocacy,  and  that  draws 
each  of  us  further  into  our  own  call 
and  response.   We  in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  are  more  firmly  rooted  and 
more  practically  active  in  proclaiming 
the  Gospel  in  Word,  Sacrament  and 
Service  because  of  Sr.  Joan's  sharing 
of  her  commitment,  talents  and  deep 
faith  over  these  two  decades." 

Bishop  Michael  F.  Burbidge  ex- 
pressed deep  gratitude  to  Sister  Joan 
for  her  years  of  dedicated  service  in 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.  "We  have 
been  blessed  by  her  commitment 
to  proclaim  in  word  and  deed  the 
sacredness  of  all  human  life  and  the 
dignity  of  each  and  every  person,"  he 
said. 

"I  also  commend  Sister  Joan  for 
her  tireless  efforts  in  bringing  forth 
the  social  justice  teachings  of  the 
Catholic  Church,  and  her  tremen- 
dous outreach  to  those  on  death  row, 
the  poor,  the  immigrant  and  those  in 
most  need.  With  all  in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh,  I  assure  Sister  Joan  of  my 
prayers  and  best  wishes  for  much 
happiness  at  this  new  and  exciting 
time  in  her  life."

Jubilee 

►►  Msgr.  Gerald  L.  Lewis, 
Administrator  of  St.  Paul 
Catholic  Church  in  New  Bern,  celebrated  his  50th  year  of 
Priesthood  with  a  Mass  Wednesday,  May  1 1 ,  20 1 1 ,  at  the 
Church.  Msgr.  Lewis  was  joined  by  the  Most  Reverend  Michael 
F.  Burbidge,  priests  of  the  Diocese,  family  and  friends. 

"It  was  fifty  years  ago  today  that  God  called  me  to  be  priest 
through  the  imposition  of  hands  by  Bishop  Vincent  S.  Waters," 
Msgr.  Lewis  said  in  his  homily.  "It  was  a  call  to  serve  the  people 
of  God  and  His  Church." 

Msgr.  Lewis  noted  that  when  he  was  ordained,  the  Diocese 
covered  the  entire  state.  He  remarked  how  his  assignments 
brought  him  from  the  mountains  to  the  sea  coast,  allowing  him 
to  be  part  of  the  lives  of  so  many  people  over  the  years.

Divine  Mercy  Sunday  and  Blessed 
John  Paul  II  Beatification  Celebrat- 
ed at  St.  Anthony  of  Padua 

►►  The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
marked  the  beatification  of  Blessed  Pope  John 
Paul  II  with  the  celebration  of  Sunday  Mass 
at  St.  Anthony  of  Padua  Church  in  Southern 
Pines  on  Divine  Mercy  Sunday,  May  1 ,  201  1 . 
The  parish's  elementary/middle  school  is 
named  Pope  John  Paul  II  School,  after  the  late 
pontiff. 

"This  is  a  proud  day  for  our  Catholic  Church 
as  the  holiness,  faith,  strength  and  courage  of 
John  Paul  II  is  held  up  for  the  world  to  see  and 
to  imitate,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said  in  his  homily. 
He  noted  that  at  the  heart  of  Pope  John  Paul  M's 
ministry  was  the  proclamation  of  the  Gospel  of 
Life.  "He  consistently  and  convincingly  taught 
that  all  of  life,  from  the  moment  of  conception  to 
natural  death,  is  sacred  and  must  be  protected, 
celebrated  and  nurtured.  He  reminded  us  of  the 
dignity  that  belongs  to  every  human  person  and 
stressed  the  reason:  because  we  are  created 
in  the  image  and  likeness  of  God  and  His  Holy 
Spirit  dwells  within  us." 

Bishop  Burbidge  spoke  of  the  importance 
of  forgiveness,  which  is  the  essence  of  Divine 
Mercy  in  the  Scriptures.  "This  is  not  always 
easy,"  the  Bishop  noted,  "yet,  it  is  always 
possible  due  to  the  grace  of  God  especially 
bestowed  on  us  in  the  Sacraments." 

Following  the  Mass,  a  reception  was  held  for 
the  parish  community,  featuring  a  presenta- 
tion by  students  of  Pope  John  Paul  II  School. 
Students  from  the  school  had  held  a  "Bake  for 
the  Bishop"  afternoon  the  day  before,  preparing 
cakes  and  cookies  for  Sunday's  reception. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  Bishop  returned  to  the  church  to  preside 
at  a  Divine  Mercy  Prayer  Service.  Msgr.  Jeffrey  Ingham,  Pastor 


of  St.  Anthony,  led  the  service,  which  included  a  procession, 
Exposition  of  the  Eucharist,  the  opportunity  for  Reconciliation, 
the  Divine  Mercy  Chaplet  and  Benediction. 


Bishop  Burbidge 
Appointed  to  Co-Chair 
Ecumenical  Dialog 

►►The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge  has  been  appointed  by 
the  Pontifical  Council  for  Promot- 
ing Christian  Unity  to  act  as  Catholic 
Co-Chair  of  the  Pentecostal/Catholic 
International  Dialog.  Since  1972 
the  Church  has  been  involved  in  an 
official  theological  dialog  with  some 
Classical  Pentecostal  leaders  and 
Churches.  Five  rounds  of  conversa- 
tions have  taken  place  so  far,  with 


each  producing  a  report.  The  most 
recent  report,  published  in  2008, 
concerned  insights  on  the  concept  of 
Conversion,  derived  from  Scripture, 
the  writings  of  the  Church  Fathers  and 
contemporary  theological  thought. 

The  sixth  phase  of  the  Dialog,  which 
the  Bishop  will  co-chair,  will  focus  on 
Charisms  in  the  Church:  Their  Spiri- 
tual Significance,  Discernment  and 
Pastoral  Implications.  The  members 
of  the  team  will  meet  in  six-day  ses- 
sions annually  for  the  next  five  years. 
The  first  session,  scheduled  for  June 
10-16  in  Rome,  will  take  as  its  theme 


"Charisms  in  the  Church:  Our  Com- 
mon Ground." 

"I  am  deeply  honored  to  have  been 
appointed  to  this  position,"  Bishop 
Burbidge  said.  "This  Dialog  will  allow 
me  to  work  closely  with  renowned 
theologians  and  skilled  biblical  schol- 
ars throughout  the  world  in  a  dynamic 
exchange  of  gifts.  It  is  a  gradual  pro- 
cess that,  with  God's  grace,  will  lead 
to  mutual  understanding  and  a  true 
spirit  of  collaboration.  I  respectfully 
ask  all  the  faithful  in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  to  pray  for  the  spiritual  suc- 
cess of  this  endeavor." 
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Papal  Commission  Encourages 
Preserving  the  Forma  Extraordinaria 


►►  On  July  7,  2007,  Pope  Benedict  XVI  delivered  the 
Apostolic  Letter  Summorum  Pontificum,  which  clarified  the 
status  and  usage  of  the  Missal  of  Blessed  Pope  John  Paul 
XIII,  published  in  1 962.  In  the  Apostolic  Letter,  the  Holy  Father 
explained  that  the  1962  Missal  is  to  be  used  as  the  Forma 
Extraordinaria  or  extraordinary  form  of  celebration  of  the  Mass. 
The  Letter  also  instructs  Bishops  to  make  what  is  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  Tridentine  Mass  available  to  members  of  the 
faithful  who  request  it. 

In  announcing  implementation  of  the  Summorum  Pontifi- 
cum, the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  stated  that  he 
would  do  "everything  possible  to  respond  appropriately  and 
generously  to  the  requests  for  this  form  with  the  resources  we 
have."  In  a  letter  to  the  faithful,  the  Bishop  wrote,  "To  this  end, 
resources  will  be  provided  to  those  priests  who  are  able  and 
choose  to  study  how  to  properly  celebrate  the  Forma  Extraordi- 
naria (Extraordinary  Form  of  the  Mass)  so  that  both  he  and  the 
people  of  God  will  best  be  served." 

On  Monday,  May  1 6,  the  Pontifical  Commission  Ecclesia 
Dei  issued  an  Instruction  on  the  application  of  the  Apostolic  Let- 
ter, in  which  it  noted  the  importance  of  maintaining  the  Forma 
Extraordinaria  in  the  celebration  of  Sacred  Liturgy,  calling  it  a 
precious  treasure  to  be  preserved.  The  Commission  wrote  that 
the  Holy  Father  holds  the  Forma  Ordinaria  (Ordinary  Form  of 
the  Mass)  and  the  Forma  Extraordinaria  as  two  usages  of  one 
Roman  Rite.  The  Instruction  states,  "Both  are  the  expression  of 
the  same  lex  orandi  (rule  of  prayer)  of  the  Church.  On  account 
of  its  venerable  and  ancient  use,  the  Forma  Extraordinaria  is  to 
be  maintained  with  appropriate  honor." 

"I  am  grateful  to  receive  the  Instruction  from  the  Holy  See 
on  the  application  of  Summorum  Pontificum,  our  Holy  Father's 
Apostolic  Letter  on  the  Extraordinary  Form  of  the  Sacred 
Liturgy,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said.  "This  Instruction  will  provide  im- 
portant assistance  to  our  current  on-going  formation  programs 
for  our  priests  in  this  form  of  the  Sacred  Liturgy  and  to  the

Independent  Study  on  Sexual  Abuse  of  Minors  Released 


►►  An  in-depth,  independent  study, 
commissioned  by  the  United  States 
Bishops  to  determine  the  causes  and 
context  of  clergy  sex  abuse  of  minors, 
was  released  in  Washington,  D.C.,  May 
1 8.  The  three-year  research  project  was 
conducted  by  the  John  Jay  College  of 
Criminal  Justice  in  New  York.  Its  findings 
conclude  that  no  single  factor,  such  as 
homosexuality,  celibacy  or  pedophilia, 
was  responsible  for  abuse  of  minors 
by  priests.  Rather,  the  report  states  the 
increased  frequency  of  clergy  abuse  in 
the  1 960s  and  1 970s  was  consistent 
with  the  patterns  of  increased  deviance 
of  society  during  those  two  decades. 

The  study  notes  that  more  than  90 
percent  of  the  known  cases  of  sexual 
abuse  of  minors  occurred  more  than 
20  years  ago  and  that  the  most  recently 
reported  cases  date  back  decades 
ago.  The  Study  makes  note  of  the  fact 
that  "most  incidents  of  sexual  abuse 
were  reported  many  years  after  they 
had  occurred,"  and  explains  that  "most 
abuse  incidents  occurred  at  a  time  when 
the  impact  of  victimization  was  not  fully 
understood  and  research  on  sexual 
offenders  was  in  the  early  stages  of 
development." 

The  study  questions  claims  by  some 
that  celibacy  is  responsible  for  sex 
abuse.  It  notes  that  "celibacy  has  been 
constant  in  the  Catholic  Church  since  the 
eleventh  century  and  could  not  account 
for  the  rise  and  subsequent  decline  in 
abuse  cases  from  the  1  960s  through 
the  1 980s."  It  points  out  that  most  sex 
offenders  in  society  are  not  celibate 
clergy. 

At  a  news  conference  announcing  the 
findings  of  the  study,  Ms.  Karen  Terry, 
PhD,  John  Jay's  principal  investigator  in 
the  study,  said  the  Institute  was  able  to 
operate  without  limits  or  boundaries  in 
its  research  and  expressed  confidence 
in  the  thoroughness  of  the  three- 
year  long  investigation.  Investigators 
gathered  information  from  a  broad 
range  of  resources  and  individuals, 
including  victims'  advocates  and  leading 
clerical  advocates  for  victims  of  abuse. 
Investigators  held  face-to-face  interviews 
with  both  national  and  local  leaders 


of  Voice  of  the  Faithful  and  Survivors 
Network  of  Those  Abused  by  Priests. 

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge  said  the  study,  titled  Causes 
and  Context  of  Sexual  Abuse  of  Minors 
by  Catholic  Priests  in  the  United  States, 
1  950-201 0,  clearly  demonstrates 
the  United  States  Bishops'  ongoing 
commitment  to  do  everything  possible 
to  eradicate  the  sexual  abuse  of  minors. 
"I  think  it's  important  to  point  out  that  this 
is  not  a  report  from  the  Bishops,  but  an 
independent  report  to  the  Bishops.  Like 
everyone,  we  found  the  horror  of  child 
abuse  difficult  to  understand.  So  we 
commissioned  professionals  and  said, 
'Help  us  to  understand.'" 

The  Bishop  said  that  the  other  purpose 
of  the  study  was  to  "help  us  see  what 
we  can  do  to  prevent  sexual  abuse  of 
children.  And  the  answer  that  came  back 
was  'Create  safe  environments.'  I'm 
proud  to  say  that  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
has  had  a  policy  on  clergy  sex  abuse  of 
minors  in  place  since  1 988.  It  has  been 
periodically  reviewed  and  revised  as 
new  scientific  information  has  become 
available." 

The  Diocesan  policy  underwent  an 
intensive  review  in  2004  to  ensure  it 
was  in  compliance  with  the  Charter  for 
the  Protection  of  Children  and  Young 
People,  and  then  again  in  2010. 
Since  2003,  the  National  Review 
Board,  as  empowered  by  the  Charter, 
has  undertaken  regular  reviews  of  all 
Dioceses  to  determine  if  the  Dioceses 
are  complying  with  the  1  7  Articles  of 
the  Charter.  The  Diocese  of  Raleigh  has 
been  found  to  be  in  full  compliance  in 
every  audit. 

The  Bishop  also  expressed  his 
gratitude  to  the  faithful  in  the  Diocese 
who  have  been  "wonderful"  in  their 
support  of  our  priests  during  this  difficult 
period.  "It's  hard  on  our  clergy,"  Bishop 
Burbidge  explained,  "as  some  in  society 
will  look  at  them  in  a  certain  way,  with 
suspicion.  Anything  our  faithful  can  do  to 
continue  to  support  and  encourage  them, 
I'll  be  grateful  for  that." 


The  Diocese  of  Raleigh: 

■  Trains  more  than  2,000  people  each 


year  in  recognizing  and  reporting  child 
abuse  and  neglect. 

■  As  part  of  priestly  formation,  provides 
clergy  with  training  on  how  to  ensure 
a  safe  environment  for  parishes  and 
schools.  A  recent  session  on  'proper 
boundaries'  was  conducted  for  priests 
of  the  Diocese. 

■  Each  year,  provides  approximately 
24,000  parents,  who  enroll  their 
children  in  Catholic  school  or  parish 
faith  formation  programs,  with  resource 
material  that  provides  them  with 
awareness  and  abuse  prevention 
strategies. 

■  Has  conducted  over  1 3,000  criminal 
background  screenings  of  clergy,  staff 
and  volunteers  since  2003.  These 
screenings  provide  a  search  of  national 
criminal  background  databases  and  the 
national  sex  offender  registry. 

■  Requires  criminal  background  checks 
to  be  renewed  every  five  years. 

■  Informs  30,000  children  each  year 
of  parish  and  school  safe  environment 
structure,  specifically,  that  catechists 
and  teachers  are  people  who  are  here 
to  help  them  grow  in  their  faith  life  and 
also  they  are  here  to  help  keep  them 
safe  from  harm. 

■  Requires  each  parish  to  have  a  trained 
Safe  Environment  Committee.

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Catholic  Charities 
Providing  Long  Term  Aid  to 
Tornado  Victims 


To  date,  the  Catholic  Diocese  of  Raleigh  has  re- 
ceived $166,925  from  51  parishes  and  missions 
in  response  to  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  E  Bur- 
bidges  request  for  a  special  collection  to  aid  the 


survivors  of  the  tornadoes  that  impacted  portions  of  the  Dio- 
cese on  April  16.  The  Diocese  received  an  additional  $63,727 
from  other  sources,  including  a  gift  of  $7000  from  the  Diocese 
of  Charleston  and  $10,000  from  Catholic  Charites  USA,  for  a 
total  of  $230,652.  In  addition,  Catholic  Charities  in  the  Dio- 
cese received  approximately  $100,000  in  other  donations. 


Catholic  Charities  regional  offices  in 
the  affected  areas  have  been  working 
to  provide  food  and  clothing  to  victims 
as  well  as  other  assistance.  In  Wake 
County,  Catholic  Charities  distributed 
food  from  the  Catholic  Parish  Outreach 
truck  on  site  of  the  Stony  Brook  Mobile 
Home  Park  that  sustained  heavy  dam- 
age and  the  loss  of  four  young  lives. 
Catholic  Charities  staff  and  volunteers 
visited  families  in  shelters  and  completed 
intake  reviews  and  helped  families  apply 
for  FEMA  benefits.  Several  families  were 


helped  who  needed  financial  assistance 
to  get  into  regular  housing.  Catholic 
Charities  is  now  contacting  families  who 
are  ineligible  for  FEMA  or  insurance 
benefits. 

In  Bertie  County,  for  the  first  two 
weeks,  Catholic  Charities  went  house  to 
house  daily  to  reach  out  to  90  families 
who  had  destroyed  or  damaged  homes 
and  provided  counseling  to  those  who 
lost  loved  ones  or  homes.  Each  day  they 
debriefed  1 3  first  responders.  Catho- 
lic Charities  is  working  with  FEMA  in 


Albemarle  Deanery  and  assessing  unmet 
needs.  Food  cards  have  been  issued  as 
other  food  distribution  stations  have  been 
closed  in  the  local  communities. 

In  Cumberland  County,  Catholic 
Charities  has  been  working  with  other 
churches  and  agencies  to  serve  fami- 
lies seeking  food,  utility  assistance,  and 
replacement  of  medications  or  glasses 
lost  in  the  tornadoes.  Catholic  Charities 
is  also  working  with  families  in  need  of 
housing  and  employment. 

Donations  have  helped  Catholic 
Charities  provide  funds  to  assist  with 
funeral  costs  of  the  four  children.  It  also 
is  providing  for  support  for  Stony  Brook 
residents  in  need  of  assistance  with 
expenses,  such  as  security  deposits  and 
first  month's  rent  for  those  without  other 
resources,  short  term  motel  housing 
for  several  families,  and  food  cards.  So 
far,  Catholic  Charities  has  served  250 
families  in  tornado  relief  efforts. 

On  May  1  6,  Ms.  Roberta  McCauley, 
Coordinator  of  Catholic  Charities'  Faith 
Communities  Support  Circle  Program, 
spoke  at  a  training  workshop  for  parishes 
and  other  Christian  denominations 
interested  in  adopting  a  family  to  help  it 
through  this  traumatic  time.  The  Sup- 
port Circles  Program,  which  received  a 
national  award  in  2009,  was  created  in 
2005,  as  survivors  of  Hurricanes  Katrina 
and  Rita  were  brought  into  the  area  for 
temporary  resettlement.  Since  then,  the 
program  has  blossomed  into  an  effective 
community  outreach  program  involving 
churches  throughout  the  Triangle.

Diocesan  Faithful  Respond  to  March  Collection  to  Aid  Japan 


►►  Catholic  faithful  in  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  donated 
more  than  $1  95,000  in  a 
special  collection  taken  up 
in  March  to  aid  the  survi- 
vors of  the  earthquake  and 
tsunami  that  struck  Japan  on 
March  1  1 ,  201  1 .  The  9.0 
earthquake  was  the  larg- 
est to  hit  Japan  and  one  of 
the  five  largest  in  the  world 
since  record  keeping  began 
in  1 900.  The  Japanese 
government  estimates  more 
than  25,000  people  are 
dead  or  missing  with  more 
than  1  25,000  buildings 
destroyed  or  damaged.  The 
situation  has  been  magnified 
with  the  crippling  of  a  major 
nuclear  power  plant  in  the 
impacted  region. 

The  money  donated  by 
Diocesan  faithful  to  aid  in 
relief  efforts  in  Japan  was 
sent  to  Catholic  Relief 
Services  (CRS),  the  United 
States  Conference  of  Catho- 
lic Bishops'  international 
humanitarian  and  develop- 


ment organization  operating 
in  more  than  1 00  countries 
and  territories.  CRS  is  for- 
warding US  donations  to  its 
counterpart,  Caritas  Japan, 
which  is  in  the  midst  of  the 
first  phase  of  relief  work 
expected  to  last  about  three 
months.  CRS  reports  this 
phase  includes  working  with 
parishes  and  religious  con- 
gregations to  provide  shelter 
to  those  whose  homes  were 
destroyed.  Caritas  Japan  has 
also  opened  a  soup  kitchen 
that  offers  food  and  water  for 
those  living  at  the  shelters.

They've  sent  volunteers  into 
the  tsunami-affected  areas 
to  help  clean  up  houses 
owned  by  senior  citizens. 
And  they've  opened  centers 
in  two  cities  to  coordinate  the 
logistics  of  working  with  hun- 
dreds of  volunteers  who've 
offered  to  help. 

CRS  says  the  second 
phase,  the  rehabilitation 
phase,  will  begin  when  evac- 
uees move  from  shelters 
to  temporary  housing.  This 
is  the  longer,  more  costly 
phase  of  the  recovery  effort, 
usually  lasting  several  years. 


Caritas  Japan  will  focus  on 
setting  up  temporary  homes 
and  helping  people  move 
into  them  and  provide  ongo- 
ing psychological  support 
and  mental-health  assis- 
tance where  needed. 

In  an  interview  with 
Caritas  Internationalis 
-  the  umbrella  network 
of  Catholic  charitable 
organizations  throughout 
the  world  -  Bishop  Isao 
Kikuchi,  president  of  Cari- 
tas Japan,  responded  to  all 
the  expressions  of  solidarity 
and  support  the  organiza- 
tion has  received.  "I  would 
like  to  express  my  sincere 
gratitude  to  all  of  you,  our 
friends  in  the  Caritas  con- 
federation, and  through  you, 
to  all  the  good  people  who 
showed  their  willingness  to 
support  Japan  during  the 
time  of  this  disaster  with 
prayers,  messages  and  do- 
nations," he  said.  "The  tre- 
mendous response  reminds 
us  that  we  are  not  living 
in  solitude,  but  solidarity,"

Following  a  welcome  by  Mr.  John  Keller,  Chair 
of  the  Catholic  Charities  Board  of  Directors,  Father 
Snyder  discussed  the  mission  of  Catholic  Charities 
USA  as  the  United  States  Conference  of  Catholic 
Bishops'  humanitarian  organization  in  the  United 
States.

A  Particularly  Joyous  Wedding 


Last  week  I  pre- 
sided at  a  wed- 
ding ceremony. 
All  weddings  are 
special,  but  this  one  was 
particularly  special.  Why? 

The  young  woman  getting  married 
was  wonderfully  radiant  and  healthy, 
but  she  was  a  cancer  survivor.  Five 
years  ago,  I  used  this  column  to  tell  a  bit 
of  her  story.  Let  me  repeat  some  of  that 
here,  updating  the  chronology  slightly: 

For  twenty-five  summers,  I  taught 
a  summer  course  at  Seattle  University. 
One  of  the  rituals  I  developed  during 
those  summers  was  to  spend  the  July 
4th  holiday  with  some  family  friends  on 
Bainbridge  Island,  a  short  ferry  ride  from 
Seattle.  This  family  has  its  own  rituals 
and  one  of  these  is  that  it  watches  the 
July-Fourth  parade  off  the  front-lawn  of 
one  of  their  friends'  houses. 

Ten  years  ago,  sitting  on  that  lawn, 
waiting  for  the  parade,  I  was  introduced 
to  the  youngest  daughter  in  that  family. 
She  was  a  senior  in  high  school  and  a 
member  of  their  state-winning  basketball 
team,  but  she  was  also  suffering  from 
cancer  and  the  debilitating  chemo- 
therapy treatments  that  were  being  used 
to  combat  it.  Just  18  years  old,  weighing 
less  than  80  pounds,  she  sat  wrapped 
in  a  blanket  on  a  warm  summer  day, 
quiet  and  melancholy,  while  her  friends, 
healthy  and  robust,  drank  beer  and 
celebrated  life.  Things  didn't  look  good 
then.  The  long-range  prognosis  was  iffy, 
at  best,  and  her  body  and  spirit  didn't 
belie  that,  though  friends  and  family  did. 
She  was  surrounded  on  every  side  by  at- 
tention, affection,  and  concern.  She  was 
very  ill,  but  she  was  loved. 

I  got  to  know  her  that  day  and  more 
in  the  months  and  years  that  followed. 
Her  family  and  others  prayed  hard 
for  her,  storming  heaven  for  a  cure. 
Those  prayers,  along  with  the  medical 


treatments,  eventually  did  their  work. 
She  hung  on  against  the  odds,  slowly 
improved,  and  after  many  months 
emerged  healthy,  whole  again,  back  to 
normal,  except  once  you've  stared  death 
in  the  face  "normal"  is  never  quite  the 
same  again. 

When  she  eventually  picked  up  the 
pieces  of  her  former  life,  she  knew  that 
while  things  were  the  same  again  they 
were  also  very,  very  different.  In  the 
wake  of  such  an  experience,  ordinary 
life  is  no  longer  something  you  take  for 
granted,  there's  a  deeper  joy  in  all  things 
ordinary  and  a  new  horizon,  wisdom, 
maturity,  and  purpose  that  wasn't 
there  before.  God  writes  straight  with 
crooked  lines  and  sometimes  cancer, 
terrible  as  it  is,  gives  more  than  it  takes. 

Her  new  health 
is  more  than 
physical.  It's  also  a 
thing  of  the  soul, 
a  moral  tan,  a 
depth,  a  wisdom. 
Asked  in  a  public 
interview  if,  given 
the  choice,  she 
would  give  the 
illness  back  so  as 
to  have  the  life 
she  could  have 
had  without  it, 
she  replied:  "No, 
I  wouldn't  give  it  back.  Through  it  I 
learned  about  love."  The  love  she  expe- 
rienced when  she  was  ill  taught  her  that 
there  are  worse  tragedies  in  life  than 
getting  cancer. 

John  Powell  once  wrote  a  remarkable 
little  book  entitled,  Unconditional  Love, 
the  story  of  Tommy,  a  former  student  of 
his  who  died  of  cancer  at  age  twenty- 
four.  Shortly  before  he  died,  Tommy 
came  to  Powell  and  thanked  him  for 
a  precious  insight  he  had  once  drawn 
from  one  of  his  classes.  Powell  had  told 
the  class:  There  are  only  two  potential 
tragedies  in  life  and  dying  young  isn't 
one  of  them.  It's  tragic  to  die  and  not 


have  loved  and  it's  just  as  tragic  to  die 
and  not  have  expressed  your  love  to 
those  around  you. 

Doctors  who  research  on  the  human 
brain  tell  us  that  we  only  use  about 
10%  of  our  radical  brain  capacity.  Most 
of  our  brain  cells  never  get  activated, 
both  because  we  don't  need  them  (they 
exist  for  wisdom  rather  than  utility) 
and  because  we  don't  know  how  to 
access  them.  The  same  doctors  too  tell 
us  that,  paradoxically,  two  things  do 
help  us  access  them:  the  experience 
of  love  and  the  experience  of  tragedy. 
Deep  love  and  deep  pain,  together, 
deepen  a  soul  in  a  way  that  nothing 
else  can.  That  explains  why  Therese  of 
Lisieux  was  a  doctor  of  the  soul  at  age 
24.  It  also  explains  the  wisdom  that  this 
young  woman 
now  lives  out  of, 
gently  challenges 
her  friends  with, 
and  radiates  to  the 
world. 

Ten  years  ago,  a 
young  girl  had  her 
youth  and  dreams 
stolen  from  her 
by  a  brain  tumor. 
There  was  pain, 
disappointment, 
depression,  some 
bitterness,  scant 
hope.  Everyone  seemed  luckier  than 
she  did.  That  was  then.  Today  a  radiant 
young  woman,  a  gifted  special-needs 
teacher,  is  on  her  honeymoon,  happy, 
wise,  planning  life,  having  learned  at 
a  young  age  what  most  of  us  will  only 
learn  when  we  die,  namely,  that  ordinary 
life  is  best  seen  against  a  bigger  horizon, 
that  life  is  deeper  and  more  joy  filled 
when  it  isn't  taken  for  granted,  and  that 
love  is  more  important  even  than  health 
and  life  itself.

A  Parish  Comes  Together 
for  a  Blessed  Event 

On  May  1 4,  42  children  made  their  First 
Holy  Communion  at  St.  Elizabeth  Catholic 
Church  in  Farmville,  NC.  It  was  a  historic  day  for 
the  small  Parish,  which  has  grown  rapidly  over 
the  last  three  years  of  its  eighty  years  serving 
Farmville.  The  parish  church  seats  only  about 
1 00  so  organizers  foresaw  in  January  the  need 
for  more  seating.  They  rented  a  tent  and  chairs 
and  borrowed  other  needed  items  for  worship. 
One  parishioner  built  an  altar  especially  for  the 
occasion,  while  others  created  flower  arrange- 
ments by  hand.  St.  Elizabeth's  Catholic  Youth 
Organization  hosted  a  bake  sale  in  the  fall  201 0 
and  conducted  fundraisers  during  Advent  and 
Lent,  as  well  as  a  Spaghetti  Dinner,  to  raise  the 
money  needed  to  host  this  project. 

At  noon  on  the  big  day  the  red  carpet  was 
rolled  out,  with  over  300  in  attendance.  The 
children  processed  in  to  dress  the  Altar,  pro- 
claim the  Scripture  lessons  and  prayers,  and 
receive  the  Blessed  Sacrament  with  Godpar- 
ents, parents,  families  and  friends.  "We  were 
truly  Blessed  to  have  this  special  day,"  said  Rita 
Zalonis,  St.  Elizabeth's  Director  of  Religious 
Education.  "It  was  a  parish  family  effort  much 
like  the  way  a  family  pulls  together  for  a  reunion. 
We  would  like  to  thank  all  of  those  in  the  com- 
munity for  allowing  us  to  use  parking  lots  and 
other  items,  and  especially  the  Farmville  Police 
Department  for  their  support." 


Have  you  got  a  "Don't  get  me  started"  topic?  More  than 
one?

Its  a 
word  that  poets,  who  strive  to 
use  language  truthfully,  simply 
avoid  anymore. 

Still,  however  the  word  may 
have  been  devalued,  love  exists, 
and  you  know  it  when  you  see 
it.  That's  why  it  was  so  refreshing 
to  interview  the  three  married 
couples  in  this  month's  cover 
story.  (Page  16)  I've  been  trying 


ever  since  to  pin  down  just  what  it  was  about  them  that,  without 
using  language,  spoke  love  so  eloquently. 

The  husbands  and  wives  looked  at  each  other.  As  if  whatever 
they  said  or  were  even  thinking  was  by  itself  incomplete. 

They  made  each  other  laugh,  sometimes  with  little  remarks  you 
could  tell  had  almost  become  rituals,  but  which  still  elicited  a  smile. 

They  admired  each  other.  Sometimes  they  spoke  of  this,  but  you 
could  see  it  on  their  faces,  a  look  that  said,  "We're  a  couple,  and 
happy  about  it." 

When  they  did  talk  about  love,  as  you'll  read,  it  was  the  love  of 
God,  who,  they  were  convinced,  brought  them  together. 

I  hope  you'll  read  their  stories.  It  might  remind  you  of  the  riches 
contained  in  that  word,  love,  and  the  importance  of  using  it  with  care. 

I  also  want  to  call  to  your  attention  to  the  brief  update  on 
Catholic  Charities'  continuing  efforts  to  assist  the  victims  of  the 
tornadoes  that  ravaged  our  State  on  April  16.  If  you  have  ever  been 
affected  by  a  disastrous  event,  even  a  personally  disastrous  one  like 
the  death  of  a  loved  one,  you  know  that  the  effects  can  last  much 
longer  than  the  help  that  comes  immediately  after  the  disaster. 
Catholic  Charities  understands  that,  and  they  are  committed  to  the 
long  term.

A  Bishop  who 
fought  heresy 


St.  Irenaeus 


La  Gloria  de  Dios  es  el 
hombre  plenamente  vivo. 

San Inneo 


St.  Irenaeus  was  a  second- 
century  Bishop  in  Gaul  (now 
Lyons,  France).  His  most 
famous  writings  are  found 
in  Adversus  Haereses  or 
Against  Heresies  which 
attacked  Gnosticism,  a  he- 
retical system  of  thought  that 
represented  a  great  threat  to 
the  life  of  the  early  Church.  A 
quintessential  quote  from  that 
text  reads,  "The  glory  of  God 
is  man  fully  alive,  and  the  life  of  man  is  the  vision  of  God." 

The  second  part  of  that  text  presents  the  spiritual  pilgrim 
with  the  key  to  being  fully  alive  -  in  short,  it  teaches  us 
that  we  will  never  be  whole  or  fully  alive  unless  we  are  in 
harmony  with  the  end  for  which  we  were  created. 

►►  What  is  the  end  for  which  we  are  all  created? 

The  Catechism  completes  the  previously  referenced  quote 
with  "..  .to  share  in  his  own  blessed  life."  We  were  created 
to  know,  love,  and  serve  God;  to  spend  eternity  in  com- 
munion with  the  Trinity;  to  enter  into  the  "vision  of  God." 

A  great  truth  of  the  faith  -  St.  Irenaeus  is  point- 
ing out  to  us  a  great  truth  of  the  Catholic  faith:  the  human 
person  is  by  God,  for  God.  The  Blessed  Trinity  is  both  the 
source  of  our  life  and  the  ultimate  destiny  for  our  life.  This 
truth  has  important  implications.  For  example,  because 
the  whole,  undivided  human  person  is  destined  for  eternal 
life  in  communion  with  the  Holy  Trinity,  authentic  human 
development  must  be  viewed  holistically  with  an  eye  to  the 
eternal  rather  than  from  a  narrow  and  fragmented  worldly 
perspective. 

A  key  to  evaluating  all  aspects  of  life  -  Also,  the 
human  person,  made  in  the  image  and  likeness  of  God, 
has  an  inalienable  dignity  and  worth.  This  dignity  and 
worth  becomes  a  primary  criterion  against  which  to  evalu- 
ate all  economic,  political,  social,  technological,  and  en- 
vironmental policies.  Finally,  the  human  person  is  not  the 
author  of  life,  especially  his  or  her  own  life.  The  centrality 
and  necessity  of  God  must  permeate  our  lives  and  is 
one  reason  why  we  must  resist  attempts  by  the  dominant 
culture  to  push  God  to  the  margins  of  society  or  to  silence 
the  Church  in  the  public  square. 

St.  Irenaeus  witnesses  to  the  authentic  relationship 
between  God  and  humanity  subsisting  in  a  reciprocity  of 
love.  It  is  a  message  that  continues  to  have  a  profound 
meaning  for  us  today. 


Este  es  probablemente  el  texto  mas  citado  de  este  obispo  del 
siglo  II  en  la  Galia  (ahora  Lyon,  Francia).  El  Catecismo  ensena, 
en  el  primer  parrafo  de  la  primera  seccion,  que  Dios  «nos  creo 
libremente  ...»  En  otras  palabras,  Dios  nos  creo  por  un  amor 
incesante,  con  la  unica  intention  de  que  cada  uno  de  nosotros 
pudiese  tener  vida  y  vivirla  plenamente.  Por  lo  tanto,  cuando 
aceptamos  este  maravilloso  regalo  y  lo  realizamos  en  nuestras 
vidas,  Dios  es  glorif  icado  porque  su  voluntad  en  nosotros  se  ha 
cumplido. 

Sin  embargo,  es  tambien  solo  una  cita  parcial  de  la  famosa 
obra  de  San  Irineo,  Adversus  Haereses  o  Contra  las  Herejias 
que  ataco  el  gnosticismo,  un  escuela  de  pensamiento  heretico 
que  representaba  una  gran  amenaza  a  la  vida  de  la  iglesia  prim- 
itiva.  El  texto  complete)  dice:  «La  Gloria  de  Dios  es  el  hombre 
plenamente  vivo,  y  la  vida  del  hombre  es  la  vision  de  Dios.» 
Esta  segunda  parte  del  texto  le  ofrece  al  peregrino  espiritual 
la  Have  de  la  vida  plena  y  por  lo  tanto  de  la  gloria  de  Dios.  En 
breve,  nos  ensena  que  nunca  estaremos  completa  ni  plena- 
mente vivos  a  menos  que  estemos  en  armonia  con  el  fin  para 
el  cual  fuimos  creados. 

cCual  es  este  fin?  El  Catecismo  completa  la  cita  pre- 
viamente  mencionada  con  «...  para  compartir  Su  vida  bendita». 
Fuimos  creados  para  conocer,  amar  y  servir  a  Dios;  para  pasar 
la  etemidad  en  comunion  con  la  Divina  Trinidad;  para  entrar  en 
la  «vision  de  Dios». 

►►  San  Irineo  nos  sehala  una  gran  verdad  de  la  fe 
catolica:  la  persona  es  por  Dios,  para  Dios.  La  Santa  Trinidad 
es  tanto  el  origen  de  nuestra  vida  como  el  ultimo  destino  de 
nuestra  vida.  Esta  verdad  tiene  consecuencias  importantes. 
Por  ejemplo,  porque  toda  la  persona,  no  dividida,  esta  desti- 
nada  para  la  vida  etema,  en  comunion  con  la  Santa  Trinidad,  el 
desarrollo  autentico  humano  debe  contemplarse  holisticamente 
con  vistas  a  lo  etemo,  mas  que  a  la  perspectiva  mundana  estre- 
cha  y  fragmentada. 

►►  Tambien,  la  persona,  hecha  a  imagen  y  semejanza 
de  Dios,  tiene  una  dignidad  y  valor  inalienables.  La 

dignidad  y  valor  se  hacen  un  criterio  primario  contra  el  cual 
se  evaluan  todas  las  polrticas  economicas,  politicas,  sociales, 
tecnologicas  y  ambientales.  Finalmente,  la  persona  humana  no 
es  el  autor  de  la  vida,  especialmente  de  su  propia  vida.  La  cen- 
tralidad  y  necesidad  de  Dios  debe  penetrar  nuestras  vidas  y  es 
una  razon  por  la  cual  debemos  resistir  los  intentos  de  la  cultura 
dominante  de  empujar  a  Dios  a  los  margenes  de  la  sociedad  o 
para  silenciar  a  la  iglesia  en  la  esfera  publica. 

San  Irineo  atestigua  la  autentica  relation  entre  Dios  y  la 
humanidad,  que  subsiste  en  una  reciprocidad  del  amor.  Es  un 
mensaje  que  hoy  sigue  teniendo  un  significado  profundo  para 
nosotros.

St.  Monica  School 


Among  my  happiest  memories  are  the  years 
I  spent  as  a  child  at  St.  Monica  Catholic 
School  in  Raleigh.  I  owe  much  of  that 
happiness  to  the  teaching  and  spiritual 
care  of  the  Sisters,  Servants  of  the  Immac- 
ulate Heart  of  Mary,  of  Scranton,  and  of  the  Dominican 
Fathers  of  St.  Joseph  Province.

Many  of  the  students 
in  St.  Monica  School 
were  the  children  of 
school  teachers  or 
other  professional 
people.  There  also  were 
children  of  ordinary 
working  people.  Two  of 
us  entered  the  reli- 
gious life.  Of  course  I 
eventually  entered  the 
seminary  and  became  a 
priest  of  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh.  And  a  young 
lady  entered  the  convent  of  the  Sisters  of  Divine  Provi- 
dence, and  became  Sister  Miriam.  She  was  a  member  of 
the  Rogers  family,  which  lived  on  the  same  block  as  my 
family  did,  and  was  very  close  to  us. 

I  have  written  about  Fr.  Otis  Carl,  who  had  a  great 
impact  on  the  students  of  St.  Monica.  He  would  visit  the 
homes  of  the  families  who  had  children  in  the  school.  He 
was  also  devoted  to  music  and  his  enthusiasm  for  that 
subject  infected  us  all.  Father  Carl  persuaded  his  confreres 
in  the  Province  of  St.  Joseph  to  ask  for  donations  to  buy 
instruments  for  our  band.  In  fact,  in  the  archives  of  the 
Dominicans  there  is  a  photo  of  Father  Carl  and  the  band. 
There  are  also  photos  of  them  marching  on  Fayetteville 
Street  in  downtown  Raleigh.  They  were  a  popular  group, 
and  some  of  the  band  members  went  on  to  became  profes- 
sional musicians. 

To  my  recollection  all  of  the  students  who  attended 
St.  Monica  School  experienced  real  education  and  many 
went  on  to  do  well  in  their  chosen  professions.  Although 
St.  Monica  School  and  the  parish  were  eventually  merged 
with  Cathedral  School  and  Sacred  Heart  and  St.  Joseph 
Parishes,  many  African  Americans  who  graduated  from 
St.  Monica  look  back  on  their  grade  school  years,  as  I  do, 
with  affection  and  gratitude  for  the  Sisters  and  priests 
who  made  it  a  challenging  and  at  the  same  time  loving 
place  of  learning.

t  a  dance.  At  work.  At  a  mall.  Three  married  couples  from  St.  Peter  Parish  in  Greenville, 
where  Bishop  Burbidge  offered  the  201 1  Diocesan  Wedding  Anniversary  Mass  in  May, 
can  testify  that  God  was  in  those  places  when  they  met.  They  will  also  tell  you  that  the 
God  who  put  them  in  each  others  path  has  watched  over  them  ever  since. 


In  the  case  of  Tony  and  Jackie  Tucci,  that 
has  been  more  than  54  years.  Cradle  Catho- 
lics, Tony  and  Jackie  met  at  a  dance  in  New 
Jersey  in  1955.  They  were  only  a  year  out  of 
high  school,  but  a  year  later  they  promised 
before  God  to  spend  the  rest  of  their  lives  as 
husband  and  wife. 

In  1967,  the  Catholic  Charismatic 
Renewal  profoundly  affected  the  Church. 
The  movement,  which  began  at  a  retreat  at 
Duquesne  University,  also  profoundly  af- 
fected Jackie  Tucci.  By  then  the  couple  had 
moved  to  Miami,  Florida,  and  within  a  year 
of  the  Duquesne  retreat  Jackie  had  estab- 
lished the  first  charismatic  prayer  group  in 
the  State  and  worked  help  the  movement 
spread  in  the  Archdiocese  of  Miami. 

"Until  then,"  Jackie  said,  "the  Holy  Spirit 
had  been  the  neglected  member  of  the  Trin- 
ity. But  the  charismatic  movement  signified 
a  new  understanding  of  the  Spirit  and  how 
He  works  in  our  lives." 

Tony  supported  Jackie's  involvement  in 
the  Renewal,  but  he  was  cautious.  "I  tailed 
along,"  he  recalled.  "But  it  wasn't  until  I 
made  a  Cursillo  in  1971  that  I  really  under- 
stood what  Jackie  was  trying  to  do." 

She  agreed.  "The  Cursillo  allowed  the  Re- 
newal to  go  from  Tony's  head  to  his  heart," 
she  said  with  a  smile.  'And  that  was  Gods 


work.  I  had  prayed,  'Lord,  if  You  want  me  to 
do  this  work,  You  have  to  take  him,  too."' 

The  couple  became  pioneers  in  Catholic 
lay  ministry  in  Miami  under  then  Archbish- 
op Edward  McCarthy.  Jackie  helped  to  form 
the  Office  of  Lay  Ministry  for  the  Archdio- 
cese, and  Tony  was  the  first  president  of  the 
Lay  Ministry  Council.  Together,  they  would 
for  years  host  a  popular  radio  program, 
"Living  in  the  Spirit,"  where  listeners  could 
call  in  with  questions  about  Catholic  teach- 


ing and  practice. 

After  35  years  in  Florida,  the  couple 
moved  to  North  Carolina  to  be  closer  to 
their  children  and  grandchildren.  "We 
came  with  the  idea  of  retiring,"  Jackie  said, 
"and  getting  involved  in  a  prayer  group  at 
the  parish  level.  But  I  guess  the  Lord  had 
other  ideas." 

Bishop  E  Joseph  Gossman  had  learned 
about  the  dynamic  lay  ministry  duo  even 
before  they  arrived.  As  a  result,  the  Tuccis 
have  been  involved  in  promoting  Charismat- 
ic prayer  throughout  the  Diocese  ever  since 
they  arrived  in  1997.  As  this  issue  of  NCC 
went  to  press,  they  were  enthusiastically  pre- 
paring for  the  three-day  Sixth  Annual  Holy 
Spirit  Conference  in  October  (See  p.  31.) 

Sharing  their  vocations  in  lay  ministry 
has  been  key  to  their  sharing  the  vocation  of 
marriage,  the  couple  said.  Asked  if  there's  a 
secret  to  staying  together  for  54  years,  Jackie 
smiled  and  turned  to  her  husband.  "Is  there 
a  secret,  Tony?" 

"We're  stubborn,"  he  joked,  then  said, 
"Commitment.  That  seems  rarer  today." 

Jackie  agreed.  "You  make  a  commitment 
to  one  another  and  to  God,"  she  said,  "and 
you  keep  that  commitment.  We  all  have 
our  ups  and  downs,  but  we  have  the  Lord 
in  common."

How  do  married  couples 
stay  together?

Jean  and  Bruce  King  met  where 
they  both  worked  at  Burroughs 
Wellcome,  a  pharmaceutical 
company  in  Greenville.

"It  turned  out  we  were  both  students 
at  ECU"  he  said,  "but  I  met  her  when  she 
would  come  in  as  a  customer.  She  always 
came  accompanied  by  kids  with  mental 
health  disabilities,  and  as  I  got  to  know 
Victoria  I  also  got  to  know  the  kids  and 
became  fond  of  them.  I  was  so  impressed 
by  her  character,  the  good  person  she 
was.  We  started  going  to  some  Special 
Olympics  events,  and  we  would  bump 
into  each  other  on 
campus. 

"For  me," 
Victoria  said,  "it 
was  that  he  was 
so  good  with  the 
kids.  He  treated 
them  as  just 
regular  boys  and 
girls,  and  he  was 
genuinely  excited 
to  see  them.  He 
was  such  a  nice 

person  to  everyone  who  came  in." 

Alan,  a  Catholic,  describes  himself  at 
the  time  as  "close  to  graduation,  just  get- 
ting over  the  hump  of  acting  like  a  kid. 
The  Church  helped  with  that,  and  I  was 
going  to  St.  Peter.  Then  meeting  Victoria 
-  she  helped  me  take  my  faith  more  seri- 
ously and  to  me  that  was  a  huge  sign  tell- 
ing me  that  God  had  brought  us  together 
for  a  reason." 

Victoria  had  grown  up  active  in  her 
Baptist  church.  "We  were  always  involved 
with  church,"  she  said,  "singing  every 
Sunday  and  other  activities.  I  missed  that 
when  I  came  to  college.  I  never  really 
found  a  church,  so  I  would  go  home 
some  weekends  to  go  to  church  with  my 
family.  When  I  started  going  with  Alan  he 
was  Catholic  and  I'd  been  looking  for  a 
church,  so  we  started  going  to  St.  Peters." 

The  couple  talked  to  each  other  about 
their  faith,  and  it  became  part  of  their 


bond.  "Hearing 
her  speak  about 
the  Bible  was  a

Shared  goals,  trust  in  God,  commit- 
ment -  Catholic  married  couples  use 
different  words  to  describe  the  conviction 
that  they  are  indissolubly  one.

Uno  de  los 
gestos  rituales  que  repeti  durante 
esos  veranos  fue  pasar  la  fiesta  del 
4  de  julio  con  algunos  amigos  de 
mi  familia  en  la  isla  de  Bainbridge, 
a  un  corto  trayecto  en  ferry  desde 
Seattle.  Esta  familia  tiene  sus 
propios  rituales  y  uno  de  ellos  es 
ver  el  desfile  del  4  de  julio  desde  el 
cesped  frontal  de  una  de  las  casas 
de  sus  amigos. 

Hace  diez  anos,  cuando  estaba  yo 
sentado  en  aquel  cesped,  esperando 
el  desfile,  me  presentaron  a  la 
hija  menor  de  la  familia,  Katie 
Chamberlin-Malloy.  Estaba  ella 
estudiando  el  ultimo  ano  de 
ensenanza  media  y  era  miembro 
del  equipo  vencedor  de  baloncesto 
de  su  escuela,  pero  tambien 
sufria  de  cancer  y  del  tratamiento 
debilitante  de  quimioterapia  utilizado 
para  combatirlo.  Alii  estaba  ella, 
justamente  con  1  8  anos  y  con 
menos  de  cuarenta  kilos  de  peso, 
envuelta  en  una  manta  en  un  dia 
caluroso  de  verano,  silenciosa  y 
melancolica,  mientras  sus  amigos, 
sanotes  y  robustos,  bebian  cerveza 
y  celebraban  la  vida.  Las  cosas 
no  parecian  ir  bien,  entonces.  El 
pronostico  medico  a  largo  plazo 
era  dudoso,  a  lo  mas;  y  su  cuerpo 
y  su  espiritu  no  lo  desmentian, 
aunque  amigos  y  familiares  si 
lo  contradecian.  Por  todos  los 
lados  estaba  rodeada  de  atencion, 
afecto  y  preocupacion.  Estaba  muy 
enferma,  pero  era  muy  querida. 


Aquel  dia  la  conoci,  y  en  los 
meses  y  anos  siguientes  llegue  a 
conocerla  mucho  mas.  Su  familia 
y  muchas  otras  personas  oraron 
fuerte  por  ella,  avasallando  el 
cielo  buscando  una  curacion.  Esas 
oraciones,  junto  con  el  tratamiento 
medico,  finalmente  fueron  efectivas. 
Ella  se  aferro  a  la  vida  contra 
toda  esperanza  (frente  a  fuerzas 
hostiles  mayores),  fue  mejorando 
lentamente,  y,  despues  de  muchos 
meses,  emergio  sana,  Integra  de 
nuevo,  de  vuelta  a  la  normalidad, 
aunque,  cuando  has  mirado  a  la 
muerte  fijamente  a  la  cara,  "lo 
normal"  ya  no  es  nunca  lo  mismo 
del  todo. 

Cuando  volvio  finalmente  a 
empezar  su  vida  (recogiendo  las 
piezas  de  su  vida  anterior),  se  dio 
cuenta  de  que,  mientras  las  cosas 
eran  lo  mismo  de  nuevo,  eran 
tambien  muy  diferentes.  Tras  tal 
experiencia  limite  frente  a  la  muerte, 
la  vida  ordinaria  ya  no  es  algo  que 
tomas  por  sentado  y  a  la  ligera;  hay 
una  alegria  mas  profunda  en  todas 
las  cosas  ordinarias  y  un  nuevo 
horizonte,  sabiduria,  madurez  e 
intencion,  que  antes  no  existian. 
Dios  escribe  recto  con  lineas 
torcidas  y  a  veces  el  cancer,  tan 
terrible  como  es,  da  mas  de  lo  que 
recibe. 

La  recuperada  salud  de  la 
joven  Katie  fue  mas  que  fisica. 
Fue  tambien  algo  del  alma,  un 
bronceado  moral,  una  profundidad, 
una  honda  sabiduria.  Cuando  le 
preguntaron  en  una  entrevista 


publica  si,  dada  una  posible 
eleccion,  cambiaria  la  anterior 
enfermedad  con  el  fin  de  tener  la 
vida  que  hubiera  podido  tener  sin 
ella,  replied.  "No,  no  la  cambiaria. 
Por  medio  de  ella  aprendi  lo  que  es 
el  amor".  El  amor  que  experimento 
cuando  estuvo  enferma  le  enseno 
que  hay  peores  tragedias  en  la  vida 
que  adquirir  cancer. 

John  Powell  escribio  una  vez 
un  extraordinario  librito  titulado 
"Amor  Incondicional",  la  historia 
de  Tommy,  un  antiguo  estudiante 
suyo  que  murio  de  cancer  a  los 
veinticuatro  anos.  Un  poco  antes  de 
su  muerte,  Tommy  visito  a  Powell  y 
le  dio  las  gracias  por  una  bella  idea 
que  habia  captado  una  vez  en  una 
de  sus  clases.  Powell  habia  dicho 
a  la  clase:  "Solamente  hay  dos 
tragedias  posibles  en  la  vida,  y  morir 
joven  no  es  una  de  ellas.  Es  una 
tragedia  morir  y  no  haber  amado,  y 
es  tambien  una  tragedia  morir  y  no 
haber  expresado  tu  amor  a  los  que 
te  rodean". 

Los  doctores  que  investigan 
sobre  el  cerebro  humano  nos 
dicen  que  empleamos  solamente 
alrededor  de  un  1 0%  de  nuestra 
capacidad  radical  cerebral.  La 
mayoria  de  nuestras  celulas 
cerebrales  nunca  se  activan,  sea 
porque  no  las  necesitamos  (existen 
para  la  sabiduria  mas  que  para  la 
utilidad)  o  sea  porque  no  sabemos 
como  acceder  a  ellas.  Los  mismos 
doctores  nos  aseguran  tambien 
que,  paradojicamente,  dos  cosas 
nos  ayudan  a  tener  acceso  a  esas 
celulas  especiales:  la  experiencia  del 
amor  y  la  experiencia  de  la  tragedia. 
Profundo  amor  y  profundo  dolor, 
juntos,  hacen  profunda  un  alma, 
de  tal  forma  que  ninguna  otra  cosa 
puede  hacerla.  Eso  explica  por  que 
Santa  Teresa  de  Lisieux  fue  doctora 
del  alma  a  sus  veinticuatro  anos. 
Eso  explica  tambien  la  sabiduria 
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Obispo  Burbidge

Tres  parejas  cuentan  sus  historias  de  matrimonio 


En  un  baile.  En  el  trabajo.  En  un 
centra  comercial.  Tres  parejas 
de  la  parroquia  de  St.  Peter  en 
Greenville,  donde  el  Obispo 
ofrecio  la  Misa  Diocesana  de  Aniversario 
de  Boda  201 1  en  mayo,  pueden  dar  fe  de 
que  Dios  estaba  en  esos  lugares  cuando  se 
conocieron.  Tambien  les  diran  que  el  Dios 
que  los  puso  por  el  mismo  camino  ha  cui- 
dado  de  ellos  desde  entonces. 

Es  el  caso  de  Tony  y  Jackie  Tucci,  que  tienen  mas  de  54 
anos  juntos.  Cradle  Catholics  (Catolicos  desde  siempre), 
Tony  y  Jackie  se  conocieron  en  un  baile  en  Nueva  Jersey  en 


1955Tenian  tan  solo  un  ano  de  haber  terminado  la  prepa- 
ratoria,  y  un  ano  mas  tarde  se  comprometieron  ante  Dios  a 
pasar  el  resto  de  sus  vidas  como  marido  y  mujer. 

En  1967,  la  Renovacion  Carismatica  Catolica  habia 
impactado  profundamente  a  la  iglesia.  El  movimiento,  que 
comenzo  en  un  retire  en  la  Universidad  Duquesne,  tam- 
bien profundamente  afecto  a  Jackie  Tucci.  Para  entonces, 
la  pareja  se  habia  trasladado  a  Miami,  Florida  y  un  ano 
despues  del  retire  de  Duquesne  Jackie  establecio  el  primer 
grupo  carismatico  de  oracion  en  el  Estado  y  trabajo  para 
ayudar  que  el  movimiento  se  extendiera  en  la  Arquidiocesis 
de  Miami. 

"Hasta  entonces,"  dijo  Jackie,  "el  Espiritu  Santo  habia  sido 
el  miembro  olvidado  de  la  Trinidad.  Pero  el  movimiento 
carismatico  significo  una  nueva  comprension  del  Espiritu  y 
como  trabaja  el  en  nuestras  vidas". 

Tony  apoyo  la  participacion  de  Jackie  en  la  Renovacion, 
pero  fue  precavido.  "Me  cole",  recordo,  "Pero  no  fue  hasta 
que  vM  un  Cursillo  en  1971  que  realmente  entendi  lo  que 
intentaba  hacer  Jackie". 

Ella  esta  de  acuerdo.  "El  Cursillo  permitio  a  la  Renovacion 
pasar  de  la  cabeza  de  Tony  a  su  corazon",  dijo  con  una 
sonrisa.  "Y  fue  la  obra  de  Dios.  Habia  orado,  'Senor,  si  tu 
quieres  que  yo  haga  este  trabajo,  conducelo  a  el,  tambien"'. 

La  pareja  se  convirtio  en  los  pioneros  catolicos  del 
Mmisterio  laico  en  Miami  dirigido  en  aquel  entonces  por 
el  Arzobispo  Edward  McCarthy.  Jackie  ayudo  a  formar  la 
Oficina  de  Ministerio  de  laicos  de  la  Arquidiocesis,  y  Tony 
fue  el  primer  Presidente  del  Consejo  de  Ministerio  Laico. 
Juntos,  por  anos  presentaban  un  programa  popular  de  ra- 
dio, "Vivir  en  el  Espiritu",  donde  los  oyentes  podian  llamar 
con  preguntas  sobre  la  doctrina  y  la  practica  Catolica. 

Despues  de  35  anos  en  Florida,  la  pareja  se  mudo  a  Caro- 
lina del  Norte  para  estar  mas  cerca  de  sus  hijos  y  nietos.  "Vi- 
nimos  con  la  idea  de  jubilarnos",  dijo  Jackie,  "y  participar 
en  un  grupo  de  oracion  a  nivel  parroquial,  pero  creo  que  el 
Senor  tenia  otras  ideas". 

El  Obispo  E  Joseph  Gossman  habia  aprendido  sobre 
el  duo  dinamico  de  Ministerio  laico  incluso  antes  de  su 
llegada.  Como  resultado,  los  Tuccis  habian  participado  en  la 
promotion  de  la  Oracion  carismatica  a  lo  largo  de  la  Dioce- 
sis  desde  que  llegaron  en  1997.  Mientras  que  la  NCC  paso  a 
la  prensa,  se  preparaban  con  entusiasmo  para  los  tres  dias, 
la  Sexta  Conferencia  Anual  del  Espiritu  Santo  en  Octubre 
(vease  p.  31.) 

Compartiendo  sus  vocaciones  en  el  Ministerio  laico  ha 
sido  la  clave  para  su  participacion  en  su  vocation  del  matri- 
monio, dijo  la  pareja.  Se  le  pregunto  si  hay  un  secreto  para 
permanecer  juntos  durante  54  anos,  Jackie  sonrio  y  miro  a 
su  marido.  "<>Hay  un  secreto,  Tony?" 
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"Somos  tercos",  el  bromeo,  luego  dijo,  "Compromise  Eso 
parece  raro  hoy  en  dia". 

Jean  esta  de  acuerdo.  "Haces  una  promesa  de  uno  con  el 
otro  y  con  Dios",  dijo  ella,  "y  cumples  esa  promesa.  Todos 
tenemos  nuestras  altas  y  bajas,  pero  tenemos  en  comun  al 
Senor". 


ean  y  Bruce  King  se  conocieron  cuando  ambos 
trabajaban  en  Burroughs  Wellcome,  una  compania 
farmaceutica  en  Greenville.  Jean  fue  catolica  desde 
siempre  cuyo  padre,  un  medico,  traslado  a  la  familia 
a  los  Estados  Unidos  desde  Ecuador  cuando  tenia 


siete  anos.  Bruce  fue  bautizado  en  la  Iglesia  Metodista  en  el 
condado  de  Gates  en  el  este  de  Carolina  del  Norte.  Los  dos 
se  graduaron  en  la  Universidad  de  East  Carolina. 

Los  dos  comenzaron  a  asistir  a  la  Iglesia  de  St  Peter  cuan- 
do eran  novios.  Se  casaron  hace  27  anos.  "Cuando  sabiamos 
que  nos  dirigimos  hacia  el  matrimonio",  dijo  Bruce,  "asis- 
timos  a  un  retire  de  parejas.  Fue  realmente  impresionante. 
Tenian  grandes  presentadores  y  hablaron  sobre  como  tomar 
decisiones  entre  pareja". 

Bruce  asistio  al  programa  RICA.  La  fallecida  Sarah 
McPherson,  una  querida  Directora,  de  Education  Religiosa 
en  Saint  Peter,  lo  presento  a  la  Iglesia.  Hoy  Bruce  yjean 
son  los  presentadores  de  Encuentro  Matrimonial  de  fin  de 
semana,  donde  las  parejas  renuevan  su  compromiso  el  uno 
con  el  otro,  con  Dios  y  con  la  Eucaristia. 

<>C6mo  permanecen  unidas  las  parejas?  "No  es  ningun 
misterio",  dijo  Jean.  "Tu  confias  en  Dios.  Tomas  la  decision 
de  que  vas  a  dedicar  tu  vida  a  la  persona  que  Dios  ha  puesto 
en  tu  camino.  Dios  eligio  a  Bruce  para  mi,  y  yo  voy  a  hacer 
todo  lo  que  pueda  para  responder  a  la  voluntad  de  Dios".

Alan  Zell  trabajaba  en  la  tienda  de  American  Eagle 
en  un  centre  comercial  de  Greenville  cuando 
conocio  a  Victoria,  la  mujer  que  se  convertiria 
en  su  esposa. 

"Resulto  que  los  dos  eramos  estudiantes  de  ECU,"  dijo  el, 
"pero  la  conoci  cuando  era  cliente  de  la  tienda.  Ella  siempre  iba 
acompanada  de  ninos  con  discapacidades  mentales,  y  al  con- 
ocer  a  Victoria  fui  conociendo  a  los  ninos  y  me  encarine  con  el- 
los.  Yo  estaba  muy  impresionado  con  su  forma  de  ser,  la  buena 
persona  que  era.  Empezamos  a  asistir  a  algunos  eventos  de  las 
Olimpiadas  Especiales,  y  nos  encontrabamos  en  el  campus. 


"Para  mi",  dijo  Victoria,  "era  que  el  fue  muy  bueno  con 
los  ninos.  Los  trataba  como  ninos  y  ninas  regulares,  y  se 
emocionaba  al  verlos.  Era  una  persona  agradable  con  toda  la 
gente  que  llegaba. 

Alan,  un  catolico,  se  describe  a  si  mismo  en  aquel  tiempo 
como  "cerca  de  la  graduation,  Como  veneer  el  desafio  de 
actuar  como  un  nino.  La  Iglesia  me  ayudo  con  eso,  y  fui  a 
St.  Peter.  El  conocer  a  Victoria— me  ayudo  a  darle  mas  serie- 
dad  a  mi  fe,  y  para  mi  fue  una  enorme  senal  de  Dios  que 
me  decia  que  nos  habia  reunido  por  una  razon". 

Victoria  credo  activamente  en  su  Iglesia  Bautista.  "Siempre 
estuvimos  involucrados  en  la  Iglesia",  dijo  ella,  "cantando 
todos  los  dommgos  y  en  otras  actividades.  Extrane  todo  eso 
cuando  me  fui  a  la  Universidad.  En  realidad  nunca  encontre 
una  iglesia,  por  lo  que  me  iba  a  casa  algunos  fines  de  semana 
para  asistir  a  la  iglesia  con  mi  familia.

"El  Padre  Justin  me  dio  un  buen  recibimiento  a  pesar  que 
no  soy  Catolica",  dijo  Victoria.  "Cuando  nos  casamos  el  me 
aseguro  que  siempre  seria  bienvenida.  Tenemos  un  hijo 
ahora,  y  recuerdo  cuando  el  Padre  Justin  nos  explico  que  es 
importante  ensenar  a  nuestros  hijos  sobre  nuestras  creencias 
y  la  similitud  que  hay  entre  las  dos.  Que  compartimos  los 
mismos  objetivos". 

Compartimos  los  mismos  objetivos,  conhanza  en  Dios, 
compromiso  -  las  parejas  catolicas  casadas  usan  diferen- 
tes  palabras  para  describir  la  conviction  de  que  ellos  son 
indisolublemente  uno.  Asi  esten  juntos  54  anos,  27  anos  o  5 
anos,  sin  embargo,  parece  como  si  tienen  este  conocimiento 
en  comun:  no  estan  solos.

Graduates  295 


►>  On  Sunday,  May  29,  Cardinal 
Gibbons  Catholic  High  School  held 
its  2010-201  1  commencement  cer- 
emony at  Meymandi  Hall  in  Raleigh 
for  295  students  receiving  diplomas. 
Two  days  earlier,  Most  Reverend  Mi- 
chael F.  Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh, 
celebrated  the  class  of  201  1  's  Bac- 
calaureate Mass  at  St.  Thomas  More 
Church  in  Chapel  Hill.  The  attendance 
exceeded  1 ,500,  with  standing  room 
only  in  the  Church,  the  large  gather- 
ing space  filled  to  capacity  and  more 
than  300  people  watching  the  Mass 
on  closed-circuit  television  in  the  new 
parish  hall. 

In  his  homily,  the  Bishop  spoke 
of  the  joint  dedication  of  school 
administration,  faculty  and  parents 
who  worked  together  to  provide  the 
graduates  with  a  solid  foundation  for 
the  new  world  that  lies  ahead.  "Gradu- 
ates, Cardinal  Gibbons  has  given  you 
an  excellent  education  in  all  fields  of 
study,  provided  countless  opportuni- 
ties to  utilize  your  gifts  and  talents, 
and  wonderful  memories  that  will  last 
forever,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said.  "But 
above  all  else,  the  school  has  done 
everything  possible  to  assist  your  par- 
ents so  that  you  are  rooted  and  built 
up  in  Jesus  Christ. " 

Noting  how  the  new  graduates  will 
hear  about  expectations  so  many  peo- 
ple have  of  them,  Bishop  Burbidge 
said  those  expectations  are  shared 
by  family  and  friends  joining  them  in 
celebration  at  the  Mass.  "However, 
our  highest  priority  for  you  is  that 
you  remain  'firm  in  faith,'"  the  Bishop 
added.  "It  is  what  the  Church  and  the 
world  need  from  you  more  than  ever!" 

Bishop  Burbidge  thanked  the  Class 
of  201  1  for  initiating  a  Leadership 
Endowment,  which  will  provide  all 
Gibbons  students  the  opportunity  to 
submit  an  idea  for  a  project  they  feel 
will  benefit  the  school.  Each  submis- 
sion must  be  accompanied  by  a  3-5 
minute  video,  highlighting  such  facts 
about  the  project  as  who  is  involved 
and  how  much  money  is  needed  to 
implement  it,  among  other  details. 


The  winning  submission  will  receive 
money  from  the  endowment  to  fund 
the  project.  The  Class  of  20 1  1 
is  providing  $9,000  to  begin  the 
endowment,  with  each  member  of  the 
class  being  asked  to  pledge  $20. 1  1  a 
year  for  the  next  five  years  to  grow  the 
fund. 

In  acknowledging  the  endowment, 
Bishop  Burbidge  noted  how  the  gift 
ties  in  with  the  mission  of  the  school. 
"The  gift  reflects  the  fact,  dear  gradu- 
ates, that  you  have  embraced  that 
mission,  which  is  actually  the  mandate 
of  Christ  Himself:  to  be  men  and 
women  of  faith,  leadership  and  service 
in  Church  and  community.  With  the 
administration  and  faculty  and  the 
entire  Gibbons  community,  I  thank  you 


for  your  generosity  and  for  affirming 
the  mission  so  dear  to  all  of  us."

Born  of  Inspiration 

Sacred  Heart,  Dunn 


The  origin  of  Sacred  Heart 
Catholic  Church 
in  Dunn,  NC, 
predates  its 
establishment  as  a  mission 
of  Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe  in 
Newton  Grove  in  1904. 

Catholicism  emerged  in  Dunn  due  in  part 
to  the  conversion  of  Mr.  Enoch  Godwin,  an 
avid  Bible  reader  who  suffered  great  spiri- 
tual distress.  He  prayed  fervently  for  peace, 
and  believed  God  instructed  him  to  seek  a 
Catholic  priest.  Godwin  obeyed  and  sought 


out  Father  Edward,  O.S.B.,  in  Newton  Grove.  When  he 
asked  to  be  baptized  immediately  the  priest  told  him  he  first 
needed  to  believe  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  to  learn  the 
Catechism.  Upon  passing  his  catechetical  examination,  Mr. 
Godwin  built  an  altar  on  his  land,  located  between  Newton 
Grove  and  Dunn.  His  home  soon  became  a  mission  center 
visited  monthly  by  priests  for  Mass.  Mr.  Godwin  influenced 
many  of  his  Protestant  friends  to  join  the  Catholic  Church, 
and  his  community  sowed  the  seeds  of  Catholicism  in  Dunn. 

In  1905,  Father  Michael  Irwin  secured  funds  to  build  a 
church  on  McKay  Avenue;  Bishop  Leo  Haid,  O.S.B.,  dedi- 
cated Sacred  Heart  Church  the  following  year.  For  the  next 
ten  years,  Mass  was  offered  once  a  month  there  by  a  visiting 
priest.  Father  George  A.  Watkins  became  the  first  resident 
priest  in  1916. 

Sacred  Heart  Parish  has  been  served  by  twenty  priests 
over  the  past  107  years  in  the  original  church  building  in 
downtown  Dunn.  Father  Paul  Parkerson  has  been  pastor  of 
the  360-family  community  since  2000.  Confirmed  at  Sacred 
Heart,  Fr.  Parkerson  is  finishing  his  1 1th  year  as  Pastor.  He  is 
also  the  Bishops  Delegate  for  the  Extraordinary  Form  of  the 
Mass.  A  highlight  of  my  time  here  was  in  2004  on  the  Feast 
of  Corpus  Christi  when  I  offered  Mass  in  the  Extraordinary 
Form  for  the  first  time,"  reflected  Fr.  Parkerson.  "The  parish- 
ioners were  as  unfamiliar  with  the  Latin  Mass  as  I  was,  but  it 
changed  the  life  of  the  parish  and  changed  my  Priesthood." 

The  Extraordinary  Form  of  the  Mass  is  celebrated  in  Latin 
with  the  readings  and  homily  re-read  in  English.  It  is  cel- 
ebrated according  to  its  own  liturgical  calendar,  and  utilizes 
Gregorian  Chant. 

Sacred  Heart  is  one  of  two  parishes  in  the  Diocese  to  of- 
fer weekly  Mass  in  the  Extraordinary  Form.  (The  other  is 
Our  Lady  of  Perpetual  Help  in  Rocky  Mount.)  Immaculate 
Conception,  Clinton,  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral,  Raleigh  and 
St  Marys,  Wilmington,  offer  the  Mass 
once  a  month.  "We  have  families  that 

^|  travel  weekly  from  Raleigh,  Greens- 
p  boro,  Wilmington  and  Fayetteville  to 
attend  this  rich  and  beautiful  Mass," 
t>aid  Father  Parkerson.  "There  has  been  a 
tremendous  growth  and  love  of  this  Mass; 
it's  an  inexhaustible  font  of  richness  and 
beauty."  Sacred  Heart  also  offers  weekly 
Adoration  and  Benediction  of  the  Blessed 
Sacrament. 

Despite  its  relatively  small  size,  Sacred 
Heart  has  numerous  active  apostolates,  in- 
cluding ministry  to  the  sick,  a  prayer  chain 
and  a  bereavement  ministry.  Mr.  Godwin's 
9 1 0.89 1.1972  inspiration  has  borne  abundant  fruit.

The  Church  also  asks  her  priests  to 
pray  daily,  to  be  obedient  to  their 
Bishop  and  his  successors,  and  to  be 
filled  with  pastoral  love  demonstrated 
in  imitating  Jesus,  who  laid  down 
His  very  life  for  His  people.  This  is 
the  type  of  love  that  is  essential  for 
celibacy  to  be  authentic  and  joyful. 


Above  all  else,  the  Church  asks  her 
priests  to  trust  in  the  power  and 
strength  of  Jesus,  the  One  alone  who 
can  sustain  them  and  work  miracles 
in  and  through  them. 

This  is  the  same  trust  the  Lord 
asks  from  all  of  us  as  we  strive,  in  the 
midst  of  so  many 
expectations 
and  demands, 
to  be  faithful  to 
the  particular 
vocations 
entrusted  to 
each  of  us. 
Perhaps,  above 
all  else,  the 
Lord  is  asking 
you  at  this 
very  moment 
to  entrust  your 
needs,  concerns  and  very  life  to  His 
providential  care.  It  will  make  all  the 
difference  for  you! 

Another  great  joy  in  the  life  and 
ministry  of  a  Bishop  is  to  dedicate  a 
new  church.  How  blessed  I  am  in  this 
Diocese  to  do  so  on  an  ongoing  basis, 
since  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  thank 
God,  is  vibrant  and  growing!  As  the 
people  of  Blessed  Sacrament  Parish 
participated  in  the  ceremony  on  June 
5th,  their  tears,  joy  and  pride  were 
most  evident.  Hanging  in  the  center 
of  their  church  is  a  San  Damiano 


cross,  reminding  us  of  the  profound 
love  that  Jesus  has  for  us,  a  love  so 
great  that  he  gave  us  His  very  life. 
The  original  San  Damiano  cross  was 
the  one  Saint  Francis  of  Assisi  was 
praying  before  when  he  heard  the 
Lord's  call  to  "rebuild  My  Church." 

The  parishioners  of  Blessed 
Sacrament,  under  the  leadership  of 
their  pastor  and  many  dedicated  men 
and  women,  have  built  a  beautiful 
church.

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Bishop  Burbidge  Confirms  2,100  Youth 

This  year,  the  Most  Reverend  Bishop  Michael  E 
Burbidge  conferred  the  Sacrament  of  Confirma- 
tion on  2,100  youth  aged  13  to  18.  The  Confir- 
mation ceremonies  were  held  at  28  locations,  and 
the  confirmands  represented  parishes  from  all  the  deaneries 
in  the  Diocese.  Confirmation  is  the  last  Sacrament  of  Initia- 
tion. Through  the  Sacrament,  the  faithful  receive  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  become  adult  members  of  the  Church. 


Prior  to  receiving  the  Sacrament, 
those  confirmed  spent  two  years  pre- 
paring through  their  respective  parish 
faith  formation  programs.  They  were 
required  to  attend  monthly  classes 
and  meetings  with  their  sponsors, 
participate  in  a  weekend  retreat  and 
answer  questions  in  a  final  interview  to 
determine  their  preparedness. 

In  addressing  those  to  be  confirmed, 
the  Bishop  noted  that  "you  have  all 
been  blessed  with  the  witness  and 
example  of  the  special  people  God 
has  placed  in  your  lives  as  His  in- 


struments: those  in  your  family  and 
parishes,  your  sponsors  and  others 
who  have  inspired  you  in  the  faith  that 
unites  us.  I  join  you  in  giving  thanks  to 
God  for  all  of  them. 

'And  I  thank  you,"  the  Bishop 
continued,  "for  the  inspiration  you  are 
for  all  of  us.  We  join  in  praying  that, 
strengthened  with  the  gifts  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  you  will  be  on  fire  with  the 
faith  and  go  forth  in  word  and  deed  to 
proclaim  to  others  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
the  Resurrection  and  the  Life  and  that 
whoever  believes  in  Him  will  live  both 


now  and  forever!" 

Next  year,  the  Diocese  expects  to 
confirm  2,500  young  people.  The  2012 
dates  will  be  announced  later  this  sum- 
mer and  posted  on  the  Office  of  Divine 
Worship  page  of  the  Diocesan  website.

In  August, 
Deacon  Maloney  will  enter 
his  Fourth  year  of  Theology 
at  St.  Charles  Borromeo 
Seminary  in  Philadelphia 
and  is  scheduled  for 
ordination  to  the  Priesthood 
in  2012. 

"We  who  know  our 
deacon  candidate  recognize 
that  he  is  sincerely  humble 
and  calls  no  attention  to 
himself,"  Bishop  Burbidge 
said  in  his  homily.  "He 
stands  here  convinced 
that  what  we  do  here 
today  has  little  to  do  with 
him  and  everything  to  do 
with  the  Lord  our  God! 
At  the  Ordination  today, 
Don  reflects  his  continued 
willingness  to  deepen  his 
relationship  with  the  Lord 
and  to  entrust  his  life  and 
ministry  to  Him." 

Noting  the  Instruction  of 
the  Church  on  the  Order 
of  Deacon  is  to  assist  the 
Bishop  and  his  priests  in 
the  ministry  of  the  Word, 
of  the  altar  and  of  charity, 
Bishop  Burbidge  said,  "Don 
understands  that  for  him 
to  be  faithful  to  all  that  he 
promises  today,  he  must 
find  his  strength  in  the 
One  who  has  called  him  to 
serve."

Fr.  Donald  Staib  Celebrates  Golden  Jubilee 


I  In  May,  Fr.  Donald 
Staib,  Pastor  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalene  Parish  in  Apex, 
celebrated  fifty  years  of 
Priesthood,  during  which  he 
has  placed  much  emphasis 
on  Catholic  education  and 
parishes  throughout  North 
Carolina.  He  began  an 
ongoing  jubilee  celebration 
on  May  20th  with  a  spring 


festival  for  parish  families 
at  St.  Mary  Magdalene.  In 
the  following  weeks  he  has 
visited  42  family  members 
in  five  States,  some  of  his 
former  parishioners  from 
Immaculate  Conception  in 
Durham,  friends  from  the 
Vietnamese  community  in 
North  Carolina  and  seminary 
classmates.  This  month  he 


will  visit  friends  in  DaNang, 
Vietnam. 

Ordained  in  1  961  in 
Pennsylvania,  Fr.  Staib  asked 
to  go  to  North  Carolina.  His 
first  assignment  was  at  Our 
Lady  of  Guadalupe  Parish  in 
Newton  Grove.  In  1  963  he 
served  as  a  Student  Coun- 
selor at  Notre  Dame  High 
School  in  Greensboro,  the 
only  integrated  high  school 
in  the  area  at  the  time.  Soon 
afterwards,  then  Bishop 
Vincent  S.  Waters  sent  him 
to  earn  a  Masters  Degree 
in  Education  from  Fordham 
University  and  in  1  967 
named  him  Superintendent 
of  Schools  for  the  Diocese. 
Fr.  Staib  served  in  that  role 
for  five  years,  receiving  his 
Ph.  D.from  UNC-Chapel 
Hill  in  1973. 

Over  the  next  ten  years, 
Fr.  Staib  served  successive- 
ly as  Diocesan  Director  of 
Pastoral  Services,  Adminis- 
trator of  Charlotte  Catholic 
High  School  and  Chancellor 
of  the  Diocese  under  Bishop 
F.  Joseph  Gossman.  Begin- 
ning in  1  982  he  served 
fourteen  years  as  Pastor 
of  Immaculate  Conception 
Parish  in  Durham. 

It  was  during  that  time  that 
he  took  a  three-month  sab- 
batical at  a  Vietnamese  refu- 
gee camp  in  the  Philippines, 
and  began  a  long  and  happy 
relationship  with  the  Vietnam- 
ese people.  This  summer 
when  he  travels  to  Vietnam, 


it  will  be  his  1  9th  trip  there. 
During  his  pastorate  in  Dur- 
ham Fr.  Staib  helped  relocate 
some  one  hundred  Vietnam- 
ese refugees  to  the  U.S. 

In  1  996,  he  visited 
Vietnam  for  a  year.  As  he 
was  leaving,  he  heard  that 
Bishop  Gossman  wanted  to 
start  a  new  parish  in  Apex. 
He  told  the  Bishop  that  he'd 
be  back  in  a  year,  and  if  a 
pastor  had  not  been  found, 
he  wanted  the  job.  Upon 
his  return,  he  was  given  the 
task  of  starting  St.  Mary 
Magdalene  Parish  and 
School. 

In  an  interview  for  the 
Apex  Herald,  Father  Staib 
recalled  as  a  second-grader 
"learning  about  the  Exodus 
and  Moses  wandering  in 
the  desert  for  40  years.  I 
thought,  'That's  a  really  long 
time!'  It  doesn't  seem  so 
long  anymore." 

"Throughout  the  years  and 
in  his  varied  assignments," 
Bishop  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
said,  "Father  Staib  has  of- 
fered faithful,  generous  and 
dedicated  priestly  service. 
He  remains  deeply  commit- 
ted to  Catholic  Education 
and  to  faith  formation  at 
every  level.  Wherever  he 
has  been  assigned,  those  he 
served  clearly  recognized 
his  love  for  Our  Lord  Jesus 
and  His  Church.  Father 
Staib  is  great  blessing  to  his 
parishioners  and  our  entire 
Diocese!"

The  Revised 
Roman  Missal: 

Diocesan  Formation  Ongoing 

The  First  Sunday  of  Advent,  No- 
vember 27,  201 1  is  the  date  for 
implementation  of  the  Revised  Ro- 
man Missal  in  the  United  States. 
Efforts  at  formation  of  clergy  and  laity  in  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  began  in  2010  and  con- 
tinue through  this  fall. 

Noting  the  progress  made  so  far  on  the  implementation  of  the 
new  Missal,  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  E  Burbidge  requested 
the  prayers  of  all  the  faithful  "that  this  process  of  liturgical  forma- 
tion in  our  Diocese  will  provide  an  opportunity  for  renewal  in 
our  sacred  liturgical  prayer  and  reflect  our  desire  of  bringing 
others  closer  to  Jesus  in  the  Most  Blessed  Sacrament,  so  that 
the  Eucharist,  in  the  words  of  our  Holy  Father,  Pope  Benedict 
XVI,  will  be  'firmly  believed,  devoutly  celebrated,  and  intensely 
lived,'  and  we  will  all  be  strengthened  by  the  sacred  mysteries  we 
celebrate." 

Beginning  in  the  summer  of  2010,  introductory  workshops 
for  priests  provided  an  overview  of  the  Diocesan  Plan  for  the 
Missal's  reception  and  implementation.  The  principal  formation 
workshop  on  the  revised  Missal  for  all  of  the  priests  serving  in 
the  Diocese  was  held  in  October,  2010,  and  included  a  review  of 
its  sacramental  theology  the  construction  of  its  ritual  texts,  how 
these  texts  have  been  revised  to  more  closely  reflect  the  meaning 
and  the  beauty  of  their  sources,  and  how  the  ritual  texts  may  be 
prayed  by  the  celebrant  and  increase  the  active  and  conscious 
participation  of  all  the  faithful  in  the  assembly  during  the  Sacred 
Liturgy  of  the  Mass. 

Also  in  2010,  87  Diocesan  and  parish  leaders  participated  in  a 
Study  Day  on  the  Roman  Missal  led  by  Sr.  Doris  Turk  of  the  U.S. 
Bishops'  Committee  on  Divine  Worship. 

A  web  page  devoted  to  the  Implementation  of  the  Missal,  with 
Catechetical  resources,  informational  materials  and  registration 
information  for  all  of  the  upcoming  formation  opportunities  was 
developed. 

Workshops  for  more  than  900  Faith  Formation  Directors,  Cat- 
echists,  Teachers,  Youth  leaders,  and  Parish  Liturgical  Ministers 
began  in  January  201 1  and  have  been  completed. 

The  first  of  two  detailed  in-service  for  school  leadership  was 
held  on  March  16,  201 1  at  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  Parish  in  Raleigh. 
Continuing  formation  will  be  available  to  Catholic  schools  as 
part  of  the  in-service  day  on  October  14,  201 1  at  St.  Francis. 

Upcoming  Formation  Opportunities 

►►  Follow-up  workshops  for  all  of  the  priests  serving  in  the 
Diocese,  similar  in  format  to  those  previously  held,  will  be  avail- 


able this  summer.  They  will  address  chant  in  the  Mass  as  well 
final  preparations  for  a  successful  implementation  of  the  Missal. 

Workshops  on  the  music  of  the  revised  Roman  Missal  for  all 
in  parish  music  ministry  will  be  offered  in  the  eight  Deaneries  of 
the  Diocese.  Two  workshops  will  be  held  in  each  deanery  during 
the  months  of  July  and  August. 

In  addition,  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Divine  Worship  will 
lead  formation  on  the  Roman  Missal  in  parishes  of  the  Diocese 
by  invitation  from  the  pastor  or  pastoral  administrator.  Currently 
six  formation  sessions  have  been  completed  and  twelve  more  are 
scheduled.

Scripture  and  the  Mass 

►►  The  following  is  the  first  of  five  articles  from  the  U.S.  Conference 
of  Catholic  Bishops  introducing  the  Revised  Roman  Missal.  They  will 
appear  in  successive  issues  of  NCC  through  December. 

It  is  clear  that  Sacred  Scripture  has  a  revered  and  important 
place  in  the  Eucharistic  Liturgy.  Every  Mass  includes  a  Liturgy 
of  the  Word.  The  main  elements  of  the  Liturgy  of  the  Word  are 
biblical  readings  and  the  singing  of  a  psalm.  The  Liturgy  of  the 
Word  reaches  its  high  point  in  the  proclamation  of  the  Gospel. 

However,  the  use  of  Scripture  in  the  Mass  does  not  end  when 
the  Liturgy  of  the  Word  has  finished.  In  fact,  the  words  of  Scrip- 
ture flow  throughout  the  prayers  of  the  Mass.  One  of  the  goals 
of  the  new  translation  of  the  Missal  was  to  make  clearer  the  links 
between  the  prayers  of  the  Mass  and  the  text  of  Scripture.  Some 
of  the  most  noticeable  changes  reflect  the  words  of  the  Bible 
more  clearly.  Let's  take  a  look  at  some  of  these  changes. 

A  Biblical  Greeting 

►►  At  several  points  in  the  Mass,  the  priest  or  deacon  and  the 
people  engage  in  the  following  dialogue: 

Priest  or  Deacon:  The  Lord  be  with  you. 

All:  And  With  your  Spirit.  (The  Order  oi Mass,  2) 

The  first  words  come  from  a  greeting  of  Boaz,  the  great-grand- 
father of  King  David:  "Boaz  .  .  .  said  to  the  harvesters,  The  Lord 
be  with  you!'  and  they  replied,  The  Lord  bless  you!"'  (Ru  2:4).  The 
people's  response  reflects  the  language  of  St.  Paul.  In  Galatians, 
he  says,  "The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  your  spirit, 
brothers.  Amen"  (Gal  6:18);  the  Second  Letter  to  Timothy  closes 
with  a  similar  wish:  "The  Lord  be  with  your  spirit"  (2  Tm  4:22).  The 
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Letter  to  the  Philippians  ends  with  "The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  be  with  your  spirit"  (Phil  4:23). 

The  new  language,  though  a  bit  unfamiliar  to  our  ears,  more 
directly  reflects  the  biblical  understanding  that,  through  Baptism, 
the  Spirit  of  God  dwells  in  us  and  unites  us  as  one  Body  in  Christ. 

Welcoming  the  Lord 

►►  Immediately  before  coming  forward  to  receive  the  Lord  in 
Holy  Communion,  we  welcome  the  Lord: 

Lord,  I  am  not  worthy 
that  you  should  enter  under  my  roof, 
but  only  say  the  word 
and  my  soul  shall  be  healed.  {The  Order  of  Mass,  132) 

This  prayer  quotes  the  words  of  the  centurion  who  asked  Jesus 
to  cure  his  servant.  He  would  not  presume  to  ask  Jesus  to  come 
to  his  home.  He  trusted  in  the  authority  of  Jesus'  healing  word, 
saying:  "Lord,  I  am  not  wonhy  to  have  you  enter  under  my  roof; 
only  say  the  word  and  my  servant  will  be  healed"  (Mt  8:8,  see  Lk  7:6-7). 
This  new  phrasing  reminds  us  that,  in  receiving  Holy  Commu- 
nion, we  are  to  emulate  the  centurions  humility  and  faith. 

For  the  Many 

►►  One  of  the  most  notable  changes  will  come  in  the  words 
that  the  priest  speaks  in  consecrating  the  wine  as  the  Blood  of 
Christ: 


Take  this,  all  of  you,  and  drink  from  it: 
for  this  is  the  chalice  of  my  Blood, 
the  Blood  of  the  new  and  eternal  covenant, 
which  will  be  poured  out  for  you  and  for  many 

for  the  forgiveness  Of  Sins.  (77ie  Order  of  Mass,  90) 

The  newly  translated  text  more  closely  reflects  the  scriptural 
accounts  of  the  Last  Supper:  "Then  he  took  a  cup,  gave  thanks, 
and  gave  it  to  them,  saying,  'Drink  from  it,  all  of  you,  for  this 
is  my  blood  of  the  covenant,  which  will  be  shed  on  behalf  of 
many  for  the  forgiveness  of  sins"'  (Mt  26:27-28).  Much  attention 
has  focused  on  a  single  change  in  this  text:  from  "for  all"  to  "for 
many."  This  change  is  unique  to  the  English  language.  Other 
languages,  including  Spanish,  French,  and  German,  have 
already  been  using  language  that  more  closely  reflects  Jesus' 
words  at  the  Last  Supper. 

This  new  text  does  not  mean  that  Gods  love  is  limited  or  that 
only  some  may  be  saved.  Rather,  it  reflects  the  fact  that  human 
beings  may  choose  to  accept  the  grace  of  salvation  and  live  their 
lives  in  the  light  of  this  grace. 

Deeper  Understanding 

►►  If  we  recognize  the  biblical  references  that  underlie  the  litur- 
gical texts,  we  will  have  a  fuller  understanding  of  their  meaning. 
For  example,  Eucharistic  Prayer  1  includes  the  following  passage: 


Be  pleased  to  look  upon  these  offerings 
with  a  serene  and  kindly  countenance, 


and  to  accept  them, 
as  you  were  pleased  to  accept 
the  gifts  of  your  servant  Abel  the  just, 
the  sacrifice  of  Abraham,  our  father  in  faith, 
and  the  offering  of  your  high  priest  Melchizedek, 

a  holy  Sacrifice,  a  SpOtleSS  victim.  (The  Order  of  Mass,  93) 

If  we  do  not  know  who  Abel  (Gn  4:4)  and  Melchizedek  (Gn  14:18- 
20)  are  and  if  we  do  not  understand  the  importance  of  Abrahams 
sacrifice  (Gn  15:7-21;  22:1-14),  we  will  not  fully  appreciate  the  concept 
of  sacrifice  and  how  our  celebration  of  the  Euchanstic  sacrifice 
ties  us  to  our  ancestors  in  the  faith,  from  the  very  beginning. 

The  Word  of  God 

in  Scripture  and  the  Eucharist 

►►Translating  the  liturgical  texts  with  a  close  eye  to  their  cor- 
respondence with  the  texts  of  Scripture  can  help  us  to  develop  a 
greater  appreciation  of  the  close  links  between  the  prayers  of  the 
Mass  and  Sacred  Scripture.  These  close  links  can  help  draw  us 
more  deeply  into  the  theological  meaning  of  the  texts. 

For  example,  before  the  Communion  Rite,  the  priest  breaks 
the  Host  and  shows  it  to  the  people,  saying: 


Behold  the  Lamb  of  God, 
behold  Him  who  takes  away  the  sins  of  the  world. 
Blessed  are  those  called  to  the  supper  of  the  Lamb. 

(The  Order  of  Mass,  1 32) 


The  first  part  of  this  prayer  echoes  the  words  of  John  the  Bap- 
tist, heralding  the  coming  of  the  Christ:  "The  next  day  he  [John] 
saw  Jesus  coming  toward  him  and  said,  'Behold,  the  Lamb  of 
God,  who  takes  away  the  sin  of  the  world"'  On  1:29).  In  the  same 
way,  we  who  are  united  in  the  Body  of  Christ  in  the  Sacrament 
of  Baptism  and  strengthened  in  the  Eucharist  are  called  to  point 
others  to  Jesus  through  our  words  and  actions. 

The  second  part  of  this  prayer  reflects  the  words  of  the  Book 
of  Revelation:  "Then  the  angel  said  to  me,  'Write  this:  Blessed  are 
those  who  have  been  called  to  the  wedding  feast  of  the  Lamb"' 
(Rev  19:9).  In  this  prayer,  we  are  not  rejoicing  that  we  may  receive 
the  Eucharist.  Instead,  we  rejoice  for  those  who  have  been  found 
worthy  to  share  in  the  heavenly  Liturgy,  the  supper  of  the  Lamb, 
and  we  pray  that  one  day,  we  may  join  them  in  the  everlasting 
life  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Conclusion 

►►  By  delving  more  deeply  into  the  scnptural  background  of 
the  Mass,  we  come  to  know  more  closely  Jesus,  the  Word  of  God 
made  flesh,  whose  Paschal  Mystery  we  celebrate.

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St.  Julia  Parish  Celebrates 
50th  Anniversary 

The  Catholic  Community  of  St. 
Julia  in  Siler  City,  NC,  celebrated  its 
50th  anniversary  June  5.  The  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge,  Bishop 
of  Raleigh,  celebrated  a  5  p.m.  bilingual 

Mass.  Reverend  James  Fukes,  O.F.M.  Conv,  Pastor  of  St.  Julia,  and  Very  Reverend 
Justin  Biase,  O.F.M.  Conv,  Provincial  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  Province  of  the 
Conventual  Franciscan  Friars,  concelebrated,  with  Fr.  Biase  preaching  the  homily  in 
Spanish  and  English.  Also  in  attendance  were  Reverend  Michael  Lorentsen,  O.F.M. 
Conv,  Vocation  Director  for  the  Immaculate  Conception  Province  of  the  Conventual 
Franciscan  Friars;  Reverend  William  Robinson,  O.F.M.  Conv.;  Reverend  Leandro 
Teixeira  and  Reverend  Jacek  Krzystof  Leszczynski,  O.F.M.,  Conv,  Parochial  Vicar, 
Blessed  Sacrament  Parish,  Burlington. 


The  first  Catholic  Mass  offered  in 
Siler  City  was  in  1 953  in  the  home  of 
Mrs.  Charles  Ellis,  a  gracious  Baptist 


relative  of  Rudy  and  Katherine  Dudek. 
A  handful  of  families,  among  them 
the  Dudeks,  Dugans  and  Mclnerneys, 


eventually  acquired  several  small  par- 
cels of  land  on  West  Third  Street,  and  a 
mission  church  was  built  there  in  1961. 
The  Most  Reverend  Vincent  S.  Waters 
dedicated  St.  Julia  Church  that  year. 

For  the  first  25  years,  the  little  Catholic 
community  grew  slowly.  By  the  mid- 
1 980s,  the  mission  comprised  40-45 
families.  As  the  number  of  Hispanic 
Catholics  grew,  however,  St.  Julia  dedi- 
cated itself  to  ministering  to  this  popula- 
tion. The  first  Spanish  language  Mass 
was  offered  at  St.  Julia  in  1 989.  In  his 
homily,  Fr.  Biase  praised  the  St.  Julia 
parishioners  for  welcoming  immigrants, 
who  often  encountered  a  cold  or  even 
hostile  reception  in  the  wider  community. 

In  1 990,  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
recruited  Sister  Anita  Gutierrez, 
S.Sp.S.,  a  bilingual  Mexican  American, 
as  Pastoral  Administrator.  Conventual 
Franciscan  Friars  from  Blessed  Sacra- 
ment Parish  in  Burlington  provided 
priestly  ministry  to  St.  Julia  and  be- 
came increasingly  involved  in  serving 
the  community  as  it  grew. 

By  the  early  '90s,  the  original,  1  23- 
seat  church  could  not  accommodate  the 
growing  congregation.  In  1 996,  Agnes 
and  Walter 
Bunton,  church 
members  for 
more  than 
three  decades, 
donated  land 
just  east  of  Siler 
City  off  Route 
y  M  64  for  a  new 

^ church.  St.  Julia 
W  /  was  designated 

f  a  parish  in 

1  999.  As- 
sisted by  its  own 
three-year  capi- 
tal campaign,  fundraising  by  parishes 
throughout  the  Piedmont  Deanery  who 
took  up  collections,  assistance  from  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  and  several  size- 
able private  donations,  a  new  St.  Julia 
Church  became  a  reality  in  2001 ,  when 
the  Most  Reverend  F.  Joseph  Gossman 
dedicated  the  current  church  building. 

Today,  more  than  1 , 1 00  parishio- 
ners celebrate  the  Eucharist  at  St.  Julia 
each  weekend;  80  percent  are  Spanish 
speaking.

Victoria  Sabisch  of  Swansboro 
to  Enter  the  Convent 

This  July  Victoria  Sabisch,  a  parishioner  of  St.  Mildred, 
Swansboro,  and  a  recent  high  school  graduate,  will  join 
the  Sister  Servants  of  the  Eternal  Word  in  Birmingham, 
Alabama.  Because  of  their  location  and  name,  Victoria 
is  frequently  asked  if  these  are  the  Sisters  of  Mother  Angelica,  who 
founded  the  Eternal  Word  Television  Network  (EWTN). 


"They're  not,"  she  said. 
"The  Sister  Servants  of  the 
Eternal  Word  are  a  relatively 
new  order  that  follows  the  ; 
Rule  of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi 
with  St.  Dominic  and  St. 
Francis  as  their  patrons." 

Victoria  recalls  thinking 
spontaneously  at  age  seven 
that  she  wanted  to  be  a  nun. 
But  the  idea  faded  into  the 
background  as  she  grew,  un- 
til three  years  ago,  at  a  Back 
to  Earth  (now  Disciples 
on  the  Journey)  Diocesan 
youth  retreat.  "That's  when 
I  started  to  think  I  really 
should  do  this,"  she  said. 
"The  idea  just  wouldn't  go 
away." 

While  distance  sometimes 
made  attending  Diocesan 
events  difficult,  Victoria, 
whose  mother  Francine 
is  Director  of  Religious 
Education  at  St.  Mildred, 
involved  herself  with  youth 
in  the  parish,  working  with 
youngsters  and  helping  with 
parish  social  events. 

In  her  senior  year  in  high 
school  she  was  required  to 
do  a  paper  and  a  15-hour 
project  on  a  topic  of  her 
choice,  and  she  chose  the 
Rosary.  "I  didn't  actually 
know  a  lot  about  the  Ro- 
sary," Victoria  said,  smiling, 
"but  I  knew  I'd  be  saying  it 
three  times  a  day  with  the 
Sisters  so  I  thought  I  should 
learn." 


Victoria  spent  27  hours 
planning  and  preparing 
for  this  event,  making  60 
Rosaries  for  the  attendees, 
inviting  people,  making 
journal  entries  and  many 
other  tasks.  About  a  week 
before  the  event,  it  became 
apparent  that  more  than 
the  sixty  people  needed  for 
a  complete  Living  Rosary 


wanted  to  be  part  of  the 
prayer,  which  was  being 
offered  for  Diocesan  semi- 
narian Phillip  Johnson  and 
Fr.  Gene  Grabowski,  both 
suffering  from  cancer. 

By  the  time  the  Ro- 
sary started  there  were  1 10 
people  sitting  in  two  ovals. 
The  youngest  attendee  was 
four  years  old  and  the  old- 


est was  91.  Close  to  half  of 
the  110  had  never  been  to 
a  Living  Rosary  and  about 
a  third  were  in  their  20s  or 
younger. 

Victoria  likens  the  eight- 
year  formation  period  she 
will  begin  in  July  to  a  long 
engagement,  when  the 
future  spouses  get  to  know 
each  other  better  and  better. 
"I  think  what  means  the 
most  to  me,  spiritually  is 
that  personal  relationship 
with  Jesus,"  she  said.  She 
also  reveres  Mary  and  the 
saints,  especially  St.  Pio,  St. 
Faustina,  St.  Mary  Magda- 
lene and  St.  Bemadette. 

As  a  postulant,  Victoria 
will  be  known  as  Sister 
Victoria.  She  will  practice 
a  strict  schedule  of  prayer 
and  work.  The  order  she  is 
entering  operates  a  retreat 
house,  Casa  Maria,  and  the 
Sisters  perform  all  the  duties 
related  to  its  upkeep.  They 
also  teach  religion  outside 
the  convent  in  parishes 
where  they  are  needed. 
Much  of  Victoria's  formation 
will  involve  distance  learn- 
ing catechetical  courses. 

After  approximately  one 
year  as  a  postulant,  the 
Sister  receives  the  religious 
habit  and  a  new  name  and 
officially  enters  the  novi- 
tiate. The  Sister  spends  two 
years  as  a  novice,  learning 
about  her  Catholic  faith  in 
greater  depth.  Novices  wear 
a  full  habit  with  a  white  veil. 

The  first  profession  of 
vows  is  made  during  a 
public  ceremony.  The  Sister 
then  continues  her  religious 
formation,  and  renews  her 
vows  yearly.  After  five  years 
of  temporary  profession, 
the  Sister  makes  her  final 
profession  of  vows. 

Victorias  view  on  starting 
this  long  journey:  "I  can't 
wait!"

New  Blessed  Sacrament 
Church  Dedicated 

After  ten  years  of  hoping,  planning 
and  praying,  parishioners  of  Blessed 
Sacrament  Parish  in  Burlington  saw 
their  dreams  realized  Sunday,  June  5, 
2011,  with  the  dedication  of  their  new 
church  building  located  at  Hanford  Road 
in  the  Alamance  County  community. 
The  dedication  was  celebrated  by  the 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
with  key  members  of  the  Conventual 
Franciscan  Friars  joining  Father  Robert 
Benko,  O.F.M.,  Conv,  V.F,  Pastor  of  the 
parish  in  concelebrating  the  Mass.  They 
included  Provincials  Father  Justin  Biase  and  Father  James 
McCurry.  Also  concelebrating  were  Msgr.  David  D.  Brockman, 
Vicar  General  of  the  Diocese,  Father  Edward  Burch,  whose 
home  parish  is  Blessed  Sacrament,  and  Father  Scott  McCue. 

The  parish,  which  numbers  just  under  3,000  families  and  ap- 
proximately 1 0,000  people,  was  in  dire  need  of  a  new  facility, 
having  outgrown  its  former  450-seat  church.  The  new  building 
seats  1 ,200.  In  expectation  of  a  full  church  for  the  dedication 
ceremony,  an  additional  200  chairs  were  set  up.  They  were 
quickly  filled,  with  several  hundred  having  to  stand  around  the 
large  interior  while  another  several  hundred  listened  to  the 


St.  Mary  of  the  Angels  Church,  Mt.  Olive, 
to  be  Dedicated  August  28 

On  August  28,  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
will  dedicate  a  new  church  in  Mt.  Olive,  to  be  named  Our 
Lady  of  the  Angels.  As  construction  on  the  new  parish  church 
got  underway,  in  late  201 0,  Fr.  James  F.  Garneau,  pastor, 
invited  the  parish  council  to  consider  modifying  the  name  of 
the  parish.  Founded  as  a  mission  of  St.  Mary,  Goldsboro,  in 
1916,  the  mission  and  later  parish  (established  in  1 998)  was 
simply  known  as  St.  Mary  (in  Mount  Olive). 


Recalling  the  story  of  St.  Francis  of 
Assisi,  called  by  Christ  to  "Repair  My 
Church,"  Father  Garneau  suggested 
that  the  new  name  might  be  the  same 
as  that  of  the  church  re-built  by  the 
hands  of  St.  Francis  and  his  first  com- 
panions, "St.  Mary  of  the  Angels."  The 
parish  council,  after  due  deliberation, 
unanimously  endorsed  the  proposal, 
which  was  forwarded  to  the  Bishop, 
who,  in  keeping  with  Canon  Law,  de- 
clared that  the  name  of  the  parish  be  so 
amended,  on  June  8,  201 1 . 

After  Francis  had  embraced  a  life 
of  poverty  for  the  sake  of  the  Gospel, 
one  day  he  was  at  prayer  in  the  Church 
of  St.  Damien  in  Assisi.  Therein,  after  prolonged  medita- 
tion, he  heard  the  voice  of  Jesus  speaking  to  him  from  the 
beautiful  crucifix  over  the  altar:  "Francis,  repair  my  Church." 
Taking  the  command  literally,  Francis  began  to  reconstruct 
the  little  church  of  St.  Mary  of  the  Angels,  just  outside  of  the 
town,  which  had  long-since  fallen  into  ruins.  This  little  church 
became  the  mother-church  of  the  Franciscan  movement,  and 
today,  is  enshrined  within  a  great  basilica  built  to  shelter  it. 

Soon,  Francis  and  those  who  joined  him  in  this  work  came 
to  understand  that  the  call  to  "repair  the  Church"  also  had  a 
deeper,  spiritual  sense.  St.  Francis'  witness  of  humility,  faith,

service  from  the  gathering  area.  It  was  estimated  that 
just  under  2,000  people  attended  the  Mass. 

The  new  building,  which  cost  approximately  $6.4 
million,  is  the  first  of  a  three  step  building  project 
planned  for  the  parish.  The  second  stage  will  be  a 
fellowship  hall  with  offices,  and  the  final  step  will  be 
construction  of  a  new  school  to  replace  the  current 
one  located  near  the  old  church.  Father  Benko  said 
no  timeline  has  been  set  for  the  follow  up  projects. 

Prominent  in  the  sanctuary  is  a  large  San  Da- 
miano  Cross,  which  Bishop  Burbidge  spoke  of  in 
his  homily.  "It  is  divine  providence  that  we  dedicate 
this  church  on  the  Feast  of  the  Ascension,  one  of 
the  glorious  scenes  depicted  on  the  San  Damiano 
cross,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said  in  his  homily.  "As  the 
Lord  returns  to  His  Father,  he  entrusts  the  carrying 
out  of  His  mission  to  His  followers.  He  tells  them 
to  'go  forth  and  make  disciples  of  all  nations'  while 
making  this  promise:  'Behold  I  am  with  you  always 
until  the  end  of  the  age.1" 

Father  Briant  Cullinane,  O.F.M.  Conv.,  who  was 
pastor  when  the  planning  process  began  for  the  new 
church  and  is  now  retired  and  in  residence  at  Blessed 
Sacrament  Friary,  said  the  former  church  will  now 
have  a  new  name,  the  Chapel  of  St.  Clare.  It  will 
provide  Mass  during  weekdays,  social  gatherings  and 
be  available  for  weddings  and  funerals. 


and  freely-embraced  poverty  for  the  sake  of  the 
Kingdom  offered  a  remedy  for  many  of  the  ills  that 
afflicted  the  Church,  the  Body  of  Christ  in  his  day. 
Reconciling  our  hearts  and  lives  to  God,  forgiving 
our  enemies,  and  loving  our  neighbor  freely  and 
without  reservation  remain  the  principal  remedies  for 
our  individual  lives,  hearts,  souls,  and  for  the  Church 
as  a  whole. 

The  patronal  feast  for  the  Holy  Mother  of  God  un- 
der this  title,  "St.  Mary  of  the  Angels,"  is  celebrated 
on  August  2,  each  year.  The  Church  has  enriched 
this  day  with  a  plenary  indulgence  for  those  who 
devoutly  visit  the  parish  church  on  this  day,  and  who 
pray  at  least  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Creed.  In  ad- 
dition, the  usual  conditions  for  a  plenary  indulgence 
are  required:  that  (within  a  week  before  or  after  the 
visit)  the  person  seeking  the  indulgence  make  a 
sacramental  confession,  receive  Holy  Communion, 
and  pray  for  the  intentions  of  the  Holy  Father,  the 
Pope.  Moreover,  one  must  be  free  of  all  attachment 
to  sin  in  order  to  receive  the  plenary  indulgence, 
which  is  the  complete  forgiveness  of  all  temporal 
punishment  due  to  sin.  If  any  of  the  conditions  are 
defective,  then  the  indulgence  is  partial.  The  same 
plenary  indulgence  is  offered  the  faithful  who  visit  the 
church  on  its  day  of  dedication  (and  any  subsequent 
anniversary  day),  under  the  same  conditions. 


Like  many  of  you,  I  didn't  grow  up  in  North  Carolina. 
Before  I  came  here  in  2004, 1  lived  most  of  my  life  in 
Minnesota.  If  you  natives  imagine  the  summers  there  are 
some  kind  of  paradise  compared  to  the  ones  here,  you're 
wrong.  July  and  August  are  pretty  much  hot  and  humid, 
even  up  in  Garrison  Keillor-land,  where  the  mosquito  is  the  State  Bird. 
Just  like  here,  people  want  to  get  away. 


In  North  Carolina  summers, 
I've  learned,  families  flee  to  the 
beach  or  the  mountains.  In  Min- 
nesota, folks  would  own  or  rent 
"cabins  by  the  lake." 

Among  vacationers,  concerns 
were  the  same  as  everywhere 
else:  What  should  we  pack? 
What  will  I  read?  How  will  we 
entertain  the  youngsters?  And 
for  Catholics,  where  will  I  find 
Mass?  (My  family  was  no  excep- 
tion. I  remember  a  Sunday  in 
Detroit  Lakes,  Minnesota,  when 


I  was  twelve,  and  the  pastor  of  the  country  church  came  out  and 
asked,  "Is  anyone  here  an  altar  server?"  I  raised  my  hand  reluc- 
tantly, because  every  priest  was  different  and  I  was  worried  about 
making  mistakes.  But  duty  called.) 

For  this  month's  Parish  Profile  about  St.  Mildred  Parish  in 
Swansboro,  I  spoke  with  Father  Donald  Baribeau,  M.S.,  St.  Mil- 
dred's pastor.  Especially  from  July  through  fishing  season  in  the 
fall,  the  Sunday  congregation  swells  in  Swansboro.  "I  think  that's  a 
tribute  to  the  catechesis  in  the  home  parishes  of  the  visitors,"  Fa- 
ther Baribeau  said.  "Even  on  vacation,  Catholics  come  to  Church. 
We  should  be  proud." 

Perhaps  vacationing  in  a  new  place  is  actually  extra  motivation 
to  visit  a  familiar  old  place,  to  share  the  Eucharistic  celebration 
with  strangers  we  recognize  nevertheless  as  our  brothers  and  sis- 
ters in  faith.  To  find  our  true  home,  even  when  we're  away. 

I  hope  that  all  of  you  who  read  NC  Catholics  will  find  relaxation 
and  community  in  faith  this  summer. 

August  4th  is  the  fifth  anniversary  of  Bishop  Michael  F  Bur- 
bidge's  installation  as  Bishop  of  Raleigh.  In  our  next  issue,  we'll 
feature  the  last  five  years  in  the  life  of  our  Diocese,  and  look  at  the 
Bishop's  vision  for  the  next  five  years.

^Retirarse  o  combatir? 

Santa  Clara 


St.  Clare  (1 194-  1253)  was 
a  beautiful  Italian  noblewoman  who 
founded  the  religious  order  called 
the  "Poor  Clares."  Inspired  by  the 
preaching  of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi,  she 
ran  away  from  home  to  begin  a  life  of 
radical  poverty  -  no  shoes,  no  meat 
and  near  total  silence  in  a  poor  house. 

How  do  we  imitate  Christ?  -  St. 

Clare  and  her  order  modeled  their  lives 
on  Francis1  understanding  of  spiritual- 
ity. Francis  considered  the  destiny  of 
humanity  to  be  participation  in  the  life 
of  the  Trinity  as  children  of  God.  This 
relationship  with  God  is  brought  about  through  the  act  of  con- 
templation, an  ability  to  see  God's  presence  in  all  creation  that 
was  obstructed  due  to  sin.  Consequently,  relationship  with  God 
can  only  be  repaired  and  spiritual  sight  restored  through  Jesus 
Christ.  For  Francis,  this  meant  Christ  had  to  be  imitated  in  every 
way  -  literally.  The  result  was  a  tension  between  contemplation, 
or  withdrawal  from  the  world  to  greater  union  with  God,  and 
apostolic  works,  or  engagement  in  the  world  so  that  all  might  be 
transformed  and  enter  into  relationship  with  God. 

A  life  of  prayer  and  of  service  -  St.  Clare  had  chosen  the 
contemplative  life.  However,  this  was  not  a  cutting  herself  off 
from  the  world.  St.  Clare's  life  was  not  an  eremitic  life.  She 
and  her  sisters  interceded  for  humanity.  St.  Clare  sought  to 
echo  in  her  own  heart  the  concern,  suffering,  anguish  and 
discouragement  of  others  in  order  to  all  her  intimacy  with  God 
become  communion  with  others.  She  understood  that  a  life  of 
prayer  is  not  a  selfish  life  but  a  means  of  service  to  the  world. 
For  this  reason,  her  life  has  been  described  as  "contemplation 
in  action." 

How  do  we  do  both?  -  To  be  children  of  God  is  to  do  the 
will  of  the  Father.  We  learn  the  will  of  the  Father  principally 
through  fullness  of  Christian  prayer  through  which  we  come 
to  know  and  love  Christ  the  Son  in  order  to  imitate  him.  In 
other  words,  contemplation  predisposes  one  to  undergo 
a  transformation  of  being  from  self-centeredness  to  God- 
centeredness.  One  can  then  "do"  the  will  of  God  out  of 
gratitude  and  love  as  children  of  God  because  to  do  the  will  of 
God  is  to  love  God.  This  doing  then  pushes  one  into  ever- 
deepening  intimacy  and  contemplation  of  God. 

St.  Clare's  life  teaches  us  that  contemplation  and  apostolic 
works  are  inseparable  -  each  leading  to  the  other  in  a  dynamic 
relationship  that  mirrors  the  pure  action  and  overflowing  of  the 
Love  who  is  God. 


Santa  Clara  (1 1 94  a  1 253  A.D.)  fue  una 
bella  italiana  perteneciente  a  la  nobleza  que  con  el 
tiempo  fundo  la  orden  religiosa  llamada  las  «Clari- 
sas ».  Inspirada  por  las  predicas  de  San  Francisco 
de  Asis,  huyo  de  su  casa  para  comenzar  una  vida 
de  pobreza  radical,  sin  calzado,  sin  came,  y  casi 
en  total  silencio  en  una  casa  para  pobres. 

Clara  y  su  orden  modelaron  sus  vidas  sobre  la 
comprension  de  la  espiritualidad  de  San  Francisco. 
San  Francisco  consideraba  que  el  destino  de  la 
humanidad  era  la  participation  en  la  vida  de  la 
Trinidad  como  hijos  de  Dios.  Esta  relacion  con 
Dios  se  alcanza  mediante  la  contemplacion,  una 
capacidad  para  ver  la  presencia  de  Dios  en  toda  la 
creation,  oculta  debido  al  pecado.  Por  consiguiente,  la  relacion 
con  Dios  y  la  vision  espiritual  solo  pueden  repararse  y  restau- 
rarse  mediante  Jesucristo.  Para  San  Francisco,  esto  signified 
que  Cristo  debia  ser  imitado  en  todas  las  formas,  literalmente. 
El  resultado  fue  una  tension  entre  la  contemplacion,  o  retiro  del 
mundo  para  una  mayor  union  con  Dios,  y  los  trabajos  apostoli- 
cos,  o  el  com  bate  en  el  mundo,  de  modo  que  todos  puedan  ser 
transformados  e  ingresar  en  relacion  con  Dios. 

Santa  Clara  habia  escogido  la  vida  contemplativa.  Sin  em- 
bargo, esto  no  era  separarse  del  mundo.  La  vida  de  Clara  no 
fue  una  vida  de  eremita.  Ella  y  sus  hetmanas  intercedieron  por 
la  humanidad.  Santa  Clara  bused  hacer  un  eco  en  su  propio 
corazon  de  la  inquietud,  sufrimiento,  angustia  y  desanimo  de 
otros  para  que  su  intimidad  con  Dios  se  hiciera  en  comunion 
con  los  demas.  Ella  comprendio  que  una  vida  de  oracion  no 
es  una  vida  de  egoismo,  sino  un  medio  de  servicio  para  el 
mundo.  Por  esta  razon,  su  vida  ha  sido  descrita  como  "con- 
templacion en  accion». 

Nuevamente  la  tension  del  «Altisimo,  Jesucristo  Verdadero 
...  y ...»  aparece  como  una  parte  necesaria  de  la  vida  espiritual 
catolica.  Ser  hijos  de  Dios  es  hacer  la  voluntad  del  Padre. 
Conocemos  la  voluntad  del  Padre  principalmente  mediante 
la  plenitud  de  la  oracion  cristiana  a  traves  de  la  cual  llegamos 
a  conocer  y  amar  a  Jesucristo,  su  hijo,  para  imitarlo.  En  otras 
palabras,  la  contemplacion  lo  predispone  a  uno  a  empren- 
der  el  cambio  del  egocentrismo  a  hacer  a  Dios  el  centra  de 
nuestras  vidas.  Uno  entonces  puede  «hacer»  la  voluntad  de 
Dios  por  gratitud  y  amor  como  sus  hijos,  porque  hacer  su 
voluntad  es  amarlo.  Este  proceder  entonces  lo  impulsa  a 
uno  a  una  intimidad  y  contemplacion  de  Dios  cada  vez  mas 
profunda. 

La  vida  de  Santa  Clara  nos  ensefia  que  la  contemplacion  y 
los  trabajos  apostolicos  son  inseparables,  cada  uno  llevando 
al  otro  en  una  relacion  dinamica  que  refleja  la  action  pura  y 
rebosante  del  Amor  que  es  Dios.

n  June  the  Office  for  African  Ancestry  Ministry  and 
Evangelization  held  its  17th  annual  retreat  at  the 
Avila  Retreat  Center. 


The  Avila  Center  used 
to  be  a  monastery.  Over 
the  years  it  housed  two 
small  groups  of  Carmel- 
ites and  later  a  family 
of  Benedictines.  When 
I  was  a  young  priest 
and  pastor  in  Dur- 
ham, I  was  assigned  to 
celebrate  weekly  Mass 
there.  Later  the  Diocese 
assumed  control  of  the 
property  and  invited  re- 
ligious women  to  open 
a  retreat  center.  Sister  Chris  Gellings,  IHM,  was  director 
for  a  year  or  so  and  then  Sister  Damian  Marie  Jackson, 
OSF,  the  current  director,  succeeded  her. 

About  that  time  Bishop  Gossman  called  me  from  St. 
Mary  in  Wilmington  to  come  to  Raleigh.  He  felt  there 
was  a  need  to  establish  an  office  that  would  look  after  the 
interests  of  Catholics  of  African  Ancestry.  We  also  began  to 
reach  out  to  the  influx  of  Africans  into  our  Diocese. 

We  looked  around  to  find  a  place  where  we  could  call 
people  together  to  get  to  know  one  another  and  to  plan  how 
to  minister  to  those  who  would  be  part  of  our  community. 
The  Sisters  who  serve  at  Avila  made  it  known  that  the  facil- 
ity was  opened  for  groups  as  well  as  individuals,  and  early 
on  the  Office  of  African  Ancestry  Ministry  and  Evangeliza- 
tion began  to  go  to  Avila  for  meetings  ,  retreats,  learning 
more  about  the  faith  and  about  the  needs  of  our  ministry. 

African  Ancestry  Ministry  now  plans  the  AAMEN  lead- 
ership retreat  each  year  from  Friday  evening  until  Sunday 
noon.  The  purpose  is  to  keep  leaders  informed  about  the 
various  changes  occurring  in  the  Diocese  and  in  the  local 
parishes,  and  for  the  leaders  to  discuss  the  needs  they 
perceive  among  those  to  whom  they  minister. 

The  June  Retreat  was  themed  "Honoring  the  Past  by 
Building  the  Future."  In  addition  to  the  important  network- 
ing and  story  sharing  among  the  leaders  in  attendance,  the 
retreat  offered  several  practical  presentations  on  subjects 
like  African  American  Spirituality  and  The  Challenge  of 
Evangelization.  Each  year,  our  retreat  reminds  us  of  our 
common  goals,  our  common  challenges  and  our  common 
trust  in  God,  who  strengthens  us  in  all  ways  to  do  His  work.

Muerte  en  los  campos 
agncolas  de 


He  tenido  el  privilegio  de  visitar  campos  agrico- 
las  de  trabaj  adores  migrantes  en  varios  con- 
dados  de  Carolina  del  Norte.  He  conocido  a 
trabajadores  extraordinarios,  provenientes  de  diferentes 
paises,  que  vienen  a  laborar  a  dichos  campos  desde  hace 
decadas,  para  sostener  a  sus  familias.  Ademas  de  las  ya 
muchas  renuncias  personales  y  familiares,  se  suman  las 
lamentables  condiciones  de  vida  y  trabaj o  en  las  cuales 
subsisten. 


El  llamado  programa 
de  los  trabajadores 
huespedes  se  encuentra 
entre  los  mas  despro- 
tegidos  y  explotados 
aqui  en  Estados  Unidos. 
Los  duenos  de  dichos 
campos  -  rancheros  - 
son  al  mismo  tiempo 
los  "duenos"  de  los 
trabajadores  al  tener  el 
control  absoluto  de  sus 
empleados.  Trabaj  an  de 
12  a  14  horas  diarias  y 
frecuentemente  con  un  minimo  de  descanso.  Algunos  han 
muerto  debido  al  calor  extremo,  a  las  pesimas  condiciones 
de  vida  y  al  afan  desmedido  del  lucro  para  que  rindan  al 
maximo  sin  importar  las  consecuencias.  Muchas  veces,  los 
lugares  donde  viven  carecen  de  privacidad,  aire  acondicio- 
nado,  sillas,  mesas,  camas,  higiene,  servicios  sanitarios,  agua 
potable,  etc.  Muchos  no  tienen  seguro  medico  ni  transporte 
para  movilizarse  con  libertad.  Las  autoridades  correspondi- 
entes  en  Carolina  del  Norte  tienen  muy  pocos  inspectores 
para  revisar  y  corregir  estas  situaciones  en  los  campos.  Si 
alguien  de  ellos  se  atreve  a  denunciar  estas  condiciones 
injustas  corre  el  riesgo  de  ser  despedido  inmediatamente.  Es 
una  verdadera  esclavitud  legal  en  pleno  siglo  XXI,  que  su- 
cede  en  el  corazon  del  pais  mas  poderoso  del  mundo  y  que 
se  contradice  al  exigir  el  respeto  a  los  Derechos  Humanos 
en  otros  paises. 

Dios  dijo  a  Moises:  "He  visto  la  humillacion  de  mi  pueblo. . . 
he  oido  sus  quejas. .  .Me  he  fijado  en  sus  sufrimientos,  y  he 
bajado,  para  librarlo. . .  El  clamor  de  los  hijos  de  Israel  ha  lle- 
gado  hasta  mi  y  he  visto  como  los  oprimen"  (Ex  3,  7-9).  Esta 
iniciativa  de  Dios  es  una  imitacion  a  todos  nosotros,  para 
servir  a  estos  hermanos  que  necesitan  de  nuestra  solidaridad. 
Les  animo  a  visitar  campos  en  su  area,  a  contactar  a  su 
parroco  y  a  participar  en  este  proyecto  liberador  del  Senor.

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Father  Brendan  J.  Buckler  says  "Yes"  to  God's  call 


IT  WAS  2001  AND  THE  NEW  COLLEGE  GRADUATE  WAS  LOOKING  FOR  A  JOB.  He  had  a  Bachelor  of 
Science  Degree  in  Computer  Information  Systems  and  a  minor  in  Business  Administra- 
tion. There  could  hardly  have  been  a  worse  time  to  seek  employment.  As  one  economist 
wrote,  "What  began  as  a  significant  economic  slowdown  in  the  beginning  of  2001  be- 
came a  rout  after  September  11th." 

The  young  man  knew  he  needed  help.  So  he  made  a  novena  to  St.  Joseph,  the  Saint  whose 
name  he  shared  and  had  also  chosen  at  Confirmation.  In  a  short  time  a  company  hired  Bren- 
dan Joseph  Buckler  as  a  software  tester  and  analyst. 

Although  Brendan  was  relieved  to  have  a  job,  there  was  something  else  on  his  mind,  some- 
thing bigger.  More  and  more,  he  felt  God  might  be  calling  him  to  the  Priesthood.  "My  family 
were  good  Catholics,  but  I  never  really  thought  of  a  vocation  growing  up,"  Brendan  says  today 
"In  the  last  two  years  of  college,  thanks  to  the  grace  of  God  and  a  good  friend  who  helped  me 
to  see  the  Mass  almost  as  if  for  the  first  time,  I  began  spending  a  lot  of  time  in  prayer  before 
the  Eucharist.  This  was  when  I  first  started  thinking  about  Priesthood."

Again,  he  knew  he  needed  help.  He  sought  ad- 
vice from  spiritual  directors,  and  spent  count- 
less hours  in  prayer  before  the  Blessed  Sacra- 
ment. He  tried  to  attend  Mass  every  day.  And 
the  more  he  prayed,  the  more  clearly  he  heard  the  call.  He 
decided  to  answer  it. 


In  2003  he  entered  formation  for  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  and  completed  a 
pastoral  internship  year  at  St.  Thomas 
More  in  Chapel  Hill.  In  2004,  he 
attended  seminary  at  the  Theologi- 
cal College  at  Catholic  University  of 
America  in  Washington,  D.C 

After  completing  Philosophy  studies, 
he  took  some  time  off.  The  decision 
he  was  contemplating  was  the  most 
important  of  his  life,  and  he  wanted  to 
be  sure.  While  he  worked  for  a  con- 
tractor for  the  Department  of  Defense, 
he  also  took  some  Philosophy  classes 
at  the  Dominican  House  of  Studies  in 
Washington,  DC. 

In  2007,  when  Brendan  called  Ra- 
leigh to  confirm  his  intention  to  enter 
the  seminary,  the  Diocese  had  a  new 
Bishop.  "I  had  several  talks  with  Bish- 
op Burbidge,"  Brendan  recalls,  "and  he 


welcomed  me  into  the  program." 

Brendan  describes  his  four  years 
at  St.  Charles  Borromeo  Seminary  in 
Philadelphia  as  "enriching  and  enjoy- 
able" and  sometimes  difficult.  "But 
they  brought  me  to  a  great  joy  and 
confidence  in  the  Lords  will  for  my 
life."  They  also  reinforced  his  devotion 
to  the  Eucharist.  The  theology  class  he 
took  on  that  subject  was  his  favorite. 
And  his  favorite  Scripture  passage 
comes  from  the  Gospel  of  John: 

"I  am  the  bread  of  life;  whoever  comes 
to  Me  will  never  hunger,  and  whoever 
believes  in  Me  will  never  thirst. .  Who- 
ever eats  My  flesh  and  drinks  My  blood 
has  eternal  life,  and  I  will  raise  him  on 
the  last  day.  For  My  flesh  is  true  food 
and  My  blood  is  true  drink.  Whoever 
eats  My  flesh  and  drinks  My  blood  re- 
mains in  Me  and  I  in  him"  (John  6:35, 54-56). 


During  the  seminary  years,  Brendan 
acquired  workable  Spanish  through 
trips  to  Mexico  and  Honduras,  and 
pursued  a  special  interest  in  the  Mass 
in  the  Extraordinary  Form,  the  Latin 
liturgy  sometimes  called  the  Tridentine 
Mass.  Ordained  to  the  Transitional 
Diaconate,  he  played  a  special  role  in 
some  of  the  most  important  Diocesan 
events  of  2010-1 1,  including  the  Mass 
for  Life  and  the  Diocesan  Pilgrimage 
Mass  at  the  Basilica  Shrine  of  the  Im- 
maculate Conception  in  Washington, 
D.C,  and  the  Chrism  Mass  celebrated 
this  year  at  St.  Thomas  More  Parish. 

Bishop  Burbidge  bestowed  the 
Sacrament  of  Holy  Orders  on  Father 
Brendan  Joseph  Buckler  at  an  Ordina- 
tion Mass  celebrated  at  Sacred  Heart 
Cathedral  in  Raleigh  on  June  4,  2011. 
The  Ordination  took  place  before  a 
large  gathering  of  family,  friends  and 
faithful.  Diocesan  Vocations  Director, 
Father  Ned  Shlesinger,  presented  Dea- 
con Buckler  for  service  to  Bishop  Bur- 
bidge and  the  people  of  the  Diocese  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Rite.  The  Bishop 
and  the  people  greeted  the  presenta- 
tion and  acceptance  with  applause. 

Prior  to  ordination,  Brendan  was 
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asked  to  make  five  promises: 

Do  you  resolve,  with  the  help  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  to  discharge  without  fail  the  Office 
of  Priesthood  in  the  presbyteral  rank,  as 
a  worthy  fellow  worker  with  the  Order  of 
Bishops  in  caringfor  the  Lord's  flock? 

Do  you  resolve  to  exercise  the  Ministry 
of  the  Word  worthily  and  wisely,  preaching 
the  Gospel  and  teaching  the  Catholic  faith? 

Do  you  resolve  to  celebrate  faithfully  and 
reverently,  in  accord  with  the  Church's  tradi- 
tion, the  mysteries  of  Christ,  especially  the 
sacrifice  of  the  Eucharist  and  the  Sacrament 
^^^^^    of  Reconciliation,  for  the 
jgm  glory  of  God  and  the 

I  V  sanctification  of  the 
Mr  V  Christian  people? 

*  Do  you  resolve  to 

implore  with  us  God's 
mercy  upon  the  people 
entrusted  to 


your  care  by  observing  the  command  to 
pray  without  ceasing? 

Do  you  resolve  to  be  united  more  closely 
every  day  to  Christ  the  High  Priest,  who 
offered  Himself  for  us  to  the  Father  as  a 
pure  sacrifice,  and  with  Him  to  consecrate 
yourself  to  God  for  the  salvation  of  all? 

Following  the  promise  of  obedience 
to  the  Bishop  and  his  successors,  the 
Bishop  bestowed  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  with  the  laying  on  of  hands, 
followed  by  the  Prayer  of  Ordination. 
Father  Buckler  was  then 
vested  with  stole  and

chasuble,  the  vestments  a  priest  wears 
for  the  celebration  of  the  Eucharist. 

"Brendan,  you  stand  here  today,  soon 
to  be  ordained  my  brother  priest,  with 
the  full  realization  that  it  is  not  your 
choice,  it  is  the  Lord  our  God  who  has 
chosen  you,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said  in 
his  homily.  'As  a  proclaimer  of  Gods 
Word,  you  are  to  bring  the  Truth  per- 
fectly revealed  in  Jesus  Christ  to  others, 
with  conviction  and  compassion." 

Noting  that  the  Eucharist  is  at  the 
center  of  priestly  life,  Bishop  Burbidge 
said,  "Offer  this  Sacrifice  daily,  rever- 
ently and  joyfully,  because  in  the 
Eucharist  the  work  of  redemption 
is  carried  out,  and  the  death  and 
resurrection  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  are  renewed  for  His 
people." 

The  day  after  his  ordi- 
nation, Father  Brendan 
Joseph  Buckler  celebrated 
one  of  the  regular  parish 
Masses  at  Our  Lady  of 
Perpetual  Help  in  Rocky 
Mount,  then  returned  to 
the  Cathedral  to  offer  a 
Solemn  High  Mass  in  the 
Extraordinary  Form.

Mientras  la  construction  de  la  nueva

201 0,  el  Padre  James  F.  Gameau,  par- 
roco,  invito  a  los  miembros  del  consejo 
parroquial  a  considerar  la  modification 
del  nombre  de  la  parroquia.  Fundada 
como  una  mision  de  Santa  Maria  de 
Goldsboro,  en  1 9 1  6,  la  mision  y  luego 
la  parroquia  (establecida  en  1 998)  era 
conocida  simplemente  como  Santa  Maria 
de  Mount  Olive.  Recordando  la  historia 
de  San  Francisco  de  Asis,  llamado  por 
Dios  a  "Reparar  mi  Iglesia",  el  Padre  Gar- 
neau  sugirio  que  el  nuevo  nombre  fuera 
el  mismo  que  el  de  esa  iglesia  recon- 
struida  por  las  manos  de  San  Francisco 
y  sus  comparieros,  "Santa  Maria  de  los 
Angeles".  El  consejo  parroquial  despues 
de  deliberar  sobre  el  asunto,  unanime- 
mente  endoso  la  proposition,  la  cual  fue 
enviada  al  Obispo,  quien,  a  su  vez  y  en 
conformidad  a  la  Ley  Canonica  de  la 
Iglesia,  declaro  que  el  nombre  de  la  par- 
roquia fuera  de  esa  manera  enmendado, 
el8deJunio  de201 1. 

Despues  de  que  San  Francisco 
adoptara  una  vida  de  pobreza  a  causa 
del  Evangelio,  un  dia  estaba  orando  en  la 
Iglesia  de  San  Damian  en  Asis.  Alii  aden- 
tro,  despues  de  una  prolongada  medit- 
ation, el  oyo  la  voz  de  Jesus  hablandole 
desde  el  precioso  crucifijo  sobre  el  altar: 
"Francisco,  repara  mi  Iglesia".  Tomando 
esa  orden  literalmente,  Francisco  co- 


menzo  la  recon- 
struction de  la 
pequeria  iglesia 
de  Santa  Maria 
de  los  Angeles, 
en  las  afueras 
del  pueblo,  que 
habia  quedado, 
desde  hacia 
mucho  tiempo, 
en  ruinas.  Esta 
pequena  iglesia 
se  convirtio  en

del  movimiento  franciscano,  y  hoy,  esta 
conservada  dentro  de  una  gran  basilica 
que  fue  construida  para  protegerla. 

Pronto,  San  Francisco  y  los  que  se 
unieron  a  el  en  este  trabajo  llegaron  a 
entender  que  la  llamada  a  "reparar  la 
Iglesia"  tenia  tambien  un  sentido  mas 
profundo  y  espiritual.  El  testimonio  de 
humildad,  fe  y  una  verdadera  pobreza 
de  San  Francisco  por  el  bien  del  Reino 
ofrecio  un  remedio  a  las  muchas  enfer- 
medades  espirituales  que  afligian  a  la 
Iglesia,  el  Cuerpo  de  Cristo,  en  sus  dias. 
Reconciliar  nuestros  corazones  y  vivir 
para  Dios,  perdonar  a  nuestros  enemi- 
gos  y  amar  libremente  y  sin  reservas  a 
nuestros  vecinos,  todavia  son  los  reme- 
dios  principales  para  nuestras  propias 
vidas,  corazon,  alma  y  para  toda  la  Iglesia 
en  comun. 

La  fiesta  patronal  para  la  Santa  Madre 
de  Dios  bajo  el  titulo  de  "Santa  Maria 
de  los  Angeles"  se  celebra  el  dia  2 
de  Agosto  de  cada  ario.  La  Iglesia  ha 


enriquecido  este  dia  con  una  indulgencia 
plenaria  para  aquellos  que  devotamente 
visiten  la  parroquia  en  ese  dia  y  que  re- 
cen  por  lo  menos  el  Padre  Nuestro  y  el 
Credo.  Ademas,  las  condiciones  usuales 
requeridas  para  una  indulgencia  plenaria 
son:  que  (dentro  de  una  semana  antes 
o  despues  de  la  visita)  la  persona  que 
esta  buscando  la  indulgencia  haga  una 
confesion  sacramental,  reciba  la  Santa 
Comunion,  y  rece  por  las  intenciones 
del  Santo  Padre,  el  Papa.

Era  el  ario  2001  y  el  nuevo  graduado 
de  la  Universidad  estaba  buscando 
trabajo.  Tenia  una  licenciatura 
en  Ciencias  Computacionales  de 
Sistemas  de  information  y  un  diploma  en 
Administration  de  Empresas.  No  podia  haber 
peor  momento  para  buscar  empleo.  Como  es- 
cribio  un  economista,  "lo  que  comenzo  como 
una  significativa  desaceleracion  economica  a 
initios  del  2001  se  convirtio  en  una  derrota 
despues  del  1 1  de  septiembre".

En  el  ano  2003,  comenzo  la  formacion  en  la  Diocesis  de  Ra- 
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leigh  y  completo  un  ano  de  practica  pastoral  en  St.  Thomas  More 
en  Chapel  Hill.  En  el  2004  asistio  al  seminario  en  el  Colegio  de 
Teologia  en  Catholic  University  of  America  en  Washington  DC. 

Despues  de  terminar  los  estudios  de  Filosofia  se  tomo  un 
tiempo  de  descanso.  La  decision  que  contemplaba  era  la  mas 
importante  de  su  vida,  y 
queria  estar  seguro.  Mientras 
trabajaba  para  un  contra tista 
en  el  Departamento  de 
Defensa,  tambien  tomo  clases 
de  Filosofia  en  la  Dominican 
House  of  Studies  (facultad 
eclesiastica  de  teologia)  en 
Washington,  DC.

El  que  come  mi  came  y  bebe  mi  sangre  permanece  en  mi  y  yo 

en  el".  (Juan  6:35,  54-56). 

Durante  los  arios,  en  el  seminario,  Brendan  adquirio  el 
espanol  a  traves  de  sus  viajes  a  Mexico  y  Honduras  y  continuo 
con  un  interes  especial  en  la  Misa  en  Forma  Extraordinaria,  la 
liturgia  Latina  a  veces  llamada  la  Misa  Tridentina.  Ya  Ordenado 
al  Diaconado  Transitorio,  jugo  un  papel  especial  en  algunos  de 
los  mas  importantes  eventos  diocesano  en  el  2010-1 1,  mcluy- 
endo  la  Misa  por  la  Vida  y  la  Misa  de  Peregrination  Diocesana 
en  el  Santuario  de  la  Basilica  de  la  Inmaculada  Conception  de 
Washington  DC  y  la  Misa  Crismal  en  St.  Thomas  More.

18  Confirmed  at  Holy  Trinity 
Anniversary  Mass 

►►  On  Sunday,  June  1 9,  the  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  con- 
ferred the  Sacrament  of  Confirmation 
on  1 8  members  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish, 
Williamston;  St.  Joan  of  Arc  Parish, 
Plymouth,  and  the  Catholic  Community 
of  Bertie  County.  The  Confirmations 
took  place  during  a  special  bilingual 
Mass  of  Thanksgiving  marking  the  50th 
Anniversary  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish,  and 
the  60th  anniversary  of  the  Catholic 
presence  in  Martin  County.  Some 
500  people  were  in  attendance,  more 
than  any  of  the  three  churches  could 
accommodate,  so  the  celebration  was 
held  at  the  Senator  Bob  Martin  Eastern 
Agricultural  Center  in  Williamston. 

Concelebrating  the  Mass  with  Bishop 
Burbidge  were  Father  Chet  Artysiewicz, 
GHM,  Pastor  of  the  Catholic  Commu- 
nity of  Bertie  County;  Father  Justin  Ker- 
ber,  CP,  Pastor  of  St.  Peter  Parish  in 
Greenville;  Father  Arturo  Cabra,  Pastor 
of  Mother  of  Mercy  Parish  in  Washing- 
ton; and  Father  Joseph  Muth,  a  priest 
of  the  Archdiocese  of  Baltimore  who 
has  for  seven  summers  brought  youth 
groups  to  serve  Holy  Trinity  Parish.  Also 
in  attendance  were  Glenmary  Brother 
Jack  Henn,  GHM,  of  the  Catholic 
Community  of  Bertie  County;  Sister 
Betty  Bullen,  IHM,  former  Pastoral 
Administrator  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish;  and 


Sister  Kieran  Williams,  IHM,  current 
pastoral  Administrator  of  Holy  Trinity; 
and  Sister  Arcadia  Rivera-Gutierrez, 
DSMG,  Pastoral  Administrator  of  St. 
Joan  of  Arc  Parish. 

A  missionary  parish  was  established 
in  Martin  County  in  1951  with  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Williams  appointed  the 
first  pastor.  The  district  then  was  96 
miles  from  East  to  West  and  had  1 1  6 
Catholics,  residing  chiefly  in  Columbia, 
Plymouth  and  Williamston.  Mass  was 
offered  in  homes  during  the  week  and 
at  the  Legion  Hut  or  National  Guard  Ar- 
mory on  Sundays.  Holy  Trinity  Church, 
the  first  church  building  for  Catholics  in 
the  Albemarle  Region,  was  dedicated  in 
Williamston  on  May  14,  1 961 . 

Sister  Betty  Bullen,  IHM,  served 
Holy  Trinity  as  Pastoral  Administrator 
from  1 987-1 999.  Today  a  majority  of 
Holy  Trinity  parishioners  are  Hispanic, 
but  Sister  Betty  remembers  the  first 
Hispanic  that  she  met  while  in  Martin 
County. 

"She  was  a  woman  who  had  a  child 
at  the  hospital,"  she  says.  "I  met  her 
and  asked  her  if  she  would  like  for  me 
to  visit  her  when  she  got  home.  I  visited 
her  and  invited  her  to  church." 

Then,  that  woman  told  her  where 
other  Hispanics  lived  and  she  went  to 
visit  and  then  she  learned  of  others.  It 
was  the  beginning  of  the  parish's  out- 
reach to  immigrants. 

"It  was  a  real  mission,"  Sr.  Betty  says, 


"I  loved  every 
minute  of  it.  The 
people  were  so 
in  need." 

Sister  Kieran 
Williams,  IHM, 
came  to  Holy 
Trinity  in  August 
1  999.  Within 
a  month,  three 
hurricanes  - 
Isabelle,  Dennis 
and  Floyd  -  hit 
the  area,  leaving 
many  homeless 
or  with  damaged 
homes.  Even  the 
church  had  to 
have  a  new  roof. 
During  this 
same  time,  the  parish  received  eight  do- 
nated trailers.  Members  of  Holy  Trinity 
worked  with  volunteers  from  Habitat  for 
Humanity  to  refurbish  them  as  homes 
for  some  of  the  parishioners. 

The  year  2000  brought  more  work 
toward  hurricane  recovery.  In  January, 
the  first  of  many  mission  trips  brought 
youth  -  eighteen  from  Scranton,  Pa.  - 
to  help  with  hurricane  cleanup. 

Then  on  April  5,  2000,  the  parish 
was  able  to  expand  its  ministry  into  a 
home  -  a  place  for  the  Sisters  and  visi- 
tors to  stay  as  well  as  a  space  for  study, 
special  programs  and  fellowship. 

In  2004,  Holy  Trinity  helped  to  form 
a  Catholic  church  in  Windsor.  Two 
Glenmary  Home  Missioners  -  Father 
Mike  Langell  and  Brother  Virgil  Siefker- 
arrived  to  help  with  the  effort.  Their 
group  purchased  a  house  in  Windsor 
and  began  working  to  gather  local 
Catholics  to  form  the  Catholic  Com- 
munity of  Bertie  County.  The  parishes 
continue  to  work  together  today.  Holy 
Trinity  now  serves  1 00  families,  or

Although  St.  Mildred  in 
Swansboro  did  not  have  a  church 
until  1948,  Catholics  had  lived 
in  Swansboro  since  1910.  That's 
when  Amelia  Erath  Russell  arrived  from 
Louisiana,  where  she  had  met  and  married 
a  Swansboro  native.  Mrs.  Russell  traveled 
frequently  to  New  Bern  by  horse  and  buggy 
to  attend  Mass,  but  dreamed  of  having  a 
church  in  her  town.  She  began  saving  money, 
and  eventually  was  able  to  buy  a  plot  of  land 
on  the  main  street,  which  she  later  donated 
for  the  first  St.  Mildred  Chapel. 


Twenty  years  before  the  chapel  became  a  reality 
though,  Trinitarian  priests  built  a  church  in 
Maysvrlle,  with  Swansboro  as  a  mission. 
Pnests  offered  Mass  at  the  mission  in  the 
homes  of  Catholics  there,  and  during  the 
summer,  when  vacationers  multiplied  the 
population,  from  "motor  chapels."  These  bus- 
sized  vehicles  were  divided  into  three  compart 
ments:  chapel,  living  quarters,  and  reception 
room.  When  the  congregation  was  large,  the 
priest  said  Mass  from  a  folding  platform  and 
altar  outside  the  chapel. 

Several  factors  contributed  to  the  growth 
of  St.  Mildred:  the  establishment  of  Camp 
Lejeune  in  1941;  the  building  of  bridges, 
culminating  in  1971  with  the  B.  Cameron

Langston  Bridge  connecting 
Emerald  Isle  with  the  main- 
land; and  the  continued  real 
estate  and  tourism  develop- 
ment in  the  area.  In  1961,  St. 
Mildred  and  Holy  Innocents 
switched  roles:  St.  Mildred  be- 
came a  parish  with  Maysville 
as  a  mission.  Bishop  Vincent 
S.  Waters  dedicated  a  new  St. 
Mildred  Church  in  1969. 

Holy  Innocents  closed  in 
1989,  the  same  year  that  the 
Missionaries  of  Our  Lady  of 
LaSalette  assumed  the  staffing 
of  the  parish  and  Father  Emile  C  Dusseault,  M.S.  became  pastor. 
Fr.  Donald  Baribeau,  M.S.,  the  current  pastor,  called  Father  Dus- 
seault "the  giant.  On  his  retirement  in  2000  I  really  inherited  the 
excellent  organization  he  built." 

Something  else  Father  Baribeau  says  he  inherited  was  a 
parish  exceptionally  devoted  to  the  Rosary.  The  Rosary  is  said 
before  every  Mass,  both  weekdays  and  weekends.  "It's  wonder- 
ful ,"  the  pastor  said,  "and  it  creates  a  sense  of  quietness  as  we 
begin  the  Mass."  There  are  regular  Living  Rosary  services  at  St. 
Mildred,  and  the  Knights  of  Columbus  have  an  annual  Rosary 
for  Human  Life. 

By  the  the  time  Father  Dusseault  retired,  the  parish  had 
purchased  land  for  a  new  church,  and  a  large,  multi-purpose 
building  became  St.  Mildred's  home  in  2006.  Presently 
Father  Baribeau  said,  the  building  is  more  than  adequate  for 
the  820  families  in  the  parish,  and  comfortably  handles  the 
summer  crowds. 

The  pastor  characterized  his  parishioners  as  exceptionally 
"friendly  and  receptive.  There's  a  contentment  about  them, 
and  an  openness.  Visiting  priests  have 
remarked  on  their  attentiveness  at 
homilies." 

Father  Baribeau  also  praised  the  vari- 
ous outreach  efforts  of  his  congregation. 
Among  these  are  their  participation  in  The 
Hem  of  His  Garment,  an  ecumenical  assis- 
tance ministry;  a  parish  group  called  Helping 
Hands  that  relieves  those  caring  for  loved 
ones  in  their  homes;  the  St.  Mildred  Women's 
Guild  and  the  Knights  of  Columbus;  parish- 
ioners who  organize  hospitality  after  funerals. 

"Our  parishioners  are  educated  and  talented 
people,"  the  pastor  said,  "and  I  feel  blessed 
that  they  are  so  willing  to  share  their  talents 
for  the  good  of  the  parish."

Si  Patrick,  Fayetteville, 
Hosts  Youth  Service  Program 


In  June,  over  90  teens  and  22  adults  from  North  and  South 
Carolina  converged  on  St.  Patrick  Parish  in  Fayetteville  for  a 
week  to  serve  Fayetteville  residents  with  homes  in  serious  need 
of  repair.  They  were  part  of  a  South  Carolina-based  ecumeni- 
cal program  called  Home  Works,  founded  in  1 996  to  repair 
homes  of  homeowners  in  need,  assist  youth  in  their  develop- 
ment, and  empower  communities  to  meet  the  needs  of  their 
members. 

St.  Patrick  has  hosted  Home  Works  for  the  ten  years  that  the 
program  has  come  to  Fayetteville.  The  teens  spend  the  nights 
on  inflatable  mattresses  in  the  St.  Patrick  Family  Life  Center,  and 
volunteers  from  the  parish  cook  all  their  meals. 

According  to  Vince  Mescall,  Youth  Ministry  Director  at  St. 
Patrick,  over  85  percent  of  the  group  this  year  is  Catholic. 
Approximately  half  of  the  youth  are  members  of  St.  Patrick 
Parish.  Other  churches  represented  this  year  were  Immaculate 
Conception,  Wlmington,  NC;  Saint  Philip  Neri,  Fort  Mill,  SC; 
Saint  Ann,  Rock  Hill,  SC;  Bethany  Lutheran,  Lexington,  SC  and 
All  Saints  Antiochian  Orthodox  Church  in  Cary,  NC.  Friends  and 
relatives  who  attend  with  these  participants  and  adult  volunteers 
who  teach  and  supervise  the  teens  represent  a  variety  of  faiths. 

On  a  hot  Wednesday  morning,  six  teens  and  two  adults  were 
restoring  the  roof  and  window  trim  and  painting  the  security  grille 


on  a  home  next  to  the  railroad  tracks. 

Most  of  the  youth  have  participated  in  Home  Works  before. 
Danielle  Lenti,  of  St.  Ann  Church,  said  she  looked  forward  to  the 
week  each  year  -  this  is  her  third  ~  as  a  time  to  meet  friends 
and  to  be  able  to  make  a  difference  for  the  homeowners  the 
program  serves.  "They  are  so  thankful,  it  really  makes  you  want 
to  come  back,"  she  said. 

Mackenzie  O'Connell  of  Immaculate  Conception  Parish  on 
Wlmington  is  participating  for  her  second  year.  "It's  really  fun, 
meeting  new  people,  and  at  the  same  time  you're  helping  the 
homeowners,  being  able  to  make  them  happy." 

Home  Works  has  a  spiritual  as  well  as  a  practical  side.  Ryan 
Thomas,  of  St.  Patrick,  explains  that  the  teens  begin  each  day  by 
praying  with  the  homeowner. 

Haley  Erickson,  also  of  St.  Patrick,  summed  up  what 
seemed  to  be  the  common  sentiment:  "It's  the  best  week  of 
my  summer!"

Bishop  Burbidge  Reflects  on 
Five  Years  as  Bishop  of  Raleigh 

ven  though  it  was  five  years  ago,  it  almost  seems  like  only  yesterday  when  I 
was  informed  that  Pope  Benedict  XVI  appointed  me  the  fifth  Bishop  of  Raleigh. 
With  a  very  grateful  heart,  I  reflect  in  this  article  on  the  past  five  years  for  which 
I  express  profound  gratitude  to  Almighty  God. 

Many  people  are  sur- 
prised when  they  learn  of  the 
Church's  process  regarding  the 
appointment  of  a  new  Bishop. 
There  is  cenainly  consultation. 
However,  candidates  who 
are  being  considered  are  not 
directly  involved  in  the  con- 
sultation. So  when  the  Holy 
Fathers  representative  in  the 
United  States  spoke  to  me  he 
asked  no  questions.  He  simply 
stated,  "Pope  Benedict  has  ap- 
pointed you  the  new  Bishop 
of  Raleigh."  The  conversation 
was  brief.  In  those  very  few 
minutes,  my  life  radically  changed. 

I  wish  I  could  tell  you  that  my  "yes" 
was  without  hesitation,  fear  and  anxiety. 
It  was  not.  My  long-time  priest-friends 
would  tell  you  that  I  never  was  the  ad- 
venturous type.  Thus,  the  idea  of  assum-  mmmmmmaamsm 
ing  this  awesome  responsibility,  leaving  family  and  friends  and 
moving  to  a  new  Diocese  in  a  different  part  of  the  country  in- 
timidated me.  In  addition,  like  most  Bishops,  I  was  very  much 
aware  of  my  limitations  and  could  think  of  others  who  could 
surely  do  better.  Yet,  we  all  believe  that  only  in  our  "yes"  to  Gods

holy  will  do  we  find  our  peace  and  joy  With  God's  amazing 
grace  and  the  help  of  my  mentors  and  spiritual  guides,  I  offered 
that  "yes"  and  I  have  renewed  it  each  and  every  day. 

Upon  my  appointment  as  your  Bishop,  I  asked  God  to  give 
me  strength,  trust  and  perseverance  and;  as  always,  He  has 
responded  generously.  The  good  Lord  has  also  introduced  so 
many  wonderful  people  into  my  life.  1  believe  we  are  truly  "fam- 
ily" and  I  am  so  proud  to  call  our  Diocese  "home." 

The  first  person  I  called  in  the  Diocese  upon  receiving  notifica- 
tion of  my  appointment  was  my  predecessor,  Bishop  Gossman. 
I  had  been  a  Bishop  for  four  years  but  Bishop  Gossman  and  1 

had  never  met.  His  first  words 
to  me  were  a  heartfelt  welcome 
and  an  assurance  of  fraternal 
support.  I  remember  that  at 
the  press  conference  on  June 
8,  2006,  the  day  of  the  official 
announcement,  the  first  ques- 
tion asked  attempted  to  high- 
light the  so-called  "differences" 
of  the  retiring  and  the  new 
Bishop.  We  responded  by  stat- 
ing what  we  had  in  common:

I  am  particularly  grateful  for  our 
retired  priests  who  continue  to  serve  this 
Diocese  in  so  many  ways.  In  addition,  I 
am  so  proud  of  our  future  priests.  We 
are  blessed  with  23  wonderful  seminar- 
ians and  I  thank  you  for  your  constant 
prayers  for  them  as  together  we  also  pray  ■■■■■■^■■■B 
that  our  Diocese  will  be  blessed  with  more  seminarians  and  an 
increase  of  vocations  to  religious  life. 

In  our  efforts  to  continually  highlight  the  precious  gift  of  all 
vocations,  we  can  never  emphasize  enough  the  unique  and

Our  Diocese  also  benefits  greatly  through  the  services  of  our 
57  permanent  deacons,  including  the  15  ordained  in  2010. 
We  currently  have  23  men  preparing  for  Ordination  to  the  Di- 
aconate.  I  am  extremely  grateful  to  all  our  Deacons,  their  wives 
and  families  for  their  incredible  contributions  to  our  Diocese. 

Throughout  my  life,  I  have  been  greatly  influenced  by  the 
wonderful  example  of  Women  Religious  from  various  Congre- 
gations and  Communities.  They  taught  me  from  first  grade  to 
graduate  studies  and  have  been  colleagues  in  ministry  through- 
out my  Priesthood.  Here,  in  this  Diocese,  our  Women  Religious 
serve  in  various  capacities  and  remain  a  great  gift  to  me  and  all  of 
us.  We  are  ever  grateful  for  their  dedicated  and  generous  service 
in  our  midst. 

A  Bishops  principal  responsibilities  are  those  of  sanctifying, 
teaching  and  governing.  Often  when  young  people  ask  me, 
"What  is  the  best  thing  about  being  a  Bishop?"  I  explain  that  my 
greatest  joys  in  ministry  are  preaching  and  teaching  Gods  Word 
and  traveling  throughout  the  32,000  square  miles  and  54  coun- 
ties of  our  Diocese  to  the  77  parishes  and  18  missions  as  well  as 
to  the  schools,  campuses,  hospitals  and  other  institutions.  Over 
the  past  five  years,  15  major  parish  and  school  construction 
projects  have  been  completed  with  a  total  project  cost  of  over 
$63  million.  Currently,  there  are  10  major  parish  and  school 
construction  projects  in  the  design  or  construction  phase  with 
a  total  project  cost  of  over  $46  million.  In  addition,  I  have  had 
the  tremendous  privilege  of  dedicating  the  following  Churches: 
Holy  Cross,  Durham;  Santa  Teresa  del  Nino  Jesus,  BeulavUle;

In  the  upcoming  year,  I  will  dedicate  Saint  Mary  of  the  Angels 
in  Mount  Olive  and  Saint  Eugene  in  Wendell.  We  also  have  had 
groundbreaking  ceremonies  for  new  churches  for  Saint  Patrick 
in  Fayetteville  and  Saint  Ha-Sang  Paul  Jung  in  Apex  and  will 
soon  break  ground  for  Saint  Catherine  of  Siena  in  Wake  Forest. 
Additionally,  many  parishes  and  schools  have  expanded  their 
facilities  to  include  parish  halls,  classrooms,  catechetical  centers 
and  meeting  facilities.  I  am  truly  blessed  to  be  the  Bishop  of  such 
a  vibrant  and  growing  Diocese! 

Our  youth  also  ask,  "What  is  the  most  difficult  part  of  being 
a  Bishop?"  I  tell  them  it  is  the  "office  work"!  Yet,  I  remain  chief 
administrator  of  the  Diocese  and  am  responsible  for  the  man- 
agement and  stewardship  of  our  resources.  I  could  never  de- 
vote significant  time  to  pastoral  activities  unless  I  was  assisted 
in  the  administration  of  the  Diocese  with  capable  colleagues 
including  my  Vicar  General,  members  of  my  Executive  Staff, 
Deans  and  co-workers  at  our  Diocesan  offices.  From  time-to- 
time,  I  remind  them  that  their  job  is  to  make  sure  that  I  am  not 
in  the  office  too  often  so  that  I  can  be  making  pastoral  visits 
throughout  the  Diocese.  My  wonderful  and  competent  staff  is 
only  too  happy  to  oblige! 

When  away  from  the  office  and  traveling  throughout  the 
Diocese,  I  see  our  rich  diversity  represented  in  the  many  peo- 
ple who  come  from  varied  countries  throughout  the  world. 
Of  course,  our  largest  immigrant  population  is  the  Hispanic 
community,  close  to  50%  of  our  Diocesan  family.  I  am  grateful

When  visiting  our  parishes,  I  am  always  amazed  to  see  in  the 
parish  bulletins  the  list  of  parish  ministries.  They  represent  the 
overwhelming  generosity  of  our  lay  faithful  who  share  both 
their  financial  resources  and  varied  gifts  and  talents  in  service 
of  the  Gospel  and  of  those  in  most  need,  especially  during 
this  difficult  economic  period.  I  am  particularly  grateful  to 
those  associated  with  Catholic  Charities  for  its  compassionate 
response  to  all  who  come  to  the  Church  seeking  assistance. 
In  the  fiscal  year  which  just  ended,  Catholic  Charities  served 
56,163  individuals  through  emergency  assistance,  disaster  re- 
sponse, family  support,  adoption,  guidance  with  immigration 
issues  and  counseling.  Dunng  the  same  fiscal  year,  there  were 
40,800  hours  of  volunteer  service.  What  a  testimony  to  the 
generosity  of  Gods  people! 

Our  Diocese  is  also  blessed  with  the  presence  of  many  mem- 
bers of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  known  for  their  great  charity. 
Their  constant  presence  is  a  great  blessing  to  me  and  my  brother 
Bishops  throughout  the  country. 

Many  of  our  parishioners  offer  service  in  and  through  liturgi- 
cal ministry.  I  am  in  awe  of  the  level  of  participation  at  Mass  in 
our  parishes,  the  quality  of  liturgical  music,  the  joyful  singing 
and  the  strong  sense  of  community  as  the  Body  of  Christ.  As 

I  regularly  see  the  countless  blessings  that  cultural 
diversity  brings  to  our  Diocese.

Bishop,  it  is  also  my  duty  to  ensure  that  at  Mass  and  in  our  litur- 
gical celebrations  we  are  faithful  to  all  that  the  Church  asks  of 
us.  Our  Liturgical  Norms  published  in  2008  (and  found  on  our 
Diocesan  web  page)  assist  us  in  that  task.  I  renew  my  request 
that  all  pastors  and  pastoral  administrators  fully  implement 
them  in  all  our  parishes.  Also,  1  am  pleased  that  in  2008  we 
hired  a  full-time  Director  of  the  Office  of  Divine  Worship.  The 
Director  is  assisting  parishes  throughout  our  Diocese,  especially 
as  we  prepare  for  the  implementation  of  the  new  Roman  Missal 
(important  information  is  on  the  Diocesan  web  site).  I  believe 
this  will  be  a  blessed  time  in  the  life  of  the  Church. 

The  service  we  offer  to  the  Lord  and  His  Church  is,  of  course, 
rooted  in  our  Baptism  and  sustained  in  and  through  the  Eu- 
charist. Our  service  is  also  based  on  our  core  beliefs  that  all  of 
human  life  is  sacred  from  the  moment  of  conception  to  natural 
death  and  that  every  person  without  exception  must  be  treated 
with  dignity  and  respect.  I  am  very  proud  that  we  have  recently 
established  an  Office  dedicated  solely  to  pro-life  education  and 
activities  and  that  we  remain  committed  to  the  social  justice 
teachings  of  our  Catholic  Church.  I  am  grateful  to  all  those  who 
witness  on  behalf  of  human  life,  participate  at  our  annual  Re- 
spect Life  Masses  and  Marches  in  Raleigh  and  Washington,  com- 
municate with  their  elected  officials  on  behalf  of  life  and  engage 
with  Catholic  Voice  North  Carolina  (CVNC),  which  the  Bishop 
of  Charlotte  and  I  established  in  2008.  We  must  never  forget 
that  we  are  citizens.

He  was  a  holy  priest  and  in  his  simple  ■^^^^^^^■■i 
and  quiet  way  transformed  the  village  he  was  sent  to  serve,  most 
especially  through  his  courageous  efforts  of  calling  people  to 
conversion  and  encouraging  them  to  celebrate  frequently  Gods 
infinite  mercy  in  the  Sacrament  of  Penance.  In  the  homily  at  the 
Installation  Mass,  I  quoted  one  of  his  Easter  homilies  and  his 
words  challenge  us  today:  "Let  us  break  the  bonds  of  sin,  let  us 
live  in  God,  let  us  promise  anew  fidelity  to  Christ  and  let  us  stand 
firmly  in  faith.  Then,  one  day  we  shall  arise  gloriously;  we  shall 
be  transformed  and  we  shall  possess  the  kingdom  that  has  been 
prepared  for  us  from  the  beginning  of  time." 

Since  my  arrival  in  the  Diocese,  I  have  tried  to  the  best  of 
my  ability,  with  the  help  of  so  many  people,  to  assist  you  in 
responding  to  those  challenges  so  that  together  we  live  in  God 
and  stand  firmly  in  faith.  I  stress  that  we  can  only  do  so  if  the 
Eucharist  is  the  source  and  strength  of  all  that  we  do,  if  we  grow 
closer  to  the  Lord  in  the  Most  Blessed  Sacrament,  if  we  are  fre- 
quent recipients  of  the  Sacrament  of  Penance,  if  we  allow  time 
in  our  lives  for  silence  and  fervent  prayer  and  if  we  find  our 
joy  in  serving  one  another.  As  you  know,  each  Bishop  chooses 
an  episcopal  motto.  My  motto  is  from  the  Book  of  the  Prophet 
Micah,  "Walk  humbly  with  God"  and  reminds  all  of  us  to  walk 
serenely  through  each  day  offering  to  the  Lord  whatever  gifts  we 
have,  and  to  do  so  with  great  humility,  ever  convinced  that  alone 


we  can  do  nothing  but  with  God  all  things  are  possible. 

In  my  installation  homily,  I  also  quoted  words  that  Pope  Bene- 
dict XVI  spoke  directly  to  his  priests  in  which  he  reminded  them 
and  all  of  us  that  we  belong  to  the  Lord  who  protects  us  always. 
It  is  the  Lord,  said  the  Holy  Father,  who  makes  this  request  to 
all  of  us:  "Stay  in  my  hands  and  give  me  yours."  Dear  brothers 
and  sisters  in  Christ,  on  the  occasion  of  my  fifth  anniversary  as 
your  Bishop,  I  renew  my  promise  to  stay  in  the  hands  of  Christ 
and  to  give  my  hands  and  heart  to  Him  by  offering  faithful  ser- 
vice each  day  and  entrusting  all  my  work  to  Him  through  our 
Blessed  Mother.  Of  course,  I  will  do  so  inspired  by  the  example 
of  the  wonderful  priests,  religious  and  laity  in  this  Diocese  and 
always  dependent  on  your  prayerful  support  and  the  Lords 
amazing  grace.  I  am  so  blessed  and  happy  to  be  your  Bishop 
and  ever  grateful  to  Almighty  God  for  this  magnificent  privilege. 
Together,  with  His  divine  assistance,  may  we  renew  our  fidelity 
to  Christ,  stand  firmly  in  the  faith  and  walk  humbly  with  God, 
so  that  one  day  we  will  be  transformed  and  possess  the  kingdom 
that  has  been  prepared  for  us  from  the  beginning  of  time.

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Bishop  Burbidge 
Celebrates  Mass  on 
Fifth  Anniversary 


On  August  4th,  the 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge  marked  the  fifth 
anniversary  of  his  installa- 
tion as  Bishop  of  Raleigh 
with  a  Mass  of  Thanksgiving 
at  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral. 
It  was  August  4,  2006, 
when  Bishop  Burbidge 
officially  and  publicly  ac- 
cepted the  See  of  Raleigh 
in  a  solemn  ceremony  in 
front  of  more  than  1 ,700 
invited  guests  and  dignitar- 
ies at  Meymandi  Concert 
Hall  in  Raleigh. 

Twenty-four  priests  of  the  Diocese  concelebrated  the  Mass,  which  was  attended  by 
members  of  the  Diocesan  staff  and  the  faithful.  In  his  homily,  as  he  did  in  the  homily  at  his 
installation,  the  Bishop  noted  that  August  4  is  the  feast  of  Saint  John  Vianney,  the  patron 
saint  of  parish  priests,  and  a  reminder  of  what  a  priest's  priorities  should  be.  "St.  John 
Vianney,"  the  Bishop  said,  "helps  us  to  understand  the  basics. 

"While  I  am  sure  he  would  understand  the  need  for  mission  statements,  parish  plans 
and  programs,  he  reminded  all  priests  never  to  forget  that  we  are  most  effective  in  being 
instruments  of  the  Lord  as  we  deepen  our  own  relationship  with  Him  and  stay  close  to  His 
Blessed  Mother,  as  we  joyfully  and  reverently  celebrate  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass;  as  we 
forgive  sins  in  the  Sacrament  of  Penance;  as  we  preach  the  Truth  in  all  its  beauty  and  as 
we  reach  out  in  service,  especially  to  the  weakest  in  our  midst. 

"Saint  John  Vianney  tells  us  that  our  basic  duty  is  to  pray  and  to  love." 

Describing  his  fifth  anniversary  as  "a  time  of  reflection  for  me,"  the  Bishop  expressed 
his  gratitude  for  "the  great  support  that  surrounds  me  each  day  in  the  prayers  of  Bishop 
Gossman,  in  the  special  gifts  of  my  brother  priests,  our  deacons,  consecrated  religious 
and  lay  faithful,  including  my  colleagues  in  ministry  at  our  Catholic  Center.  I  also  give 
thanks  at  this  Mass  for  the  gift  of  my  family  and  the  constant  support  they  extend  to  me." 

Death  of  Fr.  Jesse  L  Creel 

Nil  Fr.  Jesse  L.  Creel,  who  ministered  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
from  1  958  to  1  973,  died  June  30  in  New  York.

Permanent  Deacons:  Ordained  to  Serve 

Their  ministries  are  varied,  and  they  go 
far  beyond  what  you  see  on  Sundays 

Most  Catholics  think  of  a  permanent  deacon  as  a  man  who  assists  the  priest  at 
Mass.  But  even  a  brief  survey  of  six  of  the  48  deacons  serving  in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  shows  that  the  ministry  of  a  permanent  deacon  goes  far  beyond  that. 
Deacon  Wally  Calabrese,  of  Annunciation  Parish  in  Havelock,  explained:  "The 
root  of  the  word  deacon  means  'one  who  serves.'  What  characterizes  the  inner  feelings  and 
desires  of  those  who  are  ordained  permanent  deacons  is  the  spirit  of  service.  Through  the  dia- 
conate,  what  Jesus  said  of  His  mission  is  continually  realized:  'The  Son  of  Man  did  not  come  to 
be  served  but  to  serve  and  to  give  His  life  as  a  ransom  for  many"'  0*20:28). 


Deacon  Walter  Calabrese 


In  a  recent  pastoral  letter,  Bishop  Alexander  K.  Sample  of 
Marquette  wrote,  "[The  deacons]  service  in  the  liturgy  is  only 
a  reflection  of  his  true  identity  brought  into  the  public  worship 
of  the  Church.  His  essential  identity  is  as  one  who  serves.  That 
is  why  there  are  special  ministries  that  are  particularly  suited 
to  the  deacon  as  servant.  These  include  ministry  and  service 
to  the  poor,  to  the  imprisoned,  to  the  sick  and  those  who  are 
abandoned  and  lonely. . . ." 

Deacon  Cal- 
abrese, ordained 
fifteen  months, 
works  closely  with 
his  pastor,  Fr.  Greg 
Spencer,  by  assist- 
ing him  within  the 
parish  communi- 
ty: catechizing  the 
faithful  through  various  workshops  for  Extraordinary  Ministers 
of  Holy  Communion,  Readers,  the  forthcoming  3rd  Edition 
of  the  Roman  Missal,  Marriage  preparation,  as  well  as  pastoral 
counseling.  "Our  latest  endeavor,"  Deacon  Calabrese  said,  "is  an 
outreach  program  to  our  Hispanic  and  Filipino  communities; 
we  will  work  together  in  planning  and  participating  in  events 
that  demonstrate  not  only  the  uniqueness  of  these  cultures,  but 
more  importantly  our  togetherness  as  Catholics.  For  example, 
we'll  organize  Marian  Processions,  Eucharist  Processions,  Sim- 
bang  Gabi,  Quinceanera  and  others." 

Deacon  Calabrese  said,  "We  are  called  to  serve  as  Jesus 
served.  So  we  don't  consider  our  ministries  as  social  ac- 
tion based  on  some  belief  in  progress.  Instead,  our  service  is 
genuine  pastoral  care  and  therefore  a  loving  sacrifice  for  an 
individual  and  for  the  community.  Deacons  believe,  proclaim 
and  exemplify  the  fact  that  what  we  have  done  for  the  least  of 
our  brothers,  we  have  done  for  Christ." 

Deacon  Frank  Jones  of  St.  Anne  Parish  in  Edenton  con- 
curs: "I  fully  agree  that  the  Deacon's  major  function  is  outside 
of  the  liturgy,"  he  said.  "I  am  honored  to  assist  the  priest  at 
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Deacon  Frank  Jones 


Mass  and  I  try  to 
do  it  to  the  best 
of  my  ability,  but 
my  primary  focus 
is  serving  the 
people  and  God's 
Church." 

Deacon  Jones 
teaches  Confirma- 
tion classes  and  is  also  RCIA  Director  for  his  parish.  "I  spend 
time  talking  to  the  candidates,  try  to  answer  their  many  ques- 
tions, praying  with  them."  He  also  visits  the  sick  in  hospitals 
and  nursing  homes  and  in  their  homes.  "I  take  them  com- 
munion and  spend  some  time  talking,  praying,  and  just  being 
there  for  them,"  he  said.  "This  is  a  very  humbling  ministry. 
Some  of  the  people,  particularly  in  the  nursing  homes,  are 
pretty  much  abandoned  by  their  families.  It  is  important  to 
let  them  know  that  God  loves  them  and  cares  for  them." 

Service  for  Deacon  Jones  includes  helping  others  to  serve. 
"I've  been  able  to  find  people  in  my  parish  in  need  and  match 
them  up  with  families  that  want  to  help,"  he  said.  "There  are 
people  in  this  parish  who  are  very  generous,  but  don't  want 
to  be  identified.  I  like  to  think  of  them  as  'anonymous  angels' 
and  I  work  with  them  at  times  during  the  year,  and  espe- 
cially at  Christmas.  I've  worked  with  the  Glenmary  Brothers 
in  Bertie  County  to  connect  them  with  some  of  these  'angels' 
to  provide  food,  clothing  and  Christmas  presents." 

Deacon  Rick 
Fisher,  Jr.,  grew 
up  Catholic  in 
St.  Paul  Parish  in 
New  Bern.  In  his 
parish  commu- 
nity, he  chairs  the 
Liturgy  Com- 
mittee, conducts 
Baptism  classes  and  performs  baptisms.  During  the  week  he

visits  Pamlico  and  Craven  Correctional  Centers,  where  he  of- 
fers Communion  services.  "The  men  I  see  need  someone  who 
is  reliable  and  sincere,  who  doesn't  want  something  from 
them,"  Deacon  Fisher  said.  Although  he  doesn't  proselytize, 
several  men  in  the  prisons  have  expressed  interest  in  becom- 
ing Catholic.  "I've  given  them  some  of  the  RC1A  materials," 
Deacon  Fisher  said,  "and  I  assess  their  progress  so  I  can  re- 
port to  my  pastor  when  they  seem  ready  to  become  Catholic." 

At  the  same  time,  Deacon  Fisher  is  working  with  friends 
to  explore  transitional  employment  for  men  coming  out  of 
prison,  "to  encourage  them  that  they  can  be  better  persons 
when  they  get  out.  If  God  has  His  way  which  He  always  does, 
these  efforts  will  help  the  men  become  productive  members  of 
society." 

Deacon  Fisher  began  discerning  his  vocation  nine  years  ago. 
"I  always  felt  like  we  should  be  helping  each  other,"  he  said.  A 
part  of  my  being  is  the  conviction  that  I  should  serve  others." 

Deacon  Tom 
Kronyak  of  St. 
Brendan  Par- 
ish in  Shallotte 
was  ordained  a 
deacon  in  the 
Northeast  before 
coming  to  North 
Carolina.  He  has 
been  engaged  in  prison  ministry  for  thirteen  years. 

"In  the  New  York  area  I  had  two  brothers  who  spent  time 
in  prison,"  he  said.  "It  was  a  terrible  time  for  them  and  for 
me  -  I  had  nightmares.  So  in  my  deacon  formation,  when  a 
Sister  asked  me  if  I  would  consider  prison  ministry,  I  really 
thought  that  was  a  calling." 

Today  he  visits  Tabor  and  Columbus  Correctional  Centers 
weekly  conducting  communion  services,  and  facilitating 
group  discussions  based  on  Scripture.  "These  men  desperate- 
ly need  and  want  a  spiritual  life,"  he  said.  "1  say  a  prayer  each 
day  that  I  can  help  their  time  go  by  easier." 

On  Wednesdays,  Deacon  Kronyak  visits  the  local  hospital. 
"I  talk  with  patients,"  he  said,  "and  ask  them  if  they'd  like  me 
to  pray  with  them.  You  know,  99  per  cent  say  yes." 

Deacon  Bill 
Cortright  of  St. 
Elizabeth  of  Hun- 
gary in  Raeford 
has  the  same 
experience.  After 
years  of  visiting  at 
the  regional  hos- 
pital, he  will  now 
be  an  assistant  chaplain  at  St.  Joseph  of  the  Pines  in  Southern 
Pines.  "I  will  see  Catholics  and  others,  do  some  rosaries  and 
Bible  studies,  and  some  exposition  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament," 
he  said.  'Patients  are  usually  very  receptive. 

'Also,  sometimes  they  just  need  someone  to  talk  to.  Perhaps 
they  fear  a  procedure  or  a  diagnosis,  or  they  need  spiritual  help."

ter  understanding  of  men  who  truly  have  a  special  calling. 
Deacon  Dan 
Hoffert  of  Apex 
puts  it  this  way: 
A  deacon  is 
primarily  a  person 
who  gives  a  lot." 
For  Deacon  Hof- 
fert, that  giving  is 
the  ministry:  the 
settings  where  it  happens  or  the  specific  actions  involved  are 
simply  the  natural  result  of  the  call  to  serve. 

Deacon  Hoffert's  service  may  involve  conducting  retreats, 
inviting  people  to  use  the  swimming  pool  or  fish  the  pond  at 
his  home,  helping  operate  heavy  equipment  or  fixing  cars.  He 
also  visits  nursing  homes,  conducts  marriage  preparation  and 
ministers  at  Central  Prison.  He  has  worked  for  those  in  need 
in  foreign  missions  and  in  Biloxi  after  Hurricane  Katrina  and 
spoken  to  raise  funds  for  humanitarian  causes. 

"My  greatest  joy,"  he  said,  "is  speaking  about  God,  preach- 
ing at  weddings  or  funerals,  or  just  teaching  people  to  share 
what  they  have." 

Permanent  Deacon  Candidates  Called, 
Lectors  Installed 

On  September  1 0,  at  St.  Mary  of  the  Angels  Church 
in  Mt.  Olive,  Permanent  Diaconate  Candidates  were  called 
to  Candidacy  for  Holy  Orders  and  to  the  Ministry  of  Lec- 
tor at  a  Mass  Celebrated  by  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh.  The  Rite  of  Candidacy,  which 
takes  place  after  two  years  of  formation  by  Aspirants  to  the 
Diaconate,  is  the  first  official  recognition  of  the  positive  signs 
of  that  vocation,  which  must  be  confirmed  in  the  subsequent 
years  of  formation/education. 

Sometime  during  the  latter  part  of  the  formal  academic 
program,  the  progress  of  each  candidate  is  assessed  and 
candidates  are  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  admit- 
ted to  the  Ministries  of  Lector  and  Acolyte.  The  Ministry 
of  Lector  is  conferred  first.  About  six  months  later,  the 
Ministry  of  Acolyte  is  conferred.  The  time  between  the  two 
rites  allows  the  candidate  to  exercise  the  particular  Ministry 
he  has  received. 

Third  year  deacon  candidates  Jose  Juan  Banda,  Juan 
Carlos  Campos,  Gustavo  Castro-Reynoso,  Gerry  Lemus, 
Jose  Mendoza,  Luis  Alfonso  Royo-Camacho,  and  Andres 
Rivera  were  instituted  in  the  Ministry  of  Lector.  Called 
to  Candidacy  were  second  year  deacon  aspirants  Bob 
Bridwell,  Jerry  Chavez,  Lou  Clark,  Peter  Huemiller,  Jeff 
Jolly,  David  Kierski,  Jim  Marapoti,  Vince  Parente,  Brian 
Phillips,  Art  Schneider,  Jim  Strange,  Jr.,  Bob  Troy,  Jr.,  Mike 
Vandiver,  John  Wetsch,  and  Chuck  Zlamal. 

New  applications  for  the  Permanent  Diaconate  are  not 
currently  being  considered;  a  new  class  will  not  begin  until 
members  of  the  present  classes  reach  ordination.

The  First  Sunday  of  Advent,  November  27,  201 1  is  the  I 
date  for  implementation  of  the  Revised  Roman  Mis- 
sal in  the  United  States.  The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F 
Burbidge  will  celebrate  Mass  at  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  on 
Sunday,  November  27,  2011  at  10:30  a.m.  to  usher  in  the  implementa- 
tion of  the  Third  Edition  of  the  Roman  Missal  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 
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Ongoing  Formation  Opportunities 


Follow-up  meetings  for  the  priests  of  the  Diocese  have 
continued  through  the  summer.  Similar  in  format  to  those 


previously  held,  they  provide  the  opportunity  to  discuss  what 
remains  to  be  done  and  what  the  Office  of  Divine  Worship  can 
do  to  insure  a  success  as  the  Diocese  moves  into  the  final  phase 
of  implementation. 
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Workshops  on  the  music  of  the  revised  Roman  Missal  for 
all  involved  in  music  ministry  in  the  parish  are  being  offered 
in  the  eight  Deaneries  of  the  Diocese.  This  workshop  will 
introduce  the  chants  of  the  revised  Roman  Missal  and  will 
also  offer  a  brief  history  and  overview  of  chant  in  the  Sacred 
Liturgy,  and  an  explanation  of  the  development  of  the  revised 
texts  for  sung  Mass  parts.  Participants  will  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  hear  and  sing  practical  examples  of  the  revised  chants 
for  Mass  as  well  as  newly  composed  and  revised  musical 
settings  of  the  text.  In  addition,  participants  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  hear  and  sing  practical  examples  of  each  and 
explore  the  proper  use  of  them  in  the  Mass  utilizing  the  prin- 
ciple of  progressive  solemnity. 

In  addition,  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Divine  Worship  is 
leading  formation  on  the  Roman  Missal  in  parishes  of  the  Dio- 
cese on  an  invitation  basis.  Currently  ten  have  been  completed 
and  more  are  being  scheduled. 

Gradual  Implementation 

of  the  sung  People's  Mass  Parts 

In  response  to  the  recent  communication  from  the 
USCCB  granting  permission  of  the  use  of  the  musical 
settings  of  the  peoples'  parts  of  the  revised  Roman  Missal 
beginning  in  September  2011,  thirty  nine  music  directors  of 
the  Diocese  met  to  discuss  1)  should  this  gradual  imple- 
mentation take  place  and  2)  if  so,  what  would  be  the  best 
plan  for  this  implementation. 

Without  exception,  those  gathered  strongly  advocated 
for  the  Bishop  to  grant  permission  for  the  gradual  imple- 
mentation of  the  musical  settings  to  begin  in  September 
2011.  An  announcement  was  made  by  Bishop  Burbidge 
granting  permission  for  the  early  use  of  the  sung  People's 
parts  of  the  Mass. 

Although  permission  would  be  granted  to  begin  in  Sep- 
tember, the  implementation 
of  the  music  will  be  gradual.  [ 
The  Gloria  will  be  intro- 
duced in  September,  the  ) 
Holy,  Holy,  Holy  (Sanctus)  I 
in  October  and  the  Mystery 
of  Faith  in  November. 

The  Diocese,  through  the 
Office  of  Divine  Worship,  I 
is  providing  assistance  to 
parishes,  giving  information 
regarding  the  appropriateness 
of  the  various  Mass  settings, 
including  the  faithfulness  to 
the  text  as  well  as  its  musi- 
cal integrity.  In  addition,  the 
Office  of  Divine  Worship  has 
prepared  a  resource  to  pro- 
vide catechesis  for  the  faithful 
as  well  as  assistance  to  aid  in 
coordinating  parish  efforts. 


Roman  Missal  Companion 


Parishes  are  being  encouraged  to  provide  resources  that  are 
practical,  comprehensive  and  accessible  to  the  faithful.  One  such 
resource  is  the  Roman  Missal  Companion  published  by  Magnificat. 
This  easy  to  understand  commentary  explains  for  the  reader  the 
revisions  to  the  Mass  using  Scripture.  Also  included  are  four  in- 
troductory essays  with  a  brief  background  of  the  Roman  Missal. 
Parishioners  can  check  with  either  their  parish  or  the  Office  of 
Divine  Worship  on  the  availability  of  this  resource. 


Participation  Aides 


A  pew  card  with  the  Peoples'  Pans  has  been  designed  and 
developed  for  use  in  all  of  the  parishes  of  the  Diocese.  It  has 
been  designed  in  such  a  way  that  the  entire  Mass  is  outlined, 
highlighting  the  revised  responses  of  the  assembly.  This  will 
be  for  temporary  use  to  aide  in  the  transition  from  the  current 
Missal  to  the  revised  Missal.

Missal.  The  hope  is  that  this  guide  will  assist  parishes  in  the 
work  of  implementing  the  Roman  Missal.

NC  Bishops 
Applaud 
Legislative 
Override 

In  July,  the 
North  Carolina  State 
Legislature  overrode 
Governor  Beverly 
Perdue's  veto  of  the 
Woman's  Right  to 
Know  Act.  In  re- 
sponse, the  Most 
Reverend  Michael 
F.  Burbidge,  Bishop 
of  Raleigh,  and  the 
Most  Reverend  Peter 
J.  Jugis,  Bishop  of 
Charlotte  wrote: 
"Dear  Brothers  and 
Sisters  in  Christ,  after  many  months  of  work,  including  your 
prayers,  hundreds  of  phone  calls  and  thousands  of  emails, 
we  are  pleased  to  share  the  great  news  that  the  General 
Assembly  has  successfully  overridden  Governor  Beverly 
Perdue's  veto  of  the  Woman's  Right  to  Know  Act.  This 
legislation  will  now  become  the  law  in  North  Carolina. 

"We  would  like  to  thank  you  for  all  of  your  efforts  on 
behalf  of  life  and  we  would  like  to  thank  the  legislators  who 
originally  voted  in  favor  of  this  important  act  and  those 
legislators  who  supported  the  override. 

"This  new  law  affords  protection  to  the  lives  of  many 
innocent  unborn  children.  It  also  respects  the  dignity  of 
women. 

"Thank  you  again  for  your  support  and  efforts  on  behalf 
of  the  unborn.  May  God  bless  you." 

In  addition,  Bishop  Burbidge  commented,  "I  am  pro- 
foundly grateful  for  all  the  priests,  religious  and  laity  in  our 
Diocese  who  offered  their  fervent  prayers  and  strong  sup- 
port on  behalf  of  this  historic  legislation.  I  also  thank  all  of 
you  for  your  ongoing  commitment  to  the  Gospel  of  Life." 

The  law  requires  a  woman  to  have  an  ultrasound  of  the 
fetus  and  be  offered  the  chance  to  see  a  picture  and  hear 
the  heartbeat  of  the  unborn  child.  It  also  calls  for  a  24-hour 
waiting  period  before  an  abortion  can  be  performed.  North 
Carolina  is  now  one  of  35  states  that  require  specialized 
counseling  before  an  abortion. 


Msgr.  Hadden 
Retires  as  Vicar 
for  African 
Ancestry  Ministry 

Reverend  Monsi- 
gnor  Thomas  P.  Had- 
den, 82,  has  retired 
from  active  ministry 
in  the  Diocese  of  Ra- 
leigh. Msgr.  Hadden, 
who  retired  as  Pastor 
in  2000,  after  serving 
at  St.  Mary  Catholic 
Church  in  Wilmington, 
continued  as  Vicar 
for  African  Ancestry 
Ministry  and  Evange- 
lization (AAMEN),  a 
position  he  held  since 
1988. 

Msgr.  Hadden  was  honored  at  a  luncheon  hosted  by  the 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge,  attended  by  Diocesan 
staff  and  AAMEN  staff.  In  his  remarks,  Bishop  Burbidge 
expressed  his  gratitude  to  Msgr.  Hadden,  who  was  or- 
dained to  the  Priesthood  in  1  959,  while  attending  the 
North  American  College  in  Rome. 

"Thank  you,  Monsignor  Hadden,  for  the  countless  ways 
you  have  served  this  Diocese  and  for  the  generous  priestly 
service  you  have  offered,  most  especially  in  your  position 
as  Vicar  for  African  Ancestry  Ministry  and  Evangelization," 
Bishop  Burbidge  said.  "You  have  inspired  the  people  and 
communities  you  have  served  and  have  been  a  powerful 
instrument  in  promoting  healing  and  unity  throughout  our 
Diocese.  We  continue  to  benefit  greatly  by  your  priestly 
example  and  wish  you  much  happiness  and  peace  at  this 
special  time  in  your  life." 

Msgr.  Hadden  was  featured  the  week  of  August  29th  on 
the  Diocesan  radio  and  television  programs.  Interviews  on 
Catholic  Weekly,  the  radio  program,  Catholic  Perspective, 
the  weekly  TV  program,  have  been  posted  to  the  Dioc- 
esan website,  along  with  two  half-hour  programs  recorded 
several  years  ago,  in  which  Msgr.  Hadden  discusses  his 
five-decade  long  ministry  as  a  Priest,  detailing  several  of 
the  challenges  he  faced  as  the  first  African-American  priest 
ordained  in  North  Carolina.

Parish  Pro-Life  Leaders  Convene  in 
Raleigh 


On  Saturday,  August  6,  201 1 ,  more  than  200 
parish  pro-life  leaders  from  across  the  Diocese 
gathered  at  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Catholic  Church 
in  Raleigh  to  hear  speakers,  share  experiences  on 
various  pro-life  concerns,  and  to  pray.  Mrs.  Jacqueline 
Bonk,  Director  of  the  Diocesan  Office  of  Pro-Life, 
welcomed  those  in  attendance  and  delivered  opening 
remarks  summarizing  the  various  tasks  and  initiatives 
facing  those  involved  in  pro-life  ministries.  She  was 
followed  by  Carrie  Prestwick,  Director  of  Project  Ra- 
chel in  the  Diocese,  who  spoke  about  the  importance 
of  educating  Catholics  on  pro-life  issues. 

In  the  afternoon,  Mrs.  Bonk  addressed  the  need  to 
create  effective  Respect  Life  Committees  at  the  par- 
ish level.  She  also  explained  the  challenge  of  Planned 
Parenthood  and  its  pro-abortion  advocacy.  Other 
speakers  discussed  public  policy  concerns  and  end  of 
life  issues.  The  day-long  event  concluded  with  leaders 
meeting  with  colleagues  from  their  Deaneries  to  share 
questions  and  observations  from  their  ministries. 

After  the  morning  session,  the  Most  Reverend  Mi- 
chael F.  Burbidge  celebrated  Mass  for  the  gathering. 
In  his  homily,  noting  that  Saturday  was  the  Feast  of 
the  Transfiguration,  Bishop  Burbidge  told  the  pro-life 
leaders  that  "like  the  disciples,  we  have  to  go  up  to  the 
mountain  —  in  other  words,  find  space  and  time  each 
day  to  be  alone  with  the  Lord  so  that  we  can  listen 
to  Him  as  He  speaks  to  our  hearts  and  gives  us  the 
reassurance  we  need. 

"Our  work  on  behalf  of  the  Gospel  of  Life  is  never 
easy  and  will  involve  suffering,"  the  Bishop  continued, 
"but  when  we  do  it  with  the  strength  that  comes  from 
God,  with  profound  trust  in  His  promises,  we  have 
every  reason  to  be  filled  with  joyful  hope." 

Later,  the  Bishop  expressed  his  gratitude  for  the 
work  done  by  leaders,  volunteers  and  all  those  who 
support  the  Gospel  of  Life  with  their  prayers.  "The 
great  turnout  at  today's  conference  is  a  very  positive 
sign,"  he  said.  "I'm  greatly  encouraged  by  the  zeal  and 
commitment  of  so  many  in  witnessing  to  the  sacred- 
ness  of  human  life  in  all  its  stages,  and  to  spreading 
the  Gospel  of  Life  in  our  Diocese  and  in  our  society."

You  may  want  to  save  this  issue  of  NC  Catholics;  years 
from  now  it  could  well  have  historic  value.  In  addition 
to  the  reflections  of  Bishop  Burbidge  on  his  first  five 
years  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  we're  showing  you  this 
month  the  first  -  admittedly  preliminary  -  architectural 
renderings  of  a  hoped-for  new  symbol  of  the  increasing  Catholic  pres- 
ence in  eastern  North  Carolina:  Holy  Name  of  Jesus  Cathedral. 


While  the  new  Cathedral  is 
still  in  the  planning  phase,  it's 
interesting  to  note  that  the  site 
on  which  it  will  stand  was,  one 
hundred  years  ago,  the  Catholic 
missionary  headquarters  in  a 
territory  where  Catholics,  many 
of  them  immigrants,  were  not 
only  few  but  were  frequently 
targets  of  suspicion  and  hostility 
from  the  natives.  Servant  of  God 
Father  Thomas  Frederick  Price, 
the  "Tar  Heel  Apostle",  bought 
400  acres  of  farmland  near  Ra- 
leigh in  1897,  and  built  an  orphanage,  a  publishing  operation  and 
a  missionary  training  center  on  the  property,  all  with  the  object  of 
converting  North  Carolina  to  Catholicism. 

Father  Price  also  built  a  chapel  on  the  property,  known  as  Holy 
Name  Chapel.  How  appropriate,  now  that  the  Catholic  popula- 
tion in  our  State  has  grown  from  a  few  hundred  to  an  estimated 
800,000,  that  a  Cathedral  with  the  same  name  should  someday 
stand  on  the  site  where  Father  Price  planted  his  missionary  dream. 
(His  first  missionary  dream;  of  course  he  went  on  to  co-found  the 
Maryknoll  Society.) 

Father  Prices  dream  and  the  dreams  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Raleigh,  since  it  was  established  in  1924,  have  never  been 
primarily  about  numbers,  though.  They  have  always  been  about 
spreading  Gods  Word,  the  values  of  the  Gospel  and  the  teachings 
of  the  Church,  even  when  they  were  unpopular;  about  transform- 
ing the  way  people  lived  together.  Bishop  Waters  risked  his  life, 
for  example,  in  the  cause  of  racial  integration.  Bishops  Gossman 
and  Burbidge  have  continued  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Life  and  the 
Church's  social  justice  principles  in  all  their  implications.  A  highly 
visible  new  Cathedral  will  also  be  a  symbol  and  a  proclamation  of 
those  Catholic  values.

St.  John  Chrysostom 

the  patron  saint 
of  preachers 


El  santo  del  predicador 

San  Juan  Crisostomo 


St.  John  of  Antioch  (347-407)  abandoned  a 
career  in  law  to  devote  himself  to  the  study  of 
Scripture.  After  his  ordination,  St.  John  dedicated  his 
life  to  preaching.  He  was  so  good,  that  his  reputation 
spread  throughout  the  Christian  world.  Upon  his  death  (he 
actually  died  en  route  to  his  exile  for  speaking  out  against 
the  excesses  of  the  wealthy  in  Constantinople)  the  people 
gave  him  the  surname  of  Chrysostom,  or  literally  "golden- 
mouthed." 

One  of  the  themes 
of  his  preaching  was  the 
danger  of  "outward  shows." 

Indifference  to  material 
possessions  and  to  worldly 
power  is  a  good  thing  but 
Chrysostom  warned  that  there 
may  be  one  earthly  attribute 
to  which  a  person  might  cling: 
reputation.  This  is  because 
reputation  is  far  more  difficult 
to  give  up  than  power  or 
material  possession.  In  fact, 
St.  John  once  said  that  "To  be 
falsely  accused  and  remain 
spiritually  serene  is  the  ultimate 
test  of  faith." 

Where  might  we  see 
evidence  of  this  concern  for 
reputation  in  the  Christian 
life?  The  great  saint  explains 

that  some  Christians  may  wish  to  be  regarded  as  virtuous, 
to  be  admired  for  their  charity,  honesty,  integrity  and 
self-denial.  While  not  drawing  attention  to  these  qualities, 
these  Christians  are  pleased  to  know  others  respect 
them.  "Thus  when  someone  falsely  accuses  them  of  some 
wrongdoing,  they  react  with  furious  indignation.  They 
protect  their  reputation  with  the  same  ferocity  as  the  rich 
people  protect  their  gold." 

This  danger  of  the  spiritual  life  explains  why 
one  must  be  vigilant  at  all  times.  The  Christian  life 
consists  of  an  interiority  that  simply  refuses  to  allow  us 
to  divert  our  eyes  from  ourselves  and  our  own  spiritual 
condition.  It  insists  that  this  focus  on  our  own  life  is 
the  only  way  to  change  the  world.  It  also  grounds  us  in 
humility  as  the  journey  to  spiritual  perfection  does  not  find 
its  fruition  in  this  life,  but  in  the  next  through  the  grace  of 
God  alone. 


Juan  de  Antioquia  (347  a  407  AD.)  abandono 
una  can-era  de  abogado  para  dedicarse  al  estudio  de 
las  Sagradas  Escrituras.  Despues  de  su  ordenacion,  San 
Juan  dedico  su  vida  a  la  predica.  Era  tan  bueno  que  su  repu- 
tation se  difundio  por  todo  el  mundo  cristiano.  Al  morir  (mu- 
rio  en  cam  i  no  a  su  destierro  por  hablar  contra  los  excesos  de 
los  ricos  en  Constantinopla)  la  gente  le  dio  el  sobrenombre 
der  Crisostomo,  o  literalmente  «boca  de  oro». 

Uno  de  los  temas  de  sus 
predicas  fue  el  peligro  de  las 
«apariencias».  La  indiferencia 
hacia  las  posesiones  materiales 
y  el  poder  mundano  es  algo 
bueno,  pero  Crisostomo  advirtio 
que  puede  haber  un  atributo 
terreno  al  cual  una  persona 
podn'a  aferrarse:  la  reputacion. 
Esto  es  porque  es  mucho  mas 
dificil  renunciar  a  la  reputacion 
que  el  poder  o  las  posesiones 
materiales.  De  hecho,  San  Juan 
dijo  una  vez  que  «Ser  acusado 
falsamente  y  permanecer 
espiritualmente  sereno  es  la 
prueba  fundamental  de  la  fe». 

<LD6nde  podnamos 
ver  evidencia  de  esta 
preocupacion  por  la 
reputacion  en  la  vida 
cristiana?  El  gran  santo 
explica  que  algunos  cristianos  podrian  desear  que  se  les 
considerase  virtuosos,  para  ser  admirados  por  su  caridad, 
honestidad,  integridad  y  abnegation.  Aunque  sin  atraer  la 
atencion  a  esas  cualidades,  estos  cristianos  se  complacen 
en  saber  que  otros  les  respetan.  «Asi  que  cuando  alguien 
los  acusa  falsamente  de  obrar  mal,  reaccionan  con  furiosa 
indignation.  Protegen  su  reputacion  con  la  misma  ferocidad 
con  que  la  gente  rica  protege  su  oro.» 

Este  peligro  de  la  vida  espiritual  explica  por  que 
uno  debe  estar  vigilante  en  todo  momento.  La  vida 
cristiana  consiste  en  una  interioridad  que  no  nos  deja  que 
desviar  los  ojos  de  nosotros  mismos  y  de  nuestra  condition 
espiritual.  Insiste  que  el  estar  centrado  en  nuestra  propia 
vida  es  la  unica  manera  de  cambiar  el  mundo.  Tambien  nos 
motiva  en  la  humildad  ya  que  el  recorrido  hacia  la  perfection 
espiritual  no  es  fructifero  en  esta  vida,  sino  en  la  proxima, 
solo  mediante  la  gracia  de  Dios.

Letters 
from  Children 


s  I  was  tidying  up  my  files  in  July,  1  found 
several  charming  letters  I  had  kept.  They 
were  from  children,  and  their  innocence  and 
candor  made  me  smile  as  1  re-read  them.  The 
first  two  are  from  my  niece  and  nephew: 


Wyatt  Hadden: 
"Thank  you  for  your  gift 
and  card.  It  is  really  nice 
of  you  to  give  me  such  a 
generous  gift.  I  hope  my 
dad  comes  home  from 
Afghanistan  and  I  visit 
him  this  summer  and 
that  he  will  take  me  to 
see  you.  I  got  a  puppy 
last  August.  It  makes 
me  proud  to  say  that  my 
uncle  is  a  Monsignor." 


Amanda  Hadden:  "Looking  back  on  my  trip  to  the 
Dominican  Republic,  I  never  could  have  imagined  what  an  ex- 
perience I  was  embarking  on.  Sure,  I  knew  I  was  going  down 
to  the  DR  to  work  with  kids  in  need,  but  I  never  imagined  that 
I  would  not  only  meet  amazing  children  but  I  would  also  come 
so  much  closer  to  God." 

Several  of  the  letters  were  from  school  children.  Simone 
Saleh,  an  eighth  grader  at  Cathedral  School,  sent  me 
a  paper  she  had  written  about  me:  "Thomas  P  Had- 
den knew  he  wanted  to  become  a  priest  as  early  as  7th  grade 
while  he  attended  St.  Monica  School.  What  was  so  remarkable 
about  the  early  call  to  the  priesthood  was  that  he  was  not  even 
Catholic.  But  Haddens  mother  and  father,  who  was  a  Method- 
ist Minister,  supported  his  son  and  his  vocation." 

Another  student,  Ryan  Left,  wrote  in  2009:  "Hi!  My 
name  is  Ryan.  I  go  to  St.  Raphael  School.  I  am  sending  you 
this  wonderful  prayer  about  priests.  My  class  and  I  wrote  it 
together: 

'"Heavenly  Father  bless  our  priests  during  this  year  for 
priests.  Comfort  them,  when  they  are  sad  or  lonely.  Help  them 
to  continue  to  spread  peace,  goodness  and  Your  Good  News. 
Guide  them  so  they  can  help  us  stay  on  the  right  path.1 

"We  thank  you  for  sharing  your  joy  with  all  of  us  and  we 
thank  you  for  blessing  us  with  wonderful  priests. 
'Are  you  friends  with  Bishop  Burbidge?  I  want  to  know  what  it 
is  like  being  a  priest."

At  a  press  conference  on  September 
7th,  the  Most  Reverend  Michael 
E  Burbidge  announced  that,  after 
significant  prayerful  discernment 
and  consultation,  a  new  Cathedral  Campus  is 
planned  to  be  constructed  for  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh.  The  Campus  will  include  a  new  Ca- 
thedral church,  which  will  seat  approximately 
2000  worshippers  and  will  be  dedicated  un- 
der the  title,  Holy  Name  of  Jesus.  The  Cam- 
pus will  also  include  construction  of  a  two- 
story  Gathering  Hall  and  a  three  story  ground 
level  and  below  ground  Parking  Deck. 

Bishop  Burbidge  stated  his  anticipation  for  groundbreak- 
ing for  the  new  Cathedral  Campus  as  soon  as  funding  de- 
velopment, currently  underway,  has  reached  the  required 
amounts  as  stipulated  in  Diocesan  policies  for  all  building 
projects.  These  requirements  would  include  a  project  finance 
plan  approved  by  the  Diocesan  Finance  Council  and  at  least 
one  third  of  the  project  cost  on  hand  in  cash,  with  the  bal- 
ance committed  in  pledges.  The  Bishop  also  stated  that  the 
initial  enthusiasm  and  generosity  of  donors  in  the  beginning 
phase  of  the  campaign  for  the  new  Cathedral  Campus  has 
been  very  positive,  indicating  a  great  momentum  toward 
breaking  ground  for  the  project. 

The  new  Cathedral  Campus  will  stand  on  39  acres  west 
of  downtown  Raleigh,  currently  occupied  by  the  Catholic 
Center  and  other  Diocesan  property.  This  property  is  what 
remains  of  400  acres  purchased  in  1897  by  Servant  of  God, 
Father  Thomas  F  Price,  the  "Tar  Heel  Apostle"  and  the  first 
native  North  Carolinian  to  be  ordained  a  priest.  It  was  on  this 


property,  located  in  what 
was  known  as  the  "Nazareth 
Community,"  where  Father 
Price  established  a  headquar- 
ters for  his  effort  to  spread 
the  Gospel  and  the  teachings 
of  Catholicism  throughout 
the  State  of  North  Carolina. 
Father  Price  also  established 
an  orphanage  at  Nazareth  in 
1899  to  provide  education 
and  care  for  children  who 
had  been  orphaned. 

The  connection  to  the 
title  given  to  the  new  Ca- 
thedral itself,  Holy  Name  of 
Jesus  Cathedral,  commemo- 
rates the  name  of  the  chapel 
established  by  Father  Price 
at  Nazareth  and  which  was 
known  under  this  same  dedication  to  the  holy  name  of  Our 
Lord. 

At  the  press  conference,  the  Bishop  unveiled  initial  archi- 
tectural renderings  of  the  Cathedral  Campus,  designed  by 
McCrery  Architects  of  Washington,  DC.  McCrery  Architects 
was  chosen  as  the  design  firm  for  the  new  Cathedral  Campus 
following  the  unanimous  recommendation  to  Bishop  Bur- 
bidge by  the  Steering  Committee  for  the  Cathedral  Campus 
Project,  which  received  the  recommendation  from  the  Ca- 
thedral Campus  Building  Committee.  The  Steering  Commit- 
tee and  the  Building  Committee,  along  with  various  other 
committees  working  on  assigned  aspects  of  the  project,  were 
appointed  by  Bishop  Burbidge  and  are  composed  of  clergy, 
consecrated  religious  and  laity  from  throughout  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh.  Serving  as  Chairmen  for  the  Steering  Commit- 
tee are  Dr.  Henry  Zaytoun  and  Mr.  Tim  Mann,  assisted  by 
Honorary  Co-chairmen,  the  Rev.  Msgr.  Gerald  L.  Lewis,  Ad- 
ministrator of  Saint  Paul  Parish,  New  Bern  and  the  Rev.  Msgr. 
John  A.  Wall,  Pastor  and  Campus  Minister  at  the  Newman 
Catholic  Student  Center  Parish,  Chapel  Hill.  The  Cathedral 
Campus  Building  Committee  is  chaired  by  the  Rev.  Msgr.  Da- 
vid D.  Brockman,  Vicar  General  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh, 
and  will  continue  its  work  with  McCrery  Architects  through 
subcommittees,  which  will  be  appointed  with  membership 
from  throughout  the  Diocese,  to  assist  in  the  next  phases  of 
the  design  process. 

The  Meaning  of  a  Cathedral 

For  Roman  Catholics,  the  Cathedral  is  the  visible  unifying 
presence  of  the  Church  in  the  territory  of  a  Diocese  and  is 
the  sign  of  the  mission  of  Christ  to  be  exercised  there  among 
the  people.  All  parishes  in  the  Diocese  are  extensions  of  the 
Cathedral,  as  it  holds  the  chair,  the  cathedra,  of  the  Diocesan 
Bishop,  from  which  he  gathers  the  faithful  to  guide  them,  as 
teacher  and  shepherd,  in  the  way  of  salvation  through  the 
teachings  of  Christ  and  His  Church.  The  Bishop  does  so  not 
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in  isolation,  but  as  a  successor  of  the  Apostles  and  in  union 
with  the  Holy  Father  and  the  college  of  Bishops  throughout 
the  world. 

As  the  center  for  Catholic  life  in  a  Diocese,  a  Cathedral 
serves  as  the  Mother  Church,  belonging  to  all  of  the  faith- 
ful and  a  sacred  place  to  celebrate  the  pastoral  and  spiritual 
life  of  the  people  of  the  Diocese.  As  expressed  below,  there 
the  faithful  gather  in  prayer,  are  initiated  in  the  faith,  discern 
their  vocation  of  life,  are  renewed  in  holiness,  are  joined  unto 
eternal  life  and  signify,  in  union  with  their  Bishop,  the  great 
diversity  of  culture  that  Catholics  enjoy. 

A  Sacred  Place  of  Initiation  into  the  Christian  Life 

The  new  Cathedral  will  be  a  sacred  place  where  the  Catho- 
lic faithful  may  celebrate  and  be  initiated  into  the  sacramental 
life  of  the  Church  through  Baptism,  first  Holy  Communion, 
and  Confirmation.  It  will  be  a  place  where  those  who  seek 
initiation  in  the  Church  may  gather  around  the  Bishop  as 
shepherd  of  the  faithful,  who  will  lead  them  in  the  new  Life 
in  Christ  they  seek,  which  is  celebrated  in  the  Rite  of  Elec- 
tion. 

A  Sacred  Place  of  Vocation  of  Life 

The  Cathedral  will  be  a  sacred  place  where  the  faith- 
ful will  embrace  the  vocation  of  life  to  which  Our  Lord  has 
called  them.  It  will  be  a  place  where  those  who  are  called 
by  Our  Lord  to  publically  lay  down  their  life  to  Christ  and 
His  Church  will  receive  the  Sacrament  of  Holy  Orders  and 
begin  their  faithful  service  to  all  people  as  a  deacon  or  as  a 
priest  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.  The  Cathedral  will  also  be 
a  place  where  those  who  Our  Lord  has  called  to  consecrated 
life  will  gather  to  celebrate  their  vocation  and  to  offer  witness 
to  the  evangelical  counsels  of  poverty,  chastity  and  obedi- 
ence. The  Cathedral  will  additionally  be  where  couples  who 
have  discerned  the  vocation  of  marriage  will  publically  join 
themselves  to  each  other  and  begin  their  witness  to  faithful 
married  life  through  the  Sacrament  of  Marriage. 

A  Sacred  Place  of  Renewal  in  Holiness  of  Life 

The  new  Cathedral  will  be  a  place  where  the  grace  of  God, 
His  strength  and  blessing  may  also  renew  the  people  of  the 
Diocese  as  we  celebrate  liturgies  such  as  the  Sacrament  of 
Reconciliation,  the  Chrism  Mass,  the  Wedding  Anniversary 
Mass  and  the  Altar  Servers  Mass,  Exposition  and  Adoration 
of  the  Most  Holy  Eucharist  with  Benediction,  the  Liturgy  of 
the  Hours  and  devotions  to  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary.  Addi- 
tionally, the  new  Cathedral  will  also  welcome  pilgrims  who, 
following  ancient  Catholic  customs,  make  a  spiritual  journey 
to  the  Cathedral  for  a  retreat  day  or  as  a  special  devotion  to 
Our  Lord  in  prayer. 

A  Sacred  Place  unto  Eternal  Life 

A  mausoleum  is  being  planned  into  the  design  of  the  new 
Cathedral,  so  that  the  faithful  may  be  buried  beneath  the 
new  Cathedral.  As  dead  await  the  resurrection  in  this  sacred 
place,  their  presence  also  reflects  the  beauty  of  Catholic  be- 


lief in  the  continued  unity  of  the  dead  with  all  of  the  faithful 
in  prayer.  In  addition  to  a  special  section  for  the  deceased 
Bishops  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  also  planned  is  a  section 
for  the  internment  of  the  laity  along  with  a  small  chapel. 

A  Sacred  Place  Expressing 
the  Universality  of  Catholic  Life 

The  new  Cathedral  will  be  a  sacred  place  where  the  great 
diversity  of  peoples  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  may  gather, 
those  who  are  natives  of  North  Carolina  and  those  who  have 
come  to  the  Diocese  from  throughout  our  country  and  from 
Central  and  South  America,  Asia,  Africa  and  Europe.  In  this 
way,  the  new  Cathedral  will  welcome  the  annual  Hispanic 
Heritage  Mass,  the  annual  African  Ancestry  Mass,  as  well  as 
other  special  liturgies  which  express  the  universality  that  is 
Catholic  life, 

A  Sacred  Place  as  the  Center  of  a  Cathedral  Campus 

The  new  Cathedral  will  form  the  heart  of  a  new,  vibrant 
Cathedral  Campus,  which  will  host  concerts  in  sacred  music, 
lecture  series,  retreats,  days  of  reflection,  continuing  forma- 
tion meetings,  as  well  as  gatherings  for  parish  and  Diocesan 
leadership.  Together  with  the  new  Cathedral,  the  buildings  of 
the  new  Cathedral  Campus  will  serve  as  an  additional  sign  of 
how  the  Church  unifies  the  faithful  in  the  Diocese  and  in  the 
greater  community  of  eastern  North  Carolina. 

Gathering  Hall  and  Meeting  Spaces 

As  part  of  this  vibrant  campus  for  Holy  Name  of  Jesus  Ca- 
thedral, a  Gathering  Hall  will  provide  space  for  hospitality 
to  1,000  people  standing  or  500  people  seated  for  special 
celebrations  or  receptions  which  follow  many  occasions  of 
the  liturgical  prayer  of  the  faithful. 

Meeting  spaces  in  this  same  facility  will  also  provide  a 
place  where  small  or  large  groups  of  the  faithful  may  gather 
in  exercise  of  the  pastoral  activity  of  the  Church  for  adminis- 
trative meetings,  formation  sessions,  day  retreats,  and  other 
gatherings. 

Catholic  Center 

Currently,  the  Diocesan  offices  are  spread  across  three  sep- 
arate buildings  in  different  locations.  To  address  the  need  for 
a  unified  facility,  the  existing  Catholic  Center  is  to  be  demol- 
ished and  eventually  replaced  with  a  more  suitable  structure. 
The  purchase  of  an  existing  off-site  office  building  to  serve 
in  this  capacity  is  being  considered,  given  in  the  current  real 
estate  market,  as  well  as  the  potential  construction  of  a  new 
Catholic  Center  on  the  Nazareth  property. 

Parking  Facilities 

In  order  to  accommodate  all  of  the  faithful  who  will  visit 
the  Cathedral  Campus,  adequate  parking  is  to  be  provided 
principally  by  means  of  a  Parking  Deck  which  will  hold  500- 
750  vehicles.  This  facility,  in  addition  to  auxiliary  parking

El  Obispo  Burbidge  declare  su  an- 
ticipacion  de  la  primera  piedra  para  el 
Campus  de  la  nueva  Catedral  tan  pronto 
los  fondos  de  desarrollo,  actualmente 
en  marcha,  hayan  alcanzado  los  montos 
necesarios  segun  lo  estipula  las  politicas 
diocesanas  para  los  proyectos  de  con- 
struction. Estos  requisites  incluyen  un 
plan  financiero  aprobado  por  el  Consejo 
Diocesano  de  Finanzas  y  al  menos  una 
tercera  parte  del  dinero  en  efectivo  a  mano 
del  costo  total  del  proyecto  y  el  saldo  con 
la  promesa  de  los  fieles.

declare  que  el  entusiasmo  initial  y  la 
generosidad  de  los  contribuyentes  en  la 
fase  initial  de  la  campana  para  el  Campus 
de  la  nueva  Catedral  ha  sido  muy  positiva, 
lo  que  indica  un  gran  impulso  para  el  ar- 
ranque  del  proyecto.

Esta  propiedad  es  lo  que  queda  de  400 
acres  que  compro  en  1897  el  siervo  de

La  conexion  con  el  titulo  dado  a  la 
nueva  Catedral,  (Catedral  del  Santo  Nom- 
bre de  Jesus)  Holy  Name  of  Jesus  Cathe- 
dral, conmemora  el  nombre  de  la  capilla 
establecida  por  el  Padre  Price  en  Nazareth, 
la  cual  es  conocida  bajo  esta  misma  dedi- 
cation al  santo  nombre  de  Nuestro  Senor. 

En  la  Conferencia  de  prensa,  el  Obispo 
revelo  los  pianos  arquitectonicos  ini- 
tiates del  Campus  de  la  nueva  Catedral, 
disenada  por  los  Arquitectos  McCrery  de 
Washington,  DC.  Arquitectos  McCrery 
fue  elegida  como  la  empresa  de  diseno 
para  el  Campus  de  la  nueva  Catedral  tras 
la  recomendacion  unanime  al  Obispo 
Burbidge  por  el  Comite  Directivo  del 
Proyecto  del  Campus,  que  tambien 
recibio  la  recomendacion  del  Comite  de 
Construction  del  Campus  de  la  nueva 
Catedral.  El  Comite  Directivo  y  el  Comite 
de  Construction,  junto  con  varios  otros 
comites  trabajando  en  los  aspectos  asigna- 
dos  del  proyecto,  fueron  nombrados  por 
el  obispo  Burbidge  y  estan  compuestos 
por  el  clero,  religiosos(as)  consagrados(as) 
y  laicos  a  lo  largo  de  la  Diocesis  de 
Raleigh.

Salon  de  Reunion  y  Espacios  para  reuniones. 
Como  parte  de  un  vibrante  campus  de 
Qa  Catedral  del  Santo  Nombre  de  Jesus) 
Holy  Name  of  Jesus  Cathedral,  el  salon  de 
reuniones  ofrecera  un  espacio  para  bnndar 
hospitalidad  a  1 ,000  personas  de  pie  o 
para  sentar  a  500  personas  en  celebra- 
ciones  especiales  o  recepciones  que  en 
muchas  ocasiones  se  ofrecen  despues  de  la 
oracion  liturgica  de  los  fieles. 
Los  espacios  para  las  reuniones  proporcio- 
naran  tambien  un  lugar  donde  pequefios 
o  grandes  grupos  de  feligreses  se  reuniran 
para  realizar  actividades  pastorales  de  la 
iglesia,  reuniones  administrativas,  sesiones 
de  formacion,  dias  de  retiros  y  otras 
reuniones. 

Centro  Catdlico 

Actualmente,  las  oficinas  Diocesanas  se 
reparten  entre  tres  edificios  separados  en 
distintas  ubicaciones.  Para  atender  la  nece- 
sidad  de  un  servicio  unificado,  el  actual 
Centro  Catdlico  sera  eventualmente  de- 
molido  y  reemplazado  con  una  estructura 
mas  eficaz.  Se  esta  considerando  la  compra 
de  un  edificio  de  oficinas  existente  fuera 
del  sitio  para  servir  a  este  proposito,  asi 
como  la  construction  de  un  nuevo  Centro 
Catolico  en  la  propiedad  de  Nazareth. 

Estacionamiento 

Para  acomodar  a  todos  los  fieles  que 
visiten  el  Campus  de  la  nueva  Catedral,  se 
proveera  un  estacionamiento  adecuado, 
principalmente  con  una  planta  de  estacio- 
namiento que  tendra  capacidad  para  500- 
750  vehiculos.  Estas  instalaciones,  ademas 
de  estacionamiento  auxiliar  en  todo  el 
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campus,  seran  incorporadas  a  fin  de  no 
ocupar  un  lugar  destacado  en  el  sitio,  sin 
embargo,  sera  conveniente  para  que  los 
fieles  tengan  acceso  a  todas  las  instalacio- 
nes  ubicadas  en  el  campus. : 

Las  Bendiciones  y  los  Desafios  del 
Crecimiento  de  la  Diocesis 

El  proyecto  del  Campus  de  la  nueva 
Catedral  es  un  espejo  del  dramatico  creci- 
miento que  esta  experimentando  la  Dioce- 
sis de  Raleigh,  que  en  los  ultimos  diez  anos 
ha  aumentado  en  42  por  ciento  con  mas 
de  200,000  personas  y  un  estimado  adi- 
cional  de  200,000  catolicos  no-registrados. 
El  proyecto  sigue  el  ejemplo  de  muchas 
parroquias  exitosas  y  los  esfuerzos  diocesa- 
nos  durante  las  ultimas  tres  decadas,  que 
han  equilibrado  la  necesidad  y  el  tiempo 
para  desarrollar  los  recursos  con  la  mision 
de  extender  la  mision  de  la  Iglesia  en  el 
este  de  Carolina  del  Norte,  inclusive  en  los 
periodos  economicos  dificiles. 

Comprendiendo  que  nuestra  economia 
actual  ha  traido  muchos  desafios  economi- 
cos para  muchas  familias  en  la  Diocesis 
de  Raleigh,  a  los  fieles  se  les  invitara  a 
ofrecer  lo  que  puedan  para  participar  en 
este  esfuerzo  historico.  Para  aquellos  que 
han  sido  bendecidos  con  grandes  recursos, 
tambien  se  les  extendera  la  invitation  a 
participar,  junto  con  un  recordatorio  a 
reconocer  que  todos  nuestros  recursos  son, 
en  definitiva,  una  bendicion  de  nuestro 
Senor. 

Esta  espintualidad  de  contribuir  es 
vibrante  entre  los  fieles  de  la  Diocesis  que 
han  colaborado  para  la  construccion  de 
nuevas  Iglesias  parroquiales,  escuelas  y 
otras  instalaciones  para  atender  el  cre- 
cimiento de  las  necesidades  pastorales  y 
espintuales.  Solo  en  los  ultimos  5  anos,  1 5 
proyectos  de  construccion  de  parroquias 
grandes  y  escuelas  se  han  completado  con 
un  costo  total  de  mas  de  63  millones  de 
dolares.  Actualmente,  hay  10  proyectos  en 
la  fase  de  diseno  o  construccion  de  par- 
roquias grandes  o  escuelas  con  un  costo 
total  combinado  de  mas  de  46  millones  de 
dolares.  Ademas,  hay  14  proyectos  mas  de 
parroquias  y  escuelas  en  las  etapas  de  pl- 
anificacion con  un  costo  total  combinado 
de  mas  de  51  millones  de  dolares. 

Como  Diocesis,  agradecemos  a  Dios  por 
el  exito  de  todos  los  esfuerzos  y  a  los  fieles 
que  han  dedicado  sus  sacrificios  en  action 


de  gracias  a  Dios  y  al  trabajo  de  Su  Iglesia. 
Al  comenzar  este  esfuerzo  historico  para 
construir  el  Campus  de  la  nueva  Catedral, 
despues  de  un  considerable  estudio,  con- 
sulta,  apoyo  y  entusiasmo  expresado  entre 
los  dirigentes  de  la  ciudad  de  Raleigh,  el 
clero,  religiosos(as)  consagrados(as)  y  lai- 
cos  de  la  Diocesis, ,  existe  plena  confianza 
que  los  desafios  de  este  proyecto  tambien 
se  cumpliran  con  gran  exito,  para  que  la 
nueva  Catedral  sirva  como  una  gran  ben- 
dicion para  la  Iglesia  ahora  y  para  muchas 
futuras  generaciones  de  los  Norcarolinos. 

Los  Desafios  de  la  Parroquia  de 
Sacred  Heart  Cathedral 

Desde  la  creation  de  la  Diocesis  de 
Raleigh  en  1924,  Sagrado  Corazon  ha 
servido  como  la  Iglesia  Madre  para  todos 
los  fieles,  aunque  no  fue  originalmente  dis- 
enada  para  servir  como  la  Catedral.  Con 
una  capacidad  de  320  asientos,  Sagrado 
Corazon  es  la  Catedral  Catolica  Romana 
mas  pequefta  del  continente  de  los  Estados 
Unidos. 

Debido  a  su  pequeno  tamano  y  del 
inadecuado  apoyo  de  instalaciones  y  de 
estacionamiento,  la  mayoria  de  las  celebra- 
ciones  Diocesanas  no  se  pueden  llevar  a 
cabo  en  la  Catedral  del  Sagrado  Corazon 
para  atender  las  necesidades  pastorales 
y  espirituales  de  los  catolicos  a  lo  largo 
de  Carolina  del  Norte.  Ademas,  la  Iglesia 
del  Sagrado  Corazon  es  inadecuada  para 
atender  las  necesidades  de  la  creciente 
comunidad  parroquial  de  la  Catedral, 
actualmente  contando  a  mas  de  2,500 
familias  registradas. 

El  Future  de  Sagrado  Corazon 

Mientras  que  el  centro  de  la  vida  parro- 
quial y  Diocesana  se  traslada  a  una  nueva 
ubicacion  con  la  construccion  del  Campus 
de  la  nueva  Catedral,  Sagrado  Corazon  se 
mantendra  y  se  honrara  como  la  primera 
Iglesia  designada  a  ser  la  Catedral  de  la 
Diocesis  de  Raleigh,  cuando  la  Diocesis 
fue  creada  en  1924.  Sagrado  Corazon  con- 
tinuara  sirviendo  como  parte  vibrante  de  la 
vida  sacramental  de  nuestra  Diocesis,  para 
celebrar  la  Misa,  pequefias  bodas,  funera- 
les  y  otras  oraciones  liturgicas  y  privadas. 

Ademas,  Sagrado  Corazon  participara 
ampliando  el  compromiso  permanente 
y  fuerte  de  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh  y  de 
Sagrado  Corazon  para  ayudar  a  los  pobres 


y  los  mas  necesitados  en  el  centro  del  area 
de  Raleigh.  Esta  expansion  se  estudiara 
para  complementar  y  ampliar  los  servi- 
cios  existentes  en  el  centro  de  la  ciudad. 
Los  servicios  sociales  como  estos  son  un 
elemento  esencial  de  la  ensenanza  de  nues- 
tra Iglesia  y  la  option  preferencial  por  los 
pobres  que  insta  a  los  fieles  a  desarrollarla 
para  realizar  la  mision  de  la  Iglesia.  Como 
aquellos  que  estan  llamados  a  presenciar  el 
amor  que  nuestro  Senor  nos  ha  ensenado, 
los  fieles  responden  a  Su  llamado  abriendo 
sus  corazones,  especialmente  a  los  pobres 
y  mas  necesitados.  De  esta  manera,  los 
fieles  no  solamente  ayudan  a  ampliar  las 
necesidades  basicas  de  la  vida  humana  a 
los  que  no  las  tienen,  sino  que  tambien 
reflejan  el  origen  de  su  propia  identidad:  el 
amor  que  Cristo  vivio  y  transmite  continu- 
amente  mediante  el  poder  del  Evangelio 
y  las  gracias  de  la  vida  sacramental  de  la 
Iglesia. 

Los  Siguientes  Pasos 

El  Obispo  Burbidge  y  el  liderazgo 
Diocesano  estaran  viajando  a  lo  largo  de 
la  Diocesis  para  compartir  mas  infor- 
mation con  los  fieles  en  este  gran  esfuerzo, 
con  mas  estudios  y  consultas  durante  la 
planificacion  y  continuation  del  proyecto. 
Parte  de  este  proceso  de  planificacion  y 
consultas  es  como  las  parroquias  pueden 
participar  en  la  labor  de  obtener  fondos 
para  el  Campus  de  la  nueva  Catedral  al 
establecer  sus  propias  metas  locales  para 
cubrir  las  necesidades  de  sus  proyectos 
parroquiales. 

Lo  mas  importante  en  los  proximos  pa- 
sos del  proyecto  del  Campus  de  la  nueva 
Catedral  es  la  prioridad  de  la  oracion.  Es 
a  traves  de  la  oracion  que  la  Iglesia  basa 
su  vida  desde  nuestro  Senor  y  es  medi- 
ante la  oracion  que  este  gran  proyecto  se 
realizara.  Se  le  pedira  a  los  fieles  que  oren 
por  el  proyecto  y  se  proveera  una  oracion 
especial  para  el  Campus  de  la  nueva 
Catedral  para  orar  en  todas  las  parroquias 
e  individualmente  con  sus  propias  inten- 
ciones  diarias.  Al  realizar  este  esfuerzo 
historico  no  solamente  la  Iglesia  y  la 
comunidad  de  Raleigh  podran  sentirse 
orgullosas,  pero  lo  mas  importante  es  que 
el  Campus  de  la  nueva  Catedral  sera  un 
lugar  sagrado  para  testificar  el  tributo  mas 
alto  posible,  donde  toda  gloria  y  honor 
sea  dada  a  Dios. 
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El  Obispo  Burbidge  refleja  en 
cinco  anos  como  Obispo  de  Raleigh 

Aunque  fue  hace  cinco  anos,  me  parece  que  fue  ayer  cuando  me  informaron 
que  el  Papa  Benedicto  XVI  me  habia  nombrado  el  quinto  Obispo  de  Raleigh. 
Con  un  corazon  lleno  de  agradecimiento,  reflexiono  en  este  articulo  sobre  los 
pasados  cinco  anos  por  los  cuales  le  expreso  mi  mas  profundo  agradecimiento 
a  Dios  Todopoderoso. 


Muchas  personas  se  sorprenden  cuando  se  enteran 
del  proceso  de  la  Iglesia  para  nombrar  a  un  Obispo 
nuevo.  Ciertamente  hay  un  proceso  de  consulta.  Sin 
embargo,  los  candidatos  que  estan  siendo  considera- 
dos  no  participan  directamente  en  la  consulta.  Por  lo 
tanto,  cuando  el  representante  del  Santo  Padre  en  los 
Estados  Unidos  me  hablo  no  me  hizo  ninguna  pregunta.  Sim- 
plemente  me  dijo:  "El  Papa  Benedicto  le  ha  nombrado  el  nuevo 
Obispo  de  Raleigh".  La  conversation  fue  breve.  En  esos  pocos 
minutos  mi  vida  cambio  radicalmente. 

Quisiera  poder  decides  que  mi  "si"  fue  sin  dudas,  miedos  y 
ansiedad.  No  lo  fue.  Mis  viejos  amigos  sacerdotes  le  dirian  que 
yo  nunca  he  sido  persona  de  tomar  riesgos.  Por  lo  tanto,  la  idea 
de  asumir  esta  magnifica  responsabilidad,  dejar  mi  familia  y 
amigos  y  mudarme  a  una  nueva  Diocesis  en  otra  parte  del  pais 
me  intimido.  Ademas,  al  igual  que  la  mayoria  de  los  Obispos, 
estaba  muy  consciente  de  mis  limitaciones  y  pensaba  en  otrOs 


que  definitivamente  pudieran  hacer  un  trabajo  mejor. 
Sin  embargo,  todos  creemos  que  solo  en  nuestro  "si"  a 
la  sagrada  voluntad  de  Dios  encontraremos  paz  y  feli- 
cidad.  Con  la  sorprendente  gratia  de  Dios  y  la  ayuda 
de  mis  mentores  y  guias  espirituales  ofreci  ese  "si"  y  lo 
he  renovado  todos  y  cada  uno  de  los  dias. 
Cuando  fui  nombrado  como  su  Obispo,  le  pedi  a  Dios  que 
me  diera  fuerzas,  confianza  y  perseverancia  y  como  siempre, 
El  ha  respondido  generosamente.  El  buen  Senor  tambien  me 
ha  presentado  tanta  gente  maraviilosa  en  mi  vida.  Creo  que  so- 
mos  verdaderamente  "familia"  y  me  siento  muy  orgulloso  de 
llamarle  "hogar"  a  nuestra  Diocesis. 

La  primera  persona  que  llame  en  la  Diocesis  al  recibir  la  no- 
tification de  mi  nombramiento  fue  a  mi  predecesor,  el  Obispo 
Gossman.  Yo  habia  sido  Obispo  por  cuatro  anos  pero  el  Obis- 
po Gossman  y  yo  nunca  nos  habiamos  conocido.  Sus  primeras 
palabras  para  mi  fueron  una  calurosa  bienvenida  y  garantia  de

gunta  que  hicieron  intento  resaltar  las  "llamadas  diferencias" 
entre  el  Obispo  que  se  retiraba  y  el  Obispo  nuevo.  Respondi- 
mos  diciendo  lo  que  teniamos  en  comun:  nuestro  amor  por  el 
Senor  y  Su  Iglesia  y  nuestro  deseo  de  servirle  humildemente 
al  pueblo  de  Dios.  Desde  el  momento  de  mi  llegada  el  Obispo 
Gossman  me  ha  animado  a  ser  yo  mismo;  me  ha  ofrecido  sus 
sabios  consejos  cuando  los  he  necesitado  y  me  ha  inspirado 
con  su  santidad  sacerdotal.  En  este  momento  particular  de 
su  vida  con  sus  limitaciones  fisicas,  el  sigue  siendo  esa  gran 
fuente  de  inspiration  para  mi.  Por  favor  continuen  orando  dia- 
riamente  por  el.

El  Senor  continua  llamando  hombres  al  Sacerdocio.  Como 
padres,  abuelos  y  compafieros  parroquianos  debemos  ayu- 
dar  a  que  escuchen  Su  voz  y  a  animarles  a  que  respondan  a 
ella  generosamente.  Al  hacerlo,  ellos  descubriran  una  vida  de 
profunda  alegria  en  el  servicio  del  pueblo  sagrado  de  Dios.

A  lo  largo  de  mi  vida,  el  fabuloso 
ejemplo  de  las  Mujeres  Religiosas  de  dis- 
tintas  Congregaciones  y  Comunidades 
ha  tenido  una  gran  influencia  en  mi.  Me 
educaron  desde  el  primer  grado  hasta

mente  agradecidos  por  contar  con  su  servicio  dedicado  y  gen- 
eroso  entre  nosotros. 

Las  responsabilidades  principales  de  un  Obispo  son  santi- 
ftcar,  ensenar  y  gobemar.  Muchas  veces  los  jovenes  me  pre- 
guntan:  ",-Que  es  lo  mejor  de  ser  un  Obispo?"  Les  explico  que 
mis  mayores  alegrias  en  el  ministerio  son  predicar  y  ensenar  la 
Palabra  de  Dios  y  viajar  por  todas  las  32,000  millas  cuadradas 
y  los  54  condados  de  nuestra  Diocesis  hasta  las  77  parroquias 
y  18  misiones,  asi  como  a  las  escuelas,  campus,  hospitales  y 
otras  instituciones.  Durante  los  ultimos  cinco  anos,  15  proyec- 
tos  grandes  de  construction  de  parroquias  y  escuelas  han  sido 
completados  para  un  total  de  mas  de  $63  millones  para  los 
proyectos.  Actualmente  hay  10  proyectos  grandes  de  construc- 
tion de  parroquias  y  escuelas  que  estan  en  las  fases  de  diseno 
o  construction  con  un  costo  total  de  mas  de  $46  millones  para 
los  proyectos.  Ademas,  he  tenido  el  gran  privilegio  de  dedicar 
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las  siguientes  Iglesias:  Holy 
Cross,  Durham;  Santa  Teresa 
del  Nino  Jesus,  Beulaville;  y 
mas  recientemente  a  Blessed 
Sacrament  in  Burlington,  asi 
como  impartido  la  bendicion 
a  espacios  para  la  oration  en 
Saint  Elizabeth  of  Hungary, 
Raeford  y  Santa  Clara,  Mag- 
nolia. Ademas,  he  experimen- 
tado  ese  mismo  privilegio  en 
las  expansiones  que  se  lleva- 
ron  a  cabo  en  Saint  Joseph  en 
Raleigh,  Saint  Bernadette  en 
Fuquay-Varina  y  Saint  Bren- 
dan the  Navigator  en  Shallotte. 

En  el  proximo  ano  dedicare 
a  Saint  Mary  of  the  Angels  en 
Mount  Olive  y  Saint  Eugene 
en  Wendell.  Ademas  tuvi- 
mos  ceremonias  de  comienzo 

de  construccion  para  iglesias  nuevas  para  Saint  Patrick  en 
Fayetteville  y  Saint  Ha-Sang  Paul  Jung  en  Apex  y  pronto  co- 
menzara  la  construccion  de  Saint  Catherine  of  Siena  en  Wake 
Forest.  A  esto  le  anadimos  la  expansion  de  las  instalaciones 
de  muchas  parroquias  y  escuelas  que  incluyen  salones  par- 
roquiales,  aulas  de  clases,  centros  para  catecismo  y  salas  de 
conferencia.  jEstoy  verdaderamente  bendecido  por  ser  el 
Obispo  de  una  Diocesis  tan  llena  de  vida  y  con  tanto  creci- 
miento! 

Nuestros  jovenes  tambien  preguntan:  ",;Cual  es  la  parte  mas 
dificil  de  ser  un  Obispo?"  jLes  digo  que  es  el  "trabajo  de  ofi- 
cina"!  Aun  asi,  soy  el  jefe  administrador  de  la  Diocesis  y  soy 
responsable  por  la  administration  y  el  buen  uso  de  nuestros 
recursos.  No  pudiera  dedicar  una  cantidad  de  tiempo  signifi- 
cativa  a  las  actividades  pastorales  si  no  contara  en  la  adminis- 
tracion de  la  Diocesis  con  un  grupo  de  colegas  competentes 
que  incluyen  a  mi  Vicario  General,  los  miembros  de  mi  Equipo 
Ejecutivo,  los  Decanos  y  companeros  de  trabajo  en  nuestras  ofi- 
cinas  Diocesanas.  Les  recuerdo  periodicamente  con  frecuencia 
que  su  trabajo  es  asegurarse  de  que  yo  no  este  en  la  oficina  tan 
seguido  para  que  pueda  hacer  visitas  pastorales  por  la  Diocesis. 
jMi  equipo  maravilloso  y  competente  lo  hace  con  mucho  gusto! 

Cuando  estoy  lejos  de  la  oficina  y  viajando  por  la  Dioce- 
sis, veo  nuestra  rica  diversidad  en  la  distinta  gente  que  viene 
de  muchos  paises  diferentes  de  todo  el  mundo.

En  mis  viajes  veo  vMdamente  las  innumerables  ben- 
diciones  que  nuestra  comunidad  hispana,  nuestra  comunidad 
de  origen  africano  y  todas  nuestras  otras  comunidades  etnicas 
traen  a  nuestra  Diocesis.  Debemos  continuar  trabajando  pOr 
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la  justicia  de  los  inmigrantes  y  celebrar  la  umdad  que  tenemos

Estoy  particularmente 
agradecido  a  aquellos  asociados  con  Catholic  Charities  (Ob- 
ras  Caritativas  Catolicas)  y  su  respuesta  compasiva  a  todos 
los  que  vienen  a  la  Iglesia  buscando  ayuda.  En  el  ano  fiscal 
que  recien  termina,  Catholic  Charities  sirvio  a  56,163  indi- 
viduos  mediante  ayuda  de  emergencia,  respuesta  a  desastres, 
apoyo  familiar,  adopciones,  orientation  con  servicios  de  in- 
migracion  y  consejeria.  Durante  ese  mismo  ano  fiscal  hubo 
40,800  horas  de  servicio  voluntario.  jQue  gran  testimonio  a 
la  generosidad  del  pueblo  de  Dios!  Nuestra  Diocesis  tambien 
esta  bendecida  con  la  presencia  de  muchos  miembros  de  los 
Caballeros  de  Colon,  conocidos  por  su  gran  caridad,  y  cuya 
constante  presencia  es  una  gran  bendicion  para  mi  y  mis  her- 
manos Obispos  por  todo  nuestro  pais.

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apoyarles  asi  como  al  hermoso 
regalo  que  es  la  vida  familiar. 
jMientras  mas  fuerte  sea  el 
amor  matrimonial  y  la  vida 
familiar,  mas  fuerte  seremos 
como  Iglesia  y  como  nacion! 

En  un  nivel  pastoral  y 
practico,  les  he  pedido  a  los 
pastores  y  a  los  administra- 
dores  pastorales  que  hablen 
con  ustedes  para  ver  como 
nuestras  prioridades  (mu- 
chas  de  las  cuales  se  resaltan 
en  este  articulo)  se  estan  11- 
evando  a  cabo  en  sus  comu- 
nidades  y  como  podemos 
mejorar  la  puesta  en  vigor  a 
nivel  Diocesano  y  parroquial. 

Aunque  tengo  muchas  me- 
morias  hermosas  de  los  ul- 
timos  cinco  anos,  una  de  las 

que  mas  recuerdo  sigue  siendo  el  dia  en  que  fui  instalado  como 
Obispo  de  Raleigh.  Usualmente  la  instalacion  para  un  Obispo 
se  lleva  a  cabo  en  la  Catedral.  No  obstante,  debido  al  tamano 
de  nuestra  catedral,  la  ceremonia  tuvo  que  ser  conducida  en 
el  Meymandi  Concert  Hall.  Mis  padres  y  familiares  estaban  al 
tanto  de  que  carezco  de  talento  musical  y  recuerdo  haberles 
preguntado:  ",-Pensaron  ustedes  en  algun  momento  que  me 
verian  en  el  escenario  de  una  sala  de  conciertos?"  Fue  un  dia 
espectacular  y  la  Iglesia  fue  representada  en  la  presencia  de 
Cardenales,  Obispos,  sacerdotes,  religiosos  y  el  pueblo  laico. 
Fue  para  mi  una  bendicion  que  tanto  mi  padre  como  mi  madre 
estuvieron  presentes  en  la  ceremonia.  Desde  entonces,  mi  pa- 
dre ha  muerto  y  mi  madre  se  ha  enfrentado  a  algunos  retos  de 
salud.  A  traves  de  todo  esto  he  sentido  un  gran  apoyo  por  parte 
de  todos  ustedes  y  les  estoy  muy  agradecido. 

La  Misa  de  Instalacion  fue  en  el  dia  de  la  fiesta  de  uno  de  mis 
santos  favoritos,  San  John  Vianney  el  santo  patron  de  los  sacer- 
dotes de  parroquias.  El  fue  un  sacerdote  santo  y  en  su  manera 
simple  y  callada  transformo  la  villa  a  la  que  le  enviaron  a  ser- 
vir,  muy  especialmente  a  traves  de  sus  valientes  esfuerzos  de 
invitar  a  las  personas  a  la  conversion  y  de  animarles  a  celebrar 
frecuentemente  la  piedad  infinita  de  dios  en  el  Sacramento 
de  la  Confesion.  En  la  homilia  en  la  Misa  de  Instalacion  cite 
una  de  sus  homilias  de  Pascua  y  sus  palabras  nos  retan  hoy: 
"Permitanos  romper  los  lazos  del  pecado,  permitanos  vivir  en 
Dios,  permitanos  prometer  una  fidelidad  renovada  a  Cristo  y 
mantenernos  firmemente  en  la  fe.  Luego,  un  dia  nos  levantar- 
emos  gloriosamente;  seremos  transformados  y  poseeremos  el 
reino  que  ha  sido  preparado  para  nosotros  desde  el  inicio  de 
los  tiempos." 

Desde  mi  llegada  a  la  Diocesis  he  tratado  lo  mejor  que  he 
podido,  con  la  ayuda  de  tanta  gente,  ayudarles  a  responder  esos 
retos  para  que  juntos  vivamos  en  Dios  y  nos  mantengamos 
firmes  en  la  fe.  Recalco  que  solo  podemos  lograrlo  si  la  Eucari-

ente  y  si  encontramos  alegria  en  servimos  los  unos  a  los  otros. 
Como  usted  sabe,  cada  Obispo  elige  un  dicho  episcopal.  Mi 
dicho  es  del  Libro  del  Profeta  Micah:  "Camina  humildemente 
con  Dios"  y  nos  recuerda  a  todos  que  caminemos  serenamente 
durante  cada  dia  ofreciendole  al  Senor  cualesquiera  regalos  que 
tengamos,  y  que  lo  hagamos  con  gran  humildad,  convencidos 
siempre  de  que  solos  no  podemos  hacer  nada  pero  con  Dios 
todo  es  posible. 

En  mi  homilia  de  instalacion  tambien  cite  las  palabras  que 
el  Papa  Benedicto  XVI  les  hablo  directamente  a  los  sacerdotes 
en  los  cuales  el  les  recordo  a  ellos  y  a  todos  nosotros  que  le 
pertenecemos  al  Senor  quien  siempre  nos  protege.  Es  el  Se- 
nor, dijo  el  Sagrado  Padre,  que  nos  hace  esta  solicitud  a  todo; 
"Quedate  en  mis  manos  y  dame  las  tuyas."  Estimados  herma- 
nos  y  hermanas  en  Cristo,  en  la  ocasion  de  mi  quinto  aniver- 
sario  como  su  Obispo,  renuevo  mi  promesa  a  quedarme  en  las 
manos  de  Cristo  y  a  dar  mis  manos  y  corazon  a  El  ofreciendo 
un  servicio  de  fe  cada  dia  y  confiandole  a  El  todo  mi  trabajo  a 
traves  de  la  Sagrada  Madre.  Por  supuesto,  lo  hare  fnspirado  por 
el  ejemplo  de  los  maravillosos  sacerdotes,  religiosos  y  el  pueblo 
laico  de  esta  Diocesis  y  siempre  dependere  de  su  apoyo  basado 
en  sus  oraciones  y  de  la  gracia  divina  del  Senor.  He  sido  tan 
bendecido  y  estoy  tan  contento  de  ser  su  Obispo  y  etemamente 
agradecido  a  Dios  Todopoderoso  por  este  magnifico  privilegio.

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Lewis  Award  for  Excellence  in 
Teaching  Turns  20 


The  Lewis  Award  for  Excellence  in 
Teaching  began  its  20th  Anniversary  year 
on  July  1 .  Endowed  in  January  1  992  as 
a  means  of  honoring  those  individuals 
within  the  Catholic  schools  of  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  who  have  served  with  notable 
dedication  and  ability,  the  Award  is  named 
in  honor  of  Monsignor  Gerald  L.  Lewis,  who 
has  served  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  for  five 
decades  as  priest,  pastor,  administrator  and 
outstanding  churchman  in  an  era  of  unprec- 
edented missionary  work  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina. 

As  the  anniversary  year  commenced,  the 
Lewis  Award  Committee  announced  the  appointment  of  two  new  members,  and 
the  reappointment  of  one  member  for  a  second  term.  The  Most  Reverend  Michael 
F.  Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh,  sent  letters  of  Appointment  to  Mr.  J.  Keith  Brown, 
of  Cary,  and  to  Mr.  Rene  M.  Centeno,  of  Raleigh.  Mrs.  Caralyn  M.  House,  also  of 
Raleigh,  was  reappointed  to  a  second  four-year  term  on  the  Committee. 

Keith  Brown  began  his  career  teaching  in  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  be- 
fore moving  to  administrative  positions  at  the  NC  School  of  Math,  NC  Community 
College  system.  He  is  now  a  consultant  in  the  field  of  post-secondary  education. 
Keith  and  his  wife,  Rose  Anne,  are  the  parents  of  two  grown  sons  and  four  grand- 
children, and  are  members  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel  parish  in  Cary. 

Rene  Centeno  works  with  the  Wake  County  Public  Schools  as  an  interpreter  for 
special  needs  children  and  parents  in  the  Wake  County  School  System.  He  is  also 
an  interpreter  for  UNC  Hospital  in  Chapel  Hill.  Rene  and  his  wife,  Martha,  a  sur- 
vivor of  breast  cancer,  are  both  active  in  cancer-related  fundraising.  The  Centenos 
live  in  Raleigh  and  are  parents  of  three  daughters.  They  are  long  term  members  of 
Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  Parish  in  Raleigh. 

Caralyn  House,  of  Raleigh,  is  on  the  faculty  of  Wake  Technical  Community  Col- 
lege Culinary  School,  and  was  honored  as  the  Instructor  of  the  Year  for  the  NC  Community  College  System  in  2007. 
Caralyn  and  her  husband,  Bob,  are  parents  of  a  daughter,  a  graduate  of  Appalachian  State  University  in  Boone,  NC, 
and  a  son,  a  second  year  Midshipman  at  the  U.S.  Naval  Academy  in  Annapolis,  MD.  The  House  family  were  among  the 
founding  members  of  St.  Raphael  the  Archangel  parish  in  Raleigh,  where  they  continue  to  be  active. 


St.  Catherine  of  Siena  to  Offer 
ENDOW  for  Women,  Girls 

On  December  3,  Saint  Catherine  of 
Siena  Catholic  Church  will  be  offering 
an  ENDOW  intensive  study  on  Blessed 
John  Paul  H's  1 982  Tetter  to  Women," 
and  also  a  youth  study,  "Girl  Genius," 
for  girls  ages  10-13. 

ENDOW  stands  for  Educating  on  the 
Nature  and  Dignity  of  Women.  It  was 
founded  in  the  Archdiocese  of  Denver 
in  2003  by  Terry  Polakovic,  a  wife  and 
mother  with  a  strong  desire  to  learn 
what  the  Church  taught  about  the  role 


of  women.  She  began  studying  with  a 
few  friends  and  ultimately  received  help 
and  an  office  from  the  Archdiocese  to 
offer  classes  to  other  women.  Today 
ENDOW  is  active  in  more  than  80  Dio- 
ceses. Last  year,  some  3,785  women 
were  involved  in  an  ENDOW  study 
group. 

Mrs.  Polakovic,  in  an  interview 
with  the  National  Catholic  Register, 
explained,  "What  we  do  is  develop 
study  guides  for  women  to  use  in  small 
groups.  All  women  start  out  reading 
John  Paul  H's  Letfer  to  Women.  We 
think  this  is  a  great  place  to  start.  We 


have  1 0  additional  studies,  as  well. 

"We  have  women  from  age  1 8  to 
80.  Our  idea  is  that  women  will  stay 
together,  like  a  book  club.  Usually  they 
study  something  in  the  fall  and  the 
spring.  We  have  recently  released  our 
second  study  guide  on  the  teachings  of 
St.  Thomas  Aquinas,  and  we  are  getting 
ready  to  release  a  new  study  guide 
on  Pope  Benedict's  encyclical  Deus 
Caritas  Est  (God  is  Love).  We  release  a 
study  guide  or  two  every  year." 

St.  Catherine  has  been  offering 
ENDOW  classes  for  two  years, 
according  to  facilitator  Sandy  Driesslein 
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throughout  the  campus,  will  be  incorporated  so  as  not  to  be 
prominent  on  the  site,  yet  convenient  for  the  faithful  to  have 
access  to  all  facilities  located  on  the  campus. 

The  Blessings  and  Challenges  off  a  Growing  Diocese 

The  new  Cathedral  Campus  project  is  a  mirror  of  the  dra- 
matic growth  experienced  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  which  has 
increased  in  the  last  ten  years  by  42%  to  more  than  200,000 
persons,  with  an  additional  200,000  estimated  of  unregis- 
tered Catholics.  The  project  takes  guidance  from  the  example 
of  many  successful  parish  and  Diocesan  efforts  over  the  past 
three  decades,  all  of  which  have  balanced  the  need  and  tim- 
ing to  develop  resources  with  the  expanding  mission  of  the 
Church  in  eastern  North  Carolina,  even  in  historically  chal- 
lenging economic  periods. 

With  the  understanding  that  our  current  economy  has 
brought  many  economic  challenges  for  many  families  in  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh,  the  faithful  touched  in  this  way  will  be 
invited  to  offer  what  they  can  to  participate  in  this  historic  en- 
deavor. For  those  who  are  blessed  with  greater  resources,  the 
invitation  to  participate  will  also  be  extended,  along  with  the 
reminder  to  recognize  that  all  of  our  resources  are  ultimately  a 
blessing  from  Our  Lord. 

This  spirituality  of  giving  is  vibrant  among  the  faithful  in 
the  Diocese  who  have  provided  for  the  building  of  new  parish 
churches,  schools  and  other  facilities  to  attend  to  the  growth  in 
pastoral  and  spiritual  needs.  Just  in  the  past  5  years,  15  major 
parish  and  school  construction  projects  were  completed  with  a 
total  combined  cost  of  over  $63  million.  Currently,  there  are  10 
major  parish  or  school  projects  in  the  design  or  construction 
phase  with  a  total  combined  cost  of  over  $46  million.  Addition- 
ally, there  are  another  14  parish  and  school  projects  in  the  plan- 
ning stages  with  a  total  combined  cost  of  over  $51  million. 

As  a  Diocese,  there  is  gratitude  to  the  Lord  for  the  success 
of  all  these  endeavors  and  to  the  faithful,  who  have  dedicated 
their  sacrifices  in  thanksgiving  to  God  and  the  work  of  His 
Church.  So,  as  this  historic  endeavor  to  build  a  new  Cathedral 
Campus  begins,  there  is  every  confidence,  following  consider- 
able study,  consultation,  and  with  the  expressed  support  and 
enthusiasm  among  the  Raleigh  city  leadership,  the  clergy,  con- 
secrated religious  and  laity  in  the  Diocese,  that  the  challenges 
of  this  project  will  also  meet  with  great  success,  so  that  the  new 
Cathedral  will  serve  as  a  great  blessing  for  the  Church  now  and 
for  many  future  generations  of  North  Carolinians. 

The  Challenges  of  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  Parish 

Since  the  creation  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  in  1924,  Sacred 
Heart  has  served  as  the  Mother  Church  for  all  of  the  faithful, 
even  though  it  was  not  originally  designed  to  serve  as  the  Ca- 
thedral. With  a  320-seat  capacity,  Sacred  Heart  is  the  smallest 
Roman  Catholic  Cathedral  in  the  continental  United  States. 

Because  of  its  small  size,  inadequate  support  facilities  and 
parking,  most  of  the  Diocesan  celebrations  to  serve  the  pasto- 
ral and  spiritual  needs  of  Catholics  throughout  eastern  North 


Carolina  cannot  be  accommodated  within  Sacred  Heart  Ca- 
thedral. Additionally,  Sacred  Heart  Church  has  also  become 
inadequate  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  growing  Cathedral  par- 
ish community,  currently  numbering  over  2,500  registered 
families. 

The  Future  off  Sacred  Heart 

While  the  center  of  Diocesan  and  parish  life  will  be  moved 
to  a  new  location  with  the  construction  of  a  new  Cathedral 
Campus,  Sacred  Heart  will  be  retained  and  honored  as  the 
first  church  designated  to  be  the  Cathedral  for  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh,  when  the  Diocese  was  created  in  1924.  Sacred  Heart 
will  continue  to  serve  as  a  vibrant  part  of  the  sacramental  life 
of  our  Diocese,  where  a  regular  Mass  schedule,  small  wed- 
dings, funerals  and  other  liturgical  and  private  prayer  will  be 
celebrated. 

Additionally,  Sacred  Heart  will  participate  in  expanding 
upon  the  long  standing  and  strong  commitment  of  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  and  Sacred  Heart  to  assist  the  poor  and  those  most 
in  need  in  downtown  Raleigh  area.  This  expansion  will  be 
studied  as  to  how  it  may  complement  and  amplify  the  existing 
services  in  the  downtown  area.  Social  services  such  as  these 
are  an  essential  element  of  the  teaching  of  our  Church  and  the 
preferential  option  for  the  poor  She  enjoins  upon  the  faithful 
to  exercise  in  carrying  out  the  mission  of  the  Church.  As  those 
who  are  called  to  witness  the  love  Our  Lord  has  taught,  the 
faithful  answer  His  call  in  opening  their  hearts,  especially  to 
the  poor  and  those  most  in  need.  In  this  way,  the  faithful  not 
only  assist  in  extending  the  basics  of  human  living  to  those 
without,  but  the  faithful  also  then  reflect  the  source  of  their 
own  identity:  the  love  that  Christ  lived  and  continually  trans- 
mits through  the  power  of  the  Gospel  and  the  graces  of  the 
sacramental  life  of  the  Church. 

Next  Steps 

Bishop  Burbidge  as  well  as  Diocesan  leadership  will  be  travel- 
ing throughout  the  Diocese  to  share  more  information  with  the 
faithful  on  this  great  endeavor,  along  with  engaging  in  further 
study  and  consultation  as  planning  for  the  project  continues. 
Part  of  this  planning  and  consultation  process  is  determining 
how  parishes  may  participate  in  the  fund  development  work 
for  the  new  Cathedral  Campus  by  establishing  their  own  local 
parish  goals  to  fund  needed  parish  projects. 

Most  importantly  among  the  next  steps  in  the  New  Cathe- 
dral Campus  project  is  the  priority  of  prayer.  It  is  through 
prayer  that  the  Church  draws  Her  life  from  Our  Lord  and  it 
is  through  prayer  that  this  great  project  will  be  brought  to 
its  fulfillment.  Prayer  will  be  requested  to  be  said  among  the 
faithful  for  the  project  and  a  special  New  Cathedral  Campus 
Prayer  will  be  provided  to  be  prayed  in  all  parishes  as  well  as 
individually  with  ones  own  daily  intentions.  In  so  doing,  this 
historic  endeavor  will  not  only  be  one  of  which  our  Diocese, 
the  Church  and  the  Raleigh  community  may  be  proud,  but 
most  importantly,  the  new  Cathedral  Campus  will  be  a  center 
for  Catholic  life  which  will  witness  to  the  highest  tribute  pos- 
sible, that  all  glory  and  honor  is  to  be  given  to  God.

Direct  service  and  the  promotion  of  social  justice  have 
been  missions  of  Holy  Cross  in  Durham  for  the  past  72 
years.  The  Catholic  community  of  Holy  Cross  began 
in  1939,  when  the  Maryland  Province  of  the  Society  of 
Jesus  established  it  as  a  mission  to  evangelize  the  black  community 
Its  founder,  Jesuit  Fr.  William  Risacher,  found  only  one  black  Catholic 
family  in  Durham,  but  celebrated  Mass  in  a  dental  office,  then  a 
beauty  parlor  and  finally  the  rectory  chapel,  until  Bishop  Vincent  S. 
Waters  consecrated  the  little  stone  church  on  Alston  Avenue  in  1952. 


Located  next  to  what  is  known  today  as  North  Carolina  Cen- 
tral University  (NCCU),  many  members  of  the  parish  came  from 
the  university  students,  faculty  and  administration. 

In  1953,  Bishop  Waters  began  mandating  integra- 
tion of  the  churches  in  the  Diocese,  a  plan  that 
usually  involved  closing  the  colored  panshes 
and  directing  the  white  congregations  to 
accept  black  members.  For  many  Afri- 
can Americans,  the  directive  was  difficult. 
Stripped  of  their  familiar  church  communities 
and  uncomfortably  tolerated  by  the  white  con- 
gregations, many  African  American  Catholics 
joined  other  churches.  Leaders  of  Holy  Cross 
fought  to  keep  their  church  open,  however, 
and  it  continued  to  serve  the  African  American 
community. 

In  2003,  the  parish  began  to  discern  the 
feasibility  of  expansion.  During  this  period 
of  study,  NCCU  expressed  a  desire  to

purchase  the  property  from 
the  Maryland  Jesuits  and  so 
began  the  process  of  moving 
and  building  a  new  Church. 
Under  the  leadership  of  Fr. 
Donald  Sterling,  S.J.,  and 
Fr.  Frank  O'Connor,  S.  J., 
the  new  Holy  Cross  Church 
was  built  one  mile  down  the 
road  with  design,  structural 
and  landscaping  elements 
of  the  former  church. 
Bishop  Michael  F  Burbidge 
dedicated  the  new  church 
in  2007. 

Fr.  Raymond  Donaldson, 
S.J.,  Pastor  of  Holy  Cross  for 
the  past  three  years,  said  the 
parish  includes  about  350 
families  from  widely  diverse 
cultures.  To  recognize  this 
diversity,  Holy  Cross  often 
hosts  special  Masses  such 
as  African  and  Caribbean 
liturgies.  "Our  worship  is 
always  joyful,"  said  Fr.  Don- 
aldson. "There  is  no  conflict 
between  worship  that  is 
celebratory  and  worship 
that  is  reverent." 
The  spirituality  of  St.  Ig- 
natius Loyola  permeates  the  life  of  the  parish.  Some  minis- 
tries specifically  address  the  practice  of  Ignatian  spirituality. 
Holy  Cross  is  also  active  in  the  Durham  community,  provid- 
ing food  for  the  needy  and  participating 
in  ecumenical  assistance  programs. 
I A  quilt  ministry  provides  blankets 
for  the  homeless.  "The  challenge  of 
social  ministry  is  not  only  to  provide 
basic  needs,"  said  Fr.  Donaldson,  "but  also 
to  be  with  those  who  happen  to  be  needy 
and  to  learn  from  their  trust  in  God." 

"The  quality  of  welcome  is  a  fantastic 
thing  about  Holy  Cross,"  Fr.  Donaldson 
said.  "Our  diversity  is  a  gift  to  Holy  Cross 
and  a  gift  to  the  larger  Church.  On  Sunday 
morning  we  are  a  counter-witness  to  the 
observation  that  that  hour  is  the  most 
segregated  hour  in  the  United  States.  Not  at 
Holy  Cross."

Together,  Let  Us  Remain 
"Firm  in  the  Faith" 


Highlighted  in  this  months  publication  of  our 
Diocesan  magazine  are  the  recent  World  Youth 
Day  in  Madrid,  Spain,  and  Respect  Life  Month, 
celebrated  in  our  country  throughout  this 
month  of  October.  Let  me  share  with  you  what  I  believe  are 
some  powerful  connections  between  these  two  events. 


It  was  a  privilege  to  join  64  young 
people  from  our  Diocese  for  World 
Youth  Day  and  to  gather  with  Our 
Holy  Father  and  approximately  two 
million  young  people  from  throughout 
the  world.  It  was  not  merely  a  tour. 
It  was  not  just  a  rally.  It  was  truly  a 
pilgrimage.  We  were  united  in  our  love 
for  the  Lord  Jesus,  His  Church  and  the 
Successor  to  Saint  Peter,  Pope  Benedict 
XVI.

Respect  Life  Month  highlights  for 
us  the  mandate  to  teach,  celebrate 
and  proclaim  the  Gospel  of  Life.

amazing  grace 
and  the  tire- 
less efforts  of  so 
many  people  in 
our  Diocese  and 
throughout  our 
communities,  we 
have  recently  seen 
positive  accom- 
plishments on 
life  issues  in  our 
State.  We  rejoice 
in  the  passage  of  the  Woman's  Right  to 
Know  Act,  which  is  pro-woman  and 
pro-life.  We  have  also  seen  the  passage 
of  Nathans  Law,  which  recognizes  an 
unborn  child  in  the  womb  as  a  victim 
in  assault  and  homicide  cases  deal- 
ing with  pregnant  women.  We  are  so 
pleased  that  we  will  have  the  long- 
awaited  Choose  Life  license  plates. 
These  victories  on  behalf  of  human  life 
are,  I  believe,  God's  way  of  showing  us 
that  the  seeds  we  plant,  the  work  we 
do,  the  time  we  offer  and  the  efforts 
we  embrace  in  His  Holy  Name  are 
never  in  vain.  God  promises  that  the 
Truth  prevails  and  the  darkness  never 
conquers  the  Light.  In  that  sure  and 
certain  hope,  we  also  recognize  there  is 


still  so  much  more  for  us  to  do! 

The  sad  and  tragic  reality  that  wel- 
coming a  child  into  the  world  is  still 
legally  reduced  to  a  choice  continues 
to  result  in  millions  and  millions  of 
abortions  in  our  country.  Respect  Life 
Month  must  energize  us  so  that  we 
might  pray  ever  more  fervently  for  the 
unborn,  for  their  mothers  and  fathers, 
and  for  all  those  impacted  by  the  hor- 
rible consequences  of  abortion.  This 
month  must  renew  us  in  our  commit- 
ment to  be  the  voice  for  the  unborn, 
especially  in  our  consistent  communi- 
cation with  our  elected  officials. 

Our  response  to  the  plea  of  the 
unborn  must  also  include  help  and 
prayers  for  all  those  whose  lives  are 
not  honored  and  protected.  Respect 
Life  Month  highlights  that  our  work 
on  behalf  of  the  sacredness  of  all  hu- 
man life  necessarily  includes  the  poor 
and  needy;  those  who  feel  abandoned 
and  forgotten;  the  immigrant  who  feels 
outcast;  the  inmate  on  death  row  who 
may  legally  be  executed;  the  aged, 
infirm  and  physically  disabled  who 
believe  that  their  worth  is  measured  by 
perceived  usefulness.  May  all  of  these 
people,  and  others  in  need,  benefit 
from  our  commitment  to  uphold  the 
sanctity  of  human  life  at  every  moment 
and  at  every  stage. 

The  theme  for  World  Youth  Day 
was  "Rooted  and  built  up  in  Jesus  Christ: 
Firm  in  the  Faith"  (Colossians  2:7).  I  am 
convinced  that  through  the  amaz- 
ing graces  of  this  spiritual  pilgrim- 
age, our  young  people  strengthened 
their  relationship  with  the  Lord  and 
returned  home  with  a  renewed  com- 
mitment to  be  His  authentic  witnesses. 
In  this  Respect  Life  Month,  I  suggest 
that  our  most  important  tasks  are  to 
deepen  our  personal  relationship  with 
the  Lord  and  to  find  our  guidance 
in  His  Word  and  our  strength  in  His 
sacramental  graces  so  that  we  might  be 
"Firm  in  the  Faith"  and  true  witnesses 
for  Jesus  Christ  and  His  Gospel  of  Life. 
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Dianne  Young  Receives  Mary 
Dowling  Catechist  Award 


In  a  presentation  on  Cat- 
echetical Sunday,  September 
1 8,  at  Our  Lady  of  Perpet- 
ual Help  (OLPH)  Church  in 
Rocky  Mount,  OLPH  Direc- 
tor of  Religious  Education 
Mrs.  Dianne  Young  received 
the  201  1  Mary  Dowling 
Master  Catechist  of  the  Year 
Award.  The  Award  honors  the 
contributions  made  by  the  late 
Mary  Dowling  to  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  by  promoting  the 
formation  of  catechists.  The 
Diocese  designates  as  Master 
Catechists  individuals  who 
are  prepared  to  train  other 
adults.  Master  Catechists  are 
experienced  catechists  with 
skills  for  adult  faith  formation 
and  theological  study  beyond 
the  basic  level. 

Mrs.  Young  has  been 
involved  in  faith  formation 
for  45  years,  1  7  of  those 
years  as  a  Master  Catechist 
and  Director  of  Religious 
Education.  For  seven  years 
she  has  served  as  Tar  River 
Deanery  Coordinator  of  faith 
formation.  She  volunteers 
as  a  middle  school  religion 


teacher,  and  has  been  active 
in  Prison  Ministry. 

Friend  and  fellow  cat- 
echist Shirley  Hux  called 
Mrs.  Young  a  woman  who 
"is  called  to  her  work  by 
God,  and  faces  all  obstacles 
with  the  love  of  Christ  in  her 
heart.  Dianne  is  a  person 
who  loves  her  Catholic  faith." 

That  love  was  apparent  in  a 
recent  interview  for  Catholic 
Weekly,  the  Diocesan  radio 
program.  Asked  about  receiv- 
ing the  Dowling  Award,  she 
said,  "I  was  overwhelmed, 
and  very  honored  because 
I  knew  Mary  Dowling  and 
experienced  her  dedication." 

Describing  the  "love  and 
joy"  she  derives  from  her 
work  in  faith  formation,  she 
said,  "When  I'm  teach- 
ing children,  I  see  myself, 
because  I  was  the  first 
person  in  my  family  to  be 
catechized"  as  a  fifth  grader 
at  OLPH.  Dianne's  teachers 
were  Sisters,  Servants  of  the 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary  of 
Scranton,  and  their  cateche- 
sis  led  Dianne  to  enter  the 


Catholic  Church. 

At  1  8  she  volunteered 
for  a  program  called  "Mary 
Missioners",  associated  with 
the  Mission  Helpers  of  the 
Sacred  Heart. 

"Twelve  of  us  young  wom- 
en were  trained  and  certified 
as  catechists,"  she  recalled. 
"Then  we  were  commis- 
sioned by  Bishop  Waters 
to  go  out  into  the  State  to 
spread  the  faith.  I  went  to 
Winston-Salem.  We'd  drive 
to  parishes  without  catechists 
and  prepare  children  for 
the  sacraments,  in  pews,  in 
kitchen  pantries,  anywhere 
we  could  find  space.  We 
also  helped  with  the  census 
for  the  Church:  We'd  knock 
on  doors  and  ask  if  there 
were  any  Catholics  in  the 
household.  Sometimes  the 
door  was  slammed  in  our 
faces,  but  it  was  still  a  great 
opportunity  to  meet  Catholics 
and  non-Catholics." 

Several  of  the  Mary  Mis- 
sioners were  also  discerning 
vocations  to  religious  life. 
Dianne  entered  the  IHM 


Sisters  in  1 958,  but  left  as 
a  junior  professed  Sister. 
While  she  knew  she  was  still 
searching,  "I  wondered  what 
God  was  calling  me  to  do. 
Now  I  think  He  was  prepar- 
ing me.  He  knew  I  needed 
the  spiritual  strength  I  found 
there  for  later,"  she  said, 
referring  to  marriage. 

Dianne  was  three  years 
into  marriage  and  mother- 
hood when  her  husband 
became  ill.  Diagnosed  with 
schizophrenia  and  bipolar 
disorder,  he  has  spent  the 
last  36  years  of  his  life  in 
and  out  of  hospitals.  He  is 
currently  in  a  group  home. 
Dianne  has  stood  by  him, 
however.  "It  hasn't  been 
easy,"  she  said,  "but  I  know 
he  would  have  done  the 
same  for  me." 

Dianne  has  received  "all 
six  of  my  sacraments"  at 
OLPH  and  stays  in  touch 
with  many  of  those  she  has 
catechized.  "I'm  preparing 
the  children  of  some  of  the 
children  I  prepared  years 
ago,"  she  smiled.  Several 
years  ago  she  renewed  her 
connection  to  the  IHM  Order 
by  becoming  an  IHM  Asso- 
ciate. She  also  embarked  on 
Prison  Ministry.  Hesitant  at 
first,  she  says  she  discovered 
"a  whole  new  way  of  looking 
at  men  who  are  incarcerated. 
They  are  so  full  of  the  love  of 
God!  They  pray  and  care  for 
each  other.  I  don't  see  them 
as  prisoners.  I  see  them  as 
Catholics  who  want  to  learn 
more  about  the  faith.  And  I 
love  passing  on  the  faith." 
Fr.  Tim  Meares  ,  Pastor  of 
OLPH,  said,  "Dianne's  ser- 
vice and  tireless  work  ethic 
in  our  parish  are  commend- 
able. She  is  an  outstanding 
representative  of  the  Catholic 
Church  in  the  greater  Rocky 
Mount  community  and  very 
deserving  of  this  award."

►►  On  October  2,  Respect  Life  Sunday,  the  Most  Rever- 
end Michael  F.  Burbidge  offered  Mass  at  St.  Peter  Parish 
in  Greenville  to  mark  the  beginning  of  the  U.S.  Confer- 
ence of  Catholic  Bishops  (USCCB)  201  1  -201  2  Respect 
Life  Program.  This  year's  theme,  "I  came  so  that  all  might 
have  life  and  have  it  to  the  full"  (John  1 0: 1 0),  was  also  the 
theme  of  the  Respect  Life  Leaders  Conference  and  the 
Youth  Life  Rally  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  earlier  this  year. 

The  USCCB  has  designated  Respect  Life  Sunday 
since  1972  as  a  day  set  aside  for  Catholics  to  reflect 
with  gratitude  on  God's  gift  of  human  life.  It  is  also  an 
occasion  to  examine  how  well  Catholics,  as  a  nation  and 
individually,  are  living  up  to  the  obligation  to  protect  the 
rights  of  those  who,  due  to  age,  dependency,  poverty 
or  other  circumstances,  are  at  risk  of  their  very  lives.

rom  the  Most  Reverend 
Michael  E  Burbidge: 

The  announcement  I  made  on 
September  7,  2011  of  a  planned 
new  Cathedral  for  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
continues  to  generate  excitement  and  en- 
thusiasm among  the  faithful  in  our  Diocese. 
In  the  weeks  and  months  ahead,  additional 
information  will  be  forthcoming  as  work 
proceeds  on  all  levels  of  the  design  and  con- 
struction phase,  including  how  the  Cam- 
paign will  benefit  all  parishes  in  our  Diocese. 

While  response  to  the  announcement  has  been  over- 
whelmingly favorable,  I  am  aware  that  the  Cathedral 
Campus  facilities  announcement  has  raised  several  perti- 
nent questions  and  that  there  will  be  additional  questions 
as  we  proceed.  Each  month,  together  with  the  Chairs  of  the 
various  committees  of  the  Cathedral  Campus  project,  I  will 
provide  answers  to  those  questions  in  the  NC  Catholics  and 


on  the  new  Cathedral  Campus  website,  www.holynameca- 
thedralnc.org.  I  begin  this  month  by  responding  to  three  of 
the  most  frequently  asked  questions: 

IWith  unemployment  so  high  and  an  uncertain 
economy,  why  is  the  Diocese  undertaking  this 
project  at  this  time?  I  fully  understand  the  economic  situ- 
ation facing  our  state  and  our  country.  I  ask  you  to  join  me  in 
praying  fervently  for  those  who  are  unemployed,  underem- 
ployed and  struggling.  I  pledge  that  the  Diocese  will  continue 
its  long-standing  commitment  to  the  Gospel  mandate  to  serve 
those  in  need,  as  explained  below. 

While  there  is  never  a  perfect  opportunity,  the  decision  to 
proceed  with  the  project  at  this  time  is  based  on  considerable 
study  and  consultation  throughout  the  Diocese  with  clergy, 
religious  and  laity  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Priest 
Council  and  Finance  Council,  as  well  as  the  "Gods  Work, 
Our  Challenge"  capital  campaign  of  2002.  At  that  time, 
United  States  was  experiencing  an  economic  crisis,  especially 
in  the  wake  of  the  9/1 1  attacks.  The  goal  of  that  campaign 
was  $30  million.  Pledges  totaled  just  under  $60  million. 

The  Diocese  also  looks  to  the  example  of  successful  par- 
ish and  Diocesan  efforts  over  the  past  three  decades,  all 
of  which  have  faced  and  surmounted  challenges  of  vari- 
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ous  kinds.  In  the  past  5  years,  15  major  parish  and  school 
construction  projects  were  completed  with  a  total  combined 
cost  of  over  $63  million.  Currently,  there  are  10  major  par- 
ish and  school  projects  in  the  design  or  construction  phase 
with  a  total  combined  cost  of  over  $46  million.  Additionally, 
there  are  another  14  parish  and  school  projects  in  the  plan- 
ning stages  with  a  total  combined  cost  of  over  $51  million. 
All  indicators  point  to  success.  This  project  will  also  provide 
a  much  needed  boost  to  the  local  and  state  construction 
industry. 

2 With  so  many  people  needing  assistance,  why 
not  use  this  effort  to  help  them? 

The  Diocesan  outreach  to  the  poor  will  not 
diminish,  but  will  increase,  as  the  Cathedral 
Campaign  moves  forward.  Currently,  this 
outreach,  independent  of  local  parish  efforts, 
includes  the  following: 

The  Diocese  of  Raleigh  provides  over  $1.1 
million  each  year  from  the  Bishops  Annual 
Appeal  to  support  a  total  budget  of  $3.8  mil- 
lion for  Catholic  Charities  of  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh.  This  commitment  enabled  Catholic 
Charities  to  serve  over  56,000  those  most  in 
need  during  2010-11,  through  emergency 
assistance,  counseling,  and  family  support 
services. 

The  Diocese  of  Raleigh  also  continues  to 
commit  funds  for  outreach  through  two  spe- 
cial Endowments  for  the  Poor.  One  of  these 
endowments  was  begun  with  a  portion  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  75  acres  of  the  Naza- 
reth land  in  1988.  Through  these  endow- 
ments, the  Diocese  distributes  over  $110,000 
annually  to  those  most  in  need  throughout 
Eastern  North  Carolina. 

Additionally,  since  January  2010,  the  Dio- 
cese of  Raleigh,  through  the  generosity  of  its  parishioners,  has 
also  contributed  over  $1  million  for  disaster  relief  efforts  in 
North  Carolina  and  across  the  world.  That  includes  $577,435 
for  the  Haiti  Earthquake,  $281,438  for  the  Earthquake/ 
Tsumani  in  Japan,  $195,429  for  the  Tornados  in  NC,  and 
$3,523  for  the  Earthquake  in  Chile. 

With  the  many  needs  to  be  addressed  as  a  result  of  the 
downturn  in  the  economy,  the  Diocese  designated  a  gift 
received  by  the  Diocese  in  2009  so  that  direct  support  could 
be  provided  to  those  most  impacted.  Nearly  $200,000  was 
distributed  for  parishes  to  provide  direct  assistance  with  rent, 
mortgage  payments,  utility  bills,  and  transportation  for  the 
unemployed. 

Special  parish  collections  also  assist  the  Diocese  of  Ra- 
leigh annually  in  providing  over  $250,000  for  Operation 
Rice  Bowl,  which  provides  funding  for  anti-hunger  projects 
internationally  and  in  North  Carolina,  and  to  Catholic  Relief 
Services,  the  international  relief  organization  of  the  U.S.  Bish- 
ops and  to  the  Catholic  Campaign  For  Human  Development,

the  domestic  anti-poverty  program  of  the  U.S.  Bishops.  Over 
$725,000  is  also  given  annually  to  assist  with  local,  national, 
and  international  needs,  including  the  Black  and  Indian  Mis- 
sions, the  Church  in  Central  and  Eastern  Europe,  the  Church 
in  Latin  America  and  Catholic  Home  Missions. 

To  assist  in  the  mission  of  the  Church  in  small  poor 
parishes,  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  Home  Mission  Society  was 
established  in  2007.  Each  year,  the  Diocese  provides  over 
$100,000  in  grants  for  the  construction  of  small  mission 
churches,  and  approximately  $250,000  for  the  operation  of 
small,  poor  parishes  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 
In  total,  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  committed  just  under  $4 

million  dollars  this  past  year  to  help  the  poor 
and  those  most  in  need. 


3 Isn't  $75-$90  million  a  lot 
to  spend  on  a  new  Cathedral 
church?  The  estimated  cost  of  $75-$90 
million  dollars  is  for  the  construction  of 
the  entire  Cathedral  Campus  facilities.  The 
project  includes  the  Cathedral,  the  parking 
facilities  for  the  entire  campus,  a  building 
that  will  contain  a  gathering  hall  and  meet- 
ing spaces  for  the  faithful,  and  all  of  the 
associated  design  and  construction  costs  for 
the  project. 


As  the  Church,  an  essential  element  of  our 
mission  is  the  preferential  option  for  the  poor 
and  how  we  exercise  this  preference  through 
our  commitment  to  provide  direct  assistance 
to  those  most  in  need.  In  doing  so,  we  wit- 
ness to  the  love  Our  Lord  has  called  us  to 
live,  but  we  also  realize  that  we  must  always 
return  to  its  source  through  our  prayer  and 
worship  as  a  community  of  faith. 
Our  witness  and  compassionate  care  to 
those  most  in  need  is  always  given  life  and  grounded  in  the 
love  of  Christ  when  we  receive  Our  Lord  through  the  proc- 
lamation of  the  Gospel,  the  Holy  Eucharist  and  the  graces 
of  the  sacramental  life  of  the  Church.  Thus,  the  resources 
committed  for  any  church  building  project,  not  only 
strengthen  the  faithful  in  their  relationship  with  Our  Lord, 
but  also  give  life  and  necessarily  expand  upon  the  mission 
of  the  Church,  especially  among  those  who  are  most  in 
need.  As  the  center  for  Diocesan  life,  our  new  Cathedral 
Campus  will  serve  in  the  same  way  and  in  so  doing,  give 
glory  and  honor  to  God,  not  just  through  architectural  aes- 
thetics, but  through  the  beauty  of  the  faithful  who  gather 
there  for  prayer  and  are  confirmed  in  their  commitment  to 
carry  out  the  mission  of  Christ. 

As  we  continue  to  work  on  this  great  endeavor  of  a  new 
Cathedral  Campus  for  our  Diocese,  I  ask  you  to  join  me  in 
entrusting  all  of  our  work  to  Our  Lords  divine  assistance 
through  the  intercession  of  Mary,  under  the  title  the  Immacu- 
late Conception,  patroness  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 


World  Youth  Day 
Pilgrims  Return  With 
Memories  

At  7  p.m.  on  Monday,  August  22nd,  a  weary  but  elated 
group  of  youth  and  young  adult  pilgrims  from  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  landed  at  RDU  International  Airport.  Friends  and  family, 
some  holding  balloons,  were  waiting  with  hugs  for  the  pilgrims, 
who  had  left  on  August  12  on  a  10-day  journey  that  took  them 
to  the  Shrine  of  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  in  France  and  then  on  to 
World  Youth  Day  201 1  in  Madrid,  Spam. 

The  Diocesan  group  included  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F 
Burbidge  and  64  young  adults  and  chaperones.  The  returning 
pilgrims  spoke  of  the  incredible  number  of  people  at  WYD  -  an 
estimated  1.3  million  visitors  -  and  the  physical  and  spiritual 
high  points  of  their  journey. 

The  pilgrims'  first  destination  in  Europe  was  the  shrine  of 
Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  in  France.  "Lourdes  was  beautiful,"  wrote 
Lauren  Gustainis,  15,  of  St.  Thomas  More  Parish  in  Chapel  Hill. 
"We  got  to  see  the  Stations  of  the  Cross  in  life  size  and  it  was 
amazing.  It  is  so  important  to  remember  all  the  time  the  sacrifice 
Jesus  made  for  us.  Mass  in  the  grotto  was  in  many  languages  but 
it  was  still  very  clearly  Mass." 

Fr.  Tony  DeCandia,  Campus  Minister  at  North  Carolina  State 
University  was  one  of  three  priests  (Fr.  Tim  Meares  and  Fr.  Phil 
Tighe)  in  addition  to  the  Bishop  who  went  on  the  pilgrimage. 
He  recalled  the  spiritual  feeling  of  Lourdes,  the  perilous-seeming 
bus  ride  on  steep  roads  through  the  Pyrenees  from  France  to 
Spain,  and  the  special  feeling  of  camaraderie  in  the  group.  "The 
youth  got  to  spend  time  with  Bishop  Burbidge  and  see  a  per- 
sonal side  of  him,"  he  said,  "and  it  was  a  great  kind  of  bonding 
experience.  They  had  a  chance  to  ask  questions  about  absolutely 
everything,  and  they  had  tons  of  questions." 

In  Madnd,  the  pilgnms  gathered  with  the  multitudes  for  the 
arrival  of  Pope  Benedict  XVI.  Emma  Korynta,  15,  of  St.  Thomas 
More,  wrote,  "We  all  cheered  for  the  Pope  as  we  saw  him  driv- 
ing down  the  road  to  where  we  were,  shouting  'VIVA  EL  PAPA! 
VIVA!  VTVA!'  He  spoke  beautiful  words  in  every  language  he 
knew  to  be  attending,  and  I  shared  a  radio  with  a  friend  to  listen 
to  the  English  translation.  All  I  can  say  is,  it  was  impossible  to 
comprehend.  We  managed  to  have  such  a  blessed  day.  It  was  a 
life  changing  experience  to  see  our  own  Pope,  to  shout  Bene- 
dicto!"  repeatedly,  and  just  put  myself  in  Gods  grace." 

Kathryn  Diener  was  one  of  the  chaperones  for  the  group.  "I 
am  experiencing  the  Church  in  such  a  visible  way  that  I  have  lost 
count  of  how  many  times  I  have  teared  up  in  simple  awe  and 
wonder  at  the  beauty  of  our  Catholic  faith,"  she  wrote.  "Our  faith 
is  living  and  so  very  much  alive!" 

Bishop  Burbidge  also  posted  his  reflections  on  the  pilgrimage 
each  day.  "The  spirit  in  Madrid  is  one  of  great  joy  and  excite- 
ment," he  wrote.  "Our  youth  from  around  the  world  reflect  such 
a  deep  love  for  Our  Lord  Jesus,  His  Church  and  the  Euchanst. 
Our  Diocesan  pilgrims  continue  to  make  this  a  real  'spiritual 
journey'  I  am  so  proud  of  them." 
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The  Ascent  of  the  Soul 

St.  Teresa  Avila 


Ascension  del  Alma 

Santa  Teresa  de  Avila 


►►  A  mystic,  Carmelite  nun, 
writer  of  the  Counter-Reformation 
and  theologian,  St.  Theresa  of 
Avila  (1  51  5-1  582)  is  probably 
best  known  for  her  spiritual  clas- 
sic, El  Castillo  Interior  (The  Interi- 
or Castle).  The  work  was  intended 
as  a  guide  for  spiritual  develop- 
ment and  was  inspired  by  her 
vision  of  the  soul  in  the  shape  of  a 
castle  containing  seven  stages  of 
the  journey  of  faith,  which  ends  in 
union  with  God. 

Her  Autobiography  also  contains  a  key  to  the  mystical 
thought  of  St.  Theresa.  In  it,  she  describes  the  four  stages  of 
the  ascent  of  the  soul: 

1 .  Mental  Prayer  -  This  stage  is  characterized  by  devout 
contemplation  or  concentration,  especially  on  the  passion  of 
Christ  and  on  penitence.  St.  Theresa  had  a  profound  sense  of 
the  terror  of  sin  and  the  nature  of  original  sin.  She  also  became 
aware  that  she  was  impotent  in  being  able  to  confront  sin  with- 
out subjecting  herself  absolutely  to  God. 

2.  Prayer  of  Quiet  -  During  this  stage,  the  human  will  is 
lost  in  the  will  of  God  through  the  gift  of  God.  The  prevailing 
state  at  this  stage  is  one  of  quietude.  Even  still,  the  other  facul- 
ties, such  as  memory,  reason  and  imagination,  most  likely  will 
continue  to  fall  prey  to  the  distractions  of  the  world  and  thereby 
interrupt  this  quietude. 

3.  Devotion  of  Union  -  This  is  an  essentially  ecstatic 
state  where  one  experiences  the  absorption  of  his  or  her 
reason  in  God.  The  person  is  left  only  with  the  memory  and 
imagination  to  continue  with  their  "noise-making."  It  is  a 
stage  characterized  by  a  blissful  peace  and  the  conscious 
rapture  in  the  love  of  God. 

4.  Devotion  of  Ecstasy  or  Rapture  -  Interestingly,  the 
final  stage  of  the  ascent  of  the  soul  is  a  passive  state  in  which 
the  consciousness  of  being  in  the  body  disappears.  Not  only 
does  sense  activity  cease,  but  memory  and  imagination  are 
also  intoxicated  in  God.  St.  Theresa  describes  that  the  body 
and  spirit  experience  a  sweet,  happy  pain  that  accompanies 
the  negation  of  all  the  faculties  in  the  union  with  God. 

This  kind  of  mysticism  can  be  confusing  and  can  seem 
distant  to  our  everyday  experience  of  the  world.  After  all,  St. 
Theresa  is  attempting  to  describe  the  indescribable.  How- 
ever, the  important  thing  to  remember  is  that  the  ascent  of 
the  soul  begins  with  one's  own  intention.  Without  taking  that 
first  step,  one  is  forever  excluded  from  ever  gaining  a  first- 
hand experience  of  the  final  three  stages. 


►►  Una  mistica,  monja  carmelita,  escritora  de  la 
Contra-Reforma,  y  teologa,  Santa  Teresa  de  Avila 
(1 5 1 5  a  1 582  A.D.)  es  probablemente  mejor 
conocida  por  su  clasico  espiritual,  El  Castillo  Inte- 
rior. La  obra  tenia  como  objeto  servir  de  guia  para 
el  desarrollo  espiritual  y  fue  inspirada  por  la  vision 
del  alma  en  forma  de  un  castillo  que  contiene  siete 
etapas  del  recorrido  de  la  fe  que  termina  en  la  union 
con  Dios. 

Su  Autobiografia  tambien  contiene  una  clave  al 
pensamiento  mistico  de  Santa  Teresa.  En  esta,  ella 
describe  las  cuatro  etapas  de  la  ascension  del  alma: 


1 .  Oracion  mental.  Esta  etapa  se  caracteriza  por  la  contem- 
plation devota  o  concentration  especialmente  en  la  pasion 
de  Cristo  y  en  la  penitencia.  Santa  Teresa  tenia  un  sentido 
profundo  del  terror  al  pecado  y  de  la  naturaleza  del  pecado 
original.  Ella  tambien  se  dio  cuenta  que  era  impotente  en  la 
confrontation  con  el  pecado  sin  sujetarse  ella  misma  absoluta- 
mente  a  Dios. 

2.  Oracion  de  la  quietud.  Durante  esta  etapa,  la  voluntad 
humana  se  confunde  en  la  voluntad  de  Dios  mediante  el  don 
de  Dios.  El  estado  predominante  en  esta  etapa  es  una  de 
quietud.  Todavia,  las  otras  facurtades,  tales  como  la  memoria, 
la  razon  y  la  imagination,  con  mayor  probabilidad  continuaran 
siendo  presa  de  las  distracciones  del  mundo  y  asi  interrum- 
piran  esta  quietud. 

3.  Devocion  de  la  unidad.  Este  es  un  estado  esencialmente 
extatico  en  el  cual  uno  experimenta  la  absorcion  de  su  razon 
en  Dios.  A  la  persona  le  queda  solo  la  memoria  y  la  imagi- 
nacion para  continuar  con  el  «ruido  que  hacen».  Es  una  etapa 
caracterizada  por  una  paz  dichosa  y  el  extasis  consciente  en  el 
amor  de  Dios. 

4.  Devocion  de  Extasis  o  Arrobamiento.  Curiosamente, 
la  etapa  final  de  la  ascension  del  alma  es  un  estado  pasivo  en 
el  cual  la  consciencia  de  estar  en  el  cuerpo  desaparece.  No 
solo  cesa  la  actividad  sensorial,  sino  la  memoria  y  la  imagi- 
nacion tambien  estan  embriagadas  en  Dios.  Santa  Teresa  de- 
scribe que  el  cuerpo  y  el  espiritu  experimentan  un  dulce,  dolor 
feliz  que  acompana  la  negation  de  todas  las  facultades  en  la 
union  con  Dios. 

Este  tipo  de  misticismo  puede  causar  confusion  y  puede 
parecer  distante  de  nuestra  experiencia  diaria  del  mundo. 
Despues  de  todo,  Santa  Teresa  intenta  describir  lo  indescrip- 
tible.  Sin  embargo,  la  cosa  importante  que  debe  recordarse 
es  que  la  ascension  del  alma  comienza  con  la  intention  propia 
de  uno.  Sin  tomar  este  primer  paso,  uno  queda  para  siempre 
excluido  de  alcanzar  alguna  vez  una  experiencia  de  primera 
mano  de  las  tres  etapas  finales.

For  more  than  30  years  Monsignor  Thomas  Paul  Hadden  led 
the  Diocesan  office  of  African  Ancestry  Ministry  and  Evan- 
gelization established  by  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  to  foster  the 
mission  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  spread  the  Gospel, 
celebrate  the  Sacraments,  and  form  a  faith  community.  As  I 
succeed  Msgr.  Hadden  as  Vicar  of  this  ministry,  I  express  my 
heartfelt  thanks  for  his  leadership  and  example,  and  my  grati- 
tude to  God  and  to  Bishop  Michael  E  Burbidge. 

I  recognize  the  chal- 
lenge of  serving  in  this 
office.  I  prepared  myself 
to  minister  to  the  African 
Ancestry  people  by  at- 
tending summer  school 
for  several  years  at  the  In- 
stitute for  Black  Catholic 
Studies  at  Xavier  Univer- 
sity of  Louisiana,  where  I 
learned  more  about  black 
theology  and  spirituality 
and  completed  a  Masters 
degree  in  July  of  20 1 1 . 
In  order  to  continue  this  ministry,  we  must  continue  creating 
an  atmosphere  in  which  individuals  of  African  descent  can 
maintain  their  identity,  heighten  their  visibility,  and  enhance 
their  lives  as  Catholics.  The  AAMEN  Diocesan  Office  is 
concerned  with  nurturing  those  in  the  faith,  reconciling  those 
fallen  away  from  the  faith,  and  offering  a  church  home  to  the 
unchurched  through  conversion  to  the  Catholic  faith. 

Today  the  African  Ancestry  Ministry  and  Evangelization 
Network  is  in  almost  every  single  parish  of  the  Diocese  of  Ra- 
leigh. The  presence  of  the  African  descent  community  makes 
possible  vibrant  and  multicultural  parish  activities  while  on 
the  diocesan  level  the  AAMEN  office  is  more  involved  with 
decision  of  the  ministries.  We  now  have  an  annual  retreat 
to  promote  black  Catholic  spirituality  and  an  annual  Mass 
with  Bishop  Burbidge  where  all  those  of  African  descent 
gather  together  in  prayer.  Today  three  African  communities  of 
French,  Swahili  and  Ibo  speaking  countries  have  their  chap- 
lains. Today  more  than  2,500  people  of  African  descent  are 
registered  in  different  parishes  in  our  diocese.  There  are  more 
non-registered  people  and  the  intention  is  to  reach  as  many 
as  possible. 

We  are  ONE,  and  while  we  breathe,  we  hope.  My  hope  is 
that  AAMEN  will  continue  the  ministry  of  Msgr.  Hadden,  and 
with  the  grace  of  the  One  who  makes  all  things  possible,  we 
will  put  our  service  into  action  as  we  serve  our  Church.

It's  10  a.m.  in  the  Holly  Springs  home  of  Erin  and  Jen- 
nifer Conley,  and  it's  breakfast  time  for  their  triplets, 
Jillian,  Rebecca  and  Sarah.  The  three  nine-month-old 
girls  sit  in  identical  chairs  as  their  mom  spoons  veg- 
etables to  each  in  turn.  Erin  and  Jennifer's  3-year-old  son, 
Adam,  sits  in  the  living  room  with  their  Labrador  Retriever, 
Addison,  surrounded  by  baby  toys. 


As  the  girls  have  grown,  their  indi- 
vidual looks  and  personalities  have  started 
to  emerge.  Rebecca,  who  was  the  smallest 
of  the  three  at  birth,  is  now  the  biggest, 


while  first-bom  Jillian,  who  was  the  big- 
gest, is  now  smaller  than  the  other  two. 
Sarah  is  focused  on  breakfast,  while  the 
other  two  seem  happily  curious  about 


Life  Will  Triumph'

the  visitors  who  have  come  to  hear  their 
parents1  story. 

What  is  more  heartwarming  than  the 
sight  of  a  happy  baby?  And  here  there  are 
three!  It's  impossible  to  imagine  that  any- 
one could  ever  have  wished  them  harm. 
Yet,  not  long  ago  a  doctor  who  specializes 
in  pregnancy  and  childbirth  had  sug- 
gested that  one  of  the  girls  be  "sacrificed." 

At  twelve  weeks,  when  it  became  clear 
that  Jennifer  was  expecting  triplets,  her 
obstetrician  referred  her  to  a  specialist. 
The  ultrasound  showed  that  the  babies, 
now  known  as  A,  B  and  C,  were  all  doing 
well.  So  the  parents  were  shocked  when 
the  doctor  began  to  paint  a  frightening 
picture. 

She  recited  statistics  about  the  special 
dangers  of  pregnancy  and  fetal  develop- 
ment with  triplets,  the  potential  birth  de- 
fects and  complications  that  could  attend 
multiple  births.  "The  glass  was  always 
half-empty"  Erin  recalled,  "never  half  full." 

"Is  there  anything  wrong  with  the 
children?"  the  parents  wanted  to  know. 

"Not  at  this  point,"  the  doctor  said.  "But 
triplets  are  dangerous.  And  you  know,  if 
they  all  survive  to  term,  it  takes  parents 
more  than  24  hours  a  day  to  care  properly 
for  three  infants." 

After  listing  all  the  things  that  could  go 
wrong,  the  doctor  proposed  a  solution: 
"Selective  reduction."  By  aborting  one 
of  the  children,  she  said,  there  would 
be  more  room  in  the  womb  for  the 
other  two,  improving  the  chances  for  a 
"healthy"  pregnancy  and  delivery. 

"It  didn't  really  sink  in  on  me  until 
later,"  Erin  said,  "what  she  was  really  sug- 
gesting. We  had  three  babies  who  were 
doing  fine.  The  doctor  recognized  that 
they  were  living  children,  our  children; 
they  had  letter  'names'  to  distinguish 
them.  And  she  was  advising  us  to  kill  one 
of  them!" 

"I  couldn't  believe  what  I  was  hearing," 
Jennifer  said.  "I  let  her  finish,  and  then 
I  said  there  was  no  way  I  could  permit 
something  like  that.  It  was  against  my 
faith."  Not  just  against  her  Catholic  faith, 
Jennifer  realized,  but  against  her  and 
Erin's  faith  in  God. 

"We  didn't  do  in  vitro,"  Erin  explains, 
referring  to  a  procedure  where  several 
eggs  are  fertilized  outside  the  womb  and 
surgically  implanted.  The  Church  op- 
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God  Has  Wished  Us  for  Himself 


From  the  moment  of  conception,  the  life  of  every  human  being  is  to  be 
respected  in  an  absolute  way  because  man  is  the  only  creature  on  earth  that 
God  has  "wished  for  Himself"  and  the  spiritual  soul  of  each  man  is  "im- 
mediately created  by  God;"  his  whole  being  bears  the  image  of  the  Creator. 

(Congregation  for  the  Doctrine  of  the  Faith,  Donum  Vitae,  February  22,  1  987,  Introduction;  #5) 


poses  this  procedure  because  it  "dissoci- 
ates the  sexual  act  from  the  procreative 
act.  The  act  which  brings  the  child  into 
existence  is  no  longer  an  act  by  which  two 
persons  give  themselves  to  one  another, 
but  one  that  entrusts  the  life  and  identity 
of  the  embryo  into  the  power  of  doctors 

and  biologists. . ."  {Catechism  of  the  Catholic  Church 

2377)  "We  expected  one  child.  That  we  had 
three,  they  were  Gods  gift  to  us.  All  of 
them." 

The  doctor  hadn't  given  up,  though.  "If 
it  developed,"  she  said,  "that  one  of  the 
babies  was  threatening  the  health  of  the 
others,  would  you  consider  'reduction'  at 
that  point?" 

Jennifer  reiterated  her  opposition  to 
anything  that  would  harm  any  of  the 
triplets.  "We  came  out  of  the  office  trau- 
matized," she  says.  "I  don't  think  Erin  had 
completely  digested  what  she  was  saying. 
Later  he  called  me  from  work  and  he  was 
crying." 

"That  was  my  first  reaction,"  Erin  said. 
'And  then  I  felt  incredibly  angry." 

The  parents  returned  to  the  referring 
physician.  "1  said  that  if  they  couldn't 
find  a  doctor  who  understood  how  much 
these  children  meant  to  us,  I'd  find  one 
myself.  My  babies  were  healthy!"  Erin 
said.  "Fortunately  they  referred  us  to  a 
second  specialist  who  remained  totally 
positive  throughout  the  pregnancy." 

As  Jennifer  carried  the  triplets  in  the 
ensuing  weeks,  "God  was  with  us  every 
step  of  the  way,"  she  said.  "My  friends 
at  work  said,  'If  there's  anyone  we  know 
with  a  strong  faith  in  God,  it's  you  two, 
and  we  know  you're  going  to  make  it."' 

Hadn't  the  warnings  from  the  first 
doctor  made  Erin  and  Jennifer  fearful? 
"Those  things  were  still  in  the  backs  of 
our  minds,  of  course,"  Erin  said,  "but  we 
never  stopped  trusting  that  God  would  be 
with  us." 

"I'd  think  of  those  things,"  Jennifer  said, 
"but  it  would  be  just  passing  thoughts. 
Our  faith  in  God  is  so  strong.  We  believe 
in  Him  and  depend  on  Him  in  good 
times  and  bad,  and  we  thank  Him  for 
both,  because  everything  we  have  is 
because  of  God." 

Jennifer  also  began  attending  support 
meetings  with  Triangle  Moms  of  Twins 
and  Triplets.  "It  was  great  going  there  and 
seeing  what  was  possible,"  Erin  said.  "I 


thought  if  they  can  do  it,  why  not  me?" 

When  a  mother  is  pregnant  with 
multiples,  especially  with  three  or 
more  babies,  "making  it"  comes  with 
slightly  limited  expectations.  The  babies 
will  probably  be  born  early,  and  often 
require  some  hospitalization  after  birth. 
When  Jennifer  talked  to  a  nurse  about 
scheduling  a  C-section,  the  nurse  sug- 
gested a  "pretend  date"  at  32  weeks  of 
gestation.  "No  one  makes  that,"  she 
said,  "but  it's  a  goal.  If  it's  sooner,  we 
can  handle  it." 

Jennifer  made  it  easily  to  32  weeks, 
then  33  and  34.  At  36  weeks,  she 
walked  into  the  hospital.  Hours  later, 
her  daughters  came  into  the  world. 
Jillian  was  first,  at  6  pounds,  3  ounces; 
then  Rebecca,  at  five  pounds;  and 
finally  Sarah,  a  few  ounces  short  of  six 
pounds. 

At  home,  their  family  suddenly 
doubled  in  size,  Erin  and  Jennifer  grate- 
fully welcomed  the  help  of  her  parents, 
who  came  to  North  Carolina  from  their 
home  in  upstate  New  York  and  spent 
three  months 
helping.  They 
also  hired  an 
au  pair,  Vanessa 
Fernandez  from 
Sao  Paolo,  Brazil. 

Her journey 
to  the  Conleys 
was  an  answer  to 
Vanessa's  prayers. 
After  signing  with 
an  agency  that 
finds  employ- 
ment in  the  U.S. 
for  au  pairs, 
Vanessa,  a  devout 
Catholic,  found 
more  than  one  • 


couple  eager  to  hire  her.  "We  chose  her 
because  she  was  Catholic,"  Jennifer  said. 

While  Jennifer  was  carrying  her  chil- 
dren, Vanessa  was  praying  for  guidance 
in  choosing  a  family  to  work  for.  "When 
I  saw  that  they  would  have  triplets," 
Vanessa  said  with  a  smile,  "I  wasn't  so 
sure  I  could  handle  that."  But  when  she 
learned  the  scheduled  date  for  Jennifer's 
C-section  in  November,  2010,  it  had  a 
special  significance  for  her.  Her  father 
had  passed  away  four  years  before.  She 
still  missed  him  and  prayed  for  him, 
and  Jennifer's  delivery  date  turned  out 
to  be  his  birthday. 

Erin,  Jennifer,  Vanessa  and  all  their 
children  make  it  to  Mass  at  St.  Michael 
the  Archangel  Parish  in  Cary  each 
Sunday,  but  they  find  each  day,  with 
its  ups  and  downs,  an  occasion  for 
thanks,  and  an  affirmation  of  the  trust 
they  continue  to  place  in  the  Lord. 

"It's  kind  of  strange  sometimes,  isn't 
it,"  Jennifer  said,  "the  way  God  speaks 
to  us?  We  just  have  to  open  our  ears, 
our  hearts  and  our  souls  and  listen."

Son  las  10  de  la  manana  y  en  la 
casa  de  Erin  y  Jennifer  Conley 
en  Holly  Springs,  es  la  hora  del 
desayuno  para  sus  trillizas,  Jil- 
lian,  Rebecca  y  Sarah.  Las  ninas  de  nueve 
meses  se  sientan  en  sillas  identicas  mien- 
tras  su  mama  las  alimenta  con  vegetales  a 
cada  una.  Adam,  de  3  arios,  hijo  de  Erin 
y  Jennifer,  se  encuentra  en  la  sala,  con  su 
Labrador,  Addison,  rodeado  de  juguetes. 

Mientras  crecen  las  ninas,  sus  miradas  y  personalidades  indi-

Sin 
embargo,  no  hace  mucho 
tiempo  una  doctora,  que  se 
especializa  en  maternidad  y 
partos,  sugirio  "sacrificar"  a 
una  de  las  ninas. 
Erin  y  Jennifer  quedaron  en- 
cantados  cuando  recibieron  la  noticia  del  embarazo  de  Jennifer 
en  el  2010.  El  nacimiento  de  Adam  fue  tambien  una  bendicion 
especial.  Jennifer  tenia  dificultades  para  ovular  normalmente,  y 
su  hijo  habia  sido  concebido  despues  de  que  su  madre  recibio 
un  tratamiento  con  un  medicamento  para  estimular  la  ovulacion.

"sano". 

"Realmente  no  me  di  cuenta  de  lo  que  me  proponia  hasta  mas 
tarde",  dijo  Erin.  Teniamos  tres  bebes  que  estaban  muy  bien.  La 
doctora  reconocio  que  eran  bebes  vivos,  nuestras  hijas;  tenian 
'nombres1  de  letras  para  distinguirlas.  jY  ella  nos  estaba  aconse- 
jando  asesinar  a  una  de  ellas!" 

"No  podia  creer  lo  que  estaba  escuchando",  dijo  Jennifer.  "La 
deje  terminar,  y  luego  le  dije  que  no  podia  aceptar  lo  que  me 
proponia.  Iba  en  contra  de  mi  fe".  No  solo  contra  su  fe  catolica, 
penso  Jennifer,  sino  contra  la  fe  de  Dios,  de  ella  y  de  Erin. 

"No  lo  hicimos  en  vitro",  explica  Erin,  refiriendose  a  un 
procedimiento  donde  varios  ovulos  fecundan  fuera  del  utero  y  se 
implantan  quirurgicamente.

Los  bebes  probablemente  nacen  antes 
de  tiempo  y  a  menudo  requieren  hospitalizarse  despues  de  su 
nacimiento.  Cuando  Jennifer  hablo  con  la  enfermera  para  pro- 
gramar  una  cesarea,  la  enfermera  sugirio  una  "fecha  de  preten- 
sion" a  las  32  semanas  de  gestacion.  "Nadie  lo  logra",  dijo  ella, 
"pero  es  una  meta.  Si  se  adelanta  el  parto  estaremos  preparados". 

Jennifer  facilmente  llegd  a  las  32  semanas,  despues  a  las  33 
y  34.  A  las  36  semanas,  ingreso  al  hospital.  Horas  mas  tarde, 
dio  a  luz  a  sus  tres  ninas.  Jillian  fue  la  primera,  con  6  libras  y  3 
onzas;  despues  nacio  Rebecca,  con  5  libras;  y  finalmente  Sarah, 
con  menos  de  seis  libras. 

En  su  casa,  su  familia  repentinamente  se  duplico  en  tamano, 
Erin  y  Jennifer  agradecen  la  ayuda  de  sus  padres  que  llegaron  de 
Nueva  York  a  Carolina  del  Norte  y  se  quedaron  tres  meses  para 
ayudar.  Tambien  contrataron  a  una  "au  pair",  Vanessa  Fernandez 
de  Sao  Paolo,  Brasil. 

Para  Vanessa  llegar  con  la  familia  "Conleys"  fue  una  respuesta 
a  sus  oraciones.  Despues  de  firmar  contrato  con  una  agencia 
para  buscar  empleo  en  los  Estados  Unidos  para  "au  pairs",  una 
devota  catolica,  encontro  a  mas  de  una  pareja  ansiosa  para 
contratarla.  "La  elegimos  porque  era  Catolica",  dijo  Jennifer. 

Mientras  que  Jennifer  esperaba  la  llegada  de  sus  bebes,  Van- 
essa le  pedia  a  Dios  que  la  iluminara  para  escoger  una  familia. 
"Cuando  me  entere  que  esperaban  trillizos",  dijo  Vanessa  con 
una  sonrisa,  "No  estaba  muy  segura  de  poder  manejar  a  tres 
bebes".  Pero  cuando  se  le  dio  a  conocer  la  fecha  programada  para 
la  Cesarea  de  Jennifer  en  noviembre  de  2010,  significo  para  ella 
algo  especial.  Su  padre  habia  fallecido  hace  cuatro  anos.  Aim 
lo  extranaba  y  oraba  por  el.  Despues  resulto  ser  que,  el  dia  que 
Jennifer  dio  a  luz  fue  en  el  cumpleanos  de  su  papa. 

Erin,  Jennifer,  Vanessa  y  todos  sus  hijos  asisten  a  Misa  a  la 
Parroquia  de  St.  Michael  the  Archangel  en  Cary  cada  domingo, 
con  altas  y  bajas,  tiempo  para  agradecer  y  una  afirmacion  de 
confianza  que  ponen  en  el  Senor.

Scranton  IHM  Sisters 
Mark  85  Years  in  Diocese 


►►  This  year  the  Sisters  Servants  of  the  Immaculate  Heart 
of  Mary  of  Scranton,  PA,  will  celebrate  85  years  of  service 
in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 

The  first  members  of  their  order  to  come  to  North  Caro- 
lina -  at  the  invitation  of  Bishop  William  Hafey,  who  later 
became  Bishop  of  Scranton  -  started  St.  Joseph  School 
for  African  American  children  in  New  Bern.  Over  the  years 
the  Sisters  would  found  and  staff  schools  in  Washington, 
Raleigh,  Goldsboro,  Rocky  Mount  and  Lumberton,  and 
conduct  faith  formation  for  public  school  children  during 
summers  in  various  parts  of  the  Diocese. 

In  the  '80s,  when  Bishop  F.  Joseph  Gossman  asked 
consecrated  Women  Religious  to  serve  as  Pastoral  Admin- 
istrators, IHM-Scranton  Sisters  filled  that  role  in  Williamston, 
Raeford,  Louisburg,  Farmville  and  Butner.  Today  six  mem- 
bers of  the  Congregation  are  active  in  the  Diocese.  The 
IHM  charism  is  "to  be  prophetic  witnesses  to  the  presence 
of  God  in  the  world." 

"Our  Sisters  have  been  out  there  in  the  rural  areas  of  the 
Diocese,"  said  Sister  Kieran  Williams,  Pastoral  administrator 
of  Holy  Trinity  Parish  in  Williamston.  "And  their  presence  has 
really  made  a  difference  for  people  needing  to  participate 
in  church  life  and  practice  their  faith.  Without  that  presence, 
many  try  to  meet  these  needs  with  other  churches." 

Bishop  Burbidge  congratulated  the  Congregation  on  its 
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Sister  Betty  Bullen,  IHM 

anniversary  of  service.  "With  all  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh," 
he  said,  "I  express  thanks  to  God  for  the  generous  and 
dedicated  service  of  the  Sisters,  Servants  of  the  Immaculate 
Heart  of  Mary  of  Scranton  in  our  Diocese  for  the  past  85 
years.  The  Sisters  have  been  and  continue  to  be  a  special 
gift  and  a  source  of  inspiration  for  those  they  have  been  sent 
to  serve.  It  is  my  hope  and  prayer  that  Our  Lord  Jesus  will 
continue  to  abundantly  bless  the  Sisters,  their  endeavors  and 
their  entire  Congregation." 

The  IHM  Congregation  was  founded  in  Michigan  in  1  845 
by  Father  Louis  Florent  Gillet  and  Sister  of  Providence 
Theresa  Maxis  Duchemin.  In  1  858,  as  the  Order  grew, 
Mother  Theresa  accepted  Bishop  (now  Saint)  John  Neu- 
mann's invitation  to  serve  in  the  Diocese  of  Philadelphia, 
and  in  1  87 1 ,  a  new  foundation  was  established  in  the  newly 
formed  Diocese  of  Scranton.  Today,  there  remain  the  three 
distinct  branches  of  IHM  Sisters,  all  of  them  represented  in 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 

The  Scranton  Congregation  remains  healthy,  vibrant  and 
creative  in  exploring  new  "life  giving  options,"  said  Sr.  Carol 
Loughney,  IHM,  Pastoral  Administrator  of  St.  Bernadette  Par- 
ish in  Butner.  These  include  cooperation  and  association  with 
two  other  Orders,  the  Sisters  of  St.  Casimir  and  the  Sisters  of 
Sts.  Cyril  and  Methodius,  as  well  as  a  Lay  Association. 

IHM  Associates  are  women  and  men  from  all  states  of  life 
and  various  creeds  who  are  seeking  a  deeper  experience  of 
God  for  their  own  transformation  and  for  the  transformation 
of  the  world.  It  is  not  membership  but  it  is  a  mutual  relation- 
ship of  vowed  members  of  the  Congregation  and  lay  women 
and  men.  The  vowed  members  receive  from  the  associ- 
ates the  wisdom  of  their  faith  stories,  friendship  and  a  new 
vision  of  co-creating  the  reign  of  God.  At  the  same  time, 
the  Sisters  share  the  heritage  of  joyful  participation  in  the 
redeeming  love  of  Jesus,  their  spiritual  tradition,  hospitality, 
and  friendship.

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Bishop  Celebrates  Opening  Mass 
for  Cardinal  Gibbons  High  School 

►►  The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
celebrated  the  opening  Mass  of  the  school  year 
for  students,  faculty  and  staff  of  Cardinal  Gibbons 
High  School  in  Raleigh  on  Thursday,  September  1 . 
Thirteen  priests  concelebrated  the  Mass.  This  year's 
enrollment  in  the  school,  which  serves  the  Triangle 
area,  is  slightly  more  than  1 ,200  students. 

Bishop  Burbidge  shared  with  the  students  the 
pilgrimage  he  and  64  young  Catholics  took  to 
World  Youth  Day,  held  in  Madrid,  Spain,  compar- 
ing it  to  the  journey  they  are  undertaking.  "When 
I  first  met  with  the  young  people  making  their  way 
to  Lourdes  and  Madrid,  I  stressed  that  this  was 
a  spiritual  pilgrimage.  A  pilgrimage,"  the  Bishop 
said,  "is  a  reminder  that  life  here  on  earth  is  not 
the  end;  it  is  only  temporary.  I  encourage  you  to 
approach  this  year  in  the  same  way." 

Expressing  gratitude  to  the  parents  and  others 
who  support  the  students'  enrollment  at  Cardinal 
Gibbons  High  School,  Bishop  Burbidge  made  a 
special  request  of  each  person.  "In  the  midst  of 
your  busy  schedules  and  many  responsibilities, 
find  time  to  go  to  Chapel  at  least  once  a  week. 
Fall  on  your  knees.  Be  silent.  Be  still.  Be  with 
Jesus.  You  will  hear  His  voice  and  feel  His  power.

The  Franciscan  School 
Receives  National  Recognition 


On  September  1  5,  201  1 ,  U.S.  Secretary  of  Education  Arne  Duncan  an- 
nounced that  The  Franciscan  School  in  Raleigh  is  one  of  49  private  schools  in 
the  United  States  recognized  as  a  201  1  National  Blue  Ribbon  School.  A  total 
of  304  public  and  private  schools  received  the  honor. 


"The  Franciscan  School  is  an 
important  and  vital  ministry  of  the 
Catholic  Community  of  St.  Francis 
of  Assisi,"  said  Father  Mark  Reamer, 
O.F.M.,  Pastor  of  St.  Francis  of  As- 
sisi Church.  "It  exists  to  provide  our 
children  with  an  opportunity  not  only 
for  an  academically  excellent  educa- 
tion, but  also,  integrated  throughout 
the  curriculum,  a  faith  formation  that 
will  serve  our  students  for  the  rest  of 
their  lives.  I  value  the  strong  partner- 
ship with  parents,  parish  and  faculty. 
The  Blue  Ribbon  recognition  is  a 
great  tribute  to  the  leadership  of  our 
principal  Mrs.  Jennifer  Bigelow,  the 
administration,  faculty  and  staff  of  The 
Franciscan  School." 

The  National  Blue  Ribbon  School 
award  honors  public  and  private 
elementary,  middle  and  high  schools 
where  students  achieve  at  high  levels 
or  where  the  achievement  gap  is 
narrowing.  Since  1  982,  more  than 
6,500  of  America's  schools  have 


received  this  coveted  award. 

The  National  Blue  Ribbon  Schools 
Program  evaluates  schools  based  on 
one  of  two  criteria:  (1 )  Schools  whose 
students  are  high  performing.  These 
are  schools  ranked  among  each 
state's  highest  performing  schools 
as  measured  by  their  performance 
on  state  assessments  or,  in  the  case 
of  private  schools,  that  score  at  the 
highest  performance  level  on  nation- 
ally normed  tests;  or  (2)  Schools  with 
at  least  40  percent  of  their  students 
from  disadvantaged  backgrounds  that 
improve  student  performance  to  high 
levels  as  measured  by  the  school's 
performance  on  state  assessments  or 
nationally  normed  tests. 

"I  am  thrilled  that  the  Franciscan 
School  has  been  recognized  as  a  Blue 
Ribbon  School  of  Excellence,"  Mrs.  Bi- 
gelow said.  "This  award  is  a  testament 
to  the  commitment  of  the  entire  St. 
Francis  community  to  provide  a  faith- 
filled  education  for  the  students  of  this 


school.  And  now,  our  efforts  to  provide 
a  quality  Catholic  Christian  education 
are  being  recognized  nationally." 

On  learning  of  the  recognition, 
Bishop  Michael  F.  Burbidge  said,  "I 
extend  profound  congratulations  to  the 
faculty,  staff,  students,  and  parents  of 
The  Franciscan  School  for  receiving 
the  prestigious  U.S.  Department  of 
Education  Blue  Ribbon  Award  for  Ex- 
cellence. This  recognition  is  reserved 
for  those  schools  that  have  demon- 
strated a  commitment  to  excellence 
and  high  standards  of  achievement.  I 
am  grateful  for  the  leadership  of  the 
Pastor  of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  Catholic 
Church,  Fr.  Mark  Reamer,  O.F.M., 
and  the  principal  of  The  Franciscan 
School,  Mrs.  Jennifer  Bigelow,  for 
their  vision  and  dedication." 

Bishop  Burbidge  also  expressed  his 
gratitude  to  the  teachers  and  staff  who 
work  so  diligently  every  day  with  the 
students  and  parents  of  the  school. 
"May  God  continue  to  bless  all  who 
are  involved  with  this  outstanding 
Catholic  school." 

Diocesan  Schools  Superintendent 
Dr.  Michael  J.  Fedewa  also  extended 
his  congratulations.  "This  recogni- 
tion is  the  result  of  over  a  decade  of 
hard  work  by  the  school  and  parish 
in  creating  a  quality  Catholic  school 
that  provides  for  the  education  of  the 
whole  child;  intellectually,  spiritually, 
and  physically.  The  Franciscan  School, 
along  with  the  other  four  schools  that 
have  achieved  this  status,  serves  as 
a  positive  role  model  for  all  of  our 
schools  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.  The 
entire  St.  Francis  Catholic  Community 
is  to  be  commended  for  this  outstand- 
ing achievement." 

The  four  other  schools  that  have 
received  previous  recognition  are 
St.  Michael  the  Archangel  in  Cary, 
Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  School  and 
Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Catholic  School, 
both  in  Raleigh.  Blessed  Sacrament 
Catholic  School  in  Burlington  has 
received  the  Blue  Ribbon  twice. 

The  U.S.  Education  Department  will 
honor  the  201  1  National  Blue  Ribbon 
Schools  at  a  conference  and  awards 
ceremony  Nov.  1 4-1  5  in  Washington, 
DC. 
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Bishop  Dedicates  St.  Mary  of 
the  Angels,  Mt.  Olive 


On  Sunday,  August  28,  201  1 ,  the 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
dedicated  a  new  church  for  the  parish  now 
called  St.  Mary  of  the  Angels  in  Mt.  Olive, 
NC.  The  parish,  formerly  known  as  St. 
Mary,  was  founded  in  1  9 1  6  as  a  mission 
of  St.  Mary  in  Goldsboro.  Over  time,  St. 
Mary  was  made  the  responsibility  of  Our 
Lady  of  Guadalupe  Parish  in  Newton 
Grove.  Then  on  July  1 ,  1  998,  in  recogni- 
tion of  the  growing  immigrant  population 
in  the  area,  Bishop  F.  Joseph  Gossman 
constituted  the  mission  a  parish. 

The  original  St.  Mary  Church  had 
been  partially  destroyed  by  fire  in  1  947, 
remodeled  over  the  next  year  and  then  remodeled  again  in 
2000.  But  its  85  seats  had  long  been  inadequate  for  the 
rapidly  growing  parish  membership.  By  late  2006,  under 
the  leadership  of  Pastor  Fr.  James  F.  Garneau,  a  site  plan 
was  created  for  a  new  parish  church. 

On  November  20,  2010,  Bishop  Burbidge  and  mem- 
bers of  St.  Mary  Parish  broke  ground  for  the  new  building. 
The  275-seat  church  is  the  first  building  funded,  in  part,  by 
the  Diocesan  Home  Mission  Society,  which  Bishop  Bur- 
bidge established  in  2007  to  support  the  construction  and 
furnishing  of  mission  churches  and  chapels  in  the  mission 
areas  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 

The  Home  Mission  Society  places  special  emphasis  on 
building  churches  and  chapels  in  areas  where  the  parish- 
ioners, because  of  economic  circumstance,  are  not  able 
to  fund  the  construction  of  sacred  worship  space  in  the 
traditional  manner  of  capital  campaigns,  bank  loans,  and 
parish  savings.  The  Society  funded  25  percent  of  the  total 
cost  of  the  new  church. 

As  construction  of  the  new  church  got  underway,  Fr. 
Garneau  invited  the  parish  council  to  consider  modifying 
the  name  of  the  parish.  Recalling  the  story  of  St.  Francis  of 
Assisi,  called  by  Christ  to  "Repair  My  Church,"  Father  Gar- 
neau suggested  that  the  new  name  might  be  the  same  as 
that  of  the  church  re-built  by  the  hands  of  St.  Francis  and 
his  first  companions,  "St.  Mary  of  the  Angels."  The  parish 
council  unanimously  endorsed  the  proposal,  which  was 
forwarded  to  the  Bishop,  who,  in  keeping  with  Canon  Law, 
declared  on  June  8,  201  1 ,  that  the  name  of  the  parish  be 
so  amended.  At  the  dedication,  relics  of  St.  Francis  of  As- 
sisi and  St.  Maria  Goretti  were  sealed  in  the  new  altar. 

In  his  homily  at  the  bilingual  Mass  and  Rite  of  Dedica- 
tion, Bishop  Burbidge  expressed  his  deep  gratitude  to 
Fr.  Garneau  and  to  the  parishioners  of  St.  Mary.  Then  he 
explained  the  significance  of  the  different  prayers  and  ac- 
tions of  the  Rite:  the  blessing  of  the  water,  the  singing  of 
the  Litany  of  the  Saints,  the  anointing  and  blessing  of  the 
altar  and  the  walls  of  the  church,  and  the  incensation  of  the 


new  altar. 

"The  words  we  pray  in  this  ceremony,"  he  said,  "help  us 
to  understand  how  to  know,  love  and  serve  the  Lord  our 
God  and  strengthen  the  Body  of  Christ." 

"As  we  dedicate  this  church,"  the  Bishop  concluded, 
"may  we  also  rededicate  our  lives  and  this  parish  to  our 
Heavenly  Father.  As  beautiful  as  this  church  is,  we  know 
that  we  cannot  stay  here.  Through  the  intercession  of  Saint 
Mary  of  the  Angels,  we  must  go  forth  as  faithful  disciples." 

Following  the  Mass,  Bishop  Burbidge  blessed  ground 
designated  on  the  property  for  the  parish  cemetery.

Filipino  Community 
Commemorates  Patron  Saint 

►►  On  Sunday,  September  25,  201  1 ,  the  Most  Reverend 
Michael  F.  Burbidge  joined  with  the  Filipino  community  in 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  to  commemorate  the  Feast  of  St.  Lo 
renzo  Ruiz,  the  first  Filipino  Saint. 
Bishop  Burbidge  was  the  Princi- 
pal Celebrant  and  Homilist  of  the 
Mass  celebrated  at  Holy  Cross 
Church  in  Durham.  Father  Ray- 
mond Donaldson,  S.J.,  Pastor  of 
Holy  Cross,  Father  Ryan  Zamora 
Carnecer,  CICM,  Parochial  Vicar 
of  St.  Eugene  Church  in  Wendell, 
and  Father  Julian  Jagudilla,  OFM, 
former  Parochial  Vicar  at  St.  Fran- 
cis of  Assisi  Church  in  Raleigh, 
concelebrated. 

The  ceremony  began  with  a 
procession  around  Holy  Cross  of 
about  400  members  of  the  Fili- 
pino community  singing  and  car- 
rying lit  candles.  Saint  Lorenzo 
was  a  married  layman  with  a  wife 
and  three  children.  He  was  born 
in  Binondo,  Manila,  to  a  Chinese 
father  and  a  Filipina  mother  in 
the  early  1  600s.  He  grew  up 

and  was  educated  under  the  influence  of  the  Dominican 
Fathers. 

In  1  636,  under  the  advice  and  help  of  the  Dominican 
Fathers,  Saint  Lorenzo  left  with  several  friends  for  Japan  to 
avoid  prosecution  for  an  alleged  crime.  Immediately  upon 
their  arrival,  they  were  captured,  imprisoned,  and  later  tor- 


tured. Saint  Lorenzo  was  given  the  opportunity  to  save  his 
life  if  he  would  reject  his  faith.  Saint  Lorenzo  replied  that  he 
would  gladly  give  up  thousands  of  lives  for  God  if  he  had 
them.  On  September  29,  1  637,  he  was  put  to  death.  His 
body  and  those  of  his  martyr  companions  were  cremated 
and  thrown  into  the  sea. 

Noting  Saint  Lorenzo's  strong 
faith,  Bishop  Burbidge  said, 
"In  the  midst  of  torture  and  the 
heaviest  of  crosses,  he  repeated 
his  'yes'  to  the  Lord  and  to  the 
faith  he  professed.  Nothing  would 
deter  him  from  being  the  person 
he  promised." 

St.  Lorenzo  Ruiz  and  his  1  5 
companion  martyrs  were  can- 
onized by  Blessed  Pope  John 
Paul  II  on  October  18,  1987. 
In  proclaiming  September  28  as 
his  feast  day,  Pope  John  Paul  II 
called  St.  Lorenzo  Ruiz  a  Patron 
Saint  of  Immigrants. 
"Saint  Lorenzo  found  his 
strength  by  listening  to  God's 
Word;  by  receiving  the  graces  of 
the  Sacraments  and  by  turning  to 
our  Blessed  Mother  for  her  pro- 
tection," Bishop  Burbidge  said  in 
his  homily.  "Perhaps  today,  the 
Lord  is  not  asking  us  to  say  'yes'  to  any  specific  work  but 
only  'yes'  to  His  invitation  to  draw  closer  to  Him  and  to  rely 
on  the  divine  assistance  He  offers." 

This  was  the  second  year  a  Diocesan  Mass  was  held 
in  honor  of  Saint  Lorenzo.  A  reception  was  held  after  the 
Mass  to  continue  the  celebration. 


A  legacy  of  charity  and  justice 

St.  Mary  Mother  of  the  Church,  Garner 


St.  Mary  Mother  of  the  Church 
Parish,  Garner,  actually  began 
in  Fuquay-Varina  in  1963  as  a 
mission  of  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral. 
Worshippers  met  for  Mass  in  the  Raleigh 
Savings  and  Loan  Building  there  for  six 
months,  then  in  a  private  home  for  another 
six  months.  The  first  Mass  in  Gamer  was 
offered  in  a  rented  former  beauty  shop  in 
1964,  for  a  congregation  of  34.  That  year 
land  was  purchased  and  the 
current  church  building  was 
built  and  dedicated  in  1965. 


St.  Mary  Mother  of  the  Church  is  said  to  be 
the  first  U.S.  parish  given  permission  by  the 
Pope  to  adopt  that  name.  Fr.  Robert  Schriber, 
St.  Mary's  Pastor  since  2000,  recalled  with 
a  smile  that  "Bishop  Gossman  used  to  tease 
me  by  asking,  'So,  how  are  things  at  St.  Mary 
Mother  of  the  Church  Church?"  St.  Mary  was 
also  one  of  the  first  U.S.  churches  constructed 
to  facilitate  implementation  of  the  2nd  Vatican 
Councils  Constitution  on  the  Liturgy.  The  altar 
faces  the  people  and  is  placed  at  the  forefront 


of  the  sacristy. 

St.  Mary  became  a  parish 
in  1967,  with  Fr.  Charles 
Mulholland,  also  Chaplain  at 
North  Carolina  State  Univer- 
sity, as  its  first  pastor.  In  1970, 
Fr.  Gerald  Lewis,  simultane- 
ously Diocesan  Director  of 
CCD  and  NCSU  Chaplain, 
moved  to  an  apartment  built 
for  him  and  became  St.  Marys 
first  resident  priest. 

Fr.  Mulholland  would 
return  to  St.  Mary  in  1989, 
and  Fr.  Schriber  said  that  his 
influence  is  still  very  much  in 
evidence.  "Father  Charlie  was 
known  for  his  social  activism 
and  concern  for  the  poor," 
the  pastor  said,  and  those 
pnorities  continue  to  inform 
the  character  of  the  1 100-family  parish  in  its  commitment  to 
stewardship  and  such  traditions  as  Share  Sunday,  implemented 
by  Fr.  Mulholland  twenty  years  ago,  when  parishioners  were 
asked  to  write  a  check  to  provide  for  those  in  need.  Fifty  per  cent 
of  that  collection  currently  goes  to  Catholic  Parish  Outreach. 

"Our  concern  for  the  poor  is  quiet,"  Fr.  Schriber  said,  "but  it 
embraces  and  supports  many  people  with  long  term  problems. 
The  Social  Concerns  Committee  is  extremely  effective  in  finding 
avenues  of  assistance  for  those  in  need.  Our  panshioners  have 
also  consistently  responded  in  a  generous  way  to  the  Bishops 
Annual  Appeal:  the  fact  that  it  helps  support  Catholic  Charities 
in  the  Diocese  is  very  important  to  them." 
Another  fruitful  initiative  of  Fr.  Mulhollands  was  the  establish- 
ment of  the  parish  council  of  the  Knights 
|  of  Columbus.  "Father  Charlie  once  told 
me,  'Starting  the  Knights  of  Columbus 
was  the  best  thing  I  ever  did  here,"  Fr. 
Schriber  said,  "and  the  Knights  have 
been  a  wonderful  vehicle  to  encourage  our 
men  to  be  active  in  outreach  in  the  light  of 
their  faith." 

Outreach  to  other  cultures  is  also  a  hall- 
mark of  St.  Mary.  Parochial  Vicar  Fr.  Roger 
Malonda,  a  multilingual  native  of  the  Congo, 
offers  Mass  regularly  for  French-speaking  na- 
tives of  West  Africa.  He  also  ministers  to  the 
significant  Hispanic  segment  of  the  parish. 
"Their  contribution  is  a  promising  part  of  life

Before  the  dedication,  the  Bishop  offered 
Mass  in  the  Campus  Ministry  Center  for  students,  alumni  and 
supporters. 

This  year  Catholic  Ministry  on  the  UNC-W  campus  is  mark- 
ing its  25th  anniversary.  Concelebrating  with  the  Bishop  on 
Wednesday  was  Reverend  Al  Dash,  who  started  the  campus 
ministry  on  August  1 5,  1 986,  and  continues  to  provide  priestly 
ministry  at  the  Center.  Commenting  on  the  anniversary,  UNC- 
Ws  current  Catholic  campus  minister,  Sister  Rose  McNamara, 
S.U.,  said  that  "over  the  years  each  new  class  of  students 
has  made  its  mark  through  sharing  interests  and  talents,  and 
through  asking  the  relevant  questions  of  their  time." 

At  the  end  of  Mass  the  Bishop  led  a  procession  to  the  chapel, 
where  he  deposited  the  Blessed  Sacrament  in  the  new  tab- 
ernacle, then  blessed  the  tabernacle  and  anointed  and  conse- 
crated the  altar. 

The  new  chapel  adjoins  the  Center.  "It  is  our  hope,"  Sister 
Rose  said,  "that  this  sacred  space  will  provide  the  students 
with  a  place  for  personal  and  communal  prayer  as  well  as  our 
Wednesday  evening  Eucharist.  The  chapel  will  be  a  perfect  set- 
ting for  praying  the  Rosary  and  the  Liturgy  of  the  Hours,  and  for 
developing  habits  of  quiet  contemplation."

The  Testimony 
of  Our  Lives 


In  this  month's  issue,  we  feature  our  Dioc- 
esan recipients  of  Papal  Honors  in  recogni- 
tion of  their  faithful  and  generous  service 
to  Our  Lord  Jesus  and  His  Church.  With 
their  family  members,  friends,  parishioners  and 
all  those  whom  they  serve,  I  convey  heartfelt  and 
sincere  congratulations. 


It  was  a  great  privilege  for  me  to  call  our 
recipients  personally  and  inform  them  of  the 
honor  bestowed  upon  them  by  Our  Holy  Father 
Pope  Benedict  XVI.  Without  exception,  all  of 
them  said  they  were  "undeserving"  and  in  no 
way  ever  expected  such  a  distinction.  Their 
responses  highlight  what  we 
know  to  be  true:  all  that  we 
receive  are  gifts  from  the  Lord 
and  our  utilization  of  them  is 
always  done  not  for  worldly 
recognition  but  only  for  the 
glory  and  honor  of  God.  Our 
recipients  accept  the  honor  in 
the  name  of  all  those  they  love, 
in  support  of  the  ministries 
and  vocations  entrusted  to 
them  and  with  the  sincere  hope 
that  others  will  be  renewed  in 
the  commitment  to  serve  one 
another. 

In  the  month  we  celebrate 
All  Souls,  we  are  powerfully 
reminded  that  one  day  we  will 
die.

Other  priests 
and  I  were  at  his  bedside  praying  fervently  for 
him  and  upon  his  death  we  offered  Mass  right  in 
his  room.  I  remember  looking  at  Cardinal  Krol

upon  his  death  -  a  renowned  and  distinguished 
member  of  the  Church  who  held  many  important 
positions  and  titles  and  one  who  was  held  in  the 
highest  esteem  according  to  worldly  and  church 
standards.  And  yet  those  things  passed  away. 
He  knew  all  along  that  one  day,  just  like  us,  he 
would  die,  that  he  was  dust  and  unto  dust  he 
would  return.  Thus,  in  faith  and  love,  he  lived  his 
life  with  his  eyes  focused  on  the  things  that  are 
above,  while  striving  each  day  to  be  prepared  for 
the  moment  the  Lord  would  call  him  to  Himself. 

Along  with  the  canonized  saints  whom  the 
Church  lifts  up  for  us  to  imitate,  we  all  can  think 
of  the  many  beloved  in  our  Diocese  and  in  our 
families  who  have  gone  before  us  in  death  and 
have  left  us  a  powerful  testimony  and  example; 
who  remain  sources  of  inspiration  for  us  and  who 
intercede  on  our  behalf. 

My  dear  father  died  on  the 
Feast  of  the  Transfiguration,  the 
day  the  Lord  gave  His  disciples 
(who  were  beginning  to  see 
defeat  in  the  midst  of  suffering) 
a  glimpse  of  His  glory.  The  Lord 
was  transfigured  before  them  on 
the  mountain  and  the  disciples 
were  filled  with  joy.  Yet,  they 
were  not  able  to  linger  in  that 
moment.  They  were  called  to  go 
down  from  the  mountain  and 
go  forth  to  proclaim  to  others 
Christ  living  and  reigning. 

Our  challenge  is  similar.  We 
need  to  have  more  than  heartfelt 
sentiments  for  our  loved  ones.

Faithful  to  Receive 
Papal  Honors 


1  At  7  p.m.  on  Tuesday,  December  6,  at  St.  Michael  the 
Archangel  Parish  in  Cary,  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge  will  present  honors  bestowed  by  Pope  Benedict 
XVI  on  twenty  men  and  women  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 
Four  of  the  recipients  will  receive  the  Pro  Ecclesia  et 
Pontifice  Cross  and  sixteen  will  receive  the  Benemerenti 
Medal. 

The  Pro  Ecclesia  et  Pontifice  is  the  highest  award  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  bestowed  by  the  Holy  Father  to 
the  Laity.  The  English  translation  is  "For  Church  and  the 
Pope,"  and  is  also  known  as  the  "Cross  of  Honor."  Estab- 
lished in  1 888  by  Leo  XIII,  it  is  currently  given  for  distin- 
guished service  to  the  Church  by  lay  people.  The  design  of 
the  medal  is  dictated  by  the  Holy  Father  who  bestows  the 
honor.  The  medal  or  lapel  ribbon  may  be  worn  at  any  time 
by  the  bearer. 

The  Benemerenti  Medal  is  awarded  to  individuals  in 
recognition  of  their  dedicated  service  to  the  Church.  The 
English  translation  is  "well  deserved."  The  civil  medal  has 
the  inscription  benemerenti  surrounded  by  a  crown  of  oak 
leaves  engraved  on  its  face  side.  The  medal  is  worn  on  the 
breast,  suspended  by  ribbons  of  the  papal  colors. 

"It  is  with  great  joy  that  I  announce  the  bestowal  of  Papal 
Honors  by  our  Holy  Father,  Benedict  XVI,  upon  twenty  of 
the  faithful  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,"  Bishop  Burbidge 
said  on  announcing  the  awards.  "Those  who  are  receiving 
these  honors  are  truly  representative  of  the  many  faithful 
who  offer  such  generous  service  throughout  our  Diocese."

Kicks  Off  Our  Cathedral: 

One  Faith,  One  People  Campaign 

St.  Mary  Catholic  Church  in  Wilmington  was  the  first 
parish  to  lead  the  way  in  the  Our  Cathedral:  One  Faith, 

One  People  campaign.  In  the  case  of  St.  Mary  the  par- 
ish selected  the  piggyback  option  for  the  campaign.  This 
option  allows  the  parish  to  combine  local  needs  with  the 
Cathedral  Campus  Facilities  campaign  elements  into  one 
campaign.  This  campaign  will  address  needs  at  the  parish 
ranging  from  facilities  maintenance  and  improvement,  debt 
reduction,  endowments,  and  support  for  its  sister  parish  in 
Honduras.  All  of  these  projects  will  help  the  parish  con- 
tinue and  enhance  its  exemplary  record  of  serving  others. 

The  active  phase  of  the  campaign  began  in  September 
and  will  conclude  in  Late  November.  As  of  the  publish- 
ing of  this  article  the  parish  has  raised  in  excess  of  $1 .7 
million  toward  a  goal  of  $2. 1  million.  The  parish  is  well  on 
its  way  to  surpassing  their  goal.  At  a  recent  meeting  Father 
Robert  Kus,  Pastor  of  St.  Mary  Catholic  Church  remarked 
"This  was  a  great  opportunity  for  us  to  meet  the  growing 
needs  of  our  parish  while  simultaneously  doing  our  part  for 
the  Diocese". 


Bishop  and  Priests  Discuss  Our  Cathedral:

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F  Burbidge  met  with  Di- 
ocesan priests  and  pastoral  administrators  on  October  1 4, 
201  1  to  discuss  the  Cathedral  Campus  facilities  project. 
Mr.  Timothy  Mann  and  Dr.  Henry  Zaytoun,  Jr.,  Campaign 
Co-Chairs,  and  other  members  of  the  Campaign  leader- 
ship provided  information  on  how  parishes  and  Diocesan 
faithful  will  be  invited  to  participate  in  this  historic  initiative. 

At  the  October  meeting,  priests  and  pastoral  administra- 
tors received  updates  from  the  five  committees  appointed  in 
July,  201 0,  to  address  the  various  aspects  of  the  Cathedral 
Campus  project  and  to  have  the  opportunity  to  ask  ques- 
tions. Campaign  leadership  explained  that  parishes  will  be 
invited  to  participate  in  the  campaign  in  one  of  two  calendar 
blocs;  November,  201  1  -June,  201  2  or  July  -  December, 
201  2.  Clergy,  religious  and  laity  from  throughout  the  Dio- 
cese have  been  involved  in  the  Cathedral  Campus  project 
as  members  of  the  five  committees  charged  with  developing 
guidelines,  policies,  procedures,  architectural  design  and 
information  resources.

Aa  The  Bishops  Annual  Appeal  is  an  essential  part  of  the 
■  Diocese  of  Raleigh's  mission  to  provide  for  the  needs 
of  the  faithful  and  all  of  Gods  people.

Each  parish  will  have  a  Total  Campaign  Goal  that  will 
include  its  portion  of  the  Bishops  Annual  Appeal  for  2012 
and  a  portion  for  the  Our  Cathedral:  One  Faith,  One  People 
campaign.  The  Our  Cathedral:  One  Faith,  One  People  por- 
tion is  based  on  each  parish  or  mission's  201 1  fiscal  year 
offertory  giving. 


Once  a  parish  surpasses  its  201  2  BAA  Goal,  20%  of 
the  net  funds  collected  up  to  its  Total  Campaign  Goal 
will  return  to  the  parish. 

If  a  parish  exceeds  its  Total  Campaign  Goal  it  will  then 
receive  50%  of  funds  raised  above  and  beyond  its 
Total  Campaign  Goal. 

Every  parish  will  be  asked  to  create  a  campaign  case  state- 
ment to  illustrate  how  the  returned  funds  will  be  used.

In  this  way, 
our  parishes  will  realize  the  maximum  benefit  from  this 
campaign  to  strengthen  our  local  Church  in  eastern  North 
Carolina. 

All  parishes  and  missions  will  be  invited  to  participate  in 
the  campaign  in  one  of  two  calendar  blocks;  January,  2012- 
June,  2012  or  July  -  December  2012.  Pastors  and  Pastoral 
Administrators  will  be  contacted  by  their  Guidance  in  Giv- 
ing Campaign  Director  according  to  their  block.

Diocese  Celebrates

The  annual  Hispanic  Heritage  Celebra- 
tion, held  Saturday,  October  8,  201  1 ,  at  St. 
Thomas  More  Catholic  Church  in  Chapel  Hill, 
NC,  drew  nearly  1 ,000  people  from  the  diverse  Hispanic  cultures  in  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh.  This  year  the  celebration  took  the  theme  "Papa  Peregrino,  Camina 
Conmigo"  ("Pilgrim  Pope,  Walk  With  Me")  in  honor  of  Blessed  Pope  John  Paul  II. 

The  celebration  began  with  a  catechetical  presentation  led  by  Fr.  Chesco 
Garcia-Gonzalez.  The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh, 
then  offered  Mass  in  Spanish,  with  Father  Carlos  N.  Arce,  Diocesan  Vicar  for 
Hispanics,  as  the  homilist.  Fourteen  other  priests  of  the  Diocese  concelebrated. 

Each  year,  the  Mass  is  offered  in  one  of  the  eight  deaneries  of  the  Diocese.  The 
annual  Mass  recognizes  and  pays  tribute  to  the  many  gifts  Hispanic  immigrants 
bring  to  the  Church  and  communities  throughout  the  Diocese.  The  celebration 
highlights  the  rich  faith  of  the  Hispanic  people,  their  strong  family  values  and  their 
dedicated  work  ethic.  People  from  20  Latin  American  countries  reside  in  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh. 

A  luncheon  with  music  and  dancing  showing  the  culture  of  various  Latin  America 
cultures  followed  the  Mass.

In  his  homily,  Bishop  O'Connell 
spoke  of  God  being  the  starting  point  of 
all  things.  He  told  the  members  of  the 
legal  and  judicial  professions  that  theirs 
is  a  noble  profession,  a  noble  profession 
with  a  responsibility  because  it  comes 
from  God. 

"If  you  believe  in  God,"  Bishop 
O'Connell  said,  "you'll  have  no  difficulty 
in  understanding  the  idea  of  law.  If  you 
believe  that  God  created  the  world,  then 
you'll  have  no  difficulty  in  understanding 
the  purpose  of  law.  And  if  you  believe 
that  God  redeemed  the  world,  then  you'll 
have  no  difficulty  in  understanding  the 
necessity  of  law." 

Bishop  O'Connell  expressed  his 
concern  that  our  nation  is  losing  its  way, 
noting  that  the  founders  recognized  our 
reliance  on  God.  He  said  our  founding 
principles  are  being  challenged  today, 
citing  as  an  example  that  respect  for 
life  is  looked  upon  by  some  as  simply  a 
religious  notion. 

"If  we  believe  that  God  created  the 
world,"  Bishop  O'Connell  concluded, 
"then  let  law  and  justice  protect  that 
conscience  the  ensures  that  every  hu- 
man right  is  seen  as  rooted  in  God,  our 
Creator.  If  we  believe  it  is  possible  to 
be  redeemed  through  God's  light  and 
through  justice,  then  let  us  let  the  law  be 
something  that  binds  us  and  obliges  us 
all  to  one  another  as  we  live  our  lives  in 
the  freedom  of  the  Lord."

Record  Attendance 
at  Benefit  for  Life  Gala 

The  Annual  Benefit  for  Life  Gala 
was  held  Friday,  October  7,  201 1 ,  to 
support  the  work  of  four  ministries  in  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh:  BirthChoice,  The 
Gabriel  Project,  Family  Honor  and  Proj- 
ect Rachel.  This  year's  gala  drew  more 
than  500  people,  the  largest  gathering  in 
the  nine  years  of  the  event. 

In  his  remarks,  the  Most  Reverend 
Michael  F.  Burbidge  expressed  his  joy 
that  so  many  in  the  Diocese  are  embrac- 
ing the  Gospel  of  life.  "Please  accept  my 


sincere,  heartfelt  gratitude  for  your  sup- 
port of  life  and  of  these  very  important 
ministries,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said. 

Father  Paul  D.  Scalia,  Pastor  of  St. 
John  the  Beloved  Church  in  McLean, 
Virginia,  was  this  year's  guest  speaker. 
Father  Scalia  noted  how  the  term  "cul- 
ture of  life"  was  begun  by  Blessed  John 
Paul  II  and  how  the  phrase  is  now  part 
of  the  public  discourse.  He  spoke  of  the 
challenge  to  life  by  those  who  weigh  a 
person's  value  by  what  that  person  can 
contribute  to  the  economy. 

Father  Scalia  pointed  out  that  im- 
portant work  is  often  done  in  small  but 


effective  ways,  as  witnessed  by  the  four 
ministries  supported  by  the  Benefit  for 
Life  Gala.  "There  was  no  shock  and  awe 
in  the  incarnation,"  Father  Scalia  said.  "It 
was  done  quietly.  Even  the  resurrection 
had  no  witnesses.  And  in  the  celebration 
of  Mass,  the  Lord  comes  to  us  in  a  small 
piece  of  bread.  As  we  recall,"  Father 
Scalia  added,  "it  was  St.  Therese  of  the 
Little  Flower  who  taught  us  that  'our  little- 
ness can  lead  to  greatness.'" 

BirthChoice  is  celebrating  its  39th 
anniversary  this  year.  It  is  a  medical  clinic 
that  offers  onsite  limited  ultrasound  to 
the  women  who  visit  for  help  and  guid- 
ance. Statistics  indicate  that  five  out  of 
six  mothers  who  see  their  baby  in  utero 
decide  to  have  their  babies. 

The  Gabriel  Project  provides  assis- 
tance to  BirthChoice  clients  and  other 
agency  clients  by  mentoring  moms 
before  and  after  their  child  is  bom. 

Family  Honor  is  a  national  Catholic 
non-profit  organization  that  offers  a 
family-centered  approach  to  chastity 
education  that  is  grounded  in  Scripture, 
Church  teaching  and  Blessed  John  Paul 
II  s  Theology  of  the  Body. 

Project  Rachel  is  a  post-abortive 
healing  ministry  that  provides  confidential 
assistance  to  women,  men  and  all  who 
have  experienced  the  pain  of  abortion. 


Death  of  Msgr.  James  P.  Keaney 

The  Reverend  Monsignor  James  Patrick 
Keaney,  a  retired  priest  of  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh,  died  October  1  7  at  his  residence 
in  Southern  Pines,  NC.  He  was  87.  James 
Keaney  was  born  in  Arlington,  MA,  May  1 4, 
1  924.  He  served  in  the  U.S.  Army  during 
the  Second  World  War,  and  after  his  dis- 
charge he  was  accepted  at  St.  John's  Home 
Missions  Seminary  in  Little  Rock,  AR,  where 
he  trained  to  serve  in  the  missions  of  the 
Southern  and  Western  U.S.  Bishop  Vincent 
S.  Waters  visited  the  seminary  seeking 
priest  candidates  for  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh, 
and  he  ordained  Father  Keaney  to  the  Priesthood  in  1  954. 

During  forty  years  of  active  Priesthood,  Father  Keaney 
served  parishes  in  North  Wlkesboro,  Asheville,  Red  Springs, 
Raeford,  Kannapolis,  Shelby,  Sanford,  Raleigh  and  Roanoke 
Rapids.  He  was  the  first  pastor  at  St.  Andrew  Church  in  Red 
Springs  and  St.  Elizabeth  of  Hungary  Church  in  Raeford. 

After  his  retirement  in  1  994  he  continued  to  serve  parishes 


in  Tarboro,  Roanoke  Rapids  and  wherever  he 
was  needed,  focusing  his  efforts  particularly  on 
ministry  to  the  Hispanic  community.  In  2000, 
at  the  request  of  Bishop  F.  Joseph  Gossman, 
Father  Keaney  was  named  a  Prelate  of  Honor 
to  His  Holiness  Pope  John  Paul  II,  with  the  title 
of  Monsignor. 
^  Msgr.  Gerald  L.  Lewis,  Administrator  of  St. 

Paul  Parish  in  New  Bern,  remembered  Msgr. 
Keaney  as  "a  dedicated  missionary  his  entire 
life.  He  served  in  parishes  across  the  state, 
always  reaching  out  to  the  poor  and  needy.  He 
was  a  pastor  who  knew,  loved  and  sacrificed 
for  his  flock.  In  his  seventies  he  undertook  the 
study  of  Spanish  to  serve  the  migrant  popula- 
tion. Until  two  years  before  his  death  he  drove  80  miles  each 
Sunday  to  serve  the  Hispanic  Community." 

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  offered  the 
Funeral  Mass  for  Msgr.  Keaney  on  Saturday,  October  22,  at 
St.  John  the  Baptist  Church  in  Roanoke  Rapids.  Msgr.  John 
Williams,  Pastor  of  St.  Joseph  Catholic  Church  in  Raleigh, 
was  the  homilist.

Bishop  Celebrates 
Sisters'  Appreciation  Day 

On  Saturday,  September  1  7,  201  1 ,  the 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  met  with 
consecrated  Women  Religious  of  the  Diocese  for 
Sisters'  Appreciation  Day,  an  annual  day  of  prayer, 
dialogue  and  recognition  of  the  role  Sisters  play 
in  spreading  God's  Word  and  serving  His  people. 
The  event,  held  at  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Church 
in  Raleigh,  began  with  Mass  celebrated  by  Bishop 
Burbidge.  Concelebrating  were  Msgr.  Jerry  Sher- 
ba,  Vicar  Judicial  and  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese, 
the  Bishop's  Delegate  to  Religious  Serving  in  the 
Diocese  and  a  member  of  the  Diocesan  Council 
of  Religious;  and  Fr.  John  Forbes,  Pastor  of  Our 
Lady  of  Lourdes. 

In  his  homily,  the  Bishop  spoke  of  the  Sisters  as 
exemplifying  the  words  in  the  day's  Gospel,  "em- 
bracing the  word  of  God  with  a  generous  and  good 
heart  and  bearing  fruit  through  perseverance." 

"More  than  ever,"  he  said,  "it  is  essential  that 
we  help  the  people  we  serve  to  understand  and 
to  embrace  the  gift  of  perseverance.  There  are 
so  many  voices  in  our  world  telling  people,  'At  the 
first  sign  of  struggle  in  pursuing  a  goal,  move  on.' 

"The  example  of  your  life,"  the  Bishop  told  the 
Sisters,  "will  help  others  to  focus  on  Jesus  Christ 
and. ..to  reject  the  voices  of  this  world  and  em- 
brace the  gift  of  perseverance." 

At  the  Offertory,  the  name  of  each  of  the  Sisters 
was  read,  followed  by  the  number  of  years  she 
has  offered  her  service  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 
Following  the  Mass,  the  Sisters  gathered  for  a 
discussion  with  the  Bishop,  each  speaking  in  turn 
about  the  ideals  and  the  people  who  energized 
them  in  their  ministries.

^>  Sister  Anne  Scott,  S.P,  died  on 
September  5  in  Mother  Theodore 
Hall,  St.  Mary-of-the-Woods, 
IN.  Sister  entered  the  Sisters  oj 
Providence  in  1947  and  was  given 
the  name  Sister  Anne  Loyola.  In 
her  64  years  as  a  Sister  oj  Provi- 
dence, she  ministered  for  29  years 
in  education.  In  North  Carolina, 
she  taught  at  St.  Therese,  Wilson, 
1963-64;  Blessed  Sacrament, 
Burlington,  1964-69;  St.  Patrick, 


Fayetteville,  1969-72;  Our  Lady  of  Consolation,  Charlotte,  1972-73; 
and  St.  Joan  of  Arc,  Asheville,  1973-77. 

Having  retired  from  teaching  in  1984,  she  moved  to  the  motherhouse, 
where  she  served  as  director  of  volunteers  for  seven  years,  manager  of 
Mary  Goodwin  Guest  House  at  Saint  Mary-of-the-Woods  College  for 
three  years,  and  staff  person  for  the  Central  Business  Office  for  12  years. 
Beginning  in  2006,  she  dedicated  herself  totally  to  the  ministry  of  prayer. 

I  didn't  know  Sister  Scott.  But  through  reading  notices  like  this 
over  the  years,  one  can  leam  a  few  things  about  the  lives  of  Women 
Religious  (and  the  lives  of  many  priests  and  Brothers  as  well). 

First,  you  see  a  picture  of  lifelong  dedication.  Most  Sisters  don't 
really  retire.  Even  when  they  are  physically  unable  to  serve  actively, 
they  continue  in  the  ministry  of  prayer. 
Secondly,  you  see  discern  a  life  of  obedience.  It's  unusual  for 
women  Religious  to  spend  an  entire  career  in  one  place;  inevita- 
bly their  calling  requires  them  to  leave  places  and  people  they've 
grown  to  love.  1  read  a  novel  recently  where  a  character  says, 
"Home  isn't  where  you  are  from,  but  where  you  are  wanted."  Most 
Sisters  would  understand  that  sentiment. 

Last  month  Bishop  Burbidge  met  with  some  of  the  Sisters  of  our 
Diocese  for  a  day  of  appreciation.  He  asked  this  question:  "What 
energizes  you  in  your  ministry?"  And  almost  without  exception  the 
women  spoke  of  receiving  inspiration  from  the  people  they  were 
called  to  serve. 

And  that's  the  third  thing:  When  you  see  how  many  different 
places  a  Sister  has  probably  served  in  a  lifetime,  you  can  only  won- 
der at  the  number  of  lives  she  has  touched  with  Gods  love.  Yet  she 
will  tell  you  it  is  those  lives  that  have  let  God  touch  her.

Black  Catholic 
History  Month 


On  Tuesday,  July  24, 1990,  while  meeting  in 
convention  at  Fordham  University  in  New 
York,  the  National  Black  Catholic  Clergy 
Caucus  (NBCCC)  established  November 
as  Black  Catholic  History  Month.  The  reason 
behind  the  selection  of  the  month  of  November  was  the  num- 
ber of  important  dates  to  Catholics  of  African  ancestry  that  fell 
within  this  month. 

•  November  1st,  All 

Saints'  Day,  provides  an 
opportunity  to  review  the 
lives  of  the  hundreds  of 
saints  of  African  ancestry 
in  the  first  300  years 
of  the  Church.  Saints 
Perpetua  and  Felicity, 
Pope  St.  Victor  I  and  the 
martyrs  of  Alexandria  are 
just  a  few  of  the  saints 
of  African  ancestry  who 
embraced  the  Gospel 
message  and  gave  their 
lives  as  a  symbol  of  their  commitment  to  Christ  Jesus. 
•  November  2nd,  All  Souls  Day  provides  an  opportunity  to 
remember  all  those  Africans  kidnapped,  enslaved  and  lost  in 
the  crossing  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean  beginning  in  the  sixteenth 
century. 

■  November  3rd  is  the  memorial  of  St.  Martin  de  Porres,  the 
only  canonized  saint  of  African  ancestry  in  this  hemisphere. 

The  memorial  of  St.  Martin  de  Porres  is  particularly  trea- 
sured by  many;  especially  for  people  of  African  ancestry.  There 
are  countless  numbers  of  stories  about  Martin  de  Porres  and 
the  many  miracles  attributed  to  him  before  he  died  and  after- 
ward; however,  the  most  important  thing  about  him  was  his 
devotion  to  following  Christ  Jesus. 

He  lived  in  a  time  when  his  ethnicity  and  socio-economic 
condition  would  have  easily  discouraged  most;  however,  St. 
Martin  de  Porres'  response  should  be  a  constant  reminder  to 
all  of  us.  Our  commitment  to  our  Catholic  faith  is  not  based 
on  who  we  are  in  the  temporal  world,  but  to  whom  we  belong 
in  the  eternal  life.  Martin  de  Porres  knew  that  he  was  child 
of  God,  and  he  was  able  to  respond  with  the  love  of  Jesus  to 
everyone  he  encountered. 

St.  Martin  is  a  blessed  example  for  all  of  us.  Throughout  this 
Black  Catholic  History  Month,  let  us  give  thanks  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  many  blessings  He  has  bestowed  upon  us.

f  "^T  f  St.  Charles  had  not  died  for 
God,  I  would  not  be  Catholic." 
Connie  Chege-Bryant,  a  parish- 
JL  ioner  at  St.  Raphael  Church  n 
Raleigh,  is  talking  about  St.  Charles  Lwan- 
ga  of  Uganda,  who  was  burned  to  death 
with  a  score  of  others  in  1886  for  refusing 
to  renounce  his  Catholic  faith. 

After  St.  Charles'  death, 
Connie  explains,  the  Euro- 
pean missionaries  who  had 
been  converting  Ugandans 
were  expelled  from  the  coun- 
try. "That  was  a  dark  time," 
Connie  says,  "but  the  African 
Catholics  realized  that  it  was 
now  up  to  them  to  keep  the 
faith  and  spread  the  Gospel." 
They  were  amazingly  success 
ful.  In  Kenya,  where  Connie 
was  born,  the  majority  of 
her  people,  the  Kikuyu,  are 
Christian  today.  Connie  was 
baptized  as  an  infant  and 
attended  all  Catholic  schools 
until  coming  to  the  U.S.  for 
graduate  school. 

"Uganda  is  just  west  of 
Kenya,"  Connie  says,  "and 
when  I  was  growing  we 
learned  about  St.  Charles  as 
the  patron  saint  of  Catholic 
youth.  He  was  a  young  saint, 
only  21  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  and  his  example  inspired  the  young  men  and  boys  he 
had  protected  from  the  king  of  Uganda." 

Uganda's  King  Mwanda  had  begun  persecuting  African 
Christians  and  killing  missionaries  in  1885.  When  his  close  ad- 
visor told  the  king  he  was  wrong,  Mwanga  had  him  beheaded. 
Charles,  whose  leadership  and  honesty  were  admired  at  the 
court,  was  appointed  to  replace  him.  The  king  did  not  know 
that  Charles  was  himself  a  convert.  On  the  day  of  his  appoint- 
ment, Charles  was  secretly  baptized. 

"St.  Charles  had  expected  to  be  a  priest  in  his  local  religion," 
Connie  explains.  "His  grandfather  had  planned  to  be  a  priest, 
but  one  of  the  requirements  was  celibacy,  and  the  grandfather 
married.  So  St.  Charles  had  pledged  himself  to  chastity  from  an 
early  age,  hoping  to  be  the  priest  his  grandfather  could  not  be. 
When  he  converted,  his  vow  translated  to  protecting  the  youth 
from  the  corruption  of  the  royal  court." 

Besides  protecting  the  youth,  Charles  secretly  catechized  and 
baptized  them.  Eventually,  however,  King  Mwanda  demanded 
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St.  Charles  and 
his  companions 


that  all  his  subjects  denounce  Christianity.  When  Charles  and 
his  followers  refused,  their  brutal  fate  was  sealed. 

"What  we  learned  about  St.  Charles  as  youngsters,"  Connie 
says,  "is  that  he  understood  how  we  felt.  He  understood  the 
confusion  and  pressures  that  visited  us,  especially  in  adoles- 
cence. And  that  was  powerful,  knowing  that  there  was  some- 
one in  heaven  who  understood  and  whose  intercession  we 
could  pray  for  when  things  were  difficult.  I  wish  for  young 
people  today  that  they  would  have  a  saint  like  that  to  pray  to." 


Young John 
deGuzman,  a 

sophomore  at  St. 
Thomas  More 
Academy  in  Ra- 
leigh, finds  such 
an  intercessor 
in  St.  Lorenzo 
Ruiz.  He  first 
learned  about  St. 
Lorenzo  in  the 
fourth  grade. 


"In  the  morning  I  would 
pray  the  Rosary  with  my 
father,"  he  recalls,  "and  on  St. 
Lorenzo's  feast  day,  Septem- 
ber 28,  he  told  me  that  St. 
Lorenzo  was  the  first  Filipino 
saint,  and  that  he  was  a  mar- 
tyr for  our  faith." 

John  was  born  in  Quezon 


City,  not  far  from  Manila,  where  the  saint  had  lived  in  the  17th 
Century.  "In  fourth  grade  I  was  just  beginning  as  an  altar  boy," 
John  recalls,  "and  my  father  told  me  how  St.  Lorenzo  had 
served  at  the  altar  and  studied  with  the  Dominican  Fathers.  He 
told  me  that  St.  Lorenzo  had  been  accused  of  a  crime  he  didn't 
commit,  and  fled  the  Philippines  with  four  priests  and  another 
Catholic  layman  to  seek  asylum  in  Japan." 

Japan,  as  it  turned  out,  was  the  wrong  place  to  seek  asylum. 
"When  St.  Lorenzo  and  his  friends  arrived  in  Japan,"  John 
explains,  "he  discovered  that  Christians  were  being  persecuted 
there.  He  was  tortured  in  terrible  ways  and  told  to  renounce  his 
faith,  but  he  refused,  and  died." 

One  source  gives  St.  Lorenzo's  final  words  as  these:  "I  am 
a  Catholic  and  wholeheartedly  accept  death  for  the  Lord;  if  I 
have  a  thousand  lives,  all  of  them  I  will  offer  to  Him." 

Asked  if  he  prays  to  St.  Lorenzo,  John  nods.  "There's  a 
specific  long  prayer  to  him,"  he  says,  "but  I  don't  always  use 
that.  He  is  in  the  list  of  saints  I  pray  to  every  morning.  I  always 
pray  to  him  when  I'm  going  through  something  tough.  When 
I  heard  his  story  I  thought,  Wow,  I  don't  know  if  I  could  have 
stayed  faithful  under  the  kind  of  torture  he  went  through.'  So  I 
pray  for  his  fortitude  and  perseverance." 

John,  who  attends  church  at  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  in  Ra- 
leigh, believes  St.  Lorenzo  is  a  particularly  good  model  for 
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young  people.  "When  kids  are  getting  beat  down  for  their 
faith,  or  made  fun  of  for  doing  what  they  know  is  right, 
they  could  ask  St.  Lorenzo  for  the  kind  of  strength  he  had," 
John  says. 

Johns  devotion  to  St.  Lorenzo,  like  Connies  to  St.  Charles,  also 
derives  from  recognizing  the  saint  as  a  compatriot.  "St.  Lorenzo 
was  beatified  in  1981  in  Manila,"  John  says  with  pride.  "It  was 
the  first  beatification  ceremony  to  take  place  outside  of  Rome. 
That's  pretty  cool."  John  also  looks  forward  to  the  annual  Filipino 
Mass  held  in  the  Diocese  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Lorenzo. 


Johns  classmate  at  St.  Thom- 
as More  Academy,  freshman 
Alexis  Lopez,  has  adopted 
the  schools  patron  as  his 
own.  He  learned  about  the 
saint  at  school  in  a  seminar 
called  "St.  Thomas  More, 
Portrait  of  Courage." 


St.  Thomas  More 


Thomas  More  was  a 
friend  and  councilor  to  King 
Henry  VIII  of  England,  until 
Henry  demanded  that  More 
acknowledge  the  Kings 
supremacy  over  the  Pope  in 
Church  matters,  and  ratify  his 
divorce  of  the  queen  in  order 
to  marry  his  mistress. 

"When  that  happened," 
Alexis  explains,  "St.  Thomas 
Mores  friend  became  his 
enemy."  Mores  enemies  at 
court  had  him  imprisoned 
and  convicted  of  treason,  a 
capital  offense.  Before  he  was 
beheaded.  St.  Thomas  said,  "I 


die  the  king's  good  servant,  but  God's  first." 

"Courage  was  definitely  St.  Thomas  Mores  biggest  virtue," 
Alexis  says.  St.  Thomas  was  also  a  scholar,  and  Alexis  sees  him 
as  a  perfect  patron  for  high  school  students.  "To  persevere  in 
your  school  work,  to  get  good  grades,  that  can  take  courage," 
he  says.  "St.  Thomas  was  ambitious,  he  wanted  to  better  his 
family's  situation,  but  he  always  put  God  and  his  faith  first." 

The  martyrdom  of  St.  Thomas  More  was  perhaps  one  of 
the  first  acts  in  the  persecution  of  Catholics  in  16th-century 
England.  Henry's  daughter,  Queen  Elizabeth  I,  would 
pursue  "papists"  with  a  vengeance.  Many  Catholics  dur- 
ing Elizabeths  reign  fled  the  country;  others  "converted"  to 
the  Church  of  England  to  save  their  lives  and  fortunes.  Still 
others  remained  faithful  and  worshipped  secretly,  living  in 
daily  fear  for  their  lives.  One  of  these  loyal  Catholics  who 
paid  the  ultimate  price  was  Margaret  Middleton  Clitherow, 
the  convert  wife  of  a  prosperous  butcher  who  had  himself 
switched  from  Catholicism  to  the  English  Church  to  save  his 
business  and  his  family. 


St.  Margaret  Clitherow 


Ursula  Ruiz,  a  wife  and 
mother  and  a  parishioner  at 
St.  Joseph  Church  in  Raleigh, 
learned  about  St.  Margaret 
Clitherow  while  preparing 
for  a  parish  All  Saints  Day 
party.  "Our  pastor,  Msgr.  John 
Williams,  told  me  about  St. 
Margaret  and  right  away  I  felt 
close  to  her,"  Ursula  recalls 
with  a  smile.  "She  died  in 
her  early  30s,  and  that  was 
my  age  at  the  time.  She  had 
three  children,  as  I  do,  and  she 
loved  her  husband  desperately, 
as  I  do."  A  cantor  at  her  parish, 
Ursula  also  learned  that  St. 
Margaret  sang. 

"She  was  also  a  very  joyful 
woman,  and  those  years  rais- 
ing my  small  children  were  a 
particularly  joyful  time  for  me." 

Another  feature  about  St. 
Margaret  that  impressed  Ur- 
sula was  her  boldness.  Ursula 
is  a  co-founder  of  the  Ignited  by  Truth  (IBT)  Conference,  which 
brings  Catholic  speakers  to  the  Diocese  each  year  for  inspiration 
and  catechesis.  "It  was  right  about  the  time  IBT  started  when 
I  learned  about  St.  Margaret,"  Ursula  says,  "and  reading  about 
her  'holy  boldness'  in  bnnging  priests  into  her  home  was  an 
inspiration  for  the  work  we  were  doing  to  start  the  conference." 

When  St.  Margaret  was  arrested,  she  refused  to  defend  herself 
in  court.  She  feared  that  a  trial  would  involve  her  children 
having  to  testify,  and  testifying  could  mean  torture.  Even  her 
husband  knew  of  her  Catholic  activities  only  gradually;  by  not 
telling  him  all  at  once,  she  had  hoped  to  protect  him  in  case  of 
an  investigation.  For  not  entering  a  plea,  however,  St.  Margaret 
was  sentenced  to  death  by  being  crushed:  a  pointed  rock  was 
placed  under  her  back,  then  a  door  was  placed  over  her  chest 
and  loaded  with  stones  until  the  weight  broke  her  back. 

"When  she  was  imprisoned,"  Ursula  says,  "knowing  she  was 
going  to  die,  she  sent  her  shoes  and  stockings  to  her  oldest 
daughter,  12,  with  a  note  that  said,  'Continue  to  walk  in  the  way 
of  the  Lord."' 

Margaret  Clitherow  was  beatified  in  1929  by  Pope  Pius  XI 
and  canonized  in  1970  by  Pope  Paul  VI  along  with  the  group  of 
saints  called  "The  Forty  Martyrs  of  England  and  Wales." 

Today,  Ursula  prays  for  St.  Margaret's  intercession  while  re- 
membering "her  love  of  the  Eucharist,  her  love  of  the  Priesthood 
and  especially  her  love  for  her  family." 

And  her  humility:  As  St.  Margaret  was  being  executed,  Ursula 
explains,  she  cried  out,  "Jesu,  Jesu,  have  mercy  on  me!" 

"If  only  I  can  be  like  that  when  it's  my  time!"  Ursula  says.  "Not 
to  rail  against  dying  but  to  have  the  courage  to  remember  that  we 
are  made  for  God."

Connie  Chege-Bryant,  una  feli- 
gres  de  la  Iglesia  de  San  Rafael 
en  Raleigh,  habla  sobre  San  Carlos  Lwanga 
de  Uganda,  quien  fue  quemado  vivo  hasta 
morir  junto  a  otros  en  1886  por  negarse  a 
renunciar  su  fe  catolica. 

Despues  de  la  muerte  de  San  Carlos,  explica  Connie,  los 
misioneros  Europeos  que  ya  tertian  una  comunidad  de  conversos 
fueron  expulsados  del  pais.  "Fueron  tiempos  oscuros",  "pero  los 
Catolicos  africanos  se  dieron  cuenta  que  ahora  dependia  de  ellos 
mantener  la  fe  y  Evangelizar".  Sorprendentemente  tuvieron 
exito.  En  Kenya,  donde  nacio  Connie,  la  mayoria  de  la  gente,  los 
Kikuyu,  son  cristianos  hoy.  Connie  fue  bautizada  cuando  era 
todavia  una  bebe  y  asistio  siempre  a  escuelas  catolicas  hasta  venir 
a  los  Estados  Unidos  para  graduarse. 

"Uganda  esta  justo  al  oeste  de  Kenya",  dice  Connie,  "y  durante 
mi  crecimiento  aprendi  sobre  San  Carlos  como  el  santo 
patron  de  los jovenes  catolicos.  Fue  un  santo  joven,  tenia  21 
anos  el  dia  de  su  muerte,  y  su  ejemplo  inspire  a  los  jovenes  y 
muchachos  varones  que  el  protegio  del  rey  de  Uganda". 
El  Rey  Mwanda  de  Uganda  comenzo  la  persecution  contra 


los  africanos  cristianos 
y  mandaba  matar  a  los 
misioneros  en  1885.  Cuando 
su  consejero  le  dijo  al  rey  que 
renunciara  al  mal,  Mwanga 
lo  decapito.  Carlos,  cuyo 
liderazgo  y  honestidad  eran 
admirados  en  la  corte,  fue 
designado  a  remplazarlo. 
El  rey  no  sabia  que  Carlos 
era  converso.  El  dia  de  su 
nombramiento,  Carlos  fue 
bautizado  en  secreto. 

"San  Carlos  esperaba  ser 
un  sacerdote  de  su  religion 
local",  explica  Connie.  Su 
abuelo  habia  planeado  ser 
sacerdote,  pero  uno  de  los 
requisitos  era  el  celibato,  y 
el  abuelo  ya  se  habia  casado. 
Entonces  San  Carlos  se 
comprometio  a  si  mismo  en 
la  castidad  a  una  temprana 
edad,  deseando  ser  el  sacerdote  que  su  abuelo  no  pudo  ser. 
Cuando  se  convirtio,  su  voto  se  tradujo  en  la  protection  de  los 
jovenes  de  la  corruption  de  la  corte  real". 

Ademas  de  proteger  a  los  jovenes,  Carlos  en  secreto 
los  catequizo  y  los  bautizo.  Finalmente,  sin  embargo,  el 
Rey  Mwanda  exigio  a  toda  su  gente  que  denunciaran  la 
Cristiandad.  Cuando  Carlos  y  sus  seguidores  se  negaron,  se 
sello  su  brutal  destino. 

"Lo  que  aprendimos  de  San  Carlos  cuando  jovenes, 
"dice  Connie,  "es  que  comprendia  como  nos  sentiamos.  El 
comprendia  la  confusion  y  la  presion  en  la  que  viviamos, 
especialmente  en  nuestra  adolescencia.  Y  eso  era  poderoso, 
saber  que  habia  alguien  en  el  cielo  que  nos  comprendia  y  a 
quien  rezabamos  que  intercediera  por  nosotros  cuando  las 
cosas  estaban  dificiles.  Deseo  que  hoy  los  jovenes  tengan  a  un 
santo  como  el  a  quien  rezar  ". 

El  joven  John  de  Guzman,  alumno  del  decimo  grado  de  St. 
Thomas  More  Academy  en  Raleigh,  encuentra  a  un  intercesor 
en  San  Lorenzo  Ruiz.  John  aprendio  sobre  San  Lorenzo  en  el 
cuarto  grado  escolar. 

"En  las  mafianas  rezaba  el  Rosario  con  mi  padre",  recuerda 
el, '  y  en  la  celebration  de  San  Lorenzo  el  28  de  Septiembre, 
me  dijo  que  San  Lorenzo  fue  el  primer  santo  Filipino  y  martir 
de  nuestra  fe". 

John  nacio  en  la  Ciudad  de  Quezon,  no  muy  lejos  de 
Manila,  donde  habia  vivido  el  santo  en  el  siglo  17.  "En  el 
cuarto  grado  comence  a  servir  como  monaguillo",  recuerda

John,  "y  mi  padre  me  dijo  que  San  Lorenzo  habia  servido  en  el 
altar  y  estudiado  con  los  Padres  Dominicos.  Me  dijo  que  San 
Lorenzo  fue  acusado  de  un  crimen  que  no  comedo  por  lo  que 
tuvo  que  huir  de  las  Filipinas  con  cuatro  sacerdotes  y  un  laico 
catolico  para  buscar  asilo  en  Japon". 

Japon,  resulto  ser,  el  lugar  equivocado  para  buscar  asilo. 
"Cuando  San  Lorenzo  y  sus  amigos  llegaron  a  Japon",  explica 
John,  'descubrieron  que  los  Cristianos  eran  perseguidos  alii. 
Fue  arrestado  y  sometido  a  torturas  de  maneras  horribles.  Le 
pidieron  que  renunciara  a  su  fe,  pero  el  se  nego  y  murio". 

Una  fuerza  le  da  a  San  Lorenzo  sus  ultimas  palabras:  "Soy 
Catolico  y  acepto  incondicionalmente  morir  por  el  Senor;  si 
tengo  mil  vidas,  todas  las  ofrecere  para  El. 

Le  pregunte  si  le  rezaba  a  San  Lorenzo,  John  moviendo  la 
cabeza,  dijo,  "hay  una  oracion  larga  y  especifica  para  el,  pero 
no  siempre  la  utilizo.  El  se  encuentra  en  la  lista  de  todos  los 
santos  a  quien  rezo  cada  manana.  Siempre  le  rezo  cuando 
estoy  pasando  por  momentos  dificiles.  Cuando  escuche  su 
historia  pense,  'Wow,  no  se  si  yo  hubiera  podido  permanecer 
fiel  bajo  las  torturas  que  el  vivio'.  Por  eso  ruego  por  su 
fortaleza  y  perseverancia. 

John,  quien  asiste  a  la  Iglesia  de  Nuestra  Senora  de  Lourdes 
en  Raleigh,  cree  que  San  Lorenzo  es  un  buen  modelo  particular 
para  los  jovenes.  "Cuando  los  jovenes  se  sientan  atacados  por  su 
fe,  o  les  hacen  burlas  por  hacer  lo  correcto,  deben  acudir  a  San 
Lorenzo  para  pedirle  la  misma  fuerza  que  el  tuvo',  dice  John. 

La  devotion  de  John  por  San  Lorenzo,  como  Connie  por 
San  Carlos,  tambien  se  deriva  al  reconocer  al  santo  como 
compatriota.  "San  Lorenzo  fue  beatificado  en  Manila  en 
1981",  dice  John  con  orgullo.  "Fue  la  primera  ceremonia  de 
beatification  fuera  de  Roma.  Eso  es  buenisimo".  John  tambien 
asistira  a  la  Misa  anual  de  los  filipinos  que  se  llevara  a  cabo  en 
la  Diocesis  en  la  Celebration  de  San  Lorenzo. 

Alexis  Lopez,  del  noveno  grado,  companero  de  John  en  St. 
Thomas  More  Academy,  adopto  el  santo  patron  de  la  escuela. 
Aprendio  sobre  el  santo  en  la  escuela  en  un  seminario  llamado 
"Santo  Tomas  Moro,  "Retrato  del  Valor". 

Tomas  Moro  fue  amigo  y  concejal  del  Rey  Enrique  VIII  de 
Ingla terra,  hasta  que  Enrique  exigio  que  Moro  lo  reconociera 
por  encima  del  Papa,  como  Cabeza  Suprema  de  la  Iglesia  y 
ratificara  su  divorcio  de  la  reina  para  casarse  con  su  amante. 

"Cuando  sucediO  eso",  explica  Alexis,  "El  amigo  de  Santo 
Tomas  Moro  se  convirtio  en  su  enemigo".  Los  enemigos  de  la 
corte  de  Moro  lo  encarcelaron  y  lo  condenaron  por  traicion, 
una  ofensa  capital.  Antes  de  ser  decapitado,  Santo  Tomas  dijo, 
"Muere  el  buen  servidor  del  rey,  pero  Dios  es  primero". 

"El  Valor  definitivamente  fue  la  virtud  mas  grande  de  Santo 
Tomas  Moro",  dice  Alexis.  Santo  Tomas  fue  tambien  un  erudito 
y  Alexis  lo  ve  como  un  patron  perfecto  para  estudiantes  de 
secundaria.  "Para  perseverar  en  tus  tareas  escolares,  para  obtener 
buenas  calificaciones,  se  necesita  tener  valor",  dice.  "Santo  Tomas 
fue  ambicioso,  queria  mejorar  la  situation  de  su  familia,  sin 
embargo,  siempre  puso  a  Dios  y  su  fe  en  primer  lugar". 

El  martirio  de  Santo  Tomas  Moro  fue  tal  vez  uno  de  los 
primeros  actos  en  la  persecution  de  los  catolicos  en  el  siglo  16 
en  Inglaterra.  La  hija  de  Enrique,  La  Reina  Isabel  I,  perseguiria 


a  los  "papistas"  para  vengarse.  Muchos  catolicos  durante  el 
reinado  de  Isabel  huyeron  del  pais;  otros  se  "convirtieron"  a 
la  Iglesia  de  Inglaterra  para  salvar  su  vida  y  fortunas.  Todavia 
algunos  permanecieron  fieles  y  alababan  en  secreto,  temiendo 
por  su  vida  cada  dia.  Unos  de  estos  fieles  catolicos  que  pagaron 
el  precio  final  fue  Margaret  Middleton  Clitherow,  la  esposa 
conversa  de  un  camicero  prospero  que  habia  cambiado  del 
catolicismo  a  la  Iglesia  de  Inglaterra  para  salvar  su  negocio  y  su 
familia. 

Ursula  Ruiz,  esposa,  madre  y  feligres  de  la  Iglesia  San  Jose  en 
Raleigh,  aprendio  sobre  Santa  Marganta  de  Clitherow  mientras 
se  preparaba  una  fiesta  el  Dia  de  los  Santos.  "Nuestro  parroco, 
Monsenor  John  Williams,  me  dijo  sobre  Santa  Margarita  e 
inmediatamente  senti  un  acercamiento  hacia  ella",  recuerda 
Ursula  con  una  sonrisa.  "MuriO  en  los  30s  y  esa  era  mi  edad  en 
ese  momento.  Tenia  tres  hijos,  igual  que  yo,  y  amaba  a  su  esposo 
desesperadamente,  igual  que  yo".  Ursula,  quien  canta  en  su 
parroquia,  aprendio  que  Santa  Margarita  tambien  cantaba. 

"Tambien  fue  una  mujer  muy  alegre,  y  en  esos  anos  criando 
a  mis  nirios  pequertos  fueron  momentos  muy  especialmente 
alegres  para  mi". 

Otra  de  las  caracteristicas  que  impresiono  a  Ursula  sobre 
Santa  Margarita  fue  su  audacia.  Ursula  es  una  cofundadora 
de  la  Conferencia  de  Ignited  by  Truth  (IBT)  -  por  sus  siglas 
en  ingles  -  que  invitan  a  oradores  a  la  Diocesis  cada  ano 
para  inspirar  y  catequizar.  "Era  mas  o  menos  el  tiempo  que 
comenzo  IBT  cuando  yo  aprendi  acerca  de  Santa  Margarita", 
dice  Ursula,  "y  leyendo  sobre  su  'santa  valentia'  al  ofrecer  su 
casa  a  los  sacerdotes  fue  una  inspiration  para  el  trabajo  que 
estabamos  realizando  al  comenzar  la  conferencia". 

Cuando  Santa  Margarita  fue  arrestada,  rechazo  defenderse 
en  la  corte.  Su  temor  era  que  sus  hijos  tuvieran  que  testificar 
en  el  juicio,  y  al  testificar  podrian  ser  torturados.  Al  principio 
su  esposo  no  sabia  de  sus  actividades  catolicas;  al  no  decirle 
tenia  la  esperanza  de  protegerlo  en  caso  de  una  investigation. 
No  fue  juzgada;  y  sin  embargo  Santa  Margarita  fue  condenada 
a  morir  aplastada:  una  roca  puntiaguda  fue  colocada  sobre  su 
espalda,  una  puerta  encima  de  su  pecho  y  cargada  de  rocas 
hasta  que  el  peso  quebro  su  espalda. 

"Cuando  fue  encarcelada",  dijo  Ursula,  "sabiendo  que  iba  a 
morir,  envio  sus  zapatos  y  medias  a  su  hija  mayor  de  12  anos, 
con  una  nota  que  decla:  'Continuen  caminando  en  la  senda  del 
Senor'". 

Margarita  Clitherow  fue  beatificada  en  1929  por  el  Papa  Fio 
XI  y  canonizada  en  1970  por  el  Papa  Pablo  VI  junto  con  el 
grupo  de  santos  llamados  "Los  Cuarenta  Martires  de  Inglaterra 
y  Gales". 

Hoy,  Ursula  reza  por  la  intercesion  de  Santa  Margarita  al 
recordar  "su  amor  por  la  Eucaristia,  su  amor  por  los  sacerdotes 
y  especialmente  su  amor  por  su  familia". 

Y  sobre  su  humildad:  Durante  la  ejecucion  de  Santa 
Margarita,  explica  Ursula,  ella  gritaba,  "Jesus,  Jesus,  ten 
misericordia  de  mi!" 

"jSi  solo  puedo  ser  asi  cuando  llegue  mi  hora!"  dice  Ursula. 
"No  por  deslizarme  de  la  muerte  sino  tener  el  valor  de  recordar 
que  estamos  hechos  para  Dios".

Blessing  of  Animals  Held  at  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  Parish 


'■■  On  Saturday,  October  1 ,  201  1 ,  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
joined  the  Franciscan  Friars  of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  Parish  in  Raleigh  for  the 
annual  Blessing  of  the  Animals  ceremony.  Parishioners  brought  pets  of  all  sizes, 
and  the  younger  children  even  brought  their  stuffed  animals  to  the  celebration. 
After  hymns,  prayer  and  Scripture  readings,  the  Bishop  and  the  Friars  sprinkled 
the  animals  and  their  owners  with  blessed  water. 

According  to  legend,  St.  Francis  had  a  special  love  for  animals.  It  is  said  that  he 
preached  to  the  birds  and  tamed  a  wolf  with  his  words.  So  on  or  near  his  feast 
day,  October  4,  Catholics  all  over  the  world  bring  animals  to  be  blessed,  as  a 
reminder  of  our  love  for  God's  creation  and  our  responsibility  to  be  its  stewards. 
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Who  may  receive  a  Catholic 
funeral?  The  principal  liturgies  in  the 
Order  of  Christian  Funerals  are  the  Vigil 
for  the  Deceased,  the  Funeral  Mass  or 
Funeral  Liturgy  Outside  Mass,  and  the 
Rite  of  Committal.  Every  Catholic,  unless 
specifically  excluded  by  the  norms  of 
law,  has  the  natural  right  to  receive  the 
ministry  of  the  Church  at  the  time  of 
death.  In  addition: 

A  child  who  dies  before  baptism  or  a 
stillborn  or  miscarried  child  may  be  giv- 
en Catholic  Funeral  Rites  if  the  parents 
intended  to  have  the  child  baptized. 

Catechumens  of  the  Church  may  also 
be  given  Catholic  Funeral  Rites. 

Catholic  Funeral  Rites,  including  the 
Funeral  Mass,  are  also  permitted  for  a 
deceased  baptized  non-Catholic  who  is 
reasonably  presumed  to  desire  the  Rites 
of  the  Catholic  Church. 

What  music  may  be  included  in 
the  Funeral  Liturgy?  Certain  musical 
texts  of  the  Funeral  Rite  are  primary 


and  should  be  sung  at  the  Funeral 
Mass.  They  include:  the  Responsorial 
Psalm,  the  Gospel  Acclamation,  the 
Sanctus,  the  Memorial  Acclamation,  the 
Great  Amen,  the  Communion  Hymn 
for  Song,  and  the  Song  of  Farewell. 
These  should  be  sung  by  the  assembly 
rather  than  by  a  cantor,  choir,  or  soloist 
alone. 

The  request  for  popular  secular  music 
is  not  to  substitute  for  the  music  of  the 
Funeral  Liturgy.  There  are  three  stan- 
dards of  judgment  proposed  in  Sing  to 
the  Lord:  1)  the  text  of  the  music,  the 
form,  the  placement  and  style  must 
be  congruent  with  the  nature  of  the 
Catholic  liturgy;  2)  the  music  must  be 
technically,  aesthetically  and  expressively 
appropriate  irrespective  of  musical  idiom 
or  style  3)  the  music  must  assist  in  the 
prayer  of  the  assembly. 

Who  may  speak  about  the  de- 
ceased during  the  Liturgy?  Only  a 
Priest  or  Deacon  may  give  the  Homily 


during  the  Funeral  Rites.  The  Homily  is 
to  join  the  death  of  the  deceased  to  the 
Paschal  Mystery  of  Christ.  It  is  to  include 
the  reality  of  the  need  for  the  Mercy  of 
God,  speak  of  the  hope  of  eternal  life, 
and  avoid  the  presumption  that  the 
deceased  now  enjoys  the  fullness  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven.  Examples  from  the 
life  of  the  deceased  may  be  used  by  the 
Priest  or  Deacon  in  the  Homily 

The  Vigil  for  the  Deceased  is  a  more 
fitting  time  for  individuals  to  give  a 
eulogy  to  share  remembrances  of  the  de- 
ceased. However,  a  eulogy  of  no  longer 
than  three  to  five  minutes  may  given  by 
one  person  and  take  place  at  a  Funeral 
Mass  after  the  Prayer  After  Communion 
or  at  a  Funeral  Liturgy  Outside  of  Mass 
after  the  General  Intercessions  (General 

Norms  for  the  Celebration  of  Roman  Catholic  Funerals  in 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  #14). 

Does  the  Church  permit  crema- 
tion? The  Church  does  permit  the 
choice  of  cremation,  but  it  prefers  that 
the  body  of  the  deceased  be  buried. 

Because  of  the  entirety  of  Gods  ac- 
tion in  human  life,  from  its  beginning 
at  the  moment  of  conception  to  its  end 
in  natural  death,  the  Church  assigns 
great  reverence  to  the  body  of  one  who 
has  died. 

That  reverence  extends  to  the  Funeral 
Rites.  At  the  Funeral,  the  body  is  sprin- 
kled with  baptismal  holy  water,  recalling 
how  the  deceased  was  immersed  into  the 
death  and  new  Life  of  Christ.  The  body 
is  then  clothed  with  the  funeral  pall, 
a  reminder  of  how  the  deceased  was 
clothed  with  the  new  Life  of  Christ  and 
hope  for  the  fullness  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven.  When  the  body  of  the  deceased 
is  brought  into  the  church,  the  assembly 
can  be  reminded  visibly  of  all  of  the  hu- 
man gestures  which  bound  the  deceased 
to  us  in  life,  and  be  prompted  to  pray  for 
God's  mercy  for  the  deceased  person  that 
he  or  she  may  now  know  the  fullness  of 
God. 

What  if  the  family  does  choose 
cremation?  If  the  extraordinary  choice 
for  cremation  is  made,  it  is  preferred  that 
the  Funeral  Mass  or  the  Funeral  Liturgy 
Outside  Mass  be  celebrated,  following  a 
wake,  in  the  presence  of  the  body  of  the

ed before  the  Funeral?  If  crema- 
tion has  already  taken  place  before  the 
Funeral  Liturgy,  the  celebration  of  the

The  body 
may  then  be  cremated  following  the  Fu- 
neral Liturgy.  In  this  situation,  the  Church 
recommends  that  the  Funeral  Mass 
conclude  with  the  Final  Commendation 
in  the  church  and  that,  usually  some  days 
later,  the  family  gather  at  the  cemetery  for 
the  burial  of  the  cremated  remains.  The 
Rite  of  Committal  takes  place  at  this  time 
with  the  inclusion  of  the  proper  prayers 
for  the  committal  of  ashes. 


presence  of  the  cremated  remains  of  the 
deceased  person.  The  cremated  remains 
of  the  body  are  to  be  placed  in  a  worthy 
vessel.  A  small  table  or  stand  is  to  be 
prepared  for  the  cremated  remains  at 
the  place  normally  occupied  by  the 
casket.  The  funeral  urn  may  be  carried 
to  its  place  in  the  entrance  procession 
or  placed  on  this  table  sometime  before 
the  liturgy  begins. 

May  the  ashes  of  the  deceased  be 
scattered  after  the  Funeral  Rites? 

No.  Cremated  remains  are  to  be  treated 
with  the  same  dignity  afforded  to  the 
body  of  the  deceased,  and  should  be 
entombed  or  buried,  whether  in  the 


Bishops  Warn  of  Serious 
Threats  to  Religious  Liberty 


In  written  testimony  before  the  House  Judiciary  Commit- 
tee's Subcommittee  on  the  Constitution,  Bishop  William  C. 
Lori  of  Bridgeport,  CT,  appointed  in  late  September  to  chair  the 
United  States  Bishops'  new  Ad  Hoc  Committee  for  Religious 
Liberty,  called  for  "corrective  action  by  Congress"  to  address 
six  areas  in  which,  he  said,  "our  great  national  legacy  of  reli- 
gious liberty,  so  profoundly  in  harmony  with  our  own  teachings, 
has  been  subject  to  ever  more  frequent  assault." 

■  Regulations  issued  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  in  August  that  would  mandate  coverage  of  contra- 
ception and  sterilization  in  most  private  health  insurance  plans. 

■  A  new  requirement  by  HHS  that  would  require  the  Bishops' 
Migration  and  Refugee  Services  to  agree  to  provide  the  "full 
range"  of  reproductive  services,  including  abortion  and  con- 
traception, to  human  trafficking  victims  and  unaccompanied 
refugee  minors. 

■  The  U.S.  Agency  for  International  Development's  requirement 
that  Catholic  Relief  Services  and  other  contractors  include 
condom  distribution  in  their  HIV  prevention  activities  and 
provide  contraception  in  a  range  of  international  relief  and 
development  programs. 

■  The  Department  of  Justice's  actions  to  mischaracterize  the 
federal  Defense  of  Marriage  Act,  which  states  that  marriage  is 


the  union  of  a  man  and  a  woman,  as  an  act  of  bigotry  and  to 
actively  attack  its  constitutionality. 

1  The  Justice  Department's  efforts  to  undermine  the  "ministerial 
exception"  that  exempts  religious  institutions  from  some  civil 
laws  when  it  comes  to  hiring  and  firing. 

1  State  actions  on  same-sex  marriage  that  have  resulted  in 
Catholic  Charities  agencies  in  Illinois  being  "driven  out  of  the 
adoption  and  foster  care  business"  and  some  county  clerks  in 
New  York  state  facing  legal  action  for  refusing  to  participate  in 
same-sex  unions. 


Bishop  Lori  also  urged  members  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives to  pass  three  bills  that  would  "go  a  long  way  toward 
guaranteeing  religious  liberty  and  freedom  of  conscience  for 
religious  employers,  health  insurers  and  health  care  providers." 
They  are  the  Protect  Life  Act  (H.R.  358),  the  Abortion  Non- 
Discrimination  Act  (H.R.  36 1 )  and  the  Respect  for  Rights  of 
Conscience  Act  (H.R.  1179). 

"Along  with  my  brother  Bishops,"  Bishop  Michael  Burbidge 
commented, "  I  have  noted  with  grave  concern  the  trends  to 
which  Bishop  Lori  and  his  committee  have  addressed  in  this 
important  statement.  As  we  work  to  raise  awareness  of  these 
issues,  I  urge  the  faithful  of  our  Diocese  to  contact  their  legisla- 
tors about  addressing  these  threats  to  religious  freedom,  and 
especially  to  support  with  your  prayers  the  efforts  of  those  who 
strive  to  protect  the  religious  rights  of  all  Americans."

In  2006  the  Pension  Protection  Act  contained  a  provision  that  allowed  donors  to  be 
charitable  from  their  IRA  accounts.  This  has  now  been  extended  through  December  31, 2012. 
The  extension  will  allow  individuals  70!4  and  older  to  donate  up  to  $100,000  from  their  IRAs  to  charities  tax-free. 

How  The  Law  Works:  The  IRA  rollover  provision  allows  charitable  distributions  of  up  to  $100,000  from  an  IRA  or  a  Roth  IRA  to  be  excluded  from 
your  gross  income.  In  addition,  the  amount  rolled  over  will  count  against  a  donor's  minimum  distribution  requirement.  As  in  previous  versions  of  IRA 
rollover  legislation,  there  is  no  federal  income  tax  deduction  available  for  these  contributions  in  addition  to  their  exclusion  from  income. 


You  May  Contribute  Funds  This  Way  If: 

•  You  are  age  70-1/2  or  older 

•  The  gift  is  $100,000  or  less  each  year 

•  You  make  the  gift  on  or  before  December  31st  in  either  2011  or  2012 

•  You  transfer  funds  directly  from  an  IRA  or  Rollover  IRA  to  the  charity 

•  You  transfer  the  gift  outright  to  one  or  more  public  charities;  rollovers 
to  a  planned  gift,  such  as  a  gift  annuity  or  a  charitable  remainder  trust, 
do  not  qualify. 


Example  On  How  The  Law  Works: 


Judy,  age  75  has  $450,000  in  an  IRA  and  has  pledged  to  give  $75,000 
to  her  church  this  year.  If  Judy  transfers  $75,000  from  the  IRA,  she  will 
avoid  paying  income  tax  on  that  amount.  She  cannot,  however,  claim  a 
charitable  deduction.  Judy  has  found  an  easy  way  to  benefit  her  church 
without  tax  complications.  If  her  spouse  has  an  IRA  and  is  701/2  or 
older,  he  can  also  give  up  to  $100,000  each  year.

n  the  heart  of  historic  Pinehurst,  best 
known  as  a  prestigious  golf  resort  and 
retirement  community,  stands  Sacred 
Heart  Catholic  Church. 


North  Carolina  Catholics  in  the  early  1900s  were  few  and 
they  were  spread  around  the  State.  They  were  often  served  by 
priests  travelling  on  horseback.  The  first  pastor  of  Sacred  Heart 
was  a  "Horseback  Priest,"  Fr.  William  J.  Dillon.  He  travelled  an 
area  of  1550  square  miles  across  the  Sandhills  bring' 
ing  sacraments  to  Catholics  in  the  region. 

Sacred  Heart  Parish  in  Moore  County 
began  in  1911  as  a  mission  church 
of  St.  Anthony  of  Padua  Catholic 
Church  in  Southern  Pines.  At  that  time, 
Pinehurst  Resort  had  one  hotel  and  one  golf 
course.  Irish  Catholics  from  New  England 
travelled  to  Pinehurst  during  the  fall  and 
spring  months  to  work  at  the  resort. 

Fr.  Dillon,  with  the  help  of  the  com- 
munity built  the  church  in  1919.  Later,  a 
rectory  was  built  as  a  "Clergy  Rest  House" 
to  accommodate  vacationing  priests.  The 
Most  Reverend  Fulton  J.  Sheen  was  among 
several  famous  priests  to  visit  Sacred  Heart. 


In  the  1970s  the  par- 
ish began  to  see  significant 
growth.  In  addition  to 
snowbirds  and  retirees, 
younger  families  were  we 
settling  in  Pinehurst  and 
neighboring  towns  where 
they  found  job  opportu- 
nities. In  the  early  '90s, 
pastor,  Fr.  Robert  T.  Lawson 
received  a  mandate  from 
Bishop  F  Joseph  Gossman 
to  build  a  church  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  year  2020. 
Bishop  Gossman  dedicated 
the  new  1000-seat  church 
in  1994.  "I  have  seen  the 
parish  grow  from  200  to 
1500  families,"  said  Mary 
Round,  a  parishioner  for  40 
years.  "We  have  already  sur- 
passed 2020  projections!" 
Four  months  ago,  Fr. 
Edward  J.  Burch  was  installed  as  pastor  of  Sacred  Heart.  He 
is  struck  by  the  beauty  of  the  church  and  of  the  spirit  of  the 
parishioners.  "I  like  the  friendliness  and  involvement  of  the 
retired  community."  said  Fr.  Burch.  "What  especially  excites 
me  is  the  interest  in  bringing  the  Eucharist  to  the  needy  in 
the  hospital,  retirement  communities,  and  homes  of  the 
elderly  and  infirm." 

Having  a  large  retirement  demographic  distinguishes  Sa- 
cred Heart;  there  is  always  someone  willing  and  available  to 
lend  a  hand  to  the  less  fortunate  throughout  the  community 
and  world.  Several  parishioners  are  building  furniture  for  the 
chapel  in  which  daily  mass  is  held  for 
50-100  parishioners  each  day.  "Retirees 
I  say,  We've  never  been  as  involved  in 
church  as  we  are  at  Sacred  Heart,'" 
said  Ms.  Round.  Sacred  Heart  parish- 
ioners are  also  proud  of  the  work  they've 
been  doing  with  their  mission  parishes:  in 
Uganda,  building  water  wells,  and  at  San 
Juan  Diego  Catholic  Church  in  Robbins, 
NC.  "Our  parishioners  don't  let  any  grass 
settle  under  their  feet!"  Fr.  Burch  said. 

"The  outreach  of  this  parish  continues  to 
amaze  me,"  said  Ms.  Round,  "and  Sa- 
cred Heart  is  blessed  by  the  faithful  and 
continuous  prayers  offered  in  Perpetual 
91  9.772.5524  Adoration  since  December  of  1994."

On  Saturday,  October 
29,  Saint  Charles  Borromeo  Seminary 
in  Philadelphia  celebrated  Cassock  Day, 
and  among  the  seminarians  receiving 
cassocks  were  Evan  George  Waniewski 
and  W.  Christian  Cook. 

The  black  cassock  worn  by  seminar- 
ians and  priests  is  a  long,  close  fitting, 
ankle-length  robe  and  takes  its  origin 
from  the  tunic  that  was  worn  under  the 
toga  in  classical  antiquity.  The  color 
of  the  cassock  differs  for  Cardinals, 
Bishops,  and  Monsignors  when  serving 
at  liturgies.  When  at  non-liturgical  func- 
tions, a  Cardinal,  Bishop  or  Monsignor 
may  don  a  black  cassock  with  colored 
buttons,  trimmings  and  sash  that  repre- 
sent their  title.  The  Holy  Father  wears  a 
white  cassock.

Each  year  the  United  States 
Catholic  Bishops  set  aside  a 
week  to  highlight  the  dignity  and 
concerns  of  the  migrants  among 
us.

Death  of  Archbishop 
Donoghue 


The  Most  Reverend 
John  Francis  Donoghue, 
retired  Archbishop  of  At- 
lanta and  former  Bishop  of 
Charlotte,  died  the  evening 
of  Friday,  November  1  1 , 
201  1 .  Archbishop  Dono- 
ghue was  born  in  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  on  August  9, 
1928,  the  son  of  Daniel 
and  Rose  Ryan  Donoghue. 
Both  of  his  parents  were 
natives  of  Ireland. 

Archbishop  Donoghue 
was  ordained  to  the  priest- 
hood in  Saint  Matthew's 
Cathedral,  Washington,  on 


June  4,  1  955.  After  ten 
years  as  a  parish  priest,  he 
was  appointed  Chancel- 
lorAAcar  General  for  the 
Archdiocese  of  Washington, 
where  he  served  until  his 
ordination  as  Bishop  and 
appointment  as  the  sec- 
ond Bishop  of  Charlotte  in 
1  984,  succeeding  Bishop 
Michael  Begley. 

He  was  appointed  by 
Pope  John  Paul  II  as 
Archbishop  of  Atlanta  in 
1  993,  and  was  installed  as 
Archbishop  on  August  1 9, 
1  993.  Archbishop  Dono- 
ghue retired  on  December 
9,  2004,  but  remained 
active  in  priestly  ministry

best  opportunity  to  understand  all  that  the  project  entails.  It 
will  also  allow  for  parishioners  to  clarify  any  questions  they 
may  have  pertaining  to  the  campaign.  Parishioners  will  also 
be  asked  to  consider  how  they  can  be  involved  in  making 
the  campaign  a  success. 

Parishes  in  the  Block  1  time  frame  will  be  conducting 
receptions  beginning  in  January  and  running  through 
March.  Every  registered  parishioner  will  be  invited  to  attend 
a  reception.  These  receptions  last  about  an  hour  and  involve 
several  presentations,  a  campaign  video,  and  a  question  and 
answer  period.  Reception  locations  will  vary  based  on  the 
decisions  of  parish  leadership. 

Qa  How  are  we  working  with  North  Carolina 
■  State  University  and  the  city  of  Raleigh  to 
be  good  neighbors  as  the  project  progresses? 

A.   Throughout  the  initial  phases  of  this  process, 
■   the  Diocese  has  kept  the  lines  of  communication 
open  with  North  Carolina  State  University  and  the  city  of 
Raleigh.  Before  choosing  a  site,  the  Diocese  met  with  city 
officials,  including  former  Mayor  Charles  Meeker  and  his 
development  team,  who  offered  their  advice  and  guidance 
as  various  locations  were  considered.  After  thorough  review, 
it  was  determined  that  available  land  in  the  downtown  area 
did  not  exist  that  had  adequate  acreage  for  the  full  scope  of 
the  project.  Shortly  after  the  announcement  in  September, 
Russ  Elmayan,  Chief  Financial  Officer/Chief  Operating 
Officer  of  the  Diocese,  and  Tim  Mann,  co-chairman  of 
the  Cathedral  Campus  Project,  met  with  residents  of  the 
Nazareth  neighborhood,  which  is  near  the  Cathedral 
Campus  project  site,  to  review  the  development  plans, 
answer  questions  and  lay  the  foundation  for  an  open  and 
honest  dialogue  about  the  project.  The  Diocese  has  also 
taken  steps  to  keep  the  leadership  of  N.C.  State  University 
informed  about  plans  for  the  Cathedral,  which  will  be 
located  on  property  directly  adjacent  to  its  Centennial 
Campus.  Bishop  Burbidge  and  Msgr.  David  Brockman,  Vicar 
General,  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  met  recently  with  Chancellor 
W.  Randolph  Woodson  and  his  Vice  Chancellor  for  Finance 
and  Business  to  update  them  on  the  status  of  the  Cathedral 
Campus  Project  and  to  review  in  greater  detail  how  the 
Diocese  and  the  University  will  collaborate  with  regard  to 
mutual  interests  as  the  project  moves  forward. 

Q.  How  will  the  parishes  directly  benefit  from 
■  the  Our  Cathedral:  One  Faith,  One  People 
campaign? 

A,   Each  parish  will  have  a  financial  target  that  will 
■   include  its  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Annual  Appeal 
for  2012.  Once  a  parish  surpasses  its  BAA  target,  20%  of 
the  net  funds  will  be  returned  to  the  parish.  When  a  parish 
exceeds  its  Cathedral  Campaign  target,  50%  of  all  funds 
raised  over  the  target  will  remain  at  the  parish.  This  formula 
will  pertain  to  parishes  that  conduct  a  regular  campaign. 


Every  parish  faces  its  own  challenges  and  will  set  its 
own  objectives  for  the  funding  it  receives.  Parish  needs 
range  from  maintaining  aging  church  structures  to  building 
new  structures  to  accommodate  spiritual  and  educational 
formation  needs.  Other  parishes  are  hoping  to  reduce 
parish  debt  or  establish  endowments  that  will  generate 
income  for  parish  and  school  ministries  and  services  in  the 
future.  Still  others  may  need  to  augment  parish  services 
through  increased  personnel  or  resources  for  faith  formation 
for  adult,  children,  youth  and  young  adult  needs. 

This  parish  funding  may  be  used  any  way  the  parish 
deems  appropriate,  as  determined  by  the  pastor  after 
reviewing  recommendations  from  the  parish  advisory 
councils  and  parish  leaders.  In  this  way,  our  parishes 
will  realize  the  maximum  benefit  from  this  campaign  to 
strengthen  our  local  Church  in  the  eastern  North  Carolina.

Am    If  a  parish  has 
■   needs  that  extend 
beyond  what  it  is  likely 
to  raise  in  the  regular 
campaign  they  will  have 
the  option  of  conducting  a 
combined  parish  campaign. 
This  option,  affords  a  parish 
the  ability  to  give  primary 
focus  to  their  own  parish 
needs  while  at  the  same 
time  offering  parishioners 
the  opportunity  to 
contribute  to  the  Diocesan 
needs  being  presented.  This 
type  of  campaign  requires  a 
more  intensive  effort  at  the 
local  level. 

A  combined  option  would  guarantee  the  2012  BAA  and 
80%  of  the  remaining  Cathedral  Campus  Campaign  target. 
This  guarantee,  in  most  cases,  would  be  payable  over  four 
years  in  installments.  The  parish  would  retain  all  monies 
raised  over  the  guarantee  for  the  parish  case.  This  is  the 
option  that  St.  Mary  Catholic  Parish  utilized  in  their  Serving 
God  by  Serving  Others  Campaign.  The  parish  has  almost 
reached  the  $2,000,000  mark  with  close  to  $1,200,000 
targeted  for  parish  needs. 

'When  a  parish  has  a  large  need  that  is  vital  for  the  growth 
and  service  of  that  parish,  the  "piggyback"  (or  "combined") 
option  is  often  the  best  course  of  action.  It  allows  the  parish 
to  address  its  own  needs  while  simultaneously  supporting 
the  greater  Diocesan  need,"  remarked  Campaign  consultant 
Michael  Goodwin  from  Guidance  in  Giving.  Parishes  opting 
for  the  combined  option  will  still  follow  normal  Diocesan 
policies  and  procedures.

St.  Catherine  of  Siena 

Breaks  Ground  for  New  Church 

On  Saturday,  October  22,  201  1 ,  St.  Catherine  of 
Siena  Parish  in  Wake  Forest  broke  ground  for  its  new 
church.  The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  blessed 
the  ground  and  presided  at  the  groundbreaking,  followed 
by  a  Mass  of  Thanksgiving  at  the  outdoor  chapel  on  the 
parish  grounds.  Concelebrating  with 
Bishop  Burbidge  were  Fr.  Philip 
Tighe,  Pastor  of  St.  Catherine,  and 
Fr.  Brendan  Buckler,  St.  Catherine's 
Parochial  Vicar.  The  Bishop  delivered 
the  homily. 

The  number  of  parishioners  at  St. 
Catherine,  the  second  oldest  Catholic 
Church  in  Wake  County,  has  grown 
from  about  500  in  1  990  to  more 
than  1 0,600  -  more  than  3,000 
families.  The  new  building,  expected 
to  be  completed  in  eight  months,  will 
seat  1 ,450,  with  room  for  another 
400  in  overflow  areas.  The  growth  of 
St.  Catherine  reflects  the  influx  of  Catholics  to  the  Triangle 
from  other  parts  of  the  country,  as  well  as  Latin  America, 
Africa  and  Asia.  Since  1  990,  the  number  of  Catholics  in 
Wake  County  has  quadrupled  to  more  than  1 00,000. 

"Any  architect  would  tell  us,"  the  Bishop  said  in  his 
homily,  "that  no  matter  how  splendid  a  building  is,  it  must 
be  able  to  depend  and  rely  on  that  which  holds  it  up:  the 


foundation.  Only  then  will  the  building  be  able  to  withstand 
the  weight  of  the  construction  as  well  as  the  obstacles 
nature  will  send. 

"The  same  is  true  in  our  lives.  We  must  depend 
completely  and  totally  on  the  Foundation  of  our  lives:  Jesus 
Christ.  That  understanding  was  reflected  tonight  as  we 
echoed  the  words  of  the  psalmist:  "You,  O  Lord,  are  my 
strength,  my  rock,  my  fortress  and  my  deliverer!"  Only  with 
Christ  holding  us  up  can  we  endure  in 
the  midst  of  the  storms  of  our  lives.  He 
alone  gives  us  the  amazing  grace  and 
divine  assistance  we  need." 

In  a  letter  to  parishioners,  Fr.  Tighe 
noted  that  "one  of  the  unique  aspects 
of  our  [fundraising]  campaign  has  been 
the  blessing  of  our  brothers  and  sisters 
from  other  faiths  who  have  ...  contrib- 
uted $2. 1  million  or  22  per  cent  of  our 
campaign....  And  the  heroic  stories  of 
families  are  numerous.  We  have  had 
donors  who  have  lost  homes  to  natural 
disasters,  families  who  have  lost  work, 
individuals  who  have  reached  deep 
down  to  make  personal  sacrifices,  and  even  children  who 
have  set  aside  their  savings.  In  addition,  we  have  had  count- 
less prayer  warriors  who  have  spent  hours  in  prayer  and 
adoration  for  the  success  of  our  project." 

Following  the  Mass,  the  Bishop  carried  the  Blessed  Sac- 
rament in  procession  to  the  adoration  chapel  in  the  current 
church  building. 


Ground  Broken  for 
New  St.  Isidore 
Church 

On  Sunday,  November 
6,  201  1,  following  the  par- 
ish Sunday  Mass,  members 
of  St.  Isidore  Mission  Parish 
in  Stedman,  NC,  broke 
ground  for  a  new  church, 
expected  to  be  completed 
by  May  1  5,  201  2,  the 
Feast  of  St.  Isidore. 

Growth  of  the  parish  and 
new  real  estate  develop- 
ment in  the  area  as  well  as 
the  planned  widening  of 
U.S.  Highway  24  made  the 
new  church  necessary,  and 
planning  and  fundraising 
have  been  going  on  for  1 0 
years.  In  addition  to  funds 
raised  by  the  parish,  the 
church  will  be  funded  by  a 
grant  of  $183,000  from 


the  Diocesan  Home  Mission 
Society.  The  Home  Mission 
Society  was  formed  in  2007 
to  secure  funding  for  the 
construction  and  furnishing 
of  mission  churches  and 
chapels  in  the  mission  areas 
of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.  A 
special  emphasis  is  placed 
on  building  churches  and 
chapels  in  areas  where  the 
parishioners  are  not  presently 
able,  because  of  economic 
circumstance,  to  fund  the 
construction  of  sacred  wor- 
ship space  in  the  traditional 
manner  of  capital  campaigns, 
loans,  and  parish  savings. 

Rev.  Msgr.  David  D. 
Brockman,  Vicar  General  of 
the  Diocese,  represented  the 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh, 
at  the  groundbreaking.  Also 
participating  in  the  ceremo- 


nies were  Rev.  Msgr.  Jeffrey 
Ingham,  Dean  of  the  Fayette- 
ville  Deanery,  Deacon  Nay 
Enriquez,  Pastoral  Adminis- 
trator of  St.  Isidore,  Rev.  Jack 
Kelly,  priestly  minister  for  St. 
Isidore,  and  Rev.  Thomas 
Davis,  Administrator  of  Good 
Shepherd  Parish  in  Hope 
Mills.  St.  Isidore  is  a  Mission 
of  Good  Shepherd. 


"Many  of  us  have  two 
feelings  today,"  Deacon 
Enriquez  said,  "it  saddens 
us  to  leave,  but  the  idea  of 
a  new  church  is  exciting. 
The  most  important  thing 
to  remember  is  that  we 
bring  with  us  our  com- 
munity and  Our  Lord  in  the 
Holy  Eucharist,  who  is  our 
strength."

The 
Community  Success  Initiative 
of  Raleigh  received  a  grant 
for  its  work  with  ex-offenders 
in  transition  to  society  in  a 
productive  and  stable  manner. 
Triangle  CAN  (Congrega- 
tions, Associations  and 
Neighborhoods)  received  a 
national  grant  for  its  mission 
to  change  oppressive  struc- 
tures that  affect  low-income 
and  poor  people  in  Durham 
and  Orange  Counties. 

Funding  for  the  national 
and  local  grants  is  provided 
through  the  annual  Catho- 
lic Campaign  for  Human 
Development  Collection.

Death  of 

Mr.  John  J.  Carey 


On  October  29,  201  1, 
two  days  after  the  award 
named  in  his  honor  was 
presented,  John  J.  Carey, 
ACSW,  Diocesan  Director 
of  Catholic  Social  Ministries 
(today  Catholic  Charities)  of 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  from 
1984-1989,  died  in  Michi- 
gan. He  was  84.  Mr.  Carey 
began  his  career  in  social 
work  as  a  caseworker  for 
Catholic  Big  Brothers  in  Los 
Angeles,  CA.  Before  coming 
to  Raleigh  he  provided  and 
directed  social  services  in 


Michigan  and  Iowa,  serv- 
ing from  1974-1984  as 
Director  of  Catholic  Social 
Services  and  Associate 
Director  of  Catholic  Charities 
in  the  Diocese  of  Lansing. 

"John  Carey  did  outstand- 
ing social  ministry  in  a  career 
dedicated  to  social  work  with 
youth,  families  and  communi- 
ties," said  a  spokesperson 
for  Catholic  Charities.  Since 
1 990,  Catholic  Charities  in 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  has 
presented  an  annual  award 
in  Mr.  Carey's  name  to  honor 
individuals  who  have  made 
outstanding  contributions  to 
social  ministry  in  the  Diocese 


and  shown  a  strong  commit- 
ment to  the  Church's  social 
mission. 

Mr.  Carey  is  survived 
by  his  beloved  wife  of  56

Holy  Spirit  Conference 
Calls  Hundreds  to  Holiness 


Nearly  600  people,  including  more  than  230  youth, 
attended  the  sixth  annual  Holy  Spirit  Conference  sponsored 
by  Catholic  Charismatic  Services  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 
The  weekend  event,  with  the  theme  "A  Call  to  Holiness," 
began  Friday  night,  October  28,  201  1 ,  at  the  North  Raleigh 
Hilton,  and  featured  prayer,  music,  Eucharistic  adoration,  a 
healing  service  and  teaching  from  nationally  known  speak- 
ers. The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  was  the  princi- 
pal celebrant  and  homilist  at  the  closing  Mass  on  Sunday. 

Speakers  included  Jim  "Butch"  Murphy,  author  and 
member  of  the  International  Catholic  Charismatic  Renewal 
Service,  who  acted  as  emcee  and  also  addressed  the  gath- 
ering on  "What  Does  It  Mean  to  Be  Holy?"  Ralph  Martin, 
Catholic  Charismatic  evangelist,  and  Fr.  Edward  Wolanski, 
CP,  Parochial  Vicar  at  St.  Peter  Greenville,  were  also 
featured  speakers  at  the  event. 

The  Most  Reverend  Sam  Jacobs,  Bishop  of  Houma-

"Let  us  be  who  we  are  called  to  be,"  Bishop  Jacobs  said. 
"Baptized  in  the  Holy  Spirit  and  fire,  let  us  act  in  the  power 
and  fire  of  love  as  zealous  men  and  women  of  God.  Let  us 
go  forth  with  the  anointing  of  the  Spirit  to  bring  forth  the

In  his  hom- 
ily at  Mass  on 
Sunday,  Bish- 
op Burbidge 
urged  those  in 
attendance  to 
"ask  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  guide 
us  in  all  our 
endeavors. 
We  pray  for 

the  grace  to  remember  that  the  path  to  holiness  is  all  about 
testimony,  not  titles;  humility,  not  hypocrisy;  service,  not 
salary. 

"If  we  live  this  way,"  the  Bishop  concluded,  "then  in 
God's  infinite  love  and  mercy,  He  will  say  to  us  on  the  day 
we  are  called  home:  'Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant. 
Come  and  inherit  the  dwelling  place  prepared  for  you 
from  the  beginning  of  time.'"

Bishop  Burbidge 

Celebrates  All  Souls  Day  Mass 

►►  The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
celebrated  Mass  on  the  Feast  of  All  Souls  Day  at 
Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe  Church  in  Newton  Grove 
on  November  2,  201  1 .  The  outdoor  Mass  was 
conducted  at  an  altar  near  the  burial  site  of  Bishop 
Vincent  S.  Waters,  third  Bishop  of  Raleigh.  Six- 
teen diocesan  priests  are  also  buried  in  the  parish 
cemetery.  The  Mass  was  concelebrated  by  Msgr. 
David  D.  Brockman,  Vicar  General  of  the  Dio- 
cese, and  20  priests  serving  in  the  Diocese. 

Among  the  faithful  who  attended  the  All  Souls 
Day  liturgy  were  students  from  Cardinal  Gib- 
bons High  School  in  Raleigh,  Pope  John  Paul  II 
High  School  in  Greenville,  and  St.  Thomas  More 
Academy,  an  independent  Catholic  high  school  in 
Raleigh. 

In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  acknowledged 
the  presence  of  the  students,  noting  how  proud 
Bishop  Waters  and  all  who  worked  to  spread 
the  Catholic  faith  in  North  Carolina  would  be  to 
"see  our  young  people  here  as  a  reflection  of  the 
growth  and  potential  of  our  Diocese." 

"The  reality  of  death  and  judgment  do  not 
cause  us  anxiety  or  fear  because  of  the  promises 
proclaimed  today  in  Sacred  Scripture,"  Bishop 
Burbidge  said.  "May  these  promises  fill  us  with 
joyful  hope  as  we  continue  our  pilgrimage  of  faith 
here  on  earth;  as  we  try  each  day,  in  an  excep- 
tional way,  to  love  God  and  one  another." 

Following  Mass,  Bishop  Burbidge  led  a  pro- 
cession as  he  blessed  the  gravesites  of  Bishop 
Waters,  the  priests  and  the  approximately  200  lay 
people  buried  in  the  parish  cemetery. 


While  I  was  visiting  the  regional 
offices  of  Catholic  Charities  in 
preparation  for  this  month's  cover 
story,  I  was  struck  by  something 
one  of  the  regional  directors  told  me.  "When 
people  come  for  food  we  do  an  'intake  interview,"' 
she  said,  "to  get  a  little  more  information  about 
their  situation.  A  lot  of  times  when  people  show 
up  hungry  we  find  out  that  there  are  other  things 
going  on."  Hunger,  she  was  saying,  could  be  the 
tip  of  an  iceberg  that  included  unemployment, 
depression  or  other  mental  health  issues,  family 
turmoil  or  even  domestic  abuse  -  all  problems 
that  Catholic  Charities  might  be  able  to  address. 


Christmas  is  a  season  when  we  re- 
member how  the  world  hungered 
for  a  Savior,  and  acknowledge  our 
own  spiritual  hunger.  Catho- 
lics come  to  church  -  in  greater 
numbers  than  at  other  times  of 
the  year,  pastors  will  tell  you  -  to 
be  fed  by  the  Eucharist,  to  rejoice 
in  the  goodness  of  a  God  who  so 
loved  the  world  that  He  sent  His 
only  begotten  Son.  But  when  we 
bring  our  hunger  to  the  Eucha- 
ristic  table,  do  we  ask  ourselves  if 
there  are  "other  things  going  on"? 


Often,  there  are.  Perhaps  we've  fallen  into  some  sinful  habit  or  self- 
ish mindset  we  can't  shake;  perhaps  we  carry  anger  towards  another, 
and  can't  seem  to  forgive  them;  perhaps  we  are  suffering  from  loneli- 
ness or  depression  that  the  "holidays"  only  seem  to  mock;  perhaps  we 
are  worn  down  by  worry  over  things  we  can't  control. 

Advent  and  Christmas  are  a  time  to  take  inventory  of  those 
"other  things,"  to  seek  reconciliation  with  God  and  our  brothers 
and  sisters  and  to  acknowledge  that  without  Our  Lord  we  can  do 
nothing,  but  that  with  Him  we  can  do  all.  He  waits  for  us  -  and 
not  just  at  Christmas  -  eager  to  be  our  True  Bread,  to  feed  us  in  all 
the  ways  our  souls  require . 

On  behalf  of  all  of  us  who  work  to  put  NC  Catholics  together,  sin- 
cere wishes  for  a  Christmas  season  filled  with  the  blessings  Our  Savior 
has  promised.

In  1 53 1 ,  St.  Juan  Diego  (1 474  -  1 548)  had  heard  his 
name  being  called  from  a  hill.  When  he  ran  up  the  hill,  he 
encountered  a  Lady  who  asked  him  to  tell  the  Bishop  of 
Mexico  that  she  wanted  a  shrine  to  be  built  on  the  spot  where 
she  stood.  Recognizing  the  Lady  as  the  Virgin  Mary,  St.  Juan 
Diego  believed  her  and  so  obeyed  her. 

Actions  equal  believing 

This  is  instructive  because  we  can  always  uncover  what  we 
truly  believe  by  looking  at  our  actions.  Words  can  deceive  and 
mislead,  but  actions  reveal  ourselves  to  us  and  the  world. 

The  Bishop  doubted  St.  Juan 
Diego  and  asked  for  a  sign.  St.  Juan 
Diego  returned  to  the  hill  to  deliver 
the  Bishop's  reply  and  to  beg  to  be 
dismissed  from  service  to  the  Lady. 
The  Lady  insisted  that  it  be  St.  Diego 
who  must  speak  to  the  Bishop  on 
her  behalf.  Again,  he  did  as  he  was 
directed  and  was  rejected  by  the 
Bishop. 

After  unsuccessfully  trying  to  avoid 
further  contact  with  the  Lady,  St. 
Diego  found  roses,  which  he  brought 
to  the  Bishop  per  the  instructions  of 
the  Lady.  When  he  unfolded  his  tilma 
before  the  Bishop,  the  roses  fell  out 
and  revealed  an  image  of  the  Lady. 

Now  the  Bishop  believed  and 
obeyed  by  building  the  shrine.  The 
image  of  Our  Lady  that  appeared  on 
the  tilma  of  St.  Juan  Diego  continues 
to  reside  in  the  Basilica  named  after 
her  in  Mexico  City. 

Believing  equals  obedience 

Here  again,  belief  is  equated  to  obedience  is  equated  to 
living  (or  acting).  This  only  makes  sense.  When  we  trust  in  the 
person  who  is  telling  us  something,  we  typically  believe  in  what 
they  say.  Naturally,  we  will  act  on  these  words,  or  obey  these 
words  because  we  believe  they  are  true.  This  lesson  is  crucial 
to  spiritual  self-knowledge  because  it  allows  us  to  see  how  far 
our  actions  are  from  what  we  profess  to  believe  and  reveals  to 
us  what  we  really  believe  in. 

St.  Juan  Diego's  belief  and  subsequent  acting  on  that  belief 
out  of  obedience  to  the  Lady  led  to  his  canonization  in  2002 
as  the  first  indigenous  American  saint.  More  importantly,  Our 
Lady  of  Guadalupe  had  a  tremendous  impact  on  the  spread 
of  Catholicism  in  Mexico  and  continues  to  factor  greatly  in 
Catholic  spirituality  in  the  Americas. 


En  1 531 ,  Juan  Diego  (1 474  a  1 548  A  D.)  oyo  llamar 
su  nombre  desde  una  colina.  Cuando  corrio,  subiendo,  la 
colina,  encontro  una  dama  que  le  pidio  que  le  dijera  al  obispo 
de  Mexico  que  ella  queria  que  se  construyera  un  santuario 
en  el  lugar  donde  ella  estaba.  Al  reconocer  a  la  dama  como 
la  Virgen  Maria,  Juan  Diego  le  creyo  y  le  obedecio  siguiendo 
sus  instrucciones. 

Esto  es  instructive  porque  siempre  podemos  descubrir 
lo  que  verdaderamente  creemos  examinando  nuestras 
acciones.  Las  palabras  pueden  enganar  o  desorientar,  pero 
las  acciones  nos  dicen  quienes  somos  a 
nosotros  mismos  y  al  mundo. 

El  obispo  dudo  de  Juan  Diego  y  le  pidio 
una  serial.  Juan  Diego  volvio  a  la  colina 
para  entregar  la  respuesta  del  obispo  y  para 
rogar  que  se  le  dispensara  del  servicio  a 
la  dama.  La  dama  insistio  que  fuese  Diego 
quien  debia  hablar  con  el  obispo  por  ella. 
Nuevamente,  el  hizo  como  se  le  instruyo  y 
fue  rechazado  por  el  obispo. 

Despues  de  intentar  sin  exito  evitar 
otros  contactos  con  la  dama,  Diego 
encontro  unas  rosas,  que  llevo  al  obispo 
por  instrucciones  de  la  dama.  Cuando 
desenvolvio  su  tilma  ante  el  obispo,  las 
rosas  cayeron  y  revelaron  una  imagen  de  la 
dama. 

Entonces  el  obispo  le  creyo  y  obedecio 
construyendo  el  santuario.  La  imagen  de 
Nuestra  Senora  que  aparecio  en  la  tilma  de 
Juan  Diego  sigue  residiendo  en  la  basilica 
nombrada  por  ella  en  Ciudad  de  Mexico. 
Nuevamente,  la  fe  es  equiparada 
con  la  obediencia  y  con  la  vida  (o  la  accion).  Esto  tiene 
sentido.  Cuando  confiamos  en  la  persona  que  nos  dice 
algo,  naturalmente  creemos  en  lo  que  dice.  Naturalmente 
actuaremos  sobre  estas  palabras,  o  las  obedeceremos 
porque  creemos  que  son  ciertas.  Esta  leccion  es  crucial 
para  el  conocimiento  espiritual  de  nosotros  mismos,  porque 
nos  permite  ver  hasta  donde  nuestras  acciones  provienen 
de  lo  que  profesamos  creer  y  nos  revela  lo  que  realmente 
creemos. 

La  fe  de  Juan  Diego  y  sus  acciones  posteriores  con  base 
a  esa  fe  por  obediencia  a  la  dama  llevo  a  su  canonization 
en  2002  como  el  primer  santo  indigena  americano.  Mas 
importante,  Nuestra  Senora  de  Guadalupe  tuvo  un  impacto 
tremendo  en  la  difusion  del  catolicismo  en  Mexico  y  continua 
siendo  un  factor  en  la  espi ritual idad  catolica  en  toda  la

(Lc,  1:38) 


The  history  of  the  Catholic  Church  in  the  United 
States  reveals  that  the  Native  American  and 
African  American  people  have  historically  been 
linked  together  by  Catholic  missionaries.  We  in- 
vite you  to  be  generous,  in  the  next  few  months, 
to  the  Black  and  Indian  Mission  special  collection.  With  this 
collection,  we  support  national  and  Diocesan  programs  for  Na- 
tive and  African  Americans,  continuing  the  good  work  begun 
by  St.  Katherine  Drexel  in  our  Diocese  over  70  years  ago,  and 
the  evangelization  efforts  of  Blessed  Kateri  Tekakwitha  among 
native  peoples  more  than  300  years  ago. 


The  Native  American 
Catholic  community 
has  been  included  and 
become  increasingly 
more  active  as  part 
of  African  Ancestry 
Ministry  and  Evangeli- 
zation (AAMEN)  in  our 
Diocese,  while  retaining 
and  emphasizing  its 
own  spiritual  traditions. 
As  the  celebration  of 
Christmas  approaches, 
we  have  much  for  which 
to  be  thankful.  Native  and  African  Americans  are  family 
oriented  people,  and  as  Catholics  we  see  the  great  model  of 
family  unity  represented  in  Mary,  Joseph,  and  Jesus.  For  us, 
the  celebration  of  Christmas  has  a  special  meaning  because 
we  know  we  are  Gods  children  through  Baptism. 

Native  American  people  recognize  that  the  Creator  has 
given  us  all  good  things;  and  so  they  celebrate  with  dif- 
ferent cultural  festivals  throughout  the  year.  But  when  we 
come  to  celebrate  the  feast  of  the  Incarnation,  we  celebrate 
not  only  as  Native  Americans,  but  as  Catholics  who  come 
to  the  Eucharistic  table  to  share  the  Body  and  Blood  of 
Christ  with  one  another. 

Among  those  of  African  ancestry,  the  unity  we  have  in 
faith  also  transcends  our  cultural  and  national  identities 
at  Christmastime.  While  African  and  African  American 
families  decorate  their  homes  with  traditional  crafts  and 
prepare  a  sumptuous  meal  to  celebrate  the  festival,  the 
most  important  meal  is  the  one  we  share  as  we  partake  of 
the  Eucharist. 

On  this  jubilant  occasion,  may  we  all,  Native  and  African 
Americans,  rejoice  in  our  Catholic  faith,  whose  values  and 
teachings  and  especially  Mass  and  Sacraments  bind  us  as 
brothers  and  sisters,  members  of  the  sacred  Body  of  Christ.

It's  a  sunny  Monday  morning  in  late 
November  at  Catholic  Charities' 
Fayetteville  office.  Volunteers  Ron 
Ingano  and  Marie  Foti  are  manning 
the  offices  small  food  pantry,  receiving 
non-perishable  food  donations  from  local 
parishes  and  distributing  them  to  families 
who,  in  the  parlance  of  social  services,  are 
"food  insecure"  -  they  don't  know  where 
their  next  meal  is  coming  from. 


Asked  separately  why 
they  volunteer  at  the  food 
pantry,  Ron  and  Marie  have 
the  same  answer:  "God  has 
been  good  to  me.  I  want  to 
give  back." 

Ron  and  Marie  are 
emblematic  of  Catholics 
throughout  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh.  God  has  been 
good  to  us.  At  Christmas 
especially  we  remember  that 
goodness  and  to  show  our 
gratitude  we  make  special 
efforts  to  show  mercy  and 
kindness  to  others  who  are 
less  fortunate. 

Those  "others"  are  grow- 
ing in  number  since  the 
economic  downturn.  At 
the  same  time,  for  the  same 
reason,  the  public  and  cor- 
porate monies  allocated  to 
helping  them  are  diminish- 
ing. The  result?  Susan  Gilb- 
ertson,  Director  of  Catholic 
Charities'  Durham  office, 
puts  it  succinctly:  "We  could 
not  do  what  we  do  without 
the  parishes." 

Susan  is  talking  about 
a  whole  range  of  social 
services,  of  which  feeding 
the  hungry  is  only  one,  but 
perhaps  the  most  basic  and 
tangible.  Today  the  Dur- 
ham office  has  just  received 
40  bags  of  food,  many 


with  frozen  turkeys,  from 
St.  Thomas  More  Parish 
in  Chapel  Hill,  as  well  as 
$695  in  food  cards.  Seventy 
bags  of  canned  goods  and 
other  non-perishables  have 
arrived  from  the  Catholic 
Newman  Center  Parish  at 
the  University  of  North 
Carolina. 

As  families  file  in  to  re- 
ceive the  groceries  they  can't 
buy  Susan  talks  about  the 
changes  she  has  noticed  in 
the  last  two  years.  "Our  food 
pantry  is  open  on  Wednes- 
days," she  explains.  "We 
used  to  get  five  to  ten  people 
coming  for  groceries.  Now 
we  get  twenty-five  to  thirty. 
For  awhile  we  were  run- 
ning out  of  food  every  week. 
Then  Father  Dan  McLellan 
at  Immaculate  Conception 
here  in  Durham  began  tak- 
ing up  a  food  collection  at 
every  Mass.  He  has  the  food 
brought  up  to  the  altar  at 
the  offertory.  The  visual  im- 
pact of  that  is  important;  it 
shows  that  we  are  a  Church 
for  whom  generosity  is  a 
central  value. 

"Many  of  the  people  we're 
seeing  now  never  needed  to 
ask  for  help  before.  They've 
lost  their  jobs,  they're  facing 
foreclosure  on  their  homes, 


or  unexpected  health  bills 
have  put  them  over  the 
edge." 

One  of  those  people, 
Karen  (not  her  real  name), 
is  volunteering  with  her 
daughter  at  the  food  pantry 
today.  Karen  was  a  single 
mom  when  she  relocated 
from  Boston  to  Raleigh 
several  years  ago.  Then  the 
company  she  worked  for 
downsized  and  she  lost 
her  job.  'All  my  family  and 
friends  were  in  Boston,"  she 
recalls,  "and  I  hadn't  been 
here  long  enough  to  connect 
with  a  church.  But  Catholic 
Charities  helped  us  out." 

Two  years  ago  severe 
health  issues  and  surgery 
put  Karen  and  her  children 
at  risk  again.  "The  people 


here  were  such  a  blessing," 
she  says.  "They  showed 
such  a  kind  spirit.  So  I  said 
if  I  ever  get  back  on  my  feet 
again  I'm  going  to  help.  I 
can't  afford  to  donate  money 
but  I  can  come  in  and  my 
kids  can  come  in  to  help." 

Karen  understands  from 
experience  that  the  goal  of 
the  food  pantry  goes  beyond 
just  feeding  people's  bodies. 
Warren  Harris  exemplifies 
that  attitude.  A  parishioner 
at  Holy  Cross  in  Durham, 
he  works  at  the  office  two 
days  a  week,  but  today  he's 
volunteering  in  the  pantry 
on  a  day  off.  Watching  him 
engage  with  the  clients  and 
hearing  the  kindness  in 
his  voice  is  a  reminder  that 
"charity"  is  about  love,  not 
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just  about  giving. 

Lisa  Perkins,  Catholic 
Charities  Director  in  Fay- 
etteville,  has  noticed  like 
Susan  Gilbertson  how  the 
economy  is  bringing  people 
to  the  food  pantry  who  never 
thought  they  would  be  here. 
"People  who  used  to  be 
supporters  of  our  work  are 
now  consumers ,"  she  said. 
"It's  difficult  for  them  to  ask 
for  help.  I  hear,  'I  don't  know 
how  to  do  this.'  It's  important 
for  us  to  assist  them  with 
respect  and  dignity.  We've  all 
had  times  in  our  lives  when 
we  needed  help." 

Both  Lisa  in  Fayetteville 
and  Susan  in  Durham  are 
aware  of  the  limits  in  what 
their  pantries  are  doing.  In 
most  cases  they  may  provide 
a  family  with  just  a  few 
meals  a  month.  But  they've 
both  seen  how  sometimes 
a  small  bit  of  assistance  can 
bring  at  least  a  temporary 
sigh  of  relief  to  a  family  in 
need.  "Some  people  need 
just  a  little  bit  to  turn  them 
around,"  Lisa  says. 

Another  point  on  which 
the  directors  agree:  The 
need  is  accelerating  and 
it  is  constant.  "People  are 
especially  generous  around 
the  holidays,"  Susan  says, 
"but  the  needs  are  consis- 
tent throughout  the  year. 
Whenever  I  visit  schools 
or  parishes  I  talk  about  the 
importance  of  projects,  say 
with  Scouts  or  classrooms, 
to  collect  food."  Just  such 
a  project  on  the  coming 
weekend,  conducted  by 
the  Knights  of  Columbus 
at  Good  Shepherd  in  Hope 
Mills,  will  help  out  the  pan- 
try in  Fayetteville. 

Catholic  Charities  oper- 
ates several  food  pantries 
throughout  the  Diocese,  in- 
cluding Catholic  Parish  Out- 
reach (CPO)  in  Raleigh,  the 


largest  food  pantry  in  the 
Triangle.  With  support  from 
Catholic  parishes,  United 
Way,  corporate  donors 
and  over  1,300  volunteers, 
CPO  serves  over  2,500,000 
pounds  of  groceries  to 
residents  of  Wake,  Franklin 
and  Johnston  counties  each 
year.  (For  more  on  CPO, 
see  NC  Catholics  December 
2008)  In  rural  areas,  where 
a  centralized  pantry  is  not 
practical,  Catholic  Chan- 
ties facilitates  local  efforts  to 
feed  the  hungry. 

Stephanie  Harrell  is  Direc- 
tor of  Catholic  Charities' 
Albemarle  office,  which 
serves  thirteen  counties  in 
northeastern  North  Caroli- 
na. There  are  eight  parishes 
in  the  deanery  and  most 
do  not  have  their  own  food 
pantries.  Catholic  Charities 
works  with  those  that  do, 
such  as  Holy  Trinity  Parish 
in  Williamston,  or  those 
who  want  to  establish  one, 
such  as  the  Catholic  Com- 
munity of  Bertie  County, 
served  by  the  Glenmary 
Order.  Operation  Rice  Bowl 
helped  Catholic  Charities 
provide  seed  money  to  the 
Bertie  effort.  Stephanie's  of- 
fice advised  the  Glenmarys 
on  other  sources  of  funding, 
and  connected  them  with  a 
woman  who  ran  a  food  pan- 
try and  could  show  them 
where  to  start.  . 

"We're  a  very  poor  area, 
and  very  rural,"  Stephanie 
explains.  "Transportation  is 
an  issue;  the  nearest  food 
pantry  may  be  many  miles 
away.  Those  who  are  hungry 
may  live  in  an  isolated 
trailer  park  or  a  tiny  town, 
and  they  need  the  food  to  be 
available  closer  to  them." 

How  does  Catholic  Chari- 
ties know  where  the  need 
is?  "It's  really  important  that 
we  are  part  of  and  in  touch 


with  the  local  communities," 
Stephanie  says.  "So  we  go 
to  meetings  in  the  com- 
munities, in  the  churches 
that  want  to  help  the  poor, 
and  we  try  to  do  our  part  in 
connecting  those  in  need  to 
local  resources. 

"The  local  communities 
are  the  experts  at  identifying 
their  poor,  what  the  needs 
are  and  what  resources  are 
available." 

Catholic  Charities  recent- 
ly received  a  grant  through 
Catholic  Charities  USA,  in 
partnership  with  Walmart, 
to  help  the  poor  in  six  coun- 
ties by  collaborating  with 
these  local  "experts,"  includ- 
ing all  the  food  distribution 
entities  in  the  area.  "Differ- 
ent counties  are  meeting  to 
determine  solutions  and  the 
directions  they  want  to  go," 
Stephanie  says. 

Like  the  other  directors, 
Stephanie  has  noticed  an 
increase  in  first-time  clients 
since  the  economy  deterio- 
rated and  the  price  of  food 
has  kept  going  up.  And  she's 
noticed  the  same  reluctance 
to  ask  for  help  among  those 
who  in  the  past  have  been 


the  helpers.  She  recalls  a 
woman  she  worked  with 
after  the  woman's  husband 
had  left  the  family.  "She  had 
a  good  job,  but  I  noticed  she 
was  losing  weight.  And  I 
was  worried  about  depres- 
sion so  I  asked  her,  Why 
are  you  losing  weight?' 

"The  woman  was  skip- 
ping lunch.  Despite  being 
employed,  she  could  not 
afford  to  buy  three  meals  a 
day  for  herself  and  her  chil- 
dren. And  her  income  was 
just  barely  too  high  for  her 
to  qualify  for  food  stamps. 

"People  may  be  reluctant 
to  ask  for  help.  You  need 
to  pay  attention,  and  to 
encourage  them." 

Across  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh,  more  and  more 
people  are  experiencing 
food  insecurity  and  the  oth- 
er problems  that  accompany 
poverty.  In  the  season  when 
we  remember  Gods  love 
become  incarnate  in  our 
Savior,  the  food  we  bring 
to  the  hungry  through  the 
work  of  Catholic  Charities  is 
a  sign  of  the  love  which  the 
Incarnation  calls  us  to  share. 
God  has  been  good  to  us.

Es  una  mariana  soleada  de  un  lunes 
a  finales  de  noviembre  en  la  oficina 
de  Fayetteville  de  Caridades  Catoli- 
cas. Los  voluntarios  Ron  Ingano 
y  Marie  Foti  manejan  el  pequerio  centra  de 
distribucion  de  comida  gratuita  de  la  oficina, 
recibiendo  donativos  de  alimentos  no  pere- 
cederos  de  parroquias  locales  y  distribuyendo- 
los  a  familias  que,  en  el  lenguaje  del  servicio 
social,  tienen  «inseguridad  alimenticia»,  es 
decir,  no  saben  de  donde  les  va  a  venir  su 
proxima  comida. 

Al  preguntarles  individualmente  por  que  ofrecen  sus  servi- 
cios  como  voluntarios  en  el  centro  de  distribucion  de  comida 
gratuita,  Ron  y  Marie  dan  la  misma  respuesta:  «Dios  ha  sido 
bueno  conmigo.  Quiero  devolver  el  favor. » 

Ron  y  Marie  caracterizan  a  los  catolicos  de  toda  la  diocesis 
de  Raleigh.  Dios  ha  sido  bueno  con  nosotros.  Especialmente 
en  Navidad  recordamos  esa  bondad  y  para  mostrar  nuestra 
gratitud  hacemos  esfuerzos  especiales  para  mostrar  piedad  y 
amabilidad  a  otros  menos  afortunados. 
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Esos  «otros»  aumentan  en  numero  desde  la  recesion 
economica.  Al  mismo  tiempo,  por  la  misma  razon,  el  dinero 
del  publico  y  de  las  companias  reservado  para  ayudarles  esta 
disminuyendo.  ^El  resultado?  Susan  Gilbertson,  Directora  de 
las  Caridades  Catolicas  de  la  oficina  de  Durham,  lo  resume 
asi:  «No  podriamos  hacer  lo  que  hacemos  sin  las  parroquias. » 

Susan  esta  hablando  acerca  de  una  gama  completa  de 
servicios  sociales,  de  los  que  dar  de  comer  al  hambriento  es 
solo  uno,  pero  quiza  el  mas  basico  y  tangible.  Hoy  la  oficina 
de  Durham  acaba  de  recibir  40  bolsas  de  alimentos,  muchas 
con  pavos  conge lados,  de  la  parroquia  de  Santo  Tomas  More 
en  Chapel  Hill,  asi  como  $  695  en  tarjetas  para  comprar  ali- 
mentos. Setenta  bolsas  de  alimentos  en  latas  y  no  perecederos 
han  llegado  de  la  parroquia  catolica  de  Newman  Center  en  la 
Universidad  de  Carolina  del  Norte. 

Mientras  las  familias  esperan  en  fila  para  recibir  los  co- 
mestibles que  no  pueden  comprar,  Susan  habla  acerca  de  los 
cambios  que  ella  ha  notado  en  los  ultimos  dos  anos.  «Nuestro 
centro  de  distribucion  de  comida  gratuita  esta  abierto  los 
miercoles,»  explica.  «Entre  cinco  y  diez  personas  solian 
visitarnos  para  recibir  alimentos.  Ahora  nos  visitan  entre  25 
y  30. »  Durante  algun  tiempo  nos  quedamos  sin  comida  cada 
semana.  Entonces  el  Padre  Dan  de  la  Inmaculada  Conception 
aqui  en  Durham  comenzo  a  hacer  una  colecta  de  alimentos 
en  cada  misa.  El  hace  que  los  alimentos  se  lleven  al  altar  en 
el  ofertorio.  El  impacto  visual  de  esa  action  es  importante; 
muestra  que  somos  una  Iglesia  para  la  que  la  generosidad  es 
un  valor  central. 

« Muchas  de  las  personas  que  vemos  ahora  nunca  necesi- 
taron  pedir  ayuda  antes.  Han  perdido  su  empleo,  tienen  que 
hacer  frente  a  la  ejecucion  de  la  hipoteca  de  sus  casas,  o  las 
facturas  medicas  inesperadas  las  han  llevado  al  limite.» 

Una  de  esas  personas,  Belinda,  sirve  como  voluntaria  con 
su  hij  a  en  el  centro  de  distribucion  de  comida  gratuita  hoy. 
Belinda  era  una  madre  soltera  cuando  se  traslado  a  Raleigh 
de  Boston  hace  varios  anos.  Entonces  la  compaiiia  para  la  que 
trabajaba  redujo  el  personal  y  ella  perdio  su  empleo.  «Toda 
mi  familia  y  amigos  estaban  en  Boston»,  recuerda,  «y  no  he 
estado  aqui  el  tiempo  suficiente  para  relacionarme  con  una 
iglesia.  Pero  las  Caridades  Catolicas  nos  ayudaron.» 

Hace  dos  anos  varios  problemas  graves  de  salud  y  cirugla 
pusieron  a  Belinda  y  sus  hijos  en  peligro  de  nuevo.  «Las  per- 
sonas aqui  son  una  bendicion»,  dice.  «Mostraron  un  espiritu 
tan  amable.  Esa  fue  mi  motivation  para  decir  que  si  algun  dia 
me  recupero  voy  a  ayudar.  No  puedo  permitirme  el  lujo  de 
dar  dinero,  pero  puedo  venir  con  mis  hijos  a  ayudar. » 


Belinda  entiende  por  propia  experiencia  que  la  meta  del 
centro  de  distribution  de  comida  gratuita  va  mas  alia  que  el 
simple  hecho  de  alimentar  el  cuerpo  de  las  personas.  Warren 
Harris  ilustra  esa  actitud.  Es  feligres  de  la  iglesia  Holy  Cross  en 
Durham,  donde  trabaja  en  la  oficina  dos  dias  a  la  semana,  pero 
hoy  esta  ofreciendo  su  ayuda  en  el  centro  de  distribucion  de 
comida  gratuita  en  su  dia  de  descanso.  Observarle  charlar  con 
los  clientes  y  escuchar  la  amabilidad  en  su  voz  es  un  recordato- 
rio  de  que  «caridad»  es  amor,  no  simplemente  donation. 

Lisa  Perkins,  Directora  de  Caridades  Catolicas  en  Fay- 
etteville,  ha  notado  al  igual  que  Susan  Gilbertson  como  la 
economia  esta  trayendo  a  personas  al  centro  de  distribucion 
de  comida  gratuita,  que  nunca  pensaron  que  estarian  aqui. 
« Personas  que  solian  ser  admiradores  de  nuestro  trabajo 
son  ahora  consumidores»,  dijo.  «Les  es  dificil  pedir  ayuda. 
Oigo,  "No  se  como  hacer  esto."  Es  importante  para  nosotros 
ayudarles  con  respeto  y  dignidad.  Todos  nosotros  hemos 
tenido  momentos  dificiles  en  nuestras  vidas  cuando  hemos 
necesitado  ayuda. » 

Tanto  Lisa  en  Fayetteville  como  Susan  en  Durham  estan 
conscientes  de  los  limites  de  lo  que  sus  centres  de  distribu- 
cion de  comida  gratuita  estan  hacienda  En  la  mayoria  de 
los  casos  pueden  proporcionar  a  una  familia  solo  unas  pocas 
comidas  al  mes.  Pero  ambas  han  visto  como  a  veces  una 
pequena  ayuda  puede  traer  al  menos  un  suspire  temporal  de 
alivio  a  una  familia  necesitada.  «Algunas  personas  necesi- 
tan  simplemente  una  pequena  ayuda  para  dar  un  giro  a  las 
cosas»,  dice  Lisa. 

Otro  punto  en  el  que  las  directoras  estan  de  acuerdo:  La 
necesidad  se  esta  acelerando  y  es  constante.  «Las  personas 
son  especialmente  generosas  en  la  temporada  navidena»,  dice 
Susan,  «pero  las  necesidades  son  consistentes  durante  todo  el 
ano.  Cuando  visito  escuelas  o  parroquias  hablo  acerca  de  la 
importancia  de  proyectos,  digamos  que  con  los  Scouts  o  con 
clases,  de  recogida  de  alimentos.»  Tal  proyecto  el  proximo 
fin  de  semana,  llevado  a  cabo  por  los  Caballeros  de  Colon  en 
Good  Shepherd  en  Hope  Mills,  ayudara  al  centro  de  distribu- 
cion de  comida  gratuita  en  Fayetteville. 

Caridades  Catolicas  opera  varios  centres  de  distribucion 
de  comida  gratuita  por  toda  la  diocesis,  incluyendo  Catho- 
lic Parish  Outreach  (CPO)  en  Raleigh,  el  mayor  centro  de 
distribucion  de  comida  gratuita  en  el  Triangulo.  Con  el  apoyo 
de  parroquias  catolicas,  United  Way  donantes  corporativos  y 
mas  de  1,300  voluntarios,  CPO  sirve  mas  de  2,500,000  libras 
de  alimentos  a  residentes  de  los  condados  de  Wake,  Franklin 
y  Johnston  cada  ano.  (Para  mas  information  sobre  CPO,  vea 
Catolicos  de  NC  diciembre  de  2008)  En  areas  rurales,  donde 
un  centro  centralizado  de  distribucion  de  comida  gratuita  no 
es  practico,  las  Caridades  Catolicas  facilitan  esfuerzos  locales 
para  alimentar  a  los  que  no  tienen  que  comer. 

Stephanie  Harrell  es  Directora  de  la  oficina  de  Caridades 
Catolicas  de  Albemarle,  que  sirve  a  13  condados  en  el  noreste 
de  Carolina  del  Norte.  Existen  ocho  parroquias  en  el  decanato 
y  la  mayoria  no  tienen  sus  propios  centres  de  distribucion 
de  comida  gratuita.  Caridades  Catolicas  trabaja  con  aquel- 
las  que  lo  tienen,  tales  como  la  parroquia  de  Holy  Trinity  en 


Williamston,  o  aquellas  que  quieren  establecer  uno,  tal  como 
la  Comunidad  Catblica  del  Condado  de  Bertie,  servida  por 
la  Orden  de  Glenmary.  La  campana  Tazon  de  Arroz  ayudo  a 
Caridades  Catolicas  a  proporcionar  fondos  iniciales  para  la 
iniciativa  de  Bertie.  La  oficina  de  Stephanie  le  informo  a  la  Or- 
den de  Glenmary  de  otras  fuentes  de  financiacion  y  la  puso  en 
contacto  con  una  mujer  que  maneja  un  centro  de  distribucion 
de  comida  gratuita  y  que  podria  mostrarles  como  comenzar. 

«Somos  un  area  muy  pobre,  y  muy  rural»,  explica  Stepha- 
nie. «E1  transporte  es  un  problema.  El  centro  de  distribucion 
de  comida  gratuita  mas  proximo  puede  estar  a  muchas  millas 
de  distancia.  Aquellas  personas  que  padecen  hambre  pueden 
vivir  en  una  zona  aislada  de  casas  moviles  o  en  un  pueblo 
muy  pequeno,  y  necesitan  que  la  comida  este  disponible  mas 
cerca  de  ellas.» 

,>C6mo  sabe  Caridades  Catolicas  donde  esta  la  necesidad? 
«Es  realmente  importante  que  formemos  parte  y  estemos  en 
contacto  con  las  comunidades  locales* ,  dice  Sterphanie.  «Asi 
que  vamos  a  reuniones  en  las  comunidades,  en  las  lglesias 
que  quieren  ayudar  a  los  pobres  y  tratamos  de  hacer  nuestro 
trabajo  en  poner  en  contacto  a  los  necesitados  con  los  recur- 
sos  locales. » 

«Las  comunidades  locales  son  las  expertas  en  identificar  a 
sus  pobres,  cuales  son  las  necesidades  y  que  recursos  estan 
disponibles.» 

Caridades  Catolicas  recientemente  recibio  una  subven- 
tion por  medio  de  Caridades  Catolicas  USA,  en  asociacion 
con  Walmart,  para  ayudar  a  los  pobres  de  seis  condados 
colaborando  con  estos  "expertos"  locales,  incluyendo  todas 
las  entidades  de  distribucion  de  alimentos  en  el  area.  «Varios 
condados  se  reiinen  para  determinar  soluciones  y  las  direc- 
ciones  en  las  que  desean  ir»,  dice  Stephanie. 

Como  las  otras  directoras,  Stephanie  ha  notado  un  au- 
mento  en  nuevos  clientes  desde  que  se  deterioro  la  economia 
y  el  precio  de  los  alimentos  ha  continuado  en  ascenso. 
Ademas,  ella  ha  notado  la  misma  resistencia  a  pedir  ayuda 
entre  aquellos  que  en  el  pasado  han  sido  los  ayudantes.  Ella 
recuerda  a  una  mujer  con  la  que  trabajo  despues  de  que  su 
esposo  abandono  a  la  familia.  «Ella  tenia  un  buen  empleo, 
pero  note  que  estaba  perdiendo  peso.  Yo  estaba  preocupada 
porque  quizas  pudiera  tener  depresion,  asi  que  le  pregunte, 
"iPor  que  estas  perdiendo  peso?" 

"La  mujer  no  tomaba  el  almuerzo.  A  pesar  de  tener  trabajo, 
ella  no  podia  permitirse  el  lujo  de  comprar  tres  comidas  al  dia 
para  ella  y  sus  hijos.  Ademas,  sus  ingresos  eran  ligeramente 
mas  altos  para  que  calificara  para  cupones  de  alimentos. 

"Las  personas  pueden  resistirse  a  pedir  ayuda.  Usted 
necesita  prestar  atencion,  y  alentarlas." 

En  toda  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh,  mas  y  mas  personas  estan 
experimentando  inseguridad  alimenticia  y  los  otros  prob- 
lemas  que  acompafian  a  la  pobreza.  Si  bien  muchos  recono- 
cen  que  la  Navidad  es  un  tiempo  para  ser  generosos,  el  tra- 
bajo de  Caridades  Catolicas  es  un  recordatorio  que  las  obras 
de  misericordia,  y  la  llamada  a  amar  a  nuestros  hermanos  y 
hermanas,  no  conocen  estaciones.  Dios  ha  sido  bueno  con 
nosotros.

La  Diocesis  tambien  ha  sido  especialmente  sensible  con  los 
residentes  que  viven  cerca  del  sitio  del  proyecto  del  Campus 
de  la  Catedral.  Poco  despues  del  anuncio  en  Septiembre,  Russ 
Elmayan,  Jefe  de  Finanzas  y  Director  Operativo  de  la  Diocesis 
de  Raleigh,  y  Tim  Mann,  Co-presidente  de  la  Campana  Nuestra 
Catedral,  Una  Fe,  Un  Pueblo,  se  reunieron  con  los  residentes  de 
la  comunidad  de  Nazareth  para  revisar  el  plan  de  desarrollo, 
responder  preguntas  y  presentar  las  bases  para  un  dialogo 
abierto  y  honesto  con  respecto  al  proyecto.  La  respuesta  fue 
positiva  y  la  comunicacion  con  los  residentes  continuara.  La 
Diocesis  tambien  ha  tornado  medidas  para  mantener  informa- 
dos  a  los  lideres  de  la  Universidad  Estatal  de  Carolina  del  Norte 
sobre  los  planes  de  la  Catedral,  que  se  ubicara  en  la  propiedad 
directamente  adyacente  al  Campus  Centennial.

P-fa  Cada  parroquia  tendra  un  objetivo  financiero  que  incluira 
su  portion  de  la  Campana  Anual  del  Obispo  para  el  2012.  Una 
vez  que  la  parroquia  supere  la  meta  del  BAA  (por  sus  siglas  en 
ingles),  el  20%  de  los  fondos  netos  recaudados  se  devolvera  a  la 
parroquia.  Cuando  la  parroquia  supere  la  meta  de  la  Campana 
de  la  Catedral,  el  50%  de  todos  los  fondos  recaudados  por  en- 
cima  de  la  meta  seran  para  la  parroquia.  Esta  formula  pertenece 
a  las  parroquias  que  conducen  una  campana  regular. 

Cada  parroquia  enfrenta  sus  propios  desafios  y  establece  sus 
propias  metas  por  los  fondos  recibidos.  El  rango  de  las  necesi- 
dades  de  la  parroquia  va  desde  el  mantenimiento  de  las  antiguas 
estructuras  de  la  Iglesia  hasta  construir  nuevas  estructuras  para 
satisfacer  las  necesidades  de  la  formation  educativa  y  espiritual. 


Otras  parroquias  esperan  poder  reducir  las  deudas  de  la  parro- 
quia o  establecer  fondos  que  generen  ingresos  para  los  servicios 
y  ministerios  de  la  parroquia  y  su  escuela  en  el  future.  Otras 
necesitaran  incrementar  los  servicios  en  la  parroquia  a  traves  de 
un  aumento  de  personal  o  recursos  para  las  necesidades  de  for- 
mation de  fe  para  adultos,  ninos,  adolescentes  y  jovenes  adultos. 

Estos  fondos  parroquiales  se  pueden  utilizar  de  cualquier 
forma  que  la  parroquia  lo  estime  conveniente  a  traves  de  la  pl- 
anificacion  y  coordination  de  los  lideres  de  la  parroquia.  De  esta 
manera,  nuestras  parroquias  obtendran  el  maximo  beneficio  de 
esta  campana  para  fortalecer  a  nuestra  Iglesia  local  en  el  este  de 
Carolina  del  Norte.

►►  Si  la  parroquia  tiene 
necesidades  mas  alia  de  lo 
que  se  esperaba  recaudar  en 
una  campana  regular  tendra 
la  option  de  realizar  una 
campana  "piggyback"  (dos 
proyectos  en  una  misma 
campana).  Esta  option  le 
bnnda  a  la  parroquia  la 
capacidad  de  proporcionar 
un  enfoque  primordial  a 
las  necesidades  de  la  propia 
parroquia  y  al  mismo  tiempo 
proporcionar  information 
a  los  feligreses  sobre  las 
necesidades  Diocesanas.  Este 
tipo  de  campana  requiere  un 
esfuerzo  mas  intenso  a  nivel 
local. 

Un  "piggyback"  en  la 
parroquia  podria  garanti-

Campana  del  Campus  de 
la  Catedral.  Esto  garantiza,  en  la  mayoria  de  los  casos,  que 
seria  pagado  en  cuatro  anos.  La  parroquia  retendria  todo  el 
dinero  recaudado  como  garantia  para  el  caso  de  la  parroquia. 
Esta  es  la  option  que  la  Iglesia  Catolica  de  Santa  Maria  utilizo 
en  la  Campana  Serving  God  by  Serving  Others.  La  parroquia 
se  acerca  a  los  2  millones  de  dolares  tratando  de  lograr  el 
objetivo  de  1.2  millones  de  dolares  para  las  necesidades  de  la 
parroquia. 

"Cuando  una  parroquia  tiene  una  gran  necesidad  que  es  vital 
para  el  crecimiento  y  los  servicios  de  esa  parroquia,  la  option  de 
"piggyback"  a  menudo  es  el  mejor  curso  de  action.  Le  permite 
a  las  parroquias  atender  sus  propias  necesidades  y  simultanea- 
mente  apoya  a  la  mayor  necesidad  Diocesana",  comento  el 
consultante  de  la  Campana,  Michael  Goodwin,  de  Guidance  in 
Giving.  Las  parroquias  que  han  escogido  la  option  piggyback 
respetaran  las  politicas  y  procedimientos  normales  de  la  Diocesis.

On  Saturday,  November  1  9,  201  1 ,  the  Diocesan  Of- 
fice of  Worship  and  the  Office  of  African  Ancestry  Ministry 
and  Evangelization  presented  a  Day  of  Reflection  featuring 
Mr.  Rawn  Harbor.  Mr.  Harbor  is  one  of  the  preeminent  Af- 
rican American  Catholic  liturgists  and  musicians  in  the  U.S.

Approximately  70  catechists  and  music  ministers  from  1  3 
parishes  in  the  Diocese  attended  the  day-long  presentation, 
as  Mr.  Harbor  taught  and  demonstrated  the  implementation 
of  Gospel  Music  in  the  new  Roman  Missal.  He  addressed 
the  changes  in  music  and  wording  and  advised  the  mu- 
sic ministers  on  approved  liturgical  music  resources.  The 
Church  has  a  tradition  of  liturgical  chant,  Mr.  Harbor  said, 
referring  to  Gregorian  chant.  But  black  music  also  has  a 
chant  tradition,  he  explained,  which  can  be  heard  in  many 
traditional  spirituals,  and  can  be  incorporated  into  the  Mass. 

Fr.  Marcos  Leon,  Vicar  for  AAMEN,  said  that  those  in  at- 
tendance were  extremely  appreciative  that  the  Diocese  had 
brought  someone  of  Mr.  Harbor's  stature  to  this  gather- 
ing. "This  is  the  best  attendance  we  have  had  for  a  day  of 
reflection,"  he  said.

The  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  in 
partnership  with  Catholic  Chari- 
ties of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  has 
donated  $1 0,000  to  the  Raleigh/ 
Wake  County  Partnership  to  End  and 
Prevent  Homelessness.  This  donation 
is  twice  the  amount  contributed  by  the 
Diocese  in  2010. 

The  mission  of  the  RaleighA/Vake 
Partnership  to  End  and  Prevent 


Homelessness  is  to  reorient  the  ser- 
vice system  from  one  that  manages 
homelessness  to  one  that  prevents 
and  ends  homelessness  through  the 
power  of  partnerships. 

Approximately  78,000  people  are 
estimated  to  be  living  in  poverty  in  Ra- 
leigh/Wake County  with  many  at  risk 
of  homelessness.  More  than  3,300 
people,  including  700  children  and 
500  veterans,  experience  homeless- 
ness during  the  course  of  a  year.  Each

Changing  Communities 
by  Changing  Hearts 

Walk  into  the  Downtown 
Cafe  and  Soda  Shop  on 
Board  Street  in  Edenton 
and  one  of  the  first  things 
you  will  spot  is  a  sign  bearing  the  Bible 
verse  Joshua  24:15:  As  for  me  and  my 
house,  we  will  follow  the  Lord.  It  is  a  fit- 
ting description  for  the  shop  and  for  Dea- 
con Frank  Jones,  the  man  who  owns  it. 


Deacon  Jones  was  or- 
dained in  the  summer  of 
2010.  But  it  was  after  his 
ordination,  said,  that  he 
came  to  truly  understand 
the  verse,  and  to  know  even 
more  profoundly  what  it 
means  to  be  a  Catholic  and 
how  to  make  his  faith  a  vital 
part  of  his  daily  life.  His 
cafe,  he  added,  is  more  than 
a  business,  it's  a  ministry. 

His  understanding  came 
that  fall  when  he  became 


involved  in  Cursillo.  He  said 
that  for  him,  as  for  many 
men  and  women  each  year, 
Cursillo  was  a  rejuvenating 
spiritual  experience.  This 
movement  of  the  Catholic 
Church  -  in  English  and  in 
Spanish  -  whose  full  name 
is  Cursillo  de  Cristiandad  or 
"short  course  of  Christian- 
ity" focuses  on  the  evange- 
lization of  environments  by 
individual  Catholics. 
Founded  among  Catholics 


in  Spain  in  the  late  1940s, 
the  movement  spread  to  the 
United  States  a  decade  later 
when  the  first  Cursillo  was 
held  in  Texas  in  1957;  it 
now  has  millions  of  mem- 
bers world-wide.  In  North 
Carolina,  the  first  Cur- 
sillo weekend  for  English- 
speaking  men  was  held  in 
the  summer  of  1963  at  St. 
Gabriel  Parish  in  Charlotte, 
then  part  of  the  Raleigh 
Diocese.  One  year  later,  the 
first  Cursillo  for  Spanish- 
speaking  men  was  held  in 
Raleigh;  cursillos  for  women 
followed  later  that  decade. 

Father  Paul  Brant,  SJ, 
Bishop  Michael  F  Burbidges 
delegate  to  the  Raleigh 
Cursillo  movement  for  the 
last  three  years,  said  Cursillo 
recognizes  that  most  people 
want  to  live  a  full  Christian 
life,  but  the  pressures  of  the 
world  make  it  difficult  to 
do  so.  This  Christ-centered, 
Diocesan-based  movement 
offers  a  method  to  give  us 
the  tools  and  support  "to  be- 
come witnesses  of  Christian 
faith,"  Fr.  Brant  explained. 
"Its  method  is  simple,"  he 
said.  "Be  a  friend,  make 
a  friend,  bring  a  friend  to 
Christ." 

At  the  movements  core  is 
the  three-day  Cursillo  week- 
end, with  separate  week- 
ends for  men  and  women. 
Participants,  called  cursillis- 
tas,  are  invited  by  sponsors 
to  attend  the  weekend, 
which  Fr.  Brant  described 
as  "an  intense  mixture  of 
prayer,  talks,  testimony  and 


group  interaction,  aimed  at 
helping  candidates  know 
themselves  better  as  they 
come  to  know  Christ  bet- 
ter, in  the  context  of  a  rich 
experience  of  Church  as 
community."  It  also  helps 
participants  to  develop  skills 
to  become  leaders  who  will 
share  their  faith  with  others 
by  taking  what  they  learned 
back  into  the  world. 

Fr.  Brant,  who  attended 
the  first  Cursillo  weekend  at 
St.  Gabriels  before  he  was 
ordained,  said  that  in  the 
years  since  the  movement 
took  root  in  the  Diocese, 
between  8,000  and  10,000 
people  have  participated  in 
over  200  mens  and  women's 
weekends.  They  are  now 
held  at  Short  Journey  Center 
in  Smithfield  and  Camp 
Dixie,  outside  Fayetteville. 

But  the  weekend  is  just 
the  beginning.  After  the 
intensity  of  those  three  days, 
Cursillo  becomes  a  lifelong 
journey  shared  with  others 
through  a  post-weekend 
support  program.  Con- 
sisting of  regular  group 
reunions,  the  program  helps 
participants  remain  strong 
in  their  personal  faith  re- 
newal and  in  their  efforts  to 
bring  Christ  into  their  work, 
families  and  neighborhoods, 
said  Steve  Levesque,an  ac- 
tive member  of  the  Cur- 
sillo movement  since  he 
moved  to  North  Carolina  in 
1994.  "You  cannot  grow  in 
your  faith  in  isolation,"  he 
stressed.

Cursillo  movement  is 
vibrant  in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh,  with  its  growing 
Hispanic  population  and 
candidates  open  to  the 
religious  experience,  Fr. 
Brant  said.  Andres  Pedroza, 
a  leader  in  the  movement, 
agreed.  "For  the  majority 
of  people  who  have  made 
the  Cursillo  journey,  it  has 
changed  their  lives,"  Mr. 
Pedroza  said. 

The  movements  English- 
speaking  counterpart, 
however,  is  struggling  at  this 
time.  While  people  involved 
in  Cursillo  have  taken  on 
leadership  roles  in  other 
ministries  in  their  parishes, 
their  positions  within  the 
movement  remain  unfilled, 
making  it  difficult  to  hold 
weekends,  Fr.  Brant  said. 
But  he  noted  that  efforts  are 
underway  to  change  that. 

Carlos  Martinez,  a  Cur- 
sillo leader,  added:  "We  have 


attempted  to  hold  one  wom- 
en's and  mens  [English] 
weekend  a  year.  Through 
these  weekends  we  hope  to 
recruit  enough  volunteers  to 
assist  with  future  weekends 
and  to  take  on  the  necessary 
leadership  roles  to  rebuild 
the  English  movement. 
Our  recent  successes  were 
a  result  of  teaming  up  with 
the  Hispanic  movement.  My 
hope  is  that  we  can  identify 
experienced  Cursillistas  in 
the  Diocese  willing  to  serve 
in  leadership  roles  or  assist 
in  our  rebuilding  efforts." 

Fr.  Brant  said  a  campaign 
has  also  started  to  educate 
people  in  the  Diocese  about 
Cursillo  and  its  place  in 
the  life  of  parishes.  To  that 
end,  he  said,  he  will  enlist 
the  support  of  pastors  to 
help  publicize  Cursillo  in 
parishes  throughout  the 
Diocese;  and  of  Bishop  Bur- 
bidge  to  encourage  priests 


and  deacons  who  have 
attended  Cursillo  to  speak 
about  their  experiences  at 
meetings  of  religious  leaders 
in  the  Diocese. 
One  speaker  could  be 


Deacon  Jones.  "I  came  away 
with  the  ability  to  see  how 
God  works  in  peoples  lives," 
he  said.  "I  always  knew  this 
in  my  mind,  but  never  in 
my  heart  -  until  Cursillo."

Challenges  and  Opportunities 

St.  Therese,  wrightsville  Beach 


St.  Therese  is  the  only  Catholic 
church  in  North  Carolina  to  be 
built  on  the  beach.  At  high  tide  the 
parking  lot  behind  the  church  is 
only  a  hundred  yards  or  so  from  the  Atlantic 
Ocean.  A  seaside  church  faces  problems 
most  parishes  don't  share;  it  also  enjoys  some 
unique  opportunities  for  ministry. 

The  lot  on  which  St.  Therese  stands  was  donated  in  1895  as 
the  site  for  a  vacation  cottage  for  Msgr.  Christopher  Dennen,  the 
pastor  of  St.  Mary  Church  in  Wilmington.  In  the  summer  Msgr. 
Dennen  offered  Mass  there,  and  before  long  needed  a 
60-seat  church  to  accommodate  his  congrega 
tion.  The  church,  known  then  as  Our  Lady 
Star  of  the  Sea,  became  a  mission  of  St. 
Mary.  As  the  Wrightsville  Beach  commu- 
nity continued  to  grow,  a  year-round  resident 
pastor  was  installed  and  eventually  a  new  brick 
church  was  built.  Bishop  Eugene  J.  McGuin- 
ness  dedicated  that  church  and  established  the 
parish  in  honor  of  St.  Therese  the  little  Flower 
in  1944. 

One  problem  faced  by  a  church  on  the 
beach  is  its  vulnerability  to  storms.  In  1954, 
Hurricane  Hazel  severely  damaged  the  church 
and  destroyed  the  rectory.  Both  were  restored, 
and  parish  growth  did  not  diminish.  By  1963 


the  church  required  an  addition, 
doubling  its  seating  capacity. 

A  seaside  church  can  only  ex- 
pand so  far,  however.  In  1976,  the 
parish  finally  burst  at  the  seams. 
At  first  there  was  talk  of  moving 
St.  Therese  to  Wilmington.  (This 
had  occurred  with  Immaculate 
Conception  Parish,  originally 
at  Carolina  Beach.)  In  the  end, 
though,  St.  Therese  parishioners 
established  a  new  parish,  St.  Mark, 
and  St.  Therese  retained  its  identity 
and  location. 

In  1996  Hurricane  Fran  dam- 
aged the  church  so  badly  that 
repairs  took  several  months.  The 
disaster  turned  out  to  be  an  op- 
portunity for  long-needed  repairs 
and  renovations,  though,  explained  Fr.  Joseph  Vetter,  the  current 
pastor  of  St.  Therese.  In  2001  St.  Therese  was  able  to  purchase  a 
building  next  door,  which  became  the  parish  office. 

Today  St.  Therese  comprises  550  registered  families.  Fr.  Vetter 
describes  his  parishioners  as  extremely  involved  in  outreach,  faith 
formation,  liturgy  and  spiritual  support.  "We  spoke  with  our 
parishioners,"  Fr.  Vetter  said,  "and  they  indicated  they  wanted  a 
very  active  church."  Sr.  Catherine  Michael  Fee,  SSJ,  has  joined 
the  parish  staff  in  order  to  provide  additional  pastoral  support 
and  spiritual  enrichment.  And  it's  in  the  area  of  spiritual  enrich- 
ment that  Fr.  Vetter  sees  unique  opportunities  for  a  church  on 
the  beach.  For  example  the  parish  has  hosted  retreats,  such  as  a 
week-long  summer  camp  for  children  with  HIV/AIDS. 

"In  some  ways,"  he  said,  "we  can't  be  like  other  parishes.  We 
can't  expand  the  church.  Parking  is  always  going  to  be  scarce, 

especially  in  the  summer.  We  have  special 
challenges  with  maintenance  and  insur- 
ance and  local  rules  and  restrictions. 

"But  many  people  who  come  to  the 
beach  are  looking  for  something  that  we 
can  offer.  Young  people  come  out  here  after 
college.  Retired  people  come  here.  And  both 
groups  are  asking  some  of  the  same  questions: 
Who  am  I  now?  Where  do  I  go  from  here? 
People  come  to  the  beach  to  be  renewed  or 
to  untangle  problems,  and  that's  a  wonderful 
opportunity  for  ministry  The  question  is  'How 
do  we  engage  these  people?'  Its  not  just  about 
programs,  it's  about  being  a  place  for  those 
who  come  here  with  doubts  and  questions.

In  2006  the  Pension  Protection  Act  contained  a  provision  that  allowed  donors  to  be 
charitable  from  their  IRA  accounts.  This  has  now  been  extended  through  December  31, 2011. 
The  extension  will  allow  individuals  70V2  and  older  to  donate  up  to  $100,000  from  their  IRAs  to  charities  tax-free. 

How  The  Law  Works:  The  IRA  rollover  provision  allows  charitable  distributions  of  up  to  $100,000  from  an  IRA  or  a  Roth  IRA  to  be  excluded  from 
your  gross  income.  In  addition,  the  amount  rolled  over  will  count  against  a  donor's  minimum  distribution  requirement.  As  in  previous  versions  of  IRA 
rollover  legislation,  there  is  no  federal  income  tax  deduction  available  for  these  contributions  in  addition  to  their  exclusion  from  income. 


You  May  Contribute  Funds  This  Way  If: 

•  You  are  age  70-1/2  or  older 

•  The  gift  is  $100,000  or  less  each  year 

•  You  make  the  gift  on  or  before  December  31, 2011 

•  You  transfer  funds  directly  from  an  IRA  or  Rollover  IRA  to  the  charity 

•  You  transfer  the  gift  outright  to  one  or  more  public  charities;  rollovers 
to  a  planned  gift,  such  as  a  gift  annuity  or  a  charitable  remainder  trust, 
do  not  qualify. 


Example  On  How  The  Law  Works: 


Judy,  age  75  has  $450,000  in  an  IRA  and  has  pledged  to  give  $75,000 
to  her  church  this  year.  If  Judy  transfers  $75,000  from  the  IRA,  she  will 
avoid  paying  income  tax  on  that  amount.  She  cannot,  however,  claim  a 
charitable  deduction.  Judy  has  found  an  easy  way  to  benefit  her  church 
without  tax  complications.  If  her  spouse  has  an  IRA  and  is  701/2  or 
older,  he  can  also  give  up  to  $100,000  each  year.

ay  God  Grant  Us  Patience 


As  we  begin  a  New  Year  and  make  specific 
resolutions,  it  is  so  important  that  we  pray  to 
experience  in  our  lives  the  gift  of  patience,  one 
of  the  fruits  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Sound  advice  is 
offered  to  us  by  Saint  Francis  De  Sales:  "Have  patience  with 
all  things,  but  chiefly  have  patience  with  yourself.  Do  not  lose 
courage  in  considering  your  own  imperfections  but  instantly 
set  about  remedying  them  -  every  day  begin  the  task  anew" 


We  are  aware  of  the  behaviors,  attitudes  and 
habits  that  need  to  change  in  our  lives.  However, 
we  can  rarely  accomplish  this  transformation  all  at 
once.  Such  conversion  is  a  life-long  process,  lived 
out  day  by  day.  A  New  Year  simply  allows  us  to 
begin  this  process  with  renewed  determination  and 
dedication.  We  may  stumble  along  the  way.  Thus, 
we  pray  for  patience  so  that  we  do  not  despair 
at  the  first  sign  of  weakness.  Instead,  we  "pick 
ourselves  up"  and  "try  anew." 

Where  do  we  find  the  strength  to  be  patient 
with  ourselves?  How  important  it  is  to  remember 
the  encouragement  Scripture  offers  us  (2Peter  3:9) 
in  emphasizing  that  God  is  patient  with  us!  If 
God  is  patient  with  us  in  the  midst  of  our  sins, 
weaknesses  and  failures,  how  can  we  not  help  but 
be  patient  with  ourselves?  Thus,  we  repeatedly 
turn  to  the  Lord  our  God  and  ask  that,  through  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  we  may  be  granted  patience. 

At  the  same  time,  we  must  strive  daily  to  be 
patient  with  one  another:  with  our  spouses,  our 
parents,  our  children  and  those  who  can  often 
test  us.  We  truly  believe  the  truth  that  Saint  Paul 
tells  us:  "Love  is  kind  and  patient"  (lConnthians 
13:4).  It  has  to  be  if  we  are  to  imitate  the  love  that 
God  has  for  each  one  of  us.  Yet,  why  is  it  so  easy 
to  lose  patience  with  the  ones  who  mean  the 
most  to  us?  Could  it  be  that  we  take  our  love  for 
granted?  Perhaps  we  have  allowed  other  priorities 
to  surface  in  our  lives  rather  than  strengthening 
the  relationships  so  dear  to  us.  Or  maybe  we  have 
stopped  communicating  in  a  healthy  manner, 
which  involves  speaking  to  one  another  heart  to 
heart  each  day.  Patience  is  required  for  intimate 
relationships,  strong  marriages,  happy  homes  and 
lasting  friendships.  Is  it  always  easy  to  be  patient? 


Of  course  not!  Is  it  always 
possible?  Yes,  indeed— because 
of  the  strength  and  grace  that 
comes  from  God.  Draw  upon 
that  strength  in  the  Sacraments 
and  in  your  daily  prayer. 

Patience  is  also  required  in 
the  service  that  we  seek  to  offer 
to  the  Lord  and  His  Church, 
especially  in  one  of  the  most 
important  ministries  highlighted 
in  this  month's  magazine:  Respect 
for  Life.  Throughout  the  month  of  January  both 
in  Washington  and  Raleigh  and  throughout  our 
communities,  we  will  witness,  march  and  rally  on 
behalf  of  the  sacredness  of  all  human  life,  especially 
the  life  of  the  unborn.  We  continue  our  prayers  for 
this  special  intention  and  we  do  our  part  to  proclaim 
the  Gospel  of  Life  convincingly  and  compassionately 
to  all  those  we  meet.  Yet,  we  do  not  always  see  the 
visible  and  immediate  results  we  desire.  We  live  in  a 
land  in  which  our  laws  fail  to  protect  all  human  life 
from  the  moment  of  conception  to  natural  death.

60  Years  a  Vowed  Member 
of  the  Sister  Servants  of  the 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary 

►►  Sister  Maria  Goretti 
Timperio  was  bom  and  raised 
outside  Pittsburgh,  PA  in 
Grayslanding  and  Masontown, 
where  she  attended  the  local 
elementary  and  high  schools. 
She  received  her  college 
education  and  earned  a  Mas- 
ter's degree  from  Marywood 
University  in  Scranton,  PA. 

She  first  met  the  IHM 
Sisters  when  they  taught 
her  religious  doctrine  and 
prepared  her  for  First  Sacra- 
ments. Sister  lived  with  her 
Aunt  Caroline  for  a  short  time 
after  her  mother's  death,  and 
the  piety  of  her  aunt  planted 
the  seed  that  led  her  to  want 
to  join  the  Sisters  who  were 
teaching  her.  Sister's  father 
was  opposed  at  first,  but  she 
worked,  saved  money  for  her 
dowry  and  packed  her  trunk 
in  anticipation  of  his  change 
of  heart.  He  finally  relented 
and  accompanied  her  to  the 
novitiate  when  it  was  time  for 
her  to  join  the  community.  He 


came  to  love  the  Sisters  and 
was  happy  with  her  choice. 
Sister  loved  the  joyfulness  of 
the  Sisters,  and  she  describes 
the  Congregation  as  hospi- 
table to  all  and  willing  to  do 
whatever  ministry  the  Church 
needs  wherever  the  needs 
are. 

Over  the  years,  Sister  has 
worked  in  five  different  states, 
British  Columbia  and  Peru. 
She  has  taught  grades  1 
through  8,  been  a  Director  of 
Religious  Education,  Pas- 
toral Assistant  and  Pastoral 
Administrator.  Sister  reported 
the  privilege  it  was  for  her 
to  be  the  founding  pastoral 
administrator  at  St.  Peter  the 
Fisherman  in  Oriental,  NC 
She  has  returned  to  St.  Paul 
Parish  in  New  Bern  for  the 
second  time,  now  as  Sacra- 
mental Catechist  preparing 
second  and  third  graders 
for  First  Sacraments.  Sister 
appreciates  how  open  the 
children  are  to  learning  about 
God.  She  reports  that  she 
loves  children  and  wants  them 
to  have  a  personal  relation- 
ship with  God. 

The  Holy  Eucharist  is  the 
foundation  of  her  life  as  a 
Sister,  and  she  prays  the 
Rosary  and  Stations  of  the 
Cross  each  day  in  addition  to 
evening  prayer  with  her  Sis- 
ters. She  loves  reading  about 
the  faith  and  enjoys  leisure 
time  watching  TV  programs 
about  animal  life.  Sister  would 
like  women  considering  a 
vocation  as  a  Sister  to  know 
that  it  is  a  beautiful  life!  It  has 
led  her  to  have  a  personal 
relationship  with  God,  to  see 
a  larger  world  than  she  oth- 
erwise would  have  seen,  and 
to  meet  interesting  people. 
She  has  no  children  of  her 
own,  but  has  nurtured  many 
of  God's  children!  It  has  been 
and  continues  to  be  a  life  of 
contentment  for  her.

Their  anniversary  was  marked  Decem- 
ber 2,  201 1 ,  with  a  Mass  celebrated  by  the  Most  Reverend 
Michael  F.  Burbidge  at  the  Catholic  Center,  followed  by  a 
luncheon  in  their  honor. 

Six  Sisters  of  the  order  are  currently  are  serving  in  the 
Diocese.  They  are  Sister  Betty  Bullen,  IHM,  Pastoral  Admin- 
istrator of  St.  Elizabeth  of  Hungary  Church  in  Raeford;  Sister 
Carol  Loughney,  IHM,  Pastoral  Administrator  of  St.  Bernadette 
Church  in  Butner;  Sr.  Kieran  Williams,  IHM,  Pastoral  Admin- 
istrator of  Holy  Trinity  Church  in  Williamston;  Sr.  Monique 
Dissen,  IHM,  and  Sr.  Grace  Campbell,  IHM,  Pastoral  Associ- 
ates at  St.  Paul  Church  in  New  Bern;  and  Sr.  Maria  Goretti 
Timpiero,  IHM,  Sacramental  Catechist  at  St.  Paul  Church  in 
New  Bern. 

In  remarks  at  the  luncheon,  Sr.  Carol  explained  that  the  IHM 
Sisters  began  their  ministry  in  1 926  at  the  invitation  of  Most 
Reverend  Wlliam  J.  Hafey,  First  Bishop  of  Raleigh,  who  asked 
them  to  serve  the  African  American  community  in  New  Bern. 
Sister  Carol  said  the  religious  women  were  referred  to  at  that 
time  as  the  "Black  Sisters,"  because  they  cared  for  African 
American  children  at  what  was  St.  Joseph  Elementary  School. 
From  that  first  call  ministry,  Sisters  from  the  Order  have  served 
in  22  parishes  and  schools  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 

Bishop  Burbidge  expressed  his  sincere  gratitude  to  God  "for 
the  generous  and  dedicated  service  of  the  Sisters,  Servants  of 
the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary  of  Scranton."  The  Bishop  said, 
"The  Sisters  have  been  and  continue  to  be  a  special  gift  and  a 
source  of  inspiration  for  those  they  have  been  sent  to  serve." 

Sister  Therese  O'Rourke,  IHM,  President  of  the  Religious 
Order,  was  unable  to  be  present  for  the  anniversary  celebra- 
tion because  of  a  ministerial  trip  to  South  America.  Sister  Betty 
read  a  letter  from  Sister  Therese,  who  wrote  that  the  Order  has 
"been  honored  to  share  in  such  a  rich  history  of  early  mission- 
ary work  that  in  time  created  a  deeply  rooted  faith  community. 
Today  our  hearts  and  prayers  are  focused  on  the  people  of 
Raleigh,  our  extended  family." 

Sister  Carol  echoed  that  sentiment.  "We  have  been  honored 
to  serve  the  people  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  in  our  missionary 
work.  North  Carolina  has  been  a  wonderful  place  for  us  to  live 
and  minister  to  the  people  of  God."

Papal  Honors  Conferred  on  20  Diocesan  Faithful  The  Honorees: 


The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge  presented  Papal  Honors  to 
20  men  and  women  in  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  during  Solemn  Vespers  at 
St.  Michael  the  Archangel  Church  in 
Cary,  Tuesday,  December  6,  201  1 . 
The  Honors  were  bestowed  by  Pope 
Benedict  XVI.  Four  of  the  honorees 
were  awarded  the  Pro  Ecclesia  et 
Pontifice  Cross,  the  highest  award 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  given 
to  the  Laity.  Sixteen  of  the  honorees 
were  presented  with  the  Benemerenti 
Medal  in  recognition  of  their  dedicated 
service  to  the  Church. 

An  estimated  1 ,000  people  at- 
tended the  ceremony,  including  family 
and  friends  of  the  recipients,  who 
represent  1  6  parishes  in  the  Diocese. 
Twenty-seven  priests  were  vested  with 
others  in  attendance. 

"Your  honors  bring  great  joy  to  our 
entire  Diocese,  and  we  are  so  very 


proud  of  you,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said 
in  his  homily.  Reflecting  on  St.  Paul's 
Letter  to  the  Ephesians,  the  Bishop 
said,  "We  are  reminded  that  the  Lord 
has  given  to  His  people  various  roles 
and  gifts  and  ministries." 

Pointing  to  the  honorees,  Bishop 
Burbidge  said,  "Look  how  they  are 
represented  in  the  lives  of  those  who 
have  received  honors  and  who  come 
from  all  parts  of  our  Diocese."  He 
noted  the  range  of  gifts  they  offer  in 
service,  including  providing  outreach 
to  those  in  need,  embracing  the 
dignity  of  life,  providing  models  of 
married  love  and  family  life,  and  in 
medicine  being  instruments  of  "God's 
healing  love." 

"Know  also,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said,

Coming  to  Parishes  in  2012 


In  January  of  2012  the  parish 
portion  of  the  Our  Cathedral: 
One  Faith,  One  People  campaign 
begins  in  the  Block  1  parishes  (see 
inset  box).  These  forty-two  parishes  and 
missions  of  the  Diocese  will  be  conducting 
the  campaign  from  January  until  June. 
The  remaining  parishes  and  missions  will 
be  conducting  the  campaign  from  August 
until  December. 

Planning  is  well  underway  in  the  Block  1  parishes.  Every 
parish  will  establish  a  Campaign  Leadership  Committee  to 
organize  and  conduct  the  Campaign  at  the  local  level.  These 
committees  will  be  particularly  involved  in  refining  the 
Campaign  message  to  reflect  the  unique  aspects  of  the  local 
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parish.  In  this  way  the  needs  of  the  campaign  on  both  the  parish 
and  Diocesan  levels  will  be  clearly  presented  to  the  faithful. 

The  plan  for  the  Our  Cathedral:  One  Faith,  One  People 
campaign  calls  for  every  parishioner  of  the  Diocese  to  be 
given  multiple  invitations  and  opportunities  to  participate. 
In  most  cases  this  first  opportunity  will  occur  at  receptions 
hosted  at  the  local  parish.  These  receptions  will  give  each 
parishioner  the  best  opportunity  to  understand  all  that 
the  project  entails.  It  will  also  allow  parishioners  to  clarify 
any  questions  they  may  have  pertaining  to  the  campaign. 
Parishioners  will  be  asked  to  consider  how  they  can 
be  involved  in  making  the  campaign  a  success.  Every 
parishioner  will  be  invited  to  a  reception. 

For  those  who  are  unable  to  attend  a  reception,  a  series 
of  presentations  at  Mass  will  occur.  These  presentations  will 
be  accompanied  by  a  mailing  of  the  campaign  brochure  and 
other  campaign  materials.  These  actions  will  culminate  with 
an  appeal  for  support  at  Mass  over  a  two-week  period. 

Guidance  in  Giving,  a  Catholic  Stewardship  and

Cathedral  Campus  Facilities 

Our  Cathedral 

This  new  Cathedral  will  provide  a  tangible  sign  of 
the  People  of  God  and  their  mission  in  Christ.  The  new 
Cathedral  Campus  facilities  will  be  built  on  a  39-acre  site 
owned  by  the  Diocese  and  originally  purchased  by  Father 
Thomas  Frederick  Price,  the  first  North  Carolinian  to  be 
ordained  a  priest.  Father  Price  established  an  orphanage 
on  this  site  as  well  as  a  training  center  for  missionary 
priests.  Connected  with  the  orphanage  was  also  a  chapel- 
it  was  called  Holy  Name  of  Jesus. 

Our  new  Cathedral  will  form  the  heart  of  a  new,  vibrant 
Cathedral  Campus,  which  will  be  called  Holy  Name 
of  Jesus.  It  will  seat  an  estimated  2,000  people.  This 
Cathedral  will  form  the  center  of  our  Catholic  life  in  our 
Diocese  and  serve  as  the  Mother  Church,  belonging  to  all 
of  the  faithful  and  serving  as  a  sacred  place  to  celebrate 
the  pastoral  and  spiritual  life  of  the  people  of  the  Diocese. 
In  the  Cathedral  the  faithful  will  gather  in  prayer,  be  initiated 
in  faith,  discern  their  vocation  of  life,  and  be  renewed  in 
holiness. 

Gathering  Hall  and  Meeting  Spaces 

As  part  of  the  campus  for  the  new  Cathedral,  a  gathering 
hall  is  proposed  to  provide  space  for  hospitality.  It  will  host  spe- 
cial celebrations  and  receptions  that  are  not  only  customary, 
but  also  one  of  the  important  aspects  of  our  community  life  as

a  Diocese.  Meeting  spaces  in  this  same  facility  will  also  offer  a 
place  where  small  or  large  groups  of  the  faithful  may  gather  for 
formation  sessions,  day  retreats,  and  administrative  meetings. 

Parking  Facilities 

In  order  to  accommodate  all  of  the  faithful  who  will  visit 
the  Cathedral  Campus,  adequate  parking  will  be  provided, 
for  between  500  -  750  vehicles.  In  addition,  there  will  be 
other  auxiliary  parking  located  on  the  site. 

Support  of 

Local  Parish  Needs 

Parish  needs  range  from  maintaining  aging  church 
structures  to  building  new  structures  to  accommodate 
spiritual  and  educational  formation  needs.  Some  parishes 
are  hoping  to  reduce  parish  debt  or  establish  endowments 
that  will  generate  income  for  parish  and  school  ministries, 
seed  money  for  future  projects,  facility  repairs,  and  services 
in  the  future.  Others  may  need  to  augment  parish  services 
through  increased  personnel  or  resources  for  faith  formation 
for  adult,  children,  youth  and  young  adult  needs. 

Each  parish  will  have  a  campaign  target  that  will  include  its 
portion  of  the  Bishop's  Annual  Appeal  for  201  2. 

■  Once  a  parish  surpasses  its  201  2  BAA  target, 
20%  of  the  net  funds  collected  up  to  its  campaign 
target  will  return  to  the  parish. 

■  If  a  parish  exceeds  its  campaign  target  it  will  then 
receive  50%  of  funds  raised  above  and  beyond 
their  campaign  target. 


This  parish  funding  may  be  used  any  way  the  parish  deems 
appropriate,  through  the  planning  of  the  parish  leader- 
ship, and  in  conjunction  with  the  usual  Diocesan  approval 
process.  In  this  way,  our  parishes  will  realize  the  maximum 
benefit  from  this  campaign  to  strengthen  our  local  Church 
in  Eastern  North  Carolina.  .

Death  of  Cardinal  John  P. 
Foley 


Cardinal  John  P.  Foley,  who 
spent  more  than  two  decades  as 
President  of  the  Pontifical  Council 
for  Social  Communications,  died 
Sunday,  December  1  1 ,  201  1 , 
following  a  battle  with  leukemia. 
He  was  76.  Cardinal  Foley  retired 
in  February,  following  the  medical 
diagnosis,  and  returned  home  to  the 
Archdiocese  of  Philadelphia. 
Ordained  a  priest  in  the  Archdio- 
cese of  Philadelphia  in  1  962,  His 
Eminence  had  the  opportunity  to 
work  in  the  field  of  communications 
as  the  assistant  editor  of  the  Phila- 
delphia archdiocesan  newspaper, 
The  Catholic  Standard  and  Times. 
He  served  as  its  editor-in-chief 
from  1  970  to  1 984.  That  year, 


Blessed  Pope  John  Paul  II  elevated 
him  to  Archbishop  and  appointed  him 
President  of  the  Pontifical  Council  for 
Social  Communications.  He  held  that 
post  until  2007,  when  Pope  Benedict 
named  him  the  Grand  Master  of  the 
Equestrian  Order  of  the  Holy  Sepul- 
chre of  Jerusalem  and  elevated  him  to 
the  rank  of  Cardinal. 

From  1  984  until  2009,  Cardinal 
Foley  provided  American  viewers 
with  commentary  during  the  televised 
Christmas  midnight  Mass  from  St. 
Peter's  Basilica. 

"Cardinal  Foley  was  a  dedicated, 
faithful  and  generous  servant  of  the  uni- 
versal Church,  and  he  effectively  and 
joyfully  taught,  proclaimed  and  com- 
municated the  Good  News,"  Bishop 
Burbidge  said.  "I  ask  all  in  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  to  join  together  in  praying  for 
his  eternal  peace  and  happiness."

Fr.  Thomas  Price  Relative 
Meets  with  the  Bishop 

In  mid-November,  the  Most  Rev- 
erend Michael  Burbidge  received  a 
letter  revealing  a  surprising  connection 
to  Father  Thomas  Frederick  Price,  first 
North  Carolina  native  to  be  ordained 
a  Catholic  priest.  Fr.  Price  is  known  to 
North  Carolina  Catholics  as  the  "Tar 
Heel  Apostle"  for  his  pioneering  mis- 
sionary work  in  the  State.  After  making 
an  indelible  mark  for  the  Church  in 
North  Carolina,  Fr.  Price  went  on  to  co- 
found  the  Maryknoll  Society,  renowned 
for  its  foreign  missionary  efforts. 

The  letter  to  the  Bishop  came  from 
Edward  Price,  a  parishioner  of  St. 
Ann,  Clayton  regarding  his  lineage 
to  Fr.  Price.  Mr.  Price  explained  that 
he  had  received  a  copy  of  the  Janu- 
ary/ February  201  1  issue  of  the  NC 
Catholics  magazine  that  featured  Fr. 
Price  on  the  cover.  Mr.  Price  sent 
the  magazine  to  his  parents,  Carl  and 
Gloria  Price  of  New  Jersey,  who  had 
suspected  a  family  connection  to  the 
priest.  The  Prices  began  many  hours 
of  genealogical  research.  With  the 
help  of  the  Maryknoll  Society  in  New 
York,  Mr.  Carl  Price  confirmed  his  be- 
lief that  he  was  related  to  Fr.  Thomas 
Frederick  Price  as  a  third  cousin. 

The  discovery  came  as  the  Maryknoll 
Society  was  celebrating  its  1 00th  an- 
niversary. As  a  result  of  their  connec- 
tion, Carl  and  Gloria  Price  were  invited 


to  the  Maryknoll  Centennial  Mass  held 
at  New  York's  St.  Patrick  Cathedral  on 
October  30th,  201  1 .  The  couple  was 
recognized  at  the  Mass  and  presented 
Father  Price's  Mission  Cross  during  the 
Presentation  of  the  Gifts. 

Since  2002,  the  Maryknoll  Soci- 
ety has  also  reopened  the  Cause  for 
Canonization  for  Fr.  Price.  He  is  now 
known  as  a  Servant  of  God,  the  first 
step  on  the  road  to  sainthood.  The 
next  step  would  be  his  beatification. 
Since  2009,  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
has  been  assisting  with  the  cause, 
gathering  information  and  credible 
reports  of  favors  or  healing  received 
through  the  intercession  of  Fr.  Price. 

Bishop  Burbidge  met  with  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Price  at  the  Catholic  Center  over 
the  Thanksgiving  holiday  on  their  first 
visit  to  North  Carolina.  After  a  private 
meeting,  the  Bishop  led  the  couple  to 
the  location  of  the  planned  Campus 
Cathedral.  "It's  so  amazing  at  82 
years  old  to  have  the  interest  in  my 
ancestry  re-kindled  beginning  with  the 
magazine,  then  the  1 00-year  anniver- 
sary of  Maryknoll  Society,  and  now 
the  building  of  the  Cathedral  —  all  in 
one  year,"  said  Carl  Price.  "I  see  the 
hand  of  God  in  all  of  this. 

"I'm  so  honored  by  this  connection," 
he  continued,  "to  know  that  my  ances- 
tor accomplished  so  much  and  that  he 
walked  this  very  ground." 

The  Bishop  said  he  hoped  the  Price 
family  to  be  present  for  the  opening  of 


the  Cathedral  Campus. 

After  meeting  with  the  Bishop,  the 
Prices  went  to  Wilmington  to  continue 
their  quest  for  more  information  on 
Fr.  Price.  They  located  the  Fr.  Price 
historical  marker  on  3rd  Street  and 
visited  Oakdale  Cemetery  where  more 
than  eighty  Price  family  members  are 
buried.  The  couple  also  met  with  Fr. 
Robert  Kus,  pastor  of  St  Mary,  Wilm- 
ington, who  showed  them  around  the 
historic  church  and  described  the  active 
MaryKnoll  lay  ministry  at  the  church. 

"Spirituality  has  always  been 
important  to  us  through  54  years  of 
marriage  and  nine  children,"  said  Mr. 
Price.  "We  pray  through  St.  Berna- 
dette  and  our  Blessed  Mother  for  Fr. 
Price's  beatification." 


Divorce  Support  Group 
Program  to  Begin  in  Diocese 


The  Marriage  and  Family  Ministry  of  the  Diocese  of  Ra- 
leigh and  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Catholic  Church  will  begin  of- 
fering a  Catholic's  Divorce  Survival  Group  program  in  201  2. 
The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  minister  to  Catholics  who 
are  separated  or  going  through  a  civil  divorce.  The  twelve 
sessions  are  intended  to  help  participants  heal  from  divorce 
and  deepen  their  relationship  with  Christ. 

"There  are  76  ministries  at  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  and  none 
of  them  focus  on  helping  men  and  women  facing  separation 
and  divorce,"  said  Lourdes  parishioner  Mary  Angelini.  "I  saw 
a  great  need  in  the  Diocese  and  I  hope  this  program  helps 
those  who  have  experienced  divorce  see  that  the  Catholic 
Church  understands  their  situations  and  embraces  them." 

The  program  is  different  from  other  divorce  care  pro- 
grams because  it  is  based  on  Catholic  teaching.  "All  too  often 
Catholics  feel  that  because  the  Church  does  not  recognize 


civil  divorce,  it  does  not  recognize  the  needs  and  suffering  of 
those  who  have  been  divorced.  This  could  not  be  farther  from 
the  truth,"  said  Fr.  David  M.  Chiantella,  Parochial  Vicar  of 
Our  Lady  of  Lourdes.  "This  ministry  provides  a  place  for  the 
divorced  to  come  and  to  deal  with  and  heal  from  the  broken- 
ness  and  pain  that  follow  the  ending  of  a  relationship.  There 
is  no  better  place  for  this  to  happen  than  within  the  arms  of  a 
loving  and  caring  faith  community." 

In  addition  to  Fr.  Chiantella,  a  team  of  facilitators,  who 
have  experienced  and  survived  divorce  and  the  nullification 
process,  has  trained  lead  the  healing  ministry. 

The  participants  will  receive  a  personal  survival  guide  to 
make  notes  and  to  journal.  The  sessions  will  last  two  hours  and 
include  a  video  and  discussion  time. 


The  Catholic's  Divorce  Survival  Group  begins  on 
January  9,  201  2  from  7  p.m.  -  9  p.m.  and  continues  for 
1  2  sessions.

Our  Lady  of  the  Snows 
Celebrates  70th  Anniversary 


Our  Lady  of  the  Snows  Parish  in  Elizabethtown, 
NC,  celebrated  its  70th  anniversary  on  the  First 
Sunday  of  Advent,  November  27,  201  1 .  Our  Lady 
of  the  Snows  is  the  only  Catholic  Church  in  Bladen 
County.  The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
presided  at  a  5:00  p.m.  Mass,  concelebrated  by  Fr. 
Marcos  Leon,  V.F,  Pastor  of  Sacred  Heart  in  White- 
ville  and  Our  Lady  of  the  Snows. 

The  Church  was  dedicated  in  1 94 1 .  For  ten 
years  prior  to  dedication,  Catholics  in  the  area 
gathered  for  Mass  in  the  home  of  Sam  and  Helen 
Parker,  who  had  moved  to  Elizabethtown  from  Dunn. 
Father  Henry  Vosh  from  Newton  Grove  served  as 
the  community's  first  priestly  minister,  followed  by 
priests  from  other  communities  nearby.  The  Sisters 
of  Mercy,  also  from  Newton  Grove,  gave  religious 
instruction  to  the  local  children. 

In  1  93 1 ,  land  was  donated  to  the  Catholic  com- 
munity by  an  anonymous  patron,  with  the  stipulation 
that  the  church  would  be  named  Our  Lady  of  the 
Snows.  Immediately  Mr.  Parker  sought  and  received 
permission  from  Bishop  William  J.  Hafey  to  solicit 
donations  from  different  sources  for  constructing 
the  church.  Meanwhile  Mrs.  Parker  spearheaded  a 
fundraiser  to  purchase  stained-glass  windows. 

Fundraising  took  ten  years.  Our  Lady  of  the 
Snows  was  dedicated  by  Fr.  Anthony  Sullivan  of 
the  Graymoor  Friars  on  November  30,  1  94 1 .  Ten 
more  years  passed  before  the  first  resident  pas- 
tor, Fr.  Maurice  Spillane,  was  assigned  by  Bishop 
Vincent  S.  Waters.  He  lived  adjacent  to  the  church 
in  the  rectory  donated  by  the  late  Mr.  S.  B.  Baddour. 
The  rectory  now  serves  as  the  parish  activity  center 
and  for  faith  formation. 

A  new  parish  hall  was  dedicated  to  Fr.  Giacomo 
Ghisalberti  in  1  996.  In  1  997,  Our  Lady  of  Snows 
became  a  Mission  Parish  of  Sacred  Heart  of  Jesus 
in  Whiteville.  There  were  nine  Catholics  in  Eliza- 
bethtown in  1  94 1 .  Today  there  are  more  than  200 
registered  families.  Ms.  Joan  Marion  serves  Our 
Lady  of  the  Snows  as  Pastoral  Administrator. 

A  reception  followed  the  Mass.

San  Jerome 

Un  ex  soldado  se 
convierte  en  sacerdot 


Claim  to  fame:  St.  Jerome  Emiliani  is 
best  known  for  his  work  caring  for  orphaned 
and  abandoned  children.  A  former  soldier 
turned  priest,  St.  Jerome  ministered  in  1  6th- 
century  Venice  during  a  time  when  war,  fam- 
ine, and  plague  had  left  hundreds  of  children 
with  no  one  to  take  care  of  them.  Jerome  had 
run  away  from  home  when  he  was  a  teen- 
ager, so  he  knew  what  it  was  like  to  be  alone. 

Little-known  fact:  As  part  of  his  work 
teaching  orphans  about  the  faith,  St.  Jerome 
Emiliani  developed  the  first  catechism  that 
used  a  question-and-answer  technique  to 
teach  religious  doctrine  (a  technique  familiar 
to  many  Catholics  who  grew  up  with  the  Baltimore  Cat- 
echism). 

What  made  him  a  saint:  St.  Jerome  gave  his 
whole  life,  including  his  own  material  resources,  to  help 
others.  At  first,  he  housed  orphans  in  his  own  home,  then 
went  on  to  build  six  orphanages,  a  hospital,  and  even  a 
home  for  former  prostitutes.  During  the  plague,  he  went 
through  the  streets  at  night,  finding  and  burying  those 
who  had  died  unattended.  He  founded  a  religious  order 
to  continue  his  work— the  Clerks  Regular  of  Somascha, 
also  known  as  the  Company  of  Servants  of  the  Poor. 
Like  their  founder,  their  main  ministry  has  always  been 
caring  for  orphans  and  teaching  young  people. 

Scariest  Moment:  While  serving  as  a  soldier  and 
military  commander,  Jerome  was  captured  and  chained 
in  a  dungeon.  There,  he  had  plenty  of  time  to  think —  and 
to  pray  He  turned  his  life  over  to  God  and  to  Mary.  After 
he  was  freed,  he  hung  his  chains  on  a  church  wall  as  a 
reminder  of  how  God  had  freed  him  from  the  physical  and 
spiritual  chains  that  had  bound  him. 

Best  quote:  "If  you  remain  constant  in  faith  in  the 
face  of  trial,  the  Lord  will  give  you  peace  and  rest  for  a 
time  in  this  world,  and  forever  in  the  next." 

How  Did  He  Die?  St.  Jerome  Emiliani  died  at  age 
56  of  a  disease  he  caught  while  tending  to  the  sick. 

Prayer:  St.  Jerome  Emiliani,  watch  over  all  children 
who  are  abandoned  or  unloved.  Help  us  to  show  them 
God's  love  through  our  care.  Help  us  to  loose  the  chains 
that  keep  us  from  living  the  life  God  intended  for  us. 
Amen. 


Lo  que  lo  destaco:  San  Jeronimo 
Emiliani  fue  conocido  por  su  obra  dedicada 
al  cuidado  de  los  huerfanos  y  de  los  ninos 
abandonados.  Fue  soldado  y  luego  se  hizo 
sacerdote.  San  Jeronimo  desempeno  su  min- 
isterio  en  la  Venecia  del  siglo  XVI  cuando  las 
guerras,  el  hambre  y  la  peste  dejaron  cientos 
de  ninos  desamparados.  Jeronimo  abandono 
su  hogar  cuando  era  adolescente,  luego  de  la 
muerte  de  su  padre,  asi  que  sabia  bien  lo  que 
era  sentirse  solo  y  paso  a  ser  padre  y  familia 
para  los  muchos  ninos  que  el  hambre  y  las 
enfermedades  dejaron  huerfanos. 

Hecho  poco  conocido:  Como  parte  de 
su  trabajo  de  enseharles  a  los  huerfanos  la  fe, 
San  Jeronimo  Emiliani  elaboro  el  primer  catecismo  que  utiliza 
la  tecnica  de  preguntas  y  respuestas  para  ensehar  la  doctrina 
religiosa  (una  tecnica  bien  conocida  por  muchos  de  los  catoli- 
cos  que  se  criaron  con  el  Catecismo  de  Baltimore). 

Lo  que  lo  hizo  santo:  San  Jeronimo  dedico  toda  su 
vida,  incluyendo  sus  propios  recursos  materiales,  para  ayudar 
a  otros.  Al  principio,  alojo  a  los  huerfanos  en  su  propia  casa  y 
luego  construyo  seis  horfanatos,  un  hospital  y  hasta  un  hogar 
para  ex-prostitutas.  Durante  la  peste,  recorrio  las  calles  por  la 
noche  recogiendo  los  cuerpos  de  los  que  habian  muerto  solos, 
para  enterrarlos.  Fundo  una  orden  religiosa  para  continuar  su 
obra,  los  Clerigos  Regulares  de  Somasca,  tambien  conocida 
como  la  Compahia  de  los  Servidores  de  los  Pobres.  Como 
en  el  caso  de  su  fundador,  el  ministerio  principal  de  la  orden 
siempre  ha  sido  el  cuidado  de  los  huerfanos  y  la  ensenanza  de 
los  jovenes. 

El  momento  mas  dificit:  Mientras  que  Jeronimo  era 
soldado  y  comandante  militar,  fue  capturado  y  encadenado  en 
un  calabozo.  Alii  dispuso  de  mucho  tiempo  para  pensar  y  orar. 
Entrego  su  vida  a  Dios  y  a  Maria  y  cuando  fue  liberado  colgo 
sus  cadenas  en  una  pared  de  la  iglesia  para  que  le  recordaran 
la  forma  en  que  Dios  lo  libera  de  las  cadenas  fisicas  y  espiritu- 
ales  que  lo  habian  tenido  atrapado. 

Su  mejor  cita:  "Si  permaneces  constante  en  la  fe  en  el 
momento  de  la  prueba,  el  Senor  te  dara  paz  y  descanso  en 
este  mundo  por  un  tiempo,  pero  que  sera  para  siempre  en  el 
proximo". 

La  forma  en  que  murio:  San  Jeronimo  Emiliani  murio  a 
los  56  ahos  de  edad  de  una  enfermedad  que  contrajo  mien- 
tras atendia  a  los  enfermos. 

Oration:  San  Jeronimo  Emiliani,  cuida  a  todos  los  ninos 
abandonados  o  a  los  que  no  tengan  a  nadie  que  los  quieran. 
Ayiidanos  a  demostrarles  el  amor  de  Dios  a  traves  de  nuestro 
cuidado  y  atencion.  Ayiidanos  a  soltar  las  cadenas  que  no  nos 
permiten  vivir  la  vida  que  Dios  quiere  que  vivamos.  Amen.

It  seems  very 
appropriate  that  we  will 
busy  with  promoting 
life,  from  conception  to 
natural  death,  through 
a  myriad  of  activities 
from  the  very  beginning 
of  the  new  calendar 
year!  This  year  the  office 
will  sponsor  its  first

Pastor  of  St.  Mary  of  the  An- 
gels Parish  in  Mt.  Olive,  NC, 
believes  the  March  highlights 
"the  importance  of  speaking 
up  in  our  kind  of  democracy. 
It  makes  a  difference."  Father 
Garneau  attended  the  very 
first  March  in  1974  as  a  high 
school  student.  "I  had  always 
been  convinced  of  the  justice 
of  the  pro-life  cause,"  he 
said.  In  subsequent  years  he 
attended  as  a  seminarian  and 
graduate  student  in  Washing- 
ton, DC.  Later,  as  a  seminary 
rector,  he  brought  groups  of 
seminarians  to  the  event.  "I  thought  it  was  important  for  them 
as  future  priests  to  witness  to  this  issue,"  he  said. 

Joe  Sebik  teaches  Theology  at  Cardinal  Gibbons  High 
School  (CGHS),  and  is  one  of  several  teachers  who  accompa- 
ny some  forty  Gibbons  students  to  DC.  each  year.  "It's  crucial 
as  Christians  that  we  give  witness  to  the  Gospel,  and  this 
March  is  one  way  of  doing  that.  People  may  be  seeing  us  from 
their  windows  or  legislators  from  their  offices,  and  in  a  culture 
that  seems  increasingly  to  be  moving  away  from  life,  that  can 
have  an  effect." 

Adriene  Gamble  is  a  St.  Joseph,  Raleigh  parishioner  active 
in  her  parish  chapter  of  African  Ancestry  Ministry  and  Evan- 
gelization. She  first  attended  the  March  with  a  youth  group  in 
2002. 

"It's  important  that  folks  in  Washington  know  where  we 
stand,"  she  said.  "Respect  for  Life  is  too  important  to  ignore,  and 
its  not  just  someone  else's  job  to  witness  to  that.  It  affects  every- 
body, not  only  in  the  womb  but  all  of  us,  until  natural  death." 

Emily  Venezie,  a  CGHS  senior  attending  her  third 
March,  agrees.  "It's  important  to  stand  up  for  what  you 
believe  in,"  she  said. 

Linda  Plummer,  who  helped  start  the  Diocesan  chapter  of 
Project  Rachel,  recalled  attending  her  first  March  in  1996.  "My 
heart  just  stopped  when  I  saw  the  number  of  people,"  she  said. 

"We  have  to  continually  remind  ourselves  and  others," 
she  said,  "that  this  is  an  ongoing  battle  and  that  we'll  keep 
coming  back." 

Larry  Henson,  who  has  been  marching  in  DC.  for  eight 
years,  tries  to  invite  people  to  attend  the  March  if  they  haven't 
before.  "If  they  seem  reluctant,  I  tell  them,  This  may  not 
be  for  you.  It  may  be  for  others,  for  the  unborn  and  for  the 
people  your  being  there  might  influence."' 

Larry  also  encourages  those  on  the  march  to  visit  their 
legislators.  "It  adds  some  time  to  your  day,"  he  said.  "But 
the  offices  are  open  and  it's  so  easy  and  important  let  them 
know  you  support  life." 


NC  Marchers  for  Life  in  1 997. 


Education 


CGHS  student  Stephanie  Hernandez  went  on  her  first 
March  two  years  ago  "because  I  wanted  to  learn  more  about 
the  issue  of  abortion."  And  the  observations  of  marchers 
made  it  clear  that  education  was  both  a  motivator  and  a 
benefit  of  the  event  for  those  who  attended. 

Linda  Plummer  was  a  faith  formation  teacher  in  her  par- 
ish when  Betty  Rogosich,  Director  of  Birthchoice,  visited  her 
class  with  plastic  model's  demonstrating  fetal  development. 
"I  was  always  pro-life,"  Linda  said.  "My  father  was  in  the 
Knights  of  Columbus  and  they  helped  raise  funds  for  the 
cause  by  selling  bracelets.  But  after  Betty  came  to  our  class  I 
felt  moved  to  go  on  the  March." 

For  CGHS  students,  the  trip  to  Washington  includes  a 
tour  of  the  Holocaust  Museum  by  Theology  teacher  Mark 
Delarosa.  "Having  this  tour  on  the  same  trip  as  the  March 
for  Life  expands  our  understanding  of  pro-life,"  Mark  said. 
"How  do  we  value  other  people?  How  do  we  value  our  own 
life?" 

But  the  Museum  and  the  March  have  another  lesson  to 
teach,  Mark  said.  While  both  memorialize  tragedies  of  the 
past,  "Remembering  is  dynamic.  It  means  not  just  recalling 
the  past  but  seeing  what  we  can  learn  from  it  and  hopefully 
never  repeat  it.  We're  encouraged  to  see  where  in  our  world 
today  we  can  demonstrate  how  we  value  life." 

CGHS  student  Kyle  Witek,  marching  for  the  third  time 
this  year,  said  the  museum  and  the  March  were  powerful. 
"They  really  change  your  perspective,"  she  said. 

Joe  Sebik  pointed  out  another  important  educational 
aspect  of  the  trip.  At  some  point,"  he  said,  "there's  always 
a  speaker  addressing  young  people  on  the  importance  of 
chastity  as  a  pro-life  issue.  There's  a  continuity  an  integrity 
to  being  chaste  and  pro-life.  They're  not  separate,  and  that's 
a  message  that  youth  especially  can  embrace." 
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Solidarity 


Linda  Plummer  sees  the  March  as  a  wonderful  time  to  be  in 
solidarity  with  like  minded  people.  "It  re -energizes  me,"  she  said. 

Stephanie  Hernandez  recalled,  "1  was  surprised  [on  my  first 
trip]  by  how  many  Catholics  there  were  from  North  Carolina.  It 
made  me  really  happy  and  proud  to  be  Catholic  because  there 
were  so  many  people  there  fighting  for  the  right  thing  to  do." 

Adriene  Gamble  spoke  about  "the  community  of  people 
together  for  the  same  cause  and  standing  up  for  individuals 
who  can't  stand  up  for  themselves." 

One  of  the  most  anticipated  events  for  youth  on  the  March 
is  the  Vigil  concert  at  the  Verizon  Center.  Emily  Venezie  called 
it  "a  great  community  event"  like  the  March  itself. 

"It  was  incredibly  inspiring,"  Mark  Delarosa  said,  "to  see 
18,000  people,  including  230  Bishops,  and  hundreds  of  priests 
and  religious  gathered  in  one  place  for  one  prayerful  purpose." 

Rose  McCreery  has  been  a  participant  and  a  local  organizer 
for  the  March  since  1977.  Her  first  trip  from  Raleigh  was 
in  1982.  "I've  only  missed  four,"  she  said.  She  has  seen  the 
North  Carolina  contingent  grow  dramatically  over  the  years. 
"In  1982  we  arranged  our  own  bus  so  we  could  pray"  she 
recalled.  'A  number  of  priests  from  the  Diocese  were  always 
with  us,  and  would  celebrate  Mass  in  one  of  the  Crypt  chapels 
at  the  National  Shrine.  Today  we  fill  the  Basilica." 

Over  the  years,  trips  to  the  March  have  resulted  in  many 
friendships  and  fruitful  pro-life  collaborations,  as  well  as  fond 
recollections.  "It's  probably  a  little  unusual  to  say  you  had  'fun' 
on  the  March,"  Linda  Plummer  said,  "but  there  are  so  many 
precious  memories." 


Prayer 


Larry  Hensen's  first  March  was  as  a  chaperone  for  St. 
Thomas  More  Academy,  where  his  son  was  a  student.  "I  think 
like  a  lot  of  people,  I  was  really  impressed  that  first  time 
with  how  prayerful  the  March  was.  In  subsequent  years  that 
spiritual  aspect  has  become  increasingly  important  to  me.  Our 
prayers  have  to  be  a  huge  part  of  that  experience." 

Larry  sees  the  trip  as  a  pilgrimage  of  sorts.  "Our  prayers  do 
rise,"  he  said.  'And  while  someone  might  say  well,  I  can  pray 
for  the  cause  at  home,  I  think  all  these  thousands  investing  a 
day  of  their  time  is  a  different  kind  of  prayer.  For  me,  this  has 
become  a  very  spiritual  event. 

Bob  and  Kathy  Klein  of  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Parish  at- 
tended their  first  March  in  2000.  There  they  befriended  Rose 
McCreery,  who  asked  if  they  would  help  with  organizing  bus 
trips  to  DC  for  the  Diocese  on  future  Marches.  "We  were  so 
impressed  with  Rose  and  our  trip  that  year  that  we  said  yes,"  Bob 
Klein  said.  The  Kleins  have  organizing  them  every  year  since. 

"We  got  involved  because  we  knew  that  all  life  is  so  pre- 
cious and  that  abortion  is  always  wrong  under  any  circum- 
stances," Bob  said.  "We  wanted  to  help  educate  others  and  felt 
that  taking  people  to  Washington  for  a  day  would  be  a  good 
way  to  help  accomplish  that  goal. 


"Every  March  is  fantastic.  Eveiy  single  one  has  been  prayerful 
and  orderly,  a  sea  of  people  in  prayer.  One  memory  I  will  always 
have  is  the  view  of  the  enormous  crowd  that  can  be  seen  from 
atop  the  hill  near  the  Senators'  offices.  As  I  look  back  behind  me 
I  see  thousands  of  marchers  all  ages,  from  toddlers  to  those  in 
their  80s.  There  is  lots  of  singing  and  chanting.  Many  marchers 
break  into  small  groups  to  pray  the  rosary  together  as  they  walk." 


Rededication 


When  the  March  is  over,  the  marchers  rededicate  them- 
selves to  the  defense  of  the  unborn.  Bob  Klein  recalls  "the 
testimonials  that  the  marchers  give  while  on  the  bus  ride  back 
to  Raleigh.  I'm  always  amazed  how  eager  so  many  of  the  teen- 
agers and  pre-teens  are  to  grab  the  microphone  at  the  front  of 
the  bus  and  share  their  experience." 

Rose  McCreery  was  asked  if  the  fact  that  Roe  v.  Wade  has 
not  been  overturned  in  38  years  is  ever  discouraging.  She 
laughed.  "We're  not  discouraged.  We're  growing,  and  we're 
going  to  keep  on  witnessing  to  the  pro-life  message." 

In  2010,  Bishop  Michael  F.  Burbidge  delivered  the  homily 
at  the  Basilica  Mass.  "What  we  do  today  cannot  be  viewed  mere- 
ly as  an  annual  event,"  he  said.  "It  is  rather  a  daily  calling.  This 
March  must  energize  us  so  that  we  pray  ever  more  fervently 
for  the  unbom,  for  their  mothers  and  fathers  and  for  all  those 
impacted  by  the  horrible  consequences  of  abortion.  This  March 
today  must  energize  us  so  that  we  continue  to  be  the  voice  for 
the  unbom,  especially  in  our  consistent  communication  with 
our  elected  officials.  This  march  today  must  energize  us  to 
renew  our  daily  commitment  to  live  chastely  and  honorably  as 
temples  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  as  individuals  who  treat  every 
human  being,  without  exception,  with  respect  and  dignity. 

"We  walk  today  with  great  serenity,  tremendous  confidence 
and  joyful  hope.  There  is  no  need  to  fear  that  the  Light  we 
carry  will  be  extinguished  because  God  is  Light  and  in  Him 
there  is  no  darkness  at  all!"

"Siempre  he 
estado  convencido  de  la  justicia  de  la  causa  pro-vida,"  expreso.

Linda  Plummer,  quien  ayudd  a  fundar  el  capitulo  diocesano 
del  Project  Rachel,  recuerda  haber  participado  en  su  primera 
Marcha  en  1996.

La  education 


Stephanie  Hernandez,  estudiante  de  la  preparatoria  CGHS, 
participo  en  su  primera  Marcha  hace  dos  anos  "porque  queria 
aprender  mas  sobre  el  tema  del  aborto."  Y  al  observar  a  los  par- 
ticipates de  las  marchas,  se  evidencid  que  la  educacidn  es  tanto 
un  motivador  como  un  beneficio  para  aquellos  participantes  del 
evento. 

Linda  Plummer  era  una  maestra  de  formacidn  de  fe  en  su  par- 
roquia cuando  Betty  Rogosich,  Directora  de  Birthchoice,  visitd 
su  clase  con  maquetas  plasticas  del  desarrollo  fetal.  "Siempre  he 
sido  pro-vida,"  expreso  Linda.  "Mi  padre  pertenecia  a  los  Cabal- 
leros  de  Columbus  y  nos  ayudaron  a  recolectar  fondos  para 
esta  causa  vendiendo  brazaletes.  Pero  despues  que  Betty  vino  a 
nuestra  clase,  me  senti  alentada  a  participar  en  la  Marcha."

Pero  el  Museo  y  la  Marcha  tienen  otra  leccidn  que  ensenar, 
agregd  Mark.  Ambas  conmemoran  tragedias  del  pasado,  "Re- 
cordar es  dinamico.  No  solo  significa  acordarse  del  pasado  sino 
tambien  ver  que  se  puede  aprender  de  el  y  tener  la  esperanza 
de  no  repetirlo  nunca  mas.  Estamos  animados  viendo  donde  en 
nuestro  mundo  actual  podemos  demostrar  como  valoramos  la 
vida." 

Kyle  Witek,  estudiante  de  la  preparatoria  CGHS  quien 
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marchara  por  tercera  vez  este  ano,  expreso  que  el  efecto  del 
museo  y  la  Marcha  han  sido  poderosos.  "Realmente  cambian  tu 
perspectiva,"  comento. 

Joe  Sebik  resalto  otro  importante  aspecto  educacional  del 
viaje.

Stephanie  Hernandez  recordo,  "Me  sorprendi  [en  mi  primer 
viaje]  de  ver  cuantos  catolicos  de  Carolina  del  Norte  habian. 
Me  hizo  sentir  muy  feliz  y  orgullosa  de  ser  catolica  porque 
habia  muchas  personas  ahi,  luchando  por  lo  que  es  correcto."

Rose  McCreery  ha  sido  una  participante  y  organizadora  local 
de  la  Marcha  desde  1977.

Ella  ha  visto 
crecer  dramaticamente  la  cantidad  de  participantes  a  traves  de 
los  anos.

Para  mi,  se  ha  convertido 
en  un  evento  muy  espiritual." 

Bob  y  Kathy  Klein  de  la  Parroquia  de  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes 
participaron  en  su  primera  Marcha  en  el  2000.  Ahi  conocieron 
a  Rose  McCreery  y  se  hicieron  amigos;  ella  les  pregunto  si 
podian  ayudarla  a  organizar  los  viajes  en  buses  desde  la  dioce- 
sis  hacia  DC.  en  futuras  Marchas.  "Nos  impresiono  tanto  Rose 
y  nuestro  viaje  que  aceptamos  colaborar,"  comento  Bob.  Los 
Kleins  han  organizado  estos  viajes  cada  ano  desde  entonces. 

"Nos  involucramos  porque  sabemos  que  todas  las  vidas  son 
preciosas  y  que  el  aborto  es  siempre  un  error  bajo  cualquier 
circunstancia,"  senala  Bob.  "Queriamos  ayudar  a  educar  a  otros 
y  sentiamos  que  al  llevar  personas  a  Washington  por  un  dia 
seria  una  buena  forma  de  lograr  este  objetivo." 

"Cada  Marcha  es  fantastica.  Cada  uno  de  nosotros  ha  sido 
muy  devoto  y  ordenado,  un  mar  de  gente  en  oration.  Algo 
que  siempre  recuerdo  es  ver  la  cantidad  enorme  de  gente  que 
se  puede  ver  de  la  cima  de  la  colina  cerca  de  las  oficinas  de 
los  Senadores.  Cuando  miro  hacia  atras  puedo  ver  miles  de 
participantes  de  todas  las  edades,  desde  infantes  hasta  ancianos 
de  80  anos.

Una  renovada  dedication 


Cuando  la  Marcha  termina,  los  participantes  se  dedican  nue- 
vamente  a  la  defensa  de  los  nonatos.  Bob  Klein  recuerda  "los 
testimonios  que  los  participantes  nos  dan  mientras  estamos  en 
el  bus  de  regreso  a  Raleigh.  Siempre  me  sorprendo  de  entu- 
siasmo  de  los  adolescentes  y  preadolescentes  al  querer  hablar 
por  microfono  delante  de  todos  en  el  bus  y  compartir  sus 
experiencias."

Esta  nueva  Catedral  proveera  una  serial  tangible  del 
Pueblo  de  Dios  y  su  mision  en  Cristo.  El  Campus  de  la 
nueva  Catedral  sera  construida  en  una  terreno  de  39  acres, 
propiedad  de  la  Diocesis  y  originalmente  comprado  por  el 
Padre  Thomas  Frederick  Price,  primer  nativo  de  Carolina 
del  Norte  ordenado  sacerdote.  El  Padre  Price  establecio  un 
orfanato  y  un  centra  de  entrenamiento  para  los  sacerdotes 
misioneros  en  este  sitio.  El  orfanato  estaba  unido  a  la  capilla 
bajo  el  titulo  Santo  Nombre  de  Jesus. 

Nuestra  nueva  Catedral  formara  el  Corazon  de  un 
nuevo  y  vibrante  Campus  de  la  Catedral,  que  se  llamara 
Santo  Nombre  de  Jesus.  Se  estima  que  tendra  una 
capacidad  para  2.000  personas.  Esta  Catedral  formara 
el  centra  de  nuestra  vida  Catolica  en  nuestra  Diocesis  y 
servira  como  Madre  de  la  Iglesia,  perteneciendo  a  ella 
todos  los  fieles  y  sirviendo  como  un  lugar  sagrado  en  la 
celebracion  de  la  vida  pastoral  y  espiritual  de  los  fieles 
de  la  Diocesis.

Como  parte  del  campus  de  la  nueva  Catedral,  se 
propuso  un  salon  de  reuniones  para  brindar  espacio  de 
hospitalidad.  Sera  para  las  celebraciones  y  recepciones 
especiales  que  no  solo  son  habituales,  sino  tambien 
es  uno  de  los  aspectos  importantes  para  nuestra  vida 
comunitaria  como  Diocesis.  Se  ofreceran  espacios  para 
reuniones  en  el  mismo  establecimiento  donde  grupos 
pequenos  y  grandes  de  fieles  se  reuniran  para  la  for- 
macion, retiros  de  un  dia  y  reuniones  administrativas. 
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Instalacion  de  Estacionamiento 


Para  dar  cabida  a  todos  los  fieles  que  visitaran  el 
Campus  de  la  Catedral,  un  adecuado  estacionamiento 
sera  proporcionado  principalmente  por  medio  de  un 
estacionamiento  de  terraza,  que  podra  recibir  de  500  -  750 
vehiculos.  Esta  instalacion,  ademas  del  estacionamiento  auxiliar 
en  todo  el  campus,  se  incorporara  no  para  ser  sobresaliente 
en  el  sitio,  sino  conveniente  para  que  los  fieles  tengan  acceso  a 
todas  las  instalaciones  situados  en  el  campus. 

Apoyo  a  las  necesidades  de  la 
Parroquia  Local 

El  rango  de  las  necesidades  de  la  parroquia  va  desde 
el  mantenimiento  de  las  antiguas  estructuras  de  la  Iglesia 
hasta  construir  nuevas  estructuras  para  satisfacer  las 
necesidades  de  formacion  educativa  y  espiritual.  Algunas 
parroquias  esperan  poder  reducir  las  deudas  de  la 
parroquia  o  establecer  fondos  que  generen  ingresos  para 
los  servicios  y  ministerios  de  la  parroquia  y  su  escuela  en 
el  future  Otras  necesitaran  incrementar  los  servicios  en  la 
parroquia  a  traves  de  un  aumento  de  personal  o  recursos 
para  las  necesidades  de  formacion  de  fe  para  adultos, 
ninos,  adolescentes  y  jovenes  adultos. 

Cada  parroquia  tendra  una  meta  en  la  campana  que  incluira  la 
portion  de  la  Campana  Anual  del  Obispo  para  el  201  2. 

■  Una  vez  que  la  parroquia  supere  la  meta  del  BAA 
201  2,  el  20%  de  los  fondos  netos  recaudados  de  la

recibira  el  50%  de  los  fondos  recaudados  por  encima 
de  la  meta  de  la  Campana  Total.

Diocese  Celebrates  Feast  of 
Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe 


Thousands  of  people  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  took 
part  in  Masses  and  special  events  to  mark  the  Feast  of 
Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe.  December  1  2  is  the  actual 
Feast  Day,  but  a  number  of  parishes  held  their  celebra- 
tion on  Sunday,  December  1  1 ,  201  1 . 

The  Feast  Day  commemorates  the  appearance  of  Our 
Blessed  Mother  to  Saint  Juan  Diego,  a  poor  Mexican  la- 
borer in  1531.  When  Mary  appeared  to  Saint  Diego,  she 
identified  herself  as  the  Mother  of  the  True  God,  Creator 
of  all  things,  and  asked  Juan  Diego  to  request  the  Bishop 
of  Mexico  to  build  a  church  on  the  site  of  the  apparition. 
The  Bishop  responded  by  telling  the  laborer  he  needed 
to  see  a  sign  from  the  Virgin  Mother  in  order  to  believe. 
When  Saint  Juan  Diego  returned  to  the  Bishop  several 
days  later,  he  opened  his  cloth  tilma  and  roses  fell  to  the 
floor.  Inside  his  tilma  was  the  image  of  the  Holy  Mother. 
The  basilica  was  built  within  two  years'  time. 

In  many  parishes  throughout  Mexico,  most  of  Latin 
America  and  an  ever-increasing  number  of  parishes  in 
the  United  States,  the  faithful  conduct  a  re-enactment  of 
the  apparition  of  Our  Lady  to  Saint  Diego. 

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  celebrated 
Mass  honoring  the  patroness  of  the  Americas  on  Sun- 
day, December  1 1  at  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral.  Father 
Dan  Oschwald,  Cathedral  Rector,  and  Father  Chesco 
Garcia  concelebrated.  Father  Garcia  was  the  homilist. 

Prior  to  the  Mass,  Bishop  Burbidge  and  approxi- 
mately 400  hundred  people  took  part  in  a  procession 
through  a  downtown  section  of  Raleigh.  The  statue  of 
Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe  was  carried  by  members  of  the 
Cathedral's  Hispanic  community.  Upon  returning  to  the 
Cathedral,  the  statue  was  placed  adjacent  to  the  altar  for 
the  celebration  of  Holy  Mass. 


Diocese  of  Raleigh  Aids  in 
Support  of  Church  in  Latin  America 

The  United  States  Conference  of  Catholic  Bishops' 
(USCCB)  Subcommittee  on  the  Church  in  Latin  America 
has  announced  the  approved  funding  for  1  74  projects, 
worth  over  $2.7  million  in  grants,  to  aid  the  pastoral  work  of 
the  Church  in  1 9  countries  throughout  the  hemisphere.  For 
the  year  the  total  amount  of  allocation  by  the  Subcommittee 
was  approximately  $7  million.  The  grant  money  is  made 
available  by  the  annual  collection  for  the  Church  in  Latin 
America  taken  up  in  the  1 95  U.S.  dioceses  each  January. 

In  January  201  1 ,  parishioners  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
donated  $89,882.87,  a  9.76  percent  increase  over  the 
Diocesan  collection  of  201 0 

In  awarding  the  201  1  grants,  the  Subcommittee  paid 
special  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  Church  in  Haiti  and 
Chile,  as  they  continue  to  rebuild  infrastructures  of  faith 
communities  that  were  destroyed  or  damaged  by  earth- 
quakes in  201 0. 


The  Subcommittee  reports  that  all  USCCB  aid  for 
reconstruction  work  in  Haiti  will  flow  through  PROCHE 
(Partnership  for  Reconstruction  of  the  Church  in  Haiti),  the 
Haitian  Bishops'  Conference  construction  entity  developed 
for  this  purpose. 

The  subcommittee  also  approved  funding  for  numer- 
ous pastoral  projects,  formation  of  pastoral  ministers  and 
some  extraordinary  projects.  For  example,  a  special  grant 
of  $95,500  was  made  to  the  Prelature  of  Yauyos,  in  Peru, 
to  assist  in  finalizing  the  rebuilding  of  churches  following  a 
devastating  earthquake  in  2007,  and  grants  totaling  over 
half  a  million  dollars  to  assist  the  Church  in  Cuba  were 
approved.  Funding  to  assist  the  formation  of  religious, 
seminarians,  clergy  and  permanent  deacons  totaled  almost 
$1 .8  million  of  total  funds  awarded  year  to  date. 

The  20 1  2  Church  in  Latin  America  Collection  is  sched- 
uled for  the  weekend  of  January  21-22.  More  information 
on  the  Collection  for  the  Church  in  Latin  America  and  the 
projects  it  funds  can  be  found  at  www.usccb.org/catho- 
lic-giving/opportunities-for-giving/latin-america/.

Dear  Brothers  and  Sisters  in  Christ: 


Each  year  at  this  time,  I  write  to  report  on  the  finances  of  the 
Diocese  and  to  provide  some  statistical  information  that  indi- 
cates the  health  of  our  local  Diocesan  church.  Over  the  past  year, 
we  have  continued  to  experience  gradual  improvement  in  parish 
offertory  across  the  Diocese.  At  the  same  time,  we  also  realize 
that  it  has  been  a  challenging  economic  time  for  some  of  our 
parishioners.  Our  service  to  the  poor  and  outreach  to  those  in 
need  remains  strong,  as  will  be  detailed  further  in  this  re- 
port. We  continue  to  work  proactively  to  ensure  that 
Diocesan  finances  are  stable  and  well  positioned 
for  the  future. 

Through  the  sharing  of  time,  talent,  and 
treasure  by  our  parishioners,  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  has  received  the  gifts  of  resources 
to  be  used  wisely  and  prudently  to  advance 
the  mission  of  the  Church.  I  convey  my 
deep  appreciation  for  these  gifts  so  gener- 
ously shared.  As  your  Bishop,  I  am  entrusted 
with  ensuring  the  proper  stewardship  of  all  of 
our  resources,  including  our  financial  resources 
As  part  of  that  stewardship,  I  present  this  letter 
regarding  the  finances  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  201 1 . 


Diocesan  Finances 


The  independent  accounting  firm  of  Cherry,  Bekaert  &  Holland, 
LLP,  performed  the  audit  of  the  financial  statements  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Raleigh  for  the  2010-11  year.  Those  financial  statements 
can  be  found  on  the  diocesan  website  at  wwwdioceseofraleigh. 
org/who/diocese/audit/  so  that  all  parishioners  can  have  access 
to  them.  Those  without  access  to  a  computer  who  would  like  a 
hard  copy  of  the  financial  statements,  or  those  who  have  ques- 
tions on  the  audited  financial  statements,  can  contact  Mr.  Russell 
C.  Elmayan,  Diocesan  Chief  Financial  Officer,  at  919-821-9703 
or  at  715  Nazareth  Street,  Raleigh,  NC  27606.  As  in  past  years, 
the  audit  report  is  accompanied  by  an  unqualified  opinion.  This 
indicates  that  the  auditors  believe  that  the  financial  statements 
fairly  and  accurately  present  the  financial  picture  at  the  Diocese. 
It  is  our  policy  to  operate  within  our  means  and,  as  in  prior 
years,  the  Diocese  ended  the  year  with  a  small  surplus  from  its 
day-to-day  operations. 

With  the  advice  and  recommendations  from  the  Diocesan 
Finance  Council,  we  continue  to  take  steps  to  prudently  man- 
age the  finances  of  the  Diocese.  Those  steps  include  1)  actively 
investing  surplus  short  term  Diocesan  and  parish  funds  into  in- 
sured or  the  safest  financial  instruments;  2)  maintaining  liquidity 
to  provide  for  parish  loans  that  have  been  approved  but  not  yet 
drawn  and  for  parish  loan  requests  expected  to  be  made  in  the 
coming  years;  3)  pursuing  a  refinancing  of  the  Deposit  and  Loan 
Program  to  do  all  that  is  possible  to  have  access  to  capital  to  be 
able  to  provide  loans  to  parish  construction  projects  when  there 


is  an  approved  finance  plan;  4)  continuing  to  work  closely  with 
an  investment  committee  of  Catholic  investment  professionals 
which  advises  the  Diocesan  Finance  Council  on  the  investments 
in  its  endowments  and  pension  plans  and  which  continues 
to  implement  strategies  in  diversifying  Diocesan  investments 
while  adhering  to  the  socially  responsible  investment  guidelines 
endorsed  by  the  United  States  Conference  of  Catholic  Bishops; 
5)  continuing  to  implement  a  plan  to  provide  more  funding 
to  the  priest  pension  plan  in  order  to  keep  its  funding  ratios  at 
a  prudent  level;  and  6)  continuing  our  program  of  parish  and 
school  audits  and  internal  control  reviews. 

As  of  June  2011,  the  Diocesan  Deposit  and  Loan 
program  had  79  loans  totaling  over  $49  million  to 
parishes  throughout  the  Diocese  in  support  of 
construction  of  new  schools,  churches,  and 
education  buildings.  Parishes  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Raleigh  have  over  $51  million  on 
deposit  in  483  savings  accounts  with  the 
Diocese.  In  addition,  even  in  these  tight 
credit  markets,  the  Diocese  has  secured 
outside  financing  from  banks  in  order  to 
provide  funding  for  loans  to  be  made  to 
parishes  in  the  near  future.  The  Diocese 
is  pursuing  a  major  bank  refinancing  of  its 
Deposit  and  Loan  Fund  in  order  to  achieve  more 
favorable  financing  terms. 
The  Diocese  of  Raleigh  has  the  smallest  Catholic  Cathedral 
of  any  Diocese  in  the  country  except  for  Juneau,  Alaska.  The 
dramatic  growth  in  the  Catholic  population  has  led  to  the  need 
for  a  new,  larger  Cathedral  and  related  support  facilities.  During 
2012,  all  parishioners  from  across  the  Diocese  will  be  invited 
to  participate  in  good  faith  efforts  in  parish  campaigns  to  raise 
funds  for  this  needed  project.  This  project  has  already  received 
significant  support  from  a  small  group  of  major  donors  even 
before  the  general  phase  of  the  campaign  has  started  in  parishes. 
This  campaign  will  not  in  any  way  diminish  the  ongoing  works 
of  pastoral  ministry  and  charitable  outreach  performed  by  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  and  by  Catholic  Charities. 

Virtually  all  of  our  Diocesan  expenditures  are  in  support  of 
parishes  or  parish  ministry  in  some  form  or  fashion  -  from 
the  expenditures  for  pastoral  ministry,  to  the  support  from  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  for  our  local  Catholic  Chanties,  to  the  grants 
given  to  parishes  and  charitable  institutions,  to  the  parish  loan 
and  insurance  fund.  All  of  our  resources  come,  in  some  man- 
ner, from  panshioners,  either  from  gifts  to  the  Bishops  Annual 
Appeal  gifts  (which  continue  to  be  the  largest  single  source  of 
income  for  Diocesan  ministries),  parish  assessments,  fees  for 
services  provided,  or  wills,  bequests  or  other  planned  gifts. 
Therefore,  as  the  steward  of  these  resources,  I  am  accountable  to 
you,  our  parishioners. 

We  have  challenges  to  meet  in  the  coming  years.  Those  chal- 
lenges continue  to  be  1)  operating  with  our  available  financial 
resources  while  providing  necessary  ministry  and  administra- 
tive services  and  charitable  outreach,  2)  protecting  the  Dioc- 
esan assets  during  these  challenging  economic  times,  3)  con- 
tinuing to  provide  retirement  benefits  to  eligible  lay  employees 
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without  negatively  impacting  finances  at  parishes  and  tuition  at 
Catholic  Schools,  4)  adequately  funding  the  costs  of  pensions 
and  post-retirement  medical  costs  for  priests,  5)  helping  to 
fund  the  construction  of  mission  churches  where  the  parishio- 
ners are  unable  at  the  present  time  to  pay  for  the  construction 
of  facilities,  and  6)  having  access  to  capital  so  that  all  parishes 
can  borrow  the  funds  necessary  to  construct  needed  facilities  if 
they  show  the  ability  to  repay  construction  loans.  All  of  these 
challenges  continue  to  be  addressed  in  a  planned  and  prudent 
manner  with  the  consultation  of  the  Council  of  Priests  and  the 
Diocesan  Finance  Council. 

Diocesan  Growth  and  Initiatives 

In  addition  to  our  financial  prudence  amidst  challenging  times, 
there  are  many  signs  that  our  Diocese  is  healthy  and  vibrant. 
The  Diocese  of  Raleigh  continues  to  experience  many  blessings, 
which  are  highlighted  below: 

•  The  registered  Catholic  population  of  the  Diocese  stands 
at  over  217,000,  which  is  185%  higher  than  in  1990.  This 
growth  does  not  include  an  estimated  number  of  over  200,000 
unregistered  parishioners,  mostly  of  Hispanic  origin. 

•  Catholics  comprise  approximately  5%  of  the  population  in 
an  area  where  the  Catholic  population  was  below  1  %  of  the 
population  just  two  generations  ago. 

•  In  the  last  year  in  our  Diocese,  there  were  over  6,614  baptisms 
(vs.  4,261  in  2000),  4,706  first  communions  (vs.  2,878  in 
2000),  and  over  2,349  confirmations  (vs.  1,470  in  2000). 

•  Even  after  two  decades  of  unprecedented  expansion  of  facilities 
to  serve  the  people  of  God,  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
201 1,  there  were  twenty  four  parishes  in  the  planning,  design, 
or  construction  phase  for  new  facilities  to  meet  the  needs  of 
our  expanding  Catholic  population.  These  projects  have  an 
estimated  construction  cost  of  approximately  $100  million,  not 
including  the  Cathedral  Campus  Project. 

•  Our  24  Catholic  Schools  and  8  Early  Childhood  Centers  are 
currently  educating  over  8,887  students.  Pope  John  Paul  II 
High  School  opened  in  Greenville  in  the  fall  of  2010. 

•  Over  30,000  children  and  adults  are  actively  involved  in  faith 
formation  programs  in  parishes  across  the  Diocese. 

•  Responding  to  our  call  as  disciples  of  Jesus  to  serve  our  neigh- 
bors, especially  the  least  among  us,  in  the  past  year  Catholic 
Charities  served  over  56,000  people,  regardless  of  religious 
affiliation  or  station  in  life,  85%  of  who  are  below  the  poverty 
level.  In  addition,  over  40,800  hours  of  volunteer  service 
was  provided  by  more  than  18,700  volunteers.  Since  January 
2010,  our  Diocese,  through  the  generosity  of  its  parishio- 
ners, has  given  over  $4  million  for  charitable  outreach  both 
domestically  and  abroad.  In  addition,  the  Diocese  doubled 
its  contribution  to  the  partnership  to  reduce  homelessness  in 
Wake  County.  The  Diocesan  Pro-life  office,  started  in  August 
2010,  continues  to  proclaim  the  Gospel  of  Life  in  support  of  all 
who  are  most  vulnerable. 

•  As  of  November  2011,  15,907  clergy,  employees,  and  leader- 
ship volunteers  have  been  screened  through  the  safe  environ- 


ment efforts  of  our  schools,  parishes  and  ministries.  Our 
Diocese  continues  to  provide  training  to  over  2,000  people 
annually  in  recognizing  and  reporting  child  abuse  and  neglect. 

•  Even  after  two  decades  of  unprecedented  expansion  of  facilities 
to  serve  the  people  of  God,  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
201 1,  there  were  twenty  four  parishes  in  the  planning,  design, 
or  construction  phase  for  new  facilities  to  meet  the  needs  of 
our  expanding  Catholic  population.  These  projects  have  an 
estimated  construction  cost  of  approximately  $100  million,  not 
including  the  Cathedral  Campus  Project. 

•  The  Diocese  of  Raleigh  Home  Mission  Society,  funded  by  the 
Bishops  Annual  Appeal  and  by  parish  appeals,  continues  to 
secure  funding  to  help  support  the  construction  of  mission 
churches  and  chapels  in  parts  of  the  Diocese  where  the  Catho- 
lic population  is  growing  but  where  the  parishioners  are  not 
financially  able  at  this  time  to  pay  for  the  buildings  needed  to 
accommodate  the  growing  population.  To  date,  $438,000  has 
been  disbursed  or  approved  to  fund  construction  of  two  mis- 
sion churches  in  the  Diocese.  The  first  church,  St.  Mary  of  the 
Angels  in  Mount  Olive,  has  been  constructed  and  dedicated. 
The  other,  St.  Isidore  in  Stedman,  has  been  designed  and  con- 
struction is  scheduled  to  begin  in  the  near  future. 

The  items  listed  above  represent  just  a  portion  of  the  many 
blessings  that  the  Diocese  has  experienced  during  the  past  year. 
I  am  grateful  to  God  that  our  Diocese  has  been  given  so  many 
opportunities  to  serve  His  people  and  to  be  His  instruments. 

In  Appreciation 

I  express  renewed  thanks  for  the  faithful  service  by  the  priests  of 
our  Diocese  to  their  parishioners.  I  also  express  gratitude  for  the 
dedicated  service  of  our  deacons,  consecrated  religious,  pastoral 
administrators,  and  laity.  God  has  blessed  us  with  our  22  semi- 
narians and  with  2 1  men  preparing  for  service  as  Deacons.  We 
are  enriched  by  the  diversity  embodied  in  the  Catholic  faithful 
in  our  Diocese.  We  are  also  blessed  by  the  many  faithful  in  our 
Diocese  who  practice,  and  share  their  Catholic  values  with  great 
enthusiasm  and  conviction. 

I  thank  the  dedicated  members  of  our  Diocesan  Finance 
Council  for  their  steadfast  service  and  excellent  advice.  Our 
Council  meets  monthly  and  its  members  are  composed  of 
priests  and  lay  professionals  from  parishes  across  the  Diocese 
who  graciously  give  their  time  and  expertise  in  service  of  the 
Church. 

I  am  grateful  to  God  for  sending  me  to  be  your  Bishop,  and 
I  thank  you  for  the  countless  ways  you  support  me  and  our 
Diocese.  I  extend  my  gratitude  for  all  of  you  and  for  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh,  and  I  assure  you  of  my  continued  prayers.

History,  Diversity  and  Service 

Immaculate  Conception,  Durham 


Immaculate  Conception  can  be  de- 
scribed as  a  microcosm  of  the  univer- 
sal Church:  rich  in  history  and  tradi- 
tion, marked  by  cultural  diversity  and 
centered  on  the  Eucharist. 

Catholics  have  worshipped  in  Durham  since  1867.  Like  many 
early  Catholic  communities  in  North  Carolina,  the  first 
Catholics  in  Durham  celebrated  Mass  with  __ 
traveling  pnests  m  members'  homes  and  in 
rented  spaces. 

By  the  early  1900's,  the  congregation 
grew  enough  to  build  its  own  church  with 
donated  land  on  Chapel  Hill  Street.  With 
106  members,  Immaculate  Conception  was 
founded  in  1906  by  Fr.  William  O'Brien,  who 
at  his  ordination  in  1898  became  one  of  only 
six  priests  serving  in  North  Carolina.  In  1909, 
O'Brien  established  a  parochial  school  in  Dur- 
ham and  also  shepherded  the  few  Catholics 
living  at  the  time  in  Chapel  Hill.  Named  a 
Monsignor  in  1938,  O'Brien  would  remain 
pastor  of  Immaculate  Conception  until  1951,

and  reside  in  the  rectory  until  his 
death  in  1960.  In  1996,  the  parish 
welcomed  the  Franciscan  Friars  of 
Holy  Name  Province. 

Faced  with  a  growing  congrega- 
tion, the  parish  added  new  wor- 
ship space  to  the  original  church; 
it  was  dedicated  by  Bishop  F 
Joseph  Gossman  in  2003. 

Today,  Immaculate  Conception 
Parish  and  Immaculata  School  still 
share  the  original  land  located  in 
downtown  Durham.  The  parish 
serves  over  3000  families  and  the 
Kindergarten  through  8th  grade 
school  has  over  350  students. 

The  parish  is  30  per  cent  La- 
tino, so  pastoral  care  and  almost 
all  the  ministries  of  the  parish 
are  available  in  Spanish  and 
English.  Two  of  the  parish's  six 
weekend  Masses  are  in  Spanish. 
"We  are  always  looking  to  bridge 
the  two  cultures  in  a  way  that  is 
comfortable  for  both,"  said 
Fr.  Dan  McLellan,  OFM.,  current  pastor  of  Immaculate  Con- 
ception. "But  it's  going  to  be  a  couple  of  generations  before 
we  see  the  kind  of  integration  people  are  looking  for,  like  we 
see  it  with  the  children  today." 

The  parish  campus  opens  in  the  morning  and  is  busy  until 
10  p.m.  most  nights  of  the  week.  "The  people  here  have  an 
extraordinary  energy,  vitality  and  curiosity  about  the  faith," 
said  Fr.  McLellan.  "They  truly  live  the  faith  and  the  teachings 
of  the  Church." 

The  parish  draws  people  from  all  over 
Durham  County.  "Given  the  mobile 
populations  of  Durham,  with  Duke  Uni- 
versity and  Duke  Hospital,"  said 
Fr.  McLellan,  "a  challenge  here  is  to  give 
people  a  sense  of  belonging  and  ownership  of 
the  parish  when  they  know  they  may  be  here 
a  very  short  time." 

Immaculate  Conception  attracts  those 
who  have  a  desire  to  live  the  Church's  social 
teachings,  Fr.  McLellan  said,  by  making  a 
difference  in  the  lives  of  others.  'At  the  center 
of  all  that  we  do  is  the  Eucharist,"  the  pastor 
said.  "The  Eucharist  is  a  way  God  feeds  us  so 
we  can  go  out  to  feed  others,  materially  and 
spiritually."

ent  Is  a  Time  to  Pursue  Virtue 


The  pursuit  of  virtue  is  a  frequent  invitation  and 
challenge  presented  to  us  in  the  writings  and 
homilies  of  Pope  Benedict  XVI.  As  the  Catechism 
of  the  Catholic  Church  tcco  reminds  us:  'A  virtue 
is  an  habitual  and  firm  disposition  to  do  the  good.  It  allows 
individuals  not  only  to  perform  good  acts,  but  to  give  the  best 
of  themselves.  The  virtuous  person  tends  toward  the  good 
with  all  his  sensory  and  spiritual  powers  and  pursues  the 
good  and  chooses  it  in  concrete  actions"  cccc  iso3). 


In  this  sacred  Season  of  Lent,  we  re-dedicate 
ourselves  to  leading  a  virtuous  life,  which  will 
always  lead  us  closer  to  God.  Specifically,  may 
we  strive  with  a  deep  resolve  to  celebrate  and  to 
embrace  anew  the  theological  virtues  of  faith,  hope 
and  charity.  They  are  gifts  from  God,  and  only  with 
His  divine  assistance  are  they  reflected  in  our  lives. 

"Faith  is  the  virtue  by  which  we  believe  in  God 
and  believe  all  that  He  has  said  and  revealed  to 
us,  and  that  Holy  Church  proposes  for  our  belief, 
because  He  is  Truth  itself.  By  faith  [we]  freely 
commit  our  entire  self  to  God"  (CCC  1814).  In 
this  holy  season  we  should  pray  daily  with  the 
apostles  this  short  and  powerful  prayer:  "Lord, 
increase  my  faith."  Let  us  echo  each  day  the  words 
of  Mary,  the  perfect  model  of  faith:  "Let  it  be  done 
to  me  according  to  Your  Word."  We  grow  in  faith 
as  we  heed  the  Lenten  call  to  pray  fervently  and 
allow  time  to  be  quiet  so  the  Lord  may  speak  to 
our  hearts.  Meditate  upon  the  Lenten  Readings 
and  allow  the  truth  of  the  Gospel  to  transform 
you  and  your  pattern  of  living.  Above  all  else,  be 
strengthened  in  faith  in  and  through  the  frequent 
reception  of  the  Holy  Eucharist,  the  life-giving 
center  of  our  lives  in  Christ.  If  for  any  reason 
you  have  grown  lukewarm  in  the  faith  or  even 
abandoned  it,  see  this  joyful  season  as  a  privileged 
moment  to  begin  anew  in  and  through  the  infinite 
love  and  mercy  of  our  God. 

"Hope  is  the  theological  virtue  by  which  we 
desire  the  kingdom  of  heaven  and  eternal  life  as 
our  happiness,  placing  our  trust  in  Christ's  promise 
and  relying  not  on  our  own  strength,  but  on  the 
help  of  the  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit"  (ccc  1817)  The 
gift  of  hope  keeps  us  from  distress  and  despair 
in  the  midst  of  the  challenges  and  crosses  we 


experience  in  the  here  and  now. 
With  a  sure  and  certain  hope, 
we  unite  our  sufferings  to  Christ 
ever  confident  in  His  promise 
to  bring  them  to  glory.  Relying 
on  the  strength  that  comes  from 
God,  we  keep  our  eyes  fixed  on 
the  things  above  and  live  in  this 
passing  world  with  a  longing  for 
the  fulfillment  of  all  the  promises 
of  Christ  in  that  Kingdom  where 
life  has  no  end.  In  this  holy 
season,  how  important  it  is  for 
us  to  walk  the  Stations  of  the  Cross  and  mediate 
upon  Gods  great  love  for  us.  Entrust  to  the  Lord 
all  your  cares  and  know  that  He  cares  for  each  of 
us  and  accompanies  us  at  every  moment  of  our 
lives,  especially  in  our  time  of  great  need.  Rejoice 
in  hope! 

"Charity  (love)  is  the  virtue  by  which  we  love 
God  above  all  things  .  .  .  and  our  neighbors  as 
ourselves  for  the  love  of  God"  (ccc  1822).  Charity 
"binds  everything  together  in  perfect  harmony" 
(Col.  3:14).  As  we  embrace  the  Lenten  disciplines  we 
fast  from  those  things  in  our  lives  not  of  God  and 
so  demonstrate  our  desire  to  love  Him  with  all  our 
heart,  soul  and  strength.

With  the  Lords  grace,  may 
we  renew  commitment  to  lead  a  virtuous  life  and 
celebrate  and  embrace  anew  the  gifts  of  faith,  hope 
and  love. 
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The  Opening  of  the  Cause 
of  Father  Price 
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The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  is  pleased  to 
announce  that  the  Diocesan  phase  for  the  Cause  for  Beatifica- 
tion and  Canonization  of  Father  Thomas  Frederick  Price  will 
be  opened  on  March  9,  201 2.  This  follows  the  recent  formal 
transfer  of  the  Cause  of  Father  Price  from  the  Archdiocese  of 
New  York  to  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 

The  Cause  for  Beatification  and  Canonization  of  Father  Price 
was  originally  introduced  in  the  Archdiocese  of  Hong  Kong, 
where  Father  Price  died.  The  transfer  of  the  Cause  to  the  Arch- 
diocese of  New  York  was  approved  by  the  Vatican  in  1 992, 
given  the  scarcity  of  time  Father  Price  lived  in  China  and  the 
location  of  the  majority  of  documentation  regarding  the  life 
of  Father  Price  in  the  United  States  at  the  Maryknoll  Catholic 
Foreign  Mission  Society  in  Maryknoll,  New  York. 

His  Eminence,  Cardinal  Angelo  Amato,  Prefect  for  the  Vati- 
can Congregation  for  the  Causes  of  Saints  recently  accepted 

the  recommendation  of  the  Most  Reverend  Timothy  M.  Dolan,  Archbishop  of  New  York,  and  the 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh,  that  the  Cause  for  Father  Price  would 
best  be  carried  out  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  where  Father  Price  was  bom  and  lived  most  of  his 
life.  Some  documentation  regarding  the  life  of  Father  Price  is  maintained  in  the  archives  of  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh,  as  well  as  in  the  archives  at  Maryknoll,  and  in  other  places. 

In  order  to  be  canonized,  a  person  must  have  lived  a  life  of  heroic  virtue  -  at  a  level  above  and 
beyond  the  ordinary  practice  of  Christian  virtue.  Bom  on  August  1 9,  1 860,  in  Wilmington,  North 
Carolina,  Father  Price  was  the  first  native  North  Carolinian  to  be  ordained  to  the  Priesthood. 
Father  Price  was  known  by  many  for  his  great  love  of  God,  his  holiness  of  life,  his  devotion  to  the 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary  and  his  faithful  dedication  to  priestly  ministry. 

In  the  midst  of  his  extensive  twenty-five  years  of  missionary  work  throughout  North  Carolina, 
Father  Price  developed  an  interest  in  dedicating  his  priestly  ministry  to  the  foreign  missions  of 
the  Catholic  Church.  In  1  9 1  1 ,  together  with  Father  James  A.  Walsh,  Father  Price  founded  the 
Congregation  of  Maryknoll.  In  1918,  Father  Price  accompanied  the  first  group  of  Maryknoll  mis- 
sionaries, who  were  sent  for  ministry  in  China.  Shortly  after  his  arrival  in  China,  Father  Price  died 
in  September  1919,  following  a  brief  illness. 

The  Diocesan  inquiry  to  be  opened  in  Raleigh  on  March  9,  201  2  will  begin  the  formal  study  of 
the  life,  virtues  and  the  reputation  for  sanctity  of  Father  Price.  A  Tribunal  will  carry  out  these  duties 
and  will  be  led  by  the  Very  Reverend  James  F.  Gameau,  V.F.,  Ph.D.,  Pastor  of  Saint  Mary  of  the 
Angels  Catholic  Church  in  Mount  Olive,  North  Carolina,  whom  Bishop  Burbidge  has  appointed 
Episcopal  Delegate  for  the  Cause  of  Father  Price.  The  Tribunal  will  also  include  Dr.  Andrea  Am- 
brosi,  appointed  by  the  Vatican  Congregation  for  the  Causes  of  Saints  as  Postulator  of  the  Cause 
for  Beatification  and  Canonization  of  Father  Price,  and  other  members,  assisted  by  a  Historical 
Commission  and  a  Theological  Commission.  In  his  role  as  Episcopal  Delegate,  Father  Gameau 
will  represent  Bishop  Burbidge  and  coordinate  the  work  of  the  Tribunal  and  the  commissions, 
as  well  as  receive  all  witness  testimonies  regarding  Father  Price.  Those  who  wish  to  provide 
testimony  pertaining  to  Father  Price,  or  to  report  favors  received  from  what  they  believe  to  be  his 
intercession,  are  asked  to  write  to  Father  Gameau  at  The  Office  of  the  Episcopal  Delegate  for  the 
Cause  of  Father  Price,  P.  O.  Box  1  1 45,  Mount  Olive,  North  Carolina,  28365. 

An  evening  prayer  service  will  follow  the  formal  opening  of  the  Cause  of  Father  Price  and 
will  be  held  on  March  9,  201  2  at  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  at  6:30  pm.  Among  those  joining 
Bishop  Burbidge  will  be  the  Most  Reverend  Peter  J.  Jugis,  Bishop  of  Charlotte,  the  Right

North  Carolina  Bishops 
Produce  Videos  on  the 
Sacrament  of  Marriage 

On  May  8,  voters  in  North 
Carolina  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
protect  traditional  marriage  through 
an  amendment  to  the  state  Constitu- 
tion. Much  is  being  spoken  and  written 
about  the  proposed  amendment,  pro 
and  con,  resulting  in  confusion  among 
the  voters.  The  Most  Reverend  Michael 
F.  Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh,  and  the 
Most  Reverend  Peter  J.  Jugis,  Bishop 
of  Charlotte,  are  providing  the  faithful 
in  both  Dioceses  with  information  on 
Church  teaching  regarding  the  sacra- 
ment of  Marriage. 

The  Bishops  are  in  the  process  of 
releasing  a  series  of  videos  and  print 
material  explaining  the  Church's  princi- 
ples supporting  marriage  as  a  relation- 
ship created  by  God,  designed  for  one 
man  and  one  woman,  based  on  natural 
law  which  cannot  be  reformed.  It  is  a 
partnership  of  life  and  love,  established 
for  the  good  of  the  husband  and  wife 
and  the  procreation  and  education  of 
offspring. 

The  Bishops  point  out  that  the 
Church  has  the  authority  and  serious 
obligation  to  affirm  these  authentic 
teachings  on  marriage  and  to  preserve 
and  foster  the  supremely  sacred  value 
of  the  married  state  in  society.  In  the 
first  video,  presented  by  Bishop  Jugis, 
he  noted  that  traditional  marriage  ex- 
isted long  before  there  was  any  form  of 
civil  government.  Though  regulated  by 
civil  and  Church  laws,  it  is  an  institution 


originated  by  God,  therefore  neither 
Church  nor  state  can  alter  its  basic 
meaning  and  structure. 

Opponents  of  the  Marriage  Amend- 
ment to  the  state  Constitution  claim 
that  prohibiting  same-sex  couples  from 
being  allowed  to  marry  is  discriminato- 
ry. In  explaining  Catholic  teaching,  the 
Bishops  state  emphatically  that  support 
for  marriage  is  not  an  instance  of  unjust 
discrimination  toward  homosexual  per- 
sons. They  point  out  that  Catholics  are 
bound  to  respect  the  inherent  dignity  of 
each  person  without  exception  because 
each  and  every  person  is  made  in  the 
image  of  God. 

Discrimination  can  be  just  and  unjust. 
The  Bishops  stated  that  one  discrimi- 
nates unjustly  when  one  treats  unequal- 
ly people  or  things  that  are  essentially 
the  same.  In  order  to  determine  if  we 
are  treating  someone  unequally  by  ex- 
cluding them  from  marriage,  we  need 


Marriage  Amendment 
On  May  8  Ballot 

Marriage  between  one  man  and 
one  woman  is  the  only  domestic 
legal  union  that  shall  be  legal  or 
recognized  in  this  State.  This 
section  does  not  prohibit  a 
private  party  from  entering  into 
contracts  with  another  private 
party;  nor  does  this  section 
prohibit  courts  from  adjudicat- 
ing the  rights  of  private  parties 
pursuant  to  such  contracts. 


to  see  if  the  people  being  excluded  are 
essentially  the  same  as  the  people  who 
are  being  included. 

Church  teaching  holds  that  authentic 
marriage  is  both  unitive  and  procre- 
ative.  Children  are  conceived  in  an 
authentic  marriage  by  the  conjugal 
union  of  only  two  people,  husband 
and  wife,  while  children  of  a  same-sex 
couple  must  involve  a  third  person. 
When  these  two  intrinsic  components 
are  applied,  it  is  clear  that  same-sex 
couples  are  not  essentially  the  same 
when  it  comes  to  fulfilling  the  condi- 
tions of  marriage. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  contrary 
to  claims  by  opponents  of  the  Mar- 
riage Amendment,  its  passage  will  not 
change  current  law  on  domestic  vio- 
lence. Nor  does  it  interfere  with  existing 
child  custody  or  visitation  laws. 

One  of  the  major  disputes  about  the 
amendment  concerns  its  negative  im- 
pact on  business  and  the  economy  of 
our  state.  Given  the  ongoing  economic 
crisis,  this  is  an  especially  sensitive 
issue  for  the  two  North  Carolina 
Bishops.  There  is  no  evidence  that 
the  amendment  will  negatively  impact 
employment  opportunities  in  NC  as 
evidenced  by  the  thousands  of  gays 
and  lesbians  who  have  chosen  to  make 
North  Carolina  their  home  and  place 
of  work  since  the  Defense  of  Marriage 
Act  became  law  in  1 996. 

Those  opposed  to  the  Marriage 
Amendment  cite  a  law  that  currently 
exists  in  North  Carolina  prohibiting 
same-sex  marriage.  While  there  is 
such  a  law,  by  making  the  traditional 
definition  of  marriage  part  of  the  state 
Constitution,  the  action  will  prevent  a 
judge,  court  or  state  legislature  from 
overturning  the  law  and  changing  the 
traditional  definition  of  marriage  con- 
trary to  the  will  of  the  people. 

On  May  8,  North  Carolinians  will 
have  the  power  to  enshrine  the  defini- 
tion of  traditional  marriage  in  the  state 
Constitution.

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Catholic  Schools  Week  Celebrated 
Throughout  Diocese 

January  29  through  February  5,  201  2,  in  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  and  in  the  nation,  was  Catholic  Schools  Week. 
This  year's  theme,  "Faith,  Academics,  Service,"  empha- 
sized the  cornerstones  of  Catholic  education,  from  early 
childhood  through  secondary  school,  and  was  highlighted 
in  all  the  Diocese's  22  elementary/middle  schools,  two 
high  schools  and  eight  early  childhood  centers.  The  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  marked  the  week  with  pas- 
toral visits  to  schools  in  various  parts  of  the  Diocese. 


On  Monday,  the  Bishop 
visited  St.  Mark  Catholic 
School  in  Wilmington,  NC, 
where  he  blessed  construc- 
tion underway  to  expand  the 
400-student  school.  The 
expansion  will  add  six  new 
classrooms,  a  gym  and  a 
stage  to  the  school,  and  will 
be  ready  for  the  20 1  2-20 1 3 
academic  year. 

St.  Mark  Principal  Mrs. 
Margaret  DiFulvio  says  that 
the  expanded  school  will 
be  able  to  accommodate 
500  students.  Following  the 
blessing  and  prayer  service, 


Bishop  Burbidge  spoke  to 
four  groups  of  students  in  St. 
Mark  Church,  teaching  the 
meaning  of  the  three  words 
in  the  Catholic  Schools 
Week  theme. 

Tuesday  morning  the 
Bishop  made  a  pastoral  visit 
to  The  Franciscan  School 
(TFS)  of  St.  Francis  of  As- 
sisi  Parish  in  Raleigh.  He 
celebrated  Mass  for  the 
teachers  and  students  of 
TFS,  which  was  recognized 
this  year  by  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Education  as  a  Blue 
Ribbon  School  of  Excellence. 


Following  Mass,  the 
Bishop  and  Father  Mark 
Reamer,  OFM,  Pastor  of 
St.  Francis,  processed  to  St. 
Mary  of  the  Angels  Cha- 
pel on  the  parish  grounds. 
The  Bishop  blessed  newly 
installed  mosaic  portraits  of 
St.  Francis  and  St.  Clare  by 
the  chapel  doorway,  then 
went  inside  the  chapel,  where 
Mr.  Bill  Laxton,  a  St.  Francis 
parishioner  and  a  member 
of  the  U.S.  Green  Building 
Council,  presented  the  Bish- 
op and  Father  Reamer  with 
a  Silver  LEED  (Leadership 
in  Energy  and  Environmental 
Design)  Award  for  the  green 
construction  of  the  parish's 
Siena  Center  for  Lifelong 
Learning,  which  houses  the 
middle  school  during  the 
daytime.  St.  Francis  now 
owns  four  LEED  awards, 
which  Mr.  Laxton  said  might 
be  the  most  of  any  school  in 
the  country. 

After  the  award  presenta- 
tion, the  Bishop  spoke  to 


the  assembled  students, 
telling  them  to  appreciate 
the  special  environment  they 
have  enjoyed  as  members 
of  a  Catholic  school  of 
excellence  and  to  take  with 
them  in  their  future  school- 
ing and  lives  the  values  they 
have  learned  and  practiced 
at  TFS.  Later  in  the  morning, 
the  Bishop  visited  with  all  of 
the  TFS  students. 

On  Thursday,  the  Bishop 
traveled  to  Cardinal  Gib- 
bons High  School  (CGHS) 
to  break  ground  on  a  $1  5.5 
million,  67,000-square-foot 
expansion  and  renovation 
project  that  will  equip  the 
school  with  additional  class- 
rooms, athletics  and  arts  fa- 
cilities and  a  new  entrance,  as 
well  as  the  latest  in  technology 
to  help  educate  new  genera- 
tions of  students. 

On  Thursday,  the  Feast  of 
the  Presentation  of  the  Lord, 
Bishop  Burbidge  offered 
Mass  at  the  high  school. 
Concelebrating  were  Fr. 
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Doug  Reed,  Pastor  of  St. 
Michael  the  Archangel  Parish 
in  Cary,  Fr.  Scott  McCue, 
Pastor  of  St.  Thomas  More 
Parish  in  Chapel  Hill,  Fr.  Ro- 
men  Acero,  CGHS  Assistant 
Principal  for  Spiritual  Life 
and  Fr.  Raymond  Donaldson, 
S.J.,  Pastor  of  Holy  Cross 
Parish  in  Durham. 

"What  an  exciting  day  for 
Cardinal  Gibbons,"  Bishop 
Burbidge  said,  "that  we  are  in 
a  point  in  time  that  because  of 
it  great  success  and  growth 
we  need  to  expand  its  facilities 
so  it  can  continue  to  carry  out 
its  mission.  I'm  very  proud 
of  this  wonderful  Catholic 
high  school,  and  wish  it  much 
continued  success." 

On  Friday,  the  last  school 
day  of  Catholic  Schools 
Week,  the  Bishop  concluded 
his  week  of  pastoral  visits  to 
Catholic  schools  in  Fayette- 
ville,  NC.  He  began  the  day 
by  celebrating  Mass  at  St. 
Patrick  Catholic  Church  in 
Fayetteville  for  students  of 
St.  Patrick  Catholic  School. 
In  his  homily,  the  Bishop 
emphasized  the  theme  of 
Catholic  Schools  Week,  and 
offered  special  encourage- 
ment to  the  home  school 
families  who  were  present 
for  the  Mass.  In  attendance, 
in  addition  to  the  St.  Patrick 
students,  were  eighth  graders 
from  St.  Ann  Catholic  School 
in  Fayetteville  and  Pope  John 
Paul  II  Catholic  School  in 
Southern  Pines. 

February  3  is  the  Feast  of 
St.  Blaise,  Bishop  and  martyr, 
and  the  patron  of  those  with 
throat  troubles.  At  the  end  of 
Mass  all  those  in  attendance 
came  forward  for  the  tradi- 
tional Blessing  of  the  Throats. 
After  Mass  the  Bishop  spoke 
with  St.  Patrick  students  in 
their  classrooms  until  noon. 
In  the  afternoon  he  visited 
classrooms  at  St.  Ann  School. 


HHS  Mandate:  Bishops  React 
to  President's  February  1 0 
Announcement 

On  January  20,  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Health  and  Human  Services  issued 
a  mandate  ordering  almost  every  em- 
ployer and  insurer  in  the  United  States 
to  provide  sterilization,  contraception 
and  some  abortion-inducing  drugs  to  all 
women  covered  in  health  insurance  plans. 
While  the  directive  provided  exemptions 
for  churches,  it  did  not  exempt  Catholic 
institutions  that  provide  services  and  pro- 
grams to  non-Catholics,  which  includes 
Catholic  hospitals,  universities,  and  pos- 
sibly Catholic  Charities  agencies  across 
the  country,  whose  client-base  is  primarily 
non-Catholic. 

Catholic  Church  leaders  were  quick  to  is- 
sue a  strong  rebuke  to  the  mandate,  calling 
it  a  violation  of  religious  liberty  guaranteed 
under  the  Constitution  and  a  challenge  to 
conscience  rights.  The  U.S.  Bishops  were 
joined  by  religious  leaders  of  other  faith 
groups,  each  expressing  concern  of  the 
government's  interference  in  the  religious 
freedom  guaranteed  to  all  Americans. 

Cardinal-designate  Timothy  Dolan  of 
New  York,  President  of  the  United  States 
Conference  of  Catholic  Bishops,  said, 
"Never  before  has  the  federal  govern- 
ment mandated  Americans  to  go  out  into 
the  market  place  and  purchase  a  product 
that  violates  their  conscience."  He  said, 
"This  should  not  happen  in  a  land  where 
free  exercise  of  religious  rights  ranks  first 
in  the  Bill  of  Rights." 

In  an  effort  to  address  the  outcry  from 
Catholic  leaders  and  leaders  of  other  faith 
groups,  the  President  announced  on  Feb- 
ruary 1 0  that  religious  institutions  would 
not  be  required  to  pay  for  contraception, 
abortion-inducing  drugs  and  steriliza- 
tion, but  that  their  insurance  providers 
would  be  required  to  reach  out  and  offer 
the  services  to  women  who  are  covered 
under  the  institution's  insurance  program. 
The  question  remains,  "Who  is  going  to 
pay  for  the  'free'  contraceptives?" 

"The  President's  statement  opened  the 
door  to  what  we  hope  will  be  a  step  toward 
a  resolution  of  this  important  issue,"  Bishop 
Michael  F.  Burbidge  said.  "But  there  are 


many  questions  that  remain  unanswered 
that  remain  a  matter  of  grave  concern. 

"The  President  did  not  take  ques- 
tions from  the  White  House  press  corps 
during  his  February  1  0  statement,"  the 
Bishop  noted.  "There  may  be  several 
reasons  for  that  decision,  but  there  is  a 
possibility  that  he  and  his  administration 
did  not  have  the  answers  to  the  ques- 
tions that  would  be  asked." 

Bishop  Burbidge  said  while  the  federal 
government  mandate  challenges  a  major 
belief  and  teaching  of  the  Catholic  Church 
regarding  love  and  life,  the  overriding 
question  remains  the  administration's 
challenge  to  conscience  rights  and  our 
Constitutional  rights  to  religious  liberty. 

The  United  States  Conference  of  Cath- 
olic Bishops  (USCCB)  issued  a  state- 
ment saying  it  views  President  Obama's 
statement  of  February  1 0  as  a  new 
opportunity  to  dialog  with  the  administra- 
tion. Cardinal-designate  Timothy  Dolan 
called  it  "a  first  step  in  the  right  direction." 
However,  the  U.S.  Bishops  note  that  seri- 
ous concerns  remain  to  be  addressed. 

The  USCCB  has  made  it  clear  that,  un- 
der the  founding  documents  of  our  coun- 
try, government  does  not  have  the  right 
to  interfere  in  the  practices  and  teaching 
of  the  Church,  nor  force  its  members  to 
violate  their  beliefs  or  their  conscience. 

The  bishops  have  also  pointed  out  that 
it  is  NOT  the  role  of  government  to  dictate 
how  a  religion  or  religious  institution  shall 
be  defined.  In  its  HHS  directives,  the 
Obama  Administration  is  making  the  de- 
termination on  its  own  as  to  which  Church 
organization  qualifies  to  be  called  religious. 

The  U.S.  Bishops  note  that  the  ad- 
ministration's directive  can  be  over- 
turned through  legislative  action.  Bills 
are  currently  pending  in  both  houses  of 
Congress  (H.R.  1  1  79  and  S.  1467). 
The  Bishops  are  calling  on  Catholics  to 
contact  their  U.S.  senators  and  member 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  ask 
them  to  support  the  proposed  bill  in  their 
chamber.  That  can  be  done  by  contact- 
ing their  Capitol  Hill  office  through  the 
Congressional  switchboard  at  202-224- 
3121.

Catholics  Pray  and 
March  for  Life  in  Raleigh, 
Washington  D.C. 

On  Saturday,  January  1 4, 
the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge  celebrated  the  annual 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  Mass  for  Life 
at  St.  Joseph  Catholic  Church 
in  Raleigh.  In  his  homily,  Bishop 
Burbidge  shared  the  story  of  New 
Orleans  Saints  football  player 
Jimmy  Graham,  who  was  born 
in  Goldsboro  and  had  a  difficult 
childhood,  spending  time  in  group 
homes.  The  Bishop  told  of  how 
Graham  came  to  think  his  life  was 
worth  less  than  a  hundred  dollars, 
but  how  through  the  Lord's  grace 
and  special  people,  today  he  knows 
the  truth  that  his  life  is  of  "infinite 
worth  and  value." 

Bishop  Burbidge  and  many  in 
attendance  at  Mass  took  part  later 
in  the  day  at  the  Love  My  Life  Youth 
Rally  at  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral 
and  the  North  Carolina  Rally  and 
March  for  Life  in  downtown  Raleigh. 

On  Monday,  January  23,  the  an- 
niversary of  the  controversial  1 973 
Supreme  Court  decision  legalizing 
abortion  in  the  U.S.,  more  than 
2000  Catholics  from  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  joined  with  Catholics 
from  the  Diocese  of  Charlotte  in  the 
North  Carolina  Mass  for  Life  and 
with  some  400,000  pro-life  dem- 
onstrators in  the  National  March  for 
Life  in  Washington,  D.C. 

In  his  homily  at  the  Basilica  of 
the  National  Shrine  of  the  Immacu- 
late Conception,  Bishop  Burbidge 
spoke  of  the  national  March  as  a 
sign  of  faith  that  with  God  all  things 
are  possible:  changing  the  hearts 
of  elected  officials,  "inflaming  a 
'Culture  of  Death'  with  the  Gospel 
of  Life,"  demonstrating  the  "miracu- 
lous event  that  takes  place  at  the 
moment  of  conception"  and  one  day 
overturning  "the  horrific  decision  of 
Roe  vs.  Wade  and  ensuring  that  in 
our  great  nation  abortion  is  illegal, 
inaccessible  and  impossible."

At  work  with  the  201 2 
Bishop's  Annual  Appeal 

The  Bishop's  Annual  Appeal,  conducted  in  the  first  quarter  of  every  calendar 
year,  is  a  vital  part  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh's  mission  to  provide  for  the 
needs  of  the  faithful  and  all  of  God's  people.  This  year,  upon  the  unanimous 
recommendation  of  pastors  and  pastoral  administrators,  it  was  decided  to 
incorporate  the  Bishop's  Annual  Appeal  into  the  Our  Cathedral:  One  Faith,  One  People 
campaign.  In  order  to  fund  the  31  pastoral  and  charitable  ministries  supported  by  the 
Bishops  Annual  Appeal,  the  first  funds  received  by  each  parish  in  the  campaign  will  be 
used  to  support  the  ministries  of  the  2012  BAA. 


Responding  to  the  Need 


N*-  Looking  out  the  window  of  the  local  regional 
Catholic  Charities  office,  a  staff  member  saw  a  man 
raking  the  front  yard  of  the  office.  She  recognized  him 
as  someone  who  had  come  to  the  office  the  day  before 


asking  if  Catholic  Charities  could  help  provide  him  with 
one  week's  rent.  He  lives  in  a  home  which  houses  men 
and  women  with  physical,  mental  and  substance  abuse 
problems.  During  his  visit,  James  had  explained  that  he 
has  lymphoma  and  is  on  chemotherapy.  The  regional 
office  was  able  to  assist  him. 
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In  FY  201 1 ,  Catholic  Charities 
provided  emergency  assistance  to 
48,830  people.  When  all  services 
provided  by  Catholic  Charities 
are  combined,  the  total  number 
of  people  served  last  year  was 
56,1 53.  Other  services  included 
family  support  and  disaster  response. 


When  the  staff  member  went  outside  to  greet  him  as 
he  raked  the  yard,  James  said,  "I  have  to  go  into  the 
hospital  later  today  for  radiation  treatment,  but  before 
I  do  that  I  wanted  to  come  rake  your  leaves  and  thank 
you  for  how  generous  you  were  to  me.  It  is  my  way  of 
saying  thank  you." 

James'  story  of  reaching  out  for  help  is  one  that  takes 
place  many  times  each  day  in  the  seven  regional  offices 
of  Catholic  Charities.  In  FY  201  1 ,  the  Diocesan  agency 
provided  emergency  assistance  to  48,830  people.  When 
all  services  provided 
by  Catholic  Charities 
are  combined,  the  total 
number  of  people  served 
last  year  was  56, 1  53. 
Other  services  included 
family  support  and 
disaster  response.  In  FY 
201  1,  Catholic  Charities 
distributed  a  total  of 
$3,71  7,951  worth  of  food, 
clothing  and  other  goods  to 
families  need. 

When  tornadoes  hit 
large  portions  of  central  North  Carolina  in  April,  201  1 , 
Catholic  Charities  staff  and  volunteers  were  also  on  the 
scene  providing  aid,  assistance  and  counseling  to  survivors 
of  the  deadly  storms.  One  of  the  most  important  services 
it  provided  was  a  bilingual  staff  to  help  individuals  not 
well-versed  in  English  to  connect  with  federal  and  local 
governmental  agencies  in  the  processing  of  paperwork. 

BAA  Support  of  Catholic  Charities 

Catholic  Charities  budget  for  201  1  was  approximately 
$3.8  million.  Thirty  percent  (30%)  of  the  agency's  budget 
comes  from  the  Bishop's  Annual  Appeal  (BAA).  The 
remainder  is  derived  from  individual  parish  and  community 
donations  and  grants.  The  Christ-centered  work  of 
Catholic  Charities  throughout  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
would  not  be  possible,  to  the  extent  that  it  is,  without  the 
generous  support  of  the  BAA  by  parishioners. 

Ms.  Kathleen  Walsh,  Diocesan  Catholic  Charities 
Executive  Director,  said,  "If  the  faithful  in  our  Diocese 
could  see  the  good  work  that  is  being  done  for  so  many 
because  of  their  donations  to  the  Bishop's  Annual  Appeal, 
their  hearts  would  be  filled  with  joy.  We  experience  a 
blessing  from  those  we  serve  through  their  sincere 
gratitude,  especially  the  smiles  on  the  faces  of  the  children. 
Because  of  the  generosity  of  our  faithful,  I  want  all  to  know 
that  together  we  are  living  out  the  Gospel  command  of 
being  present  to  those  in  need." 

Catholic  Charities  does  it  work  throughout  the  Diocese 
with  a  small  paid  staff.  It  is  helped  greatly  by  men,  women 
and  students  who  step  forward  as  volunteers.  Last  year, 
1 ,454  people  provided  41,156  hours  of  service  to  the 


regional  offices.  That  volunteer  assistance  is  valued  at 
$540,785. 

Pastoral  Programs  and  Grants 

►►  The  Bishop's  Annual  Appeal  supports  31  ministries, 
including  1  7  pastoral  programs.  Parishioner  contributions 
also  make  it  possible  for  small  parishes,  operating  on 
limited  budgets,  to  receive  Diocesan  Assistance  Grants  to 
address  their  basic  needs.  In  201  1 ,  37  parishes  received 

at  total  of  $85,710.21  in 


assistance.

Since  his  installation 
as  Bishop  on  August  4, 
2006,  the  Most  Reverend 
Michael  F.  Burbidge  has 
spoken  on  the  need  for 
more  priests  to  address 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^h    the  continuing  growth  in 

the  Diocese.  This  year,  22 
men  are  enrolled  in  the  Diocesan  Formation  program 
with  funding  for  their  formation  made  possible  by 
parishioner  support  of  the  Bishop's  Annual  Appeal. 

On  June  2,  Bishop  Burbidge  is  scheduled  to  ordain 
Deacon  Don  Edward  Maloney  to  the  Priesthood. 
Deacon  Maloney,  from  St.  Luke  the  Evangelist  Parish 
in  Raleigh,  is  the  son  of  Phillip  and  Sherry  Maloney.  He 
entered  the  Diocesan  Formation  program  immediately 
following  high  school  graduation,  attending  Seton  Hall 
University  where  he  earned  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree 
in  Philosophy,  Classical  Studies  and  Catholic  Studies. 
In  2008,  he  was  accepted  at  St.  Charles  Borromeo 
Seminary  in  Philadelphia,  where  he  is  currently 
completing  his  final  year  of  studies  and  preparing  for 
Ordination. 

Deacon  Maloney  is  one  of  the  22  men  enrolled  in 
the  Diocesan  Formation  program.  On  April  1  4,  three 
seminarians  completing  their  Third  Year  of  Theology  will 
be  ordained  by  Bishop  Burbidge  into  the  Transitional 
Diaconate.  They  are  Mr.  Nick  Cottrill,  of  Our  Lady  of 
Lourdes  Parish  in  Raleigh,  Mr.  Tom  Duggan  of  Sacred 
Heart  Parish  in  Pinehurst,  and  Mr.  Ryan  Elder  of 
Newman  Catholic  Student  Center  Parish  in  Chapel  Hill. 
Ordination  to  the  Transitional  Diaconate  is  the  final  step 
prior  to  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

The  Diocese  of  Raleigh  is  blessed  to  have  twenty- 
one  men  enrolled  in  the  five-year  Diaconate  formation 
program,  funded  by  the  Annual  Appeal.  In  September, 
201  1 ,  fifteen  were  called  to  the  Candidacy  for  Holy 
Orders  and  six  were  called  to  the  Ministry  of  Lector, 
important  steps  on  their  journey  to  Ordination  to  the 
Diaconate.

Cathedral  Campus  Facilities 
Campaign  Provides  for 

Parishes'  Needs 

The  parish  portion  of  the 
Our  Cathedral:  One  Faith, 
One  People  campaign  is 
now  underway  Parishes  will 
participate  in  one  of  two  Blocks;  the  first 
taking  place  from  January  until  June  and  the 
second  from  August  to  December.  Forty-two 
parishes  and  missions  are  included  in  Block 
1 .  The  remainder  will  be  in  Block  2. 


Each  parish  will  have  a  Campaign  Leadership 
Committee  to  coordinate  the  Campaign  at  the  local  level, 
explaining  how  each  parish  in  the  Diocese  can  benefit 
from  the  campaign  in  addressing  its  own  local  needs. 
Every  parishioner  will  be  invited  to  attend  a  reception  at 
their  parish  in  order  to  learn  firsthand  about  the  Cathedral 
project  and  receive  information  on  how  to  participate. 
It's  important  to  note  that  once  each  parish  surpasses  its 
201  2  BAA  goal,  20%  of  all  net  funds  collected  up  to  its 
campaign  target  will  return  to  the  parish.  Several  parishes 
have  chosen  to  combine  their  local  campaign  with  the 
Cathedral  Campus  Facilities  Campaign. 

St.  Mary  Catholic  Church  in  Wilmington  surpassed  its 
$2.1  million  goal.  St.  Mary,  the  first  parish  to  conduct  the 
Our  Cathedral:  One  Faith,  One  People  campaign,  took 
advantage  of  the  combined  campaign  (piggyback)  option. 
This  option  allows  the  parish  to  combine  local  needs  with 
the  Cathedral  Campus  Facilities  campaign  elements  into 
one  campaign.  In  the  case  of  St.  Mary,  the  campaign 
targeted  needs  ranging  from  facilities  maintenance  and 
improvement  to  debt  reduction,  endowments,  and  support 
for  its  sister  parish  in  Honduras. 

Three  other  parishes  have  decided  to  conduct 
piggyback  campaigns  during  the  initial  block  of  parishes 
and  several  others  are  considering  this  option.  The 
three  confirmed  parishes  are  St.  Therese,  Wrightsville 
Beach;  St.  Bernadette,  Butner;  and  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes, 
Raleigh.  The  St.  Therese  campaign  will  seek  to  address 
needs  in  both  capital  projects  and  programs  and  services. 
St.  Bernadette  will  be  establishing  a  building  fund  for  new 
church  facilities.  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Parish  is  planning 
to  expand  the  footprint  of  its  parish  campus  to  support  the 
future  growth  of  both  the  church  and  school.

Cardinal  Gibbons 
Breaks  Ground  on 
Expansion  Project 

On  February  2,  Cardi- 
nal Gibbons  High  School 
together  with  the  Most  Rev. 
Michael  F.  Burbidge,  Bish- 
op of  Raleigh,  will  break 
ground  on  a  $1  5.5  million 
Building  the  Vision  expan- 
sion and  renovation  project 
that  will  equip  the  school 
with  additional  classrooms, 
athletics  and  arts  facilities 
and  a  new  entrance,  as  well 
as  the  latest  in  technology 
to  help  educate  new  gen- 
erations of  students. 

"This  project,"  said  Jason 
D.  Curtis,  principal  of  the 
Catholic  secondary  school, 
"will  create  a  vibrant  and 
engaging  educational  set- 
ting that  will  enhance  the 
spirit  that  defines  Cardinal 
Gibbons.  It  will  expose 
students  to  the  modes  of 
expression,  collaboration, 
and  problem-solving  they 
will  encounter  in  their  col- 
lege years  and  beyond." 
The  plan,  approved  by  the 
Catholic  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
and  the  City  of  Raleigh, 
will  increase  the  size  of  the 
college-preparatory  school 
by  67,000  square  feet  to 
204,000  square  feet.  It 
calls  for  adding  a  two-story 
classroom  wing  -  featur- 
ing additional  classrooms, 
including  science  labs,  as 
well  as  professional  space 
for  faculty  and  staff  -  at  the 
rear  of  the  school,  which 
sits  on  37  acres  along 
Edwards  Mill  Road,  across 
from  the  RBC  Center. 

The  construction  of  those 
additional  classrooms  and 
support  spaces  will  create 
a  fully-enclosed  courtyard 
to  allow  learning  to  extend 
beyond  the  classrooms 
that  surround  it.  In  addition,

the  courtyard  will,  among 
other  things,  provide  space 
for  events,  gatherings  and 
extra-curricular  activities. 

The  plan  also  calls  for 
an  arts  and  athletics  wing 
that  will  extend  east  from 
the  current  theater  toward 
Edward  Mills  Road.  It  will 
house  a  black  box  theater, 
dance  studio,  expanded  arts 
and  music  classrooms,  as 
well  as  an  auxiliary  gym, 
new  wrestling  and  weight 
training  rooms  and  a  locker 
storage  system. 

A  two-story  glass-walled 
entry  atrium,  affirming  the 
spirit  of  welcome  for  which 
Cardinal  Gibbons  is  known, 
will  also  be  added  to  the 
front  of  the  school.  Accom- 
modating both  exterior  and 
interior  gathering  spaces, 
it  will  provide  a  central 
hub  for  the  school's  1  200 
students. 

The  start  of  the  project 
comes  after  six  years  of  plan- 
ning and  is  in  concert  with 
the  school's  Strategic  Plan. 


That  plan  identified  school 
expansion  and  modernization 
as  key  to  support  2 1  st  cen- 
tury learning  and  continued 
academic  excellence. 

Given  that  extended  plan- 
ning period  Principal  Curtis 
said  Cardinal  Gibbons  is  in 
an  excellent  financial  posi- 
tion to  support  the  project. 
It  will  be  funded  by  three 
sources:  individual  dona- 
tions, the  school's  cash  on 
hand,  and  a  building  loan, 
he  said,  noting  that  tuition 
increases  will  not  be  im- 
pacted. 

Curtis  added  that  while 
a  significant  increase  in 
enrollment  is  not  planned 
with  the  expansion,  it  will  al- 
low for  continued  growth  in 
the  school's  academic  and 
co-curricular  programs. 

The  new  facilities  are 
being  designed  by  Ratio 
Architects  of  Raleigh  to  fuse 
seamlessly  with  the  existing 
school  structure,  which  was 
built  in  1  999.  The  Raleigh- 
based  Clancy  &  Theys 


Construction  Company  will 
build  the  project  which  is 
expected  to  be  completed 
by  August  2013. 

The  current  Edwards  Mill 
campus  is  the  school's  third 
location.  It  opened  in  1  909 
in  downtown  Raleigh  as 
Sacred  Heart  High  School 
before  relocating  in  1962 
to  a  Western  Blvd.  campus 
under  the  name  Cardinal 
Gibbons.

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Pope  Benedict  XVI  has  announced  a  special  year-long  observance  to  help 
the  Church  focus  its  attention  on  "Jesus  Christ  and  the  Beauty  of  Having  Faith 
in  Him."  The  Holy  Father  said  the  Year  of  Faith  will  run  from  October  1  1 , 
201  2,  to  November  24,  201  3. 

A  statement  released  by  the  Congregation  for  the  Doctrine  of  Faith  explained, 
"The  year  is  meant  to  contribute  to  a  renewed  conversion  to  the  Lord  Jesus  and 
to  the  rediscovery  of  faith,  so  that  the  members  of  the  Church  will  be  credible 
and  joy-filled  witnesses  to  the  risen  Lord,  capable  of  leading  those  many  people 
who  are  seeking  it  to  the  door  of  faith.'" 

The  October  1  1  date  coincides  with  the  anniversaries  of  the  Second  Vatican 
Council  in  1  962  and  the  promulgation  of  the  Catechism  in  1  992.  The  Con- 
gregation for  the  Doctrine  of  Faith  said  it  would  be  an  opportune  time  to  make 
the  work  of  the  Council  and  teaching  of  the  Catechism  "more  widely  and  deeply 
known." 

The  Congregation  will  release  a  "note"  Jan.  7  outlining  the  aims  of  the  special 
year  and  ways  bishops,  dioceses,  parishes  and  communities  can  promote  "the 
truth  of  the  faith,"  the  Congregation  said  in  its  statement. 

Bishop  Michael  F.  Burbidge  is  establishing  a  Year  of  Faith  Committee  to  as- 
sist parishes  with  catechetical  resources  for  parishes  and  the  faithful  as  well  as 
opportunities  for  special  events  and  liturgical  celebrations. 


New  Marriage  Prep  Program 
Helps  Couples  Become  "Fully 
Engaged" 

When  a  couple  informs  the 
Catholic  Church  of  their  plans  to  marry, 
they  are  typically  required  to  undergo 
some  instruction  about  the  Sacrament 
of  marriage  and  an  assessment  of  their 
understanding  of  the  responsibilities 
involved  in  their  union.  In  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh,  this  has  usually  been  accom- 
plished in  a  one-day  session  with  facilita- 
tors and  other  engaged  couples. 

Beginning  the  weekend  of  Friday 
through  Sunday,  January  27-29,  201  2, 
more  encouragement  was  given  to 
couples  preparing  for  marriage  to  take 
part  in  a  weekend  program  in  a  retreat 
setting.  The  program,  "Fully  Engaged," 
was  developed  in  the  Diocese  of  St. 
Cloud,  and  will  now  be  offered  four  times 
a  year  by  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  at  the 
Avila  Retreat  Center  in  Durham. 

Anne  and  John  Melia,  parishioners  of 
Immaculate  Conception  in  Wilmington, 
are  the  facilitators  of  Fully  Engaged,  and 
recently  spoke  about  the  weekend  on 
Catholic  Perspective,  the  weekly  Dioc- 
esan TV  program.  (The  interview  will  be 
broadcast  the  week  of  January  1  6  and 
available  on  the  Diocesan  website.) 

Anne  and  John,  married  for  47  years, 
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Anne  and  John  Melia  being  inter- 
viewed on  "Catholic  Perspective",  the 
Diocesan  weekly  TV  program. 


have  been  involved  in  marriage  prepara- 
tion in  the  Diocese  for  seven  years.  "The 
one-day  session  is  a  wonderful  pro- 
gram," Anne  said,  "especially  in  helping 
couples  to  understand  the  sacramental 
nature  of  marriage.  But  the  weekend  has 
the  advantage  of  a  more  relaxed  atmo- 
sphere in  a  prayerful  setting." 

John  agreed.  "The  weekend  leaves 
more  time  for  reflection,  for  interacting 
with  other  couples  and  especially  for 
communicating  with  your  future  spouse." 

"Cell  phones  are  turned  off  during  the 
weekend,"  Anne  said.  "That  way  couples 
have  a  chance  to  focus  on  their  marriage 
instead  of  their  wedding." 

The  Fully  Engaged  weekend  is  con- 
ducted by  several  teams  of  presenters.  It 
utilizes  a  workbook  and  includes  sessions 
on  Catholic  Identity  and  the  Sacra- 
ment of  Marriage;  Chastity  in  Marriage; 
Communication  and  Conflict  Resolution;

"Wth  roughly  half  of  the  couples  we 
see,"  Anne  said,  "one  of  the  two  comes 
from  a  non-Catholic  background.  So  we 
try  to  stress  praying  as  a  couple,  first  of 
all.  Regardless  of  our  denomination,  we 
all  pray  to  the  same  God.  We  also  talk 
about  the  importance  of  knowing  your 
own  faith,  practicing  it  and  respecting  the 
faith  of  your  spouse. 

"We  want,  at  all  costs,  to  prevent 
religious  indifference." 

"Fully  Engaged  is  a  Catholic  program,"

marriage  is  a  sacrament  the  couple  gives 
to  each  other." 

While  noting  how  busy  couples  are 
these  days,  Anne  and  John  stress  that 
devoting  two  days  is  a  small  time  invest- 
ment when  preparing  for  a  life  together.

Thoughts  from  a 
Homebourtd  Catholic 


Not  long  ago,  Bishop  Burbidge  called  my  attention  to  an 
article  written  by  Vin  DiChiara,  whom  he  had  met  on 
a  visit  to  St.  Francis  de  Sales  parish  in  Lumberton,  NC. 
Vin,  a  St.  Francis  parishioner,  is  confined  by  illness  to 
his  home,  but  several  months  ago  he  wrote  the  following  for  his  par- 
ish bulletin.  It's  a  wonderful  message,  especially  for  the  season  of  Lent. 


Although  1  am  homehound,  1  am 
uncomfortable  being  thought  of  as  an 
invalid.  1  do  not  consider  myself  or 
those  who  live  in  similar  situations  to 
be  invalids.  Whether  our  condition 
is  caused  by  disease  or  old  age,  the 
beauty  of  our  Catholic  faith  provides 
meaning  and  validity  for  those  who 
are  suffering  and  confined  to  nursing 
homes  or  their  own  dwellings.  We 
have  a  unique  station  in  life.  We 
are  blessed  with  time  that  enables 
us  to  pray,  study  Scripture,  listen  to 
informative  spiritual  CD  and  DVD 


recordings,  receive  Eucharist  from  our  faithful  ministers  and,  most  impor- 
tantly, to  join  our  suffering  to  Our  Lord. 

One  has  to  look  no  further  than  our  blessed  Savior  hanging  on  the  Cross. 
I  like  gazing  at  the  crucifix  that  hangs  above  me  on  my  wall.  I  visualize 
myself  there  at  Calvary,  touching  my  little  branch  of  unease  to  His  tree, 
imagining  the  water  and  blood  from  His  side  instilling  me  with  a  peace  that 
passes  all  understanding. 

We  are  told  that  God  does  not  allow  more  than  we  can  bear  if  we  live  in 
Him.  Surely  it  is  difficult  at  times,  it's  a  bitter  pill  to  swallow  and  the  loss  of 
ability  to  be  active  in  a  world  we  cannot  experience  anymore  is  difficult.  It 
is  taught  that  we  are  to  be  in  this  world  but  not  of  it.  This  is  much  easier  for 
those  confined,  a  kind  of  blessing,  if  we  see  it  that  way.  Personally  I  believe 
my  near  death  experiences  have  molded  me  into  a  better  person;  less  selfish, 
pruned  from  the  pride,  lust  and  materialism  I  once  was  caught  up  in.  A  little 
closer  to  our  eternal  home.  Not  homebound,  but  homeward  bound! 

While  homebound  Catholics  like  Vin  try  during  Lent  and  through- 
out the  year  to  join  their  suffering  to  the  Passion  of  Our  Lord,  those 
of  us  who  are  luckier  can  think  about  ways  to  help  men  and  women 
in  their  situation  and  those  who  care  for  them.  Most  importantly,  we 
can  pray  daily  for  the  homebound  person  and  the  caregiver.  We  can 
offer  to  bring  the  person  and  the  caregiver  to  church.  Perhaps  we  can 
simply  make  a  weekly  phone  call  to  let  the  homebound  person  know 
they  are  in  our  thoughts,  and  to  see  if  there  are  practical  services  we 
can  perform  for  them. 

By  our  solidanty  with  the  homebound  and  all  who  suffer,  we  our- 
selves are  linked  in  a  mysterious  way  to  the  suffering  of  our  Savior.

St.  Joseph  - 

the  model  of  faithfulness

Little  is  recorded  of  this  patron  of  the 
universal  Church.  In  fact,  everything  we 
know  about  St.  Joseph  -  that  he  was  a 
carpenter,  a  husband  and  foster  father 
-  comes  to  us  from  Scripture.  And  yet, 
his  important  role  cannot  be  ignored.  If 
St.  Joseph  had  not  said,  "Yes!"  to  God 
in  taking  Mary  for  his  wife,  she  might 
very  well  have  been  stoned  to  death  for 
adultery.  She  would  have  died  as  would 
have  the  Word  of  God  whom  she  carried 
within  her  womb. 
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Sin  is  forgetting  about  God  -  Now,  sin 
has  been  described  at  various  times  as  a 
type  of  forgetfulness  of  God;  a  forgetting  that 
God  is  both  the  source  of  our  life  and  our  life's  greatest  good. 
In  this  way,  sin  can  be  understood  as  an  act  of  infidelity,  or 
unfaithfulness.  Why? 

The  importance  of  faithfulness  -  In  Genesis,  we  are 
taught  that  at  each  phase  of  creation  God  issues  a  command 
to  "Let  there  be. . ."  and  it  comes  to  pass.  It  is,  in  a  sense,  the 
verbal  manifestation  of  God's  consent  to  the  existence  of  that 
which  is  to  be  created. 

In  fact,  at  each  moment,  God  holds  creation  in  existence 
through  affirmation.  Wthout  this  continuous  commitment  to 
affirmation;  without  this  faithfulness,  creation  would  simply 
pass  away.  The  story  of  Noah's  Ark  and  other  biblical  accounts 
illustrate  the  destruction  that  results  when  this  affirmation  is 
taken  away. 

This  same  faithfulness  is  necessary  in  our  relationships  with 
God,  neighbor,  self  and  creation.  These  relationships  must  be 
continuously  affirmed!  This  need  for  constant  attentiveness  is 
modeled  by  God  in  maintaining  creation  and  is  the  very  act  of 
love.  Hence,  infidelity  can  be  viewed  as  any  act  of  inattention, 
any  act  of  forgetfulness,  as  it  regards  our  relationships  in 
favor  of  a  more  narrow  focus  limited  only  to  the  needs  of  the 
individual  self,  in  which  the  existence  of  God  and  the  other  is 
neither  recognized  nor  affirmed. 
Ifs  about  saying,  Ves'  to  God!  -  The  life  of  St.  Joseph 
teaches  us  precisely  this:  what  it  means  to  be  faithful.  First,  he 
was  faithful  to  God.  He  said,  "Yes!"  to  God  in  both  taking  Mary 
as  his  wife  and  leaving  everything  to  flee  to  another  country  in 
order  to  save  Mary  and  Jesus.  He  was  faithful  to  Mary,  caring 
for  her  and  protecting  her.  He  was  faithful  to  Jesus,  going  to 
great  lengths  to  guard  him  from  harm  even  to  the  point  of 
searching  for  his  for  three  days  before  finding  Jesus  in  the 
Temple.  In  each  of  these  relationships,  St.  Joseph  thought  of 
the  other's  good  rather  than  his  good.  In  each,  St.  Joseph  said, 
"Yes!"  and  he  said  it  continuously. 


Se  conoce  poco  sobre  este  patron  de  la 
Iglesia  Universal.  De  hecho,  todo  lo  que 
conocemos  de  San  Jose  -  que  era  carpin- 
tero,  un  esposo  y  padrastro  -  proviene  de 
las  Escrituras.  Aun  asi,  la  importancia  de  su 
decreto  para  la  fecundidad  del  decreto  de 
la  Virgen  maria  no  se  puede  pasar  por  alto. 
Si  San  Jose  no  hubiera  dicho:  «iSi!»  a  Dios 
para  tomar  a  Maria  como  esposa,  ella  muy 
bien  pudiera  haber  sido  apedreada  hasta  la 
muerte  por  aduKerio.  Ella  hubiera  muerto  y 
con  ella  la  Palabra  de  Dios  que  ella  trajo  al 
mundo  en  su  vientre. 


Ahora  el  pecado  ha  sido  descrito  en  distin- 
tos  tiempos  como  una  forma  de  olvidar  a 
Dios;  un  olvido  de  que  Dios  es  tanto  la  fuente  de  nuestra  vida 
como  la  fuente  de  la  mayor  bondad.  De  este  modo,  podemos 
entender  al  pecado  como  un  tipo  de  infidelidad.  iPor  que? 

En  Genesis  se  nos  enseha  que  en  cada  fase  de  la  creacion 
Dios  emite  un  comando  para  «Hagase...»  y  ocurre.  Es,  en 
cierto  sentido,  la  manifestation  verbal  del  consentimiento  de 
Dios  para  la  existencia  de  lo  que  seria  creado. 

De  hecho,  en  cada  momento,  Dios  sostiene  la  creacion  en 
existencia  a  traves  de  la  afirmacion.  Sin  este  compromiso  con- 
tinuo  con  la  afirmacion;  sin  esta  fidelidad,  la  creacion  simple- 
mente  se  desvaneceria.  La  historia  del  Area  de  Noe  y  otras 
historias  Biblicas  ilustran  la  destruction  que  resulta  cuando  se 
retira  esta  afirmacion. 

Esta  misma  fidelidad  es  necesaria  en  nuestras  relaciones 
con  Dios,  el  prqjimo,  nosotros  mismos  y  la  creacion.  iEs  nece- 
sario  afirmar  continuamente  estas  relaciones!  Esta  necesidad 
de  ser  atentos  constantemente  la  modela  Dios  al  mantener  la 
creacion  y  es  el  mismisimo  acto  de  Amor.  Por  consiguiente, 
la  infidelidad  la  podemos  ver  como  un  acto  de  no  prestar  aten- 
cion,  cualquier  acto  de  olvido,  en  lo  concemiente  a  nuestras 
relaciones  a  favor  de  un  enfoque  mas  limitado  solo  a  las 
necesidades  del  yo  individual,  en  el  que  la  existencia  de  Dios  y 
los  demas  ni  se  reconoce  ni  afirma. 

La  vida  de  San  Jose  nos  ensena  precisamente  esto:  lo 
que  significa  el  ser  fieles.  En  primer  lugar,  el  fue  fiel  a  Dios. 
El  dijo:  «iSi!»  a  Dios  tanto  al  tomar  a  Maria  como  esposa  y 
dejarlo  todo  para  huir  a  otro  pais  para  poder  salvar  a  Maria  y 
a  Jesus.  El  le  fue  fiel  a  Maria,  cuidandola  y  protegiendola.  El 
le  fue  fiel  a  Jesus,  yendo  a  grandes  extremos  para  protegerlo 
del  peligro  aun  al  punto  de  buscarlo  durante  tres  dias  cuando 
finalmente  lo  encontro  en  el  Templo.  En  cada  una  de  estas 
relaciones  San  Jose  penso  en  el  bien  de  otra  persona  antes 
de  en  el  suyo  propio.  En  cada  una  San  Jose  dijo  «iSi!»  y  lo 
dijo  continuamente.

The  joy  and  hope,  the  grief  and  anguish  of  the 
people  of  our  time,  especially  of  those  who  are 
poor  or  afflicted  in  any  way,  are  the  joy  and  the 
hope,  the  grief  and  anguish  of  the  followers  of 
Christ  as  well ...  Nothing  that  is  genuinely  human  fails  to  find 
an  echo  in  their  hearts.  {Gaudim  etSpes  n 


These  sentences  from 
the  Second  Vatican 
Council  remind  us  how 
much  God  loves  us  and 
how  interconnected  we 
are.  St.  Katharine  Drexel 
realized  this  connection. 
Although  she  was  raised 
in  a  very  wealthy  family 
her  parents  taught  her 
that  it  was  important  for 
them  to  take  care  of  the 
poor.  Her  travels  around 
the  country  enabled 
her  to  be  immersed  with  the  poor  and  less  fortunate.  Unlike 
many  people  of  her  time,  she  was  drawn  to  Native  and 
Afncan  Americans;  the  most  vulnerable  people  living  in  the 
country  during  her  time. 

St.  Katharine  was  convinced  that  more  could  and  should 
be  done  for  Indians  and  Blacks.  She  even  asked  a  Bishop 
friend  of  hers,  Bishop  James  O'Connor,  if  she  could  better 
serve  the  poor  if  she  were  a  member  of  a  Religious  Order 
instead  of  serving  as  a  philanthropist.  The  Bishop  convinced 
her,  for  a  brief  time,  that  the  cause  would  be  better  served  by 
her  supporting  programs  financially;  but  the  plight  of  Indians 
and  Blacks  would  continue  to  "echo  in  [her]  heart." 

She  recognized  that  Blacks  and  Indians  were  part  of  her 
family.  Like  everyone  else,  they  belonged  to  the  mystical  body 
of  Christ.  In  time,  she  answered  the  call  of  God  to  religious 
life;  and  in  that  action  transformed  the  lives  of  many  Black 
and  Indian  people  around  the  country. 

To  Native  Americans  and  African  Americans  it  is 
very  appropriate  that  the  Church  honors  a  woman  who 
acknowledged  their  dignity  dunng  the  Lenten  season.  She 
represents  an  effort  of  the  Church  to  reconcile  herself  to 
Black  and  Indian  people  in  the  United  States.  Lent  is  a  time 
of  self-evaluation;  a  time  for  all  things  under  the  Creator  to 
be  reconciled  to  one  another.  As  we  gather  with  our  families, 
biological  and  "adopted,"  let  us  remember  to  be  attentive  to 
the  needs  of  the  people  around  us  as  we  recognize  Christ  in 
everyone.  Then,  we  will  truly  rejoice  when  at  the  end  of  this 
season,  we  share  the  Bread  and  Wine  as  the  Body  and  Blood 

of  the  risen  JeSUS  On  Easter  Sunday.  -  Father  Marcos  Leon

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On  an  unseasonably  warm 
January  day  in  Nags  Head, 
NC,  local  artist  Glenn  Eure  is 
sketching  the  Thirteenth  Sta- 
tion of  the  Cross:  Jesus  is  taken  down  from 
the  cross.  He  is  surrounded  by  friends  who 
have  volunteered  as  models,  for  Mary,  the 
Apostle  John,  Joseph  of  Arimathea  and  Je- 
sus. As  he  draws  and  tints  his  sketch  with 
watercolors,  Glenn  asks  advice  from  Father 
Bill  Walsh,  O.S.ES.,  the  pastor  of  Holy  Re- 
deemer Parish  in  Kitty  Hawk,  where  Glenn 
and  his  wife,  Pat,  attend  Mass. 


Today  Glenn  acknowl- 
edges, "I  had  no  idea  what  I 
was  getting  into." 

He  began  by  carving  the 
Resurrection.  "That's  not  one 
of  the  traditional  stations," 
he  explains,  but  he  saw  it  as 
a  significant  part  of  his  plan. 
"You'd  be  surprised,"  he  says, 
"how  often  the  Stations  you 
see  in  churches  have  Jesus 
carrying  the  cross  from  right 
to  left.  So  when  you're  pray- 
ing them,  you're  going  against 
the  flow.  I  wanted  Jesus  to 
be  going  left  to  right,  and 
towards  the  Resurrection." 

"Perhaps  it's  Glenn's  artistic 
instinct  that  gave  him  that 
idea,"  Father  Walsh  says.  "But 
it's  really  a  profound  theologi- 
cal insight.  Because  of  course 
the  Way  of  the  Cross  is  point- 
ing to  the  Resurrection,  to  salvation." 

Glenn  then  set  about  carving  the  Stations  in  order.  A  few 
months  into  the  project,  though,  he  hit  a  psychological  road 
block.  The  strenuous  work  of  portraying  so  much  pain  each 
day  may  have  dredged  up  some  of  the  scenes  Glenn  had 
witnessed  in  his  own  life,  particularly  in  the  military.  A  retired 
army  major  and  a  veteran  of  two  tours  each  in  Korea  and 
Vietnam  (where  he  was  wounded),  he  says,  "I  don't  know  for 
sure  what  it  was.  I  was  having  trouble  sleeping.  And  for  almost 
a  year  I  just  stared  at  the  work.  I  couldn't  put  my  hands  to  it." 
Finally  the  artist  sought  psychological  help  and  eventually, 


The  drawing  is  only  a  guide.  In  a  few  days  Glenn  will  use  it 
to  carve  from  North  Carolina  tulip  wood  and  poplar  a  Station 
which  will  hang  this  Lent  in  Holy  Redeemer  Church. 

It's  a  process  he  knows  well  by  now.  A  little  over  a  year 
ago  he  completed  all  fourteen  Stations  for  his  church.  "The 
thirteenth  was  smaller  than  the  others,  though,"  he  says,  "so  I'm 
redoing  it." 

The  task  of  creating  the  Stations  for  Holy  Redeemer  was  one 
Glenn  volunteered  for.  A  painter  and  printmaker  as  well  as  a 
sculptor,  the  artist  had  just  finished  the  Monument  to  a  Century 
of  Flight  -  dedicated  in  2003  -  when  Father  Walsh  showed  him 
pictures  of  the  Stations  the  church  was  planning  to  purchase. 
"They  had  no  feeling  to  them,"  Glenn  says.  "I  told  Father  Bill  I 
could  do  better  and  it  wouldn't  cost  the  church  a  dime." 
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he  says,  "They  got  me  out  of  the  doldrums." 

The  Stations  required  150  hours  each,  and 
took  seven  years  from  conception  to  comple- 
tion. The  work  was  "tremendously  gruel- 
ing" for  a  man  in  his  70s.  And  the  emotions 
evoked  by  the  pain  inflicted  on  our  Savior 
were  always  just  beneath  the  surface.  Just  be- 
neath, until  one  Sunday  when  Glenn  and  Pat 
were  assembling  the  eleventh  Station:  Jesus  is 
nailed  to  the  Cross. 

"I  had  carved  Christ  and  the  cross  separate- 
ly," Glenn  recalls.  "We  had  it  all  measured  and 
up  on  the  work  bench,  and  I  had  found  some 
square -headed  iron  nails  to  fix  the  body  to  the 
cross.  But  as  I  put  the  nails  into  the  hands  of 
the  figure  of  Jesus  I  suddenly  felt  this  surge  of 
emotion  right  in  my  solar  plexus  and  I  had  to 
pause.  Pat  noticed  right  away." 

"He  just  turned  ashen  white,"  Pat  remem- 
bers. "It  was  incredibly  emotional.  Neither  one 
of  us  could  say  a  word.  I  wouldn't  want  to  go 
through  that  again." 

'Any  work  of  art  includes  pain,"  Father 
Walsh  has  commented.  'And  a  lot  of  suffering 
went  into  the  work  here.  But  Glenn,  he  kept 
going.  It  was  a  work  of  love." 

Glenn  Eure's  Stations  project  not  only 
brought  the  Passion  home  to  the  artist,  but  to 
dozens  of  the  artists  friends  and  fellow  parish- 
ioners who  modeled  for  him.  Fr.  Walsh  posed 
for  the  Roman  soldier  in  the  ninth  Station. 
Several  members  of  the  Holy  Redeemer  Parish 
staff  were  the  "daughters  of  Jerusalem"  in  the 
eighth  station. 

Many  of  the  models  felt  that  posing  for 
the  project  -  Glenn  uses  the  models  for 
physical  positioning,  the  angles  of  arms  and 
hands,  "the  essence  of  the  subject,"  rather 
than  facial  likeness  -  was  a  prayerful  experi- 
ence. In  fact,  St.  Ignatius  encouraged  praying 
by  placing  oneself  imaginatively  in  the  scenes

and  meditating  on  them  from  the  points  of 
The  v^ew  °f  the  participants. 

Traditional  ^  a  human  being,"  said  one  of  the  Holy 

Stations  Of  Redeemer  parishioners  who  modeled,  "I  am 

the  CrOSS  Part  °f  Jesus'  Way  of  the  Cross.  He  did  it  for 

me.  And  when  I  go  to  Mass  and  look  at  our 
Stations,  I'm  reminded  of  that  in  a  special  way." 

Bishop  F  Joseph  Gossman  dedicated  Holy 
Redeemer  Church  in  200 1  after  the  original 
church  in  Kill  Devil  Hills  was  destroyed  by 
fire.  When  Glenn  Eure's  Stations  were  hung 
and  dedicated  in  January  2010,  Father  Walsh 
said  that  the  construction  of  the  church  was  fi- 
nally complete.  "We  have  a  lot  of  visitors  here," 
the  pastor  says,  "and  more  than  a  few  of  them 
have  asked  if  the  church  was  designed  in  such 
a  way  as  to  highlight  the  Stations.  They  are  so 
perfectly  integrated  with  the  space." 

Glenn  dedicated  the  work  to  his  brother, 
whom  he  credits  with  bringing  him  back  to 
the  Church  after  he  had  been  away. 

Glenn's  wife  Pat,  who  was  at  his  side 
throughout  the  struggle  to  complete  the  Sta- 
tions, gives  special  credit  to  their  pastor.  "The 
stations  happened,"  she  writes  in  an  introduc- 
tion to  a  booklet  about  the  work,  "because 
of  one  man's  faith  not  only  in  God  but  in  his 
fellow  man.  Fr.  Bill  came  from  the  Oblates  of 
St.  Francis  de  Sales  to  Holy  Redeemer  Parish 
at  the  same  time  that  Glenn's  ideas  for  the  Sta- 
tions wanted  expression.  Accepting  the  inspi- 
ration of  creativity  and  respecting  the  solem- 
nity of  each  persons  journey  with  God,  Father 
Bill's  only  intrusions  on  the  creative  process 
were  effervescent  enthusiasm  and  a  listening 
ear  when  summoned.  He  never  doubted  for 
one  minute  that  the  Stations  would  become 
reality.  When  there  were  obstacles,  he  prayed. 
You  could  say  that  Holy  Redeemer's  Stations 
the  Scriptures     of  the  Cross  were  carved  out  of  prayer  -  those  of  the  priest,  the 
from  the  Bible     artist,  parishioners  and  friends."

El  Via  Crucis  de  un  Artista 

Para  Glenn  Eure,  tallar  las  Estaciones  para  su  Iglesia 
fue  una  dificil  experiencia  fisica  y  espiritual 


Un  dia  de  Enero,  inusualmente 
calido  en  Nags  Head,  NC,  un 
artista  local,  Glenn  Eure,  dibu- 
ja  la  Decima  Tercera  Estacion 
del  Via  Crucis:  Jesus  es  bajado  de  la  cruz. 
Glenn  se  encuentra  rodeado  de  amigos  que 
se  han  ofrecido  a  modelar,  a  Maria,  al  Apos- 
tol  San  Juan,  a  Jose  de  Arimatea  y  a  Jesus. 
Mientras  pinta  su  dibujo  con  pintura  de 
agua,  Glenn  le  pide  un  consejo  al  Padre  Bill 
Walsh,  O.S.ES.,  el  parroco  de  Holy  Redeem- 
er en  Kitty  Hawk,  donde  Gelnn  y  su  esposa 
Pat,  asisten  a  Misa. 


El  dibujo  es  solo  una  guia.  En  pocos  dias,  Glenn  lo  us- 
ara  para  tallar  la  madera  de  tulipan  y  alamo  de  Carolina 
del  Norte  que  colocara  en  la  pared  de  la  Iglesia  de  Holy 
Redeemer  durante  la  Cuaresma. 

Es  un  proceso  que  conoce  muy  bien.  Hace  un  poco 
mas  de  un  ano  el  termino  las  catorce  Estaciones  para  su 
iglesia.  "La  Decima  tercera  es  mas  pequena  que  las  otras" 
dice;  "por  eso  la  estoy  haciendo  de  nuevo". 

Glenn  se  ofrecio  a  ayudar  en  la  tarea  de  crear  las 
Estaciones  para  la  Iglesia  de  Holy  Redeemer.    El  artista 
pintor,  grabador,  escultor  habia  terminado  el  Monumento 
en  un  siglo  de  lucha-  dedicado  en  2003-  cuando  el  Padre 
Walsh,  le  mostro  las  fotografias  de  las  Estaciones  que  la 
Iglesia  planeaba  comprar.  "No  representaban  ningun 
sentimiento",  dice  Glenn.  "Le  dije  al  Padre  Bill  que  yo 
podia  hacer  un  trabajo  mejor  y  no  le  costaria  ningun  cen- 
tavo  a  la  Iglesia". 

"No  tenia  idea  lo  que  me  esperaba",  dice  Glenn. 
Comenzo  por  tallar  la  Resurreccion.  "No  es  una  de  las 
estaciones  tradicionales",  explico,  pero  lo  vio  como  una 
parte  significante  para  su  plan.  "Te  quedas  impresiona- 
do,"  dice  Glenn,  "con  que  frecuencia  ves  a  Jesus  cargando 
la  cruz  de  derecha  a  izquierda  en  la  iglesia.  Asi  que 
cuando  rezamos  vamos  contra  la  corriente.  Yo  queria 
que  Jesus  fuera  de  izquierda  a  derecha,  en  direccion  a  la 
Resurreccion". 

"Quizas  el  instinto  artistico  de  Glenn  le  dio  la  idea", 
dice  el  Padre  Walsh.  "Pero  en  realidad  es  una  profunda 
vision  teologica.  Porque  por  supuesto  el  camino  del  Via 
Crucis  esta  apuntando  a  la  Resurreccion,  a  la  salvacion." 

Despues  Glenn  comenzo  a  tallar  las  Estaciones  en 
orden.  Sin  embargo,  despues  de  trabajar  pocos  meses  en 
el  proyecto,  llego  a  un  camino  que  lo  bloqueo  psicologi- 
camente.  El  arduo  trabajo  de  retratar  tanto  dolor  cada  dia 
puede  haber  sacado  a  relucir  algunas  de  las  escenas  que 
Glenn  habia  sido  testigo  en  su  propia  vida,  principalmente 
en  el  ejercito.  Un  militar  mayor  retirado  y  un  veterano  con 
dos  cargos  en  Korea  y  en  Vietnam  (donde  el  fue  herido), 
dice  el,  "No  estoy  muy  seguro  que  paso.  No  podia  recon- 
ciliar  el  sueno.  Y  por  casi  un  ano  solo  me  quede  mirando 
el  trabajo.  No  pude  poner  mis  manos  en  el". 

Por  ultimo,  el  artista  busco  ayuda  psicologica  y  final- 
mente,  dice,  "Me  sacaron  del  bache". 

Cada  estacion  requiere  150  horas  de  trabajo,  y  se  lleva- 
ron  siete  anos  desde  la  concepcion  hasta  la  finalizacion.  El 
trabajo  fue  "tremendamente  dificil"  para  un  hombre  en  los 
70  anos.  Y  las  emociones  evocadas  por  el  dolor  infligido  a 
nuestro  Salvador  siempre  estaban  justo  debajo  de  la  super- 
ficie.  Hasta  un  domingo  cuando  Glenn  y  Pat  armaban  la 
Duodecima  Estacion:  Jesus  es  clavado  en  la  Cruz. 
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"Talle  a  Cristo  y  la  cruz  por  separado", 
recuerda  Glenn.  "Teniamos  todo  medido, 
y  en  la  banca  de  trabajo,  encontre  clavos 
de  hierro  de  cabeza  cuadrada  para  colocar 
el  cuerpo  en  la  Cruz.  En  el  momento 
de  clavar  los  clavos  en  las  manos  de  la 
figura  de  Jesus  surgio  repentinamente  una 
emocion  en  lo  profundo  de  mi  pecho  que 
me  obligo  a  detener  el  trabajo.  Pat  lo  noto 
enseguida". 

"Se  puso  bianco  como  la  ceniza",  recu- 
erda Pat.  "Fue  emocionalmente  increible. 
Ninguno  de  los  dos  pudo  decir  una  pal- 
abra.  No  quiero  vivirlo  de  nuevo". 

"Cualquier  obra  de  arte  incluye  dolor", 
comenta  el  Padre  Walsh.  "Hubo  mucho 
sufrimiento  en  esta  labor.  A  pesar  de  ello, 
el  continuo.  Fue  un  trabajo  de  amor". 

El  proyecto  de  Glenn  Eure  de  las  Esta- 
ciones,  no  solo  trajo  Pasion  al  hogar  del 
artista,  sino  tambien  a  decenas  de  amigos 
y  companeros  feligreses  que  modelaron 
para  el  artista.  El  Padre  Walsh  poso  como 
soldado  Romano  para  la  novena  estacion. 
Varios  miembros  del  personal  de  Holy 
Redeemer  modelaron  como  "hijas  de 
Jerusalen"  para  la  octava  estacion. 

Muchos  de  los  modelos  que  posaron 
consideraron  que  el  proyecto  fue  una  bella 
experiencia.  Glenn  utiliza  los  modelos 
fisicos  para  los  angulos  de  los  brazos  y 
de  las  manos,  "la  esencia  del  sujeto",  en 
vez  de  la  mirada  facial.  De  hecho,  San 
Ignacio  nos  anima  a  rezar  las  Escrituras 
imaginandonos  dentro  de  las  escenas  de  la 
Biblia  y  meditarlas  desde  el  punto  de  vista 
de  los  participantes. 

Como  ser  humano",  dijo  un  feligres  de 
Holy  Redeemer  que  modelo,  "soy  parte  del 
Via  Crucis  de  Jesus.  El  se  sacrifico  por 
mi.  Y  cuando  voy  a  Misa  y  miro  las  Estaciones

El  Obispo  F.  Joseph  Gossman  dedico  la 
Iglesia  de  Holy  Redeemer  en  el  ano  2001 
despues  que  la  Iglesia  original  en  Kill 
Devil  Hills  fue  destruida  por  el  fuego. 
Cuando  las  Estaciones  de  Glenn  Eure 
fueron  colocadas  y  dedicadas  en  Enero 
del  2010,  el  Padre  Walsh  dijo  que  la  con- 
struccion  de  la  Iglesia  finalmente  se  com- 
pleto.  "Tenemos  muchos  visitantes",  dijo 
el  parroco,  "y  muchos  han  preguntando  si 
la  Iglesia  fue  construida  para  exhibir  las 
estaciones.  Estan  perfectamente  integradas 
con  el  espacio". 

Glenn  dedico  la  obra  a  su  hermano,  a 
quien  acredita  por  acercarlo  de  nuevo  a  la 
Iglesia  despues  de  haberse  alejado.

La  busqueda  de  la  virtud  es  una  invitation  y  desafio  frecuente  que  nos  presenta  los 
escritos  y  las  homilias  del  Papa  Benedicto  XVI.  Como  nos  recuerda  el  Catecismo  de 
la  Iglesia  Catolica  cao:  "La  virtud  es  una  disposition  habitual  y  firme  a  hacer  el  bien. 
Permite  a  la  persona  no  solo  realizar  actos  buenos,  sino  dar  lo  mejor  de  si  mismo. 
Con  todas  sus  fuerzas  sensibles  y  espirituales,  la  persona  virtuosa  tiende  hacia  el  bien,  lo  busca 
y  lo  elige  a  traves  de  acciones  concretas"  (ac  iao3).

Se  incorpora  a  la  Campana 
Anual  del  Obispo  2012 

La  Campana  Anual  del  Obispo,  coordinada  en  el  primer  trimestre  de  cada 
afio,  es  una  parte  vital  en  la  mision  de  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh  para  proveer 
las  necesidades  de  los  feligreses  y  de  todo  el  pueblo  de  Dios.  Este  ano, 
por  recomendacion  unanime  de  parrocos  y  administradores  pastorales,  se 
incorporara  a  la  Campana  Nuestra  Catedral:  Una  Fe,  Un  Pueblo,  para  financiar  los  31 
ministerios  pastorales  y  caritativos  que  apoya  la  Campana  Anual  del  Obispo;  al  mismo 
tiempo  se  utilizaran  los  primeros  fondos  recibidos  en  la  campana  de  cada  parroquia 
para  apoyar  los  ministerios  de  la  BAA  (por  sus  siglas  en  ingles). 


Respondiendo  a  las  necesidades 

Mirando  por  la  ventana  de  la  oficina  local  regional 
de  Catholic  Charities,  un  miembro  del  personal  vio  a 
un  hombre  que  estaba  barriendo  el  patio  de  la  oficina. 
Ella  lo  reconocio  como  alguien  que  habia  ido  a  la 


oficina  el  dia  anterior  a  preguntar  si  Catholic  Charities 
podia  ayudarlo  con  el  alquiler  de  una  semana.  El  vive 
en  un  lugar  para  hombres  y  mujeres  con  problemas 
de  discapacidad  fisica,  mental  y  abuso  de  sustancias. 
Durante  su  visita,  James  explico  que  tiene  linfoma 
(enfermedad  linfatica)  y  recibe  quimioterapia.  La  oficina 


regional  le  pudo  brindar  la  ayuda  necesaria. 
Cuando  un  miembro  del  personal  fue  a  saludarle 
mientras  barria  el  patio,  James  dijo:  "Tengo  que 
internarme  en  el  hospital  hoy  en  la  tarde  para  el 
tratamiento  de  radiacion,  pero  antes  de  hacerlo  quise 
venir  a  barrer  las  hojas  del  patio  y  a  agradecerles  por 
lo  generosos  que  fueron  conmigo.  Es  una  manera  de 
agradecer  lo  que  han  hecho  por  mi". 

La  historia  de  James  buscando  ayuda,  es  una  de 
las  tantas  que  existen  cada  dia  en  las  siete  oficinas 
regionales  de  Catholic  Charities.  En  el  Ano  Fiscal  de 
201  1 ,  la  agencia  Diocesana  brindo  ayuda  en  casos 
de  emergencia  a  48.830  personas.  Cuando  todos  los 
servicios  brindados  por  Catholic  Charities  se  combinaron 
con  otros  incluyendo  apoyo  familiar  y  respuestas  en  los 
desastres,  el  total  de  personas  que  fueron  ayudadas  el 
ano  pasado  sumaron  56.1  53.  En  el  ano  fiscal  de  201  1 , 
Catholic  Charites  distribuyo  un  total  de  $3,7  1  7,95 1 
de  dolares  en  comida,  ropa  y  otros  articulos  a  familias 
necesitadas. 

Cuando  los  tornados  golpearon  una  gran  parte 
del  centro  de  Carolina  del  Norte  en  Abril  del  201  1 , 
el  personal  y  voluntaries  de  Catholic  Charities 
estuvieron  presentes  brindando  ayuda  y  asesoria  a  los 
sobrevivientes  de  las  tormentas.  Uno  de  los  servicios 
mas  importantes  que  brindo  fue  la  ayuda  del  personal 
bilingiie  para  conectar  a  las  personas  con  las  agencias 
gubernamentales  locales  y  federales  en  el  procesamiento 
de  la  documentacion. 

El  apoyo  de  La  Campana  Anual  del  Obispo 
a  Catholic  Charities 


;  El  presupuesto  de  Catholic  Charities  para  el  201  1  fue 
aproximadamente  de  $3.8  millones  de  dolares.  El  treinta 
por  ciento  (30%)  del  presupuesto  de  la  agencia  proviene 
de  la  Campana  Anual  del  Obispo  (BAA  por  sus  siglas  en 
ingles).  El  resto  se  deriva  de  aportes  individuales,  becas  y 
donaciones  de  la  comunidad.  La  labor  centrada  en  Cristo 
a  traves  de  Catholic  Charities  en  toda  la  Diocesis  de 
Raleigh,  no  seria  posible  en  esta  medida,  sin  el  generoso 
apoyo  de  los  feligreses  a  la  Campana  Anual  del  Obispo 
(BAA  por  sus  siglas  en  ingles). 

La  Sra.  Kathleen  Walsh,  Directora  Ejecutiva  Diocesana 
de  Catholic  Charities,  dijo,  "Si  los  feligreses  en  nuestra 
Diocesis  pudieran  ver  el  buen  trabajo  que  se  esta 
realizando  para  muchos,  debido  a  sus  donaciones  a 
la  Campana  Anual  de  la  Diocesis,  sus  corazones  se 
llenarian  de  alegria.  Experimentamos  una  bendicion  en 
aquellos  que  servimos  a  traves  de  su  agradecimiento 
sincero,  especialmente  en  las  sonrisas  en  los  rostros 
de  los  ninos.  Gracias  a  la  generosidad  de  nuestros 
feligreses,  quiero  que  sepan  que,  juntos  estamos  viviendo 
el  mandato  del  Evangelio  de  estar  presente  en  los 
necesitados". 

Catholic  Charities  realiza  su  trabajo  en  la  Diocesis  con 
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un  personal  pequeno.  Recibe  ayuda  enormemente  por 
medio  de  hombres,  mujeres  y  estudiantes  voluntarios.  El 
ano  pasado,  1 .454  personas  brindaron  41 .1  56  horas 
de  servicio  a  las  oficinas  regionales.  La  ayuda  de  los 
voluntarios  se  calcula  en  $540,784  de  dolares. 

Becas  y  Programas  Pastorales 

La  Campana  Anual  del  Obispo  apoya  a  3 1  ministerios, 
incluyendo  1  7  programas  pastorales.  Las  contribuciones 
de  los  feligreses  tambien  hacen  posible  para  que  las 
pequenas  parroquias,  que  operan  con  presupuestos 
limitados,  puedan  recibir  ayuda  diocesana  y  atender  las 
necesidades  basicas.  En  el  ano  201  1 ,  37  parroquias 
recibieron  un  total  de  $85.7  1  0.2 1  dolares  en  asistencia. 

La  Campana  Anual  ayuda  a  financiar  las 
Vocaciones  Diocesanas. 


►►  Desde  su  instalacion  como  Obispo  el  4  de  Agosto 
de  2006,  el  Reverendisimo  Michael  F.  Burbidge  hizo 
un  comunicado  sobre  la  necesidad  de  mas  sacerdotes 
para  atender  el  crecimiento  de  la  Diocesis.  Este  ano, 
22  hombres  se  inscribieron  al  programa  de  Formacion 
Diocesano  con  fondos  disponibles,  hecho  que  fue  posible 
gracias  al  apoyo  de  los  feligreses  a  la  Campana  Anual 
del  Obispo. 

El  2  de  Junio,  el  Obispo  Burbidge  ordenara  al  Diacono 
Don  Edward  Maloney  al  Sacerdocio.  El  Diacono 
Maloney,  de  la  Parroquia  St.  Luke  the  Evangelist  en 
Raleigh,  es  hijo  de  Phillip  y  Sherry  Maloney.  Ingreso  en 
el  programa  de  Formacion  Diocesano  inmediatamente 
despues  de  graduarse  de  la  secundaria,  asistio  a  la 
Universidad  de  Seton  Hall  donde  obtuvo  una  licenciatura 
en  filosofia,  estudios  clasicos  y  estudios  catolicos.

na  parte  de  la  parroquia  de  la 
Campana  Nuestra  Catedral:  Una 
Fe,  Un  Pueblo  ha  comenzado. 
Las  Parroquias  participaran  en 


uno  de  los  dos  Bloques;  el  primero  ha  tornado 
lugar  desde  Enero  hasta  Junio  y  el  segundo 
desde  Agosto  hasta  Diciembre.  Cuarenta  y 
dos  parroquias  y  misiones  estan  incluidas  en 
el  Bloque  1,  el  resto  en  el  Bloque  2. 

Cada  parroquia  establecera  un  Comite  de  Liderazgo  para  co- 
ordinar  la  Campana  a  nivel  local,  explicando  como  se  podran 
beneficiar  de  la  campana  presentando  sus  propias  necesidades 
locales.

St.  Mary,  la  primera  parroquia  en 
coordinar  la  campana  Nuestra  Catedral:  Una  Fe,  Un  Pueblo, 
aprovecho  la  opcion  de  unificar  las  dos  campanas  (pig- 
gyback). Esta  opcion  le  permitio  a  la  parroquia  combinar 
las  necesidades  locales  con  los  elementos  de  la  campana  del 
Campus  de  la  Catedral  en  una  sola  actividad.  En  el  caso  de 
St.  Mary,  el  objetivo  de  esta  campana  fue  atender  las  nece- 
sidades de  mantener  y  mejorar  las  instalaciones,  reducir 
las  deudas,  donaciones  y  apoyo  a  la  parroquia  hermana  en 
Honduras. 

Tres  parroquias  han  decidido  organizar  una  campana  pig- 
gyback (dos  campanas  en  una)  durante  el  bloque  inicial  de 
las  parroquias;  otras  estan  considerando  esta  opcion.  Las  tres 
parroquias  que  han  confirmado  son  St.  Therese  en  Wrights- 
ville  Beach;  St.  Bernadette  en  Butner;  y  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes 
en  Raleigh.  La  campana  de  St.  Therese  tratara  de  satisfacer 
las  necesidades  en  ambos  proyectos  capitales,  programas  y 
servicios.  St.  Bernadette  establecera  fondos  para  proporcio- 
nar  nuevas  instalaciones  para  su  iglesia.  La  Parroquia  de  Our 
Lady  of  Lourdes  planea  expandir  el  campus  de  su  parroquia 
para  servir  a  las  necesidades  de  la  iglesia  y  de  la  escuela  en  el 
crecimiento  hacia  el  futuro.

Pope  Benedict  XVI  is  an  avid  believer  in  the  use 
of  technology  to  communicate  with  people  through  the 
traditional  forms  of  broadcast  and  print  media,  but  also 
through  the  use  of  social  networking  tools.  The  Holy  Father 
has  a  Facebook  page,  http://www.facebook.com/pages/ 
Pope-Benedict-XVI/1  1  1  7 1 391  5507379,  and  from  time 
to  time  uses  Twitter.  His  first  1 40-character  Tweet  was 
sent  June  29,  201  1 ,  when  he  introduced  the  Vatican's 
new  website,  News.va.  While  the  tweet  was  prepared  for 
him,  Pope  Benedict  sent  it  on  his  iPad.  The  Holy  Father  is 
encouraging  all  Bishops  to  utilize  the  technology. 

Bishop  Michael  F  Burbidge  is  also  a  believer  in  the  use 
of  social  media  as  a  way  of  staying  in  touch  with  the  faith- 
ful. The  Diocese  of  Raleigh  has  a  Facebook  and  a  Twitter 
account  and  Bishop  Burbidge  has  a  Twitter  page.  In  Janu- 
ary 201  1 ,  the  Bishop  began  tweeting  and,  in  the  course 
of  the  last  eleven  months,  has  issued  almost  300  Tweets. 
Many  are  inspirational  messages,  such  as  his  most  recent 
on  Christmas  Eve,  "Will  pray  at  the  Christmas  Masses  I 
celebrate  for  all  the  faithful  in  our  wonderful  Diocese  ask- 
ing Our  Savior  to  bless  you  with  His  peace." 

Bishop  Burbidge  also  uses  Twitter  to  help  call  attention 
to  important  Masses  and  events  in  the  Diocese.  During  a 
visit  to  Pope  John  Paul  II  High  School  in  Greenville,  he 
noted  to  students  that  he  tweets.  Several  wondered  wheth- 
er the  Bishop  actually  tweeted  or  had  a  staff  member  do  it 
on  his  behalf.  The  Bishop  tapped  out  a  Tweet  commenting 
on  his  visit  to  the  school,  which  staff  members  were  then 
able  to  show  the  students. 

In  August,  Bishop  Burbidge  helped  keep  Diocesan 
faithful  informed  about  the  World  Youth  Day  Pilgrimage 
to  Madrid  by  sending  out  daily  Tweets,  embedding  photos 
from  the  various  events.

St.  Joan  of  Arc,  Plymouth 


In  his  history  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh, 
Tar  Heel  Catholics,  William  Powers  de- 
scribes the  momentous  visit  of  Bishop 
John  England  to  Plymouth  in  June  of 
1821.  Bishop  England,  head  of  the  recently 
established  Diocese  of  Charleston,  whose 
territory  included  North  Carolina,  at  first 
"found  but  one  Catholic  in  the  town  . . .  The 
following  day,  with  no  convenient  place  for 
Mass,  he  did  not  celebrate  ...  Nevertheless 
he  was  prevailed  upon  to  preach  and  did  so 
twice  that  day,  to  about  forty  persons  at  1 1 
o'clock  and  to  a  larger  gathering  at  5 . . .  He 
'found  many  misconceptions  corrected  and 
prejudices  removed."' 

Noting  the  friendly  reception  the  Bishop  received,  Powers 
writes,  "One  wonders  what  might  have  been  accomplished 
in  a  town  like  Plymouth  had  it  been  possible  to  assign  a 
priest  there." 

The  Catholic  population  of  Plymouth  remained  very  small, 
though.  More  than  two  decades  later,  in  1943,  Plymouth  was 
still  missionary  territory  officially  a  mission  of  St.  Anne  in 
Edenton.  From  1948  to  1959  Mass  was  offered  twice  a  month 
at  the  town  courthouse. 

In  1950,  Father  Joseph  Waters,  the  pastor  of  All  Souls  Par- 
ish in  Columbia,  along  with  members  of  St.  Joan,  convinced 
the  Diocese  to  purchase  the  present  church  property  includ- 
ing a  house.  A  front  room  of  the  house  was  converted  into  a 
chapel  and  in  April,  1959,  Father  Waters  celebrated 
the  first  Mass  at  St.  Joan  of  Arc  Church.  That 
year  St.  Joan  also  became  a  parish  in  its 
own  right. 

In  1973,  the  present  parish  house 
was  purchased.  The  original  house  was 
then  torn  down,  and  the  present  St.  Joan  of 
Arc  church  building  constructed  on  the  site. 
Bishop  F  Joseph  Gossman  dedicated  the  new 
building  on  October  26,  1975. 

Sr.  Margaret  Gallagher,  IHM,  was  appointed 
Pastoral  Administrator  of  St.  Joan  in  1990 
and  Pastoral  Administrators  have  overseen  the 
day  to  day  activities  of  the  parish  ever  since, 
with  priests  from  various  parishes  providing 
priestly  ministry.  The  current  Pastor  is  Glen-

mary  Father  Mike  Kerin  of  the  Catholic  Community  of  Bertie 
County.  Sister  Arcadia  Rivera-Gutierrez,  D.S.M.G.,  Pastoral  Ad- 
ministrator for  the  last  three-and-a-half  years,  said  she  has  very 
much  appreciated  the  Glenmarys.  "I  think  the  way  they  see 
mission  is  the  real  way  today,"  she  said.  "They  address  issues 
like  immigration  and  justice  and  ecumenism,  and  they  support 
the  poor." 

Today  the  St.  Joan  congregation  consists  of  approximately 
seventy  registered  families,  both  English  and  Spanish  speaking, 
and  attracts  many  more  Spanish  speaking  families  who  come  a 
considerable  distance  for  Mass  and  faith  formation.  In  fact,  said 
Sister  Arcadia,  the  growing  parish  will  eventually  require  more 
space.  The  parish  currently  offers  faith  formation  for  all  levels 
from  Kindergarten  through  Confirmation  for  some  120  youth 
and  children,  and  its  RCIA  program  for 
the  current  year  has  six  members.  Sister 
Arcadia  expressed  special  gratitude  to 
two  sister  parishes  who  help  support 
St.  Joan  materially  and  spiritually. 
She  noted  that  the  small  size  of  St.  Joan 
gives  a  "family"  feel  to  the  parish.

She  hopes  that  St.  Joan  is  an  example  of 
the  biblical  injunction  to  welcome  "the 
widow,  the  orphan  and  the  stranger,"  and 
she  is  outspoken  on  the  issue  of  justice  for 
immigrants.  "It  is  a  joy  to  work  with  those 
who  can  see  the  image  of  God  in  others," 
she  said.

In  our  daily  lives,  we  experience  God's 
many  blessings  and  gifts.  We  are  thankful 
for  the  gift  of  life  itself  and  the  gift  of 
our  faith.  We  are  filled  with  gratitude  for 
the  freedom  we  enjoy  and  for  the  many  special 
people  God  has  placed  in  our  lives. 

Yet,  we  also  know  the  darkness  of  our  world. 
We  witness  attacks  on  the  sacredness  of  all  human 
life.  Tragically,  even  religious  freedom  and  liberty 
are  being  challenged.  The  definition  of  marriage 
as  divinely  taught  is  being  threatened.  We  are 
tempted  in  so  many  ways  to  compromise  our 
beliefs  and  to  "water-down"  the  Gospel  message. 

It  is  to  this  world  that  the  Lord  sends  us,  like 
He  did  His  first  apostles,  as  witnesses  to  the  Truth 
that  sets  us  free.  As  Our  Holy  Father  Pope  Benedict 
so  often  reminds  us,  Truth  is  much  more  than 
a  set  of  regulations  and  rules.  Truth  is  a  Person: 
Jesus  Christ,  the  One  who  shows  us  the  Way  and 
the  One  who  by  His  own  suffering,  death  and 
resurrection  offers  us  Life  both  now  and  forever. 

The  Truth  is  perfectly  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ 
and  in  the  proclamation  of  His  Word  and  the 
celebration  of  the  Sacraments.  The  Truth  is  handed 
over  to  us  in  Sacred  Scripture  and  in  the  Tradition 
and  Magisterium  of  our  holy,  Catholic  Church.  As 
authentic  followers  of  the  Lord,  we  are  reminded 
that  we  are  called  to  take  the  Truth  to  others  not 
only  in  words  but  most  especially  through  the 
holiness  and  integrity  of  our  lives.  We  must  do  so 
in  our  homes,  workplaces,  campuses,  schools  and 
communities  and  in  all  those  places  God  sends  us 
each  and  every  day. 

Thus,  we  cannot  ever  grow  weary  of  sharing 
with  others  our  convictions:  first  that  all  life  is 
sacred  and  must  be  protected  from  the  moment  of 
conception  to  natural  death;  and,  that  all  persons, 
especially  the  vulnerable,  the  immigrant  and 
the  weakest  in  our  midst,  are  to  be  treated  with 
justice,  dignity  and  respect.  We  also  believe  that 
marriage  is  a  sacred  union  of  one  man  and  one 
woman  in  a  permanent  bond  and  that  family  life 
must  be  celebrated  and  enriched.  Furthermore, 
we  believe  that  all  persons,  in  every  vocation 
(priesthood,  religious  life,  married  love  and  single 
life)  are  to  have  a  genuine  respect  for  the  gift 


of  sexuality  and  are  to  live  chastely  and  purely. 
Through  the  gift  of  faith  we  know  that  the  Holy 
Name  of  Jesus  must  be  revered  and  that  His 
teachings  must  be  at  the  center  of  what  we  do 
and  that  all  temporary  escapes  and  substances 
that  lead  to  addiction  and  destroy  lives  must  be 
replaced  by  a  true  dependency  on  the  One  alone 
who  offers  true  freedom,  Jesus  Christ. 

We  recognize  that  the  world  does  not  readily 
embrace  the  teachings  of  Christ  and  His  Gospel 
of  Life.  Thus,  we  who  are  His  witnesses  will 
experience  the  rejection  and  suffering  that  He 
did.  How  do  we  sustain  our  commitment  to  be 
His  authentic  and  courageous  witnesses?  We  must 
both  trust  and  be  trustworthy. 

We  must  trust.  In  order  for  us  to  live  and 
proclaim  the  Truth  with  conviction  and 
consistency,  we  must  rely  on  the  divine  assistance 
of  the  Lord  our  God.  Alone  our  own  efforts  and 
determination  will  always  fall  short.  Trust  in  the 
promise  of  the  prophet  Isaiah:  The  Lord  our  God 
will  never  forget  us.  He  is  with  us  always.  Trust 
in  the  words  of  Jesus  in  the  Gospel:  the  Heavenly 
Father  knows  exactly  what  you  need  and  will 
provide  you  with  the  gifts  that  will  sustain  you. 
It  is  only  with  this  trust  that  you  can  echo  the 
words  of  the  Psalmist:  "The  Lord  is  the  Rock  of 
my  Strength"  and  adhere  to  the  command  of  the 
Gospel  that  tells  us  to  let  go  of  all  anxiety. 

We  must  be  trustworthy.  Isn't  that  exactly  what 
Saint  Paul  tells  us  when  he  writes:  "Brothers  and 
Sisters,  we  should  be  regarded  as  servants  of 
Christ  and  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God.  Now 
it  is  of  course  required  of  stewards  that  they  be 
found  trustworthy."   Our  actions  must  reflect  our 
words  or  we  will  not  be  taken  seriously.  We  who 
proclaim  the  Gospel  of  Life  must  treat  ourselves 
and  others  as  temples  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  we  who 
proclaim  Jesus  as  our  Rock  must  give  him  the 
highest  priority  in  our  lives;  and,  we  who  call 
others  to  follow  His  Way  must  be  faithful  to  all 
that  we  have  promised  the  Lord  and  one  another. 

Throughout  the  Season  of  Easter  and  always, 
we  pray  for  ourselves  and  for  one  another  and  ask 
the  Lord  our  God  to  grant  us  the  grace  to  trust  and 
be  trustworthy.  Only  then  will  we  remain  authentic 
witnesses  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  One  who  shows  us 
the  Way  and  offers  us  Life  both  now  and  forever.

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NC  Bishops  Join  to  Teach 
Faithful  About  Proposed 
Marriage  Amendment 

In  the  final  weeks  before  the  May  8  election,  North 
Carolinians  are  being  subjected  to  an  array  of  contrasting 
information  regarding  the  proposed  Marriage  Amendment 
to  the  state  Constitution.  The  amendment,  approved  by 
the  General  Assembly  in  2011,  will  define  marriage  as  the  union 
of  one  man  and  one  woman  and  the  "only  domestic  legal  union 
that  shall  be  valid  or  recognized  in  this  State." 


The  Most  Reverend 
Michael  F.  Burbidge,  Bishop 
of  Raleigh,  and  the  Most 
Reverend  Peter  J.  Jugis, 
Bishop  of  Charlotte,  are 
providing  resource  material 
to  the  faithful  to  remind  them 
of  Church  teaching  on  the 
Sacrament  of  Marriage.  The 
material  includes  a  four-part 
video  series  with  each  Bishop 
producing  two  videos. 

In  the  second  of  the 
series,  Bishop  Burbidge 
presents  four  doctrinal 
beliefs  about  marriage: 
Marriage  was  established 
by  God  and  endowed  by 
God  with  its  own  proper 
nature  and  laws  that 


predate  the  state  and 
religion.  It  is  based  on 
what  we  call  "natural  law." 
Natural  law  is  eternal  and 
from  God;  therefore  it 
cannot  be  reformed. 

■  Marriage  is  a  faithful, 
exclusive  and  lifelong 
partnership  of  life  and 
love  that  is  established  for 
the  good  of  the  spouses 
and  the  procreation  and 
education  of  offspring. 
This  belief  is  based  in 
divine  revelation  and 
therefore  cannot  be 
changed. 

•  The  two  ends  of  marriage, 
popularly  called  the 
unitive  and  procreative 
dimensions  of  marriage, 


are  inseparable.  A 
husband  and  a  wife 
express  this  truth  most 
powerfully  in  sexual 
intercourse  wherein  the 
complementarity  of  their 
bodies  allow  them  to 
become  truly  one,  not  only 
in  body  but  also  in  spirit, 
and  creates  the  possibility 
of  new  life. 

Catholics  believe  that  the 
Church  has  the  authority 
and  obligation  to  affirm 
these  authentic  teachings 
and  to  preserve  and  foster 
the  supremely  sacred  value 
of  marriage  in  the  society 
in  which  it  finds  itself, 
including  a  secular  society 
like  the  United  States.

Divine  Mercy  Sunday 
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Bishop  Burbidge  Celebrates  Mass  for  World 
Day  of  Prayer  for  the  Sick 

►►  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Catholic  Church  in  Raleigh  was  the 
setting  for  the  celebration  of  Mass  commemorating  the  20th 
Annual  World  Day  of  Prayer  for  the  Sick.  The  Mass,  held  on 
the  Feast  of  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes,  was  celebrated  by  The 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  on  February  1 1 ,  201 2. 
Concelebrating  were  Fr.  John  Forbes,  Pastor  of  Our  Lady  of 
Lourdes,  and  Fr.  David  Chiantella,  Lourdes'  Parochial  Vicar. 

During  the  liturgy,  the  faithful  pray  for  the  sick.  Individu- 
als who  are  suffering  with  serious  health  problems,  able  to 
attend  the  liturgy,  receive  the  "Anointing  of  the  Sick." 

In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  recalled  the  impact  of  a 
visit  to  Lourdes,  Fance,  on  the  pilgrims  to  World  Youth  Day 
201 1  in  Madrid,  Spain.  "We  are  not  in  France  today,"  the 
Bishop  said,  "but  we  are  in  this  church,  in  this  sacred  place 
called  Lourdes.  And  we  are  united  in  our  love  for  Mary  and 
our  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  and  His  saving  power.  Such  faith  is 
at  the  heart  of  all  the  miracles  of  Jesus  recorded  in  Sacred 
Scripture." 


In  the  video,  Bishop 
Burbidge  asked  the 
faithful  to  carefully  and 
seriously  consider  these 
teachings,  based  in  divine 
revelation.  "The  topic 
of  marriage  is  powerful 
and  emotionally  charged 
precisely  because  it  is  such 
an  important  institution  of 
society,"  Bishop  Burbidge 
said,  "and  in  the  words  of 
the  US  Supreme  Court, 
'fundamental  to  the  very 
existence  and  survival  of 
the  [human]  race.'" 

The  public  debate  on 
the  marriage  amendment 
is  creating  confusion  of 
what  the  amendment  truly 
means  and  is  intended  to 
do.  Contrary  to  the  claims 
of  those  opposed  to  the 
marriage  amendment,  the 
amendment: 


•  Does  not  prohibit  same- 
sex  couples  from  any 
rights  or  benefits  that 
may  be  granted  by  local 
governments  or  the  UNC 
System,  if  they  choose  to 
do  so  by  changing  the  basis 
upon  which  benefits  are 
offered. 


»  Does  not  prohibit 
businesses  from  providing 
benefits  to  same-sex 
couples. 

Does  not  change  the  law 
on  domestic  violence 
programs. 

•  Does  not  impact  existing 
child  custody  laws  or 
arrangements. 

•  Does  not  invalidate 
trusts,  wills  and  end-of- 
life  directives  in  which 
an  unmarried  partner  is 
a  beneficiary  and/or  is 
entrusted  with  the  care  of  a 
loved  one. 

s  Does  not  negatively  impact 
employment  opportunities 
in  the  state. 

•  Does  not  relegate  same-sex 
couples  to  second-class 
citizen  status. 


While  the  amendment 
does  not  allow  civil  unions 
or  domestic  partnerships  to 
be  legally  binding  entities, 
it  does  allow  same-sex 
couples  and  others  to  enter 
into,  and  enforce,  private 
legal  agreements. 

In  summary,  the 
marriage  amendment 
simply  enshrines  the  belief 


that  marriage  is  a  social 
institution  whose  definition 
cannot  be  changed  by  civil 
law  because  it  is  an  essential 
and  enduring  institution 
of  society  that  does  not 
change  from  culture  to 
culture  or  from  generation  to 
generation. 

"Our  beliefs  are  principled 
ones,  divinely  revealed," 


Bishop  Burbidge  said,  "and 
to  be  regarded  seriously 
in  any  consideration  of 
marriage  and  family  life."

US  Bishops  Renew  Commitment 
in  Support  of  Religious  Freedom 


On  March  1 ,  by  a  vote  of  5 1  -48,  the  U.S.  Senate  tabled 
the  bipartisan  Respect  for  Rights  of  Conscience  Act  (S. 
1 467),  sponsored  by  Senator  Roy  Blunt  (R-MO)  and  37 
other  senators.  In  a  statement,  the  United  States  Confer- 
ence of  Catholic  Bishops  said  the  Senate's  action  impels  the 
Church  to  strengthen  its  resolve  to  support  religious  freedom. 

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  has  expressed 
disappointment  with  Senate  vote.  "I  remain  committed 
with  my  brother  Bishops  to  do  everything  possible  to  right 
this  serious  threat  to  our  religious  liberty  and  conscience 
rights,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said.  "The  U.S.  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services'  mandate  calling  for  most 
employers  and  insurers  to  provide  sterilization,  aborti- 
facients  and  contraception  to  employees  against  their 
religious  beliefs  is  a  challenge  to  our  guaranteed  Consti- 
tutional freedom." 


"The  need  to  defend  citizens'  rights  of  conscience  is  the 
most  critical  issue  before  our  country  right  now,"  said  Bishop 
William  E.  Lori,  Archbishop  Designate  of  Baltimore.  Bishop 
Lori  chairs  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Religious  Liberty  of 
the  United  States  Conference  of  Catholic  Bishops  (US- 
CCB).  "We  will  continue  our  strong  defense  of  conscience 
rights  through  all  available  legal  means.  Religious  freedom 
is  at  the  heart  of  democracy  and  rooted  in  the  dignity  of 
every  human  person.  We  will  not  rest  until  the  protection  of 
conscience  rights  is  restored  and  the  First  Amendment  is 
returned  to  its  place  of  respect  in  the  Bill  of  Rights." 

"I  am  grateful  today  to  Senator  Roy  Blunt  and  the  47 
other  Senators  who  cast  a  bipartisan  vote  reaffirming  our 
nation's  long  tradition  of  respect  for  rights  of  conscience  in 
health  care,"  said  Bishop  Lori.  "We  will  build  on  this  base 
of  support  as  we  pursue  legislation  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, urge  the  Administration  to  change  its  course  on 
this  issue,  and  explore  our  legal  rights  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  the  Religious  Freedom  Restoration  Act."

Bishop  to  Ordain 
Three  Transitional 
Deacons  on  April 
14th 

On  April  14th,  at  Sacred  Heart 
Catholic  Church  in  Pinehurst 
(300  Dundee  Road,  Pine- 
hurst, NC  28374),  the  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F:  Burbidge  will  ordain 
three  of  our  seminarians  to  the  Transitional 
Diaconate.  This  is  the  penultimate  step  to 
ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  scheduled  for 
2013.  The  three  men  are  Nicholas  Cottrill, 
Tom  Duggan  and  Ryan  Elder.  NCC  asked 
each  seminarian  to  write  briefly  about 
their  vocation  and  formation. 

Nick  Cottrill 

I  believe  the  Lord  has  been  calling  me  for  about  fifteen 
years  in  some  way  or  another.  Most  of  the  time  it  was  a  passing 
thought.  Looking  back,  though,  I  can  see  other  times  when  the 
Lord  was  calling  a  little  louder.  It  was  at  those  times  that  I  would 
"turn  up  the  volume"  in  my  life  and  not  listen.  But  our  Lord  is 
perfectly  patient:  He  waited  for  me  to  stop  running  away  from 
Him  and  quiet  my  heart.  This  actually  took  place  on  a  mountain 
in  Quito,  Ecuador!  During  Holy  Week  2006, 1  was  admiring  the 
Lords  magnificence  in  His  Creation  and  I  was  finally  able  to  say, 
"Yes  Lord,  I  will  follow  you." 

I  responded  to  the  call  by  contacting  our  vocations  office  and 
meeting  with  the  Vocation  Director.  I  also  met  with  my  pastor 
and  began  spending  more  time  praying  before  the  Blessed  Sacra- 
ment. In  the  fall  of  2006  I  joined  the  mens  discernment  group 
through  the  vocations  office.  This  was  a  tremendous  blessing  for 
me.  On  one  occasion  Bishop  Burbidge  came  and  shared  with  us 
his  journey  of  discernment  and  service  of  Jesus  as  a  priest  and 
Bishop.  He  encouraged  us  to  see  this  time  of  discernment  as  a 
time  of  great  blessing  in  which  we  can  come  to  a  more  intimate 
relationship  with  Jesus  Christ  and  His  Blessed  Mother.  I  still  take 
Bishop  Burbidges  words  to  heart  daily. 

I  would  encourage  anyone  seeking  a  call  to  a  vocation  to 
the  Priesthood  or  religious  life  to  be  open  to  what  the  Lord  is 
asking  of  you,  to  seek  his  will  above  all  else.  I  know  this  may 
sound  a  bit  intimidating,  but  the  Lord  asks  only  what  we  are 
able  to  give.  Spend  time  in  prayer  before  the  Blessed  Sacra- 
ment, simply  allowing  Our  Lord  to  speak  to  your  heart.  The 
Blessed  Mother  is  our  model  for  prayer  and  discernment,  as 
she  discerned  the  words  of  the  angel,  Gabriel  regarding  the

birth  of  our  Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus  Christ.  Pray  for  her  interces- 
sion before  Jesus,  who  promised  to  do  anything  she  asked  of 
Him.  Talk  to  your  family  and  pastor.  This  is  joyful  news:  Share 
it!  Become  active  in  your  parish  spend  time  getting  to  know 
families  and  serving  in  the  community. 

Tom  Duggan 

I  am  43  years  old.  I  was  born  in  Michigan  where  I  lived  until 
I  was  27. 1  grew  up  in  a  faith-filled  family.  My  parents  taught  me 
to  be  a  man  of  prayer. 

I  worked  for  a  number  of  years  in  the  business  world  as  a 
technical  writer.  When  I  began  discerning  a  possible  call  to  the 
Diocesan  priesthood,  I  was  living  and  working  in  Cleveland. 
When  I  entered  seminary  formation  in  2007  in  Cleveland,  I 
knew  that  I  was  leaving  a  good  life  -  a  business  career  and  lay 
life  -  for  something  that  would  make  me  even  happier.  With 
all  of  my  family  in  North  Carolina,  I  visited  our  state  often 
enough  to  learn  that  the  Church  is  growing  rapidly  in  the 
South.  I  eventually  discerned  that  God  wanted  me  to  come  to 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 

I  have  always  wanted  to  live  a  life  of  sacrifice.  Our  late  Holy 
Father,  Pope  John  Paul  II,  was  a  great  inspiration  for  my  dis- 
cernment, especially  his  devotion  to  the  Blessed  Mother  and 
his  belief  that  she  always  points  the  way  to  Christ.  The  faithful 
examples  of  my  parents  also  inspired  me  to  consider  priesthood. 
I  have  also  been  blessed  with  the  holy  examples  of  several  priests 
throughout  my  life. 

Any  man  wondering  if  God  might  be  calling  him  to  the 
Priesthood  needs  to  prayerfully  ask  himself  some  questions.  For 
example,  he  needs  to  consider  if  he  could  be  happy  as  a  hus- 
band and  father.  The  life  of  a  priest  requires  the  same  warmth 
and  masculine  maturity  as  family  life  requires  of  a  husband  and 
father.  Secondly,  a  man  must  ask  himself  if  he  is  truly  living  out 
his  current  lay  vocation  well.  God  calls  each  of  us  to  live  out 
our  baptismal  promises.  All  Christians  share  this  common  call 
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St.  Peter  Chanel,  priest  and  martyr  April  28  St.  Pius  V,  pope

whether  or  not  we  become  married  people,  priests,  religious,  or 
remain  single.  Finally,  do  not  be  in  a  hurry.  The  excitement  of 
considering  a  priestly  vocation  can  make  men  rush.  God  is  not 
going  anywhere. 

It  can  be  tempting  to  look  for  complete  certainty  about  a 
priestly  vocation.  No  such  thing  exists.  I  did  not  know  for 
sure  I  was  called  to  the  Diaconate  until  Bishop  Burbidge  called 
me.  Next  year,  I  will  not  know  for  sure  if  I  have  a  call  to  the 
priesthood  until,  God  willing,  Bishop  Burbidge  calls  me  to 
be  ordained  a  priest.  He  speaks  for  Christ  in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh.  I  am  grateful  for  the  call  I  have  received  and  hope  and 
pray  God  calls  other  men  to  the  blessed  life  of  ministry  I  am 
about  to  begin. 

Ryan  Elder 

I  recognize  now  that  there  were  many  signs  along  the  way 
that  this  is  the  vocation  to  which  God  has  called  me.  I  wrote 
my  fifth-grade  essay  on  "What  I  want  to  be  when  I  grow  up" 
about  being  a  priest.  My  childhood  role  model  was  my  pastor. 
My  college  schedule  revolved  around  Student  Night  at  the 
Newman  Center. 

I  fully  intended  to  graduate  from  college  and  then  enter  law 
school.  Yet  I  came  more  to  recognize  that  this  path  would  not 
fulfill  my  life,  and  I  began  to  ask  what  Gods  will,  rather  than 
my  own,  was  for  my  life.  I  sought  spiritual  direction  and  made 


a  daily  practice  of  Mass  and  prayer.  As  the  months  went  on,  the 
parts  of  my  prayer  that  resonated  most  strongly  with  me  were 
associated  with  Priesthood.  As  I  graduated  from  UNC  in  the 
summer  of  2007, 1  applied  to  the  Diocese  and  was  accepted  as 
a  seminarian. 

That  summer,  1  moved  into  the  rectory  of  the  Newman  Center 
Parish  in  Chapel  Hill  with  Msgr.  John  Wall,  my  pastor.  This  was 
a  wonderful  opportunity  for  me  to  see  how  a  priest  really  serves 
his  people.  Monsignor  Wall  continues  to  be  my  model,  even 
today,  and  1  take  the  opportunity  to  visit  with  him  as  often  as  I 
can.  I  have  been  blessed,  though,  to  get  to  know  and  work  with 
other  priests  of  our  Diocese,  in  my  various  summer  assignments 
and  parish  work.  Through  that  experience  that  I  have  been  able 
to  recognize  how  much  I  enjoy  being  with  Gods  people,  and 
how  strongly  I  feel  that  this  is  where  He  is  calling  me. 

I  would  recommend  that  any  young  man  considering  the 
Priesthood  start  a  regular  life  of  prayer,  every  single  day,  espe- 
cially centered  around  daily  Mass.  At  the  same  time,  I  would  tell 
him  to  get  involved  in  his  parish!  If  this  is  the  sort  of  work  that 
he  loves  and  wants  to  spend  time  doing,  that's  a  beginning  sign 
that  this  might  be  where  God  is  calling  him  to  give  his  life  in 
service.  Finally,  he  should  come  to  the  Priesthood  Discernment 
Group  in  Raleigh  every  month.  I  met  some  of  my  very  good 
friends  there,  and  I  got  to  learn  more  about  the  practice  of  prayer 
and  discernment  and  be  introduced  to  a  wide  range  of  priesdy 
role  models  I  could  talk  to  and  leam  from.

Diocesan  Phase  of  Father 
Price  Cause  Opened 

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge  officially  opened  the  Diocesan 
phase  for  the  Cause  for  Beatification 
and  Canonization  of  Father  Thomas 
Frederick  Price  on  March  9,  201  2.  In 
attendance  were  Bishop  Peter  J.  Jugis, 
Bishop  of  Charlotte,  and  Right  Reverend 
Placid  Solari,  Abbot  of  Belmont.  Also  in 
attendance  were  Reverend  Monsignor 
David  D.  Brockman,  Vicar  General  of  the 
Diocese;  Reverend  Edward  M.  Dough- 
erty, Superior  General  of  the  Maryknoll 
Catholic  Foreign  Mission  Society;  Very 
Reverend  James  F.  Gameau,  V.F.,  Ph.D., 
Episcopal  Detegate  for  the  Cause  of 
Father  Price;  and  Dr.  Andrea  Ambrosi, 
Postulator  of  the  Cause  of  Father  Price. 
Dr.  Ambrosi  was  appointed  to  his  posi- 
tion by  the  Vatican  Congregation  for  the 
Causes  of  Saints. 

Following  the  opening  of  the  Prayer 
Service,  Reverend  Monsignor  Jerry  M. 
Sherba,  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  an- 
nounced that  Dr.  Ambrosi,  as  Postulator, 
requested  "to  begin  the  trial  of  beatifica- 
tion and  canonization  to  ascertain  the 
holy  life,  the  heroic  virtues,  the  reputation 
of  sanctity,  and  the  miracles  of  the  Ser- 
vant of  God,  Father  Thomas  Frederick 
Price." 

The  installation  of  the  Tribunal,  includ- 
ing the  Historical  Commission  and  Theo- 
logical Commission,  then  took  place  with 


the  appointees  taking  an  oath,  beginning 
with  Bishop  Burbidge,  to  "faithfully  and 
carefully  execute  the  duty  committed  to 
me  and...  keep  secret  all  that  I  may  learn 
during  said  trial.  In  fulfilling  my  duty,  I  will 
keep  before  my  eyes  only  God  and  the 
good  of  the  Church." 

The  appointees  to  the  Historical 
Commission  are  Reverend  Monsignor 
Robert  F.  Trisco,  D.  Hist.  Eccl.;  Reverend 
Michael  P.  Walsh,  M.M.;  and  Reverend 
Thomas  A.  Lynch,  M.A.,  of  the  Arch- 
diocese of  New  York.  The  appointees 
to  the  Theological  Commission  are 
Reverend  Monsignor  John  J.  Williams; 
Reverend  Richard  DeClue;  and  Dr.  Paul 
J.  Griffiths.  Other  members  are  Rever- 
end Ja  Van  Saxon,  Promoter  of  Justice; 
Angela  Godwin  Page,  Actual  Notary; 
Maureen  Foster,  Adjunct  Notary;  and 
Holly  Brown,  Copyist. 

Testimony  Sought 

As  part  of  the  Diocesan  phase 
of  the  Cause,  Bishop  Burbidge  has 
signed  an  Edict  requesting  that  all 
those  who  can  give  valid  testimony 
regarding  the  life,  virtues  and  the 
reputation  of  the  sanctity  of  Father 
Price,  even  if  they  have  negative 
proof,  are  to  contact  the  Tribunal.

In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  ad- 
dressed the  testimonial  portion  of  the 
trial.  "We  will  discover  that,  like  all  of 
us,  [Father  Price]  had  strengths  and 
limitations,  and  he  met  successes  and 
obstacles.  Father  Price  loved  the  Lord 
our  God  and  longed  to  spread  His 
Truth  throughout  this  State  and  even 
the  world,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said. 
"Father  Price  tried  to  always  remember 
that  such  a  mission  was  dependent 
on  the  amazing  grace  of  God  and  the 
intercession  of  Our  Blessed  Mother."

Approximately  900  men  and 
women  answered  God's  call  this  year 
in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  to  become 
members  of  His  Church,  having  com- 
pleted the  Rite  of  Christian  Initiation 
for  Adults  (RCIA).  The  Candidates 
(baptized)  and  Catechumens  (un- 
baptized)  an  important  step  in  their 
spiritual  journey  in  the  Celebration  of 


the  Rite  of  Election  of  Catechumens 
and  the  Call  to  Continuing  Conver- 
sion of  Candidates  Who  are  Preparing 
for  Confirmation  and/or  Eucharist  or 
Reception  into  the  Full  Communion  of 
the  Catholic  Church. 

In  most  Dioceses,  the  Rite  is  held  in 
the  Cathedral  with  the  Bishop  presid- 
ing. With  some  900  Candidates  and 
Catechumens,  plus  their  sponsors, 
families  and  friends  attending,  the 
total  number  in  attendance  would  be 


in  excess  of  2,000  people.  So  the 
combined  Rite  was  held  the  first  two 
Sundays  of  Lent,  February  26  and 
March  4,  201  2,  in  six  parishes  of  the 
Diocese.  On  February  26,  201  2,  the 
celebrations  were  held  at  St.  Peter 
in  Greenville,  St.  Anthony  of  Padua 
in  Southern  Pines  and  St.  Mary  in 
Wilmington.  On  March  4,  they  were 
celebrated  at  St.  Thomas  More  in  Cha- 
pel Hill,  St.  Mark  in  Wilmington  and  St. 
Mary  of  the  Angels  in  Mt.  Olive.

Attendance  at  Campaign 
Receptions  "Exceptional" 

T Thirty-nine  parishes  are  taking  part  in  the  first  Block  of  the  Our  Cathedral: 
One  Faith,  One  People  campaign.  As  of  mid-March,  2,232  families  had  attend- 
ed 80  receptions  since  the  parish  portion  of  the  Campaign  began  in  mid  Janu- 
ary. The  first  Block  will  end  in  May  with  the  remaining  57  parishes  and  mis- 
sions participating  in  the  second  Block,  which  will  be  conducted  from  July  to  December. 


"The  attendance  at  the  receptions  has  been  exceptional  so 
far,"  said  Campaign  Executive  Director  Ms.  Jennifer  Frazer, 
Vice-President  of  Guidance  in  Giving,  the  professional  stew- 
ardship and  development  consulting  firm  that  is  assisting  the 
Diocese  with  the  Campaign.  "It  has  exceeded  our  expecta- 
tions and  is  a  strong  indicator  of  the  potential  success  of  the 
campaign,"  Ms.  Frazer  added. 

Each  reception  features  the  showing  of  the  Cathedral 
Campus  Campaign  video  and  a  presentation  by  the  pastor  or 
pastoral  administrator,  the  chairpersons  who  are  coordinating 
the  Campaign  at  the  parish  level  and  a  representative  of  the 
Diocese.  The  receptions  afford  parishioners  the  opportunity 


to  leam  about  the  Cathedral  Campus  project  and  to  ask  any 
questions  they  have  regarding  the  Campaign.  The  chairper- 
sons explain  how  the  parish  will  benefit  from  the  Campaign 
in  addressing  the  local  needs  of  the  parish. 

Some  First  Block  examples: 

■  Holy  Cross  Church  in  Durham  plans  to  use  its  portion  to 
help  retire  the  debt  on  its  new  church. 

■  St.  Joseph  the  Worker  Parish  in  Warrenton  is  conducting  a 
combined  campaign  hoping  to  use  its  share  to  expand  the 
seating  capacity  of  the  Church  from  75  to  1 1 0  to  better 
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accommodate  its  39  registered  households. 

■  St.  Therese  Church  in  Wrightsville  Beach  is  also  doing  a 
combined  campaign  to  help  fund  capital  projects  and  parish 
programs  and  ministries. 

■  St.  Stanislaus  Church  in  Castle  Hayne  will  benefit  from 
the  Cathedral  Campus  Campaign  to  replace  its  old  HVAC 
system,  add  additional  classroom  for  religious  education  and 
upgrade  the  outdated  parish  hall  kitchen. 

■  St.  Mary  Catholic  Church  in  Goldsboro  will  use  its  portion  of 
the  Campaign  pledges  to  make  needed  renovations  to  the 
property  and  upgrades  to  the  parish  school  restrooms  and 
kitchen. 

Joe  and  Sharon  Thomas  are  heading  up  the  Campaign  at  St. 
Mary  Church.  A  retired  military  family,  they  share  their  story 
of  moving  from  base  to  base,  with  finding  a  new  parish  home 
always  a  priority.  "Whether  it  was  a  great  European  cathedral 
or  a  small  parish  in  Kansas,"  Mrs.  Thomas  said,  "someone 
had  built  a  place  for  us.  We  always  felt  a  sense  of  belonging  to 
something  bigger  than  ourselves.  Being  a  part  of  this  Campaign 
gives  us  that  same  feeling  of  belonging,"  she  said.  "How  often 
are  we  given  an  opportunity  to  be  a  part  of  history?" 

That  feeling  was  echoed  by  Ed  and  Paula  Basso,  chairpersons 
of  the  Campaign  at  St.  Therese  Catholic  Church  in  Wilming- 
ton. "We  understand  that  the  wonderful  parish  and  Diocese  we 
all  enjoy  today  is  here  because  of  parishioners  from  years  past 
who  had  a  vision  of  the  future  and  the  willingness  to  sacrifice 
for  that  future,"  Mr.  Basso  said. 

"We  are  here  to  carry  on  that  tradition.  We  are  confident 
that  the  generous  people  of  our  parish  will  recognize  the  many 
blessings  that  we  continually  receive  from  the  Lord  and  will 
respond  appropriately,"  Mrs.  Basso  added. 

"When  Fr.  Robert  Hussey,  S.J.,  asked  me  to  serve  as  General 
Chair  for  the  Our  Cathedral:  One  Faith,  One  People  campaign 
at  St.  Raphael  the  Archangel  Catholic  Church,  it  was  easy  to 
say  yes,"  said  Rick  Gall,  Chair  of  the  St.  Raphael  campaign.  "I 
truly  see  this  as  an  opportunity  for  us  to  be  a  part  of  something 
special,  something  great  that  will  impact  generations  to  come." 

Gall  added,  "In  a  Diocese  where  the  number  of  Catholics  has 
grown  exponentially,  the  need  for  a  new  Cathedral  has  been  a 
long  time  in  coming.  Building  it  will  take  the  participation  of 
many  from  every  parish  across  the  Diocese.  I  believe  all  Catho- 
lics in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  are  called  in  some  way  to  be  a 
part  of  this;  certainly  to  pray,  but  also  to  contribute,  as  we  can." 

201 2  Bishop's  Annual  Appeal  Included  in 
Cathedral  Campus  Campaign 

Each  year,  the  Bishop's  Annual  Appeal  takes  place  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  calendar  year.  This  year,  to  avoid  conduct- 
ing the  Cathedral  Campus  Campaign  and  the  BAA  at  the 
same  time,  it  was  decided  upon  the  recommendation  of 
pastors  and  pastoral  administrators  to  incorporate  the  201  2 
BAA  into  the  Cathedral  Campaign.  In  order  to  ensure  that  the 
BAA  receives  the  $6,650,738  required  to  continue  fund- 
ing 3 1  pastoral  and  charitable  ministries  of  the  Diocese,  the 


first  dollars  contributed  to  the  Cathedral  Campus  project  in 
each  parish  will  be  applied  to  the  parish's  BAA  goal  for  20 1 2. 
Once  a  parish  reaches  its  BAA  assigned  goal,  from  that  point 
on  the  parish  will  receive  20%  of  every  dollar  donated  up  to 
its  Cathedral  Campaign  goal. 

For  example,  if  a  parish's  Cathedral  Campaign  goal  is 
$1 00,000  and  it  includes  a  BAA  goal  of  $1 0,000,  the  first 
$1 0,000  contributed  will  satisfy  the  BAA  commitment.  From 
the  first  dollar  over  the  $1 0,000  up  to  the  $  1 00,000  Cam- 
paign goal,  the  parish  will  receive  20%  of  the  contributions. 
If  the  parish  exceeds  its  total  Campaign  goal,  it  will  receive 
50%  of  the  contributions  over  the  total  goal. 

Bishop's  Annual  Appeal 
Supports  Vital  Ministries 


Parishioner  support  of  the  BAA  is  essential  to  continue 
funding  3 1  pastoral  and  charitable  ministries  of  the  Diocese. 
Twenty  percent  of  the  BAA  supports  the  work  of  Catholic 
Charities  in  its  regional  offices  serving  the  eight  deaneries  of 
the  Diocese. 

While  a  large  portion  of  the  agency's  outreach  provides 
emergency  assistance  to  those  in  need,  regardless  of  creed, 
Catholic  Charities  also  provides  long-term  support  for  those 
who  require  more  than  food,  shelter  or  clothing. 

Evelyn  came  to  the  attention  of  Catholic  Charities  as  her 
1 1  -year  old  son  was  lying  in  a  coma  after  being  hit  by  a  car.  In 
addition  to  providing  counseling,  the  regional  office  was  able 
to  get  her  beds  for  her  home.  As  her  son  slowly  recuperated, 
Evelyn  was  diagnosed  with  cancer.  Catholic  Charities  continues 
to  assist  her  through  support  and  encouragement. 

Ricardo  was  a  victim  of  a  robbery  and  shooting  that  left  him 
handicapped.  He  was  angry  and  disillusioned  when  he  came  to 
Catholic  Charities  for  counseling.  During  his  recovery,  he  was 
robbed  again.  The  regional  office  where  Ricardo  lives  worked 
with  him,  helping  him  with  resources,  which  included  finding 
him  a  job  with  a  non-profit  organization. 

"Catholic  Charities  staff  and  volunteers  walk  with  some  of  the 
wounded  individuals  in  our  communities,"  said  Catholic  Chari- 
ties Piedmont  Regional  Director  Ms  Sue  Gilbertson.  "Through 
the  generosity  of  the  parishes  we  are  able  to  assist  with  food  or 
clothes  or  small  amounts  of  financial  assistance.  Often  our  staff/ 
volunteers  know  families  for  years  and  work  with  them  through 
some  very  vulnerable  times  in  their  lives,"  Ms.  Gilbertson  said. 
"On  our  good  days  our  counseling  program,  family  support 
services  and  emergency  assistance,  provide  glimpses  of  hope 
for  people  whose  lives  are  very  short  of  hope." 

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  expressed  his 
ongoing  thanks  for  the  incredible  generosity  being  shown  by 
the  faithful  as  the  Campaign  continues.  "The  response  to  the 
Our  Cathedral:  One  Faith,  One  People  Campaign  has  been 
wonderfully  encouraging,"  he  said.  "It  has  filled  me  and  all  those 
working  on  the  campaign  with  hope  and  optimism.  For  all  those 
still  discerning  how  they  will  respond  to  this  effort,  I  continue 
to  ask  for  your  spiritual  support,  and  to  invite  you  to  prayerfully 
consider  a  sacrificial  gift  for  this  historic  cause." 


Bishop  Burbidge  Dedicates 
New  Church  for  St.  Eugene 
Parish 

A  standing  room  only  crowd  took 
part  in  the  dedication  of  the  new  St. 
Eugene  Catholic  Church  in  Wendell 
Saturday,  March  1 0,  201  2.  Prior  to  the 
celebration  of  Mass,  the  Most  Reverend 
Michael  F.  Burbidge  accepted  the  keys 
to  the  Church  from  GG  Contractors 
and  presented  them  to  Father  Joseph 
Lapauw,  CICM,  Pastor  of  St.  Eugene. 

The  new  facility,  which  seats  approxi- 
mately 600,  was  built  at  a  total  cost  of 
$3. 1  million.  This  is  the  third  church 
building  the  parish  has  had  in  its  history, 
which  dates  back  to  1929  when  a  small 
group  of  Catholics  gathered  in  the  living  room  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Namy  Joseph.  The  first  St.  Eugene  Church  was  dedicated  in 
1  948.  As  the  parish  community  began  to  grown,  the  parish 
constructed  an  all-purpose  building  to  address  its  needs  in  the 
late  1 980s.  That  growth  has  continued  where,  today,  the  parish 
is  comprised  of  a  diverse  community  of  1 ,262  families. 

Bishop  Burbidge  spoke  of  the  diversity  in  his  homily  when  he 
repeated  the  prayer  recited  during  the  blessing  of  the  water  that 
when  "sprinkled  upon  us  ...  we  become  one  in  Christ."  The 
Bishop  said,  "It  is  amazing  to  see  the  great  diversity  of  your  par- 
ish. Always  celebrate  it.  In  addition,  strive  to  preserve  the  unity 
that  is  ours  in  Christ  Jesus,  the  One  who  unites  us  as  brothers 
and  sisters." 

Noting  that  on  Friday  evening,  the  Diocese  opened  the 
Cause  for  Beatification  and  Canonization  of  Father  Thomas  F. 
Price,  Bishop  Burbidge  said,  "He  (Father  Price)  understood 


that  his  most  important  task  in  life  was  to  be  holy.  Never  forget 
the  reason  this  parish  church  exists:  to  help  us  to  become  holy, 
to  become  saints,  especially  as  we  are  enlightened  by  God's 
Word  and  nourished  by  His  Sacraments." 

Father  Lapauw  provided  the  Spanish  translation  of  the 
homily. 


Holy  Family  Parish  in 
Hillsborough  Celebrates 
25th  Anniversary 

On  Sunday,  March  1  1 ,  201  2,  the 
parishioners  of  Holy  Family  Catholic 
Church  in  Hillsborough  celebrated  the 
parish's  25th  anniversary.  The  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  presid- 
ed at  the  9:45  English  and  the  1  1 :45 
Spanish  Anniversary  Masses,  with  Fr. 
Thomas  Tully  as  concelebrant.  The 
Bishop  also  blessed  a  new  building 
adjoining  the  church,  which  will  house 
the  parish  offices  and  classrooms  for 
meetings  and  faith  formation. 

The  Catholic  presence  in  Hillsbor- 
ough began  in  the  1  880s.  But  Mass 
was  celebrated  irregularly  and  in  a 
variety  of  locations  until  the  current 
multi-purpose  building,  which  houses 


the  sanctuary,  was  dedicated  in  1  986. 
(It  was  expanded  in  1  999.)  In  1  987 
Sister  Margaret  Savage,  SSJ,  was  ap- 
pointed pastoral  administrator,  making 
Holy  Family  one  of  the  first  parishes  in 
the  Diocese  with  this  kind  of  leader- 
ship. 

In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge 
called  the  celebration  an  occasion 
to  "rejoice  and 
renew." 

"We  rejoice  in 
remembering  the 
countless  number 
of  people  who 
have  encoun- 
tered and  expe- 
rienced the  love 
of  God  in  your 
parish  throughout 
the  years,"  the 


Bishop  said,  and  he  continued,  "The 
celebration  of  a  parish  anniversary  is 
also  a  grace-filled  moment  for  us,  as 
individuals,  families  and  a  parish  com- 
munity, to  renew  our  promises  to  the 
Lord  and  His  Church."

■  Mario  St.  Francis.  A  model 
and  actor,  once  named  one 
of  America's  Most  Eligible 
Bachelors  by  Cosmopolitan 
magazine,  heled  life  in  the 
fast  lane  of  fame,  money, 
and  prestige.  At  the  confer- 
ence he  spoke  on  leading  a 
chaste  life  in  today's  world. 
Twin  teenagers  Tom  and 
Michael  Beley  were  im- 
pressed with  Mr.  St.  Francis' 
testimony.  "He  compared 
sexuality  to  a  knife.  It  can  be 
used  for  good,  such  as  cut- 
ting a  steak,  or  for  bad,  such 
as  hurting  someone,"  said 
Michael.

Catholic  Parish  Outreach 
Celebrates  35  Years  of 
Service 

►►  Approximately  200  people  at- 
tended the  35th  anniversary  celebra- 
tion of  Catholic  Parish  Outreach  Food 
Pantry,  Friday,  February  1 0,  201  2.  The 
event  took  place  at  St.  Raphael  Catholic 
Church  Hall  in  Raleigh.  Among  those  in 
attendance  were  volunteers  at  the  food 
pantry,  two  of  whom  have  donated  their 
time  since  the  agency  began  operations. 

Catholic  Parish  Outreach  (CPO), 
operated  by  the  Raleigh  regional  office 
of  Catholic  Charities,  is  the  largest  food 
pantry  in  the  eastern  half  of  North  Caro- 
lina and  one  of  five  food  pantries  run  by 
Catholic  Charities  in  the  eastern  half  of 
the  state.  The  pantry  was  established 
in  1977  by  the  five  Catholic  churches 
in  Raleigh  at  that  time.  It  has  relocated 
four  times  in  35  years  in  order  to  re- 
spond to  the  growth  in  the  numbers  of 
people  needing  food  assistance  to  meet 
their  family's  basic  nutritional  needs. 


Today,  it  is  housed  in  a  1 6,000  square 
foot  building  on  North  Raleigh  Boule- 
vard and  is  presently  supported  by  the 
1 4  Catholic  parishes  and  nine  Catholic 
schools  in  Wake  County  along  with 
support  from  the  federal  government, 
United  Way  of  the  Greater  Triangle  and 
countless  generous  donors. 

In  his  remarks,  Catholic  Charities  Ra- 
leigh Regional  Director  Rick  Miller-Har- 
away  noted  that  in  the  last  three  months 
the  pantry  has  distributed  a  week's 
worth  of  groceries  to  some  1 0,556 
people,  an  increase  of  25  percent  over 
the  previous  year  and  a  1 33  percent 
increase  sincesince  2007.  Eighty-five 
percent  of  the  food  is  donated. 

The  keynote  talk  was  presented  by 
Ms.  Earline  Middleton,  Vice  President 
of  Agency  Services  for  the  Food  Bank 
of  Central  and  Eastern  North  Carolina. 
She  spoke  of  the  importance  of  being 
"vigilant,"  as  it  pertains  to  addressing 
the  needs  of  the  poor  and  the  chal- 
lenges facing  a  vital  organization  such 
as  Catholic  Parish  Outreach. 


Raleigh  City  Councilman  Eugene 
Weeks  presented  the  Presidential 
Award  for  Volunteer  Service  to  the 
agency.  Last  year  1,299  volunteers 
donated  36,901  hours  of  service  in 
assistance  to  the  one  and  a  half  staff 
persons  who  operate  the  food  pan- 
try. "Thank  you  for  all  you  are  doing," 
Councilman  Weeks  said.  "The  number 
of  volunteer  hours  committed  to  helping 
the  poor  is  impressive." 

The  Presidential  Award  was  ac- 
cepted by  Mrs.  Terry  Foley,  who  read  a 
letter  from  a  woman  who  extended  her 
gratitude  for  the  assistance  she  received 
from  CPO. 

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge  told  the  gathering  that  the 
evening's  celebration  was  in  recognition 
of  "a  beautiful  and  generous  heart  you 
share."  He  spoke  of  a  culture  of  joy  that 
is  present  at  Catholic  Parish  Outreach. 
"The  joy  is  there  because  of  your  pres- 
ence," the  Bishop  said,  adding,  "It  is 
created  by  the  love  you  have  for  one 
another."

Death  of  Sister 

Mary  Edith  Opferman,  IHM 


Sister  Mary  Edith  Opferman, 
IHM  (Sister  Mary  Claude)  died  at 
Our  Lady  of  Peace  Residence  in 
Scranton,  PA  on  February  3.  Sis- 
ter was  bom  in  Pittsburgh,  PA,  on 
Feb.25,  1 931 .  She  entered  the 
IHM  Congregation  in  1 949.  After 
her  1 95 1  Profession,  Sister  served  as  Kindergarten 
and  primary  teacher  at  Catholic  in  Pennsylvania  and 
North  Carolina,  including  Mother  of  Mercy  School  in 
Washington,  NC.  She  moved  to  the  Marian  convent 
in  1 969,  where  she  served  for  many  years  in  various 
support  services,  assisting  with  occupational  therapy 
arts  and  crafts,  sacristy  duties,  greeting  visitors  and 
answering  phones,  companioning  and  doing  errands 
for  disabled  Sisters,  until  she  herself  became  disabled 
and  moved  to  prayer  ministry  in  the  late  1 990s.  Her 
most  special  ministry  during  her  lifetime  was  to  pray 
for  priests.  Memorial  contributions  may  be  made  to 
support  the  retired  IHM  Sisters  c/o  the  IHM  Sisters 
Retirement  Fund,  IHM  Center,  2300  Adams  Avenue, 
Scranton,  PA  1 8509. 


Recently  I  came  across  a  startlingly  beautiful  book  at  the 
library,  Great  Cathedrals  by  Bernhard  Schutz  (Harry  n.  Abrams, 
inc.,  2002).  Its  subject  is  European  Gothic  cathedrals  -  think 
Notre  Dame  in  Paris  -  and  it's  full  of  stunning  color  pho- 
tos of  these  churches,  inside  and  out. 


Poring  through  this  book,  read- 
ing about  the  construction  of 
these  shrines,  I  thought  about  our 
own  Diocese  and  its  Cathedral 
campaign,  and  I  remembered 
something  I'd  forgotten.  Campaign, 
fundraising,  facilities,  project  are 
words  I've  heard  a  lot  of  this  year, 
and  I  expect  they  were  much  used 
even  in  the  Middle  Ages  when 
great  tasks  like  the  construction  of 
a  cathedral  were  undertaken. 

But  those  words  can  obscure 
what  perhaps  people  in  another 


age  more  often  had  in  the  forefront  of  their  minds  and  hearts.  A 
church  is  the  house  of  God.  The  effort  and  sacrifice  that  go  into  the 
building  of  a  church  are  made  for  Him,  not  just  a  "project." 

Bernhard  Schutz,  whose  religious  views  aren't  known  to  me,  wrote 
this  about  Chartres  Cathedral: ". . .  it  has  a  sacred  feeling  of  some- 
thing blessed  in  a  secular  world  that  captivates  even  the  most  rational 
people  today.  This  impression  reaches  us. . .  as  both  fascinating  and 
overpowering.  People  feel  imperatively  and  irresistibly  drawn  to  it, 
as  though  by  some  hidden  power,  and  at  the  same  time  experience  a 
holy  awe  as  they  contemplate  it." 

Creating  that  blessed  space,  nurturing  that  holy  awe,  is  what  church 
building  in  the  age  of  the  great  cathedrals  was  all  about.  If  someone 
had  said  in  that  age,  "God  didn't  ask  us  for  a  cathedral,"  a  natural 
response  might  have  been,  "No,  but  it's  a  gift,  something  we  can  do  for 
the  One  who  does  everything  for  us.  If  you  give  someone  something 
just  because  they've  asked  for  it,  is  that  a  gift?" 

Those  churches  weren't  just  buildings,  they  were  sermons,  fash- 
ioned to  inspire  adoration  and  worship  and,  through  art,  to  teach  the 
faithful  about  the  Bible  and  the  saints.  They  were  also  sanctuaries, 
places  meant  to  be  in  stark  contrast  to  the  world  of  temporal  concerns. 
And  they  were  built  with  a  faith  that  transcended  those  concerns. 
Notre  Dame  took  55  years  to  complete,  Chartres  more  than  a  century. 
Those  who  supported  and  worked  on  these  projects  at  the  beginning 
knew  they  would  probably  not  live  to  see  the  result,  but  that  wasn't 
the  point.  They  were  building  for  the  glory  of  God. 

All  this  is  true  of  any  church.  Its  building  is  almost  always  undertaken 
for  compelling  practical  reasons.  But  it  is  completed  for  religious  ones.  I 
realized  as  I  read  that  maybe  I  need  to  think  not  just  practically  but  re- 
ligiously about  the  places  where  we  worship.  It  might  put  the  sacrifices 
required  to  realize  them  in  perspective.  -  Rich  Reece  is  editor  of  nc  Catholics 


Live  Mercifully

►►  "Blessed  are  the  merciful 
for  they  shall  receive  mercy." 
This  beatitude  calls  each  Chris- 
tian to  be  an  instrument  of 
God's  mercy  in  the  world.  It  is 
for  this  reason  that  the  Church 
has  traditionally  articulated 
the  Christian  duty  to  engage 
in  both  corporal  and  spiritual 
works  of  mercy. 

This  mercy  is  patterned  on 
God's  own  mercy.  God  the 
Father  chose  to  not  only  exer- 
cise His  power  by  constraining 
it  so  that  we  might  have  life, 
but  God  the  Son  then  emptied 
Himself  and  submitted  to  death 
so  that  we  might  have  life  more 
fully  with  God.  This  is  the  ulti- 
mate good.  Thus,  as  Christians,  we  are  to  mirror  this  example 
in  our  own  lives  and  in  all  of  our  relationships  where  we  hold 
some  measure  of  power  whether  physical,  emotional,  political, 
economic  or  social. 

So  to  be  merciful  in  all  of  our  relationships  Christianity  de- 
mands a  double  movement,  which  is  rooted  and  predicated 
on  the  love  of  God  and  neighbor.  First,  we  must  affirm  the 
existence  of  the  other  by  constraining  ourselves  in  order  to 
allow  goodness  to  flourish  especially  when  it  is  in  our  power 
to  "destroy"  another.  Second,  we  must  empty  ourselves  and 
exercise  power  in  humble  service  to  the  other  so  that  he  or 
she  may  not  only  have  life  but  have  it  more  fully,  to  share  in 
the  goodness  of  divine  life. 

St.  Julie  Billiart's  life  (1  751  -1 81  6)  constitutes  an  ex- 
ample of  what  it  means  to  live  mercifully.  The  fifth  of  seven 
children  in  France,  St.  Julie  loved  her  studies,  especially 
in  the  area  of  religion,  and  spent  her  life  teaching,  espe- 
cially the  poor.  She  even  founded  the  Congregation  of  the 
Sisters  of  Notre  Dame  de  Namur.  In  1  2  years,  she  estab- 
lished 1  5  convents  and  her  order  continues  her  work  of 
educating  children  today.  However,  she  embodied  mercy 
through  much  more  than  instructing  the  uninformed. 

She  sheltered  the  homeless  and  comforted  the  afflicted  dur- 
ing the  French  Revolution  by  hiding  priests  from  persecution 
and  sure  death.  In  return,  she  had  to  patiently  bear  the  wrong 
of  becoming  hunted  herself  and  going  into  hiding.  Even  at  63 
and  in  poor  health,  St.  Julie  nursed  the  wounded  and  fed  the 
starving  left  from  the  Battle  of  Waterloo. 

In  short,  St.  Julie  was  an  instrument  of  God's  mercy. 
Through  her  witness,  those  around  her  experienced  more 
fully  that  life  which  God  mercifully  wills  for  us  all. 


«Bendecidos  los  piadosos  pues  ellos  recibiran 
piedad.»  Esta  beatitud  llama  a  cada  Cristiano  a  ser 
un  instrumento  de  la  piedad  de  Dios  en  el  mundo. 
Es  por  esto  que  la  Iglesia  tradicionalmente  ha 
mencionado  el  deber  Cristiano  de  participar  tanto 
en  las  obras  corporales  como  espirituales  piadosas. 

La  piedad  tiene  como  patron  la  propia  piedad  de 
Dios.  Dios  el  Padre  eligio  no  solo  ejercitar  Su  poder 
al  contenerlo  para  que  pudieramos  tener  vida,  sino 
que  Dios  el  Hijo  luego  se  vacio  en  nosotros  y  fue 
sometido  a  la  muerte  para  que  pudieramos  tener 
mas  vida  plenamente  con  Dios.  Esta  es  la  bondad 
maxima.  Por  ende,  como  Cristianos,  debemos 
reflejar  este  ejemplo  en  nuestras  propias  vidas  y 
en  todas  nuestras  relaciones  en  las  que  tenemos 
en  cierta  medida  algo  de  poder  ya  sea  fisico, 
emocional,  politico,  economico  o  social. 
Asi  que  para  ser  piadosos  en  todas  nuestras 
relaciones  el  Cristianismo  exige  un  doble 
movimiento,  el  cual  esta  arraigado  y  basado  en  el  amor 
de  Dios  y  del  projimo.  En  primer  lugar  debemos  afirma  la 
existencia  del  otro  al  contenernos  a  nosotros  mismos  para 
permitir  que  la  bondad  aflore  especialmente  cuando  esta 
en  nuestro  poder  el  «destruir»  a  otro.  En  segundo  lugar, 
debemos  vaciarnos  y  ejercitar  el  poder  en  el  humilde  servicio 
del  otro  para  que  el  o  ella  no  solo  pueda  tener  vida,  sino  que 
la  pueda  tener  mas  plenamente,  para  compartir  la  bondad  de 
la  Vida  Divina. 

La  vida  de  Santa  Julia  Billiart  (1751-1816)  constituye 
un  ejemplo  de  lo  que  significa  vivir  piadosamente.  Santa 
Julia,  quinta  hija  entre  siete  hermanos  en  Francia,  amaba 
sus  estudios,  especialmente  en  le  area  de  la  religion,  y  paso 
su  vida  ensenando,  especialmente  a  los  pobres.  Ella  hasta 
fundo  la  Congregation  de  las  Hermanas  de  Notre  Dame  de 
Namur.  En  doce  afios  establecio  quince  conventos  y  su  orden 
aun  continiia  su  trabajo  de  educar  a  los  ninos  hoy  en  dia.  Sin 
embargo,  ella  personified  la  piedad  a  traves  de  mucho  mas  de 
la  ensenanza  de  los  que  desconocian. 

Ella  protegio  a  los  que  no  tenian  hogar  y  conforto  a  los 
afligidos  durante  la  Revolution  Francesa  al  esconder  a  los 
sacerdotes  para  protegerlos  de  la  persecution  y  la  muerte 
segura.  A  cambio,  ella  tuvo  que  soportar  pacientemente 
el  mal  de  ser  perseguida  y  tener  que  esconderse.  Aun  a  la 
edad  de  sesenta  y  tres  y  con  una  condition  fisica  deteriorada, 
Santa  Julia  cuido  de  los  heridos  y  alimento  a  los  hambrientos 
despues  de  la  batalla  de  Waterloo. 

En  resumen,  Santa  Julia  fue  un  instrumento  de  la  piedad 
de  Dios.  A  traves  de  su  testimonio,  los  que  la  rodearon 
experimentaron  una  vida  mas  plena  que  Dios  piadosamente 
quiere  para  todos.

From  Lent  to  Easter    el  Evangelio! 


In  the  1890s,  a  young  former  slave  named  Dan- 
iel Rudd,  a  lay  Catholic  leader  from  Kentucky 
urged  Africans  and  African  Americans  to  forgive 
the  injustices  of  the  past.  The  teachings  of  Jesus 
demanded  it,  he  said,  and  he  believed  that  the  Catholic 
Church  represented  the  best  hope  for  African  Americans 
in  the  United  States  to  reach  their  fullest  potential  as  hu- 
man beings.  Despite  the  prevailing  racism  of  the  period, 
the  Church,  through  her  parishes  and  religious  orders, 
ministered  to  African  Americans  and  Native  Americans 
across  the  country. 


As  we  embrace  Easter 
after  a  season  of  recon- 
ciliation, these  words 
of  a  former  slave  in 
Europe,  Saint  Josephine 
Bakhita,  express  that 
same  sentiment: 

"If  I  were  to  meet 
the  slave-traders  who 
kidnapped  me  and  even 
those  who  tortured 
me,  I  would  kneel  and 
kiss  their  hands,  for  if 
that  did  not  happen,  I 
would  not  be  a  Christian  and  Religious  today. . .  The  Lord 
has  loved  me  so  much:  we  must  love  everyone. . .  we  must 
be  compassionate!" 

Another  holy  woman,  Blessed  Kateri  Tekakwitha,  gives 
us  a  great  appreciation  of  the  disciplines  of  Lent  we  have 
practiced  as  we  look  ahead  to  the  Risen  Lord:  "I  am  not 
my  own;  I  have  given  myself  to  Jesus.  He  must  be  my  only 
love. . .  All  I  need  is  a  little  food  and  a  few  pieces  of  cloth- 
ing. With  the  work  of  my  hands  I  shall  always  earn  what  is 
necessary  and  what  is  left  over  I'll  give  to  my  relatives  and 
to  the  poor.  If  I  should  become  sick  and  unable  to  work, 
then  I  shall  be  like  the  Lord  on  the  cross.  He  will  have 
mercy  on  me  and  help  me,  I  am  sure." 

So  the  Catholic  spirituality  of  Lent  and  Easter  —  Resur- 
rection following  prayer,  reconciliation,  fasting  and  kind- 
ness to  others  -  resonates  deeply  with  African  American 
and  Native  American  cultures.  In  the  summer  of  201 1,  the 
National  Black  Catholic  Congress  office  in  collaboration 
with  Notre  Dame  University  surveyed  African  American 
Catholics  in  the  United  States.  The  survey  showed  that, 
despite  the  somewhat  recent  arrival  of  Africans  and  Afri- 
can Americans  in  larger  numbers  to  the  Church,  their  level 
of  commitment  to  the  Church  is  high.

t's  really  an  Easter  story,"  says  Sister 
Anne  Heath,  RSM.  "It's  a  total  transfor- 
mation. The  old  self  dies  and  a  new  self 
comes  into  being.  And  it's  ongoing;  it 
never  ends." 
Sister  Anne,  a  social  worker  and 


counselor  with  Catholic  Chanties,  is 

journey  talking  about  the  journey  from  addiction 

C  to  recovery.  In  her  work,  she  has  helped  men  and  women  with  a  range  of 

11  \JL  1 1    addictions.  "Some  are  into  substances,"  she  says,  "like  alcohol  or  drugs.  But 
1    1  •        •  I  also  see  addictions  to  gambling,  eating,  spending  and  sex.  Addiction  to 

CAV-lLllv^  Llwl  1    pornography  is  increasing  at  a  huge  rate." 

Recovery  from  addiction  requires  physical,  emotional  and  spiritual  change, 

to  recovery  Sister  Anne  explains,  and  its  usually  painful.  "When  you  remove  the  addic- 
tive substance  or  behavior,"  she  says,  "you  often  uncover  psychological  is- 
^Z*^^  sues.  Many  alcoholics,  for  example,  turn  out  to  be  using  alcohol  to  medicate 

anxiety,  depression  or  even  Attention  Deficit  Disorder  (ADD)." 

And  the  spiritual  component?  Many  addicted  people  on  the  road  to 
recovery  work  a  "12-Step  program  such  as  Alcoholics  Anonymous  (AA)  . 
The  Twelve  Steps  (see  box)  refer  to  a  "Higher  Power,"  and  Sister  Anne  says 
the  steps  can  be  especially  meaningful  to  Catholics. 
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Step  1  says,  'I'm  not 
God.  And  Steps  2  and 
3  acknowledge  that  our 
only  help  is  in  the  Lord.  In 
Steps  4  through  7  you  really  have  a  kind  of 
penitential  rite:  examining  your  conscience, 
admitting  your  sins  to  God  and  asking  God 
to  wipe  them  away.  The  next  Steps  involve 
making  amends,  committing  to  a  regular 
moral  inventory  -  what  we  call  a  'firm 
purpose  of  amendment.'  Then  we  seek  God's 
will  for  us  and  finally  go  forth  to  share  with 
others  what  we  have  learned. 


"It's  amazing,"  Sr.  Anne  says,  "and  it's  the  way  our  Catholic 
faith  tells  all  of  us  to  live.  If  we  all  lived  the  12  steps  it  would 
be  an  awesome  world.  They're  not  just  about  recovery;  they're 
about  enriching  our  relationships  with  God  and  others." 

Those  two  relationships  have  been  key  for  him  in  remaining 
sober,  says  Jim  (not  his  real  name),  a  recovenng  alcoholic  for 
four  years. 

Raised  Catholic,  Jim  drank  heavily  through  his  teens  and 
twenties.  "That's  not  unusual  for  a  lot  of  young  people,"  he  says, 
"but  at  some  point  I  realized  I  couldn't  stop."  Jim  remembers 
his  drinking  years  in  Florida  as  a  lonely,  selfish  time.  "I  had  no 
spirituality,  and  I  didn't  treat  people  with  any  more  dignity  than  I 
treated  myself,"  he  says. 

"1  lost  all  pride  and  I  lost  friends  and  family.  But  I  was  still  in 
denial.  I  told  myself  for  a  while  that  I  was  a  'controlled'  drinker, 


because  I  could  quit  for  a 
week  or  a  month  or  several 
months." 

Eventually  problems  related 
to  Jim's  drinking  landed  him 
in  a  rehab  program.  "When 
I  got  out,  I  assumed  I  was 
cured.  That  lasted  about  a 
month  and  a  half." 

Finally,  Jim  says,  using  a 
phrase  familiar  to  those  in 
AA,  he  got  "sick  and  tired  of 
feeling  sick  and  tired."  Then, 
he  explains,  "I  got  incredibly 
lucky.  I  had  a  unique 
opportunity  to  change  people, 
places  and  things  by  coming 
to  Wilmington.  As  soon  as  I 
got  here  I  started  going  to  St. 
Mary  Church.  I  became  an 
usher,  and  started  volunteering 
in  outreach  ministries  and 
working  a  spiritual  program  through  the  parish." 

Since  arriving  in  Wilmington  Jim  has  reconnected  with  family 
and  started  his  own  ministry.  He  has  a  circle  of  friends  and  he 
mentors  others  who  are  seeking  sobriety.  "I  was  lucky,"  he  says, 
"and  1  have  a  responsibility  to  give  back." 

Jim  has  no  illusions,  however,  about  his  disease.  "I  need  to 
work  on  my  individual  character  one  day  at  a  time.  Being  where 
I  am  is  the  result  of  three-plus  years  of  constant  devotion  to  these 
spiritual  principles  [of  AA].  I'm  sober,  but  it's  a  constant  battle 
killing  off  the  old  Jim,  the  old  behavior  and  thought  processes 
that  were  so  ingrained  for  thirty-some  years. 

The  most  crucial  elements  in  Jim's  recovery,  he  thinks,  are 
spiritual  surrender  and  social  connection.  As  he  puts  it,  "Prayer, 
meditation,  giving  back  and  putting  others  first." 

"First  of  all,"  he  says,  "I  surrendered  to  a  higher  power  and  let 
Him  direct  me.  I'm  not  in  charge.  The  other  thing  is  getting  away 
from  myself.  I  have  two  or  three  people  under  my  wing,  and  it's 
a  great  gift  to  be  able  to  teach  them  some  of  he  principles  and 
show  them  some  healthy  options,  maybe  give  them  some  hope. 
And  with  my  ministry  I  spend  a  lot  of  time  helping  people.  I  feel 
better  than  I  ever  have  before." 

Diego  (not  his  real  name)  came  to  the  U.S.  from  Mexico  as  a 
teenager.  His  plan  was  to  get  a  job  and  send  money  home  to  his 
parents,  who  were  very  poor.  But  soon  after  he  began  working 
he  also  began  drinking. 

At  the  beginning  it  was  fun,"  he  says.  "It  made  me  feel  like  I 
belonged  to  something.  But  there  was  a  lot  I  didn't  see.  This  guy 
I  thought  of  as  a  role  model  would  show  up  every  Friday  night. 
'Hey  amigo,'  he'd  say,  then  he'd  sell  me  some  marijuana  and 
disappear,  until  the  next  payday.  But  I  didn't  see  that. 

"I  was  not  much  into  drugs  but  more  into  alcohol.  More  and 
more.  My  mother  would  send  letters,  never  asking  for  money 
but  you  know,  mentioning  the  tough  times  they  were  having. 
And  I'd  write  back  and  say  'Sorry  I  have  to  pay  my  bills,  the

■  Step  1 0  -  Continued  to  take  personal  inventory 
and  when  we  were  wrong  promptly  admitted  it 

■  Step  1 1  -  Sought  through  prayer  and  meditation 
to  improve  our  conscious  contact  with  God  as  we 
understood  God,  praying  only  for  knowledge  of 
God's  will  for  us  and  the  power  to  carry  that  out 

■  Step  1 2  -  Having  had  a  spiritual  awakening  as  the 
result  of  these  steps,  we  tried  to  carry  this  message 
to  other  addicts,  and  to  practice  these  principles  in 
all  our  affairs 


rent  is  due'  and  so  on.  But  it  wasn't  true.  All  my  money  was 
going  to  alcohol." 

As  Diego  tells  about  those  days,  it  is  clear  that  he  still  feels  pain 
over  the  way  he  was. 

Eventually  Diego  began  working  at  a  restaurant.  "When  we 
closed  we  would  all  go  out  drinking  all  night,  and  I  was  getting 
drunk  but  I  thought  1  could  handle  it.  I  remember  one  night 
seeing  this  guy  passed  out  at  a  table,  and  someone  walked  up 
behind  him  and  picked  his  pocket.  And  I  said  to  the  friend  I 
was  with  'If  that  ever  happens  to  me  I'm  stopping.'  But  it  did 
happen.  I  wasn't  robbed  but  I  was  passed  out  just  like  that  guy. 
And  I  didn't  stop. 

"The  drinking  just  got  worse  and  my  life  got  a  lot  darker. 
I  did  things  when  I  was  drunk  that  I  couldn't  stand  to  think 
about  when  I  was  sober.  So  I  finally  decided  it  had  to  stop.  I 
quit  drinking.  But  my  mental  state  was  unstable.  I  went  to  a 
counselor,  decided  to  go  back  to  school.  I  got  my  GED  and 
went  to  technical  school.  I  was  doing  better  financially  but  my 
emotions  were  still  a  mess.  Sometimes  I  almost  felt  suicidal. 

"When  I  got  married  and  had  a  family  it  was  harder. 
Sometimes  I  couldn't  deal  with  my  kids,  especially  in  their 
teenage  years.  When  I  got  home  from  work  the  family  would 
avoid  me.  That  hurt.  But  I  believed  they  were  the  problem.  I 
didn't  see  that  it  was  me." 

Finally  Diego  went  back  to  a  counselor,  who  suggested  AA. 
"It  was  a  welcoming  place  but  my  ego  was  inflated.  I  was  more 
educated  than  many  of  the  others  there.  I  had  a  house  and  a  car 
so  I  felt  like  I  was  above  everyone  else.  I  didn't  know  anything 
about  the  Steps  yet  so  I  started  judging  the  other  guys.  I  thought, 
'I  don't  belong  with  them.'  The  guy  who  was  conducting  the 
meeting  was  someone  I  knew  and  he  could  barely  read.  So  when 
it  was  my  turn  at  the  podium  -  you're  supposed  to  feel  free  to 
say  whatever  you  want  - 1  just  cussed  that  guy  out." 

Diego  has  to  pause  a  moment  to  gather  his  emotions.  'And 
that  guy"  he  says  finally,  "that  guy  was  the  one  who  taught  me 
the  most." 

As  Diego  got  deeper  into  the  program,  he  returned  to  the 
Church:  "I  had  gotten  away  from  God.  AA  helped  me  remember 
I  needed  Him." 

Eventually  like  the  Apostles  after  the  Resurrection,  he 
accepted  the  responsibility  to  share  with  others  the  message  that 
had  rescued  him. 

"Now  it's  not  about  me  going  to  AA,"  he  says,  "it's  about  who  I 
can  help.  Sometimes  I'll  travel  as  far  as  Raleigh  to  meet  someone. 

"My  youngest  daughter,  1 1 ,  was  at  a  festival  a  while  ago  and 
a  lady  asked  her,  'What  does  your  father  do?'  She  said,  'He 
saves  lives.'  So  now  I  say,  Yeah,  I  save  lives.  But  in  reality  I'm 
saving  my  own."

"De  la  oscuridad  a  la  luz" 

Celebrando  la  nueva  vida  en  el  camino 
de  la  adiccion  a  la  recuperacion 
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s  realmente  una  historia  de 
Pascua",  dice  la  Hermana 
Anne  Heath,  RSM.  "Es 
una  transformation  total. 
Muere  el  hombre  viejo  y  llega  un  nuevo  ser.  Y 
es  continuo;  nunca  termina". 

La  Hermana  Anne,  trabajadora  social  y  consejera  de  Catholic 
Charities,  habla  sobre  el  viaje  de  la  adiccion  a  la  recuperacion. 
En  su  trabajo,  ayuda  a  hombres  y  mujeres  que  enfrentan  una 
variedad  de  adicciones.  Algunas  son  substantias',  dice  ella,  "tales 
como  el  alcoholismo  o  las  drogas.  Pero  tambien  veo  la  adiccion 
al  juego  de  azar,  la  comida,  gastar  dinero  y  el  sexo.  La  adiccion  a 
la  pornografia  esta  aumentando  enormemente". 

La  recuperacion  de  la  adiccion  requiere  un  cambio  fisico, 
emocional  y  espiritual,  explica  la  Hermana  Anne,  y  general- 
mente  es  dolorosa.  "Cuando  eliminas  las  substancias  adictivas  o 
el  comportamiento",  dice  ella,  "a  menudo  descubres  problemas 
psicologicos.  Muchos  alcoholicos,  por  ejemplo,  terminan  bebi- 


endo  alcohol  para  calmar  la  ansiedad,  depresion  o  hasta  Deficit 
de  Atencion  (ADD  -  por  sus  siglas  en  ingles)". 

el  componente  espiritual?  Mucha  gente  adicta  en  el  camino 
de  la  recuperacion  trabaja  con  el  "Programa  12-  Pasos'  tal  como 
Alcoholicos  Anonimos  (AA).  Los  Doce  Pasos  (Vea  el  recuadro)  se 
refiere  a  un  "Poder  Superior",  y  dice  la  Hermana  Anne,  los  pasos 
pueden  significar  mucho  para  los  Catolicos. 

"Paso  1  dice,  To  no  soy  Dios'.  Y  el  paso  2  y  3  reconocen  que 
nuestra  unica  ayuda  esta  en  el  Senor.  El  paso  4  hasta  el  7  tiene 
una  especie  de  rito  penitencial:  examinar  tu  conciencia,  con- 
fesar  tus  pecados  ante  Dios  y  pedirle  que  limpie  tus  culpas.  El 
siguiente  Paso  implica  hacer  las  paces,  comprometiendote  a  un 
inventario  moral  ordinario-lo  que  Uamamos  'firme  proposito  de 
enmienda'.  Despues  buscamos  la  voluntad  de  Dios  en  nosotros 
y  finalmente  compartimos  con  otras  personas  lo  que  hemos 
aprendido. 

"Es  increible",  dice  la  Hna  Anne,  "y  nuestra  fe  Catolica  nos 
dice  que  es  la  manera  que  debemos  todos  vivirla.  Si  todos 
vivieramos  los  12  pasos  seria  un  mundo  maravilloso.  No  solo  se 
trata  de  la  recuperacion;  sino  de  enriquecer  nuestra  relation  con 
Dios  y  con  los  demas". 
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Esa  dos  relaciones  han  sido  clave  para  que  el  permanezca  so- 
brio,  dice  Jim  (no  es  su  nombre  real),  un  alcoholico  en  recuper- 
ation por  cuatro  anos. 

Criado  catolico,  Jim  bebia  demasiado  entre  su  adolescencia 
y  sus  veintes.  "No  es  inusual  para  mucha  gente  joven",  dice  el, 
"pero  llego  el  momento  cuando  descubri  que  no  podia  dejar  de 
beber".  Jim  recuerda  los  anos  en  Florida  cuando  bebia  alcohol, 
como  un  tiempo  de  soledad  y  egoismo.  "No  tenia  espiritualidad 
y  no  trataba  a  la  gente  con  mas  dignidad  que  la  que  yo  mismo 
me  daba",  dice  el. 

"Perdi  el  orgullo,  a  mis  amigos  y  a  mi  familia.  Pero  aun  asi, 
estaba  en  negation.  Por  un  tiempo,  me  decia  a  mi  mismo  que  yo 
podia  controlar  el  alcohol,  porque  yo  podia  dejar  de  beber  por 
una  semana,  por  un  mes  o  por  varios  meses". 

Los  problemas  relacionados  con  el  abuso  de  alcohol  termi- 
naron  por  llevarlo  a  un  programa  de  recuperation.  "Cuando  sail 
de  ese  lugar,  creia  que  ya  estaba  recuperado.  Solo  duro  un  mes  y 
medio". 

Finalmente,  dice  Jim,  usando  una  frase  muy  comun  en 
aquellos  que  asisten  a  AA,  "se  enfermo  y  se  canso  de  sentirse  mal 
y  cansado".  Despues,  explica,  "tuve  increiblemente  suerte.  Tenia 
la  oportunidad  de  cambiar  de  gente,  lugares  y  cosas  al  venir  a 
Wilmington.  Tan  pronto  llegue  aqui  comence  a  asistir  a  la  Iglesia 
St.  Mary  Participe  como  ujier,  y  comence  como  voluntario  en  el 
ministerio  de  ayuda  y  en  un  programa  espiritual  de  la  iglesia". 

Desde  que  Jim  llego  a  Wilmington  volvio  a  conectarse  con 
la  familia  y  comenzo  su  propio  ministerio.  Tiene  un  circulo 
de  amigos  y  es  mentor  para  aquellas  personas  que  buscan  la 
sobriedad.  "Tuve  suerte",  dice  el,  "y  tengo  la  responsabilidad  de 
devolver  algo". 

Jim  no  se  ilusiona,  con  respecto  a  su  enfermedad.  "Tengo  que 
trabajar  en  mi  caracter  individual  un  dia  a  la  vez.  Estar  donde 
estoy  ahora  es  el  resultado  de  mas  de  tres  anos  de  constante  de- 
votion a  estos  principios  espirituales  [de  AA] .  Estoy  sobrio,  pero 
es  una  batalla  constante  para  terminar  con  el  Jim  de  antes,  con  el 
comportamiento  de  antes  y  el  proceso  de  pensamiento  en  el  que 
estaba  tan  arraigado  hace  treinta  y  tantos  anos. 

Los  elementos  mas  cruciales  en  la  recuperation  de  Jim,  dice  el, 
son  el  rendimiento  espiritual  y  la  conexion  social.  Como  dice  el, 
"La  oration,  meditation,  dando  y  poner  a  otros  primero". 

"Primero  que  nada",  dice  el,  "Me  rindo  ante  un  poder  Superior 
y  dejo  que  El  me  dirija.  Yo  no  estoy  a  cargo.  Lo  otro  es  huir  de 
mi  mismo.  Tengo  a  dos  o  tres  personas  debajo  de  mis  alas,  y 
es  un  gran  regalo  poder  ensenarles  algunos  de  los  principios  y 
mostrar  algunas  opciones  saludables,  tal  vez  darles  esperanzas.  Y 
con  respecto  a  mi  ministerio  paso  mucho  tiempo  ayudando  a  la 
gente.  Me  siento  mejor  que  antes". 

Diego  (no  es  su  nombre  real)  llego  de  Mexico  a  los  Estados 
Unidos  cuando  era  un  adolescente.  Su  plan  era  trabajar  y  enviar 
dinero  a  sus  padres,  que  eran  muy  pobres.  Poco  despues  de 
comenzar  a  trabajar  empezo  a  beber  alcohol. 

'Al  principio  fue  divertido",  dice  el.  "Me  hacia  sentir  que 
pertenecia  a  algo.  Pero  muchas  cosas  no  las  veia.  Este  hombre 
al  que  yo  creia  modelo  a  seguir,  se  presentaba  cada  viernes 
por  la  noche.  'Hey  amigo',  me  decia,  despues  de  venderme 
marihuana  se  desaparecia,  hasta  el  proximo  dia  de  pago.  Pero 


yo  estaba  ciego". 

"No  estaba  tan  involucrado  en  drogas  pero  si  en  el  alcohol. 
Mas  y  mas.  Mi  madre  me  escribia  cartas,  nunca  para  pedirme 
dinero,  pero  tu  sabes  mencionaba  que  la  situation  con  ellos 
estaba  dificil.  Respondia  a  sus  cartas  y  le  decia,  'Lo  siento,  tengo 
que  pagar  mis  cuentas,  la  renta  de  la  casa  y  otras  cosas  mas.  Pero 
era  mentira.  Todo  el  dinero  se  iba  en  alcohol". 

Mientras  Diego  habla  del  pasado,  es  evidente  que  aun  siente 
dolor  recordando  como  se  comporto. 

Diego  comenzo  a  trabajar  en  un  restaurante.  "Cuando  cer- 
rabamos  el  lugar  todos  nos  ibamos  a  beber  toda  la  noche  y  me 
embriagaba,  pero  creia  que  yo  tenia  el  control.  Recuerdo  una 
noche  cuando  un  chico  se  quedo  dormido  ebrio  sobre  la  mesa, 
se  le  acerco  una  persona  y  registro  las  bolsas  del  pantalon  para 
robarlo.  Le  dije  a  mi  amigo  si  eso  me  llega  a  suceder  a  mi  dejo  de 
beber.  Y  si  paso.  No  me  robaron,  pero  me  paso  lo  mismo  que  a 
ese  muchacho.  Y  mentiras,  no  deje  de  beber. 

"La  adiccion  fue  empeorando  y  mi  vida  iba  oscureciendose. 
Hacia  cosas  cuando  estaba  ebrio  y  al  otro  dia  no  recordaba  nada. 
Finalmente  decidi  dejar  de  beber.  Deje  de  hacerlo.  Pero  mi 
estado  mental  ya  estaba  hecho  un  desorden.  Acudi  a  una  conse- 
jera,  decidi  regresar  a  la  escuela.  Obtuve  mi  GED  (por  sus  siglas 
en  ingles),  y  asisti  a  una  escuela  tecnica.  Economicamente  estaba 
mucho  mejor,  pero  mis  emociones  no  estaban  en  orden.  Llegue 
a  pensar  en  el  suicidio. 

"Cuando  contraje  matrimonio  y  forme  una  familia  fue  mas 
dificil.  A  veces  no  podia  lidiar  con  mis  hijos,  especialmente 
en  la  edad  de  su  adolescencia.  Cuando  llegaba  del  trabajo  a 
casa  la  familia  me  evitaba.  Eso  me  lastimaba.  Pero  yo  creia 
que  ellos  eran  los  del  problema.  No  me  daba  cuenta  que  del 
problema  era  yo". 

Finalmente  Diego  regreso  con  un  consejero,  quien  le  sugino 
que  asistiera  a  AA.  Era  un  lugar  acogedor,  pero  mi  ego  se  habia 
inflado.  Yo  era  el  mas  educado  de  todos.  Tenia  casa,  auto  y  me 
sentia  superior  a  los  demas.  Aun  no  conocia  los  Pasos,  cuando 
comence  a  juzgar  a  los  demas.  Pense,  'yo  no  pertenezco  aqui  con 
estos  hombres'.  El  hombre  que  coordinaba  la  reunion  era  alguien 
que  yo  conocia  y  apenas  podia  leer.  Cuando  fue  mi  turno  de 
hablar-se  supone  que  eres  libre  de  decir  lo  que  sientes-asi  que 
me  dirigi  al  hombre  con  malas  palabras". 

Diego  tenia  que  pausar  por  un  momento  para  recuperar  sus 
emociones.  "Y  ese  hombre",  dice  finalmente,  ese  hombre  fue  el 
que  mas  me  enseno". 

Mientras  Diego  profundrzaba  mas  en  el  programa,  regreso  a  la 
Iglesia:  "habia  estado  lejos  de  Dios.  AA  me  ayudo  a  recordar  que 
yo  necesitaba  a  Dios". 

Como  los  Apostoles  despues  de  la  Resurrection,  acepto  la 
responsabilidad  de  compartir  con  los  demas  el  mensaje  que  lo 
habia  rescatado. 

'Ahora  no  se  trata  de  asistir  a  AA',  dice  el,  "se  trata  de  a  quien 
le  puedo  ayudar.  A  veces  viajo  tan  lejos,  como  a  Raleigh,  para 
reunirme  con  alguien". 

"Mi  niria  mas  pequena,  11,  estuvo  en  un  festival  hace  un 
tiempo  atras  y  una  senora  le  pregunto,  'iQue  hace  tu  papa?' 
Dijo  ella,  'El  salva  vidas'.  Ahora  digo  yo,  Si,  salvo  vidas.  Pero  en 
realidad  estoy  salvando  mi  propia  vida".

n  nuestra  vida  diaria,  experimentamos  las  muchas  bendiciones  y  dones  de  Dios.

La  definition 
del  matrimonio  como  se  nos  ensena  divinamente  esta 
amenazada.  Somos  tentados  de  diversas  maneras  a 
negociar  nuestras  creencias  y  disminuir  el  mensaje  del 
Evangelio. 

A  este  mundo  nos  envia  el  Senor,  al  igual  que  a  Sus 
primeros  apostoles,  como  testigos  de  la  verdad  que  nos 
hace  libres.

"La  asistencia  a  las  recepciones  ha  sido  excepcional 
hasta  ahora",  dijo  Ms.  Jennifer  Frazer,  Directora  Ejecutiva 
de  la  Campana,  Vicepresidente  de  Guidance  in  Giving, 
la  empresa  de  desarrollo  y  administracion  que  esta 
asistiendo  a  la  Diocesis  con  la  Campana.  "Ha  superado 
nuestras  expectativas  y  es  un  fuerte  indicador  del  exito 
potencial  de  la  campana",  agrego  Ms  Frazer. 

En  cada  recepcion  se  presenta  el  video  de  la  Campana 
del  Campus  de  la  Catedral  y  se  tienen  las  presentaciones 
del  parroco  o  administrador  parroquial,  los  presidentes 
que  estan  coordinando  la  Campana  a  nivel  parroquial 


y  un  representante  de  la  Diocesis.  Las  recepciones 
ofrecen  la  oportunidad  a  los  feligreses  de  aprender 
sobre  el  proyecto  del  Campus  de  la  Catedral  y  plantear 
cualquier  inquietud  acerca  de  la  Campana.

■  La  Iglesia  de  St.  Joseph  the  Worker  en  Warrenton  esta 
coordinando  dos  campanas  en  una  con  la  esperanza 
de  utilizar  su  parte  para  expandir  la  capacidad  de  la 
Iglesia  de  75  a  1  1  0  para  mejor  acomodar  a  las  39 
familias  registradas. 

■  La  Iglesia  de  St.  Therese  en  Wrightsville  Beach 
tambien  esta  coordinando  dos  campanas  en  una  para 
ayudar  a  financiar  proyectos  capitales,  asi  como  los 
programas  y  ministerios  parroquiales. 

■  La  Iglesia  de  St.  Stanislaus  en  Castle  Hayne  se 
beneficiara  de  la  Campana  del  Campus  de  la  Catedral 
para  reemplazar  su  sistema  antiguo  HVAC,  agregar 
salones  adicionales  para  la  educacion  religiosa  y 
remodelar  la  cocina  del  salon  de  la  parroquia. 

La  Iglesia  St.  Mary  en  Goldsboro  usara  su  parte  de  las 
promesas  de  la  Campana  para  hacer  las  renovaciones 
necesarias  a  la  propiedad  y  remodelar  la  cocina  y  los 
banos  de  la  escuela  parroquial. 

Joe  y  Sharon  Thomas  estan  liderando  la  Campana  en  la 
Iglesia  St.  Mary.  Una  familia  militar  retirada,  comparten 
su  historia  cuando  se  mudaban  de  una  base  a  otra, 
encontrar  una  nueva  parroquia  fue  siempre  su  prioridad.

Ser  parte  de  esta  Campana  nos  da  la  misma 
sensacion  de  pertenecer  a  algo",  dijo  ella.  "^Con  que 
frecuencia  tenemos  la  oportunidad  de  ser  parte  de  un 
evento  historico? 

Ese  sentimiento  tambien  lo  comparten  Ed  y  Paula 
Basso,  presidentes  de  la  Campana  en  la  Iglesia  de  St. 
Therese  en  Wilmington.  "Entendemos  que  la  parroquia 
y  la  Diocesis  maravillosa  que  todos  disfrutamos  hoy  esta 
aqui  porque  los  feligreses  desde  hace  afios  tenian  una 
vision  del  futuro  y  la  disposicion  de  sacrificarse  por  ese 
futuro",  dijo  el  Sr.  Basso. 

"Estamos  aqui  para  continuar  con  la  tradicion.

"Cuando  el  Padre  Robert  Hussey,  S.J.,  me  pidio  que 
sirviera  como  Presidente  General  para  la  campana 
Nuestra  Catedral:  Una  Fe,  Un  Pueblo  en  la  Iglesia  de  St. 
Raphael  the  Archangel,  fue  facil  para  mi  decir  que  si", 
dijo  Rick  Gall,  Presidente  de  la  campana  en  St.  Raphael. 
"Lo  veo  como  una  gran  oportunidad  para  nosotros  de 
poder  ser  parte  de  algo  especial,  algo  maravilloso  que 
impactara  a  las  futuras  generaciones". 

"En  una  Diocesis  donde  el  numero  de  Catolicos  ha 
crecido  de  manera  exponencial,  la  necesidad  de  una

La  Campana  Anual  del  Obispo  2012  se 
incorpora  a  la  Campana  del  Campus  de  la 
Catedral 


Cada  aho,  la  Campana  Anual  del  Obispo  toma 
lugar  en  el  primer  trimestre.  Este  aho,  para  evitar  que 
la  Campana  de  la  Catedral  y  la  Campana  Anual  del 
Obispo  (BAA,  por  sus  siglas  en  ingles)  se  coordinen 
por  separado;  se  decidio  mediante  las  recomendaciones 
de  parrocos  y  administradores  pastorales  incorporar 
la  BAA  201  2  a  la  Campana  de  la  Catedral  al 
mismo  tiempo.  Para  asegurar  que  la  BAA  reciba 
los  $6,650,738,  que  se  requiere  para  continuar 
financiando  los  31  ministerios  y  proyectos  caritativos 
de  la  Diocesis,  los  primeros  dolares  contribuidos  al 
proyecto  de  la  Catedral  de  cada  parroquia  se  destinaran 
al  objetivo  de  la  BAA  201  2  de  la  parroquia.  Una  vez 
que  la  parroquia  supere  el  objetivo  asignado  de  la  BAA, 
el  20%  de  cada  dolar  donado  hasta  el  objetivo  de  la 
Campana  de  la  Catedral  se  devolvera  a  la  parroquia. 

Por  ejemplo,  si  el  objetivo  de  la  Campana  de  la 
Catedral  es  de  $1 00,000  e  incluye  el  objetivo  de  la 
BAA  de  $10,000,  los  primeros  $10,000  contribuidos 
satisfaran  el  compromiso  de  la  BAA.  De  cada  primer 
dolar  por  encima  de  los  $1 0,000  hasta  el  objetivo 
de  la  Campana  de  $1  00,000,  la  parroquia  recibira  el 
20%  de  las  contribuciones.  Si  la  parroquia  excede  el 
objetivo  total  de  la  Campana,  recibira  el  50%  de  las 
contribuciones  por  encima  del  objetivo. 

La  Campana  Anual  de  Obispo  Apoya  a 
Ministerios  Vitales 


El  apoyo  de  los  feligreses  a  la  BAA  es  esencial  para 
continuar  financiando  los  31  ministerios  pastorales  y 
caritativos  de  la  Diocesis.  Veinte  por  ciento  del  apoyo  a 
la  BAA  apoya  el  trabajo  de  Caridades  Catolicas  en  sus 
oficinas  regionales  sirviendo  a  los  ocho  decanatos  de  la 
Diocesis. 

Mientras  que  una  gran  parte  de  ayuda  de  la  agencia 
brinda  asistencia  de  emergencia  a  aquellos  necesitados 
independientemente  de  su  creencia,  Catholic  Charities 
tambien  brinda  a  largo  plazo  apoyo  a  aquellos  que 
requieren  mas  que  alimentos,  lugar  para  vivir  o  ropa.

29  University  Students  Confirmed 


On  Thursday  evening,  March  1 5,  201 2,  29  college  and 
university  students  gathered  at  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  in 
Raleigh  to  receive  the  Sacrament  of  Confirmation.  The  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  conferred  the  sacrament  on  the 
students  in  a  Mass  attended  by  the  confirmandi,  their  campus 
ministers  and  sponsors,  family  and  friends. 

Five  campus  ministers  concelebrated  Mass:  Msgr.  John 
Wall,  Pastor  of  Newman  Catholic  Student  Center  Parish, 
UNC-Chapel  Hill;  Father  Michael  Martin,  OFM  Conv,  Duke 
Catholic  Center;  Father  Gerry  Waterman,  OFM  Conv,  Elon 
Catholic  Campus  Ministry;  Father  Bill  Quigley,  CICM,  Newman 
Catholic  Student  Center  at  East  Carolina  University;  and  Father 
Tony  DeCandia,  North  Carolina  State  University.  Dr.  Michael  J. 
Fedewa,  Superintendent  of  Catholic  Formation  and  Education; 
Sr.  Laura  Downing,  IHM;  and  Catherine  Preston,  Duke  Cam- 
pus Minister  for  Faith  Formation,  were  also  in  attendance. 

"I've  been  Catholic  my  whole  life  but  wasn't  confirmed,"  said 
Mercedes  Zapata,  a  junior  at  Duke  University.  "I'm  really  excited 
about  it;  it's  an  accumulation  of  everything  coming  together,  and 
it's  beautiful." 

The  Sacrament  of  Confirmation  is  the  second  of  the  three 
Sacraments  of  Initiation  (Baptism,  Confirmation  and  Com- 
munion). These  sacraments  lay  the  foundations  of  Christian  life. 

(CCC  1212) 

"I  felt  like  there  was  a  gap  in  my  life  and  came  to  ECU  and 
found  the  Newman  Center,"  said  Hunter  Baum,  freshman  at 
East  Carolina  University.  "I  felt  the  Catholic  Church  was  the  right 
place  to  be,  and  tonight  I'm  making  an  act  of  faith  as  an  adult  in 
the  Catholic  Church."  Baum  continued,  "It's  the  conclusion  to 
what  I've  done  in  RCIA,  baptism,  communion,  and  tonight  is  the 
finale.  I  feel  like  I'm  fully  embraced  by  the  Catholic  community." 

In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  encouraged  the  students  to 
be  witnesses  to  the  Presence  and  Truth  of  the  Gospel  in  a  world 
that  is  often  misguided.  "Because  you  chose  to  hear  God's 
Word,  you  must  be  witnesses  in  words  and  deeds,  which  will 
be  clearly  visible  in  your  own  holiness,  faithfulness  and  integrity," 
said  Bishop  Burbidge. 

Bishop  Burbidge  continued,  "The  spirit  of  God  will  be  upon 
you  and  with  that  gift  will  come  all  the  graces  you  need.  That 
promise  is  given  to  you  and  realized  tonight.

In  1935, 
Bishop 
William  J. 
Hafey  and 
Father  Maurice  Tew, 
a  young  Passionist 
priest  from  Boston, 
stopped  on  their 
travels  through  the 
Diocese  in  Greenville, 
NC.  The  story 
goes  that  Bishop 
Hafey  pointed  to  an 
overgrown,  weed- 
infested  lot  and 
declared,  "This  is 
your  parish."  One  year  later,  with  the  help  of 
contributions  from  benefactors  in  the  North,  a 
Catholic  community  was  established  there. 

The  parish  was  dedicated  in  1936  in  honor  of  the  Passionist 
novice  Saint  Gabriel  of  the  Sorrowful  Mother,  as  a  "mission 
to  the  colored."  By  1940  it  had  grown  to  72  members.  Father 
Tew's  community  building  spanned  20  years,  with  the 
completion  of  a  parish  hall,  school  and  convent  in  1956.  The 
Sisters  of  Christian  Charity  staffed  the  school  for  30  years. 

Due  to  illness,  Father  Tew  left  Greenville  in  1965,  and  the 
Diocese  staffed  the  church  until  1987,  when  the  Passionists 
returned  for  another  20  years.  In  1994,  the  school 
closed  its  doors  and  the  building  now  hosts  a 
Head  Start  program  serving  more  than  120 
preschoolers. 

In  2009,  the  Diocese  again  staffed  the 
parish  and  Fr.  Michael  A.  Butler,  a  native 
North  Carolinian,  was  appointed  pastor. 
Having  served  for  25  years  in  North  Carolina, 
Fr.  Butler  said,  "I've  seen  a  lot  of  growth 
around  the  Diocese.  Its  wonderful  to  really 
see  Gods  hand  at  work." 

St.  Gabriel  celebrated  its  75th  anniversary 
in  201 1.  "I  like  being  here,"  said  Fr.  Butler. 
"It's  a  caring  and  close  community.  The 
people  here  are  interested  in  doing  what  the 
Lord  wants."

St.  Gabriel  is  a  multi-cultural  parish,  serving  about  1000 
families,  and  its  numbers  are  steadily  increasing.  Fr.  Butler 
noted  that  the  recent  Ash  Wednesday  Mass  was  the  largest 
Mass  he  has  seen  in  the  pansh  so  far.  To  help  with  growth,  the 
pansh  is  fortunate  to  have  Sr.  Maria  Sanchez,  HSMG  and  Sr. 
Claudia  Gonzalez,  HSMG. 

"The  Sisters  are  here  most  days  and  nights,"  said  Fr. 
Butler.  "They  are  good,  hardworking  women  whose  work 
and  the  people  are  very  important  to  them;  the  parishioners 
love  them." 

The  second  Catholic  high  school  in  the  Diocese,  John  Paul  II 
High  School,  is  using  classroom  space  in  St.  Gabriel's  education 
center  until  they  build  the  school.  "It's  been  great  having  the 

students  and  their  energy  in  the  building; 
l  they  have  enriched  our  Friday  Masses" 
said  Fr.  Butler.  "We  are  building  a 
gym  this  summer  for  the  parish  and 
school  and  are  excited  to  have  space  big 
enough  for  the  whole  community." 

Looking  to  the  future,  Fr.  Butler  predicts 
the  campus  will  look  quite  different  in 
20  years.  "There  will  be  a  new  church, 
a  new  high  school  and  this  will  be  an 
education  center,"  he  said.  "To  be  in  a 
place  of  growth  surrounded  by  people 
who  are  generous  with  their  time,  talent 
and  treasure,  makes  ministry  especially 
enjoyable,  because  you  can  see  things 
happening  all  the  time."

Annual  Deacon  Convocation 
Held  in  Diocese 


►►  The  annual  Diocesan  Deacon  Convocation  was  held 
Saturday,  February  25,  with  approximately  100  Deacons 
and  wives  attending.  The  gathering,  which  was  held  at 
Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Catholic  Church  in  Raleigh,  began 
with  prayer.  Fr.  James  F.  Garneau,  V.F,  Director  of  the 
Diocesan  Diaconate  Program,  then  introduced  the  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge,  who  spoke  to  the  gathering 
about  the  important  issues  currently  facing  the  Diocese. 
These  issues  include  the  North  Carolina  Marriage  Amend- 
ment, the  federal  government's  stance  on  religious  liberty 
and  conscience  rights  in  the  wake  of  the  Obama  Admin- 
istration's recent  ruling  regarding  health  care  coverage, 
contraception  and  abortifacients,  and  the  Our  Cathedral, 
One  Faith,  One  People  campaign. 

Bishop  Burbidge  also  thanked  the  deacons  for  the 
great  reverence  they  witness  on  the  altar  and  the  service 
they  give  the  community.  The  Bishop's  remarks  were 
followed  by  an  informal  question  and  answer  session. 
The  Convocation  ended  with  the  celebration  of  Mass  by 
Bishop  Burbidge. 

In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  urged  the  deacons  to  imi- 


tate Jesus,  who  "reached  out  to  others  that  society  judged 
unworthy  of  recognition,  dignity  and  love.  So  must  we.  That 
includes  those  who  do  not  always  praise  us;  those  who 
do  not  always  make  our  work  and  preaching  easy;  those 
whom  others  so  easily  forget  and  those  whom  society  so 
quickly  dismisses.  They  are  in  your  parishes  and  communi- 
ties and  are  longing  for  someone  to  assure  them  of  God's 
abiding  presence  and  infinite  love."

Once  again  this  year,  my  brother 
priests  and  I  rejoiced  in  recounting 
our  experiences  at  the  Cathedral  and 
at  our  parishes  throughout  the  Dio- 
cese on  Easter  Sunday  The  incredible  number  of 
individuals  and  families  who  gathered  at  Mass  on 
Easter  was  a  strong  testimony  to  our  belief  in  the 
power  of  Jesus'  resurrection  to  make  all  things 
new  That  is  the  same  truth  celebrated  at  every 
Mass,  as  Jesus  renews  the  holy  sacrifice  of  His 
death  on  Calvary  and  its  glorious  culmination  in 
the  Resurrection.  Therefore,  our  Easter  joy  must 
never  cease  and  neither  must  the  witness  of  faith 
that  we  offer.  This  testimony  is  expressed  most 
visibly  as  we  gather  each  week  at  Mass  for  the 
celebration  of  the  Eucharist.  Here,  we  receive 
the  strength  we  need  to  live  in  joyful  hope  in  the 
midst  of  the  darkness  and  sufferings  of  our  world 
and  lives.  Here,  we  are  given  the  grace  to  go  forth 
to  bring  good  news  of  great  joy  to  all  those  we 
meet  as  we  proclaim  that  Jesus  Christ  is  alive  and 
with  us  and  that  His  victory  is  ours. 

Yet,  we  need  to  acknowledge  that  the  witness  of 
faith  that  we  see  present  at  Easter  in  our  diocesan 
churches,  and  throughout  the  world,  is  often 
dimmed.  This  is  not  a  judgment  or  condemnation 
of  any  person.  It  is  simply  an  acknowledgment 
of  a  reality.  So,  if  the  truth  that  we  celebrate  on 
Easter  is  the  same  truth  celebrated  at  every  Mass, 
what  changes?  I  do  not  presume  to  have  all  the 
answers  to  that  question.  I  share  only  insights 
that  may  seek  to  answer  it. 

Basically  the  fervor  of  our  faith  so  alive  at 
Easter,  which  mirrors  the  joy  we  see  reflected 
in  our  children  as  they  receive  their  First  Holy 
Communion,  dims  as  we  allow  the  routines, 
demands  and  obligations  in  our  lives  to  con- 
sume us  once  again.  We  forget  those  words  of 
Saint  Paul:  "Think  of  what  is  above,  not  what  is 
of  earth."  In  other  words,  we  should  always  keep 
in  mind  that  what  we  do  here  and  now  only  has 
meaning  and  purpose  if  we  remember  for  Whom 


and  for  what  we  carry  out  our  daily  tasks.  What 
also  occurs  is  that  we  are  deceived  into  thinking 
that  we  can  find  within  ourselves  the  resolve, 
strength  and  perseverance  to  take  on  all  that  is 
asked  of  us  in  our  vocations,  professions  and 
responsibilities.  Yet,  how  quickly  we  learn  that, 
on  our  own,  life  becomes  overwhelming,  chaotic 
and  even,  at  times,  filled  with  distress.  On  our 
own,  we  will  eventually  find  ourselves  help- 
less and  lost.  With  Jesus,  and  our  intimacy  with 
Him  at  Mass,  we  are  enlightened  by  His  Word, 
nourished  and  sustained  in  the  Eucharist  and 
strengthened  in  the  community  of  believers. 
Why  would  we  ever  think  of  depriving  ourselves 
of  such  precious  gifts? 

A  simple  but  powerful  story  seeks  to  answer  the 
question  of  why  only  on  special  days  like  Easter 
are  our  Churches  filled  to  capacity: 

Three  devils  conspired  to  come  up  with  the 
best  plan  to  deceive  us.  One  thought  all  he  had  to 
do  was  to  convince  people  there  was  no  heaven. 
Then,  why  would  they  want  to  do  good,  go  to 
Church  and  receive  the  Sacraments?  They  would 
think  there  is  no  such  thing  as  an  eternal  reward. 
The  second  devil  thought  it  would  be  best  to 
persuade  people  that  there  was  no  hell.  Then, 
they  would  not  care  if  they  were  faithful  to  the 
commandments  and  obedient  to  God's  will,  for 
there  would  be  no  consequences  to  their  choices. 
But  the  devil  with  the  best  plan  was  the  one  who 
sought  to  assure  people  there  was  no  hurry.  Then, 
they  would  think  they  had  all  the  time  in  the 
world  to  get  their  priorities  and  spiritual  lives  in 
order  and  would  eventually  be  caught  off  guard. 

The  truth  is  there  is  a  heaven,  there  is  a  hell 
and  there  is  a  hurry.  Now,  at  this  very  moment  in 
your  life,  is  the  time  to  leave  behind  the  darkness 
of  sin  and  any  dullness  of  faith  and  to  walk  in 
the  newness  of  life  that  Jesus  brings  to  us  by  His 
cross  and  resurrection,  the  life  we  celebrate  each 
week  at  Mass  and  in  the  precious  gift  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist.  The  Church  loves  you.  The  Church 
misses  you  when  you  are  absent.  The  Church 
needs  you  and  the  witness  of  your  faith  more 
than  ever! 

Through  the  intercession  of  Mary  Our  Mother, 
whom  we  honor  in  a  special  way  this  month,  pray 
for  the  grace  to  echo  her  "yes"  to  the  Lord.  In  do- 
ing so  you  will  experience  abundantly  the  peace 
and  joy  of  His  Resurrection. 
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US  Bishops  Call  for  "Fortnight  for  Freedom" 
and  Challenge  to  "Unjust  Laws" 


American  Catholics  must 
resist  unjust  laws  "as  a  duty 
of  citizenship  and  an  obliga- 
tion of  faith,"  a  committee 
of  the  U.S.  bishops  said  in  a 
new  statement  on  religious 
liberty. 

Titled  "Our  First,  Most 
Cherished  Liberty,"  the  1  2- 
page  statement  by  the  Ad 


Hoc  Committee  on  Religious 
Liberty  also  calls  for  "a 
fortnight  for  freedom"  from 
June  21,  2012,  the  vigil  of 
the  feasts  of  St.  John  Fisher 
and  St.  Thomas  More,  to 
July  4,  U.S.  Independence 
Day.  Diocesan  plans  for  this 
period  will  be  conveyed  to  all 
parishes. 


"This  special  period  of 
prayer,  study,  catechesis  and 
public  action  would  empha- 
size both  our  Christian  and 
American  heritage  of  liberty," 
the  committee  said.  "Dio- 
ceses and  parishes  around 
the  country  could  choose  a 
date  in  that  period  for  special 
events  that  would  constitute 
a  great  national  campaign 
of  teaching  and  witness  for 
religious  liberty." 

Made  public  April  1  2,  the 
document  was  approved  by 
the  United  States  Confer- 
ence of  Catholic  Bishops' 
Administrative  Committee, 
during  its  March  meeting  for 
publication  as  a  committee 
statement.  The  Most  Rever- 
end Michael  F  Burbidge  is  a 
member  of  the  Administra- 
tive Committee. 

"The  challenge  we  as  a 
people  of  faith  are  facing  is  a 
serious  threat  to  our  funda- 
mental rights  as  Americans 
to  religious  freedom,"  Bishop 
Burbidge  said.  "This  chal- 
lenge by  government  bodies 
must  not  be  allowed  to  stand. 
The  U.S.  bishops  are  calling 
on  all  Americans  to  make 
their  voices  heard  on  this 
crucial  issue.  This  is  not  only 
a  Catholic  issue,"  Bishop 
Burbidge  said.  "If  allowed  to 
be  carried  out,  this  eroding 
of  our  First  Amendment  right 
could  ultimately  lead  to  the 
diminishing  of  other  guaran- 
teed rights  that  we  hold  dear 
under  the  Constitution." 

The  ad  hoc  committee 
opened  its  statement  with 
several  "concrete  examples" 
of  recent  threats  to  religious 
liberty,  saying  that  "this  is  not 
a  theological  or  legal  dispute 
without  real-world  conse- 
quences." 

Cited  first  was  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Human 
Services'  mandate  that  most 
health  plans  must  include 
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Bishop  Burbidge  Celebrates 
Mass  for  Religious  Liberty 


►►  Catholics  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  were  asked  to 
offer  their  March  30th  Friday  Lenten  sacrifices  of  prayer 
and  abstinence  on  behalf  of  their  Constitutional  rights  to 
religious  liberty  and  freedom  of  conscience.  The  request 
by  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  also  included 
the  discipline  of  fasting. 

In  tandem  with  the  request,  Bishop  Burbidge  celebrated 
Mass  at  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  for  the  intention  of  religious 
freedom.  In  his  homily,  the  Bishop  spoke  of  the  mandate 
Jesus  gave,  "Take  up  your  cross  and  follow  me.'  We  know 
the  price  that  Jesus  paid.  He  never  compromised  the  Truth 
he  was  sent  to  teach  and  preach  -  and  neither  must  we." 

The  Bishop  spoke  of  the  recent  mandate  handed  down 
by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  that 
directs  almost  all  employers  and  all  insurers  to  provide  ster- 
ilization, abortifacients  and  contraceptives  in  their  health  care 
plans.  Bishop  Burbidge  said  it  is  a  mandate  that  we  cannot 
embrace  and  accept,  since  it  would  "force  our  institutions  as 
well  as  secular  insurers  and  for  profit  religious  employers  and 
individuals  to  violate  their  core  beliefs." 

Citing  the  First  Amendment  to  the  Constitution,  Bishop 
Burbidge  said,  "The  unprecedented  intrusion  from  a  govern- 
ment bureau  in  this  area  continues  to  be  challenged  by  peo- 
ple of  all  faiths  and  denominations."  He  added,  "Please  know 
that  the  Catholic  Bishops  of  the  United  States  are  united  in 
our  efforts  to  rescind  any  government  mandate  forcing  us  to 
violate  our  conscience,  our  identity  and  the  Gospel  of  Life. 

"With  the  strength  and  grace  of  the  Eucharist,"  Bishop 
Burbidge  said,  "we  renew  our  promise,  especially  as  we 
approach  the  holiest  of  weeks,  to  embrace  and  obey  the 
mandate  of  Jesus  who  tells  us  to  take  up  our  cross  and 
follow  him." 

Father  Marcos  Leon,  V.F  Dean  of  the  Cape  Fear  Deanery 
and  Pastor  of  Sacred  Heart  in  Whiteville  and  Our  Lady  of 
the  Snows  in  Elizabethtown,  celebrated  a  Mass  for  Religious 
Liberty  at  St.  Mark  Church  in  Wilmington,  attended  by  ap- 
proximately 300  people. 


contraception,  sterilization 
and  some  abortion-inducing 
drugs  free  of  charge,  even  if 
the  employer  is  morally  op- 
posed to  such  services. 


Among  other  examples 
of  "religious  liberty  un- 
der attack"  the  bishops 
named: 

■  An  attempt  by  the  Con- 
necticut Legislature  in 
2009  to  restructure 
Catholic  parishes. 

■  Government  actions  in 
Boston,  San  Francisco, 
the  District  of  Columbia 
and  the  state  of  Illinois 
that  have  "driven  local 
Catholic  Charities  out  of 
the  business  of  providing 
adoption  or  foster  care 
services"  because  the 
agencies  would  not  place 
children  with  same-sex  or 
unmarried  heterosexual 
couples. 

■  Changes  in  federal 
contracts  for  human  traf- 
ficking grants  that  require 
Catholic  agencies  "to 
refer  for  contraceptive 
and  abortion  services 

in  violation  of  Catholic 
teaching." 

■  Immigration  laws  in 
Alabama  and  other  states 
that  "forbid  what  the  gov- 
ernment deems  'harbor- 
ing' of  undocumented  im- 
migrants -  and  what  the 
church  deems  Christian 
charity  and  pastoral  care 
to  those  immigrants." 


The  statement  quotes  the 
Founding  Fathers  and  the 
Rev.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr. 
to  bolster  its  arguments. 
Rev.  King,  writing  from 
jail  in  Birmingham,  Ala.,  in 
1  963,  described  an  unjust 
law  as  one  "that  is  out  of 
harmony  with  the  moral 
law,"  and  said  he  agreed 
with  St.  Augustine  that  "an 


unjust  law  is  no  law  at  all." 

"An  unjust  law  cannot 
be  obeyed,"  the  bishops' 
statement  said.  "In  the  face 
of  an  unjust  law,  an  ac- 
commodation is  not  to  be 
sought,  especially  by  resort- 
ing to  equivocal  words  and 
deceptive  practices. 

"If  we  face  today  the 
prospect  of  unjust  laws, 
then  Catholics  in  America, 
in  solidarity  with  our  fellow 
citizens,  must  have  the 
courage  not  to  obey  them," 
it  added.  "No  American  de- 
sires this.  No  Catholic  wel- 
comes it.  But  if  it  should  fall 
upon  us,  we  must  discharge 
it  as  a  duty  of  citizenship 
and  an  obligation  of  faith." 
The  bishops  also  distin- 
guished between  consci- 
entious objection  and  an 
unjust  law.  "Conscientious 
objection  permits  some 
relief  to  those  who  object 
to  a  just  law  for  reasons  of 
conscience  -  conscription 
being  the  most  well-known 
example,"  the  commit- 
tee said.  "An  unjust  law  is 
'no  law  at  all.'  It  cannot  be 
obeyed,  and  therefore  one 
does  not  seek  relief  from  it, 
but  rather  its  repeal." 

The  statement  also  raised 
the  issue  of  religious  freedom 
abroad  and  said  "the  age  of 
martyrdom  has  not  passed." 

The  statement  called  on 
"American  foreign  policy,  as 
well  as  the  vast  international 
network  of  Catholic  agen- 
cies" to  make  "the  promo- 
tion of  religious  liberty  an 
ongoing  and  urgent  priority." 


The  bishops  assigned 
special  responsibility  for 
advancing  religious  free- 
dom to  several  groups: 

■  Those  who  hold  public 
office  must  "protect  and 
defend  those  fundamen- 
tal liberties  guaranteed 


by  the  Bill  of  Rights," 
regardless  of  their  politi- 
cal party. 
■  Leaders  of  Catholic 
hospitals,  universities  and 
social  service  agencies 
"who  may  be  forced  to 
choose  between  the  good 
works  we  do  by  faith,  and 
fidelity  to  that  faith  itself" 
were  encouraged  to  "hold 
firm,  to  stand  fast  and  to 
insist  upon  what  belongs 


to  you  by  right  as  Catho- 
lics and  Americans." 


In  addition  to  the  "fortnight 
for  freedom"  June  2 1  to 
July  4,  the  bishops  desig- 
nated the  feast  of  Christ 
the  King  -  Nov.  25  this 
year  -  as  "a  day  specifically 
employed  by  bishops  and 
priests  to  preach  about  reli- 
gious liberty,  both  here  and

Three  Transitional 
Deacons  Ordained 


On  Saturday,  April  1 4,  in  a  solemn  cer- 
emony at  Sacred  Heart  Church  in  Pinehurst, 
seminarians  Nick  Cottrill,  Tom  Duggan  and 
Ryan  Elder  were  ordained  to  the  Transitional 
Diaconate,  the  penultimate  step  on  their  ordi- 
nation, hopefully,  to  the  Priesthood  in  201 3. 

The  men  all  expressed  their  joy  and 
gratitude  at  beginning  this  phase  of  ministry. 
Deacon  Tom  Duggan  said,  "I  look  very  much 
forward  to  serving  the  people  of  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  however  I  can  as  a  transitional 
deacon."  Deacon  Nick  Cottrill  felt  "humbled 
to  realize  the  generous  gift  the  Lord  has  given 
me,  that  of  proclaiming  his  Word  and  serving 
the  People  of  God." 

"It's  like  nothing  I've  ever  done  before," 
said  Deacon  Ryan  Elder,  "and  yet  it  somehow 
seems  just  right." 

The  ordination  takes  place  in  the  context 
of  the  Mass.  After  the  Gospel,  the  candidates 
are  called  by  name  and  presented  to  the 
Bishop.  A  presenting  priest  recommends 
the  candidate  as  a  deacon  and  testifies  to  his 
worthiness,  and  the  Bishop  says,  "We  rely 
on  the  help  of  the  Lord  God  and  our  Savior 
Jesus  Christ,  and  we  choose  this  man,  our 
brother,  for  the  order  of  deacons." 

The  Bishop  then  delivers  the  homily.  Next, 
he  questions  the  candidates  on  their  desire  for 
ordination  and  their  commitment  to  service, 
celibacy,  prayer  and  proclaiming  the  Gospel. 
The  candidates  proclaim  their  commitment. 

Each  candidate  next  goes  to  the  Bishop 
and,  kneeling  before  him,  places  his  joined 
hands  between  the  Bishop's  and  promises 
respect  and  obedience.  The  candidates  next 
prostrate  themselves  on  the  floor,  as  they  and 
the  all  present  ask  for  God's  blessing. 

After  the  Litany  of  the  Saints,  each  candi- 
date comes  forward  and  the  Bishop  lays  his 
hands  on  the  candidate's  head,  in  silence. 
Then  the  Bishop  says  the  Prayer  of  Conse- 
cration aloud. 

Now  a  deacon,  the  candidate  is  vested  in 
a  stole  and  dalmatic  by  an  assisting  deacon. 
Vested,  he  then  goes  to  the  Bishop  and 
kneels  before  him.  The  Bishop  places  the 
Book  of  the  Gospels  in  the  hands  of  the  newly 
ordained  and  says:  "Receive  the  Gospel  of 
Christ,  whose  herald  you  now  are.  Believe 
what  you  read,  teach  what  you  believe,  and 
practice  what  you  teach."

Leaving  Diocese  After  32  Years  of  Service 

Sister  Lois  MacGillivray,  SNJM, 
speaks  with  the  faith  and  trust 
in  God  of  a  consecrated  religious 
woman,  which  she  is,  and  the 
precision  of  a  social  scientist,  which  she 
is  as  well.  In  July,  Sister  Lois  will  travel  to 
California  to  help  staff  a  retreat  house  for 
her  Congregation,  the  Sisters  of  the  Holy 
Names  of  Jesus  and  Mary.  Since  she  pro- 
fessed her  vows  in  1947,  she  has  spent  32 
years  of  her  life  serving  in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh. 

"Prayer  and  a  sense  of  God's  guiding  hand  have  kept  me 
grounded  in  religious  life,"  she  wrote  at  her  50th  Jubilee. 
"I'm  grateful  to  have  a  life  that  makes  space  for  prayer  and 
constructive  ministries,  as  well  as  leading  to  simplicity  and 
an  awareness  of  others." 

Sr.  Lois  has  served  in  elementary  education  and  as  a 
college  president,  but  the  bulk  of  her  time  in  Raleigh  has 
been  as  a  social  scientist,  measuring  the  follow-through 
and  effectiveness  of  programs  initiated  by  government  and 
other  entities  to  assist  the  disadvantaged.  She  first  came  to 
North  Carolina  in  1  969  to  earn  her  Ph.D.  at  UNC-Chapel 
Hill.  "At  that  time  there  were  eighteen  Sisters  from  vari- 
ous Congregations  studying  at  UNC,  and  the  warmth  and 
engagement  of  that  community  were  really  quite  wonder- 
ful," she  says.  She  describes  a  long,  happy  involvement, 
"always  nourishing,"  with  the  Catholic  Newman  Center  at 
UNC,  both  before  and  after  it  became  a  parish. 

After  she  received  her  degree  she  took  a  position  as  an 
associate  with  the  Research  Triangle  Institute,  eventually 
heading  the  Center  for  Population  and  Urban-Rural  Stud- 
ies. "That  was  so  exhilarating,"  she  says  today,  recalling  the 
"amazing"  team  of  statisticians  from  NCSU  who  were  her 
colleagues.  "I  learned  so  much  from  them." 

She  spent  twelve  years  in  the  Diocese  before  her  Con- 
gregation called  her  to  serve  in  their  university.  She  later 
returned  to  research  in  North  Carolina  with  ETI  Services, 
a  minority-owned  company  that  evaluates  assistance 
programs.  "That  assignment  was  to  be  for  one  year,"  Sister 
says.  "It  turned  into  twenty."  She  has  measured  the  perfor- 
mance of  initiatives  to  provide  math  and  science  support 
for  girls  wanting  to  major  in  those  areas  in  college,  and  of 
training  programs  for  Physical  Education  teachers  in  North 
Carolina.  "They  were  being  taught  new  ways  to  teach  fit- 
ness. So  we  ask,  Are  the  teachers  using  this  training?'  and 
if  so,  'Is  this  new  method  of  teaching  actually  helping  to 
reduce  obesity  among  students?1"  Most  recently  Sister  has 


examined  a  government  funded  effort  to  help  youth  who 
have  been  in  detention  facilities  readjust  productively  to 
normal  life. 

In  more  than  fifty  years  of  Religious  life,  Sister  Lois  has 
seen  much  change  and  expects  to  see  more.  Speaking 
of  her  own  Order,  which  has  seen  a  "slow  increase,"  she 
says,  "We  still  recognize  that  we'll  be  smaller  for  ten  years 
or  so.  What  form  will  our  vowed  lives  take  in  the  future? 
We  can't  control  that.  We  can  do  what's  in  front  of  us  with 
faith  and  courage.  But  the  grace  is  there.  I  see  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  so  many  places!  I  don't  think  we  need  to  fret  that 
the  form  grace  takes  may  be  different  than  it  is  now." 

Bishop  Michael  Burbidge  expressed  his  gratitude  "for 
the  faithful  witness  and  generous  service  Sister  Lois  has 
offered  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  throughout  these  many 
years.  She  has  utilized  her  countless  gifts  in  support  of 
Catholic  education,  campus  ministry,  parish  life  and  in  ser- 
vice to  the  disadvantaged  and  those  in  need.  Sister  consis- 
tently carried  out  her  responsibilities  with  a  gentle,  kind  and 
compassionate  spirit  and  always  with  complete  trust  in  Our 
Lord  Jesus.  We  will  miss  her  in  our  Diocese  and  wish  her 
much  happiness  and  peace  in  all  her  future  endeavors." 
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Seminarians  Instituted  into 
Ministries  of  Lector  and  Acolyte 


US  Bishops  Report  on  Annual  Audit 
for  Protection  of  Young  People 


On  Saturday.  April  28,  four 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  seminarians 
were  instituted  in  the  Ministry 
of  Lector  in  a  Mass  and  cer- 
emony at  St.  Charles  Borromeo  Seminary 
in  Philadelphia.  They  are  Philip  G.  John- 
son, B.  Phil  List,  Rob  L.  Schmid,  Jr.  and  Ian 
C.  Van  Heusen.  On  Saturday,  May  5,  also 
at  St.  Charles,  a  fifth  seminarian,  Michael 
Burbeck,  was  instituted  in  the  Ministry  of 
Acolyte.  The  ministries  are  steps  along  the 
way  to  Priesthood  ordination. 

The  Ministry  of  Lector  provides  for  the  reading  of  the 
sacred  Scripture  in  the  liturgical  assembly,  except  for  the 
Gospel  in  the  Mass.  During  the  institution  of  Lector  cer- 
emony, candidates  are  instructed  that  through  the  procla- 
mation of  the  word,  they  will  instruct  children  and  adults 
in  the  faith  and  "bring  the  message  of  salvation  to  those 
who  have  not  yet  received  it."  The  concluding  prayer  calls 
on  those  gathered  to  pray  "that  they  may  be  faithful  to  the 
word  entrusted  to  them,  proclaim  Christ  to  the  world,  and 
so  give  glory  to  our  Father  in  heaven." 

An  Acolyte  is  appointed  to  aid  the  deacon  and  to  minis- 
ter to  the  priest  at  the  altar  and  as  a  special  minister  to  give 
Holy  Communion  to  the  faithful  at  the  liturgy  and  to  the  sick. 
Acolytes  may  also  expose  the  Eucharist  for  public  adoration 
in  the  absence  of  a  priest  of  deacon.  During  the  institution  cer- 
emony, candidates  are  reminded  that  they  will  have  a  special 
role  in  the  Church's  ministry,  since  the  summit  and  source  of 
the  Church's  life  is  the  Eucharist,  which  builds  up  the  Christian 
community  and  makes  it  grow.  The  candidates  are  asked  to 
show  a  sincere  love  for  Christ's  Mystical  Body,  God's  holy 
people  and  especially  for  the  weak  and  the  sick.

According  to  StoneBridge  Business  Partners  of  Rochester, 
New  York,  all  dioceses  except  two  -  Baker,  Oregon  and 
Lincoln,  Nebraska  -  were  found  to  be  in  compliance  with 
the  1  7-point  document. 

"As  we  were  introduced  to  the  various  dioceses/epar- 
chies around  the  country  this  year,  we  were  impressed  by 
the  dedication  of  the  safe  environment  coordinators  and 
other  diocesan  and  eparchial  representatives  who  oversee 
the  implementation  of  the  charter  on  a  daily  basis,"  said 
James  J.  Marasco,  director  of  StoneBridge  Business  Part- 
ners, in  a  summary  report  submitted  with  the  audit. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Catholic  faithful  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
calling  attention  to  Child  Abuse  Prevention  Month,  the  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  expressed  his  gratitude  to  the 
priests  working  in  the  Diocese  and  the  members  of  the  local 
Safe  Environment  Teams  who  continue  to  work  "so  diligently 
to  ensure  that  our  sacred  commitment  to  a  safe  environ- 
ment is  actively  observed."  Bishop  Burbidge  noted  that 
since  2003,  more  than  1  6,000  priests,  Religious,  staff  and 
volunteers,  throughout  the  Diocese,  have  been  trained  in 
providing  a  safe  environment  for  children  and  young  people 
in  our  schools  and  parishes. 

"During  this  month  of  April,"  the  Bishop  said,  "I  invite  all 
the  faithful  to  pray  especially  for  our  children  and  youth,  for 
those  who  have  experienced  abuse  and  to  all  involved  in 
seeking  to  bring  healing  to  the  pain  of  the  past."

A  campaign  for  the  faithful  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 

First  Block  Parishes 
Begin  Reaching  Their  Goals 

Several  parishes  taking  part  in  the  first  Block  of  the 
Our  Cathedral:  One  Faith,  One  People  campaign  have 
reached  and,  in  some  cases,  exceeded  their  parish 
goals,  with  others  reporting  their  goals  will  be  met  by 
the  end  of  June.  Forty  parishes  are  taking  part  in  the  first  Block 
with  the  remaining  56  parishes  conducting  the  campaign  from 
July  to  December. 


St.  Therese  Parish  in  Wil- 
son was  one  of  the  first  to 
surpass  its  goal.  A  parish  of 
552  households,  St.  Therese 
had  a  Total  Campaign  Goal 
of  $312,180,  which  includ- 
ed a  2012  Bishops  Annual 
Appeal  goal  of  $41,536.  As 
with  all  parishes,  the  first 
dollars  contributed  to  the 
Cathedral  Campus  cam- 
paign in  each  parish  were 
applied  to  the  parish's  BAA 
commitment,  which  will 
help  ensure  the  continued 
funding  of  the  3 1  pastoral 
and  charitable  ministries  of 
the  Diocese.  In  St.  Therese' 
case,  once  the  $41,536  was 


reached,  80%  of  every  dollar 
over  that  figure  went  to  the 
Cathedral  Campus  project, 
with  20%  remaining  at  the 
parish  to  address  its  stated 
needs. 


Fr.  Greg  Lowchy,  pastor 
of  St.  Therese,  attributed  the 
success  of  the  campaign  to 
a  strong  parish  committee 


whose  members,  he  said, 
were  enthusiastic  about  the 
project  and  were  effec- 
tive in  communicating  the 
importance  of  the  Cathedral 
Campus  project  to  parish- 
ioners at  parish  receptions 
and  through  other  means  of 
informing  the  parish  com- 
munity. 

Fr.  Lowchy  said  the  cam- 
paign materials,  especially 
the  campaign  video,  worked 
well  in  providing  informa- 
tion on  the  need  for  a  new 
Cathedral.  He  added  that 
being  able  to  tie  in  the  needs 
of  the  parish  to  the  cam- 
paign was  also  very  helpful. 


Fr.  Joe  Vetter,  pastor  of  St. 
Therese  Church  in  Wrights- 
ville  Beach,  agreed  that  the 
ability  to  combine  the  needs 
of  the  parish  with  support 
of  the  new  Cathedral  was 
important  in  meeting  and 
surpassing  his  parish's  goal. 
"Our  parishioners  are  always 
very  generous  in  supporting 
the  Church,  at  the  parish 
and  Diocesan  levels  and  in 
special  collections  for  causes 
beyond  our  local  church," 
Fr.  Vetter  said. 

The  Wrightsville  Beach 
parish,  with  a  registration 
of  537  households,  decided 
to  conduct  a  combined 
(piggyback)  campaign  with 
a  Total  Campaign  Goal 
of  $1.25  million.  Of  that 
amount,  $400,000  was  for 
the  Cathedral  Campus  cam- 
paign, including  the  2012 
BAA  goal  for  St.  Therese. 
The  remaining  $850,000 
was  earmarked  for  capital 
improvements  and  renova- 
tions to  the  Church,  Church 
property,  parish  hall  and  to 
help  fund  spiritual  programs 
and  ministries. 

Fr.  Vetter  explained  that 
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many  of  the  parishioners 
understand  the  benefit  that 
a  new  Cathedral  would  be 
to  the  Diocese.  He  added, 
"Our  local  needs  case 
was  broad  enough  that  it 
included  at  least  one  thing 
that  almost  every  parishio- 
ner strongly  supported,"  Fr. 
Vetter  said. 

Campaign 
Committee 
Members  Explain 
Their  Involvement 

In  setting  up  the  Ca- 
thedral Campus  campaign, 
Bishop  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
established  five  commit- 
tees to  oversee  the  various 
components  of  the  project. 
The  five  are  Steering  Com- 
mittee, Building  Committee, 
Major  Gifts  Committee, 
Policies  Committee  and 
Communications  Com- 
mittee. They  include  some 
50  members  made  up  of 
clergy  and  Diocesan  laity, 
with  each  member  bringing 
specialized  experience  and 
perspective  to  the  project.

Mr.  William  Cavanaugh, 
former  president  of  Carolina 
Power  and  Light,  said  he 
accepted  the  invitation  to 
join  the  Campaign  Steer- 
ing Committee  and  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Major  Gifts 
Committee  having  felt  for 
a  number  of  years  that  the 
Diocese  was  in  need  of  a 


larger  Cathedral,  due  pri- 
marily to  the  Catholic  growth 
in  the  state. 

"Our  Diocesan  Church 
has  lots  of  needs,"  Mr. 
Cavanaugh  said.  "We  have 
been  building  churches  and 
expanding  facilities  for  years 
in  response  to  the  growth. 
We  also  need  a  Cathedral 
that  can  accommodate  our 
ever-expanding  Catholic 
population.  It  will  be  more 
than  bricks  and  mortar.  It  will 
offer  the  people  a  religious 
experience  that  will  go  be- 
yond their  own  parish. 

"In  working  with  other 
committee  members  from 
throughout  the  Diocese,"  Mr. 
Cavanaugh  added,  "I  am 
impressed  with  their  enthusi- 
asm. What  is  also  important 
to  me  is  the  way  the  Bishop 
and  the  co-chairs  of  the 
campaign,  Mr.  Timothy  Mann 
and  Dr.  Henry  Zaytoun,  Jr., 
have  conducted  the  cam- 
paign. This  project  is  one  of 
the  best  things  in  which  I've 
been  involved  in  my  career."

"When  Msgr.  David

of  the  Building  Committee, 
who  works  for  a  company 
that  provides  construction 


materials.  "Since  I  was  in 
the  first  trimester  of  my  first 
pregnancy,  I  asked  if  I  could 
pray  about  it  and  discuss 
it  with  my  husband,"  Mrs. 
Sasser  said.  "That  night  as 
I  prayed,  I  felt  certain  this 
was  a  way  for  me  to  be  of 
service  and  knew  I  had  a 
responsibility  to  say  yes." 

Mrs.  Sasser  noted  that 
she  has  a  special  fondness 
for  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral, 
where  she  was  married  and 
where  her  young  daugh- 
ter was  baptized.  "The 
gem  that  is  Sacred  Heart 
Cathedral  will  always  be  a 
wonderful  reminder  of  the 
history  of  our  Diocese,  just 
as  our  new  Holy  Name  of 
Jesus  Cathedral  will  be  a 
legacy  for  future  genera- 
tions." 

Mrs.  Sasser  said  the 
Cathedral  Campus  project 
has  been  very  prayerfully 
undertaken.  "The  members 
of  the  Building  Committee 
have  worked  to  ensure  that 
the  Cathedral  properly  glo- 
rifies God.  While  the  com- 
mittee members  come  from 
a  variety  of  backgrounds, 
there  has  been  real  consen- 
sus throughout  the  process, 
which  is  rare  for  a  project  of 
this  magnitude.

Mrs.  Brug  Jung,  chair 
of  the  Communications 
Committee,  said  she  readily 
accepted  the  invitation  to 
be  part  of  the  campaign.

"The  project  will  give  our 
Diocese  a  center  of  faith, 
a  physical  presence  that 
reflects  the  growing  number 
of  Catholics  in  eastern 
North  Carolina.  Most  of 
us  have  supported  our 
local  parishes  in  buildings, 
but  we  have  never  had 
the  opportunity  to  build  a 
Cathedral  for  everyone  in 
the  Diocese.

Mrs.  Jung  spoke  of  being 
humbled  by  the  reaction  of 
the  parishioners  who  have 
attended  the  informational 
receptions  being  held  at 
first  Block  parishes.  "It's 
been  thought-provoking  to 
see  parishioners  become 
excited  about  the  Cathedral 
Campus,"  Mrs.  Jung  said. 
"Some  may  or  may  not  be 
able  to  financially  support 
the  project  but  they  are 
willing  to  make  a  thoughtful 
consideration,  understand- 
ing that  the  Cathedral  is  not 
only  for  the  present,  but  for 
future  generations." 
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More  Than  1 000  Men  and  Women  Enter 
the  Church  in  Our  Diocese 

This  year,  approximately  one-thousand  men  and  women 
were  welcomed  into  the  Church  during  the  Easter  Vigil  in 
parishes  throughout  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.  The  "Elect" 
received  the  sacraments  of  initiation:  Baptism,  Eucharist  and 
Confirmation.  Those  termed  "Candidates"  entered  into  full 
communion  in  the  Church,  either  having  been  baptized  in 
other  Christian  traditions  or  who  were  baptized  in  the  Catho- 
lic faith  but  never  completed  the  sacraments  of  initiation. 
The  numbers  by  Deanery: 


Especially  interesting,  Mr. 
Hall  said,  was  that  this  year 
the  catechumens  -  the  pre- 
viously unbaptized  —  out- 
numbered the  candidates. 

Yet  another  sign  of  the 
Church's  health  in  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  is 
the  number  of  Catholics 
receiving  the  Sacrament 
of  Confirmation.  In  addi- 
tion to  those  confirmed  at 
the  Easter  Vigil,  Bishop 
Burbidge  confirmed  29 
college  students  on  March 
1  5  and  will  confirm  adults 
in  two  ceremonies  this  year, 
one  in  June  and  a  second  in 
October.  And  approximately 
2300  youth  from  through- 
out the  Diocese  will  also  be 
confirmed  this  year. 
In  his  Easter  Vigil  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  spoke  of  the 
Easter  proclamation  of  the  Church,  that  "Jesus  Christ  is 
risen  from  the  dead,  Alleluia!  Alleluia!"  "This  is  the  joy  of 
being  a  Christian,"  the  Bishop  said.  "This  is  the  source  of 
hope  for  all  humanity." 
It  is  also  a  source  of  great  joy  for  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.

Mr.  Gerard  Hall,  Director  of  the  Diocesan  Office  of 
Sacred  Worship,  noted  that  these  numbers  described 
those  who  attended  the  Rite  of  Election.  The  total,  Mr.  Hall 
said,  would  be  "well  over  a  thousand."  In  most  Dioceses, 
the  Rite  is  held  in  the  Cathedral  with  the  Bishop  presiding. 
With  some  900  Candidates  and  Catechumens,  plus  their 
sponsors,  families  and  friends  attending,  the  total  number 
in  attendance  would  far  exceed  the  320-seat  capacity  of 
Sacred  Heart  Cathedral.  Because  of  this,  the  Rite  was 
celebrated  in  six  parishes  over  the  two-Sunday  period  in 
March,  with  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  able 
to  preside  at  two  of  those  ceremonies. 

The  ethnic  diversity  of  those  entering  the  Church  was 
notable.  Mr.  Hall  said  that  279,  more  than  25%,  were 
of  Hispanic  heritage.  The  rest  included  men  and  women 
from  a  variety  of  cultures,  including  1  5  Vietnamese.

This  year  Mothers  Day  falls  within  Easter  season,  and 
so  as  we  remember  our  mothers  we  also  thank  God 
for  the  blessing  of  our  spiritual  mother,  Mary.  With 
His  dying  breath,  Jesus  gave  His  mother  to  all  of  us. 
Mary  has  a  special  place  in  the  hearts  of  Catholics;  and  this  is 
especially  true  of  African  ancestry  Catholics  in  the  United  States. 


Marie  Claire  Mukangango 
from  Kibeho,  Rwanda,  expe- 
rienced Apparitions  of  Mary 
until  September  15,  1982. 
The  Blessed  Mother  told  her 
to  spread  this  message:  "One 
must  meditate  on  the  Passion 
of  Jesus,  and  on  the  deep 
sorrows  of  His  Mother.  One 
must  recite  the  Rosary  every 
day,  and  also  the  Rosary  of 
the  Seven  Sorrows  of  Mary,  to 
obtain  the  favour  of  repen- 
tance." 

Marys  life  was  not  easy,  but  she  accepted  her  role  in  salvation 
history,  a  role  that  can  be  perceived  from  different  cultures.  She 
had  to  flee  because  her  child's  life  was  endangered  by  Herod. 
She  watched,  helplessly,  as  her  innocent  son  was  arrested  and 
then  crucified. 

African  ancestry  women  identify  with  the  suffering  of 
Mary  because  of  the  the  difficulties  of  raising  a  child  without 
prejudice  in  this  country.  Women  turn  to  her  and  ask  for  her 
intercession  because  they  know  that  the  Blessed  Mother  under- 
stands their  pain  and  sorrow  She  knows  the  pain  they  experi- 
ence when  their  children  are  torn  from  their  arms  because  of 
violence  or  addictions. 

Also,  the  Native  American  Catholic  Community  responds  to 
Mary  because  of  their  own  experiences.  His  Holiness  John  Paul 
II  said  in  Phoenix,  Arizona,  "The  early  encounter  between  your 
traditional  cultures  and  the  European  way  of  life  was  an  event 
of  such  significance  and  change  that  it  profoundly  influences 
your  collective  life  even  today.  That  encounter  was  a  harsh  and 
painful  reality  for  your  peoples.  The  cultural  oppression,  the 
injustices,  the  disruption  of  your  life  and  of  your  traditional  so- 
cieties must  be  acknowledged.  At  the  same  time,  in  order  to  be 
objective,  history  must  record  the  deeply  positive  aspects  of  your 
peoples  encounter  with  the  culture  that  came  from  Europe. 
Among  these  positive  aspects  I  wish  to  recall  the  work  of  the 
many  missionaries  who  strenuously  defended  the  rights  of  the 
original  inhabitants  of  this  land."  (September  14,  1987) 

We  pray  that  the  Lord  may  endow  all  of  us  with  His  mothers 
fortitude  and  faith  to  persevere  in  the  face  of  trials  and  tribula- 
tions We  may  face  in  this  life.

St.  Mary  Church,  Wilmington,  Celebrates  Centenary 


On  Friday,  April  1  3,  201  2,  St.  Mary  Parish  in  Wilmington  marked  its 
1 00th  anniversary  with  a  Mass  celebrated  by  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh.  On  the  same  evening,  the  Bishop  also  bestowed 
the  Sacrament  of  Confirmation  on  33  candidates. 


Wilmington's  official  Catholic  pres- 
ence began  with  the  1  820  organiza- 
tion of  the  Charleston  Diocese  under 
Bishop  John  England.  He  visited 
Wilmington  regularly  from  1  82 1 
to  1  843.  The  small  community 
of  believers  flourished.  They  were 
characterized  by  merchants,  mariners, 
rich  and  poor,  free  people  and  slaves. 
They  appealed  to  England's  succes- 
sor Ignatius  Aloysius  Reynolds  D.D., 
to  officially  establish  a  parish  and  in 
1  845,  The  Rev.  Thomas  Murphy  V. 
F  (1  806-1  863)  was  appointed  to 
be  the  full  time  priest  in  Wilmington. 
Under  his  supervision  the  Gothic 
Revival  style  Church  of  Saint  Thomas 
the  Apostle  was  constructed  by  1 847. 

Christopher  Dennen  (1  855- 
1  939),  a  pastor  of  St.  Thomas 
Church,  encouraged  the  formation  of 
a  new  parish  in  the  1  890s.  Ground 
was  broken  for  the  Saint  Mary  Church 
on  May  20,  1  908.  On  April  28, 
1912,  Saint  Mary  was  dedicated  St. 
Mary  Pro-Cathedral  by  Cardinal  Gib- 
bons, who  kept  a  continued  interest 
in  Wilmington.  (The  "pro-Cathedral" 
designation  would  be  dropped  in 
1  925,  after  Raleigh  became  the  seat 
of  the  Diocese  and  Sacred  Heart  its 
cathedral.)  St.  Thomas  Parish  closed 


in  1  966  and  merged  with  St.  Mary 
Parish.  The  church,  designed  by 
Raphael  Guastavino,  has  become  an 
architectural  landmark  in  Wilmington. 
On  December  8,  2005,  the  Dio- 
cese of  Raleigh  designated  St.  Mary 
Church  as  a  Shrine. 

Among  the  many  present  for  the  an- 
niversary was  Sister  Anne  Bayart,  S.U., 
Superior  General  of  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Ursula,  visiting  from  Tours,  France,  as 
well  as  Sister  Rosemary  MacNamara, 
S.U,  Campus  Minister  at  UNC- 
Wilmington;  Sr.  Marion  McGillicuddy, 
S.U.;  and  Sr.  Mary  Isaac  Koenig,  S.U., 
founder  and  director  of  the  St.  Mary- 
Tileston  Outreach  Center. 

Sr.  Mary  Isaac  described  the  cel- 
ebration as  "recognizing  the  blessing 
of  an  incredibly  beautiful  piece  of  ar- 
chitecture, but  also  celebrating  people. 
Present  were  a  good  number  of  our 
elders,  who  for  many  decades  have 
both  spiritually  and  financially  main- 
tained St.  Mary's.  During  Eucharist 
our  Bishop  confirmed  over  two  dozen 
young  people  and  encouraged  them 
to  carry  on  the  torch  lit  by  previous 
generations,  including  Father  Price. 
And  then  there  were  the  children, 
many  of  Hispanic  descent,  who  are 
a  visual  reminder  that  this  Parish 


Community  has  always  nurtured  the 
immigrant. 

"And  all  this  took  place  in  an  ambi- 
ence of  500  beautiful  red  roses  and 
music  and  song  rendered  by  our  four 
choirs:  Gospel,  Latino,  Contemporary 
and  Renaissance,  assisted  by  a  brass 
ensemble  that  simply  drew  generations 
together  in  praise  of  the  Risen  Lord." 

Father  Robert  J.  Kus,  Pastor  of  St. 
Mary,  concurred  in  speaking  about  the 
reason  for  the  celebration.  "Although 
the  Centennial  celebration  of  St.  Mary 
Church  specifically  commemorates 
the  blessing  of  the  church  by  Cardinal 
Gibbons  in  April  of  1  91  2,"  he  said, 
"we  are  using  this  occasion  to  remem- 
ber the  strengths  for  which  St.  Mary 
Parish  is  noted.  These  strengths  are: 
welcoming  the  stranger  (especially 
immigrants);  educating  youth;  serving 
the  poor;  championing  human  rights 
for  all  people;  and  engaging  in  mis- 
sionary work  on  the  Cape  Fear  Coast 
as  well  as  in  Honduras. 

In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  told 
parishioners,  "Your  parish  history 
clearly  explains  the  many  reasons  you 
are  a  special  gift  to  me  and  to  our  en- 
tire Diocese.  Through  all  the  changes 
of  the  last  century,  St.  Mary  Parish 
has  (1 )  faithfully  served  the  religious 
needs  of  Catholics  and  other  faith 
denominations  throughout  the  Cape 
Fear  Coast;  (2)  you  are  also  known 
for  your  great  commitment  to  Catholic 
education  and  faith  formation  on  every 
level.  Your  parish  school  traces  its  ori- 
gins back  more  than  1 40  years  and, 
under  various  names,  has  provided 
solid  Catholic  education  and  formation 
to  thousands  of  students;  (3)  From 
its  beginning  and  to  the  present  day, 
St.  Mary  Parish  has  served  as  a  safe 
haven  to  the  immigrant  and  upheld  the 
dignity  of  all  persons;  (4)  Of  course, 
you  are  noted  far  and  wide  for  your 
care  for  the  poor,  the  needy  and  the 
downtrodden  of  society;  (5)  and  your 
social  outreach  and  health  care  center 
make  the  parish  a  beacon  of  hope  to 
all  those  in  need.  I  commend  Fr.  Kus, 
Sr.  Isaac,  her  countless  volunteers 
and  all  of  you  for  fulfilling  the  theme  of 
your  recent  campaign:  'Serving  God 
by  Serving  Others.'"

St  Bemadette  Church,  Fuquay-Varina, 
Celebrates  Silver  Jubilee 


►>  On  Sunday,  April  1 5,  201  2,  St.  Bemadette  Par- 
ish in  Fuquay  Varina  celebrated  its  25th  anniversary 
with  a  Mass  of  Thanksgiving  celebrated  by  the  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh.  In 
a  Diocese  which  has  experienced  rapid  growth  in  the 
last  two  decades,  St.  Bemadette  is  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  vivid  parish  examples. 

Catholicism  came  to  southern  Wake  County  around 
a  century  ago,  when  North  Carolina's  first  native  bom 
priest,  Fr.  Thomas  Price,  bought  land  in  Holly  Springs 
for  the  small  Church  of  St.  Mary.  Mass  was  celebrated 
once  a  month  there  by  a  priest  who  traveled  by  horse 
and  buggy  from  the  orphanage  in  Raleigh. 

After  the  First  World  War,  most  of  the  Catholics 
in  the  area  moved  away  in  search  of  jobs,  and  St. 
Mary's  closed.  Early  in  1 987,  though,  Fr.  Albert  Todd 
of  St.  Mary  in  Gamer  began  saying  Mass  at  Fuquay- 
Varina's  Trinity  Episcopal  Church.  This  new  mission 
was  christened  St.  Bemadette.  Thanks  to  donations  of 
land  and  money  by  church  members,  a  multipurpose 
parish  center  was  built  in  1 990.  Sr.  Elizabeth  McNeill, 
R.S.M.,  was  appointed  Pastoral  Administrator  of  the 
mission  parish.  That  year  also  marked  the  beginning 
of  the  Raleigh  Deanery  Hispanic  Ministry,  which  was 
headquartered  at  St.  Bemadette. 

A  woman  who  did  migrant  ministry  there  in  the  early 
'90s  remembers  the  area  as  "like  a  jungle,  all  trees 
and  narrow  roads  and  camps."  Development  and 
population  growth  was  rapid,  though,  and  in  less  than  a 
decade,  St.  Bemadette  was  a  full-fledged  parish  with  a 
new  church  building. 

The  parish  has  expanded  rapidly  in  the  last  decade, 
adding  a  parish  office  and  classroom  facility  and  en- 
larging the  seating  capacity  of  its  church,  which  still  has 
overflow  crowds  on  weekends. 

In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  expressed  "thanks 
to  the  Lord  for  the  precious  gift  of  our  holy  Catholic 
faith  and,  in  a  special  way,  for  the  blessings  He  has 
bestowed  upon  your  parish  throughout  these  years.... 
I  offer  thanks  to  your  pastor,  Father  Torres,  for  his 
priestly  service  and  dedicated  pastoral  leadership,  and 
to  all  of  you,  dear  friends,  for  the  countless  ways  you 
live  out  your  baptismal  call." 


In  this  issue  we  feature  Mrs.  Joan  Troy,  a  teacher  of  math- 
ematics and  music  at  Cardinal  Gibbons  High  School,  and 
the  20th  winner  of  the  Msgr.  Gerald  Lewis  Award  for  ex- 
cellence in  teaching.  Perhaps  as  you're  reading  about  Mrs. 
Troy,  you'll  ask  yourself  the  same  question  I  did:  What  makes 
an  excellent  teacher?  And,  like  I  did,  you'll  probably  answer 
this  question  for  yourself  by  remembering  the  excellent  teachers 
you  were  fortunate  enough  to  encounter  in  your  own  schooling. 
What  did  they  have  in  common? 


Were  they  popular?  In  my  ex- 
perience (in  Catholic  and  public 
schools),  usually  but  not  always. 
Their  classes  could  be  exhilarat- 
ing, but  the  best  teachers  were 
also  demanding.  They  had  a 
gift  for  sniffing  out  second-best 
efforts;  slapdash  homework  usu- 
ally required  a  do-over. 

Were  their  classes  fun?  That's 
probably  the  wrong  word.  My 
best  teachers  compelled  my  at- 
tention. They  employed  creative 
strategies  and  out-of-the-box  les- 
son plans,  but  their  purpose  was  always  to  convey  the  lesson  and 
make  it  stick.  No  "edu-tainment"  for  its  own  sake. 

Were  they  masters  of  their  subject?  Always.  And  of  course  they 
were  superior  communicators,  with  a  sense  of  humor.  I  saw  this 
in  Mrs.  Troy's  calculus  class:  there  was  a  happy  banter  over  her 
students'  failures  and  successes  as  they  confronted  problems  and 
searched  for  the  elusive  variable. 

Did  these  excellent  teachers  love  their  students?  Yes,  but  to  me  it 
didn't  seem  like  a  particularly  personal  love.  They  loved  the  poten- 
tial we  had  to  grasp  what  they  were  teaching,  and  the  vision  of  the 
benefits  we  would  experience  when  we  succeeded.  They  loved  the 
light  in  our  eyes  when  we  "finally  got  it." 

My  best  teachers  walked  the  walk.  They  never  asked  more  of 
students  than  they  gave  of  themselves.  In  their  classrooms,  you  felt 
as  if  you  were  on  a  journey  together,  with  the  teacher  as  guide. 

Which  brings  me  to  something  Msgr.  Lewis  himself  pointed  out 
to  school  children  a  few  years  ago  as  the  award  named  after  him 
was  being  presented  to  that  year's  winner.  The  model  for  excel- 
lent teachers  is  Jesus.  He  was  demanding.  He  compelled  people's 
attention.  He  was  master  of  what  He  taught,  and  a  consummate 
communicator.  He  loved  his  followers  for  what  they  were  and 
especially  what  they  could  be.  He  asked  everything  of  them,  but 
He  gave  everything  in  return  -  and  He  promised  always  to  be  with 
them  on  the  journey.

Excellent 
Teacher! 

Joan  Troy  receives 
the  20th  annual  Msgr. 
Gerald  L.  Lewis  Award 

On  a  day  when 
Cardinal  Gibbons 
High  School  holds  an 
all-school  Mass  Joan 
Troy  can  be  spotted 
seated  at  a  piano 
directing  the  choir.  As 
her  hand  slices  the  air  and  her  torso  leans 
forward,  then  back,  she  somehow  draws 
sweet,  expressive  music  from  her  students. 

Later  that  day,  Joan  can  be  found 
in  a  classroom  teaching  algebra, 
trigonometry  or  calculus.  As  she  walks 
among  her  students  posing  questions  or 
demonstrating  concepts  like  functions 
and  graphs,  she  somehow  dispels  the 
mystery  and  reveals  the  power  of  math 
to  her  1  1  th  and  1  2th  graders. 

Joan  slips  in  and  out  of  these 
seemingly  disparate  roles  with  ease. 
For  her,  music  and  math  are  lifelong 
passions  that  are  at  the  heart  of  her  life's 
calling  as  a  teacher  -  one  that  brought 
her  to  Catholic  education  1  6  years  ago. 
It  is  a  calling  for  which  she  also  recently 
received  the  201  2  Monsignor  Gerald  L. 
Lewis  Award  for  Excellence  in  Teaching.

This  year  marks  the 
20th  anniversary  of 
the  annual  award, 
which  started  as  a 
way  for  its  founder, 
Anne  Williams  Sta- 
hel, to  say  thank  you 
to  a  dutiful  priest  and  honor  teachers  in 
Catholic  education.  Today  the  award  is 
considered  one  of  the  most  prestigious 
accolades  given  to  a  Catholic  educator  in 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.  Looking  ahead, 
there  is  an  ongoing  campaign  to  raise 
$  1  million  for  an  endowment  not  only 
to  ensure  the  awards  future  but  develop 
additional  opportunities  to  recognize 
educators.  As  the  endowment  grows, 
funding  for  current  activities  is  under- 
written by  private  donations,  says  Anne. 

Commenting  on  the  impact  the  award 
named  in  his  honor  has  had  so  far,  Msgr. 
Lewis,  who  has  served  in  the  Raleigh 
Diocese  for  five  decades  as  a  priest,  pas- 
tor, and  administrator,  said:  "More  than 


anything  else, 
the  award  has 
demonstrated  just 
how  qualified  and 
dedicated  all  the 
teachers  are  in  our 
Catholic  school 
system." 

On  a  sun- 
splashed  Friday 
in  March  Joan  became  the  20th  teacher 
to  receive  the  Lewis  Award.  Initially  she 
and  her  students  didn't  know  what  was 
happening  when  her  husband,  Bob, 
stopped  by  her  classroom  that  morning 
armed  with  a  bouquet  of  balloons.  After 
student  photographers  rushed  in  followed 
by  school  administrators,  Troy,  holding 
back  tears,  realized  she  won  the  award 
and  exclaimed  to  an  adoring  crowd,  "This 
is  the  biggest  honor  anyone  can  receive." 

Cardinal  Gibbons  Principal  Jason  Cur- 
tis says  the  magic  in  Joans  teaching  is  her 
commitment  to  each  individual  student. 
To  illustrate  his  point  he  tells  the  story  of 


a  parent  who  spoke  of  a  teacher  who  gave 
up  her  lunch  period  for  several  months 
to  mentor  a  student  for  the  AP  Calculus 
test,  even  though  he  wasn't  in  the  class. 
"This  was  the  first  I  had  heard  of  this,"  he 
explains.  "Yet  I  wasn't  surprised  to  leam 
that  Joan  was  the  teacher  to  offer  her  sup- 
port to  a  student  so  selflessly  -  without 
seeking  any  recognition." 

Joan  grew  up  in  the  old  cotton  mill 
town  of  Eden,  N.C,  the  only  child  of  Coy 
and  Laura  Troy.  When  she  was  eight  years 
old  her  dad,  a  farmer,  died  and  she  was 
raised  by  her  mother  and  grandmother. 
While  one  of  Joan's  uncles,  a  WWII 
veteran  turned  history  teacher,  inspired 
her  to  enter  the  teaching  profession;  her 
aptitude  for  numbers  was  innate.  Her 
love  of  music  grew  from  a  girlhood  dream 
to  be  a  dance  teacher  -  a  dream  her  mom 
said  she  could  pursue  as  long  as  she  kept 


up  her  piano  lessons.  Eventually,  she 
traded  her  dance  shoes  for  the  keyboard. 

After  graduating  from  Greensboro  Col- 
lege in  1978  Joan's  first  job  was  teaching 
math  in  Lee  County  Public  High  School, 
followed  by  three  years  as  computer  co- 
ordinator for  schools  in  the  county.  Next, 
Joan  filled  her  resume  with  seven  years  of 
diverse  experiences  in  corporate  America, 
including  a  stint  as  a  computer  trainer  for 
the  sales  team  of  a  trading  card  company. 
Those  experiences,  at  their  core,  involved 
teaching,  she  says. 

Joan  returned  to  the  classroom  in 
1996  as  a  math  teacher  at  Cardinal  Gib- 
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bons.  She  had  recently  married  Bob,  a 
Catholic,  and  converted  to  Catholicism 
after  growing  up  Presbyterian.  Msgr. 
Lewis,  she  notes,  officiated  at  her 
confirmation  and  wedding.  She  and  her 
husband,  who  is  studying  to  be  a  perma- 
nent deacon,  have  not  been  blessed  with 
children.  "I  met  Bob  when  we  sang  in 
the  same  choir,  fell  in  love  with  him  and 
the  Catholic  Church  with  all  its  music," 
she  says,  and  adds,  "Part  of  being  a 
family  is  being  in  the  same  church."  Her 
spiritual  and  professional  journeys  have 
been  linked  ever  since. 

For  Joan,  like  the  other  award  recipi- 
ents, receiving  the  honor  is  a  powerful 
pat  on  the  back.  "It's  nice  to  have  people 
see  what  you  do  and  say  you  do  it  well," 
Joan  notes.  For  Anne  Williams  Stahel, 
who  also  chairs  the  Lewis  Committee, 
which  selects  the  recipients,  the  award 
celebrates  both  educators  and  her  friend- 
ship with  Msgr.  Lewis,  the  man  who 
inspired  it.  Theirs  is  a  friendship  that  has 
spanned  five  decades  and,  she  acknowl- 
edges, has  helped  her  through  personal 
tragedy  and  loss. 

During  a  recent  interview  in  her  home 
Anne  told  of  the  first  of  those  tragedies. 
One  Saturday  in  September  1972  her 
24-year-old  cousin  Tricia  went  biking 
with  her  boyfriend  along  the  banks  of 
the  Neuse  River,  east  of  Raleigh.  They 
never  returned.  Both  were  shot  and 
killed,  the  random  victims  of  a  lone  gun- 
man. Tricias  parents  were  non-practicing 
Catholics,  Anne  explains,  noting  that 
"the  lack  of  a  home  church  exacer- 
bated their  trauma."  A  self-described 
cradle  Catholic,  Anne  turned  to  then 
Fr.  Lewis  for  help.  "I  saw  him  take  two 
dead  people  into  a  room  and  after  awhile 
I  saw  Lazarus  walk  out  the  tomb,"  she 
notes.  That  horrific  incident,  she  adds, 
her  voice  laced  with  grief,  was  the  cata- 
lyst that  joined  the  Williams  and  Stahel 
families  with  Msgr.  Lewis  for  life. 

In  the  years  that  followed,  she  says  she 
has  called  upon  Msgr.  Lewis  to  marry 
bury  or  counsel  one  or  another  of  her 
family  members.  Then  tragedy  returned 


in  1990  and  1991  when  her  husband, 
Edward,  two  brothers,  an  uncle,  and  an 
aunt  died.  A  decade  later  she  lost  one  of 
her  five  children.  "Fr.  Lewis  was  once  a 
priest  I  knew;  then  he  became  a  priest 
who  was  a  friend,"  she  says,  retracing 
their  friendship.  "Since  1990,  he  has 
been  a  treasured  and  beloved  friend  who 
happens  to  be  a  priest. 

"It  was  then,"  she  adds,  "that  I  asked 
myself,  'How  do  I  say  thank  you  in  a 
meaningful  way  to  someone  who  has 
done  so  much  for  me  and  my  family  for 
so  long?'" 

The  answer  was  to  establish  the  Lewis 
Award,  with  Anne  a  key  benefactor.  Its 
goal,  then  as  now,  is  to  provide  quality 
educational  opportunities  to  the  youth 
in  the  Diocese  by  helping  to  attract  and 
retain  outstanding  teachers.  On  a  per- 
sonal level,  the  Lewis  Award  is  a  tribute  to 
Anne's  late  husband,  a  chemical  engineer- 
ing professor  at  NC  State  for  30  years  and 
to  Msgr.  Lewis,  a  proponent  of  educa- 
tion and  the  Diocesan  schools.  "It  is  my 
passion,  but  God's  legacy,"  Anne  says,  her 
voice  trailing  off  to  a  whisper.  "I  am  just 
the  lucky  duck  tapped  to  head  it." 

Anne,  a  feisty  70-something,  says  now 
is  the  time  to  concentrate  on  the  future  of 
the  award.  That  means  growing  the  en- 
dowment to  support  what  she  describes 
as  a  wish  list  of  initiatives.  They  include, 
increasing  the  honorarium  to  recipients, 
finalists  and  their  schools,  starting  addi- 
tional recognition  awards,  say  for  a  school 
and  a  principal/administrator,  as  well  as 
establishing  a  tuition  fund  that  recipients 
and  finalists,  who  remain  full-time  teach- 
ers in  Diocesan  schools,  may  apply  to  for 
grants  to  take  classes  toward  an  advanced 
degree  or  for  continuing  education  or 
enrichment  courses. 

The  hope,  adds  Colleen  O'Connor 
Grochowski,  vice  chair  of  the  Lewis  Com- 
mittee, is  to  provide  opportunities  and 
resources  that  otherwise  may  not  be  avail- 
able. "We  want  the  Lewis  Award  to  forever 
be  a  well-recognized,  cherished  partner 
in  support  of  the  amazing,  dedicated,  and 
inspiring  community  of  teachers,  staff, 


and  pnncipals  who  are  committed  to  the 
Catholic  education  of  our  children." 

Joan  Troy  is  one  of  those  teachers. 
Along  with  teaching  chorus  and  math 
at  Gibbons,  Joan  is  director  of  liturgical 
music,  a  leader  on  the  school's  liturgy 
committee,  musical  theater  director  and 
musical  summer  camp  director.  She 
has  also,  among  other  things,  chaired 
the  math  department  and  encouraged 
students  to  start  a  musical  theatre  club. 
Joan,  who  holds  a  masters  degree  from 
Campbell  University,  has  been  recognized 
as  a  Distinguished  Educator  and  Men- 
tor by  the  NCSU  College  of  Physical  and 
Mathematical  Sciences  and  as  a  Woodrow 
Wilson  Master  Teacher  by  Princeton 
University. 

"Receiving  the  Lewis  Award  is  verifica- 
tion that  this  was  the  right  path  to  take, 
one  that  has  allowed  me  to  do  the  things 
I  love,"  says  Joan,  who  describes  her  stu- 
dents as  her  children.  She  calculates  that 
in  her  years  at  Gibbons  she  has  taught 
nearly  2,000  students.  One  is  Michelle 
Giannini,  a  2006  graduate  who  now 
teaches  music  and  performing  arts  at 
The  Franciscan  School  in  Raleigh.  "Joan 
is  one  of  the  main  reasons  I  chose  to  be 
a  teacher  in  a  Catholic  school,"  Michelle 
says.  "She  is  an  incredibly  strong  teacher 
who  weaves  her  faith  so  seamlessly  into 
her  everyday  life,  living  out  our  call  as 
Christians,"  she  adds.  "Her  love  of  life 
and  of  our  faith  is  contagious." 

Joleen  Smith,  a  Gibbons  teacher,  adds 
that  Joan's  faith  and  dedication  to  her 
school  community  is  best  expressed  at 
the  all-school  Masses.  "Her  devotion  and 
enthusiasm  permeate  our  liturgies  and 
enhance  the  worship  experience  for  us 
all,"  she  notes. 

Joan  says  she  cannot  imagine  doing 
anything  else  but  teaching,  and  teach- 
ing anywhere  else  but  a  Christ-centered 
community  such  as  Gibbons.  "The 
chance,  no  right,  to  pray  ever)'  day 
is  good  for  me,  good  for  students;  it 
changes  everything  you  do,"  she  notes. 
"This  is  my  home;  this  is  where  I  am 
meant  to  be."

Joan  Troy  recibe  el  vigesimo  anual  Msgr.  Gerald  L.  Lewis  Award 


El  dia  en  que  el  High  School  Cardi- 
nal Gibbons  celebra  la  Misa  para 
los  alumnos,  encontraras  a  Joan 
Troy  sentada  frente  a  un  piano 
dirigiendo  el  coro.  Mientras  que  su  mano  gira 
en  el  aire  y  su  torso  se  inclina  hacia  adelante  y 
atras,  de  alguna  manera  les  hace  llegar  musica 
dulce  y  expresiva  a  sus  alumnos. 

Durante  el  dia,  encuentras  a  Joan  en  un  salon  ensenando 
algebra,  trigonometria  o  calculo.  Al  caminar  entre  sus  alumnos 
plantea  preguntas  o  demuestra  conceptos  de  funciones  y  gra- 
ficas,  ella  de  alguna  manera  disipa  el  misterio  y  revela  el  poder 
de  las  matematicas  a  sus  alumnos  de  undecimo  y  duodecimo 
grado. 

Joan  se  desliza  con  facilidad  dentro  y  fuera  de  estas  funciones 
aparentemente  dispares.  Para  ella,  la  musica  y  las  matematicas 
son  las  pasiones  de  toda  la  vida  que  estan  en  el  corazon  de  la 


vocation  de  su  vida  como  profesora  -  que  la  llevo  a  la  educacion 
catolica  hace  16  anos.  Es  un  llamado  por  el  que  tambien  ha  reci- 
bido  recientemente  el  Premio  por  la  Excelencia  en  la  Ensenanza 
2012  Monsenor  Gerald  L.  Lewis. 

Lewis  Award  por  Excelencia  en  la  Ensenanza 

Este  ano  se  conmemora  el  vigesimo  aniversario  del  recono- 
cimiento  anual,  que  comenzo  como  una  forma  para  su  fundado- 
ra,  Anne  Williams  Stahel,  de  agradecer  a  un  obediente  sacerdote 
y  de  honrar  a  los  maestros  y  maestras  en  la  education  Catolica. 
Hoy,  el  reconocimiento  es  considerado  uno  de  los  mas  presti- 
giados  galardones  que  se  otorga  a  los  educadores  Catolicos  en  la 
Diocesis  de  Raleigh.  Mirando  hacia  al  future,  existe  una  campafia 
para  recaudar  $  1  millon  de  dolares;  estos  fondos  no  seran  solo 
para  asegurar  los  premios  futuros,  sino  tambien  para  desarrollar 
oportunidades  adicionales  para  los  educadores.  A  medida  que 
crecen  los  fondos,  la  frnanciacion  para  las  actividades  actuales 
esta  asegurada  por  donaciones  privadas,  dice  Anne. 

Comentando  sobre  el  impacto  que  este  premio  en  su  honor 
ha  tenido  hasta  el  momento,  Monsenor  Lewis,  quien  ha  servido 
en  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh  durante  cinco  decadas  como  sacerdote, 
parroco  y  administrador,  dijo:  "Mas  que  nada,  el  premio  ha 
demostrado  cuan  calificados  y  dedicados  son  todos  los  maestros 
y  maestras  en  nuestro  sistema  escolar  Catolico". 

Un  viemes  soleado  de  marzo,  Joan  se  convirtio  en  la  20a  mae- 
stra en  recibir  el  Premio  Lewis.  Al  principio,  ella  y  sus  alumnos 
no  sabian  lo  que  pasaba  cuando  su  esposo  Bob  se  detuvo  en  su 
salon  de  clase  esa  manana  con  un  ramo  de  globos  en  sus  manos. 
Despues  que  los  fotografos  corrieron  seguidos  por  los  adminis- 
tradores  escolares,  Troy,  conteniendo  las  lagrimas,  se  dio  cuenta 
de  que  ella  gano  el  premio  y  exclamo  a  una  multitud  que  adora, 
"Este  es  el  honor  mas  grande  que  alguien  puede  recibir". 

El  Director  de  Cardinal  Gibbons  Jason  Curtis  dice  que  la 
magia  en  Joan  de  ensenar  esta  en  su 

compromiso  con  cada  alumno.  Para  ilustrar  su  punto  el 
narra  la  historia  de  un  padre  de  familia  que  hablo  acerca  de  una 
maestra  que  sacrifico  su  tiempo  de  almuerzo  por  varios  meses, 
para  ayudar  a  un  alumno  a  prepararse  para  el  examen  de  calculo 
de  la  AP  aunque  este  no  estuviera  en  la  clase.  "Era  la  primera  vez 
que  escuchaba  esto",  explico  el.  "Sin  embargo,  no  me  sorprendio 
saber  que  Joan  fue  la  maestra  que  habia  ofrecido  su  apoyo  sin 
interes  al  alumno-  sin  esperar  nada  a  cambio". 

Joan  crecio  en  el  pueblito  de  Eden,  N.C.,  hija  unica  de  Coy  y 
Laura  Troy.  Cuando  ella  tenia  ocho  anos  su  padre,  un  campesino, 
murio  y  ella  fue  criada  por  su  madre  y  su  abuela.  Mientras  que 
uno  de  los  tlos  de  Joan,  un  veterano  de  la  II  guerra  mundial  y 
despues  un  maestro  de  historia,  la  inspiro  para  entrar  en  la  profe- 
sion  educativa;  su  aptitud  para  los  numeros  era  innata.  Su  amor 
por  la  musica  crecio  a  partir  de  un  sueno  de  la  ninez  de  ser  una 
profesora  de  baile  -  un  sueno  que  su  madre  le  dijo  que  podia 
seguir  siempre  y  cuando  mantuviera  las  lecciones  de  piano. 
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Eventualmente,  ella  cambio  sus  zapatos  de  baile  por  el  teclado. 

Tras  graduarse  en  la  Universidad  de  Greensboro  en  1978,  Joan 
obtuvo  su  primer  trabajo  como  maestra  de  matematicas  en  el 
condado  de  Lee  en  una  escuela  secundaria  publica,  seguida  por 
tres  arios  de  coordinadora  de  computacion  para  las  escuelas  del 
condado.  Despues,  completo  su  curriculum  con  siete  anos  de 
diversas  experiencias  en  America  corporativa,  incluyendo  una 
temporada  como  entrenadora  de  computacion  para  el  equipo 
de  ventas  de  una  empresa  de  tarjetas.  Esas  experiencias,  en  su 
nucleo,  involucran  la  ensenanza,  dice  ella. 

Joan  regreso  a  dar  clases  en  1996  como  maestra  de  matemati- 
cas en  Cardinal  Gibbons.  Recien  casada  con  Bob,  un  catolico,  se 
convirtio  al  Catolicismo  tras  crecer  como  Presbiteriana.  Mon- 
serior  Lewis,  dice  ella,  oficio  su  confirmacion  y  su  boda.  Ella  y 
su  esposo,  quien  esta  en  el  programa  del  diaconado  perman- 
ente,  no  han  sido  bendecidos  con  hijos.  "Conoci  a  Bob  cuando 
cantabamos  en  el  mismo  coro,  me  enamore  de  el  y  de  la  Iglesia 
Catolica  con  toda  su  musica",  dice  ella,  y  agrega,  "Parte  de  ser 
una  familia  es  estar  en  la  misma  iglesia".  Sus  jornadas  espirituales 
y  profesionales  siempre  han  estado  vinculadas  desde  entonces. 

Para  Joan,  como  para  los  otros  destmarios,  recibir  el  premio  es 
una  palmada  poderosa  en  la  espalda.  "Es  bonito  cuando  la  gente 
aprecia  lo  que  haces  y  te  expresa  que  lo  haces  bien",  dice  Joan. 
Para  Anne  Williams  Stahel,  que  tambien  forma  parte  del  Comite 
de  Lewis,  que  selecciona  a  los  destinarios,  el  premio  celebra  a 
ambos  a  los  educadores  y  su  amistad  con  Monsenor  Lewis,  el 
hombre  que  les  inspiro.  Existe  una  amistad  que  ha  abarcado 
cinco  decadas,  y  ella  reconoce,  que  esto  le  ha  ayudado  en  las 
tragedias  y  perdidas  personales. 

En  una  entrevista  reciente  en  su  casa,  Anne  hablo  de  la  prim- 
era  tragedia.  Un  sabado  en  el  mes  de  septiembre  de  1972,  su 
prima  Tricia,  de  24  anos,  fue  a  montar  bicicleta  con  su  novio  a 
las  orillas  del  rio  Neuse,  en  el  este  de  Raleigh.  Nunca  regresaron. 
Ambos  fueron  muertos  a  tiros,  victimas  al  azar  de  un  pistolero 
solitario.  Los  padres  de  Tricia  no  practicaban  la  fe  Catolica, 
explica  Anne,  asi  que  "la  falta  de  una  iglesia  local  exacerbaba 
el  trauma."  Anne,  quien  se  describe  como  una  catolica  de 
nacimiento,  recurrio  al  Padre  Lewis  para  pedir  ayuda.  "Lo  mire 
cuando  llevo  a  dos  personas  fallecidas  a  un  cuarto  y  despues  de 
un  rato  mire  a  Lazaro  salir  de  la  tumba",  dice  ella.  Este  terrible 
incidente,  agrega  ella  con  su  voz  atada  al  dolor,  fue  el  catalizador 
que  unio  a  las  familias  Williams  y  Stahel  a  Monsenor  Lewis  de 
por  vida. 

En  los  anos  siguientes,  ella  ha  recurrido  a  Monsenor  para 
matrimonios,  entierros  o  para  consejeria,  ya  sea  para  ella,  o  para 
algun  miembro  de  la  familia.  Despues  regreso  la  tragedia  en 
1990  y  1991  cuando  su  esposo  Edward,  dos  hermanos,  un  tlo  y 
una  tia  murieron.  Una  decada  despues  perdio  a  uno  de  sus  cinco 
hijos.  "El  Padre  Lewis  era  un  sacerdote  que  yo  conocia,  despues 
se  convirtio  en  un  sacerdote  amigo",  dice  ella,  recordando  la 
amistad.  "Desde  1990,  el  ha  sido  un  apreciado  y  amado  amigo, 
ademas  de  un  sacerdote". 

"Fue  entonces",  agrega  ella,  "que  yo  me  pregunte,  '^Como  le 
doy  las  gracias  de  manera  significativa,  a  alguien  que  ha  hecho 
tanto  por  mi  y  mi  familia  por  tanto  tiempo?"' 

La  respuesta  fue  establecer  el  Premio  Lewis,  con  Anne  una 


benefactora  clave.  Su  objetivo,  antes  y  ahora  es  proporcionar 
oportunidades  educativas  de  calidad  a  los  jovenes  en  la  Dioce- 
sis  para  ayudar  a  atraer  y  retener  a  los  maestros  destacados.  A 
nivel  personal,  el  Premio  Lewis  es  un  tributo  al  esposo  fallecido 
de  Anne,  un  profesor  de  ingenieria  quimica  en  la  Universidad 
Estatal  de  NC  por  30  anos  y  a  Monsenor  Lewis  un  promotor  de 
la  educacion  y  de  las  escuelas  diocesanas.  "Es  mi  pasion,  pero 
el  legado  es  de  Dios",  dice  Anne,  bajando  su  voz.  "Yo  solo  soy  el 
pato  de  la  suerte  aprovechando  tomar  la  delantera". 

Anne,  una  luchadora  de  70  y  algo  de  anos,  dice  que  es  tiempo 
ahora  de  concentrarse  en  el  futuro  del  premio.  Esto  significa 
aumentar  los  fondos  para  apoyar  lo  que  ella  describe  como 
una  lista  de  deseos  e  iniciativas.  Esta  lista  incluye  aumentar 
los  honorarios  a  los  beneficiarios,  a  los  finalistas  y  sus  escuelas, 
comenzando  con  premios  adicionales  para  la  escuela  y  el 
director(a)/admrnistrador(a),  al  igual  que  el  establecimiento  de 
un  fondo  de  inscription  a  los  destinatarios  y  a  los  finalistas, 
que  siguen  siendo  maestros  de  tiempo  completo  en  las  escuelas 
diocesanas  y  puedan  solicitar  becas  para  tomar  clases  a  un  grado 
avanzado  o  para  cursos  de  educacion  continua  o  de  enriqueci- 
miento. 

La  esperanza,  agrega  Colleen  O'Connor  Grochowski,  vice- 
presidente  del  Comite  de  Lewis,  es  proporcionar  oportunidades 
y  recursos  que  de  lo  contrario  no  estarian  disponibles.  "Quere- 
mos  que  el  Premio  Lewis  este  bien  reconocido  para  siempre,  sea 
socio  apreciado  en  apoyo  increfble,  dedicado,  e  inspirador  de  la 
comunidad  de  los  profesores,  el  personal  y  los  directores  que  es- 
tan  comprometidos  con  la  educacion  catolica  de  nuestros  hijos". 

Joan  Troy  es  una  de  esas  maestras.  Junto  con  la  ensenanza  del 
coro  y  de  matematicas  en  Gibbons,  es  tambien  la  directora  de  la 
musica  en  la  liturgia,  lider  del  comite  de  la  liturgia  de  la  escuela, 
directora  de  la  musica  teatral  y  directora  de  musica  en  el  cam- 
pamento  de  verano.  Tambien,  entre  otras  cosas,  ha  presidido  el 
departamento  de  matematicas  y  anima  a  los  estudiantes  a  iniciar 
un  club  de  teatro  musical.  Joan,  quien  tiene  una  maestria  de  la 
Universidad  de  Campbell,  ha  sido  reconocida  como  una  edu- 
cadora  y  mentora  distinguida  por  la  NCSU  en  Fisica  y  Ciencias 
Matematicas  y  como  Maestra  Profesora  Woodrow  Wilson  por  la 
Universidad  de  Princeton. 

Al  recibir  el  Premio  Lewis  es  la  comprobacion  de  que  este  era 
el  camino  correcto  a  tomar,  el  que  me  ha  dado  la  oportunidad 
de  hacer  lo  que  amo",  dice  Joan,  quien  describe  a  sus  alumnos 
como  sus  hijos.  Ella  calcula  que  durante  sus  arios  en  Gibbons, 
ha  enseriando  a  casi  2,000  alumnos.  Entre  estos  se  encuentra 
Michelle  Giannini,  quien  se  graduo  en  el  ario  2006,  y  ahora 
ensena  musica  y  artes  escenicas  en  la  Escuela  Franciscana  en 
Raleigh.  "Joan  es  una  de  las  razones  principales  por  la  cual  escogi 
ser  maestra  en  una  escuela  Catolica",  dice  Michelle.  "Ella  es  una 
maestra  increiblemente  fuerte  que  teje  su  fe  tan  perfectamente 
en  su  vida  cotidiana,  viviendo  nuestro  llamado  como  cristianos", 
agrega  ella.  "Su  amor  a  la  vida  y  a  nuestra  fe  es  contagiosa". 

Joleen  Smith,  maestra  de  Gibbons,  agrega  que  la  fe  de  Joan 
y  su  dedicacion  a  la  comunidad  de  la  escuela  se  expresa  mejor 
durante  la  Misa  ofrecida  a  los  alumnos.  "Su  dedicacion  y  entusi- 
asmo  impregnan  nuestras  liturgias  y  mejoran  la  experiencia  de 
adoration  en  todos  nosotros",  dice  ella.

La  Iglesia  te  necesita 


Una  vez  mas  este  ano,  me  regocijo  con  mis  hermanos  sacerdotes  al  recordar  nuestras 
experiencias  en  la  Catedral  y  en  nuestras  parroquias  a  lo  largo  de  la  Diocesis  el 
Domingo  de  Pascua.  El  numero  de  individuos  y  familias  que  se  reunieron  en  la 
Misa  de  Pascua  rue  increible;  y  fue  un  testimonio  fuerte  de  nuestra  creencia  en  el 
poder  de  la  resurrection  de  Jesus  para  hacer  todas  las  cosas  nuevas.  Es  la  misma  verdad  que 
celebramos  en  cada  Misa,  cuando  Jesus  renueva  el  santo  sacrincio  de  su  muerte  en  el  Calvario  y 
su  culmination  gloriosa  en  la  Resurrection.  Por  lo  tanto,  nunca  debe  cesar  nuestra  alegria  de  la 
Pascua  de  Resurrection  y  tampoco  el  testimonio  de  fe  que  ofrecemos.  Este  testimonio  se  expre- 
sa  mas  visiblemente  cuando  nos  reunimos  en  la  Misa  cada  semana  para  la  celebration  de  la  Eu- 
caristia. Aqui  recibimos  la  fortaleza  que  necesitamos  para  vivir  la  esperanza  alegre  en  medio  de 
la  oscuridad  y  de  los  sufrimientos  de  nuestro  mundo  y  nuestras  vidas.  Aqui  recibimos  la  gratia 
para  seguir  y  llevar  las  buenas  nuevas  con  gran  alegria  a  todos  aquellos  que  nos  encontramos  al 
proclamar  que  Jesucristo  esta  vivo  entre  nosotros  y  que  su  victoria  es  nuestra. 


Sin  embargo,  debemos  reconocer  que  el  testimonio 
de  fe  que  vemos  presente  en  nuestras  iglesias  en  la 
Pascua,  en  lugares  a  lo  largo  de  nuestra  Diocesis  y  en 
el  mundo,  a  menudo  se  opaca.  Esto  no  es  un  juico  de 
condenacion  para  alguna  persona.  Simplemente  es 
aceptar  la  realidad.  Por  lo  tanto,  si  la  verdad  que  cel- 
ebramos en  la  Pascua  es  la  misma  verdad  que  celebra- 
mos en  cada  Misa,  ^que  cambia?  No  pretendo  tener 
todas  las  respuestas  a  esta  pregunta.  Solo  comparto 
ideas  que  puedan  buscar  respuesta  a  la  pregunta. 

Basicamente,  el  fervor  de  nuestra  fe  tan  viva  en  la 
Pascua  se  opaca  cuando  permitimos  que  las  rutinas,  las 
exigencias  y  las  obligaciones  en  nuestras  vidas  nos  con- 
suman  nuevamente.  Olvidamos  estas  palabras  de  San 
Pablo:  Tiensa  en  lo  que  esta  arriba,  no  en  lo  que  esta 
en  la  tierra".  En  otras  palabras,  recuerda  siempre  que 
lo  que  hacemos  aqui  y  ahora  solo  tiene  un  signiflcado 
y  proposito  cuando  recordamos  para  Quien  y  por  que 
llevamos  nuestra  tarea  diaria.  Tambien  lo  que  ocurre  es 
que  creemos  que  podemos  encontrar  en  nosotros  mis- 
mos  la  determination,  la  fuerza  y  la  perseverancia  que 
nos  piden  nuestras  vocaciones,  profesiones  y  respon- 
sabilidades.  Sin  embargo,  rapidamente  aprendemos 
que  nuestra  propia  vida  se  vuelve  abrumadora,  caotica 
e  incluso,  a  veces,  llena  de  aflicciones.  Eventualmente, 
nos  encontraremos  indefensos  y  perdidos.  Con  Jesus  y 
nuestra  intimidad  con  El  en  la  Misa,  somos  iluminados 
por  Su  Palabra,  nutridos  y  sostenidos  en  la  Eucaristia, 
y  fortalecidos  en  la  comunidad  de  creyentes.  ,-Por  que 
pensar  en  privamos  de  este  precioso  regalo? 

Una  historia  simple  pero  poderosa  busca  responder 


a  la  pregunta  de  por  que  solo  en  dias  especiales  como 
Pascua  nuestras  Iglesias  se  llenan  hasta  su  capacidad: 
Tres  diablos  conspiran  para  encontrar  el  mejor  plan 
de  enganarnos.  Uno  penso  que  todo  lo  que  tenia  que 
hacer  era  convencer  a  la  gente  que  no  existia  el  cielo. 
Entonces,  ipara  que  querrian  hacer  el  bien,  ir  a  la 
Iglesia  y  recibir  los  Sacramentos?  Pensarian  entonces 
que  no  existe  la  recompensa  etema.  El  otro  diablo 
creia  que  seria  mejor  convencer  a  la  gente  que  no 
existia  el  infierno.  Asi  no  les  importaria  ser  fieles  a  los 
mandamientos  y  tampoco  obedientes  a  la  voluntad 
de  Dios,  no  habria  consecuencias  por  sus  decisiones.

La  Iglesia 
te  extraria  cuando  estas  ausente.  jLa  Iglesia  te  necesita  y 
necesita  tu  testimonio  de  fe  mas  que  nunca! 

Por  la  intercesion  de  Maria  nuestra  Madre,  a  quien 
honramos  de  manera  especial  este  mes,  ora  para 
que  la  gracia  haga  eco  su  "SI"  al  Senor.  Al  hacerlo 
experimentaras  con  abundancia  la  paz  y  alegria  de  Su 
Resurreccion.

V arias  parroquias  participando  en  el  primer  bloque  de  la 
campana  Nuestra  Catedral:  Una  Fe,  Un  Pueblo  han  al- 
canzado,  y  en  algunos  casos,  superado  sus  objetivos,  otras 
han  reportado  que  sus  objetivos  seran  alcanzados  a  finales 
de  junio.  Cuarenta  parroquias  estan  participando  en  el  primer  bloque  y 
el  resto  de  las  56  parroquias  coordinaran  la  campana  desde  julio  hasta 
diciembre. 


La  Parroquia  de  Santa 
Teresa  en  Wilson  rue  una  de 
las  primeras  que  supero  su  ob- 
jetivo.  Una  parroquia  con  552 
familias,  Santa  Teresa  tenia  un 
Objetivo  Total  de  la  Campana 
de  $312,180  que  incluye  la 
Campana  Anual  del  Obispo 
2012  de  $41,536.  Igualque 
a  todas  las  parroquias,  los 


primeros  dolares  contribuidos 
a  la  campana  del  Campus  de 
la  Catedral  en  cada  parroquia 
fueron  destinados  al  com- 
promise de  la  BAA  (por  sus 
siglas  en  ingles)  que  ayudara 
a  garantizar  la  financiacion 
continua  a  los  31  ministerios 
pastorales  y  caritativos  de  la 
Diocesis.  Como  en  el  caso  de 


Santa  Teresa,  una  vez  que  logro 
los  $41,536,  el  80  por  ciento 
de  cada  dolar  por  encima  de 
esa  cifra  se  entrego  al  proyecto 
del  Campus  de  la  Catedral, 
dejando  el  20  por  ciento  para 
satisfacer  las  necesidades  de  la 
parroquia. 

El  Padre  Greg  Lowchy  par- 
roco  de  Santa  Teresa,  atribuyo 


al  exito  de  la  campana  a  un 
Comite  parroquial  fuerte  cuyos 
miembros,  dijo,  estaban  entusi- 
asmados  con  el  proyecto,  y 
fueron  efectivos  al  comunicar 
la  importancia  del  proyecto  del 
Campus  de  la  Catedral  a  los 
feligreses  en  las  recepciones  y 
a  traves  de  otros  medios  infor- 
mativos  a  la  comunidad  de  la 
parroquia. 

El  Pd  Lowchy  dijo  que  los 
materiales  de  la  campana, 
especialmente  el  video  de  la 
campana,  funcionaron  bien  al 
proveer  informacion  en  torno 
a  la  necesidad  de  una  nueva 
Catedral.

El  Padre  Joe  Vetter,  parroco 
de  la  Iglesia  de  Santa  Teresa  en 
Wnghtsville  Beach,  compartio 
que  la  capacidad  de  combinar 
las  necesidades  de  la  parro- 
quia con  el  apoyo  de  la  nueva 
Catedral  fue  importante  para 
alcanzar  y  superar  su  objetivo 
parroquial.

El  Padre  Vetter  explico  que 
muchos  feligreses  entienden 
el  beneficio  que  sera  la  nueva 
Catedral  para  la  Diocesis.

Cuentan  con  50 
miembros  compuestos  por 
el  clero  y  laicos  Diocesanos, 
cada  miembro  con  perspec- 
tiva  y  experiencia  especial- 
izada  para  el  proyecto.

El  Sr.  William  Cavanuagh, 
ex  presidente  de  Carolina 
Power  and  Light,  dijo  que 
aceptaba  la  invitation  de

Mayores  Donantes  sintiendo 
ya  hace  algunos  anos  que  la 
diocesis  tenia  la  necesidad 
de  una  Catedral  mas  grande, 
debido  principalmente,  al 
crecimiento  de  los  catolicos 
en  el  estado.

Starting  on  March  1  3,  201  2,  Ms. 
Katherine  Angulo-Valenzuela  joined  the 
staff  of  the  Department  of  Catholic  Forma- 
tion and  Evangelization  as  Diocesan  Youth 
Ministry  Director.  Ms.  Angulo  comes  from 
the  Diocese  of  Knoxville,  where  she  has 
served  as  the  Director  of  Pastoral  Minisa- 
tries.  Born  in  Mexico,  she  earned  a  B.A. 
in  Modern  Languages  from  Kings  College 
in  Wilkes-Barre,  PA  and  is  fluent  in  both 
English  and  Spanish.  She  earned  an  M.A. 
in  Pastoral  Ministries  from  St.  Thomas 
University  in  Miami,  FL. 

Ms.  Angulo  has  led  and  coordinated 
multiple  domestic  and  international  mis- 
sion trips  and  youth  conferences  and  is  a 
recipient  of  the  Companion  on  the  Journey 
Award  for  adults  who  demonstrate  excel- 
lence in  Youth  Ministry.  In  her  work  with 
youth  in  Knoxville,  Ms.  Angulo  was  part 
of  the  Next  Generation  of  Pastoral  Lead- 
ers Program  organized  by  the  Emerging 
Models  of  Pastoral  Ministries  group.  This 
project  is  researching  the  new  look  of 
vocation  for  young  adults  and  their  place  in 
Church  ministry. 

"Katherine  brings  a  great  wealth  of 
knowledge  and  experience  of  Youth  Minis- 
try from  her  education  and  past  positions," 
said  Sr,  Rose  Marie  Adams,  IHM,  Execu- 
tive Director  of  Catholic  Formation  and 
Evangelization  for  the  Diocese.  "Her  zeal 
and  enthusiasm  for  her  Catholic  faith  and 
her  ministry  will  richly  serve  the  youth  and 
adults  of  our  Diocese." 

Ms.  Angulo  explained  that  she  loves 
youth  ministry  for  its  potential  to  evangelize 
entire  families.  "Once  a  teenager  is  con- 
nected, and  understands  that  God  really  ex- 
ists in  their  lives,  they  become  the  fire,"  she 


said.  "They 
change 
themselves 
but  they  also 
change  their 
parents; 
they  bring 
the  family 
with  them." 

They  also 
challenge 
the  Church, 
she  said. 
"One  com- 
plaint you 
hear  a  lot  is, 
After  Con- 
firmation, 
we  don't 

see  them.'  But  when  we  offer  them  leader- 
ship roles  in  the  parish,  organizing  retreats 
or  being  lectors  or  Eucharistic  ministers, 
they  have  the  potential  by  their  example  to 
change  the  whole  parish." 

The  new  Director's  first  task  will  be 
to  meet  with  youth  ministers  and  youth 
throughout  the  Diocese,  she  said,  "to  learn 
the  strengths  of  the  different  programs 
and  where  more  work  is  needed."  She 
also  believes  her  experience  with  national 
organizations  will  be  helpful  both  in  bringing 
speakers  to  youth  events  in  the  Diocese 
and  giving  Diocesan  youth  the  opportunity 
to  attend  national  events." 

She  sees  youth  ministry  as  a  place  that 
"balances  learning  about  the  faith  with 
practical  theology;  a  place  where  youth  get 
to  know  their  faith  and  at  the  same  have 
the  opportunity  to  practice  their  faith  in  their 
interaction  with  peers. 
"If  we  can  achieve  that,  I  know  it  will  make 
a  difference,"  Ms.  Angulo  said.  "I  have  seen 
it  happen."

Disciples  Pointing  to  Our  Lord 

Our  Lady  of  Lourdes,  Raleigh 


On  a  sunny  Tuesday  morning, 
a  teacher  leads  a  group  of 
middle  school  students  across 
the  campus  of  Our  Lady  of 
Lourdes  (OLL)  Parish  in  Raleigh.  They  are 
headed  to  the  perpetual  adoration  chapel 
for  a  few  minutes  of  silent  prayer. 

In  describing  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes,  its  school  and  its  com- 
mitment to  perpetual  adoration  are  central.  Although  the 
adoration  chapel  was  built  in  1997,  OLL  parishioners  were 
praying  before  the  Eucharist  years  before.  (Today  even  non- 
Catholics  are  drawn  to  Eucharistic  adoration  at  OLL.)  And 
the  school  actually  opened  two  months  before  the  church. 

OLL  was  the  third  Catholic  church  established 
in  Raleigh  (after  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral 
and  St.  Monica).  Its  elementary  school, 
staffed  by  Sisters  of  the  Holy  Cross, 
opened  in  1954,  and  its  first  Mass 
was  celebrated  that  December.  Bishop 
Vincent  S.  Waters  presided  at  that  Mass, 
and  dedicated  the  temporary  church  and 
school  buildings.  He  also  installed  Fr.  Fran 
cis  J.  Tait  as  the  first  pastor. 

The  current  pastor,  Fr.  John  Forbes,  actu- 
ally became  a  member  of  Lourdes  when  his 
family  moved  to  Raleigh  in  1972.  Bishop 
F  Joseph  Gossman  dedicated  the  present 
church  four  years  after  that,  and  the  campus 
now  contains  a  school  for  524  students  in

grades  K-8,  as  well  as  the 
multi-purpose  Fallon  Center, 
the  adoration  chapel,  parish 
and  school  office  buildings 
and  a  residence.  The  parish 
is  currently  excited  about 
its  "piggy-back"  capital 
campaign  to  help  fund  both 
the  Holy  Name  of  Jesus 
Cathedral  and  an  exciting 
expansion  of  OLLs  campus, 
including  a  recreation  center, 
extra  gathering  space  in  the 
church,  and  eventually  a  me- 
dia center,  a  new  kitchen  and 
cafeteria  and  new  classrooms 
for  the  middle  school.  Today 
OLL  is  made  up  of  more  than  1500  registered  families  and 
5000  parishioners.  Of  those,  more  than  1400  are  under  18 
and  600  are  60  and  older.  "We're  also  extremely  diverse,"  Fr. 
Forbes  said,  mentioning  significant  Montagnard  and  Filipino 
communities.  "We  recently  had  a  wedding  and  baptism  for  a 
Burmese  family,"  he  said,  "and  we've  started  a  Hispanic  prayer 
group."  Mass  is  celebrated  once  a  month  in  Swahili  for  the 
African  community.  On  Saturdays  the  parish  hosts  a  school  for 
Japanese  children  who  attend  from  as  far  away  as  Charlotte. 

"I'm  glad  that  we  have  such  a  broad  cross  section  of  cul- 
tures, and  that  people  feel  welcome  here,"  Fr.  Forbes  said. 

The  school,  which  is  currently  at  capacity,  has  achieved 
several  national  recognitions,  including  top-ten  finishes  in 
the  National  Science  Olympiads  and  the  2007  No  Child 
Left  Behind  Blue  Ribbon  of  Excellence  Award.  Adoration 
and  weekly  Mass  are  part  of  the  school's  efforts  to  foster  a 
strong  Catholic  identity. 

OLL  parishioners  are  active  in  more 
than  eighty  ministries.  Fr.  Forbes 
particularly  noted  the  parish's  involve- 
ment in  volunteering  and  contributing 
to  Catholic  Parish  Outreach  and  Cen- 
tra para  Familias  Hispanas  in  Raleigh,  and 
to  migrant  ministry  in  rural  eastern  NC. 

In  its  ongoing  commitment  to  prayer, 
service  and  Catholic  education,  OLL  strives 
to  live  its  mission:  "Like  our  patroness,  Our 
Lady  of  Lourdes,  we  are  disciples  always 
pointing  to  Our  Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus 
Christ. ...  As  living  witnesses  to  His  love, 
we  desire  to  strengthen  our  life  of  prayer  in 
community  and  individually,  always  aspir- 
ing to  live  as  God's  loving  children." 


★ 
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Special  Needs  a  Focus 

of  Diocesan  Faith  Formation 


As  any  teacher  can  attest,  not  all 
children  learn  in  the  same  way 
or  at  the  same  rate.  That's  cer- 
tainly true  for  faith  formation. 
With  that  in  mind,  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
has  formed  a  committee  to  find  ways  of 
reaching  out  to  God's  children  who  have 
special  needs  for  faith  formation.  The  Spe- 
cial Needs  Catechesis  Ministry  is  coordi- 
nated by  Mary  DiSano,  under  the  direction 
of  Sister  Rose  Marie  Adams,  IHM,  through 
the  Diocesan  Office  of  Catechesis  and 
Faith  Formation.  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  Catholic  Schools  Mrs.  Rosalie  Innacelli 
is  also  a  member  of  the  committee,  which 
is  gathering  information  and  resources  to 
assist  parish  Directors  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion in  teaching  special  needs  children. 

"The  goal  of  the  Diocesan  Special  Needs  Committee," 
according  to  Mary  DiSano,  "is  to  increase  awareness  that 
will  encourage  families  to  come  forward  with  their  special 
needs  children  who  desire  faith  formation,  and  to  equip  par- 
ish leaders  with  the  tools  they  need  to  provide  faith  formation 
and  sacramental  preparation 


for  these  children." 

An  example  of  the  kind 
of  program  the  ministry  has 
in  mind  can  be  found  at 
St.  Andrew  Parish  in  Apex, 
where  Katie  Fortunato  has 
worked  since  2008  to  build 
an  active  ministry  for  chil- 
dren with  special  needs  and 
their  families.  The  special 
religious  education  program  wbbsh^sssbkuhbksskbhbbksbs 
at  St.  Andrew  includes 

sacramental  preparation  for  children  with  intellectual  and 
developmental  disabilities  who  cannot  be  mainstreamed  into 
typical  classroom  environments.  To  date,  the  program  has 
served  twelve  children  and  young  adults  from  area  parishes, 
engaging  its  students  with  "faith  buddies"  -  parish  volun- 
teers -  in  weekly  gatherings  that  are  joyful,  reverent  and 
faith-filled. 

Committee  member  Amy  Stahl,  a  Sacred  Heart  Parish- 
ioner, teaches  autistic  children  in  the  Wake  County  School 
System  by  day  and  shares  her  expertise  in  ADHD,  autism,

and  learning  disabilities  at  her  parish  after  hours.  She  ex- 
plained how  awareness  of  a  child's  condition,  visual  aids,  and 
repetition  go  a  long  way  in  an  autistic  child's  understanding. 

At  St.  Mary  Magdalene  Parish  in  Apex,  Catholic  faith 
formation  for  middle  and  high  schoolers  has  grown  from 
about  35  students  to  over  400  in  just  a  few  short  years 
under  the  direction  of  Liz  Sams  and  her  assistant  Suzanne 
Will.  Eighteen-year-old  Amanda  was  born  with  cerebral 
palsy.  When  she  and  her  mother,  Brid  Bennett,  came  to  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh  a  few  years  ago  from  Ireland,  Brid  spoke 
with  Suzanne  about  preparing  Amanda  for  Confirmation. 

When  she  explained  the  challenges  of  teaching  Amanda, 
Suzanne  simply  replied,  "We  will  work  it  out!"  And  they  have. 
Amanda  will  receive  the  Gifts  of  the  Holy  Spirit  through  the 
Sacrament  of  Confirmation  this  May.  "How  do  you  know 
that  Amanda  understands  what  she  is  being  taught  about 
God?"  she  was  asked.  "How  do  you  know  she  'gets  it'?" 

Brid  responded  joyously.  "She  is  eager  to  go  to  youth 
ministry,"  she  said.  "It  is  part  of  our  family  now  and  we 
wouldn't  miss  it.  The  parish  staff  told  us  they  would  figure  it 
out  and  they  have,  and  it's  been  perfect.  Amanda  often  says, 
'Thank  you,  Jesus!'  when  she  is  grateful  for  a  good  day.  She 
asks  for  me  to  pray  with  her. 

"It  is  a  gift  that  we  cherish,  and  yes,"  Brid  said  proudly, 
"Amanda  gets  it." 

At  St.  Peter  Parish  in  Greenville,  Katie  and  David  Hol- 
ler's autistic  daughters  Erin,  1 0,  and  Fiona,  7,  have  found 
abounding  love  and  support  in  their  religious  education, 
guided  by  St.  Peter  Director  of  Religious  Education  (DRE), 
Ashley  Farris.  "Ashley  is  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit,"  Katie 
said,  "and  she  truly  wants  others  to  connect  with  God.  She 
helped  Erin  make  her  First  Communion  a  few  years  ago, 
and  Fiona  will  celebrate  this  Mother's  Day  with  a  true  love 

and  understanding  of  God. 

Is  there  a  secret  to  teach- 
ing children  with  autism 
about  their  faith?  "People 
with  autism  are  huge  follow- 
ers," Katie  said.  "The  Ten 
Commandments  are  the 
rules,  and  they  follow  them 
and  God's  word.  They  ask 
to  go  to  confession  weekly, 
so  they  are  right  with  God. 
HHHaHHHBHHKHHHHMMBHHH    Their  personal  relationship 

with  God  is  the  goal.  Like  all 
children,  through  repetition,  encouragement  and  reinforce- 
ment, they  grow  to  understand.  You  model  what  you  want  for 
them.  You  tweak  how  you  go  about  teaching  special  needs 
children,  but  the  message  is  the  same.  Remember,  God  is 
not  limited  to  the  sacraments.  Live  as  a  model  of  what  God 
wants  and  these  kids  will  do  the  same."

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A  Bishop's 
Week  in 


1am  writing  this  article  right  after  returning  from  Rome  at 
the  conclusion  of  my  Ad  Limina  visit.  This  visit  is  a  special 
time  designated  for  Bishops  to  share  with  the  Holy  Father 
and  his  closest  collaborators  information  about  the  Dio- 
ceses in  which  they  serve  and  to  discuss  the  pastoral  blessings 
and  challenges  we  experience.  This  was  my  first  Ad  Limina  visit 
as  a  Bishop  of  a  Diocese.  You  can  only  imagine  my  excitement 
and  also  my  great  joy  in  conveying  the  vibrancy  and  growth  we 
continue  to  experience  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 


One  of  the  special  highlights  of  the  trip  occurred  on 
Monday  of  the  week  of  our  visit.  It  was  that  day  I  had  the 
opportunity  to  personally  greet  Pope  Benedict  XVI.  As  we 
were  led  to  the  parlor,  my  heart  was  pounding  rapidly.  I 
was  about  to  see  and  speak  with  the  Successor  of  St.  Peter, 
the  chief  shepherd  of  the  one,  holy,  catholic  and  apostolic 
Church. 

When  we  walked  into  the  room,  the  Pope  was  already 


standing  at  his  place  and 
greeted  us  with  a  warm  and 
gentle  smile.  When  it  was 
my  turn  to  speak  with  him, 
I  assured  him  of  the  affec- 
tion, prayers  and  support 
of  the  priests,  religious  and 
lay  faithful  in  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh.  He  conveyed  his 
deep  thanks.  After  exchang- 
ing greetings,  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Atlanta  and  his 
Auxiliary  Bishop  along  with 
me  and  the  Bishops  of  Charlotte,  Charleston  and  Savannah 
(and  also  the  retired  Bishops  of  Charleston  and  Savannah) 
entered  into  a  dialogue  with  the  Holy  Father  which  centered 
around  the  New  Evangelization.  The  Pope  encouraged  us 
to  use  the  resources  and  tools  of  the  day  (including  proper 
use  of  social  media)  to  bring  the  Truth  of  the  Gospel  to 
God's  people  in  new  and  creative  ways.  His  words  clearly 
reminded  us  that  while  the  Truth  never  changes,  the  way  we

communicate  must  always  be  evolving.  I  am  very  pleased 
with  the  use  of  social  media  and  various  forms  of  commu- 
nication within  our  Diocese  (for  example,  our  newly  revised 
Diocesan  web  page,  our  use  of  Facebook  and  Twitter, 
Catholic  Voice  North  Carolina,  frequent  Internet  and  cable 
broadcasts  of  "Catholic  Perspective"  shows,  Catholic  radio 
programs  and  NC  Catholics,  our  Diocesan  magazine). 

Upon  receiving  the  Holy  Father's  blessings,  each  Bishop 
also  accepted  from  him  a  pectoral  cross  (which  we  wear 
close  to  our  heart)  and  blessed  rosaries.  It  was  a  relatively 
brief  time  with  the  Holy  Father  but  a  moment  that  I  will 
treasure  and  never  forget. 

Throughout  the  rest  of  the  week,  we  visited  the  various 
Congregations  and  Councils  in  Rome  staffed  by  Cardinals, 
Archbishops,  priests,  religious  and  lay  men  and  women. 
These  various  offices  assist  the  Holy  Father  in  carrying  out 
the  mission  of  the  Church  throughout  the  entire  world.  The 
offices  we  visited  included  the  Congregations  for  Bishops, 
Clergy,  Institutes  of  Consecrated  Life,  Doctrine  of  the  Faith, 
Divine  Worship,  Catholic  Education  and  the  Pontifical  Coun- 
cils for  the  Laity,  Family  and  Promoting  Christian  Unity. 
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One  of  the  highlights  for  me  was  our  visit  to  the  Pontifi- 
cal Council  for  Promoting  the  New  Evangelization,  which  is 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  "Year  of  Faith"  called  for  by 
the  Holy  Father  (beginning  in  October  2012  and  concluding 
in  November  2013).  As  explained  to  us,  the  main  purpose 
of  the  "Year  of  Faith"  is  to  help  Gods  people  grow  in  their 
knowledge  of  the  faith  (formation),  to  celebrate  their  faith 
(worship),  and  to  offer  credible  witness  to  their  faith  (evan- 
gelization). Of  course,  we  can  only  do  so  when  we  deepen 
our  own  intimate  relationship  with  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
When  others  see  the  authentic  joy  and  genuine  peace  we  find 
in  Christ,  they  will  be  attracted  to  Him  and  seek  those  same 
gifts.  In  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  a  Year  of  Faith  Committee  is 
hard  at  work  seeking  ways  to  celebrate  this  special  time  in  the 
life  of  our  parishes,  Diocese  and  Church. 

The  Ad  Limina  visit  was  also  a  spiritual  journey.  We 
celebrated  Masses  at  the  four  Major  Basilicas  (St.  Peter, 
St.  Paul  Outside-the -Walls,  St.  John  Lateran  and  St.  Mary 
Major).  At  the  tombs  of  Peter  and  Paul,  one  could  not  help 
but  be  inspired  by  the  courageous  witness  they  offered.  At 
the  tomb  of  Blessed  John  Paul  II,  who  named  me  a  Bishop,

Pope  Benedict  blessed  each  Bishop  and  presented  each 
of  us  with  a  blessed  rosary  and  a  pectoral  cross. 


I  prayed  for  the  grace  to  imitate  the  zeal  and  faith  of  Peter 
and  Paul  and  to  be  a  faithful  successor  to  the  Apostles.  We 
also  celebrated  Mass  at  the  North  American  College,  the 
seminary  for  the  United  States  seminarians.  Currently,  there 
are  250  seminarians  enrolled  from  100  different  Dioceses. 
Next  year,  two  seminarians  from  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
(Timothy  Ahn  and  Michael  Schuetz)  will  be  present.  The 
seminarians  are  on  fire  with  their  love  for  the  Lord  and  their 
desire  to  serve  the  Church.  Please  continue  to  pray  daily  for 
our  seminarians  and  for  the  intention  that  more  men  in  our 
Diocese  will  hear  and  respond  to  the  call  to  serve  as  priests 
and  that  we  will  also  experience  an  increase  in  vocations  to 
Religious  Life. 

Another  highlight  of  the  Ad  Limina  visit  was  the  opportu- 
nity for  me  to  spend  time  with  my  brother  Bishops  from  the 
Atlanta  Province  and  with  the  Bishops  of  Florida.  We  had  an 
opportunity  to  share  with  each  other  our  pastoral  joys  and 
challenges.  We  were  able  to  renew  the  fraternal  support  we 
wish  to  offer  one  another.  In  addition,  we  enjoyed  some  nice 
meals  together!  As  it  is  said,  it  is  impossible  to  have  a  bad 
meal  in  Italy.  On  a  deeper  level,  the  Ad  Limina  visit  helped

to  remind  me  that  we  never  walk  alone.  We  walk  in  the 
company  of  those  who  have  gone  before  us  in  faith,  with  the 
support  of  the  special  people  and  friends  God  has  placed  in 
our  lives,  and  with  the  promise  of  the  abiding  presence  of  the 
Lord  and  His  Holy  Spirit  to  guide  us.  The  key  is  to  make  sure 
it  is  the  Lord  who  leads  and  we  who  follow. 

There  was  a  part  of  me  that  wanted  my  week  in  Rome 
to  continue  and  to  extend  my  time  in  such  a  sacred  place 
rich  in  history.  But,  it  was  time  to  come  home.  Fortunately 
and  because  of  Gods  graces,  I  returned  spiritually  renewed, 
energized  and  committed  -  ever  thankful  for  the  great  privi- 
lege of  serving  as  the  Bishop  of  this  great  Diocese.  I  renew 
my  promise  to  try  each  day  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  serve 
you  in  imitation  of  Christ  the  Good  Shepherd  and  with  the 
zeal  of  Peter,  Paul  and  the  Apostles.  I  need  and  depend  on 
your  prayers. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  summer  months  will  allow  you 
time  and  experiences  to  relax  and  to  be  spiritually  renewed 
in  the  special  vocation  the  Lord  has  entrusted  to  you.  God 
bless  you  always!

Father  Alan  J.  Dash 

The  Reverend  Alan  J.  Dash,  a  re- 
tired priest  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh, 
died  early  Thursday  morning,  May  1  7, 
201  2,  in  Wilmington,  NC.  Fr.  Dash 
was  born  in  1  937  in  the  Bronx  in 
New  York,  educated  in  Kentucky  and 
Arkansas,  and  ordained  by  Bishop 
Vincent  S.  Waters  for  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  in  1 967.  He  served  at  St. 
Gabriel  Parish,  Greenville,  St.  John 
in  North  Wilkesboro,  St.  Ann  in  Charlotte  and  St.  John  the  Baptist  in  Ahoskie. 
He  served  as  Diocesan  Director  of  Vocations  in  the  1  970s  and  since  1  974 
he  was  active  in  Campus  ministry,  serving  at  North  Carolina  State  University 
and  UNC-Wilmington.  As  a  college  student,  Fr.  Dash  converted  to  the  Catholic 
Church  from  Judaism,  and  discerned  his  vocation  not  long  afterwards.  "I  just 
wanted  to  work  with  people,"  he  told  one  interviewer.  "There  are  millions  of 
other  ways  you  can  do  that,  but  I  thought  this  is  what  I'm  supposed  to  do  with 
my  life.  I  haven't  been  wrong." 

The  Funeral  Mass  for  Fr.  Dash  was  celebrated  at  Saint  Mark  Catholic  Church 
in  Wilmington  with  the  Most  Rev.  Michael  F.  Burbidge,  Principal  Celebrant  and 
the  Rev.  Msgr.  John  A.  Wall,  Homilist.  Committal  was  at  the  parish  cemetery  of 
Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe  Catholic  Church  in  Newton  Grove.

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Special  Needs  Faith  Formation 
the  Focus  of  Workshop 

Approximately  70  catechists  and  Catholic  school 
teachers  attended  a  day-long  workshop  on  Monday,  May 
2 1 ,  for  those  involved  in  faith  formation  for  children 
with  special  needs.  The  workshop  featured  Dr.  Madonna 
Wojtaszek-Healy,  who  holds  a  doctorate  in  educational 
psychology  and  has  taught  at  the  college  level  and  also 
in  Catholic  elementary  school.  Her  own  children  have 
A.D.H.D.  and  Asperger's  Syndrome,  and  she  has  become 
an  advocate  for  children  with  these  conditions  and  their 
families. 

Presentations  during  the  day  covered  Attention  Deficit 
Disorder  for  catechists,  Discipline  in  the  Religion  Class- 
room, and  the  symptom  of  Asperger's  Syndrome  and  other 
Learning  Disabilities,  along  with  suggestions  for  teaching, 
nurturing  and  compassionately  accommodating  children 
with  those  special  needs. 

The  workshop  was  part  of  an  effort  by  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  find  ways  of  reaching  out  to  God's  children  who 
have  special  needs  for  faith  formation.  A  ministry  commit- 
tee addressing  Special  Needs  Catechesis  is  coordinated 
by  Mary  DiSano,  under  the  direction  of  Sister  Rose  Marie 
Adams,  IHM,  through  the  Diocesan  Office  of  Catechesis 
and  Faith  Formation.  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Catholic 
Schools  Mrs.  Rosalie  Innacelli  is  also  a  member  of  the 
committee,  which  is  gathering  information  and  resources  to 
assist  parish  Directors  of  Religious  Education  in  teaching 
special  needs  children. 

"The  goal  of  the  Diocesan  Special  Needs  Committee," 
according  to  Mary  DiSano,  "is  to  increase  awareness  that 
will  encourage  families  to  come  forward  with  their  special 
needs  children  who  desire  faith  formation,  and  to  equip 
parish  leaders  with  the  tools  they  need  to  provide  faith 


formation  and  sacramental 
preparation  for  these  chil- 
dren." 

Dr.  Healy  grounded  her 
presentation  in  Catholic 
teaching  on  social  justice 
and  then  spoke  about  the 
misperception  that  often 
confronts  children  with 
certain  learning  disabilities. 
"When  we  have  people 
with  physical  disabilities  we 
make  structural  changes  to 
accommodate  them,"  she 
said.  "But  if  a  child  looks 
'normal,'  his  or  her  behavior 
can  be  misconstrued  as 
willful  disobedience." 

In  her  booklet  "The 
ABC's  of  ADD  for  Cat- 
echists, Dr.  Healy  urges 
compassion.  "For  many," 
she  writes,  "their  last  hope 
of  finding  welcome  and 
acceptance  is  the  Church. 
Any  person  who  represents 
the  institutional  Church  has 
the  ability  to  affect  the  re- 
lationship which  this  child's 
family  will  have  with  the 
parish  community." 

Like  Dr.  Healy,  a  sig- 
nificant number  of  those  in 
attendance  had  discovered 
special  needs  when  their 
own  children  were  diagnosed.  Angela  Nickerson,  a  cat- 
echist  from  Immaculate  Conception  Parish  in  Wilmington, 
said  that  only  when  her  son  was  diagnosed  did  she  realize 
that  some  of  the  children  she  had  taught  years  before,  and 
thought  of  as  "spacey"  or  difficult,  probably  had  Attention 
Deficit  Disorder.  "These  children  are  so  misunderstood," 
she  said.  "They  get  the  label  of  'bad  kid,'  but  they're  not 
bad  kids.  I  recognize  now  that  there  are  better  approaches 
to  teaching  these  children." 

Mrs.  DiSano  noted  that  "special  needs"  covers  a  wide 
spectrum  of  learning  difficulties,  from  mild  Attention  Deficit 
Disorder  or  mild  autism  to  severe  learning  disabilities  re- 
quiring very  specialized  instruction.  "While  we  can't  as  yet 
address  all  these  needs,"  she  said,  "we  want  to  give  parish- 
es the  resources  to  help  as  many  children  as  possible,  and 
also  to  raise  awareness  among  those  with  special-needs 
children,  as  well  as  the  rest  of  those  in  the  parish,  that  this 
perhaps  distracting  youngster  is  a  child  of  God  who  is  a 
member  of  our  Church.  We  want  him  or  her  to  understand 
the  teachings  of  our  faith  as  far  as  their  abilities  permit,  and 
for  them  to  have  access  to  the  sacraments." 


42nd  Annual  Youth  Convention  Attracts  More  Than  700 

The  42nd  Annual  Diocese  of  Raleigh  Youth  Con- 
vention was  held  at  Fort  Caswell  on  Oak  Island, 
May  18-20,  2012.  The  theme  was,  "Do  this  in 
memory  of  Me"  based  on  the  Gospel  of  Luke 
22:14.  Approximately  700  high  school  students,  chaperones 
and  staff  representing  43  parishes  participated  in  the  event. 


Youth  Convention  is  an  opportunity 
for  parish  youth  ministry  groups  to 
gather  for  workshops  and  fellowship 
and  to  elect  the  youth  board  for  the 
upcoming  year.  This  year,  several 
honorary  guests  were  in  attendance 
including  Fr.  Ryan  Z.  Carnecer, 


CICM,  St.  Eugene,  Wendell;  Fr.  Vic 
Gournas,  St.  Paul,  New  Bern;  Fr. 
Joseph  G.  Vetter,  St.  Therese,  Wrights- 
ville  Beach;  and  Fr.  Marcos  Leon- 
Angulo,  Sacred  Heart,  Whiteville. 
In  addition,  13  Sisters  from  Orders 
representing  eight  different  regions 


around  the  country  were  paired  with 
groups  from  each  Deanery  for  the 
weekend.  The  2012  Convention  con- 
cluded with  the  celebration  of  Mass 
with  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F 
Burbidge  presiding;  Fr.  Ryan  Carnec- 
er, CICM,  concelebrated. 

In  Bishop  Burbidge  s  homily,  he  not- 
ed how  the  theme,  "Do  this  in  memory 
of  Me,"  is  rooted  in  the  Eucharist.  "In 
the  Eucharist,  we  have  the  pledge  of 
eternal  life.  Where  the  Lord  has  gone 
we  hope  to  follow.  Do  this  in  memory 
of  me.  Do  not  allow  the  passing  things 
of  this  world  to  consume  you  and  to  be 
your  priority,',  said  Bishop  Burbidge. 
"This  life  on  earth  is  merely  a  journey. 
Keep  your  priorities  in  order;  keep 
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your  eyes  fixed  on  heaven;  stay  ready 
and  prepared  to  meet  the  Lord  so  that 
you  may  enjoy  life  with  Him  forever." 

The  Bishop  concluded,  "The  Con- 
vention is  over,  it  is  true.  You  cannot 
stay  here.  The  Lord  needs  you  back 
to  your  homes,  schools  and  commu- 
nities to  be  His  witnesses.  So  go  in 
peace,  glorifying  the  Lord  with  your 
life  and  heeding  His  words:  "Do  this  in 
memory  of  me." 

The  Bishops  words  resonated  with 
one  of  the  participants,  who  said,  "I 
learned  how  my  actions  affect  other 
people  and  I  want  to  let  God  shine 
through  me  when  I  go  back  home." 

The  keynote  speaker,  Catholic 
Rapper  Bob  "Righteous  B"  Lesnefsky 


energized  the  youth  in  attendance. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  Franciscan  Uni- 
versity in  Steubenville,  OH,  and  is  a 
successful  Christian  rapper.  Sr.  Laura 
Teresa  Downing,  IHM  spoke  about  her 
journey  to  her  vocation,  and  Katherine 
Angulo,  Director  of  Youth  Ministry, 
compared  Faith  to  a  Journey  and  even 
shared  her  desire  to  become  a  saint. 

New  to  the  Convention  this  year 
was  a  service  project:  making  dresses 
from  donated  t-shirts  and  skirts.  The 
students  assembled  and  sewed  the 
dresses  together  to  be  donated  to  the 
organization  Dress  a  Girl  Around  the 
World.  Youth  at  other  service  stations 
made  memory  jars  and  pocket  prayers. 

Reflection  Stations  were  also  a  part 


of  the  weekends  activities.  Sisters  were 
assigned  parishes  and  led  reflections  in 
different  areas  of  the  campus.

The  Man  Behind  the  Cathedral 
Models:  Ruben  Alex  Coplo 

As  of  June  1,  Catholics  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  have  at- 
tended approximately  160  receptions  in  their  parishes 
to  inquire  and  learn  about  plans  for  Holy  Name  of 
Jesus  Cathedral  Campus.  Many  have  been  able  to  view 
one  of  two  detailed  models  of  the  Cathedral  and  the  campus.  The 
models  were  designed  by  Argentine-born  Ruben  Alex  Coplo,  a  pro- 
fessional model-maker  who  lives  with  his  family  in  Wilson,  NC. 


"These  models  were  dif- 
ficult," Ruben  said,  smiling, 
"and  it's  my  personality  that 
the  more  of  a  challenge 
something  is,  the  happier 
1  am.  So  I  loved  building 
these.  1  wanted  to  show 
every  detail  so  people  will 
fall  in  love  with  the  beautiful 
architecture." 

Ruben  has  been  building 
models  since  he  was  a  child. 


"Id  buy  the  kits,"  he  said, 
"but  I  never  built  them  the 
way  the  instructions  said.  I 
was  always  trying  to  make 
them  special." 

When  he  came  to  the 
United  States,  a  friend  put 
him  in  touch  with  a  model- 
making  company,  and  he  be- 
gan doing  work  for  architec- 
tural firms,  first  on  the  West 
Coast  and  then  in  Washing- 


ton, DC.  "I  did  everything 
I  could  to  educate  myself, 
to  improve  my  skills,"  he 
said.  "I  read  books,  went  to 
classes  and  Google  seminars. 
Model  making  combines  a 
lot  of  different  skills  -  paint- 
ing, sculpture,  architecture 
and  learning  about  different 
materials  and  techniques." 
An  assignment  with  one  of 
his  employers  brought  Ruben 


to  Wilson.  "It  was  beautiful 
here,"  he  said,  "and  safe  for 
my  family,  so  we  moved  and 
I  started  my  own  business." 
Ruben,  a  Catholic,  also  found 
a  spiritual  home  in  Wilsons 
St.  Therese  Parish. 

In  building  the  scale  mod- 
els of  the  Cathedral  Campus, 
Ruben  started  with  draw- 
ings, then  researched  the 
topography  of  the  site.  Next 
came  the  buildings,  which 
he  built  in  parts  and  then  as- 
sembled, and  the  landscap- 
ing. Last  came  what  he  calls 
the  "magical  touch."  Like  the 
Church  itself,  what  brought 
the  models  to  life  was  the 
people. 

"The  people  give  the 
model  scale,"  he  said.  "They 
make  it  possible  to  appreci- 
ate the  size  of  this  project. 
They  make  it  real  and  give  it 
personality.  And  the  point  of 
a  three  dimensional  model 
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is  to  make  the  cathedral  a 
touchable  reality." 

Ruben  estimates  that  he 
spent  450  hours  on  each 


model,  but  the  satisfaction 
was  well  worth  the  time. 
"When  people  saw  it  and 
reacted,"  Ruben  said,  "it  was 


like  a  million-dollar  check.  I 
was  very  emotional." 

The  models  will  continue 
to  travel  to  parish  recep- 


tions and  various  Diocesan 
receptions  during  the  Block 
2  Phase  of  the  Cathedral 
Campaign. 


Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Combined  Campaign 
Raises  $2.3  Million  Towards  Goal 

As  the  First  Block  of  the  Our  Cathedral:  One  Faith, 
One  People  campaign  nears  completion,  parishes  partici- 
pating in  the  Second  Block  are  gearing  up  for  the  start  of 
their  campaigns,  which  will  be  conducted  from  July  through 
December.  As  with  First  Block  parishes,  the  remaining 
53  parish  communities  will  have  the  ability  to  combine 
their  individual  local  needs  with  Cathedral  Campus  project 
campaign. 

For  many  parishes,  being  able  to  conduct  a  combined 
campaign  has  been  beneficial.  An  example  is  Our  Lady  of 
Lourdes  Parish  in  Raleigh,  which  is  using  the  campaign 
to  make  enhancements  to  its  church  and  build  a  parish 
recreation  center.  Fr.  John  Forbes,  pastor  of  Our  Lady  of 
Lourdes,  said  the  parish  conducted  a  "dreaming  with  the 
parish"  planning  project  in  which  parishioners  identified 
needs  that  are  essential  in  the  coming  years.  They  included 
improving  the  worship  space  and  handicapped  access, 
constructing  a  gymnasium  for  use  by  the  school  and  parish, 


and  add  additional  faith  formation  and  meeting  space. 

"We  have  chosen  to  combine  our  campaign  with  the 
Diocesan  campaign  so  that  parishioners  can  know  and  ad- 
dress all  of  the  needs  at  one  time,"  Fr.  Forbes  said.  "Our 
receptions  on  the  parish  level  allowed  parishioners  to  hear 
about  our  plans,  to  ask  questions,  and  to  provide  input 
into  the  building  projects.  They  were  also  unifying  events 
where  people  got  to  know  one  another  and  combine  their 
efforts  to  support  the  projects." 

Fr.  Forbes  said  parishioners  have  been  challenged 
to  make  an  equal  sacrifice,  not  an  equal  gift.  "Bishop 
Burbidge  has  been  very  supportive  our  parish  campaign," 
Fr.  Forbes  added.  "We  have  been  blessed  with  a  good  re- 
sponse and  continue  to  reach  out  to  give  each  parishioner 
and  school  family  an  opportunity  to  give." 

The  Total  Campaign  Goal  for  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  was 
$3.5  million.  Of  that  amount,  $1.5  million  was  for  the 
Cathedral  Campus  campaign,  which  included  a  201  2 
Bishop's  Annual  Appeal  goal  of  $204,947.  The  parish 
is  well  on  its  way  to  their  Total  Campaign  Goal  with  over 
$2.3  million  in  pledges. 


Bishop  Celebrates 
Baccalaureate  Mass  for  Cardinal 
Gibbons  High  School  Graduates 

On  Sunday,  May  27,  Cardinal  Gibbons  Catholic 
High  School  held  its  2011-2012  commence- 
ment ceremony  at  Meymandi  Hall  in  Raleigh 
for  285  students  receiving  diplomas.  Two 
days  earlier,  Most  Reverend  Michael  E  Burbidge,  Bishop  of 
Raleigh,  celebrated  the  class  of  2012's  Baccalaureate  Mass  at 
St.  Francis  of  Assisi  Church  in  Raleigh. 


The  Gibbons  Class  of  201  2  earned 
over  8  million  dollars  in  academic  and 
athletic  scholarships.  Among  notable 
colleges  the  graduates  will  be  attending 
are  Duke,  UNC  Chapel  Hill,  Princeton, 
Stanford,  the  U.S.  Naval  Academy,  Notre 
Dame,  Villanova  and  Catholic  University. 

In  his  homily,  the  Bishop  told  the 
graduates,  "Your  most  important  priority 
in  life  must  be  the  nurturing  of  your  faith 
and  your  intimate  relationship  with  Jesus 
Christ.  For  as  our  Holy  Father  Pope 
Benedict  recently  said  to  your  peers,  'If 
you  abide  in  the  love  of  Christ,  rooted 
in  faith,  you  will  encounter  the  source 
of  true  happiness  and  joy. .do  not  be 
satisfied  with  anything  less  than  Truth  and 
Love,  do  not  be  content  with  anything 
less  than  Christ.'" 

He  urged  the  students  to  "practice 
your  faith:  through  your  participation  at 


Mass  each  weekend;  the  frequent  cel- 
ebration of  the  Sacrament  of  Reconcili- 
ation; the  cultivation  of  personal  prayer; 
and  the  offering  of  your  generous  service 
to  the  Church  and  community,  especially 
in  your  outreach  to  those  in  most  need." 


In  conclusion,  the  Bishop  asked 
the  graduates  to  "bring  with  you  your 
memory  (remembering  all  that  your 
parents  and  this  school  have  tried  their 
best  to  teach  you)  and  a  renewed  com- 
mitment to  try  each  day  to  be  the  person 
God  calls  you  to  be  and  a  faithful  witness 
of  Jesus  Christ." 

On  Saturday,  May  26,  Bishop  Bur- 
bidge also  attended  the  graduation  cer- 
emony at  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Church 
for  the  20 1  2  graduates  of  St.  Thomas 
More  Academy  in  Raleigh.

Holy  Father  to  Name  Two  New 
Doctors  of  the  Church 

During  his  address  on  Pentecost  Sunday, 
May  27,  Pope  Benedict  XVI  announced  that  he 
will  proclaim  St.  John  of  Avila  and  St.  Hildegard 
of  Bingen  Doctors  of  the  Church  on  October  7, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Synod  of  Bishops  on  the 
New  Evangelization. 

Last  August,  while  on  his  apostolic  journey  to 
Spain  for  World  Youth  Day,  Pope  Benedict  an- 
nounced his  intention  to  proclaim  St.  John  of  Avila 
a  Church  doctor  but  did  not  set  a  date.  Earlier 
in  May,  the  Pontiff  announced  St.  Hildegard's 
"equivalent  canonization." 

"These  two  great  witnesses  of  the  faith  lived  in 
very  different  historical  periods  and  came  from 
different  cultural  backgrounds,"  the  pope  said. 
"But  the  sanctity  of  life  and  depth  of  teaching 
makes  them  perpetually  present:  the  grace  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  in  fact,  projected  them  into  that 
experience  of  penetrating  understanding  of  divine 
revelation  and  intelligent  dialogue  with  the  world 
that  constitutes  the  horizon  of  permanent  life  and 
action  of  the  Church." 

St.  John  of  Avila  was  born  in  1  500  in  the  town 
of  Almodovar  del  Campo,  1  55  miles  south  of 
Madrid.  A  Christian  of  Jewish  descent,  he  studied 
law  at  the  University  of  Salamanca  before  being 
ordained  a  priest.  He  went  on  to  become  a  great 
preacher,  author  and  mystic,  writing  works  that 
influenced  St.  Theresa  of  Avila,  St.  John  of  the 
Cross  and  St.  Francis  Borgia  among  others. 

St.  Hildegard  was  a  1  2th  century  German  nun, 
writer,  composer,  philosopher  and  mystic,  as  well 
as  an  abbess  and  founder  of  several  monasteries. 

The  title  of  'Doctor  of  the  Church'  is  bestowed 
upon  a  saint  whose  writings  are  deemed  to  be  of 
universal  importance  to  the  Church.  The  Pope 
must  also  declare  the  individual  to  be  of  "eminent 
learning"  and  "great  sanctity."  Other  Doctors  of  the 
Church  include  St.  Augustine,  St.  John  Chrysostom, 
St.  Francis  de  Sales,  and  St.  Catherine  of  Siena. 


Earlier  this  year  700  of  our  readers  -  one  per  cent  of  our 
total  audience  -  received  surveys  asking  how  they  felt 
about  NC  Catholics.  A  10%  response  (out  of  that  1%) 
is  considered  valid,  and  about  17%  of  our  readers  re- 
turned completed  questionnaires.  The  results  were  mostly  positive, 
but  also  sent  some  clear  messages  about  ways  we  could  do  better. 

First,  the  good  news.  Seventy-seven  per  cent  of  our  readers 
read  every  issue  of  NCC  and  two-thirds  spend  15  minutes  or 
more  doing  so.  Since  one  of  our  goals  is  to  keep  readers  in  touch 
with  their  faith  and  their  Church,  this  is  an  encouraging  number, 
especially  when  you  consider  that,  nationwide,  only  about  28% 
of  Catholics  say  that  they  attend  Mass  every  Sunday. 

Nine  out  of  ten  readers  say  they  find  the  magazine  attractive 
and  eight  out  of  ten  say  they  find  it  interesting  or  very  interest- 
ing. The  most  interesting  items  in  the  magazine,  according  to  our 
respondents,  were  the  cover  story,  local  news,  the  Saint  of  the 
Month  and  the  Bishops  column. 

A  strong  majority  of  readers  also  endorsed  the  fol- 
lowing statements: 

■  Makes  me  feel  more  connected  to  my  Catholic  faith  -  82% 

■  Increases  my  awareness  of  programs  and  ministries  offered  by 
the  Diocese  -  80% 

■  Improves  my  understanding  of  the  mission  and  teachings  of 
the  Church  -  79% 

■  Gives  me  a  greater  sense  of  association  with  other  Catholics 
in  the  local  Church  -  70% 

■  Moves  me  to  be  more  interested  in  spiritual  growth  -  68% 

While  those  are  strong  numbers,  we  hope  to  improve  them  by 
the  time  of  our  next  survey. 

Something  else  we'd  like  to  improve  is  our  availability  to  read- 
ers under  30,  both  through  content  and  our  medium.  Right  now 
we're  examining  an  App  that  would  make  NCC  and  other  Dioc- 
esan features  available  on  tablets  and  Smart  phones. 
And  the  following  remark  particularly  hit  home: 

"It  [the  magazine]  is  more  focused  on  the  Raleigh  area  par- 
ishes. Those  of  us  from  the  smaller,  less  well-to-do  parishes  are 
pretty  much  left  out.'  The  Diocese  is  very  big  and  there  is  only 
so  much  anyone  can  do.  I  like  the  magazine,  but  it  seems  like  a 
publication  of  far-away  events  and  churches  and  people." 

We  hope  to  improve  in  this  area  in  coming  issues.  The  Diocese 
is  a  large  one,  but  every  deanery  should  be  represented  in  every 
issue  in  our  news,  and  over  the  year  in  our  feature  stories.  That's 
a  challenge,  but  readers  can  help  us  meet  it  by  writing  and  letting 
us  know  about  inspiring  and  interesting  people  and  events  in 
your  parts  of  the  Diocese.  We're  eager  to  hear  about  them!

Do  not  live  in 
contradiction 

Sts  Perpetua  and  Felicity 


No  vivir  en 
contradiccion 

Santas  Perpetua  y  Felicidad 
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St.  Perpetua  became  a  Chris- 
tian in  203  A.D.  during  a  period  of 
persecution.  Her  father  was  against 
her  decision  and  attempted  to  dis- 
suade her.  She  was  22  years  old, 
well  educated,  married  (possibly 
widowed),  and  had  a  baby  boy  she 
was  still  nursing.  However,  she  was 
unmoved  by  his  pleadings.  She 
asked  her  father,  "See  that  pot  lying 
there?  Can  you  call  it  by  any  other 
name  that  what  it  is?"  When  he 
responded  that  he  could  not,  she  said,  "Neither  can  I  call  myself 
by  any  other  name  that  what  I  am  -  a  Christian." 

She  was  soon  arrested  with  four  other  catechumens,  including 
the  slave  Felicity.  Although  separated  from  her  child  in  an  over- 
crowded prison  in  stifling  heat,  St.  Perpetua's  pain  was  overshad- 
owed by  Felicity  who  was  eight  months  pregnant  and  who  was 
suffering  immensely  from  the  rough  handling  of  the  guards. 

Eventually,  they  were  moved  and  allowed  visitors.  St. 
Perpetua  was  allowed  to  have  her  baby  stay  with  her.  How- 
ever, when  once  more  her  father  came  to  beg  her  to  give  up 
Christianity,  she  said,  "We  lie  not  in  our  own  power  but  in  the 
power  of  God."  Her  father  responded  by  refusing  to  bring  her 
baby  back  to  see  her.  When  she  later  refused  even  the  pleading 
of  the  judge,  she  was  sentenced  to  be  thrown  to  the  wild  beasts 
in  the  arena  along  with  Felicity  and  the  others. 

At  the  same  time,  Felicity  was  going  through  a  different  kind 
of  trial.  It  was  against  the  law  for  pregnant  women  to  be  ex- 
ecuted, lest  innocent  blood  be  shed.  However,  two  days  before 
the  execution  date,  she  went  into  labor  to  the  mockery  of  the 
guards.  She  gave  birth  to  a  girl  who  was  adopted  and  raised  by 
a  Christian  of  Carthage. 

On  the  day  of  execution  then,  St.  Perpetua  and  Felicity, 
along  with  the  others,  entered  the  arena  with  joy  and  calm.  The 
women  were  stripped  to  face  a  cow  that  had  contracted  rabies. 
After  the  crowd  demanded  they  be  re-clothed  however,  they 
stood  side  by  side  as  they  had  their  throats  severed. 

Now  the  question  arises:  what  causes  people  like  St.  Perpet- 
ua and  Felicity  to  stand  firm  in  the  face  of  death,  of  the  plead- 
ings of  loved  ones,  and  of  abandoning  their  small  children? 

An  Eastern  sage  once  remarked,  "A  truth  that  is  not  acted 
upon  becomes  a  poison."  This  same  sense  is  what  we  find  in 
the  witness  of  these  saints.  Once  they  encountered  the  truth 
that  is  Jesus  Christ,  they  could  not  live  in  denial  of  this.  Had  they 
renounced  Christianity  in  order  to  save  their  lives,  they  would 
have  introduced  a  contradiction  into  their  lives  which  would 
have  been  far  worse  than  physical  death.  To  know  the  Truth 
and  then  live  as  if  the  Truth  does  not  exist  is  a  poison  far  more 
deadly  to  the  soul  than  the  knives  of  any  executioner. 


Santa  Perpetua  se  convirtio  en  cristiana  en  el  ano 
203  A.C  durante  el  tiempo  de  persecution.  Su  padre 
estaba  en  contra  de  su  decision  y  trato  de  disuadirla. 
Ella  tenia  22  anos,  era  bien  educada,  casada  (posible- 
mente  viuda)  y  tenia  un  hijo  pequeno  al  que  todavia 
amamantaba.  Sin  embargo,  ella  no  se  conmovio  antes 
sus  ruegos.  Ella  le  pregunto  a  su  padre:  "<LVes  esa 
vasija  que  esta  ahi?  <LAcaso  se  le  puede  llamar  de  otro 
modo?"  Cuando  su  padre  respondio  que  no,  ella  dijo: 
"Del  mismo  modo  yo  no  me  puedo  llamar  de  otra 
forma  que  no  sea  cristiana." 
Poco  tiempo  despues,  ella  fue  arrestada  junto  con  otros 
cuatros  catecumenos  incluyendo  la  esclava  Felicidad.  A  pesar 
que  estaba  separada  de  su  hijo  en  una  prision  sobrepoblada 
bajo  un  calor  sofocante,  el  dolor  de  Perpetua  fue  opacado  por 
Felicidad  quien  tenia  ocho  meses  de  embarazo  y  estaba  sufrien- 
do  inmensamente  debido  a  los  crueles  tratos  de  los  guardias. 

Eventualmente  las  movieron  y  les  permitieron  las  visitas.  A 
Perpetua  se  le  permitio  quedarse  con  su  bebe.  Sin  embargo, 
cuando  su  padre  vino  a  rogarle  que  deje  el  Cristianismo,  ella 
dijo  "Nosotros  no  nos  apoyamos  en  nuestro  propio  poder  sino 
en  el  poder  de  Dios."  La  respuesta  de  su  padre  fue  negarse  a 
volver  a  traer  a  su  hijo  para  que  la  visite.  Cuando  ella  rechazo 
incluso  los  ruegos  del  juez,  fue  sentenciada  a  ser  destrozada  por 
las  bestias  salvajes  en  la  arena  junto  con  Felicidad  y  los  demas. 

Al  mismo  tiempo,  Felicidad  estaba  siendo  procesada  de 
manera  distinta.  Ejecutar  a  una  mujer  embarazada  era  en  contra 
de  la  ley  por  miedo  a  que  se  derrame  sangre  inocente.  Sin 
embargo,  dos  dias  antes  del  dia  de  la  ejecucion,  ella  dio  a  luz  en 
medio  de  las  burlas  de  los  guardias.  Ella  tuvo  una  nina  que  fue 
adoptada  y  criada  por  un  cristiano  en  Cartago. 

El  dia  de  la  ejecucion,  Perpetua  y  Felicidad,  junto  con  los 
demas,  entraron  a  la  arena  con  alegria  y  calma.  Ellas  fueron 
desnudadas  y  puestas  frente  a  una  vaca  que  habia  contraido 
rabia.  Despues  que  la  multitud  exigiera  que  se  les  cubra  con 
ropas,  permanecieron  juntas,  una  al  lado  de  otra,  hasta  que  sus 
cuellos  fueron  cortados. 

Ahora  la  pregunta  es:  icual  es  el  motivo  por  el  cual  personas 
como  Perpetua  y  Felicidad  se  mantienen  firmes  ante  la  muerte, 
ante  los  ruegos  de  sus  seres  queridos  y  ante  la  posibilidad  de 
dejar  abandonados  a  sus  ninos  pequenos? 

Un  sabio  oriental  alguna  vez  recalco:  "La  verdad  que  no  actiia 
se  convierte  en  veneno".  Este  mismo  sentido  es  el  que  encontra- 
mos  en  el  testimonio  de  estas  santas.  Una  vez  que  encontraron 
la  verdad  en  Jesucristo,  no  podian  vivir  negandola.  Si  hubieran 
renunciado  al  cristianismo  solo  para  safvar  sus  vidas,  ellas  hubi- 
eran entrado  en  una  contradiccion  en  sus  vidas  lo  que  hubiera 
sido  mucho  peor  que  la  muerte  fisica.  Conocer  la  Verdad  y 
luego  vivir  como  si  la  verdad  no  existiera  es  un  veneno  mucho 
mas  mortal  para  el  alma  que  los  cuchillos  de  cualquier  verdugo.

The  Witness  of  Sudor  y  Sangre 

St.  Charles  Lwanga     en  los  Campos  de  NC 


The  celebration  this  month  of  the  role 
of  our  fathers  in  our  lives  brings  us  to 
think  of  all  the  characteristics  associ- 
ated with  our  male  role  models:  strong, 
faithful,  committed,  selfless.  It  seems  fitting  that 
the  feast  of  St.  Charles  Lwanga  should  also  fall  in 
the  month  of  June  because  all  these  characteristics 
apply  to  him. 


The  story  of  St.  Charles 
Lwanga  took  place  far 
away,  in  Uganda,  but  not 
so  long  ago,  in  the  late 
19th  century.  He  served  in 
the  court  of  King  Mwanga 
and  converted  to  Catholi- 
cism after  being  catechized 
by  priests  from  the  Society 
of  the  Missionaries  of  Af- 
rica (perhaps  better  known 
as  the  White  Fathers). 

King  Mwanga  initially 
had  no  issue  with  mem- 
bers of  his  court  becoming  initiated  into  the  Catholic 
Church.  But  as  the  newly  baptized  Catholics  began  to 
question  and  reject  his  immoral  behavior,  he  became 
outraged.  He  called  his  court  together  and  separated  the 
Christians  from  all  the  rest.  The  twenty-two  Christians,  of 
whom  Charles  Lwanga  was  one  of  the  oldest,  were  con- 
demned to  death. 

The  new  Christians  told  onlookers  not  to  be  sad  for  them, 
as  they  were  soon  going  to  be  with  Jesus  in  heaven.  On 
June  3,  1886,  they  were  wrapped  in  reeds  and  burned  alive. 
Pope  Paul  VI  canonized  Charles  Lwanga  and  his  compan- 
ions on  June  22,  1964  on  the  site  of  their  execution. 

The  faithful  witness  of  St.  Charles  Lwanga  and  his 
companions  inspired  the  people  of  his  country  to  convert 
to  Catholicism,  to  such  an  extent  that  when  the  king  died 
and  the  White  Fathers  returned  to  Uganda,  thousands 
were  waiting  to  be  baptized  in  the  faith. 

As  we  are  about  to  begin  the  year  of  faith,  let  us  be 
proud  to  profess  our  Catholic  faith  publically  and  with 
authenticity.  Like  St.  Charles  Lwanga,  always  be  faithful  to 
the  sacraments  and  give  witness  to  your  beliefs  wherever 
you  are.  We  remember  this  pride  in  our  faith  whenever  we 
gather  together  to  celebrate  the  Eucharist,  remembering 
this  month  our  fathers,  as  well  as  our  brother  St.  Charles 
and  all  the  martyrs  and  saints  who  have  been  models  of 
love  for  God  and  His  Church.  -  Father  Marcos  Leon

In  a  room  at  St.  Mary  Magdalene  Church  in  Apex,  a  dozen 
married  couples  are  praying.  One  of  the  couples  just  cel- 
ebrated their  first  anniversary;  another  has  been  together  40 
years.  "Lord  Jesus,"  they  pray,  "we  place  our  marriage  in  Your 
hands.  We  pray  You  would  give  us  teachable  spirits  open  to 
Your  Truth  and  each  other's  needs.  Give  us  hearts  always  will- 
ing to  forgive  and  to  ask  forgiveness. .  .Help  us  to  grow  closer 
to  one  another  as  we  grow  closer  to  You,  and  please  surround 
our  marriage  and  family  with  Your  loving  protection." 

The  couples  are  members  of  Chrysalis,  just  one  of  many  programs  available  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Raleigh  to  minister  to  married  couples,  from  those  m  crisis  to  those,  like  most  of 
the  Chysalis  spouses,  simply  trying  to  keep  their  marriages  strong,  prayerful  and  fulfilling. 

Ryan  and  Kelly  Evenson,  the  coordinators  of  Chysalis,  have  been  married  eight  years. 
The  group  was  founded  in  2009  by  their  best  friends,  Kate  and  Chaffee  Viets,  and  when 
Chaffee  took  a  job  in  Georgia,  they  asked  the  Evensons  to  take  over  as  facilitators. 

"Kate  and  Chaffee,  along  with  Joanne  Martin  from  our  Parish  Council,  were  the  true 
instruments  of  giving  life  to  Chysalis,"  said  Kelly  Evenson.  "Ryan  and  I  had  helped  with 
hospitality  but  when  they  asked  us  to  take  over  we  were  pretty  humbled.  We  thought 
maybe  someone  more  learned  and  experienced  with  Scripture  would  make  better  leaders, 
but  as  we  prayed  over  it,  it  seemed  more  and  more  like  something  we  wanted  to  do." 

The  parish  group  meets  monthly  in  the  spring  and  fall  for  two  hours.  Child  care  is 
available.  Kelly  and  Ryan  arrange  for  speakers  on  Catholic  marriage  or  Scripture  or  topics 
like  communication  or  personality  styles.  The  couples  then  write  down  and  discuss  their 
reactions  to  the  presentation  and  ways  they  feel  it  could  be  applied  to  their  relationship. 
Meetings  open  and  close  with  prayer. 

"Sharing  in  a  group  setting  with  couples  you  come  to  know  well,  you  learn  things  all  the 
time  that  help  enrich  your  marriage,"  Ryan  said.  "It's  not  rocket  science,  just  communica- 
tion, things  you  learn  about  your  spouse." 

Kelly  agreed:  "You  uncover  simple  truths,  and  you  have  time  set  aside  solely  to  listen 
to  your  spouse-,  to  strengthen  your  marriage  and  your  faith.  1  didn't  realize  how  enriched

and  invigorated  I'd  feel  after  these  meetings.  The  couples  are 
excited  to  be  there." 

Common  themes  of  discussion  include  honesty  and  sim- 
ple communication,  Kelly  said,  as  well  as  making  prayer  a 
priority  together  and  as  a  family.  Recently  the  group  devoted 
two  sessions  devoted  to  couple  prayer.  "For  some  people 
that  stretches  your  comfort  zone,"  she  said,  "but  the  benefits 
are  huge.  And  the  meeting  is  a  safe  environment  where  you 
can  be  open  and  listen  to  the  struggles  of  other  couples  that 
might  sound  surprisingly  like  your  own." 

"Marriage  can  be  hard,"  Ryan  said.  "To  succeed,  we  need 
God  as  a  part  of  our  relationship." 

For  more  than  60  years,  couples  in 
the  U.S.  have  found  support  and 
encouragement  in  faithfully  living 
out  their  marriage  vows  through  a 
movement  called  Teams  of  Our  Lady. 

A  Catholic  lay  movement  officially  recognized  by  the  Holy 
See  under  the  Pontifical  Council  for  the  Laity,  it  is  under  the  pa- 
tronage of  the  Blessed  Mother,  and  members  pray  the  Magnificat 
daily  for  Mary's  intercession  in  their  lives. 

Teams  of  Our  Lady  was  founded  by  Father  Henri  Caffarel 
in  France  in  1947.  Father  Caffarel  wrote  several  books  about 
marriage  before  his  death  in  1996  and,  like  St.  John  Chrysos- 
tom,  is  considered  to  be  a  "prophet  of  marriage."  He  started  this 
community  to  support  traditional  marriage  and  help  couples 


make  more  of  a 
commitment  to 
grow  in  the  love 
of  their  faith  and 
their  spouses. 

Fourteen  Teams 
of  Our  Lady 
groups  now  exist 
in  North  Caro- 
lina -  two  in  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh 
and  12m  the 
Diocese  of  Char- 
lotte -  living  out 
the  Good  News  in 
their  marriages. 

Teams  of  Our  Lady  groups  consist  of  five  to  seven  couples 
who  meet  monthly  in  each  other's  homes  to  share  a  meal,  pray 
and  discuss  the  spiritual  efforts,  or  challenges,  that  they  are 
working  on.  Sometimes  a  priest  is  also  a  part  of  a  team  and  may 
serve  as  a  spiritual  advisor  to  the  couples. 

Couples  in  Teams  agree  to  practice  a  spiritual  direction  that 
includes  personal,  couple  and  family  prayer  each  day;  regular 
reading  and  reflection  on  Scripture;  a  monthly  "sit  down"  for  the 
husband  and  wife  to  discuss  family  and  spiritual  matters;  and  an 
individual  "rule  of  life"  for  personal  improvement. 

Doug  and  Maryellen  Bashioum,  parishioners  at  St.  Michael 
the  Archangel  Catholic  Church  in  Cary  are  the  regional  leaders 
for  Teams  of  Our  Lady,  overseeing  more  than  56  groups  in  the 
Carolinas  and  Virginia.  They  will  have  been  married  52  years  in 
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June  and  have  five  children,  15  grandchildren  and  one  great- 
grandchild. 

They  joined  Teams  of  Our  Lady  twelve  years  ago  in  Virginia. 
In  2006,  they  volunteered  to  drive  five-and-a-  half  hours  each 
way  from  Virginia  to  Raleigh  every  month  to  help  pilot  a  new 
Teams  group  in  the  Raleigh  area. 

Doug  and  Maryellen  are  total  opposites  when  it  comes  to  tem- 
perament and  have  found  that  Teams  of  Our  Lady  has,  as  Doug 
says,  "been  helpful  in  appreciating  our  differences  rather  than 
trying  to  correct  them. 

"Teams  focus  on  'couple  spirituality  and  help  you  better  un- 
derstand the  'two  becoming  one.'  It  does  this  without  losing  sight 
of  the  individual  spirituality  that  each  of  us  has  as  we  progress 
on  our  journey  through  life,"  he  adds. 

Maryellen  believes  Teams  of  Our  Lady  has  enhanced  their 
spiritual  intimacy  and  made  them  focus  more  on  each  other.  She 
loves  the  "sit  down"  time  where  they  can  discuss  things  without 
the  usual  distractions  of  daily  living. 

"Its  important  for  couples  to  sit  down  and  check  in  with  each 
other  away  from  the  children,  etc.,  and  spend  time  focusing  on 
each  other,"  she  explained. 

Maryellen  affirmed  the  Blessed  Mothers  central  role  in  her 
marriage. 

"Doug  and  I  have  developed  more  of  a  relationship  with 
the  Blessed  Mother  since  joining  Teams,"  she  said.  "The  whole 
idea  of  Mary  is  to  bring  you  to  her  Son,  which  she  did.  Teams 
brought  us  together  to  look  at  Mary. . .  pray  the  Rosary  togeth- 
er. . .  look  through  her  eyes.  By  doing  that,  you  keep  expanding 
spiritually." 

Jeanne  and  Marty  Driver,  members 
of  St.  Bernadette  Parish  in  Fuquay- 
Varina,  have  been  married  twenty 
years.  For  most  of  that  time,  though, 
Jeanne  said,  "We  were  living  the 
'married  single'  life.  The  kids  -  we  have 
seven  -  kept  us  so  busy  and  Marty  had  two 
jobs,  and  we  never  made  time  for  each  other. 
People  would  say,  'You  never  argue.'  That 
was  because  we  never  talked.  Eventually  we 
drifted  apart." 

By  2009  the  couple  realized  their  relationship  wasn't  working 
out  and  took  tentative  steps  to  improve  things.  Within  a  couple 
of  years,  though,  their  marriage  had  hit  bottom.  Marty  describes 
it  as  "the  darkest  time  of  my  life." 

"I  had  to  decide  if  I  wanted  us  to  stay  together  or  not,"  Jeanne 
said. 

The  couple  sought  counseling  through  Catholic  Charities,  but 
the  situation  drove  Marty  to  his  knees.  "I  knelt  by  me  bed  and 
begged  for  Gods  intercession "  he  said.  "I  was  desperate  not  to 
lose  my  wife." 


God  answered  him.  Marty  described  a  "light  switch."  After  that 
day,  he  said,  things  got  gradually  better  until  one  day  "a  veil  lifted 
and  I  saw  everything  differently." 

At  the  same  time  God  blessed  the  Drivers  with  the  friendship 
and  guidance  of  another  couple.  "We  could  call  them  day  or 
night  "Jeanne  said,  "and  they  always  seemed  to  know  exactly 
what  we  were  going  through,  and  we  could  always  count  on 
their  prayer  and  support." 

Jeanne  and  Marty  also  discovered  Third  Option,  a  marriage 
ministry  offered  at  St.  Patrick  Parish  in  Fayetteville.  Founded  25 
years  ago  in  the  Diocese  of  Syracuse,  Third  Option  is  an  ongoing 
group  program  to  build  better  marriages.  It  can  be  used  both  as 
marriage  enrichment  or  crisis  intervention.  For  hurting  couples, 
who  see  only  two  options  (painful  endurance  or  divorce)  the 
third  option  means  reconciliation.  For  ordinary  couples,  the  pro- 
gram teaches  them  the  skills  they  need  to  have  happier,  healthier 
marriages. 

"Third  Option  gets  to  the  core,"  Marty  said.  "It  opened  our 
eyes  to  a  lot  of  things  we  had  mis-communicated  or  not  ad- 
dressed. It  showed  us  how  to  express  our  feelings  with  respect." 

The  program  combines  skill-building  workshops  with  sharing 
from  mentor  couples  and  a  support  group  component.  The  at- 
mosphere is  warm  and  caring.  The  Third  Option  is  not  counsel- 
ing, but  an  educational  and  support  group. 

"There's  a  huge  benefit  to  having  a  community  of  couples," 
Jeanne  said.  "Learning  that  you  are  not  alone,  that  others  are 
experiencing  the  same  as  you  or  worse,  is  key  to  healing." 

Marty  and  Jeanne  feel  that  the  combination  of  Third  Option, 
counseling,  their  mentoring  friends  and  constant  prayer  saved 
their  marriage.  "The  Holy  Spirit  is  truly  alive  and  working  with 
us  now, "  Jeanne  said. 

The  Drivers'  gratitude  for  the  graces  and  help  they  had 
received  fired  a  desire  to  give  back.  They  began  leading  Marriage 
Enrichment  Bible  studies  at  St.  Bernadette  in  Lent  of  2012.  'We 
were  told  to  expect  two  or  three  couples,"  Jeanne  said,  "and  thir- 
teen showed  up.  There  is  just  a  tremend  ous  need."  The  group 
has  studied  Scriptures  relating  to  marriage  and  will  soon  move 
into  Theology  of  the  Body. 

In  addition,  the  Drivers  will  be  facilitating  Third  Option  at  St. 
Bernadette  beginningjune  20.

Las  parejas  son  miembros  de  Chrysalis,  uno  de  los  muchos 
programas  disponibles  en  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh  para  servir  a  las 
parejas  casadas,  a  aquellas  en  crisis,  a  aquellas,  como  la  mayoria 
de  los  conyuges  de  Chrysalis,  simplemente  tratando  de  man- 
tener  su  matrimonio  fuerte,  en  oration  y  pleno. 

Ryan  y  Kelly  Evenson,  los  coordinadores  de  Chrysalis,  llevan 
ocho  anos  casados.  El  grupo  fue  fundado  en  el  ano  2009  por  sus 
mejores  amigos,  Kate  y  Chaffe  Viets,  y  cuando  Chaffe  acepto  un 
trabajo  en  Georgia,  le  pidieron  a  los  Evensons  que  asumieran  la 
position  de  facilitadores. 

"Kate  y  Chaffee,  junto  con  Joanne  Martin  del  Consejo  Par- 
roquial,  fueron  los  instrumentos  verdaderos  que  dieron  vida  al 
programa  Chrysalis",  dijo  Kelly  Evenson.  "Ryan  y  yo  habiamos 
ayudado  en  hospitalidad,  pero  cuando  nos  pidieron  asumir  la 
position  nos  sentimos  muy  humildes.  Pensamos  que  quizas 
alguien  con  mas  conocimiento  y  experiencia  en  las  Escrituras 
serian  mejores  lideres,  sin  embargo,  cada  vez  que  orabamos  para 


discemir,  parecia  que  era  algo  que  deseabamos  hacer". 

El  grupo  de  la  parroquia  se  reune  cada  mes  en  la  primavera 
y  en  el  otono  por  dos  horas.  Hay  cuidado  de  ninos.  Kelly  y 
Ryan  se  encargaron  de  los  conferenciantes  sobre  el  Matrimonio 
Catolico,  las  Escrituras,  temas  sobre  la  comunicacion  o  sobre  la 
personalidad.  Las  parejas  escriben  y  discuten  sus  reacciones  a 
la  presentation  y  las  formas  que  ellos  sienten  se  podrian  aplicar 
a  su  relation.  Las  reuniones  comienzan  y  terminan  con  una 
oracion. 

"Cuando  compartes  en  un  grupo  de  parejas  llegas  a  conocer 
mejor,  aprendes  tecnicas  que  te  ayudaran  a  enriquecer  tu  matri- 
monio", dijo  Ryan.  "No  es  ciencia  espacial,  solo  comunicacion, 
cosas  que  aprendes  sobre  tu  conyuge". 

Kelly  esta  de  acuerdo:  "Descubres  verdades  simples  y  tienes 
tiempo  destinado  exclusivamente  para  escuchar  a  tu  conyuge, 
para  fortalecer  tu  matrimonio  y  tu  fe.  No  me  imaginaba  que  tan 
enriquecedora  y  fortalecida  me  sentiria  despues  de  las  reuniones. 
Las  parejas  estan  emocionadas  de  estar  alii." 

Temas  de  discusiones  comunes  incluyen  la  honestidad  y  una 
comunicacion  simple,  dijo  Kelly,  asi  como  hacer  priondad  la 
oracion  juntos  como  familia.  Recientemente  el  grupo  dedico  dos 
sesiones  a  la  oracion  de  pareja.  "Para  algunas  personas  se  extien- 
den  su  zona  de  alivio",  dijo  ella,  "pero  el  beneficio  es  grande.  La 
reunion  es  un  ambiente  seguro  donde  te  abres  y  escuchas  las 
luchas  de  las  otras  parejas  que  pueden  sonar  sorprendentemente 
como  las  de  uno  mismo." 

"El  Matrimonio  puede  ser  dificil",  dijo  Ryan.  "Para  tener  exito, 
necesitamos  a  Dios  que  forme  parte  en  nuestra  relation". 


or  mas  de  60  anos,  las  parejas  en  los  Estados 
Unidos  han  encontrado  apoyo  y  aliento  al  vivir 
fielmente  sus  votos  matrimoniales  a  traves  de  un 
movimiento  llamado  Equipos  de  Nuestra  Sefiora 


(Teams  of  Our  Lady). 

Un  movimiento  Catolico  de  laicos  oficialmente  reconocido 
por  la  Santa  Sede  bajo  el  Consejo  Pontificio  para  los  Laicos,  esta 
bajo  la  patrocinio  de  la  Santisima  Madre,  y  sus  miembros  rezan 
diariamente  el  Magnificat  por  la  intercesion  de  Maria  en  sus 
vidas. 

El  Equipo  de  Nuestra  Sefiora  fue  fundado  por  el  Padre  Henri 
Caffarel  en  Francia  en  el  ano  1947.  El  Padre  Caffarel  escribio 
varios  libros  sobre  el  matrimonio  antes  de  su  muerte  en  1996  y 
como  San  Juan  Crisostomo,  es  considerado  un  "profeta  del  ma- 
trimonio". El  comenzo  esta  comunidad  para  apoyar  el  matrimo- 
nio traditional  y  ayudar  a  las  parejas  a  comprome terse  a  crecer 
mas  en  el  amor  de  su  fe  y  de  sus  conyuges. 

Ahora  existen  catorce  Equipos  de  Grupos  de  Nuestra  Sefiora 
en  Carolina  del  Norte  -  dos  en  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh  y  12 
en  la  Diocesis  de  Charlotte  -  viviendo  la  Buena  Nueva  en  sus 
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matrimonios. 

Los  grupos  de  Equipos  de  Nuestra  Senora  constan  de  cinco  a 
siete  parejas  que  se  reunen  mensualmente  en  las  casas  para  com- 
partir  una  comida,  para  orar  y  discutir  los  esfuerzos  espirituales, 
o  desafios,  que  estan  enfrentando.  A  veces  un  sacerdote  tambien 
forma  pane  del  equipo  y  puede  servir  como  un  consejero  espiri- 
tual  para  las  parejas. 

Las  parejas  en  el  Equipo  estan  de  acuerdo  en  practicar  una 
direccion  espiritual  que  incluye  una  oration  personal,  de  pareja 
y  familiar  cada  dia;  lectura  y  reflexion  sobre  la  Escritura;  men- 
sualmente "sentarse"  para  que  el  esposo  y  la  esposa  compartan 
asuntos  familiares  y  espirituales;  e  individualmente  la  "regla  de  la 
vida"  para  la  superacion  personal. 

Doug  y  Maryellen  Bashioum,  feligreses  de  la  Parroquia  del 
Arcangel  San  Miguel  en  Cary  son  los  lideres  regionales  del 
Equipo  de  Nuestra  Senora,  supervisando  a  mas  de  56  grupos  en 
las  Carolinas  y  en  Virginia.  En  junio  ellos  cumpliran  52  anos  de 
casados,  tienen  cinco  hijos,  15  nietos  y  un  bisnieto. 

Se  unieron  al  Equipo  de  Nuestra  Senora  hace  doce  anos  en 
Virginia.  En  el  2006,  se  ofrecieron  a  manejar  cinco  horas  y  media 
de  camino  de  Virginia  a  Raleigh  cada  mes  para  ayudar  con  un 
nuevo  Equipo  piloto  en  el  area  de  Raleigh. 

Doug  y  Maryellen  son  totalmente  diferentes  en  temperamento 
y  han  encontrado  en  el  Equipo  de  Nuestra  Senora,  como  dice 
Doug,  "ayuda  para  aceptar  nuestras  diferencias  en  vez  de  tratar 
de  corregirlas". 

"Los  equipos  se  centran  en  la  espiritualidad  de  la  pareja'  y  ayu- 
dan  a  comprender  mejor  el  dos  convirtiendose  en  uno'.  Lo  hacen 
sin  perder  de  vista  la  espiritualidad  que  cada  uno  de  nosotros  ten- 
emos  al  progresar  en  nuestra  jomada  a  lo  largo  de  la  vida",  agregd. 

Maryellen  cree  que  los  Equipos  de  Nuestra  Senora  han  me- 
jorado  su  intimidad  espiritual  y  los  ha  hecho  centrarse  mas  en 
el  otro.  A  ella  le  encanta  el  tiempo  de  "sentarse"  para  abordar  las 
necesidades  sin  la  distraction  usual  de  la  vida  diaria. 
"Es  importante  que  las  parejas  tomen  tiempo  y  hablen  sobres 
sus  asuntos  a  solas,  etc. ,  y  pasen  tiempo  juntos  centrandose  en 
ellos  mismos",  explico  ella. 

Maryellen  ahrma  el  rol  central  de  la  Santisima  Madre  en  su 
matrimonio. 

"Doug  y  yo  desarrollamos  una  relacion  con  la  Santisima  Madre 
desde  que  nos  unimos  como  Equipo",  afirmo.  "La  idea  de  Maria 
es  brindamos  a  su  hijo,  lo  cual  ha  hecho.  Los  Equipos  nos  uni- 
eron para  ver  a  Maria. .  .rezar  el  Rosario  juntos. .  .ver  a  traves  de 
sus  ojos.  Al  hacerlo,  sigues  creciendo  espiritualmente. 

Jeanne  y  Marty  Driver,  miembros  de  la  Parroquia  Santa 
Bemardita  en  Fuquay  Varina,  han  estado  casados  por 
veinte  anos.  La  mayoria  del  tiempo,  sin  embargo, 
dijo  Jeanne,  "Viviamos  la  vida  de  matrimonio  como 
solteros.  Los  ninos-tenemos  siete -nos  han  mantenido 
ocupados,  Marty  tenia  dos  trabajos,  y  nunca  haciamos  tiempo 
para  nosotros.  La  gente  decia,  'Ustedes  nunca  discuten'.  Era 
porque  nunca  conversabamos.  Finalmente,  con  el  tiempo  nos 
fuimos  distanciando". 

En  el  ano  2009  la  pareja  descubrio  que  su  relacion  no  estaba 


funcionando  y  tomo  medidas  provisionales  para  mejorar  la 
situacion.  En  un  par  de  anos,  sin  embargo,  su  matrimonio 
habia  tocado  fondo.  Marty  lo  describe  como  "el  tiempo  de 
mayor  oscuridad  en  mi  vida". 

"Tenia  que  tomar  la  decision  si  queria  estar  juntos  o  no",  dijo 
Jeanne. 

La  pareja  solicito  asesoria  a  traves  de  Catholic  Charities,  pero 
la  situacion  llevo  a  Marty  a  doblar  sus  rodillas.  "Me  arrodille 
al  pie  de  mi  cama  y  rogue  a  Dios  por  su  intercesion,"  dijo  el. 
"Estaba  desesperado  no  quiera  perder  a  mi  esposa". 

Dios  escucho  su  plegaria.  Marty  lo  describe  como  un  "inter- 
rupter". Despues  de  ese  dia,  dijo  el,  las  cosas  fueron  mejorando 
hasta  que  un  dia  "me  quite  la  venda  de  los  ojos  y  lo  vi  todo  de 
manera  diferente". 

Al  mismo  tiempo  Dios  bendijo  a  la  pareja  Drivers  con  la 
amistad  y  la  guia  de  otra  pareja.  "Les  podiamos  llamar  durante 
el  dia  o  durante  la  noche,",  dijo  Jeanne,  "y  siempre  sabian 
exactamente  por  lo  que  estabamos  atravesando,  siempre  conta- 
mos  con  su  apoyo  y  sus  oraciones". 

Jeanne  y  Marty  tambien  descubrieron  la  Tercera  Option,  un 
ministerio  de  matrimonio  que  ofrece  la  Parroquia  de  St.  Patrick 
en  Fayetteville.  La  Tercera  Opcion,  fundada  hace  25  anos  en  la 
Diocesis  de  Syracuse,  es  un  programa  de  grupo  en  curso  para 
construir  mejores  matrimonios.  Se  puede  utilizar  para  el  en- 
riquecimiento  del  matrimonio  o  la  intervention  en  crisis.  Para 
parejas  heridas,  que  ven  solo  dos  opciones  (resistencia  al  dolor 
o  divorcio)  la  tercera  opcion  significa  reconciliation. 

Para  parejas  ordinarias,  el  programa  brinda  herramientas  a  la 
pareja  para  tener  un  matrimonio  mas  feliz  y  saludable. 

"La  Tercera  Opcion  llega  hasta  el  nucleo",  dijo  Marty.  "Nos 
abrio  los  ojos  para  darnos  cuenta  de  la  falta  de  comunicacion 
entre  nosotros.  Nos  enseno  como  expresar  nuestros  sentimien- 
tos  con  respeto". 

El  programa  combina  talleres  de  desarrollo  de  habilidades 
con  el  intercambio  de  mentores  de  parejas  y  un  componente 
de  un  grupo  de  apoyo.  El  ambiente  es  calido  y  caritativo.  La 
Tercera  Opcion  no  es  consejeria,  sino  un  grupo  educativo  y  de 
apoyo. 

"Tener  una  comunidad  de  parejas  es  un  enorme  beneflcio", 
dijo  Jeanne.  "Saber  que  no  estas  sola,  que  otras  parejas  estan 
experimentando  lo  mismo  o  peor  que  uno,  es  la  Have  a  la 
sanation". 

Marty  y  Jeanne  sienten  que  la  combinacion  de  la  Tercera  Op- 
cion, consejeria,  sus  amigos  mentores  y  las  oraciones  constan- 
tes  salvaron  su  matrimonio."El  Espiritu  Santo  esta  verdadera- 
mente  vivo  y  esta  trabajando  en  nosotros  ahora",  dijo  Jeanne. 

El  agradecimiento  de  los  Drivers  por  la  gracia  y  la  ayuda  que 
recibieron  les  abrio  un  deseo  de  devolver  algo.  En  la  Cuaresma 
2012  empezaron  con  Estudios  Biblicos  para  Enriquecer  el  Ma- 
trimonio en  la  Parroquia  de  Santa  Bemardita.  "Se  nos  dijo  que 
dos  o  tres  parejas  participarian",  dijo  Jeanne,  "asistieron  trece. 
Existe  una  gran  necesidad".  El  grupo  ha  estudiado  las  Escritu- 
ras  en  relacion  con  el  matrimonio  y  muy  pronto  estudiaran 
sobre  la  Teologia  del  Cuerpo. 

Los  Drivers  facilitaran  la  Tercera  Opcion  en  la  parroquia  de 
Santa  Bemardita  comenzando  el  20  de  junio.

La  Semana  del  Obispo  en  Roma 


Recien  llegado  de  Roma  escribo  este  articulo  al  concluir  la  visita  a  Ad  Limina. 
Este  es  un  tiempo  especial  designado  para  que  los  Obispos  compartan  con 
el  Santo  Padre,  y  sus  colaboradores  mas  cercanos,  la  informacion  de  la 
diocesis  que  servimos,  y  discutir  las  bendiciones  y  los  desafios  pastorales  que 
enfrentamos.  Esta  fue  mi  primera  visita  a  Ad  Limina  como  Obispo  de  una  Diocesis.  Se 
pueden  imaginar  mi  emocion  y  tambien  mi  gran  alegria  de  transmitir  la  vitalidad  y  el 
crecimiento  que  continuamos  experimentando  en  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh. 
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El  lunes  durante  la  semana  de  nuestra  visita,  se  llevd 
a  cabo  una  de  las  partes  especiales  del  viaje.  Fue  ese  dia 
que  tuve  la  oportunidad  de  saludar  personalmente  al 
Papa  Benedicto  XVI.  Mientras  nos  conducian  al  salon, 
mi  corazon  palpitaba  con  rapidez.  Estaba  a  punto  de  ver 
y  hablar  con  el  Sucesor  de  San  Pedro,  Jefe  Pastor  de  la 
Iglesia  una,  santa,  catdlica  y  apostolica. 

Cuando  entramos  al  salon,  el  Papa  ya  estaba  en  su 
lugar  y  nos  saludo  con  una  sonrisa  calida  y  suave. 
Cuando  se  llego  mi  turno  de  hablar  con  el,  le  asegure 
el  afecto,  las  oraciones  y  el  apoyo  de  los  sacerdotes, 
de  los  religiosos  y  de  los  fieles  laicos  en  la  Diocesis 
de  Raleigh.  El  expresd  un  profundo  agradecimiento. 
Despues  del  saludo,  el  Arzobispo  de  Atlanta,  y  su 
obispo  auxiliar  junto  conmigo,  el  Obispo  de  Charlotte, 
Charleston  y  Savannah  (y  tambien  los  obispos  retirados 
de  Charleston  y  Savannah)  entablamos  un  dialogo  con  el 
Santo  Padre  centrandonos  en  la  Nueva  Evangelizacion. 
El  Papa  nos  alento  a  utilizar  recursos  y  herramientas 
del  dia  (incluyendo  el  uso  apropiado  de  los  medios  de 
comunicacion  social)  para  llevar  la  verdad  del  Evangelio 
al  pueblo  de  Dios  de  manera  nueva  y  creativa.  Sus 
palabras  nos  hicieron  recordar  claramente  que  la  Verdad 
nunca  cambia.  La  manera  en  que  nos  comunicamos 
debe  evolucionar.  Estoy  muy  contento  con  el  uso  de 
medios  de  comunicacion  y  de  las  diferentes  maneras  de 
comunicacion  que  utiliza  nuestra  Diocesis  (por  ejemplo: 
nuestra  pagina  web  diocesana  recien  revisada,  facebook, 
twitter,  programas  de  internet,  "Catholic  Perspective,"  Voz 
Catolica  de  Carolina  de  Norte,  radio  Catolica  y  nuestra 
revista  diocesana,  NC  Catholics). 

Despues  de  recibir  la  bendicion  del  Santo  Padre, 
entrego  a  cada  obispo  una  cruz  pectoral  (que  llevamos 
junto  al  corazon)  y  rosarios  benditos.  Relativamente 
fue  un  tiempo  breve  con  el  Santo  Padre;  pero  uno  que 
atesorare  y  nunca  olvidare.

Una  de  las  visitas  destacada  fue  al  Pontificio  Consejo 
para  Promover  la  Nueva  Evangelizacion  la  cual  se  hace 
responsable  de  llevar  el  "Ano  de  la  Fe"  llamado  por  el 
Santo  Padre  (comenzando  en  Octubre  2012  y  finalizando 
en  Noviembre  de  2013).  Se  nos  explico,  que  el  objetivo 
principal  de  el  "Ano  de  la  Fe"  es  ayudar  al  Pueblo  de 
Dios  a  crecer  en  el  conocimiento  de  la  fe  (formacion); 
celebrar  su  fe  (culto);  y  ofrecer  testimonio  fiel  de  su  fe 
(evangelizacion).  Claro  que,  se  hace  solo  a  traves  de  una 
profunda  relacion  intima  con  Nuestro  Senor  Jesucristo. 
Cuando  los  demas  vean  la  autentica  alegria  y  paz  genuina 


que  encontramos  en  Cristo,  los  atraera  a  El  y  buscaran 
los  mismos  dones.  En  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh,  el  Comite 
del  Ano  de  la  Fe  esta  trabajando  duro  para  encontrar 
maneras  de  celebrar  este  momento  especial  en  la  vida  de 
nuestras  parroquias,  Diocesis  e  Iglesia. 

La  visita  a  Ad  Limina  tambien  fue  una  jornada 
espiritual.  Celebramos  Misas  en  cuatro  de  las  Basilicas 
principales  (San  Pedro,  San  Pablo  Extramuros,  San  Juan 
de  Letran  y  Santa  Maria  la  Mayor).  Desde  las  tumbas  de 
Pedro  y  Pablo,  uno  no  puede  ayudar  pero  si  para  inspirar 
con  el  testimonio  de  valentia  que  ofrecieron.  En  la 
tumba  del  Beato  Juan  Pablo  II,  quien  me  nombro  obispo, 
ore  por  la  gracia  de  imitar  el  fervor  y  la  fe  de  Pedro  y 
Pablo  y  ser  un  fiel  sucesor  de  los  apostoles.  Tambien 
celebramos  Misa  en  el  Colegio  de  Norte  America, 
Seminario  para  los  seminaristas  de  los  Estados  Unidos. 
Actualmente,  existen  250  seminaristas  inscritos  de 
distintas  diocesis.  El  proximo  ano,  dos  seminaristas  de 
la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh  (Timothy  Ahn  y  Michael  Schuetz) 
se  haran  presente.  Los  seminaristas  estan  ardiendo  por  su 
amor  al  Senor  y  el  deseo  de  servir  a  la  Iglesia.  Por  favor 
continue  orando  diariamente  por  nuestros  seminaristas, 
para  que  mas  hombres  en  nuestra  Diocesis  escuchen  y 
respondan  al  llamado  de  servir  como  sacerdote  y  por  el 
aumento  de  vocaciones  a  la  Vida  Religiosa. 

Otra  parte  culminante  de  la  visita  Ad  Limina  fue 
la  oportunidad  de  pasar  tiempo  con  mis  hermanos 
obispos  de  la  Provincia  de  Atlanta  y  con  los  Obispos  de 
Florida.  Tuvimos  la  oportunidad  de  compartir  nuestras 
alegrias  y  desafios  pastorales.  Pudimos  renovar  el  apoyo 
fraternal  que  deseamos  ofrecernos  unos  a  otros.  Ademas, 
jdisfrutamos  algunas  comida  deliciosas  juntos!  Como 
se  dice,  es  imposible  tener  una  mala  comida  en  Italia.  A 
nivel  profundo,  la  visita  a  Ad  Limina  me  ayudo  a  recordar 
que  nunca  estamos  solos.  Caminamos  en  compania  de 
aquellos  que  se  han  adelantado  en  la  fe;  con  el  apoyo 
de  personas  especiales  y  los  amigos  que  Dios  ha  puesto 
en  nuestras  vidas;  y  con  las  promesas  de  la  presencia 
constante  de  Dios  y  Su  Espfritu  Santo  para  guiarnos.  La 
clave  esta  en  estar  seguros  de  que  es  el  Senor  quien  guia 
y  nosotros  los  seguidores. 

Hubo  una  parte  de  mi  que  queria  que  mi  semana  en 
Roma  continuara  y  extender  mi  tiempo  en  el  sagrado 
lugar  rico  en  historia;  sin  embargo,  era  tiempo  de 
regresar  a  casa.  Afortunadamente  y  por  la  gracia  de 
Dios,  regrese  espiritualmente  renovado,  lleno  de  energia. 
comprometido  y  agradecido  de  poder  servir  como 
Obispo  a  esta  gran  Diocesis.  Renuevo  mi  promesa  de 
tratar  cada  dia  dar  lo  mejor  de  mi  habilidad  para  servirle 
a  ustedes  imitando  a  Cristo  el  Buen  Pastor  y  con  el  celo 
de  Pedro,  Pablo  y  los  Apostoles.  Yo  necesito  y  dependo  de 
sus  oraciones.

Asi  que  me  encanta  construir 
estos  modelos.  Quise  mostrar 
cada  detalle  para  que  la  gente 
se  enamorara  de  la  hermosa 
arquitectura".

Cuando  Ruben  ingreso  a

Al  construir  los  modelos  del 
Campus  de  la  Catedral,  Ruben 
comenzo  con  dibujos,  luego 
investigo  la  topografia  del  sitio. 
Empezo  la  construccion,  que 
formo  por  partes,  despues  el 
jardin  y  lo  armd  Por  ultimo,  lo 
que  el  llama  el  "toque  magico".

I am  a  widower  with  two  young  children. 
I  met  someone  I  want  to  marry,  and 
we've  been  quietly  dating  for  about  a 
year.  When  and  how  do  I  tell  the  kids? 
Will  they  be  OK  with  a  new  mother? 

Telling  the  kids.  Set 

aside  a  block  of  time 
when  you  will  be  free  of 
distractions.  Emotional 
news  doesn't  mix  well  with 
hunger  or  sleepiness,  so 
consider  those  factors 
when  choosing  a  time.  A 
comfortable  spot  in  your 
home,  perhaps  where  you 
read  stories,  is  a  better 
location  than  a  public  set- 
ting. Be  matter-of-fact  and 
explain  that  you  are  going 
to  get  married  -  don't 
make  it  sound  negotiable  based  on  their  reactions.  They  may 
respond  that  they  want  Mommy  back;  acknowledge  their  feel- 
ings. Explain  that  you  will  make  sure  they  remember  their  mom. 
Let  them  know  that  all  questions  are  OK  to  ask.  This  isn't  a 
one-time  discussion,  because  they  will  continue  to  sort  out  their 
thoughts.  Be  ready  to  explain  again,  listen  carefully. 
Not  a  new  mother.  Clarify  that  your  new  wife  is  not  a  replace- 
ment for  their  mom.  Rather  than  a  new  mother,  they  have  a  new 
family  member  who  cares  for  them.  Allow  time  for  them  to  adjust 
to  the  relationship.  They  may,  in  time,  feel  comfortable  acknowl- 
edging the  relationship  by  adopting  a  term  associated  with 
motherhood.  Start  out  slowly  and  let  them  use  her  first  name, 
if  that  seems  most  comfortable.  Emphasize  that  their  maternal 
grandparents  and  other  relatives  always  will  be  a  part  of  their 
lives;  your  new  wife's  family  means  more  people  to  care  about 
them,  not  people  that  you  want  them  to  love  instead  of  others. 
Dealing  with  change.  Your  children  have  experienced  a  loss  that 
they  will  be  processing  throughout  life.  They  may  be  concerned  about 
losing  you,  as  well,  to  this  new  relationship  -  or  even  to  death.  Keep 
this  in  mind  and  try  to  establish  a  daily  schedule  that  is  predictable. 
Regular  family  dinners,  bedtime  rituals  and  other  opportunities  for 
interaction  will  help  them  feel  secure.  Incorporate  your  fiancee  into  the 
family  activities. 

Keep  in  mind  that  adjustment  takes  time  and  patience:  "There- 
fore, as  God's  chosen  people,  holy  and  dearly  loved,  clothe 
yourselves  with  compassion,  kindness,  humility,  gentleness  and 

patience."  (Colossians3:12) 


A  Gift  from  New  York 

St.  Elizabeth  of  Hungary,  Raeford 


In  1958,  Fr.  James  Keaney,  Pastor  of 
St.  Mary  Parish  in  Laurinburg,  was 
approached  by  four  Catholic  women 
from  Bronx,  NY,  about  building  a 
chapel  in  North  Carolina.  He  consulted 
with  then  Bishop  Vincent  S.  Waters,  who 
accepted  a  gift  of  $20,000  from  Genevieve 
M.  Carter,  Sue  Gorman,  Marian  D'Agostino 
and  Teresa  Conlin  to  establish  a  church  in 
mission  territory  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 

Ms.  Carter  explained  in  a  letter  to  Father  Robert 
L.  Wilken,  then  editor  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Catholic,  on  Feb.  15,  1959:  'We  are 
most  anxious  to  fulfill  a  wish  our  late 
employer,  Mr.  Walter  J.  Black,  had 
expressed  prior  to  his  death.  He  wanted 
to  build  a  church  somewhere  in  the  South 
in  memory  of  his  dearly  beloved  mother  and 
have  it  called  St.  Elizabeth  after  her."  Ms. 
Carter  continued,  "It  is  just  a  little  token  of 
appreciation  for  the  generosity,  kindness, 
thoughtfulness  and  interest  he  had  in  us." 

One  year  later,  Bishop  Waters  dedicated 
St.  Elizabeth  of  Hungary  Catholic  Church 
in  Raeford,  NC.  The  four  benefactors  were 
present  at  the  dedication  along  with  Fr. 


Keaney,  newly  appointed 
Pastor.  The  first  St.  Elizabeth 
Catholic  community  com- 
prised fourteen  families. 

In  1984,  St.  Elizabeth 
played  a  special  part  in  the 
history  of  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh,  when  Bishop  Joseph 
F  Gossman  assigned  that 
parish  the  first  Pastoral  Ad- 
ministrator of  the  Diocese, 
Sister  Dolores  Glick,  MHSH. 
Among  the  ministries  insti- 
tuted by  "Sister  Dolly"  was 
a  women's  Scripture  study 
every  Wednesday,  at  which 
members  read  and  discussed 
the  upcoming  Sunday  Read- 
ings. The  group  is  still  active. 
Sister  Elizabeth  Bullen,  IHM,  who  became  Pastoral  Adminis- 
trator in  201 1,  joined  this  group  as  "a  great  way  for  me  to  get 
to  know  the  parish." 

Today  St.  Elizabeth  is  the  only  Catholic  church  serving 
Hoke  County,  with  380  registered  households,  including  a 
few  founding  families  still  in  the  parish.  An  example  is  the 
Frahm  family,  who  have  been  in  Raeford  since  before  there 
was  a  church.  One  of  the  Frahm"children ,"  59-year-old  Reg- 
gie, has  been  an  altar  server  since  the  parish  began. 

Many  of  St.  Elizabeths  members  are  military  families  asso- 
ciated with  nearby  Ft.  Bragg.  "There  is  a  long  line  of  military 
family  history  here,"  said  Sr.  Bullen,  "and  military  life  poses 
unique  challenges,  such  as  long  absences  of  a  spouse  or  a 
parent.  But  these  families  have  a  powerful  support  system  for 
one  another.  They  anticipate  each  others  needs.  Our  Knights 
of  Columbus  play  a  large  role  in  that 
support." 

Some  60%  of  St.  Elizabeths  mem- 
bership is  Hispanic.  "I  have  been  so 
impressed  with  the  diversity  of  that 
community,"  said  Sister  Bullen.  "Many  are 
bilingual  and  they  bring  so  many  different 
gifts  and  talents  to  the  parish." 

Sister  explained  that  St.  Elizabeth  is  a  com- 
munity that  comes  together  in  sickness  and 
in  health,  regardless  of  ethnicity  "My  prayer 
for  the  future  of  St  Elizabeth  is  for  the  parish 
to  grow  in  spirituality  and  faith  and  in  their 
knowledge  of  Gods  love  for  them,"  she  said, 
"and  that  they  continue  to  be  a  community 
that  cares  for  one  another."

Justice  Theater  Project 
Addresses  Gulf  Oil  Spill 


This  month  the  Justice  Theater 
Project  (JTP)  will  present  "Light  on 
the  Horizon,"  a  play  based  on  the 
April  201 0  oil  well  explosion  in  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico.  Based  on  interviews 
and  observations  in  Louisiana  Gulf 
communities,  the  play  begins  in  the 
1  960s,  when  Gulf  communities 
embraced  the  oil  industry  and  the  first 
rigs  on  the  horizon,  and  portrays  the 
grief  and  anger  of  those  whose  liveli- 
hood depended  on  a  healthy  Gulf. 

The  play  is  written  and  directed  by 
Deb  Royals,  founder  of  JTP.  "There 
are  so  many  layers  to  this  story,"  she 
said.  "In  southern  Louisiana  mourn- 
ing and  joy  sit  side  by  side,  and  the 
people  are  so  strong  and  tenacious. 
Researching  for  this  play  was  a  sacred 
journey,  one  that  rendered  incredible 
insight  and  light."

Prayer,  Work,  Recreation 


1am  writing  upon  my  return  from 
the  meeting  of  the  United  States 
Conference  of  Catholic  Bishops.  The 
Bishops  of  the  country,  representing 
196  Dioceses,  meet  twice  a  year.  The  No- 
vember meeting  is  held  in  Baltimore  and 
the  June  meeting  is  conducted  in  various 
cities  across  the  country.  This  year  it  was 
held  in  Atlanta.  The  pattern  of  the  meet- 
ing serves  as  a  reminder  of  the  necessary 
rhythm  for  our  daily  lives:  Prayer,  Work  and 
Recreation. 


For  me,  the  highlight 
of  the  meeting  of  Bishops 
is  the  opportunity  for 
communal  prayer.  Each  day 
begins  with  a  concelebrated 
Mass.  We  also  together 
pray  Morning  and  Daytime 
Prayer.  The  meeting 
includes  a  day  devoted  to  a 
Holy  Hour,  a  reflection  by 
one  of  the  Bishops  and  the 
celebration  of  the  Sacrament 
of  Penance.  A  private  chapel 
is  set  up  in  the  hotel  for 
quiet  time  before  the  Blessed 
Sacrament.  The  spiritual 
dimension  of  the  Bishops' 
Meeting  demonstrates 
clearly  our  conviction  that 
everything  we  seek  to  do  in 
the  Lord's  name  can  only  be 
accomplished  with  the  help 
and  grace  of  God,  the  One 
on  whom  we  rely  totally  and 
completely.  We  realize  our 
weaknesses  and  limitations 
and  renew  our  profound 
trust  in  God's  infinite  love 
and  mercy. 

The  prayer  is  essential 
because  the  work  can  be 
daunting.  For  example, 
at  this  past  meeting, 


the  Bishops  addressed 
significant  matters  facing 
our  Church  and  country 
with  a  special  emphasis 
on  the  need  to  protect  our 
religious  freedom.  The  unity 
of  the  Bishops  on  this  issue 
is  reflected  in  the  document 
Our  First,  Most  Cherished 
Liberty.  The  statement  is 
found  on  the  United  States 
Conference  of  Bishops 
website  and  I  encourage  all 
of  you  to  read  it. 

Other  issues  that  were 
part  of  our  discussion 
included  the  promotion  of 
the  sacredness  of  marriage 
and  the  beautiful  gift  of 
family  life.  A  presentation 
was  made  on  the  resources 
that  will  be  able  to  assist  the 
Bishops  and  their  Dioceses 
for  the  celebration  of  the 
Year  of  Faith,  which  will 
be  initiated  in  October 
2012.  This  led  to  discussion 
on  the  great  need  for 
evangelization,  especially 
as  we  seek  to  bring  back 
to  the  Church  those  who 
have  grown  lukewarm  in 
the  faith  or  maybe  even 


wandered  away  from  it. 
This  effort  will  require  the 
active  participation  of  all  the 
faithful. 

A  significant  period  of 
time  was  also  spent  in 
reviewing  a  Report  on  the 
Tenth  Anniversary  of  the 
Charter  for  the  Protection 
of  Children.  The  Bishops 
renewed  their  deep  remorse 
for  any  act  of  sexual  abuse 
and  pledged  to  continue 
to  do  all  that  is  humanly 
possible  to  eradicate  all 
forms  of  sexual  abuse 
within  the  Church  and 
society.  Members  of  other 
faith  denominations  and 
various  entities  seek  to  join 
our  efforts  and  partner  in 
new  ways  so  that  together 
we  may  always  protect  God's 
children.  The  document 
may  also  be  found  on  the 
Bishops'  or  our  Diocesan 
website. 

The  actual  meeting 
sessions  begin  at  9:00  AM 
and  conclude  some  time 
after  5:00  PM.  A  great  deal 
of  information  is  made 
available  to  the  Bishops 
and  the  fruitful  discussion 
and  listening  sessions  are 
most  helpful.  The  meeting 
is  a  reminder  that  our 
work  is  never  carried  out 
alone.  We  share  a  beautiful 
fraternity  as  brother  Bishops 
and  we  are  assisted  by 
our  Conference  and,  most 
importantly,  with  the  gift  of 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

Fortunately,  the  meeting 
is  not  all  work.  There  are 
occasions  to  celebrate 
the  fraternity  we  share, 
especially  at  meals  and  in 
casual  conversation.  The 


past  meeting  even  allowed 
time  for  the  Bishops  to 
enjoy  a  baseball  game 
together  (Braves  vs  Yankees). 
While  it  was  a  delightful 
evening,  I  (quite  honestly) 
found  it  challenging  to  share 
the  same  enthusiasm  for  the 
visiting  team  as  did  some  of 
my  brother  Bishops! 

My  time  at  the  Bishops' 
Meeting  re-focuses  me  on 
the  important  foundations 
for  daily  living.  Prayer  must 
always  be  the  priority.  Work 
must  be  diligently  carried 
out.  A  time  for  relaxation 
and  recreation  is  also 
essential. 

Throughout  the  summer, 
your  work  and  varied 
responsibilities  associated 
with  your  vocation  will 
not  cease.  How  important 
it  is  to  remember  that  we 
can  never  take  a  vacation 
from  our  spiritual  lives  and 
daily  prayer,  where  we  find 
the  strength  and  grace  we 
need  to  be  faithful  to  all 
God  asks  of  us.  Hopefully, 
your  summer  will  also 
provide  special  occasions 
and  opportunities  to  relax 
and  to  enjoy  the  company 
of  family,  friends  and  the 
special  people  the  Lord 
has  placed  in  your  life.  No 
matter  what  the  season,  it 
remains  essential  that  our 
daily  lives  include:  Prayer, 
Work  and  Recreation.  With 
God's  grace,  may  these 
weeks  of  summer  lead  you 
to  renewal  and  refreshment 
and  bring  you  abundant  joy 
and  peace.

On  June  7,  201  2,  at  Our  Lady  of 
Lourdes  Church  in  Raleigh,  the  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  con- 
ferred the  Sacrament  of  Confirmation 
on  86  adult  candidates,  representing 
24  parishes,  and  bringing  the  total 
number  of  candidates  completing  ini- 
tiation in  the  last  year  in  our  Diocese 
to  2,774.  This  number  is  exclusive  of 
the  more  than  1  1 00  who  completed 
initiation  at  Easter.  Confirmation  is  the 
last  Sacrament  of  Initiation.  Through 
the  Sacrament,  the  faithful  receive  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  become  adult  mem- 
bers of  the  Church. 

Prior  to  receiving  the  Sacrament, 
confirmands  spent  two  years  prepar- 
ing through  their  respective  parish  faith  formation  programs.  They  were  re- 
quired to  attend  monthly  classes  and  meetings  with  their  sponsors,  participate 
in  a  weekend  retreat  and  answer  questions  in  a  final  interview  to  determine  their 
preparedness. 

In  addressing  those  to  be  confirmed,  the  Bishop  said,  "I'm  sure  all  of  you 
could  tell  me  unique  stories  of  the  journeys  that  brought  you  to  this  Sacrament, 
each  with  its  own  twists  and  turns.  But  what  you  all  have  in  common  is  that, 
ultimately,  it  is  through  God's  mysterious  plan  that  you  have  received  the  grace 
to  come  to  be  Confirmed  at  this  moment. 

"You  said  Yes  to  that  grace,"  the  Bishop  continued,  "and  you  will  affirm  that 
Yes  tonight  as  you  renew  your  baptismal  promises. 

"All  of  us  here  join  in  praying  that,  strengthened  with  the  gifts  of  the  Holy  Spir- 
it, you  will  be  on  fire  with  the  faith  and  go  forth  in  word  and  deed  to  proclaim 
to  others  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life  and  that  whoever 
believes  in  Him  will  live  both  now  and  forever."

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"Fortnight  for  Freedom" 
Begins  in  Raleigh 


On  Thursday,  June  21 ,  201  2,  the 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
offered  Mass  at  St.  Joseph  Catholic 
Church  in  Raleigh  to  open  the  Fort- 
night for  Freedom,  Catholic  Dioceses 
throughout  the  United  States  will 
celebrate  a  Fortnight  for  Freedom, 
a  1  4-day  period  of  prayer,  educa- 
tion and  action  in  support  of  religious 
freedom.  The  Fortnight,  which  will  be 
observed  in  Dioceses  throughout  the 
country  through  July  4,  is  the  result  of 
recent  actions  undertaken  by  federal, 
state  and  local  governments  that 
challenge  our  constitutional  rights  to 
religious  freedom. 

In  a  letter  to  parishioners  in  the 
Diocese  the  weekend  of  June  16-17, 
Bishop  Burbidge  noted,  "As  we  ap- 
proach the  anniversary  of  our  nation's 
independence,  we  also  express  our

thanksgiving  to  God  for  the  bless- 
ings of  religious  liberty."  He  added, 
"While  this  freedom  is  guaranteed  in 
the  Constitution  of  our  country,  it  can 
never  be  taken  for  granted.  Religious 
liberty  is  such  that  it  must  always  be 
exercised  as  we  pray,  witness  and 
educate  ourselves  on  its  meaning 
and  its  value  in  our  lives  as  citizens, 
especially  in  light  of  the  recent  Health 
and  Human  Services  Mandate,  which 
will  force  us  as  a  Diocese  to  violate 
the  moral  teachings  of  our  Church." 

In  his  homily  at  the  opening  Mass, 
the  Bishop  noted  that  the  mandate 


would  force  Catholic  institutions, 
"which  have  provided  healthcare 
to  millions  of  people,  regardless  of 
creed,  to  stop,  lest  they  violate  their 
religious  principles  that  contradict  our 
teachings  as  related  to  the  sacredness 
of  all  human  life  and  the  dignity  of 
each  and  every  person." 

Bishop  Burbidge  pointed  out  that  "this 
is  not  merely  a  Catholic  issue.  It  is  an 
American  issue,"  and  he  quoted  Cardinal 
James  Gibbons,  who  stated  in  1 887 
that,  "In  a  genial  atmosphere  of  liberty, 
the  Church  blossoms  like  a  rose." 

"It  is  this  liberty,"  the  Bishop  said, 
"that  also  continues  to  make  us  one 
great  nation  under  God...  When  this 
liberty  is  protected  we  remain  truly 
free  as  a  people  and  blossom  together 
as  a  nation." 

Following  Mass,  those  in  attendance 
gathered  on  the  St.  Joseph  campus 
for  a  picnic  sponsored  by  the  Knights 
of  Columbus.

Youth  Mission  Trip 
Inspires  Adult 

Mission  is  denned  as  "an 
important  assignment  car- 
ried out  for  religious  pur- 
poses, typically  involving 
travel."  I  believe  my  work  as  an  obstetri- 
cian and  gynecologist  meets  this  definition 
(especially  if  you  count  my  travel  back 
and  forth  to  the  hospital  in  the  middle  of 
the  night  to  deliver  babies).  However,  last 
summer  I  participated  in  my  first  "real 
mission"  where  I  packed  my  bags  and  left 
home  solely  for  the  purpose  of  helping 
others  on  a  mission  trip.  I  went  with  about 
125  teenagers  and  25  adults  on  a  Life  Teen 
Youth  Mission  Trip  with  St.  Peter's  Catholic 
Church  from  Greenville,  NC.  We  traveled 
to  Pittsburgh,  the  city  where  our  pastor, 
Father  Justin  Kerber,  CP,  attended  semi- 
nary We  sent  out  22  vans  of  families  (a 
leader  and  5  or  6  teens)  to  give  back  to  the 
city  where  our  priest  gave  his  vows.

In  the  evening,  we  had 
powerful  services.  We 
spent  time  in  adoration, 
were  taught  how  to  live 
with  an  attitude  where  we 
respect  life  and  defend  our 
faith.  Joe  Farris,  our  Life 
Teen  leader,  talked  about 
the  "rhythm  of  spirituality." 
He  was  trying  to  convey  to 
the  teens  that  faith  is  not 
about  peak  experiences 
of  high  emotions,  that  true 
faith  and  connection  to 
God  consist  rather  of  a 
day-to-day  rhythm  in  which 
we  become  best  friends 
with  our  Creator.  While  the 
message  was  for  the  teens, 


it  hit  home  with  the  adults 
also.  Let  me  share  how  that 
week  demonstrated  to  me 
strategies  to  strengthen  my 
faith  and  to  be  more  mind- 
ful of  God's  presence  in  my 
life: 

Spiritual  well-being 

Focusing  on  the  "rhythm 
of  our  spirituality"  leads  to 
wholeness  and  health  for 
our  soul.  Health  is  a  bal- 
ance in  our  physical,  social, 
emotional  and  spiritual 
well-being.  For  us  to  truly 
attain  optimal  health,  we 
must  be  aware  of  who  we 
are  deep  in  that  part  of  our 
being  that  no  other  human 
understands.  It  is  that  place 
where  we  connect  with 
God  and  if  we  are  mindful 
of  His  presence,  can  learn 
about  Him  and  ourselves 
more  than  any  other  way. 

Day-to-Day  Faith 

I  remember  going 
through  a  particularly  rough 
time  when  I  was  in  my 
obstetrics  and  gynecology 
residency.  I  left  the  house 
before  anyone  was  up 
and  was  on  call  every  2-3 
nights.  I  was  sleep  deprived, 
exhausted  and,  needless  to 
stay,  spent  my  time  surviv- 
ing and  not  strengthening 
my  faith.  I  stopped  getting 
up  a  few  minutes  early  to 
read  my  Bible  and  journal 
and  actually  spent  the  time 
doing  paperwork.  I  remem- 
ber feeling  very  distant  from 
God.  It  was  like  I  didn't 
know  Him  anymore  and  felt 
He  surely  must  not  know 
me.  I  had  had  a  relationship 
with  him  in  which  I  could 
talk  freely,  tell  Him  my 
concerns  and  thank  Him  for 
His  help.  Now,  I  felt  like  I 
was  talking  to  air.  I  had  lost 
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that  sense  of  calm  or  peace 
coming  back  to  me  during 
our  conversations. 

Then,  one  morning  I 
went  to  Mass  at  St.  Peter 
and  sat  in  a  different  seat 
than  usual.  At  St.  Peter, 
there  are  beautiful  wooden 
beams  on  the  ceiling  and 
where  I  usually  sit,  I  can 
see  Christ's  face  behind 
the  altar  on  the  crucifix.  But 
on  that  day,  from  the  seat 
I  chose,  a  wooden  beam 
blocked  Christ.  I  did  not  like 
not  seeing  Him,  so  moved 
back  to  "my  regular"  pew. 
As  soon  as  I  sat  down  and 
looked  up,  I  saw  Christ 
on  the  cross  and  I  could 
feel  God  say  to  me,  "You 
moved.  I  didn't."  I  knew 
immediately  that  my  feeling 
of  distance  from  God  was 
because  I  had  gotten  out 
of  my  daily  habits  of  time 
with  Him,  trusting  Him  and 
knowing  Him. 

In  order  to  maintain  your 
spiritual  health,  find  your 
rhythm  of  spirituality  daily. 
Get  in  a  pattern  of  think- 
ing and  doing  that  allows 
you  to  be  whole  spiritually. 
Don't  just  attend  invigorat- 
ing conferences,  retreats 
or  concerts  here  and  there 
and  expect  to  be  spiritually 
healthy.  Make  a  plan  and 
stick  with  it.  Find  time  to 
read  your  Bible,  pray  with- 
out ceasing  (talk  to  God 
as  you  drive  to  work,  get 
ready  for  a  big  meeting  or 
making  supper).  Surround 
yourself  with  people  who 
want  the  same  things  you 
want.  Go  to  daily  Mass. 
Say  the  Rosary,  even  if 
you  only  have  time  for  a 
decade.  God  will  love  to 
hear  you  say  how  much 
you  love  Him  in  those  ten 
Hail  Mary's.  Talk  to  God 
through  journaling.  Be  a 
part  of  your  church. 


Are  you  all  in? 


On  our  retreat  this 
summer,  our  group  was 
privileged  to  hear  from 
Righteous  B,  a  Christian 
musician.  He  asked  us  the 
question,  "Are  you  all  in?"  Is 
everything  you  think  and  do 
in  life  surrounded  by  a  trust 
in  God?  No  matter  what 
your  circumstance,  no  mat- 
ter how  hopeless  or  happy 
you  feel,  are  you  all  in  for 
Christ?"  It  reminded  me  I 
am  often  "all  in"  only  when 
it  is  convenient  or  easy  for 
me.  Learn  to  trust  God  and 
give  thanks  in  all  situations 
(Romans  8:28)  and  He 
will  give  you  that  peace  that 
passes  all  understanding. 

Embrace  suffering 


Embracing  suffering  is 
difficult  at  times,  but  I  realize 
that  in  the  darkest  and  loneli- 
est times  of  my  life,  I  have 
come  to  know  Christ  best. 
It  is  then  that  I  depend  on 
Him  the  most.  When  I  suffer, 
I  become  more  like  Christ: 
humble  and  aware  of  my 
great  need  for  God.  If  you 
are  in  a  slump,  struggling 
with  illness,  finances,  anxiety, 
whatever,  realize  Christ  is 
with  you,  suffered  too,  and 
was  healed.  Thank  God  for 
allowing  that  time  to  make 
you  more  like  Christ.  We 
have  all  suffered  at  some 
point  in  our  lives.  Choose  to 
find  love  and  happiness  in  all 
situations,  because  suffering 
is  often  mercy  in  disguise. 

Help  others 


In  Pittsburgh,  my  "family" 
went  to  a  food  bank  one  day. 
As  I  was  working,  I  struck 
up  a  conversation  with  a 
retired  engineer  with  the  steel 
industry  who  volunteers  twice 


a  week  at  the  food  pantry. 
He  was  thanking  our  group 
for  coming  to  Pittsburgh 
from  North  Carolina  to  help 
his  city.  We  talked  about  the 
benefits  of  charity  and  he 
shared  with  me  a  quote  from 
a  missionary  named  Mildred 
Binns  Young.  She  said,  "The 
hand  that  gives  must  touch 
the  hand  that  receives."  That 
week  our  youth  and  adult 
volunteers  truly  touched 
many  hands  in  need.  While  I 
have  written  checks  over  the 
years  for  various  charities, 
this  was  my  first  mission  trip 
and  I  truly  benefited  from 
"touching  the  hand  that  re- 
ceives." Mother  Teresa  once 
said,  "The  greatest  poverty 
is  to  feel  unwanted."  I  can 
guarantee  you  that  if  you  give 
of  your  time  to  those  who 
feel  unwanted,  not  only  will 
you  help  them,  but  you  will 


take  a  step  closer  to  spiritual 
health  and  wholeness. 

Pack  lightly 


When  we  arrived  in  Pitts- 
burgh, I  realized  I  had  left 
my  luggage  in  Greenville. 
I  had  a  few  mission  trip 
t-shirts,  some  toiletries  and 
the  clothes  I  was  wearing. 
It  was  no  accident  that  this 
is  all  I  had  and  needed  that 
week.  God  planned  it  that 
way.  I  borrowed  clothes  and 
washed  in  the  sink.  God 
showed  me  how  little  we 
need  to  serve  Him.  Don't 
wait  until  you  have  "got  it 
together"  to  serve  others. 
Bring  who  you  are  and  your 
gifts  right  now  and  He  will 
use  you  in  ways  greater 
than  you  can  imagine.

But 
now  that  they  are  adults,  I'd  like  to  replace  some  of  Cathy's 
things  with  my  things.  Bob  won't  hear  of  it,  and  I'm  tired  of 
living  in  a  shrine  to  his  dead  wife.

Bob  says:  I  love  Sarah,  but  she  has 
to  realize  that  I  loved  Cathy,  too  — 
f       and  Cathy  was  the  kids'  mom.  I  know 
they  are  grown,  but  they  still  come  home  for  holidays, 
and  I  don't  think  they'd  be  happy  to  find  their  mother's 
things  replaced.  Sarah  needs  to  accept  my  past  if  we're 
going  to  have  a  life  together.

We  can  understand  Bob's 
desire  to  maintain  some  famil- 
iarity for  his  children  after  the 
1  death  of  Cathy  by  not  replac- 

ing too  many  items  right  away.  What  is  more 
admirable  is  that  Sarah  agreed  to  move  into 
Bob  and  Cathy's  home,  agreed  to  not  make 
any  changes  and  has  allowed  this  situation  to 
continue  for  a  good  number  of  years. 

For  Bob  to  expect  Sarah  to  "accept  my  past"  is  unreason- 
able, if  it  also  includes  maintaining  Cathy's  decor  and  furnish- 
ings without  regard  for  Sarah's  desires.  His  not  wanting  to 
change  anything  in  the  house  leads  us  to  suspect  that,  after  all 
these  years,  Bob  desires  to  hang  on  to  his  memories  of  Cathy 
in  his  home.  Bob's  insistence  on  continuing  to  maintain  his 
home  the  way  it  was  with  Cathy  is  not  conducive  to  building  a 
marital  relationship  with  Sarah.  To  paraphrase  Matthew  6:24 
and  Luke  16:13:  You  cannot  serve  two  masters  at  the  same 
time.  Neither  is  Bob  helping  his  children  move  on  with  their 
lives  by  maintaining  "things  as  they  were." 

However  odd  this  situation  may  appear,  it  is  not  unusual.  We 
both  agree  with  Sarah  that  it  is  time  for  Bob  to  move  forward  in 
his  thinking  and  actions.  Generally  a  home  is  a  reflection  of  the 
woman  who  lives  there.  Sarah  has  been  very  understanding  of 
Bob's  concern  for  his  children.  It  is  very  thoughtful  of  Sarah  to 
consider  Bob  and  the  children  in  that  way;  in  fact,  it  borders  on 
saintly  actions!  But  now  that  the  children  are  grown  and  living  on

their  own,  it  is  time  for  Bob  to  realize  that 
Sarah  has  decorating  ideas  of  her  own 
that  she  would  enjoy  implementing. 
After  all,  she  did  not  insist  they  get 
their  own  house  to  start  their  life 
together;  she  accepted  his  children 
and  his  home  as  they  were. 

It  is  time  for  Bob  to  respect 
Sarah's  wishes  and  desires  and 
embrace  some  changes  she  has 
been  patiently  waiting  to  accomplish. 
It  is  quite  possible  that  if  the  children 
were  asked,  they  most  likely  would 
agree  with  Sarah  that  the  time  has 
come  for  a  change.  One  word  of 
caution  to  Sarah,  however:  Some  of 
the  items  within  the  house  may  also 
have  a  special  meaning  to  Bob  and  a 
wholesale  purging  of  Cathy's  decor  or 
furnishings  should  be  undertaken  with 
gentleness  and  consideration.  Change 
is  difficult,  but  Sarah  and  Bob  need  to 
share  their  feelings  about  this  situation 
and  really  listen  to  each  other. 

Their  relationship  is  now  the  most 
important  relationship  to  consider  and

Can  I  avoid 
putting  my  father  i 
a  nursing  home? 


My  sister  is  ready  to  put  my 
dad  in  a  nursing  home 
because  she  says  he's 
getting  too  hard  to  care 
for.  I  live  far  away,  but  I  send  money  every 
month  for  Dad's  care.  He  does  not  want  to  go 
to  a  nursing  home.  Is  there  some  way  I  can 
avoid  having  my  father  end  up  there? 

►►  Placing  a  parent  in  a  nursing  home  is  an 
emotional  task  for  everyone  in  the  family,  not 
only  for  the  primary  care-giver. 

First,  consider  why  your  father  may  need  to 
go  into  a  nursing  home:  Does  he  have  poor 
health  that  requires  nursing  care  that  your 
sister  cannot  provide  at  home?  Is  he  suffer- 
ing from  mental  health  problems,  a  stroke  or 
Alzheimer's  disease? 

Second,  prayerfully  consider  your  sister, 
who  is  the  primary  care-giver.  When  the 
day  and  night  care  of  an  elder  is  left  to  one 
person,  it  can  easily  become  overwhelming. 

Then  talk  with  your  sister.  Explore  the  pos- 
sibility of  hiring  a  person  to  come  several  days 
a  week  to  help  or  consider  day  care  centers 
for  seniors  in  the  community  where  your 
dad  can  go  during  the  day  and  spend 
quality  time  with  others  his  age. 

Finally,  rf  there  is  no  other  option  than 
the  nursing  home,  it  is  important  to  speak 
with  your  father  about  the  decision  and 
listen  to  the  opinion  of  his  primary-care  physi- 
cian. Doing  what's  best  for  your  father  is  the 
way  to  fulfill  God's  commandment  to  honor 
your  parents.

A Our  local  library  ran  summer  reading  programs  for  grade-school 
%  children  and  I  registered  our  children  as  soon  as  school  got  out. 
As  books  were  completed,  we  returned  to  the  library  for  rewards 
•  like  stickers  and  bookmarks.  Were  my  children  being  bribed  into 
keeping  up  their  reading  skills  over  the  summer?  Or  were  they  rewards  for  positive 
educational  behavior? 

What  is  the  difference  between  bribery  and  a  reward?  In  some  ways, 
it's  all  about  the  timing.  When  you  offer  someone  a  bribe,  you  give  them  some- 
thing they  want  to  make  them  do  something  you  want.  If  I  handed  my  child  an 
ice  cream  cone  and  then  said,  "Now,  go  read  a  book,"  that  would  be  a  bribe.  The 
summer  reading  program  that  my  children  participated  in  was  an  incen- 
tive program.  Read  a  book  and  earn  a  bookmark  as  a  reward.  The 
difference  is  that  the  desired  behavior  has  to  be  accomplished  before 
the  reward  is  given. 

Look  for  positive  behaviors  that  are  the  opposite  of 
the  negative  behaviors.  If  you  punish  the  negative  behav- 
iors that  still  doesn't  tell  children  what  you  want  them  to  do. 
Finding  a  positive  behavior  to  reward  that  will  prevent  the 
negative  behavior  from  occurring  in  the  first  place  is  more 
effective.  Notice  when  he  puts  away  toys  the  first  time  you 
ask  and  give  him  a  big  smile  saying,  "Great  job!"  Catch  a 
preschooler  being  thoughtful  to  a  toddler  sibling  and  see 
if  she  wants  to  pick  out  a  story  for  you  to  read.  Remember 
that  rewards  don't  have  to  be  material  possessions! 

If  something  is  intrinsically  motivating  to  your 
child  then  you  don't  need  a  reward!  Think  about  the 
experiences  that  you  enjoy  just  for  the  sake  of  the  activity 
itself.  God  has  blessed  your  child  with  unique  talents  and 
interests;  and  blessed  them  with  a  joy  in  those  activities  that 
is  its  own  reward.  In  fact,  that  joy  is  the  best  reward.  Let  these 
activities  develop  without  the  outside  influence  of  rewards. 
It  can  take  away  some  of  the  enjoyment  if  the  outside  world 
regulates  and  reinforces  interests  that  simply  bring  us  joy! 

It  may  seem  that  all  your  children  should  be  on  the  same 
reward  system  in  order  to  be  fair.  But  they  might  have  differ- 
ent intrinsic  interests  and  need  a  different  incentive  system. 
See  if  there  are  reasons  to  tailor  your  approach  based  on  your 
child's  interests.

St.  Justin  Martyr

St.  Justin  Martyr  (1 00- 1  65) 
was  one  of  the  2nd  century  Fa- 
thers of  the  Church.  He  is  remem- 
bered as  a  defender  of  the  Chris- 
tian faith  in  Asia  Minor  and  Rome, 
where  he  was  martyred  about 
1  65  A.D.  In  addition  to  his  witness 
to  Christ  in  both  life  and  death, 
St.  Justin  Martyr  witnesses  to  the 
second  century  Church  in  terms  of 
its  faith,  life,  and  worship  in  the  two 
of  his  writings  that  have  been  pre- 
served for  us:  Apologies  and  Dialogue  with  the  Jew  Tryphon. 

However,  St.  Justin  Martyr  teaches  us  something  more 
about  the  path  to  holiness  with  his  conversion  story  -  he  did  not 
become  a  Christian  until  1 30  AD.  He  grew  up  in  a  pagan  en- 
vironment receiving  a  solid  education  in  philosophy.  Studying 
first  under  a  Stoic,  St.  Justin  grew  dissatisfied  with  his  master 
because  he  felt  he  not  learned  anything  about  God  and  that  his 
master  had  nothing,  in  fact,  to  teach  him  about  God. 

According  to  the  saint's  own  testimony,  he  soon  found  him- 
self studying  under  a  Peripatetic  philosopher  until  the  philoso- 
pher demanded  a  fee  -  which  was  proof  enough  for  the  saint 
that  the  person  was  indeed  not  a  philosopher  after  all.  Next,  a 
Pythagorean  refused  to  teach  him  until  he  first  learned  music, 
astronomy  and  geometry.  This  led  him  finally  to  a  Platonist. 

Throughout  his  philosophic  journeys,  St.  Justin  continued 
to  find  weaknesses  in  the  various  pagan  philosophies.  Then, 
one  day,  he  recounted  walking  along  the  seashore  when  he 
met  a  mysterious  old  man.  They  had  a  long  discussion  that 
concluded  that  the  soul  could  not  arrive  at  God  through  mere 
human  knowledge.  The  soul  could  naturally  comprehend  that 
God  is,  but,  without  the  assistance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  soul 
could  never  see  God  or  contemplate  him  directly. 

Instead,  the  soul  needed  to  be  instructed  by  the  prophets. 
The  prophets  had  been  inspired  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  there- 
fore had  known  God  and  could  make  God  known.  In  other 
words,  it  was  through  Jewish  and  Christian  revelation  that  St. 
Justin  could  encounter  God  not  "as  we  know  music,  arithmetic 
or  astronomy"  but  as  a  person. 

This  turning  to  Sacred  Scriptures  to  encounter  God  was 
given  further  strength  through  the  witness  of  other  Christians 
who  also  made  God  known  to  St.  Justin.  He  recalled  in  the 
"Apologies"  how  he  had  seen  Christians  stand  intrepid  in  the 
face  of  death  as  accusations  where  made  against  them.  In  their 
witness,  he  was  struck  by  Christianity's  moral  beauty  and  truth. 

By  seeking  God  where  God  allowed  himself  to  be  found  - 
in  Scripture  and  Tradition  -  St.  Justin  himself  became  a  vehicle 
for  God's  self-revelation  through  his  writings,  his  witness,  and 
ultimately  his  death. 


San  Justino  Martir  (1 00-1 65)  fue  uno  de  los  Padres  de 
la  Iglesia  del  segundo  siglo.  Se  le  recuerda  como  defensor  de 
la  fe  cristina  en  Asia  Menor  y  en  Roma,  donde  fue  martirizado 
hacia  el  ano  1 65  A.C.  Ademas  del  testimonio  de  su  fe  en 
Cristo  tanto  en  la  vida  como  en  la  muerte,  San  Justino  Martir 
dio  testimonio  de  la  Iglesia  del  segundo  siglo  en  relation  a  la 
fe,  la  vida  y  la  adoration  en  dos  de  sus  obras  que  nos  han  sido 
preservadas:  "Apologias"  y  "Dialogos  con  el  judio  Trtfon." 

Sin  embargo,  San  Justino  Martir  nos  ensena  algo  mas  sobre 
el  camino  hacia  la  santidad  con  su  propia  historia  de  conver- 
sion. El  no  fue  cristiano  hasta  el  ano  1 30  AC.  El  credo  en  un 
ambiente  pagano  y  recibio  una  solida  education  en  filosofia. 
San  Justino  primero  estudio  bajo  la  corriente  llamada  "esto- 
icismo"  pero  no  se  sentia  satisfecho  con  las  ensenanzas  de  su 
maestro  porque  sentia  que  no  aprendia  nada  sobre  Dios  y  que 
su  maestro  de  hecho  no  tenia  nada  que  ensenarle  sobre  Dios. 

Segun  el  testimonio  del  propio  santo,  sin  darse  cuenta  se 
encontro  estudiando  las  ensenanzas  de  un  filosofo  peripate- 
tico  hasta  que  le  pidio  un  pago,  lo  que  demostro  al  santo  que 
dicha  persona  no  era  un  filosofo  despues  de  todo.  Luego,  un 
Pitagorico  se  rehuso  a  ensenarle  hasta  que  primero  aprend- 
iera  musica,  astronomia  y  geometria.  Al  final,  el  fue  donde  un 
Platonico. 

Durante  todos  sus  viajes  filosoficos,  San  Justino  siguio  en- 
contrando  debilidad  en  las  diversas  filosofias  paganas.  Hasta 
que  un  dia  mientras  caminaba  en  la  orilla  del  mar  encontro  a 
un  anciano  misterioso.  Tuvieron  una  larga  conversation  que 
concluyo  con  que  el  alma  no  puede  llegar  a  Dios  solamente  a 
traves  del  conocimiento  humano.  El  alma  podia  naturalmente 
comprender  que  Dios  existe,  pero  sin  la  ayuda  del  Espiritu 
Santo,  esta  nunca  podria  ver  a  Dios  o  contemplarlo  directa- 
mente. 

En  cambio,  el  alma  necesita  ser  instruida  por  los  Profetas. 
Los  Profetas  han  sido  inspirados  por  el  Espiritu  Santo  y  por 
lo  tanto  han  conocido  a  Dios  y  podian  dar  a  conocer  a  Dios. 
Dicho  de  otro  modo,  fue  a  traves  de  la  revelation  judia  y  cris- 
tiana  que  San  Justino  pudo  encontrar  a  Dios  no  "a  traves  de  la 
musica,  aritmetica  o  astronomia"  sino  como  persona. 

Esta  conversion  a  las  Sagradas  Escrituras  para  encontrar  a 
Dios  luego  se  fortalecio  mas  a  traves  del  testimonio  de  otros 
cristianos  que  tambien  hicieron  que  San  Justino  conociera 
a  Dios.  El  recuerda  en  las  "Apologias"  como  es  que  el  habia 
visto  a  los  cristianos  permanecer  de  pie  desafiantes  ante  la 
muerte  mientras  se  hacian  acusaciones  en  su  contra.  En  su 
presencia,  el  fue  impactado  por  la  belleza  y  la  verdad  morales 
del  cristianismo. 

Buscando  a  Dios  donde  Dios  permite  ser  encontrado,  esto 
es  en  las  Escrituras  y  en  la  tradition,  San  Justino  se  convirtio 
en  un  medio  para  que  Dios  se  revele  a  si  mismo  a  traves  de 
sus  escrituras,  su  testimonio  y  por  ultimo  su  muerte.

US  Bishops  Welcome  President 
Obama's  Action  on  Immigration 


►►  The  U.S.  Conference  of  Catholic  Bishops 
welcomed  the  June  1 5  action  of  President  Barack 
Obama  to  defer  action  to  all  young  people  eligible 
under  the  Development,  Relief,  and  Education  for 
Alien  Minors  (DREAM)  Act,  saying  that  it  would  per- 
mit young  people  who  were  brought  into  the  United 
States  undocumented  to  come  out  of  the  shadows 
and  more  fully  participate  in  society. 

"This  important  action  will  provide  legal  protection, 
and  work  authorization,  to  a  vulnerable  group  of  immi- 
grants who  are  deserving  of  remaining  in  our  country 
and  contributing  their  talents  to  our  communities," 
said  Archbishop  Jose  Gomez  of  Los  Angeles,  chair- 
man of  the  USCCB  Committee  on  Migration.  "These 
youth  are  bright,  energetic,  and  eager  to  pursue  their 
education  and  reach  their  full  potential." 

"I  welcome  this  next  step  in  the  ongoing  need  for 
comprehensive  immigration  reform,"  Bishop  Michael 
F.  Burbidge  said,  "especially  as  it  relates  to  the  future 
of  our  youth  and  the  unity  of  family  life  here  in  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh.  I  join  with  my  brother  bishops 
in  renewing  our  call  to  Congress  for  the  passage  of 
the  DREAM  Act  to  address  these  and  other  greatly 
needed  reforms." 

As  many  as  800,000  young  people  would  be 
eligible  to  receive  a  deferred  action  on  deportation 
for  two  years,  and  a  work  permit.  Archbishop  Gomez 
said  the  President's  action  is  no  substitute  for  passage 
of  the  DREAM  Act  and  encouraged  Congress  to  en- 
act comprehensive  and  humane  immigration  reform. 

"We  call  upon  the  President  also  to  review  Admin- 
istration deportation  policies  and  more  aggressively 
pursue  the  policy  of  prosecutorial  discretion  for  other 
populations,  a  policy  which  was  announced  last  year," 
Archbishop  Gomez  said.  "Families  continue  to  be 
deported  and  separated,  causing  undue  suffering." 


Time  Trave 


In  my  office  at  the  Catholic  Center,  on  the  wall  I  face  across 
my  desk,  sits  a  large  old  bookcase  filled  with  the  bound 
59  volumes  of  the  NC  Catholic  newspaper.  The  covers 
are  orange,  or  they  once  were;  like  the  newsprint  inside, 
they're  faded  and  yellowed  now,  and  the  bindings  are  breaking 
down,  especially  in  the  older  volumes.  The  newspaper  began 
publishing  in  1946  as  a  weekly.  By  the  time  it  ceased  publication 
in  2005  to  make  way  for  NC  Catholics  Magazine,  it  appeared  only 
once  a  month. 


That's  about  how  often  1  have 
a  chance  to  dip  into  the  old 
newspaper,  and  it's  an  activity 
I  always  look  forward  to.  You 
don't  need  to  be  a  historian  to 
be  fascinated  by  the  pictures 
it  paints  of  the  Diocese,  the 
universal  Church  and  society 
itself  in  bygone  decades. 

You  can  experience  the 
Catholic  triumphalism  of  the 
'50s,  the  anticipation  and  in 
some  quarters  worry  about 
Vatican  II  in  the  '60s  and  the 
enthusiastic  spirit  that  followed  the  Council.  To  be  a  Catholic  in 
North  Carolina  in  those  days  was  to  be  very  conscious  of  one's 
minority  status  and  therefore  energetic  about  proclaiming  and 
protecting  one's  religious  identity. 

The  missionary  vigor  of  Bishop  Vincent  Waters  and  the  energy 
and  openness  of  Bishop  F  Joseph  Gossman  permeate  the  pages 
of  the  old  papers.  You  can  see  clearly  the  huge  role  played  by 
consecrated  women  religious  in  cultivating  the  Faith  in  our  Diocese. 

More  than  anything,  the  newspaper  simply  reminds  you  of  the 
passage  of  time.  Photos  of  fresh,  newly  ordained  priests  who  are 
now  among  our  senior  clergy.  Catholic  "Mothers  and  Fathers  of 
the  Year"  who  have  long  since  gone  to  their  rewards.  Passionate 
arguments  over  issues  that  seem  from  the  distance  of  today  not  to 
have  been  worth  all  the  fuss.  Headlines  that  sound  "quaint"  today, 
like,  "Fr.  Byron  to  Address  Catholic  Bachelors  and  Spinsters  Club." 
The  papers  seem  mostly  to  belie  that  old  saying,  "The  more  things 
change,  the  more  they  remain  the  same."  For  better  and  worse,  the 
world  and  the  Church  are  different  now. 

Reading  those  old  pages  is  a  great  way  to  adjust  perspective, 
though.  You  see  that  Catholics  in  North  Carolina  have  always  been 
vocal  about  values  like  respect  for  the  sanctity  of  human  life  and  a 
devotion  to  religious  education.  And  reading  about  the  examples 
of  our  forebears,  you  face  an  important  question:  "How  much  does 
my  Catholic  identity  mean  to  me,  and  how  do  I  demonstrate  it?"

The  campaign 
will  begin  in  the  53  Block  2  Parishes  and  Missions  of 
the  Diocese  in  August  and  continue  until  December. 
To  date  the  campaign  has  raised  more  than  $30  million  in 
pledges  for  the  Cathedral  Campus  Project  with  more  than 
9,000  households  taking  part  in  this  historic  undertaking  in 
the  life  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 


Block  One  Effort  "Exciting 
and  Enlightening" 


►►  Dr.  Henry  Zaytoun  and 
Mr.  Timothy  Mann,  co-chairs 
of  the  Cathedral  Campus 
Campaign,  are  both  enthu- 
siastic about  the  success  of 
the  Block  One  phase  of  the 
campaign.  'This  has  been  an 
exciting  and  enlightening  proj- 
ect," Dr.  Zaytoun  said.  "I  am 
grateful  to  Bishop  Burbidge 
for  inviting  me  to  be  part  of 
this  historical  undertaking. 
Each  week  we  hear  great 


stories  from  our  pastors  on  the 
involvement  of  their  parishio- 
ners. Its  amazing  to  hear  of  the 
sacnficial  gifts  being  made  by 
the  people  from  throughout 
the  Diocese. 

'An  example  is  in  my  par- 
ish, Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  in 
Raleigh,  where  Fr.  John  Forbes 
has  been  passionate  about 
both  the  Cathedral  project 
and  the  needs  of  the  parish 
that  are  being  factored  into  a 
combined  campaign  that  will 
benefit  both  the  Diocese  and 
the  parish.  The  success  of  this 


campaign  will  be  due  to  the 
tireless  leadership  of  Bishop 
Burbidge  and  the  dedication 
to  the  Cathedral  Campus 
project  shown  by  our  pastors." 

'All  of  us  involved  in  this 
project  have  learned  a  great 
deal  thus  far,"  Mr.  Mann  said. 
"Having  had  the  opportunity 
to  meet  thousands  of  people 
and  hear  first  hand  from  pa- 
rishioners throughout  the  Dio- 
cese gives  each  of  us  a  greater 
understanding  of  the  chal- 
lenges that  exist  in  each  parish 
we  visited.  In  some  instances 


local  challenges  have  shown 
the  need  for  us  to  continue  to 
work  with  those  situations  to 
assist  in  any  way  possible  to 
enhance  their  results.  As  we 
enter  the  Block  Two  phase  of 
the  campaign  we  do  so  fully 
aware  there  shall  be  more 
challenges  but  confident  that 
we  are  clearly  better  prepared 
to  deal  with  those  challenges 
in  a  proactive  and  comprehen- 
sive manner." 

Mr.  Tim  Breslin,  Diocesan 
Director  of  Stewardship  & 
Advancement,  concurred 
with  the  co-chairs.  Attend- 
ing over  30  receptions  across 
the  Diocese  this  spring,  I  was 
excited  to  meet  parishioners 
of  so  many  backgrounds  who 
are  united  by  their  common 
faith,"  he  said. 

"There  were  many  great 
questions  about  the  three 
components  of  the  campaign: 
the  Cathedral,  the  2012 
Bishop's  Annual  Appeal  and 
the  parish  needs.  It  was  also 
a  great  opportunity  to  clear 
up  misperceptions.  Whether 
someone  decides  to  sup- 
port all  or  portions  of  the 
campaign,  or  not  at  all,  it  is 
important  for  parishioners  to 
attend  the  receptions  so  that 
they  are  forming  their  opinion 
out  of  the  truth,  instead  of 
partial  information  or  rumors. 
There  was  a  clear  correlation 
between  reception  attendance 
and  success  of  the  parish;  as 
the  understanding  of  the  case 
increased  so  did  that  parish's 
success  which  will  have  a  tre- 
mendous benefit  on  both  the 
Diocese  and  parish.  At  nearly 
every  reception  I  attended, 
there  was  at  least  one  person 
or  couple  who  would  come 
up  to  me  after  the  presenta- 
tions and  say  they  were  much 
more  knowledgeable  about 
the  project  and  with  this  new 
understanding  were  now  able 
to  commit  to  a  sacrificial  gift. 
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St  Maximilian  Kolbe,  priest  and  martyr  I  Assumption  , 


"The  outpouring  of  support 
across  the  Diocese  has  been 
terrific  to  see.  I  will  not  soon 
forget  some  of  the  personal 
stories  that  some  shared 
with  me  either  privately  or 
occasionally  during  the  ques- 
tion and  answer  period  of  the 
receptions.  In  one  case,  an 
attendee  who  had  been  not 
in  favor  of  the  project  initially 
stood  up  and  with  tears  in 
her  eyes  spoke  of  giving  a 
sacrificial  gift  and  one  day 
taking  her  children  and  future 
grandchildren  to  the  new 
Cathedral,  point  to  the  bricks 
and  steeple  and  tell  them  that 
their  grandmother  was  a  part 
of  building  this  campus  and 
why  her  faith  was  such  an  im- 
portant part  of  her  life.  There 
weren't  many  dry  eyes  in  the 
hall  when  she  finished  and 
certainly  no  words  from  me  or 
the  Pastor  could  appropriately 
follow  those  comments." 

Parishes'  Success  Sto- 
ries: "All  We  Have  Is  a  Gift 
From  God" 


►►  As  with  Our  Lady  of 
Lourdes  Church,  a  number 
of  Block  1  parishes  took  the 
opportunity  to  combine  their 
local  needs  with  the  Cathedral 
Campus  Campaign. 

St.  Julia  Catholic  Church  in 
Siler  City  successfully  reached 
its  Total  Campaign  Goal 
(TCG)  of  $227,740  in  mid- 
June,  with  64  percent  of  its 
registered  households  taking 
part.  Of  that  amount,  the  first 
$30,301  will  be  applied  to  the 
parish's  2012  Bishop's  Annual 
Appeal  goal.  Eighty-percent 
of  the  remaining  TCG  will  go 
toward  the  Cathedral  Campus 
Campaign  with  the  remaining 
twenty-percent,  or  $39,488,  to 
be  used  by  the  parish. 

Fr.  James  Fukes,  O.EM. 
Conv,  pastor  of  St.  Julia,  said 
the  parish  plans  to  use  its 


share  to  build  additional  class- 
rooms for  its  faith  formation 
program  and  to  eventually 
expand  the  parking  lot. 

St.  Julia  is  a  parish  of  278 
families  with  eighty-percent 
Hispanic  and  twenty-percent 
Anglo.  Fr.  Fukes  said  his 
parishioners  approached 
the  Campaign  full  of  hope 
for  the  future  and  shared  a 
desire  to  help  the  Diocese  in 
the  construction  of  the  new 
Cathedral. 

"We  are  aware  of  the  eco- 
nomic problems  our  country 
is  facing,"  Fr.  Fukes  said, 
"but  we  also  understand  the 
need  for  a  new  Cathedral,  the 
importance  of  its  presence 
and  the  desire  to  help  the 
Cathedral  community,  which 
does  so  much  in  the  way  of 
outreach  for  those  in  need.  We 
know  the  new  Cathedral  will 
allow  the  parish  to  do  even 
more."  While  undertaking 
the  key  leadership  role  in  the 
Campaign,  Fr.  Fukes  com- 
mended St.  Julia's  campaign 
co-chairs,  Mr.  Tom  Cross  and 
Mr.  Alfonso  Jiminez,  for  their 
commitment  to  the  campaign. 

Fr.  Thanh  Nguyen,  pastor  of 
St.  Matthew  Catholic  Church 
in  Durham,  also  cites  the  lead- 
ership of  his  parish's  campaign 
committee.  "The  ten  member 
committee,  selected  from  a  va- 
riety of  ministries  and  groups 
in  the  parish,  worked  together 
in  harmony  and  for  the  com- 
mon good  of  all  parishioners 
and  the  Diocese,"  Fr.  Nguyen 
said. 

"Through  bulletin  inserts, 
homilies,  website  information, 
receptions  and  prayers,"  Fr. 
Nguyen  added,  "St.  Matthew 
parishioners  came  to  clearly 
understand  the  need  for  a 
new  Cathedral  as  a  sign  of 
Diocesan  unity  and  a  symbol 
of  Catholic  presence  in  eastern 
North  Carolina." 

St.  Matthews  TCG  was 


$328,817.  A  parish  of  474 
registered  households,  it 
received  pledges  of  $344,  071 
or  104.64%  of  its  goal.  The 
parish  plans  to  use  its  portion 
of  the  Campaign  pledges  for 
a  new  Church  roof  and  to  pay 
down  the  mortgage  of  the  new 
social  hall. 

Fr.  Ned  Shlesinger,  who, 
until  June  28  served  as  Ad- 
ministrator of  Maria,  Reina  de 
las  Americas  in  Mount  Olive, 
Santa  Clara  in  Magnolia  and 
Santa  Teresa  del  Nino  Jesus  in 
Beulaville,  said  all  three  of  the 
parish  communities  reached 
or  exceeded  their  goals  with 
approximately  50%  of  the 
families  participating. 

The  combined  campaign 
for  all  three  of  the  parishes 
was  for  maintenance  and  sav- 
ings for  future  growth.  The 
Hispanic  community  strongly 
supported  the  need  for  a  new 
Cathedral. 

Asked  to  what  he  attribut- 
ed the  successful  achievement 
of  the  goal  at  these  three 
communities,  Fr.  Ned  cited 
three  factors. 

"No  gift  is  too  small,"  he 
said.  'And  it  was  important  for 
everyone  to  fill  out  the  pledge 
card  even  if  they  indicate  they 
are  unable  to  give. 

"We  proposed  a  sacrifi- 
cial gift  that  was  relative  to 
our  parishioners'  economic 
means  and  suggested  a  certain 
amount  as  a  pledge.  The 
pledge  card  needs  to  be  made 
relative  to  the  economic  status 
of  the  people  living  in  that 
parish  and  since  it  is  a  pledge 
over  years,  how  redemption 
of  the  pledge  needs  to  be 
explained  for  those  who  give 
only  cash. 

"Reminding  the  people  that 
all  that  we  have  at  this  point 
is  a  gift  from  God  and  has 
been  provided  to  us  through 
the  sacrifices  of  many  before 
us  also  spoke  to  our  people," 


Fr.  Ned  said.  "For  example, 
many  Churches  in  the  Diocese 
(including  Maria,  Reina  /  Santa 
Clara  /  Santa  Teresa)  were  built 
or  purchased  through  either 
the  generous  contributions  of 
others  (e.g.  Catholic  Exten- 
sion), or  through  no  interest 
Home  Loans  for  low-income 
parishes.  Recently,  the  North 
Carolina  Home  Mission 
Society  has  helped  in  the 
construction  of  a  new  Church 
in  Mount  Olive  (St.  Mary  of 
the  Angels). 

"People  understand  the 
ongoing  need  to  meet  growth. 
I  explained  to  them  that  prior 
to  1999  there  was  no  Church 
at  either  Maria,  Reina  de  las 
Americas  /  Santa  Teresa  /  or 
Santa  Clara.  Each  place  had 
very  humble  beginnings:  Ma- 
ria, Reina  had  its  first  Mass  in 
the  Casita  (hunting  lodge)  and 
the  land  for  its  current  site  was 
donated;  Santa  Teresa  met  in 
a  storefront  -at  one  time  in  a 
Laundromat;  and  Santa  Clara 
had  Mass  in  a  single  wide 
trailer;  yet  all  three  now  have 
a  church  as  a  result  of  outside 
help.  It  is  time  now  to  give 
back  and  to  sacrifice  for  the 
future  of  the  Diocese  in  other 
places  (including  the  building 
of  a  Cathedral). 

"I  believe  that  the  people 
must  see  beyond  the  present 
moment  and  their  own  needs 
to  seeing  something  they  are 
leaving  to  the  children  and 
children's  children.  It  is  a  sac- 
rifice for  those  who  will  come 
after  us  and  something  we  can 
be  proud  of." 

Although  the  three  parishes 
administered  by  Fr.  Ned  were 
remote  from  Raleigh,  he  said 
they  understood  the  need  for  a 
Cathedral. 

"We  talked  about  the  cur- 
rent situation  of  the  Cathedral," 
he  said.  "Multiple  Masses  often 
happening  at  the  same  time 
but  in  different  locations,  or 
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One    Faith,    One  People 


with  overflow  crowds  watch- 
ing from  the  school.  A  bigger 
Cathedral  Church  is  warrant- 
ed just  to  accommodate  the 
needs  of  the  Cathedral  Parish. 
And  since  it  is  the  Cathedral 
Parish,  and  serves  the  whole 
Diocese  as  well  as  a  parish,  a 
new  church  should  reflect  the 
contributions  of  everyone  in 
the  Diocese.  1  believe  that  my 
parishioners  also  understood 
the  notion  of  a  Church  repre- 
sentative of  our  love  for  God, 
since  many  come  from  coun- 
tries where  there  are  beautiful 
Cathedrals  and  Basilicas,  such 
the  Basilica  of  Our  Lady  of 
Guadalupe  in  Mexico,  City" 

Block  1  Parishes  Continue 
to  Benefit  from  Combined 
Campaign 

►►  Among  the  parishes 
in  Block  1  that  have  far 
exceeded  their  Cathedral 
Campus  campaign  goal  is 
St.  Mary  Catholic  Church 
in  Wilmington  which  as  of 
mid-June  has  hit  206.91% 
of  its  $1,015,710  Total  Goal, 
with  more  than  $2. 1  million 
pledged.  San  Juan  Church  in 
Ingold  is  at  $192.83%  of  its 
Total  Goal,  while  Our  Lady  of 
Lourdes  Church  in  Raleigh  is 
at  $175.28%  of  its  Total  Goal 
with  its  campaign  still  under- 
way The  three  parishes  are 
among  the  majority  conduct- 
ing a  combined  campaign.

For  this  reason,  the  total  trust  in  Gods  unconditional 
faithfulness  to  His  promise  is  accompanied  in  the  Church 
by  the  grave  responsibility  to  cooperate  in  the  action  of  God, 
who  calls,  and  to  contribute  toward  creating  and  preserving 
the  conditions  in  which  the  good  seed,  sown  by  God,  can 
take  root  and  bring  forth  abundant  fruit."  (Pastores  Dabo  Vobts  2) 


These  past  weeks,  as  we 
have  celebrated  ordina- 
tions and  anniversaries  of 
ordinations,  many  memo- 
ries come  to  our  minds  of 
priests  who  are  dear  to  us. 
For  the  AAMEN  office,  I 
thought  of  our  leader  Msgr. 
Hadden,  who  on  December 
20,  2008,  celebrated  his 
50th  anniversary  of  priestly 
ordination  with  a  Jubi- 
lee Mass  at  Sacred  Heart 
Cathedral. 

Msgr.  Gerald  Lewis,  the  homilist  at  that  Mass,  spoke  of 
how  Mary  accepted  the  announcement  that  she  was  chosen 
to  be  the  Mother  of  the  Savior.  "With  Christmas  approach- 
ing," he  said,  "as  we  look  forward  to  the  greatest  gift  God 
can  give  us,  we  look  back  to  another  call  more  than  fifty 
years  ago."  Msgr.  Lewis  spoke  of  the  influence  the  Immacu- 
late Heart  of  Mary  Sisters  and  Dominican  priests  at  Saint 
Monica  Parish  in  Raleigh  had  on  young  Thomas  Paul  Had- 
den, and  the  call  he  accepted  to  serve  God. 

In  his  remarks,  Bishop  Burbidge  expressed  gratitude  to 
Bishop  Waters  for  inviting  Thomas  Paul  Hadden  to  serve  as 
a  priest  in  the  Diocese,  noting,  "What  a  great  gift  the  Bishop 
gave  to  us!"  One  of  the  greatest  characteristics  of  Msgr. 
Hadden's  priesthood,  Bishop  Burbidge  said,  "is  that  of  being 
a  Priest  who  in  word  and  deed,  throughout  the  years,  espe- 
cially in  times  when  great  courage  and  perseverance  were 
necessary,  proclaimed  that  no  matter  what  our  race,  gender 
or  background,  we  are  one  body,  united  as  brothers  and 
sisters  in  Christ,  that  can  never  be  separated  or  divided." 

In  this  season  of  ordination,  as  we  are  about  to  begin  the 
Year  of  Faith  decreed  by  our  Holy  Father,  let  us  bring  to 
mind  the  example  of  priesthood  reflected  in  Msgr.  Hadden, 
and  renew  our  own  resolve  to  be  faithful  to  our  Church.

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  E  Burbidge  bestowed  the 
Sacrament  of  Holy  Orders  on  Father  Don  Edward 
Maloney  at  an  Ordination  Mass  celebrated  at  Sa- 
cred Heart  Cathedral  in  Raleigh,  June2,  2012.  The 
Ordination  took  place  before  a  large  gathering  of  family,  friends 
and  faithful.  Diocesan  Vocations  Director  Father  Ned  Shlesing- 
er  presented  Deacon  Maloney  for  service  to  Bishop  Burbidge 
and  the  people  of  the  Diocese  at  the  beginning  of  the  tradition- 
rich  Rite  of  Ordination.  The  presentation  and  acceptance  were 
greeted  with  applause  from  the  Bishop  and  the  people. 


Prior  to  ordination,  the  Elect  is  asked  to 
make  five  promises: 

Do  you  resolve,  with  the  help  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  to  discharge  without  fail 
the  Office  of  Priesthood  in  the  presby- 
teral  rank,  as  a  worthy  fellow  worker 
with  the  Order  of  Bishops  in  caring  for 
the  Lords  flock? 

Do  you  resolve  to  exercise  the  ministry 
of  the  word  worthily  and  wisely,  preaching 
the  Gospel  and  teaching  the  Catholic  faith? 

Do  you  resolve  to  celebrate  faith- 
fully and  reverently,  in  accord  with  the 
Church's  tradition,  the  mysteries  of 
Christ,  especially  the  sacrifice  of  the  Eu- 
charist and  the  Sacrament  of  Reconcilia- 
tion, for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  sancti- 
fication  of  the  Christian  people? 

Do  you  resolve  to  implore  with  us 
Gods  mercy  upon  the  people  entrusted 
to  your  care  by  observing  the  command 
to  pray  without  ceasing? 

Do  you  resolve  to  be  united  more 
closely  every  day  to  Christ  the  High 
Priest,  who  offered  Himself  for  us  to  the 


Father  as  a  pure  sacrifice,  and  with  Him 
to  consecrate  yourself  to  God  for  the  sal- 
vation of  all? 

Following  the  promise  of  obedience  to 
the  Bishop  and  his  successors,  the  Bishop 
bestowed  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit  with 
the  laying  on  of  hands,  followed  by  the 
Prayer  of  Ordination.  Father  Maloney  was 
then  invested  with  stole  and  chasuble,  the 
proper  vestments  for  a  priest  to  wear  for 
the  celebration  of  the  Eucharist. 

In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  said, 
"The  joy  that  is  so  evident  in  this  Cathe- 
dral today  is  a  sign  of  the  joy  that  priestly 
ministry  is  meant  to  bring  to  the  entire 
People  of  God. 

He  noted  that  Father  Maloney  would 
be  ordained  "as  the  Church  prepares  in 
a  few  months  to  inaugurate  the  Year  of 
Faith,  commemorating  the  opening  of 
the  Second  Vatican  Council  fifty  years 
ago.  Our  Holy  Father  hopes  and  prays 
that  it  will  provide  us  with  an  occasion 
to  proclaim  the  message  of  faith  with  new 
enthusiasm  and  new  joy. 


"During  my  recent  Ad  Limina  visit  to 
Rome,  we  visited  the  Pontifical  Council 
for  Promoting  the  New  Evangelization, 
which  has  oversight  of  the  Year  of  Faith. 
The  Secretary  spoke  clearly  of  what  is 
expected  of  Bishops  and  priests  at  this 
momentous  occasion:  a  renewed  com- 
mitment to  be  effective  preachers  of  the 
Gospel.  Thus,  Don,  I  strongly  encourage 
you  to  keep  as  one  of  your  highest  priori- 
ties the  prayer,  study,  time  and  prepara- 
tion you  give  to  your  homilies. 

"With  the  help  of  God,"  the  Bishop 
concluded,  "may  you  always  touch  the 
hearts  of  His  people  with  the  faith  and 
truth  that  lead  to  the  authentic  peace  and 
true  happiness  they  seek." 

In  an  interview  days  before  his  ordina- 
tion, then  Deacon  Maloney  spoke  about 
his  journey  to  the  Priesthood.  He  divided 
it  into  two  parts:  discernment,  that  is, 
learning  whether  God  was  calling  him 
to  priestly  life,  and  formation,  which  he 
called  "growth  in  holiness."  He  began  to 
discern  his  vocation  in  high  school,  and 
his  ongoing  formation  started  in  the 
seminary.  "My  favorite  seminary  course 
was  Christology"  Deacon  Maloney  said, 
"because  it  helped  me  to  leam  about  the 
person  of  Christ.  It  helped  me  answer  the 
most  important  question,  the  one  Jesus 
asked  Peter,  "Who  do  you  say  that  I  am?" 

Another  part  of  his  formation  occurred 
in  the  course  of  three  summer  assign- 
ments in  parishes  in  the  Diocese.  He  re- 
called one  pastor  who  "helped  me  to  un- 
derstand that  priesthood  was  more  than 
just  ministering  to  the  faithful,  that  the 
priest  himself  plays  a  unique  role  in  wor- 
shiping the  Lord."  Another  pastor  taught 
him  the  importance  of  "silent  prayer  and 
contemplation,  and  bringing  the  fruits  of 
that  prayer  back  to  the  parish  through 
service." 

Deacon  Maloney  expressed  profound 
gratitude  for  the  prayers  of  the  faithful 
that  accompanied  him  on  his  journey 
to  the  Priesthood,  and  will  continue  to 
strengthen  him  as  a  priest.  "On  the  day 
of  my  ordination,"  he  told  the  interviewer, 
"when  I'm  lying  on  that  floor,  the  only 
thing  I'll  be  doing  is  begging  God  for  the 
grace  to  be  a  good  and  holy  priest." 

Father  Maloney  celebrated  his  first 
Mass  on  Sunday,  June  3,  at  St.  Luke  the 
Evangelist  Church  in  Raleigh.

El  Director  Diocesano  de  Vocaciones,  Padre  Ned  Shlesinger, 
presento  al  Diacono  Maloney  para  el  servicio  al  Obispo  Bur- 
bidge y  al  pueblo  de  la  Diocesis  al  inicio  del  tradicional  Rito 
de  Ordenacion.  La  presentation  y  aceptacion  se  recibio  con 
aplausos  por  parte  del  Obispo  y  del  pueblo. 


Antes  de  la  ordenacion,  el  Elegido  hace 
cinco  promesas: 

iEstas  dispuesto,  con  la  ayuda  del 
Espiritu  Santo,  a  desempenar  siempre 
el  Mrnisterio  Sacerdotal  en  el  grado  de 
presbitero,  como  un  buen  colaborador 
obedeciendo  al  Obispo  a  cuidar  el  rebafio 
del  Senor? 

^Estas  dispuesto  a  ejercer  el  ministerio 
de  la  palabra  con  dedication  y  sabiduria, 
predicando  el  Evangelio  y  ensenando  la  fe 
Catolica? 

^Estas  dispuesto  a  celebrar  fiel  y  rever- 
entemente,  de  acuerdo  a  la  tradition  de 
la  Iglesia,  los  misterios  de  Cristo,  espe- 
cialmente  el  sacrificio  de  la  Eucaristia  y  el 
Sacramento  de  la  Reconciliation,  para  la 
gloria  de  Dios  y  salification  del  pueblo 
cristiano? 

,-Estas  dispuesto  a  invocar  la  miseri- 
cordia  de  Dios  a  favor  del  pueblo  que  se 
te  ha  encomendado,  preservando  en  el 
mandato  de  orar  sin  desfallecer?

Despues  de  la  promesa  de  obediencia 
al  Obispos  y  sus  sucesores,  el  Obispo 
confirio  el  don  del  Espiritu  Santo  por 
la  imposition  de  manos,  seguida  por  la 
Oration  de  Ordenacion.  El  Padre  Malo- 
ney fue  revestido  con  la  estola  y  la  casulla, 
la  vestimenta  propia  que  el  sacerdote  usa 


al  celebrar  la  Eucaristia. 

El  Obispo  en  su  homilia  dijo,  "La 
alegria  que  es  tan  evidente  en  la  Cat- 
edral hoy  es  un  signo  de  la  alegria  que  el 
ministerio  sacerdotal  debe  llevar  a  todo  el 
Pueblo  de  Dios. 

Tambien  menciono  que  el  Padre 
Maloney  sera  ordenado  "mientras  que  la 
Iglesia  se  prepara  para  inaugurar  el  Ano 
de  la  Fe  en  unos  meses,  conmemorando 
la  apertura  del  Concilio  Vaticano  hace  cin- 
cuenta  anos.  Nuestro  Santo  Padre  espera 
y  ora  para  que  esto  provea  la  oportunidad 
de  proclamar  el  mensaje  de  fe  con  nuevo 
entusiasmo  y  nueva  alegria". 


Durante  mi  reciente  visita  a  Ad  Limina 
a  Roma,  visitamos  al  Pontificio  Consejo 
para  Promover  la  Nueva  Evangelization, 
que  tiene  la  supervision  del  Ano  de  la  Fe. 
El  Secretario  hablo  claramente  de  lo  que 
se  espera  de  los  Obispos  y  sacerdotes  en 
esta  ocasion  significativa:  un  compromiso 
renovado  para  ser  predicadores  eficaces 
del  Evangelio.  Por  tanto,  Don,  te  reco- 
miendo  fuertemente  que  tus  prioridades 
sean  la  oration,  el  estudio,  el  tiempo  y  la 
preparation  para  tus  homilias. 

"Con  la  ayuda  de  Dios",  el  Obispo  con- 
cluyo,  "que  siempre  toques  los  corazones 
del  pueblo  de  Dios  con  la  fe  y  la  verdad 
que  guian  a  la  autentica  paz  y  verdadera 
felicidad  que  buscan". 

Durante  una  entrevista  dias  antes 
de  su  ordenacion,  el  Diacono  Maloney 
comento  sobre  su  camino  al  Sacerdocio. 
La  dividio  en  dos  partes:  discernimiento, 
que  es,  aprender  si  Dios  lo  llamo  a  la 
vida  sacerdotal,  y  a  la  formation,  a  la 
cual  llama  "crecer  en  santidad".  Empezo 
a  discemir  su  vocation  en  la  preparato- 
ria,  y  comenzo  su  formation  en  el  semi- 
nario.  "Mi  curso  favorito  en  el  seminario 
fue  Cristologia",  dijo  el  Diacono  Maloney, 
"porque  me  ayudo  a  aprender  sobre  la 
persona  en  Cristo.  Me  ayudo  a  responder 
a  las  preguntas  mas  importantes,  la  que 
Jesus  le  hizo  a  Pedro,  "iQuien  dices  que 
soy  yo?" 

Otra  parte  de  esta  formation  sucedio 
durante  las  tres  asignaciones  en  las  parro- 
quias  de  la  Diocesis.  El  recuerda  a  un  par- 
roco  que  "me  ayudo  a  comprender  que  el 
sacerdocio  no  era  solo  servir  a  los  fides, 
sino  que  desempena  un  papel  unico  en  el 
culto  al  Senor".  Otro  parroco  le  enseno  la 
importancia  sobre  la  "oration  en  silencio 
y  la  contemplation,  y  llevar  los  frutos 
de  la  oration  a  la  parroquia  mediante  el 
servicio". 

El  Diacono  Maloney  expreso  su  pro- 
funda gratitud  por  las  oraciones  de  los 
fieles  que  lo  acompanaron  en  su  jomada 
al  Sacerdocio,  y  continuaran  dandole 
fuerzas  como  sacerdote.  "El  dia  de  mi 
ordenacion",  le  dijo  al  entrevistador,  "cu- 
ando  este  postrado  sobre  el  piso,  lo  unico 
que  hare  es  pedirle  a  Dios  por  la  gratia  de 
ser  un  sacerdote  bueno  y  santo".

Escribo  sobre  mi  regreso  de  la  reunion  de  Con- 
ferencia  de  Obispos  Catolicos  de  Estados 
Unidos.  Los  Obispos  del  pais,  representando 
196  Diocesis,  se  reunen  dos  veces  por  ano.  La 
reunion  de  noviembre  se  llevara  a  cabo  en  Baltimore  y  la 
de  junio  se  conduce  en  varias  ciudades  a  lo  largo  del  pais. 
Este  ano  fue  en  Atlanta.  El  patron  de  la  reunion  sirve  para 
recordarnos  el  ritmo  necesario  en  nuestra  vida  diaria: 
Oration,  Trabajo  y  Recreation. 


Para  mi,  la  parte  importante  de  la 
reunion  de  Obispos  es  la  oportunidad 
de  orar  en  comun.  Cada  dia  comienza 
con  una  Misa  concelebrada.  Tambien 
juntos  oramos  en  la  manana  y  en  el 
dia.  La  reunion  incluye  un  dia  dedi- 
cado  a  la  Hora  Santa,  una  reflexion 
dirigida  por  uno  de  los  Obispos  y 
la  celebracion  del  Sacramento  de  la 
Penitencia.  En  el  hotel  se  prepara  una 
capilla  privada  para  un  tiempo  de 
silencio  ante  el  Santisimo  Sacramento. 
La  dimension  espiritual  de  la  reunion 
de  Obispos  demuestra  claramente 
nuestra  conviccion  de  que  todo  lo  que 
hacemos  en  el  nombre  del  Senor  se 
logra  solo  mediante  la  ayuda  y  la  gracia 
de  Dios,  el  Unico  en  quien  confiamos 
totalmente  y  plenamente.  Nos  damos 
cuenta  de  nuestras  debilidades  y  limi- 
taciones  y  renovamos  nuestra  confian- 
za  profundamente  en  el  amor  infmito  y 
en  la  misericordia  de  Dios. 

La  oracion  es  esencial  porque  el 
trabajo  puede  ser  desalentador.  Por 
ejemplo,  en  esta  ultima  reunion,  los 
Obispos  abordaron  asuntos  sigmfi- 
cativos  que  enfrenta  nuestra  Iglesia  y 
nuestro  pais  con  un  enfasis  especial 
en  la  necesidad  de  proteger  nuestra 
libertad  religiosa.  La  unidad  de  los 
Obispos  acerca  de  este  tema  se  refleja 
en  el  documento  de  Nuestra  Primera  y 
Mas  Preciada  De  Nuestras  Ubertades.  La 
declaration  se  encuentra  en  la  pagina 
web  de  Conferencia  de  Obispos  Catoli- 
cos de  los  Estados  Unidos  y  los  animo 


a  todos  a  leerla. 

Otros  temas  que  formaron  parte  en 
nuestra  discusion  fue  la  promotion  de 
la  santidad  del  matrimonio  y  el  her- 
moso  regalo  de  la  vida  familiar.  Se  hizo 
una  presentation  sobre  los  recursos  que 
ayudaran  a  los  Obispos  y  sus  Diocesis 
en  la  celebracion  de  el  Ano  de  la  Fe, 
que  iniciara  en  Octubre  2012.  Esto  nos 
llevo  a  discutir  sobre  la  gran  necesi- 
dad de  evangelization  especialmente 
cuando  intentamos  traer  de  vuelta  a  la 
Iglesia  a  aquellos  que  han  crecido  tibios 
en  la  fe  o  que  quizas  se  han  alejado  de 
ella.  Este  esfuerzo  requiere  la  partici- 
pation activa  de  todos  los  fieles. 

Tambien  dedicamos  un  periodo  de 
tiempo  significativo  para  revisar  el 
Reporte  del  Decimo  Aniversario  del 
Estatuto  para  la  Protection  de  Ninos  y 
Jovenes.  Los  Obispos  renovaron  su 
profundo  remordimiento  por  cualquier 
acto  de  abuso  sexual  y  se  comprome- 
tieron  a  seguir  haciendo  todo  lo  huma- 
namente  posible  para  erradicar  todas 
las  formas  de  abuso  sexual  dentro  de  la 
Iglesia  y  de  la  sociedad.  Los  miembros 
de  otras  denominaciones  de  fe  y  varias 
entidades  buscan  unir  esfuerzos  y  aso- 
ciarse  en  maneras  distintas  para  que 
juntos  logremos  siempre  proteger  los 
ninos  de  Dios.  El  documento  se  puede 
tambien  encontrar  en  la  pagina  web  de 
nuestra  Diocesis. 

Las  sesiones  de  la  reunion  actual 
comenzaron  a  las  9:00  AM  y  concluy- 
eron  poco  despues  de  las  5:00  PM. 


Una  gran  cantidad  de  information  se 
dispone  para  los  Obispos  y  la  dis- 
cusion fructifera  y  la  escucha  en  las 
sesiones  son  de  gran  ayuda.  La  reunion 
nos  recuerda  que  nos  estamos  solos 
en  nuestra  labor.  Compartimos  una 
fraternidad  hermosa  con  nuestros  her- 
manos  Obispos  y  somos  apoyados  por 
nuestras  Conferencias  y  mas  impor- 
tante, con  el  regalo  del  Espiritu  Santo. 

Afortunadamente,  la  reunion  no 
es  solo  trabajo.  Hay  ocasiones  en  que 
celebramos  la  fraternidad  que  com- 
partimos, especialmente  durante  las 
comidas  y  en  las  conversaciones  casu- 
ales.  Esta  ultima  reunion  nos  permitio 
tiempo  para  que  los  Obispos  disfru- 
taramos  un  juego  de  baseball  juntos 
(Braves  vs  Yankees).  jAunque  fue  una 
tarde  agradable,  compartir  el  mismo 
entusiasmo  que  mis  hermanos  Obispos 
por  el  equipo  que  jugaba  en  casa  (sin- 
ceramente)  lo  encontre  desafiante!

La  Iglesia  Catolica  de  St.  Isidore 
comenzo  en  el  ano  2001,  cuando 
el  Padre  Thomas  J.  "Joe"  Gaul,  le 
pidio  a  cuatro  familias  de  su  parro- 
quia,  Good  Shepherd  en  Hope  Mills,  a  acer- 
carse  a  los  migrantes  hispanos  en  la  area  rural 
del  este  de  Fayetteville,  NC.  Uno  de  ellos  fue 
Juan  "Nay"  Henriquez.  "No  teniamos  la  inten- 
tion de  comenzar  una  mision",  recuerda  Nay, 
quien  ahora  es  el  Diacono  Nay  y  Administra- 
dor  Pastoral  de  St.  Isidore.  "El  Padre  Gaul  nos 
pidio  que  ayudaramos  a  la  gente  con  sus  nece- 
sidades  fisicas.  Para  las  necesidades  espiritu- 
ales,  los  enviabamos  a  St.  Patrick  en  Fayette- 
ville, porque  all!  ofretian  misa  en  espanol". 


Mientras  crecia  la  comu- 
nidad, la  necesidad  de  tener 
Misa  mas  cerca  era  evidente. 
La  Iglesia  Methodista  Cokes- 
bury  en  la  pequena  ciudad 
de  Stedman,  amablemente 
abrio  sus  puertas  y  la  con- 
gregation encontro  a  un  sac- 
erdote  que  hablaba  espanol, 
Padre  Steven  Carlson,  quien 
en  ese  tiempo  era  el  capellan 
de  Ft.  Bragg.  El  Padre  Carl- 
son celebro  la  primera  Misa 


a  la  comumdad  el  primer 
fin  de  semana  de  Enero  del 
2002. 

"Contabamos  con  44  per- 
sonas,  "dijo  el  Diacono  Nay", 
28  adultos  y  16  ninos.  Ofre- 
cimos  clases  para  la  prim- 
era  comunion,  bautismos, 
matrimonios,  y  hasta  un  par 
de  funerales  en  Cokesbury. 
Pero  crecimos  tan  rapido 
que  cuando  se  jubilo  el 
Padre  Gaul  y  con  la  llegada 


del  Padre  Thanh  Nguyen  a 
Good  Shepherd,  estabamos 
considerando  tener  nuestro 
propio  lugar". 

En  Febrero  del  2003, 
ahora  bajo  el  patrono  de 
St.  Isidore,  la  comunidad 
alquilo  y  renovo  dos  bodegas 
en  Stedman.  Con  las  con- 
tribuciones  de  los  miembros 
y  una  donation  y  prestamo 
(pagaron  antes  de  tiempo) 
de  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh,  St. 
Isidore  compro  el  terreno  y 
los  edificios  en  2004. 

Ese  ano  Nay  fue  ordenado 
como  Diacono  Permanente 
y  nombrado  Administrador 
Pastoral  de  la  Iglesia  de  St. 
Isidore  por  el  Obispo  E 
Joseph  Gossman.  Mientras 
que  los  miembros  ayudan 
en  diversas  formas  a  sus 
hermanos,  la  mision  sigue 
prosperando.  Incluye  ahora 


175  familias  registradas, 
92%  son  hispanos.  El  Padre 
Jack  Kelly  es  actualmente  el 
sacerdote  que  apoya  a  la  mis- 
ion, y  celebra  dos  Misas  cada 
Domingo,  una  en  espanol 
y  otra  en  ingles.

El  Padre  Ned  Shlesinger, 
quien  hasta  el  28  de  junio, 
sirvio  como  Administrador  de 
Maria  Reina  de  las  Americas 
en  Monte  Olivo,  Santa  Clara 
en  Magnolia  y  Santa  Teresa 
del  Nino  Jesus  en  Beulaville, 
dijo  que  las  tres  comunidades 
parroquiales  alcanzaron  o 
excedieron  sus  metas  con 
aproxfmadamente  50%  de  la 
participacion  de  las  familias.

Cada  lugar  tuvo 
un  comienzo  humilde:  Maria 
Reina  tuvo  su  primera  misa 
en  la  Casita  (alojamiento  de 
caza)  y  su  terreno  actual  fue 
donado;  Santa  Teresa  se  reunia 
en  una  tienda-una  vez  fue  en 
una  lavanderia;  y  Santa  Clara 
celebraba  misa  en  una  casa 
movil  sencilla;  sin  embargo, 
ahora  las  tres  tienen  una  iglesia 
como  resultado  de  la  ayuda  de 
otros.

St.  Isidore  Catholic  Church  really 
began  in  2001,  when  Fr.  Thomas 
J.  "Joe"  Gaul,  asked  four  families 
from  his  parish,  Good  Shepherd 
in  Hope  Mills,  to  reach  out  to  Hispanic 
migrants  in  the  rural  area  east  of  Fayette- 
ville,  NC.  One  of  those  he  asked  was  Juan 
"Nay"  Henriquez.  "We  had  no  intention  of 
starting  a  mission,"  recalled  Nay,  who  today 
is  Deacon  Nay  and  the  Pastoral  Administra- 
tor of  St.  Isidore.  "Fr.  Gaul  asked  us  to  help 
the  people  with  their  physical 
needs.  For  spiritual  needs,  we 
would  send  them  to  St.  Pat-  Jk 
rick  in  Fayetteville,  because 
they  had  a  Spanish  Mass  there." 


As  the  community  grew,  however,  the  need 
to  have  Mass  closer  by  became  apparent.  The 
Cokesbury  Methodist  Church  in  the  small 
town  of  Stedman  graciously  opened  its  doors 
and  the  congregation  found  a  Spanish  speak- 
ing priest  in  Fr.  Steven  Carlson,  at  that  time  a 
chaplain  at  Ft.  Bragg.  Fr.  Carlson  celebrated 
the  community's  first  Mass  on  the  first  week-

end  of  January  2002. 

"We  had  44  people,"  Dea- 
con Nay  said,"28  adults  and 
16  children.  And  we  had  first 
communion  classes,  bap- 
tisms, marriages  and  even  a 
couple  of  funerals  at  Cokes- 
bury.  But  we  grew  so  fast 
that  by  the  time  of  Fr.  Gauls 
retirement  and  Fr.  Thanh 
Nguyen  coming  to  Good 
Shepherd,  we  were  looking 
into  getting  our  own  place." 

In  February  2003,  now 
under  the  patronage  of  St. 
Isidore,  the  community  leased 
and  renovatedtwo  warehouses 
in  Stedman.  With  contribu- 
tion from  its  members  and  a 
grant  and  loan  (repaid  early)  from  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh, 
St.  Isidore  purchased  the  land  and  buildings  in  2004. 

That  year  Nay  was  ordained  a  Permanent  Deacon  and 
appointed  Pastoral  Administrator  of  St.  Isidore  by  Bishop 
F  Joseph  Gossman.  As  its  members  have  kept  reaching  out 
in  all  ways  to  their  neighbors,  the  mission  has  continued  to 
thrive.  It  now  includes  175  registered  families,  92%  of  whom 
are  Hispanic.  Fr.  Jack  Kelly  is  currently  the  missions  priestly 
minister,  and  a  two  Masses  are  celebrated  each  Sunday,  one 
each  in  Spanish  and  English.  Some  90  children  are  enrolled 
in  faith  formation  at  St.  Isidore,  and  this  year  twenty  young 
people  received  First  Communion,  ten  were  Confirmed  and 
four  came  into  the  Church  through  RCIA. 

Recently,  however,  the  mission  faced  a  surprise  challenge.  "In 
2010,"  Deacon  Nay  explained,  "we  were  formally  notified  by  the 
State  Department  of  Transportation  that 
|  they  would  be  expanding  Highway  24, 
which  runs  in  front  of  the  church,  and 
they  were  going  to  exercise  the  'Right  of 
Way'  clause.  They  would  purchase  our 
land,  but  we  would  have  to  move.  By  the 
grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  we  found  a  beauti- 
ful piece  of  land,  74  acres  within  the  Vander 
community  on  this  side  of  Fayetteville." 

Construction  of  the  new  church  build- 
ing began  in  February  2012;  it  will  seat 
300  people  for  Mass,  and  include  space 
for  seven  classrooms,  two  offices  and  a 
180-seat  a  social  hall  with  a  kitchen.  Bishop 
Burbidge  will  dedicate  the  new  St.  Isidore 
on  September  15.

As  members  of  the  universal 
Church,  as  a  Diocesan  family, 
as  parishes  and  as  families  and 
individuals,  we  will  embark 
from  October  2012-November  2013  on 
the  "Year  of  Faith"  as  announced  by  Pope 
Benedict  XVI  in  his  apostolic  letter,  Porta 
Fidei  (The  Door  of  Faith).  Our  Holy  Father 
said  the  aim  of  the  Year  is  "to  arouse  in 
every  believer  the  aspiration  to  profess  the 
faith  in  fullness  with  renewed  conviction, 
with  confidence  and  hope."  In  attempting 
to  summarize  what  is  at  the  heart  of  this 
special  time  in  the  life  of  the  Church,  four 
words  surface:  Conversion,  Charity,  Council 
and  Catechism. 


and  allow  others  to  see  the  joy  that  flows  from  such  a  life.  To 
help  us  in  this  process,  Our  Holy  Father  encourages  us  with 
these  words: 

During  the  Year  of  Faith  we  will  need  to  keep  our  gaze  fixed  on 
Jesus  Christ... In  Him,  all  the  anguish  and  all  the  longing  oj the  human 
heart  finds  fulfillment.  The  joy  of  love,  the  answer  to  the  drama  of 
suffering  and  pain,  the  power  of  forgiveness  and  the  victory  of  life  over 
death:  all  this  finds  fulfillment  in  the  mystery  of  the  Incarnation,  in  His 
becoming  man,  in  His  sharing  our  human  weakness  so  as  to  transform 
usbythe  power  of  the  resurrection." 

With  Gods  grace,  pray  that  this  special  time  in  our  lives  will 
help  us  and  those  we  love  and  serve  to  experience  in  a  deeper 
way  the  joy  of  encountering  Christ  and  experiencing  anew  the 
power  of  His  Resurrection. 

Faith  without  charity  bears  no  fruit.  Each  requires  the  other. 
The  Year  of  Faith  is  a  special  invitation  and  opportunity  to 
intensify  the  witness  of  charity.  It  is  the  gift  of  faith  that  allows 
us  to  recognize  Christ  in  our  midst  and  to  see  Him  in  others, 
especially  the  poor  and  those  in  most  need.  Faith  compels  us 
to  love  Christ  in  others  ever  mindful  that  whatever  we  do  for 
them  we  do  for  Him.  We  pray  in  a  special  way  for  the  grace  to 
have  eyes  of  faith  open  to  those  in  most  need  of  our  assistance: 
those  who  cannot  protect  themselves  and  are  denied  the  sa- 
credness  of  life  and  the  dignity  that  belongs  to  them  as  children 
of  God;  the  poor,  the  lonely,  the  marginalized,  the  imprisoned 
and  those  in  our  own  family  who  may  have  lost  faith  and  hope. 
Any  deed  of  loving  service  carried  out  in  the  name  of  Jesus  and 
sustained  by  His  help,  will  make  our  faith  genuine  and  visible. 
Our  Holy  Father  clearly  states,  "Faith  commits  every  one  of  us 
to  become  a  living  sign  of  the  presence  of  the  Risen  Lord  in  our 

midst." 

In  addition  to  deeds  of  lov- 
ing service,  we  assist  others 
by  opening  their  hearts  and 
minds  to  their  need  for  God, 
the  only  One  who  can  satisfy 
their  hunger  and  thirst.  What 
greater  gift  can  we  give  to 
those  in  most  need?  In  order 
to  do  so,  we  must  be  credible 
and  authentic  witnesses  of 
Christ.  Others  must  recog- 
nize in  us:  holiness,  integrity, 
prayerfulness  and  authentic 
joy  Only  then  will  they  long 
to  see  the  One  who  is  the 
Source  of  all  good  gifts.  Thus, 
charity  is  not  carried  out  only 
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All  of  us  baptized  in  Christ  are  called  to  conversion,  a  radical 
transformation  on  all  levels  of  human  living.  This  process  is 
ongoing.  The  Year  of  Faith  is  an  invitation  to  renew  our  commit- 
ment to  draw  ever  closer  to  the  Lord  and  to  rid  ourselves  of  our 
former  way  of  living  so  as  to  experience  new  life  in  Christ.  We 
can  only  do  so  in  faith,  God's  gift  to  us  and  one  that  requires  a 
free  and  generous  response  on  our  pan.  Our  Holy  Father  stated, 
"Faith  is  choosing  to  stand  with  the  Lord  so  as  to  live  with  Him."  With 
renewed  enthusiasm,  we  pray  that  throughout  this  Year  we  will 
boldly  profess  our  "standing  with  the  Lord"  and  all  He  teaches 


from   the  Bishop 


by  doing.  Charity  also  demands  being  -  being  with  the  One  who 
sustains  all  our  good  works  and  efforts  to  touch  the  hearts  of 
others  and  thus  to  bear  abundant  fruit.  May  we  be  renewed  in 
our  faith  in  the  power  of  Jesus  to  work  miracles  in  and  through 
us  as  we  reach  out  in  love  to  one  another. 

The  Year  of  Faith  officially  begins  on  October  11,  2012,  the 
50th  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the  Second  Vatican  Council. 
Thus,  we  are  encouraged  to  read  anew  the  documents  of  the 
Second  Vatican  Council.  Our  Holy  Father  had  good  reasons  to 
initiate  the  Year  of  Faith  at  a  time  that  coincides  with  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  the  Council  and  stated: 

This  provides  a  good  opportunity  to  help  people  understand  that 
the  texts  bequeathed  by  the  Council  Fathers,  in  the  words  oj Blessed 
John  Paul  II,  have  lost  nothing  oj  their  value  and  brilliance.  They 
need  to  be  read  correctly,  to  be  widely  known  and  taken  to  heart  as 
important  and  normative  texts  of  the  Magisterium,  with  the  Church's 
Tradition... I  feel  more  than  ever  in  duty  bound  to  point  to  the  Council 
as  the  great  grace  bestowed  on  the  Church  in  the  twentieth  century; 
there  we  find  a  sure  compass  by  which  to  take  our  bearings. 

The  Holy  Father  is  convinced  that  if  the  teachings  of  the 
Second  Vatican  Council  are  clearly  and  authentically  read, 
studied  and  implemented,  they  will  serve  as  powerful  tools 
and  resources  for  the  renewal  of  the  Church  in  our  present 
age.  Thus,  throughout  our  Diocese,  I  urge  parish  programs 
and  lecture  series  that  will  "bring  to  life"  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  the  wisdom  of  the  Council  Fathers  as  reflected  in 
the  documents  of  the  Second  Vatican  Council.  1  draw  par- 
ticular attention  to  Lumen  Gentium,  the  Councils  document 
on  the  Church  in  the  modern  world.  In  addition,  I  encourage 
all  the  faithful  in  the  Diocese  to  devote  time  to  reading  these 
documents  and  to  reflecting  on  their  meaning  in  your  life  of 
faith  and  in  the  life  of  the  Church. 

The  Year  of  Faith  also  coincides  with  the  20th  anniversary  of 
the  publication  of  The  Catechism  of  the  Catholic  Church,  which 
Pope  Benedict  XVI  calls  one  of  the  most  important  fruits  of 
the  Second  Vatican  Council.  In  addition,  Blessed  John  Paul  II 
stated  that,  "This  Catechism 
will  make  a  very  important 
contribution  to  the  work  of 
renewing  the  whole  life  of  the 
Church... I  declare  it  to  be  a 
valid  and  legitimate  instru- 
ment for  ecclesial  communion 
and  a  sure  norm  for  teaching 
the  faith." 

Thus,  in  this  Year  of  Faith, 
the  Catechism  will  serve  as 
a  powerful  tool  in  learning 
and  teaching  the  faith.  It  is 
my  hope  that  every  home  in 
this  Diocese  has  a  copy  of  it 
and  its  pages  are  opened  and 
read.  It  contains  "the  wealth 
of  teaching  that  the  Church

has  received,  safeguarded  and  proposed  in  her  two  thousand 
years  of  history... it  provides  a  permanent  record  of  the  many 
ways  the  Church  has  meditated  on  the  faith  and  made  progress 
in  doctrine  so  as  to  offer  certitude  to  believers  in  their  lives  of 
faith.  In  a  particular  way,  1  strongly  request  that  all  parents, 
Catholic  educators  and  catechists  utilize  the  Catechism  in 
your  instruction  of  the  faith.  It  will  assist  you  m  helping  others 
to  understand  our  profession  of  faith,  the  sacramental  life  of 
the  Church,  our  moral  teachings  and  how  faith  is  intimately 
connected  to  liturgy  and  prayers.  The  Catechism  is  not  meant 
to  be  memorized,  but  rather  to  enlighten  us  in  faith  and  help 
us  to  encounter  the  Risen  Christ,  who  lives  within  the  Church 
and  each  of  our  hearts.  To  assist  us  with  this  process,  the  Holy 
Father  asked  that  on  a  daily  basis  we  recite  the  Nicene  or 
Apostles  Creed  and  that  we  do  so  prayerfully  and  deliberately. 
Pope  Benedict  XVI  stated,  "To  rediscover  the  content  of  the  faith 
that  is  professed,  celebrated,  lived  and  prayed,  and  to  reflect  the  Act 
of  Faith  (the  Creed),  is  a  task  that  all  believers  must  make  their  own, 
especially  in  the  course  of  this  year." 

To  assist  all  of  us  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  in  the  full  celebra- 
tion of  the  Year  of  Faith,  I  appointed  a  Committee  to  develop 
a  plan  to  guide  us.  A  wonderful  resource  was  produced  and 
is  available  on  our  Diocesan  web  page.  It  is  a  well-developed 
resource  and  a  guide  that  will  prove  valuable  for  all  parents, 
educators  and  individuals.  I  ask  that  you  refer  to  this  document 
throughout  the  Year.  In  addition,  a  Liturgy  Guide  with  various 
ways  of  prayerfully  celebrating  The  Year  of  Faith  is  available  on 
the  Diocesan  web  page.  The  Guide  will  assist  parishes  to,  as 
the  Holy  Father  has  stated,  "intensify  the  celebration  of  the  faith  in 
the  Liturgy,  especially  in  the  Eucharist,  which  is  the  summit  towards 
with  which  the  activity  of  the  Church  is  directed  and  also  the  source 
from  which  all  its  power  flows." 

I  look  forward  to  opening  the  Year  of  Faith  in  the  Diocese  at 
Mass  on  Saturday,  October  20  at  Saint  Michael  the  Archangel  Church 
in  Cory  as  we  begin  our  Catholic  Convocation.  Please  review  the 
Diocesan  web  page  to  keep  informed  of  all  the  Diocesan  activi- 
ties and  programs  that  will  be  made  available  throughout  this 
special  time  in  the  life  of  the  Church. 

It  is  my  hope  and  prayer 
that  the  Year  of  Faith  will  be  a 
source  of  abundant  spiritual 
blessings  for  all  of  us  and  a 
time  that  our  faith  is  increased 
and  our  zeal  to  share  it  with 
others  is  renewed.  As  we  rely 
on  the  tools  of  the  documents 
of  the  Second  Vatican  Council 
and  the  Catechism  of  the  Catho- 
lic Church  and,  most  impor- 
tantly, on  Gods  grace,  may  we 
experience  true  conversion 
and  go  forth  each  day  express- 
ing our  faith  in  deeds  of  char- 
ity reflected  in  our  service  to 
God  and  one  another.

Diocese  Represented  at 
National  Conferences 

Approximately  2,200  people, 
including  35  from  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh,  attended  the  National  Black 
Catholic  Congress  XI  in  Indianapolis 
the  week  of  July  1  6,  201  2.  The 
Diocesan  delegation  was  led  by  Father 
Marcos  Leon,  Diocesan  Vicar  for 
African  Ancestry  Ministry. 

"Faith  Engaged:  Empower,  Equip, 
Evangelize"  was  the  theme  of  the 
201  2  Congress,  which  focused  on  the 
discussion  and  approval  of  a  pastoral 
plan  for  black  Catholics  as  its  main  task. 

Among  the  presentations  was  an 
in-depth  look  at  a  recent  extensive 
survey  conducted  by  two  professors 
at  Notre  Dame  University  that  showed 
black  Catholics  are  more  engaged  in 
their  faith  than  their  white  counterparts. 
Donald  Pope-Davis,  one  of  the 
researchers,  told  the  gathering,  "Black 
Catholics  have  a  history  of  using 
religious  expression  as  a  social  and 
cultural  way  in  which  we  engage  in  the 
community,"  he  said. 

Father  Leon  said  the  importance  of 
black  Catholic  identity  is  a  message 
he  wishes  to  spread  throughout 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.  It  is  an 
undertaking  that  his  office  has  begun. 
Father  Leon  added,  "We  are  blessed 
to  have  the  support  of  Bishop 
Burbidge  in  this  initiative." 

Departing  Indianapolis, 
Father  Leon  traveled  to 
attend  the  Tekakwitha 
Conference,  an  annual 
gathering  of  Native 
American  Catholics.  This 
year's  event  took  place 
in  Albany,  New  York, 
birthplace  of  Blessed  Kateri 
Tekakwitha.  In  2009,  the 
conference  was  held  in 
Raleigh  in  2009.  Father 
Leon  was  joined  by  five 
parishioners  from  St.  Mary 
Mother  of  the  Church 
in  Garner,  Diocesan 
seminarian  Ian  Van  Heusen 
and  incoming  seminarian 
Erik  Reyes. 

The  primary  focus  of  this 


year's  conference  was  on  Blessed 
Kateri  Tekakwitha,  who  is  scheduled  to 
be  canonized  by  Pope  Benedict  XVI  in 
October. 

Blessed  Kateri  was  born  to  a 
Christian  Algonquin  mother  and  a 
Mohawk  Turtle  Clan  war  chief  father  in 
1  656.  When  she  was  4,  her  parents 
died  from  a  smallpox  epidemic,  which 
left  her  with  vision  loss  and  pockmarks. 
She  was  raised  by  her  anti-Christian 
uncle  and  began  studying  Catholicism 


in  private  at  the  age  of  1  8.  After  she 
was  baptized  at  the  age  of  20  in 
Fonda,  her  family  and  village  ostracized 
and  ridiculed  her  -  she  even  received 
death  threats. 

Fleeing  to  a  Christian  village  in 
Canada  in  1  677,  she  lead  a  life  of 
prayer,  intense  penitential  practices, 
love  for  the  Eucharist  and  devotion  to 
chastity.  She  taught  prayers  to  children, 
worked  with  the  sick  and  elderly  and 
attended  Mass  several  times  a  day. 

Father  Leon  explained, 
"It  was  important  to  be  at 
this  special  conference, 
especially  to  affirm  our 
Native  American  brothers 
and  sisters." 

There  are  600,000  Native 
American  Catholics  in  the 
United  States.  The  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  has  Native  Americans 
registered  at  34  parishes 
with  an  estimated  900 
residing  in  the  Diocese.  "As 
we  approach  the  worldwide 
celebration  of  the  Year  of 
Faith  beginning  this  October," 
Father  Leon  said,  "I  believe 
the  canonization  of  Blessed 
Kateri  was  inspired  by  God  to 
further  show  the  oneness  of 
the  Catholic  Church."

One  of  the  games 
matched  a  team  of 
Diocesan  seminarians 
against  a  team  of  students 
and  young  adults.

Christian,  who  is 
assigned  to  St.  Mary 
Parish  in  Laurinburg 
this  summer,  said  it's  a 
wonderful  experience.  "It's 


a  pleasure  to  get  to  know 
the  parishioners,  who  are 
so  supportive  to  us  through 
their  financial  support  and 
especially  their  prayers," 
Christian  said.  As  far  as 
returning  to  the  seminary 
in  a  month,  he  added,

More  Academy  in  Raleigh, 
was  among  the  high  school 
players  who  participated  in 
the  athletic  outing.  Matthew 
is  involved  in  the  Diocesan 
Ouo  Vadis  program,  coordi- 
nated by  Fr.  Ned  Shlesinger, 
Diocesan  Vocations 
Director.  The  program  is 
geared  to  male  high  school 
students,  designed  to  help 
them  become  a  "virtuous 
Catholic  man." 

"We  gather  once  a 
month,"  Matthew  said,

God 
wouldn't  call  you  to  do 
something  in  which  He 
would  not  provide  you  the 
support  you  need  to  fulfill 
it."

700  Hispanic  Youth

Approximately  700 
Hispanic  youth  and  young 
adults  from  32  parishes 
across  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  attended  the  VII 
Diocesan  Encuentro  de 
Pastoral  Juvenil  2012.

This  year,  the  Encuentro 
Youth  Convention  took 
place  at  St.  Raphael  the 
Archangel  Catholic  Church 
in  Raleigh  with  "The 
Technology"  as  the  topic. 
The  day-long  event  featured 
speakers,  music  and 
worship  to  educate  young 
people  about  the  benefits  as 
well  as  the  cautions  of  using 
today's  communication 
technology. 

"Our  goal  was  to  identify 
strategies  to  help  young 
people  to  improve  their 
use  of  the  media,"  said  Mr.

2,774.  This  number  is  exclusive  of 
the  more  than  1 , 1  00  who  completed 
initiation  at  Easter. 

Confirmation  is  the  last  Sacrament 
of  Initiation.  Through  the  Sacrament, 
the  faithful  receive  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  become  adult  members  of  the 
Church.  Prior  to  receiving  the  Sacra- 
ment, confirmands  spent  two  years 
preparing  through  their  respective 
parish  faith  formation  programs.  They 


were  required  to  attend  monthly  class- 
es and  meetings  with  their  sponsors, 
participate  in  a  weekend  retreat  and 
answer  questions  in  a  final  interview  to 
determine  their  preparedness.

Located  at  the 
Gwinnett  Center  in  Duluth,  Georgia, 
the  Steubenville  Atlanta  conference

Bishop  Burbidge  Dedicates 
St.  Ha  Sang  Paul  Church 

|  On  Sunday,  July  8,  201  2,  the 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
dedicated  St.  Ha  Sang  Paul  Catholic 
Church  in  Apex.  Parishioners  gathered 
for  the  Mass  of  Dedication,  celebrated 
by  Bishop  Burbidge  and  concelebrated 
by  St.  Ha  Sang  Paul  Pastor  Reverend 
Chul  Ho  Lee,  Reverend  Monsignor 
David  D.  Brockman,  Vicar  General 
of  the  Diocese,  and  Reverend  Doug 
Reed,  Pastor  of  St.  Michael  the 
Archangel  Parish  in  Cary,  previous 
spiritual  home  of  the  Triangle  Korean 
Catholic  Community. 

St.  Ha-Sang  Paul  Jung  Church  has 
grown  from  humble  beginnings  in  1 992 
at  NC  State  University,  when  the  Korean 
student  community,  led  by  the  late  Father 
Joe  McNamara,  formed  the  Triangle 
Korean  Catholic  Community  (TKCC). 
As  the  community  grew,  Reverend 
Monsignor  John  Wall  welcomed  them 
to  worship  at  St.  Michael  the  Archangel 
Church  in  Cary.  Until  the  new  church, 
the  TKCC  worshipped  at  St.  Michael  on 
Saturday  evenings,  with  additional  weekly 
Masses  celebrated  at  the  parish  rectory 
in  New  Hill,  NC. 

The  TKCC  became  a  parish  on 
May  5,  2009,  and  requested  they 
be  named  in  honor  of  Saint  Ha-Sang 
Paul  Jung,  who  was  canonized  by 
Pope  John  Paul  II  on  May  6,  1  984. 


Saint  Paul  Chong  was  a  leader  of  the 
early  Korean  Catholic  Church,  which 
kept  the  Korean  Catholics  energized 
following  the  killing  of  all  Catholic 
clergy  in  the  country  in  the  early 
1 800s.  When  the  Vatican  and  Church 
in  China  began  sending  priests  back 
into  the  country,  Paul  Chong  entered 
the  seminary.  In  1 839,  he  was 
executed  before  he  could  be  ordained. 

The  new  church,  with  a  seating 
capacity  of  approximately  200 
people,  is  the  second  Korean  Catholic 
church  in  the  Diocese.  The  other  is  St. 
Andrew  Kim  Chapel  in  Fayetteville. 

"It  is  a  big  blessing  everyone  has 
been  waiting  for,  for  a  long  time,"  said 
Young  June  Pyun,  Director  of  Liturgy. 
"I  hope  this  will  bring  the  faith  of  our 


community  to  grow  even  more  mature 
and  be  able  to  reach  out  to  other 
communities  in  need." 

Whansu  Kang,  co-chair  of  the 
parish  building  committee,  who  has 
been  a  member  of  the  TKCC  from  its 
beginnings,  described  his  feelings  as 
"Wonderful!  Happy  and  excited."  The 
journey  to  a  new  church  has  been  a 
long  one,  he  said,  nearly  eight  years 
from  the  beginning  of  planning. 

"At  this  Eucharist,"  Bishop  Burbidge 
said  in  his  homily,  "We  must  celebrate 
our  rich  diversity  and,  in  a  special  way 
today,  we  thank  God  for  the  many 
blessings  that  Korean  Catholics  bring 
to  our  Church  and  our  Diocese.  In 
addition,  we  must  strive  to  strengthen 
the  unity  that  is  ours  in  Christ  Jesus." 


Filipino  Catholic  Community  to 
Commemorate  First  Filipino  Saint 

On  Sunday,  September  23  at  3:00  p.m., 
at  St.  Eugene  Catholic  Church  in  Wendell, 
the  Filipino  Catholic  Community  will  hold  its 
annual  celebration  and  commemoration  of 
the  life  and  works  of  San  Lorenzo  Ruiz  with 
a  Mass  and  reception.  The  first  Filipino  saint, 
he  is  also  the  first  Filipino  martyred  for  the 
Catholic  Faith.  Lorenzo  Ruiz  was  a  layman, 
married,  and  had  two  sons  and  a  daughter. 
Born  in  Binondo,  Manila,  about  1  600's, 
he  was  educated  in  the  school  of  the  Dominicans.  He 
served  as  an  altar  boy  and  later  was  a  helper  and  clerk- 
sacristan  in  the  church  of  Binondo  and  a  member  of 
the  Confraternity  of  the  Rosary.  He  made  his  living  as  a 
calligrapher. 
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When  he  was  in  his  late  twenties  or 
early  thirties,  he  was  accused  in  a  criminal 
case.  Afraid  that  he  might  be  given  a  death 
sentence,  he  fled  to  Japan.  AS  a  Christian 
in  Japan,  however,  he  was  arrested  and 
imprisoned  together  with  his  companions. 
He  underwent  torture  but  refused  to 
renounce  his  faith,  telling  his  executioner 
that  he  was  ready  to  lose  many  thousands  of 
lives  for  God  if  he  had  them.  On  September 
27,  1  637,  he  was  hung  from  a  gallows  by 
his  feet,  his  body  hanging  over  a  pit.  After 
two  days  he  died,  his  body  was  cremated 
and  the  ashes  thrown  into  the  sea. 

He  and  fifteen  companions,  martyred  in  the  same 
persecution,  were  beatified  by  Pope  John  Paul  II  in  Manila 
on  February  18,  1  981  and  canonized  on  October  1 8, 
1  987  in  Rome.  Their  feast  day  is  on  September  28th.

Five  Seminarians  Admitted  to  Candidacy, 
One  Instituted  as  Lector 


On  Thursday  evening,  August  2,  201  2,  the  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  joined  the  seminarians 
of  the  Diocese  for  Mass  and  a  reception  at  St.  Luke  the 
Evangelist  Church  in  Raleigh.  During  the  Mass,  five  of  the 
seminarians  were  admitted  to  Candidacy  while  a  sixth  was 
instituted  in  the  Ministry  of  Lector. 

Those  admitted  to  candidacy  were  Timothy  Ahn,  Michael 
Schuetz,  Myles  Casanova,  John  Kane  and  Edison  Urrego. 
The  Rite  of  Admission  to  Candidacy  is  celebrated  when  it 
has  been  established  that  the  intention  of  those  aspiring  to 
Holy  Orders  is  supported  by  the  necessary  qualifications 
and  has  achieved  sufficient  maturity.  During  the  rite,  the  in- 
tention of  receiving  Holy  Orders  is  to  be  expressed  publicly 
by  aspirants.  The  Bishop  publicly  accepts  the  aspirant's 
intention. 

Seminarian  Philip  Johnson  was  instituted  in  the  Ministry 
of  Lector.  This  ministry  calls  the  seminarian  to  be  a  servant 
of  the  Living  Word  of  God.  In  proclaiming  the  readings 
at  liturgy,  the  reader  does  more  than  simply  read.  Those 
who  exercise  the  ministry  of  lector  must  be  truly  suited  and 
carefully  prepared,  so  that  the  faithful  may  develop  a  warm 
and  living  love  for  Sacred  Scripture  from  listening  to  the 
sacred  readings. 

Addressing  the  candidates,  the  Bishop  said,  "In  the 
secular  and  political  world,  candidates  are  individuals  who 
present  themselves  as  worthy  for  a  position.  They  speak 
about  their  vision  and  views.  They  hold  the  office  for  a  term 
or  particular  period  of  time. 

"Dear  candidates,  you  are  so  radically  different.  It  is  the 
Lord  our  God  who  calls  you  by  name  and  brings  you  forth. 
It  is  Jesus  Christ  and  His  Gospel  that  you  are  to  live  and 
proclaim.  God  willing,  the  office  you  will  assume  one  day 
as  an  ordained  priest  is  not  temporary.  It  is  forever!" 

A  reception  for  the  seminarians  and  their  families  fol- 
lowed the  Mass. 


Diocesan  Catholic  School  Leaders  Meet  in 
Preparation  of  New  Year 

The  Diocese  of  Raleigh's  32  schools  and  early  childhood 
centers  open  this  year  with  an  estimated  enrollment  of  9,000 
students,  matching  last  year's  number.  On  Friday,  August  3, 
201  2,  the  principals  and  directors  held  their  annual  meeting 
with  Dr.  Michael  J.  Fedewa,  Superintendent  of  Catholic  Forma- 
tion and  Education,  and  his  staff  to  review  policies  and  proce- 
dures and  to  address  new  initiatives  and  regulations  that  will  go 
into  effect  for  the  20 1  2-20 1 3  school  year. 

Diocesan  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Instructional  Ser- 
vices Mrs.  Rosalie  Innacelli  discussed  curriculum  and  testing 
procedures  and  also  shared  with  the  principals  the  resource 
material  to  be  used  during  the  Year  of  Faith  which  will  begin  in 
the  Diocese  on  October  20  at  the  annual  Diocesan  Catholic 
Convocation. 

Dr.  John  Pendergrass,  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Adminis- 
tration and  Compliance,  provided  an  overview  of  the  Diocesan 
Safe  Environment  program.  Other  Diocesan  departments 
making  presentations  included  Human  Resources,  Finance  and 
Communications.  Mrs.  Anne  Stahel  and  Mrs.  Colleen  Gro- 
chowski  reminded  the  principals  of  the  Msgr.  Gerald  L.  Lewis 
Award  presented  annually  to  a  teacher  of  excellence. 

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  expressed  his 
gratitude  to  the  educational  leaders,  telling  them  they  are  part 
of  God's  divine  plan.  "How  did  we  get  here  at  this  time?"  the 
Bishop  asked.  "Each  of  us  has  a  story,  but  one  thing  we  all  have 
in  common  is  our  faith  in  God." 


On  August  9,  Rev.  Msgr.  David  D.  Brockman,  Vicar  General  of  the 
Diocese,  presided  at  the  Blessing  and  Committal  ceremony  for 
the  new  columbarium  at  St.  Mark  Church  in  Wilmington. 


Dear  Fr.  Joe: 

How  do  I  evangelize? 

I  know  we  are  supposed  to  evangelize,  but  I  don't 
know  what  to  do.  I'm  rather  shy  and  I  don't  feel  like 
I  know  much  about  the  faith.  Besides  that,  I  know  I 
am  a  bad  example  at  times.  What  do  I  do? 


a What  a  beautiful  heart  you 
must  have  -  to  be  so  honest 
in  both  your  desire  to  do 
what's  right  and  in  your  recognizing  your 
limitations.  I  think  I  can  help  you  here,  so 
let's  get  to  it. 

First  of  all,  you  are  right,  we  are  sup- 
posed to  evangelize.  One  of  the  first 
things  Jesus  says  after  his  resurrection  is 
what's  called  a  "commissioning  state- 
ment." The  disciples  are  commissioned 
to  go  and  tell  people  the  good  news! 

But  how  do  we  do  it?  I've  got  some 
"rules"  to  help  us  with  evangelizing. 

Rule  1 :  Share  as  you  are, 
not  as  you  aren't  God  created 
you.  Your  personality  is  not  simply 
a  result  of  social  conditioning  or 
environment.  When  you  were 
in  your  mother's  womb, 
God  created  you.  So, 
the  personality  you 
have  is  a  direct  result 
of  divine  intervention 
in  the  world  -  use 
that  personality  as 
your  guide  to  how  to 
evangelize.  If  you  are 
a  quiet,  shy  sort,  then 
God  is  probably  not 
calling  you  to  stand  on 
a  chair  and  shout  Scrip- 
tures at  people  as  they 
walk  by.  If  you  are  a  person 
who  loves  humor  and  a 
large  social  circle,  then  God 
wants  you  to  use  that  humor 
and  those  social  skills. 

Rule  2:  Lack  of 
knowledge  is  one  of 
the  most  easily  cured 
problems.  With  all  the 
forms  of  communication 
available  to  us,  we  can  find 


out  almost  anything  we  need  in  order  to 
be  knowledgeable.  We  can  read,  we  can 
learn.  Beyond  that,  there  also  are  some 
amazing  podcasts  out  there  that  you  can 
listen  to  and  learn  much  from.  There  are 
so  many  great  choices!  We  can  literally 
inundate  ourselves  with  Catholic  infor- 
mation and  inspiration. 

►►  Rule  3:  It's  the  little  things.  For 

a  lot  of  us,  the  problem  can  be  that 
when  we  think  "evangelize,"  we  think  of 
extensive  travel  or  loud  preaching.  Some 
people  are  called  to  missionary  evange- 
lization, but  if  you  have  a  job  and  family, 
odds  are  that  God  is  calling  you  to 
evangelize  in  your  everyday  life. 
Start  at  home  by  treating  your 
spouse  with  respect  and  honor. 
Treat  your  kids  like  the  treasures 
they  are  -  show  them  the 
importance  and  value  of 
faith.  At  work,  be  on  time, 
work  hard,  avoid  gossip, 
be  kind  to  the  outcasts 
-  all  of  these  things  are 
forms  of  evangelization. 

Rule  4:  Ifs  not  for  the 
perfect,  ifs  for  the  flawed. 

Sometimes,  I  think  we  worry 
about  the  fact  that  we  are  sin- 
ners, but  our  evangelization 
is  like  sharing  with  others  why 
we  like  our  doctor.  She  helped 
heal  us  when  we  were  sick. 
Our  faith  is  the  same:  We  know 
we  are  sinners  and  what  we've 
found  is  that  there  simply  is  noth- 
ing better  than  Jesus  to  heal  our 
wounds.  We  can  evangelize  more 
through  our  repentance  than  we 
can  through  our  perfection.  Admit 
when  you  are  wrong.  Ask  forgive- 
ness of  those  you  have  wounded, 
intentionally  or  unintentionally. 


Rule  5:  It  can  never  be  just  you. 

You  need  accountability  and  community. 
God  didn't  create  us  to  be  lone  rang- 
ers (unless  you  are  the  Lone  Ranger,  in 
which  case,  I  loved  your  show).  God  cre- 
ated us  to  work  together  in  and  through 
community.  Pope  John  Paul  II  wrote 
about  this  in  his  encyclical  about  the  New 
Evangelization,  and  Bishop  Boyea  wrote 
about  it  in  his  pastoral  letter  -  check 
them  out! 

►►  Rule  6:  If  we  don't  base  our 
evangelization  on  a  solid  prayer  life, 
we  will  fail.  The  Holy  Spirit  can  and 
will  speak  to  us:  If  we  haven't  practiced 
listening,  how  will  we  know?  Our  day 
should  start  with  prayer  and  continue  with 
prayer.  We  should  allow  God  to  move  in 
and  through  us,  guiding  our  words  and 
actions.  Just  a  few  moments  in  quiet  to 
start  our  day  will  make  a  big  difference. 

This  list  is  not  meant  to  be  exhaustive, 
but  to  serve  as  a  guide.  I  hope  it  helps 
you.  I  want  to  offer  a  couple  of  points  for 
those  moments  when  our  evangelization 
turns  specific.  What  to  do  when  some- 
one explicitly  asks  us  about  our  faith? 

First,  tell  your  story.  Tell  them  why  your 
Catholic  faith  is  important  to  you.  Don't 
try  to  convert  them  to  your  ideology  or 
political  leanings  -  bring  them  to  Jesus. 
He'll  take  care  of  the  rest. 

Invite  them  to  Mass  with  you.  Make 
it  a  package  deal:  "Hey,  how  about  you 
and  your  family  come  to  the  9  a.m.  Mass 
with  me  this  Sunday?  You  can  come  by 
afterward  for  a  brunch." 

When  you  are  asked  a  question  and 
you  don't  know  the  answer,  don't  be 
ashamed  or  get  frustrated.  Simply  say 
"Wow,  I  don't  know  that  one,  either;  I'll  be 
sure  and  check  it  out!"  The  fact  that  you 
are  honest  about  what  you  know  or  don't 
know  can  be  a  good  message  to  the 
person  you  are  evangelizing. 

There's  a  whole  world  of  people  who 
need  Jesus.  Get  out  there  and  tell  them 
about  him! 

And  enjoy  another  day  in  God's 
presence.

Since  NC  Catholics  first  appeared  in  April  2005,  we've 
used  the  last  page  each  month  to  feature  a  parish 
of  the  Diocese.  By  now  we've  profiled  most  of  our 
parishes  and  several  of  our  missions.  So  with  this 
issue  we're  starting  something  new,  a  Parish  Ministry  Profile. 


In  my  travels  around  the 
Diocese,  I've  been  struck  by 
the  number  of  activities,  even 
in  small  parishes,  initiated  to 
reach  out  to  those  in  need, 
both  in  the  parish  and  in 
the  larger  community.  It's 
not  uncommon  to  have  50 
different  efforts  of  this  kind; 
in  the  larger  parishes  there 
may  be  80  or  more.  The  great 
majority  of  parish  ministries 
are  performed  by  volunteers, 
often  people  who  begin  with 


no  particular  expertise  other  than  a  strong  desire  to  serve 
others. 

The  service  performed  may  be  material:  a  food  pantry  or 
a  ride  to  Mass.  In  this  month's  inaugural  feature,  youth  and 
adults  from  St.  Patrick  Parish  in  Fayetteville  have  teamed  up 
to  do  extensive  repairs  for  home  owners  who  are  financially  or 
otherwise  unable  to  maintain  their  homes.  The  parish  houses 
and  feeds  the  youth  for  a  week  every  summer. 

Many  parish  ministries  address  practical  needs.  During  the 
economic  downturn  of  the  fast  few  years,  for  example,  more 
than  one  parish  instituted  efforts  to  help  their  unemployed 
members  find  and  apply  for  new  jobs.  In  North  Carolina, 
several  parishes  have  special  ministries  to  members  of  the 
military  and  their  families. 

Many  other  ministries  involve  spiritual  needs:  parish 
volunteers  are  involved  in  music  and  liturgy,  faith  formation, 
and  personal  outreach  such  as  bereavement  or  prison  ministry 
or  bringing  the  Eucharist  to  the  sick. 

Although  there  are  some  ministries  unique  to  the  situation  of 
a  particular  parish,  one  is  tempted  to  compile  a  "standard"  list 
of  parish  ministries,  the  things  "every  parish  does."  As  I  hope 
our  new  feature  will  demonstrate,  though,  wherever  people 
are  helping  people  in  Jesus'  name  there  are  unique  stories  to 
tell.  By  telling  these  stories,  perhaps  we  can  inspire  those  who 
haven't  committed  their  time  or  talent  to  service  in  their  parish 
to  consider  doing  so.

Second  Phase  of  Cathedral 
Campus  Campaign  Underway 

Coming  to  Block  2  Parishes  in  August 

The  second  phase  of  the  Cathedral  Campus  Campaign  is 
underway  with  53  parishes  taking  part  in  Block  2,  which 
will  be  conducted  through  December.  Forty  parishes  par- 
ticipated in  Block  1  in  the  first  half  of  2012.  As  of  August 
1 ,  the  Campaign  received  more  than  $32  million  in  pledges. 


In  June,  Block  2  pastors 
met  with  Bishop  Michael  E 
Burbidge,  Diocesan  officials 
and  representatives  from 
Guidance-in-Giving,  the 


professional  stewardship  and 
development  firm  hired  by  the 
Diocese  for  consultation  and 
assistance  in  conducting  the 
Campaign. 


The  purpose  of  the  meeting 
was  to  share  experiences  from 
Block  1  in  order  to  provide 
Block  2  parishes  with  addi- 
tional information  to  help  with 


the  success  of  their  local  cam- 
paigns. The  Bishop  expressed 
his  gratitude  to  the  commit- 
ment and  dedication  of  the 
pastors  and  pansh  leadership 
teams  in  Block  1  who  worked 
to  meet  their  Total  Campaign 
Goal  (TCG). 

The  TCG  is  the  combina- 
tion of  a  parish's  2012  Bishops 
Annual  Appeal  (BAA)  assess- 
ment, the  Cathedral  Campus 
portion  of  the  TCG  and  the 
pansh  portion,  which  is  used 
to  address  the  local  needs  of 
the  parish.  The  first  dollars 
collected  in  each  parish  for 
the  Campaign  goes  to  fulfill 
the  parish's  BAA  commitment 
for  2012.  (Twenty  percent  of 
the  annual  BAA  supports  the 
work  of  Catholic  Charities  in 
its  eight  regional  offices  in  the 
54-county  Diocese.)  After  the 
BAA  goal  is  achieved,  80% 
of  each  dollar  up  to  the  TCG 
is  for  the  Cathedral  Campus, 
with  20%  remaining  at  the 
local  level. 

Bishop  Burbidge  spoke  of 
the  importance  of  the  parish 
receptions  held  to  explain  to 
the  faithful  the  significance 
of  the  Campaign,  allowing 
parishioners  the  opportunity 
to  ask  questions.  'All  parish- 
ioners need  to  be  given  an 
invitation  to  attend  the  recep- 
tions," the  Bishop  said,  "so  that 
they  can  prayerfully  discern 
their  commitment." 


Reception  Leads  to  a  Change  of  Heart 

►►  Such  a  parishioner  is  Jeanne  Casciere,  a  member  of  St. 
Francis  of  Assisi  Parish  in  Raleigh.  In  a  letter  to  Bishop  Bur- 
bidge, Mrs.  Casciere  wrote  that  originally  she  was  against  the 
expenditure  of  money  that  could  be  better  put  to  use  in  help- 
ing the  poor  in  the  Diocese.  She  explained  that  she  received 
an  invitation  to  attend  a  reception  at  the  parish,  but  had  no 
interest.  She  said,  "However,  the  Holy  Spirit  was  not  finished 
with  me  on  this  issue." 

Mrs.  Casciere  wrote  about  coming  upon  a  Scripture  passage 
from  Matthew  (26:6-16)  and  feeling  "like  the  Holy  Spirit  was  giving 
me  a  new  insight  about  the  importance  of  the  new  Cathedral." 


Drawing  from  the  Scripture  verse  in  which  Jesus  accepts 
adoration  from  the  woman,  Mrs.  Casciere  said,  "The  Cathe- 
dral is  our  way  of  showing  God  how  much  He  means  to  us.  A 
Cathedral  is  a  reflection  of  God's  own  beauty  and  awesomeness 
and  we  have  the  opportunity  to  express  this  in  the  artistry  to  be 
found  in  the  new  Cathedral." 

Citing  a  quote  from  her  reading,  she  noted  that  as  a  follower 
of  Jesus  we  are  to  pay  tribute  to  God  while  addressing  the  needs 
of  our  neighbor;  that  "it  does  not  have  to  be  one  or  the  other." 
Her  research  influenced  her  to  attend  one  of  the  St.  Francis 
receptions  on  the  Cathedral  Campus  project.  "I  am  very  glad  I 
went,"  she  wrote,  "and  I  encourage  each  parishioner  to  attend  a 
reception  with  an  open  mind." 
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Bishop:  Outreach  to  the  Poor  to 
"Remain  and  Increase" 

In  his  June  meeting  with  Block  2  pastors,  Bishop 
Burbidge  addressed  the  concern  expressed  by  some 
regarding  the  needs  of  the  poor.  He  reiterated  the  commit- 
ment he  made  in  September,  201  1  when  he  announced 
Diocesan  plans  to  build  a  new  Cathedral.  He  once 
again  emphasized,  "We  will  not  lessen  our  outreach 
to  those  in  need,  but  rather  it  will  remain  and 
will  increase." 

The  Cathedral  Campus  Campaign  is  proving  to  be 
beneficial  to  parishes  by  allowing  them  the  opportunity  to 
address  local  needs.  Msgr.  Jeffrey  Ingham,  Pastor  of  St. 
Anthony  of  Padua  Parish  in  Southern  Pines,  said  his  parish 
is  conducting  a  combined  campaign  that  will  allow  it  to  un- 
dertake a  few  important  projects  that  it  would  not  otherwise 
have  done  at  this  time. 

"We  need  to  build  an  all-purpose  building  at  the  school 
that  can  be  used  not  only  as  a  gymnasium  but  by  all 
parishioners  as  well,"  Msgr.  Ingham  said.  "We  have  no 
place  to  congregate  for  the  school  and  this  building  will 
give  us  a  place  to  hold  events  that  we  are  unable  to  do 
in  our  parish  hall.  In  addition,"  he  continued,  "the  parish 
grounds  are  very  much  in  need  of  attention.  The  combined 
campaign  will  allow  us  to  turn  the  grounds  into  a  place  of

beauty  and  inspiration." 
Msgr.  Ingham  supports 
construction  of  the  new 
Cathedral.  "The  Cathe- 
dral is  one  of  the  most 
important  symbols  in 
the  life  of  the  Diocese.  It 
symbolizes  far  more  than 
just  a  structure.  There 

are  events  that  should  be  done  specifically  in  a  Cathe- 
dral," Msgr.  Ingham  noted.  "It  symbolizes  the  reality  of  the 
Church  itself;  the  Church  universal  as  well  as  the  Church 
Diocesan.  We  should  have  a  building  that  expresses  that 
reality,"  he  continued,  "a  building  that  encourages  us  to  live 
out  our  faith;  a  building  that  draws  us  into  the  Divine  and 
allows  us  to  become  more  incarnational  as  we  go  out  into 
the  world." 

Aware  that  some  people  point  to  their  local  church  as 
the  center  of  their  faith  life,  Msgr.  Ingham  said  while  that  is 
true,  "We  have  to  remember  we  are  not  simply  a  provincial 
people,  we  are  a  people  that  go  beyond  our  own  parishes. 
We  go  beyond  to  a  Diocese  and  a  Bishop  who  is  the  father 
of  us  all.  The  Cathedral  is  the  church  for  every  one  of  us 
and  we  do  things  in  it  as  a  Diocese  that  we  cannot  do  on 
a  parish  level.  It  also  reminds  us  that  there  is  a  church 
beyond  the  Diocese  and  that  is  the  Church  Universal."

Beata  Teresa 
de  Calcuta 


Feast:  September  5 

►►  Blessed  Teresa,  or 
Mother  Teresa,  (August 
26,  1 9 1 0  -  September 
5,  1  997)  was  born  Agnes 
Gonxha  Bojaxhiu  in  Alba- 
nia. She  joined  the  Institute 
of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary, 
the  Sisters  of  Loreto,  in 
Ireland  at  1  8  and  spent 
the  first  20  years  of  her 
religious  life  as  a  teacher 
and  principal  of  a  convent 
school  in  Calcutta,  India. 

Her  life  changed  forever 
in  1  946  during  a  train  ride, 
when  she  received  her 
"inspiration,  her  call  within 
a  call."  She  was  seized  by 
Jesus'  thirst  for  love  and 
for  souls  and  the  desire  to 
quench  this  thirst  became 
the  purpose  of  her  life.  She 
responded  by  establishing 
the  Missionaries  of  Charity 
who  were  dedicated  to  the 
service  of  the  poorest  of 
the  poor. 

She  spent  the  rest  of 
her  life  caring  for  the  sick,  poor  and  marginalized.  Her 
order  grew,  and  by  the  time  of  her  death  in  1  997,  there 
were  nearly  4,000  members  in  61  0  foundations  in  1  23 
countries. 

However,  the  success  of  her  ministry  was  accomplished 
precisely  through  the  cross  rather  than  apart  from  it.  She 
had  left  the  relative  safety  and  comfort  of  the  convent 
school  to  be  what  God  asked  her  to  be,  "a  free  nun  covered 
with  the  poverty  of  the  cross."  This  had  consequences.  For 
example,  the  first  year  was  marked  by  begging  for  food  and 
supplies  as  she  had  no  income. 

In  addition  to  the  physical  hardships  of  her  missionary 
work,  she  also  suffered  from  a  deep  and  abiding  feeling  of 
being  separated,  even  rejected,  by  God  even  as  she  longed 
more  and  more  for  God's  love.  It  is  no  coincidence  that  this 
spiritual  state  began  at  the  time  she  began  her  work  for  the 
poor  and  continued  to  her  death. 

Blessed  Teresa  obediently  took  up  her  cross  at  the  bidding 
of  Jesus.  By  doing  this,  she  emptied  herself  to  take  the  "form 
of  a  slave"  entering  fully  into  the  suffering  of  the  world.

►►  Beata  Teresa  de  Calcuta  o 
Madre  Teresa  (26  de  agosto  de 
1  9 1 0-  5  de  setiembre  de  1 997) 
nacio  bajo  el  nombre  de  Agnes 
Gonxha  Bojaxhiu  en  Albania.  A  los 
1  8  anos,  ella  se  unio  al  Instituto  de 
la  Bienaventurada  Virgen  Maria  de 
las  Hermanas  de  Loreto  en  Irlanda 
y  paso  los  primeros  20  anos  de  su 
vida  religiosa  como  profesora  y  di- 
rectora  de  la  escuela  del  convento 
en  Calcuta,  India. 

En  1  946,  su  vida  cambio  para 
siempre  cuando  durante  un  viaje 
en  tren  recibio  su  "inspiration,  su 
llamado  dentro  del  llamado".  Ella 
fue  poseida  por  la  sed  de  amor  y 
almas  de  Jesus  y  el  deseo  de  saciar 
esa  sed  se  convirtio  en  el  proposito 
de  su  vida.  Ella  respondio  a  este 
llamado  creando  la  congregacion 
de  las  Misioneras  de  la  Caridad 
quienes  se  dedicaron  al  servicio  de 
los  mas  pobres  entre  los  pobres. 

Ella  paso  el  resto  de  su  vida 
cuidando  de  los  enfermos,  pobres 
y  marginados.  Su  congregacion 
crecio  y  para  el  tiempo  de  su 
muerte  en  1  997,  tenian  casi  4000  miembros  en  6 1 0 
misiones  en  1  30  paises. 

Sin  embargo,  el  exito  de  su  ministerio  se  logro  a  traves  de 
la  cruz  en  vez  de  alejada  de  ella.  Ella  dejo  la  relativa  seguridad 
y  comodidad  de  la  escuela  del  convento  para  estar  donde 
Dios  le  pidio  que  estuviese,  una  "monja  libre  cubierta  por  la 
pobreza  de  la  cruz".  Esto  tuvo  consecuencias;  por  ejemplo, 
durante  el  primer  ano  de  su  mision  tuvo  que  mendigar  por 
comida  y  provisiones  ya  que  no  tenia  ningiin  ingreso. 

Ademas  de  las  dificultades  fisicas  de  su  trabajo  misione- 
ro,  ella  tambien  sufrio  debido  a  un  sentimiento  profundo 
y  duradero  de  sentirse  separada,  incluso  rechazada,  por 
Dios  mientras  ella  anhelaba  mas  y  mas  el  amor  de  Dios. 
No  es  coincidencia  que  este  estado  espiritual  comenzara 
en  la  epoca  en  que  ella  empezo  su  trabajo  con  los  pobres 
y  continuo  asi  hasta  su  muerte. 

Beata  Teresa  tomo  obediente  su  cruz  a  pedido  de  Jesus. 
Al  hacer  esto,  ella  se  despojo  de  si  misma  para  tomar  la 
"forma  de  esclava",  entrando  por  completo  en  el  sufrimiento 
del  mundo.

Many  Communities, 


You  must  now  give  your  gifts  of  Blackness  to  the 
whole  Church"  (Pope  Paul  VI) 
From  the  Bible  we  know  that  in  the  beginning, 
there  was  God.  The  first  perfect  community  is 
the  Holy  Trinity.  From  the  creation  of  Adam  and  Eve  we  have 
sought  community  for  a  variety  of  reasons.  In  our  Church, 
various  conferences  bring  communities  together  for  a  variety 
of  reasons. 


The  National  Black  Catholic 
Congress  was  first  called  into 
being  over  100  years  ago  as 
lay  people  from  around  the 
country  gathered  to  address 
the  concerns  of  Catholic 
African  Americans.  This  year, 
the  National  Black  Catholic 
Congress  hosted  the  quin- 
quennial gathering  of  laity, 
religious,  and  clergy  from 
around  the  country  in  India- 
napolis, IN.  This  is  no  longer 
just  for  African  Americans, 
but  all  who  identify  themselves  as  African  American  because  of 
their  spirituality.  Over  2500  people  gathered  this  year  to  discuss 
the  results  of  the  first  ever  survey  of  African  American  Catholics, 
which  was  completed  last  summer. 

Participants  also  heard  about  the  NBCC  Catholic  Educa- 
tion Foundation  which  was  created  to  raise  funds  for  schools 
which  serve  predominantly  African  American  children. 
Catholic  Schools  have  historically  served  as  one  of  the  major 
avenues  of  evangelization  in  the  United  States  for  African 
American  communities. 

At  the  same  time  that  the  NBCC  was  being  held  in  Indiana, 
Native  Americans,  with  religious,  clergy  and  Bishops  who  serve 
in  their  communities,  gathered  in  Albany,  NY  to  retrace  the  foot- 
steps of  Blessed  Kateri  Tekakwitha.  Blessed  Katen  will  be  among 
seven  people  canonized  on  October  21,  2012  by  Pope  Benedict 
XVI.  She  will  be  the  first  Native  American  to  be  honored  in  such 
a  way.  At  the  conference,  participants  were  able  to  meet  with  the 
youth  whose  life  was  saved  by  the  intercession  of  Blessed  Kateri. 

The  culture  of  the  indigenous  people  was  showcased  through- 
out the  conference;  and  for  the  Raleigh  participants  it  was  an  op- 
portunity to  express  their  cultural  connection  without  hesitation. 

For  the  participants  at  both  conferences,  the  gatherings 
provide  an  opportunity  for  them  to  be  culturally  authentic  and 
thoroughly  Catholic  at  the  same  time. 

May  Saint  Martin  de  Porres  and  Blessed  Takeri  Tekakwitha 
continue  to  inspire  us  to  be  authentic  followers  of  Jesus,  our 
Lord  and  Savior.  -  Father  Marcos  Leon

On  October  11,  2011,  when  Pope  Benedict  XVI  de- 
clared that  the  Universal  Church  would  celebrate  a 
Year  of  Faith  to  begin  October  2012  and  to  conclude 
November  24,  2013,  he  actually  initiated,  for  many 
planners  in  the  Church,  two  years  of  faith.  Sister  Rose  Marie 
Adams,  IHM,  Raleigh's  Diocesan  Director  of  Evangelization  and 
Catechesis,  and  a  member  of  the  Steering  Committee  established 
by  Bishop  Michael  E  Burbidge  to  design  resources  and  activities 
to  celebrate  this  special  year  throughout  the  Diocese,  explained. 


"Ever  since  the  Com- 
mittee began  meeting,"  she 
said,  "we've  all  found  our 
faith  deepened  and  renewed 
by  our  interaction.  What  a 
wonderful,  rich  subject  the 
Holy  Father  has  asked  us  to 
study  and  celebrate!  It  is  my 
hope  that  every  Catholic  in 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  dur- 
ing this  Year  of  Faith  would 
rediscover  what  it  means 
to  be  Catholic,  and  how  to 
better  communicate  the  Faith 
with  renewed  enthusiasm 
and  joy." 

Msgr.  Jeffrey  A.  Ingham, 
Pastor  of  St.  Anthony  of 
Padua  Parish  in  Southern 
Pines  and  Chairperson  of 
the  Committee,  agreed  with 


►►  We  want  this  Year  to 
arouse  in  every  believer 
the  aspiration  to  profess 
the  faith  in  fullness  and 
with  renewed  convic- 
tion, with  confidence  and 
hope. . .  At  the  same  time, 
we  make  it  our  prayer  that 
believers'  witness  of  life 
may  grow  in  credibility.  To 
rediscover  the  content  of 
the  faith  that  is  professed, 
celebrated,  lived  and 
prayed,  and  to  reflect  on 
the  act  of  faith,  is  a  task 
that  every  believer  must 
make  his  own,  especially 
in  the  course  of  this  Year."

Sister  Rose.  "There  are  many 
elements  that  make  up  the 
Year  of  Faith,"  he  said,  "but 
two  in  particular  come  to 
mind.  Firstly  we  all  need  to 
pray  intensely  for  a  deepen- 
ing of  our  faith  and  for  the 
courage  to  respond  to  it. 
Secondly,  we  need  to  study 
the  Faith  in  its  fullness  if 
we  are  going  to  internalize 
it.  Faith  is  like  love;  it  either 
grows  or  it  dies.  There  are 
no  middle  roads  and  no 
plateaus." 

In  his  letter  proclaiming 
the  Year,  Porta  Fidei  (The 
Door  of  Faith),  His  Holiness 
noted  that  the  Year  of  Faith 
would  also  commemorate 
the  50th  anniversary  of  the 


opening  of  Vatican  II  and 
the  20th  anniversary  of  the 
revised  Catechism  of  the 
Catholic  Church.  In  the 
Diocese  of  Raleigh,  a  third 
important  event  will  mark  its 
60th  anniversary  in  2013. 

Father  Marcos  Leon,  a 
member  of  the  Steering 
Committee  and  the  Vicar  for 
African  Ancestry  Ministry 
and  Evangelization  (AA- 
MEN),  noted  that  on  June 
12,  1953,  Bishop  Vincent 
S.  Waters  issued  a  six-page 
Pastoral  Letter  too  be  read 
in  all  the  churches  of  the 
Diocese.  "There  is  no  segre- 
gation of  races  to  be  toler- 
ated in  any  Catholic  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh," 


Bishop  Waters  wrote.  "The 
pastors  are  charged  with  the 
carrying  out  of  this  teaching 
and  shall  tolerate  nothing  to 
the  contrary.  Otherwise,  all 
special  churches  for  Negroes 
will  be  abolished  immedi- 
ately as  lending  weight  to  the 
false  notion  that  the  Catholic 
Church,  the  Mysical  Body  of 
Christ,  is  divided." 

That  event  in  the  history 
of  the  Diocese  is  just  one 
item  in  the  resource  booklet 
developed  by  the  Year  of 
Faith  Steering  Committee. 
A  resource  for  families  and 
individuals,  the  booklet  is 
also  adaptable  for  parishes, 
schools  and  faith  formation 
programs.  It  divides  the  Year 
of  Faith  into  quarters.  Two 
themes,  from  each  of  the 
four  pillars  of  the  Catechism 
of  the  Catholic  Church,  were 
selected  as  quarterly  fo- 
cuses. Every  theme  includes 
prayers,  Scripture  readings, 
reflection  questions,  resourc- 
es, fast  facts  and  suggestions 
for  faith  in  action. 

"The  resources  will  help 
parishes  and  schools  to 
focus  on  different  aspects 
of  the  faith  for  the  entire 
year,"  said  Committee 
member  and  Diocesan 
Superintendent  of  Catholic 
Formation  and  Education, 
Dr.  Michael  J.  Fedewa.  "The 
Year  of  Faith  is  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  celebrate 
the  wonderful  gift  that  our 
Catholic  faith  is." 

Sr.  Rose,  along  with  Mrs. 
Mary  DiSano,  Coordinator 
of  Catechetical  Ministry, 
presented  the  resource 
packet  to  parish  faith  forma- 
tion ministers  on  August 
2.  Principals  and  directors 
of  early  childhood  centers 
received  the  packet  at  their 
annual  meeting  prior  to  the 
start  of  the  new  school  year. 

Bishop  Burbidge  in  a 
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pastoral  letter  also  strongly 
urged  all  the  faithful  "to 
take  every  opportunity  in 
your  parish,  in  your  forma- 
tion programs  and  in  your 


celebrations  to  use  these 
materials  and  to  offer  your 
own  creative  ideas  and  gifts 
to  enhance  and  highlight 
this  important  year  in  our 


Church."

Questions  and 
answers  about  the 
Year  of  Faith 

1.  What  is  the  Year  of  Faith?  At  certain  times  in  the 
history  of  the  Church,  popes  have  called  upon  the  faithful 
to  dedicate  themselves  to  deepening  their  understanding 
of  a  particular  aspect  of  the  faith.  In  1  967,  Pope  Paul  VI 
announced  a  Year  of  Faith  commemorating  the  1  9th  cen- 
tenary of  the  martyrdom  of  Sts.  Peter  and  Paul.  The  1967 
Year  of  Faith  called  upon  the  Church  to  recall  the  supreme 
act  of  witness  by  these  two  saints  so  that  their  martyrdom 
might  inspire  the  present  day  Church  to  collectively  and 
individually  make  a  sincere  profession  of  faith. 

The  upcoming  Year  of  Faith  declared  by  Pope  Benedict  XVI 
is  a  "summons  to  an  authentic  and  renewed  conversion  to  the 
Lord,  the  One  Savior  of  the  world"  (Porta  fidei  6).  In  other 
words,  the  Year  of  Faith  is  an  opportunity  for  Catholics  to  ex- 
perience a  conversion  -  to  turn  back  to  Jesus  and  enter  into  a 
deeper  relationship  with  him.  The  pope  has  described  this  con- 
version as  opening  the  "door  of  faith"  (see  Acts  14:27).  The 
"door  of  faith"  is  opened  at  one's  baptism,  but  during  this  year 
Catholics  are  called  to  open  it  again,  walk  through  it  and  redis- 
cover and  renew  their  relationship  with  Christ  and  his  Church. 

2.  Why  is  the  Year  of  Faith  this  year?  With  his  Apos- 
tolic Letter  of  October  1  1 ,  201  1 ,  Porta  fidei,  Pope  Bene- 
dict XVI  declared  that  the  Year  of  Faith  will  begin  on  Oc- 
tober 1  1 ,  201  2  and  conclude  on  November  24,  201 3. 
October  1  1 ,  the  first  day  of  the  Year  of  Faith,  is  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the  Second  Vatican  Council 
(Vatican  II)  and  also  the  twentieth  anniversary  of  the  Cat- 
echism of  the  Catholic  Church.  During  the  Year  of  Faith, 
Catholics  are  asked  to  study  and  reflect  on  the  documents 
of  Vatican  II  and  the  catechism  so  that  they  may  deepen 
their  knowledge  of  the  faith. 


3.  The  Year  of  Faith  begins  in  October  2012  with  a 
Synod  on  New  Evangelization.  What  is  a  synod?  A 

synod  of  bishops  is  a  gathering  of  bishops,  selected  from 
different  areas  of  the  world,  who  meet  with  the  pope  to 
discuss  questions  pertaining  to  the  activity  of  the  Church  in 
the  world.  This  meeting  of  bishops  helps  to  foster  a  closer 
unity  between  the  bishops  and  the  pope,  and  provides 
counsel  to  the  pope.  Pope  Benedict  XVI  has  situated  the 
Synod  on  the  New  Evangelization  (October  7-28)  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Year  of  Faith  (October  1  1 ). 


4.  How  are  Year  of  Faith  and  New  Evangelization 
linked?  The  New  Evangelization  is  a  call  to  each  Cath- 
olic to  deepen  his  or  her  own  faith,  have  confidence 
in  the  Gospel,  and  possess  a  willingness  to  share  the 
Gospel.  The  New  Evangelization  is  first  and  foremost 
a  personal  encounter  with  Jesus  Christ;  it  is  an  invita- 
tion to  deepen  one's  relationship  with  Christ.  It  is  also 
a  call  to  each  person  to  share  his  or  her  faith  with  oth- 
ers. The  Year  of  Faith,  just  like  the  New  Evangelization, 
calls  Catholics  to  conversion  in  order  to  deepen  their 
relationship  with  Christ  and  to  share  it  with  others. 

5.  How  does  the  Year  of  Faith  affect  the  average 
Catholic?  Every  baptized  Catholic  is  called  through 
baptism  to  be  a  disciple  of  Christ  and  proclaim  the 
Gospel.  The  Year  of  Faith  is  an  opportunity  for  each 
and  every  Catholic  to  renew  their  baptismal  call  by  liv- 
ing out  the  everyday  moments  of  their  lives  with  faith, 
hope  and  love.  This  everyday  witness  is  necessary  for 
proclaiming  the  Gospel  to  family,  friends,  neighbors 
and  society.  In  order  to  witness  to  the  Gospel,  Catho- 
lics must  be  strengthened  through  celebrating  weekly 
Sunday  Mass  and  the  Sacrament  of  Reconciliation. 

Pastors  are  encouraged  to  provide  their  parishio- 
ners with  opportunities  to  deepen  their  faith  during  the 
Year  of  Faith  through  retreats,  special  liturgies,  Bible 
studies,  service  opportunities  and  formation  sessions 
on  the  catechism  and  sacraments. 

6.  What  are  some  key  resources  for  the  Year  of 
Faith?  Catholics  wishing  to  deepen  their  faith  during 
the  Year  of  Faith  should  start  by  exploring  the  Evange- 
lization and  Catechesis  section  of  the  USCCB  web- 
site. Numerous  catechetical  resources,  prayers  and 
other  resources  have  been  prepared  for  the  Year  of 
Faith  and  the  New  Evangelization  that  can  be  viewed 
and  downloaded  for  free.  Catholics  should  also  con- 
sider studying  the  documents  of  Vatican  II  and  the  cat- 
echism. Another  resource  is  the  United  States  Catholic 
Catechism  for  Adults,  which  takes  the  teachings  of  the 
catechism  and  shares  them  within  a  uniquely  American 
context  and  highlights  American  Catholic  saints  and 
role  models.  Catholics  can  also  talk  to  their  pastors 
and  other  parish  leaders  to  learn  about  what  activi- 
ties and  opportunities  will  be  taking  place  within  their 
communities.  Most  importantly,  Catholics  seeking  to 
deepen  their  faith  should  pray  daily,  study  Scripture 
and  celebrate  weekly  Sunday  Mass.

La 
Hermana  Rose  Marie  Adams,  IHM,  Directora 
Diocesana  de  Evangelizacion  y  Catequesis,  y 
miembro  del  Comite  Directivo  establecido  por 
el  Obispo  Michael  E  Burbidge  para  disefiar 
recursos  y  actividades  para  celebrar  este  ano 
especial  a  lo  largo  de  la  Diocesis,  explicd 


Monsefior  Jeffrey  A.  Ingham,  Parroco  de  la  Parroquia  de  San 
Antonio  de  Padua  en  Southern  Pines  y  Presidente  del  Comite, 
esta  de  acuerdo  con  la  Hermana  Rose.  "Hay  muchos  elementos 
que  hacen  el  Ano  de  la  Fe",  dijo  el,  "pero  dos  en  particular  se 
me  vienen  a  la  mente.  Primero,  todos  necesitamos  rezar  con 
intensidad  para  profundizar  nuestra  fe  y  para  tener  valentia  de 
responder  a  ella.  Segundo,  necesitamos  estudiar  la  Fe  en  pleni- 
tud  si  vamos  a  interiorizarla.  La  fe  es  como  el  amor;  crece  o  se 
muere.  No  hay  caminos  intermedios  ni  altiplanos". 

En  su  carta  proclamando  el  Ano,  Porta  Fidei  (La  Puerta  de  la 
Fe),  Su  Santidad  dijo  que  el  Ano  de  la  Fe  celebrara  el  cincuenta 
aniversario  de  la  apertura  del  Vaticano  II  y  tambien  los  veinte 
anos  de  la  publication  del  Catecismo  Catolico  de  la  Iglesia 
Catolica.  En  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh,  un  tercer  evento  importante 
marcara  el  sesenta  aniversario  en  2013. 

El  Padre  Marcos  Leon,  miembro  del  Comite  Directivo  y  Vi- 
cario  para  el  Ministerio  y  Evangelizacion  de  la  Herencia  Africana 
(AAMEN),  dijo  que  el  12  de  junio  de  1953,  el  Obispo  Vincent 
S.  Water  elaboro  una  Carta  Pastoral  de  seis  paginas  para  dark 
lectura  en  todas  las  Iglesias  de  la  Diocesis.  "No  hay  ninguna  sepa- 
ration de  razas  que  seran  toleradas  en  ninguna  Iglesia  Catolica 
en  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh",  escribio  el  Obispo  Waters.  "Los 
pastores  se  encargan  de  la  realization  de  esta  ensenanza  y  no  se 
tolera  nada  contrario.  Por  otro  lado,  todas  las  iglesias  especiales 
para  negros  seran  eliminadas  inmediatamente  al  poner  peso  a 
la  falsa  notion  de  que  la  Iglesia  Catolica,  el  Cuerpo  Mistico  de 
Cristo,  esta  divida". 

Este  evento  en  la  historia  de  la  Diocesis  es  solo  un  elemento 
en  el  recurso  que  se  desarrollo  por  el  Comite  Directivo  de  el 
Ano  de  la  Fe.  Un  recurso  para  familias  e  individuos,  el  recurso 
tambien  es  adaptable  para  las  parroquias,  escuelas  y  programas 
de  formation  de  fe.

El  Ano  de  la  Fe 
de  1  967  exhorto  a  la  Iglesia  a  recordar  el  acto  supremo 
de  testimonio  de  estos  dos  santos  para  que  su  martirio 
inspirara  a  la  Iglesia  presente  de  manera  colectiva  e  indi- 
vidual a  una  sincera  profesion  de  fe. 

Este  Ano  de  la  Fe,  declaro  el  Papa  Benedicto  XVI,  es 
una  autentica  y  renovada  conversion  al  Senor,  unico  Sal- 
vador del  mundo"  (Porta  Fidei  6).  Es  decir,  el  Ano  de 
la  Fe  es  la  oportunidad  para  que  los  Catolicos  experi- 
menten  la  conversion  -  de  retornar  a  Jesus  y  tener  una 
relacion  profunda  con  el.  El  papa  describe  esta  conver- 
sion como  la  "puerta  de  la  fe"  abierta  (vea  Hechos  14:27).  La 
"puerta  de  la  fe"  se  abre  por  medio  del  bautismo;  pero 
durante  este  ano  los  Catolicos  estan  llamados  a  abrirla 
nuevamente,  entrar  por  ella,  redescubrir  y  renovar  su 
relacion  con  Cristo  y  su  Iglesia. 


2.  <LPor  que  este  ano  es  el  Ano  de  la  Fe?  Con  la 

Carta  Apostolica  del  1  1  de  Octubre  de  201  1 ,  Porta  Fi- 
dei, el  Papa  Benedicto  XVI  declaro  que  el  Ano  de  la  Fe 
comienza  el  1  1  de  Octubre  de  201  2,  y  termina  el  24 
de  Noviembre  de  2013.  El  11  de  Octubre  es  el  primer 
dia  del  Ano  de  Fe,  es  el  quince  aniversario  de  la  apertura 
del  Concilio  Vaticano  Segundo  (Vaticano  II)  y  tambien  los 
veinte  anos  de  la  publication  del  Catecismo  de  la  Iglesia 
Catolica.  Durante  el  Ano  de  la  Fe,  se  pide  a  los  catolicos 
estudiar  y  reflexionar  sobre  los  documentos  del  Vaticano 
II  y  el  catecismo  para  que  puedan  profundizar  su  cono- 
cimiento  de  la  fe. 


3.  El  Ano  de  la  Fe  comienza  en  Octubre  de  2012 
con  un  Sinodo  para  la  Nueva  Evangelizacion. 
<LQue  es  un  sinodo?  Un  sinodo  de  obispos  es  una  re- 
union de  obispos,  seleccionados  de  diferentes  partes  del 
mundo  para  reunirse  con  el  Papa  y  discutir  las  cuestio- 
nes  pertenecientes  a  las 
actividades  de  la  Iglesia  en 
el  mundo.  Esta  reunion  de 
obispos  contribuye  a  fo- 
mentar  una  mayor  unidad 
entre  los  obispos  y  el  Papa, 
proporcionando  asesoria  al 
Papa.  El  Papa  Benedicto 
XVI  ha  situado  el  Sinodo 
sobre  la  Nueva  Evangeli- 
zacion (7-28  de  octubre) 
al  comenzar  el  Ano  de  la  Fe 
(1  1  de  octubre). 


4.  cComo  estan  relacionados  el  Ano  de  la  Fe  y  la 
Nueva  Evangelizacion?  La  Nueva  Evangelizacion  es  un 
llamado  a  todos  los  Catolicos  para  profundizar  su  propia 
fe,  tener  confianza  en  el  Evangelio,  y  tener  la  voluntad  de 
compartir  el  Evangelio.

Los  catolicos  que  deseen  profundizar  su  fe  du- 
rante el  Ano  de  la  Fe  deberian  comenzar  a  explorar  la  sec- 
tion de  Evangelizacion  y  Catequesis  de  la  pagina  web  de 
la  Conferencia  de  Obispos  Catolicos  de  Estados  Unidos. 
Se  han  preparado  para  su  uso  numerosos  recursos  cate- 
queticos,  oraciones  y  otros  recursos  para  el  Ano  de  la  Fe 
y  la  Nueva  Evangelizacion.  Estos  recursos  se  pueden  bajar 
gratuitamente.  Los  catolicos  tambien  deben  considerar  es- 
tudiar los  documentos  del  Vaticano  II  y  el  catecismo.  Otro 
recurso  es  el  Catecismo  Catolico  de  Estados  Unidos  para 
Adultos,  que  toma  las  ensenanzas  del  catecismo  y  las  com-

La  segunda  fase  de  la  Campana  para  el  Campus  de  la 
Catedrai  esta  en  proceso  con  la  participation  de  53 
parroquias  en  el  Bloque  2  que  sera  conducido  hasta 
diciembre.  Cuarenta  parroquias  participaron  en  el 
Bloque  1  en  la  primera  mitad  del  2012.  Hasta  el  1  de  agosto,  la 
campana  ha  recibido  mas  de  $32  millones  en  donativos. 


En  junio,  los  pastores  del 
Bloque  2  se  reunieron  con  el 
Obispo  Michael  E  Burbidge, 
los  funcionarios  diocesanos  y 
representantes  de  Guidance- 
in-Giving,  una  compania  de 
mayordomia  y  desarrollo 
profesional  contratada  por  la 
Diocesis  para  asesoramiento  y 
asistencia  en  la  conduction  de 
esta  campana. 

El  proposito  de  esta  reunion 
fue  compartir  experiencias  del 


Bloque  1  para  proporcionar 
information  adicional  a  las 
parroquias  del  Bloque  2  para 
ayudar  a  que  sus  campa- 
fias  locales  tengan  exito.  El 
Obispo  expreso  su  gratitud 
al  compromiso  y  dedication 
de  los  pastores  y  los  equipos 
de  liderazgo  parroquiales  del 
Bloque  1  quienes  trabajaron 
para  alcanzar  la  meta  total  de 
la  campana  o  Total  Campaign 
Goal  (TCG  por  sus  siglas  en 


ingles). 

La  TCG  es  la  combination 
del  calculo  de  la  Campana 
Anual  del  Obispo  del  2012 
(BAA  por  sus  siglas  en  ingles) 
de  la  parroquia,  la  portion 
para  el  Campus  de  la  Cat- 
edrai del  TCG  y  la  portion 
de  la  parroquia,  que  se  usa 
para  atender  las  necesidad 
locales  de  la  parroquia.

Casciere  escribio  que  se  cruzo  con  un  pasaje  de 
las  Escrituras  (Mateo  26:6-16)  y  sintio  "como  si  el  Espiritu 
Santo  le  estaba  dando  un  nuevo  entendimiento  sobre 
la  importancia  de  una  nueva  Catedral." 

Extraido  del  verso  de  las  Escrituras  donde  Jesus 
acepta  la  adoration  por  parte  de  una  mujer,  la  Sra. 
Casciere  dijo  que  "la  Catedral  es  nuestra  forma  de 
mostrarle  a  Dios  lo  mucho  que  significa  para  nosotros. 
Una  Catedral  es  una  reflexion  de  la  propia  belleza  y 
grandeza  de  Dios  y  tenemos  la  oportunidad  de  expre- 
sar  esto  en  el  arte  que  se  encuentra  en  la  Catedral." 

Citando  un  parrafo  de  su  lectura,  ella  noto  que  como 
seguidores  de  Jesus,  debemos  pagar  tributo  a  Dios  y 
a  la  vez  atender  las  necesidades  de  nuestros  vecinos 
y  eso  "no  tiene  que  ser  o  uno  o  lo  otro."

"Estoy  muy 
contenta  de  haber  ido",  escribio  ella  y  "aliento  a  cada  par- 
roquiano  a  asistir  a  la  recepcion  con  la  mente  abierta."

Obispo:  Alcance  a  los 
pobres  "permanecera  y  se 
aumentara" 


►►  En  su  reunion  de  junio  con  los  pas- 
tores  del  Bloque  2,  el  Obispo  Burbidge 
trato  la  preocupacion  expresada  por 
algunos  acerca  de  las  necesidades  de 
los  pobres.  El  reitero  el  compromiso  que 
hizo  en  setiembre  de  20 1 1  cuando  se 
anuncio  los  planes  de  la  Diocesis  para 
construir  una  nueva  Catedral.  El  volvio  a 
recalcar  que  "no  estamos  disminuyendo 
nuestro  alcance  a  los  necesitados,  sino 
que  este  permanecera  y  se  aumentara." 

La  Campana  para  el  Campus  de  la 
Catedral  esta  probando  ser  beneficiosa 
para  las  parroquias  al  permitirles  la 
oportunidad  de  atender  las  necesidades 
locales.  El  Monsenor  Jeffrey  Ingham, 
Pastor  de  la  Parroquia  de  San  Antonio

Monsenor  Ingham  apoya  la  con- 
struction de  la  nueva  Catedral.  "Esta 
Catedral  es  uno  de  los  simbolos  mas 
importantes  en  la  vida  de  la  Diocesis. 
Simboliza  mas  que  una  simple  estruc- 
tura.  Existen  eventos  que  deberian  hac- 
erse  especificamente  en  una  Catedral", 


recalco  Monsenor  Ingham.  "Simboliza 
la  realidad  de  la  Iglesia  misma;  la  Iglesia 
universal  asi  como  la  Iglesia  diocesana. 
Debemos  tener  un  lugar  que  exprese 
esta  realidad"  y  agrego  "un  lugar  que 
nos  aliente  a  vivir  nuestra  fe,  un  lugar 
que  nos  congregue  en  lo  Divino  y  nos 
permita  volvernos  mas  encarnacionales 
mientras  vamos  por  el  mundo."

Home  Works 

St.  Patrick,  Fayetteville

This  June,  St.  Patrick  Parish  in  Fayetteville,  NC 
hosted  youth  from  Virginia,  South  Carolina 
and  North  Carolina  for  Home  Works,  a 
non-profit  program  to  repair  the  homes  of 
those  who  can't  afford  or  are  unable  to  do  the  repairs 
themselves.  For  a  week  youth  from  St.  Patrick  joined  with 
their  peers  and  adult  volunteers  to  paint,  roof  and  rebuild 
portions  of  houses  in  Fayetteville.  Some  of  the  participants 
were  experienced  from  previous  summers,  while  others 
were  learning  construction  skills  by  doing,  under  the 
supervision  of  a  contractor  and  of  St.  Patrick  Youth 
Ministry  Director  Deacon  Vince  Mescall. 


Home  Works  held  its  first  week-long 
Fayetteville  session  in  the  summer 
of  2002,  Deacon  Mescall  said.  Saint 
Patrick  has  been  the  host  parish  for 
the  session  every  year  since.  "That  first 
session  we  had  18  people,"  Deacon 
Mescall  recalled.  "They  were  all  Saint 
Patrick  parishioners  and  the  support 
consisted  of  using  the  parish  facilities 
for  lunch  and  dinner  each  day  of  the 
session;  the  meals  were  provided  by 
various  ministries  and  individuals  from 
the  parish.  Our  effort  grew  steadily, 


and  for  the  last  six  years  we've  had  100 
-105  youth  and  adults  from  various 
parishes  or  churches  and  as  many  as 
four  states.  Since  2009,  the  youth  have 
been  housed  in  the  St.  Patrick  Family 
Life  Center." 

Home  Works'  mission  is  to  show 
God's  love  for  all  through  service  to 
others  and  to  assist  others  in  their  faith 
journeys.  The  program  also  seeks  to 
build  character  and  to  empower  com- 
munities. During  every  Home  Works 
session  high  school  youth  and  the 


adults  who  work  with  them  give  up 
a  week  of  their  time,  they  apply  their 
abilities  and  learn  new  skills. 

"They  actually  pay  to  participate  in 
the  mission,"  Deacon  Mescall  pointed 
out,  "and  that  fee  is  the  primary  source 
of  the  funds  necessary  to  purchase 
material  and  to  pay  for  other  expenses. 
We've  seen  that  this  experience  has  a 
profound  impact  on  the  participants' 
spiritual  life.  The  youth  and  adults 
serve  others  as  Jesus  would  have  us 
serve  and  they  truly  do  improve  them- 
selves by  improving  the  living  condi- 
tions of  others.  The  program  allows 
the  youth  and  the  adults  to  actually  do 
something  about  helping  others,  as  the 
Gospel  calls  us  to  do,  instead  of  only 
being  aware  of  others'  needs." 

In  the  first  Fayetteville  session  in 
2002,  Deacon  Mescall  recalled,  one  of 
the  homes  that  was  selected  for  repair 
was  owned  by  a  St.  Patrick  couple. 
The  husband  was  wheelchair  bound 
and  his  wife  the  primary  caregiver.  The 
home  had  no  safe  wheelchair  access, 
and  its  primary  entry  was  a  danger- 
ously deteriorating  porch.  "We  visited 
the  home  shortly  before  the  start  of 
the  session,"  Deacon  Mescall  said, 
"and  the  wife  greeted  us  in  tears.  She 
had  just  been  diagnosed  with  can- 
cer and  scheduled  for  surgery  and  a 
week's  hospital  stay.  But  she  was  most 
upset  that  her  husband  would  have  no 
daytime  caregiver  while  she  was  in  the 
hospital.  The  timing  worked  out  so  in 
addition  to  building  a  new  porch  with 
proper  wheelchair  access,  the  Home 
Works  crew  were  able  to  be  caregivers 
and  companions  to  her  husband.  They 
even  made  a  couple  of  visits  to  the 
woman  during  her  hospital  stay." 

Opportunities  like  that  fire  the  faith 
of  Home  Works  participants.  This  year 
freshman  teen  volunteer  Jenna  DiSilva, 
of  St.  Ann  Parish  in  Rock  Hill,  SC,  put 
it  simply:  "I  like  to  help  people,  and  let 
God's  power  shine  through  me  and  get 
to  others!"

Faithful  Citizens 


This  is  a  very  important  time  in  the  life 
our  country  and  state  as  we  prepare 
for  the  election  of  president,  governor 
and  other  key  officials.  What  is  asked 
of  us  at  this  moment  in  our  history? 

We  must  be  citizens  who  participate  in  the 
process  of  elections  and  cast  our  votes  ever 
mindful  of  the  tremendous  privilege  given  to  us  in 
this  great  nation.  We  also  express  renewed  thanks 
for  all  those  who,  through  their  service  to  our 
country  -  including  the  ultimate  sacrifice  -  have 
provided  us  with  the  opportunity  to  exercise  our 
freedom  without  fear  or  trepidation. 

However,  we  are  not  called  simply  to  be  citizens. 
We  are  called  to  be  faithful  citizensl  We  must  bring 
the  gifts  of  our  God-given  intellect  and  reason 
to  the  election  of  our  government  leaders.  It  is 
essential  that  we  study  the  issues  of  our  day  and 
research  the  positions  of  the  candidates.  We  must 
not  rely  merely  on  headlines, 
sound  bites  or  statements 
reported  by  others.  We  must 
have  first-hand  knowledge. 
While  often  there  is  not  a  deep 
scrutiny  of  the  information  the 
media  conveys  to  the  public, 
we  must  hold  ourselves  to  a 
deep  accountability  as  we  seek 
to  be  knowledgeable,  wise  and 
prudent. 

As  sons  and  daughters  of  God. 
it  is  essential  that  we  make  our 
decisions  and  cast  our  votes 
with  the  light  of  faith.  We  are  to 
ask,  "How  does  the  truth  of  the 
Gospel  speak  to  the  issues  of  the 
day?"  In  this  Respect  Life  Month 
and  always,  we  ask,  "How  does 
my  vote  help  to  reinforce  our  highest  priorities  as 
believers:  that  all  of  life  will  be  revered,  especially 
the  lives  of  the  unborn  and  all  those  who  are  most 
vulnerable  and  cannot  protect  themselves?"  In  this 
month  when  we  celebrate  World  Mission  Sunday, 
we  also  ask,  "How  will  my  vote  help  to  foster

peace  throughout  the  world  and  extend  care  and 
outreach  to  the  neediest  in  our  midst  and  around 
the  globe?  How  do  the  teachings  of  the  Church, 
shaped  by  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  bring 
guidance  to  us?" 

Educating  ourselves,  studying  the  issues  and 
turning  to  the  Word  of  God  are  essential  in 
forming  our  consciences  with  right  knowledge 
as  we  prepare  to  cast  our  votes.  Yet,  the  process 
is  incomplete  without  prayer,  meditation, 
discernment  and  true  and  active  listening  to 
God  speaking  to  our  hearts,  where  His  law  is 
imprinted.  At  this  time  in  the  life  of  our  country 
and  as  we  embark  on  the  "Year  of  Faith,"  daily 
ask  God  to  strengthen  your  resolve  to  seek  His 
divine  assistance  and  rely  on  His  amazing  grace  for 
every  decision  you  make  and  every  endeavor  you 
undertake. 

What  else  does  Jesus  ask  us  to  do  as  we 
participate  in  the  election  of  our  leaders?  No 
doubt,  the  Lord  reminds  us  of  the  respect  we  owe 
to  one  another  as  members  of  Gods  holy  family 
and  as  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ.  Crucial  issues 
will  spark  significant  debate.  That  debate  can  and 
must  be  healthy  and  appropriate.

This  process  -  on 
both  sides  of  the  debate  -  did 
not  always  reflect  us  at  our  best. 
There  were  unhealthy  tensions, 
irresponsible  judging  of  the 
hearts  of  one  another  and  even, 
at  times,  harsh  words  and  name- 
calling.  That  is  not  who  we  are! 
We  are  fellow-citizens,  members 
of  the  Body  of  Christ  and  one 
nation  under  God.  Our  discussions  and  debates 
must  reflect  a  tone  of  civility  and  mutual  respect 
as  a  people  who  love  God,  our  country  and  one 
another.  That  is  who  we  are! 

With  Gods  grace,  may  we  be  faithful  citizens  and 
instruments  of  healing,  reconciliation  and  unity 
throughout  the  election  process  and  always.

Forming  the  Catholic 
Political  Conscience 

Everyone  has  a  conscience.  That's  both  Catholic  doctrine  and  common  sense.  But 
not  everyone's  conscience  is  reliable.  That  too  is  Catholic  doctrine  and  common 
sense.  Sometimes  our  conscience  tells  us  the  right  thing,  but  we  don't  listen  to  it 
-  we  ignore  it,  or  twist  what  it  says  because  we'd  much  prefer  to  do  something 
else.  Much  more  common  than  these  mistakes,  however,  is  malformation.  Our  conscience, 
like  everything  else  about  us,  needs  to  be  properly  formed  before  it  can  work  well.  In  order 
for  its  voice  to  speak  with  clarity,  we  need  to  expose  ourselves,  repeatedly,  to  what  and  who 
can  guide  us  well.  As  infants,  we  have  an  undeveloped  sense  of  what  is  right  and  wrong,  but 
without  further  (and  good)  formation,  that  half-formed  voice  remains  largely  inaudible. 


In  this  election  year,  many  American 
Catholics  are  concerned  about  how 
conscience  ought  guide  them  in  vot- 
ing. This  is  no  easy  matter,  but  perhaps 
three  things  can  be  kept  in  mind. 

First,  ascertain  what  the  Church 
teaches.  The  Church  does  not  teach 
us  for  whom  to  vote.  What  it  does 
provide  are  principles  to  think  with 
as  we  prepare  to  assess  the  claims  and 
promises  of  candidates  for  elected  of- 
fice. These  principles  all  center  upon 
discerning  God's  will  and  how  that 
may  be  understood  within  the  idea  of 
the  common  good;  we  must  therefore 
think  about  how  particular  proposals 
address  the  good  of  our  life  together  as 
Americans. 

This  will  require  imaginative  empa- 
thy. Its  all  too  easy  for  us  to  respond  to 
political  proposals  by  considering  only 
how  they  affect  us  alone,  or  people 
like  us.  Neither  Jesus  nor  the  Church 
permits  that.  We  must  learn  to  think 
about  political  proposals  in  terms  of 
what  they  say  about,  and  how  they 
might  affect,  Gods  purposes,  especially 
with  respect  to  those  who  are  the  least 
among  us. 

However,  this  big-picture  principle 
won't  take  us  very  far,  and  so  the 
teaching  of  the  Church  provides  guid- 
ance on  many  more  particular  matters. 
For  example: 


■  It  is  fundamental  Catholic  doctrine 
that  the  taking  of  human  life  is  a 

very  grave  matter;  that  it  is  not  be 
done  whenever  there  is  a  better 
way;  and  that  there  almost  always  is 
a  better  way.  Laws  and  policies  that 
treat  the  taking  of  human  life  lightly, 
or  make  it  routine,  are  deeply  flawed 
What  political  candidates  say  and 
advocate  about  such  things  as  abor- 
tion, euthanasia,  stem  cell  research, 
capital  punishment,  and  war  should 
be  considered  with  the  greatest 
urgency  in  this  light. 


•  With  respect  to  economic  life  and 
the  dignity  of  human  work,  the 

Church  teaches  that  unemployment 
and  under-employment  are  scandals 
that  need  to  be  addressed;  and  that 
the  minimum  wage  ought  to  be  suf- 
ficient for  a  person's  full-time  work  to 
support  a  family.  Given  the  current 
high  unemployment  rate,  and  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  available  jobs 
place  employees  below  the  poverty 
line,  what  political  candidates  pro- 
pose regarding  these  matters  is  also 
to  be  a  concern. 


■  The  Church  understands  access  to 
medical  care  to  be  essential  to  hu- 
man dignity.  Of  interest  to  Catholics 
in  recent  months  is  not  only  access 
to  medical  care,  but  also  freedom  to 
have  such  access  without  participat-

ing  in  procedures  and  requirements 
that  are  contrary  to  our  faith,  such 
as  the  payment  for  abortion-causing 
drugs,  sterilization,  and  artificial 
contraception.  Assessing  a  candi- 
date's proposals  on  these  matters  is 
therefore  also  pressing. 


•  On  immigration,  and  the  care 
of  immigrants  among  us,  docu- 
mented and  otherwise:  the  Church 
consistently  advocates  laws  and 
practices  that  support  the  right  to  im- 
migrate, as  well  as  the  right  to  work 
to  survive  and  support  one's  family. 
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The  Church  also  advocates  compas- 
sion and  charity  toward  all  immi- 
grants, as  is  befitting  of  their  human 
dignity,  so  beautifully  captured  in  the 
welcome  of  the  stranger  by  our  Lord 
in  the  Gospel.  The  Church  reminds 
us  of  this  Christian  disposition  to- 
wards those  who  are  immigrants,  all 
without  condoning  unlawful  entry  or 
circumventions  of  our  nation's  immi- 
gration laws.  Assessing  a  candidate's 
positions  on  these  matters  is  of  spe- 
cial importance  to  Catholic  voters 
in  North  Carolina,  where  there  are 
many  recent  immigrants. 

Second,  assess  what  the  candidates 
advocate  and  promise.  In  spite  of  the 
enormous  quantity  of  media  time 
given  to  publicizing  the  vicissitudes  of 
the  presidential  campaign,  it's  surpris- 
ingly difficult  to  get  good,  clear  infor- 
mation about  the  candidates'  positions. 
The  fog  of  speech  and  counter-speech, 
accusation  and  rebuttal,  is  thick.  Of 
use,  therefore,  are  tools  such  as  the 
platform  of  a  political  party,  like  those 
adopted  at  the  recent  conventions, 
which  are  easily  available  on  the  web, 
as  are  the  positions  of  all  candidates 
through  the  use  of  a  web  search.  These 
will  tell  you  what  you  need  to  know 
about  the  principles  governing  the 
political  thought  of  each  candidate  and 
the  legislative  proposals  they  advocate. 
Study  these  documents,  compare  them 
with  one  another,  and  then,  impor- 
tantly, with  what  you  know  of  Catholic 
teaching  on  these  matters. 

►►  Third,  pray  often  and  hard, 
striving  to  look  at  the  world  through 
the  eyes  of  Christ,  letting  your  own 
thoughts  and  hopes  become  increas- 
ingly intimate  with  what  Our  Lord  has 
taught  us  in  Scripture  and  the  Church. 
If  you  do  these  things,  you'll  be  as  pre- 
pared as  you  can  be;  your  conscience 
will  be  better  and  more  fully  formed; 
and  you  can  listen  with  confidence  to 
what  it,  together  with  Our  Lord,  tells 
you  as  you  walk  into  the  booth  to  cast 
your  vote  in  November.

Diocese  to  Offer  the  Faithful  Resources 

for  Forming  Their  Consciences  to  Discern  Their  Votes 

In  their  document,  Forming  Consciences  for  Faithful  Citizenship,  the  U.S. 
Conference  of  Catholic  Bishops  state,  "Responsible  citizenship  is  a  virtue,  and 
participation  in  political  life  is  a  moral  obligation." 

To  help  the  faithful  approach  their  voting  decisions  with  a  well-formed  con- 
science, the  Diocese  will  provide  a  four-part  bulletin  insert  series  which  will 
address  several  of  the  important  moral  issues  related  to  public  policy.  Each  of 
the  four  inserts  will  center  on  the  core  of  Catholic  teaching;  the  dignity  of  every 
human  person.  The  subjects  for  the  series  are  as  follows:  Fundamental  Human 
Life  Issues;  Poverty  and  Unemployment;  Immigration;  and  Religious  Liberty. 

The  series  will  begin  the  weekend  of  October  6-7  and  conclude  the  week- 
end of  October  27-28.  A  letter  introducing  the  series  was  issued  by  Bishop 
Michael  F.  Burbidge  the  weekend  of  September  27-28  and  a  second  letter  on 
the  weekend  of  November  3-4  will  remind  the  faithful  of  their  moral  obligation 
to  be  responsible  citizens  by  becoming  knowledgeable  about  the  issues  and  the 
candidates  as  they  discern  their  votes  and  exercise  this  precious  freedom. 

The  introduction  to  each  insert  provides  an  important  understanding  of 
Catholic  teaching,  noting  that  "the  Church  teaches  us  that  there  are  matters 
which  are  to  be  of  greater  priority  for  us,  due  to  their  moral  gravity." 

Citing  the  document  Living  the  Gospel  of  Life,  the  first  insert,  titled  "Con- 
cerning Fundamental  Human  Life  Issues,"  articulates  this  priority  for  Catholics, 
stating  that  "We  must  begin  with  a  commitment  never  to  intentionally  kill,  or  col- 
lude in  the  killing  of  any  innocent  human  life...."  While  the  insert  addresses  the 
breadth  of  Church  teaching  to  respect  all  human  life  from  conception  to  natural 
death,  the  insert  describes  our  greatest  non-negotiable  priorities  to  protect  the 
innocent  from  the  destruction  of  their  life  by  the  intrinsic  evil  of  abortion,  embry- 
onic stem  cell  research,  human  cloning  and  euthanasia. 

The  second  insert,  "Concerning  Poverty,  Work  and  Human  Dignity,"  states 
that  in  Catholic  teaching,  work  has  an  inherent  dignity,  by  providing  for  our 
sustenance,  but  also  allows  us  to  share  in  continuing  in  God's  creation.  Noting 
currently  the  23  million  who  are  unable  to  find  gainful  employment,  it  calls  to 
mind  Mathew  25:  31-46,  where  Our  Lord  instructs  us  to  place  the  needs  of 
the  poor  and  vulnerable  first. 

The  third  insert,  "Concerning  Immigration  and  Human  Dignity,"  focuses  on 
the  urgent  need  of  comprehensive  immigration  policy  reform.  It  cites  the  "Five 
Guiding  Principles  in  a  Just  Policy"  provided  by  the  Bishops  of  the  United 
States  and  Mexico,  which  includes  the  right  of  a  government  to  control  its 
borders  and  the  right  of  individuals  to  migrate  to  support  themselves  and  their 
families. 

The  fourth  insert  addresses  "Religious  Liberty  and  Human  Dignity,"  as  a  foun- 
dational gift  from  God.  It  reminds  us  that  religious  freedom,  guaranteed  by  the 
Constitution,  also  provides  for  conscience  rights;  rights  that  are  currently  being 
challenged  by  the  recent  Health  and  Human  Services  Mandate  that  requires 
almost  all  institutions  to  provide  insurance  coverage  for  abortion,  sterilization 
and  contraception,  including  when  the  coverage  of  such  drugs  or  procedures  is 
contrary  to  their  moral  teaching  and  in  violation  of  conscience. 

The  bulletin  insert  series  provides  steps  for  the  faithful  to  further  explore  these 
issues,  as  well  as  others,  and  to  review  the  positions  of  candidates  on  these 
issues,  weighing  them  in  light  of  Catholic  teaching  and  praying  over  their  choice 
in  discerning  their  vote  for  those  in  federal  and  state  races.

Meet  the  New  Seminarians: 


Austin  James  Faur  enters  St. 
Charles  Borromeo  Seminary  after  one 
year  at  Elon  University  in  North  Caro- 
lina. He  is  a  graduate  of  St.  Thomas 
More  Academy  and  a  member  of  St. 
Joseph  Parish  in  Raleigh.  He  said  that 
St.  Joseph's  Pastor,  Msgr.  John  Wil- 
liams has  been  "an  inspiration  for  many 
years:  "It's  been  a  blessing  to  be  able  to 
witness  his  kindness,  patience  and  most 
of  all  his  love  for  the  Church." 

Mr.  Faur  enjoys  sports,  especially 
Ultimate  Frisbee,  and  one  of  his  hobbies 
is  photography.

"If  a  young  man  thinks  he  might  want 
to  be  a  priest,"  Mr.  Reyes  said,  "he 
should  talk  to  the  priest  in  his  home 
church  and  ask  if  he  can  follow  him 
for  a  few  weeks.  That  way  he  can  see 
the  reality  of  what  being  a  priest  is.  He 
should  never  be  afraid  to  explore  his 
vocation,  because  answering  God's  call 
is  the  best  thing  you  can  do  with  your 
life."

He 
said  he  was  influenced  to  explore 
his  vocation  by  various  priests  at  his 
home  parish  of  Holy  Family  and  else- 
where in  the  Diocese.  "Also,"  he  said, 
"the  stories  and  lives  of  all  the  saints 
throughout  the  ages  have  inspired  me 
greatly."

Bishop  Blesses  Rome-Bound  Seminarians 


On  Tuesday,  August  2 1 ,  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  celebrated 
Mass  at  the  Catholic  Center  in  Raleigh.  Concelebrating  with  the  Bishop  were  Msgr. 
David  Brockman,  Vicar  General  of  the  Diocese,  Msgr.  John  Williams,  Pastor  of  St. 
Joseph  Parish  in  Raleigh,  and  Fr.  Ned  Shlesinger,  Diocesan  Director  of  Vocations. 

Bishop  Burbidge  took  the  occasion  to  give  a  special  blessing  to  two  seminarians, 
Mr.  Timothy  Ahn  and  Mr.  Michael  Schuetz,  who  will  be  departing  Wednesday  for 
Rome,  Italy,  to  begin  four  years  of  studies  at  the  Pontifical  North  American  College. 

"The  North  American  College  belongs  to  all  the  Bishops  of  the  U.S.  and  is  a  source 
of  pride  to  us,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said.  "In  my  first  six  years  in  Raleigh  I've  worked  at 
fostering  a  strong  fraternity  among  our  priests  and  seminarians,  and  I  thought  now 
was  an  appropriate  time  for  this  new  opportunity  for  these  men  to  share  the  wonderful 
fraternity  experienced  at  the  North  American  College.  This  year,  for  the  first  time  in  a 
while,  the  College  is  at  capacity,  with  250  men  from  1 00  different  Dioceses." 

Neither  of  the  young  men  has  ever  been  to  Rome.  Although  their  class  work 
will  be  in  English,  they  have  begun  studying  Italian.  The  orientation  at  the  College 
will  also  feature  a  month  of  intensive  Italian  language  study,  Mr.  Ahn  said.  He  said 
he  was  "eagerly  anticipating  the  chance  to  represent  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  in  the 
heart  of  the  Universal  Church,  and  to  be  for  the  people  of  this  Diocese  a  certain 
presence  in  the  Eternal  City." 

Mr.  Schuetz  agreed.  "This  is  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  experience  the  Univer- 
sal Church  and  to  bring  that  experience  back  to  our  Diocese.  I'm  eager  to  see 
how  various  Catholic  cultures  worship  and  pray,  and  to  allow  that  to  foster  my 
own  prayer  life  and  devotions." 

Pope  Pius  IX  formally  inaugurated  the  Pontifical  North  American  College 
on  December  8,  1 859,  the  Feast  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  of  Mary,  the 
patroness  of  the  United  States  of  America.  At  present,  many  countries  have 
national  seminaries  in  Rome  which  serve  both  as  a  house  of  formation  and  as 
a  residence  for  the  students  pursuing  theological  degrees  at  one  of  the  major 
Roman  pontifical  universities.  In  1  953  the  seminary  department  of  the  North 
American  College  was  transferred  to  its  current  location  on  the  Janiculum  Hill 
overlooking  the  city  of  Rome.  Purchased  by  the  Bishops  of  the  United  States 
in  1926  through  the  generosity  of  the  Catholics  in  America,  the  property  is  not 
very  far  from  the  Basilica  of  Saint  Peter  and  enjoys  extraterritorial  status  linking 
it  to  the  Vatican  City  State.

Wake  Forest  Woman 
to  Join  Dominicans 

On  Wednesday,  August  22,  the 
Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
celebrated  Mass  at  St.  Catherine  of 
Siena  Church  in  Wake  Forest  and 
gave  a  special  blessing  to  Mae  Sig- 
gins,  a  St.  Catherine  parishioner  who 
will  be  entering  the  Dominican  Sisters 
of  Mary,  Mother  of  the  Eucharist  in  Ann 
Arbor,  Ml.  Concelebrating  with  the 
Bishop  were  Fr.  Philip  Tighe,  Pastor  of 
St.  Catherine,  and  Fr.  Ned  Shlesinger, 
Diocesan  Director  of  Vocations. 

Ms.  Siggins  said  she  first  felt  the 
call  to  religious  life  when  she  was  a 
high  school  freshman.  "I  felt  a  call  in 
my  heart,"  she  said,  "asking,  'Will  you 
be  Mine?'  but  I  pushed  it  away  for 
about  two  years.  I  was  scared,  and 
really  torn  because  I  wanted  to  follow 
it,  but  I  also  wanted  to  be  married  and 
have  children."

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Clergy  from 
Atlanta  Province 
Conclude  Annual  Study 
Days 

Seven  bishops  and  approxi- 
mately 1 30  priests  from  the  five 
Dioceses  that  comprise  the  Atlanta 
Province  concluded  their  annual 

  gathering,  Wednesday,  August  29, 

201  2.  Each  year  at  this  time,  clergy  in  the  Province 
come  together  for  study  days.  The  20 1  2  three-day 
session  was  hosted  by  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 

This  year's  presenter  was  Fr.  Robert  Barron,  a 
priest  of  the  Archdiocese  of  Chicago,  who  has  be- 
come a  leader  in  the  New  Evangelization. 

Twelve  years  ago,  Fr.  Barron  began  "Word  on 
Fire  Catholic  Ministries,"  which  includes  broadcast 
programs,  books,  commentaries  and  blogs.  Among 
his  recent  projects  has  been  a  book  titled  Catholicism 
and  a  1 0-part  documentary,  The  Catholicism  Project, 
in  which  he  traveled  to  1 6  countries  to  tell  the  story 
of  the  Church.  The  acclaimed  series  aired  on  public 
television  in  20 1 1  and  on  Catholic  TV  channels. 

In  May,  Cardinal  Francis  George  named  Fr.  Barron 
to  the  position  of  Rector  and  President  the  University 
of  Our  Lady  of  the  Lake  (Mundelein)  Seminary  in 
the  Archdiocese.  Fr.  Barron  said  he  will  continue  his 
evangelization  work  in  addition  to  the  work  required  in 
his  new  assignment. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  Archbishop  Wilton  D.  Grego- 
ry of  Atlanta  celebrated  Mass  at  Sacred  Heart  Cathe- 
dral for  those  attending  the  Province  meeting.  Among 
the  concelebrants  were  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh;  Most  Reverend  Peter  J. 
Jugis,  Bishop  of  Charlotte;  Most  Reverend  Robert  E. 
Guglielmone,  Bishop  of  Charleston;  Most  Reverend 
Gregory  J.  Hartmayer,  Bishop  of  Savannah;  Most 
Reverend  J.  Kevin  Boland,  Retired  Bishop  of  Savan- 
nah; and  Most  Reverend  Luis  R.  Zarama,  Auxiliary 
Bishop  of  Atlanta. 

Noting  that  August  28  was  the  Feast  of  St. 
Augustine,  Archbishop  Gregory  focused  most  of 
his  homily  on  the  importance  of  one  of  the  most 
well-known  Doctors  of  the  Church.  "St.  Augustine 
was  one  of  the  most  eloquent  and  most  important 
leaders  in  the  first  1 ,000  years  of  the  Church," 
the  Archbishop  said.  "His  wisdom  inspires  us  still 
today.  His  writings  and  his  preaching  illuminated 
and  still  illuminates  the  Church." 

Wth  the  theme  of  this  year's  study  days  being  the 
New  Evangelization,  Archbishop  Gregory  pointed 
to  the  evangelization  success  of  St.  Augustine.  "He 
spoke  in  a  clear,  transparent  and  simple  way.  St.  Au- 
gustine had  the  ability  to  express  the  profound  in  very 
concise  ways." 


Every  year  on  a  Saturday  around  the  October  4th  Feast 
of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi,  the  Franciscans  in  the  Raleigh 
parish  named  after  St.  Francis  invite  the  faithful  to  bring 
their  pets  for  a  special  blessing.  Bishop  Burbidge  is 
always  there  and,  since  I  came  to  Raleigh,  so  am  I,  taking 
pictures  for  NC  Catholics  and  our  Diocesan  website.  But  I'd  show  up 
anyway  -  maybe  even  bring  my  cats  -  just  to  take  in  the  happy  sights.

The  outdoor  ceremony  features  pets  of  just  about  every  descrip- 
tion. Dogs  and  cats  predominate,  but  I've  seen  a  horse,  goldfish, 
rabbits,  guinea  pigs,  ferrets,  turtles,  stuffed  animals  and  even  a  snake. 
That  last  blessing  might  be  a  little  confusing  biblically,  but  its  thor- 
oughly Franciscan. 

Even  more  delightful  than  the  animals  is  the  obvious  love  and 
gratitude  to  God  of  the  pet  owners,  many  of  them  children.  For 
them,  the  animals  being  blessed  are  themselves  a  blessing  -  as 
helpers,  companions  and  objects  of  affection.  And  perhaps  more 
vividly  than  most  blessings,  they  are  a  sign  of  the  unconditional 
love  God  has  for  us  and  asks  us  to  have  for  each  other.  You've  prob- 
ably heard  the  famous  prayer,  "Lord,  help  me  to  be  the  person  my 
dog  thinks  I  am." 

The  blessing  of  animals  happens  this  month  as  we  begin  the  Year 
of  Faith  decreed  by  Pope  Benedict  as  a  "summons  to  an  authentic 
and  renewed  conversion  to  the  Lord,  the  One  Savior  of  the  world." 
During  this  year,  NC  Catholics  will  feature  a  page  each  month  on  a 
different  theme  of  the  Year  of  Faith.  I  hope  this  feature  will  enhance 
your  own  experience  of  conversion  in  the  coming  months.

Bishop  Michael  F.  Burbidge,  pastors 
and  pastoral  administrators  are  strongly 
encouraging  all  parishioners  in  Block 
2  parishes  to  attend  the  receptions  so 
they  can  receive  accurate  informa- 
tion on  the  planned  Campus  with  the 
opportunity  to  ask  questions.  Bishop 
Burbidge  will  be  attending  as  many  of 
the  receptions  as  his  schedule  permits. 
Many  of  those  who  have  attended 
receptions  in  the  first  phase  earlier 
this  year  expressed  afterward  how  the 
information  addressed  many  of  their 
questions  and  concerns.  And  at  almost 
every  reception,  some  who  came  with 
doubts  left  with  a  firm  resolve  to  extend 
support  to  the  project. 

One  of  the  most  asked  questions 


pertains  to  care  for  those  in  need.  In 
announcing  plans  to  build  the  Cathe- 
dral Campus  in  September,  201  1 , 
Bishop  Burbidge  pledged  that  the  Ca- 
thedral Campus  fundraising  campaign 
would  in  no  way  impact  the  charitable 
donations  of  the  Diocese  or  its  96 
parishes  and  missions.  He  said,  "The 
Campaign  will  not  take  away  from  our 
outreach  to  those  in  need,  in  fact,  I  look 
for  that  support  to  increase." 

The  Bishop's  statement  is  proving  to 
be  correct.  The  Diocesan  allocation  to 
Catholic  Charities  from  the  Bishop's 
Annual  Appeal  increased  in  201  2.  In 
addition,  several  parishes  are  using  the 
momentum  of  the  Cathedral  Campaign 


by  committing  to  use  all  or  part  of 
their  share  of  the  Campaign  collection 
to  provide  assistance  to  those  in  need 
in  their  communities.  For  example: 

■  St.  Therese  Catholic  Church 
in  Wrightsville  Beach  is  one  of 

approximately  a  dozen  parishes 
conducting  a  combined  campaign 
with  the  Cathedral  Campus  project 
to  address  a  variety  of  parish  needs. 
As  part  of  its  local  case,  St.  Therese 
committed  a  portion  of  its  share  to 
aid  the  homeless  and  poor  in  the 
greater  Wilmington  area,  which  will 
more  than  double  what  it  has  given 
in  the  past. 

1  That  is  also  the  case  at  St.  Thomas 
More  in  Chapel  Hill.  In  its  annual 
budget,  the  parish  has  a  line  item  to 
provide  emergency  assistance  to 
individuals  for  rent  and  utilities.  Fr. 
Scott  McCue,  pastor  of  St.  Thomas 
More,  said  that  through  the  Cathedral 
Campus  Campaign,  five-percent 
of  its  share  of  the  parish's  Total 
Campaign  Goal  will  be  placed  in  a 
Charity  Savings  Account  that  will  help 
support  the  efforts  to  serve  those 
most  in  need  in  Orange  County.  In 
addition,  a  portion  of  the  parish's 
share  of  the  Campaign  will  be  used 
for  the  planned  construction  of  a  new 
Outreach  Center,  which  will  allow  the 
parish  to  better  serve  its  clients  with 
clothing  and  other  essential  items. 

■  Sacred  Heart  Catholic  Church  in 
Southport  is  committing  its  entire 
twenty-percent  to  charitable  organiza- 
tions. They  are  the  Catholic  Charities 
Regional  Office  in  the  Cape  Fear 
Deanery,  Brunswick  County  Fam- 
ily Assistance  and  the  Oak  island 
Interchurch  Fellowship  Food  Pantry 
in  Southport.  Fr.  Trent  Watts,  pas- 
tor of  Sacred  Heart,  explained  that 
his  parish  is  blessed  financially,  with 
no  debt,  and  that  it  has  a  history  of 
providing  outreach.  "The  Cathedral 
Campus  Campaign  has  given  us  the 
opportunity  to  assist  these  three  vital 
agencies  in  an  important  way  at  a 
time  when  they  can  use  the  help,"  Fr. 
Watts  said.

The  Nazareth  property  per- 
petuates Fr.  Price's  mission 

The  Nazareth  property,  purchased 
by  Fr.  Thomas  Price  in  1897,  and  where 
the  Holy  Name  of  Jesus  Cathedral  will 
be  built,  has  been  a  source  of  helping  the 
less  fortunate  since  its  beginning. 

Through  its  115  years,  it  has  pro- 
vided hope,  inspiration  and  comfort  to 
many,  most  notable  in  the  orphanage 
that  was  built  in  1899  to  care  for  chil- 
dren left  without  parents  or  by  parents  who  could  not  care  for  them.  At  times, 
especially  during  the  Great  Depression,  the  orphanage  cared  for  as  many  as  170 
children  or  more.  The  original  orphanage  lasted  until  1965,  when  the  children 
were  moved  into  a  new  building  that  now  serves  as  the  Catholic  Center. 

In  1989,  the  Diocese  sold  75  acres  of  the  property  that  remained  from  the 
original  400  acres  purchased  by  Fr.  Price  to  North  Carolina  State  University  for 
$7.5  million.  The  proceeds  were  split  evenly  with  $2.5  million  for  an  endow- 
ment that  helps  fund  the  Diocesan  operating  budget,  one-third  for  the  Land 
Trust  which  purchases  land  for  future  parish  needs  throughout  the  Diocese  and, 
importantly,  the  remaining  third  for  the  establishment  of  an  Endowment  for  the 
Poor.  This  Endowment  provides  funds  to  the  Diocese's  eight  Deaneries  each  year, 
which  are  used  as  grants  to  entities  within  the  Deanery  that  support  the  poor. 
In  addition,  some  poor  parishes  have  received  grants  to  help  with  construction 
projects  in  the  past  from  the  Endowment. 

When  Fr.  Price  purchased  the  400  acres  of  property,  he  had  a  vision  to  make 
the  Nazareth  Community  a  center  of  Catholicism  in  North  Carolina.  Today,  with 
the  new  Cathedral  on  the  horizon,  his  vision  will  truly  be  fulfilled,  as  the  Holy 
Name  of  Jesus  Cathedral  will  serve  as  the  "Mother  Church"  of  the  all  Catholics 
living  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.

Fr.  Saxon  said  he  got  the  idea  from 
the  June  meeting  held  for  Block  2 
pastors  and  pastoral  administrators 
and  from  a  custom  at  St.  Elizabeth  of 
Hungary  Church  in  Raeford.  At  the 
Block  2  meeting,  Fr.  Paul  Brant,  S.J., 
Parochial  Vicar  at  St.  Therese  Church 
in  Wilson,  explained  how  St.  Therese 
provided  the  Hispanic  children  a  way 
to  contribute  to  the  Campaign.  Fr. 
Saxon  said  he  coupled  that  idea  with 
the  practice  at  St.  Elizabeth's  in  which 
children  come  forward  at  every  week- 
end Mass  to  drop  their  donation  in  a 
large  bottle  as  their  gift  to  God  and 
the  Church. 

"Their  offerings  are  important," 
Fr.  Saxon  said,  "as  they  serve  as  a 
reminder  to  all  of  our  parish  family 
of  this  wonderful  opportunity  to  build 
a  worthy  Cathedral  to  the  glory  of 
God  and  home  for  the  people  and  the 
parishes  of  the  Diocese. 

"Our  Children  will  give  us  an  ex- 
ample of  selfless  generosity  and  joyful 
giving  to  help  realize  a  timeless  dream 
of  a  Cathedral  worthy  of  the  People  of 
God  in  Eastern  North  Carolina," 
Fr.  Saxon  said.

Why  Have  a  Year  of  Faith? 


I  On  October  1 1 ,  201 1 ,  when  Pope  Benedict  declared  in  his 
Apostolic  Letter  Porta  Fidti  (The  Door  of  Faith)  that  the  Univer- 
sal Church  would  celebrate  a  Year  of  Faith,  he  began  with  this 
explanation: 

"The  door  of  faith'  (Acts  14:27)  is  always  open  for  us,  ushering 
us  into  the  life  of  communion  with  God  and  offering  entry  into 
his  Church.  It  is  possible  to  cross  that  threshold  when  the  word 
of  God  is  proclaimed  and  the  heart  allows  itself  to  be  shaped  by 
transforming  grace. 

"To  enter  through  that  door  is  to  set  out  on  a  journey  that  lasts 
a  lifetime.  It  begins  with  baptism  (cf.  Rom  6:4).  through  which  we 
can  address  God  as  Father,  and  it  ends  with  the  passage  through 
death  to  eternal  life,  fruit  of  the  resurrection  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
whose  will  it  was,  by  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  draw  those 
who  believe  in  him  into  his  own  glory  (cf.jn  17:22)  To  profess  faith 
in  the  Trinity  -  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit  -  is  to  believe  in  one 
God  who  is  Love  (cf.  l  jn4:8):  the  Father,  who  in  the  fullness  of 
time  sent  his  Son  for  our  salvation;  Jesus  Christ,  who  in  the  mys- 
tery of  his  death  and  resurrection  redeemed  the  world;  the  Holy 
Spirit,  who  leads  the  Church  across  the  centuries  as  we  await  the 
Lords  glorious  return." 

In  his  letter,  the  Holy  Father  noted  that  the  Year  would  also 
commemorate  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the  Sec- 
ond Vatican  Council  and  the  20th  anniversary  of  the  Catechism 
of  the  Catholic  Church. 

The  Second  Vatican  Council 

A  rare  and  important  event:  The  Second  Vatican  Council 
was  only  the  2 1st  ecumenical  council  in  the  2,000-year  history 
of  the  Catholic  Church.  An  ecumenical  council  is  a  gathering  of 
all  the  Bishops  of  the  world  -  'ecumenical,'  meaning  universal  - 
which,  when  summoned  by  the  bishop  of  Rome,  constitutes  the 
highest  teaching  authority  in  the  Church.  Councils  have  been 
convened  throughout  the  ages  at  crucial  moments  in  Church 
history:  to  refute  heresy,  resolve  crises,  discuss  matters  of  doc- 
trine and  issue  formal  pronouncements  about  matters  of  faith 
and  morals. 

Jesus  endowed  His  Church  with  the  Holy  Spirit:  He  wanted 
to  ensure  the  handing  on  of  the  faith.  This  is  done  through 
the  teaching  authority  of  the  Church  called  the  Magisterium. 
When  the  Bishops  are  united  in  communion  with  the  bishop  of 
Rome  in  an  ecumenical  council,  they  enjoy  infallibility  in  their 
pronouncements  on  faith  and  morals.  A  council  does  not  pro- 
duce innovations  in  doctrine  or  the  faith.  Rather,  it  makes  more 
explicit  those  existing  matters  of  the  deposit  of  faith  in  continuity 
with  the  Tradition  of  the  Church. 

The  Second  Vatican  Council  was  of  a  pastoral  nature,  rather 
than  one  called  to  condemn  errors.  Pope  John  XXIII,  who  con- 
vened the  council,  desired  it  to  increase  the  "fervor  and  energy  of 
Catholics  and  serve  the  needs  of  Christian  people."  He  hoped  the 
council  would  communicate  and  promote  the  universal  call  to 
holiness  attainable  by  every  person,  and  instill  a  missionary  spirit 
in  the  hearts  of  all  Christians.  To  do  this,  the  Church  needed 
to  better  instruct  the  faithful  of  all  ages  in  faith  and  morals,  to

proclaim  the  boundless  depths  of  God's  mercy,  and  to  engage 
Christians  in  the  modem  world. 

The  council  opened  on  Oct.  1 1 ,  1962,  with  a  solemn  Mass  in 
St.  Peter's  Basilica,  with  more  than  2,500  Bishops  present  -  the 
greatest  gathering  at  any  council  in  the  history  of  the  Church. 
After  the  Mass,  Pope  John  addressed  the  council  Fathers,  empha- 
sizing that  the  Church  must  proclaim  Gods  mercy  and  under- 
standing, and  pour  out  the  riches  the  Church  had  received  from 
Christ  upon  all  people  who  place  all  their  trust  in  God.  The  task 
of  the  council  was  to  find  ways  that  the  Church  could  present 
itself  to  the  world  of  today,  and  reach  the  minds  and  hearts  of  all. 

The  single  best  way  to  really  grasp  the  teachings  of  the  Sec- 
ond Vatican  Council  is  to  read  the  documents.  Visit  your  local 
Catholic  bookstore  for  a  comprehensive  volume  of  conciliar 
and  post-conciliar  documents,  or  log  onto  the  Vatican's  Web  site:

The  Catechism  of  the  Catholic  Church  (CCC) 

The  decision  to  publish  a  catechism  was  taken  at  the  Ex- 
traordinary Assembly  of  the  Synod  of  Bishops  that  was  convened 
by  Pope  John  Paul  II  on  25  January  1985  for  the  20th  anniver- 
sary of  the  close  of  the  Second  Vatican  Council,  and  in  1986,  the 
pope  put  a  commission  composed  of  12  bishops  and  cardinals 
in  charge  of  the  project.  The  commission  was  assisted  by  a  seven 
member  committee  including  diocesan  bishops  and  experts  in 
theology  and  catechesis. 

The  text  was  approved  by  Pope  John  Paul  II  on  25  June 
1992,  and  promulgated  by  him  on  11  October  1992,  the  30th 
anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the  Second  Vatican  Council,  with 
his  apostolic  constitution,  Fidei  Depositum.  In  Fidei  Depositum, 
Pope  John  Paul  II  declared  that  the  Catechism  of  the  Catholic 
Church  was  "a  valid  and  legitimate  instrument  for  ecclesial  com- 
munion and  a  sure  norm  for  teaching  the  faith." 

CCC  is  arranged  in  four  principal  parts:  1.  The  Profession  of 
Faith  (the  Apostle's  Creed);  2.  The  Celebration  of  the  Christian 
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Mystery  (the  Sacred  Liturgy  especially  the  sacraments);  3.  Life  in 
Christ  (including  The  Ten  Commandments  in  Roman  Catholic 
theology);  and  4.  Christian  Prayer  (including  The  Lords  Prayer) 
This  scheme  is  often  referred  to  as  the  "Four  Pillars"  of  the 
Faith.  The  contents  are  abundantly  footnoted  with  references 
to  sources  of  the  teaching,  in  particular  the  Scriptures,  the 
Church  Fathers,  and  the  Ecumenical  Councils  [13]  and  other 
authoritative  Catholic  statements,  principally  those  issued  by 
recent  Popes. 


In  Porta  Fidei,  Pope  Benedict  wrote  of  the  Catechism:  "Here, 
in  fact,  we  see  the  wealth  of  teaching  that  the  Church  has 
received,  safeguarded  and  proposed  in  her  two  thousand  years 
of  history.  From  Sacred  Scripture  to  the  Fathers  of  the  Church, 
from  theological  masters  to  the  saints  across  the  centuries,  the 
Catechism  provides  a  permanent  record  of  the  many  ways  in 
which  the  Church  has  meditated  on  the  faith  and  made  prog- 
ress in  doctrine  so  as  to  offer  certitude  to  believers  in  their  lives 
of  faith." 


A  Framework 

for  the  Year  of  Faith 


In  response  to  the  decree  by  Pope 
Benedict  XVI,  in  his  Apostolic  letter, 
Porta  Fidei,  Bishop  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
formed  a  Steering  Committee  to  design 
resources  and  activities  to  celebrate  this 
special  year  throughout  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh.  Succeeding  issues  of  NC 
Catholics  during  the  Year  of  Faith  will 
present  features  that  follow  a  framework 
developed  by  the  committee  to  assist 
catechists  in  parishes,  schools,  and  faith 
formation  programs. 

The  resource  booklet  developed  by 
the  committee  (available  on  the  Dioc- 
esan website  www.dioceseofraleigh.org) 
divide  the  Year,  which  begins  October 
20,  into  quarters.  Two  themes,  from 
each  of  the  four  pillars  of  the  Catechism 
of  the  Catholic  Church  (CCC),  were 
selected  as  quarterly  focuses  for  the 
year.  Every  theme  includes:  prayers; 
Scripture  readings;  reflection  ques- 
tions; resources;  catechesis;  fast  facts, 
and  suggestions  for  faith  in  action.  Each 
two  themes  are  followed  by  a  study  of 
a  Vatican  II  Constitution  and  a  special 
interest  focus.

the  schools  have  already  embraced  the 
opportunity  with  initiatives  of  their  own: 
•  During  Advent,  Saint  Mary  Catho- 
lic School  in  Goldsboro  will  teach 
special  lessons  on  how  to  make  a  good 
confession,  ending  with  an  Advent  pen- 
ance service. 

■  At  St.  Mary  Magdalene  Catholic 
School  in  Apex,  each  teacher  will 
display  a  large  picture  of  the  Holy 
Name  of  Jesus  Cathedral  in  their 
classroom.  When  a  teacher  witnesses 
a  child  displaying  virtue  or  acting  in 
kindness,  the  teacher  will  present  the 
child  with  a  "brick"  made  of  paper  to 
attach  to  the  Cathedral  picture.

■  Kateri  Tekakwitha 


This  year  brings  a  flurry  of  excite- 
ment to  our  Native  American 
Catholic  community.  The  73rd 
Annual  Tekakwitha  Conference 
was  held  in  Albany  NY,  the  general  homeland 
of  our  patroness,  Blessed  Kateri  Tekakwitha. 
Conference  participants  were  anxious  to  visit 
the  shrines  dedicated  to  Blessed  Kateri,  one 
in  Fonda  and  one  in  Auriesville,  both  just  a 
short  bus  ride  up  the  road. 

After  many  years  of  waiting, 
Native  Catholics  have  been 
ecstatic  to  hear  Pope  Benedict 
XVI  announcing  the  canon- 
ization of  Blessed  Kateri  on 
October  21  of  this  year.  Who 
is  this  Indian  woman  that  we 
should  rejoice  so? 

Katen  Tekakwitha  was  a 
Mohawk  maiden  who  lived  in 
the  17th  century.  Kateri  saw 
past  the  conflicts  of  the  day 
between  her  Nation  and  the 
infringing  society  to  the  love 
of  Christ  through  the  sacraments  of  the  Church.  A  mystic,  who 
saw  Christ's  presence  in  the  natural  world  and  hence  today  is 
known  as  the  patroness  of  Native  Americans  and  our  environ- 
ment, she  spent  her  life  in  service  to  Jesus  by  teaching  children 
and  caring  for  the  elders  in  her  community.  Her  name,  Tekak- 
witha, means  "she  puts  things  in  order". 

The  Tekakwitha  Circle  seeks  to  give  Native  People  a  way  to 
synthesize  faith  and  culture  without  having  to  give  up  one  for 
the  sake  of  the  other.  It  allows  Native  Americans  to  come  to  a 
more  complete  understanding  of  our  Creator  through  Christ. 
The  circle  also  serves  as  a  platform  to  teach  the  Native  and  Cath- 
olic spiritualities  in  our  communities  and  stresses  the  need  for 
movement  to  a  more  culturally  proficient  ministry  community 

This  year  is  a  blessed  time  as  we  celebrate  the  Year  of  Faith. 
Looking  back  on  all  that  has  been  accomplished  in  the  last  73 
years  with  the  National  Conferences  among  the  Native  America 
Catholic  Community  in  the  United  States,  there  are  improve- 
ments, but  we  will  also  be  looking  forward:  forward  to  October 
21st,  and  beyond.  It  is  time  to  strengthen  our  goals,  and  reaf- 
firm our  place  in  the  Church.  We  have  much  to  offer,  and  like 
Kateri,  are  helping  to  put  things  in  order!

Ihe  parish  of  San 
Francisco  de  Asis  in 
Reitoca,  in  the  De- 
partamento  of  Fran- 
cisco Morazan  (EM.), 
Honduras  is  unlike 
any  parish  you  will  find  in  the  U.S.  With  some 
50,000  Catholics  spread  among  churches  in 
80  different  villages  and  towns,  San  Francisco 
de  Asis  is  more  like  a  Diocese.  But  this  "Dio- 
cese" is  served  by  just  two  priests. 


hat  Pastor  Padre  Gerardo  Alberto  Vallecillo-Murcia  and 
Parochial  Vicar  Padre  Alex  Mauricio  Ruiz-Santos  are 
responsible  for  such  a  vast  parish  is  more  remarkable 
when  you  consider  the  terrain.  Situated  in  the  moun- 
tains southwest  of  Tegucigalpa,  Honduras'  capital,  the 


churches  of  San  Francisco  de  Asis  Parish  lie  not  just  miles  apart  in 
distance  but  thousands  of  feet  apart  in  elevation.  Roads  connect 
some  of  the  villages,  but  most  of  these  are  really  broad  paths,  rut- 
ted and  boulder-strewn,  and  heavy  rain  regularly  renders  them  un- 
usable. Visiting  these  settlements  means  a  jolting  drive  in  a  pickup 
truck  along  the  edges  of  hundred-meter  drop-offs.  Depending  on 
the  weather,  the  trip  can  be  dangerous;  at  any  time,  it  is  hazardous  to 
your  spinal  health. 

Other  villages  can  be  reached  on  foot  only.  On  Saturday  mornings 
Padre  Gerardo  walks  two-and-a-half  hours  up  the  mountain  from 
Reitoca,  crossing  gorges  on  rope  bridges,  to  say  Mass  and  share  lunch 
in  one  village.  Then  he  walks  back. 

To  wake  up  suddenly  in  Reitoca  might  well  be  disorienting  to  a 
North  Carolina  Catholic.  Yet  he  or  she  would  find  a  warm  welcome 
there.  The  people  of  Reitoca  know  North  Carolina  very  well,  and 
regard  it  with  special  affection.  For  San  Francisco  de  Asis  has  for  five 
years  been  the  "sister  parish"  of  St.  Mary  Parish  in  Wilmington,  NC 


r.  Robert  Kus,  Pastor  of  St.  Mary  believes  the  way  it 
happened  was  providential. 

About  five  years  ago,  God  sent  a  man  named  Mar- 
celino  to  our  community  in  Wilmington,"  Fr.  Kus  said. 
"He  was  homeless,  so  we  took  him  in  and  he  lived  for 


most  of  a  year  in  the  rectory  Because  we  were  looking  to  establish 
a  sister  parish  relationship,  Marcelino  asked  if  we  would  adopt  his 
home  parish,  San  Francisco  de  Asis  in  Reitoca.  After  working  in  the 
USA  for  three  years  to  support  his  family  Marcelino  went  back  to 
Reitoca  to  join  them,  and  we  established  a  sister  parish  relationship." 

Taking  a  "sister  parish"  is  sometimes  called  "twinning."  In  this  ar- 
rangement, the  members  of  both  parishes  pray  for  each  other.  In 
addition,  the  American  parish  takes  up  a  second  collection  once  or 
twice  a  year  to  help  financially.  The  non-American  parish  welcomes 
lay  missionaries  from  the  American  parish  to  give  the  American  mis- 
sionaries a  taste  of  Church  life  in  their  part  of  the  world. 

Since  the  relationship  began,  Fr.  Kus  and  numbers  of  St.  Mary  pa- 
rishioners have  visited  Reitoca,  learning  about  the  people  and  work- 
ing on  projects  to  improve  conditions  there.  In  the  last  year,  St.  Mary 
has  worked  to  build  and  staff  a  medical  clinic  in  Reitoca,  Clinica 
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An  adobe  church  stood  on  this  site  before  a  flash  flood 
washed  it  away. 


Santa  Maria,  and  renovated  a  house  where  visiting  missionaries  can 
live  during  their  stay. 

"We  believe  our  contact  with  our  Honduran  brothers  and  sisters 
will  inflame  our  own  hearts  and  parish  with  renewed  enthusiasm  for 
the  missionary  mandate  that  Jesus  Christ  taught  us ,"  Fr.  Kus  said. 
'And  Marcelino's  story  shows  how  God  can  work  through  any  of  us, 
no  matter  how  humble  and  poor,  to  produce  great  things." 

II  raveling  the  rocky  roads  up  and  down  with  Padre 
Gerardo  and  Padre  Alex  you  see  almost  everyone 
on  foot:  farmers,  school  children,  young  women 
with  babies.  They'll  flag  down  the  Padres'  pickup, 
and  hop  in  the  truck  bed  for  a  ride  to  where  they're 
going  or  at  least  the  next  fork  in  the  road.  The  driver  needs  to 
watch  out  for  animals  -  burros  and  cattle  and  pigs  and  chick- 
ens and  dogs  —  and  an  occasional  horseback  rider  or  motorbike 
or  school  bus,  and  scores  of  potentially  axle-breaking  rocks  or 
ruts.  To  a  visitor  the  landscape  is  overwhelming,  peaks  rising 
all  around,  breathtaking  drop-offs  into  impossibly  green  valleys. 
Corn  grows  on  thirty-degree  slopes,  alongside  bananas,  papayas 
and  mangos.  You  wonder  how  this  kind  of  scenery  ever  becomes 
routine.  But  it  does.  The  people  you  see  are  either  marching 
through  the  heat,  a  destination  in  mind,  or  working  very  hard. 

Today  the  priests  are  visiting 
the  town  of  San  Marcos.  This 
community  is  at  a  much  higher 
altitude  than  Reitoca;  when  the 
rains  come,  it  is  shut  off  from  the 
rest  of  the  world.  The  church, 
like  many  in  the  mountains,  is 
centuries  old,  built  when  the 
Spanish  controlled  Honduras, 
and  dominates  the  town.  Next 
to  the  church  is  the  outline  of  an 
old  building  which  may  become 
a  parish  hall;  it  will  be  a  long  time 
before  it  is  finished.

and  finding  volunteer  laborers  who  then  work  by  hand  are  all 
time-consuming.  Destruction  often  occurs  suddenly:  In  the  past 
year  three  adobe  churches  in  the  parish  have  been  washed  away 
by  floods. 

That's  what  happened  to  the  small  Church  of  the  Immaculate 
Conception  in  a  village  not  far  from  Reitoca.  A  wall  of  water 
came  crashing  down  a  hillside  and  simply  wiped  the  structure 
out.  Only  some  soggy  adobe  and  the  outline  of  the  old  founda- 
tion remain.  Some  materials  for  reconstructing  the  church  have 
been  assembled,  though.  On  this  day  the  priests  stop  by  several 
damaged  churches  to  assess  the  situation  or  the  progress  in  re- 
pairing it. 

They  confer  in  each  case  with  locals  who  are  in  charge  of 
taking  care  of  the  material  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  church 
community  in  the  time  between  visits  from  the  priests,  often 
for  weeks.  Known  as  delegados  de  la  palabra  -  delegates  of  the 
Word  -  these  men  and  women  have  gone  through  a  lengthy 
faith  formation  program,  and  the  priests  depend  on  their  re- 
sponsible care  of  their  flock.  When  repairs  to  the  church  are 
feasible,  the  delegados  will  manage  the  work. 

In  the  early  afternoon,  the  padres  stop  for  lunch  at  a  convent 
in  Curaren,  one  of  the  five  municipios  -  or  larger  towns  —  of 
the  parish.  The  Missionary  Sisters  of  the  Sacred  Heart  of  Jesus 
live  there,  and  conduct  faith  formation  classes  for  the  people  of 
the  town.  The  church  in  Curaren  is  300  years  old,  and  blinding 
white  in  the  sun. 

On  a  Wednesday  night  in  Reitoca,  Padre  Gerardo  and 
Padre  Alex  celebrate  Mass  in  the  parish  church. 
;  Villagers  of  all  ages  have  come,  and  the  music  and 
singing  are  j  oyous  and  unrestrained .  Afterwards  the 
St.  Mary  visitors  speak  with  Padre  Gerardo  about 
the  faith  of  his  people.  'In  July  we  will  have  Confirmation  here,"  the 
pastor  says.  "The  Archbishop  will  come  from  Tegucigalpa.  Some 
families  will  walk  more  than  four  hours  to  get  here." 

It's  not  a  surprise.  The  people  of  St.  Marys  sister  parish  -  their 
gratitude,  their  perseverance  in  difficult  lives,  their  unwavering 
faith  -  challenge  the  developed  world's  perceptions  of  wealth, 
and  even  of  mission. 

  They  are  grindingly  poor  ma- 
terially, but  their  spiritual  wealth 
exceeds  most  of  what  we  see  in 
our  culture.  And  the  "sister  par- 
ish" arrangement  is  an  exchange 
of  wealth  by  which  both  siblings 
benefit.  We  help  with  "things"  - 
important  things:  shelter,  secu- 
rity, health  care,  infrastructure. 
They  help  us  to  understand  the 
proper  role  of  "things"  in  a  world 
where  faith  is  strong. 

We  think  of  "missionaries"  as  peo- 
ple who  bring  faith  to  foreign  lands, 
but  in  today's  world,  it  is  often  the 
poor  "foreigners,"  like  the  people  in 
this  sprawling  mountain  parish  of 
San  Francisco  Asis,  who  show  the 
faith  to  us.  We  can  be  providers,  but 
they  are  the  evangelizers.

La  parroquia  de  San  Francisco  de  Asis  en  Reitoca, 
en  el  Departamento  de  Francisco  Morazan  (FM.), 
Honduras  es  diferente  a  todas  las  parroquias 
que  encontrara  en  los  Estados  Unidos.  Con 
unos  50.000  Catolicos  distribuidos  entre  las  iglesias  en  80 
diferentes  pueblos  y  ciudades,  San  Francisco  de  Asis  es  mas 
como  una  Diocesis.  Aunque  esta  "Diocesis"  esta  dirigida  por 
dos  sacerdotes. 

El  Parroco  Padre  Gerardo  Alberto  Vallecillo-Murcia  y  el 
Vicario  Parroquial  Padre  Alex  Mauricio  Ruiz-Santos  son  los 
responsables  de  la  enorme  parroquia  y  es  mas  grande  si 
consideras  el  terreno.  Situada  en  las  montanas  al  suroeste 


de  la  capital  de  Honduras, 
Tegucigalpa,  se  encuentran 
las  iglesias  de  la  Parroquia 
de  San  Francisco  de  Asis  no 
solo  millas  de  distancia  si  no 
miles  de  pies  de  distancia 
de  elevacion.  Los  caminos 
conectan  a  algunos  de  los 
pueblos,  pero  la  mayoria 
de  los  caminos  son  anchos, 
pedregosos  y  cuando  llueve 
demasiado  es  imposible 
usarlos.  Visitar  estos  lugares 
es  ir  saltando  por  el  camino 
en  una  camioneta  pickup 
por  la  orilla  de  los  barrancos 
de  cien  metros  de  altura. 
Dependiendo  del  clima,  el 
viaje  puede  ser  peligroso;  es 
peligros  para  la  salud  de  la 
columna  vertebral. 

Se  pueden  llegar  a  otros 
pueblos  unicamente  cami- 
nando.  Los  sabados  por  la 
manana  el  Padre  Gerardo 
camina  dos  horas  y  media 
desde  Reitoca  a  las  montanas,  atraviesa  el  barranco  por 
medio  del  puente  de  cuerda  para  celebrar  misa  y  compartir 
el  almuerzo  en  el  pueblo  y  despues  regresar  a  Reitoca. 

Despertar  en  Reitoca  de  repente  desorienta  a  un  Catolico 
de  Carolina  del  Norte.  Sin  embargo,  encontraras  una  calida 
bienvenida.  La  gente  en  Reitoca  conoce  a  Carolina  del  Norte 
muy  bien,  y  se  expresa  de  ella  con  afecto  especial.  Para  San 
Francisco  de  Asis,  durante  cinco  aiios,  ha  sido  la  parroquia 
hermana  de  Santa  Maria  en  Wilmington,  Carolina  del  Norte. 

El  Padre  Robert  Kus,  Parroco  de  Santa  Maria,  cree  que  la 
forma  en  que  sucedio  esto  fue  providencial. 

"Hace  cinco  anos,  Dios  envio  a  un  hombre  llamado  Mar- 
celino  a  nuestra  comunidad  en  Wilmington",  dice  el  P  Kus. 
"Marcelino  no  tenia  hogar,  asi  que  lo  llevamos  a  vivir  a  la 
rectoria  por  un  ario.  En  ese  entonces  buscabamos  establecer 
una  relacion  con  una  parroquia  hermana.  Marcelino  nos 
pidio  que  adoptaramos  su  parroquia  San  Francisco  de  Asis 
en  Reitoca".  Despues  de  trabajar  en  los  Estados  Unidos  por 
tres  anos  para  mantener  a  su  familia,  Marcelino  se  regreso  a 
Reitoca  para  reunirse  con  ella  y  fue  entonces  que  estableci- 
mos  una  relacion  con  la  parroquia  hermana". 

Tener  una  "parroquia  hermana"  a  veces  se  llama  "her- 
manamiento".  Con  este  acuerdo,  los  miembros  de  ambas 
parroquias  rezan  unos  a  otros.  Ademas,  la  parroquia  ameri- 
cana  hace  una  segunda  colecta  una  o  dos  veces  al  ano  para 
ayudar  fmancieramente.  La  parroquia  no-estadounidense 
recibe  a  los  misioneros  laicos  de  parroquias  americanas  para 
ofrecer  a  los  misioneros  americanos  vivir  una  experiencia  en 
la  vida  de  la  Iglesia  en  su  parte  del  mundo.

Desde  que  comenzo  la  relacion,  el  P  Kus  y  feligreses  de 
Santa  Maria  han  visitado  Reitoca  para  aprender  acerca  de  la 
gente  y  trabajan  en  proyectos  para  mejorar  las  condiciones  de 
alii.  El  ano  pasado,  Santa  Maria  trabajo  para  construir  y  ayudar 
una  clinica  medica  en  Reitoca,  Clinica  Santa  Maria,  y  renova- 
ron  la  casa  que  visitaran  los  misioneros  durante  su  estancia. 

"Creemos  que  nuestro  contacto  con  nuestros  hermanos 
hondurenos  inflaman  nuestros  corazones  y  nuestra  par- 
roquia  con  renovado  entusiasmo  al  mandato  misionero  que 
Jesucristo  nos  enseno,  dijo  el  P.  Kus.  "  Y  la  historia  de  Mar- 
celino  nos  ensena  como  Dios  trabaja  a  traves  de  nosotros, 
no  importa  cuan  humilde  o  pobre  seamos  para  producir 
grandes  cosas". 

Viajando  para  arriba  y  para  abajo  por  los  caminos  pe- 
dregosos  con  el  Padre  Gerardo  y  el  Padre  Alex,  se  logra  ver 
casi  a  todos  a  pie:  agricultores,  ninos  escolares,  mujeres 
jovenes  con  bebes.  Ellos  reconocen  la  camioneta  del  Padre 
y  se  montan  en  la  ella  para  ser  transportados  al  menos 
hasta  la  siguiente  encrucijada.  Los  choferes  deben  estar 
atentos  de  los  animales  -burros,  vacas,  puercos,  gallinas 
y  perros — y  en  ocasiones,  motocicletas  o  autobus  escolar 
y  potencialmente  decenas  de  ejes  rotos,  piedras  y  baches. 
Para  el  visitante  el  paisaje  es  abrumador,  picos  moviendose 
al  rededor,  impresionantes  bajadas  en  imposibles  valles 
verdes.  El  maiz  crece  en  laderas  de  treinta  grados,  junto  a 
los  platanos,  papayas  y  mangos.  Se  pregunta  uno  como  este 
tipo  de  escenario  se  vuelve  rutinario.  Pero  asi  es.  La  gente 
que  ves,  o  esta  caminando  en  el  calor  con  un  destino  en 
mente,  o  trabajando  arduamente. 

El  pueblo  de  San  Marcos  esta  a  una  altura  mas  alta  que 
Reitoca;  cuando  llega  la  lluvia,  la  comunidad  se  aparta  del 
resto  del  mundo.  La  Iglesia,  como  muchas  en  las  montanas, 
se  construyeron  hace  siglos  cuando  los  espanoles  controlaban 
Honduras  y  dominaban  el  pueblo.  Junto  a  la  iglesia  esta  el 
esbozo  de  un  edificio  viejo  que  tal  vez  se  convertira  en  salon 
parroquial;  pasara  un  largo  tiempo  antes  de  terminarlo. 

Construccion — y  destruccibn — son  constantes  a  lo  largo 
de  esta  parroquia  en  la  montana.  La  construccion  es  muy 
lenta:  obtener  el  dinero  para  los  materiales,  transportar  los 
materiales  a  los  lugares  remotos  y  encontrar  trabajadores 
voluntarios  requieren  de  mucho  tiempo.  La  destruccibn  a 
menudo  ocurre  inesperadamente:  el  ano  pasado  tres  iglesias 
de  adobe  desaparecieron  de  la  parroquia  a  causa  de  las 
inundaciones. 

Eso  fue  lo  que  paso  en  la  Iglesia  pequena  de  Inmaculada 
Concepcion  del  pueblo  no  muy  lejos  de  Reitoca.  Una  pared 
de  agua  se  dejo  venir  de  la  loma  y  simplemente  desparecio 
toda  la  estructura.  Quedaron  solo  algunos  adobes  empa- 
pados  y  el  contorno  de  la  antigua  fundacion.  Sin  embargo, 
algunos  materiales  se  armaron  para  la  reconstruccion  de  la 
iglesia.  Los  sacerdotes  visitan  varias  iglesias  dafiadas  para 
evaluar  la  situacion  o  el  progreso  en  repararlas. 

Conneren  en  cada  caso  a  las  personas  locales  encargadas 
de  cuidar  el  material  y  bienestar  espiritual  de  la  comunidad 
durante  las  visitas  de  los  sacerdotes,  a  menudo  por  semanas. 


Conocidos  como  Delegados  de  la  Palabra  estos  hombres  y 
mujeres  han  pasado  por  un  programa  de  larga  formacion  de 
fe,  y  los  sacerdotes  dependen  de  su  responsabilidad  para  el 
cuidado  del  rebano.  Cuando  las  reparaciones  de  la  Iglesia 
sean  factibles,  los  Delegados  dirigiran  el  trabajo. 
A  mediodia,  los  padres  llegan  a  almorzar  al  convento  en 
Curaren  uno  de  los  cinco  municipios — o  pueblos  grandes — 
de  la  parroquia.  Las  Hermanas  Misioneras  del  Sagrado 
Corazon  de  Jesus  habitan  alii,  y  ofrecen  clases  de  formacion 
de  fe  para  la  gente  del  pueblo.  La  iglesia  en  Curaren  tiene 
300  anos  y  tiene  un  bianco  deslumbrante  en  el  sol. 

El  miercoles  por  la  noche  en  Reitoca,  el  Padre  Gerardo  y  el 
Padre  Alex  celebran  la  Misa  en  la  iglesia  de  la  parroquia.  Los 
habitantes  de  todas  las  edades  asisten  a  Misa;  la  musica  y  los 
cantos  son  alegres  y  sin  restricciones.  Despues  los  visitantes 
de  Santa  Maria  hablan  con  el  Padre  Gerardo  acerca  de  la  fe 
del  pueblo.  "En  julio  tendremos  la  Confirmacion  aqui",  dice 
el  parroco.  "El  Arzobispo  vendra  de  Tegucigalpa.  Algunas 
familias  tendran  que  caminar  cuatro  horas  para  llegar  aqui". 

No  es  sorpresa.  La  gente  de  la  parroquia  hermana  de 
Santa  Maria — su  gratitud,  su  perseverancia  en  la  vida  dificil, 
su  inquebrantable  fe — desafia  las  percepciones  del  mundo 
desarrollado  sobre  la  riqueza  e  incluso  de  la  mision. 

Son  pobres  materialmente;  pero  su  riqueza  espiritual 
supera  la  mayoria  de  lo  que  vemos  en  nuestra  cultura.  Y  el 
arreglo  con  la  "parroquia  hermana"  es  un  cambio  de  riqueza 
en  la  cual  ambas  hermanas  se  beneficiaran.  Ayudamos 
con  "cosas" — cosas  importantes:  refugio,  seguridad,  salud 
e  infraestructura.  Ellos  nos  ayudan  a  entender  la  manera 
apropiada  de  las  "cosas"  en  el  mundo  donde  la  fe  es  fuerte. 

Pensamos  en  los  "misioneros"  como  personas  que  llevan 
la  fe  a  tierras  extranjeras,  pero  en  el  mundo  de  hoy,  a 
menudo  son  los  pobres,  "los  extranjeros"  como  la  gente  de 
la  parroquia  en  estas  montanas  extensas  de  San  Francisco 
de  Asis,  quienes  nos  ensenan  la  fe  a  nosotros.  Nosotros 
seremos  los  proveedores,  pero  ellos  son  los  evangelizadores.

Con  la  segunda  fase  de  la  Campana  Catedral 
en  marcha,  las  parroquias  del  Bloque  2 
extienden  una  invitacion  a  sus  feligreses  para 
asistir  a  la  recepcion  y  aprender  mas  sobre 
el  plan  de  la  nueva  Catedral  del  Santo  Nombre  de  Jesus. 
Aproximadamente  200  recepciones  se  lie  varan  a  cabo  en

de  Agosto  y  Diciembre. 


El  Obispo  Michael  E  Burbidge,  los 
parrocos  y  administradores  pastorales 
han  exhortado  a  los  feligreses  del 
Bloque  2  a  asistir  a  las  recepciones 
para  obtener  informacion  adecuada 
en  torno  a  los  planes  del  Campus 
ofreciendoles  la  oportunidad  de  for- 
mular  preguntas.  El  Obispo  Burbidge 
asistira  a  muchas  recepciones  segun  se 
lo  permita  su  calendario.  Las  personas 
que  han  asistido  a  las  recepciones  en 
la  primera  fase  este  ano,  han  expresado 
que  la  informacion  que  han  recibido 
les  ha  ayudado  a  tener  un  mejor  en- 
tendimiento  en  torno  a  sus  preguntas 
y  preocupaciones.  En  la  mayoria  de  las 
recepciones,  las  personas  que  presen- 
taron  sus  inquietudes  se  llevaron  una 
firme  resolucion  de  brindar  apoyo  al 
proyecto. 

Una  de  las  preguntas  mas  for- 


muladas  fue  sobre  la  ayuda  a  los 
necesitados.  Al  anunciar  los  planes  en 
Septiembre  de  2012  para  construir  la 
Catedral,  el  Obispo  Burbidge  recalco 
que  los  fondos  de  la  campana  Catedral 
de  ninguna  manera  impactaran  las 
donaciones  caritativas  de  la  Diocesis 
en  las  96  parroquias  y  misiones.  Dijo: 
"La  Campana  no  disminuira  nuestro 
alcance  a  los  necesitados,  de  hecho, 
buscaremos  que  este  apoyo  aumente". 

La  declaration  del  Obispo  se  com- 
prueba  ser  correcta.  La  parte  Dioc- 
esana  de  la  Campana  Anual  del  Obispo 
para  Caridades  Catolicas  aumento  en 
el  2012.  Ademas,  varias  parroquias 
utilizan  el  momento  de  la  Campana 
Catedral  para  usar  todo  o  parte  de 
los  fondos  recaudados  para  proveer 
asistencia  a  aquellos  necesitados  en  sus 
comunidades.  Por  ejemplo: 


■  La  Iglesia  Catolica  de  Santa 
Teresa  en  Wrightsville  Beach 

es  una  de  aproximadamente  doce 
parroquias  coordinando  una  cam- 
pana combinada  con  el  proyecto 
para  el  Campus  de  la  Catedral  que 
permitira  atender  varias  necesidades 
de  la  parroquia.  Como  parte  de  las 
necesidades  locales,  Santa  Teresa 
se  comprometio  a  usar  una  parte 
para  ayudar  a  los  desamparados  y 
pobres  en  el  area  extensa  de  Wilm- 
ington, con  mas  del  doble  que  el  ano 
pasado. 

Este  tambien  es  el  caso  de  Santo 
Tomas  Moro  en  Chapel  Hill.  En 

su  presupuesto  anual,  la  parroquia 
tiene  una  linea  de  articulos  que  brinda 
ayuda  con  pagos  de  la  renta  y  utili- 
dades  a  individuos  en  emergencias. 
El  Padre  Scott  McCue,  parroco  de 
Santo  Tomas  Moro,  dijo  que  a  traves 
de  la  Campana  para  el  Campus  de  la 
Catedral,  cinco  por  ciento  de  la  parte 
de  la  meta  total  de  la  Campana  de  la 
parroquia  se  consignara  a  la  cuenta 
de  ahorros  para  apoyar  el  servicio  a 
los  mas  necesitados  en  el  Condado 
de  Orange.  Ademas,  una  portion  de 
la  parte  de  la  parroquia  se  usara  para 
el  plan  de  la  construction  del  nuevo 
Centra  de  Ayuda,  que  permitira  servir 
mejor  a  sus  feligreses  con  ropa  y 
otros  articulos  esenciales. 

La  Iglesia  Catolica  del  Sagrado 
Corazon  en  Southport  se  com- 
promete  con  el  veinte  por  ciento  a 
organizaciones  caritativas.  Ellas  son 
la  Oficina  Regional  de  Caridades 
Catolicas  en  el  Decanato  de  Cape 
Fear,  Ayuda  a  la  Familia  del  Con- 
dado  de  Brunswick  y  el  Banco  de 
Comida  de  Oak  Island  Interchurch 
Fellowship  en  Southport.  El  P.  Trent 
Watts,  parroco  de  Sagrado  Corazon, 
explico  que  su  parroquia  ha  sido 
bendecida  financieramente,  sin  deu- 
da, y  que  tiene  un  historial  de  ayuda. 
"La  Campana  para  el  Campus  de  la 
Catedral  nos  ha  dado  la  oportunidad 
de  asistir  a  estas  tres  agencias  vi- 
tales  de  manera  importante  para  que 
en  su  momento  utilicen  la  ayuda", 
explico  el  P.  Watts. 


Nuestra  Catedrai 


La  Propiedad  de  Nazaret 

La  propiedad  de  Nazaret  que 
compro  el  P.  Thomas  Price  en  1  897, 
lugar  donde  se  construira  la  Catedrai 
del  Santo  Nombre  de  Jesus  ha  sido, 
desde  sus  comienzos,  una  fuente  de 
ayuda  para  los  menos  afortunados. 

A  lo  largo  de  sus  1  1  5  ahos,  ha 
proporcionado  esperanza,  inspiration  y 
consuelo  a  muchos,  como  el  orfanato 
que  se  construyo  en  1 899  para  cuidar  a 
los  nihos  abandonados  por  sus  padres  o  por  los  padres  que  no  podian  atender  a  sus 
hijos.  Hubo  tiempos,  especialmente  durante  la  Gran  Depresion,  en  que  el  orfanato 
cuido  a  mas  de  1  70  nihos.  El  orfanato  original  dura  hasta  el  aho  1 965,  cuando 
fueron  llevados  los  nihos  al  nuevo  edificio  que  ahora  sirve  como  el  Centra  Catolico. 

En  1  989,  la  Diocesis  vendio  75  acres  por  $  7.5  millones  a  la  Universidad 
de  North  Carolina  State  de  los  400  que  existian  en  la  propiedad  que  compro 
el  P.  Price.  Los  fondos  se  dividieron  por  partes  iguales  para  ayudar  a  financiar 
el  presupuesto  operativo  Diocesano,  una  tercera  parte  para  el  Fideicomiso 
Inmobiliario  que  compro  la  tierra  para  las  necesidades  del  futuro  de  las  parroquias 
a  lo  largo  de  la  Diocesis  y  el  resto  de  la  tercera  parte  es  para  establecer  donaciones 
para  los  Pobres.

Cue,  Pastor  of  St.  Thomas  More  Parish  in 
Chapel  Hill;  Fr.  Carlos  N.  Arce,  Vicar  for 
Hispanics;  Fr.  John  Alex  Gonzalez,  Pastor  of 
Transfiguration  Parish  in  Wallace;  Fr.  Fran- 
cisco Garcia-Gonzalez,  Parochial  Vicar  at 
Sacred  Heart  Cathedral;  Fr.  Carlos  Restrepo, 
visiting;  and  Fr.  John  R.  Kelly,  a  retired 
priest  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.

Catholic  Charities  Assisting  Hundreds 
in  Deferred  Action  Program 

During  the  months  of  August  and  September, 
Catholic  Charities  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  conducted 
workshops  at  various  locations  in  the  Diocese  to  assist 
those  individuals  who  qualify  for  the  Deferred  Action 
for  Childhood  Arrivals.  The  program,  mandated  by  the 
Obama  Administration,  makes  it  possible  for  certain 
persons  between  the  ages  of  1  5-31 ,  who  were  brought 
to  the  United  States  by  their  parents  without  documen- 
tation, to  file  for  a  two-year  authorization  to  stay  in  the 
U.S.  for  work  or  to  pursue  educational  opportunities. 

The  U.S.  Citizenship  and  Immigration  Services  has 
issued  a  set  of  guidelines  which  require  the  individual  to 
have  been  brought  to  the  U.S.  before  reaching  the  age 
of  1  6;  be  under  the  age  of  3 1  as  of  June  15,  201  2; 
not  be  convicted  of  a  felony  or  more  than  three  misde- 
meanors; or  be  currently  in  school,  have  graduated  or 
obtained  a  certificate  of  completion  from  high  school, 
have  obtained  a  general  educational  development 
certification,  or  an  honorable  discharged  veteran  of  the 
Coast  Guard  or  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States. 
Once  granted  a  two-year  deferment,  a  person  can  apply 
for  another  to  complete  schooling,  if  they  are  enrolled 
and  working  effectively  toward  a  degree. 

Individuals  attending  the  workshops  received  accu- 
rate information  on  the  program  and  were  assisted  with 
filing  the  proper  paperwork  for  the  deferment.  At  each 
session,  there  was  a  representative  of  Catholic  Chari- 
ties and  an  immigration  attorney  from  the  NC  Justice 
Center,  along  with  numerous  volunteers. 

"Maria"  attended  the  August  25  session  held  at  Im- 
maculate Conception  Parish  in  Durham.  She  and  her 
husband  came  to  the  United  States  1  2  years  ago  with 
their  son  "Mario." 

She  expressed  her  gratitude  to  Catholic  Charities  for 
its  assistance  in  helping  her  son  apply  for  the  deferred 
action  program.  She  said  without  the  help  of  the  Dioc- 
esan agency,  many  people  would  be  paying  more  than  a 
thousand  dollars  to  file.  "Catholic  Charities  is  not  charg- 
ing us  anything,"  Maria  said.  "Our  only  cost  is  the  $465 
filing  fee  required  by  the  government." 

Mario  said  he  was  elated  when  he  heard  about  the 
deferred  action  mandate.  A  senior  in  high  school,  he 
said  he  will  use  the  deferment,  if  granted,  to  attend  a 
four-year  school  and  get  a  degree  in  geology.  "Once  I 
get  my  Bachelor's  degree,"  he  said,  "I  want  to  apply  to 
East  Carolina  University  to  attend  dental  school.  Then  I 
plan  to  practice  dentistry  in  Durham." 

Mario  said  if  the  deferred  action  program  had  not 
occurred,  he  and  his  parents  were  talking  about  him 
having  attend  school  in  Mexico,  which  would  not  be  the 
same  as  attending  in  the  U.S.  For  him,  North  Carolina 
is  his  home,  having  been  brought  here  when  he  was  four 
years  old. 


On  Sunday,  August  26,  201  2,  members  of  Transfiguration 
of  Jesus  Parish  in  Wallace,  NC,  gathered  to  celebrate  the  par- 
ish's 60th  anniversary.  The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
celebrated  Mass  and  installed  Transfiguration's  new  pastor,  Fr. 
John  Alex  Gonzalez.  Fr.  Gonzalez  will  also  serve  Transfigura- 
tion's mission  of  Santa  Clara  in  Magnolia.  Transfiguration  and 
Santa  Clara  are  the  only  Catholic  churches  in  Duplin  County. 
Until  its  erection  on  June  28,  201  2,  as  a  parish  in  its  own  right, 
Transfiguration  was  a  mission  of  St.  Joseph  in  Burgaw. 

Fr.  Gonzalez  concelebrated  with 
Bishop  Burbidge.  In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  spoke  of  the 
upcoming  Year  of  Faith  as  "centered  on  the  truth  that  only  Jesus 
has  the  words  of  eternal  life;  only  Jesus  brings  us  genuine 
peace  and  true  happiness  both  now  and  forever.  The  Year  of 
Faith  is  an  opportunity  for  us  to  grow  in  that  Truth  as  revealed  in 
Christ  and  taught  in  and  through  His  Holy  Church.  It  is  a  time 
for  us  to  embrace  a  deeper  knowledge  of  the  documents  of 
the  Second  Vatican  Council  and  the  Catechism  of  the  Catholic 
Church  and  to  help  others  do  the  same." 

Referring  to  the  readings  for  the  Mass,  the  Bishop  also  spoke 
on  humility.  "Humility  is  the  ability  to  recognize  that  all  that  we 
hope  to  accomplish  can  only  be  done  with  the  strength  that 
God  supplies,"  he  said.  "In  other  words,  it  never  depends  on  us, 
but  always  on  God's  amazing  grace." 

A  reception  on  the  church  lawn  and  in  the  parish  hall  followed 
the  Mass. 

The  Transfiguration  of  Jesus  community  began  in  1  952, 
when  Fr.  John  Harper,  pastor  in  Clinton,  sought  a  place  for 
Catholics  to  worship  in  Duplin  County.  For  the  next  two  years, 
beginning  with  seven  families,  Wallace  Catholics  met  for  Mass 
with  Fr.  Harper  in  the  Legion  Hut  and  later  in  the  top  floor  of  a 
shop  owned  by  a  parishioner  on  East  Main  Street.  In  1  953,  the 
parish  moved  to  a  renovated  house  on  East  Main  Street,  but 
by  the  '60s  the  parish,  under  the  leadership  of  1  2  priests  from 
various  parishes,  had  grown  to  65  members  and  required  a 
church  building. 

Transfiguration  Church  was  dedicated  on  June  28,  1 965, 
by  the  Most  Reverend  Vincent  S.  Waters.  Its  hexagonal  design 
was  inspired  by  a  church  at  the  Indian  Reservation  in  Cherokee, 
NC.  A  new  Education  and  Social  Hall  was  added  in  2000.

In  2006,  when  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  ¥. 
Burbidge  became  Bishop  of  Raleigh,  it  became 
apparent  that  vocations  would  be  an  issue  very 
close  to  his  heart.  "It  is  a  priority  for  me  to  work 
constantly  on  behalf  of  promoting  vocations,"  said  Bishop 
Burbidge  during  his  Installation  Mass  homily.  "I  beg  all  in 
the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  to  pray  daily  that  our  Lord  Jesus 
will  bless  our  local  Church  with  more  priests  to  serve  in 
our  Diocese.  Also,  I  ask  for  your  prayers  for  an  increase  of 
vocations  to  the  religious  life." 


The  Chalice  Program  answers  the 
Bishops  call  to  promote  and  pray  for 
vocations  as  a  family,  as  a  parish,  as  a 
Diocese  and  as  Catholics. 

As  a  parish  ministry,  the  Chalice  Pro- 
gram is  designed  to  encourage  families 
to  pray  and  promote  vocations  to  the 
Priesthood  and  Religious  Life.  Each 
week  at  the  end  of  Mass,  a  family  ap- 
proaches the  altar  to  receive  a  blessing 
and  the  Chalice  Program  tote  bag.  The 
bag  includes  a  wooden  treasure  chest 
housing  the  consecrated  chalice,  the 
Diocesan  Seminarians  poster,  prayer 
cards  and  additional  information  about 


the  seminarians,  such  as  their  birth 
dates,  addresses  and  photos.  The  family 
is  asked  to  place  the  contents  of  the  bag 
in  a  place  of  honor  in  their  home. 

"We  place  the  chalice  on  our  mantel 
and  tape  the  poster  to  the  fireplace," 
said  Anne  Puetzer,  a  parishioner  at  St. 
Catherine  of  Siena  in  Wake  Forest.  As 
part  of  our  evening  prayers,  the  kids 
love  to  be  chosen  to  read  the  names  of 
each  seminarian." 

Families  are  asked  to  pray  daily  for  an 
increase  and  perseverance  of  vocations. 
They  also  send  letters  of  encouragement 
and  birthday  cards  to  the  seminar- 


ians. "Our  seminarians  really  feel  the 
power  of  prayer,"  said  Debbie  Baggett, 
who  participated  in  the  program  at  her 
former  parish  and  began  the  ministry  at 
St.  Catherine  in  2006.  "Some  families 
have  a  hard  time  praying  together,"  said 
Mrs.  Baggett.  "The  Chalice  Program 
gives  families  a  focal  point  for  prayer." 

At  first,  having  a  sacred  vessel  in  the 
house  was  a  little  distracting  from  the 
original  purpose,"  said  St.  Catherine  pa- 
rishioner Matthew  Stein,  Grand  Knight 
of  Knights  of  Columbus  #11234.  "Over 
time,  the  impact  of  the  chalice  became 
less  mesmerizing,  leaving  the  intention 
of  its  presence  clearer  for  the  children. 

"Simply  having  it  on  display  for  a 
week  fosters  questions  and  dialogue 
about  vocations  and  our  faith  in  gen- 
eral," said  Mr.  Stein.  "The  children  have 
committed  the  prayer  to  memory  and 
at  their  request  it  is  part  of  our  nightly 
dinner  prayer  regardless  of  whether  it  is 
our  week  to  be  the  Chalice  family!"

DIOCESAN  MEN  MEET  IN  PARISHES  TO  BECOME 
1  BETTER  LEADERS,  HUSBANDS  AND  CATHOLICS 


Just  last  month,  as  promulgated  by 
Pope  Benedict  XVI,  the  universal 
Church  embarked  on  the  Year  of 
Faith.  It  is  a  time  for  us  to  profess, 
celebrate,  live  and  share  our  faith 
with  renewed  conviction,  confidence  and 
hope.  If  the  Year  of  Faith  is  to  bear  much 
fruit,  the  Church,  more  than  ever,  needs 
credible  witnesses.  Such  witnesses,  with 
God's  grace,  allow  others  to  see  the  joy  that 
is  ours  in  Christ  Jesus. 

There  are  many  people  in  our  midst  who  have  been 
deceived  into  thinking  that  our  joy  can  be  found  in  what  we 
attain,  accomplish  and  accumulate  here  and  now.  They  soon 
learn  that  the  world  offers  empty  promises  and  that  earthly 
things  so  quickly  fade  and  disappear.  So,  others  will  look 
to  us  and  ask,  "Where  do  you  find  your  joy?"  Imagine  if  the 
testimony  and  witness  of  our  lives  genuinely  conveyed  that 
our  joy  is  found  "by  knowing,  loving  and  serving  God  with 
all  our  heart."  Then,  our  faith  would  become  the  gift  that 
leads  others  to  the  Lord  and  His  ways. 

Recently,  our  Holy  Father  stated  that  the  "Year  of  Faith" 
should  be  a  time  that  we  are  more  deeply  aware  of  Gods 
presence  and  friendship  every  day  of  our  lives.  He  said,  "Dear 
friends,  learn  to  see  how  God  is  working  in  your  lives  and 
discover  Him  hidden  within  the  events  of  daily  life.  Believe 
that  He  is  always  faithful  to  the  covenant  He  made  with 
you  on  the  day  of  your  Baptism.  Know  that  God  will  never 
abandon  you.  He  gave  His  life  for  you  on  the  cross  because 
He  loves  you.  Contemplation  of  this  great  love  brings  a  hope 
and  joy  to  our  hearts  that  nothing  can  destroy.  Christians  can 
never  be  sad,  for  they  have  met  Christ!" 

In  the  same  address,  Pope  Benedict  XVI,  spoke  of  the 
joy  of  love,  the  joy  of  conversion  and  joy  at  times  of  trial.  He 
emphasized  that  joy  is  intimately  linked  to  love.  He  reminds 
us  that  love  means  to  be  steadfast,  reliable  and  faithful  to 
commitments.  Thus,  our  family  members  need  to  see  our 
love  reflected  in  concrete  ways.  They  need  to  be  reassured 
that  we  will  always  be  there  for  them,  even  when  they 
disappoint  us.  At  this  busy  time  of  year,  we  will  have  to 
make  sure  nothing  takes  priority  over  our  faithfulness  to  the 
vocation  entrusted  to  us  and  the  promises  we  have  made. 
Our  friends  need  to  know  of  our  fidelity.  In  addition,  if  we 
are  going  to  experience  the  joy  of  love,  we  must  also  be 
generous.  Our  Holy  Father  stated,  "We  cannot  be  content 


to  give  the  minimum.  We  need  to  be  fully  committed  in 
life  and  to  pay  particular  attention  to  those  in  need."  The 
months  of  November  and  December  give  us  countless 
opportunities  to  be  generous  and  to  offer  loving  service  to 
those  who  need  our  time  and  treasure.  It  is  true:  love  gives 
rise  to  joy,  and  joy  is  a  form  of  love! 

When  speaking  about  the  joy  of  conversion,  Pope  Benedict 
XVI  acknowledges  the  daily  temptations  we  face  in  our 
world  and  the  countless  voices  that  speak  untruths  to  us. 
Sometimes,  the  false  enticements  of  this  world  consume  us 
and  we  are  led  astray.  We  become  less  than  the  person  God 
calls  us  to  be.  We  soon  discover  that  when  we  live  apart  from 
God  and  His  will,  we  experience  disappointment,  sadness 
and  even  gloom.  Our  Holy  Father  succinctly  states,  "To  have 
joy  we  need  to  live  in  love  and  truth.  We  need  to  live  in  God." 
Dear  friends  in  Christ,  soon  we  begin  the  Season  of  Advent. 
We  receive  a  special  invitation  in  this  holy  season  to  embrace 
the  process  of  conversion  -  a  radical  transformation  on  all 
levels  of  human  living  so  as  to  prepare  our  hearts  for  the  birth 
of  the  Christ  Child.  Thus,  we  are  invited  to  return  to  God 
and  His  ways;  to  leave  behind  the  darkness  and  walk  in  the 
Light  and  to  dismiss  distress  and  sadness  in  order  to  discover 
peace  and  joy.  I  strongly  suggest  that  in  the  Season  of  Advent, 
you  celebrate  Gods  infinite  mercy  and  forgiveness  in  the 
Sacrament  of  Penance.  In  doing  so,  you  discover  profoundly 
His  great  love  for  you.  You  discover  the  joy  only  He  can  give. 

These  are  difficult  days  for  many  people  especially  in  the 
midst  of  economic  turmoil  and  the  struggles  of  everyday 
life.  Yet,  we  are  told  "to  rejoice  in  the  Lord  always"  (Phil  4:4)!  It 
is  precisely  in  the  midst  of  trials  and  the  reality  of  life  that 
believers  renew  their  faith  that  Christ  is  alive  and  with  us. 
He  stands  with  us  in  the  midst  of  the  chaos  of  our  world  and 
lives.  In  times  of  trials,  we  experience  a  true  humility  that 
reminds  us  that  alone  we  can  do  nothing.  Only  with  Gods 
divine  assistance,  amazing  grace  and  the  strength  that  is  ours 
in  the  Eucharist  can  we  find  the  patience  we  need  to  endure 
the  sufferings  of  this  world  and  to  persevere  in  the  midst  of 
them.  God  is  always  faithful  and  never  abandons  us.  Pope 
Benedict  XVI  says,  "When  we  share  in  His  sufferings,  we 
also  share  in  His  glory."  With  him  and  in  Him,  suffering  is 
transformed  into  love.  And  there  we  find  joy! 

The  Year  of  Faith  calls  us  to  be  credible  witnesses.  What 
more  powerful  witness  can  we  offer  than  to  show  others 
in  word  and  deed  the  joy  of  love;  the  joy  of  conversion  and 
the  joy  that  is  ours  even  in  the  midst  of  the  trials  of  this  world! 
What  more  powerful  witness  can  we  offer  in  the  Season  of 
Advent  than  to  show  others  that  our  joy  is  found  in  Christ 
Jesus,  the  Savior  of  the  World,  whose  birth  we  prepare  to 
celebrate;  the  One  who  brings  peace  to  our  world  and  our 
lives.  With  His  grace,  be  credible  witnesses  of  joy!

Hadden,  at  the 
age  of  1  2,  informed  his  father,  who 
was  pastor  of  St.  Paul's  AME  Church 
in  Raleigh,  that  he  wanted  to  become  a 
Catholic.  His  parents  did  not  object,  and 
he  became  a  Catholic  in  eighth  grade, 
while  a  student  at  St.  Monica's  Catholic 
School  in  Raleigh. 

Upon  graduating  high  school  in 
1  946,  he  enrolled  in  St.  Augustine 
Seminary  in  Bay  St.  Louis,  Mississippi. 
In  a  2002  interview  on  "Catholic 
Perspective,"  the  Diocesan  TV 
program,  Msgr.  Hadden  said  it  was  the 
only  seminary  at  the  time  that  would 
accept  African  American  candidates. 
In  1  950,  he  enrolled  at  St.  Meinrad 
Seminary  in  Indiana,  and  then  in  1  955, 
with  the  support  of  then  Bishop  Vincent 
S.  Waters,  Msgr.  Hadden  entered  the 
North  American  College  in  Rome, 
becoming  the  first  African  American 
student  at  the  school.  He  was  ordained 
in  Rome  on  December  20,  1 958. 

Msgr.  Hadden's  first  pastoral 
assignment  took  him  to  Our  Lady  of 


Guadalupe  Church  in  Newton  Grove, 
where  he  served  as  Parochial  Vicar 
from  1 959-1 960.  Following  brief 
assignments  in  Charlotte  and  Durham, 
Bishop  Waters  assigned  him  Parochial 
Vicar  of  St.  Joseph  Church  in  New  Bern 
in  1 962.  He  stayed  in  that  city  until 
1971,  assuming  the  role  of  pastor  at  St. 
Joseph  and  then  becoming  pastor  of  St. 
Paul  Church  and  St.  Joseph  in  1 964. 

His  assignment  as  pastor  of  St. 
Paul  Church  was  a  challenging  one 
for  the  young  priest,  since  it  was  a 
predominately  white  parish.  As  he  noted 
in  the  TV  interview,  he  faced  opposition 
among  a  small  group  in  the  parish 
community.  But  in  the  course  of  time, 
the  opposition  subsided  either  by  people 
coming  to  know  him  or  some  leaving 
the  parish. 

In  1 97 1 ,  he  was  assigned  to  St. 
Joseph  Catholic  Church  in  Raleigh. 
That  assignment  lasted  two  years,  then 
Bishop  Waters  appointed  him  Rector 
of  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral,  making 
him  the  first  African  American  priest  to 
be  installed  as  a  rector  of  a  Diocesan 
Cathedral.  "The  Bishop  told  me  that  his 
Cathedral  was  in  trouble,"  Msgr  Hadden 
said  in  the  interview.  "He  asked  me  to 
go  in  and  renew  it." 

Msgr.  Hadden's  tenure  as  rector 
lasted  1 0  years.  During  that  time,  he 
fulfilled  Bishop  Waters'  wishes.  In 
addition  to  bringing  life  to  the  parish,  he 
became  active  in  downtown  ministerial 
associations  and  guided  the  parish 
into  social  outreach.  Recognizing  that 
Latinos  were  making  their  way  into 
the  Capital  City,  Msgr.  Hadden  began 
a  Spanish  Mass  and  studied  Spanish 
to  be  able  to  celebrate  the  liturgy.  He 
confided,  "I  oftentimes  mixed  Italian  in 
with  the  Spanish." 

In  1 983,  Bishop  Joseph  E  Gossman 
assigned  him  to  Holy  Trinity  Church 
and  Our  Lady  of  Atonement  Church 
in  Kinston.  Then  in  1 985,  he  was 
assigned  to  St.  Mary  Catholic  Church  in 
Wlmington,  where  he  remained  until  his 
retirement  from  active  ministry  in  2000. 
During  his  time  at  St.  Mary,  the  parish 
began  a  number  of  social  outreach 
programs  to  assist  the  poor  in  the 
Wlmington/New  Hanover  County  area. 

While  retired  from  active  ministry, 


Msgr.  Hadden  continued  to  exercise 
priestly  ministry  in  various  parishes  and 
remained  Vicar  for  African  Ancestry 
Catholics,  retiring  from  the  position  in 
201 1 ,  after  having  held  the  post  since 
1988. 

"Msgr.  Hadden  was  always  a  leader," 
said  Msgr.  John  Wall,  pastor  of  the 
Newman  Center  Parish  at  UNC-Chapel 
Hill.  "His  love  and  reverence  for  the 
Liturgy  were  well  known.  In  his  various 
parish  assignments  he  won  the  respect 
not  only  of  his  parishioners  but  also 
members  of  the  community  at  large 
in  the  towns  he  served  across  eastern 
North  Carolina." 

Fr.  Marcos  Leon,  pastor  of  St.  Ann 
Church  in  Clayton  and  the  priest  who 
assumed  the  position  of  Vicar  for  African 
Ancestry  Catholics,  met  Msgr.  Hadden 
in  1 996.  "He  became  a  great  mentor 
to  me,"  Fr.  Leon  said.  He  stressed  the 
importance  of  Catholic  social  teaching, 
and  he  always  welcomed  new  cultures." 

Msgr.  Jerry  Sherba,  Diocesan 
Chancellor  and  Vicar  Judicial  of  the 
Diocese,  also  considered  Msgr.  Hadden 
a  mentor.  "He  was  first  and  foremost 
a  priest,  who  above  all,  was  a  man  of 
prayer,"  Msgr.  Sherba  said.  "His  faith 
in  God  was  profound.  His  love  for  our 
Blessed  Mother  was  truly  that  of  a  son  to 
his  mother." 

Msgr.  Hadden's  funeral  Mass  was 
offered  by  the  Most  Reverend  Michael 
F.  Burbidge  at  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes 
Church  in  Raleigh  on  October  1 1 .  Msgr. 
Gerald  L.  Lewis,  a  long  time  friend  of 
Msgr.  Hadden's,  delivered  the  eulogy. 

"He  ministered  to  all,  even  those 
who  at  first  rejected  him,"  Msgr.  Lewis 
said.  "With  his  holiness  and  kindness 
he  won  the  hearts  of  those  people  in 
time. .  .Led  by  truth,  sustained  by  a  life 
of  prayer,  he  worked  tirelessly  for  the 
people  of  God." 

In  remarks  at  the  end  of  Mass,  Bishop 
Burbidge  spoke  of  "God's  goodness  and 
Msgr.  Hadden's  faithfulness:  two  gifts  for 
which  we  give  profound  thanks. 

"Throughout  a  life  with  many 
obstacles,  Msgr.  Hadden  always  said 
Yes  to  the  Lord's  will  for  him,"  the  Bishop 
said.  "Perhaps  the  best  way  to  honor  his 
memory  is  for  each  of  us  to  renew  that 
Yes  in  our  own  lives."

Bishop  Burbidge  Addresses 

Key  Themes  on  Respect  Life  Sunday 

►>  "Our  highest  priority  must  always  be  the  protection 
of  the  innocent  from  the  destruction  of  life  by  abortion, 
embryonic  stem  cell  research,  human  cloning  and  euthana- 
sia or  colluding  in  the  killing  of  any  innocent  life,"  the  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  told  approximately  400 
people  on  celebrated  Respect  Life  Sunday  at  St.  Catherine 
of  Siena  Church  in  Wake  Forest,  October  7. 

The  Bishop  celebrated  Mass  and  addressed  this  year's 
theme,  "Faith  opens  our  eyes  to  human  life  in  all  its  gran- 
deur and  beauty." 

He  spoke  of  the  cherished  gift  of  religious  liberty  that 
we  enjoy  as  Americans  and  of  the  need  to  protect  that 
freedom  in  the  wake  of  recent  government  action.  Bishop 
Burbidge  talked  also  of  the  need  to  protect  the  sanctity  of 
marriage  between  one  man  and  one  woman,  also  under 
challenge  in  our  society  And  he  noted  how  the  Year  of 
Faith,  which  will  begin  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  on  Oc- 
tober 20  at  the  annual  Catholic  Convocation,  offers  each 
of  us  the  opportunity  "to  profess  and  live  our  faith  with 
renewed  conviction,  confidence  and  hope." 

In  his  Respect  Life  Sunday  letter  to  the  faithful,  Bishop 
Burbidge  wrote,  "It  is  my  prayer  that  this  Year  will  be  an 
opportunity  for  growth  in  your  intimate  relationship  with 
Our  Lord  Jesus  and  a  renewed  commitment  to  fully  em- 
brace the  Gospel  of  Life. 


"We  are  to  bring  the  very  image  of  God  and  the  power  of 
His  love  to  all  people,"  the  Bishop  said,  "most  especially  those 
whose  human  dignity  is  most  vulnerable:  the  unborn,  the 
aged,  the  immigrant,  the  poor,  the  forgotten  and  the  prisoner." 

Bishop  Burbidge  struck  similar  themes  in  his  comments 
October  5  at  the  annual  Benefit  for  Life  Gala,  held  to  sup- 
port four  Respect  Life  organizations  in  the  Diocese:  Birth- 
choice,  Project  Rachel,  Project  Gabriel  and  Family  Honor. 

Msgr.  James  Lisante,  a  priest  of  the  Diocese  of  Rockville 
Center,  NY,  and  host  of  a  nationally  syndicated  Catholic 
radio  program,  was  guest  speaker.  Other  speakers  were 
Mrs.  Betty  Rogosich,  CEO  of  Birthcoice,  and  Mrs.  Jackie 
Bonk,  Director  of  the  Diocesan  Pro-Life  Office  and  Direc- 
tor of  Project  Rachel. 


Respect  Life  Conference 
Draws  from  Throughout 
Diocese 


^  On  Saturday,  September  1 5, 
201  2,  more  than  1 00  people  gath- 
ered at  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  in  Raleigh 
to  attend  the  Respect  Life  Conference, 
sponsored  by  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 
Fr.  John  Forbes,  pastor  of  Our  Lady  of 
Lourdes,  began  the  conference  with 
the  celebration  of  Mass. 

Presentations  covered  a  range  of 
topics,  including  the  formation  of  con- 
science, capital  punishment,  bioethics 
and  defending  our  fundamental  right 
of  religious  freedom.  The  Respect 
Life  teaching  of  the  Church  covers  all 
aspects  of  the  dignity  of  human  life 
from  conception  to  natural  death.  In 
addition  to  the  topics  noted  above,  the 
teaching  also  includes  poverty,  home- 
lessness  and  immigration. 

Mrs.  Jackie  Bonk,  Director  of  the 
Diocesan  Office  of  Pro-Life,  presented 
a  talk  titled  "Building  a  Culture  of  Life 


Following  the  Vision  of  Pope  John  Paul 
II."  Mrs.  Bonk  emphasized  the  impor- 
tance for  Catholics  to  focus  on  prayer, 
outreach,  advocacy  and  education. 
"It's  fair  to  say  we're  doing  all  of  those 
things  ...  but  you  can't  advocate  or  get 
involved  unless  you're  educated  on 
the  issues  and  how  they  relate  to  our 
Catholic  teaching,"  she  said. 

"We  are  a  people  of  life,  and  a 
people  for  life,"  said  speaker  Cathy 
Jarboe  of  the  Catholic  Mobilizing  Net- 


work to  End  Use  of  the  Death  Penalty. 
Mrs.  Jarboe  referred  attendees  to  her 
organization's  website,  which  provides 
resource  material  from  the  United 
States  Conference  of  Catholic  Bishops 
on  the  question  of  capital  punishment. 

The  conference  was  an  opportunity 
to  learn  the  Church's  teachings.  Rudy 
Poglitsh  and  Joan  Beall  traveled  to  Ra- 
leigh from  Kitty  Hawk  in  order  to  gain 
a  better  understanding  of  Diocesan 
Respect  Life  goals  and  programs. 

Parishioners  of  Holy  Redeemer 
by  the  Sea,  Mr.  Poglitsh  and  Mrs. 
Beall  are  part  of  a  team  that  recently 
opened  a  thrift  store  to  generate  funds 
for  a  crisis  pregnancy  center.  "We 
have  been  amazed.  It  reinstates  your 
faith  ...  it  gives  you  more  energy," 
said  Mrs.  Beall,  who  was  pleased  that 
Mrs.  Bonk  spoke  about  Diocesan 
initiatives  on  issues  facing  voters  in 
the  upcoming  election. 

For  many  who  attended  the  confer- 
ence, it  was  an  opportunity  to  share, 
collaborate,  question  and  pray  together.

M»  On  September  1 6,  201 2,  the  Most 
Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge,  Bishop 
of  Raleigh,  celebrated  Catechetical 
Sunday  with  Mass  at  the  Senator  Bob 
Martin  Eastern  Agricultural  Center  in 
Williamston,  NC.  Catechetical  Sunday 
is  a  day  the  Church  in  the  United  States 
recognizes  the  role  each  person  plays  in 
passing  on  the  faith  and  being  a  witness 
to  the  Gospel.  The  theme  for  this  year  is: 


Catechists  and  Teachers  as  Agents  of  the 
New  Evangelization. 

"When  we  say  New  Evangelization, 
we  are  not  referring  to  new  teachings 
of  the  Church.  We  are  speaking  of  the 
teachings  of  Jesus  and  His  Gospel, 
which  are  imprinted  on  our  hearts 
and  handed  down  to  us  through  the 
teachings  of  His  Church,  said  Bishop 
Burbidge  in  his  homily.  "What  becomes 
new  is  the  way  in  which  we  bring  these 
teachings  to  others." 

Bishop  Burbidge  noted  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  faithful,  by  virtue  of 
Baptism:  "The  New  Evangelization 
demands  priests,  religious,  parents, 
teachers,  catechists  and  agents  dem- 
onstrate a  renewed  zeal,  enthusiasm 
and  creativity  for  teaching  the  faith  and 
use  all  appropriate  technology,  tools 
and  resources  to  proclaim  God's  Word 
and  our  faith  to  others." 

Each  year,  Bishop  Burbidge  cel- 
ebrates Catechetical  Sunday  at  the 
home  parish  of  the  recipient  of  the  Mary 


Dowling  Master  Catechist  of  the  Year 
Award.  This  year's  recipient  is  Sr.  Kieran 
Wlliams,  I.H.M,  Pastoral  Administrator  of 
Holy  Trinity  Parish  in  Williamston. 

This  Diocesan  Award  is  presented 
annually  by  the  Department  for  Catholic 
Formation  and  Evangelization  to  a  Master 
Catechist  who  emulates  the  love  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  richly  shares  the  Catholic 
Faith  with  both  children  and  adults. 

"In  order  to  be  an  effective  agent  of  the 
new  evangelization,  one  must  offer  cred- 
ible witness,"  Bishop  Burbidge  said.  "In- 
deed, Sister  Kieran  is  such  a  person!  Her 
love  for  Jesus,  His  Mother,  His  Church 
and  people  is  evident  in  her  ministry  and 
in  all  she  does." 

"To  receive  this  award  takes  me  back 
to  when  I  met  Mary  Dowling,"  said  Sr. 
Keiran.  "When  she  came  to  visit  us,  she 
was  a  truly  pastoral  presence  to  help  us 
teach  and  pass  on  our  faith."  Sr.  Kieran 
continued,  "We  have  a  full  faith  commu- 
nity that  says  yes  to  the  mission  and  we 
say,  "Yes  Lord,  Here  I  am.1" 


Filipino  Catholic  Community 
Commemorates  First  Filipino  Saint 

?>p  On  September  23,  201  2,  the  Filipino  Catholic  community 
of  the  Diocese  gathered  to  celebrate  the  Feast  of  St.  Lo- 
renzo Ruiz,  the  first  native  Filipino  saint. 
Monsignor  David  D.  Brockman,  Vicar 
General  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh,  was 
the  principal  celebrant  and  homilist  at  the 
bilingual  (English/Tagalog)  Mass  held 
at  St.  Eugene  in  Wendell.  Concelebrat- 
ing  the  Mass  were  Rev.  Julian  Jagudilla, 
OFM;  Rev.  Ray  Donaldson,  S.J.,  Pastor 
of  Holy  Cross  Parish  in  Durham;  and 
Rev.  Ryan  Camecer,  C.I.C.M.,  Associate 
Pastor  of  St.  Eugene. 

The  celebration  began  with  an  outdoor 
procession  of  about  200  faithful  carrying 
lit  candles  and  singing  hymns  in  Tagalog, 
the  Filipino  native  language. 

St.  Lorenzo  Ruiz  was  bom  in  Manila 
in  the  early  1 600s  to  a  Chinese  father 
and  Filipina  mother.  He  grew  up  and 
was  educated  under  the  influence  of 
the  Dominican  Fathers,  serving  as  an  altar  boy  and  later  as  a 
clerk  sacristan  in  the  Church  of  Binondo.  It  is  believed  he  and 
1  5  others  left  the  Philippines  for  Japan  in  1 636  with  the  aid 
of  Dominican  Fathers,  because  they  were  wrongly  accused  of 
a  crime  against  a  Spanish  colonist.  In  Japan,  where  Christians      very  important." 


were  being  persecuted,  the  authorities  offered  to  spare  St.  Lo- 
renzo's life  if  he  would  denounce  his  faith,  but  he  refused.  After 
suffering  imprisonment  and  torture,  in  September  of  1  637,  he 
and  his  companions  were  martyred. 
In  his  homily,  Msgr.  Brockman  noted  that  St.  Lorenzo  had 
a  singular  quality  shared  by  all  saints: 
"Their  life  is  about  one  thing;  all  that  they 
are  and  all  that  they  do  are  tied  to  the 
One  to  whom  their  life  belongs,  God 
in  Christ ...  When  asked  if  he  would 
renounce  that  very  center  God  had  given 
him  to  spare  his  life,  St.  Lorenzo  said 
those  famous  words:  'I  am  a  Catholic 
and  I  wholeheartedly  accept  death  for 
God.  For  if  I  had  a  thousand  lives,  I 
would  offer  them  all  to  Him.'" 

Remarking  on  St.  Lorenzo's  heroic 
virtue,  Msgr.  Brockman  offered  three 
ways  in  which  the  faithful  could  emulate 
the  saint:  "Invest  yourself  in  love,  cultivate 
a  life  in  God's  spirit  and  make  public  your 
Catholic  faith." 

Following  Mass,  there  was  a  reception 
with  traditional  food,  music  and  entertain- 
ment. "This  celebration  of  our  first  Filipino  Saint  strengthens  my 
faith  even  deeper,"  said  Maria  Romp,  Liturgy  Coordinator.  "We 
are  a  people  of  many  colors  and  we  live  in  a  very  diverse  world 
and  keeping  our  faith,  our  bond  and  our  community  as  one  is 
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Mass  for  Migrant  Workers  Draws  500 

On  Sunday,  September  30,  201  2,  the  Most  Reverend 
Michael  F.  Burbidge  celebrated  Mass  to  conclude  a  "day  of 
integration"  for  migrant  workers,  organized  in  conjunction  with 
several  parishes  by  the  Office  of  Hispanic  Ministry  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Raleigh.  Approximately  500  men,  women  and  children 
from  the  area  attended  the  day-long  event,  which  included  a 
mobile  health  clinic,  free  haircuts,  a  clothing  exchange,  food,  a 
soccer  tournament,  games  for  the  children,  Confessions,  and 
Mass  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  with  Fr.  Carlos  Arce,  Diocesan 
Vicar  for  Hispanics,  preaching  the  homily. 

"What  a  powerful  event  this  was!"  said  Bishop  Burbidge, 
who  toured  the  camp  and  greeted  people  individually  before 
Mass.  "The  living  conditions  these  workers  have  to  accept 
are  truly  deplorable.  The  laborers  are  far  from  home  and 
working  incredibly  hard  in  order  to  provide  for  their  families. 
Yet  their  faith  is  so  deep,  and  their  spiritual  hunger  is  so 
profound.  They  so  obviously  love  the  Lord." 

Before  the  Mass,  several  of  the  workers  spoke  publicly 
to  the  Bishop  about  their  lives,  and  their  hopes  and  needs. 
One  woman  gave  a  tearful  and  moving  plea  for  a  greater 
Catholic  presence  in  the  camps,  especially  availability  of 
the  sacraments  and  a  way  to  get  to  Mass,  since  the  work- 
ers are  widely  scattered  and  many  have  no  transportation. 
She  also  spoke  of  the  laws  which  prevent  immigrants  from 
seeking  work  in  the  U.S.,  the  difficulties  with  borders  and  the 
violence  in  her  own  country. 

Responding  to  the  speakers,  the  Bishop  said,  "Thank  you! 
I  have  heard  you  asking  for  three  things.  One  is  easy,  the 
other  two  are  difficult." 

The  easy  request  was  for  prayers.  "I  assure  you  that  you 
are  in  my  prayers  and  the  prayers  of  many  of  our  faithful  ev- 


ery day,"  the  Bishop  said, 
"and  that  will  continue." 

The  second  request,  for 
a  greater  Catholic  pres- 
ence in  the  camps  and 
transportation  to  Mass, 
is  difficult,  the  Bishop 
explained,  because  the 
Diocese  does  not  have 
more  priests.  But  he  pointed  out  that  the  Diocese  now 
has  four  Hispanic  seminarians,  including  three  studying  in 
Mexico,  who,  God  willing,  will  eventually  serve  the  Spanish- 
speaking  people  in  the  Diocese.  He  also  pledged  to  do  all  in 
his  power  to  make  Mass  and  the  sacraments  more  available. 
Fr.  Arce  currently  visits  camps  as  possible  every  weekend 
for  Mass  and  to  hear  Confessions,  but  the  camps  are  many 
and  far  apart  and  there  are  no  maps  to  show  where  they  are. 

The  third  request,  to  change  the  political  situation  regard- 
ing immigration,  is  one  which  the  U.S.  Bishops  are  working 
as  hard  as  they  can  to  fulfill,  the  Bishop  said,  by  urging  those 
in  power  to  initiate  comprehensive  immigration  reform,  and 
those  efforts  will  continue. 

The  event,  the  first  of  what  will  be  an  annual  celebra- 
tion, was  months  in  the  planning  by  the  Office  of  Hispanic 
Ministry.  Mrs.  Lettie  Banda,  a  member  of  the  committee  that 
organized  the  day,  said,  "We  wanted  to  say  to  the  workers, 
This  is  your  day  in  appreciation  for  all  the  work  you  do  for 
us.'  The  people  are  from  different  camps  and  don't  know 
each  other,  so  we  wanted  them  to  have  a  chance  to  meet 
and  communicate,  and  to  have  the  Catholic  Church  there.  It 
was  a  fun  day,  but  people  could  also  see  that  we  Catholics 
are  there  for  them." 

Mrs.  Banda's  husband  made  seven  round  trips  in  a  van 
to  help  workers  from  camps  as  much  as  90  minutes  away 
get  to  the  event.  In  the  morning,  another  van,  supplied  by 
St.  Michael  the  Archangel  Parish  in  Cary,  also  provided 
transportation. 

"You  know  many  didn't  speak  publicly  in  front  of  the 
group,"  Mrs.  Banda  said.  "But  my  husband  told  me  that  on 
the  way  back  to  their  camps  they  were  happy  and  grateful 
for  the  day,  and  happy  to  meet  the  Bishop.  They  said,  'For 
the  first  time  we  feel  like  humans.'" 


NC  Catholic  Educators 
Gather  for  Conference 

More  than  1 ,200  Catholic  edu- 
cators gathered  September  27-28, 
201 2,  in  Greensboro  for  the  North 
Carolina  Catholic  Education  Confer- 
ence. Each  year,  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
and  the  Diocese  of  Charlotte  conduct 
conferences  for  their  teachers  with  a 
joint  conference  held  every  third  year, 
with  the  Dioceses  alternating  the  hosting 


of  the  event.  The  Diocese  of  Raleigh  will 
serve  as  host  in  201 5. 
The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Bur- 
bidge celebrated  the  opening  Mass  for 
the  teachers.  In  his  homily,  the  Bishop 
shared  with  them  a  message  from  St. 
Vincent  de  Paul  to  his  confreres  when 
the  Saint  told  them,  "How  fortunate 
you  are  to  be  instruments  of  the  Lord  in 
forming  and  training  students."  Bishop 
Burbidge  told  the  teachers  they  can 
serve  as  the  presence  and  credible 


witness  of  Jesus  if  the  students  see  in 
them  a  person  of  prayer,  who  lives  out 
each  day  what  they  say  and  what  they 
profess.

New  St.  Isidore 
Church  Dedicated 


The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Bur- 
bidge  dedicated  new  church  building  for 
the  Catholic  community  of  St.  Isidore 
in  Robeson  County.  The  dedication 
took  place  on  Saturday,  September  1 5 
for  the  new  church  which  is  located  on 
Macedonia  Church  Road  in  Fayetteville. 

Concelebrants  included  Msgr.  David 
Brockman,  Vicar  General  of  the  Dio- 
cese; Msgr.  Jeffrey  Ingham,  Dean  of 
the  Fayetteville  Deanery;  and  Fr.  James 
Garneau,  Chair  of  the  Diocesan  Home 
Mission  Society  Committee.  Also 
concelebrating  was  Archbishop  Emeri- 
tus Juan  Antonio  Flores  of  Santiago, 
Dominican  Republic. 

The  new  St.  Isdore  replaces  a  church 
located  in  Stedman  that  has  served 
the  mostly  Hispanic  community  since 
2003.  When  it  began,  St.  Isidore  num- 
bered a  total  of  44  people,  28  adults 
and  1 6  children.  Today,  it  includes  1 75 
registered  families. 

The  new  facility  seats  300  people, 
has  space  for  seven  classrooms,  two 
offices  and  a  1 80-seat  social  hall  with 
a  kitchen.  The  total  cost  of  the  project 
is  approximately  one-million  dollars. 
One-quarter  of  that  was  covered  by  the 
North  Carolina  Department  of  Trans- 
portation which  purchased  a  portion  of 
the  land  where  the  original  church  was 
located.  The  State  needs  the  land  for 


the  extension  of  Highway  24  in  Sted- 
man, which  runs  in  front  of  the  church. 

To  assist  with  the  construction,  the 
parish  received  a  $1 83,000  Diocesan 
Home  Mission  Society  grant,  a  fund 
partially  supported  by  the  Bishop's 
Annual  Appeal,  which  provides  build- 
ing assistance  to  small  parishes.  The 
remainder  of  the  cost  is  being  covered 
by  the  parish  and  by  a  loan  from  the 
Diocese. 

In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  of- 
fered gratitude  to  "Lord  our  God  for 
His  divine  assistance  in  the  completion 
of  this  project.  I  also  express  deep  ap- 
preciation to  Deacon  Nay  (Henriquez) 
for  his  tireless  efforts,  enthusiasm  and 
leadership  throughout  this  process," 
the  Bishop  said.  "I  also  thank  Fr.  Jack 
Kelly  for  his  generous  priestly  ministry 
in  your  midst."  (Deacon  Henriquez 
is  the  pastoral  administrator  of  the 
parish  who  provided  translation  of  the 
Bishop's  homily.) 

Bishop  Burbidge  explained  significant 
parts  of  the  Rite  of  Dedication,  including 


the  Blessing  of  the  Water,  the  Litany  of 
the  Saints,  the  Prayer  of  Dedication  and 
the  Incensation  of  the  Altar. 

In  noting  the  significance  of  singing 
the  Litany  of  the  Saints,  the  Bishop  talk- 
ed about  the  patron  saint  of  the  parish. 
"Today,  we  remember  in  a  special  way 
the  patron  of  your  parish,  Saint  Isidore 
the  Farmer.  By  his  example  he  taught  us 
the  Truths  of  today's  Gospel:  when  we 
work  tirelessly  for  the  glory  of  God,  He 
will  use  the  seeds  we  plant  to  produce 
abundant  fruit." 

The  Bishop  continued,  "When  we 
share  our  gifts  with  those  in  need,  the 
Lord  will  work  miracles  in  and  through 
us.  St.  Isidore  understood  that  his  most 
important  task  in  life  was  to  be  holy. 
Never  forget  the  reason  this  parish 
church  exists:  to  help  us  to  become 
saints,  especially  as  we  are  enlightened 
by  God's  Word  and  nourished  by  His 
Sacraments." 

Following  the  Rite  of  Dedication,  a 
reception  was  held  in  the  parish's  new 
social  hall.

St.  Patrick  School 
Celebrates  75th  Anniversary 


►►  On  Sep- 
tember 25, 
2012,  Bishop 
Michael  F. 
Burbidge  cel- 
ebrated Mass 
in  honor  of  the 
75th  Anni- 
versary of  St. 
Patrick  Catholic  School  in  Fayetteville.  Concel- 
ebrating  with  the  Bishop  were  Rev.  Msgr.  Michael 
Shugrue,  Pastor  of  St.  Patrick  Parish;  Rev.  Msgr. 
Jeffrey  Ingham,  Pastor  of  St.  Anthony  of  Padua 
Parish  in  Southern  Pines  and  Dean  of  the  Fay- 
etteville Deanery;  Rev.  Javier  Munoz,  Parochial 
Vicar  of  St.  Patrick;  Rev.  Edward  Burch,  former 
Parochial  Vicar  of  St.  Patrick;  and  Rev.  John  Kelly, 
a  retired  priest  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  and 
former  Pastor  of  St.  Patrick. 

In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  addressed  the 
St.  Patrick  School  students.  Explaining  the  Year  of 
Faith  declared  by  the  Holy  Father  and  set  to  begin 
in  the  Diocese  in  October,  the  Bishop  asked  the 
students  to  remember  three  "S"  words  as  they 
experienced  this  special  year.  "STUDY  your  faith," 
the  Bishop  said.  "SHOW  your  faith.  And  SHARE 
your  faith." 

St.  Patrick  is  the  city  of  Fayetteville's  oldest 
private  school.  It  opened  in  1 937  with  33  students 
as  a  parish  ministry.  With  a  staff  of  four  Sisters  of 
Providence,  the  school  grew  to  50  students,  three 
classrooms  and  a  library.  Seventeen  years  later  the 
school  outgrew  its  space  and  enrollment  increased 
to  295  students.  The  Sisters  of  Providence  contin- 
ued to  lead  St.  Patrick  School  until  1972. 

The  following  year,  the  Daughters  of  Charity 
from  Emmitsburg,  Maryland,  came  to  the  school 
providing  a  principal  and  teaching  Sisters.  Over  the 
years  the  school  added  one  classroom  per  grade,  a 
science  lab,  media  center  and  computer  lab. 

Since  1 992,  the  school  has  been  led  and  staffed 
by  lay  personnel  and  has  continued  to  grow  and 
add  educational  and  athletic  programs.  Today  the 
school  serves  Pre-kindergarten  through  8th  grade 
and  is  accredited  with  the  Southern  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  /  AdvancED. 


The  death  of  Msgr.  Thomas  Paul  Hadden  in  October  was 
a  loss  to  our  Diocese,  and  also  to  the  many  NC  Catholics 
who  for  years  followed  his  columns  in  the  Diocesan  news- 
paper and,  beginning  in  2005,  its  magazine.  He  wrote  for 
every  issue  of  NC  Catholics  until  his  retirement  as  Vicar  of 
African  Ancestry  Ministry  and  Evangelization  in  September  201 1 . 


By  the  time  I  met  Msgr.  Hadden 
he  was  75,  and  his  columns  were 
often  about  his  recollections  of  the 
past:  his  boyhood  in  Raleigh,  the 
Sisters  and  priests  who  nurtured 
him  at  St.  Monica  School  and  his 
years  as  a  seminarian  in  Rome. 
But  as  an  African  American  whose 
life  spanned  the  era  of  segrega- 
tion in  the  South,  the  Civil  Rights 
struggles  of  the  '60s  and  the 
migration  of  African  Catholics  to 
our  Diocese,  he  was  acutely  aware 
of  the  effects  of  change  on  blacks 


in  society  and  especially  in  the  Church. 

Coming  from  the  North  I  was  surprised  to  learn,  for  example,  that 
Msgr.  Hadden  held  a  nuanced  view  of  the  merger  of  the  black  and 
white  churches  in  towns  across  the  Diocese.  While  he  fought  person- 
ally and  bravely  for  equal  rights,  he  nevertheless  felt  sadness  that  in 
the  merging  of  parishes  in  the  '60s  some  vibrant  black  Catholic  com- 
munities had  been  sacrificed. 

Not  all  his  columns  were  nostalgic.  I  remember  a  particularly  mov- 
ing article  on  aging,  describing  the  difficulty  of  coming  to  terms  with 
needing  physical  help  from  others. 

At  Msgr.s  funeral  his  friend  Msgr.  Jerry  Lewis  alluded  to  the  fact 
that  he  could  be  "difficult,"  and  the  congregation  laughed  in  recogni- 
tion. I  hadn't  known  him  well  enough  to  see  that  side,  but  he  was 
clearly  someone  who  held  his  opinions,  which  were  forged  from  his 
experience,  strongly. 

Those  who  knew  him  well  always  called  him  by  both  his  names, 
Thomas  Paul.  I  thought  in  the  wake  of  his  passing  that  he  was  truly 
well  named.  St.  Thomas  traveled  farther  -  to  India  -  than  any  of  the 
other  Apostles  to  preach  the  Lord.  Msgr.  Hadden  journeyed  to  Mis- 
sissippi and  Rome  and  across  NC  in  his  ministry,  but  the  truly  dif- 
ficult and  sometimes  dangerous  journey  he  made  was  the  one  from 
being  born  African  American  in  the  South  to  becoming  a  respected 
and  beloved  leader  of  blacks  and  whites  in  that  same  South.  In  that 
journey  he  emulated  St.  Paul,  who  wrote,  "Therefore  I  bear  with 
everything  for  the  sake  of  those  who  are  chosen,  so  that  they  too  may 
obtain  the  salvation  that  is  Christ  Jesus,  together  with  eternal  glory" 
(2  Tim.  2:io).  May  his  soul  rest  in  peace.

Block  2  Parish 
Receptions  Well  Attended 

With  Block  2  of  the  Cathedral  Campus  Cam- 
paign underway,  approximately  $40  million 
has  been  pledged  as  of  the  end  of  October 
by  more  than  12,000  families.  The  recep- 
tions continue  to  be  well  attended  by  parishioners  as  they 
provide  an  opportunity  for  parishioners  to  receive  accurate 
information  on  the  new  Holy  Name  of  Jesus  Cathedral  and 
have  their  questions  answered. 


"I  think  the  discussions  at  the  recep- 
tions," Bishop  Michael  F.  Burbidge  said, 
"have  provided  the  opportunities  for  the 
faithful  to  hear  directly  the  facts  associ- 
ated with  this  historic  project;  to  clarify 
perceptions  and  misinformation  and  to 
have  their  questions  answered  and  their 
insights  heard.  I  am  most  grateful  to  all 
those  who  have  attended  the  receptions. 
So  many  people  have  mentioned  how 
the  sessions  helped  them  to  prayer- 
fully discern  their  decision.  I  have  also 
tremendously  enjoyed  the  receptions  and 
the  occasion  to  meet  and  to  speak  with 
so  many  wonderful  people  from  across 
our  diocese." 

"We  are  nearing  the  end  of  1 82 
receptions  since  Labor  Day  across  the 


Diocese,"  said  Mr.  Timothy  Breslin, 
Diocesan  Executive  Director  of  Stew- 
ardship and  Advancement.  "We  are 
grateful  for  those  thousands  who  have 
attended  throughout  the  year  in  both 
blocks  to  learn  about  the  20 1  2  BAA, 
the  Cathedral  Campus  and  the  Parish 
initiatives  that  this  campaign  will  support. 
While  the  reception  phase  winds  down 
in  Block  2,  we  are  appreciative  of  all  the 
commitments  that  we  continue  to  receive 
and  which  determine  what  can  truly  be 
accomplished  in  our  Diocese  and  our 
Parishes.  I  also  wish  to  thank  Bishop 
Burbidge  and  members  of  his  staff  for 
attending  as  many  of  the  events  as  their 
schedule  allowed." 
While  most  of  the  parishes  are  con- 


ducting the  Campaign  in  which  they  will 
receive  20  percent  of  the  contributions 
after  the  parish's  20 1  2  Bishop's  Annual 
Appeal  assigned  goal  is  reached,  nine 
are  using  the  Cathedral  Campaign  to 
conduct  combined  piggyback  cam- 
paigns. These  involve  the  Cathedral 
Campus  Campaign  goal  in  addition  to  a 
parish  goal  to  address  larger  needs  at  the 
local  level. 

One  example  in  Block  2  is  Sacred 
Heart  Church  in  Pinehurst.  Its  Total 
Campaign  Goal  (TCG)  is  $878,374,  of 
which  $1 1 6,868  is  the  parish's  share  of 
the  201 2  Bishop's  Annual  Appeal.  By 
piggybacking  on  the  Cathedral  Campus 
Campaign,  Sacred  Heart's  combined 
campaign  goal  is  approximately  $1 .5 
million.  It  will  use  the  funds  for  a  num- 
ber of  renovation  projects  at  the  parish 
including  replacement  of  air  condition- 
ing units  at  the  church,  re-shingling  the 
church  roof  and  replacing  windows  in  the 
education  building  and  the  rectory. 

Charles  Recznik,  the  Guidance-in- 
Giving  parish  director,  said  the  success 
of  the  Campaign  is  due  to  the  hard  work 
of  many  in  the  parish,  guided  by  the 
leadership  of  Fr.  Edward  Burch,  pastor  of 
the  parish. 

"More  than  220  parishioners  stepped 
up  as  volunteers  to  help  make  this  a  suc- 
cess," Recznick  said.  "They  assisted  in 
many  ways,  including  hosting  nine  parish 
receptions,  making  numerous  telephone 
calls  and  follow  ups." 

"We  are 
blessed  with  a 
parish  communi- 
ty that  has  always 
responded  to  a 
perceived  need," 
said  Father  Ed- 
ward Burch,  pastor  of  St.  Mary  Church. 
"Our  people  have  always  supported 
the  BAA  and  did  so  again  this  year, 
along  with  understanding  the  need  for  a 
new  Cathedral  and  the  repairs  that  are 
needed  for  our  parish  properties.  Our 
people  responded  this  year,  just  as  the 
parish  responded  20  years  ago  when  Fr. 
Lawson  asked  for  support  to  build  a  new 
church,"  Fr.  Burch  said. 

While  Block  2  is  underway,  Block  1 
parishes  have  begun  receiving  their  first 
parish  sharing  check  from  the  campaign.

At  St  Stephen  the  First  Martyr  Parish  in  Sanford,  students 
helped  with  the  distribution  of  Cathedral  prayer  bookmarks 
to  families  during  the  Open  House  for  Faith  Formation 
programs  to  help  promote  awareness  of  the  new  Cathedral. 

The  Diocesan  schools  and  parish  faith  formation  pro- 
grams are  tying  the  Holy  Name  of  Jesus  Cathedral  in  with 
the  Year  of  Faith.  The  Year  of  Faith  resource  booklet,  avail- 
able on  the  Diocesan  website,  contains  a  section  on  the  new 
Cathedral,  with  activities  for  children,  including  a  cross- 
word puzzle,  a  word  scramble  and  a  coloring  page,  which 
was  enlarged  for  use  by  the  St.  Mary  Magdalene  teachers. 


Cathedral  Parishioners

Parishioners  at  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  gathered  Sunday, 
October  7,  on  the  grounds  of  the  Nazareth  property,  site  of  the 
new  Holy  Name  of  Jesus  Cathedral.  More  than  1,200  members 
of  the  community  attended  the  Mass  celebrated  by  Fr.  Daniel 
D.  Oschwald,  Cathedral  Rector.  Concelebrants  were  Fr.  Robert 
Schreiber  and  Fr.  Francisco  Javier  Garcia  Gonzalez. 


The  concept  of  the  outdoor  celebration  was  put  forth  by  the  various  parish  councils.  Fr.  Oschwald  said  the  Mass,  which 
was  followed  by  a  picnic,  was  successful,  especially  taking  into  account  that  the  temperature  was  in  the  mid  50s,  following 
an  early  morning  rain.

Thomas  Tully,  pastor  of  Holy  Family,  said, 
"Even  though  Block  1  ended  in  June,  our 
faithful  understand  the  importance  of  the 
Cathedral  Campus  project  to  our  Dio- 
cese and  its  future.  We  were  committed 
to  the  project  and  determined  to  meet 
our  goal.  What  we  have  accomplished," 
Father  Tully  said,  "is  a  testimony  to  our 
people,  who  comprehend  the  need  and 
priority  for  a  new  Cathedral." 


Fr.  Tully  says  the  parish's  20  percent 
of  the  TCG  will  help  pay  down  the  parish 
debt  and  provide  for  needed  renovations, 
with  a  portion  applied  to  the  parish  sav- 
ings account. 

Among  other  Block  1  parishes  re- 
cently reaching  or  exceeding  their  goal: 
St.  Stanislaus,  Castle  Hayne;  St.  Joseph, 
Burgaw;  and  Immaculate  Conception, 
Wilmington.

In  parishes  and  Catholic  schools  throughout  the  Diocese, 
activities  to  accomplish  those  goals  have  begun.

In  the  Albemarle  Deanery,  all  the  faith  formation  stu- 
dents at  St.  Anne,  Edenton,  are  learning  the  Creed  together.  Last 
month  the  parish  focused  on  educating  the  youth  on  Mary  and 
praying  the  rosary  together.  During  Advent  the  parish  will  be 
facilitating  four  nights  for  celebrating  Mary  through  "Song  and 
Words"  of  the  season. 

At  Holy  Trinity,  Williamston,  catechists  viewed  a  Year  oj  Faith 
webinar  by  Joe  Paprocki  of  Loyola  Press,  and  participated  in  a 
Workshop  at  St.  Gabriel,  Greenville  on  "Engaging  Parents  in  the 
Year  oj  Faith." 

In  the  Newton  Grove  Deanery,  faith  formation 
students  at  St.  Ann,  Clayton  will  have  a  special  Mass  every  six 
weeks  during  the  Year.  The  catechists  and  all  parishioners  are 
participating  in  a  learning  series  on  Prayer  and  Spirituality  re- 
lated to  Year  oj  Faith.  The  Parish  is  also  planning  a  Year  oj  Faith 
pilgrimage  for  the  winter. 

At  St.  Maty,  Goldsboro,  Father  James  E  Gameau,  Episcopal 
Delegate  for  the  Cause  for  Sainthood  of  Fr.  Thomas  E  Price, 
will  be  offering  a  Whole  Community  Presentation  on  the 
history  of  the  Catholic  Church  in  North  Carolina.  The  parish 
is  also  offering  the  ten-part  series  on  Catholicism  by  Father 
Robert  Barron  in  both  English  and  Spanish. 

St.  Peter  the  Apostle,  Greenville,  in  the  Tar  River  Deanery  has 
scheduled  a  series  of  five  retreats  for  its  entire  school  faculty 
and  parish  staff  throughout  the  school  year. 

Our  Lady  of  Perpetual  Help,  Rocky  Mount,  will  hold  a  12- 
week  apologetics  seminar  from  Nov.  4  to  February  on  Sunday 
mornings  for  high  school  and  college  students.  There  will  be 
Thursday  evening  classes  for  those  who  want  to  know  more 
about  their  faith.  And  Year  oj  Faith  float  in  the  form  of  a  ship 
will  be  in  the  parish's  annual  Christmas  parade.  Students  will 
dress  as  their  favorite  saints. 

At  St.  Gabriel  oj  the  Sorrowjul  Mother,  Greenville,  Faith  For- 
mation teachers  will  use  the  Year  oj  Faith  Diocesan  Resource 
Booklet  in  class  one  Sunday  per  month. 

In  the  Piedmont  Deanery,  an  opening  ceremony  before 
each  Mass  at  Blessed  Sacrament,  Burlington  during  the  weekend 
of  October  20-2 1  highlighted  the  start  of  the  Year  oj  Faith.  A 
banner  to  be  hung  on  fence  outside  of  Church  announces  the 
Year  oj  Faith. 

The  Newman  Catholic  Student  Center  Parish,  Chapel  Hill 
distributed  copies  of  YOUCAT  (Youth  Catechism  of  the 
Catholic  Church)  to  all  high  school  students  registered  in 
faith  development.

St.  Jude  the  Apostle/  St.  Mary  Gate  oj  Heaven  in  the  Cape 
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Fear  Deanery  will  offer  a  lecture  series  by  its  pastor,  Fr.  John 
G.  Durbin,  on  "Faith  and  Spirituality."  Faith  Formation  hosted 
a  Living  Rosary  based  on  our  Year  of  Faith  on  October  10. 

St.  Mark,  Wilmington  assigned  each  faith  formation  class  to 
study  the  name,  motto  and  crest  of  a  Bishop  of  Raleigh.  The 
example  of  Mary  was  integrated  in  Respect  Life  talks  in  Oc- 
tober. Grades  3-5  will  be  touring  downtown  Wilmington  and 
exploring  areas  where  Father  Thomas  Price  walked. 

Also  in  Wilmington,  students  at  the  Diocesan  Shrine  of  St. 
Mary  will  tour  the  church  to  view  the  history  and  meaning 
behind  its  stained-glass  windows 

An  four-session  adult  educational  series  on  the  Second

of  our  Diocese,  and  especially  on  her  role  in  the  life  of  Jesus.

All  families  will  receive 
a  copy  of  Rediscovering  Catholicism  by  Matthew  Kelly. 

St.  Mary,  Laurinburg  has  placed  its  replica  of  the  bell  tower  of 
the  new  cathedral  near  the  altar.  Children  will  come  forward 
during  Mass  and  place  their  change  in  the  tower. 

At  St.  Stephen  the  First  Martyr,  Sanford  the  parish  has  promot- 


ed Year  of  Faith  materials  at  catechist  orientation  and  sacramen- 
tal preparation  sessions. 

St.  Egbert,  Morehead  City  in  the  New  Bern  Deanery  will 
focus  adult  faith  formation  Sunday  on  a  review  of  prayers  and 
practices  of  our  Catholic  Faith.  The  pastor,  Fr.  Thomas  R. 
Davis,  will  lead  a  six- week  session  on  Liturgy  and  a  "History 
of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh"  presentation  in  correlation  with  the 
Cathedral  Campus  Campaign.  In  October,  a  Pre- Year  of  Faith 
parish-wide  covered  dish  dinner  kicked  off  the  Year. 

In  the  Raleigh  Deanery,  St.  Andrew  the  Apostle,  Apex 
held  a  book  sale  featuring  books  and  other  Catholic  materi- 
als in  October. 

St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  Cary  updated  the  Parish  Library 
with  Vatican  II  Documents  for  access  by  all  parishioners.

►►  Throughout  the  Year  of  Faith,  which  also  marks  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  2nd  Vatican  Council  and  the  20th  an- 
niversary of  the  Catechism  of  the  Catholic  Church,  NCC  will  publish  brief  excerpts  from  Council  documents  and  from 
the  Catechism. 

44  Man  is  by  nature  and  vocation  a  religious  being.  Coming  from  God,  going  toward  God,  man  lives  a  fully  human  life 
only  if  he  freely  lives  by  his  bond  with  God. 

45  Man  is  made  to  live  in  communion  with  God  in  whom  he  finds  happiness:  When  I  am  completely  united  to  you,  there 
will  be  no  more  sorrow  or  trials;  entirely  full  of  you,  my  life  will  be  complete  (St.  Augustine,  Conf.  10, 28, 39:  pl  32, 795}. 

46  When  he  listens  to  the  message  of  creation  and  to  the  voice  of  conscience,  man  can  arrive  at  certainty  about  the 
existence  of  God,  the  cause  and  the  end  of  everything. 

47  The  Church  teaches  that  the  one  true  God,  our  Creator  and  Lord,  can  be  known  with  certainty  from  his  works,  by  the 

natural  light  of  human  reason  (cf.  Vatican  Council  I,  can.  2  #  1 :  DS  3026), 

48  We  really  can  name  God,  starting  from  the  manifold  perfections  of  his  creatures,  which  are  likenesses  of  the  infinitely 
perfect  God,  even  if  our  limited  language  cannot  exhaust  the  mystery.

As  Roman  Catholics, 
when  we  think  of  Novem- 
ber, All  Saints  is  a  celebra- 
tion of  hope.  November  is 
also  the  month  of  Thanks- 
giving. For  African  ancestry 
Catholics,  November  marks 
the  month  that  we  celebrate 
Black  Catholic  History; 
and  the  Governor  of  North 
Carolina  has  marked  No- 
vember as  Native  American 
Heritage  month. 
This  year  as  we  celebrate 
Native  American  Heritage  month,  it  will  be  following  the 
canonization  of  Blessed  Kateri  Tekakwitha,  making  her  the 
first  saint  of  Native  American  ancestry  to  be  recognized  by 
the  universal  Church.  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  a  part  of 
the  American  delegation  to  travel  to  Rome  for  this  historic 
event.  I  returned  energized  and  ready  to  promote  and  reach 
out  to  the  Native  Americans  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.  St. 
Kateri  s  faithfulness  is  a  model  for  all  of  us,  and  if  you  don't 
know  anything  about  her  life  the  Year  of  Faith  is  a  wonderful 
time  to  learn  more  about  this  young  woman  who  committed 
her  life  to  Christ.  We  hope  now  that  she's  a  saint  to  see  more 
St.  Kateri  in  the  saint  day  parades  around  the  Diocese  as  we 
celebrate  All  Saints'  Day. 

Right  after  we  celebrate  All  Saints'  Day,  we  will  celebrate 
the  feast  day  of  St.  Martin  de  Porres  on  November  3  and 
our  annual  African  Heritage  celebration  at  St.  Raphael.  This 
event,  one  of  the  many  great  ideas  of  our  beloved  Msgr. 
Thomas  Paul  Hadden,  will  be  different  for  us  as  it  will  be 
our  first  celebration  after  his  death.  His  life  and  ministry

Bishop  Burbidge  Celebrates 
Sisters'  Appreciation  Day 

►►  On  Saturday,  September  29,  201 2,  the  Most  Reverend 
Michael  F.  Burbidge  met  with  consecrated  Women  Religious 
of  the  Diocese  for  Sisters'  Appreciation  Day,  an  annual  day 
of  prayer,  dialogue  and  recognition  of  the  role  Sisters  play  in 
spreading  God's  Word  and  serving  His  people.  The  event,  held 
at  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  Church  in  Raleigh,  began  with  Mass 
celebrated  by  Bishop  Burbidge.  Concelebrating  were  Fr.  John 
Forbes,  Pastor  of  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes,  and  Fr.  Don  Maloney, 
Parochial  Vicar. 

In  his  homily,  the  Bishop  noted  that  it  was  the  Feast  Day 
of  the  Archangels  St.  Michael,  St.  Gabriel  and  St.  Raphael, 
"whose  names  convey  to  us  three  important  qualities  that 
must  be  reflected  in  the  lives  of  those  who  give  their  lives  in 
service  to  the  Lord  and  His  people:  protector,  communicator 
and  healer." 

He  spoke  of  the  untruths  and  destructive  voices,  "endless 
temptations  and  empty  promises"  from  which  those  we  serve 
need  to  be  protected.  "The  source  of  the  protection  is  the 
Truth,"  the  Bishop  continued,  "which  we  convey  to  each  other 
by  our  credible  witness." 

Like  St.  Gabriel,  who  announced  to  Mary  that  she  would 
give  birth  to  a  savior,  we  need  "to  convince  those  we  serve 
that,  above  all  else,  they  are  God's  beloved. .  .chosen  for  a 
special  purpose." 

St.  Raphael  is  known  as  the  healer,  the  Bishop  concluded, 
and  "In  this  Year  of  Faith,  we  are  called  to  reach  out  to  those 
who  are  most  in  need  of  healing." 

After  the  homily,  the  Bishop  installed  the  officers  and  mem- 


bers of  the  Council  of  Women  Religious  in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh.  The  officers  are  Sr.  Barbara  Marie  Cady,  SU,  Chair; 
Sr.  Shirley  Simpson,  CSC,  Vice-Chair;  Sr.  Mary  Jean  Korejwo, 
SND,  Secretary;  and  Sr.  Mary  Agnes  Ryan,  IHM,  Treasurer. 
The  other  members  are  Sr.  Mary  Ann  Czaja,  SA;  Sr.  Laura 
Downing,  IHM;  Sr.  Carol  Loughney,  IHM;  Sr.  Ruth  Perl,  SND; 
Sr.  Maxine  Tancraitor,  CDP;  and  Sr.  Joanna  Walsh,  FCJ. 

Following  the  Mass,  the  Sisters  gathered  for  a  discussion 
with  the  Bishop,  each  speaking  in  turn  about  the  challenges 
they  confront  in  their  ministries,  and  the  Bishop  responding. 
Luncheon  followed  the  discussion. 

There  are  currently  43  Women  Religious  in  the  Diocese, 
representing  1 9  Religious  Congregations.

Blessing  of  Animals 
Held  at  St.  Francis  of 
Assisi  Parish 

'p-t&  On  Saturday,  October  6, 
201  2,  the  Most  Reverend 
Michael  F.  Burbidge  joined 
the  Franciscan  Friars  of  St. 
Francis  of  Assisi  Parish  in 
Raleigh  for  the  annual  Bless- 
ing of  the  Animals  ceremony. 
Parishioners  brought  pets  of  all  sizes,  and  the  younger  children 
even  brought  their  stuffed  animals  to  the  celebration.  After 
hymns,  prayer  and  Scripture  readings,  the  Bishop  and  the  Friars 
sprinkled  the  animals  and  their  owners  with  blessed  water. 

According  to  legend,  St.  Francis  had  a  special  love  for  animals 
It  is  said  that  he  preached  to  the  birds  and  tamed  a  wolf  with  his 
words.  So  on  or  near  his  feast  day,  October  4,  Catholics  all  over 
the  world  bring  animals  to  be  blessed,  as  a  reminder  of  our  love 
for  God's  creation  and  our  responsibility  to  be  its  stewards. 

Later  in  the  morning,  Bishop  Burbidge  offered  Mass  at  St. 
Francis  and  conferred  the  Sacrament  of  Confirmation  on  1  58 
high  school  students. 


n  late  summer,  a  man  addressed 
the  congregation  at  St.  Michael 
the  Archangel  Church  in  Cary 
and  asked  three  questions  of  the 
men:  'Are  you  the  man  you  de- 
sire to  be?  Are  you  the  father  you 
desire  to  be?  Is  your  relationship 
with  Jesus  Christ  where  you 
want  it  to  be?" 


The  answers  to  these  -  most  likely  in  the  negative  when  an- 
swered in  humility  -  are  at  the  heart  of  That  Man  Is  You!,  a  na- 
tional multi-year  program  for  men  now  offered  at  the  fourth  par- 
ish in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh. 

During  the  Year  oj  Faith,  when  every  Catholic  is  encouraged  to 
renew  their  baptismal  call  by  living  out  the  everyday  moments  of 
their  lives  with  faith,  hope  and  love,  That  Man  Is  You!  (known  as 
TMIY)  offers  a  special  opportunity  for  men  to  respond  to  the  Holy 
Father's  initiative.. 

In  weekly  90-minute  segments,  TMIY  combines  Church  teach- 
ing, medical  and  social  science  and  the  wisdom  of  the  saints  to 
present  the  vision  of  Man  fully  alive. 

"Vatican  II  and  Pope  John  Paul  II  have  called  the  family  to  be 
'the  little  church,'"  said  Father  Doug  Reed,  pastor  of  St.  Michael's, 
which  is  currently  holding  two  sessions  of  TMIY.  "One  way  to 
make  that  happen  is  to  help  men  become  excited  about  their  faith 
and  to  bring  it  home  to  their  families.  My  dream  is  for  men  of  faith 
-  husbands,  fathers  and  men  of 
the  church  community  -  to  take 
responsibility  being  leaders;  to 
be  fully  involved  husbands  and 
members  of  the  Church." 

The  whole  program,  includ- 
ing the  name,  is  built  upon  an 
Old  Testament  story  of  failed 
male  leadership.  In  that  story, 
King  David  seduced  Bathsheba 
and  arranged  for  her  husband 
Uriah  to  be  killed  in  battle.  He 
then  condemned  a  rich  man 
who  had  stolen  a  poor  man's 

ewe,  proclaiming,  "That  man  must  die!"  The  Prophet  Nathan  re- 
plied, "But  king,  that  man  is  you!" 

As  the  TMIY  website  explains,  "The  consequences  suffered  by 
King  David  as  a  result  of  his  sin  reveal  the  cost  of  failed  leader- 
ship. When  man  separates  himself  from  God,  he  is  separated  from 
the  source  of  all  blessings  and  his  leadership  roles  are  undermined. 
Moral  Leadership  is  undermined  since  man  has  separated  himself 
from  God.  Military  Leadership  is  undermined  since  Satan  has  at- 
tained access  to  the  spousal  union  where  he  is  able  to  sow  dishar- 
mony. Economic  Leadership  is  undermined  where  fruitfulness  is 
replaced  by  barrenness,  which  brings  suffering  to  children.  Political 
Leadership  is  undermined  so  that  peace  is  replaced  by  discord." 

Through  a  three-year  cycle,  TMIY  examines  the  effect  of  these 
leadership  failures.  Year  1  (Becoming  a  Man  After  God's  Own 
Heart),  develops  the  vision  of  authentic  male  leadership  and  es-

tablishes  the  first  step  in  leadership  as  personal  union  with  God. 
The  goal  of  Year  2  (A  Light  to  the  Nations)  is  the  transformation  of 
marriage  and  family  life,  and  in  Year  3  (Revelation  of  the  Father), 
TMIY  develops  the  final  two  leadership  traits. 

In  the  diocese,  both  St.  Catherine  of  Siena  in  Wake  Forest  and 
St.  Luke  the  Evangelist  in  Raleigh  have  offered  all  three  years. 

"The  first  and  second  years  are  more  formative,"  said  John  Bi- 
hlmeyer, one  of  the  core  team  members  at  St.  Luke's.  "It's  about 
assessing  your  own  self  -  are  you  doing  these  things?  Are  you  un- 
derstanding what  it  means  to  be  a  father?  The  third  year  is  about 
taking  it  home  and  taking  it  out  into  the  world  -  it  asks,  'What  are 
you  going  to  do  with  what  you've  learned?'" 

For  many  men,  the  answer  is,  Plenty.  Some  men  preferred  to 
remain  anonymous  when  speaking  with  NC  Catholics  to  protect 

the  privacy  of  their  families. 


"That  Man  Is  You  gave  me  an 
understanding  of  the  faith  outside 
of  the  classroom  atmosphere  and 
an  understanding  of  Catholic  men. 

TMIY  allowed  me  to  really  relate  to  my 
faith.  It  brought  up  topics  that  I  could  put 
into  my  life." 


Among  these  were  a  man  who, 
thanks  to  TMIY,  was  armed 
with  enough  scientific  knowl- 
edge, Church  teachings  and 
moral  courage  to  discuss  sexu- 
ality and  contraception  with  his 
teenage  daughter.  Another  man 
grew  comfortable  enough  shar- 
ing his  faith  that  he  was  able 
to  discuss  the  Bible  with  his 
grandchildren,  whose  parents 
are  not  practicing  Catholics. 
Another  man,  also  speaking 
anonymously,  credited  TMIY  with  energizing  and  enriching  his 
faith.  He  joined  the  program  at  a  time  of  great  personal  stress 
amid  a  drifting  faith;  he  now  starts  every  day  with  prayer  and  the 
rosary. 

For  Ernest  Eason  of  St.  Catherine's,  TMIY  was  a  natural  starting 
point  after  his  faith  journey  brought  him  through  RCIA  and  into 
the  Catholic  Church.  TMIY  provided  a  path  to  involvement  in  his 
parish  and  a  means  to  steadily  nurture  his  love  for  the  faith. 

"That  Man  Is  You  gave  me  an  understanding  of  the  faith  outside 
of  the  classroom  atmosphere  and  an  understanding  of  Catholic 
men.  TMIY  allowed  me  to  really  relate  to  my  faith.  It  brought  up 
topics  that  I  could  put  into  my  life,"  said  Eason. 

Among  the  topics  are  the  consequences  to  families,  to  the 
Church  and  to  society  of  men  failing  to  fulfill  their  leadership 
roles,  such  as  divorce,  pornography,  infidelity,  disharmony  in  the

family,  increasing  apostasy  among  their  children,  declining  Mass 
attendance,  and  falling  ordination  rates. 

"Young  adults  -  men  and  women  -  are  starving  for  formation 
and  guidance  in  a  world  that  erodes  the  family  and  the  spousal 
and  parental  offices,"  said  Father  Phil  Tighe  of  St.  Catherine's.  'As 
the  universal  Church  embarks  on  the  Year  oj Faith,  a  program  like 
TMIY  can  enhance  men's  faith  by  generating  fellowship  among 
them,  challenging  them  and  giving  them  formation  for  which 
they  are  starving." 

The  St.  Catherine's  TMIY  group  -  50  men  strong  -  grew  from  a 
Saturday  morning  prayer  group.  It  morphed  into  TMIY  in  2008, 
with  TMIY's  parent  organization  Paradisus  Dei  providing  profes- 
sionally-packaged materials. 

Inspired  by  the  success  at  St.  Catherine's,  the  following  year 
a  group  of  men  from  St.  Lukes 
decided  to  bring  TMIY  to  their 
parish.  "TMIY  is  revolutionary," 
said  Jim  Scofield,  master  of  cer- 
emonies at  St.  Luke's.  "We  all 
need  to  understand  how  leader- 
ship from  men  is  so  lacking." 

One  of  the  revolutionary 
facets  of  TMIY  is  Us  structure. 
Instead  of  the  typical  after- work 
meetings,  most  parishes  sched- 
ule it  in  the  early  hours  of  the 
day  to  minimize  disruption  to 
work  and  family  life.  At  St.  Mi- 
chael's, the  doors  opened  at  5:45  a.m.  on  Fridays.  St.  Catherine's 
and  St.  Luke's  both  held  the  program  early  on  Saturday  mornings. 
The  start  and  end  times  are  strict  bookends  -  no  standing  around 
waiting  for  the  stragglers,  no  dragging  on  of  group  discussions. 
In  between  are  sports  clips  over  a  breakfast  of  bagels,  donuts  and 
coffee  (or  dinner  fare  in  the  evenings),  a  DVD  presentation  on  the 
day's  topic,  and  small  group  discussion. 

It's  this  small  group  discussion  that  many  men  point  to  as  one 
of  the  most  effective  -  if  not  the  most  surprising  -  aspects  of  the 
program,  as  men  actually  talk  about  their  feelings  and  experienc- 
es. "Having  something  that's  uniquely  focused  on  men,  it  brings 
up  stuff  that  won't  necessarily  come  up  in  mixed  groups,"  said 
Dennis  Mayo,  a  core  team  member  and  participant  at  St.  Luke's. 

While  discussions  are  focused  on  a  set  of  directed  questions  - 
examples  include,  "Which  of  the  four  leadership  roles  is  the  most

At  St.  Catherine  of  Siena  in  Wake  Forest,  Larry  Sontag,  Rich 
Schwarz,  and  Ernest  Eason  have  evolved  TMIY  into  TRUTH. 


difficult  for  you  to  embrace?"  and  "In  what  ways  do  you  manifest 
Christ  to  your  wife  and  children?"  -  the  small  groups  are  also  an 
opportunity  for  men  to  gain  wisdom  from  their  experienced  coun- 
terparts on  universal  struggles  in  marriage  and  in  the  workplace. 

Because  of  the  success  of  Year  1  at  St.  Michael's,  the  parish  is  now 
holding  Year  2  on  Friday  mornings  and  a  new  Year  1  session  on 
Thursday  evenings.  This  summer  the  parish  held  a  "come  and  see" 
meeting  for  other  parishes.  From  this,  a  group  of  men  from  St.  Mary 
Magdalene  in  Apex  decided  to  offer  TMIY  on  Fridays  at  6  a.m. 

"I  was  really  surprised  by  the  number  of  wives  who  support 
this,"  said  Paul  Mastropolo,  who  with  the  other  core  team  lead- 
ers has  been  advertising  and  organizing  the  program.  "The  more 
they  hear  about  it,  the  more  they  support  it.  Society  is  so  hungry 
for  authentic  Christian  leadership,  and  wives  recognize  that  this 

is  something  that  will  help  not 
only  their  homes  but  also  soci- 
ety as  a  whole." 

With  three  years  of  TMIY  un- 
der their  belts,  St.  Luke's  and  St. 
Catherine's  have  different  plans 
for  the  future.  St.  Luke's  is  fol- 
lowing TMIY's  Year  4  plan  and 
holding  a  13-week  session  on 
the  rosary  while  a  group  at  St. 
Catherine's,  including  Eason, 
Rich  Schwarz  and  Larry  Son- 
tag,  has  devised  a  series  called 
TRUTH  that  meets  weekly  to 
share  and  explain  the  basic  tenets  of  the  Catholic  faith. 

Ironically,  TMIY  founder  Steve  Bollman,  a  successful  Texas  ex- 
ecutive who  left  the  business  world  in  2003  to  found  Paradisus 
Dei,  never  intended  to  form  a  men's-only  ministry.  His  heart  was 
couples  ministry,  but  he  quickly  saw  that  much  of  the  dishar- 
mony and  discord  in  the  home  could  be  traced  to  a  lack  of  male 
leadership.  TMIY  was  first  offered  in  Texas  parishes;  it  now  has 
spread  to  more  than  300  parishes  in  35  states. 

But  what  makes  the  series  successful  is  not  just  the  deep  con- 
tent or  the  slick  packaging.  While  the  men  may  learn  the  "seven 
simple  steps"  for  finding  union  with  God  in  the  home  -  try  eating 
dinner  as  a  family  and  honoring  your  wedding  vows  -  it  is  the 
men  who  are  transformed,  thereby  transforming  their  homes  and 
the  larger  culture,  that  determine  TMIY's  success.  As  Bowman  has 
been  known  to  say,  "The  men  make  the  program." 


Ese  Hombre  teres  Tu? 

Hombres  diocesanos  se  reunen 
en  las  parroquias  para  ser 
mejores  lideres,  esposos  y 
Catolicos. 

A finales  del  verano,  im  hombre 
se  dirigio  a  la  congregation 
en  la  Parroquia  de  San  Miguel 
Arcangel  en  Cary  y  planteo  tres 
preguntas:  "^Eres  el  hombre  que  desea  ser? 
^Eres  el  padre  que  deseas  ser?  ^Tu  relation 
con  Jesucristo  esta  donde  quieres  que  este?" 

Las  respuestas  a  estas  preguntas-probablemente 
negativas  cuando  se  responden  con  humildad-estan  en 
el  corazon  de  That  Man  Is  You! (Ese  Hombre  Eres  Tu!), 
un  programa  nacional  para  hombres  ahora  ofrecido  en 
cuatro  parroquias  en  la  Diocesis  de  Raleigh.  En  segmentos 
semanales  de  90  minutos,  That  Man  Is  You!  (Ese  Hombre 
eres  Tu!)  -  conocido  como  TMIY-  por  sus  siglas  en  ingles, 
combina  la  ensenanza  de  la  Iglesia,  las  ciencias  medicas 
y  sociales  y  la  sabiduria  de  los  santos  para  presentar  la 
vision  del  hombre  completamente  viva. 

"El  Vaticano  II  y  el  Papa  Juan  Pablo  II  han  llamado  a 
la  familia  'la  iglesia  pequeha'"  dijo  el  Padre  Doug  Reed, 
parroco  de  San  Miguel,  que  actualmente  ofrece  dos 
sesiones  de  TMIY.  "Una  manera  de  lograrlo  es  ayudando 


a  los  hombres  a  emocionarse  de  su  fe  y 
transmitirla  a  sus  familias.  Mi  sueno  es 
que  los  hombres  de  fe  -  esposos,  padres 
y  hombres  de  la  comunidad  eclesial  - 
tomen  la  responsabilidad  de  ser  lideres; 
que  sean  maridos  y  miembros  de  la 
Iglesia  plenamente  involucrados". 
El  programa  entero,  incluyendo  el 
nombre,  esta  construido  sobre  la  historia 
del  Antiguo  Testamento  de  hombres 
lideres  sin  exito.  La  historia  narra  que  el 
Rey  David  sedujo  a  Betsabe  y  ordena 
que  maten  a  Urias,  esposo  de  esta,  en 
la  batalla.  Despues  condena  al  hombre 
rico  por  robar  la  oveja  del  pobre, 
proclamando,  "Ese  hombre  debe  morir!" 
El  Profeta  Natan  dijo  a  David,  "Pero  rey, 
ese  hombre  eres  tu!" 
Como  lo  explica  la  pagina  web  de 
TMIY  "Las  consecuencias  que  sufrio 
el  Rey  David  como  resultado  de  su 
pecado  revelo  el  precio  de  su  fracasado 
liderazgo.  Cuando  el  hombre  se  separa  de  Dios,  se 
aleja  de  la  fuente  de  todas  las  bendiciones  y  su  rol  de 
liderazgo  se  desestabiliza.  El  Liderazgo  Moral  se  debilita 
desde  que  el  hombre  se  aparta  de  Dios.  El  Liderazgo 
Militar  es  minado  cuando  Satanas  logra  tener  acceso  a 
la  union  conyugal  para  sembrar  la  discordia.  El  Liderazgo 
Economico  es  minado  cuando  la  fecundidad  es  sustituida 
por  esterilidad,  algo  que  trae  sufrimiento  a  los  ninos.  El 
Liderazgo  politico  es  minado  cuando  la  paz  es  sustituida 
por  la  discordia". 

En  un  ciclo  de  tres  anos,  TMIY  examina  el  efecto  de 
estos  liderazgos  sin  exito.  El  primer  aho  (Convirtiendose 
en  un  Hombre  despues  del  corazon  de  Dios),  desarrolla  la 
vision  de  un  hombre  lider  autentico  y  establece  el  primer 
paso  en  el  liderazgo  como  una  union  personal  con  Dios.  El 
objetivo  del  segundo  aho  (Una  Luz  a  las  Naciones)  es  la 
transformacion  del  matrimonio  y  de  la  vida  familiar;  y  en  el 
tercer  aho  (La  Revelacion  del  Padre),  TMIY  desarrolla  los 
finales  dos  rasgos  de  liderazgo. 

En  la  diocesis  ambas  Iglesias,  Santa  Catalina  de  Siena 
en  Wake  Forest  y  San  Lucas  el  Evangelista  en  Raleigh, 
han  ofrecido  los  tres  anos  de  programacion. 

"El  primer  y  segundo  aho  son  mas  formativos",  comento 
John  Bihlmeyer,  uno  de  los  miembros  del  equipo  de 
San  Lucas.  "Se  trata  de  evaluarse  a  si  mismo  -  testas 
haciendo  estas  cosas?  iEntiendes  lo  que  significa  ser 
padre  de  familia?  El  tercer  aho  es  acerca  de  llevarlo  al 
hogar  y  presentarlo  al  mundo  -  te  pregunta,  'iQue  haras 
con  lo  que  has  aprendido?'" 

Para  muchos  hombres,  la  respuesta  es  Abundancia. 
Algunos  hombres  prefieren  el  anonimato  cuando  son 
entrevistados  por  la  revista  NC  Catholics  para  proteger 
la  privacidad  de  sus  familias.  Entre  ellos  hay  un  hombre 
que,  gracias  a  TMIY,  estaba  suficientemente  preparado 
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con  conocimiento  cientifico,  ensenanza  de  la  Iglesia 
y  valor  moral  para  dialogar  acerca  de  la  sexualidad  y 
anticonceptivos  con  sus  hijas  adolecentes.  Otro,  que 
tambien  pidio  permanecer  anonimo,  le  dio  credito  al 
programa  de  TMIY  por  la  energia  que  recibio  y  por 
enriquecer  su  fe.  El  se  unio  al  programa  en  el  momento 
que  pasaba  por  un  gran  estres  personal  en  medio  de  una 
fe  que  iba  a  la  deriva;  desde  entonces  el  comienza  cada 
dia  con  oracion  y  el  rosario. 

Para  Ernest  Eason  de  la  Iglesia  Santa  Catalina,  TMIY 
fue  un  punto  de  partida  natural  despues  de  que  su  fe  lo 
condujo  al  programa  de  RICA  y  a  la  Iglesia  Catolica.  TMIY 
le  ofrecio  la  oportunidad  de  participar  en  su  parroquia  y  es 
un  medio  para  nutrir  su  amor  por  la  fe. 

"Ese  Hombre  Eres  Tu  me  dio  el  entendimiento  de 
la  fe  fuera  de  la  atmosfera  del  salon  de  clases  y  una 
comprension  de  los  hombres  Catolicos.  TMIY  me  permitio 
relacionarme  con  mi  fe.  Los  temas  que  se  llevaron  a  cabo 
los  Neve  a  mi  vida",  comento  Eason. 

Entre  los  temas  estan  las  consecuencias  para  las 
familias,  para  la  Iglesia  y  para  la  sociedad  de  los  hombres 
que  no  pueden  cumplir  sus  funciones  de  liderazgo, 
como  el  divorcio,  la  pornografia,  infidelidad,  discordia 
en  la  familia,  el  aumento  de  apostasia  entre  los  hijos,  la 
disminucion  de  asistencia  a  Misa  y  la  caida  de  las  tasas  de 
ordenacion. 

"Los  jovenes  adultos  -  hombres  y  mujeres  -  tienen 
hambre  de  formacion  y  de  orientacion  en  un  mundo  que 
erosiona  a  la  familia,  a  los  conyuges  y  a  los  padres  de 
familia",  explico  el  Padre  Phil  Tighe  de  Santa  Catalina. 
"(TMIY)  ha  generado  hermandad  entre  los  hombres,  los 
ha  retado  y  formado. 

El  grupo  de  TMIY  de  Santa  Catalina,  con  50  hombres 
fuertes,  nacio  de  un  grupo  de  oracion  que  se  reunian 
los  sabados  por  la  manana.  Se  transformo  en  TMIY  en 
2008,  con  la  organization  de  padres  de  familia  de  TMIY 
el  programa  de  Paradisis  Dei  proporciona  paquetes  de 
materiales  profesionales  e  instrucciones  con  pasos  a 
seguir  que  el  Padre  Tighe  llama  "ministerio  en  una  caja". 

Inspirados  por  el  exito  de  Santa  Catalina,  al  siguiente 
ano,  un  grupo  de  hombres  de  San  Lucas  decidio  presentar 
TMIY  a  su  parroquia.  "TMIY  es  revolucionario",  comento 
Jim  Scofield,  maestro  de  ceremonias  en  San  Lucas. 
"Debemos  todos  entender  como  se  carece  del  liderazgo 
de  los  hombres". 

Una  de  las  facetas  revolucionarias  de  TMIY  es  su 
estructura.  En  lugar  de  las  reuniones  tipicas  despues 
del  trabajo,  la  mayoria  de  las  parroquias  ofrecen  el 
programa  muy  temprano  por  la  manana  para  minimizar 
las  interrupciones  de  la  vida  laboral  y  familiar.  En  San 
Miguel,  abren  las  puertas  a  las  5:45  am  los  viernes.  En 
la  Iglesia  de  Santa  Catalina  y  San  Lucas,  lo  ofrecen  los 
sabados  temprano  por  la  manana.  Los  tiempos  para  iniciar 
y  terminar  son  muy  estrictos  -  no  esperan  a  los  rezagados, 
sin  arrastrar  discusiones  de  grupo.  Tienen  momentos  de 
deportes  durante  un  desayuno  de  rosquillas,  donuts  y  cafe 


(o  cena  por  las  noches),  una  presentation  en  DVD  sobre 
el  tema  del  dia  y  pequenos  grupos  de  discusion. 

Este  es  el  grupo  pequeno  de  discusion  donde  muchos 
hombres  apuntan  como  uno  de  los  mas  efectivos-sino  el 
mas  sorprendente  -  aspectos  del  programa,  al  expresar 
los  hombres  sus  sentimientos  y  experiencias.  "Tener  algo 
que  se  centra  unicamente  en  los  hombres,  trae  cosas  que 
no  necesariamente  surge  en  grupos  mixtos,"  dijo  Dennis 
Mayo,  miembro  del  equipo  y  participante  en  San  Lucas. 

Mientras  las  discusiones  se  centran  en  preguntas 
formuladas-los  ejemplos  incluyen,  "iCual  de  las  cuatro 
funciones  de  los  lideres  es  la  mas  dificil  de  abrazar?"  y 
"iDe  que  manera  hablas  con  tu  esposa  e  hijos  sobre 
Cristo?"  -los  grupos  pequenos  son  tambien  una 
oportunidad  para  que  los  hombres  obtengan  sabiduria  de 
sus  experiencias  en  las  luchas  universales  del  matrimonio 
y  del  lugar  de  trabajo. 

Debido  al  exito  del  primer  ano  en  San  Miguel,  la 
parroquia  ha  comenzado  el  segundo  ano  los  viernes  por 
la  manana  y  una  nueva  sesion  del  primer  ano  los  jueves 
por  la  tarde.  Este  verano  la  parroquia  ofrecio  una  reunion 
de  "ven  y  mira"  para  otras  parroquias.  Como  resultado, 
un  grupo  de  hombres  de  Santa  Maria  Magdalena  en  Apex 
decidio  ofrecerTMlY  los  viernes  a  las  6:00  am. 

"Me  sorprendio  el  numero  de  esposas  que  lo  apoyan", 
dijo  Paul  Mastropolo,  que  junto  al  otro  equipo  de  lideres, 
han  publicado  y  organizado  el  programa.  "Entre  mas  lo 
escuchan,  mas  apoyan.  La  sociedad  tiene  hambre  de  un 
autentico  liderazgo  cristiano,  y  las  esposas  reconocen  que 
esto  es  algo  que  no  solo  ayudara  sus  hogares  sino  tambien 
la  sociedad  entera". 

Con  tres  anos  de  TMIY,  San  Lucas  y  Santa  Catalina 
tienen  planes  diferentes  para  el  future.  El  plan  de  San  Lucas 
es  seguir  con  el  cuarto  ano  de  TMIY  y  llevarlo  a  cabo  en  1 3 
sesiones  semanales  con  el  rosario,  mientras  que  el  grupo 
en  Santa  Catalina,  incluyendo  Eason,  Rich  Schwarz  y  Larry 
Sontag,  ha  ideado  una  serie  llamada:  TRUTH  (verdad), 
reuniendose  cada  semana  para  compartir  y  explicar  los 
principios  basicos  de  la  fe  Catolica. 

Ironicamente,  el  fundador  de  TMIY  Steve  Bollman, 
un  ejecutivo  exitoso  de  Texas  quien  dejo  el  mundo  de  los 
negocios  en  el  2003  para  fundar  Paradisus  Dei,  nunca 
intento  formar  el  ministerio  solo  con  hombres.  Su  corazon 
estaba  en  el  ministerio  de  parejas;  pero  rapidamente 
descubrio  que  mucha  de  la  discordia  que  existia  en  el 
hogar  se  debia  a  la  falta  de  liderazgo  masculino.  TMIY  se 
ofrecio  primero  en  las  parroquias  de  Texas;  ahora  se  ha 
expandido  a  mas  de  300  parroquias  en  35  estados. 

Pero  lo  que  hace  exitosa  la  serie  no  es  solo  la 
profundidad  del  contenido  o  del  paquete.  A  medida  que  los 
hombres  aprenden  los  "siete  pasos  sencillos"  para  encontrar 
una  union  con  Dios  en  el  hogar,  comienzan  a  comer  en 
familia  y  a  honrar  los  votos  matrimoniales  -  son  los  hombres 
que  se  transforman  y  transformando  sus  hogares  y  la 
cultura,  quienes  determinan  el  exito  de  TMIY.  Bowman  es 
conocido  por  decir  "Los  hombres  hacen  el  programa".

En  la  misma  direction,  el  Papa  Benedicto  XVI,  hablo  sobre  la 
alegria  del  amor,  la  alegria  de  la  conversion  y  la  alegria  en  las 
pruebas.  Enfatizo  que  la  alegria  esta  intimamente  vinculada 
con  el  amor.  El  nos  recuerda  que  el  amor  signiflca  ser  firme, 
confiable  y  hel  a  los  compromisos.  Por  lo  tanto,  los  miembros 
de  nuestra  familia  deben  ver  el  amor  reflejado  de  maneras 
concretas.  Debemos  recordarles  que  nosotros  estaremos  siempre 
dispombles  cuando  nos  necesiten,  aun  cuando  nos  decepcionen. 
En  este  tiempo  del  ario  tan  ocupado,  debemos  de  asegurarnos 
que  nada  tenga  prioridad  sobre  nuestra  fidelidad  a  la  vocacion 
que  se  nos  confio  y  a  las  promesas  que  hemos  hecho.  Nuestras 
amistades  necesitan  saber  de  nuestra  fidelidad.  Ademas,  si 
vamos  a  experimentar  la  alegria  del  amor,  debemos  tambien  ser 
generosos.  Nuestro  Santo  Padre  declaro,  "No  podemos  sentirnos 
contentos  cuando  damos  el  minimo".  Los  meses  de  noviembre 
y  diciembre  nos  ofrecen  numerosas  oportunidades  para  ser 
generosos  y  para  ofrecer  el  servicio  de  amor  a  las  personas  que 
necesitan  nuestro  tiempo  y  tesoro.  Es  cierto:  jel  amor  da  lugar  a 
la  alegria  y  la  alegria  es  una  forma  de  amar! 

Cuando  hablamos  de  la  alegria  de  la  conversion,  el  Papa 
Benedicto  XVI  esta  consciente  de  las  tentaciones  diarias  que 
enfrentamos  en  nuestro  mundo  y  las  numerosas  voces  que 
nos  enganan.  A  veces,  los  falsos  incentivos  de  este  mundo  nos 


consumen  y  nos  llevan  por  el  camino  equivocado.  Nosotros  nos 
volvemos  menos  que  la  persona  que  Dios  nos  esta  llamando  a 
ser.  Pronto  descubrimos  que  cuando  vivimos  apartados  de  Dios 
y  de  Su  voluntad,  experimentamos  deception,  tristeza  e  incluso 
desesperacion.

The  Pallbearer  Society 

Cardinal  Gibbons  High  School,  Raleigh

When  six  pallbearers  from  Cardinal 
Gibbons  High  School  (CGHS)  grasp  the 
handles  of  a  casket,  they  do  so  without 
knowing  details.  How  did  the  deceased  die? 
Where  was  he  from?  What  did  he  do  for  a  living? 


The  details  don't  matter.  In  that  mo- 
ment, empathy  matters  most. 

"The  experience  of  being  there 
for  people  has  value  . . .  there's  a  big 
significance  whether  you  knew  the 
person  or  not.  Our  call  as  Catholics  and 
Christians  is  to  be  there  for  others,"  said 
Patrick  Dmytriw,  a  CGHS  teacher  who 
oversees  the  schools  Pallbearer  Society. 

The  society  is  a  group  of  male 
students,  many  of  whom  are  athletes, 
who  volunteer  to  serve  as  pallbearers 
at  funerals.  Oftentimes  the  ceremo- 
nies are  small.  Sometimes  the  friends 
and  family  of  the  deceased  don't  have 


physical  strength  for  the  task.  Other 
times  people  are  simply  inspired  by 
the  ministry.  And  in  some  instances 
the  deceased's  family  and  friends  may 
not  be  emotionally  ready  to  carry  the 
casket,  which  was  the  case  during  a 
funeral  for  a  child. 

In  all  instances,  volunteers  are 
poised  to  offer  comfort,  prayers  and 
hope.  Parent  volunteers  are  part  of  the 
ministry,  too,  chaperoning  students 
and  acting  as  liaisons  between  the 
society,  funeral  home  staff  and  grieving 
families. 

The  society  was  founded  at  CGHS 


the  Diocese  of 

Raleigh 


in  2010  after  Douglas  Zinn,  a  Gibbons 
parent,  brought  the  idea  to  Fr.  Scott 
McCue,  who  was  an  assistant  princi- 
pal at  the  time.  Mr.  Zinn  had  learned 
about  a  similar  ministry  at  St.  Ignatius 
High  School,  a  Jesuit  all-boys  school 
in  Cleveland,  Ohio  where  his  nephew 
attended.  He  thought  it  may  be  a  good 
fit  for  Gibbons,  too. 

He  was  right.  While  a  parent  vol- 
unteer, Mr.  Zinn  watched  his  sons, 
Christopher  and  Jerry,  serve  alongside 
other  students.  In  addition  to  carry- 
ing the  casket,  the  young  men  verbally 
expressed  their  condolences  to  families 
and  placed  their  boutonnieres  on  the 
casket. 

"Its  just  a  beautiful  thing  . . .  one  by 
one  the  pallbearers  place  the  boutonniere 
on  the  casket  with  their  heads  bowed.  It's 
very  powerful,"  said  Mr.  Zinn. 

Luke  Raymond,  a  senior  lacrosse 
player  and  society  member,  feels  every 
student  should  have  the  opportunity 
to  serve  as  a  pallbearer.  "It  makes  me 
think  about  life  more  . . .  how  life  is 
short  and  can  stop  suddenly,"  he  said. 
"It's  rewarding  to  help  someone  who 
just  lost  a  loved  one." 

Mr.  Dmytriw  hopes  to  build  the 
society's  base  and  include  female 
students.  A  few  girls  have  already  ex- 
pressed interest.  The  vision  is  for  two 
female  students  to  accompany  six  male 
pallbearers  to  a  funeral.  "They  may  do 
readings  . . .  lend  a  different  presence,  a 
different  emotional  support,"  he  said. 

Whether  male  or  female,  these  vol- 
unteers have  their  place  in  a  Catholic 
community  as  they  practice  Corporal 
Works  of  Mercy,  affirm  the  dignity  of 
human  life  and  pray  for  the  dead.  "It's 
important  for  students  to  experience 
the  healing  power  that  this  ministry 
gives  to  those  who  have  lost  a  beloved 
. . .  and  to  the  students  themselves," 
said  Fr.  Romen  Acero,  CGHS  assistant 
principal  of  spiritual  life.  "They  get 
involved  and  exposed  to  the  healing 
ministry  of  Jesus  Christ."

The  Giving  Tree  Keeps  On  Growing 
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Catholic  Convocation 
Opens  Year  of  Faith 
in  Diocese 

The  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
embarked  on  the  Year  of 
Faith  on  Saturday,  October 
20,  201  2.  With  its  Catholic 
Convocation  at  St.  Michael 
the  Archangel  Church  in 
Cary,  the  Diocese  joined  the 

universal  Church  in  observing  the  Year  of  Faith  announced  by 
His  Holiness  Pope  Benedict  XVI. 

In  his  homily,  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F  Burbidge, 
Bishop  of  Raleigh,  challenged  those  present  to  imitate  the  ex- 
ample of  Saint  Paul.  "Despite  the  sufferings  and  obstacles  he 
faced,  he  declared  that  he  was  never  ashamed  of  his  faith  and 
boldly  and  courageously  professed  it,"  said  Bishop  Burbidge. 
"We  must  do  the  same." 

He  encouraged  those  gathered  to  pray  for  the  Lord  to 
increase  their  faith,  while  also  praying  for  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
enlighten,  inflame  and  purify  them.  Bishop  Burbidge  said 
Catholics  must  be  active  participants  in  their  faith,  rather  than 
mere  spectators. 

Following  Mass,  Father  Peter  John  Cameron,  a  Dominican 
priest  and  editor-in-chief  of  "Magnificat"  magazine,  delivered 
the  keynote  address.  Using  humor  and  anecdotes,  Fr.  Camer- 
on spoke  about  the  Year  of  Faith  and  New  Evangelization.  "To 
put  it  simply,  it  [the  New  Evangelization]  is  an  attraction,"  he 
said.  Fr.  Cameron  added  that  the  New  Evangelization  is  about 
awareness  of  the  need  to  rediscover  our  faith,  attentiveness  to 
a  lived  experience  (realizing  the  needs  of  people  today)  and 
an  honest  appeal  to  what  really  moves  people. 

Approximately  fifty  faith-enriching  workshops  were  of- 
fered at  the  Catholic  Convocation.  Hundreds  of  people  from 
throughout  the  Diocese  attended  sessions  on  topics  such  as 
reading  the  Bible,  religious  education,  marriage  enrichment 
and  parish  social  ministry.  Anne  Hurrey,  a  parishioner  from  St. 
Mary  in  Goldsboro,  attended  a  workshop  titled  "Contagious 
Spirituality:  All  for  Jesus.'"  During  the  session  she  shared  an 
experience  of  recovering  from  a  debilitating  illness.  "I  know 
[Jesus]  personally,"  she  said.  "I  know  what  he  did  for  me." 

Dr.  Robert  McCarty,  executive  director  of  the  National 
Federation  for  Catholic  Youth  Ministry,  led  a  workshop  titled 
"Fostering  Faith  in  Adolescents:  A  Method  to  the  Madness." 
Attendees,  many  of  whom  were  educators,  discussed  faith  ex- 
periences and  what  youths  need  from  Church.  The  group  also 
discussed  teaching  young  people  the  reasons  behind  Church 
teachings.  "If  we  come  off  just  as  a  Church  of  rules  and  regu- 
lations, that's  not  going  to  work  ...  not  with  this  generation," 
said  Dr.  McCarty.  "Youth  and  young  adults  today  are  choosing 
their  faith  communities  based  on  welcome,  not  on  theology.  In 
the  millennial  generation,  belonging  leads  to  believing.  In  my 
generation,  believing  led  to  belonging." 

This  special  Year  of  Faith  will  conclude  November  24, 
201 3,  on  the  Feast  of  Christ  the  King.

The  Year  of  Faith  is  an 
opportunity  for  each  and 
every  Catholic  to  renew  their 
baptismal  call  by  living  out 
the  everyday  moments  of 
their  lives  with  faith,  hope 
and  love.  One  way  we  do 
this  is  by  serving  others,  es- 
pecially those  in  most  need. 
Barbara  Gualteros  of  Sacred  Heart  Parish  in  Pinehurst 
shared  this  example: 

"The  Thursday  after  Hurricane  Sandy  hit  New  Jersey  and 
New  York,  our  15-year-old  son  Daniel  felt  a  call  to  help  his 
brothers  and  sisters  in  need  on  Staten  Island,  whom  he  saw 
in  TV  footage  dumpster  diving  for  food  after  the  devastation. 
Daniel  proceeded  to  start  contacting  everyone  he  knew  asking 
for  assistance.  He  got  on  the  radio,  had  an  article  put  in  the  lo- 
cal paper,  contacted  the  Knights  of  Columbus  Council  11103, 
and  sent  out  a  massive  number  of  emails.  The  response  that  he 
received  was  overwhelming! ! 

"Our  pastor,  Fr.  Ed  Burch,  generously  allowed  Daniel  to 
use  the  parish  facilities  as  a  drop-off  point  for  donations. 
Additionally,  Daniel  contacted  The  Martial  Arts  Academy  in 
Southern  Pines  where  he  is  an  instructor,  to  serve  as  a  sec- 
ondary drop  off  point.  Master  Dan  Dorton  was  eager  to  assist 
Daniels  efforts.  In  the  end  he  had  so  many  donations,  he  had 
to  turn  people  away. 

"Daniel,  my  husband  Oscar  and  I  drove  up  to  Staten  Island 
on  Friday,  Nov  9.  We  filled  our  Suburban  to  capacity  with 
food  and  water.  Daniel's  Scout  troop,  Troop  1 ,  of  which  he  is 
Senior  Patrol  Leader,  kindly  lent  us  the  troop  trailer,  and  we 
filled  it  with  clothes,  blankets,  supplies,  necessities,  cleaning 
products  and  gasoline.  Our  12-passenger  van  was  filled  up 
completely  with  water  donated  by  Home  Depot  and  Gatorade 
from  Camp  McColl. 

"Not  knowing  who  to  contact  or  where  to  go,  Daniel  got 
online  and  researched  Catholic  parishes  on  Staten  Island. 
There  is  a  Sacred  Heart  on  Staten  Island  and  Daniel  called 
and  spoke  to  the  pastor,  Fr,  Jerome  Louis,  who  was  over- 
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whelmed  with  Daniels's  offer  of  assistance.  When  we  ar- 
rived on  the  island,  we  went  directly  to  Sacred  Heart  where 
their  Scout  troop  was  waiting  to  help  us  unload.  They  were 
stunned  by  the  quantity  of  donations  we  brought.  Fr.  Jerome 
kindly  put  us  up  for  the  night  in  the  rectory.  Sacred  Heart 
is  on  the  north  shore  of  Staten  Island  and  the  parishioners 
were  going  to  work  to  distribute  our  donations  to  the  affected 
people  on  the  island's  south  shore.  The  stories  of  devastation 
and  loss  were  heartbreaking!  Many  of  the  parishioners  of  Sa- 
cred Heart  are  firefighters  and  emergency  response  personnel 
who  recounted  tale  upon  tale  of  loss,  but  also  of  heroic  efforts 
on  the  part  of  neighbors  helping  neighbors. 

"This  was  a  moving  trip  for  us,  but  the  effort  to  bring  some 
measure  of  relief  to  our  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ  was 
transforming  for  our  whole  family.  We  are  very  proud  of  Daniel 
that  he  forced  us  to  move  beyond  just  wishing  we  could  do 
something  to  help  to  actually  getting  out  there  and  doing  it!" 

On  September  29,  David  Fenimore  of  Good  Shepherd 
Parish  in  Hope  Mills  organized  the  First  Annual  Good 
Shepherd  Car  Show  to  raise  money  for  the  priests'  retirement 
fund.  David  completed  this  show  for  the  product  portion  of 
his  senior  project  on  the  Catholic  Church.  The  competitors 
were  divided  into  four  categories:  Classic  (pre- 1987),  Non- 
classic  (post  1987),  Off  Road  and  Truck.  The  cars  were  scored 
on  various  aspects,  and  the  Best  in  Show  went  to  a  2006 
Nissan  350Z,  while  the  Peoples  Choice  Award  was  won  by  a 
2001  Dodge  Dakota.  Despite  troublesome  weather,  the  show 
brought  in  fourteen  competitors  and  $956.18  for  the  fund. 
Several  groups  and  people  had  a  part  in  the  success  includ- 
ing the  Knights  of  Columbus,  the  Good  Shepherd  Youth,  Boy 
Scout  troop  716,  and  several  local  businesses. 


The  Revelation  of  God: 
Catechism  of  the  Catholic  Church 


Throughout  the  Year  of  Faith,  which  also  marks  the 
50th  anniversary  of  the  2nd  Vatican  Council  and  the  20th 
anniversary  of  the  Catechism  of  the  Catholic  Church, 
NCC  will  publish  brief  excerpts  from  Council  documents 
and  from  the  Catechism. 


68  By  love,  God  has  revealed  himself  and  given  himself  to 
man.  He  has  thus  provided  the  definitive,  superabun- 
dant answer  to  the  questions  that  man  asks  himself 
about  the  meaning  and  purpose  of  his  life. 

69  God  has  revealed  himself  to  man  by  gradually  commu- 
nicating his  own  mystery  in  deeds  and  in  words. 

70  Beyond  the  witness  to  himself  that  God  gives  in  cre- 
ated things,  he  manifested  himself  to  our  first  parents, 
spoke  to  them  and,  after  the  fall,  promised  them  salva- 
tion (cf  Gen  3:15)  and  offered  them  his  covenant. 

71  God  made  an  everlasting  covenant  with  Noah  and  with 
all  living  beings  (cf  Gen  9:16).  It  will  remain  in  force  as 
long  as  the  world  lasts. 

72  God  chose  Abraham  and  made  a  covenant  with  him 
and  his  descendants.  By  the  covenant  God  formed  his 
people  and  revealed  his  law  to  them  through  Moses. 
Through  the  prophets,  he  prepared  them  to  accept  the 
salvation  destined  for  all  humanity. 

73  God  has  revealed  himself  fully  by  sending  his  own  Son, 
in  whom  he  has  established  his  covenant  forever.  The 
Son  is  his  Father's  definitive  Word;  so  there  will  be  no 
further  Revelation  after  him. 


The  Year  of  Faith 
in  Rocky  Mount 

►►  At  Our  Lady  of  Perpetual  Help  in  Rocky 
Mount,  catechists  met  in  October  to  talk  about  Year 
of  Faith  goals  for  their  classes,  their  homes  and 
themselves.  Individual  goals  included  Bible  reading, 
prayer,  especially  Eucharistic  adoration  and  daily 
Mass.  At  home,  the  catechists  hoped  to  increase 
their  family  prayer  by  saying  the  Angelus  and  a  daily 
Rosary.  One  participant  hoped  to  create  a  prayer 
garden. 

In  the  classroom,  the  catechists  planned  to  utilize 
the  Diocesan  Year  of  Faith  Handbook  to  prepare  les- 
sons on  their  local  church,  the  Blessed  Mother  and 
the  history  of  the  Diocese.  On  Thursdays  at  1  1 :30 
students  were  given  a  choice  of  recess  or  saying  the 
Rosary  led  by  Pastor  Fr.  Tim  Meares.  Not  only  did 
the  students  choose  the  Rosary,  they  asked  to  say 
it  in  procession  on  the  church  grounds.  Fr.  Meares 
gave  each  child  a  rosary,  and  the  youngsters  pre- 
pared posters  and  banners  for  their  procession.

Annual  Report  Shows 
Diocesan  Generosity  to  the  Poor 

As  this  issue  of  NCC  was  going  to  print,  the  final 
touches  were  being  put  on  the  Diocesan  financial  report 
for  the  201  1  -201  2  fiscal  year.  The  report  shows  that 
Catholics  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  provided  more  than  $7 
million  in  financial  contributions  and  in-kind  donations  to 
help  those  in  need  in  North  Carolina,  the  United  States  and 
throughout  the  world.  Below  are  examples  of  funds  made 
available  to  ministries  and  programs  through  the  generous 
contributions  of  Diocesan  faithful: 

Catholic  Charities 

Received  $1 .2  million  from  the  201  1  Bishop's  Annual 
Appeal  (BAA)  to  support  the  social  outreach  programs  of 
the  eight  regional  offices  of  Catholic  Charities. 

In  addition,  Catholic  Charities  served  60,580  people  in 
the  Diocese.  Operating  with  a  small  staff  in  each  office,  the 
agency  relies  on  volunteer  help.  Last  year,  1 ,802  people 
donated  more  than  53,000  hours  of  service.  Those  hours 
plus  other  in-kind  contributions  such  as  food  and  clothing 
totaled  $3.9  million. 


Tuition  Assistance  Grants 

Catholic  schools  received  $64,500  from  endowment 
established  by  God's  Work-Our  Challenge. 


National  Special  Collections 

Diocesan  faithful  contributed  $1 ,238,385  to  the  twelve 
National  Special  Collections,  conducted  monthly  in  each 
parish  to  support  the  work  of  the  U.S.  Church  nationally, 
internationally  and  in  our  Diocese.  They  include  Catholic 


Relief  Services,  Retirement  Fund  for  Religious,  and  the 
Church  in  Latin  America. 


Diocesan  Grants 

Each  year,  the  Diocese  provides  grants  to  economically- 
challenged  parishes  and  special  ministries.  Last  year,  more 
than  $650,000  in  grants  was  given  from  BAA  funds  and 
God's  Work-Our  Challenge  to  the  following:  support  for 
the  operating  budget  of  1 0  small  parishes;  28  Parish  As- 
sistance Grants  for  one  time  projects,  Respect  Life  Grants 
and  Campus  Ministry  Grants. 


Diocesan  Home  Mission  Society 

In  September,  201  2,  Bishop  Michael  F.  Burbidge 
dedicated  the  new  St.  Isidore  Church  in  Stedman.  Its  con- 
struction was  aided  by  a  $1  83,000  grant  from  the  Home 
Mission  Society  of  the  Diocese.  The  Society,  established 
in  2007,  helps  to  secure  funding  for  the  construction  and 
furnishing  of  mission  churches  and  chapels  in  the  mission 
areas  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh.  Funding  to  the  Society  is 
provided  by  annual  contributions  from  the  BAA  and  parish- 
ioner donations. 


Endowment  for  the  Poor 

In  1  987,  the  Diocese  sold  a  portion  of  the  historic 
Nazareth  land.  Money  received  from  the  sale  was  placed  in 
an  endowment  with  interest  from  the  endowment  provided 
annually  to  the  eight  deaneries  to  assist  the  needs  of  the 
poor.  In  fiscal  201  1  -201  2,  the  amount  totaled  $90,403.

Diocese  Promulgates  New 
Norms  for  Extraordinary 
Ministers  of  Holy  Communion 

On  October  22,  the  Diocese 
of  Raleigh  has  published  revised 
Norms  for  Extraordinary  Ministers 
of  Holy  Communion.  These  Norms 
replace  the  current  Liturgical  Ministry 
Guidelines  which  were  promulgated 
in  1995.  They  are  also  a  result  of 
the  3rd  Edition  of  the  Roman  Missal, 
made  mandatory  for  use  last  Decem- 
ber, and  the  need  to  make  sure  that 
Diocesan  practices  are  in  conformity 
with  the  Missal  and  with  the  Diocesan 
Norms  for  Mass  promulgated  by 
Bishop  Burbidge  in  2008. 

The  new  Norms  were  reviewed 
and  input  offered  by  the  Deans  and 
the  Council  of  Priests  of  the  Diocese. 


They  cover  Ministry  eligibility,  minis- 
try requirements,  Holy  Communion 
under  both  Species  and  the  Distribu- 
tion of  Holy  Communion. 

Asked  about  specific  changes  in  the 
new  norms,  Mr.  Gerard  Hall,  Direc- 
tor of  the  Diocesan  Office  of  Divine 
Worship,  said,  "The  Norms  take  into 
account  the  revised  Roman  Missal,  in 
addition  to  the  various  Church  docu- 
ments that  have  been  promulgated 
since  1 995.  Although  there  are  no 
major  changes,  the  Norms  do  provide 
an  opportunity  for  parishes  to  reflect 
on  Holy  Communion  in  the  parish  and 
the  role  of  the  Extraordinary  Ministry. 
For  those  involved  in  this  ministry, 
the  Norms,  as  well  as  the  necessary 
formation,  provide  the  occasion  for 
renewal  in  looking  at  how  they  are 
fulfilling  the  role  of  Extraordinary 


Minister  of  Holy  Communion  with 
the  utmost  respect  and  reverence  for 
the  Eucharist  called  for  by  this  most 
important  ministry." 

Mr.  Hall  said  that  information  ses- 
sions on  the  Norms  are  taking  place 
in  the  Diocese  at  the  Deanery  level 
for  the  priests,  pastoral  administra- 
tors and  parish  personnel  who  assist 
in  the  training  of  the  Extraordinary 
Ministers. 

"The  Norms  reflect  the  importance 
of  this  ministry,"  Bishop  Michael  F. 
Burbidge  said,  "and  keep  us  faith- 
ful to  all  the  Church  asks  of  those 
entrusted  this  role  of  service."

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Retirement  of  Linda  Bedo 

There's  a  framed  print  on  the  wall 
across  from  Linda  Bedo's  office.  With 
the  door  open,  she  can  see  it  from  her 
desk.  At  four  feet  tall  and  three  feet 
wide,  Rembrant's  "Prodigal  Son"  is 
hard  to  miss.  The  image  is  a  source  of 
inspiration  for  Mrs.  Bedo,  who  recently 
retired  after  24  years  with  the  Diocese. 

"A  lot  of  times  people  coming  back 
to  get  married  in  the  Church  have 
been  away  from  the  Church,"  said 
Mrs.  Bedo,  who  worked  as  director  of 
the  office  of  Marriage  and  Family  Life 
for  1  7  years.  "I  always  think  ...  'this 


person  is  coming  back  ...  how  are  we 
greeting  them?'  So  my  thing  is  that  we 
always  look  at  people  knowing  they're 
on  their  faith  journey  and  none  of  us  is 
at  the  same  place.  And  we  thank  God." 

Welcoming  couples  and  prepar- 
ing them  for  marriage  was  one  of  her 
roles.  She  also  oversaw  marriage 
enrichment,  programs  for  struggling 
marriages,  divorce  survival  and  natural 
family  planning  education. 

Mrs.  Bedo,  who  graduated  from 
Notre  Dame  of  Ohio  with  a  degree 
in  social  work  and  earned  a  gradu- 
ate degree  in  pastoral  studies  from 
Loyola  University  of  New  Orleans,  held 
positions  with  Catholic  Charities  and 
Cardinal  Gibbons  High  School  during 
her  tenure. 

She  grew  the  marriage  preparation 
program  to  include  more  volunteers 
and  more  frequent  programming.  She 
also  upgraded  the  marriage  prepara- 
tion program  to  "Fully  Engaged,"  a 
package  designed  for  Catholics.  And 
she  implemented  Third  Option  to 
strengthen  troubled  marriages. 

A  member  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Catholic  Family  Life  Ministers 
(NACFLM),  Mrs.  Bedo  is  considered 
by  her  colleagues  to  be  a  forward 
thinker  who  embraces  change.  "The 
Bishops  wrote  a  pastoral  called 
'Marriage-Building  Parishes'  and  Linda 
got  a  plan  together  on  how  parishes 
could  be,  and  would  be,  marriage- 
building  churches.  She's  an  innovator," 
said  Sister  Rose  Marie  Adams,  I.H.M., 


executive  director  of  Catholic  Forma- 
tion and  Evangelization. 

Her  knowledge  of  the  Diocese  and  its 
priests,  faith  formation  directors,  pastoral 
administrators  and  volunteers  helped 
make  Mrs.  Bedo  effective.  That  connect- 
edness allowed  her  to  consistently  match 
talents  with  needs,  said  Sr.  Rose. 

At  the  office  she's  known  for  giv- 
ing thoughtful  cards  and  observing 
important  occasions.  Co-worker  Mary 
DiSano,  coordinator  of  the  Marriage 
Preparation  Program,  said  Linda 
generously  shares  her  knowledge  and 
appreciates  the  gifts  and  talents  of 
those  around  her. 

Strengthening  people  and  families 
wasn't  just  Mrs.  Bedo's  profession.  It's 
how  she  lives.  "This  is  who  she  is.  She 
has  a  strong,  Catholic  family,  and  she 
wants  that  for  every  family,"  said  Sr. 
Rose.  "Whatever  she  has,  it's  shared. 
She  helps  others  very  unobtrusively." 

"Linda  Bedo  has  demonstrated  a 
tireless  commitment  in  promoting 
the  sanctity  of  marriage  by  assisting 
engaged  and  married  couples  as  they 
sought  assistance  to  nurture  the  love 
they  share.  Linda  traveled  throughout 
the  diocese,  reaffirming  the  precious 
gifts  of  marriage  and  family  life," 
said  the  Most  Reverend  Michael  F. 
Burbidge,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh.  "I  am  confident  that  Our  Lord 
Jesus  will  continue  to  bring  forth  many 
blessing  in  the  lives  of  all  those  Linda 
served  so  generously  throughout  the 
years.  We  are  ever  grateful  to  her."

Celebrates  African  Heritage  Mass 

On  November  3,  201  2,  the  Feast  of  St.  Martin  De  Porres,  the  Most  Rev- 
erend Michael  F.  Burbidge,  Bishop  of  Raleigh,  celebrated  the  annual  African 
Heritage  Mass  at  St.  Raphael  the  Archangel  Catholic  Church  in  Raleigh.  Nine 
priests  concelebrated,  including  Msgr.  David  D.  Brockman,  Vicar  General  of 
the  Diocese;  Fr.  Robert  M.  Hussey,  S.J.,  Pastor  of  St.  Raphael;  and  Fr.  Marcos 
Leon,  Vicar  for  African  Ancestry  Ministry.  The  Mass,  now  in  its  fourth  year,  was 
formerly  called  the  African  Communities  Mass.  The  name  of  the  event  was 
changed  to  acknowledge  the  unity  of  all  Catholics  of  African  descent,  includ- 
ing African  Americans  and  Africans  from  the  many  African  nations  represented 
throughout  the  Diocese. 

The  Mass  was  celebrated  in  English  and  several  African  languages  including 
French,  Swahili  and  Igbo.  The  largest  African  communities  in  the  Diocese  are  the

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Kathleen  Walsh  Retires 


Kathleen  Walsh  retires  this  month 
from  her  position  as  Executive  Director 
of  Catholic  Charities  in  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh.  She  worked  for  the  Diocese  for 
24  years,  and  in  the  field  of  social  work 
for  50  years. 

Miss  Walsh  was  raised  in  a  South 
SideChicago  household  where  helping 
others  wasn't  exactly  called  volunteering. 
Service  didn't  have  a  word  attached  to 
it;  it  was  a  way  to  be.  Visiting  a  hospital 
or  prison,  or  caring  for  an  elderly  relative 
was  routine.  If  you  ask  her  who  in  her  life 
was  an  example  of  service,  she  quickly 
rattles  off  a  list  that  includes  her  par- 
ents and  eight  siblings.  Then  her  voice 
becomes  softer,  her  speaking  slower,  as 
she  remembers  their  influence. 

"They  were  good  Catholics.  People 


of  word  . . .  people  of  sacrament,"  said 
Miss  Walsh.  "It's  just  a  way  of  life  if 
we're  fortunate  enough  to  have  under- 
standing that  our  life  is  a  life  of  faith  . . . 
and  that  the  practical  things  we  do  need 
to  include  that  life  of  faith  . . .  meaning, 
whatever  we  do." 

She  combined  practical  and  spiritual  in 
her  profession.  To  her,  the  combination 
is  "an  incredible  grace."  As  a  student  at 
Loyola  University  of  Chicago,  then  as  a 
foster  care  worker,  an  adoption  worker,  a 
social  worker,  a  counselor  and  later  as  a 
director,  Miss  Walsh  led  a  storied  career. 
At  the  heart  of  it:  she  helped  those  in 
need,  while  earning  the  respect  of  her 
colleagues. 

"She's  universally  admired,"  said 
Charles  Lorelli,  board  chairman  of 
Catholic  Charities.  Two  years  ago  Mr. 
Lorelli  represented  the  Diocese  at  a 


national  Catholic  Charities  event  and  was 
impressed  by  the  number  of  attendees 
who  immediately,  when  learning  he  was 
from  Raleigh,  asked  him  to  pass  along 
regards  to  Miss  Walsh. 

She  would  probably  have  been  em- 
barrassed to  know  people  were  discuss- 
ing her.  She  hesitates  to  discuss  her 
accomplishments,  which  include  over- 
seeing an  organization  that  helped  more 
than  1  6,000  families  last  year  alone.  In 
2009  she  received  a  papal  honor,  the 
Pro  Ecclesia  et  Pontifice  Cross,  from  His 
Holiness  Pope  Benedict  XVI. 

For  Miss  Walsh,  one  career  highlight 
was  when  Catholic  Charities  made 
a  decision  to  discontinue  residential 
programs  for  children  to  move  toward 
working  with  families  to  help  them  stay 
together.  The  goal  of  family  preserva- 
tion, or  family  support  services  as  it's 
called  within  Catholic  Charities,  is  to 
address  a  family's  needs  in  order  to 
promote  a  healthy  family. 

"We've  been  consistent  in  that 
direction  . . .  and  I  think  that's  probably 
the  core  of  what  we  do,  which  is  meet 
families  where  their  need  is,"  said  Miss 
Walsh.  That  means  food  or  other  tan- 
gible assistance  and,  later,  listening  to  a 
family's  concerns  about  challenges  they 
want  to  resolve. 

Miss  Walsh,  who  came  to  the 
Diocese  in  1  988  from  the  Diocese 
of  Lubbock,  Texas,  has  devoted  much 
of  her  life  to  outreach  and  advocacy, 
said  Russell  Elmayan,  chief  operating 
officer  and  chief  financial  officer  of  the 
Diocese.  "We  have  been  fortunate  to 
have  had  her  in  this  leadership  role  ...  I 
am  grateful  for  her  dedicated  service  to 
the  Church,"  he  added. 

Miss  Walsh  has  inspired  others,  includ- 
ing the  Most  Reverend  Bishop  Michael 
F.  Burbidge,  with  her  compassion  and 
gentleness. 

"The  Diocese  has  been  extremely 
blessed  by  the  faithful,  generous  and 
dedicated  service  of  Kathleen  Walsh," 
the  Bishop  said.  "Her  love  for  Our  Lord 
Jesus,  His  Church  and  God's  people, 
especially  the  poor,  vulnerable  and  most 
needy,  has  been  reflected  in  all  her  work. 
Kathleen  has  provided  great  support . . . 
and  I  have  benefitted  from  her  expertise 
and  wisdom." 


Swahili  and  Igbo  speaking  communities.  Some  of  the  nations  represented  were 
Congo,  Tanzania,  Sudan,  Kenya,  Ghana,  Nigeria,  Benin  and  Cote  d'lvoire. 

In  his  homily,  Bishop  Burbidge  spoke  about  the  Year  of  Faith  decreed  by 
Pope  Benedict  XVI.  "With  Catholics  throughout  the  universal  Church,"  he 
said,  "we  have  received  a  special  invitation  to  deepen  our  intimate  relation- 
ship with  the  Lord,  demonstrated  in  the  love  we  show  for  Him  and  one  an- 
other. The  Readings  and  the  saint  we  honor  today,  Martin  De  Porres,  assist 
us  in  that  process." 

The  Bishop  continued,  "At  this  Mass,  we  pray  for  the  grace  to  deepen  our 
relationship  with  God,  demonstrated  in  our  commitments  to  be  true  to  all  that 
we  have  promised  the  Lord;  to  be  faithful  citizens  on  behalf  of  the  Gospel  of 
Life  and  to  be  known  for  the  charity  we  extend  to  others,  especially  to  those 
in  most  need." 

Following  Mass,  children  carrying  flags  of  the  various  African  nations  rep- 
resented led  a  procession  of  the  faithful  to  a  reception  in  the  parish  hall. 


All  Souls  Day  Mass 
Offered  in  Newton  Grove 

The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Bur- 
bidge  celebrated  Mass  on  the  Feast  of 
All  Souls  Day  at  Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe 
Church  Cemetery  in  Newton  Grove.  Ten 
priests,  including  Monsignor  David  D. 
Brockman,  Vicar  General  of  the  Diocese, 
and  Reverend  Rafael  Leon,  Pastor  of 
Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe,  concelebrated. 

The  outdoor  Mass  took  place  at  an  al- 
tar near  the  burial  site  of  Bishop  Vincent 
S.  Waters,  third  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh.  Seventeen  priests,  one  woman 
religious  and  approximately  700  others 
are  buried  in  the  historic  parish  cemetery. 

More  than  1  20  people  gathered  and 
prayed  with  Bishop  Burbidge  for  those 
who  had  died.  In  his  homily,  the  Bishop 
reminded  the  faithful  that  tomorrow  is  not 
guaranteed  for  anyone. 

"On  this  sacred  day,  as  we  listen  to 
the  Word  of  God,  we  are  told  that  one 
day  the  Lord  will  call  us  to  Himself  at 
an  hour  we  least  expect,"  said  Bishop 
Burbidge.  "We  pray  for  the  grace,  es- 
pecially throughout  this  Year  of  Faith,  to 
be  prepared  so  that  on  that  day  the  Lord 
will  embrace  us  in  His  infinite  mercy 
and  love." 


Students  from  Cardinal  Gibbons  High 
School  in  Raleigh,  John  Paul  II  High 
School  in  Greenville  and  St.  Thomas 
More  Academy  in  Raleigh  attended  the 
Mass.  Some  of  the  students  participated 
in  Mass  as  choir  members,  readers  and 
gift  bearers. 


After  Communion,  Bishop  Burbidge 
carried  the  crosier  of  Bishop  Waters  and 
led  a  procession  through  the  cemetery. 
He  blessed  gravesites  while  those  gath- 
ered sang  a  Litany  of  the  Saints.  Mass 
was  concluded  in  the  cemetery  with  a 
final  blessing. 


Mass  Celebrates 

St.  Kateri  Tekakwitha  Canonization 

On  Saturday,  October  27,  the  Most  Reverend  Michael 
F.  Burbidge  celebrated  the  Canonization  of  St.  Kateri  Tekak- 
witha, one  of  seven  new  saints  proclaimed  by  the  Holy  Father 
in  a  ceremony  in  St.  Peter's  Square  on  October  2 1 .  Bishop 
Burbidge  offered  Mass  at  St.  Mary,  Mother  of  the  Church  in 
Garner,  with  six  priests  concelebrating. 

Born  in  1  656  to  a  Catholic  Algonquin  mother  and  a 
Mohawk  chief,  St.  Kateri  was  badly  scarred  during  a  smallpox 
epidemic  that  killed  her  parents  and  younger  brother.  She  was 
baptized  in  1676  and  given  the  name  Kateri.  Known  to  carry 
a  cross  in  her  hands,  she  taught  children  and  cared  for  the  sick 
until  her  death  in  1 680  at  age  24.  Her  last  words  were  lesos 
konoronkwa:  'Jesus,  I  love  you." 

In  his  homily,  the  Bishop  spoke  of  St.  Kateri's  example, 
particularly  during  the  Year  of  Faith,  as  a  help  in  practicing  "faith 
in  the  midst  of  rejection  and  suffering,  and  faith  in  the  midst  of 
worldly  distractions." 

"After  her  conversion  and  baptism,"  the  Bishop  explained, 
"Kateri  became  the  village  outcast,"  yet  she  persevered.  "May 
she  help  us  to  be  radiant  with  faith,  especially  in  the  midst  of  our 
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crosses."  In  addition,  the  Bishop  continued,  "Kateri  devoted  her 
life  to  service,  especially  to  the  care  of  the  sick.  Yet,  she  always 
kept  as  her  highest  priority  the  need  to  remain  close  with  God." 

Prior  to  Mass,  dancers  of  Aztec  descent  performed  on 
the  church  grounds,  and  after  Mass  they  danced  again  at  a 
reception  in  the  parish  hall.  Fr.  Marcos  Leon,  Pastor  of  St.  Ann 
Church  in  Clayton,  and  Diocesan  liaison  to  Native  American 
Catholics,  spoke  of  attending  the  Canonization  ceremony  in 
Rome. 

"It  was  inspiring  to  see  so  many  people  celebrating  the  life  of 
St.  Kateri,"  he  said,  noting  the  large  delegations  from  both  the 
U.S.  and  Canada.  "It  was  a  special  day  for  Native  American 
Catholics  throughout  North  America."  North  Carolina  has  the 
largest  Native  American  population  -  more  than  80,000  -  of 
any  state  east  of  the  Mississippi  River.

Mass  Recognizes  Blue  Ribbon  Award 
for  Immaculata  School 


The  Most  Reverend  Michael  F.  Burbidge  offered 
Mass  at  Immaculata  Catholic  School  in  Durham  on 
Tuesday,  October  23,  201  2,  in  honor  of  Immacu- 
lata's  recognition  as  a  Blue  Ribbon  School  of  Excel- 
lence by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education.  Immacu- 
lata is  one  of  269  schools  in  the  United  States  and 
the  only  Catholic  school  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina 
to  receive  the  honor  this  year. 

"This  award  affirms  what  we  already  knew:  we 
have  highly  qualified  teachers  who  teach  every  day 
using  differentiation,  project-based  learning,  integrated 
technology,  and  cutting  edge  curriculum,"  said  Mrs. 
Dana  Corcoran,  Principal  and  Director  of  Immaculata 
Catholic  School  and  Early  Childhood  Center. 

"I  extend  sincere  congratulations  to  all  associated 
with  Immaculata  Catholic  School  on  receiving  this 
prestigious  award,"  said  Bishop  Burbidge.  "Father 
McLellan,  Mrs.  Corcoran,  the  staff  and  the  students 
and  their  parents  are  to  be  commended  for  this 
achievement.  Receiving  this  recognition  is  a  great 
honor  for  Immaculata  Catholic  School  and  the  entire 
Diocese  of  Raleigh." 

In  his  homily,  the  Bishop  spoke  to  the  students 
about  the  Year  of  Faith  which  just  opened  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Raleigh.  He  told  the  students  that  they  should 
practice  three  "S's"  during  the  Year:  Study  your  faith. 
Show  your  faith.  And  Share  your  faith. 

The  National  Blue  Ribbon  Schools  Program 
evaluates  schools  based  on  one  of  two  criteria:  (1 ) 
schools  whose  students  are  high  performing.  These 
are  schools  ranked  among  each  state's  highest 
performing  schools  as  measured  by  their  perfor- 
mance on  state  assessments  or,  in  the  case  of  private 
schools,  that  score  at  the  highest  performance  level 
on  nationally  normed  tests;  or  (2)  schools  with  at 
least  40  percent  of  their  students  from  disadvantaged 
backgrounds  that  improve  student  performance  to 
high  levels  as  measured  by  the  school's  performance 
on  state  assessments  or  nationally  normed  tests. 

"Immaculata  joins  a  growing  list  of  Catholic  schools 
in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  that  have  been  recognized 
by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  as  a  Blue 
Ribbon  School  of  Excellence,"  said  Dr.  Michael  J. 
Fedewa,  Superintendent  of  Catholic  Formation  and 
Education.  They  are  St.  Michael  the  Archangel  in  Cary, 
St.  Francis  of  Assisi,  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral,  and  Our 
Lady  of  Lourdes,  all  in  Raleigh,  and  Blessed  Sacra- 
ment Catholic  School  in  Burlington.  "I  join  Bishop 
Burbidge  in  congratulating  the  Immaculata  community 
for  this  well-deserved  honor,"  Dr.  Fedewa  said 

The  U.S.  Education  Department  honored  the  201  2 
National  Blue  Ribbon  Schools  at  a  conference  and 
awards  ceremony  Nov.  1  2-1 3  in  Washington,  D.C 


Many  years  ago  I  had  a  professor  who  frequently 
urged  us  to  write  aut  prodesse  aut  delectare,  both  to 
profit  and  to  delight  the  reader.  1  thought  of  that 
phrase  as  I  was  working  on  this  issue's  cover  story 
on  the  Ascension  stained  glass  windows,  as  it  ap- 
plies to  the  windows  themselves. 


In  the  middle  ages,  when  many 
of  the  laity  were  illiterate,  these 
windows  served  a  catechetical  as 
well  as  a  decorative  purpose.  The 
priest  could  preach  about  the  events 
in  the  Bible  using  the  scenes  in  the 
windows  as  visual  aids,  rich  in  sym- 
bolism. Even  the  placement  of  the 
windows  in  medieval  cathedrals  was 
symbolic.  Carol  Ann  Jones  wrote  in 
an  issue  of  Sacred  Architecture  Journal: 

"From  earliest  Christian  times, 
the  priest  and  laity  faced  the  direc- 
tion of  the  rising  sun,  awaiting  the 


Second  Coming  of  Christ;  for  this  reason,  Catholic  churches  were  always 
oriented  to  the  East.  Thus,  Old  Testament  themes  were  placed  on  the 
north  side,  since  the  North  was  associated  with  darkness,  cold,  and  evil; 
conversely,  New  Testament  narratives  were  placed  on  the  south  side. 
The  west  side,  associated  with  human  history,  typically  featured  the  Last 
Judgment,  serving  to  remind  the  faithful  that  they  passed  from  time  into 
eternity  when  they  crossed  the  cathedral  threshold." 

One  of  the  goals  in  the  design  of  Holy  Name  of  Jesus  Cathedral  is  just 
this,  the  creation  of  a  space  outside  of  time,  where  the  faithful  can  wor- 
ship in  the  light  of  eternity.  The  Ascension  windows  will  surely  play  an 
important  part  in  enhancing  that  atmosphere. 

Christmas  is  a  special  season  of  giving,  and  in  our  Year  of  Faith  feature 
this  month  -  and  in  several  articles  throughout  the  magazine  —  we 
highlight  service.  We  know  that  loving  and  serving  our  neighbors  is 
something  we  are  called  to  by  our  baptism  and  by  the  Gospel.  But  I  re- 
cently read  a  striking  description  of  the  reason  for  giving  by  Fr.  Anthony 
Oelrich,  a  priest  of  the  Diocese  of  St.  Cloud.  It  appeared  in  the  daily 
prayer  resource  Give  Us  This  Day: 

"Jesus  came  in  order  to  give  His  life  as  a  gift  of  love  to  God  the  Father 
for  us  in  the  sacrifice  of  the  cross. .  .In  the  ultimate  destiny  of  Jesus  we 
discover  the  ultimate  direction  for  our  lives.  Our  lives  are  about  making 
of  them  the  best  and  most  complete  gift  of  love  to  God  for  the  sake  of 
the  human  family."

A  campaign  for  the  faithful  of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 


More  Than  5,000  Parishioners 
Attend  Block  2  Receptions 

As  of  November  2 1 ,  approximately  $47  million  has 
been  pledged  to  the  Cathedral  Campus  Campaign 
by  more  than  15,500  families.  Parish  receptions 
in  Block  2  have  ended  with  approximately  5,000 
people  having  attended  one  of  the  182  informational  sessions. 


Of  the  53  parishes  that  participated 
in  Block  2,  five  conducted  a  com- 
bined piggyback  campaign  in  order 
to  address  larger  needs  in  their  parish 
communities.  All  five  reached  their 
Total  Campaign  Goal  (TCG),  which 
included  their  individual  portion  of  the 
201  2  Bishop's  Annual  Appeal  plus  the 
Cathedral  Campus  Campaign  Goal. 

In  conducting  a  piggyback  cam- 
paign, their  respective  goals  went 
beyond  the  TCG.  To  date,  Sacred 
Heart  Church  in  Pinehurst  has  sur- 
passed its  piggyback  goal  of  $1 .5 
million,  while  the  Newman  Catholic 
Student  Center  in  Chapel  Hill,  St. 
Mary  Magdalene  Church  in  Apex,  St. 
Anthony  of  Padua  Church  in  Southern 
Pines,  and  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  in 
Raleigh  continue  working  toward  their 
piggyback  goal. 

In  addition  to  the  five  parishes  noted 


above,  other  Block  2  parishes  that 
have  reached  their  TCG  include  St. 
Juan  Diego  Church  in  Robbins,  Mother 
of  Mercy  Church  in  Washington,  and 
St.  Andrew  Church  in  Red  Springs. 

Children  in  many  of  the  Diocese's 
parishes  and  schools  are  eagerly  talk- 
ing part  in  fundraising  for  the  Cathe- 
dral Campus.  At  Pope  John  Paul  II 
Catholic  School  in  Southern  Pines, 
the  eighth  grade  class  challenged 
Pre-K  to  seventh  grade  students  to 
join  them  in  the  "Our  Coins  for  the 
Cathedral  Campaign." 

The  children  were  encouraged  not 
to  take  money  from  their  normal  al- 
lowance or  ask  their  parents  to  help, 
but  rather  to  earn  it  by  doing  addition- 
al chores  or  through  sacrifice.  While 
at  a  restaurant  with  friends,  one  child 
ordered  water  instead  of  soda,  and 
then  asked  his  mom  if  he  could  have 


the  "soda"  money  for  the  Cathedral. 
Seventy  five  cents  was  saved  for  the 
Cathedral  from  that  small  gesture. 

Another  child  who  entered  a  parish 
baking  contest  had  leftover  cupcakes, 
which  she  sold  at  the  Fall  Festival  to 
raise  money  for  the  cathedral. 

Ms.  Deb  Lawson,  Advancement 
Director  at  the  school,  said,  "The 
children  are  aware  that  although  not 
everyone  can  make  the  same  size  gift, 
everyone  can  make  the  same  size 
sacrifice." 

During  a  recent  visit  to  the  school,  the 
student  body  presented  Bishop  Michael 
F.  Burbidge  with  a  check  for  $238.63, 
from  the  initial  donation  of  coins. 


Each  month,  Holy  Infant  Catholic 
Church  in  Durham  sponsors  an  inter- 
generational  gathering.  In  November, 
more  than  200  parishioners  of  all 
ages  took  part  in  an  activity  titled  "We 
Are  the  Church,"  in  which  families 
were  asked  to  place  the  names  of  in- 
dividuals on  a  drawing  of  Holy  Name 
of  Jesus  Cathedral.  Each  table  had 
a  description  of  an  individual  such  as 
Current  Pope,  Local  Bishop,  Parish 
Pastor,  whose  name  would  be  drawn 
on  the  cathedral  along  with  anyone 
else  the  table  chose. 


Ms.  Lynn  Sale,  Director  of  Faith 
Development  at  the  parish,  said  the 
exercise  affirmed  Vatican  ll's  instruc- 
tion that  the  Church  is  the  People  of 
God.  It  also  pointed  out,  she  noted, 
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that  in  the  Our  Cathedral  -  One  Faith, 
One  People  prayer  the  faithful  are 
called  living  stones. 

Twenty-five  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  students  from  St.  Ann  Catholic 
School  in  Fayetteville  took  a  field  trip 
to  Raleigh  on  November  9,  in  which 
they  visited  the  Catholic  Center  and 
the  land  where  the  Holy  Name  of 
Jesus  Cathedral  will  be  built.  The 
Nazareth  property,  purchased  by  Fr. 
Thomas  Price  in  1 897,  was  the  site 
of  an  orphanage  built  in  1 899  to  care 
for  children  left  without  parents  or  with 
parents  who  could  not  care  for  them. 
The  original  orphanage  lasted  until 
1  965,  when  the  children  were  moved 
into  a  new  building  that  now  serves  as 
the  Catholic  Center. 

During  their  visit,  the  students 
viewed  a  model  of  the  Cathedral 
Campus,  received  a  presentation  on 
the  theological  function  of  a  Cathedral 
from  Mr.  Gerard  Hall,  Diocesan  Di- 
rector of  the  Office  of  Divine  Worship, 
and  saw  the  Cathedral  site.  They  then 
shared  their  thoughts  in  letters  they 
wrote  to  Bishop  Burbidge. 


"When  I  looked  at  the  model  of  the 
Cathedral,  I  just  liked  everything  as 
a  whole.  Because  every  little  bit  just 
made  the  whole  thing  ...  I  like  how  it 
captured  the  majesty  of  the  purpose," 
said  Eileen  Martinson,  an  eighth-grader 
at  the  school.  "You  kind  of  felt  it.  It  was 
just  awesome  looking  at  it.  I  can  picture 
myself  in  the  future  coming  here." 


Clairissa  Hitcho,  a  seventh  grade 
student  said,  "I  was  excited  to  come 
and  explore  everything  here.  "When 
I  walked  outside,  there  was  the  old 
Catholic  School.  There's  going  to  be 
so  much  history  on  the  site  . . .  that 
there  were  things  there  before  there 
was  the  Cathedral." 
"I  can  imagine  myself  coming  to 


Mass  in  the  new  Cathedral,"  said 
seventh  grader  Thomas  Gamble.  "In 
my  letter  to  the  Bishop,  I  wrote  how  I 
would  pray  for  the  new  church." 


The  group  then  traveled  to  Sacred 
Heart  Cathedral  to  see  the  church  that 
has  served  the  Diocese  as  a  Cathe- 
dral since  the  Diocese  was  created  in 
1  924.  The  students  also  attended  the 
12:10  Mass,  celebrated  by  Fr.  Daniel 
Oschwald,  Cathedral  Rector. 

In  remarks  at  the  end  of  Mass,  Fr. 
Oschwald  welcomed  the  students  and 
mentioned  that  having  them  present 
in  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  represents 
what  a  Cathedral  is  supposed  to  be 
about,  "a  Mother  Church  for  all  those 
in  the  Diocese."

Many  parishes  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  feature  a  "Giving 
Tree"  during  the  holidays.  St.  Peters  has  been  a  parish  fixture 
for  29  years,  when  Marlene  and  Jim  Hughes  started  with  the 
blessing  of  then  pastor  Fr.  Michael  Clay.  Mar- 
lene continued  to  serve  as  chair  of  the  ministry 
for  27  years  and  is  still  active  as  an  organizer 
and  volunteer.  Last  year  Wendy  Murphy,  who 
has  been  involved  for  several  years,  became 
the  new  chair. 

Mrs.  Hughes  recalls  that  in  1983  she 
obtained  through  the  local  department  of 
Social  Services  the  names  of  35  people  who 
needed  help.  Today  the  ministry  reaches 
out  to  men,  women  and  children  from  all 
walks  of  life:  those  in  their  own  homes  and 
those  in  nursing  homes,  children  in  the  local 
homeless  shelter,  mothers  and  children  at 
New  Directions  Family  Violence  Interven- 
tion Center,  teens  at  the  Juvenile  Detention 
Center,  children  with  special  needs,  mothers  and  newborns 
at  the  Carolina  Pregnancy  Center,  120  boys  and  girls  attend-

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Paul  Society  families  and  homebound  parishioners. 

After  contacting  all  these  groups,  a  small  committee  works  on 
the  list  of  names  and  requests.  Volunteers  prepare  ornaments, 

each  with  a  number  that  corresponds  to  a  name 
on  the  list.  Most  recipients  will  receive  3-5  gifts 
including  Food  Lion  gift  cards  for  most  fami- 
lies. For  many  years  the  students  at  St.  Peter 
Catholic  School  have  provided  ten  bicycles, 
tricycles  and  helmets  (one  from  each  class)  for 
children  who  asked  for  these  gifts. 

Other  volunteers  sew  "Goodie  Bags,"  filled 
with  small  toys,  crayons  coloring  books,  can- 
dles, raisins,  oranges  and  apples  for  children. 

On  the  Feast  of  the  immaculate  Concep- 
tion, volunteers  pick  up  and  deliver  all  the 
gifts  collected. 
"It's  so  wonderful  to  see  families  involved,"

of  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh  is 
dedicated,  commentators 
may  note  that  its  spectacu- 
lar stained  glass  windows 
were  acquired  during  the 
Year  of  Faith.  The  transfer 
of  40  windows  is  itself  an 
affirmation  of  faith  in  the 
dedication  of  our  parishio- 
ners to  this  historic  project. 

It  is  also  a  recognition,  in  this  sacred 
season  of  Christmas,  of  the  truth 
expressed  by  our  Holy  Father  Pope 
Benedict  XVI  in  his  Apostolic  letter 
Porta  Fidel,  which  proclaimed  the  Year 
of  Faith  in  the  universal  Church: 

"During  this  time  we  will  need  to 
keep  our  gaze  fixed  upon  Jesus  Christ, 
the  'pioneer  and  perfecter  of  our  faith' 
(Heb  12:2):  in  Him,  all  the  anguish  and  all 
the  longing  of  the  human  heart  finds 
fulfillment.  The  joy  of  love,  the  answer 
to  the  drama  of  suffering  and  pain,  the 
power  of  forgiveness  in  the  face  of  an 
offence  received  and  the  victory  of  life 
over  the  emptiness  of  death:  all  this 
finds  fulfillment  in  the  mystery  of  His 
Incarnation. .  .In  Him  who  died  and 
rose  again  for  our  salvation,  the  ex- 
amples of  faith  that  have  marked  these 
two  thousand  years  of  our  salvation 
history  are  brought  into  the  fullness  of 
light." 

The  drama  of  which  the  Holy  Father 
speaks  will  be  beautifully  and  rever- 
ently displayed  in  stained  glass  in  Holy 
Name  of  Jesus  Cathedral,  thanks  to  an 
amazing  restoration  effort. 

Thirty-four  of  the  windows  were 
created  in  1927  for  Ascension  of  Our 
Lord  Catholic  Church  in  Philadelphia, 
and  were  the  original  work  of  Paula 
Himmelsbach  Balano,  the  first  woman 
in  the  United  States  to  own  her  own 
stained  glass  studio  and  a  renowned 
artist  of  what  was  called  the  Neo-Goth- 
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The  Artists 

Paula  Himmelsbach  Balano  (1 877- 
1 967)  was  born  in  Leipzig,  Germany  and 
moved  to  Philadelphia  at  the  age  of  two. 
After  her  artistic  training,  she  supported 
herself  as  a  portrait  painter  and  teacher. 
She  was  already  in  her  40s  when  she 
took  up  stained  glass.  In  1 925,  after  serv- 
ing as  an  apprentice  for  several  years,  she 
opened  her  own  studio,  the  first  woman 
in  the  United  States  to  do  so.  In  1 927 
she  received  her  first  major  commission, 
for34  windows  at  Ascension  of  Our  Lord 
Catholic  Church,  the  windows  which  will 


be  transferred  to  Raleigh.  This  commission  was  followed  by  29  windows 
for  Philadelphia's  St.  Stephen  Church.  That  church  closed  in  1 993  and  the 
windows  were  purchased  by  the  Archdiocese  of  New  York  for  reuse. 

Ms.  Balano  usually  executed  all  of  the  work  herself,  from  initial  design  to 
completed  panel,  receiving  assistance  only  for  the  final  stages  of  installation. 

James  Melcher  Kase  (1858-1936)  established  a  stained  glass  busi- 
ness in  Reading,  PA  in  1 888.  Eventually  three  of  his  sons  joined  the  firm. 
His  firm  produced  four  tall  windows  featuring  the  Evangelists  and  two 
large  decorative  windows. 


ic  School.  An  additional  six  windows 
were  the  work  of  James  Melcher  Kase 
of  Reading,  PA.  Ascension  of  Our  Lord 
Catholic  Church,  constructed  in  1914, 
closed  officially  this  year  due  to  the 
deteriorating  condition  of  the  building. 

But  James  McCrery,  the  architect  of 
Holy  Name  of  Jesus  Cathedral,  learned 
that  Ascension's  treasured  stained  glass 
could  be  salvaged  and  used  for  the 
new  cathedral  in  Raleigh.  He  contacted 
Beyer  Studio,  a  Philadelphia  com- 
pany specializing  in  the  restoration  of 
historic  stained  glass  windows.  During 
the  past  25  years,  they  have  relocated 
hundred  of  stained  glass  windows 
from  early  20th  Century  churches; 
virtually  all  of  these  were  incorporated 
into  new  Catholic  churches.  Beyer 
agreed  to  take  on  the  project.  "The 
effort  to  preserve  hundreds  of  stained 
glass  windows  through  relocation  has 
been  a  great  success,"  said  Joseph  K. 
Beyer,  the  President  of  Beyer  Studio. 
"But  it  will  be  a  singular  triumph  if  this 
entire  collection  can  be  kept  intact.  It 
will  not  be  simply  the  preservation  of 
windows,  but  the  recognition  of  an 
entire  school  of  early  20th  Century 
Catholic  stained  glass." 

That  school,  at  a  time  when  many 
churches  were  using  painted  glass 
windows  to  save  expense,  was  inspired 
by  the  windows  in  medieval  churches, 
and  celebrated  not  just  the  narrative 
scenes  depicted,  but  the  patterns  and 
rhythms  of  the  glass  and  lead  con- 
struction. The  collection  includes  ten 
three-lancet  aisle  windows,  six  altar/ 
apse  windows,  three  rose  windows 
(one  very  large)  and  six  windows 
depicting  the  Archangels.  The  center 
lancets  of  the  aisle  windows  are  1 7 
feet,  8  inches  high  and  show  scenes 
from  the  New  Testament,  such  as  the 
Annunciation,  the  Nativity,  the  Trans- 
figuration, the  Crucifixion  and  the 
Resurrection. 

"Paula  Balano  designed  windows  for 
several  Catholic  churches  in  Philadel- 
phia," Mr.  McCrey  said,  "but  I  believe 
the  Ascension  windows  are  her  mag- 
num opus." 

Their  restoration  will  be  a  heroic 
undertaking,  and  will  not  begin  until 
construction  starts  on  our  new  Cathe- 


dral. Stained  glass  windows  consist  of 
individual  pieces  of  glass  joined  and 
supported  by  strips  of  lead  "matrix." 
While  the  glass  of  the  Ascension  win- 
dows is  essentially  in  the  same  condi- 
tion as  it  was  in  1927,  85  years  of  heat 
and  cold  have  resulted  naturally  in  cor- 
rosion and  fatigue.  Lead  that  was  once 
pliable  is  now  brittle  and  can  easily 
crack  when  flexed,  and  it  will  unavoid- 
ably be  flexed  when  the  windows  are 
removed  from  their  settings.  Changing 
temperatures  over  the  years  also  cause 
bulging  in  the  windows.  While  the 
putty  that  holds  them  in  their  settings 
begins  as  a  kind  of  cushion  that  allows 
for  expansion,  the  putty  eventually 
hardens,  causing  the  windows  to  bulge 
when  they  expand. 

In  the  restoration  process,  once  the 
putty  is  chopped  away  and  the  win- 
dows are  lifted  out  of  their  openings, 
they  will  return  to  being  somewhat 
flexible.  After  soaking  to  remove  the 
old,  hardened  putty,  they  can  be  gently 
manipulated  back  to  being  flat.  That 
will  result,  however,  in  some  cracks  in 
the  leading.  A  crucial  decision  in  the 
restoration  will  be  whether  to  repair 


the  original  lead  or  replace  it. 

Even  more  significant,  at  the  perim- 
eter of  the  windows  where  the  putty 
contacts  the  lead,  toxic  lead  oxide 
will  have  formed  and  will  need  to  be 
removed.  The  engineers  at  Beyer  will 
then  design  new  window  frames. 

The  windows  will  be  placed  in 
storage  until  the  construction  of  Holy 
Name  of  Jesus  Cathedral  begins. is 
complete.  A  total  of  86  crates  will  be 
required  to  hold  the  windows,  which 
will  be  stored  at  a  secure  location  in 
Raleigh.  Once  the  Cathedral  construc- 
tion commences,  the  windows  will 
be  brought  up  to  the  Beyer  Studio  for 
restoration. 

Pope  Benedict  called  his  Apostolic 
Letter  proclaiming  the  Year  of  Faith 
"The  Door  of  Faith."  As  the  Diocese  of 
Raleigh  anticipates  its  new  cathedral, 
these  "windows  of  faith"  are  a  stunning 
preview  of  the  beauty  to  come. 

Bishop  Michael  E  Burbidge  said, 
"The  stained  glass  windows  for  our 
new  Cathedral  are  part  of  a  rich  his- 
tory that  will  continue  to  reflect  the 
Light  of  Christ  in  bright  future  of  our 
Diocese!"

edral del  Santo 
Nombre  de  Jesus,  los  co- 
mentaristas  podran  notar 
que  sus  espectaculares 
vitrales  fueron  adquiridos 
durante  el  Ano  del  Fe.  Al 
transportar  los  40  vitrales 
sera  una  afirmacion  de 
fe  en  la  dedicacion  de 
nuestros  feligreses  a  este 
proyecto  historico. 

Tambien  es  un  reconocimiento, 
en  este  sagrado  tiempo  de  Navidad, 
de  la  verdad  expresada  por  nuestro 
Santo  Padre  el  Papa  Benedicto  XVI 
en  su  carta  Apostolica  Porta  Fidei, 
proclamando  el  Ano  de  la  Fe  en  la 
Iglesia  Universal: 

"Durante  este  tiempo,  tendremos 
la  mirada  fija  en  Jesucristo,  'que  initio 
y  completa  nuestra  fe'  (Hb  12,2): 
en  El  encuentra  su  cumplimiento 
todo  afan  y  todo  anhelo  del  corazon 
humano.  La  alegria  del  amor,  la 
respuesta  al  drama  del  sufrimiento 
y  el  dolor,  la  fuerza  del  perdon  ante 
la  ofensa  recibida  y  la  victoria  de  la 
vida  ante  el  vacio  de  la  muerte,  todo 
tiene  su  cumplimiento  en  el  misterio 
de  su  Encarnacion. . .  En  el,  muerto 
y  resucitado  por  nuestra  salvacion, 
se  iluminan  plenamente  los  ejemplos 
de  fe  que  han  marcado  los  ultimos 
dos  mil  anos  de  nuestra  historia  de 
salvacion". 

El  Santo  Padre  habla  del  drama 
que  maravillosamente  y  reverente- 
mente  se  mostrara  en  los  vitrales  de 
la  Catedral  del  Santo  Nombre  de 
Jesus,  gracias  al  increfble  esfuerzo  de 
restauracion. 

Treinta  y  cuatro  de  las  ventanas 
fueron  creadas  en  1927  para  la 
Iglesia  Catolica  de  la  Ascension  de 
Nuestro  Senor  en  Filadelfia,  y  fue  un 
trabajo  original  de  Paula  Himmels- 


bach  Balano,  la  primera  mujer  en  los 
Estados  Unidos  duena  de  su  propio 
estudio  de  vitrales  y  artista  recono- 
cida  de  lo  que  se  denomino  como  la 
Escuela  Neo-G6tica.  Seis  ventanas 
adicionales  fueron  el  trabajo  de  James 
Melcher  Kase  de  Reading,  PA.  La 
Iglesia  Catolica  de  la  Ascension  de 
Nuestro  Senor,  construida  en  1924, 
oficialmente  cerro  este  ano  debido  a  la 
condicion  deteriorada  del  edificio. 

Pero  James  McCrery,  el  arquitecto 
de  la  Catedral  del  Santo  Nombre  de 
Jesus,  aprendio  que  el  tesoro  de  los 
vitrales  de  la  Iglesia  de  la  Ascension 
se  podian  salvar  y  usar  en  la  nueva 
catedral  de  Raleigh.  Contacto  a  Beyer 
Studio,  una  empresa  en  Filadelfia 
especializada  en  restaurar  vitrales 
historicos.  Durante  los  ultimos  25 
anos,  han  transportado  cientos  de 
vitrales  a  Iglesias  desde  el  principio 
del  siglo  20;  virtualmente  todos  estos 
fueron  incorporados  a  nuevas  Iglesias 
Catolicas.  Beyer  llevara  a  cabo  el 
proyecto.  "El  esfuerzo  de  preservar 
cientos  de  vitrales  a  traves  de  reubi- 
carlos  ha  sido  un  exito,"  dijo  Joseph  K. 
Beyer,  presidente  del  Estudio  Beyer. 
"Pero  sera  un  triunfo  unico  si  esta 
coleccion  se  mantiene  intacta.  No  sera 
simplemente  la  preservation  de  los 
vitrales,  sino  el  reconocimiento  de  una 
escuela  entera  a  principios  del  siglo  20 
de  vitrales  catolicos". 

Esa  escuela,  en  un  momento  cu- 
ando  muchas  Iglesias  usaban  vitrales 
pintados  para  ahorrar  gastos,  fue 
inspirada  por  las  ventanas  de  Iglesias 
medievales,  y  celebraron  no  solo  las 
escenas  narrativas  representadas,  sino 
los  patrones  y  el  ritmo  de  la  construc- 
tion del  vidrio  y  plomo.  La  coleccion 
incluye  diez  ventanas  de  pasillo  de 
tres  lancetas,  seis  ventanas  de  altar/ 
abside,  tres  ventanas  con  rosas  (una 
muy  grande)  y  seis  ventanas  que 
representan  a  los  arcangeles.  Las 
lancetas  del  centro  de  las  ventanas  del 
pasillo  son  de  17  pies  con  8  pulgadas 
de  alto  y  muestran  escenas  del  Nuevo 
Testamento,  como  la  Anunciacion, 
la  Natividad,  la  Transfiguration,  la 
Crucifixion  y  la  Resurrection. 

"Paula  Balano  diseno  ventanas  para 
varias  Iglesia  Catolicas  en  Filadelfia ," 


el  Sr.  McCrey  dijo,  "pero  creo  que  las 
ventanas  de  la  Ascension  son  su  obra 
maestra  (magnum  opus)". 

Su  restauracion  sera  un  trabajo 
heroico  y  no  comenzara  hasta  que 
iniciemos  la  construction  de  nuestra 
nueva  Catedral.  Los  vitrales  con- 
sisten  de  piezas  en  forma  individual 
de  vidrios  unidos  y  apoyados  por  las 
varillas  de  plomo  "matrix".  Mientras 
que  los  vidrios  de  las  ventanas  de  la 
Iglesia  de  la  Ascension  son  esencial- 
mente  de  la  misma  condicion  como 
lo  fue  en  1927,  85  anos  de  calor  y 
frio  naturalmente  han  resultado  en 
corrosion  y  debilidad.  El  plomo  que 
en  su  momento  fue  flexible  es  ahora 
fragil  y  puede  facilmente  quebrarse 
al  doblarlas  y  sera  inevitable  doblar- 
las  al  remover  las  ventanas.  El 
cambio  de  temperatura  a  lo  largo 
de  los  anos  tambien  provoca  que  se 
expandan  las  ventanas.  Mientras  que 
la  pasta  que  sujeta  la  configuracion 
comienza  como  una  especie  de  cojin 
que  permite  la  expansion,  la  pasta 
finalmente  endurece,  provocando 
las  ventanas  a  abultarse  cuando  se 
expandan. 

En  el  proceso  de  restauracion,  una 
vez  que  desaparezca  la  pasta  y  las 
ventanas  sean  removidas,  volveran 
a  ser  un  poco  flexibles.  Despues  de 
remoj  arias  para  quitar  la  pasta  vieja  y 
endurecida,  se  puede  manipular  con 


cuidado  para  hacerlo  piano  de  nuevo. 
Sin  embargo,  pueden  resultar  grietas 
en  el  plomo.  Una  decision  crucial  en 
la  restauracion  sera  reparar  el  plomo 
original  o  reemplazarlo. 

Aun  mas  importante,  en  el  perimet- 
ro  de  las  ventanas  donde  la  pasta  entra 
en  contacto  con  el  plomo,  es  el  oxido 
de  plomo  toxico  que  se  habra  formado 
y  tendra  que  ser  removido.  Los  ing- 
enieros  de  Beyer  entonces  disenaran 
nuevos  marcos  de  ventanas. 

Las  ventanas  se  almacenaran  hasta 
que  la  construction  de  la  Catedral  del 
Santo  Nombre  de  Jesus  este  termi- 
nada.  Un  total  de  86  cajones  se  re- 
queriran  para  mantener  las  ventanas, 
que  se  almacenara  en  una  ubicacion 
segura  en  Raleigh.  Una  vez  que  co- 
mience  la  construction  de  la  Catedral, 
las  ventanas  se  presentaran  al  estudio 
de  Beyer  para  su  restauracion. 

El  Papa  Benedicto  llamo  su  Carta 
Apostolica  proclamando  el  Ano  de  la 
Fe  "La  Puerta  de  la  Fe".  Mientras  la 
Diocesis  de  Raleigh  anticipa  su  nueva 
Catedral,  "estas  ventanas  de  la  fe"  son 
un  avance  impresionante  de  la  belleza 
por  venir. 

El  Obispo  Michael  E  Burbidge 
dijo,  "jLos  vitrales  de  nuestra  nueva 
Catedral  son  parte  de  la  historia  en- 
riquecedora  que  continuara  reflejando 
la  Luz  de  Cristo  en  el  future  brillante 
de  nuestra  Diocesis!" 


Los  Artistas  Vitralistas 

Paula  Himmelsbach  Balano  (1877-1967)  nacio  en  Leipzig,  Alemania  y 
se  traslado  a  Filadelfia  a  la  edad  de  dos  anos.  Tras  el  entrenamiento  de  artista 
vitralista,  se  apoyo  a  si  misma  como  pintora  de  retratos  y  profesora.  Estaba 
en  sus  40's  cuando  asumio  el  puesto  de  vitralista.  En  1925,  tras  servir  de 
aprendiz  por  varios  anos,  abrio  su  propio  estudio,  la  primera  mujer  en  los  Es- 
tados Unidos  que  lo  realizo.  En  1927  recibio  su  primer  gran  encargo  de  34 
ventanas  en  la  Iglesia  Catolica  de  la  Ascension  de  Nuestro  Senor,  ventanas 
que  seran  transportadas  a  Raleigh.  Esta  comision  fue  seguida  por  29  venta- 
nas para  la  Iglesia  St.  Stephen  de  Filadelfia.  Esta  Iglesia  cerro  en  1 993  y  las 
ventanas  las  compro  la  Arquidiocesis  de  Nueva  York  para  reusarlas. 

La  Srita.  Balano  generalmente  habia  ejecutado  todos  los  trabajos,  desde 
el  diseno  inicial  hasta  el  final,  recibiendo  ayuda  solo  para  la  etapa  final  de  la 
instalacion. 


James  Mecher  Kase  (1 858-1 936)  establecio  un  negocio  de  vitrales  en 
Reading,  PA  en  1 888.  Finalmente,  tres  de  sus  hijos  se  unieron  a  la  firma.  Su 
empresa  produjo  cuatro  ventanas  altas  representando  a  los  Evangelistas  y 
dos  ventanas  grandes  decorativas.

"A  pesar  de  los  suf- 
rimientos  y  obstaculos  que  enfrento,  declaro  que  el  nunca  se  avergonzo  de 
su  fe  y  con  audacia  y  valentia  lo  profeso",  dijo  el  Obispo  Burbidge.  "Nosotros 
debemos  hacer  lo  mismo". 

Alento  a  los  reunidos  a  orar  al  Senor  para  que  aumente  su  fe,  al  mismo 
tiempo  oraba  para  que  el  Espiritu  Santo  los  iluminara,  inflamara  y  purificara.  El 
Obispo  Burbidge  dijo  que  los  catolicos  deben  ser  participantes  activos  en  su  fe, 
en  vez  de  ser  solo  espectadores. 

Despues  de  la  Misa,  el  Padre  Peter  John  Cameron,  sacerdote  Dominico  y 
editor  jefe  de  la  revista  "Magnificat",  dirigio  su  discurso.

Catholic  Young  Adults  Gather 
to  Share  and  Learn 


It's  fun.  It's  casual.  And  it's  just  for 
twenty-  and  thirty-somethings.  Spirits  & 
Wisdom  is  a  monthly  gathering  of  young 
adults  in  the  Raleigh  area  looking  to  learn 
more  about  their  faith,  discuss  topics 
relevant  to  their  life  and  enjoy  fellowship. 
(Similar  events  are  held  in  other  locales  in 
the  Diocese.) 

These  gatherings  are  "by  Catholic 
young  adults,  for  Catholic  young  adults," 
explained  Robert  Jones,  director  of  the 
Diocesan  Catechetical  Institute  and  New 
Evangelization,  which  helps  promote  this 
downtown  Raleigh  event. 

"Our  goal  is  to  draw  young  adults 
closer  to  Christ  and  to  each  other,"  said 
Mr.  Jones,  who  added  that  non-Catholic 
seekers,  inactive  Catholics  and  active 
Catholics  are  all  welcome  to  attend. 

In  an  effort  to  meet  other  Catholics  her 
age,  Raleigh's  Jeannie  Franciscy  decided 
to  attend  Spirits  &  Wisdom  after  reading 
about  it  in  a  church  bulletin.  "I  wanted  to 
have  people  I  could  talk  with  and  get  to 
know  who  could  help  support  and  grow 
my  faith,"  she  said.  "I  continue  to  attend 
because  I  have  been  able  to  learn  a  lot 
from  the  speakers." 

According  to  Robert  Shaw,  Spirits 
&  Wsdom  coordinator,  the  events  are 
informal  and  feature  timely  topics  such 
as  Catholic  teachings  on  marriage  and 
family,  a  conversation  that  drew  more 
than  50  people.  The  event  starts  with  a 
30-minute  lecture,  which  is  followed  by  a 
question-and-answer  session. 

"We  are  there  because  we  are  Catho- 
lic, and  we  want  to  be  Catholic,"  said  Mr. 
Shaw.  "We  don't  have  any  'no-go'  zones. 
We  don't  have  any  uncomfortable  topics 
...  it's  a  great  group  because  people  want 
to  hear  the  faith  proclaimed  and  explained 
confidently.  And  that's  what  has  made  the 
group  grow."

Father  James  F.  Gameau, 
Pastor  of  St.  Mary  of  the  Angels  Parish  in 
Mt.  Olive,  andEpiscopal  Delegate  for  the 
Cause  for  Beatification  and  Canonization 
of  Father  Thomas  Frederick  Price,  will 
lead  the  Spirits  &  Wsdom  discussion.

"Ukrainian  Bell  Fantasy",  which  people  also  know  as  "Carol  of 
the  Bells."  "We'll  do  that  as  a  prelude,"  she  explained,  "because 
it's  not  specifically  liturgical.  Then  during  the  liturgy  we'll  do 
a  version  of  the  'Coventry  Carol.'"  The  bell  choir  also  accom- 
panies other  instruments,  for  example  on  "Hark,  the  Herald 
Angels  Sing." 

The  St.  Patricks  bell  choir  uses  five  full  octaves  of  bells. 
(Many  choirs  get  by  with  two  or  three.)  The  smallest  bell  is 
about  two  inches  in  diameter,  the  largest  more  than  a  foot 
and  a  half,  weighing  fifteen  pounds.  "When  we're  playing  all 
five  octaves,"  Ms.  Rogers  said,  "we  have  thirteen  or  fourteen 
people."  Each  player  is  responsible  for  two  named  notes,  which 
points  to  a  special  challenge  faced  by  bell  choirs.  Unlike  a  vocal 

choir  where  many  voices  sing 


The  sound  of  bells  is  a  familiar 
one  during  the  holiday  season, 
but  that  joyful  sound  takes  on 
special  meaning  for  Catholics  at 
Christmas  Mass.  At  St.  Patrick  Church  in 
Fayetteville,  NC,  the  parish  hand  bell  choir 
has  brought  that  unique,  exultant  voice  to 
Christmas  and  other  liturgies  for  more  than 
twenty  years. 

In  the  Christmas  season,  said  Anne  Rogers,  St.  Patrick's 
Associate  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  the  bells  truly  enhance 
worship.  "People  hear  the  bells  and  they  remember  the  joy 
of  Christ  being  bom!  It  really  does  have  that  effect  of  draw- 
ing people  into  the  mystery  that's  being  celebrated,"  said  Ms. 
Rogers,  who  leads  the  choir  with  Stephan  Bamicle,  Director  of 
Music  Ministry. 

This  Christmas,  Ms.  Rogers  said,  the  bell  choir  will  play  the 


the  same  notes,  a  bell  choir  is 
really  a  collection  of  soloists. 
"It  makes  rehearsals  difficult 
if  there  are  absences,"  Ms. 
Rogers  smiled.  "You  need 
very  committed  players." 

Another  challenge,  at  least 
to  a  novice,  is  the  music  itself. 
Imagine  piano  music  with 
stage  directions:  "Shake"  or 
"Swing"  or  "Let  vibrate"  (in- 
stead of  damping  the  bell  on  one's  shoulder  or  the  foam  table 
where  the  bells  rest).  Sometimes  mallets  are  used.  Sometimes 
the  player  strikes  the  bell  on  the  table. 

The  biggest  challenge  of  all  is  coordination.  On  chords, 
for  example,  three  different  players  have  to  ring  their  notes  at 
exactly  the  same  time.  The  best  hand  bell  choirs  are  noted  for 
their  clarity  in  ensemble  playing. 

In  addition  to  Christmas,  the  choir  plays  in  other  liturgies 
when  a  joyful  sound  is  appropriate.  "So  we  don't  play  at  Masses 
in  Lent,"  Ms.  Rogers  said,  "because  the  season  is  a  more  somber 
one.  But  we  do  rehearse  during  Lent,  because  we  have  to  get 
ready  for  Easter.  We  also  play  on  St.  Patrick's  Day,  which  usu- 
ally comes  during  Lent,  because  he  is  our  parish's  patron  saint." 

In  the  current  church  building,  the  ringers  play  in  a  choir 
loft,  so  they  are  invisible.  A  new  St.  Patrick  Church  is  under 
construction,  though,  and  the  music  area  has  been  designed 
with  the  substantial  room  necessary  for  a  five-octave  bell 
choir.  "That  will  be  wonderful,"  Ms.  Rogers  said,  "because 
there  is  a  visual  element  to  bell  ringing  -  some  choirs  almost 
choreograph  their  playing.  It  will  also  be  terrifying,  because 
now  everyone  can  see  us.  So  we  have  to  work  in  the  mean- 
time on  our  presentation,  so  we  look  'right'  but  don't  distract 
from  the  liturgy." 

When  the  new  church  is  dedicated  -  it  is  hoped  in  2014  - 
the  joy  of  the  occasion  will  certainly  call  for  bells.
